He 
that ſhall - duly conſider the deplorable miſery of - mankind, and 
how much it wanteth relief" in ſuch a multitude of Inſtances, muſt 
needs acknowledge us to be what Antiquity hath long ſince call d 
us, viz. The Hands of God. Indeed the ancient Grecians in 
the-days of Ignorance arid Idolatry did not flick. to teſtifie their 
reverence of the Eminenl-men of the Profeſſion, by referring them 
into the number of the Gods which they worſhipt. Nor have the 
latter times, though wiſer than to riſe ' to ſuch extravagancy, . been 
backward in expreſſing their efteem of us ; which" notwithſtanding 
they have guide with more diſcretion and uſefulneſs. go 
of ſuch Deification and fabulous | Stories, they *have rewaxded us 
with Honour,” Wealth, and Collegiate Foundations" both \ in Uni. 
verſities and orbat Cities. - Among which ſort our own Society in 
the City of London, eſtabliſhed by - Kings, and\ frequently encou- 
raged by freſh Grants from them, ought to' have an honourable 
mention ; the Profeſſors q which have contributed fo much-to the 
improvement of the Faculty, and to the honour 'of the Nation. 
The Anatomical part hath beeu ſignally promoted in it, fo as to 
render it famous all over Europe, and every year to invite For 
reiners t0 attend our LeAures from beyond" the Seas. It ha like 
to have done as great things in the Inſtitutionary part of Chirurge- 
ry;

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ry, had the learned LeAures of that excellent Chirurgeon Doftor 
Read been continued by a ſucceſſion of ſuch Profeſſors. It being 
reaſonable to imagine, that the Curiofity and Induſtry that hath 
been ſo eminent in our Nation 'in the Anatomical part, would 
have been the like in that alſo. Since it hath been our unhappi- 
neſs to have that negtefed;1 hope it « will not be ill taken if we 
that are Members of it do Jupply. this. defeft by our own private 
Labours. This hath been already done by Mr. Clowes, 
Mr. Woodall, and ſome others, whoſe laudable Example I have 
adventured to follow, and to put my own Papers in Print ; that 
what was at firſt intended for my private ſatisfaftion, may be uſe- 
ful:-t9thers as well as to myyfelf. In daing this, Reader, I haz 

made a vertue of neceſſity,.and imployeg-tboſe hours for the publith 
ſervice, which a” frequently-repeated Sickneſs hath for this twenty 
years laſt paſt deny d me the uſe of in my private occaſions. It 
hath pleaſed God by cafting me into ſuch a condition to give me 
opportunity of reading and thinking, as well as praftiſing. Both 
which-are neceſſary to' the accompliſhment not only\of an Author, 
but indeed of a Chirurgeon. 1 tannot be.ſa uncharitable to my Bre. 
thren, .as to wiſh-them the like. Sickneſs \t0 oblige them to the like 
Retirements for contemplation and ſtudy... But I do heartily wiſh, 
that what was neceſſity in mt may be choice in them, yiz. that they 
would fet apart ſome time for reflexion upon their Labours, and 
for comparing the Emperical. part -of the Profeſſion with the Rati- 
onal, They will ſoon find how many Gaps do_ ſtill. lie open in this 
goodly Fabrick , and how.much is wanting to make the Building 
compleat. What defefts do remain even in the Hiſtory of Diſeaſes 
themſelves, and the plain praflical things, wherein every expert 
Chirurgeon can correft the Authors he reads ? This well conſide- 
red cannot but ſpur him on to add bis Obſervations to the bulk of . 
what hath been: heretofore heaped up for this purpoſe, and to con- 
tribute his endeavours to the finiſhing of what hath been begun, 
and thus far carried on, by other hands. As to my own perfor- 
mance, Reader, I muſt tell thee, that what I have chiefly aimed 
at in this Book hath been, perſpicuity and conciſeneſs in the In- 
flitutionary part of the ſame, and aptneſs in the annexed Obſerva. 
tions ; that ſo the whole may be made eaſie to the young Chirur. 
 geon, and as infiruftive as may be. In all which I doubt not but 
the farther he goeth on in pradtice, the more of clearneſs and 
plainneſs he will find ; and the whole ſo much better performed 
than a meer Academick could have done it, without beins a Pra- 
Fitioner himſelf, as a Traveller can deſcribe a Country to one 
that is taking a journey into it more ſenſibly and uſefully, than one 
that hath only read of it and ſeen it in Maps. Know, 
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Know, Reader, that as to theſe Treatiſes; though in preparati- 

on 10 them I have read all the eminent Chirurgical Authors, yet 
in the writing of them I was more conformed to my onn judement 
and experience, thai other mens authority. This will conſequent- 
ly make them liable to the Cenſure of many ſorts of men. Such 
Ancient Praflitioners as are unwilling to be now learning a new 
leſſon, will be angry that thoſe Definitions and Deſcriptions, and 
ſometimes Methods of Cure, are receded from, which they learned 
when young ; thoſe being the baſis on which they have built the 
whole ſuperſlrufture of their Praftice. IT deſire ſuch men to con- 
tent themſelves with neglefing them ; they being not written for 
their uſe, but for younger men, who have their Principles and 
Maximes of Chirurgery yet to chuſe. Others, wholly taken up with 
the Novelties wherewith this Age aboundeth, will be angry that all 
the new Notions are not here purſued to nicety, and many little 
both Anatomical and Chymical Punfilio's inſerted and brought in 
on all occaſions, in ſtead of the old way of expreſſing the Accidents 
of Diſeaſes, with their Cauſes and Cure. I would have theſe men 
conſider, that 1 am a Prafiſer, not an Academick.: that I delight 
in thoſe things as far as they are uſeful to life, but thought it too 
great a digreſſion from my preſent purpoſe to fluff up a praflical 
Book with ſuch Philoſophical Curioſities, which become it juſt as 
well, as it would become a Divine to fill a practical Diſcourſe with 
School-diſtinflions. 

However, I reſolving not to truſt my ſelf wholly with a caſe of 
this nice difficulty, 7.4 chuſe @ Friend to whoſe Fudgment I did 
permit the whole, I mean the Learned Doftor Walter Needham 
of the Charter-houſc, who, upon peruſal of my Papers, was plea- 
ſed to approve of my intention, and withal to alter what he thought 
fit in them, and alway to cut off the Theory, when it adventured 
upon Controverſial Diſcourſes ; ſtill urging, that this was not in- 
tended for a Book of Controverſie, but of plain Inſtitution ; not to 
make men ſubtil Diſputants, but good Praftiſers. I do confeſs he 
did gratifie my humour in it, whoſe inclinations lie wholly that 
way : But withal I made bold ſometimes to pleaſe my own fanſie, 
in not alway following his advice, or obeying the CorreAions he 
made. His pardon I eaſily got for ſo doing, he not affecting a 
Tyranny in Friendſhip : and I hope I ſhall thine, ( Reader, ) if 
among many things that are here delivered, thou findeſt ſome not 
altogether to thy palate. Let what thou doft find acceptable to 
thee in this Treatiſe excuſe the impertinence of the reſt. = 

Thou art farther to be informed, that the _ of ſo large 4 
Volume as thou now art preſented with is but a late deſign, to which 

(a) ſevera 
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ſeveral of the particular Trafts, ſome of which were publiſht four 


years ſince, others written about that time, did encourage me. One 
attempt drew 0 another, till at length it erew to the bulk thou 
ſeeſt. Which I do alledge in excuſe of the Method of this Book ; 
which, if it had been all writton at once, might have been contri- 
ed all into a piece. But the leſſer Treatiſes being written before 
the greater, I was not willing to diſmember them LI or to write 
new Diſcourſes on thoſe SubjeAs which I had already handled fully. 
The young Chirurgeon will reap benefit by it, finding ſome of the 
moſt troubleſome Diſeaſes in Chirurgery treated of wholly under 
one view, which otherwiſe he muſt have found piecemeal delivered 
in ſeveral places. This Apotogie I chiefly made for the Treatiſe 
of the King's Evil, where many Diſeaſes are diſcourſed of which 
other Writers handle in other places of Chirurgery. It is ſufficient 
to ſay, that I think, moſt inſtances of thofe Diſeaſes to partake at 
leaſt of that Malady, if not entively to be that: and therefore when 
T wrote the particular Treatiſe, it was fit to handle them there ; 
and that being done, I ſaw no reaſon for-taking them out again, 
to ſupply other parts of the Book, 

After all things are conſidered and weighed in this and other 
Chirurgical Diſcourſes that are publick, and they compared with 
our ſucceſs in Praffice, we ſhall ſoon find cauſe of lamenting our 
own weakneſs and inability in the carrying on of ſo great a work, 
as the recovery of Mankind out of thoſe many Diſtempers to which 
various Misfortunes, and many repeated ſucceſſions of Intemperance, 
and other Accidents both without and within, have betrayed us for 
ſo many ages together. When the young Chirurgeon ſhall find the 
Cure eafte in the Theory, and appear ſo at firſt in the Prafice too, 
yet ſuddenly deceive him with a Relapſe, and not only once, but 
often, delude his beſt endeavours : when the B y-[tanders and per. 
ſons' concerned ſhall begin to accuſe him of Knavery in his proceed. 
ing, and think him to pull back, a Cure, whilſt he is only rolling 
Sf phus his Stone, which will tumble down whether he will or nct : 
He will then wiſh, that all other Prafliſers had done what I have in 
this Treatiſe, viz. recommended their Obſervations, both ſucceſsful 
and unſucceſsful, thereby increaſing knowledge in our Profeſſion, 
and leaving Sea-marks for the diſcovery of ſuch Rocks as they them- 
ſelves have ſplit upon before. For my part, I have done it faithfully, 
and thought it no diſgrace to let the world ſee where I failed of ſuc- 
ceſs, that thoſe that come after me may learn what to avoid : there 
being more of inſtrutiveneſs often in an unfortunate caſe than in 
a fortunate one; and more ingenuity in confeſſing ſuch _ 

' tunes whichare imtident to mankind, and which have attentled all

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my Brethren as well as my ſelf, and will attend thee alſo, Reader, 
in ſpight of all thy care and diligence, if thou undertake the inj- 
ployment. Thou wilt alſo learn one _—_— piece of Humility, 
Viz. not to truft too much on thy own judgment, eſpecially in difh- 
cult caſes ; but to think, fit to ſeek the advice of other Phyſicians 
or Chirurgeons, whoſe Jong _— hath enabled them to aſſiſt 
thee in preventing the Accidents, and encourage thee to go on in 
the work, or forewarn thee of the danger. After thou haſt thus 
defended thy ſelf from the cenſure of Raſhneſs, proceed boldly, and 
let thy ſincerity in thy afling be thy warrant to hope for God's 
Bleſſing on thy endeavours : and if theſe Papers prove any advan- 
tage to thee in them, remember with kindneſs the Labours of

EY Hat a Tumour is (when we underſtand a Diſeaſe by the Definiti- 
SSR word ) is ſo ſufficiently explained by Gale, that I ſhall not ® 
| trouble my ſelf with any farther diſquiſition about it. Ir is 
by him defined, 4 Diſeaſe in which m—_— of the body re- 
_ jo their natural ſtate by an # increaſe of their 
#7 RECj., 
Now by what Names the Ancients did expreſs a Tumour in general, 
many of which were afterwards appropriated to the particular Species of it, 
as Oedema, Apoſtema, Phyma,8&c. I ſhall leave to the Criticks and men of leiſure 
to enquire : it ſhall ſuffice me, that = Definition tells you what I mean. 
The Cauſes of Tumours are variouſly delivered by ſundry Authors, with ,, ._ . 
a larger repetition of which I ſhall not here trouble you. W hat my own Tumours, 
thoughts Gavel to me out of them upon this ſubject is this in ſhort,v:z.that 
they muſt be conſidered either with regard totheir Time and Place, or to the 
Matter of which they conſiſt, 
I.In regard to their Time & Place wecall them, .Antecedent,2.Conjuntt. 
1.By an Artecedent Cauſe I mean that which yet hath not aQtually produ- Anteces 
ced a Tumour, but is throughly mixed with the Bloud, or otherwile lodged 
in ſome convenient place where it is not troubleſome to nature, at leaſt not to 
this Part; though it have a great inclination to be fo, and, if not prevented, 
doth produce the feared effett. Of this ſort I reckon all Impurities in the 
Bloud which do not yet ſtart out into the {ſolid parts: as the Matter of an 
Eryſipelas, Phlegmon, Parotis, Bubo, &c. before a Crilis is made ; ſo alſoany 
Tumour in the body, which, lying in any part of it, is apt to be tranſlated to 
another. This, though it may be the conjun&t cauſe of the Tumour of the 
part where it is now lodged, 1s the antecedent cauſe of that Tumour which 
 1t raiſethin another place, to which it may be after derived, &c. 
2. By a Conjunit Cauſe I mean the very Matter of the Tumour that is al- 
ready impacted into the part, by others called thecauſs continens : upon the 
_— of whichthe Tumour encreaſeth ; on the diminution of itit dimi- 
niſheth. 
IL.In regard of the Matter of which they are made,we do uſually attribute 
their Original to, 1. Humour, 2. Wind, 3, the Interpoſition ofa ſolid Body. 
B Firſt, 
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Humour: Firſt, Humour produceth Tumour by, 1. Fluxion, 2. Congeſtion. 
oy Fin x. Fluxion is the ſudden motion of Humours in the body to any part, and 
© commonly depends upon one or more of theſe following cauſes : 1. the part 
tranſmitting ; 2,the paxtrecipient; 3. the candition of the Humour. 
(1.) The part tranſmitting dothcauſe ſudden Fluxion, when, being it ſelf 
xong, it is provoked by the heat, ſharpnels, quantity,or other taylt ot a Hu- 
r mour, and, being ſo provoked, tranſlates it to fome weaker part, whether 

external, or internal. This is moſt evident in the Criſis of Fevers, from 
which the Humour is often diſcharged inwardly by the way of Phlegmor 
upon the inward viſcera ; or outwardly in the form of an Eryfipelzs, Bubo, 
Parotis, Carbunculns, &C. 

(2.) The part recipient is the Cauſe of Tumours either, 1. paſſively, or 
2, actively, 

# Paſſively, when it receives Humours, and cannot expel them : whether 
it be through its weaknels, laxity of Pores, over-widenels of Veſſels, asin a 
Varix ; or their too great ſtreightneſsor obſtruction, its poſition in a decli- 
ning part, or its being diſabled by external accidents, as Bruiſe, Fall, &«c. 

2. Actively, when it attragts Humours to it ſelf: either, 1. through hear, 
whether created by Humours already flowed, or by hot Medicines, bliſtering 
Plaiſters, the Sun, Fire, Cupping-glaſſes, &c. or, 2. pain from corroding Me- 
dicines, wounds, bruifes. I know this latter Head of Attraction may be quar- 
retPd at by ſome, who will reduce all Attraction to Pullion, and fo render 
other reaſons of theſe accidents : But that troubles not me, who handle the 
notion in a practical way, leaving the fpeculation to curious men. 

(3.) The condition of the Humour is the thirdaud,indeed, great Cauſe from 
which Tumours do ariſe: inthe explaining of which we mutt confider either 
the Plenitude of Veſſels, or the Impurity of the Humours themſelves. 

1. The Plenitude of Veſſels,otherwile called Plethora,when it happens,cau- 
ſeth an Extravaſation of bloud, either by ruption or Apertion of them : ei- 
ther of which, if they fall inwardly uponthe Brain or tome noble part, are of 
great danger ; as in Apoplexta, &c. 

2. Impurity or Cacochymia ( to which ſome willallo reduce Plethors ) is a 
Degeneration of the Humours into a preternatural ſtate, from which Dege- 
neration a multitude of Diſcaſes do ariſe. 

by Conge- 2. Congeſtion is then ſaid to be the Cauſe of a Tumour, when the growth 
ſion. of it is flow and without pain, it commonly owing its original to a fault of 
ConcoCction in the Part, or at leaſt a weaknels in the ——— faculty ; ſome- 
ermes alfo to the want of heat, and the denlity of the skin, which hinders 
perſpiration. Thefe Tumours are generally cold, whereas thole made by 
Fluxion are moſt frequently hot. T he Matter of thele is either thinand fe- 
rots, or thick and phlegmartick, or apt to coagulate and grow hard, as many 
{ctrrheus Tumours and Exoſfoſes ; or made up of nutritious juices, as Sarco- 
ma, Flernia carnoſa, &C. 

Secondly, As Humour, ſo W:z4 begetteth Tumours : which though it 
ſeldom appearethalone, but uſually maxed with fome Humour,which is the 
caufe of it ; yer getting predominancy it denominateth Tumours, and is 
called Emphyſema. 

Interpol. Thirdly, Fhe Imterpoſition of a ſolid Body is frequently the Cauſe of a Tu- 
GL. body. mour ; as in the Hernia inteſtinalis, zerbalis, Exomphalos. 
Now from the variety of theſe Caulcs arifeth a great variety of Tumours, 
which do receive their wok denominations from them. 
F jhalt not trouble you with all the feveral diviſions and enumerations, 
which, according to Sexneriw's Arithmetick, make 226 in all: but : ſhall 
briefly 
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briefly inſtance 1n theſe following Heads, to which the reſt may without 
difficulty be reduced. 

1. The Bloud it ſelfis the matter of many Tumours ; and that two ſeve- 
ral ways. Y ; 

(1.) When the ſerwmis ſo extravaſated as to carry ſomething of the red or 
grumous part with it into the Tumour. In which caſe we find the I»flam- 
mation or Phlegmon, and the conſequences of thar, viz. Gangrena, or Sphace- 
lus, of which we have treated elſewhere: alſo Eryſipelas, Furunculus, Epinytis, 
Tereminthus, Phyma, Phygethlon, Bubo, Parotis, Carbunculns, Paroaakla Per- 
nio, and Pterygion. 

(2.) When the whole maſs of Bloud is ſo driven into a Tumour; as that 
the gramns iseither principally concerned, or at leaſt equally mixed with the 
ſerum. Examples of thisare Varix, Ecchymoſis, Aneuriſma:

have thus curſorily given you a ſummary view of the chief Heads of Diſ- 
courle which are uſually handled by our Chirurgical Writers, as a Prepara- 
tory to what I my ſelf have to ſay. And firſt we ſhall treat of Humoral Tu- 
mours in general, deſcending from thence to as many of the Particulars as 
will be neceſſary for the Inſtruction of the young Artiſt. 
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He Canſes of theſe Tumonrs have beet: ſufficiently handled in the Firſt 
Chapter, where we have diſcourſed how Tumours from Humours are 
produced : I ſhall here diſcourſe the Diagnoſtick, Prognoſtick, and Cure. 

Ifa Humoral Tumour be made by any external Cauſe, as by a Wound, Signs. 
Brutſe, &«. it is calily diſcerned : but if there were no ſuch preceding Cauſe, 
you may conclude that it ariſeth from within. In this Jatter caſe you may 
judge whether a Tumour be made by Fluxion or Congeſtion thus. 

That which is made by Congeſtion riſeth gradually, and is colleCted into a 


compatt Tumour without any preceding cauſe or ſign of Fluxion, and is dos 


made with little pain, unleſ$ it begin in the Joynts, or partsof exquilite Senſe. tion. 
And then allo in little Children the Tumour 1s ſome times made before it is 
diſcovered, and ſuppoſed a luxation of that Joynt, the Skin retaining its na- 
tural colour : yet as the Tumour encreaſeth, the veinsare frequently ſwelled 
in the ſurface of it ; and as the Matter makes its way outward, it ſome 
times inflames and becomes painful. | 
If the Tumour be made by Fluxion, the part is affetted with pain, and Tumours 
{\welleth ſuddenly, and is accompanied with Tenſion, Pulſation, and Fever. by Fluxion 
; B 2 FY Now 
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Now when the Tumour appears either before or with the Fever, no other 
Diſeaſe having preceded it, this isto be called Fluxion in the ſtricteſt ſence of 
the word. But there are two other ſorts of Tumours reducible to Fluxion, 
and thoſe are made by, 1. Tranſlation, 2. Attraction. 

Firſt, The Tranſlation of an Humour, in the ſence I here mean it, is that 
fort of Fluxion which happens from within upon the Criſis of ſome forego- 
ing Diſeaſe ; which though it be really Fluxion, yet it differs from that which 
is {tri&tly ſo called by theſe circumſtances. 1. In Tranſlation another Diſ- 
eaſe preceded ; in this, none at all, 2. In Fluxion, ſtrictly ſo called, the 
Skin is firſt affeQed, and by degrees the neighbouring parts; in Tranſlation 
it is afſeQed laſt, the Matter working it ſelf from within outwards,infomuch 
that you may find Matter in the Tumour before the Skin is much changed. 
2. In Tranſlation there is often a real Extravaſation of the ſerum of the bloud 
between the Interſtices of the Muſcles,which falleth from ſome higher place ; 
nay, Pw it ſelf may be bred above in {ome inward Cavity,and fall down thi- 
ther aQually formed before the Tumour begins: which is quite otherwiſe 
in Fluxion {triQly ſo called. 

Secondly, The other ſort of Tumours reducible to Fluxion are thoſe that 
are made by Attrattion : which if they ds happen, ſome of the viſible Cau- 
ſes mentioned Chap. 1. did precede. 

Tumours made by Fluxion have their ſeveral degrees and times, as their 
Beginning, Augment, State, and Declination. Their Beginning 15 with the 
extenſion of the part aftefted : the Increaſe, when it riſeth into a conſpicu- 
ous Tumour, and is then accompanied with Symptoms increaling accor- 
dingly : the State is when the Tumour is made, and the Symptoms at the 
higheſt : the Declination is when the Tumour becomes leſs, and the Sym- 
ptoms abate. , 

The Prognoſticks of Tumours 1n general are taken from the Part atteCted, 
as it is of more excellence and uſe ; alſo as it is internal,or external. By how 
much the more noble the Part is,by ſo much the more dangerous. The inter- 
nal more dangerous than external.Prognoſticks are alſo taken from the great- 
neſs of the Tumour,and Accidents that attend it ; and from the quality of 
the Humour that raiſeth it, whether hot or cold, thick or thin, malign or be- 
nign : for according to theſe circumſtances the Cure is more or leſs difficult. 

The manner of its Termination is to be conſidered : whether by Diſcuſſi- 
on, v2. inſenſible Tranſpiration ; or Suppuration, 2. e. the converting the 
Humour ( which raiſed the Tumour ) into Matter ; or by Corruption, when 
the part affeCted is overcome by the ill quality of the matter, and putrehies ; 
or by Induration, when the Tumour is hardened, and the Symptoms of pain 
diminiſhed ; or by RetraQtion, when the Tumour ſuddenly dilappears, go- 
ing back into the Body. 

All Tumours which owe their original to Humours terminate one of 


theſe five ways. 
1. The Signs of Di{cuſſon are the Relaxation, Dimiaution, and eaſe of the 


part, without Suppuration. 

2, The Signs of Suppurationare Pain,Pulfation,&c. with Fever,according 
to Aphor. Hop. Dum Pas conficitur, dolores ac febres accidunt. But the Matter 
being made, thoſe Accidents ceaſe, and the Tumour riſcth in a Cone, and 
appears whitiſh : alſo the Matter fluctuates under your fingers, Yet it fre- 
quently happens in crude Tumours, and thoſe that lie deep amongſt the 
Muſcles, that Matter is not ſo eaſily diſcover'd. 

3- The Signs of Corruptionare alivid of blackiſh colour of the part affet- 
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4. The Signs of Induration are, Diminution of the Tumour and Pain, Of Indu- 
with increaſe of Hardneſs.

5. The Sign of its Retra#ion is, a ſudden diſappearing of the Tumour OfRera- 

| is without Diſcuſſion or Suppuration : which, if itbe from an inward cauſe, is ©”: 
always evil, and there ariſeth Fever, (if there were none before ) together 
with grievous Symptoms from the return of the Matrer. 

In the Cure of Tumours two things are chietly to be conſidered : x. the Cure. 
nature of rhe Part ; 2. the nature of the Tumour. 

I. In the Part it ſelf we are to conſider, 1. its Temperament, 2. its Con- Things to 
formation, 3. Situation, 4. Senſe, 5. Uſe. ban em 

1. In Temperament, {ome are hot, as the Muſcles ; ſome cold, as the Ten- RR - 
dons, Glandules, and other exanguous parts. Some are moderately moiſt in 
themſelves, and require tobe treated with Medicines of the like nature, ſuch 
asare neither violently drying,nor too much moiſtening, as the Fleſhy parts : 
others dry in themſelves, yet require exiccants ; as Bones : others again over 
whelmed with perpetual Moiſture, by reaſon of their ſituation and ſpongy 
ſubſtance ; as the parts about the Anus, Urterus, Axille, Inguina, &C. 

2, Conformation of the Part regards either its outward Figure, or inward 
Compolition : which latter may conſiſt of ſeveral other leſſer, whether ſimi- 
lar or organical ; as a Thigh, of Bone, Muſcles, Veins, Arteries, Nerves, Mem- 
branes, &c. all which are duly to be conſidered, that ſo the nature of the 
Fluxion, the Veſſels that feed it, the diſadvantages or advantages of the Part, 
the beft way of Revulſion, Diſcuſſion,c. may be the more readily ſuggeſted 
to the ftancy. We may allo thereby be informed what Cavities or Interſtices 
may be there for the receit of Humour ; and how great the degeneration 1s 
from the natural ſtate or figure. 

3. Situation of the Part is of great importance : which, if it depend too 
much, muſt of neceſſity be raiſed ; otherwiſe the Fluxion will be increaſed. 
Therefore ifit be a Hand or Arm, it muſt be raiſed to the Breaſt ; if a Leg, 
ir muſt be laid on a Bed, Stool, or the like. 

4. The Senſibleneffof Parts is of much moment in the Cure of Tumours : | 
which, if they light upon ſuchas are of over-acute ſenſe, produce exquiſite 
torments, ſuch as require often a more peculiar care of the Chirurgeon than 
the Tumour it ſelf. Alſo its neighbourhood to ſuch a place obligeth us to 
prevent 1ts reaching to it, 

5. The Vſ/e of a Part, as it is more or leſs noble, is very much to be atten- 
ded : whether it be of immednte importance to Life, as the Liver, Brain, 
Lungs, Heart, &c. or to great and noble uſes ; whether of ſenſe, as the Eye, 

Noſe, Ear ; or of common excretion, as the Bladder, 4s; or of generati- 
on, as the Teſticles, Uterws, &c. Of all which Circumſtances great care is to 
be had, that they may be treated accordingly. 

IT. Having thus conſidered the nature ofthe Part,you are next to attend to Things ta 
theTumour it ſelf, both as to its Time and other circumſtances. Astoits Time, pre 
ifit bealready in the State, you have no more to do but to regard the conjunCt Tumonr, 
cauſe, viz. the Matter already lodged there ; the due removal of which ſuffi- 
ciently diſpoſeth it to Cure : but if it be only beginning, then the antecedent 
cauſes are to be likewiſe conſidered,and to be removed out of hand ; the Fluxi- 
on to be checked by evacuation of the Humour, by bleeding and purging, or 
by revullion, derivation, interception, repulſion, diſcuſſion, &c. 

Theſe ſeveral intentions will beſt be judged of by viewing the quality of 
the Tumour. If it be hot, and made by Fluxion, then it is to be treated by the 
aforeſaid Method. Ifit be cold, and made by Congeſtion, then purging = 
with reſolvents,diſcutients,and ſtrengtheners of the Part,are to be made - 
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of. Where the Tumours are mixed, the intentions of Cure ought to be ſo 
too. Where AttraQion is the cauſe of Tumour, the cauſe of the Attraction 
ought to be removed ; whether it be roo much heat, drawing Medicines, bli- 
ſering Plaiſters, or the like. All which thingsas they will be ſufficiently 
handled in the Particulars when we come to them ; fo it will be much for the 
advantage of the young Artiſt, if we do hereſay ſomething of chem in gene- 
ral. 

Now ſince Tumours cauſed by Fluxion arelike to employ the former part 
of this Treatiſe, I ſhall begin with thoſe, and conlider them 1a their ſeveral 
eſtates, of Beginning, Increaſe, State, and Declination. 

In the Beginning I have already told you of Bleeding, which potently 
checketh Fluxion, and ought to be proportioned to the greatneſs and vio- 
lence of the Diſeafe. In tender bodies and ſmall Tumours the evacuation 
needs not be much : but if otherwiſe the Fluxion be great, and the body 
ſtrong, we mult take away large quantities. 

Belides Bleeding, evacuation by Stool will be requiſite : and, indeed, im- 
mediately before or after bleedinga Clyſter or ſome other Lenitive ought to 
be exhibited. Nor is that tobe reſted in, but further purging,either by milder 
or ſtronger medicines,to be attempted,ſuitably tothe condition of thePatient. 
It is true that in hot Tumours there may ſeem to be only a Plerhora, which 
notwithſtanding will require evacuation by purging as well as bleeding ; it be- 
ing ſeldom found that a Tumour is cauſed by a meer Plethora without Caco- 
chymia ; which Cacochymia, if it doth not precede the Tumour, certainly ac- 
companieth it, ( as will be made more manifeſt when we come to treat of 
particular Heads ) and thereforerequires the method now mentioned, 

Lenitive Purges are Sexa, Rhubarb, Caſſia, T amarinds, Manna, with Cremor 
Tartar, Elettuay. lenitiv, Diaprun. lenitiv. Diacaſſ. cummanna, ſyr. roſar. ſolut. 

fyr. de Rhabarb. &c.which is as high as we ought to go,it the Humour be hot. 
In cold ones ſtronger Catharticks are adviſable : of which more anon. 

Theſe two are premiſed in regard of the antecedent cauſe : but that is not 
enough, unleſs the conjunEt caule be alſo removed ; which, being the very 
matter of the Tumour, admits of ſeveral intentions. They are reducible to 
theſe two Heads. 

1. Tranſlation to ſome other Part in the body : which is performed by, 
x. Revullion, 2. Derivation, 3. Repullion. | 

2. Evacuation outof it: and that is obtained by, 1. Diſcuſſion, 2. Sup- 
puration, 3. the Diſcharge of the matter by Apertion. 

Tranſlation, and, 1. by Revulſion,is chiefly intended for the defence of ſome 
noble Part which is endangered by the Tumour,or elle for the leſſening of the 
Matter whenit isexceſſive. This intention regards as well the antecedent cauſe 
as the conjunAt. The antecedent, when by Venaſettion, Cupping-glaſles, 
Leeches, &«c. the whole maſs of Humours is diminiſhed : of which already. 
The conjun@, when the Tumour it ſelf is leſſened, or quite taken off, by 
tranſlating it either into the mals of Bloud, or into ſome other remote Part. 

The former of-which is often very innocently done in the beginning of a 
Tumour, whilſt the ſerum is yet only extravaſated, and not otherwiſe alte- 
red in its quality ; ſo that being remixed with the maſs, it is capable of Con- 
coCtion, and conſiſtent with the health of the Patient. The latter is, whea 
by Cupping, Bliſtering, Ligatures, Friftions, or the like, we raiſe a Tumour 
in the contrary part, and give Nature occaſion of diſcharging the Matter in 
a place far diſtant, which otherwiſe ſhe would have lodged here: in doing 


of which ſhe often ſucketh in the Humour again which [he had before ſepa- 


rated into the former place. 
2, Derivation 
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2. Derivation differs from Revulſion only in the meaſure of the diſtance, Derivati- 
and the force of the Medicines uſed. If we draw it to ſome very remote, or, © 
:t may be, contrary part, we call that Rev«{fioz: if only to ſome neighbour- 
ing place, and by gentle means, we call it Derivation, 

3. Tothe making of either of theſe effeCtual, Repulſion is allo neceſſary. repution, 
For Humour that 1s already impaCted will not ſo ealily be drawn out by 
former remedies, if ſomething be not applied ro rhe Part to drive it 
back. | 

Theſe Medicines are all aſtringent more or leſs. The milder fort of them, 
which are the moſt uſual in all hot Inflammations, as Lettice, Purſlane, 
Navel-wert, Plantane, Bramble-tops,red R oles, Knot-grals, Horſe-tail, Houſe- 
leek, and, where the pain is more vehement, Poppy, Mandrakes; theſe may 
be applied liquid, or in the forms of Liniments, Cerots, Cataplaſms, or 
Emplaſters : of which this Book will give you Examples. The more altrin- 
gent are Pomgranate rinds and flowers, Medlars, Quinces, Sloes, Acorns, 
Cypreſs-nuts, Mulberries,Sumach, Bole-armoniack,/angu# aracons, Vinegar, 
red Wine, &c. Compounds of both forts are, Ol. omphacin. ol. roſar. unguent. 
roſar. popul. album, ungnent. nutrit. cerat. refrigerans Galeni. Empl. e bolo,de mi- 
nio camphorat. oxycratum, oxyrrhodinum, oxeleum. Re ſucci ſolant, plantag. ſem-

far. an. 3j. Miſc. in which you may dip cloaths, and apply them to the 
Parts affeted, renewing them often ; or you may add to it pulv. glaza. flor, 
roſe. rub. balauſt. an. 51. Bol. armen. 531i). olei myrtillor. unguent. roſati, an.q.ſ/. 
fiat mixtura, Apply it in the form of an Emplalter over and about the dil- 
caled Part. 

Concerning theſe foregoing Medicaments it is to be canionfiyobler- Caucions. 
ved, 1. Thar they are proper only in the beginning of the Tumour, whillt 
you intend to prevent it by driving it quite back into the Bloud again. For 
it the Humour be ſo impacted as not to be repellible, bur that it mult have its 
evacuation in the place by Suppuration, then if by bleeding you hinder con- 
cottion of the {atrer,you prolong the Diſeaſe ; Nature in that caſe wants all 
its heat and all its /erm. Much more do you hurt it if you uſe Repellents, 
which, being commonly cold and aſtringent, do cloſe up the Pores, and keep 
' out both the natural heat and the /exumz of the bloud, the affluence of which 
and its mixing wich the Humour is neceſſary to the dilutionand the digeſtion 
of it ; fo that both being hindred, the Part will grow livid and mortihe. 

2. Caution is to he fed in the application of theſe Medicines where the 
Tumour is malign,or the Criſis of a malignant Fever : for in all ſuch caſes the 
Retraction into the Hloud is of very dangerous conſequence: wherefore we 
then rather uſe Cupping-glhaſſes and other Attractions to draw it out. 

2. Itis tobe nored that theſe Repellents are often applied above the Tu- 
mour, as defenfatives or intercipients: 1n which caſe they have regard tothe , 
antecedent cauſe, and in a ftri&t difcourte ſhould have been handled under 
that Head ; but I rather accommodate my ſelf to the method of Operation. 

Evacuation is necefſary for the diſcharge of that Matter out of the body 
by fome more immediate way, which either cannot, or ought not, by the for- 
mer inrentions be driven back. Now that 15 of three forts. 

rt. Inſenſible,by D:ſcoffron or Reſolution ; which is nothing elfe but a brea- Liſcuſſion. 
thing our the Humour by infenſible tranfpiration. T hereforethe Humour ſo 
ro be diſcharged ought to be rhin,and the skin lax and rare : for if it be other- 
wite, or te | amongſt the Mafcles, it will not eafily yield to Tranſpirati- 
on. The Medicaments called Difcunents ought to be hot and of a fubtil qua- 
liry,powerfully penetrating : which quality renders chem improper to be _ 
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plied in the beginning of Inflammartions ; ( for thereby the Part would be too 
much heated, and conſequently the Tumour made great ; ) but they are pro- 
per being mixed with Repellents 1n the beginning of the Augment, when the 
Tumour is hard, and not fit to be treated longer with Repellents alone. 

Theſe Medicaments are to be proportioned as the Matter and conformation 
of the Part requireth. The milder are emollient and rarifying,proper in ſoft 
bodies where there is Inflammation with hardneſs : and they are Radices & 
folia althee, matve, violar, ſem, lini, fenug. flor. chamemel. meliloti, ſambuci, far 
hordei, lentium, orobi, lupinor. which may be made up in Cataplaſms with 
ſome of theſe following, which are of the ſame quality, v1z. ſallet oyl, but- 
ter, axung. porcin. pw A anatis, galline, ſevum ovinum, vitulinum, vaccinum. 
The more recent thele Fats are,the more emollient ; and the more rancid,the 
more diſcutient, Mel andcera are reckoned amongſt the Diſcutients : alſo 
ol. cham. lumbricorum, ſambuct, lini, irinum, &c. Empl. diachyl. ſimpl, cum 
gummi, ireatum, de mucilag. de meliloto, &c, The milder Diſcutients mix- 
ed with Repellents may be thus made : Be fol. & rad. althee M. j. flor. cham. 
M f. flor. roſ.vub. nymphee, an. P.). ſem. cydonior. 3. far. fabar. orobi, ap.

fiat Cerat. If the Matter be ſogroſs and viſcid as it yields not to the Reme- 


dies above preſcribed, it may be reaſonable to attempt it by Suffumigation 
with vinegar ſprinkled upon the /ap. pyritis, which ſometime diſpoſerh chem 
well to Diſcuſſion. But in the uſe of theſe ſtronger Diſcutients you are to be 
careful, that whilſt you endeavour Reſolution, you do not breath out the 
thin Humour, and fix the more groſs, and ſo render the Part ſcirrhous. 

2. If after the uſe of the milder Diſcutients propoſed in hot Tumours the 
Symptoms of pain and inflammation do not leſſen, you ſhall then forbear 
the farther uſe of Diſcutients, and haſten ConcoCtion or Sagparacies ; which 
is indeed the work of Nature, by the benefit of whoſe heat the Humours are 


digeſted, and pss generated. If the heat be ſtrong, the Matter is for the moſt 


part well concoQed ; and being ſo, it is white and of good conliſtence, and 
not 
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not ill ſented : but ifthe heat be weak, the Matter is otherwiſe. It is there- 
fore our work tocheriſh and increaſe the native heat in the affeted Part, to 
perfeCt its Concoction : and that is furthered by hinderingTranſpiration,and 
defending it from outward air ; alſo by proportioning the quality of the Me- 
dicaments to the temper of the Part, and quality of the Tumour, And foral- 
much as our natural heat is temperate and moiſt, ſuch alſo ought the Medi- 
caments to be : they ought alſo to be emplaſtick. Yet it is not unfrequent to 
ſee a Suppuration made accidentally by cold Medicaments, which by a light, 
gentle altriftion of the Pores do perform the office of Emplaſticks ; as U- 
guentum album, Sorrel roaſted in embers. Nay, in cold Tumours I have 
{een Suppuration cauſed by the ſtronger Diſcutients. 

Tumours do ſuppurate ſooner or later according to the Humour of which; 
or the Place in which they are generated. Thoſe which are of Bloud, and 
in Fleſhy parts, do eaſieſt come to maturity. Thoſe which ariſe from other 
Humours, andare near orin the Joynts, or Partsendued with little heat, 
( eſpecially thoſe containedin a Cy/# ) do difficultly ſuppurate. 

The Matter differeth atcording to the variety and mixture of the Hu- 
mours. Of Bloud always proceeds laudable Matter, eſpecially if the native 
heat be ſtrong : but if other Humours be mixed with it, as they get predo- 
minancy, ſo1s the Matter more or leſs crude. In Furuncles or Bolls it is 
clammy, and not unlike pith. 

In Abſceſſes made by Tranſlation the Matter is purulent, ſometimes white 
and well-coloured, other times partaking of a yellow or green, ſometimes 
of a brown colour ; and is more or leſs fatid according to the time it hath 
there remained, 

Tumours made by Tranſlation have ſometimes Matter in them from their 
firſt appearance : but it being commonly lodged deep under the Muſcles, the 
Matter is not felt till it hath raiſed the Tumour ; which is not done without 
pain, pulſation, &c. as in a Phlegmon, but deeper, and doth not affe&t the 
Skin with Inflammation till the Matter reach near it. In theſe Tumours we 
do not attend the Symptoms of Suppuration, but open them as ſoon as any 
quantity of Matter offers it ſelf. Whilſt the Matter is making, the native 
heat of the Part is to be preſervedand increaſed by Medicaments which may 
alleviate the pain, and further concottion.

Suppuratives are of two ſorts: ſome are ſimple, others are compound. guppurs. 
The ſimple are Aqua tepida, with which if you foment the leſſer Phlegmons, it tive Medi 


will ſuppurate, / and ſometimes by contioving its uſe it will diſcuſs them, 
where the Matter is not fit for Suppuration.) Hyareleum moderately heats. 
and digeſts. O/cum maturum cheriſheth the native heat, and ſupples and con- 
colts Matter. Butter is maturative, and is profitably mixed with Anodynes 
and Suppuratives, eſpecially in ſoft delicate bodies. Oe/ypumis alſo matura- 
tive ; and ſo are the Fatsofall domeſtick Creatures. Fol. malue, wiol. parie- 
tarie, mercurialts, brance urſine, decotted in dydrelgo cum farina tritici, buty- 
ro, & vitellis ovorum, are Suppuratives. A raw Onion 1s ſharp and biting ; 
but roaſted under embers loſeth its acrimony, and ſuppurates Tumours that 
are difficult to digeſt. The Lilly-root is a known Suppurative. Out of theſe 
Simples Cataplaſmsare made : as, R radic. althee, lilior. albor. an. ij. fol.

Where the Matter is tough, ga. gal- 
ban. ammoniac. bdell. Empl. de mucilaginibus, &c, The Tumour being ſuppu- 
rated, be the Matter what it will, the evacuation of it 15 neceſſary, lelt it 
corrupt within, and corrode the Veins, Arteries, Nerves, Tendons, or the 
Bone, if it lienear one: in which caſes it is lawful to open it before the Tu- 
mour is all ſuppurated. Soallo n the Joynts, and in the Head, it the Ab- 
{ceſs lie over the Sutures: likewiſe 1n Abſceſſes in azo, where, through the 
weakneſs of the Part, a putrefaCtion is apr to follow ; or in the faxces, where 
the neighbouring parts may ſutter by conſent,and the Patient be in hazard of 
ſtrangling. In theſe cales we wait not for perfect Suppuration, but by deep 
Scarifcation diſcharge the ſerous bloud, and prevent an Abſceſs.There is al- 
ſocare to be taken in Abſceſſes of the Breaſt and Belly, where the Matter is in 
danger of breaking inwards. Yet by opening theſe too ſoon they ſometimes 
apoſtemate again, or become crude, and difficult to digelt and cure. 
}. The way of Opening them is twofold ; by Knife, or Cauſtick. 


Two ways 


ofOpen- Theyare of uſe according tothe place that is atfeCted, and the quantity of 
Icon Matter which is to be diſcharged. In the Face, where the Cicatrix may be 


unſeemly, Inciſion of them is belt : but in large Abſceſles, where the quanrity 
of Matter is great,or where we would keep the Abſceſs long open,or in a place 
where Bandage cannot be made to retain the Tent 1n,there a Ca»/?zck 1s moſt 
proper. Authors do not generally approve ſo well of the Caultick ; yer Sex- 
nertus propoſeth it in a Hernia buſes where it is leaſt ſafe : for in truth thoſe 
cold Tumours do eſpecially require to be opened by Incilion ; yet when the 
habit of body hath been tolerable, I have in that alſo uſed the Caultick with 
good ſucceſs, as I ſhall ſhew 1n the Cure thereof, and docommend it in the 
opening of large Abſceſſes as moſt fafe and cafie, the Matter being thereby 
diſcharged plentifully. And if the Cauſtick be applied in the declining part, 
the Abſceſs is ſometimgs near cured before the Eſcar ſeparates, ( it the Mar- 
 _ terbe not contained in ſome peculiar Cy/tis ) and that without dilatation or 

Caution. Tents. Yet you ought to be wary how you make Fontanels with them in 
hydropick or very fat people, by reaſon of the weaknels of their natural 
heat. 

Cauſtick, Of Canſticks there are various forts ; as of the /ixivinm ſaponis,cinerum ſar- 
ment. vitts, ſiliquarum fabar, &c.boild toa ſolid conſiſtence : or in the boiling 
you may add to them vitrio/um Roman, pulver. from 5). to 51). alſo opium fij, 
to Zyj. of the /ixivinm : or by a mixture of calx viva&' lixiv. ſaponis you 
may make a Caultick. Theſe ate the ſtronger forts in uſe amongit us : nor 
but that there are Cauſticks made with Arlenick, &c. but, unleſs it be in 
great Szrcomata or ſuch like, I ute only a mild preparation of calx viva with 
a little common ſoap, and a third part of the Caulltick-ftone. In children 
and tender {oft bodies I often uſe ca{x viva made into paſte with a little blacls 
ſoap. Inthelfe two latter there is no fear of their ſpreading ; a Pledgir of dry 
Lintandan Emplaſt. d1aoþelciteos, orthe like, is ſufficient defence, leaving 

Caution, them on till the next morning. But in the application of the ſtronger Cau- 

ſtick there is more catition required: Thoſe we endeavour to keep within 

compaſs by {mall ſnips of Emplaſt.hoping thereby to defend the parts about : 
but, in ſpite of alt our endeavours, they will ſpread farther than was deſigned, 
if they lie any while on the Part out of our fighter though the Part be out- 
wardly defended with Emplaſters, they will find a way under the skin,or at 
teaft under the cutzeala, to ſpread, according to the quantity of the liquid 
falt in the Cauſtick. They do your work in lefs than an hour. | 

The Eſcar being made, you may divide it, and ſtupe the part affected with 
wine ot milk, and dreſs-it up with wwgwerr. bafilicon dipt 1n of. lilior. warm, 
hs applying 
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applying. an Empl. diachalc. ſimpl. diſſolved in ſome of the ſame oyl to the 
conliſtence of a Cerat : or apply an anodyne Cataplaſm, and bind it up. 

In the opening an Apoſtem by Inciſion, you ought to. take care that the 
Apertion be made in that place where the Matter is molt contained, the skin 
being for the moſt | ws thinneſt there : andif it be not the moſt declining 
part, yet you may draw your knife towards it, for the more eaſie diſcharge 
of the Matter, then that the Incilion be made according to the reitudeof 
the Fibres. If it be in the Groin or Arm-pit, it ought to be oblique: in 
other parts make it according to the length of the member. 

In making the Inciſion you are to avoid wounding the Vein, Artery, or 
Nerve : nor mult you diſcharge the Matter at once, eſpecially in great Ab- 
{ceſles, leſt you over-weaken the heat ofthe Part, or cauſe fainting. 

The Inſtruments proper in opening Apoltemations are made choice of ac- 
cording to the Part that is affected, and the greatneſs of the Abſceſs. Ambr. 
Parey propoleth ſome whereby you may more covertly open them : but we 
make uſe of Lancet or Knife, of which our Inſtrument-makers furniſh us 
with choice. If the Fauces be afteCted, the Handle of your Knife opght to be 
long, and the Blade ſhort ; ſome thereof crooked, and cutting on one or both 
ſides. Your Inſtruments ought to be kept clean, for your credit ; and ſharp, 
that you may perform the work with leſs pain. 

The Inciſfion being made, the Accidents or Symptoms that attend it are 
to be removed. [In the firſt place the Bleeding is to be reſtrained, if any ſuch 
happen, ( which is very rare) with, palv. Galeni ex thure & aloe mixed cum 
albumine ove, How you ſhall dieſs it if opened by Cauſtick, I have already 
ſhewed you. 

Fainting, which ſometimes happeneth through weakneſs or timorouſnels painting, 
in the Patient, may berelieved by laying the Patient upon his back, and 
ſ>rinkling a little cold water on his face.But if the Fainting proceeded from 
ſome preceding ſickneſs, and is continued by the greatneſs of the evacuation 
and noiſom corrupt Matter, you {hall in ſach caſes provide ſome cordial 
Tuleps br Elettuaries, of which he may take at pleaſure. As, R ſec. aiamarg.

You are in the next place to conlider the Abſceſs, whether after the evacy- 
ation of Matter there remain any conſiderable hardneſs, either by reaſon that 
the Tumour was not enough ſuppurated, as in large Abſceſles it RY 
happens ; or that it be affected with pain and inflammation. Therefore at 
your next dreſſing it may be reaſogable that you have a Fomentation ready Fomentz- 
of ſummitat, malue, biſmatve, flor. cham. ſummitat. abſinth. out of which a *9%. 
Stupe may be wrung, and applied over the Abſceſs, ro give a breathing to 
it, and you leiſure to conſider how to drels.1t. 

If it was opened by Intiſion, it requires Digeſtion ; to which purpole this pizettiion, 
may be proper : Re terebinth, 3). far. m_ Zjj. croct pulv, 7). vitell, ovs q. /.

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Miſce. But if the lips of the Ulcer be painful, a little of the Yolk of a new- 
laid Egg with ol. ro/. upon a proportionable Tent may be ſufficient, and an 
Empl. of diachyl. fimpl. wich a muxture of «xgaent. dialthee applicd in the form 
of a Cerat: or, in caſe of painand hardneſs, this ; Be znucl. ſem. lini, fie- 
nug.althee extratd. in decott. hordes 31j. olei liljor. «fp amyed. dulc. an.

In Tumours by Congeſtion foment with decof?. abſinth. flor. ſambuci roſ. 
rub, baccar. myrtill. ſem. ; in wine and water, adding afterward ſome /þ. 
vini, Theſe Abſceſles requiring to have their heat kept up, and the relaxed 
parts ſtrengthned. If the Opening was made by Cauſtick, dreſs it witha 
Pledgirdipt in a mixture of «xguert. baſil. with ol. lilior. hot : or, to roulſe up 
the heat inthe Part, and haſten ſeparation of the Eſcar, adde a few drops of 
ol. terebiuth. and apply Empt. diachyl, ireat. or Empl. de minio cum ſapone, ma- 
laxed with ol. /int. Aﬀeer ſeparation of the Eſcar, you may deterge with 
muzaif. Paracelſi thus made : Re terebinth. clare, mellis deſpumati, an. ths, vitel, 
ovor.num.iij.coq. ad conſiſt. wnguenti.Ifthere be required ſtronger Deterlion, you 
may add Merc. precip. 3. to an ounce ; you may allo add a/umer «ft. but that 
will make theUlcer painful:however ſome crudeUlcers may admit of it.

If the Matter do not well diſcharge, you muſt help it by compreſſion and 
Bandage : or if the Tumour was large, and the Opening but ſmall or ot 
enough in the declining part, lay it more open ; for without a convenient O- 
rifice, whereby the Matter may plentifully diſcharge between Drellings,you 
cannot hope for a ſpeedy Cure. That way of dilating by Piths or Sponges 
ismeer trifling, unleſs it be to thin the skin for the more ealie Incilion. 

If you deterge not with too ſharp Medicaments, they may allo ſerve to

Jv). cere q. |. fiat Unguentum, It the fleſh 
grow looſe or [pongy, touch it with a Vitriol or Alume-ftone moderately, 
and it will daily waſte it, with little or no pain, and diſpoſe the Ulcer to 
cicatrize : of which Stones you may have ſome fitted in Quills for your 
ule. 
The Ulcer being incarned, you may cicatrize with «nzaert. /ithargyri :

Having thus treated of Tumours by Fluxion, we ſhall now ſay ſomething 
of thoſe made by Congeſtion ; which, though capable of moſt of the for- 


mer 
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mer intentions more or leſs, yet differ in the manner of governing 
them, v:z. 

Bleeding ought in this caſe to be leſs frequent ; but Purging more ſtrong, 
with agarick, hermodattyles, ſcammony, jalap. aloes, colocynth. pil. radii, cochie, 
E ro. er benedith, laxat. confect, hamech, elect. t ſucco roſarum, purging Di- 
et drinks, &c.as in the Chapter of Oedema, to which I refer you. The Revul- 
ſion hath little or no place here. 

Derivation by Ifſues and Serons are uſual. Repulſion is proper in many of 
them, eſpecially that of Bandage in cedematous Swellings of the Legs, Arms 
and Hands. 

But Diſcuſſion is the principal intention of the Chirurgeonin this place, 
and ought to be done with hot Medicines : of which ſort I haveſet you down 
ſome already, and more you will meet with in our particular Diſcourle of 
thoſe Tumours. 

Suppuration ſeldom happeneth in theſe Tumours, unleſs there be an ad- 
mixture of bloud with it : in which caſe treat them with Suppuratives, as 
hath been ſaid, and open them. 

After Apertion, the method of healing differs little from that of Abſceſles 
made by Fluxion : but of their Cure you ſhall be more informed in the 


Chapter of Oedema.

The next thing that offers it ſelf to our conſideration is Dzet : and that is Diet. 


ofrwo ſorts ; the one regarding Tumours made by Fluxion, the other thoſe 
by Congeſtion. 

In hot Tumours made by Fluxion we are to propoſe ſuch moderation as 
may take off from the great ferment in the Bloud, whereby it may be rendred 
leſs apt to flow into the weak Part. To which purpoſe the Ancieats preſcri- 
bed ſuch a ſlender Diet as might only ſupport theit Strength : yet with a re+ 
=_ to Cuſtom,the Age and Conſtitution of the Patient,and greatneſs of the 

nflammation. If the body be ſtrong and abound with Humoars, and rhe 
Inflammation great,their Diet may be the more ſparing and cooling ; as Wa- 
ter-grewel, Panado, and ſuch like. Where the Inflammation is leſs, or the 
Patient weak, Chicken-broath, with Wood-ſorrel, Lettice, Purfelane, or a 
boil'd Chicken, a potched Egg, &c. and ſuch like meats of eafie digeſtion. 
To others, Mutton, Veal, Pullet, Rabbit, and ſome ſorts of the firmeſt Fiſh. 
In great Inflammations there is commonly Fever attending, in which caſe 
they have little inclination toeat. Their Drink jhould be Ptiſans,or a ſmall 
well-boiPd Ale. -If Wine beallowed, it ought to be ſmall, or allay'd with wa- 
ter. Falopirs, in his Diſcourſe of hot Tumours, faith, he was wont where 
there was Plethora, to preſcribe panem lotum in aqua, aſperſo ſncco aurantiorum 
cam modico zuccari, a little Bread dipt in water, andſprinkled with juyce of 
an Orange and Sugar, and that but twice the day; and their Drink no 
better than water. Galen forbids Wine; yet permits it to them qui habent 
wventriculum debilem, for their Stomach's ake : which is neceſſary £0 be ob- 
ſerved ; for unleſs that be kept up, in vain are all our endeavours. 

The Air ought to be temperate by art or nature. 

All exerciſe ts to be forborn : for the Bloud is thereby heated, andthe Hu- 
mours made more fluid. Sleeping in the day is alſo forbidden, out of hopes 
they may reſt better in the night. 

In Tumours by Congeſtion we allow fuch a Diet as is heating and attenu- 
ating ; their Meat rather roaſted than boiled, and of good nouriſhment ; as 
Mutton, Veal, Kid, Pullet, Rabbir, Chicken, Pheaſant, Partridge, C 
Snipe, &c. All White-meats, Fiſh, Fruits, Sallets,are forbidden. Their Drin 
may be Ale or Beer : Wine ts alſo allowed in theſe caſes : and their Drink 
may 
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may be medicated with Sarſaparilla, China, lign: guaiaci, lentiſcinum ; as you 
may ſee more particularly hereafter. 

The Air ought to be warm and attenuating. Sleep in the day is abſo- 
lutely forbidden, and ought to be moderated in the night. Paſſions of the 
mind are to beavoided both ia this and all other Diſcales, 
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Itherto I have diſcourſed of Tumours in general. TI ſhall now deſcend 

toparticulars, and begin with -Phlegmon, or Inflammation : both be- 
cauſe it 1s the firſt degeneration from good bloud, and in its own nature nea- 
reſt of kin to it ; and alſo becauſe it is the moſt frequent of Tumours hap- 
pening in Diſeaſes, Wounds,Contuſions, FraEtures, Luxations, &<. It being 
alſo the uſual forerunner of many miſchiets that happen in many of thole 
caſes, and conſequently the moſt obvious occaſion of exerciſing the Chirur- 
geon's Skill. | 

I define it, a large Tumour, hot, of a red colour, with pain, pulſation, ten« 
ſion, and a circumſcribed hardneſs. 

The Differences of it are either from the Situation ; inward, or outward, 
Or from the Part affected, whenceit taketh a name. As _ in the Lungs 
it is called Peripneumonia ; in the Plenra, Plenritis ; on the Diaphragma, Para- 
phrenitis ; in the Brain, Phreritis ; in the Throat, Angina : outwardly,on the 
Threcar, Angina notha; in the Eyes, Ophthalmia,&c. Or,laltly, fromthe Matter : 
which if ſimple, it is a ſimple Phlegmon; it compound, it hath its denomina- 
tion from the Humour with which it is compounded, and fo is called Exyſ6- 
pelatodes, Phlegmatodes, Oedematodes, Scirrhodes, 

The Cauſe of Phlegmon is generally a Plethora, having ſome acrimonious 
mixture in the ſerum of the Bloud; which latter is the uſual matter of a 
Phlegmon, being caſt out of the veſſels, and lodged in the pores of the Skin, 
or other Part affected with it. This ſera being accompanied by the thinner 
parts of the Bloud grows red and angry, and, - wanting its due regreſs into 
the Maſs, firſt gathers intoa hard Swelling, and in few days ( if it be not dif- 
cuſſed ) ripens into Matter, and {odiichargeth. 

The Si2ns of Phlegmon are, great pain,heat,inflamed red colonr,and {wel- 
ling, with hardneſs, pulſation, and tenfion. The Tumour growing big and 
more colleted, a Suppuration ſucceeds, and then the Symptoms abate, As 
the Tumour riſeth into a Cone, ſo the Matter may be felt ro fluctuate, and 
the Skin becomes thin and pale, viz, of the colour of the ſubjacent Matter, 

The Prognoſtick is good, when the Tumour inſenſibly exhales and reſolves: 
in which caſe the ebullition abates, and the Bloud, being leſs violent in its 
motion, paſſeth gently by, and by degrees {walloweth up that Humour into 
its chanels again which it had in the time of itsebullition caſt our ; or at leaſt, 
having ſuffered the thinner parts to tranſpire, ir receiveth the reſt. 

Next to this way of terminating a Phlegmon, Suppuration is belt, when 
the Matter of the Tumour ripens into a m_ Me. 

But it is of ill conſequence if the Tumour diſappear without abatement of 

Accidents, / and the Fever ſtill continue. In this caſe either a Gangrene or 
| ſome 
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{me other grievous Symptom ſucceeds : or, if it were the Criſis of a Fever, 
that encrealerh, and the Life of the Patient is in great danger. , 

It is alſoill when the Matter, in ſtead of reſolving, hardens, and the pain 
ccaſeth. It foreſheweth a {cirrhous Tumour approaching. 

Fat people are not ſo eaſily cured as ſean. Nervous and tendinous Parts 
have worſe Symytoms, andare htrder of Cure, than fleſhy ones. 

If after great Abſceſſes the Body be not purged and regulated, they are apt 
to fall into ſome other Diſeaſe : otherwiſe they occaſion much Health. 


The modern Authors have reduced the Cxre of theſe Tumours to four Cure. 


heads: 1. tothe mannerof Living ; 2. to the preventing the Influx of Hu- 
mours; 3. to the evacuating the Humours already inflowed ; 4. the correCt- 
ing of the Accidents to which they are ſubject. 

1. The manner of Living conliſts in the moderation ofthe ſix zor natura- 
tes. As, that the Dier be flender, cooling and moiſtening, whereby the 
increaſe of bloud may be moderated, and rendred leſs apt to flow into the 
weak Part : from which conſideration the Ancients, asI told you, allowed 
only enough.tq preſerve their Strength, with regard to their Habit of Body 
nd C uſtom of living. They generally preſcribed Panadoes, Barley-grewel, 
and ſuch like Spoon-meat. Chicken-broth is the higheſt whilſt the Hu- 
mour is fermenting ; but after Suppuration and diſcharge of Matter, greater 
liberty is permitted. Air, Exerciſe, Watching, Paſhons of the mind, &c. 
are to be regulated ; as hath been ſaid in the preceding Chapter of Tumonrs 
ingeneral, 

2. Theſecond intention is performed by removing the Cauſe of the Tu- 
mour, which is the Plenitude and Cacochymia : the former whereof requires 
Bleeding, the latter Purging. Bleeding is here propoſed as the ſpeedy reme- 
dy, both for leſſening the Tumour, and appeafing the Pain ;and is made by 
opening a vein near to the Part affetted. According to Galen, debemus venam 
ſecare ad deliquium animi, we ought to draw bloud to very fainting. Yet we 
are therein to conſider the Conſtitution and habit of body, and greatneſs of 
the Inflammation. Cupping, Friction and Deligation of the oppolite Parts 
may be hereto neceſſary before the Tumour 1s made. | 

To take o! the Cacochymia Purging with Lenients is proper ; as e/eff, /c- 
nittuum, dizprun, lenttivum, diacatholicon, caſſia, tamarindi, manna, eremor tar- 
tari, Tnfuſions of Sexna, Rhubarb, and opening Apozems ; as hath been faid 
in the former Chapter. In the next place it will be proper to preſcribe ſuch 
Draughts as may quiet the motion of the Humours, and temper the heat of 
them, viz. Emulſions of the greater and leſſer cold Seeds made with deco. 
h:raet; allo Fuleps, with /7r. de papavere, Rhead. daralyſeos, wiolar. t ſuccocitri, 
cc. in proper Vehicles. 

2. The third intention regards the Part afteQed more immediately, and is 
the removing of the conjunct Matter. How that is done by Revullicn, De- 
rivation, Cc. I have ſhewed you in the former Chapter ; asalſo how you are 
by Repellents to withſtand the influx of Humour in the very beginning ; and 
of what quality the Medicaments proper thereto are, and in what caſes they 
are not to be applied ; as in malign Tumours, or thoſe in the Emunttories, 
&c. I ſhall here only inſert ſome few Preſcriptions that are moſt peculiar in 
the ſeveral caſes, and begin with Repellents 1n the firlt place : of which ſort

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the two latter, if timely applied, will not only reſiſt the Influx, but dry up 
the inflowgd Humour. They mult be renewed daily, leſt they dry too much, 
and thereby increaſe the heat in the Parr. 

In the increaſe of Inflammation and Tumour, when it begins to be hard, 
youare to apply Refolvents with Repellents. B fol. matv. parietarie, plantag. 
an. M. \. far. hord. & fabar. an 316, flor. rof. rub. pulv. 36, cog. in aq. font, fiat 
Catapl. S. A. addendo in fine ova integra num. i). ol, cham. wo, q./. 

When the Tumour is more form'd and harder, forbear Repellents, and 
apply Diſcutients and Emollients. Be rad. & fol. althee an. M. j. ſem. lini & 
fenug. an. 3v). flor. cham. meliloti pulv. an. 51), far. hord, & tritici an. 3v\. fiat 
Catapl. addendo mell, com. Zi). ol. ſambucini & axungie anſeris an. 3). If the Tu- 
mour decline, B fol. parietarie M. ij. ſem. lini, fanng. an. 36. ſummitat. ab- 
finthii, anethi, flor. cham. ſambuct pulv. an. 311). + ye rub. 6. far. lentium & 
fabar. Jiv.coq. invino, & fiat Catapl. addendo ol, lumbricorum, anethi, an. jj, 
mellis comm, jb, Be Empl. de mucilag, Empl. oxycroces, an 31). diachyl. ireat. 3),

4.The CA. intention is,to remove the Accidents that frequently accom- 
pany theſe Inflammations ; amongſt which Pain is the chief: for that not on- 
ly tireth and exhauſteth the Spirits of the Patient, but alſo eacreaſeth Fluxion, 
and deſtroys the Temperament of the Part. Therefore you ought to have 
eſpecial regard thereto, and by Anodynesappeale the Pain. To which pur- 
poſe I ſhall offer you this following Cataplaſm. Be fol. viſci pomorum cum 
fruftibus an, M. ). fol. hyoſcyami M. i). fol. papaver.

The Fever which attends Pain is removed by VenzſeQtion, or by the reſo-- 
lution or ſuppuration of the Turnour. * It it ſhall unhappily indurate or gan- 
grene, I refer you to thoſe Chapters of Scirrhus and Gangrena : yetT think, 
if the method be rightly obſerved which hath been propoſed, there will need 
no ſuch reference. 

The moſt ſafe and ſpeedy way of curing Phlegmons is by Reſolvents. In 
Wounds, Contuſions _ Ulcers, Inflammations tor the moſt part go off ſo : 
and ſo would the greateſt Phlegmons, if the foreſaid method were truly ob- 
ſerved. But the negleC of timely Bleeding, and the too haſty application 
of Pulticesof White-bread and Milk, render them incapable of Repellents ; 
and for the moſt part of Diſcuſſion : whence followeth a neceſſity of Suppu- 
rating. 

The Medicaments that further Suppuration are ſuitable in their temper to 
the heat of the Part, ſoas to cheriſh it, and of an emplaſtick quality, hinde- 
ring Tranſpiration. So Oylsand Greaſe, which are ſcarce permitted in Dil: 
cutients, ( farther than to give good conliſtence to the Medicine ) are here 
proper. Theſe following are Suppuratives. R raazc, althee,lilior,albor. anZiv. 
branc. urſine M. j. coq. in brodio aut latte ad mollitiem ; deinde adde medulle pa- 
nis albi tb6. ſem. lint pubv. 31). axung. porcine & gallinatee an. ij, vitell, ovor. 
num. 1). croct 5). Miſc. fiat Cateplaſme Or this : Be rad. /ilior. Fil), cepar. cotF. 

ſub cineribus ij. ſummitat. althee M, 1). caricas pingues toſt. num. 6, coq. 
contuſis adde far. tritic. ij. pulv. ſem. lini3). axung. porcine ij. unguent. baſi- 
lici ſimpl. 3j. ol. lilior. q. ſ. cum vitell. ovor. & croco : fiat Cataplaſma, Whilſt 
you endeavour Suppuration, you muſt expoſe the Tumour as little to the air 
as may be. * 

The going off of the Accidents of pain, heat, pulſation, &c. are good ſigns 
of Suppuration : but if the Matter lie deep, the Symptoms do not ceaſe till ir 
be diſcharged ; nor is the Suppuration diſcerned in ſome of them otherwiſe 

than 
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then by the fluctuation between your hands. .In ſuch caſes, if you doubt 
Suppuration, continue the latter Cataplaſm : for if the Tumour be opened 
before the Matter be well concoQted, it will be the ſlower in healing. 

If the Tumour become more compatt, and thruſt out in a Cone, and look 
pale, defer not the nun—_ of it. For as the opening of Apoſtems before 
the Suppuration be perfected weakens the heat, and renders them crude : 
ſo the letting the Matter lie long after it is made gives way to its putrefaQti- 
on, whereby the Parts underneath corrupt, and the Abſceſs becomes (i- 
nuous. 

The manner of opening by Inciſion or Cauſtick,together with all direQi- 
ons neceſſary thereunto, have been ſufficiently treated of inthe former Chap- 
ter. The Cure of it, by digeſting,deterging, incarning and cicatrizing,you 
will ſee in the Treatiſe of Ulcers, and in the Plowing Obſervations. 

I ſhall begin them with ſome inſtances of Phlegmons in their very firſt ap- 
pearance: though I may doubt whether you will allow them for ſuch, they 
being then ſo inconſiderably ſmall, that the Patient himſelf thinketh it nor 
worth while to ſend for a Chirurgeon. Nay,when the pain hath increaſed 
the Inflammation, and raiſed the Swelling big and hard, they for the moſt 
part permit them to be dreſſed by the next pretender to Chirurgery with Pul- 
tices, as I have ſaid, of White-bread and Milk, and do not conſult us till the 
Tumour be in irs ſtate ; and then it is too late to repel them. Sometimes 
we may diſcuſs them, but more frequently they ſuppurate, and are of longer 
Cure. Upon the conſiderations forementioned, it ſeemeth not eaſie for me to 
give you ſuch inſtances of the beginning of a Phlegmon as may be ſuitable to 
the deſign of this Diſcourſe : therefore I have ſet down the fewer of them, 
and taken them from ſuch accidental cauſes as do generally make great Tu- 
mours, (if ill handled,) that you may thereby learn how to prevent their 
growth by the timely applications propoſed in the method of Cure. 


\ Man of about thirty ſix years old,after a hard Fourney on horſe-back, ſit- 1. Obſer- 
ting upon a cold bench, was ſeiz'd witha pain in his right Hip,inſomuch vation, of 


that he was ſcarce able to get up to his Chamber. The next morning he com- gj 


plained to me of his ll night's reſt by reaſon of that pain, he not being able Phlegmos 


to move that Joynt. I embrocated the Part with o/.roſ.cum aceto, and appli- 
ed an Empl. d;achalcit. cum bolo, and let him bloud in the Arm about 3x. or- 
dered him a Clyſter that afternoon, and an Anodyne draught the night fol- 
lowing of 3 vj. /yr. de meconio in  f_ cum aqua cinmamonit Tordenr 
whereby he reſted better. I continued the Embrocation and Emplaſter, by 
which after a day or twothe Fluxion was ſeemingly waſted ; yet he complat- 
ned of a pain deeper in the Joynt. I then cauſed a Bryony-root to be digged 
freſh out of the earth, and being waſhed, cut and beaten rok pulp in a Stone- 
mortar, I chafed the pained Hip with it, and applied it in the form of a Ca- 
taplaſm. Tt did not lie well on, but by the uſe of it two or three days it dil- 
cuſſed his pain, and he was cured. This began like a Phl/eemon, and after- 
ward threatned a Sciatica : whither it wo have rended I leave others to 
judge; but from ſuch little beginnings the greateſt Phlegmons have taken 
their riſe. 


A Woman aged thirty four years walking in the ſtreet one evening, -and 2. Obſer- 


; paſſing near a Coach and horſes, was bit in the right Breaſt by one of them. 
The next day ſhe came to me, complaining of the pain, and ſhewed me her 
Breaſt. It was [welled to the bigneſs of a Hen's egg, with Inflammation and 
hardneſs,the print of the horſe's teeth remaining 1n the skin near two inches 
diſtant from each ſide. I dreſſed it with — baſiljs. and embrocated 

the 
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the Tumour with o/. ro/. cum aceto, and applied an Empl. e bolo over all; then 
let her bloud, and ſent her that night an Anodyne draught of aq. papaver. 
rhzad, cinnam. horaeat. cum ſyrupi de meconio 3 vj, She was purged the next 
day with an Izfu/./ene,&c, By this method the pain and inflammation were 
remitted, and a great part of the hardneſs: the remainder was totally reſol- 
ved by the application of «»2 ent. baſilic, ſpred thick in the form of an Em- 
plaſter, and by repeating Purgations twice or thrice. | : 
3. Obſer- A Man of about fourty years of age,of a full body, having(as he thought) 
—_ heated himſelf in walking, took cold, and was ſeized with a itiffneſs and 
Sum pain in his lefr Thigh, about four tingers breadth above his Knee. The mor- 
nirg after I ſaw it {welPd and ſomewhat inflamed. I embrocated it cu: ol. 
roſ. & aceto, and applied an Empl. oxa/. then let him bloud about ten or 
rwelve ounces, and adviſed a Clyiter that afternoon, and deſired him to for- 
bear full meals and ſtrong drink. The day after he was purged with pulvis 
Cornachin, and by repeating of the Embrocations and Emplaſter was cured 
of his Diſtemper. 
4. Obſer- A Maid-ſervant about twenty fix years of age, by reaſon of a ſuppreſ- 
rat 0 fonof the Merſbrua, was ſeized with a pain 1n her right Thigh on the out- 
with an fide. It growing more paintul by the application of gumzmy Emplaſters,I was 
Herges, fent for, and ſaw an hard collected Tumour of an oval figure lying under 
the muſculus membranoſns with Inflammation ; allo an Herpes over-ſpreading 
the Tumour and rhat fide of the Thigh. It was certainly raiſed by their im- 
proper Applications. I ler her bloud at lealt twelve ounces, and applied a 
mixture of two parts urgent. muzrit, with one of populcon, and purged her 
the next day with pl. cochie. By repeating the ſame Purgative three or four 
times, intermitting a day or two between, and afterwards by the application 
of unzuent, nutritum alone, the Inflammation was cooled, the Herpes extin- 
guiſhed, and the Tumour waſted. 
;. Obſern A Woman of about forty years of age, ſcorburical, and of a full body, 
rat. ef a was pained in her right Thigh on the in{ide, Somewhat ſhe applied her felt; 
_—_ but it growing more painful, I was permitted to ſee it. There was a hard 
Swelling with Inflammation, Pulſation, &c. as in a Phlegmon in its increaſe. 
I let her bloud abour ten ounces,and embrocated it with ol. rof. & chamemel;, 
and applied cerat. Galeni on it ; and ſome hours after I ſent her that Cata- 
plaſm ex fol. malv, pariet. plantag. cum ſem. Cydon, &c, which ſhe applied. A 
Clyſter was that afternoon adminiſtred, and an Anodyne preſcribed. The 
next day ſhe was purged with this following Apozeme.BR fol. ſene 36, rhabarb. 
5 1j. flor. ſambuci, macis, 11. fiat infuſ. in aq. matricarie 5 vii). ſucc. auranti- 
or. Zv. colat, adde manne 6, ſyr. de ſpina cervina 5 vi, dividatur pro duabus 
dofibus. By the continued application of the Cataplaſm the Tumour dimi- 
niſhed with the hIrdneſs. In the declining of it I left out the Repellents,and 
added pulver. balauſt, & bacear. myrtillor. and boiled them in Wine, and ad- 
ded only Mel in the place of the Oyl: by which I dried up the remaining 
Humour, and reſtored the Part to its former health. Yet ſhe would not be 
fatisfied without the application of an Emplaſter, which was Empl. e bolo. 
6. Obſer. One of about fifty hive years of age, of a full body, ſubjeCt ro Gout and 
var. of a Scurvy, was taken with a Fever,which after a few days terminated in a pain 
Potegne® of his right Arm about the wo with Swelling and Inflammation. Cata- 
plaſms were applied of White-bread and Milk: but the parts were thereby 
relaxed and rendred more ſubject to Fluxion, which ſwelled the Arm round 
and deep amongſt the Muſcles. A Chirurgeon was fetched, who,finding the 
Patient weak and treated by unhappy hands, declined the meddling with it, 
asnot having been conſulted more timely ; or,indeed,doubting how the w_ 
wou 
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would ſucceed. I was then fetched, and obſerving the Tumour great, and 
threatning the deſtruction of the Member, I ſtuped it with Wine, to give a 
breathing to it,til] I could make a Fomentation more for my purpoſe ; whieh 
[ haſtened by putting a ſhovel-full of Wood aſhes into a quantity of water 
with a few herbs; as ſummitat. abſinthii, certanr. cardui bened. flor, ſambuct, 
chamemeli, ſem, fenugreci, &c. Which being boiled and ſtrained ; I added 
Brandy-wine to 1t, and fomented the {welPd Arm,and the while made a C1- 
taplaſm ex far. hordei & fabar. with ſome of the aforementioned Ingredients 
boiled in ſome of the ſame Fomentation, with the addition of wel com. and 
applied it. Being thus left alone to act without a Phyſician, I let him bloud 
ia the other Arm, and prelcrib'd a Clyſter and a Cordial Julep of ag. dra- 
cont, cardui bened. & citr. ſpec. de hyacintho, cum ſyr. de ſucco citr. & caryo- 
phillor. with aq. epidemica, allo an Anodyne draught to diſpoſe him to reſt 
that night ; which he did berter than he had done many nights before. By 
the uſe of the Fomentation and Cataplaſm the Swelling diſcuſſed, and our 
- work went hopefully on: the Fever appearing then but ſymptomatical leſſe- 
ned alſo,as the heat and pain mitigated, My next work was by Emollients to 
reſolve the hardneſs which poſle(t the Muſcles and Tendons of the Arm and 
Elbow-joynt. * To which purpoſe I fomented them with a DecoCtion of fo/. 
& radic. althee, malve, tapſi barbati, rad. lilior. flor. chamemeli, meliloti, ſem. 
lint, fenugreci, &c. made 1n Fleſh-broath, and embrocated them with a mix- 
ture of «nguert. dialthee cum ol. lumbric. ex pedibus bovinis, and applied cera- 
tum Azgrippine, with moderate Bandage over all. Thus I reſolved the hard- 
nels, and ſomewhat re(tored the Joynt : but the Arm continues weak to this 
day. . 

A young man aged about twenty years, riding a long journey in the heat 


| aun] 2K 17 produced an Inflammation with Tumour irt that Wriſt. To 
remedy which, he was let bloud in the other Arm, and the Part diſeaſed was 
embrocated with of. roſ. cum aceto, and an Empl. e bolo was applied; and the 
{econd day after he vas purged with an Infaf. ſexe,&c. The Swelling increa- 
fing, with Inflammation and hardneſs, the moderate repelling and diſcutient 
Cataplaſm ex malv. pariet, plantag,&c, was applied. But this Patient being 
of a very ill habit of body,the Tumour increaſed, and,colleting more round, 
ſhewed its inclination to ſuppurate : wherefore left out the Repellents,and 
added rad, 1/107, albor. &c, by the application whereof it ſuppurated in few 
days after. I opencd it by Cauſtick, and diſcharged a proportionable quan- 
tity of Matter well concocte |, and haftned the fall of the Eſcar by Lenients. 
During the Fluxion (which was in the Wriſtamong(t the Tendons) he com- 
plained of a ſoreneſs in that Axi//a, but took lirtle notice of it, till, after the 
opening this, (the pain diminiſhing there) he felt that in his Arm pit more 
fore. I allo feſt a tmall Gland there, and applied an Empl. de mucilaginibus, 
ſuppoſing that would reſolve it. After the leparation of the Eſcar, whilſt I 
was digeiting that Abiceſs,he was again purged : but the Swelling increaſed 
in the Axi//z, and ſuppurated, and was likewile opened by Caultick, and en- 
deavours uſed to digelt that. But whilſt the former Abſceſs cured,this latter 
became more crnde and {inuous, and the Patient was ſeized with a Rigour, 
and a Fever followed ; for the Cure of which he was let blcud again and pur- 
ged, by Doctor Walter Needham his preſcription, with an Infulion of ſexs in 
a decott, tamarindor. with the addition of manna, ſyr. de pomis purg.& (yr. de 
ſins cervina, By the repeating of this he was freed of his Fever,but the Ab- 
{ceſs would not digeſt three days together by any application :, upon which 
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king thereof a few days the Abiceſs digeſted, and healed ſoon after to a 
wonder, 

A Maid of about twenty eight years old, of a groſs body, receiving by ac- 
cident a blow on her right Breaſt, it ſwelled, and grew hard and painful. 
After ſeveral applications, the hardneſs and pain rather increaling, ſhe, ſul- 
petting a Cancer, came to me.” I viewed it, but ſaw no Symptoms of it. I 
embrocated it cum oleo & aceto roſac. and appliec| an Empl, ae minio cum ſa- 
pore, and the day after let her bloud, and then purged her with Whey, Man- 
na and Cremor Tartar ; by which the hardneſs was fecmingly reſolved for 
ſome time : bur ſhe being irregular in her appetite,it ſwelled again as when [I 
firſt ſaw it. Upon which conlideration I applied Emollients ; and [ceing the 
Tumour increaſe, and ſhe impatient at the ſight of it, I applied a Suppura- 
tive Cataplaſm ex rad. & fol. althee, rad, lilior. alb, &c. By the continued uſe 
of it ina few days it ſuppurated well,and I opened it by Cauſtick in the decli- 
ning part, and diſcharged a large quantity of Matter. 1 dreſſed the Abſceſs 
with Lenients, and continued the uſe of the Cataplaſm till the Eſcar ſepara- 
red: then I deterg'd with munadif. Paracelſi, and applied Empl. de mucilag. 
and ſhortned the Tent. The Orifice growing leſs, and {ſomew hat of the 
hardneſs yet remaining, I put in a ſhort Ca-riculaof Lead, and kept the Ori- 
tice open, till the hardnels was totally reſolved, and that it matter'd very lit- 
tle, or not at all ; then threw out the Tent, and applied a Pledgit of wngnerr. 
diapompholig. and permitted 1t to heal: which it did in few days. This was 
a pure Phlezmon,and lay deep in the Breaſt,and-owed its ſpeedy Cure to the 
perfect Suppuration was made 1n it before the Opening. For otherwiſe ſuch 
Abſceiles in largeBrealts do frequently terminate in ſinuous Ulcers,and grow 
callous, by reaſon of their laxity and want of natural heat. 

A Gentleman of about fifty ſix years of age, ſtanding long in the cold to fee 
ſome extraordinary Show, was taken with a pain above his left Hip, and the 
ſecond day after ſent to me for an Emplalter. The Meflenger not telling me 
the name of the Patient, nor where he lodged, I fent him an Emplaſt. c bolo, 
proper to refiit,and detend a Part from, Fluxion. The fourth day after he {ent 
to me for another Emplalter,{fignifying to me that his pain was mucl1 increa- 
ſed; and two daysafter {ent tor me. I went,and ſaw a large Tumour lying 
upon the 1/0» backwards, wich great InfJammation and hardneſs, with all 
the Symptoms of a Ph/ezm7z near its (late. ' I directed a Cataplaſm to be 
made ex ſummitat. malve, biſmatve, al ſinthii, flor. ſambuct, mcliloti, ſem. lini, 
fenutrect, far. hordei, with an addition of wel commun. ol. cham. vitell, ovor. 
& croc. and in the interim let him bloud, and adviſed a Clyſter to be admi- 
niſtred that afternoon. If this perſon had been of a temperate life.and been 
let bloud when he ſent for tlic tirft Emplaſter,this Tumour might have been 
happily repelled; bur it was now too Jate to diſcuſs it : yer I regeated the appli- 
cation of that Cataplaſm till I ſaw it morecollected, and then I haſtned Sup- 
puration, by one of the milder Suppuratives ſet down in the method of Cure ; 
by the uſe of which the Tumour was more collected and raiſed into a Cone, 
and by its pale colour and thinneſs of the skin gave an aſſurance of a perfect 
Suppuration. Then I applied ſome of the milder Caultick, with an Empl. 
diachyl. ſimpl. over it, and the Cataplaſm over all. The next day I took off 
the Dreſſings, with deſign to divide the Eſcar : but it was done to my hands, 
and a large quantity of a well-digeſted Matter was diſcharged. I fomented 
the Abſcels with a Stupe wrung out of Milk, and dreſled the Eſcar with a 
Pledgit of «ngnert. baſilic. dipt in ol. rof. and continucd the application of 
the Cataplaſm. Thus in few days the Swelling aſſwaged, and the Eſcar ſe- 
parated. I then endeavoured Deterſion with mundif. Paracelf:: but _— 
cels 
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ſceſs being large, and the Suppuration in the middle,and the Part not very 
capable of Bandage, there remained a large hollownels, which put me upon 
a neceſſity of laying it more open,for the ſpeedy etieting the Cure ; which I 
did with a pair of Probe-{ciſſors. This work is neceſſary in ſuch large Phleg- 
m0ns; and therefore it 1s, I ſuppoſe, that S:nxertus places his Chapter de S:- 
»ubus next to that of a Phlegmon. Afﬀter I had made this Incifion, I dreſſed 
it with that Digeſtive ex terebinth.cum witello ovi&c. and having digeſted it, 
I incarned, by adding pslv. rad. iridic, ariſtoloch, rot. ſarcoco!, &c. to the Di- 
geſtive : and by the help of the Vitriol and Alume-ſtones, #22 vent.tutte and 
Emplaſt. diachalciteos, I cicatrized it. 

In the t:ime of the Civil Wars a Gentleman in the Weſl-countrey was 
ſorely pained withan Inffammation and Swelling upon the 9s 1/;9z on the left 
fide. Some one apply'd a Cataplaſm to it of White-bread and Milk with 
Hogs lard; a Medicament proper to aſlwage pain, but being applied in the 
augment in a fuil body, it relaxed the parts, and made way for the influx and 
increaſe of the Tumour. Upon farther complaint, ſome other of his ac- 
quaintance adviſed the application of Houſeleek, &c. by which the native 
heat ſuffocated, and the Part gangrened. Sir Alexander Fraficr,chief Phyſi- 
cian to his Majeſty, and my felt were fetched, and ſaw the Tumour black 
and ſunk rhe compals of the palm of an hand. We made deep Scaritications, 
and waſhed it with a Solution of Ag ypriac. iz fpir. vini, and filled the inci- 
{ed parts, eſpecially in the circumference between the {ound and gangre- 
ned parts, with Merc. prec/pitat. and applied over all a Catapla'm, fuch as you 
will find ſer down in the Chap. of Gazgrexze. Where we had applied our 
Precipitate, we found a perfect white Matter : it was but little in quantity, 
but by the uſe of the ſame Powder we ſaw the Mortification {topt, and the 
Eſcar in few days after ſeparated with good digeſtion. The Ulcer was after- 
wards deterged with muxdif. Paracelſi, and cured by Epuloticks, as in the 
Cure of Ulcers, | 

As Phlegmoxs are ſubject to mortiftication through unſeaſonable applicati- 
on of Medicaments ih time of their ſtate; ſoallo in fat bodies they are apt ro 
gangrene af;er Opening, it that Fat be not ſpeedily digeſted out. Thus it 
happened toa perſon labouring of a Phlegmon on the Os ſacrum. After the dif- 
charge of Matter theUllcer became crude and gangrened. Another Chirurgeon 
was conſulted, who ſcar:fied the Abſcels, and by his warm applications ſup- 
poſed he had extinguiſhed the Mortification : but it appearing otherwiſe, I 
was fetched, and ſaw the lips and parts withia gangrened and gleeting. We 
ſcaritied the lips : but ſinding them to be gangrened more within than with- 
our, we pared them ol} round, then ſcarihed the Abſceſs within,and cur our 
the putrefied Fat,and with an armed Probe dipt in oleo garyophyllor. hot clean- 
ſed the Abſce!s, and filPd the Scarihcations with Mere, precipitat., We then 
dreſſed up the Abſcels with a mixture of uz2 went. baſilicon CF ol. terebinth. and 
applied Cataplaſms and Fomentations, as is uſual in ſuch caſes. The next 
day we came provided with actual Caurerics, but found the Abſceſs warm, 
and diſpoſing to digeſtion in the lips and fleſhy parts : and from that time it 
digeſted well. But in the 6/15 of the Ulcer, where the Mortification had 
reached to the Perioſteum,the llough ſeparated more (lowly : but by the warm 
application of Lenients ir came ott, and the Ulcer happily incarned. 

Over-ſtri&t Bandage isa frequent caule of Phlegmon,of which I do make ob- 
ſervation for the cautioning of the yong Chirurgeons inthe cale of Fontanels. 

A perſon of a plethorick body,aged about thirty years,being ſubject tohot 
Defluxions of ſharp Rheum, was adviſed to make a Fontanel in her Arm by 
Cauſtick, I applied the milder, with an Emplaſter and moderate Bandage 
ro 
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to retain it on, with advice to ſlacken it, if there appeared cauſe. The next 
morning ſhe told me the Bandage had been ealie all the day, upoa which 
account ſhe had not ſlackened it; but it pained her in the night, and ſwelled 
her Arm. It did not ſeem too ſtreight ; nay, I think if it had been ſlacker, 
it would have f]ipt down her Arm, being taper-grown : but the Tumour 
ſhewed the Bandage to be too hard. I loolened it,and took oft the Caultick ; 
where finding a {mall Eſcar, I divided it, and dreſled it with »»gnerr. baſilic. 
with an Emplaſter to retain it on, leaving the Arm at liberty. She was ealie 
that day ; but about twelve of the clock at night ſhe was waken'd with the 
pain, and ſent to me. The Fontanel not being in fault, I returned her a 
glaſs with ol. rof. cuz aceto to embrocate her Arm, The next morning | vi- 
lited her : there appeared leſs fulne!s and no heat, but ſhe complained of a 
numbneſs in her Hand. T left her ro the uſe of the Oyl: it wore of in a day 
or two. After the ſeparation of the Eſcar, I put in a Pea, and fitted it with 
Bandage : from which time it continued ealie, I foreſaw this diſturbance, 
and adviſed her to bleed and purge firſt, but could not prevail. 

In fat fleſhy Arms you may produce the like by a moderate {trict Bandage, 
when the Humours are ina fermenting diſpolition. The way to avaid ſuch 
inconvenience 1s, firſt to make evacuation by bleeding or purging : for from 
ſuch little beginnings greater evils do follow. And if this Fontanel had 
been ade by the /apts cauſtics, it had penetrated deep, and might by ſuch a 
flux of Humours have been ſhrewdly diſturbed: or if it had been made by 
Inciſion, it would have been inflamed; and then the concluſion would have 
been,that it was made upon a Nerve or Tendon ; though poſſibly in ſuch fac 
Arms there is none within half an inch under it. 

12 Obſer. I ſhall give = another inſtance in a Gentleman who came out of the 
vat. of o- Countrey, and put himſelf into the hands of a Chirurgeon, in which caſe I 
reſtrict was conſulted, The Tumour was in his left Arm upon the Biceps, and was 
- cauſed by over-ſ{trict binding of his Iſſue. Ir was railed below the Bandage ; 
and as it abounded with Matter, it diſcharged it ſelf into the Fontanel, The 
Cure was performed by the application of a Caultick upon the lower part of 
the Tumour,and the Matter was let out by cutting deep into the Elcar ; after 
which it was digeſted and incarned by the ſaid Chirurgeon,as in other Ab- 

ſceſles is uſual. ; | Z 

Many inſtances we have of this kind in Infants, who cannot expreſs their 
grievances,eſpecially where IfTucs are cut in their Arms. The Nurſes ſome- 
times binding them too ſlack, whereby the Pea flides out, and the Ifſue being 
almoſt cloſed betore the next drei]ing, they, to recover their errour, force in 
another,and by too hard Bandage raiſe a Tumour with Inflammartion,to the 
great diſturbance of the Child. 

14.Obſer- Thus ſcmewhile {ince a Child in my neighbourhood was ſeized with an 

vat of Tnflammation from the Shoulder down to the Elbow, and trom thence an

from over- £dematous Tumour reached ro the Fingers ends, the Fontanel it ſelf gan- 

tirict Ban- prened. I threw out the Pea, and ſcarihed the lips of the Ulcer, and dapt it 

de with o/.terebinth, hot with an armed Probe, and applied Pledgits dipt in a 
mixture of the ſaid Oyl and »nguezr.baſilicon; and having fomented it well 
with a deco#?. abſinthi;, &c. I applied a Cataplaſm ex far. hordei & fabar. de- 
coed in Oxym?l over thar part of the Arm, and upon the remote parts I ap- 
plied cerat. Galeai with good Bandage from the Hand upward. By this 
means the Humour was moderately repreſſed, and breathed forth, the Eſcar 
alſo ſeparated in the Fontanel ; after which the Ulcer incarned with com- 
mon Sarcoticks,- and the Ulcerations about it were cured by unguert. tutie 
and ſuch like Epuloticks. 
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A perſon of about forty five years of age, of a full —_ ſubject to va- 15-Ober-

rious Diſeaſes from plenitude and cacochymea, as Lethargy,

. was lately in pyjeg 


danger of ſinking under.an Apoplectical Fit, but was freed of it by a tran(- erſipelato- 


lation of thoſe Humours into his right Leg, with great pain, and an Inflam- © 
mation of a deep red colour poſſeſſing only the skin; but the Swelling was 
great, reaching from the gartering to the very Toes. It was Phlegmon eryſi- 
pelatodes, and in his cale required to be breathed forth by Medicaments of a 
temperate quality, yet ſomewhat cooling, To which purpoſe I preſently 
fomented it with Claret-wine, and apphed ceratum Galeni over all the Leg, 
with a moderate Bandage; then let him bloud, and direCted him a Clyſter. 
The next morning I took off the Dreflings, and found his Leg in a better 
condition. I bathed it with Claret-wine wherein I had boiled ſammitat. ab- 
ſinthit, ſalvie, flor. ſambuci, roſ. rub. and applied the cerat. Galen; as before, - 
and continued that method ſome days ; he purging himſelf the while with 
W hey, Manna, and cremor Tartar, Thus the heat remitted,and the Swelling 
relaxed ; yet the Cuticula was fretted off in ſeveral parts, and I felt a ſmall 
colle&tion of Matter under the $skin on the inſide of the Anckle; which I 
gave vent to by an Apertion with a Lancet, and diſcharged about a ſpoonful 
of a thin white Matter, I applied a Pledgit of baſ/icox upon it, and dreſſed 
the Velications with »zguert.tutie; by which in three or four days they were 
cured : after which I put him a laced Stocking on that Leg, whereby it was 
reduced to its right tone. I had made him Fontanels inter ſcapulas hereto- 
fore, which he continues to good purpoſe. 


A Maid aged twenty four years was ſeized witha pain in her Head and Rt 16 Obtr- 
gour of a Fever ; the ſecond or third day ſhe had an Inflammation in her \# 
right Leg a little above her Knee and ſo downward. After ſeveral applica- «yjpetaro- 
tions of Perſley, Butter, &c. I ſaw it. The Inflammation was in the Skin, 4. 


and reached down from the Knee in a red {treak about four fingers breadth to 
the Inſtep: that inflamed Skin was tenſe, but ſeemed to have Matter lying 
under it. I made Apertion with a Lancet on the Knee, and diſcharged a 
well-concocted white Matter. I then made another Apertion lower, and an- 
other in the lowelt part, with like ſucceſs: the bloud alſo trickled down in 
good quantity from the little wounds 1n the skin. I permitted them to bleed, 
ſhe having need of ſuch an Evacuation ; then dreſſed them up with «ng«ert. 
baſilici cum vitello ovt upon Pledgits of Lint, and applied cerat. Galent over 
them with convenient Bandage. The next day ſhe was purged with EZ, 
lenitiv, and her Leg was ſtuped with decott. ſalvie, betonice, flor.roſ. rub. We 
dreſſed the Apertions as before. This Maid was lately come out of the Coun- 
trey, and, by reaſon of the change of Air and courſe of life, abounded with 
Humours which required Evacuation : therefore during her Cure I let her 
bloud, and purged her twice or thrice, by which ſhe was reſtored to health ; 
and the Matter having been ſo opportunely let out, the Inflammation weat 
off, and the Apertures cured by a few dreflings of #nguert.tutie. 


A Man aged about forty years, of a healthful complexion, haftening from «5.0vr. 


Lonaon (in the time of the laſt great Sickneſs) to his houſe in the Country 
by great journeys 0n horle-back, to avoid Infection, which the Inns on the 


Road were ſubject to, choſe to reſt himſelf on his way by lying down in the Cation. 


felds, whillt his horſe baited on the graſs near him. But having heated his 
body by journeying, he took cold by lying upon the ground, and in riſin 

telt a great pain in the region of his right Kidney, nn returned to his houſe 
very ill. He conſulted the Phyſicians in his Neighbourhood. They at firſt 
ſuſpected ſome Diſcale in that Kidney : but there being no Symptoms of it in 
his Urine, they imputed it to other cauſes, and preſcribed Remedies accor- 
dingly. 
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dingly. But the Cure not ſucceeding; they adviſed him to Buckſffone Waters 
in the County of Derby: whither he went, and returned more pained. T, 
being at that time in a neighbouring County, was ſent for, and found him in 
his Bed much emaciated. From the region of that Kidney down to his Hip 
and Thigh there appeared a more than ordinary fulneſs, and in that Groin' 
there was a painful Swelling, in which there ſeemed to be Matter, but it 
lay deep: I applied to it a ſuppurative Cataplaſin ex / & rad, althee, rad.. 
likior. albor. &c. to ſuppurate it, To the other pained parts I applied Empl. e 
bolo. By the uſe of the Cataplaſm the Tumour i» Ingaine appeared daily 
more full of Matter,and ſeemed to me to be made by Tranſlation ; therefore 
I did not attend a perfect Suppuration, but applied a Cauſtick, and, cutting 
into the Eſcar deep, diſcharged a much greater quantity of Matter than that 
Cavity was capable of ; beſides, by its fatid ſmell it ſeemed to have been 
long made. I dreſſed it up with Lenients. From this Dreſſing his pain le(- 
ſened ; but the Matter which diſcharged daily from it was very much. I 
made a ſearch with a Probe, and felt it paſs under the Pbes into the Muſcle 
Pfoa5, (as I conjeQured : ) upon light of which I contented my ſelf in kee- 
ping the Orifice open for the diſcharge of the Matter,and preſcribed him Vul- 
neraries. The fulneſs from the region of that Kidney to the Hip continuing 
exceeding painful, I made a'Seton npon the latter, hoping thereby to give 
a vent to that Humour. The firft three or four days it matter'd litthe ; but af- 
terward, in drawing the Seton, the Matter burſt forth in great quantity : 
upon ſight whereof I cut the two Orifices into one, and rook out the Seton, 
and dreſſed it up with Lenients. This was a fetid purulent Matter,and ſee- 
med to be of the ſame kind with the other which diſcharged from his Groin. 
His next great complaint was of pain in the region of that Kidney. I ſuppo- 
ſing that the original Matter might ariſe from thence, and paſs inwardly to 
the Groin, and outwardly to the Hip, thought, if I could give a vent there, 
it might poſbly intercept the Matter in its courſe to the other Abſceſſes. 1 
therefore applied a Cauſtick upon the moſt likely part. The firſt four or five 
days after the diviſion of the Eſcar there —_ no Matter ; but before it 
was quite ſeparated it made its way plentifully out, and the other Abſceſles 
were more governable, and the Patient was certainly much relieved. Bur 
one afternoon, while he was lying in Bed, and telling us a ſtory of ſome plea- 
{ant paſſages in his Profeſſion, he ſyddenly died, we ſuppoſed from an erup- 
tion of the great Artery; for we found much bloud poured forth from all the 
Abſceſles,but eſpecially that on the region of that Kidney. During the time 
of his ſickneſs his Urine was without Bloud or Matter,and paſſed freely with- 
out the leaſt diſturbance. I would gladly have opened his Body , but was 
not permitted.

Itk (though I cannot ſay that it is often the matter ) is certainly the 
M occaſion of many Tumours of divers kinds. I know Authors make 
it the material Cauſe of many of the Dileaſes of the Breaſts: but ſuch men 
mult be underſtood — For ifby Mk in this aſſertion they mean Milk 
actually generated, and ſeparated from the Bloud, then I know but few ca- 
ſes in which that can be ſuppoſed tobe the matter of a Diſtemper : for when 
it is ia that condition, it is laid up in certain #«6«/; /afei, which,being ſpred 
all over the Breaſt, do unite their branches after the manner of Veins, till 
growing into bigger trunks, till they doend at laſt inthe Nipple. Now the 
motion of this Milk being de "- minoribus in majors, what 15 once ſepara- 
ted from the Bloud in the Glands of it into thole Veſſels hath nothing to ſtop 
its progreſs till it comes to the very place of its Exit from the Nipple. Ifany- 
ſtop preternaturally ay 9 the compreſſion of the Veſſel by ſomeTumour 
ofa Glandule, or the like, then indeed a varicoſity of the latteous Veſlels 
may ariſe : of which caſe you may lee an Obſervation in the Chap. of Yarix. 

Thiscaſe is rare ; but there be others very frequent : viz. That the Glan- 
dules through which Milk is ſeparated may either through fault of the Fer- 
ment by which they make that ſeparation producedivers variety of Diſtem- 

E pers, 
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pers, or through an indiſpoſition of their Pores not permit a due percolation 
of it from the Bloud. Whenaay of theſe things happen, there is a diſtur- 
bance in the Circulation, and Fluxion doth ariſe, which ſoon produceth a 
Tumour ſuitable to the Humour ſo ſtirr'd up ; viz. Phlegmon, Oedema, Scir- 
rhus, Scrophala, yea ſometime Cancer, 

This Diſcourſe may ſerve for a general account of the Cauſes of the milky 
Tumonrs of the Breaſts, and may ealily be enlarged to ſuch particular caſes as 

may emerge. 

Differen= The Differences may thus be enumerated. If the Ferment of the Breaſt be 

| over-aCtive and vigorous, it ſeparates Milk with too great violence, cauſing 

thereby an over-fermentation 1n the Part, which uſually produceth a Phleg- 

20n, if the ſerum be hot, or partake much of Bloud : otherwile it raiſeth an 

Oedema ; or, if Matter diſpoſe to coagulation, a Scrophula : which are the 

moſt frequent ſpecies of Tumours generally reputed to ariſe from Milk, Any 

of theſe three may degenerate into a Scirrhns, and that Scirrhus intoa Cancer. 

Signs, The Sz»sare viſible. Ifthe firſt happen, thereare all the Symproms ofa 

Phlegmon, heat, redneſs, tenſion, pulſation, &c.if the ſecond, large diſtenſion, 

with pain, but no heat: if a Scrophula, then hard kernels are ealily felt and 

diſtinguiſhed, &c. 

_ Tumours made by the over-eagernels of the laCteous Ferment go eaſily off, 

fic if noother Symptomattend them : ſucking and drawing the Brealt for the 

moſt part dilchargeth the Milk as faſt as it can begenerated, and thenall the 

evil is over. Bur if the Fermentation produce any diſorder in the Bloud,the 

Patient finds more or leſs of danger according to the quality of the Tumour 

produced : viz. a Phlegmonendangereth them of a Fever ; cdematous Tu- 

mours are apt togrow ulcerous, and ſometimes {crophulous and ſcirrhous, 
and become long of Cure, &c. 

Foraſmuch as it frequently happeneth to women in Child-bed, that their 
Breaſts do extraordinarily {well by reaſon of the abundance of Milk which 
floweth into them, and that it ſtirreth up Inflammations, Apoſtemations,c#c. 
therefore their Dz-t ought to beflender, and of ſuch quality as may leſs dil- 
poſe the Humours to ferment : to which purpoſe I ſhall refer you to the re- 
gulation preſcribed ina Phlegmon. 

The Medicaments proper to diminiſh the Milk are, Lettice, Purſelane, 
Phlegnon Endive, Succory, Smallage, &c. The ſeeds of wild Rue, Cummin, Ba- 
= fil, powdredand given to the quantity of 53. daily in Broath, will dry up the 

Milk, as Authors write. 

The Milk is uſually drawnout of the Breaſts by the Infant's ſucking them : 
but in caſe the Child be ſo weak it cannot ſuck, or doth not enough empty 
them, ſome others are to be admitted to help them ; or they may put young 
Whelps to ſuck them, or ſome neighbouring woman. Bur the Mother may 
draw her own Breaſts her ſelf by an Inſtrument ſold for that purpoſe. 

The Tumour made by the Milk is reſtrained by the application of Night- 
ſhade, Lettice, Plantane, Vine-tops, Bramble-buds, Horſe-tail, ©. or ol.rof. 
myrtill. cum aceto, &c. as we uſually treat Phlegmons in the beginning. 

It may be diſcuſſed bythe application of Mints, Catmints, Rue, /e. f- 
nugree. cumini, faxiculi, &c. or dried up by the applying cloaths dipt in 
aqua calcis, or a Solution of ſacchar. Saturni in aqua ſpermat. ranar. during 
which time fine Towe may be ſprinkled with Ceruſe, and applied to the 
Armpits. But in the beginning of Fluxion we are rarely conſulted. 

W here I have by chance come in to women that have been much pained 
with ſwelling in their Breafts from Milk, I have applied Emplaſt. « bolo, 
or a Cataplaſm of far. horder, fabar. lentiunm, decocted in oxyme/, or 
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cerat. oxeleum, or ſantalinum, and at the ſame time Towe dipt in oxycrate 
under their Arms. 

If the Inflammation be gone too far towards a Suppuration, ( which uſu- 
ally is before weare called ) then it muſt be promoted with Suppuratives, 
and open'd by Incifion or Cauſtick, and treated as a Phlegmor hath been. 

'W here the Swelling hath been hard, and not inflamed, R ſummitat.abſizth. 
pulv, Ziz. ſem. lentium, fenugraci, feniculi, an.3j. ſuc. hyoſcyami, cicut. an. ii). 
unguent, dialthee Jij. axung. anatis, axſeris, an. 3). ſevs cervint ij. ſtyracis ti- 
quide 36, cere 9. /. fiat Ceratum. 

Cicuta boilPd in Wine and beaten up with axuzg. porciz. relolves the hard. 
neſs in the Breaſts ; but applied alone ſtirs up heat, and ulcerates the Skin. 
Green Mints or Chickweed are common applications,and of good ule,either 
alone, or mixt with other Medicaments, in all the hard Swellings of the 
Breaſt occaſioned by Milk. All Emplaſters applied to the Breaſts ought to 
have a hole ſnipt in them for the Nipples, leſt they be fretted by them ; eſpe- 
cially that the Milk may be drawn forth while the Medicaments lie on. 

Young Gentlewqman, endeavouring to dry up her Milk when it was 
A too late, put her Breaſt upon Apoſtemation. I preſcribed her an ano- 
dyne Cataplaſm, and a day or twoafter applied a Cauſtick, and gave vent to 
the Matter ; then dreſſed the Eſcar with »zgeert. baſilic. and applied cerat. dz 
althee over the whole Breaſt, and left her of the ſame Medicaments to dreſs 
her ſelf with, and once in two or three days viſited her. After the Eſcar [e- 
parated, and the Matter was well diſcharged, I dreſt her with «xg «ent. di4- 
pompholyg. and left her of the ſame to finiſh the Cure. Many of thele, where 
the Matter hath lain ſuperficial, I have cured aseallly. 

A x09 Mor vg after Child-bed was vexed with a Swelling in her Breaſt. 
One was fetcht who poſſeſt her Relations that it was a Cancer, and treated 
her accordingly. But her Breaſt = more painful, her Father, much 
apprehending the danger of fucha Diſcaſe,came to Sir Frax.Pr.and acquain- 
ted him with his Daughter's Diſtemper,and the Judgment that had been gi- 
ven of it ; .deſiring that he would inſtantly go with him to ſee tys Daugh- 
ter. The Phyſician, wary in giving his Judgment in Chirurgery where 
there might happen any diſpute, adviſed the Father co take me along with 
them. We went together, expeQting to ſee a Cancer in the Breaſt : we found 
her in bed bemoaning her condition. I viewed her Breaſt, and ſaw it very 
big and inflamed, and felt it all apoſtemated, and the Matter perfectly well 
ſuppurated, the Skin thin and ready to break, I could ſcarce believe what 
I felt and ſaw. Ideclared the ſwelled Breaſt to be a Ph/egmon well ſuppura- 
ted, and fit to open. The Phyſician looked and felt it; Tur, being prepol- 
ſeſſed with the contrary, did not readily give credit to what he felt. I then 
propoſed the applying a Cataplaſm of W hite-bread and Milk,afſuring them 
before morning they ſhould find a Porrenger-full of Matter diſcharged. They 
conſented unto it. We took our leaves, and left them to apply it ; they did 
lo: and the next morning the old Gentleman made the Phyſician a viſit, and 
confirmed the truth of what I had foretold, and by the uſe of unguerr. baſils- 
cox. cured it without farther trouble. 

The Matter being well ſuppurated, and a convenient Opening made for 
diſcharge, they generally heal of themſelves, ifrhe Habit of body be good : 
but where ir is otherwiſe, 'or irregularly treated, there 1t is vexatious 1n the 
Cure. 

While I was dreſſing a Patient in a Citizen's houſe, I was deſired to look 


upon the Breaſt of the Gentlewoman of the houſe. She had lately laya in, 
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and from abundance of Milk and ill handling her right Breaſt had been apo 
ſtemated, and wasbroken out in many holes. A woman famous in the City 
for dreſſing ſore Breaſts was her Chirurgeon. I obſerved that the Breait had 
at firſt broke in the upper part in a 1 mall pin-hole; and the Matter, not ha- 

..ving had ſufficient diſcharge, had ſubſided, and ſo made the other Openings, 
and afterwards paſſed an inch lower than any ofthe Openings,and could nor 
be diſcharged otherwiſe than as it fll'd up the S7zus, and ran over, or was 
preſt from below upward with her hand. By this means the Breaſt continu- 
ed inflamed and apoſtemated ; inſomuch as it was impoſſible to cure it by 
that method till it had apoſtemated the whole Breaſt. I pitied the Patienr, 
and wendred thata woman ſo famed for ſuch Cures could be ſo ignorant, 
and yet preſerve her credit with that Sex. 

, I ſhewed the Patient the cauſe of her pain, and the unlikelihood of being 
ſuddenly cured by fuck a Chirurgeon, and prevailed with her to permit me 
to lay on a Cauſtick upon the depending Part; and having made an Eſcar 
the compaſs of three pence, opened it, and gave vent to the Matter, and letr 
her a little «ng nezr. baſilic. roapply daily upon that Oritice,and ſome ungnenr. 
zutietodrels the reſt. By the uſe of which ſhe was cured in few days without 
more direQions from me. Yet the good Gentlewoman, I dare ſay, is of to 
kind a nature, as ſhe would quarrel 1n defence of her She-Chirurgeon. 

A young Gentlewoman after Child bed being indiſpoled in her health, her 
left Breaſt becamediſeaſed, and ſwelled. They contented them!clves with 
ſuch help as thoſe about them could afford. But after ſome days it growing 
more painful and ſwelled,the Apothecary brought in his Brother, who endea- 
roured Suppuration, and after ſome while gave vent to the Matter, and pro- 
ceeded in the Cure. But while he was dreſſing that Opening, the Fluxion 
increaſed, and other Abſceſles were raiſed, and from the ſeveral Apoltema- 
tions ſinuous Ulcers were afterwards made. Thus the work became diificulr. 
I was conſulted. [In the pulling out one of the Tents, a thin white Matter 
iſſued out in great quantity : my Brother Chirurgeon called it Milk; bur 
I chought it Marter,and obſerved the Abſceſs to have begun deep in the body 
of the Glands, which, through length of time corrupting them, rendred the 
Swelling-hard, and the Tent ſtopping in the Matter between Dreflings had 
occaſioned that large diſcharge we then met with. The method of Cure con- 
ſiſted in theenlarging of that Orifice where the Matter ſeeme: to be detained, 
and then to proceed with Deterſives, &c. They entertained mein the Cure, 
and I continued my Brother Chirurgeon. We began with the application 
of a Cauſtick to the Part round about the Orifce, {topping the hole with 
Lint ; by which means in a ſhort rime we made an ealie way for the Mat- 
ter, and ſaw no reaſon afterwards ro think it Milk. | 

As the Eſcar ſeparated, a Fungw thruſt forth, which we ſprinkled with 

pub. precipit. rub. —_ up the Eſcar with «xgzerr. baſilic. and the other 
Openings with #nguen7. 4:apomphol. and cerat. aialthee over all. After a more 
full ſeparation of that Eſcar, we, obſerving the Fang to riſe more large, ap- 

lied a Stupe wrung out of a decoc?. ſummitat. abſinth. rute, menth. flor. roſ. rub. 
Lilauft. made in wineand water ; and the while ſent for ſome chalcanthum, 
which we applied upon the Fungns,and Pledgits of »ngaert, turie over the ul- 
cerated parts.The ſecond day after we took off Dreſſings,and found an Eſcar 
made by the Cathzretick, which we thruſt off, and dreſſed it again with the 
ſame, andcontinued the uſe of Eſcaroticks. - During thole applications we 
applied over the Breaſt the Empl. e bolo to reſtrain the Influx : but yet the 
Fungus increaſed upon us, and raiſed a Swelling between that and the other 


Orifices. Upon which conſideration we applied a large Cauſltick upon that 
Swel-

Swelling, which laid fome of the other Orifices into this; then divided the 
Eſcar, and dreſſed it up with Lentents,and covered the Fungss with Eſcaro- 
ticks, where-ever it began tothruſbout, by which it was kept down. But 
after the ſeparation of this latter Eſcar, weſceing the Fungus great, and the 
way of extirpating it by Eſcaroticks {low, and fearing the 1] conſequences of 
it, I preſt with my finger under it, andat once broke into it, od pulled it 
out in pieces ; then filPd up the place with Merc.precip. and mundif. Paracelſ. 
upon Pledgirs,wirh the foreſaid Emplalt. over the whole Breaſt,and bound ir 
up. The ſecond day after that we opened it again. And by this ſame method 
often repeated we ſubdued the remainder of the Fungus, and raiſed a firm 
baſis on which we incarned, with an addition of pulv. rad. ireos, myrrhe, ſar- 
cocolle, to the forementioned Munditicative ; and then applied cerar. agrippe 
over the Breaſt, andin few days cicatrized it with a {mooth Cicatrix, the lips 
falling in by the benefit of nature, which was aſſiſted the while by Trauma- 
tick DecoCtions, &«. as in ſuch caſes is uſual. 

It happeneth very often, when we have cured one Breaſt, the other ſwel- 
leth, from the abundance of Milk, and grows hard and apoſtemates: Some- 
times we have both Breaſts thus diſeaſed at one time. Such was the caſe of 5- Obſer- 
a Gentlewoman in C/erkemwel : both her Breaſts had been long ſwelled, and 
after apoſtemared, by reaſon of the pain ; ſeveral Abſceſſes were made, and 
their Matter diſcharged by ſuch Openings. In progrWof time the Ulcers be- 
came ſinuous and callous, with induration of the Glands. I was entertained 
her Chirurgeon, and began my work with Fomentations and Cataplaſms 
diſcutient and reſolving,as ra4.C fol. althee, hyoſcyami, ſummit. cicute menthe, 
rute, flor. ſambuci, ſem. fenug. lini, &c. with far. lentium, hordei, axung. porc. 
anatts, anſeris, &c. and in dilating the Orifices, and deterging with mundif. 
Paracelſi, with Merc. precip. and alumen, as I ſaw cauſe. While I was thus 
trying my endeavours by the method aboveſaid,new diſturbances aroſe with- 
in, which put me upon the neceſſity of laying ſuch places open by Cauſtick 
as might beſt ſerve for the diſcharge of Matter. After ſeparation of the Eſcar, 
I again detergd and healed them, as hath been ſhewed in ſuch like Ulcers. 

How they are to be treated when they are ſtrumous, ſcirrhous, or can- 


cerous, you may lee in their proper places. 
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Of eAbſceſſes and corroſive Ulcers ariſmg from Diſtempers 
Ad of the Uterus in Child-bed. 


Bu it is not the Breaſts only that are troubleſome to Women by the fre- 
quent produCtion of ſuch painful Diſeaſes. The Urerws is (though not 
altogether ſo frequently, yet ) much moreterribly affected in Child-bed,pro- 
ducing Fevers of very malignant and venemous natures, and ſoon making 
Phlegmons or worſe Tumours, ſometimes in the Vrerss it ſelf, and ſometimes 
in other parts of the body, there being none of them on which the Uterine 
ferment hath not an influence. The exorbitancies or degenerations of that, 
whether from a hurt in Labour, from part of the Afger-birth left behiad, from 


cold taken, or the Lochia ſtopped, do ſoon produce ſuch virulent Diſtempers 
in 
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in the bloud as make it caſt out a Tumour, either _ the Part it ſelf, orelſe 
outwardly upon the Muſcles of the body, where when they light they prove 
corroſive, ſometimes eating out the fleſh in which they lodged, which falls 
off in whole pieces, without that change of colour in the Skin which is in 
Gangrenes ; inſomuch that ſometimes the Bone it ſelf is laid bare by them. 

The Cauſes are, (as1T have ſaid ) hard Labour, the Vrerss hurt, or part of 
the Secundine left behind, cold taken in Child-bed, and a prediſpoſition in 
the Humours by reaſon of their peccancy in quantity or quality. 

The Signs may be taken from their Cauſes, and the manner of the Ab- 
ſceſs may demonſtrate its malign nature and evil quality. 

The Prognoſtick may be taken from the largeneſs or other qualifications of 
the Abſceſs, and the Symptoms that happen to the body thereupon. If the 
Tumour happen only from ſome little diſturbance done ro the Womb of a 
perſon otherwiſe of a good Habit of body, the Cure is hopetul : if part of the 
Afeer-birth beretained, there is no hopes of Cure till that be removed ; nay, 
if it ſtay ſo long as to induce a putrefaQtion ofthe Part, it will be too late then 
to remove it. 

If the body be cacochymical, the Tumours areapt to degenerate into very 
venemous and malignant Abſceſles ; which if they do not ſuddenly kill, do 
at leaſt Tehe long rue Ulcers hard of Cure, and tor the moſt part 


mortal 1n the long ru the Diſcale. 

- Tnthe Cure of theſe Abſceſſes you are to inform your ſelf how the Womb 
is diſturbed, and appeaſe that : and ifany part of the After-birth be left be- 
hind, ro endeavour the bringing that away, and by good Sudorificks, Cor- 
dials, ©. to expel the venome, and fortthe the ſpirits againſt the malignity 
that 1s thereby contralted, and to contemperate the heat and acrimony by 
Juleps and Emulſfions. | 

The Swellings ariſing from theſe require to be treated in their beginning 

with moderate Repellents and Diſcutients. Afterward, accordingly as the 
Matter predominates, make way for its diſcharge; and cure them as in the 
Ticatiſe of Ulcers is ſhewed. 


Young woman after Child-bed was ſeized with a great pain and Swel- 
ling 1n her left Groin and Thigh with Fever. Sir Charles Scarburgh 
and DofQtor Weatherly were conſulted. They gER—_ Bleeding and leni- 
ent Purgatives, to evacuate the Humours ; alſo cordial Juleps, + tO coN- 
temperate the heat, and fortific her ſpirits againſt malignity. I was alſo call'd 
in, and by moderate Repellents mixt with Diſcutients in Fomentationsand 
Emplaſters with Bandage diſperſt the Humour in the Thigh, and reſtored 
that Part to its former temper : but in the mean time the Tumour increaſed 
inthat Groin. I ſuppurated it after the manner of a Bubo, opened it, and 
endeavoured Deterſion : but the Sjaus reaching down the Twiſt, the Mat- 
ter could not be diſcharged without laying it more open, as in ſinuous Ul- 
cers ; by which method I cured it. 

A Gentlewoman in Child-bed was ſeized with a Fever, and the ninth day 
complained of a pain in her right Foot. Sir Fob» Hiztox was the Phylician, 
who treated her in the Fever, and had preſcribed Diſcutients, to breath out 
the impatted Matter in her Foot: but the pain increaling, I aſſiſted, and ſaw 
the upper part of the Foot from the Inſtep to the Toes a:dematous, but from 
the inſide of the Ancleto the middle of the Sole of her toot inflamed, and 
ſeeming to apoſtemate. We, doubting the ill conſequences of an Apoſtema- 
tion in that Partamongſt the Tendons and Bones, and where the Skin is uſu- 


ally ſo hard and tough as our ſtrongeſt Cauſticks will difficultly penetrate,re- 
ſolved 
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ſolved to endeavour a reſtraint of the Influx, and fo dry up the Humour af- 
feQing the Part : to which purpoſe we applied this ; ,® far, horaei Ivj. {cme; 
lini pulv, 5v). flor. cham. ſambaci palv. an. 3). flor. roſ. rub,balanſt.an. Jj. 'T hele 
were boiled in red Wine, with the addition wel. roſ:'& of. myrtill. tothe 
conſiſtence ofan Emplaſter. It being night, ſhe was laid toreſt with an 


Anodyne draught. 


The next morning I found the Patient ſomewhat relieved, and taking off 
the Dreſſings ſaw the Tumour and Inflammarion leſs. 1 continued the way 
of dreſſing, and applied Empl. e bolo, as an Intercipient, about the Ancle and 
upper part of the Foot, and by Compreſs and Bandage dreſſed it up. By the 
application of theſe Medicaments we dried up the Humour in few days, and 
the Foot was ſeemingly well ; but /whether it was for want of purging,there 
being ſome reaſon againſt it, or that the Humour wasonly reſtrained by vir- 
tue of the Dreſlings ) there appeared again a Swelling on the Foot, and it 
apoltemared in the Sole of the foot in three ſeveral places ; which I opened by 
Cauſtick, to prevent the increaſe of Matter, and, dividing the Eſcars, gave 
vent to it, dreſſing them up with Lenients, Pledgits of »zgnent.baſilicon, and 
the Emplaſt.as betore. I endeavoured daily by:Compreſs and Bandage to hin- 
der the flowing down of the Matter : but the _—_ of the Foot gave way, 
and it ſunk lower, and put me upon the neceſlity of intercepting its farther 
deſcent to the Heel by applying another Cauſtick, which proved effectual 
to the diſcharge, ſo that the upper Orifices healed. But this laſt Eſcar ſepa- 
rated ſlowly, and left the great Tendon bare. I furthered its ſeparation by 
the uſe of ol. terebinth. with ungnert. baſilic. applicd warm, and incarned the 
Tendon with a Sarcotick compoled of a mixture of pulv. ireos, myrrh. {arco- 
colle, & Merc. precipitat, with mel roſar. and terebinth, and cicatrized the 
Ulcer with Epuloticks. After it was cicatrized, the Sole of her foot was ſo 
relaxed and tender, that upon the ſetting it on the ground it became very 
much ſubject to pituitous Swelling : upon which account I cauſed ſuch a Fo- 
mentation to be made as is propoſed in the Cure of Oedemza, and put on a 
laced Sock, by which the weak parts were (trengthned, and ſhe cured. 


A Lady in the Country of about twenty eight years of age, having gotten 3. Obſer- 


ſome hurt in Child-bed, was taken with a Fever,and about four days after was '* 
diſturbed with a pain in her right Groin near the Os ;/:0x,which in a few days 
after {welled with Inflammation, and became a large Tumour, reaching 
from thence over the Belly to the Os pabrs like a rowl of W hite-bread. They 
ſent for Mr. Robert Morrey,an expert Chirurgeon of Cheſter, who met DoQtor 
Smith, an eminent Phyſician of Shrewsbxry. The Lady did not permit them 
to ſee the Tumour, whereupon they could give no certain Judgment of it, 
but preſcribed an anodyne Cataplaſm, which her women applied. Some few 
days after the Abſceſs brake, and then Mr. Morrey was fetched again,and ad- 
mitted to dreſsit. The Abſceſs was large, and diſcharged a great quantity 
of crude Matter making its way through the Skin by many eruptions. He 
purpoled the laying them into one : but the Patient not admitting of it, the 
Matter inſinuated it ſelf deep amongſt the Mulcles of that part of the Belly. 
She was then adviſed to takea Journey to London, but would not yield to it. In 
progreſs of time the diſcharge of Matter rendred her lean and hettick : and 
at laſt, when ſhe was almoſt waſted with her Diſeaſe, ſhe was brought to 
London in a Litter. Sir Fr. Pr, and my felf, being ſent for, conſulced with 
Mr. Morrey. We viewed the Ulcer, and found it ſeated above the Os pubs, 
ſtretching towards the Os i/ion, diſcharginga purulent Matter. We dreſſed 
it with a proportionable Tent armed with «ng«ert. baſilicon, Merc. pracipitat. 


and Empl.diachalcit.It was upon conſultation reſolved that the Simms =—_ oy 
a

vac, 
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laid open in order tothe Cure ; which accordingly was =_ up about two 
inches with a pair of Probe-ſeiflors, and the acid Lips dreſſed with rhe 
common Digeſtive ex terebinth.cam vitell,0vi,We afterwards proceeded with 
Detergents, muxaif. Paracelſ,, &&c. After which Mr, Morrey took his leave of 
the Lady, and returned to Cheſter, Whilſt I treated this ſinuous Ulcer, ſhe 
took her Vulnerary drinks and Balſamicks, alſo cordial Juleps made out of 
diſtil'd Milk wherein had been infuſed proper ingredients to diſpoſe her 
bloud to a better temper. _ But ſhe continued weak notwithſtanding all our 
endeavours, and the Ulcer would not cure farther than it was laid open. 
Therefore with one {nip more I laid it open to the very end, and dreſſed it 
with Digeſtives, with good hopes of Cure. But after ſome days, finding the 
Matter not leſſen, I madea ſearch, and felt a Sizws penetrate into the cavity 
of the Belly under the Os i/io». Conſidering the original of the Diſtemper, 
I judged it to penetrate into the Vrerws or neighbouring Glands, which I pre- 
ſumed were much {welled and ulcerated,and would be a work of time ; there- 
fore propoſed to her the _—_ ro-ſome neighbouring Village, to take the 
benefit of the air. She did ſo, and while ſhe was there I cured the Sinus to 
the very penetration,and did hope that it might have been kept as a Fontanel. 
But it continued to matter very much. Upon which a Conſultation was 
call'd, wherein the deceaſed Mr. Ed, Molins adviſed a Salivation by Merc. 
dulcis. She afſented unto it, and to that pon ſhe was brought again to 
her Lodging in Town ; and by a few Doſes of Merc. dulci a Salivation was 
raiſed, by which the Matter leſſened, and the Ulcer dried. But a Soreneſs 
affecting hes Mouth, as is uſual in Salivation, gave occaſion toa Chirurgeon, 
fince dead, to inſinuate himſelf into the Lady's Family, where he inveighed 
ſo much againſt the proceeding by Mercury, as leſſened my credit with them ; 
ſo that I was not capable afterwards to ſerve the Lady. Yet I prevailed lo far, 
as that Sir Alex. Fraſier was conſulted; ro whom ( in their preſence ) I re- 
preſented the condition of the Patient, and the method of our proceedings. 
He approved of what had been given, and aſſured the Lady it was the only 
way tocure her; and that if ſhe would drinka good DecoCtion of Sarſa, 
with the Specificks uſually preſcribed in ſuch caſes, and afterwards put her 
ſelf into a diet of Aﬀes milk, ſhe might enjoy a good health, and be obliged 
to acknowledge the good ſervice I had done her. But ſhe was prepoſleſſed 
with the ſcandal of Salivating, and went out of Town a few days after, and, 
I ſuppoſe not following the method preſcribed, proper after Mercury, lan. 
guiſhed undex a Conſumption, as ſuch peoplegenerally do. No Mercy do- 
ing well, wherethe preſcribed method 1s not obſerved. 
An Apothecary s wife living in my neighbourhood in the 0/d-Baily, after 
a hard Child-bed Labour, was ſeized with a Fever, and great pain in her 
right Thigh, from the Groin and Hip downward to the Knee, ſwelling the 
Member round, without Inflammation or diſcolouring the Skin. Sir Fy. Pr. 
was the Phyſician, and I think Sir C.Scarb. The Chirurgeons were Mr.Bing 
and my af ; and inthe time of my Sickneſs Mr. Meredirch a Chirurgeon 
dreſſed her. We fomented the Parts diſeaſed with deco. [ummitat, ablinth. 
majorane, beton, flor. roſ. rub. cham. meliloti, ſummit. anethi, ſem. lini, fanug. 
in wine and water, and madea Cataplaſm of the ſame Fxces with the addi- 
tion of far. fabay. orobi and lentium, with oxymel, ol. cham. &c. But the whole 
Member being oppreſt and weakned by the Influx, it apoſtemated, and 
Matter was felt to fludtuate in ſeveral parts. We opened the molt likely 
places by Cauſticks, and gave vent to a large quantity of purulent Matter. 
Then dreſſing theEſcar with Lenients, we applied the Cataplaſm and rowled 
it up. She was ſomewhat relieved, but reſted ill that night, At the next 
dreſſing 
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dreſſing we enlarged the Opening with a pair of Sciſſors, and gave more 

way to the diſcharge of the Matter. Afterwards we continued our care in 

dreſſing her, and made other Apertions in parts more declining, and endea- 

voured Deterſton by mundif.ex apio, &c. and by Injections made of rad. ari- G. 
ftoloch, rad, conſolid. ireos, ſarcocolle, thuris, myrrhe, decotted in aq. hordei 

with me! roſ. Many endeavours were uſed to cure theſe Ulcers ; but the 

Matter grew more corroſive, and the fleſh within diſſolved, and we felt the 
Thigh-bone bare. The Humours all emptied themſelves upon this weak 

Part ; and, notwithſtanding all our endeavours, the Patient languiſhed, and 

died in the {pace of eight weeks. 

I was alſo called to another, who in Child-bed laboured of an Ulcer in her 5. bſc- 
leſt Hip; the Fleſh was corroded round the breadth of the palm of a hand, '** 
the whole piece ſeparated and fell off from the Bone, leaving it bare, and the 
lips of the Ulcer 10:4i4 without Inflammation or Tumour. I dreſſed the 
Bone with extraZt. [cord diſſolved in fpir. vini, and the Ulcer with mundif. 
Paracelſ.cum Merc. precipitat. Traumartick Decoctions, Balſamicks,Cordials, 
Opiats, Juleps, were pre'cribed, and our work went on ſucceſsfully a while ; 
the Bone cxfoliating from the edges ; and the lips of the Ulcer digeſted and 
incarned with Sarcoticks »2yrrhe, aloes, ſarcocolle, cum ſyr. de roſ. ſizcis, But 
in the while a vehement pain ſeized the other Thigh, and ir apoſtemated. 
We opened it on the out-lide, and felt the Bone carious : we gave vent to a 
feetid Matter, I treated it as hath been ſaid in the former Obſervation : the 
Matter daily poured our, and the Abſcels grew more hollow. To add to 
her affiction, ſhe was tormented with a pain in her right Shoulder and in her 
left Knee, ſo that ſhe was neceſſitated to lie upon her Hips, which exaſpera- 
ted them. At length the great diſcharge of Matter and extremity of pain 
waſted her, Oedematous Swellings aroſe in her Legs and Feet, and ſhe lan- 
ouiſhed and died. 

A young Gentlewoman was brought to Bed in the Country, and, being 5 over: 
ill delivered, became indiſpoſed with a Fever, and was pained in ſeveral parts vt. 
of her body. I found her grievouſly afflicted with corroſive Ulcers lying 
deep in the fleſh ro the Bone: whole pieces of fleſh ſeparated from the Os 
coccyeis, and came off, leaving the Bones bare as that of a Skeleton. The fleſh 
alſo fell off in round pieces from ſome other parts of her body. Upon the left 
Side, a little below her Breaſt, whilſt I was with her, I ſaw it begin with a 
round crack in the Skin, the comyals of a Five-ſhilling-piece in Silver with- 
out Inflammation or Swelling, or other Matter than a little Sanies, It pene- 
trated deeper every day,and 1n three or four _ fell off from the Perioſteum 
that covered the Ribs. I was much at a loſs what to dreſs theſe Ulcers with 
while they were cracking, for they were dry and without tumetaCtion of 
the lips. What the actual Cautery might here have done, I do not know. 
I ſprinkled Merc. precipitat. in {ome places, and in others alumen uſtum mixt 
- with Praxcinvitate. I fomented ſome of them with lenient Decoctions,as rad. 
althee, conſolid. fol. malve, ſem. cydon, pſyllii, and the like. Others 1 treated 
with decodt, abſinth. rute, ſcordii, centaurii, cardui benedie?. made in a Lixivie, 
and Cataplaſms were accordingly apphed ; but nothing check'd them. After 
the Skin and Fleſh were ſeparated, the remaining lips looked as fleſh parboil'd; 
yet they afterwards digeſted, anbecame berter-conditioned : but this crea- 
ture had ſo many places of her Body diſeaſed, as ſhe had not one free part to 
lie on. Our whole endeavours (after ſhe was drefſed) were, how to con- 
trive Pillows to give her eaſe. The womens work was,to quilt them ſeveral 
ways, and make this and that part hollow ſuitably to the caſe : ſome parts 
of the Pillows had to that purpoſe holes cut in them. Many ways were pro- 
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poſed, but all to little purpoſe. She was always reſtleſs, frequently remo- 
ving, and roaring for eaſe. I being quite tired, Mr. Newman a Chirurgeon 
was ſent tor, and relieved me. Ifoon returned again,and ſtayed till I grew 
diſeaſed my ſelf,and with much difficulty returned home ; then another Chi- 
rurgeon was ſent thither : and before I recovered of my own Sickneſs,I heard 
that ſhe died moſt painfully.

c H A Po, VI, 
Of an Erylipelas. 


N Eryſipelas is generated of a hot Serum in the Bloud, and affetts the 
A ſuperticies of the Skin with a ſhining, pale, red or citron colour, with- 
out Pulſation or circumſcribed Tumour, ſpreading from one place to another. 
It begins for the moſt part with ſome little Rigour, and is continued with a 
Fever. 

This Serwmn, according to its ſeveral degrees of receſs from its natural 
ſtate towards that of Choler, doth produce ſeveral Diſeaſes. When the 
Receſs is leſs,and the ſharpneſs of it but little,then it doth only cauſe a reddiſh 
Bluſh upon the Skin : from which the name of Eryſipelas is, or at leaſt may be, 
derived; which is therefore by ſome great Authors reckoned amongſt the ſan- 
guineous Tumours, becaulc its colour repreſents Bloud. But what will they 
then ſay of an Eryſipelas that appears yellow, as moſt of them do ? why ſhould 
not this colour give ita new name from Choler ? But I ſhall in this ſubmit to 
the minds of others. However I dare adventure to add, that a farther pro- 
greſs towards acrimony maketh an Herpes; and if the accels of acrimony be 
very great, it maketh an Herpes exedens, 

Theſe Tumours are not alway ſimple, but do uſually mix themſelves with 
other Humours, ard trom thence get additional Epithets; as Eryſipelas ede. 
matodes, phlegmonoides, ſcirrhodes, &c. But that which I propoſe to treat 
of is the Eryſipelas a Sanguine bilioſo, from cholerick Bloud, which aftets 
onely the outward Parts, none of which eſcape its tenuity and ſubtil- 
neſs, the Face, Head, Breaſt, Back, Emunctories, Thighs, Legs and Arms : 
nay, when Bones lie bare, (and ſo become as it were external Parts expolſed 
to Air) they are alſo ſubject to the ſame Malady ; as we too frequently tind 
in Wounds of the Scull and other Fractures. 

The Humour it {elf ſimply conſidered is very thin and ſharp,much aftefting 
the Pores of the Skin, in which it uſually lodgeth ; and in a great meaſure 
oweth its confinement thither to an occluſion of them, they being co- 
vered with a Cuticula, whole denſity hinders tranſpiration, from whence 
pain and redneſs ariſe ; and oftentimes other Humours are invited thither,{o 
that the Tumour enlargeth, and becometh compound. Whiltt it is limple, 
the Skin only is the ſeat of it, or the Perioſfeum, or a Bone that lieth bare : 
when it is compound, it will affect the Fleſh alſo, and other neighbouring 
Parts. 

The Matter of this Ery{pelas is already deſcribed to be a thin cholerick Hu- 
mour. The Fountain of it is the Bloud, which by its capillary Arteries dyl- 
chargeth it upon that Part,as often as in bilious or ——— and peſtilential 
Fevers it is provoked thereunto. And this, if the diſcharge be — , 
calle 
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called Critical: if it be not ſufficient,but that Nature;having diſcharged part 
of the Matter, lieth down under the reſt, we call it Symptomatical. So allo 
when ig appears in the beginning of a Fever, it is then reckoned as a Symp- 
tome thereof. Sometimes the Fever is vulgarly eſteemed a Symptome of it, 
viz, when the Eryſipelas is firlt taken notice of, as if it had preceded the Fe- 
ver : whereas indeed there is no Eryſpe/as that hath not a Fever;either viſible 
or latent, going before it. | 

External Cauſes do alſo concurr to the produQtion of an Eryfipelas ; as Con- Frm 
tuſions, Fractures, and ſuch like; allo the heat of the Sun, Fire, ſharp Medi- VE 
caments, &c. All which have this effeft in cholerick Bodies, where the 
Bloud,being turgid with that Humour,meets with any occaſion of ſeparation 
of Parts. 

The S:2zs of an Eryſipelas are, a ſhining yellowiſh colour mixt with red Signs. 
here and there vehemeat, heat, with a pricking pain bliſtering the Skin, and 
creeping from one place to another. How it dittereth from a Phlegmon may 
calily be diſcerned by comparing them: This lieth ſcattering in the Skin, ſcarce 
raiſing a Tumour; whereas the Phlegmon lieth deepamonglt the Muſcles, with 
elevation and circumſcription, and is of a deep red colour. 

A ſimple Eryſipelas is not accompanied with cruel Symptoms : there is a Progno» 
Fever, but that diminiſherh as the Eryſ{pelas increaſeth, according to an A- _ 
phoriſm of Hippocr, When the Matter is ſent from within outward,the v7- 
ſcera are relieved,and the Patient recovers. This we fee frequently in great 
Diſeaſes. But ab exterior: /ntroredire malum, the ſudden return of the Hu- 
mour inward is a bad lign, ill Symptoms trequently following, yea Death, 
eſpecially if the EmunCtorics were attected. Suppuration in an Eryſipelas is 
not good,according toGa/ez in his Commentaries on the ſameAphoriſm, ſpea- 
king of malign OO CY in luppurating do for the moſt part corrupt ; 
as we ſee by the dilcoloured Ps/tule which ariſe about them. Alſo an Ery- 
ſipelas upon a bare Bone is ill ; and it a Delirium happen, the hopes is leſs. 
That Eryſipe/as which goeth off by Tranſpiration is beſt. 

In the Cure of an Eryſ{ipelas you are to conſider the Habit of body : for Cure. 
whilt it abounds with bilious Humours, there is no admitting of Repellents ; 
and by Diſcutients you will increaſe the heat, and conſequently the Diſeaſe. 
Therefore we proceed in the Cure of this, as hath been ſaid ina Phlegmon, by 
Diet, Pharmacy, and Chirurgery. 

Their Diet ought to be, as in hot Tumours, very ſparing, Grewels, Pa- 
nadoes, and-Chicken-broth,with cooling Herbs : their Drinks, Prifans,Bar- 
ley-cream; Emulſions, and Juleps made of diltilPd Waters, as aq. borrao. ex- 
divie, acetoſe, lattuce, portulace, &c. cum ſyr. e ſucco citr. Iimon. granat. rub. 
ide, violay, and the like ; avoiding Wine in thele Diſeaſes. The Ancients 
allowed only Water, and to weaker {tomacks Beverage. Reſt and Quiet of 
mind is here to be delired, and the Belly to be kept ſoluble. 

Concerning Phlebotomy there hath been much diſpute amongſt Writers; 
but they all agree that the Patient be let bloud, incale the Eryſipelas flow upon 
Wounds and ſuch like accidents, or where it afteteth the Head or Throat. 

In the former of them it is allowed to prevent a Phrenitis, which otherwiſe 
might enſue ; and in the latter a Squinancy, in which there is danger of ſut- 
focation. Burt if the Eryſppel.es be ſimple, and but in the Skin, we are then 
by Purgations only to evacuate the redundancy of Humours, and prevent 
the ebullition of Choler. The Purgatives ought to be lenient, ſuch as have 
been preſcribed in a Phlegmon: as caſſia, tamarinds, manna, cremor tartar, 
rhabarb, &c. in Whey, or in Decoctions of Barley and opening Roots, with 
Syrups e cichor. cum rhabarb. and de rhabarb. de rof. ſolutiv, allo the Elett.leni- 
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troum. diacathol. dieprun. + ſuceo roſ. Clyſtets are alſo moſt proper in theſe 
Diſeaſes. Having thus emptied the bowels, you may make Revullion by 
Friction, Cupping, &c. and by Vomit, if the Eryſipelas be in the neather 
Parts, 

In your applications to the Part affefted you are to conſider. whether the 
Eryſipelas was from an internal Cauſe, or external ; alſo whether it be great, 
or little. If it ariſe from an external Cauſe, you may ſafely apply Retrige- 
rants without any precedingEvacuation,becauſe the Diſeaſe took its original 
meerly from the dilaftetion of the Part, whether it was from the ſcorching 
heat of the Sun, ſharp Medicines, Contuſion, or FraQture, &c. and not from 
the peccancy of the Humours. Therefore in ſuch caſes you are obliged to ap- 
peaſe the pain in the firſt place by lenient and cooling Medicaments. 

If from an internal Cauſe, then evacuation by Purgatives is always to pre- 
cede, unleſs the Eryſipelas be remote from the principal Parts,or that the heat 
affeQting the Member be vehement ; in which caſe you ſhall nor inſiſt upon 
Evacuation, but apply the milder Refrigerants to contemperate the heat,and 
afterwards proceed in evacuation of the bilious Humours, 

Bur if it be in the Head or Face, you are then to be cautious in your Appli- 
cations, (Abſtinence or a very (lender Diet being the beſt remedy to begin 
with) and to forbear to treat the Parts afteRted till the Eryſipelas have a while 
made its progreſs, and in ſome degree ſpent its heat. But if ſomething muſt 
be done to ſatisfie the Relations and By-ſtanders, let the Topick rather be of 
an exſiccant quality than repellent, leſt ſome 11] accident enſue. 

We ſhall begin with an Eryſipelas proceeding from external Cauſes. The 
Medicaments generally preſcribed in ſuch caſes are of a cooling humeCtin 
quality, not too much aſtringent, le!t you = the Skin, and prohibit Trant- 

iration, and the Humour included become ſharp, corroding the Parts,or ſtir 
bo Apoſtemation, The Simples are, »mbilicus Yeneris, polygonum, plantag. 
trifolium paluſtre, portulac. pſyllinm, ſempervivum, ſolanum, The Compounds 
are of various ſorts. Be ceruſſe 3 viij. //thargyr. auri iv. mucilag. ſem. pſyllit, 
cydon. extratt, in aq. ſolani, ſucci ſolani, umbilici Vener. an. 11). acett cochl, 
Iv. of. roſ. & myrtill. an. ts f, ſevi vitulini 3 iv. coq. ad ſuccor. conſumpt. deinde 
adde thuris pulv, 3 x. cere q./. fiat Ceratum. Geratum Galeni 15 allo proper 
in theſe, fo 15 unguert. nutritum, with a third part of populeon. Linen dipt in 
any of the aforahid Juices may be applied : but then they muſt be renewed 
as often as they dry ; otherwiſe they may increaſe the heat, and excoriate 
the Part. | 

They who do uſe ſtronger Repellents ought to be careful leſt, in repreſſing 
the Inflammation, they do extinguiſh the natural heat of the Part, or ſtrike 
the Humour inward upon the 7 annky | 

In the Eryſipelas proceeding from internal Cauſes decofFum ſalvie with a 
Solution of Caſtle-ſoap is a good Fomentation ; and ceratum Galent applied 
after it is ſufficient. In thoſe which are critical, a Cerote of ol. oliver. cam 
cera alba hath hitherto ſerved my purpoſe. If the heat be vehement, I renew 
the application daily ; otherwiſe every other day ſufficerh : and as the Bliſters 
ariſe, I cut them,to prevent Eroſion. If afterwards they do excoriate,I dreſs 
them with «gent. tutie, or the following Unguent upon Pledgits of Lint, 
by which the Prove Humour may be imbibed, and the Ulceration healed. 
if a Fomentation be neceſſary,that of o/ibexwn and Myrrhe decotted in Wine 
may be uſed. B zroch. alb. Rhaſ. & tutie pulver, an. 316, plumbi ufti 3 j. 
cawmphore 2 6. ceruſſe 6. ol. roſ. 3 vj. ſevi agnini 3 ii). cere alb, q. ſ. fat Un- 


guentum in mortario plumbeo per duas hor as | xrapni This will cicatrize them. 


In thoſe of the Head £#ivs propoſeth nidum hirnndinis pubver. & cum melle 
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mixtum. He anointed the Eryſipe/as with a feather, and delivereth it to us 
as a Medicament drying without any repelling quality. The Deco&tion of 
Coleworts is alſo commended to bath them.- Bur, unleſs there be great Ex- 
coriation, it will be fafer to leave the Cure of ſuch Eryſipelzs to Nature, and 
evacuate and contemperate the heat by internal Medicaments. Nor ought 
we to be over-forward 1n our applications to the Face or parts about it : yet 
in my Practice I have commonly uſed ag. calcis with o/. {int well ſhaken 
rogether with good ſucceſs; as alſo theſe following, where I thought more 
Exſiccation neceſſary. Take diſtilled Vinegar in which hath been boiled a 
piece of Lithargyr. or mizium : after it is ſettled, pour off the cleareſt of it, 
" and filter it: pur ſomeof this into a glaſs, and add ol. rof. to it, and ſhake 
them together. Or, in caſe of preſent uſe, take ſaccharwn Saturni, and beat 
it up with the ſaid oyl. Either of theſe applied with a feather twice or thrice 
a day will ſtrve your purpoſe. 


The Accidents which attend Eryſipe/4 are the ſame as in a Phlegmon, and Corredi- 


do happen through the unſeaſonable uſe of Repellents : therefore when you 
ſee the heat go off, and the Skin relax, or when the Patient feeleth himſelf 
eaſed of that burning and pricking pain, forbear the uſe of your Repellents, 
and apply Reſolvencs and Diſcutients, to corroborate the Part,and reſtore it 
to its natural rone. For though the Eryſipelas do not ariſe with any circum- 
ſcribed Tumour, yet in its progreſs the Member is ſwelled, and remains fo 
after the Eryſipeles is breathed forth, and for want of Diſcuſſion doth fre- 
quently become cedematous. Therefore to prevent that, it may be reaſona- 
ble to foment the relaxed Parts with decod?. ſummitat, abſinth. flor. cham. ſam- 
buci, rf. rubr. &c. in Wine, with an addition of Brandy. If an Emplaſter 
be neceſſary, B farine fabar, orobi, an. iv. ſem. feng. 3j. flor. ſambuci, ro. 
rub. an. if, publverizentar, coq. in hydromelite ad conſumptionem humiditatis ; 
deinde adde ol. anethi & cham, q. ſ. fiat Emplaſtrum, Bur if the Eryſipelas ter- 
minate in a hard Tumour, B rad. althee, lilior. an. 6, ſem. lint & fenug. 
an. Z ij. cog. in brodio capitis vervecini, & extrahatur mucilag, cui adde ol, ex 
pedibus bovinis, ping wed, > ol. amyg a, d«lc, an. i), adip. agnin. & vitulin. 
an. 3ib, medulle 31). lithargyri aur. 3 1y. tere q. [+ fiat Ceratum, 


prehenſion of a Fever, was by her Phyſicians advice let bloud about '* 
5 vijj. in the left Arm. The ſecond day after ſhe felt that Arm pained, but 
moſt about the Bend of it near where the Vein was opened. I looked upon 
her Arm, and ſaw it was ſpred witha burning heat of a paliſh yellow colour, 
mixed with red here and there : the Skin was tenſe and ſhining, alſo rimpled 
and bliſtered down from the Bend of the Arm to the Hand ; from the Elbow 
to the Shoulder it was of an inflamed red colour. The whole Arm was 
ſwelled by the influx of the Humour. This Eryſpelas was thruſt forth by the 
ſtrength of nature, and poſſibly it might be invited thither by the Bandage. 
However it were,the Patient was relieved thereby ; ſhe acknowledging her 
ſelf more atteQted with the pricking and burning heat in her Arm _ any 
Sickneſs : yer ſhe was not without ſome Fever. I thought it not ſafe to be 
too buſie with Ragelons in thiscaſe : for though I might thereby have pre- 
vented the increaſe, and cured it ſooner ; yet her Fever might have been by 
that means augmented, and her Recovery hazarded, ſhe being then with 
Child. Therefore I reſolved to give way for the Humour to ſpend it ſelf by 
Tranſpiration : to which purpole I fomented with a decod#./alvie withCaſtle- 
ſoap difſolved in it, and the while made a Cerote of ol. olivar. and Wax, and 
applied it in ſeveral pieces upon the Arm, with Bandage to retain it on ; du- 
ring 
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ring which her body was kept ſoluble with Lenients, and a Pearl- Julep pre- 
{cribed to refreſh her Spirits. Her Diet was Chicken-broth,Grewels, and 
the like. As the Bliſters aroſe, we ſnipt them, and to ſome of the biggeſt of 
them applied »nguert. tutie upon Pledgits. During theſe Applications the 
heat went oft from the Parts it had firit affected, and {pred up higher to the 
Breaſt and Scapula ; it allo aftected the Hand and Fingers with Bliſters: but 
the tops of them being cut off; they healed, the Inflammation breathed 
forth in four or five days after,and ſhe recovered ; but by reaſon of the Fluxi- 
on her Arm was fwelled. For the removal of which I dire&ed them to fo- 
ment it with the Decoction preſcribed in the Method of Cure, by which, 
with the help of Bandage, it diſcuſſed. The roughneſs of the Skin was af- 
terwards cleared with Pomatum. 

A Youth about ſeven or eight years old, labouring under a cpmplication 
of Diſeaſes from his Melentery and Kidneys, was ordered by his Phyſician 
to have a Fontanel made in his left Arm : I made it, and left it well dige- 
ſted. About ten days after that Arm' was overſpread with an Eryſipelas from 
the Shoulder to the Wriſt, here and there bliſtered. 1 threw out the Pea, * 
and dreſt the Ulcer with #»guent:baſilicon and Precipitate, then fomented the 
Arm with Milk, applying over it ceratum Galeni with Bandage. By this I 
deſigned to give tranſpiration to the Part whilſt the Phyſician did treat the 
Fever. The next day I renewed the Dreſſings in his preſence, andthe Ulcer 
being ſomewhat digeſted, I put 1n a Pea by his advice, and dreſſed the Arm 
as betore,thereby curing the Eryſipelas in few days: but the Child remaining 
indiſpoled, the Eryſipelas burit fotth again, and was alſo cured by the ſame 
method. Then the Patient was purged, and ſent into the Air near Barxer, 
where he drank thoſe Waters, and being thereby relieved, was brought back 
to his Parents. But within-tew days after he relapſed, and an Eryſipelas dil- 
charged it ſelf again on the ſame Arm, with a ſmall Phleemon below the El- 
bow on the outtide. It ſuppurated, and was opened by a Caultick, and cu- 
red according to that Method. The Eryfipelas was alſo cured by the Cerote 
as before. After this the Child brake out of the Small-pox,and by the great 
endeavours of the Phylicians was freed of that Diſeaſe; but languiſhed and 
diced ſoon after. Upon the opening of his body, a Stone of the bigneſs and 
{ſhape of an Almond was found in his left Ureter. We remembred the con- 
ſtant pain he had in his Back long before the firſt Eryſipe/as,and thought thar 
might be the occaſional cauſe of all theſe Maladies ; v:z. the continuation of 
pain cauſed many reiterated Fevers and Fermentations in the bloud,of which 
theſe forementioned Diſeaſes were the effects. A thing not rare in Chirurge- 
ry, to find the Small-pox produced by the pain of an Ulcer, as alſo to breal: 
out after the curing of them, 

A Gentleman of about ſixty years of age, having laboured many years 
under an Aſthma, was ſeized with a pain in his left Side, and a Pleurilic fol- 
lowed, with great oppreſſion in his Lungs, his former accuſtomed way of 
diſcharge by expeQtoration being ſupprelſed. Doctor Jaſper Nedham was 
ſent for. By his preſcription the Patient was let bloud ten ounces : Lohochs 
and PeCtorals, allo opening Apozems, were preſcribed, and VenaicCtion re- 
peated; by which the Patient was relieved. Then a Fontanel was cut in 
his lefr Arm, which being digeſted, the Phyſician and Chirurgeon were dil- 
miſſed. A few days after the Patient relapſed, and an Eryſipelas thruſt out 
the whole length of his Arm. I was fetch'd, and faw it ſwelled, the Caticnlz 
veſicated,and ſhining with a burning heat of a citron colour from the Fonta- 
nel downward, but upward to the Shoulder it was more red. His Friends 
and himſelf thought the Inflammation to proceed through default of the Fon- 


tanel, 
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tanel, as not made in the right place, But that was anerrour in them : for it 
was a trand{lation of part of that Humour which affeQted his Lungs, and was 
by the ſtrength of nature diſcharged upon this Part, to which the too (tritt 
Bandage might poſſibly contribute ; there being nothing more ordinary than 
ſuch diſcharges upon Fontanels : and it was well for him that it there disbur- 
then'd it ſelf. The Phyſician and my ſelf concluded it a pure Eryſipelas, and 
that it required to be breathed forth : ro which purpoſe I applied a Cerote of 
Wax and Oyl over all the Arm,and put a leſſer Pea into the Fontanel, with a 
Pledgit of unzucnt.diapompholyg. and Emplaſt. djathalcit. rowling up the Arm 
from the Hand to the Shoulder. The next day in dreſſing him I ſnipt the 
Bliſters, to.ler out the ſerous Humour, which might otherwiſe have ulcerated 
the Skin, The day after, obſerving the heat to go off, I pur in a larger Pea, 
and dreſſed his Arm as I did the day before. In two or three days atter, the 
Arm being as it were freed of the Eryfpelar, hxed the Fontanel, (which he 
keeps to this day : ) but the Ery/ipelas {pred to that Scapula and Clavicle, and 
ſo down to his Breaſt and Back. I dreſſed it with the ſame Cerote, and left 
him enough of it for his Servants to dreſs him with : during which Purga- 
tives were repeated, and he was cured by the application of the {aid Cerote. 


A perſon of abour [ixty four years of age, of a melancholick dry Conſtitu- ,, or. 
tion, was in the Winter-ſcaſon taken with a Quartan-ague, and after the ſe- var. 


cond Fit was ſeized with a pain in his left Leg, which increaſing, he ſent for 
me. The Leg was inflamed from the Knee to the Foot : the Inflammation of 
the Skin was of a more deep red colour than is uſually {een ina true Eryſcelas, 
it indeed partaking ſomewhat of a Phlegmor ; but the Swelling was withour 
circuinſcription ; 1t was tenſe and ſhining, made by a Tranſlation of his A- 
gue: ſo that by this, it well managed, he was in a poſſibility of being 
treed of that. Therefore I propoſed by Lenients to moderate the heat, and 
breath out the Humour. Having ſatisfied him,that it was neceflary to pro- 
ceed deliberately with it, I treated it as in the former Obſervation hath been 
ſaid, and dreſſed it twice or thrice witlr the {aid Cerote ; and, having afſwa- 
ged the hcat and pain 1n it, I ſhewed his Servants how to drels it, and gave 
directions to the Patient in the regulation of his Diet,Cc-and took my leave ; 
adviſing them not to drels it too often, left upon {o doing the Inflammarion 
ſhould go oft betore the morbifick Matter were [pent. From the time the In- 
flammation was made in his Leg he had no more Fits of his Ag ze, and his 
Leg became well without the application of other Medicaments. Upon the 
going off of the Inflammation I made him a Foaranel in that Leg,which he 
continueth ſtill, 


A Gentleman of about ſixty years of age, of a full Body, with a ſhort 5 obſer- 
Neck,and of a ſanguine Complexion, having long laboured under the appre- ** - 


henſion of an Apoplexy, his Mouth having ſome while been a little diſtorted 
by a Paralyſis of his Cheek and Tongue, was let bloud in the Neck about ten 
ounces. The night after he was ſeized with a pain in his right Leg from his 
Knee to his Toes, with great Inflammation, For the appeafing of which a 
Fomentation was brought him by ſome Pretender in Chirurgery,and applied 
with courſe woollen Stupes ; one of which was bound upon his Leg. This 
Leg growing from that time more painful, I was fetch'd to him ; when, ta- 
king off the Stupes, I found the Leg exceedingly inflamed and bliitered, fo 
that the Stupe ſticking in the Sores had excoriated the Part with great pain 
and Fluxion,which drew afcer it a {mall Phlegmon. There was in this Pati- 
ent great need of making a Revullion from his Head ; but this way by wool- 
len Stupes was of too much danger to be continued. I wanted a Fomentati- 
on to cleanſe and refreſh the Part, and, being in haſte, cauled fone water ro 
be 
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be heated, with a handful of Wheat-bran : which being ſtrained, I bathed 
the Member with a Sponge ; then applied axguet. trtie upon Pledgits of 
Lint on the Excoriations, and a Cerote of Wax and Oyl over the Leg, and 
an anodyne Cataplaſm on the Tubercle. Theſe Dreſſings were renewed daily, 
till the Accidents were diminiſhed,and the Tumour ſuppurated. Then I gave 
a vent tothe Matter,and preceeding by Digeſtion,made no haſte in the Cure, 
bur expected rather that the P/ezhora ſhould be carried off the while by Pur- 
gatives, and the Patient relieved in his Head. The Phyficians were of ano- 
ther mind, affirming that it would be time enough when his Leg ſhould be 
cured. I was therefore obliged to haſten : however I made him a couple of 
Iilues iter Scapnlas ; and having well-ncar cured that Tubercle in his Ham, 
I left a Pea in it to keep it open as a Fontanel, Though that Leg was not fo 
fit for it, by reaſon'of the great Inflammation it had laboured under ; yer I 
thought all little enough for Derivation, and would gladly have continued 
the Leg more ſore: but I obeyed my 0: der, and left him cured of his Leg. 

A Gentlewdman of about forty years of age, of a full Body, was taken 
with Rigour and Fever. After ſome days ſhe complained of a pain in her left 
Shoulder, anda pricking heat in that Arm, I was ſent for, and perceived 
it to be an Eryſpelss thruſting out : wherefore thinking [he might be much 
relieved thereby,I diflwaded her from applying any thing to it. But the heat 
and pain increaſing, ſhe was adviſed to apply ſome cooling Ointment to it, 
which was thought excellent for Inflammations. She permurted it ; and it did 
indeed check the Inflammation, but her Fever increaſed, with a Deliri:m, 
She was let bloud, cupp'd and bliftered, and all things were cone to draw 
back the Matter ; but ſhe died. 

A Man of about 27. or 28. years old, riding abroad with ſome Friends in 


hot weather, his body being heated by Good tellowſhip, was leized with an' 


Eryſipelas in his Face. I preſently let him bloud, and bathed it with a decodt. 


fatvie cum ſapone Veneto, and left directions to wet his Face often with it. 


I alſodiretted a Clylter to be given him that night,and a Cordial Julep upon 
occaſion. In the morning he was hot, and had retted ill, and the Eryſipelas 
was {pred to his Neck, and aiteQted his left Ear with great pain, and reached 
up to his Forehead amongſt the Hair. I let him bloud again, and adviſed 
him gp keep his Bed, and put himlelf into a Sweat with a draught of Poſſet- 
drink wherein had been boiled a little Harts-horn, a few opening Roots and 
Marigold flowers. I alſo ſent hima glaſs —_— calcis with ol, 1:zi beat in 
It, with direftion to anoint his Face with a feather, it being very much 
heated and {welled : he was alſo purged with Lenients, ſome of thoſe which 
have been ſet down in the method of Cure. By this method the Eryſipelas 
went quite off in 10. or 12. days. + Then I bathed it with deco?,malve,uiol, 
&c. to bring off the Scurf,and afterwards with Butter-milk,to ſupple it,and 
anointed his Face with Pomatum. 

A Gentleman ſome years ſince, very curious and neat in wearing his Hair, 
was per{waded to permit it to be boiled as it grew on his Head : by which 
doing an Eryſielas was raiſed in the hairy Scalp. TI let him bloud in the Arm, 
and purged him with Lenients; all things elſe were done for Revullion ; but, 
by reaſon of his Hair, there were no applications made to relieve the Part 
afteted ; whereupon a Suppuration followed ; which put me upon a neceſſity 
of cutting it off, and applying Fomentations diſcutient and drying, IT met 
with much difficulty in curing the Ulcer ; but at laſt it was cured as a corro- 
ſive Ulcer, to which I refer you. 

An Eryſfipelasariſing from an internal Cauſe affetting the Head requires the 
timely advice of a Phyſician, it frequently cauſing grievous Accidents, as 
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Fever, Delirium, &c. and, being lubjeCtt to great Ulcerations with putrefaQi- 
on, doth frequently corrupt the Fleſh ro the Bone. Sad inſtances ryay be 
given of theſe ; ( they ending for the molt part in Death : ) therefore ic 
were to be wiſhed in ſuch cales, that the Hair be timely cut of, for it con- 
tributes much tothe Eroſion that happens. 

An Eryſipelas attecting the Face of a Perſon of Honour, he conſulted Sir 9. Obfer- 

Ch. Scarburghand other Phyſicians : they preſcribed Bleeding to the quan- '* 
tity of eight ounces, alſo Clyſters and lenient Purgatives to keep his body 
ſoluble. During the time of Inflammarion he was teveriſhand indiſfoſed, 
alſo ſubject to Fainting and the like. In conſideration whereof he was advi- 
led to keep his bed, and ſometimes to diſpoſe himſelfto breathing Sweats 
with the Countels of Kent's Powder : cordial Juleps were allo preſcribed 
him. The Eryſipeles ſhifted from one part to another in and about his Face. 
They applied no Medicaments to the Parts diſeaſed. In the declination of it 
I {aw it ariſe again freſh in his Forehead with-a Swelling very high, only 
from the itreightneſs of his Cap : which I raking notice of, and adviſing it 
tobe ſlackned, the Swelling ſunk again 1n few hours. I inſtance this only to 
ſhew how ſmall a thing will raiſe this dilturbance where the bilious Humours 
are in feirment. As his Eryſipelzs ſpent it ſelf, they purged him, and hereco- 
vered. An Eryſipelas ſometime attecting one particular part of che Head or 
Face, as the Eye, Noſe or Ear, hath given much trouble to the Phyſician 
and Chirurgeon in removing it. 

It is not many days fince I was called to one labouring of an Eryſipclas on 10 Obſer- 
her right Ear. It had been diſeaſed four or tive days betore I came : it was * 
prodigiouſly ſwelled and inflamed ; and, by reaſon of the acrimony of the 
Humour which was included between the Folds of the Ear and the Ear 
and Scalp, there was great Excoriation. I fomented it with deco. ſalvie 
cum ſapone, dreſſed it with that Preparation of acer, /itharg. cum ol. rof. 
above propoſed in the method of Cure, and left her ſome of it todrels her 
{elf as occaſion ſhouldoffer ; then let her bloud, and directed a Clyſter to be 
given her. The next day I purged her with Whey and Manna,and repeated 
it againand again. She lived a few miles out of Town, which put me upon 
the neceſſity of committing the Cure of it to themſelves, with Directions, 
and Medicamentsſuch as I have above propoſed. Ir dried up the external 
heat ; bur the Fluxion, which lay more internally, after all apoltemated, and 
was cured accordingly. 

I was called in by my kind neighbour Doctor Dextozro a young Woman | 
who had been »Mited withan Ery{pelas, which had ſpred over all her Face : ya, : 
it had ſhifted often : at length ſhe was cured thereof by the ſaid Phyſician ; 
yet was the right Eye cloſed with the Inflammation and Swelling from the 
reliques of that Eryſipel/as, and the lower Lid apoltemated, and the Matter 
was ready to make its way inwardly into the hollow ofthe Eye. We opened 
it by Incilion, — proportionable quantity of Matter ; the remain- 
der of which we digeſted and dried to a perfect Cicatrice by «nguert. dia- 
pompholygos, diſcuſſing the Tumour in the mean while by Fomentations,

FRUrunculw is a painful Tubercle of the bigneſs ofa Pigeon's Egg, witha 
Bs broad baſis, ariſing ina Cone. Itis generally called a Boil, and in its 
fate is accompanied with Inflammation, Pulſation, and Tenſion. 

- "Ttproceedeth fromia groſs vicious bloud ſeparated from the reſt as unpro- 


hs fitable, and is caſt forth by the ſtrength of nature into the external parts of 
the body. 
Differen- Tt differeth as it is greater or le{s, and as it affeQts the Skin or lies deeper 
__ in the Fleſh: it is allo accounted malign, or benign. Thoſe that are more 
deep partake of the nature of a Carbuncle, and are miſtaken for ſuch, but are 
* notof ſo aduſt or corrupt an Humour. . Farancalus diftereth alſo from a Car- 
buncle, in that this comethto Suppuration, which the other never doth. 
Signs. A Furuncle is in its beginning round, hard, and inflamed ; and as it increa- 


ſeth it riſeth up with an acute head, and ſometimes a Puſtule : and then it is 
more inflamed and painful, ( whence ari'eth that expreſſion, As ſore as a 
Boil, ) eſpecially when it arrives at its ſtate, which 1s about the eighth or 
ninth day. If the Boil be malign, it is of a black dusky colour : there is 
alſoa Fever and other untoward Symptoms, and a thin Saxics 1ifueth from 
it; and if it doth digeſt, itis with much difficulty, 

Progna. Botlsare for the moſt part without danger. The common ſort do predict 
ſick. Health, and frequently cure though nothing be applied to them ; for chey 
come to maturity and break of rhetr own accord, But when they ariſein 
nervous parts of the Arms or Legs, they afſett the ne;ghbouring EmunQtory. 
In the Noſe or Ears they are very painful, and vexatious to cure. 

The Cre conſiſts in the regulation of Diet and in Evacuation, likeas in a 
Phlegmon ; only the Applications in theſe ought to be maturative, they al- 
ways terminating in Matter, and being, as you may perceive by the tough- 
% neſs of the Matter, not capable of Reſolution.

1.Obſer- J N a Man of about fifty years of age, of a healthy ſtrong Body, jqurneying 
vat. to London, a Boil roſe upon his Wriſt. Heapplied toit an Emplaiter of 
Shoemakers-wax. W hen he came to me it was hard and inflamed. I dreſſed 

1t with the aboveſaid Cataplaſm, by which it ſuppurated. As the Puſtule 
fretted off, a hot Szz#es iſſued forth in a ſmall quantity. I dreſſed the Pu- 

ſtule with #zg err. baſilic, cumwvitell, 0v4 upon a Pledgit, and continued the 
application of the Cataplaſm over all. The next day I took oft the Dreſlings, 

and found rhe Cnricu/a caſt off, and the acute end of the Boil red, and a thick 
| white 
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white Matter ſticking init. I dreſſed it as before, and the ſecond day after 
again, and ſaw the Cone or head of the Boil broken off, and that thick rough 
Matter lying in it ; which Matter likewiſe appeared round about through 
the ſeveral Eruptions it had made. I dreſſed it with muzaif. ex apio, and ap- 
plied the Cerote Sev; cervini over it. The ſecond day after I found the O- 
penings broke one into another,and the tough Matter ſticking in them as itia 
Honey-comb. At that time the Ulcer was near as broad as a Half.crown. 
I continued the Mundificative and Cerote, and dreſſed it every other Ye; 
As this tough Matter digeſted out, it incarned underneath, and cooraghe 
and healed as faſt, and cicatrized by the application of unguert.tutie, leafthg 
little Scar, and no hardneſs, behind it. id 


Some years ſince I was ſent for early one morning toa Gentleman about :. obſer- 


forty years of age, who was extremely pained with a Boil on the out-ſide of "=. 
his left Thigh. I pulled off the Emplaſter, which was of ga/banum, and 
ſaw the Boil was in its ſtate, and ready to break. It was much inflamed, 
and the Puſtule was ofa livid colour. I drefſed the Puſtule with o/. rof. cum 
vitell. ovi, and applied over the inflamed Boil an Emplaſter of baſilicon, I 
returned that night, and dreſſed it with the Cataplalm above preſcribed, by 
which it ſuppurated, the Cxtica/a brake off, and a thin Sazzes with ſome 
little Matter diſcharged. As the Boil came more to maturity, the Puſtule or 
head brake off, and made way for the Matter to digeſt out : and accordingly 
the Ulcer cured. An Empirick, angry that his Medicaments were thrown 
off, and mine applied, complained to a Perſon of Honour, whoſe Family I 
then attended, that this Gentleman laboured under a Carbuncle or Plague- 
ſore : but I cleared my ſelfto that Perſon, and ſhall ſhew you in its proper 
place, that a Carbuncle is another kind of Boll. 


A Gentleman near ſeventy years old was ſorely afflicted witha Furnncle , owe. 


within his Noſtrils, and about his Noſe with great Inflammation and hard- vat. 
neſs. I fomented the diſeaſed Parts with decoct. ſummitat. althce,nalug,viol. 
flor. chamem, meliloti, ſem. lini & pſyllis, and with a Syringe injected ſome of 
the ſame liquor into his Noſtrils, and applied the forementioned Cataplaſm 
over his Noſe. I purpoled the letting him bloud in the Arm, but it would 
not be admitted by reaſon of his age : but by ſetting on Leeches behind his 
Ears I took away ſome bloud ; alſo by bliſtering the Neck and Shoulders 
I endeavoured Revulſion, by Clyſters kept his body ſoluble, and con- 
tinued the Applications, by which his pain was ſomewhat mitigated. Af- 
ter five or lix days the Skin became thin, and a white tough Matter ſhewed 
it ſelf in ſeveral places within and about his Noſe, and gradually made its 
way through many ſmall Openings. I made it more way here and there 
with the point ofa Lancer, anddreſſed them cum vitell. ovs & ol. lilior. and 
continued the uſe of the Fomentation, and applied the Cerote, I was 
much troubled to think what would become of his Noſe, the exteriour 
and interiour parts being all ſtuft with that clammy Matter, fo that it 
would not iſſue out; and, when it ſhould, I doubted it would leave 
little coverture for the Cartilagues. To haften it out, I daily dropt ina 
mixture of mel rof. cum ſucco apii decotted ; and, by conveying a bi 

Tent dipt in the ſame into each Noſtril, I preſt the Matter C—_— 
and ſomerimes pull'd it away with my Forceps. It came out as if it had 
been broken pieces of the Spinalis medulla, and burſt ſome of the Openings 
into one another ; which I was ſorry to ſee. But the Matter not being ac- 
companied with acrimony, the hollownels filled up, and, the diſtended 
Lips, falling near one another, agglutinated as the Matter digeſted out :

rind. Was recommended to ſome body who opened it by Inciſion : but from that 
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and by the Compreſſion I made with my Tents within the Noſtrils I inlar- 
ged them,and furthered the well cicatrizing of the Ulcer ; which was etfe&- 
ed in few days after with Cicatrices not unſeemly. . 


Cnuare VIII. 
of Epinytis and Terminthus. 


T Here are yet two ſorts of painful Tubercles which I have met with in 
my Pradtice : they are taken notice of by the Ancients under the 
names of Epinyttis and Terminthus , a couple of angry Pultules, atteQting 
the Skin in the Arms, Hands and Thighs. They do not differ much one 
from another, ſo may well beentred together. 

The Epinyttis is of the bigneſs of a Lupin, of a dusky red, and ſometimes 
of a livid and pale colour, with great Inflammation and pain. It diſchar- 
geth firft a Sanjes, then a bloudy Matter. Terminthss is {omewhat leſs, of 
2 blackiſh colour : it breaks and gleets, and within a day or two the Pu- 
ſtule ſeparates, and comes away in a Slough, and from that time it digeſts 
and heals. 

They both proceed from an exceſſive heat in the Bloud, but are without 
malignity or danger, and cure with little difficulty, if there be noerror com- 
miited in Chirurgery. 

The Cure conliff in Evacuation by Bleeding, Purging, and regulation in 
Diet, &«c. as ina Phlegmon. 

Theexternal Applications cqmmended to us by the Ancients are fo/. cicu- 
te, ſolan. plantag. cum polenta ; Or, B: wvas paſſas mundatas, & contuſxs ſuper- 
pore : and towaſh them with agus ſalits, to dry up the Matter, and prevent 
Eroſion ; afterwards to dreſs them with a mixture of equal parts of //phur 
viv, and ſum. argenti cum vino. I never was conlulted in theſe till they were 
arrived at their height, and then found Anodynes of moſt uſe, and applied 
ſuch as have been preſcribed in the former Chapter, and afterwards healed 


them with «nguent. tutie. 


Maid came recommended to me with the former of theſe Tubercles on 

the inſide of her Arm of the bigneſs of the greater ſort of Lupins, of 
a livid colour, with a {mall acute Puſtule riſing up in the middle of it. It 
was accompanied with great Inflammation,aftetting the Tendons with hard- 
neſs in the Joynt. I preſcribed her that Cataplaſm ex mucilag. ſem. pſyllii, al- 
thee, lini, &c. as in the Chapter of Far»ncle, and embrocated the Tendons 
affected with of roſe. & chaws. By this the Tubercle was brought near Suppu- 
ration, the Puſtule firſt brake, and diſcharged a thin Series, I dreſſed it cum 
vitello ovi, and about two days after the Tubercle it ſelf thruſt out a bloudy 
Matter. I dreſſed it with «»gserr. befilic. added to the vitell, ovi, and appli- 


ed cerat. dialthee, and continued the Embrocation. The Matter from that 


time was daily better digeſted, and the pain diminiſhed : it was healed with 
unguent. diapompholyg. and Empl. * bolo. 
A young Gentleman having ſuch another on the outſide of his Wriſt 


time 
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time it became more exceeding painful. Hecame to me with.it hard and 
dry, and it had communicated its Anguiſh all along by the Teadonsand 
Nerves to that Axia with ſeveral Glands. I embrocated the Arm from the 
Axilla to the Knuckles of that Hand with of. rof. cuz aceto, and applied Empl. 

2 bolo upon thoſe Glands. To the Tubercle I applied engeenr. baſilic. cums ol. 

roſ. ſpred indifferent thick in the form of an Emplaſter, and dreſſed it ſo 
twicea day. I purpoſed the next morning to have let him bloud ; but he 

was ealier : and the fame night I felt the Tubercle ſofter, and ſaw a bloudy 
Matter thruſt out. From that time 1t digeſted better, and the Accidents 
diminiſhed : in four or five days after the Glands reſolved, and the Ulcer 
cured by the application of «»gerr. tutie, 8c. 

Ofthe latter ſort there aroſe one in the Knuckle leading tothe Fore-finger 3. Obſer- 
of a Gentlewoman of about forty years of age. An old acquaintance of vt- fa 
mine called me to the ſight of it. It was a ſmall Tubercle inflamed round 
its baſis, having a black head, anda long inflamed Streak paſſing from it toa 
Fontanel which ſhe had on that Arm. Whether it did run upward from the 
Puſtule to the Fontanel, and affe&t it, or deſcend from it to the Puſtule, 1 
know not : however it was, there were marks of communication from one 
to the other, and both were painful, and the Patient was indiſpoſed with a 
Fever. In the Fontanel there was a {mall Orenge-pea, which I caſt out, and 
put ina common one, and dreſſed it with Lenients, and an Emplaſter to re- 
tain them on. I dreſſed the Puſtule with angnert. baſilie. cum witell, ovi;and 
applied the forementioned Cerote preſcribed in Faruncle, It ſuppurated the 
next day, and the head of it caſt off in a Slough. Iclipped off the looſe skin 
from it, ard dreſſed it with «»guerr. t#tie, and in five or fix days cicatrized 
it. During che Cure the Patient was aMicted with a Diarrhes, which was 
purged of Afrer which ſhe was hot and feveriſh, and troubled with a 
Rheumatiſmus ; for which ſhe was let bloud, and cured.

Of Inflammatory T umours of the Glandules. 


Nder this Head I comprehend all thoſe Tumours of the Glandules 
U which have Bloud for their eſſential ingredient. They are uſually rec- 
kon'd Phyma, Phygethlon, Babo, Parots, Tt istrue that Strame and Scrofule 
do ſometimes partake of Bloud and become Phlegmonoide, &c, but that is not 
eſſential to them : witneſs the great numbers that never come to inflame or 


ſuppurate. 


F thoſe that are eſſentrally bloudy Tumours, though few of them pure ,,,, 
Phlegmons, P HT M A is thefirſt ; which is an Inflammation aftetting _ _ _ .. 
the Glandules under the Jaws. I meanthe conglobate Glands : viz. neither oe 
the internal ſalivary, which is Ranule; nor the external, which is Parots. 
The name of Phyma is alſo given tothe Phlegmonoide Tumours in and about 
the Anus, becauſe of their near reſemblance to glandulous Tumours, if they 


be not really ſuch. 
They are cauſed by a mixture of impure Bloud with Pit#it2. Children are Cauſe. 


moſt ſubjet tothem; and in them they are haſtned by their wearing of 
Stays, a way to keep their Head-cloaths on. |

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The Tumour is round and hard ; in time of Suppuration it inflames, and 

is accompanied with Pulſation, Tenſion, ©. as in a Phlegmor, but doth ſoon- 
er {uppurate. 
* They have been taken by ſome for Strume : but they differ from a Struma, 
which, being contained in a Cys, doth require to be eradicated by Eſcaro- 
ticks after Suppuration and diſcharge of its Matter ; but theſe after diſcharge 
of Matter are cured either of themſelves, or by the ordinary intenſions of Di- 
geſtion, &c. They are without flanger, and eaſie of Cure. 

The method of Cure is the ſame with that of the little Phlegmonr: only 
theſe do not admit of Repellents ; but from rheir very beginning mult either 
be diſcuſſed, or brought to ſuppurate. And indeed all that I have ever ſeen 
did terminate by Suppuration. In the beginning we treat them with Emp/. 
diachyl. cum gummi, de meliloto, and the like : or, in caſe of pain, with tgatu- 
rative Cataplaſms, as hath been {et down in Phlegmon and Furunculus ;\as 
144. althee, lilior. ſem. lint, pſyllii, &c. 


A Gentleman fetch'd me one night from my houſe to ſee his only Child, 
about a year old, labouring ot one of thoſe Tumours under the right Jaw : 
it was round and hard, ofa pale colour, and was ſuppoſed the Kyzz's Evil. 
I applied Empl. diachyl. cum gummi, and, in ſtead of the Stay, put on a folded 
linen cloath about it, to retain the Drelling. After three or four days I viſited 
the Child again, and ſaw the Tumour red, tending to Suppuration. I then 
dreſſed with unguert. baſilic. anda Plaiſter ; and the third day after,feeling the 
Tumour well ſuppurated, opened it by the milder Cauſtick, and diſcharged 
a Matter of good colour and conliſtence. I dreſſed it with Lenients,and atter 
ſeparation of the Eſcar diſpoſed it to incarn by the common Sarcoticks, and 
by theuſe of the Vitriol-ſtone ; and afterwards with unguert. de lithargyro 
cured it in few days. 

Such another, but bigger, was that in a Girlof about nine years old, where 
Door Ruzely was the Phyſician. She had been diſeaſed with a Fever, and 
ſome Reliques of that Matter diſcharged themſelves in a Swelling under the 
right Jaw as big as a Pullet's Egg. It was ſuppurated, and —_— vent, 

which Igave it by Incifion ; but could not cure it till I had applied a Cau- 
ſtick upon the depending part. The place not being very capable of Ban- 
dage, it could not be treated ſo advantageoully when opened by Incifion,and 
dreſſed with Tents : bur after the laying it more open by Cauſtick, the Mat- 
ter plentifully diſcharged, and the Abſceſs cured as the former. Many of 
theſe have been brought to me upon ſuſpicion of the King's Evil: ſome of 
which my Servants have cured by my directions after the aboveſaid manner, 
You will meet with more of this Tumour in the Treatiſe of the Dileaſes of 
the Podex. 


P HYTGETHLON is a Tumour affetting the glandulous parts under 


the Jaws, and is called Paz#s. It differeth from Phyma, in that it hath 
2 mixture with Bilis, as the other had with Pitxita, and lies round and flat 


as a Cake under the Jaws. 
It is cured after the ſame manner as the other ; ſo will not be worth the 


troubling the Reader with many Inſtances of it. I ſhall give youone, 


whereby you maydiſtinguiſh it from Phyma and other Tumours. 


Alittle-Girl was brought tome upon a ſuppoſition of having the Ew, 
She had a flat, hard, round Tumour lying under her Chin and part of the right 
Jaw down towards her Throat : it was ofa yellowiſh red colour, not unlike 

that 
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that in an Eryſipe/as, but without Velication. I directed one of my Servants 
ro make a Cataplaſm ex rad. /ilior. atb. &c. by the application of which it 
ſuppurated in three or four days, and diſcharged a well-digeſted Matter ; du- 
ring which the hardnels reſolved, and it cured 1a ſeven days by the only uſe 


of that Cataplaſm. 


H E Tumour called BU BO is an Inflammation of the Glandules in zu. 
che EmunCtories of the Groin or Arm-pat. 

[t raketh its Differences from the quality of the Humour : and ſo they Diſe- 
are either benign, or malign. The latter Get are Either venereal, or peſt}. 
lential. 

The Canſes of Buboare internal, or external. The former are vicious Hu- c,,, 
mours abounding in the Bloud or in theNerves excreted ſometimes critically, 
ſometimes ſymptomatically, The external Cauſes may be pain atteQting the 
exreriour Parts: ſoa Wound in the Harid or Arm, nay the Finger, will 
affect the Arm pit with a Tumour. You havean Inſtance of it in Phlegmon. 

A Cancer in the Breaſt doth the ſame. So an Ulcer in the Foot affects the 
Groin. In the Treatile of S!ruma you may ſee ſome Inſtances of ir. 

A Fontanel inthe Leg diitempered with pain cauſed a ſwelling of the Obſcrvat. 
Glands i» Inguine, I was conſulted about the Swelling, and, enquiring of 
the reaſon of the ſudden Tumour, found the Fontanel diſturbed by walking 
much that day. I dreſſed the Fontanel with Lenients ; and the Tumours of 
the Glands i» Inguine, which were riſen like ſomany Scrofale, relaxed, and 
were ſcarceto be felr the next day. | 

A Bubo ariſeth in the EmunQories with pain, Inflammation, hardneſs, &c. ,. 
as in a Phlegemon. If it was made by Criſis, then a Fever preceded : If there | 
were none, then other Cauſes muſt be enquired after : as, whether pain pre- 
ceded in ſome remote Part ; alſo, wherher it be peſtileatial, or venereal. 

Buboes that are neither malign nor contagious are not dangerous, if they __ 
ſuppurate kindly, and are timely opened : but if the contrary happen, they * 
may degenerate into Fiſffule, and then are not without danger. lt they pro- 
ceed froma Tranſlation of Matter, ( as ſometimes from the Parts near the 
head of the Vena cave and top of the Breaſt or bottom of the Neck into the 
Arm-pits, or from the lower parts of the Belly in the Glands and other Parts 
near the Rami 11iact in the Inguina ) the Cure is dithcult : and ifthe Lungs, 
above, or the Uterws, or Bladder, or Reifum below, partake in the Tu- 
mour, it 15 more deſperate. 

A Bubo, according to the uſual method of Prattice, ought not to be re- Cure 
pelled : therefore in order to the Cure you are to conſider the Cautle ; and if 
it were by Criſis, you are either to breath it forth by Diſcurients, or haſten 
Maturation. If the Criſis be imperfect by reaſon of the weakneſs of the expul- 
five faculty, you ought by Attraction to help it forward, either by Cupping- 
glaſſes, or by the application of ſour Leven, black Soap, fer. columbin. 
ſem. finapis, urtice, Figs, roaſted Onions, &c. Or, B cepam magnam, excave- 
tur, & impleatur cavitas theriaca ;. _deinde papyro involuta cog. ſub cineribus 
calid. & cam ol. ſcorpion. fiat Cataplaſma, aadendo fermenti acer, 36. Miſc, 

Or, kt Empl. diachyl. cum gummi 31). picis Burgund, ammoniac. ſolut. an. 3b. 
pulv. ariftoloch. rot. 'rad. gentiane, ©4n, 3. cum ol. ſcorpion. fiat Ceratum, All 
the hot Gums are hereto proper. Bur if ic be ſymptomatical, it betokeneth 
Plethora, which ought tobe removed by Bleeding. Purgiog is allo neceſſary,

And itit was cau- 
ſed by pain from lome other Part, you ought by Lenients to ailwage that 
pain, and by moderate Diſcutients mixed with Repellents ſcatter t! at Hu- 
mour in the EmunCtories, But itit will come to Suppuration,you ſhall haſten 
the Opening of it, and digeſt, incarn and cicatrize it, as is ſaid inthe general 
Chapter ot abſceſſes, and will be ſhewed in the following Obſervations, 


A Man of about fifty years old, of a full Body and ſtrong Conſtitution, 
was taken with a pain under hisright Arm with hardneſs and Inflammation, 
I was ſent for, and, concluding ita Bybo, thruſt forth by the ſtrength of na- 
ture, applied Empl. diachyl. cum gummi, deligning not to dreſs it again till ir 
was near ſuppurated : but the Tumour increaſing with great pain and inſla- 
med redneſs, I was put upona neceſſity of applying anodyne Cataplaſms. 
Within few days after, it being ſuppurated, I opened it by Inciſion, and dil 
charged a well-concotted Matter : then dreſſed it with #ngmet. baſilicon cum 
vitell, oviupona Tent, and applied an Empl diachy!. ſimpl. malaxed with un- 
guent. dialthee, andafterwards dreſſed it with »zunaif. Paracelſ. Having fo 
diſpoſed it to heal, I left Dreſſings, and after three or tour days viſited the Pa- 
tient again: when, oblerving the hardneſs digeſted oft, and the Abſcels fir 
to cicatrize, TI left off the uſe of the Tent, and dreſſed it with a Pledgit of 
unguent. diapomphol. and the Cerote over it, and left chem wherewithal to 
tin!ſh the Cure, Buta few days after they ſent for me again. I found it 
ſwelled, and the Martter iſſuing from it thin and feetid, much more ip quan- 
tity than I could expett. I enlarged the Opening by Incilion,and there came 
forth a Tent which 1n his Servants Dreſſing had {lipt into the Abſceſs. From 
that time the Matter leſſened, andthe Abſcels cured without relapſe by the 
method aforeſaid. | | 

A married Wife, ofabout thirty four years of age, having been long dif 
eaſed with Hyſterical Fits, with a complication of other Maladies,after many 
unſucceſsful atrempts, was put into the hands of Sir Fra. Pr. who preſcribed 
Merc. dulc. j, in conf. cichorii. T he ſecond Dole ſalivated her (ixtcen or ſeven- 

teen days, whereby ſhe was relieved for ſome months: but then ſhe com- 
plained of a pain in her left Groin, which growing bigger, and railing the 
Parts about it intoa Tumour,ſhe embrocated it by my advice with o/./1m:bric. 
After a few days,the Tumour more increaling with Inflammation and hard- 
nels, I applied Emplaſt, mucilag.with a third part of Emp/.diachy!. C111 gummi, 
The fourth day after, feeling the Tumour ſuppurated, I opened it by a Cau- 
ſtick, and diſcharged a proportionable quantity of Matter well digeſted ; then 
dreſſed it with Lenients, to haſten the {eparation of the Eſcar. While the 
Eſcar was feparating, a long Streakof red appeared (tretching down from 
the Ingner along the middle of the Thigh roward the Ham. Iembrocated ir 
with o/. roſ. and applied cerar. Galeni, The next day I felt Matter in it, and 
ſaw the inflamed Streak ſtretch lower down. I applied a little of my milder 
Cauſtick upon the upper part of it, which was about three fingers breadth 
from the Tumour i» I22n1e, and gave vent toa little digeited Matter, dreſ- 
ſing it with Lenients. This while the Ablcels in the Groin was in good tem- 
per, and diſpoſed to heal: but the aforeſaid inflamed Streak pailed down to 
the Ham, and ſo along the Muſculus gaſt rocnemins to the great Tendon of it 
which leads to the Heel, and had Matter in it the whole length. In lels ſpace 
than four days I made Apertions in it in five ſeveral places, all by Cau- 
ſticks; the lowermoſlt in the lower part of the Calf of the leg. Theſe dif- 
charged the Matter, and were cured 1n few days « after the Eſcars were ſe- 
parated ) by the uſe of #nguerr. twtie and the like, $ 
ter 
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After ſome months ſhe was ſeized with Convulſive twitches, whick ſhe 
obſerved to ariſe from the lower part of the Calf of the leg that had been 
affeted with the Apoſtemations, and in the ſame place where the Matter be- 
fore terminated. Upon which conſideration the Phyſician preſcribed a Fon- 
tanel to be made in the very Part ; which accordingly I made,and kept open 
by a Pea, with an Emplaſter and laced Stocking : by which means ſhe was 
freed of her Fits, and enjoyed a tolerable meaſure of health a long time 
after. | 

So a Lady labouring under ſuch like Fits, which began on the out-ſide of 
the Os 7ibie near the Shin, was cured by making a Fontanel in that place, 
when other Remedies failed. She continueth ir to this day, I ſuppoſe. 

In another we made a Fontanel between the Thumb and Fore-finger ; and 
in another inthe Breaſt ; and in a Child behind the Ear : thoſe Fits begin- 
ning there. 


AROTIS isa Tumour in the Glandules behind and about the Ears, Prot. 
generally called the EmunQtories of the Brain ; though indeed they are P*(eipti- 
the external Fountains of the Saliva of the Mouth, as modern Authors do ** 
agree. 
Ska mwodiars Cauſe 15 the Bloud offending in quantity or quality, as it Cauſe, 
hath admixture with the Ferment of the Part, or with other Humours. It 
alſo happeneth by an external Cauſe, as Bruiſe or Wound, whereby bloud 
is extravaſated, and caſt out into theſe Glands behind the Ear on one ſide or 
other, makinga Parotid Tumour. 

They differ according to the Humour, and manner of generation. To Piffe- 
the Humour ; as whether the Bloud be mixed with Choler, Phlegm, or Me- 
lancholy. To the manner of generation ; and ſoa Parotis is a Symptom of a 
Fever, or a Criſis of it. Thoſe Fevers be uſually malignant that caſt out ſuch 
Tumours : but ſometimes a Parot# riſeth ſimply. | 

The Parotis is known by the Part it aftetts with Tumour, Pain and In: signs, 
flammation,as having generally a great proportion of bloud mixed with other 
Humours, according as they are predominant. If it be malign or peſtilen- 
tial, there is Fever joyned with it. Whether it proceeded ſymptomatically 
or critically, the time of the Diſeaſe and Signs may demonſtrate. 

A Parotis without a Fever is leſs malign or dangerous than that which 592%: 
ariſeth with one. They are allo leſs dangerous which attend long Fevers, 
than thoſe which follow acute ones. Thole which are thruſt forth by a Criſis 
are ſalutary and eaſily cured : but thoſe which happen after great Evacuati- 
ons, or Fever, without remiſſion of it, are pernicious and dangerous. Thoſe 
which break forth ſymptomarically, and ariſe from vicious 1ll-diſpoled Hu- 
monrs, are of difficult Cure, and dangerous. 

In the Care of this Tumour, you are to conſider whether it be ſymptoma- cy. 
tical, or critical, or of what kind of Matter generated. | 

If it be critical, and come out kindly, the buſineſs is then by Lenients to 
mitigate the pain, and further Suppuration. ; as hath been ſaid before in Bb. 

But whether.it be ſymptomatical or critical, with little or much Tumour, 
malign or benign, you ought not to uſe Repellents, leſt thereby you return 
the Matter from without inward. If the Inflammation be grear, and the 
Accidents high, and Bloud abound, let it out, evacuating the Humour by 
lenient Purgatives, 1egulating the Patient's Diet, contemperating the Hu- 
mours as in Phlegmox, and embrocating wath ol, lumbric. chamem, &c, But 
if through any defett nature do not thruſt the Tumour out as you would, 


you may further it by Cupping-glaſſes and AttraQtives, as in Bubo hath _ 
H atd, 
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faid. Orifthe Matter becrude and viſceid, you may apply powerful Diſcu- 
tients, and with Emollients if you fear 1nduration. Butit after all it tend to 
Suppuration, then further it with Suppuratives; as, R rad. /iltor. cepar. ſub 
cineribus coftar. ap.%iv. mucilag, ſem. lint, $16. far. tritic. Jl). 4xung. porcine, 
wnguent. baſilic, an. 3 is, vitell. ovor. 14. croct Aly. fiat Cataplaſma. The Matter 
concocted, youare'to grve it vent, and proceed 1a the Cure, as hath been 


ſaid in the former Chapter of #ubo, 
1.Obker.  A'Child aged about three years, by accident of a Fall, was ſeized with a 
vat, Dizzineſsand ſome 'twitches of a Convulfion, A Fontanel was made in the 


Neck, and a Velicatory applied ter Scapu/as : but the Child was not there. 
by much relieved. A Tumour afterwards chruſt out behind that Ear. I 
made a Fontanel underit, and derived the Matter thither, and thereby the 
Child recovered, 
In Concufſions and FraQtures of the Craninm theſe Tumours are frequent, 
and are diſcufled by cl. cham. &c. or the Matter may, as hath beea ſaid, by a 
Fontanel there-under be happily ſpent. 
The perſpiration in theſe Parts is to be regarded ; for the checking of it 
hath cauſed Convullions, yea Death, in little Infants, 
2. Obſer= A Gentlewoman aged about thirty years, of a ſtrong healthful Conſticu- 
; tion, wastaken one night with a pain behind her right Ear ; it increaſed, and 
became very troubleſome. After three or four days ſhe ſent for me. The pain 
affected the Temporal Muſcle with heat and Tumour, and her Head with 
Twitchings and frequent Startings. She kept her bed, and was faint and 
weak: ſhe had neither purged nor bled. I felt her Pulſe ſmall, which I 
judged to be rather from oppreſſion than weakaels, there being no conſ{ide. 
rable cauſe for the latter. I perſwaded her to be let bloud, which with ſome 
vnwillingneſs ſhe yielded to. I opened a Veinin her right Arm : the bloud 
flowing out in a full ſtream, and being ſerous, I took away ten ounces ; then 
embrocated the Tumour with of. cham. warm, and dipt W ooll init, andap- 
plied it upon the Part affeated. A Clyſter was given her ſome hours ater, 
and an Emulſion preſcribed her, of which ſhe drank a good draught that 
night, and repeated it at pleaſure. The pain continuing, a Cataplaſm was 
applied ex rad, {ilior. fol. matue, violar. flor. cham. ſem. fanug. made up with 
a few crums of W hite-bread, Saffron, Yolk of an egg, and of. ſambuct ; 
the Parts being firſt fomented with ſome of the Decottion, and part of the 
Liquor caſt in witha Syringe; Wooll alſo was dipt in the ſame,and put into 
the Ear, By theſe Applicationsan Apoſtemation diſcharged it [elt thereout ; 
yet the Tumour did not much ſlacken. Therefore I purged her with an In- 
fuſion of ſens, rhabarb. &c. in which was diſſolved Manna, and /yr. ro/. pallid. 
whereby ſhe was ſomewhat relieved. A day or two after I purged her with 
Whey, Manna, and Crewe. tarter. and afterward repeated it : the Tumour the 
while diſcuſſed, her Mexſes came down, and ſhe recovered.

Yolk of an egg, anda little Sattron, 
And the day after, calling there again, and ſeeing the Tumour hard, I ad- 
viſeda Lilly-root to be roaſted under embers, and beat up with the remain- 
ing Cataplaſm : by which in two or three days it ſuppurated. I opened ir 
by Cauſtick, and diſcharged a well-concocted Matter, andin few days after 


cured it by Digeſtion, &c. 


Amongſt 
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Amongſt the many diſeaſed people that came to me at the publick Hea- 4 Obſer- 


ling in November 1673. there was a Child of about two years of age diſeaſed 
with a hard inflamed Tumour lying round behind the left Far. IdireQed 
one of my Servants to apply an Emplaſt, djachyl. cum gummi malaxed with 
unguent. dialthee : and the fourth = after, — luppurated, we open- 
ed it by a Cauſtick about half an inch long in the declining Part, and gave 
vent to a well-concotted Matter. From that time it was dreſſed with «x- 
guent. baſilic. in the form of a Cerote. Thus the hardneſs was relolved, 
and, as the Matrer diſcharged, the Abſceſs healed within in few days with 
little or no pain or trouble : whereas if it had been opened by Inciſion, it 
muſt have been kept open by a Tent, and been wn, more painful and 
ſlow of Cure. After the Eſcar ſeparated, a Pledgit of unguert. djapompho- 
lygos and a touch ſometimes of the Vitriol-ſtone deterged, incarned, and ci- 
catrized it.

An old Gentleman, a Servant tothe King below ſtairs, brought his Son to 5. Obſer- 


me, an infirm Youth of about thirteen years of age, having a large Tumour 
behind his right Ear ariſing from a crude Matter, It had been of ſome years 
growth. I applied Emplaſtr. ad ſtrumas cum ſtercore columbino, to dilculsit ; 
but it heated : whereupon I applied a Cataplaſm, one of the Suppuratives 
above mentioned, and concocted it ; then opened it by Cauſtick, and dil- 
charged a mixt crude Matter. The Ulcer being ſorid, I laid it more open, 
and dreſſed it with mnndif. Paracel, with alum. xſt. and Merc. precipitat. and 
dreſſed the Eſcar and inciſed Lips with Digeſtives. After the ſeparation of 
the Eſcar, I deterged the Abſceſs more powerfully by the uſe of the Vitriol- 
ſtone and Prxcipitate, and afterwards incarned by the common Incarnative 
uſed in ſuch caſes, and cicatrized it ſmooth without any remaining hard- 
neſs : and the Youth enjoys his health well ſince.

A perſon of abour fifty years of age, having long laboured under Scor- 6. Obſer- 
butical affetions, was ſeized witha ſlow Fever ; his Head was affected with 


Vapours, and his Spirits oppreſſed : during which a Tumour aroſe behind 
his left Ear, and reach'd down under that Jaw, growing big and hard, of a 
dark red colour. Weendeavoured by diſcutient and emollient Cataplaſms 
and Embrocations of various ſorts ; but it would not yield to any of them. 
We repeated VenzſeCction, and made him Fontanels ixter Scapulzs ; Purga- 
tions were alſo repeated : but without ſucceſs; I thenapplied an Emplaſt. 
ad ſtramas, and continued it without removal the ſpace of {ix or ſeven days, 
ſuppoſing thereby the Tumour would ſuppurate or reſolve : yet it continued 
hard amongſt the Muſcles. I repeated the uſe of the Emplaſter ; and the 
third or fourth day after, feeling the Matter fluctuate under it, I rook off 
the Emplaſter, applied a Cauſtick on the depending Part about an inchin 
length, divided that Eſcar, and gave a diſcharge toa crude ſerous Matter, 
then dreſſed it with Lenients, and applied Emplaſt. de mucileg. with a third 
part of diachyl. cum gummi. After ſeparation of the Eſcar, I deterged with 
the Vitriol-ltone and baſilicon and Mere, pom and at other Dreſſings 
dipt them in pulv. precipitati, Having thus deterg'd, I incarned, and by 
Epuloticks cicatrized it firm. During the while he wasoften purged, and 
Traumaticks and Antiſcorbuticks were preſcribed : but a hardneſs remained 
notwithſtanding. Whereupon, doubting a Recidivation, Iapplied another 
Cauſtick the length of that Induration ; and, having thereby penetrated 
deep into it, divided that Eſcar to the quick : and by ſeparation of the Eſ- 
car, and Digeſtion of the lips of the Ulcer, that hardneſs was breathed forth, 
and the Patient cured, and enjoys a good health to this day.

Of a Carbuncle.

Of a Carbuncle. 


Carbuntle is a round hard Tumour ariſing ſomewhat like an angry Boil, 


— of a dark red colour, accompanied wich the higheſt circumſtances of 


pain and Inflammation, with many V/c#ſc»/ round about it, never comin 
to digeſtion till it hath corrupted thePart which it ſeizeth, ſo that the whole 
piece cometh away, if the Patient recover. 

It oweth its Or/giza/ toa very high Degeneration of the Bloud into a Hu- 
mour that is ofa cauſtick quality, which ſuddenly ariſing ſeizeth the Part 
and corrupteth it, burning it as it were to a coal, from whence it hath its 
Name. 

The Caſes of theſe Degenerations of the Bloud are divers. The moſt uſu- 
al is a peſtilential Infetion. But it is not ſeldom found that the Humours 
of ſome bodies docorrupt into ſo great a degree of virulency, as to cauſe ſuch 
a Tumour when there is no appearance of a Plague. Hence it 1s that they 
are divided into peſtilential, and not peſtilential : which diſtinction hath re- 
ference more to the antecedent Cauſe than to the Tumour it ſelf. 

Therefore it is that, let the Carbazele be of which ſort it will, the Sym- 
ptoms attending it are much alike ; vez. xayſea, vomiting, dejection of appe- 
tite, tremor, palpitation of the heart, frequent ſwouning, delirium, &c. 

The peſtilent is diſtinguiſhed from the non-peſtilent by the greatneſs of 
the Symptoms, and the-Infection that is in the air. 

A great Carbancle is wore —_— than a ſmall one, and the black is 
more pernicious than the inflamed red one. Thoſe that are in the EmunQo- 
ries, Throat, or near any principal Part, have more of danger than thoſe 
that are ſeated remote in the Lims, eſpecially in the muſculous Fleſh. The 
moſt dangerous Symptom of all is the return of the Matter of the Carbuacle 
into the Bloud again. 

In the Care of a Carbuxcle two things offer themſelves toour conliderati- 
on : x. the ahtecedent Cauſe, the over-heated corrupt Bloud abounding in. 
the Body ; 2. the conjun&, or the Humour affecting the Part, and making 
the Carbuncle, 

In order to the firſt, a regulation in Diet ought to be obſerved, and the hot 
Bloud fermenting in the body to be evacuated by Venzſection, eſpecially in 
thoſe that are not peſtilential, and that to fainting : bur in the peſtilential 
it is judged not ſo ſafe, leſt thereby the malignity be drawn inward ; but if 
you do let bloud, it muſt be in the beginning, whilſt the body is ſtrong to 
bear it. And foraſmuch as Bleeding ſcarce evacuatesall the depraved Hu- 
mours, therefore Purging is preſcribed, leſt by the abounding of corrupt Hu- 
mours the native heat ſhould be extinguiſhed. But in peſtilential Carbuncles 
there is alſo a Caution required upon the ſame conſideration as in Bleeding : 

therefore we content our ſelves with Clyſters and lenient Purgatives, as war-

In treating the Carbuncle as it relates to the conjuntt Cauſe, you ought 
to conſider the ſtrength of the Patient ; and if it be not likely to thruſt forth 
kindly, you are to endeavour by AttraCtion to aſſi{tnature inthe bringing it 
outward, by the application of a ſuch like Cataplaſm : B ſummitat rute M.ij. 
ferment acris 3iy. ficws vet, mums, vily. piperts atbi 51). ſatis com. itz. Miſce. Or 
that Cataplaſm propoſed in the Difcourſe of Bubo ex theriaca coft. in cepaex- 
exvats, And, if there be occaſion, Cupping-glafſes may be applied to help 
it forward. But if the Body be ſtrong and plethorick, and the Carbuncle 
thruſt forth with raging heat and pain, then that Cataplaſm preſcribed by 
Gafen, ex folits plantag. pan. tritic, decotted in Wine, may beof good ule, it 
being by him commended to have the virtue moderately to repreſs the heat, 
and to digeſt. Others have propoſed an Emplaſter of Plantane-leaves, Galls, 
Lentils, and W heat-bran, beaten up with Vinegar, and having thus mitiga- 
ted its heat, they endeavour Suppuration. | 

But I never ſaw a true Carbuncle ſuppurate : therefore if the aforeſaid Me- 
dicaments avail not, I adviſe the ſcarifying or cutting deep into it, togive a 
breathing to the Humour ; then dreſs it with fome Eſcarotick that may re- 
fiſt its malignity, as #roch. Andronts, polyiae, Some Authors have propoſed 
the Cauſtick. Withour doubt the actual Cautery timely applied on ſome of 
them would fave the Patient much pain, and ſhorten the Cure : for the ma- 
lignity _ thereby conſumed, the Eſcar might without much difficulty be 
digeſted, the heat about the Carbuncle alleviated the while by one of the 
above-mentioned Cataplaſms, and the Ulcer cured by the common merhod. 
But I refer this to the conſideration of the Chirurgeon ; and ſhall give you 
an Inſtance of a Carbuncle ro confirm what I have delivered. 


N the time of the —_— Plaguea Perſon of Honour, about ſixty years , 
of age, of a groſs Body and highly ſcorbutical, was after dinner ſeized ys, © 
with a ff our and Vomiting. His Phyſician Sir Fraxcis Prujean being out 
of Town, he ſent for me. I tuſpeCting it tobe the beginning of ſome malign 
Fever, deſired to be excuſed, his condition requiring rather a knowing Phyſi- 
ciatt than a Chirurgeon : but I was afterwards fetch'd by a more powerful 
meſſenger, and found the Patient in his bed, vomiting, and in a burning Fe- 
ver. [adviſed the giving him Card#ws Poſſet to further his Vomiting ; du- 
ring which I ſenc for a tnixture of theriaca Vereta & conſe. lujule, and a cordial 
Julep of a9. dracont &c, as it is above ſet down in the method of Cure ; of the 
rmet I gave him a morſel,and ſome of the Julep after it,and adviſed his Ser- 
vants to repeat the uſe of them once in four hours, He reſted very —_—_— 
that night, but iti the morning I found him more calm. TI let him bloud, and 
direQed a Clyſter to be piveti that afrernoon. AsI was taking my leave of 
him, he deſired me to look upon his Back, it being very ſore. I ſuppoſed 
his Fontanels ( which he had long continued zxter Feapulas) were unealie ; 
and,making way to look upon them,I found his Malady four fingers breadth 
beneath the right Fontanel. It was a dark red Swelling, about the bignels of 
a {mall Cheſnur,lying very hard between the muſcutous Fleſh and Skin, with 
many ſmall white Wheals about it of the ſimple Herpes. I was ſomewhat ſur- 
prized at the ſight,and dreſſed it haſtily up with «»g#err.baſilic.and retired to 
thy touſt to make ready that Cataplaſm of Gale's, which I ſoon after applied, 


and continued the uſe of it ſome days: during which the Carbuacle increaſed 
in 
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in breadthand hardneſs, the V/cuſcalaalſo ſpred round it. Upon which con- 
ſideration I applied the ſuppurative Cataplaſm above mention'd,to endeavour 
Maturation ; and on the Ulcsſcula and Parts about unguert. nutritum, tocalm 
the burning heat. The Patient's Body was kept ſoluble by Clyſters and leni- 
ent Purgatives ; the cordial EleCtuary and Julep were allo frequently repea- 
ted, and his Diet was Broths with Wood-ſorrel and ſuch like Contempera- 
tives boil'd in them. Nevertheleſs the Fever continued, and the Patient lay 
dozed and ſomewhat delirous, as alſotroubled with a Si»gu/tus and Aphthe. 
Obſerving him daily more indiſpoſed, and the Carbuncle increaſing in bulk, 
and not likely to ſuppurate, I ſcarified deep into it, waſhed it with a Solution 
of theriaca Veneta & mel Ag ypiiac. in acets vini, then fill'd the Incifions with 
puter troch. polyide, and applied a Cataplaſm over all ex farina orobi decoted 
in Oxymel. By the uſe of thele Applications the U/cuſcula dried, and the 
Carbuncle gleeted, but by the ule -of Lenients it digeſted after a few days ; 
and as the Eſcar ſeparated,a well-concotted Matter diſcharged in great quan- 
tity daily more and more : yet the ſeparation of the mortified Carbuncle 
hadlefta very large Opening, and there appeared noconliderable Swelling 
whereby one might judge the rp ers 4 But teeling the Parts abour, and 
preſſing my hand upon the right Clavicle and under that Axills, the Matter 
poured out abundantly : yet theſe.Parts were not inflamed during the growth 
of the Carbuncle. This put.me upon a neceſlity of making an Inciſion pro- 
portionably, and, cutting oft the flapping Lips to prevent the retention of 
Matter, I then dreſſed the Abſceſs with mnaificat.ex apio,and the tender Lips 
with the common Digeſtive ex terebinth.cum vitello ovi ; and applied a Cata- 
plaſm ex farina horaei, fabar. flor.roſ. rub. &c. decotted in Oxymel,with Com- 
preſs and Bandage. We had often propoſed the conſulting a Phyſician, but 
thoſe of his acquaintance were out of Town. Accidentally I met with Door 
Tho. Cox about the twentieth day near the Patient's houſe,and prevailed with 
him to viſit this Perſon. He ſaw the Abſceſs dreſſed, and the Patient labou- 
ring under the Simgultus and Aphthe, alſo ſo dozed as he ſcarce ſpake to the 
Phyſician. He preſcribed the Patient Cordials, and what elſe he thoughr 
neceſſary, andleft ſeveral Preſcriptions for the ny. Until then they 

{ſuſpected not the Diſeaſe ; though the Servants that waſhed his Linen brake 
out in Blanes on their Hands and Arms as far as they were in the Soap-ſuds, 

From the time I made that large Opening the Matter leſſened, and the Ca- 
vities healed up by agglutination, the Ulcer incarned, and was cicatrized by 

the common Epuloticks. 

The ſame year I was fetched to a Child at nurſe-in Weſtminſter, that had 
been ſome days ſick of a peſtilential Fever, during which a Carbuacle thruſt 
forth in the right Breaſt a little below the Clavicle, of the compaſs of a 
broad Shilling ; but it was then ſunk, and of a black colour. I divided-it, 
and gave vent to a bloudy ſerum, and ſaw the Fleſh underneath it ſound : it 
was without Inflammation. I dreſſed it up with warm Digeſtives, and ap- 
plied an Emplaſter of Mithridate on it ; then gaveit ſome Elec#. de ovo dif- 
ſolved ina ſpoonful of aq. theriacalis, I. came too late, for the Child died a 


few hours after. 
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Aronychia, fo called by the Greeks, is a ſmall Swelling about the Nails Deſeript 
wd ends of the Fingers, known amongſt the Latins by the name of * 


Penaritium : by the vulgar people among[t us it 15 generally called a Whiz- 

aw, 
# Thereare two ſorts of Paronychie : they both aft one and the ſame 
Part, andare frequently taken one for the other, but are very different in 
their Symptoms. Weſhall diſtinguiſh them by the names of benign, and 
malign. The former riſe ſuperficially under the Caticu/a, and come ſud- 
denly to Suppuration : whereas the malign Peronychia lieth deep amongſt 
the Linens and Tendons, and is flow 1n coming to maturity. I ſuppoſe 
it is that which is commonly called a Feloz.

The benign or milder Spectes takes its Original from a bilious hot ſerum : cas, 


the other is commonly ſaid to proceed from Aduſtion in the Bloud, with a 
mixture of Choler or {alt Phlegm, , 


Paronychie may truly be reckoned amongſt the Inflammations, they ari- Signs. 


ſing with great pain and burning heat, with Pullation and Tenſion. The 
benign comes ſoon to maturation, and may be diſcerned by change of colour 
in the Czrica/a, the Matter appearing under itas 1n a Blilter. 

The Signs of a malign Paronychia are an intenſe vehement pain deep 
amongſt the Ligaments and Tendons, with Fever, Fainting, and a flow 


Suppuration. 


The Progzoſtick may be made by what hath been delivered of them, viz. _ 


that the benign cometh ſoon to Suppuration, and 1s as ealily cured : the worſt 
danger that can behappen it is but a loſs of the Nail. 

The other, which lieth deep, 1s of a malign quality ; and, if it be not 
ſpeedily removed, will corrupt the Periofteum, rot the Bone, and ſoon extend 
its putrefaCtion tothe next Joynt, and threaten the weltare of the Hand. 


In the Cure of Paronychia Authors generally make no diſtinftion. They _ 


propoſe evacuation by Bleeding, and the obſervance of a {lender Diet, asin

a Phlegmon. Concerning Topicks, they commend Repellents in the begin- Ancients. 


ning of the Fluxion, but not with much alſtringency, ( unleſs as Intercipi- 
ents upon the Parts above) leſt the Matter ſhould thereby be impacted in the 
Part, and corrupt the Bone : yet the Medicaments they then preſcribe do all 
partake of that quality ; as, R ol. rof. & myrtill. cum ſucco ſolani & bol. Armen. 
and, R pgallas wirides cum aceto mixt. Others mix Lenients with them, as 
that of /xcc. ſolani, plantag. portulac. umbilic, Vener. mucilag. ſem. pſyliti, cum 
dittis ſuccis vel acetoextratt. to which they add bol. Armen. gallas & camphor. 
cum ol. roſ. & myrtill. and nnguent. alb, popul. &c. Others mix Diſcutients 
with Repellents : as that of Paracel/. galls cum melle mixta; or, R ol. maſt ich. 
ol. olivar, matur. an 3). antimonii crud. 36, thuris 311. reſin. pins & cere, an. 
/ Miſce ; or that ſulphuris vivi, fuliginis allii, ſal. com. ſem. carnui, an. p. 4q. 

ifce. In caſe of pain, R fel. malue, hyoſcyami, rad. althee, ſem. pſyllii, link, 
fenugrecij : and theſe are Suppuratives, of which divers others are preſcri- 
bed by them. All which are proper in the benign Paronychza, as they are

ginning ; but while you endeavour Suppurationin it, the Bone will certainly 
corrupt.

roceed asſhall be ſhewed in the following Obſervations. 
I ſhall begin with the benign or milder Species, commonly called a Whit. 
flaw. Tris a Diſeaſe ſo common, that Ithink there is none but knows what 
it is, and how to cure it. Yet I ſhall give youtwo or three Inſtances, the 


better to diſtinguiſh it from the other. 


Child of about four years of age was brought to me while I was dreſ- 
A ſing a Patient in a Noble Family, The Child was pained with a ſmall 
red Swelling about the inſide and root of the Nail of one of the Fingers. I 
applied a little cerar. Galen upon it. . The ſecond day after I found the Mat- 
ter ſhine under the Skin, andthe Swelling lie like a Bliſter aboutpart of the 
Nail. I opened it, asI had often ſeen the common people, by paſſing a 
Needle through the Skin : it diſcharged a thin yellow Matter, and by two 
Dreſſings with «zg#ert. baſilic. it cured. 

Such another I met with in the Finger ofa Friend lying upon one {ide cfthe 
Nail. I opened it witha Lancet, and after the diſcharge of the Matter pared 
away thatſide of rhe Nail, and dreſſed the Bliſter with a Pledgit of anger. 
tntie. Himſelfcured it with ſome of the ſame in two or three days. 

A Gentleman came to me not long ſince with one of theſe very large upon 
the pulp of one of his Thumbs ; it lay like a great Bliſter. TI letit out with 
my Lancet, and dreſſed it up with «gent, baſilic. and gave him ſome of the 
ſame to cure it.. 

Another I ſaw lie under the fore-part of the Nail and Finger, very painful 
for the while, but it quickly ſuppurated by Lenients. The Matter being let 
out, and part of the Nail cutaway, it cured ina few days. - But whea this 
happens in ſcrophulous Children, or where acrimony abounds, the Cure is 
vexatious enough : but it doth ſeldom corrupt the Bone, nor is the pain con- 
ſiderable compared with that which paſſes under the name of a Fe/oz or ma- 
lign Paronychia; of which I ſhall now give you ſome Inſtances. . 


A Gentlewoman came to my houſe one night late, complaining exceed- 
ingly ofa pain in the pulp of one of her Fore-ftingers. I looked upon it, and

ſeemed ready to ſwound with the pain. I propoſed the making Inciſion in- 
tO it to the Bone, not imagining ſo fearful a creature would have permitted 
it ; butſhe readily aſſented : whereupon I preſently made a Puncture deep 
in the mol? pained part to the Bone, and ſuffered it to bleed while I'made a 
Dreſſing of unguert. baſilicon to app! upon it with an Emplaſt.e bolo; which 
being applied, ſhe complained of the ſmarting of the Wound, but faid it was 
nothing to the pain ſhe felt before. The next day I waited upon her at her 
Lodging : ſhe had ſlept well that night and in perfect eaſe. I took off the 
Dreſſing, and ſaw the Wound agglutinated, then dreſſed it as the night be- 


fore, and from that time dreſſed it no more. After the ſame manner I have 


freed many in the beginning of the Diſeaſe. 
A young Fellow attending in a Nobleman's-houſe was ſeized with a grie- 
vous pain 1n the'pulpof one of his Fore-fingers, and came to me bemoaning 


his condition. The Partaffeted felt hot, but ſeemed neither inflamed nor 
| much 
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much ſwelled. I preſt in the point of my Inciſfion-knife into the place where 
he was moſt pained, and in the drawing out the Knife enlarged the Wound 
a little. There ſeemed to iffue out only a little Bloud, which I permitted a 
while to low, then dreſſed it up with a Pledgit of #»guerr. baſilicon and an 
Emplaſtr. © bolo. The lecond day after I met him,took off the Drefſings,and 
ſaw the Wound cured : and he ſaid the pain went off that night he weat 
from me. 


Another Young man ſerving in a Noble Family was afflicted with a pain 3: *bſer- 


in the pulp of one of his Thumbs, and after three or four days trial of ſe-"** 
veral Applications he was commended to me. His Thumb being inflamed 
and ſwelled, I made Incilion into it to the Bone : this not only bled, but + 
lected a few drops. - I dreſſed it with Lenients, and rowled it moderately, 
[<t90 thereby to agglutinate it. The ſecond day after I took off the Dreſ(- 
fings, and, finding the Wound open and undigeſted, dreſſed it up with a 
Doſſil dipt in Merc. precipitat. with Emplaſter and Bandage. The third 
day after I dreſſed it again, The Doffil came off with a Slough, and left 
the Ulcer diſpoſed to Digeſtion. I dreſſed it with a leſs Doffil ſpred with 
baſilicon and Przcipitate, with a Pledgit of »nguent. diapompholygos, and an 
Emplaſter over it. From that day it digeſted, and cured in {ix or ſeven. 
The occalion of its not healing by Agglutination, as the others did, was from 
the alteration (I ſuppole) the Ichor had began to make in the botrom of the 
Wound : which may,I think, enough ſhew the neceſlity of laying theſe Tu- 
mours open more timely, unleſs they have diſcovered ſome other way of dil- 
cuſſing the Humour ; which I confeſs I have not been able to make our, 
though I have tried many Medicaments commended in ſuch caſes. Foreſtzs, 
in his fifth Book and ſixteenth Obſervation, ſets down ſome arcana in the 
Cure of it : but after the trial of them, we find him foiled in the Cure of 
his Patient,and the ſame Patient cured by another Chirurgeon,by the laying 
it open, and taking the rotten Bone our. 
I ſhall now ſhew you what they are when they have been longer treated by 
Suppuratives, and the like, 


A Servant to an Officer of the Court was brought to me ſorely afflicted 4. Obter- 


with one of theſe Paronychie in his Fore-finger by the ſide of the Nail, He '* 
had been under hands that had treated it with Medicaments till the putre- 
faction within had rotted the Ligaments and Perioſteum, and bared the Bone 
of the firſt Joint,and apoſtemated it to the third Joint. I laid it open by Inciſi- 
on from the very end of the Finger downwards the length of the Abſcelſs, and 
dreſſed it with Merc.precipitat.applying Doſlils over it ſpred witha Digeſtive * 
to keep the Lips of the Wound diſtended, and with long ſnips of Empl. dia- 
chalcit. rowled it up, leaving way between for the Matter to diſcharge, over 
which I repeated a moderate Bandage to preſs out the Matter in the Part,and 
reitrain the Influx, and reduce the Finger to its former ſhape. The third da 

[ drelſed it again, and, finding the Ulcer ſordid and over-grown with looſe 
fleſh,rubb'd ic with the Vitriol-ſtone,filling the Ulcer again with Merc.preci- 
pitat, and dreſſed it up as before. By this method I deterged the Ulcer, and 
with Sarcoticks incarned it, and by the application of Epuloticks with Ban- 
dage cicatrized it, and reduced the Finger to its natural ſhape, ſo that he re 
covered the ule of it. 


A Lady commended a Poor woman to me,who brought her Child,a little ;. ove. 


Boy of abour five years of age, grievoully diſeaſed of a Paronychia on the ve- vat. 
ry end of the Fore-finger and under the Nail. The end of the Finger was 
rotted away, and the Bone ſticking out bare : the Nail was alfo rotten, and 
neaved up by the putrefaction As COOIINE 42 I took hold of the Nail with 

my 
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my Forceps, deſigning to cut it off, (ir lying in my way; ) but it ſeparated 
oft from the root more ealily. I alſo pinch'd off as much of the end of the 
Bone as was naked, rubb'd the looſe Fleſh and the remaining Bone with 
my Viqriol-ſtone, and applied a Pledgit of Lint dipt in a Solution of 752i r, 
vitrioli next the Bone, then fil'd the Ulcer with Pracipitate, laying over it 
an Emplaſtr. unguent. e lithargyro with a moderate Bandage. The third day 
I dreſſed it again, and found a ſeparation of the corrupt tleſh: but the Mat- 
ter was more than I could reaſonably expect from ſuch an Ulcer. Whereupon 
I made a farther ſearch, and found a Sizw running the length of the ſecond 
Joint. I preſently made an Incifion that length, and filPd up the Opening 
with Doflils dipt in Lenients, then dreſſed the more corrupt parts with the . 
ſame Medicaments as before, and rowled it up. The third day after I took 
off the Dreſſings,and found the Bone covered with its Perioſteum in the Sinus 
I had laſt opened : but it was full of a looſe Fleſh the whole length. I dreſſed 
it as I had done the former ; the Vitriol-ſtone being of great uſe in theſe Ul- 
cers which ſo abound with luxurious Fleſh amongſt the Tendons : for by it 
the corrupt Fleſh is dried up without offending the Nerves, Tendons, or 0- 
ther ſound Parts; and the Ulcer may be deterged,according as it is touched, 
more or leſs ; and the Bone it ſelf, where it is bare or carious, may be dried 
by it, and diſpoſed to moulder off. Where the Hyperſarcoſis was great,there 
I alſo ſprinkled it with Przcipitate, whereby I more ſpeedily freed the Ulcer 
of its putrefaCtion ; and by the application of long ſnips of Emplaſter rowled 
about the Finger I reſtrained the influx of Humour. By moderate Com- 
preſſion I reſtored the Finger to its true ſhape,and by the common Epuloticks 
cicatrized it, without more loſs of the Bone than what I cut off at the firſt 
Dreſſing, the Stump exfoliating inſenlibly. 
6.cbſ.xz Whilſt I had the honour to attend the King at the Hazne, a Woman rela- 
vat. tedto oneof the Prizceſs Royal's Servants had been lamentably afflited with 
one of theſe malign Ulcers 1n the Fore-firger of her right Hand : by reaſon of 
the long application of Suppuratives the Bones of the firſt and ſecond Joint 
were rotted, and the putrefaCtion had ſpred round, and corrupted their Liga- 
ments. I made Inciſion the length of the Abſceſs,and upon farther ſearch tee- 
ling the Bones not onely rotten, but looſe, I took them both out, and ſe- 
parated the Nail from ſome part of the Ligament to which it adhered ; then 
deterg'd the Ulcer by filling it with Pracipitate, d:efled the Lips with Di- 
geſtives, and rowled it up. After I had thus deterged it, and by Compreſles 
- and Bandage reduced the Finger toa better figure, I left off the uſe of Dol- 
{ls, and bydong pieces of Emplaſter brought the Lips together, and left the 
Finger well ſhaped, and a Nail thruſt out again : but it, having loſt its Sup- 
porters, was of little uſe. Whether afterwards any Ca/lus thruſt out to ſupply 
the place of the Bones, I doubt : but in ſtrumous and ſome other Ulcers you 
may ſee how ſuch defect hath been recompenſed. 
4. Obſer- Some years ſince I was fetcht into the City to a Gentlewoman who was 
vat. muchafMiited with one of theſe malign Ulcers in the very firſt Joint of one of 
her Fingers. The Chirurgeon that attended it had been ſuppurating it, but 
the while the Bone corrupted. I propoſed the laying it open by Incilion, and 
to have proceeded by Deterlion. She aſſented to it,and accordingly it was laid 
- open. After a Dreſſing or twol left it to the CS. But about ten days 
after ſhe ſent for me again, and was much unſatisfied in the proceedings. 1 
looked upon it, and, ſeeing it was like to be a tedious and an unſucceſsful 
work, adviſed the cutting off of her Finger : which,after ſome deliberation, 
' ſhe ſubmitted ynto.

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Scotland,was [eized with a pain in the end of her Fore-finger,and delired my 
advice. I told her the nature of the Diſeaſe, and ſhewed her the neceſſity of 
making a Puncture with an Jnciſion-knife into the pained Part:but ſhe went 
murmuring away from me,and made uſe of ſome other, whoendeavoured to 
ſuppurate it. Jn the while I made her a viſit or two to perſwade her from 
that method ; but ſhe would not permit me to open it. Some while after,the 
putrefaCtion being increaſed, it made its way out, and diſcharged ſome of its 
Sordes, This they called Suppuration, and promiſed themſelves a ſpeedy 
Cure, cenſuring me for adviſing her to open it before Maturation, But 
in theſe Abſceſſes the Suppuration is falſe, and rarely happens till the Bone 
and Ligaments are corrupted : which after a while ſhe finding too true,made 
friends to me; at whoſe deſire I viſited her, and found the Finger miſerably 
ſwelled, and the Ulcer ſordid, the Bone lying rotten in it. I drefſed it with 
Deterſives, and offered to her conſideration, whether ſhe would permit the 
Ulcer to be cut open,(for Cauſticks are of ill uſe in Ulcers with Caries in theſe 
Parts,) and drefled with ſuch Medicaments as might cleanſe it, and diſpoſe 
the Bone to exfoliate, which would be a long work, and uncertain ; or that 
ſhe would without more delay permit-it to be cut off, and thereby have it ſpee- 
dily cured. After ſome demurr,ſhe ſubmitted to the latter ; and I cut it off 
with a Chilel, dreſſed up the Stump with pulv. Galeni cam albumine ovi; 
and rowled it on. The ſecond day after I dreſſed it cum terebinth. & vitel, 
oviigc.and digeſted it ; and afterwardsI incarned it with the common Sarco- 
ticks, and cicatrized it in few days with «zguert. deſiccat. rubr. and Pledgits 
dipt in aqua calcis, She gave me a great many good words for the ridding her 
of ſuch a painful Finger, but never forgave me the neglect (as ſhe called it) 
of dreſſing it with Suppuratives ; ſhe ſuppoſing that I could ſo Have cured it, 
and would not. It was a crime which might be theeafilier forgiven her,flince 
we meet with it ſo often in ſome of our own Profeſſion.

Cnuayr, XII. 


Of P teryg1on. 


Terygion is an Excreſcence of fleſh about the Nails of the Fingers orToes. Cauſe. 
P A Whitflaw ariſing about the Nails is often the Cauſe of this Diſeaſe in 
the Fingers: it is alſo cauſed by ſome Bruiſe of the fleſh under or about the 
Nails. Sometime an Excreſcence ariſeth from the root of the Nails by reaſon 
of ſorae Puſtule that preceded ; in which caſe the Membrane underneath is 
often concerned. 

It happeneth alſo in the Toes through ſome Bruiſe or preſſure of the Nail, 
eſpecially where the Nail is thick and bard, as ſome over-grown Nails are; 
whence pain and Inflammation is ſtirred up, and an eruption of Matter fol- 
loweth, which being exaſperated by a continual pricking or preſlure of the 
Nail, the Ulceration ſpreads and corrupts it, and thruſts out Excreſcences 
and looſe fleſh round about. W hen this happeneth in poor people;who travel 
much in the wet and dirt, and want that accommodation which is neceſſary 
to keep their feet dry and clean,the Matter corrupts the Tendons and Bones; 
asI have frequently ſeen among(t our common Souldiers in the time of the Ci- 
vil Wars, and among ſome of the poor people that come out of the Coun- 
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try in the time of publick Healing, to be touched for the King's Evil. 


They take their Dyfferexce from the Cauſe,and Part which they afte&t:ſome 
riſing ſuperficially in the ſides of the Nail with eroſion ; whereas others, ari- 
ſing from the Tendons, corrupt the Bones. 

The Signs are evident,viz.the Ulceration andExcreſcences appearing about 
the root or ſides of or under the Nails with pain. If it afte&t the Tendons or 
Membrane under the Nail,the pain is more vehement : if the Bone becorrup- 
ted, the putrefaCtive Smell will diſcover it. 

In the PrerygionafteCting the Skin there is no great difficulty of Cure : if the 
Nail be pared away, the Ulceration will ſoon heal. Burt if it ariſe from the 
Tendons or Membrane at the root of the Nail, the work is more hard, and in 
old people, or Bodies ill habited, ir is apt to gangrene. 

In the Cre of the ſuperficial Ulcerations with looſe fleſh ariſing about the 
Nail, you are in the frkt | place to cut away the Nail, that you may apply your 
Medicaments to the U1ceration, which may conſume or dry the looſe fleſh and 
cicatrize it: in which caſe you may uſealittle dry Lint,or Lint dipt in ag, cal- 
cis and dried, or pulv. cort. granat. batauſt. terr. ſigillat. lap. tutie ; in ſtronger 
habits, Merc.precipitat, Youare to avoid the application of moilt or greaſy 
Medicaments,for they rot the Nails,and increaſe the Ulceration. The Excre- 
ſcencesariling from theTendons or Membrane at the roots of the Nailsrequire 
Medicaments more powerfully drying ; ſuch asare es uſtum, ſquame eris,calx 
viva,troch. polyide, Andronis, Muſe : yea the Cauſtick-ſtone warily uſed, Merc. 
precpit, and the Vitriol or Alume-ſfone, may ſerve to cicatrize the Ulcer, 


Young Lady having bruiſed her Fore-finger accidentally,and neglected 
the Cure,ir corrupted under the Nail,and becanne very ſore. I was ſent 
for,and found the inlide of the Nail looſe,the skin at the root of the Nail rai- 
ſed up, and full of ſpongy fleſh. I preſently cut away the ſide of the Nail,to 
give diſcharge to tlie Matter, then dreſled it with dry Lint, and applied a 
Pledgit of «nguent.tutie over it. The Excreſcence riling from the root of the 
Nail I dreſſed with Merc. precipitat. and laid a Pledgit of unguerr. tutie over 
that Swelling, with a ſnip of Emplaſtr. diachalcit, as an intercipient,and row- 
led it up. The Ulceration on the fide where I cut the Nail away cicatrized by 
the foreſaid Dreſſings ; bur that at the root of the Nail I found [welled ; the 
Precipitatehad crulted the looſe fleſh and {topped the Matter in. I ſcraped it 
away, and filled the Ulcer again with the ſame Pracipitate, and applied a 
Pledgit and Emplaſter over it, as before. The ſecond day after I dreſſed it 
again, and found it more hollow, the looſe fle!h coming away in a Slough. I 
then left off the uſe of the Pracipitate, and applied a Pledgit of «-gnenr. tutie 
withan Emplaſter,and made a moderate Compreſſion over the Ulcer to unite 
the Cavity,and thereby agglutinated it in three or four Dreſſings,and cicatri- 
zed the lax edges with the Alume-ſftone and dry Lint. This Nail being caſt 
off,a new one thruſting forth reſtored the Part toits natural figure. From ſuch 
Ulcerations at the roots of the Nails there often ariſe greatExcreſcences,eſpe- 
cially from the Thumbs, and are extremely painful and difficult to cure. 
I was ſent for toone who was grievoully afflicted with ſuch anE xcreſcence: 
it was as big as a Cherry-ſtone ; it was hard and gleeted, and the parts about 


it muchioflamed. I applied a ſnip of Emplaſter between theExcreſcence and 


the Nail: then I rubbed the Excreſcence with a Cauſtick-ftone,and with an 
armed Probe dried up the Salras it diffolved in the working. After I had con- 
ſumed the Excreſcence, I waſhr out the Salts in the Eſcar with a little Wine 
warm,pulled away the ſnip of the Emplaſter which I had laid to defend the 
Nail from the Cauftick, and covered the Eſcar with Pracipirate, applying a 
Pledgit 
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Pledgit of baſilicon, and an Empl. e bolo over it. I dreſſed it the next day left 
the gleet ſhould offend the Nail ; but I found it dry,and the Patient ealie from 
an hour after I had laſt dreſſed ir ® I continued the uſe of Lenients, and, 
after the Slough ſeparated, rubbed the remaining root with Vitriol-ſtone, co- 
vering it with Przcipitate again;and afterwards by dreſſing it twice or thrice 
with Prezcipitate dried it up. 


A Gentleman, having layn ſomewhile underPhyſick andChirurgery for an z. Ovfr- 


Ulceration about theNail of his greatToe,conſulted me.I ſaw rheMatter flow 
round the Nail, yet the Nail was not looſe, nor did it ſeem to preſs into the 


fleſh ; for there had been a Corn-cutter who had cleared it : and in truth I ſup- great Toe. 


oſed the Matter toarile from behind the root of the Nail, it being there hol- 
a and inflamed. To mike a farther diſcovery,lI filled all the chinks with 
Merc. precipitat.and with a on Pledgit of Lint and Emplaſtr, de minio dreiſed 
it up. A day or two after, when we dreſſed it,we found the Nail overflowed 
with Matter,and could make no certain judgment of its original : whereupon 
wedreſlſed one (ide with Przcipitate,the other with dry Lint, and that behind 
the Nail with «zg«ert, 4;2pompholyz. and thereby it appeared that the Matter 
aroſe from behind the Nail. For by this way of drefling the fides dried ; but 
after we filled that Cavity over & behind the root of theNail,the Matter burſt 
out under the Nail, and was ſeen to lie in the ſides. Upon which Phyſick 
wasagain propoſed,to purge off the naughty Humours : but indeed the Cure 
conſitted in the cutting off that callous Skin behind the root of the Nail. Bur 
my BrotherChirurgeon diſſenting, thePatient complied with him to avoid the 
pain, Yet after a farther experiment by dreſſing two or three days, I prevai- 
led, and with an Incition-knife cut of that callous Skin, then digeſted it with 
unguent, baſilicon, and 1n as few days cicatrizedit : and from that time there 
appeared no more Matter ©: Hore. 


A Gentleman of about 70 years of age, having Nails on his great Toes very 4. Obſr- 


big, hard and crooked, the one of them preſſed ſo —_ upon the Membrane 
underneathitas ro make anUlceration, which increalingwith putrefattion,he 
came troTown.lIt ſeemed to me to be m_—_ underneath the Nail ; where- 
fore I preſently paſſed my Knife under the Nail, and made a ſeparation of ir. 
The lides of the Nail lay very deep,and in ſome parts tied faſt by its Ligament. 
It being removed, I waſhed the U cer with Wine ; but it bleeding roo faſt 
to make any farther judgment of it at that time, I covered it with Prazcipitate, 
and retained it on by Pledgits of Lint and Emplaſter. The ſecond day after 
I found it cruſted with the Przcipitate,buta corrupt Matter burſting through 
it in ſeveral parts, and the Ulcer appearing deep, I took off that Crutit, and 
dreſſed it with »»guezt. baſilicon mixt with Pracipitate and 4/wm. uſt. and by 
Detergents and Epuloticks, as hath been ſhewed in the preceding Obſervati- 
ons,] deterged fx: cicatrizedit: then cauling the Nail of the other great Toe 
to be raſped and cut round, to prevent the like accident, I diſmiſſed him. 

Sometime in elderly people a crudeHumour dilſeales theTendons and Mem- 
branes at the root of the Nail, and through defect of the natural heat cor- 
rupts it, and if it be not timely ſuccoured a Mortification follows. 


A Gentleman of above 70 years of age, complaining of a Sore at the root , yr... 
of the Nail of one of his great Toes, was commended to my care. The Ulcer va. 


was crude,and had corrupted the Fleſh and part of the Ligamenr. I dreſſed it 
up with Merc. precipitat. with a Pledgit of dry Lint upoathe Nail; and oyer 
the Part affeQted applied ungaent.baſilic.with Emplaſtr.diachalcit.. The ſecond 
day after, opening it ——_—— finding no digeſtion, 1 drefled it as before, and 
the next day fomented it with a Lixivium wherein was decofted ebſinth, &c. 
I cleanſed the Ulcer of the Przcipitate, and drefled it with a Doſlil diprt iz 
dleo

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oleo terebinth, hot and unguent. baſilic. with an Emplaſter over it. The next 
day I dabbled it hot with o/. terebixth. upon an armed Probe, filled it with 
Przcipitate, dreſſed it up as the day before, ang deſired that a Phyſician 
might be called to ſee the evil quality of the Ulcer, I ſuſpeCting it would not 
digeſt. The ſecond day after Doctor Jaſper Nedham met me,and ſaw the Ul- 
cer dreſſed. There then lay a hard dry Eſcar without either Matter or Gleet, 
which I took for a good Sign, and with my Knife made a little Separation of 
the Eſcar,to give vent to it,and dreſſed it up with Lenients,to haſten the fall 
of the Eſcar. It was ſeven or eight days in ſeparating, and then it came 
off with a well-digeſted Matter, incarned, and in few days cicatrized. 

W hen theſe Ulcers corrupt the Bone, the beſt way is to cut off that rotten 
Joint, to preſerve the reſt.

lay bare under the Nail of one of her great Toes, I adviſed the cutting off that 
Joint: which ſhe conſenting to,(as being the moſt eafie and ſpeedy way to pre- 
vent farther miſchief) I ſent for a Mallet and Chiſel, and cut it of.

TYErn isa peculiar Inflammiation,and belongeth to Bloud, it raiſeth a thick 

” redSwelling with itching pain in the Hands and Feer, 

Thoſe affeQting the Hands are generally called Chilb/anes, and under that 
notion I have ſeen them in the Faces of ſome tender perſons,who do not often 
expoſe them to the air without a mask.W hen they affect the Feet they are cal- 
led K zbes. 

This Diſeaſe happens ſometimes in people of age, but more often in Chil- 
dren. 

The outward Cauſe is the nipping cold air in the Winter ſeaſon, which pier- 
ceth the Skin,maketh painful Swellings,and at the ſame time {hutteth up the 
Pores ſo as the Humour cannot tranſpire, whereupon it corrupts, and raiſes 
little Wheals or Bliſters, which ulcerate the Cuticula, and corrode into the 
Skin, and ſometimes deeper, as in Kibes is frequently ſeen. 

The internal Cauſe may be taken from ſome indiſpolition of the Bloud. 

The S/gns are manifeſt in the back of the Hands and Fingers, they appea- 
ring,as we generally expreſs them,ſwelled with cold. They are of a thick red 
colour, and thruſt out many ſmall W heals which itch very much,and being 
rubb'd do ulcerate and chop the Skin, and diſcharge a thin Humour. Kzbes 
appcar after the ſame manner in the Heels. ; | | 

Chilblanes are exempt from danger, but are vexatious, and not eaſie to 

| cure 
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cure whilſt the cold weather laſts, and being cured are apt to return yearly. 
The Kzbes may prove dangerous, and ditteult to cure, if they be any whit 
neglefted, the Matter being apt to ulcerate the Fleſh to the Bone, and fome- 
times gangrene, 

In he Care the manner of living 1s to be conkidered, eſpecially that they Cure. 
defend themſelves from cold, and keep their Feet dry and warm. Of the 
Medicaments proper in this Diſeaſe {ome are preſervative, while the Skin is 
whole; and others are curative, and neceſſary when they are wheated and 
ulcerated. 

The Preſervatives are, as I have faid, to cloath the Parts warm, that the 
Pores may be open to give a breathing to the Humour : to which purpoſe 
furred Gloves and woollen Mittens and Socks are to be commended, allo 
Dog-skin Gloves for the poorer ſort ; the richer may have oiled Gloves. 
Socks dipt in Brandy-wine and worn are preventive, The Mariners to pre- 
vent this Diſeaſe in their Hands dip their Mittens in Sea-water, and having 
wrung out the water, draw them on. All Fomentations, whether it be freſh 
water, or Beef or Fiſh broth, are proper to further Tranſpiration. In the 
Cure we commend the Decoction of warm Plants,as Wormwood, Southern- 
wood, Mugwort, Marjoram, Thyme, Hyffop, Rue, Roſemary, Bays and 
Juniper, with their Berries. Turneps are the ſpecitick, and if they be fro- 
zen they are more efficacious. Unguept. roſat. cum oleo terebinth. in a roaſted 
Turnep is an approved remedy in the Cure of them : allo this, kX manzz, thu. 
ris, an. \, cort. pini 3 ij. axung. porcine & anſerin. an. 5 ii). cere 9. ſ. fiat Cera- 
tum, It the Ulceration be large, it requires to be cured as in an Ulcer with 
Fluxion. | 

In the Cure of Chilblanes we are never conſulred unleſs they be compli- 
cared with ſome other Diſcale, or are paſt the Cure.of common Applica- 
tions, 


Girl of about nine years of age, of a very ill Habit of body, was the .. or. 
A laſt hard Winter very much troubled with Chilblanes upon her Hands vat. of 
and Fingers. She had alſo Kibes on her Heels, and about one of her An- bo yormens 
cles, and on the ſmall of the other Leg. I directed a Fomentation of a De- 
coction of ſome of the aforeſaid Plants, with an addition of Brandy-wiae, 
with which they were all bathed. The excoriated Chilblanes I dreſſed with 
nnouent. de lithargyr. upon Pledgits of Lint lying at ſuch diſtance as the 
Matter might get out between. The Cluſters of Wheals were dapt with a 
Solution of ſacchar. Saturni in ſpir. vini, and the forementioned Cerote appli- 
ed over all, From the Kibes, which were ulcerated and fordid, I clipt the 
looſe Cuticula, and dreſſed them with unguent. baſilic. cum Merc. precipitat. 
and ſprinkled ſome of them firlt with Merc. precipitat. The Excoriations 
about them were dreſſed with «zgauent. twtie,&c. according as they required, 
during which ſhe was purged, and happily cured, 

A Gentlewoman of about forty years of age, abounding with ſharp Hu- 2. obſer. 
mours, was ſome Winters paſt grievouſly aftlicted with Chilblanes on her v2. of 
Hands and Fingers, which terminated in great Excoriations: they alſo af- Ogre 
feed her Face and Ears. TI let her bloud about 5 vii. and drefſed the Ulce- Ears and 
rations with «xguert. tutie, and waſht the Parts whealed and ſwelled with 79% 
ſpir.vini wherein was diſſolved ſacchar. Saturnui. The next,day ſhe was pur- 
ged with an Infuſion of /exa, rhabarb. cum ſyr. ex infuſ. roſ. cum agarico, 1 
bathed her Face and Hands with Barzer-poſſet,and dreſt the Ulcerations with 
nnguent, de lithargyr. She was preſcribed a medicated Ale with /ar/aparila, 
China, &c. with the antiſcorbutical Plants, and wasſometimes purged with 
calomel, 
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calomel. and refina Jalapii: by which method ſhe was cured, but hath been 
_ ſubje& to Chilblanes, and I believe will be ſo every Winter as long as 
e lives. 

3. Obſer- T was fetched to a Youth about ten years of age who had Kibes on both his 

vat! Heels. I bathed them at that time with Beef-broth out of the Pot, and clipt 

Heels, away the Cuticn/a which hung over them and ſhut in the Matter. That be- 
ing removed, I drefſed'the Ulcers which were ſordid with Detergents, »#- 
guent. baſilic. Pracipitate, and alum. uſbam, &c. as aboveſaid, and the Ex- 
coriations with Epuloticks: but the long continuance of the Ulcers had pro- 
duced a Fluxion, which ſwelled the Parts about. They not being ſo capa- 
ble of Bandage, I cauſed laced Socks to be made and put on, by which ha- 
ving reſtrained the deſcent of the Humours, I fomented the diſeaſed Parts 
with a Decot. ſalvie, beton. flor. roſ. rub. balauſt. nuc. cupreſſ. in Wine, then 
applied Compreſles dipt in the ſame, and by good equal Compreſſion diſpo- 
ſed the Ulcers to incarn and cicatrize, and cured them as Ulcers abounding 
with humidity. | 


Cnare, XIV. 
Of a Varix. 


Itherto T have treated of Tumours ariſing from the ſerous part of the 

Bloud : I ſhall now deliver ſomewhat of thoſe which take their origi- 

nal from pure Bloud ; and they are of three ſorts, Varix, Ecchymoſis, and 
Anenriſma, 

Varix is the dilatation of a Vein : it happeneth in divers parts of the Body; 
but for the moſt part the Thighs and Legs, the Teſticles and hzmorrhoidal 
Veins, and in Women the Belly, are frequently afteQted, 

Cauſe: It proceedeth from the reſtagnation of groſs Bloud, which being tranſmit- 
ted into the Veins,cither by reaſon of the depending of the Part,or from ſome 
other preſſure upon the Veſlel,or elſe by its own groſneſs,proves unapt for Cir- 
culation. Then,in ſtead of continuing its current proportionably to the other 
Parts, it ſtops in the place and coagulates, and by degrees increaſeth it ſelf by 
the acceſſion of the like particles out of the ſucceeding Bloud ; and, inlarging 
its bulk, dilateth its Veſſels into a capacity big enough to receive it. This 
coagulation of Bloud in a Yaris 1s not ſoentire as to {top the paſſage wholly 
up. For the ſucceeding current alway forceth at leaſt its thinner parts by the 
ſides of the Coagulum, and conſequently helpeth the dilatation, But it lieth 
lazily there, and ſuffers the reſt of the ſtream to paſs by it. This moſt com- 
monly happens in cutaneous Veſlels,where the Veins have no aſſiſtence from 
muſcular Fleſh,which by frequent preſſure would otherwiſe be apt to ſqueeze 
it forwards. To which it may be added, that the Valves of the Vein ſo ſwelled, 
whether naturally or accidentally, are weakened, and do not ſufficiently ſup- 
port the Bloud inats aſcent ; ſothat, falling down upon the ſides of the Veſſel; 
the weight of it is too great to bedriven forward by the venal motion of the 
Bloud. 

All parts of the Body are capable of Yarices,though they are moſt common- 
ly in the depending ones, as the Thighs, Belly, hxmorrhoidal Veins, the 

Telticles, 


UMI 
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Teſticles, &c. for the reaſon aforeſaid. But in other places, where depen- 
ding cannot be the cauſe of the Check of Circulation, we do ſee Yarices to 
row. 

x In ſome places it oweth its original to natural Cauſes ; as to the generation 
of Milk in the Breaſts, and of the Fe#tus in the Womb : in both which caſes, 
Nature being obliged to ſpend the nutritious Serum upon the uſes there inten- 
ded, the Bloud returns thick, and is apt to reſtagnate, and uſually increaſerh 
the Veinsat thoſe times to (ix or ſeven, it may beten, times their natural big- 
neſs : which very accident is by Doctor Walter Needham (-in his Book De for- 
mats fatis ) made uſe of as an argument to prove, that the nutritious juices 
are carried to thoſe places by the Arteries, and not by any peculiar Veſſels. 

But italſo preternaturally falleth out ſo in Tumours of the Breaſts and other 
Parts: in alt which ( but moſt viſibly in Cazxcers) the Veſlſelsinlarge,and the 
Veins become varicous. The cauſe of which may be referred either to the co- 
agulation of the Serum,or grumouſnels of the Bloud, or to the obſtruction of 
the Vein ſomewhere in its paſſage by ſome anguſtation upon it by part of the 
Tumour ; from whence it will often happen that the Vein beyond ir hath its 
current ſtopped, and is forced to ſwell. Nay, not only the contraftion of 
the Veſſels by preternatural Tumours doth this, but alſoany other Preſſure. 

Asin a Woman with Child,the burthen lying upon the Ramus 7liacus on ei- 

ther ſide of the body, makes the Thigh and Leg on all that fide varicous. 

Streight gartering doth the like in the Leg.So the weight of the Teſticles, or 

the preſure of a Bolſter-Truſs, in caſe of Rupture, renders them varicous. 

Riding much on horſe-back doth the like, by reaſon of the preſſure thar is 

made upon the inſide of the Thigh by the Saddle, to which it uſually clings ; 

eſpecially if you ride with long Stirrups. Soalſo by much walking and in 

Labouring-people / arices uſually happen, being occalioned, as I ſuppoſe, by 
the perpetual contraCtion the Muſcles are put upon in ſtanding, which being 
{ocontraRted do preſs upon the upper branches of the Veins in the Thigh, 
and ſtreighten them, thereby hindring the free aſcent of the Bloud. 

They are eaſily known, in what external Parts ſvever they are, by the tur- Signs. 
gency, the cxooked figure of the Veins, and azure colour, which is more or 
leſs apparent as the Veins lie ſuperficial or deep. 

The Sign of a Hernia waricoſa is, the unequal knotted Tumour in the vein 
leading to the Teſticle, with a relaxation of the ſame Teſticle : and when the 
Teſticles are inflated with Wind, the Vein is alſo diſtended and painfnl. 
What the Signs are of the Hzmorrho1Jal Yarices, and how they are to be 
treated, you may ſee in their Peculiar Treatiſe. 

Varices are not dangerous in themſelves, they rather free the Patient from Progne- 
imminent Diſcaſes,eſpecially thoſe of Melancholy ; according to that Apho- **- 
riſm of Hippocrates, Inſanis ſi varices vel hemorrhoides ſuperveniunt fit _ 
ſolutio. Which words are to be underſtood of Veins it they grow very large, 
or if they break and run : but if they flow intemperately, Cachexia, Droplie, 
Conſumption, and ſuch like Diſeaſes, follow. So, on the contrary,if they be 
unſeaſonably ſuppreſt, Madneſs, Pleuriſie, Coughing of bloud, pain inthe 
Kidney, Apoplexies, &«. do follow. The Hernia varicoſa or Chforele is dit- 
ficult to cure, as the reſt are. 

The Yarices ought not to becured, unleſs.they be ainful, or that they be cure. 
extended into a large Tumour, or ulcerate and bleed much: for, as I have 
faid,they preſerve health. Bur ifthere be a neceſſity of curing them,it ought 
to begin with Purging and Bleeding, not once or twice, but often repeated ; 
and if the Viſcera be in fault,they ought to be ſtrengthned and amended;after 


which the Cure may be endeavoured by aſtringent & exliccant ">

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and thoſe to be applied with convenient Bandage, to preſs back the bloud co- 
agulating inthe Veſſel;and moderately reſiſt the Current. If theſe ſuffice nor, 
then,according to the ancient practice, youare to proceed by Section,dividing 
the Skin and-ſeparating the Teguments ; and haviog railed the varicous 
Vein, you are to pals a Ligature aboveand:-anather beneath it,making a de- 
ligation of them ; then flit the Veia, caſt out the groſs Bloud, and afterwards 
digeſt and heal it, as is after ſaid inan Azeuriſma, With what ſuccels this 
hath been done, you may read in the Works of Fabricins Hildanus : and whe- 
ther the pain be little or much worth-the while, you may ſee Marius his Ar- 
gument thereof in his Life fer down by Plutarch. In my Practice I have met 
many diſeaſed with varicous Swellings in the Thighs, Legs, Belly, &c. ſome 
of them very large, and as un{zghtly as troubleſome : but I never met with 
one Parient that cared to hear of the Cure. by Ligature, nor indeed have I 
ſeen any great reaſon for it. For if the unſightlineſs and pain be in the Legs, 
it may bc helped by the wearing a laced Stocking, placing a Card, piece of 
Vellum or beaten Lead between them. A laced Trowze will do as much for 
the Tiiigh. When they affect the Belly, they may be reltrained by a Bracer, 
without much trouble to the Patient, or 4nconvenience to his health. Bur 
if you {u{peCt it, you may in great Farices both purge and bleed them. The 
Medicaments externally apphed are balanft, cortices granat. rof. rubr. uuc.cu- 
pref. Empl. Ceſaris, unguent, ſumach. &Cc. 

The Cure of the Hera1a varicoſa is by good Bandage,vzz. a Bag-Truls,and 
the ſame Medicaments above mentioned : but if they be diſtended with 
Wind, treat themas {larulent Tumours. How the Yarices when ulcerated 
ought td be dreſſed and cured, you may ee in the Treatiſe of U/cers. 
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Nother ſort of Tumour ariſing from meer Bloud is the Ecchymoſes, .cal- 
A led by the Latims Suff+ſio or Sugillatio : which two latter are more pro- 
per to the Eye than other Parts. 

Ecchymoſis may be defined, an Extravaſation of the Bloud in or under the 
Skin of any other Part, the Skin remaining whole. 

It is an eruption of Bloud from the leſſer Veſſels in the Skin or near it, 
whether from Blow, Bcuiſe, Fall, or Prick of a Lancet in Chirurgery, when 
the Orikice of the Vein lieth not directly under the Orifice made 1n the Skin, 
ſo as that the whole ſtream may diſcharge there, and after bleeding both be 
cloſed together. For if when-you cloſe the outermoſt the inner lieth open, it 
will make a Sugillation. 

Theſe external Effuſtons are the Subject of this Chapter. 

To the better under{tanding of the nature of theſe, it will be neceſſary to 


divide the Bloud into two parts, Serum and Grumns. 


The Serwm is that fluid ſubſtance which floweth about the Coagulum or Gra- 
mus in the Chirurgeon's Porrenger. Itis not only the nutritious juice that 
noutiſheth all the parts of the Body,but alſo the Balſam that heals it; & is that 
thing that is capable of digeſtion, diſcuiſon, and many other alterations. This 
is the Vehicwum of the Gramus, and whilſt it circulates doth keep it fluid, and 
Cau- 
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great, it will by degrees ſwallow up the Gramws,difſolving it and returning it 
intothe Veins again : but if the effuſion be great, ſo that the Gramm ſeparates 
from the Serum inthe Contulion, there it dithcultly re-uniteth with the Serum 
again, much leſs digeſts, but either putrefieth in the Part,making Inflamma- 
tion, and ſometimes Gangrenes ; or elſe, which is more ſeldom,hardens there 
and dries,making only a morbus in numeris partium, Such a one Doctor Wal- 
ter Needham and my {lf ſaw in the Foot of a young Gentlewoman, who was 
our Patient upon another account. 


Signs of a Contuſion are the black and blew colour with or without Tu- * 
Cauſes, 

The danger is ſmall, if the Contuſion be ſuch : alſo whilſt the Humours ,,. 
are thin and fluid, there is hopes of returning them back, or they may be tick. 


mour. The Cauſes, as Blow, Fall, &c. are learned from the By-ſtanders. 


afterwards diſcuſſed. 

But when any great Contuſion happens,there the caſe alters,and danger 1s 
often great : of which, to omit many others, that of Ingrafins is a remarkable 
inſtance ; where a Nobleman's Leg being bruiſed by the armed Knee of one 
that encountred him on horſe-back, it killed him 1a three days. 

When the Part, in ſtead of being black, blew or green, groweth red, hard 
and painful, the danger is eminent. Such was thecaſeof a fat Gentleman, 
. who, by a Fall upon his Buttocks going down ſtairs, bruiſed thoſe Parts,and 
neglecting the Cure, it tended toward a Gangrene, but was got off by Sca- 
rificarion and Diſcutients.

Since the diſcovery of the Circulation of the Bloud,ſome people have pro- cure. 


poled to themſelves the Czre of this Diſeaſe by returning the Bloud back into 
its Veſſels by warm Applications, as /þir. vint, &c, Which poſſibly may 
have ſeemed to effect it where the Ecchymoſis hath been ſmall : but in great 
effuſions of bloud, accompanied with much pain, it is not reaſonable to hope 
a return of the Bloud by ſuch Applications ; for thereby the Tumour would 
be made bigger, and the leaſt that can be expected therefrom is a Suppura- 
tion; whereas thoſe which ſhall be treated according to the method of the 
Ancients;by Repellents, and afterwards by Diſcutients, ſhall be ſecured from 
Apoltemations, and ſoon recovered, if the Habit of the body be any whit 
00d. 
, If the Effuſion be great, we begin the Cure by opening a Vein, and draw- 
ing bloud proportionably, If it be ſmall, the common Remedy of brown Pa- 
per ſoaked in cold water or Oxycrate may ſerve for the firſt Applications ; 
and afterwards the Sugillation may be breathed forth by fomenting it with 
Diſcutients, or warm water, or with ſir. vin, ol. aniff, &c. Butif we ſul- 
pet great Extravaſation, we then embrocate witho/. roſ. myrtill. cum aceto & 
album, ovor. and renew the Applications often : or if more aſtringent be re- 
quired, the” : may þe added of the pulv. bol. Armen. ſang. dracon. flor. ro. 
rub, balauſt. myrtill. gallay, uuc. cuprefſſl, And after the Fluxion is reſtrained, 
we apply Diſcutients with Repellents. R «7g. aregon Ziij. ol. lumbric. cham, 
rute, an. 3). terebinth. Jij. pulv.ſem, fanug. 3v\. flor. roſ. rubr. balauſt.an. 31z.cro- 
ct Jij. cere 9. /. fiat Ceratum. If the Skin be whole, 'a mixture of the tops 
of green Wormwood, Bay-falt and Vinegar may be applied. In great effu- 
ſions of bloud this Diſcutient may be applied after the Fluxion is checked : 
R rad, bryonie, ſigill. Solomonts, an. Fil). flor. cham. ſambuci, an. P.). far. horde, 
fabar. ſem. fanug. an. Zj. ſummit. abſinthit M. j. ſem. cumini 5ii). coq. in vino,

with a decoct, abſinth, in lixivio com. If after ſuch Applications the Bloud

or Parts underneath : but if it inflame, and turn to Suppuration, faſten it by 
Suppuratives, and give vent to the Matter, and deterge with mundif.ex apo, 
&c. as the putrefaCtion requireth. If it tend to Mortification,treat it as ſuch ; 
but with Caution to leave off theſe Applications when you have reſtored the 
native heat to the Part, leſ{t'thereby you make new Fluxtion, and the Part 
gangrene indeed, 

In caſe the body be bryyſed by a Fall from on high, orany other way, the 
Patient is to be immediately let bloud, and the bruiſed Parts to be embroca- 
ted with ſome of the abovelaid Repellents ; or, if it may be had, lap him in a 
Sheep-skin flay'd quick oft : and then you may preſcribe the common Reme- 
dies, as a draughr of Spruce Beer, or 3j. ſperm. ceti, Iriſh Slate, or ſuch like 
- Powders; Re rhabarbari toftt, terre ſigill. mumiz, an.p. eq, The Dole may be 
- adram inſome proper Vehicle: and afterwards you may by Diſcutients in 

| the form of Unguents or Cerots breath forth the remaining bruiſed Bloud. 
Sf I ſhall now give you ſome Obſeryations of an Ecchymoſis, and ſhould be- 
gin with the leſſer, as thoſe in the Face, which are ſo commonly known by 
the black and blew marks which they leave behind : but the Cure being as 

common, makes it not worth my labour. Something of them you ma 
meet with in the Treatiſe of Wounds, Of the Cure of the greater Coarull. 


ons I ſhall give you ſome Inſtances. 


= Ccach, his foot ſlipped, and he bruiſed his Shin upon the Foot-board. 
He returned to his Lodging, and purpoſed to fend for a Chirurgeon : but in 
the while looking upon it, and ſeeing no. skin broken, he was adviſed to bath 
it with fir. viz, torarehie the bloud and keep it circulating ; a new way to 
make work for a Chirurgeon. He did fo, and lapp'd it about with a cloath 
dipt in the ſame, continuing this way of Dreſſing ſome days. It growing 
daily leſs painful, but the Swelling not going away, I was ſent tor, and 
perceived indeed the black and blew colours to be in a great meaſure gone, 
but by their relation the Tumour was bigger : by which it was eafie to judge 
of the great virtue of ir. vini {o uſed. Whereas by Repellents at firſt with 
theexpulſive Bandage the Bloud might have been reſtrained, and afterward 
what was extravaſated might have been eaſily diſcuſſed. We ſee it daily in 
our Practice, and cenſure thoſe of our Profeſſion who ſufter ſuch Extravaſa- 
tion 1n every little Tumour to corrupt. 

In this Patient there was a Tumour of about a week's continuance : the 
queſtion was, whether what was contained in the Tumour was Bloud or 
Matter. IfMatter, then a painful Fluxion ihould have preceded with FÞn- 
flammation and hardneſs, and have terminated by Diſcuſſion or by Suppu- 
ration : whereas this ſwelled and was painful upon the blow, but was never 
hard nor inflamed, or much painful, after the ſenſe of the {troak was over, 
but ſoft from the firſt night ; and muſt conſequently be Bloud. But whether 
it were Bloud putrefied, or concocted Matter, there remained no hopes of dif: 
cuſſing it ; nor was it ſafe permitting it to lodge ſo near the Bone in expeCta- 
tion thereof, Therefore, without farther diſpute, I laid it open by Incilion, 
and diſcharged about two ſpoonfuls of a corrupt black bloud and Serum ; 
then dreſſed it up with a Digeſtive ex terebinth.and embrocated the Tumour 
with o/. chamem. and applying an Emplaſt. ſtiff. Paracelſ. with Compreſs and 
Bandage rowled it up. The third day after I dreſſed itagain, fomenting ir 
with the DecoCtion ſet down 1n the method of Cure,and deterged with mwwn- 


aif. Paracelſi; and by the help of the Vitriol-ſtone and the common Sarco-

A decayed old Gentleman walking in the ſtreets one evening was cruſht 2. Obſer- 
up toa wall by a Cart : the W heel pafſing too.near him bruiſed the our-ſide '* 


of his left Leg, bur did not break theskin : it was ſuddenly {welled, and very 
painful. His Friends chatfed it with Brandy-wine, and, dipping a.cloath in 
the ſame, bound it about the Part. By this way of drefling that {ide of his 
Leg {weld and inflamed very much. Others adviſed him Lucatels Balſam : 
by which improper Application the Fluxion was increaſed, and the Patieng 


confined to hts bed. Here was an object of Charity, upon which account F 


was ſent to him. I found the out-hide of his Leg fwell'd and apoſtemated 
from the Gartering tothe Small. I haid it open by Cauftick an inch or two, 
according to the length of the Member. In dividing the Eſcar, there was 


diſcharged a large quantity of Matter with clotted bloud init. I dreſſedthe - 


Efcar with Lenients, and embrocated the Parts affeQted cum ol. rof. & vino 
a»ftero, and applied Empl. « bolo over the Tumour with Comprels and Ban- 
dage. The next day I brought a DecoCttion of abþenth. flor. cham. roſ. ruby. 
bace. myrtill. fomented the Leg, and drefled the Eſcar with Lenients to ha- 
ſten Suppuration ; then by good Bandage thrutt out the Matter, and endea- 
voured to agglutinate the hollow Parts; but could not do it without laying 
it more open by a ſnip made with a Probe-{ciffors. After which I deterged 
the Ulcer with the Vitriol-ftone and with «ngnext.baſilic. cum Merc.precipitat. 
Then I incarned and cicatrized it, as hath been faid in the former Obferva- 
tion. If in ſtead of pir. vin. &c. they had dreſſed this man's Leg. cu bo!. 
Armen. aceto, album. ovor. & ol, roſ., they might have haply prevented the 
pain and trouble that followed. 


An old Gentleman was ſorely bruiſed by a Fall in ſeveral parts, but eſpe- ;. op. 
cially on the inſide of his lefr Arm. After the ſpace of two months I was va. 


conſulted, and ſaw an Fechymoſis very hard and big lying along the Veſlels 
that reach on the inſide of the Armto the Elbow-joynt. I embrocated cum 
oleo lumbricor. vulpin, & guttis aliquot olei origani & lavendule, and applied 
cerat. agripp.over all, The next day I fomented with Diſcuticats to which 
was added /þir.vint, Then, having embrocated it as aboveſaid, I appli'd a 
Cataplaſm ex farints hordei, orobi, lentium, ſem. fxnmereci, cum flor. chame- 
meli, ſambuci, &c. decoQed in ſome of the former Fotus, with an addition of 
ſome of the aboveſaid Oyls and Oxymel /cillitic, By which method the Swel- 
ling and Ecchymoſis were {cattered. 


mpl. e bolo applied over the grieved Part. VenaſeQion was propoſed, but 
not permitted, by reaſon of his age,nor would he purge. The third day he com- 
plained of extremity of pain,and ſuſpected his Hip luxated.I took oft the Dref(- 
ſings,and felt the Joint well, but all that ſide of the Thigh over-{pread with an 
Ecchymoſis. T embrocated with ol.chamemel.CF lumbricor,with an addition of of, 
terebinth.and applied Empl./ti&, Paracelſ.with a third part of Empl. diachalcite- 
05 ;and the next day fomented the diſeated Thigh with decott. abſenth. &c. in 
vino & aqua, to which was added fþir. vini. Thus the extravaſated Serum was 
reſolved : bur the Emplaſter was continued by reaſon of his pain which xe- 
mained notwithſtanding. Some weeks after he complained of a nummednels 
of the whole Leg : upon which account Embrocations were repeated, allo 
Purging and decoiZ.ſarſe,&c.with Antiſcorbuticks : but he took hittle of them.

Some days after, being informed 

that the Eſcar did not ſeparate, but grew painful, I viſited him, and ſaw it 

dry, not likely to ſeparate : the Leg was alſo {ſwelled with pituitous Humours, 

Since his Fall he had been below itairs walking with Crutches, but of late 

did ſit up moſt part of the night, by reaſon of his pain. This and the weak- 

neſs ofthe Member had occaſioned the Swelling,and inteebled the native heat 

inthe deſigned Fontanel. I cut into the Eſcar, dapr it cum oleo terebinth; hor, 

and filld it with Merc. precipitat. then dreſſed it with Pledgits applied 

warm out of a mixture of «»guezt. baſilic. with ſome of the ſaid Oyl ; after 

fomented the Leg with a Lixivinm wherein had been decocted ſome of the 

warm Plants, and appli'd a Cataplaſm over the Ulcer.

N Azenriſma, according tomy Deſcription, is an Ecchymoſss, and indeed 
A the higheſt Species of it. But ſince Authors have given another ac- 
count of that Tumour, and haveallowed it a peculiar Chapter, I have done 
ſo too; the rather, becauſe the nature of the Veſfel through which the Ef- 
fuſion is made doth require a difterent method of Cure. 

Deſcripti It is a Tumour ſoft, white, and yielding to the touch, but riſeth again up- 
ON. on the removal of your finger ; and is for the moſt part accompanied with 

pulſation of the Artery. Þ EK. 
Opinion It israiſed, according tothe Opinion of Authors, by dilatation or relaxa- 
of the An- tion of the Artery ; they ſuppoſing the Bloud to have burlt its paſſage 
eicnts. through the firſt Coat, and dilated the ſecond, thereby raiſing the Tumour, 
- And this ſome of them have delivered to us fo poſitively, as if they had in 
opening them found the exteriour Coat ſo dilated. This I my ſelf was taught, 
and ſome while believed : but not having been able by my Prattice todiſco- 
ver one Aneuriſma made by dilatation or relaxation of the outward Coat, I 


am apt to believe that there is no ſuch thing, bur that it takes its riſe _ 
Blou

Bloud burſting quite through the Artery into the interſtices of the Muſcles, 
where it raiſeth a Tumour ſuitable to the Cavity it findeth, growing bigger 
or leſs, of this or that ſhape, as the Muſcles give way. But this Tumoyr con- 
ſiſts of Bloud extravaſated, rhe Artery lying undilated the while. I do there- 
fore ſuſpeC&t the poſhbility ofan Anenriſma by the dilatation of the outward or 
ſofter Coat of the Artery, becauſe it ſeems improbable that a force hig 
enough to burſt the inward Coat, which is fo toughand firm, ſhould leave 
_ theexteriour, being ſofter and weaker, whole, and go out ſoleiſurelyinto it 
as tO give 1t time for dilatation. Thoſe which I have met with did all come 
from downright eruption through both the Coats ; and thoſe that come from 
external Punctures muſt of neceſſity begin with a breach of the external 
Coat firſt, it being next the Lancet, or other Weapon that made the diviſion, 
Sennertus would have it xo heal again, though contrary to my experience, 
- who have always found it open as well as the internal: and indeed reaſon 
mult tell us, thar the conſtant eruptions of bloud out of the Artery in every 
Pulſe muſt needs keep it open ; nay, the Bloud keeps not within the bounds 
of any 0ne Membrane, bur I have ſeen it extravaſated through all the inter- 
ſtices of the Muſcles of the whole Arm. 
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The Cauſes of Aneuriſma's are divers, internal, or external. x. Theinter- Cauſes, 


nal Cauſe is, the impetuoſity of the Bloud, which moving with greater vio- 
lence inits Chanels than the Artery can ſuſtain, doth force its way through 
the ſide of the Veſlcl, and, buriting a hole in it, doth iſſue into the ſpace that 
lieth between it and the neighbouring Muſcles, there incrafſating the Mem- 
branes of the Muſcles, and traming it ſelf a neſt. 

This Impet#s may riſe firſt from the quantity of the Bloud. Either when it 
is more than the Veſſel can contain,a caſe that ſeldom happens to produce an 
Aneuriſma in any conſpicuous Veſlel ; but it any ſuch thing be, it opens at 
the Noſe, or Lungs, or in the Brain, ( there caulingan Apoplexy ;) or in the 
Stomach, Guts, Azzs, &c. Orelſe when this Bloud is not really more than 
the whole Body naturally ſhould contain, but by violent Paſſion,or motion in 
ſtirring, is roo forcibly driven forwards from the Heart towards ſome peculiar 
Artery ; when the farther progrets being ( it may be ) intercepted by ſome 
violent contraCtion of the Muſcles through which it mult paſs, it of neceſſity 
breaks the Veſſel: and thus in violent Vomiting and other Straining Aneu- 
riſma'sare often made in the Neck, Arms, Legs, &«. 

Secondly, from the qualiry of the Bloud, which, being too ſharp or thin, 
erodes the Veſſel ; or, being. highly fermented by other cauſes, burſts 
through all. 

This Bloud, though extravaſated, doth uſually 2 : partly, becauſe 
the body of the Artery from which 1t breaks doth pals through it, and by its 
Pulſe doth agitate that ; and partly, becauſe in every ſuch Pulſe ſome addi- 
tion of Bloud is made to the Tumour. Yet this Pulſe is chiefly in ſmall 
Aneuriſma's or ſuperficial ones ; for in the greater the motion of the Artery 
Is not always felt, 

2. Theexternal Cauſes are punCture by Lancet or Weapon, cutting, brui- 
ſing, eroſion, or whatever elſe may divide the Coats of the Arteries. 


The Differences of an Aneuriſma are either from its magnitude,ſituation,or _ 


ſhape. From the Magnitude it is denominated great or little, poſſeſſing the ;. 


whole member or a part. From its Situation,it 15 ſuperficial near the Skin, or 
deepin the Muſcles. From its Shape:either it keeps the ſhape ofthe Part;which 
uſually happens when the Oritice in the Artery is ſinall, lo that the Bloud 
comes our leiſurely, and finds the neighbour-Membranes ſo well unitedas to 


keep it within a certain channel, which Membranes are allo farzified by an 
addition 
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Progno- 
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addition of a Serum coagulated from the extravaſated Bloud : or elſe it alters 
its form, when it groweth ſuddenly and irregularly, the Eruption being ſo 
great that it cannot be kept within bounds ; or when it is by an ignorant 
Chirurgeon treated with Lenients and Diſcutients, being miſtaken tor ſome 


. other Diſeaſe ; for in this caſe rhe Membranes are relaxed, and give way to 


the Tumour. 
From theſe Differences the Sig-s of an Aneuriſma may be taken.If the Tu- 


mour be ſmall and ſuperficial, a Pullation may ealily be felt in every part of 
it. If it be great and riſe ſuddenly, and was white and ſoft from its firit ap- 
pearance, though there be no Pullation to be felt, yet you may conclude it an 
Aneuriſma, there being not any Humour ſave that of Bloud which can ſo ſud- 
denly raiſe fuch a Tumour. The often increaſe and diminution of the Tu- 
mour isalſo a Sign of an Aneuri/ma ; the diminution of it being the return 
of the Bloud into the Artery, whence it as often cometh out again. 

If it happened from a Puncture ofa Lancet,the manner of the ſpurting our 
of the Bloud will ſhew it : and if ir-do not bleed, yet a ſudden Tumour th: uſts 
up under your Finger, with Pulſation,the bloud breaking out into the jater- 
ſtices of the Muſcles, though not quite into the Skin, 

The Tumour is more compact or ſcattered according as there was care ta- 
ken at firſt to reſtrain it within compaſs. In ſome of thele there is redneſs 
and Inflammation, by reaſon of te expanſion of the Parts beyond their capa- 
city, or from the putrefaCtion of the Bloud : in which latter caſe Fever and 
Fainting for the moſt part accompany it. 

All Anenriſma's are difficult of Cure. Thoſe which are large, and ariſe 
from Arteries deep in the Muſcles, to which you cannot make your Appli- 

cations, are incurable : and if they be unadviſedly opened, the Patient is ia 
great danger of his life. But if the Aneuriſma be in fach a Part as is capable 
of Bandage and application of Medicaments, the Cure 1s feaſible; or the 
Diſeaſe may be palliated to the eale of the Patient. 

The Cureof an Aneuriſma conſiſts in the timely application of proper Me- 
dicaments, and Bandage to reſtrain the Bloud and keep it within its Channel : 
or by Eſcaroticks or the aCtual Cautery you may deſtroy it.But if ir lie where 
you may take it up,the Cure is then beſt performed by dividing it. The Medi- 
caments proper to reſtrain it in its motion, and agglutivate the Vellel, are, 
bol. Armen. ſang. dracon.thus, aloe, far.volat. gypſum; allo the juices of plantag. 
burſ. paſtoris, millefol. vince pervince, piloſelle, lamii, and ſuch like, The Com- 
pounds may be made of ſome of the foregoing Powders with ſome of the 
aforeſaid Juices, or mixt cum aceto & albumin. ovorum. 

In the firſt appearance of the Tumour, if it aroſe from an internal Cauſe, 
you ſhall endeavour by the application of ſome of the aforeſaid Aſtringents 
and Bandage to reſtrain the growth of it: butif it be in a place incapable of 
Bandage, you mult content your ſelf with the application of Empl.Ceſari, or 
ſuchlike. Ifit be near the trachea Arteria, the Patient may wear beaten Lead 
or Gold ypon it covered with Sarſenet or the like. You are to be well adviſed 
before you attempt the Cure by opening it. If by putrefattion the Bloud 
burſt forth ſuddenly upon you, the life of your Patient is then in danger,and 
it will become you to be quick in the application of good Reſtrictives and 
Bandage, till you have time to conſider what todo: and be ſure to provide 
againſt thenext Eruption ; for till it break of it ſelf you are not to open it ; 
and then you may attempt the ſtopping of the Flux by ſuch means as have 
been or hereafter ſhall be propoled. 

If the Anerriſma happen by Puncture in letting .bloud, the Chirurgeon 


ought to permit the Veſlel opened to bleed freely : but if it doth not bleed well, 
let 
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let him immedaately looſen the Bandage; and apply a Comprels dipt in his 

MAFESTTY's Stiptick, or, for want of it, in Oxycrate. Eet it be held firm- 

ly upon theApertion by aServant,whillt theChirurgeon openetha Vein inthe 

other Arm, and maketh Revullion by a large evacuation to fainting, if it may 

be permitted. The while let your aſtringent Powders be applied to theWound, 

with good reltrictive Emplaſters over them. The upper part of theArm tothe 

Axilla is to be defended by cloaths wrung out of Oxycrare. Then with a Row- 

ler with two heads take two or three turns upon the diſeaſed Part, and 

rowl upward, (his Arm being bowed the while :) and, for more ſecurity, 

take a turn about the Neck, and return back with your Bandage gradually to 

the Part affected, faſtening it on the outlide ; then make theexpullive Bandage 

from the Hand upward. Theſe ought to be made to the eaſe of the Patient, 

who, being thus dreſt, muſt be put into his Bed,and his Hand placed upon his 

Breaſt, Contemperating Juleps, Emulſions, Opiats,e. ought to be preſcri- 

bed him, and his Dier, & to be regulated as is propoſed in the Chapt. of the 

Wounds of the Veins and Arteries, Having made this Bandage well, you are 

not.ro be over-haſty in opening it again ; for this firſt Dreſſing haply ſecures 

your Patient. For the great miſchief happening in theſe Aneuxſma's pro- 

ceedeth from the ignorance of the Bloud letter, who, not conſidering the er- 

rour by him committed in letting bloud, binds up the Arm careleſly, and the 

next day, upon the Patient's complaint, not diſcovering the cauſe of the Tu- 

mour,foments and embrocates it,thereby making way for the Bloud to empty 

it ſel: into the interſtices of the Muſcles ; whereupon the wholeArm ſwelleth. 

In which caſe a laced Sleeve and Glove may be of great uſe. , When this me- 

thod fails, it may be neceſſary that you prepare for Deligation of the Artery. ” 

The manner of doing it you may ſee in the Chapter of the Wounds of the Veins 

and Arteries, I ſhall alſo ſhew it in one of the following Obſervations. 

I Have had many brought to me with ſwelled Necks, upon ſuſpicion that ,, or. 
they were troubled with a ſpecies of Kzneg*s Evil,called Broxchocele: but the vat. of 

Pulſation of thoſe Tumours ſhewed them to be Aneuriſma's, and the molt dit: ering 

ficult to treat, they, by reaſon of their ſituation, not being capable of Bandage. near the 

In which caſes I commonly propoſed the wearing of a Cap of beaten Lead "Me 

k . . . rtTerig. 

made of many ſheets laid upon one another, and covered with Silk or Sar- 

ſener, which with Ribbons were made to faſten about the Neck with much 

eaſe: or, if they would have Emplaſters, I applied ſome of a mixture of «#- 

guent. ſumach with Empl. Ceſars, or ſuch like. 

W here Ancuriſma's have attetted Parts capable of Bandage, I have ſome- 
tine palliated them : but when they would not be ſo quieted, I proſecuted 
the Cure as followeth. 

A Man of about 4o. years of age, having ſome time been troubled with a ,, qG-. 
large {oit Tumour on the inlide of his right Leg about his Gartering, deſired var. of an 
my advice. It was without Pain, Inflammation or Pulfation, bur ſoft from its 
firſt appearance, and was bigger or leſſer according as he walked much or lir- 
tle; which gave me {ufpicion it might be an Azeuri/ma. I applied Empl. Ce- 

ſari over it, cauſed a laced Stocking to be put on, let him bloud, and adviſed 

to Purging, regulation of Diet and Exerciſe,cc. by which it was kept quiet 

{ome time. But he,growing more ſecure,neglected the Rules preſcribed him ; 

whereupon the Tumour encreaſed, and burſt forth one Night in a flux of 

Bloud. I was ſent for,and found much extravaſated ; but the Opening it ſelf 

was {topt with a clot of grumous bloud. I dreſſed it up with ReſftriQlives and 

Compreſs wrung out of Oxycrate. Then I made Revulſion by VenzſeCtion 

and Deligation of other Parts. I alſo preſcribed Opiats, &«. to calm the fer- 
L ment 
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ment in the Bloud. By this and my way of dreſſing the Bloud was for ſome 
days tolerably reſtrain'd : but as the Opening grew bigger, the ettulion was 
greater. Upon which conſideration I had provided ſome #rochiſci de minio of [e- 
veral ſizes, alſo ſome pulv. ſine pari Jo. Arden. I put in ſome of the former, 
and applied my Reſtrictivesand Bandage over the Tumour; and,as often as 
the Bloud burit forth, I continued that way of dreſſing, hoping by thoſe Eſca- 
roticks to deſtroy the Artery. Afterwards the Orifice growing larger,I filled 
up the Abſceſs with the pulv. ſize pari upon Doflils, and applied Reſtrictives 
and Bandage as before. The Patient grew daily weaker ; but from this latter 
Dreſſing the Bleeding was reſtrained till the ifrh day,when I was neceflitated 
to open 1t,by reaſon ot the Excoriations made in many places about it by the 
Eſcaroticks : nor was it then much. The Opening being large, I applied the 
Eſcaroticks to more advantage, and dreſſed the Excoriatidns with unguent. 
aloum camphorat. continuing my Empl. e bolo and Bandage. From that time 
the Bleeding was ſtopped, I ſuppole by conſuming the Artery ; yet for ſome 
while there came away much ſtinking clotted Bloud, W hile I endeavoured to 
keep the Bloud within the Abſceſs,it infinuated between the Muſcles,making 
the Calt og the Leg hollow to the very Tendon: theretore,aftter I was ſecu- 
red of the Bleeding. I made way for the eaſte diſcharge of Matter, and deter- 
ged the Abſceſs with wwundif. Paracelſ. To the Excoriations I continued the 
uſe of Epuloticks, and nouriſhed my Patient with good Broths,Caudles,Cc. 
by which he recovered ſtrength apace. The ſharp Humours being evacuated 
with his Bloud, the Abſceſs incarned by the application of the common Sar- 
coticks, and he yas cured 1n leſs than a Month, recovering alſo the perfect 
uſe of his Leg. 

Some years lince I was deſired to give a viſit to a man lying in my way to 
WWhite-hall. He had a large white Tumour poſſeſſing the fore-part of his right 
Thigh of few months growth : it was ſoft from the fit{t appearance, and ob- 
ſerved by the Patient to be bigger and leſſer one time than another, I conſi- 
dered the Swelling, and concluded it an Anenuriſma. That there was no Pul- 
{arion to be felt in it, was becauſe it lay deep amongſt the Muſcles, in which 
caſe the Pulſe is frequently intercepted. There lay a gummy Emplaiter up- 
on 1t, and an attempt had been made to open it by Cauſtick ; but it not pe- 
netrating deep enough,theEſcar ſeparated without reaching near the Cavity. 
I declared to the Patient my thoughts, v-z.that the Swelling proceeded from 
Bloud poured forth of its Veſſels, either by Eroſion from within, or by ſome 
outward cauſe, as by Riding, &c. and adviſed him not to permit the Tumour 
to be opened,deliring that,if his Chirurgeon ſhould perſilt in the ſuppurating 
or opening of it, he would ſend to me to meet him. Some few days after the 
Patient ſent me notice that his Chirurgeon had been with him, and reſolved 
toopen it : whereupon I took the next opportunity to ſpeak with the Chirur- 
geon, and went along with him to his Patient ; where I endeavoured to per- 
{wade him that the Swelling aroſe from Bloud, and withal propoſed a pallia- 
tive Cureby a laced Trowze and ſome good Reſtrictive. But the Chirurgeon 
declared himſelf poſitively for the opening of it. I, ſeeing his reſolution, re- 
plied, Since you are {o opinionated, you may (if you think good) make a 
trial of the Tumour by thruſting a {mall Lancet directly into the middle of it; 
and if upon pulling out of the Lancet it appear mattery, you may lay it more 
open ; 1f it appear bloudy, you may more eaſily cure it than one made by a 
Caultick. He readily afſented to the trial, and the Patient rejoycing in the 
propoſal, he attempted it with a Lancet : bur nor thruſting it deep enough to 
reach the Cavity,I took the Lancet, and,paſſing it into the ſame Opening he 
had made, thruſt it diretly down into the Cavity, and pulled it out bloudy ; 

1 but 
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but not one drop followed it. The Chirurgeon not being therewith ſatisfied, 
wiſhed him to paſs a ſmall Probe down into the Opening. He did ſo: and I 
alſo made a ſearch with the ſame Probe, and felt the Cavity large and full of 
Liquids, which was certainly Bloud,the Probe coming out bloudy. I perſwa- 
ded the Patient to keep his Bed till that Puncture ſhould be agglutinated, and 
adviſed the Chirurgeon to be careful in the Cure of it. We dreſſed it with a 
Pledgit of /iniment. Arcei,with Emplaſter and Bandage : to the ule of which 
Medicine I left chem, not doubting of their care in healing up fo ſmall a Pun- 
ture. About ten days after, walking near the door in a dark evening weary, 
and deſirous to reſt my felt, the thoughts of this poor man enclined me to go 
intothe houſe. I enquired of the Land:-lady if he was within. She replied, He 
is dying : That upon his riſing out of his Bed the Bloud had burit forth exceſ- 
ſively : That the Chirurgeon had for ſome days endeavoured to itop it, but 
had ſince left the Patient, and a Neighbour-woman had applied a Pulcice to 
it; and that the Chamber ſtunk ſo extreamly as it would poiſon me to go 
intoit. I went up,and found the room ſcattered with ſtinking bloudyCloaths, 
and the poor Man languiſhing in his Bed, which was not cleanliec. I ſent pre- 
ſently away for the Chirurgeon, and in the while made Rowlers and Com- 
preſſes, and ſent for ſome Yeaſt and Wheat flower. The Chirurgeon being 
come, we {pred a mixture of them upon cloaths, and armed ſeveral Tents 
with the ſame. Having thus prepared our Dreſſings as the time would permit, 
we took oft the bloudy ones, and held the Orifice cloſe while we cleanſed the 
Thigh from the Pultice and Bloud,then ſtopped the Orifice with a Tent pro- 
port1onably, and applied our Agglutinatives over, with Compreſs and Ban- | 
dage wrung out of Oxycrate, We rowled the Member moderately ſtraight, 
then laid him clean, and cauſed a meſs of Caudle to be given him, and encou- 
raged him with hopes of recovery. The Chirurgeon pleaded for himſelf,that 
he thought the Patient had been dead. 

Three or four days after we dreſſed him —_—_— found him much recrui- 
ted in his Spirits, he not having bled one drop: and indeed the Emplaiters 
adhered as cloſe to the Skin as we could delire. After we had taken out the 
Tent, abundance of grumous Bloud iſſued forth : we cleanſed it away, and 
ſhaked into the Abſceſs about a dram of Merc. precipitar. and though we had 
then choice of Medicameats,yet we applied the ſame as before,and continued 
that method of Dreſſings, till the Bloud was converted to Matter. Then we 
ſlit open the Orifice,and dreſſed it as a ſinuous Ulcer. After ſome day ,obſer- 
ving that the Matter could not diſcharge while he kept his Bed till the Abſceſs 
was full torun over, we cauſed him to riſe our of it : but that little while he 
was up he {wouned ; wherefore we put him to Bed again, and allowed him 
{trooger nouriſhment, and by a Seton-ncedle made way for the diſcharge of 
Matter to more advantage. The Abſcels being well diſpoſed to cure, I left 
him again to his Chirurgeon, who cured him. 

This Experiment of opening Azeuriſma's by Puncture is not to be imitated, 
unleſs it be in ſuch cales as this, where both Patient and Chirurgeon are fo in- 
credulous. 

Some years ſince, while I dwelt in the 0/a-Baily, T was conſulted in the 4. Obte. 
caſe of a Man who in his letting bloud was pricked in the Artery, The Arte- 1a 
ry did not bleed outwardly, but diſcharged it ſelf between the Muſcles. The 
Tumour,being miſtaken for a puncture of a Nerve or Tendon, was fomented 
with Diſcutients, whereby I found it much inlarged, and not only the inſide 
but the outſide of the Arm ſwelled above and beneath the Elbow, with a Pul- 
ſation in thoſe remote Parts. I cauſed an Emplaſter to be made of ſome of the 
Reſtriftives ſet down in the method of Cure, cu ol. roſ, myrtill. & aceto, and 
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applied it over the Arm to the Axil/a with Compreſs and Bandage. I then let 
him bloud,and diſpoſed him to reſt with an Anodyne draught,and preſcribed 
him Emullions and cooling Juleps, with ſuch a Diet as might incraſſate his 
Bloud. A day or two after Dcaatheced the former Bandage by a laced Sleeve 
and Glove, by which for ſome time much of the Bloud was returned back into 
the Artery, and the Arm ſeemed in a hopeful way of recovery : but through 
irregularity the Arm ſwelled again, and the Patient grew weary of us, and 
gave ear to every prattle; and ſo it happened that an Empirick was com- 
mended to them, as having an excellent Medicament to ſtop Bleeding. He 
was fetcht,and undertook the Cure,and removed the Patient nearer his Lod- 
ging, where he treated him: but he being ignorant in making the Bandage, 
or poſſibly not thinking it ſo neceilary, the Arm {welled, and the Tumour 
on the inlide of the Arm being ſoft and prominent, he concluded it # bag of 
Matter, (as he called it) and applied a few bruiſed Herbs to it, which eat 
into the Skin, and made way for the, Bloud to burſt forth abundantly ; inſo- 
much as a neighbouring Chirurgeon was ſent for, and he called others, who 
rogether made a ſhift to ſtop it at that time. But his Arm gangrened, ſo that 
within few days after they prepared for the cutting it off. The Patient's Re- 
lations, being acquainted with the accident,ſent me to them. I ſaw it ampu- 
rated, and the Patient put into his Bed. We {lit up the Arm,and laid the Ar- 
tery bare. It retained its natural ſhape and ſmalneſs, not one jot dilated ; 
nor was the Apertion conſiderable which had been made by that accident, but 
by reaſon of its conſtitution continued open, as I have ſeen a hole punched in 
Leather, whereby 1t was capable of receiving the Bloud, it it had been time- 
ly returned : but that being omitted,the extravalated Bloud forced amongſt 
the interſtices of the Muſcles up to the Axi/la, and on the outſide of the Arm 
down beneath the Elbow, in which places we found a quantity of ſtinking 
grumous Bloud. 
A Man being much afflicted with a Tumour in his right Arm, occaſioned 
by the pricking of an Artery in letting bloud, having tried the endeavours 
of ſeveral of our Profeſſion unſucceſsfully, ſome whereof had purpoſed the 
taking off this Arm, at the laſt I was ſent for, and met Mr. Arris and Mr. Hol- 
lier there. Mr. Gardzer was his Chirurgeon. . The Tumour was large, much 
icflamed, and painful, with little or no Pulſation : but the Accident which 
gaveriſe tothe Tumour enough confirmed it an Aneariſma, My opinion was, 
that a Tumour ſo inflamed was not capable of ſuch Bandage whereby they 
might hope to return the Bloud back into the Artery. Nor indeed was 1t rea- 
ſonable to ſuppoſe that ſuch a putretattive heat as ſeemed to be incloſed in that 
Swelling was capable of being thruſt back or retained long there, withour 
making its own way by a Gangrene: and of what danger {ſuch an Eruption 
might be to the Patient,if a Chirurgeon were not at hand,I left to their conli- 
deration. Then in order to the removal of the Tumour there were but two 
ways, viz, Amputation of the Arm,or cutting into the Tumour,and making 
Deligation of the Artery ; which latter I commended to them. They afſen- 
ted to the Deligation : only the Patient deſired a day or two to prepare him- 
felf. We applied Empl. e bolo, with a moderate Bandage to reſtrain the 
increaſe of the Tumour the while. The fourth day after we met again, and, 
having all things ready, the Patient was placed in a Chair towards the light. 
I took off the Dreſlings,and made a Ligature four fingers breadth above the 
Tumour, on which Mr. Holier made a gripe. Some other held the Hand and 
lower part of the Arm, whilſt I made Incifion down the length of the Tu- 
mour. That done,I threw out the grumous Bloud with my fingers,and clean- 
fed the Wound witha Sponge. Then deſiring Mr. Holler toflacken his hand, 
upon 
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upon which the Artery diſcovered it ſelf by the bloud ſpurting out, I paſſed 
my Needle under the upper By of the Artery, and tied that, and cut off the 
end of the Ligature. Near the Wound made in the Artery by letting bloud 
there was a cartilaginous body formed,which hindred my coming to the Ar- 
tery ; I cut it away, then pafſed my Needle, and made a ſecond Ligature. 
Wedrelled it up withPledgits ſpred with the common Digeſtive ex terebizth. 
dipt iz pulv. Galen, and applied Empl. diachalcit. malaxed with ol. roſ. and 
rowled it upto the eaſe of the Patient ; then put him into his bed,8 preſcribed 
him an Anodyne draught to take that night. The next day I viſited him,and 
found him in much eale : he had ſlept well with half the draught was deſigned 
him, and was not troubled with thoſe fainting fits which he had been ſubject 
to before rhe Operation. The third day we took him out of his bed todreſs his 
Arm. In taking oft the Dreſſing we found all ſafe,and the Lips of the wound 
tending to digeltion, Mr. Holler, who held the Armabove, ſeeing no Bloud 
flow from the Wound, for experience ſake griped it harder : upon which the 
Bloud of a ſudden dropped from the fleſhy parts andCaplillaries in great drops, 
as if it had been preſſed out of a Sponge. I wondered at the manner of its 
bleeding, not minding what he had done : but he flackning his hand, it cea- 
ſed as ſoon. Which may ſhew the ill conſequence of over-hard binding in Caution. | 
the dreſſing of Wounds, Ulcers,,c. We dreſſed the Wound with the Dige- 
ſtive as before, and ſo continued it till the Wound was well digeſted. From 
that time we dreſſed it with Sarcoticks, rubbed the looſe fleſh with the 
Vitriol ſtone, and haſtened the cicatrizing of it with aq. medicamentoſ. &c. 
I ſaw the Ligatures fall off, and the Wound cicatrizing, then left it to his 
Chirurgeon,1t being at that time indeed almoſt cicatrized. The Patient made 
me a vilit a whileafter, and ſhewed me that he could uſe that Arm as well as 
the other.

The third Species is Herpes exe- 
dens, where the Humour added to the Bil# partaketh of much acrimony,and 
proves exceeding corrolive. 

The Simple Herpes is a Puſtule of a yellowiſh inflamed colour with a ſharp simpe | 
head: it cometh ſoon to maturity,and the Matter is viſible in the upper part #7 
of it whilſt its baſis is inflamed ; but in the eruption of the Matter the Inflam- 


mation goeth off, and it healeth, In the Face they frequently appear lingle, 
an 
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and ſo they will in other parts of the body, and are generally taken notice 
of as cholerick Puſtules: but they do often appear over-ſpreading the Back, 
Sides, or Breaſt, and are accompanied with an Eryſipelas, and have a Fever. 
joined with them ; being in this caſe known by the name of Shizeles, 

The Heypes miliar rileth in a cluſter of ſmall W heals little differin from 
the colour of the Skin. They are firſt diſcovered by their itching,and being 
rubbed or ſcratched they weep a thin wateriſh Humour:from that time aScab 
appeareth in the head of each of them of the form of aMillet-ſeed, from whence 
theTumour hath its name, As thePultules heal in one place,they uſually break 
out in another, 

Herpes exedens 1s {aid to be rather an Ulcer than a Tumour, but is indeed 
an Ulcer with Tumour, it riſing in the Skin in a ſmall Tubercle, on the top 
whereof there appeareth an Ulcer like a pin-hole. Iris for the moſt part with- 
out Inflammarion or pain. W hea it ariſeth alone it is ſcarce taken notice of, it 
mattering but little unleſs it be picked, and then it ſcabs ſoon after with a 
thin Scurf. But in progreſs of time it ſheweth its ill condition,by cating away 
the Skin,and indurates theFleſh underneath and Parts about.Sometime I have 
ſeen theſeUlcers ariſe in the Skin ſomewhat diſtant one from another,making 
an unequal furrow ; as from the upper Lipby the Noltril creeping to that ſide 
of the Noſe, foro the ridge of it, and down again to that corner of the Eye, 
healing in ſome places while it eat deep into the fleſh in others. 

This Herpes 1n Lues venerea frequently ariſeth from a Simple Herpes, while 
the Matter is ſhut 1n by the Scab,it corroding underneath,and making an UE 
cer ; when it breaketh out, appearing like a Hony-comb, bigger or leſs, and 
of a round or long hgure, accordingly as the Diſeaſe hath more or:leſs ma- 
lignity. 4p 

>The Simple Herpes 1s neither dangerous, nor difficult of cure ; but in the 
Face it may be exaſperated by picking or ſcratching, & grow corroſive, other- 
wiſeit will heal of it ſelf, When it firſt overſpreadsa Part,the Patient is indiſ-

it which makes an Herpes in the Face fo hard of cure, we not daring to apply 
ſuch Corrolives there, eſpecially not on the Noſe, where the Cartilages and 
Bones lie ſo near the Skin. 


\ Girl of about ſix years of age was brought to me with rgany ſmall an- 


gry Wheals riſing behind her left Ear and down that ſide of her Neck ;;,,., te- 
hind the 


towards that Clavicle,with an Inflammation about them. I applied an Empl. 
de cerat, ad herpetem, to aſſwage the heat,and defend her cloaths from ſticking 
to them, and adviſed her Mother to keep her warm. A few days after they 
brought her to me again. T he Inflammation was then going off, and the P- 
ful. on the lower parts burlt ; but thoſe behind her Ear where white and full 
of Matter. I opened them all,and diſcharged the Matter, then dreſſed them 
with «gent. tutie upon Pledgits of Lint; by which in three or four days 
after they were dried up and cured. 

A Gentleman of about fifty years old, through ſome diſorder in Diet, hea- 
ted his Bloud, and was indiſpoſed with a Cough and Shortneſs of breath : he 
had alſo many Puſtules riſen upon his Breaſt, Back,and Sides, with an Inflam- 
mation partaking of an Eryſipe/as. I let him bloud about ten ounces, and pre- 
{cribed him a Clylter,alſo a pectoral Ptiſan,and adviſed him to forbear ſtrong 
drinks, and to make his diet of Water-grewel, Panado,and the like. I ſenr 
him ſome of my lenient Cerote to apply, in caſe any of the Puſtules ſhould 
matter and ſtick to his linnen. Three or four daysafter they came to maturity, 
and brake, and dried as the former : while they dried he was purged with 
Whey and Manna, and a few days after was well and abroad. 

A young Gentlewoman of about eighteen years of age,upon a ſuppreſſion 
of the Mexſtrua, was afflicted with many angry P«/tu/e on her right Hand 
from her Wriſt to her Fingers ends, which by 1ll treating ulcerated into one 
another, and excoriated all over. I.dreſſed them with «nguext. album campho- 
rat, beaten up with a/bam, ovi, then let her bloud in the Arm,and adviſed her 
a Clyſter of Milk and Sugar. The next day I purged her with an opening A- 
pozeme, ſich as is propoſed in the Chapter of the 1rch; which ſhe repeated 
often. The day after her firſt ”_ I looked upon her Hand, and, finding it 
all mattery,bathed it witha Decoction of pe/ygonum,ſwmmitat.equiſeti,rubi,8&C. 
then dipt cloaths in ſome of the ſame, and rowled up each Finger by it ſelf, 
leaving a ſpace here and there between,on which IappliedPledgits ſpred with 
unguent de lithargyro. I dreſſed up the Hand after the ſame method,and advi- 
ſed her to renew the Dreſſings 1 aday.By this and other drying waters it 
Ccicatrized here and there ; but then an Inflammation aroſe above the Writſt 
with manyWheals. pon the ſight of which I gave her 3 j.ca/omel.over night,

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and a draught of her purging Apozeme in the morning. By the repeating it 
three or four times,with intermitſion of ſome days, I took off the Fermentati- 
on in her bloud ; and by.the bathing that Hand and Arm with /ac butyriatum, 
and dreſſing it with #nguert.de lithargyro and ſuch like, I-cured her. It being 
then the ſeaſon-to drink the Waters, I recommended her to Epſom, and from 
thence to Twnbridge: they paſſed well, and ſhe recovered her perfeCt health, 
4. Obſer- A Perſon of Honour, of a full Body abounding with ſharp Humours, was 
—<— ſeized withan Heypes on his right Leg. I dreſſed it witha mixture of unguent. 
untritym and populeon,and propoſed Bleeding and Purging : but we being up- 
on a march, our lying in the fields the nights and marching all day was incon- 
ſiſtent with ſuch Rules ; whereupon it inflamed and ſwelled very much,many 
W heals aroſe,and fretted one into another, with great Excoriation. I fomen- 
ted the Leg in the mornings, and ſometime in the evening, (as we had time) 
with a DecoCtion of polygonum, plantag. equiſet. flor. roſ. rubr. and dreſſed it 
with «ngzent. albym camphorat. cum albumine ovi, with an addition of «x- 
gaent.tutie {pred upon little pieces of Linen, and laid on at ſuch diſtance as the 
Matter might get out between, then rowled on a Compreſs preſt out of theFo- 
mentation. But the Fluxion was fo great, and the Matter fo very ſharp, that 
for a while it would yield to no Applications.But after he had the conveniency 
of a Coach to reſt his Leg, I madea ſhift tocicatrize the Ulcerations by apply- 
ing bits of Linen dipt in the aforeſaid Decottion, and laying Pledgits ſpred 
with ungent, tutie, &c. upon the edges of the Ulcerations over the Linen, 
with Compreſles and Bandage. The Matter was well diſcharged between 
Dreſſings, by which means the Ulcer was digeſted and healed. 
Of the Cure of thele Ulcerations with Intemperies humida you may read 
more particularly 1n their proper Chapter 1n the Treatiſe of Ulcers. 
5. Obſer®= One came to me having an extream itching in the Palm of one of his hands. 
var ; I looked upon it,and ſaw many ſmall white Wheals ſcarce diſceroable: thoſe 
lier, which he had ſcratched had {mall Scabs on the heads of each one of them like 
Miller-{eed : they ſeemed dry,bnt were encompaſledalſo withW heals,and did 
all itch very much. He had alſo ſomewhat of the ſame Herpes on his Thumb 
and Fore-finger of the other hand. I purged him with pulv.cornach.and ſent 
hima pot of the #ngzert.calcis preſcribed in the method of Cure todreſs them 
with. Iafterwards purged him with pulv.cornach.and Merc.dulcis : by which, 
and the addition of a few grains of Merc. ſublimat, to the aforeſaid Unguent, 
| the Herpes was-dried up in the ſeveral Parts, 

6. Obſer. A Woman came to me with an Ulcer in the Sole of one of her feet. It was 
vat. of an unequal dry Ulcer, cating into the Skin to the Fleſh of the compaſs of 
#5 Halfacrown: it was not much painful or inflamed,otherwiſe than as ſhe heat 

it by walking on it. I cauſed it to be waſhed with an Ablution of Turbith, 

and applied »ngzent. calcis upon it, and afterwards purged her with Cathar- 

ticks and Ca/omel. Thus the Ulcers dried,but afterwards role again in the rag- 

ged Lips. Upon ſight whereof I rubbed thoſe Lips all off with the Cauſtick- 

ſtone {0 far as I could judge any of that Humour lurked ; then applied «ngnert. 
baſilicon hot upon Pledgits, with ſome of the aboveſaid Cerote over all. The 

third day after, when 1 thought to have ſeen a deep Ulcer, I found it flat and 

dry, and, ſcraping off the Ointment, I alſo brought off the Slough, and ſaw 

the Skin ſmooth and even perfettly well: by which it was evident that the

7. Ober- A Gentlewoman about fifty years of age,upon the ceaſing of the Mexſtrua, 
Herpes mi- was afflicted with an itching on the right {ide of her Head above her Ear. It 
lieris and growing, vexatious, and not yielding to common Remedies, ſhe came to me. 
any It was ap Herpes miliaris about the breadth of an Half crown-piece _— 
er 
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her Hair. Her often ſcratching it had exaſperated it, and the ſharp Humour 
which iſſued from it had fretted the Skin behind her Ear downward, and in 
progrels of time that became lſerpiginous, and was, -when I ſawit, covered 
with white branny Scales.The Humour —_ down from theſe had then 
inflamed the Parts beneath, and many fiery ofale were there riſen, which 
{pred down to that Clavicle. I dreſſed theſe latter with cerar. Galen, let her 
bloud that evening,and the next morning purged her with Whey, Manna and 
crem. tartar.and that afternoon, when her Phyſick had done working, I dreſ- 
ſed the ſimple Herpes with the Cerote as before; then clipt off the Hair from 
the Herpes miliaris and parts about, and with a ſtrong /ixivivm bathed that 
Herpes, and waſhed off the branny Scales ; then applied that Unguent with 
the auripigmentum mentioned in the method of Cure. It was very painful, 
but by twice applying the malice of the Diſeaſe was extinguiſhed ; and after- 
ward by anointing it with «»gsert. roſatum the pain was removed, and the 
Herpes miliaris and Serpigo appeared well cured. The Herpes beneath matte- 
red, and were dried up with the common Epuloticks. I then made her Fon- 
ranels in her Legs ; ſince which time ſheenjoys good health. 

A Man long vexed with an Herpes miliaris on the inſide of his Thigh was 
cured by the fame method. 


Cnuare, XVIII. 
Of an Oedema. 


Hu ſhewed you how Bloud and Choler become offenſive when di- 
ſturbed andthrown out of their proper Sphere, I ſhall now proceed to 
ſpeak of that Tumour which hath its riſe hom the Pituita or Phlegm, and is 
known by the name of Oedema. 

It is a ſoft cold Tumour without change of colour, pulſation, heat or 
pain, unleſs it be from the diſtenſion of the Part it attects. 

The Cauſe of Oedema is, as in other preternatural Tumours, Antecedeat, 
and Conjunt. 

The Antecedent Cauſes are either remote, as default in Diet, Air, Exer- 
ciſe, &c.alſo old Contuſions, Luxations, Fractures, &c. or more immediate, 
as the pituitous Humour abounding in the Body. 

The Conjuntt Cauſe is the ſame Humour colletted into a Tumour, 
which is done for the moſt part by Congeſtion, theſe cold Tumours being 


rarely made by Fluxion. 
Oedema in it ſelfis not dangerous ; people of groſs bodiesand good fellows

Cauſes, 


are frequently ſubjeQ to them, yer live to oldage. Butin Conſumptive and flick. 


Hydropical bodies it is of ill conſequence, not as it is a Diſeaſe, bur as it fore- 
ſhewsa decay of native heat. Thoſe Oedemats that attend accidents of 
Wounds, FraCture, &c. are not dangerous, nor difficult tocure : but if an 
Ocdema grow hard and painful, there is fear of a Scirrhws ; or if it ſuppurare, 


of a long and tedious Cure. 


In the Cure of an Oedema three things are required : firſt, preventing the Cure. 


generation of the pituitous Matter ; ſecondly,evacuating the groſs Humours 
that abound in the body, which is the immediate Caule of the Diſeaſe; third- 


ly, the Cure of the Tumour it ſelf, which is effteted by external En: 
= The 
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The firſt of theſe is performed by regulating the Patient in his manner of 
living ; as in Diet, Air, Exerciſe,Sleeping, Watching, Paſſions of the mind,c#c. 
As, that his Bread be of pure W heat, well baked with CorreCtives,as Carra- 
way,Fenel, or Aniſe-ſeeds : that his Meat be Fleih of good nouriſhment and 
ealie digeſtion, Mutton, Veal, Pullet, Rabbit, Chicken, &c. that his Drink be 
Ale well boiled and medicated.Wine is allo commended ; but. moderation in 
drinking is deſired. The Air ought to be dry and heating, the very removal 
into hotter Countries being often the Cure of this Diſcaſe.Exercile is requi- 
red, to ſtir up the native heat, and to waſte the Crudities. Sleep in the day- 
time is forbidden, and ought to be moderated in the night. Melancholy is to 
be avoided, and Venery it the Body be weak. 

The ſecond conſiſts in preſcribing ſuch Remedies as may attenuate, open 
Obſtruftions, and evacuate the pituitous Humour, Bleeding 1s not alway 
proper, yet may be admitted ifthere be P/ethora. Purging is neceſſary, and in 
order thereto you may begin thus ; Be rad. apiz, petroſelins, ar.

Vomiting is of great uſe: and, if the Tumour be in the inferi- 
our or remote Parts, it may be as uſeful for making of Revulſion, if the Pati- 
ent labour not under a Phthiſis, Your Vomit may be oxymel /cillt, or the 
emetick Wine, ſal vitriol:, &c. 

Youare alſo to have regard to the weakneſs of the Stomach,and endeavour 
the ſtrengrthning it,not only by outward Applications, as Fomentations of b- 
ſinth. card. bened;it. ſcord. raſſie lign. calam. aromat.&c, but alſo with ſtomachi- 
cal Unguents and Emplaſters, of which you may find ſufficient ſet dowa in 
rhe Loxdon Diſpenſatory. Cordial Electuaries and digeltive Powders are alſo 
uſeful, whereof T ſhall give you ſome. B cox. anth. ij. cort. citri condit, 36, 
nuc. moſcat. condi. 3v\. ſpec. diarrhod. Hi). cum ſyr. de cort. citri & ſyr. garyophyll. 
fiat Eleftuarium : of which the Patient may take the quantity ofa Nutmeg 
often in a day. Or this ; Be ſem. anifi & fenic. cond. an.Zj. coriand. & carut 
condit, an. 3j6s. cinnam. pulv. Div. ſpec. aromat. roſat. 51). fiat pulvis, Aſpoonful 
of this may be taken after Dinner, or at any other time. Alſo DecoCtions of 
ſarſaparilla, lign. guaiaci, ſaſſafras, with Antiſcorbuticks, &c. adding Wine, 
aq. mirabilis, or the like cordial water toit, to make it more grateful and 


hearty in the Stomach. 
The third concerneth the handling of the Tumour it ſelf : and that varies,

In the beginning, the Medicaments may be ſuch as do moderately repel, 
not violently,leſt the Humour of which the Tumour proceedeth,being for the 
moſt part groſs, be thereby made more tough : belides,Repellents are not ſo 
proper in congeſted Tumours. W hen we uſe them,itis rathertoſtrengthen the 


Part,than to repel ; therefore we mix with them ſuch as have an —

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and diſcutient faculty. One of the milder is Bay-ſalt with Oil of Olives. In 
ſmall Swellings proceeding from the weakneſs of the Part Brandy-wine,or a 
Solution of Bay-falt in Spaniſh Wine, or the Partie's own Urine, may ſerve 
ſufficiently ro attenuate and dry up the humidity, and ſtrengthen the Parr. 

In the be the Tumours are large, they require Medicaments more 

reſolvent and diſcutient : and the better todiſpoſe them to rarefa&tion, you 
may begin with ſuch a Fomentation as this : Re ſummitat.abſinthii,abrotoni,ori- 
gani, calaminthe, pulegii, ſambuci, chamemeli, rute, ſalvie, an.

In the declining ofthe Tumour foment with ſuch things as may be diſcu- 
tient, and corroborative to {trengthen the Part : Be ſummit. origani, majora- 
ne, flor. anethi, cham. roſ. ruby. an. M. \. balauſt. nuc. cupreſ]. calic, gland, an *j\. 
calam. aromat, ligni aloes, an. ij. coquantur in vino rubro, & fiat Fomentum. 

Bandage is of great help in the Cure of theſe pituitous Swellings : indeed 
wecan do nothing conſiderable without them. Thoſe I eſpecially recom- 
mend to you are the laced Stocking, Trowze, Sleeve and Glove. They, as 
ſitting moſt firmly, may be worn with the greateſt advantage, and with the 
leaſt trouble or prejudice to the health of the Patient ; yet do they require 
your conlideration and care how they be laced : for by the unequal hard la- 
cing of them you may raiſe a Tumour, and by an equal over-ſtreighr lacing 
you may emaciate the molt fleſhy Leg. Many inſtances may be given of the 
former, and I ſhall give you one of the latrer. | 

A perſon ofa ſedentary life, who had been vexed with an Ulcer in one of 
his Legs, was adviſed by his Chirurgeon to wear a laced Stocking ; and ha- 
ving thereby cured the Ulcer, he thought fit tocontinue the ule of the Stock- 
ing ſome while, which he did : but, minding more-his Study than his Leg, 
he laced the Stocking every morning ſtreighter, till his Leg became ſo weak 
that it could ſcarce ſupport his body. I was fetched, and ſurprized to ſee his 
Leg ſo dwindled away, wondering how he could Jace it fo ſmall without cau- 
ſing Inflammation, or indeed ſuffer it to be ſo extenuated without taking 
more timely notice of it. I preſently cauſed the Stocking to be unlaced, and 
his Leg to be bathed with warm water, and embrocated with of. /u-bricor. 
by which it plumped again in few days, and recovered its former ſtrength.

The Tumour was painful by reaſon of the 
great diſtenſion of Parts,and was thereby rendred hard, yet yielded to the im- 
preſſion of my Fingers. DoQor Lexthallhad purged. him frequenily ; but the 
Tumour not yielding therero, he put him into my hands. I began my work 
with the milder Fomentation preſcribed in the method of Cure,and embroca-

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ted it with ol. cham. & rutac. cum ſale comm. applied over the whole Swelling 
Emplaſtr. diaſulphuris, rowled it up, and placed it high up to his Breaſt. 1 
continued this method ſome days without much advantage, then lefr of the 
uſe of the Emplaſter, and applied a Cataplaſm ex far. hordei, &Cc. as it is ſet 
down in the method of Cure,and continued the Fomentation and Embrocati- 
on; by the uſe of which the Tumour did ſomewhat diſcuſs. But, according 
to my long Obſervance,theſe crude Tumours cannot throughly diſcuſs with- 
out the helpofa more ſtrict Bandage; therefore, having thus diſpoſed them for 
Bandage, I cauſed a Glove to be made of ſtrong Leather,litting the back and 
fingers, and making*Eylet-holes to draw it cloſe. Then having applied the 
Cerote above preſcribed, witha Compreſs of cloath over it, and a piece of 
Vellum to defend the Hand from the Lace, I laced the Glove on moderately 
fireight to the eaſe of the Patient, and ſtreightned it ſtill daily. But from that 
time I did not dreſs the Hand more than once in four or five days, and then I 
fomented and dreſſed itas I had done before,laying Compreſſes upcn thePalm 
of the hand and elſewhere asI ſaw occaſion. As the Swelling diminiſhed the 
Glove became too big ; we therefore put on another leſs, and began again to 
purge him, and preſcribed him decot?. ſarſe lign. guaiaci, &c. and from thar 
time we purged him once a week with extract.rudzi & calomel.By this method 
I diſcuſſed this Tumour in the midſt of Winter,he not keeping his Chamber 
but when he took Phylick : yet there remained a ſtifnelſs in the Joints of the 
Wriſt and Fingers,and the Arm was extremely emaciated.For the nouriſhing 
of it I made a Fontanelin that Arm; and in order to the relaxation of the 
{tifneſs of the Joints of his Hand,I fomented them with emollient Herbs boil- 
ed in Fleſh-broth, and embrocated them daily with o/. /umbricor. applying a 
Cerote of nguent. dialthee and Wax over all. His Hand was allo ſometimes 
put into Grains or a Beaſt's Belly. After which we dreſſed his Hand, and la- 
ced on the Glove, as before we were accuſtomed to do, and diretted him to 
wear a furred Glove to keep it warm, By this method his Arm grew far, 
and his Hand flexible and ſtrong before March. 

A Widow-woman aged fifty fix years, of a groſs Body, having been long 
ſubject to Swellings in her Legs and Feet, wasat laſt thereby contined to her 
Bed. They were pituitous, and yielded to the impreſſion of my fingers ; yer 
were hard, and ſomewhat inflamed, and painful : which latter was occaſio- 
ned, I ſuppoſe, from the extraordinary influx of Humour. I purpoſed to have 
begun my Cure with Purgatives: but ſhe, having no uſe of her Legs, would 
not be perſwaded to Phylick. I fomented her Legs and Feet one after ano- 
ther with the milder Fotus preſcribed in the method of Cure, embrocated 
them with of. cham. [ilior, cum aceto, and applied a Cerote of unguert. dialth. 
with an addition of Wax, and 5}. of ol. cham. chymic. with good Bandage 
from the Toes to the Knee. I repeated this way of Dreſling twice aday,till I 
had mollified and reſolved ſomewhat of the Tumour and hardneſs ; then 
made the Fomentation more diſcutient by the addition of Salt and Sulphur 
viv. and ſome days after cauſed a pair of laced Stockings to be put on, and la- 
ced them daily ſtreighter. But from that time I dreſſed her Legs but once in 
three or four / Anh. It were that the Skin were fretted by the Salts or her 
ſcratching them. In which caſe I took them off, and bathed her Legs with 


. warm water,and applied cerar.Galenj on them. Thus her Feet and Legs were 


made leſs, & her Stockings taken in accordingly, till the Swellings were quite 
diſcuſt, and her Legs and Feet reſtored to their true ſhape, which was in lels 
than eight weeks ; Sering which I purged her withthat Apozeme preſcribed 
in the method of Cure, and made her Fontanels in her Legs, and continued 


the uſe ofthe laced Stockings, I thought this Widow had been dead, ill = 
a 
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{aſt Summer ſhe ſent to me for an Emplaſter for a pain in her Shoulder ; it 
being the year 59. in which I cured her. 
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, 2. Obſe-. 


A Perſon of Honour about fifty years of age, of a corpulent full Body, 3: 
whom I had ſeen many years before in France afflicted with pituitous $wel- ſwelled 
lings in his Legs and Feet, came over into Exg/and, and =u himſelf into the E<35, &c. 


hands of Sir Fr. Prujeaz, he then labouring under a complication of Diſcaſes, 
of which thoſe Swellings in his Legs and Feet were only a Symptom.By Cha- 
lybiats and Antiſcorbuticks he was relieved, and reſtored to a tolerable good 
health ; but thoſe Swellings in his Legs did not leſſen. Upon which conlide- 
ration I was ſent for, and propoſed the laced Stockings as the only remedy. 
It being allowed of by the Phyſician, I fomented his Legs with the milder 
Fomentation above preſcribed, embrocated them as above ſaid in the prece- 
ding Obſervation, and rowled them up from the Feet above the Knees. After 
three or four days I put him on laced Stockings with Knee-pieces, and by a 
moderatelacing ofthem reſtored the Legs and Feet toa better ſhape than they 
had been in many years before,and he injoyed a better health. After the wea- 
ring them ſome months longer, his Legs grew ſo well, that he frequeatly dif. 
continued the uſe of them many months : yet when he perceived any fulneſs 
in them, he did put them on again, without adviſing us about it. Nine years 
after this Perſon was diſeaſed with a Carbuncle : atter the Curing whereof 
his Legs, Thighs and Belly ſwelled extraordinarily.By Purging and Antiſcor- 
buricks his Belly ſunk ; and by laced Stockings and Trowzers the Swellings 
in his Legs and Thighs went off, and they continued well without farther 

uſe of the laced Stockings, he enjoying a good health ſome years afterwards. 


In the time of the laſt great Plague, while I was in the Country, I was 4. Obſer- 


fetched to a Perſon of worth, of about ſeventy years of age, lying in bed dif- —_— 


caſed with a cold phlegmatick Tumour in his right Thigh,ſfoft and yielding Thigh, 


to the impreſſion of my fingers. Dottor Bowles had been with him, and pre- 
ſcribed a Fomentation with Embrocations to be daily applied.I approved of 
what had been done : but the weather being then extream cold, the ground 
covered with Froſt and Snow, I thought he might get cold in the time of 
Drefling ; and beſides, withour a ſtrict Bandage it was nor likely to remove 
that Tumour. Therefore I offered to their conlideration, whether a Flannel 
Trowze might not be made to lace ſtreight upon that Thigh, to cheriſh the 
native heat of the Part,and defer the Cure of the Tumour till the Spring. The 
Patient approved of ir,& declared that he would return to Lozdon about that 
time, and conſult us there in order to his Cure. This being his reſfolution,I di- 
reted his Servants to make a Trowze ofa fine Dimity,lined with a ſoft Flan- 
nel, with Eylet-holes, to lace ori the out-ſide, with a Waſt-band fitted to the 
upper part of it. The Trowze being made, I ſaw it laced on, a piece of Spa- 
niſh Leather being placed under the Lacing, to defend his Thigh from being 
hurt by ic. The lower part ofthe Trowze was tacked toa Cotton Stocking he 
put on that Leg. I deſired ( in caſe that Leg ſhould ſwell) they would put 
on a laced Stocking witha Knee-piece. After I was gone,there were ſome Ob- 
jeftions made againſt this Bandage:but the Patient, finding eaſe by it,continu- 
ed the uſe of it,and came to Loxdoz in the Spring of the year,& ſent for Sir Fr. 
Prujean, Dottor Bowles, and my ſelf, to meer Sir Edw. A//on and Mr. L.a 
Chirurgeon at his houſe,to conſult,his health. We mer,and found the Patient 
walking ina large Dining-room. He gave us an account of the Swelling in 
his Thigh, and how it was cured by the Bandage I had directed in the Coun- 
try. Healſo related to us how he had been over-perſwaded to have the Calf of 
that Leg bliſtered,and of the pain it gave him,and that a Fontanel had been 


made in the ſame Leg ; which he was alſo forced to heal up by reaſon ofthe 
pain, 
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pain. { Theſe were made after I had been with him.) He farther declared the 
ObjeQtions had been made againſt the Bandage,and ſaid,he had therefore ſent 
for us together, to have our Opinions how to regulate himſelf for the future. 
The Phyſicians did all approve of the Bandage,and allowed his wearing laced 
Stockings on his Legs in caſe they ſhould ſwell, and preſcribed him a ſtoma. 
chical Pill and ſome peQtoral Syrups to take for a Cough he was ſubje to. 
Some while after the Patient's Legs ſwelling again,I put him on laced Stoc- 
kings, which he did wear till they recovered their tone. Afterwards, as occa- 
fion offered, he wore them, or kft them off. During the time he wore them, 
he commonly bathed his Legs with warm water at night ( by my direCtion) 
once a week to refreſh them, and put freſh Stockings on the next morning, 
Thus he lived happily ſome years, and died of Old age. 
5. Obſer. A Youthaged about 1 5 years was diſeaſed with the Small-pox, and ſoon 
vat. of afterwards with a Rheumatiſmus, which —_ afflicted the Scapsle and 
ancvem+ right 1/chion. During theſe Diſtempers the Phyſicians endeavoured by fre- 
ling with quent Bleeding, Sudorificks, &c. to takeoftthe Ferment in the bloud : but 
Apoltemz- the pain increaſed, and that Leg ſwelled from the Hip to the very Toes ex- 
rag ecedingly,and ſeemed cedematous. On each of the Scapule therealſo appeared 
a large Tumour without Inflammation. Theſe latter we judged to be full of 
Matter, and accordingly I opened them by Incilion, and diſcharged a great 
quantity of purulent Matter. We dreſſed them with «»g«ert. bafilicon upon 
Pledgits. The Swelling in the Leg we ſtuped with a Decottion of warm 
Plants in a common Lixivie, adding to it ſome Brandy-wine. After we had 
well fomented it, weembrocated the whole Member with o/.o/zve and a Solu- 
tion of common Salt ; then rowled it from the Toes up to the Hip,and placed 
the Foot and lower part of the Leg ſo high upon Pillows as might hinder the 
deſcent of the Humours. We allo laid him upon his left Side, togive eaſe 
to a large Ulceration upon the Os coxendicis,which was occaſioned by his long 
lying upon that Part. After we had thus dreſſed him, my Kinſman Faques 
Wiſeman took the care of him, and in four or five days removed the Swelling 
out of the Foot, Leg, Knee, and lower part of the Thigh,tothe great caſe of 
the Patient : but the while the upper part of the Thigh and Hip ſwelled the 
more; a! an Anaſarcous Tumour ſtretched the Scrotwm to ſuch a bulk as 
hindred his lying longer upon his Side, At the ſight of which I ſcarified it 
witha Lancet, gave vent tothat ſerous Humour, applied a warm Stupe on 
it wrung out of the forementioned Decottion,and thereby freed the Scrotum 
ſo perfectly well as it became no more diſeaſed. The Abſcels x Scapulis 
continued to matter much, and the Bones were felt bare in both of them : 
but upon making new Apertions in the Parts more declining,the Matter di- 
charged eaſily, and they cured within three weeks after. But in the mean 
time the-Tumour in the upper part of the Thigh became painful daily more 
and more. Feeling Matter fluctuate in it, we opened it by Incilioa, and diſ- 
charged a large quantity of Matter indifterently concotted : yet we could not 
by ſearch of Probe diſcover any Sinus conſiderable ; but, by preſſure with our 
hands upon the Os /acrum and back-fide.of the 1/;on,we ſaw the Matter flow 
freſh out of the Abſceſs: upon which account care was taken to make Com- 
preſſure by Bandage upon that Part. Whilſt this Abſceſs became the care of 
the Chirurgeons,there was conſideration had of Internals,to diſpoſe the Hu- 
mours to a healing condition. But, alas ! he was ſo emaciated, weak and reſt- 
leſs by reaſon of new Ulcerations which were riſen upon the Os coccyge and 
both Hips, that weonly preſcribed him good Broths and ſuch Meat as might 
nouriſh him ; and art laſt, for his more eaſe, we placed himdireQly upon his 


Belly ; and thereby the Ulcers which had been made by lying on the places 
afore- 
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aforeſaid were diſpoſed to cure, and the Matter which lodged deep inthe up- 

per part ofthe Thigh and //chrom, &c. by this poſition made its way down by 

the Os 1/10, and flowed more plentifully. Upon ſight whereof that Opening 

was inlarged about two or three inches, for the more free diſcharge. From 
that time the Matter daily leſſened, and accordingly the Tumour Aeniniſhed, 
the Abſceſs and external Ulcerations healed,and the Patient viſibly recovered 
his ſtrength,inſomuch that we hoped our work had been well-nighat an end. 
But he not being able tolie ſo long upon his Belly,theUlcerations on his Back 
and Hips increaſed, and proved exceedingly vexatious, allo the Swelling up- 
on the 1/chion grew big, and ſo paintul, that it contracted that Leg. Fomen- 
tations and Cataplaſms powerfully diſcutient and reſolvent were for ſome 
timeapplied : they proving ineffectual, we applied a ſtrong Cauſtick on the 
middle ofthat Tumour, and cut into it : but it appearing dry and callous,we 
filled up the Apertion with Pracipitate. W hile we were digeſting our that 
Callus, Embrocations were uſed to the contracted Tendons,and the Ulcerati- 
ons, &c. were daily drefſed, whereby in the ſpace of fix weeks they were all 
cured, and the Patient reſtored to the'uſe of that Leg, butas yet he makes 
uſe of Crutches to ſupport his weak body. 

I was ſent for toan Infant of about a year old, diſeaſed with a ſoft white 6. obrr- 
Tumour in the midſt ofher right Thigh yielding to the impreſſion of my fin- vat. of an 
gers : it was of a very large ſize, without much complaint of pain. I embroca- hehehe 
ted the Swelling with o/.ro/.and Bay-ſalt,and applied an Emplaſter of diachyl. 
jreat.cum accto, with Bandage over it. After a few days continuance of theſe 
Dreſſings, finding the Tumour not to leflen, I fomented it with the milder 
Diſcutients ſet down in the method of Cure, and applied Emplaſt. diaſu1ph. 
by the uſe of which it ſeemed todiſſolve ; but afterwards it increaſed again, 
and became hard, of a dusky colour, and as it were fixed to the Bone. Then I 
applied a Cataplaſm ex mucilag, rad, althee, lilior. ſem. lini & fenugraci, &c, 
endeavouring Reſolution : but it inflamed, and ſuppurated deep among(t 
the Muſcles. I continued Suppuratives, and after a few days, the Matter 
being more concotted, opened it, and gave vent to a fa&tid Matter ; then 
dreſiing up the Abſceſs with «ngxert. baſi/icon upon a Tent, I embrocated it 
with of. rof. applied the ſame Cataplaſm, and afterwards deterged it with 
munaif. Paracelſ. and incarned and cicatrized it as hath been ſaid in large 
Phlegmons. 

A poor Woman brought a Child ts me diſeaſed, as ſhe was told, of the 7. Obfer- 
Kine s Evil ; as indeed now-adays every Diſeaſe that appears dangerous or m_— hy 
difticult of cure is ſent to us as the Evil.He was about (ix years of age,and had 
alarge Tumour on the inſide of his right Thigh.It was not the Evz/, but,the 
Child ſeeming an objeCt of Charity, I offered her the Cure of it; andat the 
lame time, while the Child lay upon the Table, I made Incilion into it with- 
our asking leave,and diſcharged, believe,near a Chamber-pot full ofa crude 
Matter ; then dreſſed it up with Pledgits of «#nguenr.baſfilicon and Emplaſtr dia- 
chalcit.with Compreſs and Bandage. The ſecond day ſhe brought him again 
to me, and then the Skin ſeemed much contracted ; yet it bagg'd, and had 
near a Porrenger-full of Matter init. I laid it open f way with a pair of 
Probe-ſciſſors, and dreſſed it afterwards once more. My Servants from that 
time continued todo it, till ſhe thought ſhe could cure it her ſelF. —__ 

A Child of about four years of age, having been ſeized with a Feverin the y;. of 
Autumn,languiſhed theWinter following under various Diſcaſes,& waslame pblegma- 
by reaſon of ſome Swellings about the right Hip and Thigh. Dr. Denton was or dn 
hisPhyſician, who,having recoveredtheChild toa tolerable meaſure othealth, che Thigh 
took me along with him to conſider thoſe Swellings. There was one round 30 {cb 
Tumour 
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Tumour near the Hip, the other was on the fore-part of the Thigh, very 
large : they had all the ſigns of flatulent Tumours ( except the Sound. ) We 
applied Emplaſtr.d;aſulph. and put onalaced Trowze with a Comprels upon 
the Tumours, and deferred the farther proſecution of the Cure till the wea. 
ther grew warmer ; and then,finding the Tumours unreſolved, we fomented 
them with Diſcutients boiled in a common Lzixivinm,and repeated the uſe of 
the former Emplaſter,by which theTumour on the outſide diſcuſſed, (if it did 
not paſs its Matter into the other : ) which ſoon after I opened in the moſt 
declining part four fingers breadth above the Knee, and, inſtead of W ind, 
diſchargeda large —_—_— ofa clay-coloured fotid Matter. The Open- 
ing was made by Cauſtick : it ſerved for the eaſe diſcharge of the Matter, 
which after a few days leſſened, and by Compreſſion the Part agglutinated 
above, and cured without farther inlarging or putting in a Tent. 
9. Obſer- A Gentleman ofabout thirty years of age having from his youth been vex- 
—_— ed. with a fiſtulous Ulcer in his right Teſticle, in progreſs of time a Tumour 
the Belly. aroſe in the lower Belly over the Pabes,ſtretching to the right Groin.He con- 
ſulred Mr. Jenman and my ſelf, The Swelling was hard and painful, but 
without Inflammation. We ſuppoſed it to ariſe from an effuſion of Serum 
through all the hypogaſtrick Arteries. That of the Teſticle we believed to 
come trom Juices cal in by the ſpermatick Veſlels, which, meeting with a 
check in their progreſs,made the whole Teſticle ſ{cirrhous, and the Ulcer,as 
faid, fiſtulous. We begun our Applications to the Tumour with a diſcutient 
Cataplaſm ex far. fabar. horde, *, lini, fenngreci, flor. ſambuci, cham. pul- 
ver.ixs oxymel. hoping to ſcatter the Humour : we alſo endeavou:ed Revullion 
by VenzſeQion,Clyſters,and lenient Purgatives. Doctor Short was conſulted, 
and aſſiſted allalong in the Cure.While we were endeavouring to diſcuſs the 
Tumour, it began toinflame and tend to Suppuration. Upon ſight whereof 
we ſuppurated it, and opened it by Cauſtick about two inches long near the 
Os ilion, and diſcharged a large quantity of Matter. As the Eſcar ſeparated, 
we endeavoured Digeltion,and cheriſhed the Parts by good Fomentations,ad- 
ding Compreſs and Bandage to preſs out the Matter ; the Phyſician having 
the while preſcribed a decoft ſarſe,chine,&c.with proper vulnerary Plantsand 
Balſamicks, purging by intervals. Yet notwithſtanding theſe endeavours,the 
Abſceſs became more ſinuous,and ut us upon a neceſſity of laying it open the 
whole lengrh as it lay tranſverſe the Belly. The Matter was thereby more 
eaſily diſcharged ; but, by reaſon of it virulency,it corroded under the Lips 
of the Ulcer, rendring them ſinuous and jagged,and the Perironeum bare in 
ſome places. The leaſt application of a Catharetick exaſperated it, &c. The 
rubbing ofa callous Lip with the Cauſtick-ſtone gave him a fit of the Colick. 
Upon which conſiderations we exhibited a few grains of Turbith mineral, 
which gave him three or four Vomits.By the repeating of that ſome times he - 
falivated, and the Ulcer afterwards became well diſpoſed and cured. The 
Teſfticle was grown to the Scrotum, and paſſed its Matter through it in two 
ſeveral places : there was alſo another Sizus which paſſed through the body of 
the Teſt.cle downwards. We had been ſome while endeavouring to conſume 
the Calloſities of theſe by Emollients outwardly applied, asalfo by Cathere- 
ticks inwardly upon Tents into the Ulcer : but failing 1a the latter, we laid 
open the $i7xs on the {ide of the Teſticle from one Oritice to the other, and 
digeſtedand healed it ; then paſs'd a Seton-needle through the other Sinus, & 
made way beneath for diſcharge of the Matter.W hen that lower Orifice was 
- 97 ol digeſted, we pulled out the Ligature, and kept it open with a Tent,and there- 
Tumour by drained the Matter from the —_— parts, and cured the Teſticle. 
Iy theBel- * A Mancameout of Ire/ard dilcaled with a largeTumour in the lower _ 
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deep under the Muſcles, without Inflammation, hardneſs or Pulſation : it 
was moſt prominent towards the left Inguex, and ſomewhat heated. The 
Tumour had been long growing,and of , wx very painful. I applied an Emp. 
Ceſaris over the whole Tumour, and fitted him with a Bracer to bear part of 
the weight of it,deſigning that way to palliate it. By theſe he was ſomewhat 
relieved, and made a Journey with ſome of his Friends into the North, pur- 
poſing to drink the Waters at Karesbrook : but by reaſon of his pain he ſtop- 
ped at Tork ; and,meeting with no hopes of Cure there, he returned hither,and 
fent for me. I went, and found him in his Bed full of pain, and that part 
of the Tumour in the Groin ſwelled and inflamed, and full of Matter, as I 
thought : but, doubting the ſuccels,I deſired he would conſult ſome eminent 
Men of my Profeſſion. He made choice of Mr.Tho. Holler, We conlidered 
the ſituation of the Tumour, the time and manner of its growth, with the 
Symptoms all along atrending it, and concluded it originally a Tumour by 
Congeſtion ; ſuppoſing the pain to proceed from ſome acrimony in the Se- 
rum, which falling into this declining Part putrefied. Upon this ſuppoliti- 
on we complied with the Patient and his Friends delires, opened the Tu- 
mour in that Groin by Incilion, and diſcharged about half a large Porrenger 
of a bloudy Serum. We then laid it more open, and, obſerving nothing more 
to come forth, miade a ſearch with our fingers, and, feeling nothing but Far, 
dreſſed it up with Digeſtives ex terebinth. &c. with Emplaſter and Bandage. 
The Patient was ealed of his pain,and reſted well that night. The third . 
we met again, and found him as well as might reaſonably be expetted : but 
from the time we opened the Tumour he had not been out of his Bed, Ta- 
king off the Dreſſings; we found the Tumour ſunk, and a little Matter from 
the Lips of the Wound ; but from the Abſceſs there was only a Gleet diſchar- 
ged. We fomented the whole Belly with decod?. abſinth. flor. cham. ſambuci, 8c. 
made in Wine,and dreſſed up the Abſceſs with Digeſtives as before. We were 
not ſatisfied with our work, yet had no Symptoms of its penetration : he brea- 
thed well,and his Urine and Stools were good. At our next Dreſſing we ſaw 
the Ulcer had gleeted much, and the Opening appeared full of a grealy Fat 
ſoiled, as\the Omeztum will be after it hath been ſome time corrupted by the 
air, We pulled ſome of it out, and, having made a Ligature under it, cut it 
off, and dreſſed up the Patient as before. We were inclinable to think that 
what we had cut off was part of the O-extum: but then why ſhould not the 
Inte!tines thruſt out? To clear this Doubt, I brought the next day an Injection 
made of a DecoCtion of ſome Vulneraries, ex rad. ireos, ariſtoloch. rot. myrrh. 
aloe, ſarcocoll, mell, rof. and a little fir, vini, and caſt ſome of it up with a 
Syringe. It came out again. We repeated the Experiment, till we had well 
farishied our ſelves that 1t came all out again : which confirmed to us that the 
Abſceſs was not within the cavity of the Belly amongſt che Bowels. But 
the caſting up of this Injection gave the Patient a Colick, upon which we 
uſed it no more. The Lips of the Abſcels digeſted well, but from within it 
only gleeted, and thruſt out Fat, which we daily cut off withour the loſs of 
a drop of bloud, and dreſſed up the Abſce(s with mundif. ex apio, continuing 
the uſe of diſcutient Fomentations and Cataplaſms. We very much deſired 
to ſee our Patient up out of his Bed : but he apprehended that hisGuts would 
tumble out; and the more Fat we pulled away, the more he deſponded, and 
in the ſpace of two Months languiſhed and died. I reſolved to open his Body, 
and to that purpoſe made my Inciſion down from the Cartilag. enſiformis te 
the Pubes, and from the Navel croſs over. Then it appeared plainly that the 
Tumour was made by abundance of a ſoft white greafie Fat lying between the 
Peritoneum and Muſcles of the lower Belly. The Peritoneum was — 
the 
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the leaſt tainted, yet lay ſo bare,that the moſt curious Anatomiſt could not by 
Difletion more expole it. 

If this perſon had but roſe out of his Bed to the Cloſe-ſtool, nay, if he had 
but roſe upon his Knees to urine, the Fat had ſlipt out at the ſame time ; for 
it lay looſe floating upon the Peritoneum. After I had removed the Fat, I divi- 
ded the Peritozewm,and there I ſaw all the YViſcers ſound and ſweet as ever I 
beheld in any dead body in my life. :

Vf a Scirrhus, 
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Cirrhws hath hitherto amongſt Authors been reputed to have its Original 
from Melancholy and tough Phlegm : the truth of which I dare not de- 
ny before I know what is meant by rhoſe words. For in progreſs of diſcourſe 
theW riters upon this Subject do divide Melancholy into zatural,and preterna- 
tural : a Diſtintion by whom begun I do not at preſent remember,but cont 
nued and uſed by all Writers of the latter Ages. Men that make this Diſtin- 
Qion do ſuppoſe the zatura/Melancholy to be the terreſtrious part of theBloud, 
but not yet to have exceeded the bounds of a ſanguineous element : preterna- 
tural to be ſuch as hath contracted a more than ordinarily fixed or terreſtrious 
quality by a fault in Concoction, which if it be only a Humour ſo fixed, may 
be called preternatural Melancholy. Tf the Bloud was very hot and acrimoni- 
ous, it hath been preſumed to be burnt, and hath gone by the name of Choler 
aduſt : but then it is not of the ſame kind or family.Of theſe more in the Trea- 
tile of Caxcers. | 
I deſire not to wade into Controverſies of this nature,fitter for the Schools 
than a practical Diſcourſe: it may ſuffice to give ſuch a notion of Melancholy 
as may be agreeable to the common conceptions of men verſed in the Faculty, 
If we ſoderive our Notion,we may conſider the Bloud to be bred out of 
Chyle,which in the laQteous Veſſels is white,but when it enters the Veins it 
by degrees groweth to be pellucid,and then is called Seram,and in ſome caſes 
Pituita ; and at laſt,when it is red,we call it B/oud. W hich Bloud conſiſts of 
much Salr and Sulphur, without which neither the animal Spirits nor the ſolid 
Parts themſelves could be made. According to the degrees of fixedneſs and vo- ' 
latility that theſe Salts and Sulphurs do acquire,the Bloud is more or leſs flo- 
rid,and the whole Habit of body of a better or worſe Conſtitution. If theſe 
Parts arrive to their due volatility, the whole Habit is Sanguine : if they be 
too fixed,it is Melancholick, according to the old phraſe ; which is indeed ſo 
far from being Aduſtion,that it is rather a Crudity, and the body in this caſe 
differs from a Sanguine condition as a green Apple doth from a ripe one. It be- 
ing the fault of the Bloud that the Chy/e, having met with too a acidity 
in the firſt ConcoQtion,doth not ever acquire a oe ripeneſs,but is apt up- 
on occaſion to concrete it ſelf upon the Fibres of the Tendons or Muſcles out- 


. wardly,and upon the YViſcera inwardly : which Concretion, where it happens, 


Differen- 


is that Tumour which we call Sirrhwe, 

The Differences of Scirrhus muſt be taken from the various mixture that 
happens in the Juices of the Bloud. For Bloud, being made at ſeveral times, 
may partake of many ſevera] qualities ; ſome of which may be produced in = 
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Maſs of Bloud, and ſome in the Part it ſelf, either by the pecvliar Ferment 
thereof, or elſe by the alteration it may receive from applications of Medica- 
ments. If a falſe Ferment 1n the Ventricle vitiate the Digeſtion, in Read of 
00d and laudable Chyle, Wwe often find the produtt to be peccant, either in 
acidity,or acrimony,or ſome other quality. If it be Acrimony, when it comes 
into the Bloud it produceth many hot Diſeaſes,and often Cancers : of which 
more hereafter. li fa meer crude Acidity,then the body is liable to a Scirrhue : 
but that Scirrhws,according to the various mixtures it may meet with of Bloud 
thatwent before,may be ſocompounded as to make thoſe ſeveralSpecies which 
we call Scirrhus phleg monoides, eryſipelatodes, edematodes, &c. Nay, though 
the whole Bloud may be trouble 1 with one uniform Diltemper, which may 
diſpoſe it tothe railing of a Phlegmon, Eryſipelas,Oedema,&c. yet the applicati- 
ons of Medicines to a Part ſo aftfted may be ſuch as, exhaling too ſuddenly 
the thinner Juices, may make the cruder portion that remains, in ſtead of 
ripening into a due Digeſtion, harden into a Scirrhus: or elſe by Medicines 
that cool too much the whole Maſs may be kept in its crudity, and fo fixed in 
the Part as to become hard. | 

The exquilite or true Scirrhus hath no ſenſe ; the imperfe& Scirrhus hath Signs. 
ſome ſeale, if it be preſſed upon. The Tumour is hard, immoveable, and of a 
dark red colour ; if Piruitz be mixed with it, then it is of a livid colour, If 
a Scirrhus be the original Diſeaſe of the Part,and not the effe& of ſome other 
that hath beea ill handled, it begias uſually ſmall like a Vetch or Pea,and by 
degrees increaſeth, without ſhifring or changing of place. If ir be the effe&t of 
ſome other Tumor that terminated in it,as aPhlegmog,&c.then the Accidents 
proper to that Tumour did ſuddenly change into thoſe of a Serrrhns : of which 
you may ſee more in their proper place. 

The true or exquiſite Scirrhus,being altogether without ſenſe,admits of no progne. 
Cure. The rea'on is,becauſe the induration of the Part is ſogreat,that it will flick. 
not open to receive the free afflux of Bloud into it,but keeps its own hardneſs 
in delpite of all Applications, and thereby the ule of Medicaments is rende- 
red ineJectual, | | 

The imperfe£t Scirrhus, which hath ſome ſenſe, is not incurable, but yields 
by Reſolution ; though very often it t&minates in a Cancer. 

The Scirrhas which ariſeth from Pituita, without change of colour in the 
S\1n,if it be very big and hard,and have hair grown upon ,is neither curable, 
nor yet doth terminate 1n a Cancer. : 

Tn the Cure of the Scirrhas three Intentions are required. The firſt is,in the Cure. 
epulation of Diet and manner of living : the ſecond is,in the preparing and 
. evacuating of the antecedent or peccant Humour : and the third is,ia the ap- 
plication of external Medicaments. . 

In order to the firſt, the Air ought to be clear,and temperately hot and moilt. 
Their Aliment ſuch as may breed good Bloud ; as new-laid Eggs, Chickens, 
Pullets, Mutton, Veal, Lamb, Kid : and theſe boiled with Spinage, Borrage, 
Endive, Succory, Lettice, Sorrel,c. are better than roaſted. Their Bread 
ought to be of good Wheat and well baked; their Drink a well-boiled ſmall 
Ale, or ſmall White wine, Rheniſh,&c. Their Exerciſe moderate, and alſo 
their Sleep: their Mind chearful, free from care: and the Body ſoluble, by 
Clyſters or otherwiſe. 

The ſecond Intention is, the evacuation of the Humour which aboundeth 
in the Body : whether, to ule the vulgar phraſe, it be Pituita or Melancho- 
| Far cauſed the Scirrhus ; or that it proceeded from Obſtruttions of the 
Menſtrua, or Suppreſſion of the Hzmorrhoids. If from any of theſe Cauſes 
Bloud abounds and be feculent, Phlebotomy is — Clytter a : 
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but if Bloud do not abound, forbear Bleeding, and proceed in preparing and 
evacuating the Humours. | 

The Preparatives thereto,according to the Ancients,were with /yr.de /uc- 
co borrag. bugloſſ. fumariz, __ de duabus radicibus, de pomis, Byzantinus, &c. 
inthediſtilled water of the ſame Plants,or in Whey. Bur our Patients would 
think that time loſt : therefore, in ſtead of thoſe Digeſtives, we purge with 
Minoratives ; Viz. decott, ſene Gereonis, decodt. epithymi, alſo Deceiog. of 

taſſia, tamarind, &c. cum ſyrupis de pomis purg. &c. eleft, diacathol.. diaprun, 
ſolut. diacaſſie ; and allo pil. de lapide Iazult, de agarico, aggreoativ. &c. Theſe 
roughHumours require trequent Purging,but not by ſtrong Catharticks : cox- 
fett. hamech and eledt. diaphenic, are of the ſtrongeſt fort. If Phlegm abound, 
proceed as hath been propoſed in Oedema, and forbear Bleeding. 

ThePlethora evacuated,you may endeavour Revullion to the contrary Parts 

by Friction, Cupping, Fontanels, &c. In ObſtrufQtions of the Hzmorrhoids 
Leeches may be applied ; and in Supprefſion of the Mexſtrua a Vein may be 
opened in the Arm or Leg, NE | 

The third Intenſion is performed in treating the Tumour it ſelf: in which 
theſe Directions aretobe followed. Firſt,that you do not ule Repellents ; for 
cold and tough Humours, of which theſe Swellings are created, are not capa- 
ble of returning back as hot Humours, bur do increaſe the more thereby. In 
the next place, you ought to be.cautious in the uſe of Emollients alone ; for 
thereby they are frequently exaſperated,and terminate in Cancers, You ought 
alſo roavoid the uſe of the ſtronger Diſcutients,leſt thereby you reſolve the ſe- 
rous thin Humours, and convert the grofſer part into a more ſolid ſubſtance. 
Therefore you are to conſider well the Habit of the Body, and whether the 
Scirrhus be recent or old, and what the Parts are that be aftected,and propor- 
tion your Medicaments accordingly. 

As to the Habit of the Body : young people, and ſuchas live effeminately, 
require to be treated with milder Reſolvents than thoſe who live a labouring 
life. Soalſo a Scirrhms 1n 1ts recency, whilſt it 1s in its augment, requireth 
milder Applications than the confirmed or inveterate one. And thoſe Scirrh: 
ariſing in the Fleſhy parts will more e&gſily reſolve than thoſe on the Ligaments 
and Tendons. 

The milder Reſolvents are butyrum rec. adeps gallinac.ol. amygaal. dulc, lilior, 
adeps anſer. anatis, fevum vitalin. hircinum, vaccinum, axung.porcin.wvet.rad.al. 
thee, lilior. &c. The ſtronger are radices cucumeris are bryonte, ſigill. Solo- 
monis, ireos, pix navalis, liquida, terebinth. gum, galban, ammoniac. bdellinm, 
opopanax, &c, Acetum by virtue of its penetrative quality is properly mixed 
with other Medicaments in the reſolving groſs Humours. 

Some W riters do not approve of Fomentations : but I have always found 
them neceſſary todiſpoſe the Tumour to Reſolution,and have ever begun my 
Applications with them, and do propoſe them to you. B rad. althez, lilior. 
an. iv. rad. cucumeris agreſt. 7 ij, ſummitat. cicute, M. ij. ſummitat. m2joran, 
M. j. flor. meliloti, ſambuci, an. P.). ſe. lini, fenugreci, althee, an. j. coquan- 
tur in ſ.q. aq. font. colature adde aceti modicum. 

In ſoft Bodies, where the Scirrhus is recent, BR rad. althee I 6, rad, [ilior. 
I 11). ſen. lini & fenng. an. ). coquantur in brod, ex capite © pedibus vervecints, 
deinde piſtentur, & trajiciantur per ſetaceum, addendo olei chamemel, lilior. 

' an. Fi). eſypi3j 6. Empl. diachyl. ſimpl. cum oleo lilior. ſolut. 5 11). cere alb. q./. 
fat Ceratum, Ceratum hyſſopt is allo proper to reſolve theſe Tumours. 

In dry Bodies, where the Scirrhws is more confirmed and fixed amongſt the 
Ligaments and Tendons, the Fume of acetum,yea þ.vini ſprinkled upon a hot 
Stone,are of ſpecial vertue in reſolving thoſe Tumours : afterwards you _

5 ij. liqueſcant onmnia ſimul, & cu cera alba frat 
Ceratum molle, Ii by the uſe of theſe Medicaments it tend to Suppurartion, 
treat it accordingly : but beware that you be not deceived, and the Suppura- 
tion prove falſe, and terminate 1n a Cancer, | 


A Perſon of Honour near 4o years of age,of a full Body,had been long ſub- «. obſer- 


ject ro cedematous Swellings in both her Legs from the Knees down- '** 


wards : for the remedying of which many Applications had been made abroad 
during the time ſhe was in Frazce; but, by reaſon of her conſtant attendance 
there,they continued ſwelling in progreſs of time the Matter indurated and 
became Scirrhous, not only along her Shins, but the muſculous Fleſh on the 
Calves of her Legs and Ancles. The Cure was difficult ; but ſhe promiſing to 
keep her Chamber, I undertook it. She conſulted Sir Alex. Fraf. who pre- 
pared her body by Purging, &c. after which I began my work with the Fo- 
mentation ſet down 1n the method of Cure, her Servants bathing her Legs 
witha Sponge morning and evening ; after which they were embrocated c: 
oleo ex ped. bovinis & ol. lumbric.Then I applied a Cerote on them of «ngnerr. 
dialthee and Wax,and rowled them moderately on to retain the Dreſſings: at- 
ter which ſhe reſted her ſelf upon a Bed or Pallet daily. Whilſt this Perſon 
was under Cure, there happened a private Difſection of a ſound Body at our 
Hall, whence I collected a good quantity of Fat, which I clarified, and, af- 
ter the fomenting of her Legs, I embrocated them with it twice a day ; to 
which I imputed very much the Recovery ; for from that time the hardneſs 
vilibly reſolved,and in a Month's ſpace they were reſtored. During this me- 
thod of Dreſſing ſhe was frequently purged,and a Fontanel made in each Leg. 
SuſpeQting her Legs might {well upon her firſt going abroad, I cauſed a pair 
of laced Stockings to be put on, which ſhe did wear ſome few days : but obſer- 
ving they did not {well,ſhe not only left them off, but healed up the Fontanels. 


A Gentleman of about fifty years of age by a Fall brake his lower Jaw,the z. Obſer- 


Cure whereof you may ſee in the Treatiſe of Frawres. About half a year af-* 


ter the ſame Patient complained of a hard Tumour fixed under that Ear and 
Maxilla, of a dark red colour, not ſo much painful, as uneaſie from the hard 
binding of the Parts together. It was an imperfect Scirrhus,and not unlike to 
end in a Cancer. Sir Charles Scarburgh,Phyſician to his Royal Highneſs the 
Dake of York, and one of His Maſeſtie's Phyſicians, was ———_— and by his 
preſcription the Patient was let bloud,and ſeveral times purged. I fomented 
the Tumour with the Forws above mentioned,and embrocated it with o/./z/zor. 
ſambuci, and unguent. dialthee, applying Empl. diachyl. cum gummi, and after- 
wards a Cataplaſm ex fol. cicute, rad. liltor. ſem. lini, fenngreci, &c, During 
theſe Applications little hard Tubercles roſe in the body of the Tumour, (as 
I have ſometime ſeen riſe about the Lips of inveterate cancerated Ulcers,)and 
after ſome days brake and gleeted,but would not digeſt. In the preſence of the 
Phyſician I cut into them, filled them with Pracipitate, applied »nguen- 
twm baſilicon on them, and continued the uſe of Fomentations, &c. The 
Precipitate not digeſting them, I rubbed intothemwith aCauſtick-ſtone,divi- 
ded the Eſcars, and filled them with Pracipitate, from that time haſtning ſe- 
paration of the Sloughs. Then by the Vitriol-ſtone and Przxcipitate I'deterged 
them. As theſe digeſted,the hardneſs reſolved,and I cured them with «2 »ext. 
tutie, The Patient being cured, we ſent for Mr. Goffing, to inform himſelf 
whether any carious Tooth or Stump afetted that Jaw, He pulled out one ; 
but whether that was the cauſe I much doubt. 
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One of about fifty years of age, of a full Body,came to me with a hard Tu- 
mour of about four inches in length lying on the outlide of his right Thigh, 
cloſe to the Muſculus vaſt us externus, of a livid colour mixed with a dark red. 
It was occaſioned by a Fall upon a Threſhold of a door, which bruiſed the 
Part, and I ſuppoſe made a large extravaſation,which,for want of timely dil: 
cuſſing, dried and hardened. The Tumour was ſenſible, but not otherwiſe 
painful than as it numm'd that ſide of the Leg, and fo cauſed a Lameneſs. | 
began with VenaſeQion,and purged him frequently with decot?.epithymi, 8c. 
during which I fomented the Tumour with the Fozs propoſed in the method 
of Cure, and beat and pulped the f#ces of it, and with farin. lentium & hordei 
cum axung.anſeris & ol.lilior. made up a Cataplaſm and applied ir. I embroca- 
ted the benumm'd Parts with ol. /«mbricor, and made him a Fontanel on that 
ſide of the Leg. After I had continued theſe Applications ſome days, I added 
more Cic«ta to the Cataplaſm, and boiled it in Wine and Water, By the fre- 
quent application of the Czcuta the Skin was fretted ; in which caſe I omitted 
the uſe of it, and applied the milder reſolvent Emplaſter ſet down in the me- 
thod of Cure,and embrocated the Tumour with ax»zg. h:mana.: By this me- 
thod I re{olved the Tumour,and diſmiſſed him cured. 

I could give you ſome other Iaſtances of theſe imperfeQ Scirrhi; but they 
not differing in their Cure, I ſhall forbear, and conclude this Chapter with 
oe Inſtance of a Scrrrhus which may ſerve to ſhew whar the Diſeaſe is when 
hejghined by acrimony or evil quality. 

A Gentlewoman aged forty eight years,of a fu!l Body,having been long dif- 
caſed by immoderate fluxes of the Mexſtrua,and ſubject ro Cough with Shorr 
n:!s of breath, &c. at length recovered her health by the preſcriptions of 
Dottor Dexton,and enjoyed it the ſpace of a year ; but was then ſeized with 
a ſtreightneſs and paig in her right Breaſt, which increafing much with In- 
flammation, ſhe came again to her Phyſician, who ſent for me. Ar the firſt 
fight it ſeemed to me a confirmed Cancer fixed to the Ribs : but upon more 
mature deliberation and handling of it, I found the Diſeaſe was in the Skin, 
and that the Glands and muſculous fleſh underneath it were not hard,or other- 
wiſe afteCted than as they were bound in by the intenſe hardneſs of the Skin, 
which kept them 'mmovable. From thar uneaſineſs an Eryſipelas was raiſed, 


which orerſpred the Skin of the Breaſt and Parts about with great heat. We * 


ſyppoſed the hardneſs proceeded from a concretion of the nutritious Juices : 
but how to relieve her was the difficulty. We applied over the Parts affetted 
cerat, Galeni to repre(s the heat, and ſupplied her with Medicaments to drefs 
her ſelf, that ſhe might, according to her deſire, retire to her houſe in the 
Country, where ſhe was let bloud,and purged with anna and cremoy tartar, 
diffolved in Whey ; and her Houſe being near Epſom,ſhe was afterwards pur- 
ged with thoſe Waters. But, after all, prowing more indiſpoſed, ſhe retur- 
ned to Londen : at which tame I ſaw her Breaſt inflamed and excoriated, alſo 
ſeveral hard Tubercles riſen in the Skin which gleeted much. The Scirrhus 
was alſo ſpred up that ſide of the Neck by the Muſc4/l. maſtoides to thie Os hu- 
»eri and Scapula, and {o under that Axilla, and down that ſide. . We dreſſed 
ſome afrhe Excoriations with »nguent.tutie Vigonis,and others with Pledgits

flammation was remitted, and the Excoriations healed in ſome places, and 
checked in others. Many internal Remedies were allo preſcribed, Emulſions,

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Cordials,&c. according to the Accidents which happened. During the while 
I was in the Country other Chirurgeons were conſulted, but without ſucceſs; 
the Scirrhas,{till ſpreading,over-ran the other Breaſt and ſide of the Neck, and 
in few weeks rendered her Neck {iff and immovable : and, by reafon of the 
Compreſſion which was made in the Axil and about the Shoulder,there was 
a reſtagnation of the Humours, and the Arm ſwelled to the Fingers ends. 
We fomented the Arm with a decod#,fol. & rad. alrhee, fol. violay. plentas. ſo 
lani, ſalicts, lenticule paluſtris, flor, cham. meliloti, ſems. lini, fenugr. and endea- 
voured by Embrocatuons and Cerots, Emollients and Reſolvents, to ſfuccour 
theſe Parts : but all this while ſhe was either aMicted with Colicks, or Diar- 
rhea,or Vomiting. Weendeavoured to carry off the Matter by Calome!. in- 
wardly,and by Mercurial Unguents outwardly,and would have falivated her, 
if ſhe would have permitted. The weather growing hot,and her Lodgings 
being too ſtreight,[he removed again to her houſe in the Gountry,where ſhe 
was viſited by us. I ſaw the. Scirrhus aftefting both ſides of her Neck, her 
Shoulders, Arms, Breaſts and Sides, and beginning to invade the Skin of her 
Loins and Hips ; yetſhe was not at that time ſick or pained,but eat her Din- 
ner well. She at length grew weary of Medicine, and with patience endu- 
red the remaining Accidents of her Diſeaſe till it killed her. She was ſeized 
with this Scirrhes 1n May, and died in Avguft following. 


C H AP, XX. 
Of Warts and ( orns. 


Hes run through the Diſcourſe of Scirrhus, I ſhall make bold to add 
to it lomething concerning Warts and Corns,as being more reducible to 
that Head than to any other that I know : they being for the moſt part indura- 
ted Tumours ; and though ſometimes we find them ſofr,yet that is upon ſome 
admixture of an extraneous Humour that makes the Tumour compound. 
Warts and Corrs are both of them cutaneous Tumours, but do differ from 
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each other by this moſt eſſential Difference : A Wart beginneth in the Cut, Cauſe of 
and ſeemeth to be either an efloreſcence of the Serwm of the Bloud, which, W=% 


hardning in the ſurface of the Skin, maketh a dry Tumour ; or elſe ſome 
ſmall luxuriancy of the little Arteries of the Cuts, which do thruſt out them- 


ſelves, making a petty Sarcams which we call a ſoft Wart. According to the piferen- 
variety of the Tumour, it is ſometimes whole with a {mooth ſurface, ſome- <=. 


times chapp'd and uneven. According to the manner of their produQtion,ſome- 
times they ariſe by a general ex(udation out of the C#t#s, with a broad baſis, 
and are called Verruce ſcſiles ; ſometimes a few Capillaries putting out toge- 
ther do, after they have grown to a {mall length, inlarge themſelves into a 
greater.compals, and make the penſile Tumour we call Acrochordon. 


The Corn,0n the other (ide, beginneth in the Cuticula with its baſis outward, Cauſe of 


owing its origin toan outward Compreſſion,and thence derives it ſelf inward 
antothe Skin,nay,often through it to the Membranes, Tendons, & Cartilages, 
to which it frequently unites it ſelf,to the no ſmall diſturbance of the Patient. 
It groweth in any part that is liable to great Prefſure; the Toes and Feet, the 
Lips of Trumpettersthe Ears of Ladies,&c. The hardeſt part of the _ is 
uſually 
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uſually in the middle,thruſting ir ſelf in like a Nail ; whence it hath its Latine 
appellation of C/av#.T hat hard part doth often turn black,making a ſpeck in 
rhe middle, which in ſome Countries gives it the name of a Bird's eye. The 
ourfides are ſofter, not ſo horny as the former, but ſtill ſcirrhous, and do ei- 
ther prohibit acceſs into the hole whence the Corn grew, if it have been cut 
out ; or elſe ſuffer themſelves to be crowded into the place that was voided by 
excilion,there hardaing into a new Corn of the like ſolidity with the former. 

Differen- But it is not always that Corns are hard; they often are ſoft between the 

_ Toes, where the Compreſlion is not great,and ſometimes have Inflammation 
joined withthem : which variety is ordinarily obſerved,and eaſily reduced to 
the common heads. 

Signs of There need no Szgps be given of Warts, they being ſo apparent. And for 

both. Corns, whether they be hard or ſoft, the pain will diſcover them : yet in the 
ſoft Corns the Skin is for the moſt part whiter than the reſt. 

Progno- PWarts do often fall away of themſelves ; whereas Corxs are ſcarce ever {0 

ſick. cured that they return not again. | | 

Cureocf The Medicaments commended in the Cure of Warts are many. Thoſe 

Warts, which are moſt ealie to be had in the Country are,the greenRinds of Willows 
beaten, the juice of Marigolds, Celandine, all the Spurges, a Garden-ſnail 
ſprinkled with Salt. If you rub them with any of thele, they will fall off. 
OL. vitrioli or ol. ſalphars will certainly deſtroy them. I have ſeen ſome burn 
them out by running a hot Needle into the roots of them. There are other 
ways,as by rubbing them with raw Beef,and burying it. But when any great 
one falls into my hands, I make a ſpeedier riddance of it by Ligature or 
Cauſtick. Where it is capable of being tied, I make a Ligature : in others, 
where 1t 15 not, the Cauſtick {tone alone will do it. 

Cureof The Garecf Corrs is in paring them off, and applying red ſoft Wax: or, 


Corns, Re picis navalts 31. Emploagliachyl. magn. 3 1ij. gum. galban. diſſolut. in aceto 3 6. 
ſalts ammoniaci YJj. Miſce; or, B aluminis, vitrioli Ungarici, auripigment, ana 
part. equal. pulveriz. & miſceantur cum aceto, All which are proper as well in 
the ſoft as in the hard Corns. 

r; Obſer- Young Lady, having been long vexed with an unſeemly over grown 

- 4 Wart upon one of her Fore-fingers,defired my help.I rubbed the chapp'd 


head of it with a Cauſtick-itone till it was ſoft and black, then ſcraped it'off, 

and rubbed the remaining root with ſome of the ſame till I judged it was era- 

dicated, then waſhed out the Salts, and dreſſed it cum unguent. baſilic. with 

a few drops of ol. terebinth. which made ſeparation of the Eſcar, and cured it. 

2.Obſer- In another young perſon;where they were ſmall in the baſis, I tied ſome of 

vat. them clole by the roots with a Silk, others I ſnipt off with a pair of Sciſſors, 
not regarding the dropping of the bloud upon the neighbouring Parts, which 
is thought to infe& them, and beget others. Then I rubbed the roots of them 
all with a Cauſtick-ftone, and digeſted the Sloughs out as above faid, and 
they cicatrized of themſelves the while. 

Cairion, Yet you ought to be cautious how you meddle with thoſe growing upon the 
Knuckles : for Warts there, being for the moſt part near the 1 endons,cannot 
well be extirpated without offending them,and ſo are conſequently ſubjeCt ro 
Fluxion, and corrupt the Cartilages or Bone. 

:. Obſs. This was the ub of a Perſon of Quality aged about fifty years,of a pletho- 

, rick Body,who hada Wart upon the tirſt Joint of one of herFore-fingers.It was 

imprudently undertaken by ſome pretender to Chirurgery,and treated as 1ll ; 

ſo that after many.Months endeavours he was diſmiſſed,and a-more knowing 

Chirurgeon entertained, who found much difficulty in the Cure,yet made a 


ſhift 
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Orifice with Pracipitate, whereby I cruſted in the Matter to thin the Skin, 
which the next day I opened, and by ſearch of a Probe felt the Cartilages 
rctted. I informed the Patient of the neceſſity of making an Inciſion Pro- 
portionably large in order to the Exfoliation, and withal repreſented the 
diFculty ; and offered to her conſideration the more certain and ſpeedy way 
by cutting of that Joint. She with little demur conſented toit. All things 
being immediately prepared, Ichopr off that Joint, drefſedit up with pul- 
ver. Galeni, and afterwards digeſted it, and cured it, as hath been ſhewed in 
ſuch like Extirpations. | 

A Citizen came to me complaining of a pain between the two little Toes 
' of one of his Feet, wv hich he had of a long time ſuppoſed to atile from a 
Corn on the outſide of his little Toe, and pared that often, cauſing his Shoes 
to be made wider, yet without any manner of eaſe : but of late he had diſ- 
covered the pain to be on the inlide of the little Toe. I looked on it, and, 
ſecing the Skin whiter there than on the other parts, concluded it a ſoft 
Corn, and ſeat for one to cut it out. He pared out that white Skin, and fil- 
led up the Fovea with ſoft red Wax. From that inſtant he wore the ſtreigh- 
teſt Shoes with much eaſe. 

Many ſuch like Corns I have been conſulted in making the diſcovery, and 
by my advice they have after the aforeſaid manner relieved themſelves. 

A Perſon of quality complained to me of a pain in the Joint of her great 
Toe and Sole of that Foot : underneath the Toes ſhe ſaid cher pain was fo 
much, that ſhe could neither go in the day upon it, nor {leep in the night, 
I looked upon them,and,ſuppoling they might be ſoft Corns, ſent for a Corn- 
cutter. He cut away the thick Skin to the quick,as we thought ; but ſhe con- 
tinued in much pain, and, ſending for me the next morning,told me ſhe had 
* not been in bed that night by reaſon of her exceeding pain. I ſuſpected they 

had been cut too c!oſe,and were feſtering ; but in _— upon them I ſaw no 
heat or diiturbance; yet upon preſſhng my fingers on them ſhe complained 
much. I, concluding there was ſome fault under the Skin, reſolved to find 
it out : to which purpoſe I rubbed one of theſe places with a Cauſtick-ſtone, 
and ſcraved away the Skin as'irt loftned, and, penetrating more deep, gave 
vent tO an extravalated Bloud. I ſerved che reft fo, and found the like Bloud 
mevery one of them : the quantity did not exceed the kernel of a Cherry- 
ſtone, TI dreliled them all with «nguert, baſilicon and an Empl. diapalm. over 
them, an4 hereby they cicatrized in twice or thrice dreſſing : but from the 
firſt drefſing her pain cealed, and ſhe continueth (ince without complaint. 

In the Cure of the hard Corns of the Feet or Toes I do not bulie my elf, if 
ſuch Emplaſters as have been propoſed fail; they may ſend for the Corn-cut- 
ter. Bur if through pain a Fluxion be occalioned, and the Part apoſtemare, it 
may then be worth the conſulting a Chirurgeon-; for generally they pene- 
trate, to the Periofterm : and ifthe Aroltemarion doth nor foul the Bone im- 
med:ately, yet rhe Lips of the Ulcer grow callous, and do not ealily unite. 

An elderly Gentle woman was much afflicted with Corns,eſpecially one on 
one cf her little Toes, which apoſtemared, and diſcharged its Matter forth at 
a {mal! Pin-ho'e. The ſpeedy Cure was, by eating that Skin off with a Cau- 
ſtick, or cutting ir away, that the Matter being at once let out it might heal. 
Bix the not admitting of either, I was put upon the nece{lity of paring away 
the Calloficy,%& dre:Ting it with Lenients. Thus the Skin was kept A” 
O the 


ſhift to cicatrize it : but it ſwelled again, and diſcharged part of its Matter 
by the {ideof that Nail. Upon fight whereof I was conſulted, and ſaw a thin 
[chor weeping through the old Cicatrzx at an Opening not bigger than a ſmall 
Pin-hole. The Lady importuning me to undertake the Cure,I ſprinkled the 
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the Matter diſcharging freely the while, it healed underneath, and the Callo. 
ſity pilled off : and from that time the Toe hath continued free from Corns. 


2, Obſer- 'A young Lady about fifteen years of age had an Apoſtemation on the out- 


ſide of one of her Toes, It was occalioned by the hard preſſure ofa Corn up. 
on the Joint of it, and had continued ſome months diſcharging its Matter 
through the middle of the Corn, 1n ſpite of the endeavours rhat had been tri- 
ed by Corn-cutters and others. Upon ſight of it, the Skin which covered the 
Ulcer appeared ( to my judgment) callous within, and not capable of uni- 
ting with the parts underneath. Upon which conlideratjon I ſtopt the Ori- 
fice with Lint, and, rubbing the Skin with a Caultick-{tone, removed rhat 
falſe cover ; then dreſſed it with #»gner. baſilicon warm ; by which it was 
digeſted, and afterwards cicatrized. 

Another having an Apoſtematicn on the outſide of her little Toe by reaſon 
of irs hard Preſſure, I opened it by Incilion, and diſcharged the Matter ; and 
afterwards perceiving the Matter retained under the callous looſe Skin, I 
ſnipt ir off with iny Scifſors, whereby ſhe was freed of her Corn, and the 
Ulcer was ſoon cured by the abovelaid Unguent. 

A young Gentlewoman came to Lozdoz with an Ulcer in one of her Toes, 
that next to the little one. It was on the middle Joint,occalioned by the pre(- 
ſure ofa Corn. DoQor Walter Needham commended her to my hands. We 
dilated the Ulcer, and diſcovered the Bone carious. We adviled her to keep 
her Chamber in order to the Exfoliation of it, and withal put her ih mind 
that it was the work of nature, and required time for the perfecting of ir. 
Upon which ſhe demanded how long the Wound might be curing it the Toe 
were cut oft : and being told fourteen days ; ihe replied, Cur it oil. We did 
{o, and cured it accordingly by the method ulual in ſuch Extirpations. 


Cinalr. AAL 
Of a Cancer, 


Ancer is the name of a Tumour ariling ( as it is thought ) from an aduſt 
S or atrabilious Humour. It is round, unequally hard, an ( if not infla- 
med) ofa livid or brown colour, with exquiſite pricking pain : the Veins 
appear turgid in the Skin upon the ſurface of the Tumour. 

The Canſe of a Cancer is uſually ſaid to be aduſtion of Humours, which 
upon an over-concoQtion or rather broiling grow retorrid and ſharp. 

I cannot imagine what heat theſe Authors ſuppoſe to be in the Body which 
is capable of making ſuch an Aduſtion as is here ſpoken of. I rather impute 
the corroſive venome that attends this Tumour to the materials of which itis 
made, than to any extraordinary heat ; and that becauſe we ſce the highelt Fe- 
ver not attended with aCancer,& on the contrary aCancer not often attended 
with any extremity of heat : ſo that it cannot be Aduſtion that is the cauſe of 
the Malady.But TI rather think the matter of the Humour to be in fault, which 


| by ſomeerror in Concoftion became ſharp and corroſive,(it may bearſenical, 


as appears by the Sloughs we ſometimes find made in a night.)ThisHumour, 
being of it ſelfſharp and corroſive, is apt to convert whatever comes to it of 
Bloudintothe ſameacrimony with it felt : which 1seafie to be done by mixing 


ſuch an acrimonious Ferment with a Liquor that abounds with acid Salts, as 


the 
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the Bloud of ſuch men uſually doth. Being ſuch, it doth increaſe apace while 
the Skin is yet whole ; but much more when, upon breach of Skin, the ac- 
ceſſion of air adds to the vigour of the Ferment, upon which it grows fierce, 
and thruſts it ſelf out into Fungus and Tubercles, &c. 

The remote Cauſe of this Tumour is,either a fault in the original Conſtitu- 

tion of the Body ; or an acquired one,as by Bruiſe, Tumours,ill handling, &c. 
Or it may be an error in Diet, vzz. a great acrimony in the meats and drinks 
mecting with a fault in the firſt Concoction, which,not being afterwards cor- 
reed in the Guts, ſuffers this acrimonious matter to aſcend into the Bloud ; 
where if it find vent in the Menſtrua in Women, or by the Hzmorrhgids,or 
by Hemorrhagia, or Urine, or the like, the miſchief may be prevented : but 
if upon any defeCt in thoſe the Humours divert to ſome other peculiar Part, 
then the foundation of this Diſeaſe is laid, whether it be in the Breaſis, or 
other glandulous and ſpongy Parts, or indeed any other Part of the Body. 

The Differences of Cancers are many ; ſome whereof are with Ulceration, Diff. 
others not.» The Cancer not ulcerated is of two forts. The one is viſible and << 
evident to the ſight in the exteriour Parts of the Body,and beareth the name 
of a Cancerons T umonr : the other is within the Body,and is called a Latext or 
Occult Cancer, and poſſeſſes the Uterns, Anus, Palate, &c. Others call all thoſe 
Caneers occult which are not ulcerated, amongſt which may bereckoned thoſe 
which are felt in the Glands of the Breaſts, &c. Of theſe ſome are looſe and 
moveable,and ſometimes ſo hard that they have knocked again(t one another 
like Pebbles ; if it be not more fit to call them Sc:rrhz : others again are hard 
and fixed to the Bones.Some lie ſuperficially under the Skin ; whereas others 
are deeper in the Fleſh. Other Differences may be taken from the Humour 
to which they owe their Original. If the Matter be not very corroſive, their 
growth is flow, and they are not very painful. Thele are called the milder 
jort, of which I have had many under my care ; and ſome of thole affecting 
the Breaſt I have palliated a long time with ealie Remedies. If any man will, 
in ſtead of m#/d or occult Cancrs, call them ſcirrhous Cancers, I ſhall not 
gainſay him. | 

Such was the caſe of a Lady that laboured many years of an ulcerated ;, obtr. 
Cancer. It had cat deep into her left Breaſt, and was fixed to the Ribs, but vat 
not with much pain. In progreſs of time the Lips inverted, and united as it 
were, and lay covered with a cruſty Scab : the Humour in the mean while Cancers, 
ſpent it ſelf upon the Nerves, and cauſed a Species of a Paralyſes in ſome parts 
of her Body, and the Gour in others. She lived long, and 1n her latter age 
tolerably healthful. 

Another perſon of great age hath laboured long of ſuch another Cancer in 2. Obſer- 
her right Breaſt. Ir lieth large and deep about the middle of it : the whole vx. 
Breaſt is hard and immovable. She enjoys a good health, and is like to live 
long for any thing of diſturbance ſhe at preſent ſuffereth by it. 

Itis not long ſince that Dottor Walter Needham and my ſelf were deſired 3. Obſer- 
to look upon a Gentlewoman's Breaſt in the City. We found a Tumour hard '* 
and fixed, which had been ſome years ulcerated,and was judged a Cancer by 
thoſe who had before ſeen it ; but it was not painful. We judged it a /cir- 
rhous Cancer, as indeed all the forementioned are, or at leaſt ſeem to partake 
much of a Scirrhus : yet by ill handling or increaſe of Acrimony they fre- 
quently terminate in raging Cancers, and torment the Patient with exquiſite 
darting pains. Some Inſtances whereof I ſhall ſet down, to make the young 
Chirurgeon more cautious in undertaking the Cure of them, 

An old Gentlewoman came to me with a Swelling behind the right Ear, ,. 0vc- 
ſuppoſing it the Kzzg*s Evil, The Tumour was of the bigneſs of a Pigeon's var.

egg, butlay more flat: it was hard and fixed, ofa dark red colour, with a 
pricking pain. I aſſured her Friends that the Swelling was cancerous, and 
gavethem caution in applying Suppuratives. But there wanted not one who 
undertook the Cure by breaking of it; upon which 1t became more painful, 
I was ſent for, and ſaw it ulcerated deep, with {tmking Sloughs, and thick 
Lips ſtanding up. Ir was ſpred under her Ear, and fo horribly painful that 
ſhe ſeemed diſtrated therewith. 
5. Obſer- Soa Girl of ten years old had a hard round Tumour in her left Cheek ; by 
W theuſe of Diſcutients it heatedand became painful, that Eye inflamed, and 
the Temporal Muſcle ſwelled : it reached downward, and afflicted that Jaw 
and Tonſil, rotting the Bones underneath, without breaking the Skin, She 
loſt her Eye, and died ſoon after Lethargick. | 
6. Obzr- A Lady coming to Town with a Swelling in her left Breaſt conſulted ſome 
Vat, of our Profeſſion, and at laſt me. She ſaid {he had ſome years lince Kernels in 
her Brea(t, which were judged the Kzzg's Evil; upon conſideration of which 
ſhe was preſented to His MAF ESTYT, and touched. ' In progrels of time 
they ſwelled, and, her Breaſt being extremely painful, ſhe delired my Judg- 
mentofit. The Swelling was large and round,and greatly infiamed, under 
which it was ſoft, and ſeemed to have Matter in it. The Parts more diſtant 
were hard, and ſeveral Tubercles lying under the Skin made it unequal, yer 
the Breaſt was not fixed. She urged me inſtantly to deliver my thoughts ot it : 
which todecline, I turned from her, and told her Friend it was a Cancer, and 
that I ſaw ho hopes to ſave her life but by cutting it off. He wiſhed me to con- 
ſilver how I delivered ſuch Judgment of it, two Chirurgeons having lately al: 
{ured her the contrary, they taking it for a Ph/:gmon. But I, not being uſed 
to guide my Judgment by what others delivered,confirmed to him what I had 
betore ſaid by a {ad prediQtion, which befel her within few weeks after. And 
indeed there was no way then todeal with it but by cutting oft her Breaſt. 
7. Obſer. Inanother, who conſulted me about a pain in her Brealt, I telt one of the 
_ Glands ſwelled. TI adviſed her to refrain thehandling it, and to avoid the la- 
cing her ſelftoo ſtreight. Ic lay ſome years quier ; bur then the death of her 
Husband happening, and one affliction following another, and the Menſtrus 
ſtopping, the Humours fermented in this Gland, and-aftterwards the Breaſt 
{welled, and ſeemed toapoſtemate. Some were ſo wile as to aſſure her it was 
a ſimple Apoſtemation, and required Digeltives : whoſe advice ſhe was per- 
{waded to follow, till ſhe became extreamly pained, and then ſhe ſent for me. 
It was without Inflammation, but ſwelled very big, and ſeemed to be full of 
Matter ; yet was not without hard Tubercles and other Symptoms to ſhew it 
would terminate in a Cancer whenſoever it ſhould break. T herefore I refuſed 
to open it, but adviſed the beſt I could to give her eaſe, and promiſed to 
come to her, if after it brake ſhe would ſend ro me. Some months after ſhe 
ſent for me, and ſhewed me a great quantiry of curdled Matter newly burſt 
forth. The Breaſt was lank, but very hard Glandslay within, and in the cir- 
cumference of the Tumour there were ſomeTubercles that required to be era- 
dicated. To which purpoſe I deſigned to have {lit open the Ablcels, and to 
have pulled away the cancerated Glands : but fhe would not permit me fo 
muchas to inlarge the Orifice : upon which confiderationT left her. She ſeat 
for another, who choſe rather to treat her the way ſhe deſired, than to leave 
her to other hands. She died within halfa year atter. 
8. Obfer- Someyears ſince aClergy-man dwelling in theCity brought his Wife to me 
ht with a painful hard Swelling in one of the Glands of her left Brealt. Iadvi- 
ſed them to forbear the uſe of all Cataplaſms or Emplaſters that might heat 
her Breaſt, and rodrefs it withwalentia ſtrammonii : but ſhe was —_— 
; ; perlwa- 
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perſwaded, and thereby increaſed her miſery. About half a year after ſhe 
came to me again witha ftinking ſordid Ulcer, with Lips turned out,and the 
Breaſt fixed ro the Ribs, with a hard unequal Swelling reaching to that Cla- 
vicle and ſide of the Neck, apoſtemarted in ſome parts, and ulcerated in others. 
From the Pettoral Muſcle it crept upto the Shoulder, and aftetted the Axilla 
underneath; and by the __ ion of the Veſlels the upper part of the 
Arm ſwelled, and became ſcirrhous. From the Elbow downwards it was 
c:dematous to the Fingers ends. She paſſed under the endeavours of many 
eminent Phyſicians and Chirurgeons of the City, but died miſerably. 

There is alſo a ſort of bleeding Cancers, which become ſuch either from an 
eruption of ſome Veſſel, which makes a vent often at the Nipple or ſome 
other Pin-hole, the Breaſt remaining whole ; or elſe from the ſpreading of in- 
finite capillary Veſſels in a Fexgss, which in ulcerated Cancers is not unfre- 
quent. Theſe do very much ſpend the ftrength of the Patient, ſo that they 
{oon die exhauſted and tabid. 

Cancers may alſo be ſaid todiffer as they affect ſeveral Parts of the Body,as 
the Head, Face, Eyes, Noſe, the Palate, Tonbils, Throat, Tongue, Jaws, or 
Lips : in ſome of which they take their Original from ſmall hard Tubercles, 
or little Excreſcences, and in progreſs of time penetrate deep into them, or 
ſpread and invade the neighbouring Parts with a Fungws or looſe Fleſh, rot- 
ting the Bones under them. 

CancersaieQting the Utrerus and Podex may allo be diſtinguiſhed as they 
are in the inter1our or exteriour parts; or as they take their beginning from 
a Swelling, or Excreſcence: in both which caſes and places they are ex- 
tremely painful, and communicate their malignity both from within our- 
ward, and alſo from the external to the internal parts. Thole that poſſeſs the 
body of the Urerus, or the upper part of the Rectum inteſt inum, are not diſco- 
vered till they have made ſome progreſs ; in which cales there is a bearing 
down, with ſuppreſſion of Urine. | 

And this was the caſe ofa Country-Gentlewoman who came to Londoz laſt g. or. 

Summer with great ſuppreſſion and difficultyof Urine, (ſhe ſuppoſed from v=- 

the Stone. ) Upon ſearch I fele ewo hard Glands iz Vagina uteri : thele pre(: 

ſed upon the neck of the Bladder, and {uppreſſed the Urine. The pains from 

hence were ſo like thoſe of the Stone in the Bladder, that Mr. Holler at firſt 

would not be difſwaded from that opinion ; but upon ſearch he found it can- 

cerous. She, poor woman, rejoyced that it was not the Stone, and ſoon af- 

ter returned homewards, but died by the way. 

If they be ulcerated, a filthy Saxzes will diſcover it. If it bein the Inrefti- 

num rettum, the difficulty and pain in going to Stool will be exceeding grear. 
If the Utermws be cancerated, there will be Fever, nauſeouſneſs, anxiety of 
mind. In ſome of thoſe who died ſodijeaſed I have opened the Body, and 
found the Urerus preternaturally big and hard : in cutting into it. I have ſeen 
it all rotten. Thoſe in the moreexteriour parts, whether it be of the Womb 
or Podex, are ſooner diſcovered, and the Patients are in a greater pollibility 
of being caſed of their pains. 

The Signs ofa Cancer may be taken from what I have already delivered of Ss 
them. Whether they begin ia a Tumour or Excreſcence, their firſt appea- 
rance 1s very {mall : and according asthe Humour is of which rhey are gene- 
rated,[o is their increaſe quick or flow,from the {malneſs ofa Vetch to the big- 
nels ofa Pompion.If the Matter be very corrolive, the paiais ſharp, ( to uſe 
their own exprefions ) as if they were ftruck wich a dart. And theſe painful 
Tumonrs have frequently aPhlegmon joyned with them,or are overſpred with 
an Eryſipelas, And whike they are thus inflamed,they will be ſoft waderneath 

the 
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the Inflammation, ſo may be thought full of Matter ; but if you then open 
them, they will only gleet. - If you aſſwage that heat, the ſame place indy. 
rates again. YetI have frequently ſeen a Phlegmon ſuppurate in ſome part of 
the Cancer : and after the cutting ofta Cancer I have found anApoſtemation 
of well-concotted Matter in the body of it. And ſo it was in that Cancer my 
Friend Mr. Narſecut off in the preſence of Doctor Walter Needham and ſe. 
veral of us. If pituitous Humours abound in the Body, an c&dematous Ty- 
mour may be found affecting ſome exteriour part of the cancerous Tumour : 
in whichcaſe the Swelling ſomewhat reſembles a Tumour made by Con- 
geſtion. Theſe are they that grow to ſuch a great bulk, and are pale or li- 
vid, with a mixtureof a brown colour, and have thoſe turgid Veins ſtretching 
over the Skin : whence Authors have likened them to Crabs,and theſe Veins 
to their Claws,and from thence impoſed upon them the name of Carcey. The 
many Tubercles lying under the Skin make the Tumour round and unequal: 
at lalt they break ; and from that time, be the Matter much or little, they ul- 
cerate,thruſt out hard painful Lips, diſcharge a ſtinking Gleet,and fix to the 
Ribs, as if they were nailed to them, and in progreſs are of a horrible aſpe&, 

Ofall the Diſeaſes which afflict mankind the Carcer is the moſt grievous 
and rebellious, and is generally incurable, by reaſon of its corroſive arid ma- 
lign venom fermenting in the Humours, which, ſo far as we can yet find, 
yields neither to Purging, Bleeding, Repellents, Diſcutients, Suppuratives, 
nor any other Medicine inward or outward, 

Thoſe which lie ſuperficially under the Skin may beattempted by the Chi- 
rurgeon's hand : or if they riſe from an external cauſe, as Bruiſe, &c, though 
they lie deeper, they may be cut off, or otherwiſe extirpated. Bur thoſe that 
ariſe from a corroſfivequality in the Humours, though they may be cur off or 
otherwiſe extirpated, yet the ſucceſs is moſt doubttul. Nor do Cancers in 


-the Mouth or other internal Parts cicatrize well, though they be extirpated 


by Knife or Fire. 
The Cureof a Cancer in general conſiſteth in thele three Intentions : firſt, 


in the generation of good Bloud ; ſecondly, in-correcting and evacuating 
of the atrabilious Humours in the Body ; thirdly, 1n preventing the growth of 
the Tumour, and diſpoling it to Diſcuſſion, 

We endeavour to perform the firſt Intention by an exatt regulation in Di- 
et and way of living, adviſing to abſtain from ſuch ſalr, ſharp and groſs 
Meats as may diſpole the Bloud to acrimony, and make choice of the contra- 
ry, fuchasare cooling and moiſtning, of eafie digeſtion and good nouriſh- 
ment, as hath been propoſed in the Chapter of a Scir7hws. 

The ſecond Intention is,in preparing and purging oft the acrimonious Hu- 
mours. If there be Plethora,or a ſuppreſſion of the Hzxmorrhoids or Mexſes,a 
Vein may be opened, and a Clyſter given. The Humours may allo be evacu- 
ated by lenient Purgatives, as decot?. epithymi, ſexne Gereonis : or this ; BR flor. 
trium cordialium M.\. ſene 311). epithymi 31). infund, in ſero latts ; colature 
adde (yr. de pomis purg.

Emullions, diſtilled 
Milks and Oprats are of great uſe to contemperate the acrimony, and allevi- 
ate the pains. 

The third Intention is, to reſtrain the growth of the Tumour, and mode- 
rately diicufs it. Whilſtthe Humours are evacuating, we apply Repellents 
and afterward we add Diſcutients. The Repellents ought to be of the milder 
ſort, leſt they render the Humours too groſs and unhit for Reſolution ; as, 
Ladtuc, portulac. plantag. umbilic. Ven. ſolanum ſempervivum, Lentils boiled in 
Vinegar, alſo Clay tempered with Vinegar. 

The Medicaments ready compounded are, #unguent. album, nutritum, popu- 
leon, tutie, de plumb, nfto, Lead it ſelf. And all the Unguents preſcribed ought 
to be wrought in a leaden Mortar. Lead beaten into thin /amine is uiually 
worn in theſe caſes; fois Gold after the ſame manner. 

The Oyl of Frogs 1s commended in this caſe, and is madeby baking them 
with butter in their mouths. Frog-{pawn-water is of. good uſe in the Sum- 
mer, ifcloaths be dipr in it and applied : but they ought to be ſhifted as they 
dry, and freſh ones applied. The often changing them in the Winter may 
cauſe the Patient to takecold, therefore you may apply then this or ſuch like 
Cerote : BR ranar. virid, 511). putv.cancror. fluviatil. combuſt.

The Diſcutients are Ceterach, Agrimony, /exs paluſtris, ſcabioſ. tr amoninm, 
ſauce. corianari, ranar. limac, cancror. fluviat. Raiſins of the Sun {toned and bea- 
ten with Rue and Garden-Nightſhade intoa Pultice are proper to reſolve 
them. Many ſuch like Medicaments are de{igned to this purpole ; Cancers 
requiring variety of Applications. 

If notwithſtanding all your endeavours the Tumour increaſe, and be like 
to ulcerate, you may do well to forewarn the Patient of the danger : and 
if it be looſe, and ina place where it may be fafely extirpated, propoſe it to 
them, leſt afterwards they deſire it when it 15 too late, | 

That you may be the more ſucceſsful in the Operation, TI ſhall offer to your 
conſideration theſe few Qualifications. Firſt, that the Patient be of a:{trong 
Conſtitution, and of a tolerable good Habit of body, and not in a declining 
age, when the Menſtrna are cealed. Secondly, that the Cancer be looſe, and 
the Ax///x free from painful Glands. It were alſo to be wiſhed that the Cancer 
took its Original from ſome Accident, asa Bruiſe, &«c. Thirdly, that the 
Operation be performed in the Spring or Autumn of the year : leſt through 
the great heat of the Summer the Spirits be relolved ; or by reaſon of the ex- 
tream cold in the Winter the native Heat ſhould be choaked. 

In order to the Operation you ought to have good Rowlers,Compreſles,re- 
{ſtriftive Powders and Defenſlatives,as in other Amputations. The uſe of Cha/- 
canthum or other ElcharoticksI do not approve: for you cannot apply them 
ſo to the mouths of the Arteries but they will corrode the adjacent Parts, 
and 
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and cauſe pain,which ought not to be, eſpecially in a Cancer, Belides, they 
require a {trict Bandage, which is very troubleſome on the Brealts. Toavoid 
which inconveniences,I propoſe the (topping of the Bloud by a {mall Button- 
cauterie ; which I acknowledge is not done without ſome pain, but that is 
momentary, and ſerves tocorreCt the indiſpoſition of the Part : whereas the 
other lieth gnawing ſo long as it 15 upon the Part,and rendereth it crude and 
ill-diſpoſed. There ought to be aCtual Cauteries of different ſorts ready hea- 
ted in ſome corner of the Chamber,leſt in the Extirpation there happeu to be 
left ſome reliques of a cancerous Gland behind. All things being ready, the 
Patient muſt be placed in a Chair to the light, and held ſteady. It is then at 
the Operatour's choice, whether he will make a Ligature about the baſis of 
the-cancerous Tumour, or pull it to him with one hand while he cuts it off 
with the other. For the cutting into the Breaſt, and pulling out the cancera- 
ted Knor, rarely ſucceeds well : nor indeed is every Breaſt ſo capable of being 
freed of the Cancer when it is cut oft by making a Ligature.It the Cancer be 
cut of clear, your bulineſs is then to ſtop the bloud as you pleaſe : but if any 
Scirrhoſity remain, you ſhall do well to conſume it by actual Cauterie. The 
Ancients uſed in theſe Operations to permit them to bleed freely, nay provo- 
ked them to it by cruſhing the bloud out ; after which the actual Cautery was 
applied all over, then they dreſſed the Wound as a Burn : Buraccording to 
my method palv. Galezi1s molt proper. Then place the Patient in bed, aud 
give her an Ancdyne dranght that night, roquiet the Ferment. The ſeccnd 
or third day after you may dreſs her with ſome Digeltive,as that ex terebiath,

Aiter Digeſtion proceed with Detergents, and incarn and cicatrize 
as in Wounds is ſhewed ; remembring to keep the Body ſoluble the while 
by Clyſters, and prgeor bleed as you ſee occaſion. And if they had no 
Pontanels hefoxe, make them ſome now : for though the Cure may ſeem ſuc- 
cc{>tul, yet if there be any evil quality in the Humours remaining the Ulcer 
will ſcarce cicatrize. 

If in cicatrizing it the Lips do grow callous, attempt the eradicating it 
timely by actual Cautery, whilſt it is within a narrow compals, and lieth-in 
the {uperticics : for if you defer it till it hath ſeized the muſculous Fleſh,it will 
be too late, it being then ſcarce capable of Palliation. Yet ſome Authors 
have left us Preſcriptions whereby they give us hopes to cure them, or extir- 
pate them. Thoſe they have offered to us for the Cure are much the ſame with 
what I have already ſet down : viz. B of. ro. cere alb, an. fij6, ſucc.'granit, 
& ſolani an. ij. ceruſſe lote Z1ij. plumbi uſti loti & tutie prep. an. i. thuris, ma- 
ftich. an.

beo, &c. Others commend the Juice of Mullen boiled v ith Honey.. Riverius 
tells you in one of his Obſervations, that he cured one by the often areſſing 
it with a9. ro. plantag. © rhead, with a mixture of mel ro{at, MH 1145 propo- 
ſeth extra, ſumach : but that is more proper in Cancers of the Urerus, 

Empiricks amongſt us brag much of their $kill in curing otthem ; and, 
by the giving of Matthew's Pill, or Opium mixed with ſome Purgative, they 
do now and then alleviate the pain, and thereby encourage dilcated people to 
commit themſelves into their hands, whom if they can perſ[wade toan Ampu- 
tation, 
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tation, they get ſome money in hand : but their frequent miſcarriages in 
that work have taught the more prudent people to avoid them. 

Some eminent Chirurgeons, I ſuppole, after a fruitleſs endeavour to cure 
them, have attempted the extirpating of them by Eſcaroticks. G#zidohath 
commended to us Arſenick poudered and ſprinkled daily upon them, theEſcar 
being firſt pulled off. Reverizs in his Obſervations tells of a Cancer that was 
extirpated by this Application : R ag. fortis 3). ſublimati crudi viii. ſalis Arme- 
niaci Zij. arſenici3), Thele are tobe diſtilled ad ſiccitatem, then the caput mor- 
tum poudered,and the like weight of Vinegar to be put thereto, and diltilled 
again tothe conſiſtence of a ſoft Paſte for ule. O/. arſentci,aq.regia,ol.vitriols, 
[ap.cauſtic.&c, have been propoſed. When ſuch are applied,there will beneed 
ot good Detenſatives. By the authority of ſome of thee Authors young Chi- 
rurgeons have been ſomerimes engaged to their prejudice ; and ſome years 
ſince an eminent Chirurgeon, ſince deceaſed, undertook the eradicating ofan 
ulcerated Cancer in the Breaſt of a Woman that had {trength and courage to 
endure it. Heapplied the ſtrongeſt of the forementioned Eſcaroticks : they 
penerrated deep, and made great Sloughs, which he pulled off, and by repeat- 
ing the Eſcaroticks raiſed new ; but the uſe of them was nor long continued : 
for the Gleet partaking of the Corrolives ulcerated the adjacent Parts; and 
the Cancer was {o enraged by the Eſcaroticks, as {ſhewed there was no good 
to be done by them. Indeed if they had contrived Medicaments that could 
have penetrated deep with little pain, there mighr have been ſome hopes of 
ſucceis. So cancerous Excreſcencesand Ulcers 1n the Mouth are increaſed by 
the touching them with o/.vitriol,/ulphar.&c. Upon which conſideration there 
remain but two ways, either the actual Cautery, or palliative Medicines. If 
the Cancer bein ſuch a place as you may hope to eradicate it,the actual Cau- 
tery is then a ſure help : but not by applying it lightly upon the upper parts; 
but by thruſting at the root with a Scoopor Chiſel-like Cautery, carrying it 
away before you. If there remain any rags of it, with a proportionable But- 
ton-cautery burn it down to a cruſt : but if this cannot be effected, then en- 
deavour Palliation by ſuch Medicaments as above have been propoſed ; and 
inca'ethe Menſtrua or Hemorrhoids be ſtopt, bleed by VenzſeCtion or by 
Leeches, and make Fontanels : tor by ſuch means many people live tolerably 
well who have Cancers ulcerated ; when others, who ailed leſs, by their im- 
patience are dead. As you may {ce amongſt the following Obſervations. 


Maid of about twenty years of age, of a healthful Complexion, came , gc... 
A to me complaining of a pain in her Breaſt. I looked upon it, and felt a vat. of a 
hard Gland of an oval figure movable. I adviſed her to keep her hands off of — 
it, and togive her Breait whar liberty ſhe could by cutting the Stiffning out che great, 
of her Bodies, there being little more to be done in ſuch Tumours. I pre- 
ſcribed her a Solution of /acchar. Saturni in aq. ſpermat. ranar. to dip cloaths 
in, and apply to her Breaſt, in cale of pain ; adviſed her to bleed Spring and 
Autumn,to purge with W hey, Manna,cremor tartar.and to contemperate the 
Humours with clarified W hey, wherein Borrage, Bugloſs,Cichorie, Fumito- 
rie, &c. had been boiled. Some timeafter, upon a new complaint, I added 
troch. alb. Rhaſ. cum opio tothe former Water. By ſuch like Remedies ſhe li- 
ved with morequiet of mind many years, and with much eaſe, and hath 
lately recemmended others to me upon the ſame account. 

Toanother,very much pained with a Gland in her left Breaſt of the bigneſs 2. Obſer- 
of a Cheſnut, I preſcribed the drefling of her Breaſt with cloaths dipt in the 122. 
forementioned Solution, and ſome days after let her bloud,and preſcribed an Gland in

A Perſon of Honour aged about thirty eight years was taken with a pain , 0... 
in her right Breaſt, ſhe thought from ſome Bruiſe. A while after ſhe felt a va. 
hardneſs two fingers breadth above the Nipple,which growing more pain- 
ful, ſhe put her ſelf into the hands of ſome who pretended to cure it : but the 
bloud burſt out at the Nipple the while, which eaſed her of the pain. During 
this the Nipple contracted inward, and by the large and frequent bleeding 
the Humours became ſharp, affecting her Kidneys, and at other times her 
Hands and Arms, with a Rhenmatiſmus : meanwhile her Breaſt was eaſier. 
Thus ſhe ſuffered ſome years under the Fermentation of ſharp Humours in 
one part or other, but for the moſt part in her Breaſt, which in progreſs of 
timeraiſed ir into a great unequal Tumour of a brown and livid colour, with 
turgid Veins overſpreading it. Do&tor Whiſtler had been often conſulted by 
her, and relieved heras often by Purging, Venaſection, Leeches, Trauma- 
tick DecoQtions, &c. 

The Cancer growing great, and the Tubercles ready to disburthen them- 
ſelves of the corrupt Serum which diltended them, I was conlulred, and,obſer- 
ving the danger fie Patient was in,defired a Conſultation, & that Dr. Whiſe- 
ler, who had diſcontinued hisV ifits, might be preſent, withSir Al. Fraſ. Dr. Wat- 
ter Needham,and Mr. Hollier Chirurgeon,to joyn 1n the Conſultation. Accor- 
dingly we mer,and conſidered the Cancer. It was of a very ill aſpeQ, ready 
ro burſt, and not fixed. But I, apprehending that after its eruption it would 
fix, and rage, as is uſualat ſuch times, offered to their conſideration the ta- 
king of the Breaſt while it was capable of it,leſt afterwards it ſhould be obje- 
Cted as a fault.It ariſing from an outward cauſe,gave me the more encourage- 
ment : but the Patient not admitting of it, we conſulted how to treat it.Cor- 
dials, Emulſions and Anodyne graughts were preſcribed ; external Medica- 
ments were alſo conlidered to calm the heat of the Cancer.Some few days af- 
ter aſtinking Gleer burſt its way out in great quantity by a ſmall Openrng,to 
the great eaſe of the Patient ; upon which the Tubercles and Breaſt ſunk,and, 
afrer the caſting forth of ſome corrupt Sloughs,theMatter became well m_— 
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the Breaſt alſocontraQting intoan uniform ſhape, grew leſs than the other, 

and the Patient recovered ſtrength to riſe out of her Bed. Doctor Whiſtler at. 

tended the Cure,and by good Balſamicks, Traumatick DecoCtions,C#c. diſpo. 

ſed the Humours to better temper,tn{omuch as the Lady appeared abroad, to 

the wonder of thoſe that had ſeen her ſome weeks before. She being ſoreco- 

vered, it became a queſtion whether it had ever been cancerated. But ſince

To which 
purpoſe ſhe was let bloud, purged with Infuſions of Sea, 8&c. and adviled 

to drink the Waters of Epſom and T nrbridge. I allo direQted her lome of the 
Medicaments ſet down in the method of Cure, toalleviate her pain. Some 

weeks afrer ſhecame again,and told me ſhe was informed that ſhe ſhould not 

be eaſed of her pain till thoſe Knots were taken out. I told her thole Glands 

lay deep, and the muſculous Fleſh and Parts about were infected with the 

ſame Juices, and conſequently the Operaticn could not be luccelsful unleſs 

the Brealt were cut of. Upon which ſhe departed from me unfatisfied, and 

ſome days a!ter put her ſelf into the hands of another, who cut out thoſe 

Glarids, and endeavoured to cure, But it grew cancerous ; and then he cut of 

the whole Breaſt. Some months after, when it was near cured, the came and 
ſhewed it me with much joy. I feltit hard round about, and ſulpected it 

would not cure ; as indeed it did not : for ſome months after ſhe came again 

to me with it ulcerated deep and wide into the pectoral Muſcle and Parts 

about, and fixed to the Ribs. She grievouſly bemoaned her misfortune, in 
permitting it to be cut off. By this and ſuch like work I have been taught 

not to cut off Breaſts that cancerate from an internal Cauſe. I did what I 

could to eaſe her pain by palliating the Ulcer, but it was too late. 

9. Obſcr- In the time of my waiting at the publick Healings there came to me a 
| nate Country-maid, aged about twenty {ix years,of a ſickly Complexion, diſeaſed 
Breaſtcut with a Cancer in her right Brealt ariſing from ſome accidental Bruiſe. Ic firſt 
_ ſwelled,then grew hard,and in progreſs of time ulcerated, and had frequently 
bled tothe quantity of a quart at a time, and ſometime to two quarts, as her 
Friends told me, I conſidered the Breaft as incurable,and judged the bleeding 
toariſe from a Fungws which lay too deep to be reached by any Medicament: 
therefore thought it reaſonable to propoſe to them ' the extirpation of rhe 

Breaſt before it ſhould be fixed to the Ribs. They had tried many things un- 
ſucce'sfully in the Country : and, being now informed that it was not the 
King's Evil,they were not unwilling that it ſhould be cut oft, but rook time to 
conſide: of it;and abouta mont! after came to me again reſolved for the work, 
The taking off of this Breaſt happened to be ſeaſonablc for the experimen- 
ting of the Royal Stiptick I1quor which was given me the morning before 
by His MAFEST T's command : upon which conlideration I provided no 
other Aſtringent than a couple of Buttons made of Lint which lay wet in a 
ſpoonful of that Water. But, in order to the bringing the Lips of the Wound 
together,I had prepared a couple of Needles with a ſtrong twiiledThread ce- 
red, alſo a Digeſtive ex terebinth.cum wvitello ovi,&c. ſpred upon Pledgits, with 
Compreſs and Bandage. Being thus provided, I attended lome Friends who 
deſ:red to ſee the efficacy of the Water. But DoQtor Walter Needham being 
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come,and it growing late tn the evening, we proceeded in the work. He pulled 
up the Breaſt while I made a Ligature upon the baſis of it, and cut it off, The 
two Arteries bled 4preibly our, till Dottor Needham applied a wet Button on 
the one, and my Kinſman Jaques Wiſeman applied the other. That ofthe 
DoRor's ſtopt the Bleeding at that very inſtant,and the Compreſs adhered to 
it ; but the bloud dribbled from under the other : which we ſuppoſed hap- 
pened by reaſon of the bloud ſtreaming upon it in the putting it 0n.But by the 
application of a freſh Button the Bleeding there allo ſtopped. During this the 
Lips of the wound were brought nearer to each other by a croſs {tuch. We 
then applied our Digeſtive with convenient Bandage over it,and laid the Pa- 
tient in her Bed. In our abſence ſhe fainted, and upon thedrinking a draught 
of cold water vomited,and her Brealt bled rhrough the Dreſſings. Upon ſight 
thereof I rook oFthe Dreſſings, and ſeeing one of the Arteries ſeepe, I appli- 
ed a freſh Doſſi}, and ſtopt it: bur it being night, and dreading miſchief 
might happen if it ſhould bleed again, I ſent for a ſmall Button-cautery, and 
that way fecured it. The third day we took off Dreſſings, and found it well 
digeſted ; and from that time it cured daily. But ſhe complained of a ſoar: 
nels of that ſide of her Throat, which ſhe had done ever fince her Brealt was 
cut of, and within a week after of a ſhortnels of breath ; upon which ſhe was 
letbloud ; and by my Friend's preſcriptions ſhe was alſo purged with iz»f#/. 
ſenne, rhabarb. &c. and afterwards with pl. ftide, &c. Her Breaſt being 
near Cicatrized, ſhe was ſupplied with Dreflings, and returned to the Coun- 
try the ſixth week after the cutting it off, But ſhe continued there indifpo- 
ſed, and the Crcatrix, by reaſon of the ſharpneſs of Humours, fretted off, 
and inlarged the Ulcer very much : whereupon ſhe returned to me again. I 
dreſſed the Ulcer with #ngnept. tntie, &c. and let her bloud ; then purged her 
as aboveſaid, made her a Fontanel in her left Arm, and in few weeks cica- 
trized her Breaſt. Since which time I have ſeen her often in Town in very 
good health, and her Breaſt firmly cicatrized, without pain or hardnels. 

A perſon of about fifty years of age, having ſome ſcirrhous Glands in her 
left Breaſt, was impatient to have them diſcuſſed or ſuppurated : to which pur- 
poſe ſhe conſulted ſeveral of our Profeſſion,and afterwards my ſelf. She was 
under the hands of ſome Empiricks, that were endeavouring by Pultices to 
break it : there wasallo a Fontanel made 1n the lower part of the Breaſt under 
the Tumour,ſhe hoping that way to ſpend it. I adviſed her to forbear the uſe 
_ of ſuch Applications as might heat her Brealt, telling her the ill conſequence 

in breaking thoſe Swellings. She did not approve of what I ſaid, but purſued 
her deſign.Some time after a falſe Suppuration was made in her Breaſt,and an 
effulion of bloud followed ; and by the continued uſe of Pultices the Ulcer in- 
larged, and by frequent Bleeding her Body emaciated. She being very near 
walted by a new Eruption ſent for me. I ſtopped the Bleeding by the applica- 
tion of pulv, ſang. dracon. with Pledgits of unguent. deſiccativun rubrum, with 
a ſoft capof Tow preſſed out of Oxyerate. The next day I took oft the Dreſſing, 
and found it had not bled. I alſo obſerved the Tumour to be a meer Fungme, 
and the Ulcer an Excoriation of the Skin which encompailed it round, and 
the frequent Bleeding occationed by Eſcharoticks and hot Cataplaſms. 1 
dreſſed the Breaſt with Epuloricks,as «uguent. tntie Vigons,and (uch like,and 
with cloaths dipt in aq. fermat. ranar. with ſacchar. Saturni ; and in ſome 
parts I applied Pledgits dipt in the ſame, with a Solution of #roch. alb. Rhaſ. 
xm opio,by which the heat was contemperated,& the Excoriation cicatrized. 
Sir Fra, Pryj. was in the while conſulted, and preſcribed her this ; Rk antimo- 
nit diaphoretici gr. 15. magiſt. perlar. gr. 6. fol. auri num. j. Miſc.pro una doſi, 
fic pro aliis ;, detur horis matutin. & quarts pomer idianic, ſuperbibendo ſequent, 
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Fulep. Ziv. ſingulis vicibus : Br aq. ſtillat. borrag inis, bug lofſi, cardui beneditt. ſcox. 
dit, dracont. an: this. ſyr. & ſucc. citr. & de pom. alterant. an. Ziv. ocul. cancror. 26, 
aq. cardiace Ziv, Miſc. in uſum preſoript. And to dilpolgher to reſt, B yr, 
e ſucco citr. garyophyll. an. 3iiz. theriac. ſolani gr. ii). ſumat. hora ſomni. Diſtil. 
ted Milk, Emulſhons,&c. were preſcribed ; her Body was kept open by Cly. 
ſters; and, after ſhe recovered her ſtrength,ſhe was purged with W hey, Man- 
na, &c. Thusin a few weeks ſhe was cured : but the Tumour remained, and 
retained the colour of the Bloud lying underneath it. In the time of the Bleed- 
ing, by the application of Eſcaroticks and hard Bandage a Gland was raiſed 
under the right Axi4a: but by forbearing the uſe of Bandage,and my dreſling 
her Breaſt with Lenients,the pain therein ceaſed,and ſhe injoyed a good mea- 
ſure of health,and was my good Friend,till about a year after it was told her 
that one Mrs. R. who laboured of a Cancer in her Breaſt, had cauſed a Moun- 
tebank to cut it off,and that ſhe was thereby cured. Upon this ſhe ſent for me, 
and would have her Breaſt cut off.I declined it,and ſhewed her, as I thought, 
ſuch reaſons as might have difſwaded her from ſuch an Enterprize : but ſhe 
was reſolved, and, after I was gone, ſent for the Empirick, who undertook 
to extirpate it by Eſcaroticks : and ſhe bled to death in few days. I was ſent 
for ; but, being out of Town, ſhe was dead before I came to her. If ihe had 
not been in ſuch haſt, ſhe might have out-lived that Gentlewoman : for her 
Breaſt cancerated, and ſhe died within a few months after. 

A perſon of about forty years of age, ofa very ill Habit of body, fromher 
very youth hada hard Gland on her right Side near her Breaſt: it had ſome 
pricking pain in it,but was movable : it ſeemed to me a Carcer inſipiens, I was 
willing to apply ſomewhat to it,but,ſuſpeQing that the increaſe of the Gland 
might be imputed to it,adviſed her to keep her hands oft it, and to lace her Bo- 
dies more lack ; telling her, that upon her return to Lozao»the Autumn fol- 
lowing,if ſhe were not better,ſhe might conſult thoſe of our Profeſſion. She 
did ſo, and accordingly as ſhe had propoſedcame to Town again,and ſent for 
me. The Gland was then grown bigger and more painful,but was movable: 
there was alſo a ſmall painful Gland under that Axi/a,which much diſcoura- 
ged my undertaking.I acquainted her Phyſician of the danger ſhe was ih,and 
wiſhed him to propoſe to her the conſulting ſome others. The next day Doftor 
Wharton met the Ladie's Phyſician, DoCtor Windebaxck, and my ſelf. Ar the 
Conſultation I declared my thoughts ofthat Gland,vzz. that it was a Cancer, 
and by the progreſs it had made in three months it was like to bea difficult 
work, and wiſhed the Patient might be acquainted with the danger ; for by 
her diſcourſe to me ſhe expeQted I ſhould ſpeedily cure her,and that by ſuppu- 
rating the Gland : which way was deſtructive. For, according toGaler,and 
our daily exper.ence, ab emollientibus exaſperantur : and to proceed by Repel- 
lents and Diſcutients were only to palliate ; which I doubted we ſhould not 
be long able todo. The only hope then remaining was,cutting into the Skin, 
and taking the Gland out while it was movable. This was not approved of. 
We then conſidered what to dreſs it with. Dottor Wharton would needs leave 
that to my care: but I, having no inclination to be engaged in it, defired it 
might be preſcribed by us, and made by the Apothecary ; which was as fol- 
loweth.

fluviat. num 24.glycyrrhiz. rec. tb6, ſem. fenic. dulc. coriand.an. 51v. fiat omnium 
diſtillatio in congiis 1). lattis vaccins recentis ; dulcoretur cum ſacchar, perlar. 
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.{. capiat. ib6. 3 horis medicinalibus ; in hauſt u ultimo, hor ſomni, capiet atter- 
nis nottibus 3). ſyrup. de papaver. erratic. BR afellor. recent. aum. XX. piſtentur & 
macerentiy 11 laſts aq.latttis preſcript. capiat horis matutinis tres dies continnuos, 
Many things were preſcribed,both internal andexternal: but ſhe was no way 
relieved. When the Glands were not paintul, ſhe was ſick of ſome Diar- 
rhea, Catarrh, &c. and if ſhe was well in health, then the Glands were pain- 

ful : and while this bigger was treated, 1t would feel ſoft in ſome part, and 
be protuberant, and after a while harden again. Thus every new Fluxion in- 
creaſed this Gland,and gradually made it unequal ; yet it continued movable: 
which gave me one time an occaſion to tell her,that the cutting the Skin,and 
taking that Gland out whole, was the belt way to tree her of it. She, PErcet- 
ving that I had no inclination to ſuppurate it, as ſhe hoped I would, was con- 
tented that I ſhould draw off,to make way for ſome other. About two months 
after I met with one that attended the Cure ; who told me they had ſuppu- 
rated it, and were in hopes to cure. Ireplied, You will only havea Gleet ; 
as indeed it proved : and afterwardsjt thruſt out a large Fuzgus. She was 
then deſirous to have it cut off, but it was too late. 

A Woman ofabour thirry ſix years of age was ſuppoſed to have a Cancer 
in her left Brealt,and had been palliated many years by Sir Fra. Pr. One day, 
ſhe being at her houſe in the Country, it did break, with very exceeding pain. 
She writ to her Phyſician, who ſent me to take oft the Breaſt. When I came, 
I ſaw it gangrened,and was ſomewhat ſurprized at the novelty. The Tumour 
was round,of a very great bulk,and movable ; it was gangrened by reaſon of 
the overſtrerching of the Skin. The Mortiftication had eaten through the Skin 
the compaſs of the palm of a hand. I cut it into the body of the Tumour, and 
found it a cancerous Fleſh,and lying within a Cy/ts.I, ſuppoſing it a cancerous 
Wen,(how properly I know not,it being the only one I ever ſaw,)fomented 
it with Wine,drefſed it up hot with «zgxezt. baſilicon, and gave her an ounce 
of ſyr.de meconio 1n a draught of Mace-ale, to quiet her pain. The next morn- 
ing I found her much afflicted, and ſaw many cloaths wet with the Gleet, the 
Mortification was much ſpred in ghe Skin,and the cancerous body cracked as 
a Pomegranat over-ripe. I conſidered the Gangrene, and ſuppoſed it would 
{ave me the labour of cutting oft the Breaſt, and that it would ceaſe upon the 
pulling away of the cancerous body. Upon which conlideration I pulled out 
that part which was outermoſt, I believe the fourth part of it ; and would 
then have pulled it all out by dividing the Skin, bur ſhe would not permit it. 
I continued my way of dreſling as betore, {tay'd at the houſe with her three 
days, and dreſſed it twice a day, pulling out ſome part of the Wen each time. 
The Gangrene in the Skin ſtopped,and ſhe became very eafie. But perceiving 
ſhe would not permit me to thruſt out the remaining Wen,lI defired a neigh- 
bouring Chirurgeon might be ſent for : who being come, we dreſſed the Pa- 
tient, Iſhewed him that by Digeſtion the remaining fleſhy body with the 
Cyſtis would come away, and by that time the Lips with the Skin would be 
ready to unite with the whole : which accordingly came to pals,and ſhe was 
perfeQtly cured in leſsthan fix weeks, and 1s yet well. 

A Man of about fifty years of age came to me out of the Country with a 
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hard unequal Tumour,of the bigneſs ofa large Wall-nut,between the Coro- cancerous 


nal and Sagittal Suture : it had been ulcerated, but was at that time cruſted TIE 
on ene 


over witha Scab, and ſeemed to bea milder ſort of Cancer. He ſuppoſed it y4.,q 


the Kjzg's Evil ; but being aſſured by me otherwile, he deſired my help. I, 
conſidering its baſis reſting upon the Cranium,made no difficulty in the under- 
taking it. Therefore providing Dreſlings ready, I made an Incilion round it 


to the Scull; then raiſed it off with a Spazals, and permitting the bloud to 
flow 
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flow a while, dreſſed it up with Aſtringents. The third day after I took of 
Dreſſings, and {aw the Lips of the Wound well diſpoſed, and the Cranium 
uncorrupied. I raſped it till the bloud appeared under it,then dreſſed up the 
Wourd withDigeſtives ex terebinthina,&c. and after Digeition incarned and 
cicatrized it with as little difficulty, and diſmiſſed him cured. 
14 Obſer- A Man about twenty eight years of age came out of theCountry recommen- 
vt. of2 dedtome with a Cancer on his left Cheek,ſtretching it ſelf from that ſide of 
the leſt his Noſe cloſe under the lower Eye-lid to the external Canthus, fo making a 
Check. compaſs downwards. It was broad in its baſis, and roſe copped like a Sugar- 
loaf. It gleeted, and was accompanied with Inflammation and much pain, 
He had alſo ſome ſcirrhous Glands under that Jaw. The extirpation of this 
Cancer had been attempted in the Country ; bur it growing afterwards big- 
ger,and threatning his Eye lately with Inflammation, he haltned up,and im. 
portuned me to undertake it; I complied with his delire,and four or tive days 
after,having prepared a'l things ready, v/z actual Cauterics, Digeltives, De- 
fenſatives, Bandage, &c. Doctor Watter Needham and my Kinlman Jaques 
Wiſeman being, ailifting,I pulled the Tumour towards me with the one hand, 
during which I made my Inciſion cloſe by the Eye-lid, and cut it ſmooth off, 
as cloie to the Os jug ale as I could do it,avoiding the Per:offeurmn. The bloud at 
firſt ſpurt out forcibly from many Capillaries beſides rwo conſiderable Arte- 
ries : we permitted them to bleed a while. The leſſer Veſſels flopped of them- 
ſelves, and we cauterized the greater afrerwards, Then viewing our work, 
and obſerving ſome relique of the Cancer remaining above the external Cax- 
thaus,we conſumed it by actual Cautery, and dreſſed up the Wound with our 
Digeitive,with Embrocations, Defenſatives, and moderate Bandage to retain 
them.The third day we took oft Dreſlings,ſaw it well diſpoſed to digeſt, and 
dreſſed it as before. The ſecond day after, dreſſing it again, the Cancer ap- 
peared riſing from the ſide of the Noſe and Eye lid; it alſo over-ſpread the 
Cheek-bone. 1 dreſſed it as I had done the time before ; and the next time 
came prepared with actual Cauteries, and conſumed it all, then dreſſed it up 
with Lenients. From that time the Ulcgr healed daily, and contracted in 
ten days ſpace to the half : yet lince that it begins to bud again here and 
there, which will put me upon a neceſlity of uſing the actual Cautery : and 
what account to give of it I yet know not. 
15.Obſer- A Gentlewoman aged about forty years, of a ſtrong healthy Conſtitution, 
wat. 92  cameout of the Country diſeaſed with a large fleſhy Excreſcence, painful, 
Excr andof a livid colour, thruſting out from the Gums of the lower right Jaw, 
go - It had rotted the Teeth nearelt to it,and weakned the reſt, by the Ulceration 
right Jaw, and Relaxation it had made in the Gums.It had been viewed by ſome of our 
Profeſſion, who declined the medling with it as cancerous ; tor which reaſon 
I undertook it : for, ſuppoſing it a Cancer,it ought the rather to be extirpa- 
ted whilſt it aftected ſome particular Part that was capable of it. The ill con- 
ſequence of ſuch omifſions may be judged by the following Obſervations. I 
readily undertook the freeing her of theExcreſcence by actualCautery:which 
ſheconſenting to, I cauſed a Scoop-like Cautery to be made proportionably 
big,to thruſt off the Excreſcence at once with its root : then ſent for La Roche, 
who punched out the {ſtumps of the Teeth that werein my way. Then, one 
of my Servants holding her Head ſteady whillt another held her lower Lip 
down and herTongue on one {ide,I nr with the Cautery well heated into 
the lower part of the Gum,and extirpated it quite ; then with a Bolt-cautery 
conſumed and dried the lax and rotten baſis : which being done, ſhe held in 
her mouth a decot#, hordei cum ſem. cydonior. and uſed it daily till the Eſcar ſe- 


parated. I then made her a deco#?. plantag. equiſet. ſummitat. rubi, flor.roſ rub, 
balauft, 
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balauſt.cum ſyr.de roſ. ficctis, with which and the Vitriol-ftone I cicatrized the 
Ulcer firmly. I neither purged her, nor let her bloud ; ſuppoling the latter 
would be more ſeaſonable after in caſe of Inflammation : but there happening 
none, that was omitted. And fo was the Purging, I ſuppoſing it might put 
the Humours rather upon a Ferment. She was cured 1a leſs than three weeks, 
and continueth well. 


A perſon of about fifty years of age, of a ſtrong Conſtitution, by cracking :6.0vv%- 
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of an Apricock-ſtone cauſed a pain among(t the great Teeth of his upper Jaw + 


on the left ſide. From that time that part of the Gum ſwelled, and one Tooth 
grew looſe,and after ſome timea Fungus thruſt che Tooth'out. A French-mar, 
Chirurgeon to his Regimeat,endeavoured to conſume the Fungas with oleum 
vitrioli and ſuch like: but it increaſing [pred farther,8& aftefted the whole Jaw, 
inſomuch as all his Teeth dropt out to the S-ptum. The Fungms greatly increa- 
ſing thruſt our twodiltinct Lips, the one whereof ſtretched out the Cheek,and 
the other overſpred that (ide of the Root of his Mouth. The Patient being in 
this condition came up to London, and called to a Conſultation Sir Fra. Pr. 
and Doctor Bate Phyſicians : of Chirurgeons there were Mr. Arr#, Mr. E4- 
ward Molin (deceaſed,) Mr. Shunbub, a German, Chirurgeon to his Grace the 
Duke of Albemarl, Mr.Troutbeck, and my ſelf. We, being met, ſaw the Pati- 
ent dreſſed ; his Chirurgeon pulling out a Tent very big and long from be- 
tween the two Fxrgiin that place where the Diſeaſe began. After we had (eve- 
rally conlidered the Malady, we withdrew to conſult, and, unanimouſly con- 
cluding it an ulceratedCancer, propoſed various Remedies in order toPalliati- 
on; as ſhaving the Hair of his head,. applying Cephalicks, a Seton in the 
Neck, Fontanels, Bliſtering, Bleeding, Purging, &c. Coming to the Patient 
with the Preſcriptions, heasked what way we had deſigned to cure him. After 
ſome pauſe, (for we, having no hopes of curing him, had not diſcourſed of 
that,) Sir Fra. Pr, anſwered, the attempt of Cure in ſuch Ulcers had been 
always unſucceſsful and extream painful, viz. by Burning, and thereby the 
Diſeaſe hath been for the moſt part exaſperated, and the Lite of the Patient 
ſhortned. The ſame was affirmed by us all. The Patient replied, God's will be 
done. I pray go and conlider of the way : for I had rather die than live thus. 
We withdrew, and reſolved to comply with his deſire, returning ſuddenly 
again to him with that Anſwer, and commended to him Mr. Edward Moliz, 
that excellent Operatour. But he refuſed it, as being preingaged to goout of 
Town. It was then pur upon me : and at their delire I undertook it,and gave 
directions for the making aCtual Cauteries of various ſorts, ſome Bolt-like; 
others like Chiſels, others of other faſhions. There were Inſtruments allo 
made to defend his Tongue and Lips. While theſe were making,the Patient 
was let bloud, purged, and prepared for the work. That done,we met again, 
and had the Inſtrument-maker attending to heat the Cauteries, and mend or 
alter them as occaſion ſhould offer. One of the Aſſiſtents held his Head and up- 
perLip,whil(t I with aSpecul/um oris held down theTongue with the one hand, 
and with the other paſſed a plain Chiſel-cautery juſt under the upper Lip into 
the body of that part of the Cancer which ſtretched ir ſelf along the Roof of 
the mouth to the Palate, and repeated the uſe of that-faſhioned Caurery till I 
had made a ſeparation of ſo much. The carrying the Cautery thus in the 
middle of that cancerous Lip was the way to preſerve the ſound parts from 
being ſcorched with the reflexion of the glowing Iron.It was alſo a great en- 
couragement to the Patient to ſee ſuch gobbets burnt off with fo little pain. 
After I had ſcooped off what I could of that Lip,then with Olive and Bolt- 
like Cauteries by burning I dried up the remainder toa cruſt. That done, 
went to work with the other cancerous Lip which lay ſtretched along that 
part 
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part of the Jaw to the Cheek, and raiſed it up as a Trumpeter's.in the time 
of ſounding. I paſſed a Chiſel-cautery into the body of chat, and made a rid- 
dance of a great part of it, cutting and burning through the 4lveoli, which 
were as rotten as dirt,till the Patient grew weary,and the Phyſicians thought 
it was enough for that time. We then gave him of this Lotion to hold in his 
Mouth to cool it : R ſem, cydonior. 3 j. ſem, pſyllii & papaver. albi an, 3 ij. ex. 

That night he 
was laid to reſt with this ; Bt ag. paralyſeos 3 1). aq. theriacalis 311). ſyr. de me. 
conio 3vy. Miſc. 

The next day inthe afternoon the two Phyſicians arid ſome of the Chirur- 
geons met me at the Patient's Chamber. He had _ well,and was for the 
work, he ſaid, placing himſelf very chearfully in the Light. Renewing my 
work,and feeling with myFinger the length of that Lip ſtretching by theRoof 
of the mouth, I felt a moiſture in a chink, which I fearched with a Probe, 
and found a hollowneſs over the Roof, from whence there iſſued Matter. On 
the other ſide, which I burnt laft,the Fleſh was high.l began with that over the 
Roof, and burnt all that part dry, ati left jt lying hollow like an Arch : then 
burnt the other ſide with Olive and Bolt-cauteries down towards the baſis of 
the Alveoli, and found the remaining Sockets full of the ſame looſe Fleſh. I 
burnt intoeach of them, and at the lame time dried them whar I could ; and 
where-ever I ſaw atty Excrelſcence, I conſumed it, and thereby ſmoothed my 
work. Ir was not eaſe to diſtinguiſh the ſound from the unſound by reaſon 
of the ſwelling in the neighbouringParts.It was alſo much more paintul to the 
Patient,as the ſenſe of the Nerves and Membranes were more exquiſite than 
that of the hard Lips which Iconſumed the daybefore. Yet he ſat chearfully,rill 
I declared that I had not left a cranny uncauterized : then he roſe,and waſhed 
his Mouth with ſome of the forementioned Mucilage, to which there were 
ſome beaten whites of new-laid Eggs added. His conſtant Drink was this :

About 1 2 of the 
clock that night he ſent for me, and told me I had changed his pain : It was 
before, ſaid he, a gnawing pricking pain, but now ir is burning hot ; yet, ſaid 
he,I did not ſend tor you {o much toeaſe my pain, as to rejoyce with me in my 
recovery.l embrocated theCheek c#m oleot? acers roſac.and afterwards applied 
ſoft cloaths dipt in the ſame,adviling him to hold ſome of his formerly-preſcri- 
bed Lotion in his Mouth, and gave him a draught of his Anodyne,which laid 
him to ſleep. In the morning, when he wakened, he called his pain a com- 
fortable heat. His Phyſicians preſcribed hima Clyſter,and this cordial Eleftu- 
ary and Julep: B palpe conſ. Injule, garyophyll. an. 6. confett, de hyacin- 
tho 3 6, marg. preparat. 5). magiſt.e corallits 5 1). ſyr. $£90phn q./. fiat Optatum; 
capiat q. nuc. moſchat, 3 horis medicinalibus, ſuperbibend. Julep. ſequens ; | 
aqu. ceraſoy. aigror, flor. tilie, an. 3 vj. aq. theriacalis 3 1). ſyr. garyophyll. 3b, 
Miſc. I viſited him daily, and where I ſaw looſe fleſh ariſe, I burnt it down 
with one Cautery or other moderately heated. A learned Perſon viſiting him 
ofren,and for the moſt part finding me there drying and ſmoothing my work 
with the attual Cautery,ſfuſpetted the event,and went out from us mumbling

uramtur meera, cicatrice tnduci non poſſunt, It much diſturbed me, but 
proſecuted my Cure more induſtrioully ; and by arying the looſe Fleſh where- 
tvever it appeared, as alſo the Bones, I diſpoſed them to caſt off, and - 
Fle 
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Fleſh to a hard Caſ#4,which cicatrized with the adjacent Parts. In the time 
of the cicatrizing I preſcribed him this Water to waſh his Mouth before and 
after meat: BR aq. plantag, equiſeti, fragor. an. ibj. flor. ro. rub. balauſt, ax. 
M. jb. coq. ad 3: partis 4 umptionem ; colature add. (yr. diamoron,de roſ.ficcts,an. 
zj6, acet. roſac. 5 v3. Miſc. I this method he was cured in the ſpace of ſix 
weeks with a firm and ſmooth Czcatrix, Doctor Bate whiſpered Sir Fra.Pr. 
that it would not hold a Month-: but it held ſeven years, or thereabouts. O- 
thers of our Profeſſion, who at our firſt Conſultation had declared it an incu- 
rable Cancer, did afterwards, when they ſaw it cured, declare amongſt their 
Companions that it was no Cancer. Such an irreſiſtible Diſeaſe is a Cancer. 
In the year (ixty eight the ſame perſon,being at his houſe in the Country, 
was taken with a Fever, which after ſome days terminated by a Criſis in the 
outſide of the ſame Cheek from which the cancerated Jaw had been extirpa- 
ted. They drelled it with Pultices of Chickweed afid the like, by which it 
ſuppurated, and diſcharged its thin Matter by ſmall Eruptions ; the groſſer 
remaining rendred the Ulcer ſordid and callous. Upon which they ſent for a 
Chirurgeon, and afterwards for a Phyſician of that Country. They dreſſed 
it about half a year. It not yielding to their Applications, they conſulted me 
by a Letter: to which I returned Anſwer,that I ſuſpeCted it cancerous. Upon 
the receipt of it, he came to Loxaoz, believing at the worſt I could bura it 
out. He here conſulted divers eminentPhyliciansand Chirurgeons.It was now 
a Cancer, and indeed not capable of extirpation, having ſeized that ſide of 
his Throat.I attempted ſome part of it within by the aCtual Cautery : bur it 
not ſucceeding, and I being ſoon after fetched into the Country, others were 
employed : but after all he languiſhed and died. 


A Captain of a Company in one of His MAF ESTYT's Regiments of :7.0bfer2 
Foot quartering in the North of Ezg/and was troubled with a ſmall Excre- _— 4 
cence under his Tongue. He conſulted the Phyſicians and Chirurgeons in his under the 
neighbourhood : but it increaſing with pR_ was per{waded by his Friends Tongue. 


to come to Loxaon to me. But after he,came to Town, he met with ſome 
who rold him that ſuch a ſmall thing was not worth the troubling me. Upon 
which he went toſome other,and, having got ſomewhat todrelſs it,he returned 
to his Command in ſome of the neighbouring Counties, and there fell into 
the Chirurgeons hands, where it increaſing and ſpreading much infefted the 
internal ſalivary Glandules on both ſides the Tongue, all the lower left Max- 
ils, and part of the right. *Twas fixing upon the lower Lip, the Teeth 
all looſe, and ſome of them fallen out : there were alſo ſome Glands with- 
out under the Jaws.In this condition he came to me.I acquainted his Friends 
that it was a Cancer,and incurable. If an attempt was to be made in hopes of 
Cure,it was to be by burning it out. They conſulted their Friends : and at- 
terwards Door T ho.Cox, DoQtor Walter Needham and my ſelf met. It was 
concluded by them,that there was no other way or hopes to cure him : how 
that might ſucceed we doubted. If he would have it attempted, it ſhould be 
at his delire,and not upon any aſſurance from us to cure him thereby : for in- 
deed it was doubtful. The next day he ſent for us to meer at his Chamber 
12 order to the extirpation. Accordingly we met, and, having Mr. Goſling 
with us, and our actual Cauteries and all things ready, we placed the Pati- 
ent ina clear light,then pulled out the Teeth that lay looſe,and as it were bu- 
ried in the Fungus. Then having his Head held firm,and his lower Lip defen- 
ded, I paſſed in a plain Chiſel cautery under the Fungae, as low as I could, to 
avoid ſcorching of the Lip, and thruſt it forward towards the Tongue, by 
which I brought off that Fungws and the rotten Afveoli at twice or thrice re- 
peating the Cautery ; then with Bolt-cauteries dried the fis roa crult, After 
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with a Scoop-cauitery I made a thruſt at the Fungws over-{preading the left 
Jaw, and made ſeparation of that, and what was rotten of the A/veo/;: then 
with Olive and Bolt-cauteriesI dried that as well as he would permit,and left 
the reſt for the next day's work, giving him ſome decof?, hordes: cum ſem, 
cyaon, pſyllii, & alb. ovor. beaten in it, to cool the heat in his Mouth, and ap. 
plied on the outſide under his Chaps this Defenſative : Bk boli armen.pulv,zj, 
putv. flor. roſar. rubr. balauſt. ſumach, an. 36, gallar. pulv. 5 ij. coq. in acet, 
acer. tb 6, ol. roſ. & myrtill. an. ij. empl. de minio q.ſ. The Phyſicians pre- 
{cribed this : B /audari gr. 11j. ſolv. in aqu. epidemic. cinnamom. hordeat. an,

nec placide dormierit, This following Cordial was alſo prepared : R ag. epide. 
mic, 5 viij. ſyr. caryophyll. t ſucco citr. cardiac, an.3B, ſumat cochlear, iv. ad li- 
bitum in languoribus, 
The next day we met again,and found our Patient much relieved with the 
good night's reſt he had got : he was chearful, and reſolved for the work. I 
began with Bolt and Olive-cauteries to make an end of drying that Funges on 
the left Jaw ; which having done, I burnt the ſalivary Glands on both ſides 
of the Tongue : then I placed a Tin-in{trument between the Tongue and the 
Excreſcence which was rooted on the Raxula, of the ſhape of a Cri/ta, thick 
and hard, bearing the Tip of che Tongue backward. The Tongue thus de- 
fended,I thruſt ar the root of it with a Bolt-cautery,by which I eradicated and 
burnt it off. Having thus cleared the Mouth of the Furg:z, I defired the Phy- 
ſicians Judgment of it : they looked, and liked what was done : the Patient 
waſhed and cooled his Mouth with the ſame Lotion as before,and had liberty 
co repeat the ule of the Opiate and Cordial. 
The next day we met again, and found our Patient well ſatisfied with 
what had been done, it being only ſtiff and hot, otherwiſe not painful, and 
he could take his ſuſtenance with more eale and Guſto. The Phyficians pre- 
{cribed him this Clyſter to make his Body ſoluble : B decott, com. 5 x. elect le- 
witiv.

3j6. (yr. roſ. ſolut. manne, an. . clarificentur ovi albumi- 
ne, & fiat Apozema pro tribus doſibus matutinis, ſumend. horis duabus ante ju- 
ſeulum cum cuſbodia., There was allo preſcribed this following Traumatick 
DecoCtion : Be ſarſaparill.Z ij. chine 3). raf. eboris, corn. cerv. an. \, infund.& 
bulliant in aq. font. tb vi. addendo debito tempore ſummitat. elatin. hyperici, 
millefolii, herb. Robert. an. M. j. ſem. corianari 5 i). cinnamomi 56, paſſul. enu- 
cleat. 1). colat, ad tb iv. bibat tby 6. in die quotidie, By the extirpation of the 
Fungus within,the hard Glands under the Chaps Without diſſolved : but the 
Patient not permitting me to keep down the Fungws afterwards as it aroſe, 
itquickly over-ran all his Mouth, and thoſe Glands ſwelled again and apoſte- 
mated,and afterwards indurated amongſt the internal Muſcles of the Larynx, 
and haſtned his death. Yet long before that he admitted me to uſe the aQtual 
Cautery,but ſo ſparingly as it ſignified nothing. Indeed ſome Empiricks pro- 
miſed him great hopes of Cure by theirSpecificks: but he languiſhed and died 
notwithſtanding all our endeavours. 


18.Obſer- Thus anothey perſon of about lixty years of age, having been long diſeaſed 
vat. of 2 with a Cancer on the left ſide of his Tongue, ſtaid in the Country till it had

T<ague, Of that fide, as well the external as internal parts. Then being at a loſs what co 


do, he came up to Loxdox recommended to Doftor Walter Needham tor 


Cure; 
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Cure; who, ſeeing his caſe {o deplorable, adviſed him to conſult others. He 
aſſenting to it, Doctor Micklethwait, Mr. Arris, Mr. Hollier and my ſelf mer 
DoQor Needham. At a Conſultation we propoſed to palliare the Diſeaſe. 
But he declared to us that he came to Town with reſolution to have the Cure 
attempted,though he died under it. We endeavoured todifſwade him from it ; 
but he perliſted earneſtly in the having it attempred : to which we at laſt com- 

lied, and agreed to cut off that part of his Tongue, and to cauterize the ſor- 
did Ulcer that lay on that ſide of his Mouth between that Jaw and his 
Tongue. To which purpole we preſently ſent for ſome attual Cautery,and in 
the preſence of that Company I pur into his Mouth a Raſpatory, and, fixing 
it between the Root of his Tongue and edge of that Tonlil, pulled away the 
corrupt Fleſh; and then with Olive-cauteries burnt that to a cruſt. Having, 
. as we ſuppoſed,conſumed the Cancer there,I paſſed a Probe with a Ligature 
into theUlcer under theTongue,and brought it out above through aTubercle, 
then, pulling his Tongue forward, I cut oft the cancerated part as it lay, ac- 
cording to its length, trom the Tip to the Root of the Tongue : and after 1 
had permitted it a while to bleed, I cauterized it. We then gave him of a 
decott, horde, cydon. &c. to cool his Mouth, and treated him as hath been ſaid 
in the preceding Obſervation. In this Patient the Eſchars ſeparated,and the 
Ulcers digeſted,and that part of the Tongue near the Tonſil cicatrized ; but 
the while a hard Swelling arole in his right Thigh, and became fo painful, 
that he was forced to keep his Bed : the Matter termented alſo in the falival 
Glands, and made Apoſtemations on the outlide under the Jaws : of which 
together he languiſhed and died. 

Theſe unſucceſsful attempts may render us extream cruel to thoſe who feel 
not the miſery thoſe poor creatures {utter with Cancers in their Mouths. 

If the Cancer be but in ſome particular part, as the Tongue, Gum, &c. 
though the Patients have no certain hopes of being cured by Kaife or Fire, yet 
they generally put it to trial ſooner or later. How much more then ſhall theſe 
poor creatures, who have Cancers over-ſpreading their Mouth, eating and 
gnawing the Fleſh, Nerves and Bones ? who, belides the danger they are in 
every minute of being choaked with a fierce Catarrh, do Cufer hunger and 
thirlt; and if they can ſwallow Broth, Caudle or Drink, yet is it with an un- 
{avourytaſt,byreaſon of its paſſing through ſuchſore corruptParts,fromwhich 
putrefaction their ſtomach nauſcates its ſuſtenance,and their Spirits are infe- 
Cted with the ſtink, whenceFainting frequently happens; Sleepis a ſtranger to 
their eyes,their Slumber very troubleſome,and Death is only their defire. Ar 
ſuch a time as this 1t 1s not to be wondred if they try a doubtful Remedy, 
though painful. What I have attempred of this kind hath been at the ear- 
neſt requeſt of thePatients and their Friends,and by the authority ofa Conſul- 
tation of eminent Phyſicians and Chirurgeons. T hat the Cure ” Seam not, 
mult be imputed to the greatneſs of the Diſeaſe, and may teach others how 
dangerous it is to neglect the conſulting the experiencedChirurgeonwhilethe 
Diſcaſe is recent, and eaſe to be eradicated.

Of Noli me tangere. 


Cuayr. XXII. 
Of Noli me tangere. 


A Uthours in their Chapter of Caxcer do uſually mention Noli me tangere 

and Lupus, Theſe two moſt Men eſteem to be but particular names of a 
Cancer when it is fixed in ſome peculiar place: as in the Face, Noſe or Lip it 
1s called Noli me tangere; in the Legs and Shins, L»pws. Whence it is plain 
that our vulgar language uſeth the name of Wolf in a large ſenſe, applying it 
very often to the Breaſts,and indeed any other place,where the Cancer grow- 
eth highly corroſive. I ſhall think it more inſtruCtive to the young Chirurge- 


Þeſcripti- On, 1f I appropriate this word Noli ze tangere to a {mall round acuminated 


Tubercle,which hath not much pain,unleſs it be touched or rubbed,or other- 
wiſe exaſperated by Topicks. Concerning which Rogerzs ſaith, that Cancer 
plus corrodit uno die quam Noli me tangere in uno menſe. But if ſo exaſperated,it 
1s immediately enraged, and becomes a true Cancer. Such as theſe are ſome- 
times found in the Face and Lips; but do likewiſe happen in all other parts 
of the Body. T have ſeen them in the Arm. Particularly a perſon of abour fix- 
ty years of age, of a healthy Conititution, hath one 1n the outſide of his right 
Arm, a little above the Elbow. He weareth a Cup upon it of a light wood, 
with Straps fa{tned to it, which brace it on, and defend the Part from the 
—_— of his Sleeve. He ſent for me one morning to ſee it when he was 1n bed, 

is Arm lying out covered witha light mantle. He turned up his Sleeve,took 
off the Cup, and ſhewed it me. The Tubercle was ſmall, of a blew1iſh cotour, 
and looked as it it had been a Varix: it was without Inflammation, hardneſs, 
or change of colour in the Parts about it. He did not permit me to look long 
upon it: the while I did, I ſaw it riſe into a Tumour as big as a Kernel of a 
Hazel-nut. Such another I ſaw in the Arm of a Woman of” about forty years 
of age, of a blew colour, on the outſide of her Arm : but it was not defended 
from the preſſure of her Sleeve.I offered to undertake the Cure of them both ; 
but they had been diſſwaded by moſt of thoſe that had ſeen them. 1 ſhould 
not have doubted of good Succeſs; having before ſeen a perſon lo diſeaſed and 
cured by an Eminent Chirurgeon in his time, who by the application of an 
actual Cautery burned it to the Fleſh,ſuppoſing it had tain no deeper ; but af- 
ter the ſeparation of the Eſchar it rifing again, he burned it deeper, and from 
that time it returned no more, 


Obſer\ at? WW Hile I was attending a Noble Family in the Country,a Perſon of qua- 


lity in the neighbourhood ſent his onely Daughter of about eleven 
years of age to me. She was diſeaſed with an _— 1 ubercle upon her left 
Cheek,of the compaſs of a half Guinny when undiſturbed ; but if any thing 
were applied to it, it heated the whole Cheek. It was a great blemith to her 
Beauty,upon which very account her Parents had much endeavoured to have 
it cured, or at leaſt to be diſpoſed to ſuch a calm temper, as it might bear a 
black Patch. Some weeks after the Lady her Mother brought her to London, 
and put her into the care of the late deceaſed Doctor St42y and my ſelf. He 
purged her with this: Be fol. ſexe 51) b. rhabarb, Jj. ſem. fanic. dulc., 3, 
ſalt tartari DJ). infund. in aq. cichorei cum ſucco aurantior. colat, ij. adde ſyr. de 
pom purg. 3. Miſc. This was repeated often, Merc. dulc, & ceruſſ. antimoni 


were 
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were alſo given her at diſtinct times,and diſtilled Milks,ſuch as have been ſet 
down in the Cure of Cancers. I begun my Application with this ; R /itharg, 
auri 31. ſem. cucurbit. excorticat. 3b, aceti vini q. ſ. nutriatur in mortario 11 
formam unguento,addendo camph.diſſolut.in aq.rof. —-— This was applied ſpred 
thin upon Sarſenet : but it immediately ſwelled and heated all the Cheek. I 
then took it off, and anointed the inflaiaed parts abour the Tubercle : bur it 
did not agree with it. We wiped it off again, and by expoſing it to the air it 
cooled, and returned in a day or two to its former temper. Aﬀer I had tried 
ſeveral Medicaments unſuccelsfully,a Friend gave me a black concreted Juice 
to work into a Paſte to cover the Diſcaſe,it being all the Mother then defired 
from me : and this being laid upon it,adhered to it as if it had been Pitch,and 
ſeemed to agree well with it. But after four or five days it heated her Cheek, 
and was taken off. -Upon which the Mother grew impatient, and had ſome 
thoughts of going with her Daughter into G/oxcefterſbire to a Man there who 
pretends to the Cure of Cancers. Which coming to my knowledge, made an 
offer to DoQtor Sr4»ly to undertake the Cure by extirpating that Tubercle by 
the actual Cautery. But he replying,that the very mention of it would fright 
them out of Town; I then propoſed it by Cauſtick to the Lady-mother : 
which ſhe accepted, upon a promiſe not to do it whilſt ſhe was in Town, nor 
then till I heard from her in the Country. Some while after the weat into the 
Country, and wrote to ſome of her Friends to ſee the work done. Upon the 
receipt of which I met Doctor Stanly and them ; and, having placed the Pa- 
tient ina clear light, I drew a Line with Ink how far I intended to burn, and 
they took the-compaſls exattly in a piece of paper,which they kept. I began 
with a Caultick-{tone pointed, and preſſed upon the middle of the Tubercle, 
burnung deep into it ; and, to quicken the work, I touched it with ol. vitriolz 
upon a Stick,and then with theCauſtick-ſtone interchangeably,till I had con- 
ſumed the Tubercle and the parts within the marked Line. The while I was 
thus working, I dried up the Salts which mixed with the Ichor with armed 
Probes. Having thus finiſhed the work as I deſigned,to the ſatisfaction of the 
Phyſician and Relations, I waſhed out the Salts of the Cauſtick with Wine 
warmed, then divided the Eſchar, and waſhed it again with Milk, till I had 
freed the Eſchar and the Part from pain : then I dreſſed it with «ngnenr.baſilic. 
cum oleo roſ. on a Pledgit, and applied an Empl.e bolo over all. By theſe Leni- 
ents the Eſchar ſeparated,and left a deep round Ulcer : which in few days I di- 
geſted with »nguert. baſilic. mag. & Merc. precip. and incarned and cicatrized 
with «ng«ept. twtie,&c. but within ten days ater it broke out again, We re- 
peated Purging with calomel. Bezoard. miner.&c. and healed it up with a firm 
Cicatrix by the aforeſaid method, adding a few drops of tint. vitriols dulc, in 
aqua rubi. From which time it hath continued well,ſhe not having worn any 
Mouch upon it of late years. I have now under cure one of this kind ; but,it 
not being perfeCted, I ſhall inſert it in the Treatiſe of Srrume,

Of Wateriſh Tumours. 


W Ateriſh or Hydropical Tumoursare the effeQts of an extravaſated Serum, 
which according to the place on which it lights doth denominate 
the Diſcaſe. 

If it fall inwardly into the Cavities of the Belly, it is Hydrops aſcites ; of 
the Thorax, Hydrops peftori ; of the Scull, Hydrocephalus: which oame it alſo

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retains if it affect the outward parts of the Head. When it is lodged between 
the Skin and the Fleſh, or in the Interſtices of the Muſcles, it is Azaſarca: in 
the Scrotum, Hyarocele, or Hernia aquoſa, &Cc. | 

Wateriſh Tumours that are external differ from the phlegmatick by their 
ſhining and the manner of their pitting. Hydropical Swellings,if they be pure, 
do glitter and are pellucid, they take impreſſion eaſily, and do as ſoon loſe ir. 
Oedemata receive the impreſſion ealily alſo,but they keep it longer. The tranſ. 
parency in the ſurface or change from the natural colour in theSkinis leſs than 
in the other. Burt theſe Humours are very apt to mix both in the Araſarca and 
other Swellings ; which where they do, the Symptoms are confounded. 

Aſcites difters from 1 ympanites by its weight, and the {wagging of the wa- 
ter in the Belly ; whereas the Tumour in a Tympanites is more light, equal, 
hard, and, ſay Authours, ſounds like a Drum. 

Cauſes of Wateriſh Tumours are whatever may either increaſe the Serum 
of the Bloud beyond its proportion, or re({train it in any part of the Body pre- 
ternaturally,ſo thar,wanting its nattral courſe,itſtagnates inſome one or more 
places. Of the former lort are ill Digeſtion in the Stomach ; defeCt of San- 
guifieation, which is frequent in intemperate perſons; alſo great Hzmorrha- 
gies, where the Bloud, being weakened by much diminution of irs quantity, is 
not able to digeſt the Aliments afſumed, but lets them run into Serum, from 
which Caule alone ſeveral wateriſh Tumours arife ; ſo alſo any defe& in the 
Ferments of the Viſcera, as when the Kidneys do not ſeparate the Serum from 
the Bloud, or the conglobate Glands do not their office ; likewiſe too great 
acrimony in the Bloud, which, though hot 1n it ſelf, yet melts down the Bloud 
into a thin Serum, as in hot Catarrhs. Of the latter ſort are, 1. a check of 
tranſpiration through the Pores of the Skin, which keeps in a greater part of 
the thinner Seram, and forceth it to ſtop 1n the body : 2. retention of Urine: 
3. the forming of ſome Cyſt#s in which it is contained: 4. its extravaſation in 
any part of the body, external or internal]. 

Wateriſh Tumours are, as we have reckoned, internal, or external. 

The internal ones are deſcribed in Phyſick-books ; and their Si2»s ſhall be 
given particularly by me as I have occalion. 

The external#1f they be pure indeed and very much external, do by a viſi- 
ble reſplendency betray themſelves to the eye ; thoſe eſpecially that lie near 
the Cuticulaand Cutts making a very thin pellucid Tumour. Thole that lie dee- 
per under the Skin do ſhine leſs: yet in-ſome of them, if in a dark room you 
ſhade them,as Women do an Egge with their hands,and hold a Candle to rhe 
other ſide, you will find at leaſt a taint tranſparency. Thoſe that lie yer dee- 
per, Or are contained in a Cyſtz5, do nor diſcolour the Skin at all, nor cauſe any 
conſiderable pain : but if the Swelling be large, you may by ſhaking it per- 
ceive an undulation, 

Watery Tumours as ſuch portend no danger to the life of the Patient,unlefs 
the Viſcera be obſtructed or otherwiſe tainted.It ſuch Ob(tructions or Corrup- 
tions happen, the meaſure of the danger is to be taken from the degree of the 
Corruption. Thoſe inward TumO@urs are more dangerous than the outward ; 
and the more noble the Part atteated, the more important the danger. 

In the Cre of theſe Tumours there are four Intentions required, 

The firſt conſiſts in a regulation of Diet and manner of living : the ſecond, 


in evacuation of thoſe ſerous Humours by Stool, Urine,or Tranſpiration : the 


third, in reQtifying the ConcoQtion, and reſtoring the YViſcera to their natural 
ſtate: the fourth,concerning the Tumour it ſelf,is performed by Diſcutients 
and Exſiccants, or by Apertion. 

1. The Diet ought to be with great moderation, excels in eating or drin- 


king 
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king being prejudicial to their Cure. As tothe quality of it, Phyſicians ge- 
nerally preſcribe it drying and attenuating, ſuch as hath been propoſed in the 
Chapter of Ocdema; and after that manner they ought to regulate their way 
of living : yet It 1s not unfrequent to ſee theſe Tumours ariſe from a hot 
Cauſe, in which caſe cooling Dietsare requilite. 

2. The ſecond Intention 1s uſually performed by Purging with ſuch things 
asare preſcribed in Oedematous caſes. Only here there ought to be a more 
particular regard had to the FHyaragoga, as elaterium, camboya, ſambucus,ebulus, 
rad, bryonie, ſyr. de ſþina cervina, &c. It the Cauſe be hot, Bleeding and Barnet 
Waters may be neceſſary, of which you may find ſome Inſtances. 

. The third Intention, of reſtoring or rectifying the YViſcera, ought to be 
the work of the Phylician, 

4. The fourth Intention is,of removing the conjunCtt matter by drying and 
diſcutient Medicaments ; for which all thoſe ſer down in Oedematous and 
Flatulent Tumours are ſuitable. R ſummitat. abrotons, abſinth. origani, cala- 
minth. majorane,an.M.1j. flor ſambuct, chamem. anthos, roſ. rub. an. M. ). baccar, 
lauri,juniperi,an.31j.coquantur in [.q. aque font. to which may be added Wine, 
Vinegar, Salt, Sulphur, or Alume. Or you may make the Decoction in the 
common Lixivie, if the Tumour requireit. You mayallo embrocate with 
ſuch like ; B ſalts nitri 3x. piperis albi 3vy, euphorb.31. ol.laurin. vi. Miſc. and 
apply this over the Part aflected ; R ſem. aniſt, cumini, bace myrtil. lauri,an, 6. 
ſucct ebuli Fiv. ol. rutac, & cere q. [. fiat Ceratum, It by application of theſe or 
the like Medicaments the Cure ſucceed not,it may be reaſonable to make A- 
pertion,and give vent to the Water,& proceed in the Cure as ſhall be ſhewed 
in the following Obſervations. W here the Hydrops hath affected the Breaſt,I 
have not ſeen any operation attempted by letting out the Water,the Diſeaſe 
it ſelf being rarely diſcovered ill after the death of the Patient. In ſome ſuch I 
have taken out about a gallon. Nor is there often found better ſucceſs where 
the Water affeAs the Belly, as in the 4/cites : it being for the moſt part the 

rodutt of long chronick Diſeaſes, which either took their original from or 
ended in ObſtruQtions of the Viſcera ; in which caſes the Cure utually depends 
upon the Phyſician ; the belt alſiſtence of the Chirurgeon being that of Ban- 
dage, which, if applied even to the whole Belly by a ſtrong Dimitee or Holland 
Bracer, made to encompaſs the Abdomez, and tied or laced behind, may con- 
duce much to the prevention ofa ſudden increaſe of the Swelling. 
Thelike or greater ſuccels we may hope for in Anaſarcous Swellings, 


where the Legs, Arms, Hands, ©. are affeCted, to which a ſtreight Stocking, * 


'Sleeve, cc. being accommodated doth uſually repreſs the Humour, and dif- 
ole it to be carried off another way by Medicine. 

Where the Aſcites follows Hemorrhagie, Fever, or any acute Diſeaſe,it ad- 
mits more often of Cure : but thoſe of our Profeſſion are rarely conſulted 
while there is any hopes thereof by internal Remedies, which is ſo long as the 
Patient hath ſtrength to bear them. Atlaſt, when the Yiſcera are tainted, 
the evacuation of the Water haſtens their deaths, and the Operation is ſcan- 
dalized : whereas if the Paracezteſts were made in time, better ſucceſs might 
be expected. 

The way of making a Paracexteſis or Tapping hath been variouſly ſet down, 
according to the ſeveral fancies ofChirurgeons.Some have made theApertion 
in the Navel by Bodkin, Needle, &c. others three fingers below it on either 
Side,chuſing that on whichthe Patient did leaſt lie ; for the Orifice ought to 
lie uppermoſt,to prevent too great an effuſion. Thoſe that open below the Na- 
vel have likewiſe deviſed ſeveral ways. Some take up the Skin, and perforate 
that firſt ; then make a Perforation in _ Peritoneum. A method not practi- 
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cable where the Belly is very hard and ſtiff with much Far between the Skin 
and Muſcles. Therefore it is that we generally {ſtrike through all at once, 
The worſt way is by Caultick, and Incifion atter that. 

But the downright PunCture, being the beſt of Cures,is to be ſo managed 
as that the Serum may not fly out all at once, but be retained according to the 
deſire ofthe Chirurgeon ; nothing being lo pernicious to the Patient as great 
Evacuations, though of an excrementitious Humour. Hence it is that much 
Art hath been uſed in this affair as to deſignation of quantity and contrivance 
of Inſtrument. Barber hath lately publiſhed the uſe of an hollow Needle, 
which, being thruſt in, will let our what quantity you pleaſe, but being pulled 
out leaves little or no paſſage in the Skin. The repeated intruſion of this into 
the ſame or intofreſh holes (fay heand Sy/viws) will evacuate Water at your 
pleaſure, Truly, the whilſt the Belly is diſtended with abundance of Water, 
it may ſucceed well : but they themſelves dare not pretend farther than the 
Evacuation of half the Liquor, for by that time you will be in danger of 
wounding the Inteſtines. Several Experiments I have made of thar Inſtru- 
ment, and one lately, rather to ſatisfie the Patient and his Relations that the 
Swelling was an 4ſcites, than that we could propoſe any Cure by it. I made 
the Apertion in the preſence of Mr. Hollier : we diſcharged about a pint of 
Warter,and part of that by a Catheter ; for, feeling ſome oppoſition in the ca- 
vity within the Abdomer which obſtructed the flowing of the Water,I pulled 
the pointed Carzula out : and it was well I did, for afterwards in opening 
the dead body I found the Inteſtines floating above the Water,though there 
were above two gallons in the Belly. Upon which Obſervations I docon- 
clude it a very untit Inſtrument to diſcharge a Droplie : beſides, our people 
will not admit of ſo many Openingsas would be neceſſary to empty an Hy- 
dropical Belly. This very perſon,as earneſt as he was at firſt for the Operation, 
choſe rather to die with the Water in his Belly than ſuffer a ſecond Apertion, 

I therefore do conclude the good old way of a Cannnula made taper-wile 
with holes in the ſide,whoſe deſcription you may find in Parezs,to be the belt; 
which being conveyed through a hole made by puncture may be kept in by 
Bandage till the Water be evacuated, the hole of it being ſtopped by a Screw 
or otherwiſe,as you will find in the aforeſaid Author. I ſhall now give you 
ſome Obſervations of this Work, though it be for the molt part unſuccels- 
ful : as indeed what can be expected from rotten i/cera ? 


A Woman near fifty years of age,ot a groſs body and ſtrong Conſtitution, 
laboured ofan 4ſciresa longtime : after much Phylick inefteCtually taken, 
the Water burſt its way through the Skin by a {mall Opening on her right 
Side, near the place where we uſually make the Paracenteſis ; and after ſome 
days, the Aperture wearing larger, the Water flowed more abundantly. 1 
was fetched, and ſtopt up the Oritice witha Tent of Lint, applying a Pitch- 
plaiſter, and over that another of Yeaſt and Wheat-flower, with Comprels 
and Bandage. ThenlI adviſcd her tolie on the contrary Side, by which that 
part was kept dry. The fourth day I opened it, and gave vent by a Canrulato 
three pints of Water ; then bound it up again, As the Belly emptied, the 
Opening contracted : Therefore I put in a Canzs/a, reraining it in with 
Compreſsand Bracer, and thereby diſcharged the W ater at pleature, andaf- 
terwards left it to her own and her Servants ordering. I viſited her ſome 
while after ; and, finding moſt part of the Water diſcharged, I cook out the 
Cannula, and permitted it to cure. The Water ſeeped out ſometime upon ti 
ſing or lying on that Side ; but ſhe was a ſtrong Woman, and recovered. 


A young Man of about eighteen years of age fell from a Fever into a Quar- 
rane 
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tane Ague, which held him long, andended in an Aſcites : his Belly [welled 
exceedingly, & he became extenuated. While he languiſhed in this deplorable 
condition, one undertook the Cure of him, by letting out the Water with a 
Thorn thruſt into his Navel, (though it were not at all ſwelled up.) The 
Watef was let out gradually,and a ſticking Plaiſter only applied over it. T hus 
in a month's ſpace 1t was evacuated,and the Belly contracted proportionably. 
During this Evacuation he tqpk opening Broths and Apozems. Afﬀeer the 
Water was diſcharged,and the Puncture cured, he continued extreamly ema- 
ciated,and the Skin of his body and lims was withered ; yet.he was ordered 
to be let bloud about {ix ounces: at which time he was ſo very a Skeleton, 
and his Skin hung fo looſe, that I doubted how I could hold it over the Vein 
roopen it, Yet atter this I ſaw him far, and perfectly cured. 

A Gentlewoman of about thirty eight years old laboured of an 4/cites with 
Ansfarcous Swellings on her Belly, Thiglis & Legs ; and, having taken much 
Phylick unſucceſsfully in the Town, was removed to her houſe in theCountry 
to die : butafter ſoine whule being tired with the weight and ſtretching pain 
of her Belly, ſhe {ent for me to give vent tothe Water. I went provided for 
the work,and found the Patient reſolved to undergo the Opening. Other 
Symptoms to encourage me I had none. The next morning, {he having pre- 
pared her ſelf,and being placed on that ſide ſhe could beſt lie upon during the 
Evacuation, her Bracer being well fitted, I made the Perforation according to 
cuſtom three fingers below the Navel on the upper ſide. The Water ſpurted 
out forcibly whillt I paſſed in my taper-pointed Carz#la,which fitting exaQly, 
I let out about three pints of Water, then apply'd an Emplaſtr. ad herniam 
over it, with a Stupe wrung out ofa carminative Decoction and Bandage. 
She ſeemed ſomewhat relieved at the preſent, but reſted ill that night, and 
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was much indiſpoſed in the morning, yet would have more Water ict out. I * 


diſcharged two quarts of Water, and dreſſed it as before. 

After I had continued there three or four days,and ſhewed the Servants the 
manner of letting out the Water and drefling, I returned to Loxaon. After a 
few days,going back, and finding her Belly very much ſunk, and the Water 
not over-ready to flow, I took out the Cannula,applicd a Pledgit of unguert.ba- 
filicoa, and an Emplaſtr. ad herniam over it, with a warm Stupe and Bracer as 
before. Ilcft her weak and not like to recover ; and indeed ſhe died a few 


day after. 


A Gentlewoman of about thirty years of age, big with Child, was much 4. Obſer. 
diſeaſed with Anaſarcous Swellings in her Legs and Feet.Sir Fr.Pr,was ſent 75.0 
for; who,ſecing her in ſuch a condition,and unfit to take Phylick,defired my in te 


Opinion concerning them. I ſaw the Swellings pale and ſhining, yielding to E855, Ge. 


the impreſſion of my fingers, and returning ſlowly. She was very unealie in 
herbed, and not ina condition tofit up, I propoſed Fomenting with good 
difcutient and ex({iccant Medicaments, to diſpoſe them for Bandage,and then 
to put on laced Stockingsand Trouzes. After he had a while conſidered of 
it, he wiſhed me to writea form of the Fomentation ; which I did thus : 
R /urmitat. abſinthii, majorane, 0rigani, roriſmarin. an. M. iii). flor. chamemeli, 
ſambuci, roſe. rub, an. M. ij. baccar. lanri, juniperi, an. Ziv. ſulph.vivi, aluminis 
w an. tb. ſalis com. M.1ij. c0q. in [. q. aque pro uſu. He gave waytothe uſe 
of it and the Bandage. I began the next morning with the Fomentation, 
cauling her Legs to be bathed, then rowled them up from the Feet above ths 
Knees equally itreight. After I had repeated this method three or four days, 
anddiſpoled her Legs by Bandage for the laced Stockings, I ſaw them laced 
on with Knee-pieces and Trouzcs : theſe were daily [{tretghtned to ſuch pro- 
portion as the Patient could eaſily bear. By the wearing of theſe ſhe nm 
R 2 the 
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the uſe of her Legs, to the great advantage of her healch, She wear her full 
time, and was delivered of a healthful Child, which is yet alive. 
5. Obſer- A Gentleman having long laboured under a complication of Diſeaſes, Par- 
= o4- ticularly a Drophie, ſent for me. I found his Body much extcnuated,his Legs 
the Legs, Anaſarcous,and his Back and Hips excoriated with lying in bed. I propoled 
to him the uſeof a Fomentation and equal Bandage, v7z. a pair of laced Stoc- 
kings. After ſome reaſoning with me about the u'e of them, he complied, and 
I cauſed a pair to be made, and laced them on. They were calie, an did all 
I deſigned by them. He was able to walk to his Clolet, and take the air in 
his Coach, and was well pleaſed with them. But afterwards,bcing informed 
by ſome body of great inconveniences that might happen to him from the 
wearing of them, he cauſed them to he pulled oft ; upon which his Legs {wel. 
led again,and he was confined to his bed, whereby his Hips and Back galled : 
alſo by reaſon of the great increaſe of thoſe waterith Swellings the nazive 
heat was overcome, and a preternatural one ariſing inflamed aad blittered 
them. * I was fetched, and by Fomentations, &c. got off the Mortification, 
and in ſix weeks healed the Ulcer and Ulcerations. I made him a Fontane| 
by Inciſion in his right Leg, and put him on the laced Stockings again, by 
the uſe of which he recovered. 
wg" A young Woman of about twenty five years of age,of a healthful Conſti- 
wry tution, came to me out of the Country, {uppoſed to have the Kzro's Evil, 
Tumour Upon enquiry I found none of that Ew/, but a large Tumour lying upon 
ray the Muſcles of the Back : the Skin of the Tumour was thick, withour in- 
flammation or diſcolouring. 

I was then in queſt of windy Tumours, and thought this might be one, 
having Symptoms not unlike 1t, the Sound excepted. I had a great delire to 
ſee what it was which made that bulk,and offered her the Cure of it gratis ; 
which ſhe gladly accepting, I ordered my Servants to make ready Aſtrin- 
gents and Bandage. Then I made an Apertion into it with a Knite, upon 
which a Water forced out : we received itin a Chamber-pot. W hillt it was 
diſcharging, I ſlit up the Tumour, and gave way to the Dregs, which were 
like Honey, but not contained in a Cy/f/s. I cut oft as much of the Skin as 
was ſuperfluent, and brought the relt together,dreſſing it up with the com- 
mon Digeſtive ex Tereb:inth. &c. with a reſtrictive Emplaſter, Comprels,and 
Bandage. Being thus dreſſed ſhe walked with her She-friend, more briskly 
than ſhe came, to her lodging in Shoe-/are ; from whence ſhe came to my 
houſe the third day after, to be dreſſed, and ſo daily till the Wound was cu- 
red ; which healed by Agglutination in leſs than three weeks. 


Hdrocele, F wateriſh Tumours Hyarocele is one very remarkable Species, which 
() ſubdivides it ſelf into many others. | 
Definiti- Tt may be generally defined, a wateriſh Swelling of the Scrotum. 
Difſe- This may be either part of another more general Tumour,or ele an orig!i- 
rence, nal Diſeaſe of that place. When it is part of another Tumour, the Body is 
Hydropical, v4z. either Anafarcous or Aſcitical : in both which cafes it is 
frequent to ſee the Cod ſwelled up after the manner of ag Anſarca, And 
indeed, when in Aſcitical caſes we find a Swelling ofthe Teſticle, there is for 
the moſt part an Axaſarca of the lower partsofthe Belly joyned with ic, W hen 
it iSan original Tumour of the Part, it either lieth without the Trice wagi- 
aalis, afebing the whole Scrotum ; orelſe is contained within the 'faid Tu- 


nicle, or at leaſt in a Cy/f/s of its own : in which caſe you will find one fide 
ſwelled whilſt the other remains1n its natural ſtate ; or it both Teſticles are 
concerned, the Tumours are diſtinct.

Chap. XXII. Of Wateriſh Tumours, Hydrocele. 


The Canſes of Hydrocele are the ſame with thoſe ofa Droplie, at leaſt when 
itis part of a Droplie. But when it cometh alone, it is generated as all other 
wateriſbſCumours are, v/z. by a ſeparation of Serum out of the Arteries, 
wh.ctinever returneth into the Veins, but lodgeth in the Skin or other parts 
of zþt Body. This Extravaſation may be cauſed from ſome Bruiſe by Blow, 
Fafl, &'c. | 

Signs of an FHyarocele may be taken from the diſtemper of them. Vj<. 

1. The Analarcous Hyarocele may be known by the ſplendour, ſoftneſs 
and thickneſs of the Scro7um. Ir taketh impreſſion from the fingers eaſily, 
and may be wrought like ſoft Wax, The Prepuce is uſually ſwelled, if it 
attend the Dropſie of that name. 

2. The ſimple Hernia aqnoſa, as it affects the whole Scrotum, fills it like a 
Bladder, and diicovers it ſelf by its ſhining. 

2. When the Hydrocele lieth within the Tunica vaginalis,between it and the 
Telticles, or in a peculiar Cy/#zs, the Scrotum is proportionably ſtretched, and 
ſomewhat wrinkled ; and indeed at firſt ſight it is not unlike an Hernia izteſti- 
nalis or zirbalis : but you may diſtinguiſh them by preſſing with your fingers 
upon the Production, which when you do,bid:the Patient cough ; if nothing 
preſs upon your hand like wind, it is an Hyarocele, It the Warer be lodged in 
the Txzaicz vaginalis of both Teſticles, the Swelling appears double. 


This Diſeaſe is more or leſs dangerous according as it is complicated.That Progna- 


which is joyned with aDropſie cannot be cured,unleſs that be firſt cured : yet **: 
it ſometimes ſerves todiſcharge anaſarcous Swellings in theParts lying above 
it. Thoſe which ariſe from an external Cauſe are more eaſily cured. Ifthe 
Habit of body Le tolerably good, the Hyarocele may be cured ; and if itbe 
bac, the Water may be let out as often as it fills, without danger. 


In the Cure of theſe Tumours there is required a regulation in Diet and cure. 


manner of living, as hath been ſet down 1n the preceding Diſcourſe of Wate- 
riſþ Tumonrs in general : only here they are to be proportioned according to 
the greatnels of the Malady and the Accidents that attend them. They alſo 
requireto be treated with ſuch Diſcutients and Exficcants as have been there 
propoſed, and you mult retain your-Applications cloſe to the Part rowhich 
they are applied. A Bag-truls 1s neceſſary, it ſerving alſo to ſuſtain the Part, 
leſt by the weight of the Humour the Tumour be increaſed : alſo after the 
diſcharge of the Water it furthers the corrugation of the Scrotum. 

While the Swellingsare ſmall, they may haply yield to Diſcutients:, An 
accidental Bruiſe, by ſtirring upan Inflammation, hath ſometime diſpoſed 
them to Diſcuſſion. If they rend to Suppuration, further it by Suppuratives, 
asin a Phlegmon hath been ſhewed,and treat them as ſuch. But if the Tumour 
have any quantity of Water in 19.2 wo ſpeedielt way of Cure is by givin 
vent. Ifit bean Anaſarca that poſleſſeth the whole Scrotum, the way to dif: 
charge it is either by Scarification, or by a Seton. 

Scarification is proper when only the Scrotum is Anaſarcous. It it be 
made by punCQture with a Lancet,the Water will diſcharge in few hours,and 
the Wounds agglutinate ſoon after without other Application than a warm 
Stupe. An Ini{tance whereof you may ſee in the Obſervations of Oedema.' 

If there bean Anar/aca of the Belly, the Seton is moſt proper, in conlide- 
ration of the time which is required for ſuch an Evacuation. It ought to be 
madetranſverſe the Scrotum in the depending part. It is to be kept opea till 
the Serolity be diſcharged ; and the while you are to prelerve the native heat 
of the Part by the application of warm Stupes wrung out of Wine wherein 
have been boiled /ummitat.abſinthit,najorane, flor. chamem. roſ.rub.balauſt bace. 
myrtill. auc. cupreſſ. &c. And take care leſt the Scrotumexcoriate from the 
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ſharpneſs of the Humour and inflame : for in Hydropical bodies it is apt to 
gangrene. If you apprehend ſuch miſchief, pull out the Seton. 

In the Opening the other Species of Hyaroce/e,you are to conlides.the quan- 
tity of Water, and the place it is lodged in. If it have not a pint of Wager in 
it, forbear opening it till it be bigger, leſt you hurt the Telticle : belidey, ir is 
not worth the while. But if it be a Child that labours of it, you may opex it 
though there be ſcarce half a pint of Water. In order tothe Opening then, 
you are to place the Patient in a clear light : then with the one hand to preſs 
upon the Production, that the Tumour may be moretenſe : andif the Hy. 
arocele be in a Man, your Servant ought to preſs with his hand upon the other 
ſide, that the Scrotum may be the more ſteady. Youare to make the PunQture 
in the depending Part, and avoid the cutting of the greater Veins lying up. 
on the Scrotum, leſt thereby the Water be made bloudy, and you be thought 
to have hurt ſome Part within. You are to make the Apertion big enough 
to receive a {mall Cannula, which you. are immediately to put in, and keep it 
there till you have drawn out all the Water. That done, apply a Pledgit of 
unguent, baſilicon, and an Emplaſter to retain it on,with a Flanel Stupe wrung 
out ofan aſtringent DecoCtion, and put ſuch a Bag-truſs on as may keep your 
Dreſſings cloſe. By this method you will in twoor three days find the Pur- 
Eture cured, and the Scrotum contratted. Yet it may be reaſonable toapply 
an Emplaſtr. Ceſaris, or ſome other aſtringent Emplaſter, over the Scrotum, 
and to puton aleſs Truſs, which the Patient may wear for more ſecurity, 
For they are apt to fill again with Water once ina year or two, if the Habit 
of body abound with ſerous Humours. 

If theW ater be lodged ina Cyf#,or within the proper Coatsof theTeſticle 
or Teſticles, they require accordingly to be opened diſtintly. And in theſe 
Hyarocele's you are to be caretul to paſs in your Cavnala,and keep it in till the 
laſt drop of Water be diſcharged : tor ifby any accident it {lip our, you wi 
ſcarce get it in again ; the inner Tunicle hanging looſe,the holes may not an- 
{wer each other ; nor is the Tumour capable of being opened ſo well again as 
at firſt : and if you leave any Water behind, the Operation will be thought 
ill done. The Water diſcharged, you are to proceed in the Cure as above 
ſaid. What hath been hitherto delivered of theſe Hydroce/cs doth only con- 

cern the palliative Cure. 

If you purpoſe the perfeQt Cure,you ought then to make theApertion large 
on one ſide of the Scrotum reaching towards the ProduQtion, in ſuch manner 
as it may lie according to the length of the Teſticle, that you may open it af- 
ter the Water is diſcharged, and thereby the better apply your Medicaments 
to it incaſe it be affeted. In theſe Operations the Patient ſhould be ofa 
tolerable good Habit of body, and not 1n his decliging age: for whether they 
be made by Inciſion or Cauſtick, they are generally ſubject to Inflammat1-

. on, Colick and Fever, till Suppuration be made. In which caſe Bleeding and 


Clyſters are neceſſary, and outwardly Lenients and Anodynes are to be ap- 
plied, alſo good Fomentations to keep up the natural heat : of which you will 
find ſome Inſtances amongſt the following Obſervations. 


A Boy of about fix or ſeven years old was brought to me labouring of an 
Aſcites,with an Hernia aquoſa in Scroto, and Analarcous Swellings poſſeſſing 


' theoutſide of the Scrotumand Prepuce. I made an Apertion on the left ſide of 


the Scrotum ina depending Part,and, paſſing in a Canrula, diſcharged near a 
pint of Water ; then fomented it with warm Stupes wrung out of redW ine. 
While I was forhenting it, ſuſpeCting the Anaſarcous Humour would ſoon fill 


up the Scrotumagain,it the Apertion were not kept open, I therefore without 
delay 
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delay thruſt a Seton-needle with a {mall twiſt of Silk through theAperture be- 
fore made,and paſſed it out tranſverſe the Scrotum,abourt an inch diſtant from 
the firſt opening;then cut off the Seton from the Needle,and tied the ends to. 
gether,fa(tening them with anEmplaſter above upon the Scrorwm,and truſſed 
it cloſe with a warm Flanel Stupe,covering alſothe Pezz,and diſmiſſed them 
with directions to ſtupe it at leaſt thrice a day with a Deco. abſinth. flor. roſ. 
rub.&C. as 1t is propoſed in the method of Cure. If in this caſe the Stupes be 
not cften ſhifted, the ſerous Humour, which ſo continually drops into it, will 
excoriate the Scrotum,and itir up a painful Inflammation. Some \ daysafter 
I vilited the Patient, and ſaw the Swelling in the Prepuce and Scrorum dil- 
cuſſed, the Seton having well diſcharged its part. I cut out the Seton, and 
dreſſed the Ulcers with uzguert. tutie, by which they healed ; and by the 
continued uſe of rhe Fomentation ina few days the Scrotum contratted. 

A Gentleman of about ſixty years old came to Lozdoz dileafed with a Hernia 2, Obſee. 
aquoſa. The lower parts of his Belly and upper parts of his Thighs were Ana- vt of 
{arcous: the Prepuce and Scrotum were not free from it. Sir Fr. Pr. being his poten 
Phylician adviſed the opening of the Tumour, and was preſent the next day : wich 4n«- 
where, having all things ready,l placed the Patient ina Chair tothe light,the /*** 
Phylician laying his hand upon one ſide of the Scrotumr,while mine wason the 
other ſide. I madea Puncture in a declining Part, then paſled in a Canzula, 
and let out about three pints of Water in a Baſon. It was much of thecolour 
of Urine in healthful people. The Water diſcharged,I pulled out the Cannuls, 
and applied a warm Stupe, and truſſed it up clole. In the ſpace of two or 
three days the Azaſarca diſcuſſed, and the Scrotum contracted and cured. I 
applied an Emplaſtr. Ceſaris over the Scrotum, and fitted him with a Truſs ac- 
cordingly. Two years after I opened this Tumour again. 

A Man of about forty years of age, of a ſtrong Conltitution and ſanguine 3. Obſer- 
Complexion, being of late years Aſthmatick, was about two months ſince — 
ſwelled with an 4/cites and an Azaſarca of his Belly, Scrotum, Thighs and with Ana- 
Legs. Dr. Denton and Dr. Brook were his Phyſicians, and conſulted me in farcons 
the Chirurgery, eſpecially in that of the Scrozum, which was very much pm 
diſtended ( as we ſuppoſed ) with Water, the external parts being ( asI have &c. 
ſaid ) Anaſarcous. i 

I propoſed Scarification in order to the preſent diſcharge of the Anaſarca : 
bur,in conſideration of the neceſſity that appeared of continuing a vent to the 
ſerous Humours, which would moſt certainly affect the Scrotum whillt any 
thing of the Hy4rops remained 1n the parts above, we reſolved upon the uſe of 
a Seton. To which purpoſe the Patient was ſeated upon the fide of his Bed,and 
a Baſon placed under the Scrotum. T raiſed up the Anafarcous Skin, and, 
whilſt Dr. Brook held part of it, paſſed through the Needle with a twiſted 
Silk. Immediately upon the Apertion there diſcharged a bloudy Serum, ( as 
it ſeemed to us by the candle-light,) which we permitted to flow to thequan- 
tity ofat lea(t a pintand a halt: during which the colour not changing, we 
ſtept to the window with the Baſon, and ſaw it a pure florid bloud ; ſoalfo 
was that which flowed the while into a Porrenger. Upon ſight whereof I 
pull'd out the Seton, and placed a Servant's fingers upon the two Apertions, 
till I haſtily made Dreſſings ready of farin. tritic. cum albumine vor. (pred 
upon a couple of Pledgits and upon linen cloath in the form of a Plaiſter, 
which I applied upon that part of the Scyorum with Comprels and Bandage, 
whereby the bleeding was [topt. We did not perceive that he was the leaſt 
diſcompoſed by the Evacuation. The ſecond day after we metagain,and ſaw 
the Patient walking in his Chamber marvelloully relieved both n his breath 
and ſtrength.He formerly took his reſt by leaning _ his Knees & Elbows ;

but that night he ſlept lying down in his Bed, and had diſcharged in = ab- 
ence 
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ſence above a gallon of Urine well coloured,and made more than a quart dy. 
ring our being in the houſe. In the taking off Dreſſings the Apertions were 
ſeemingly healed,and had not bled one drop after the application of thoſe Em. 
plaſters. We fomented the Scrorumand truſſed it up. His Phylictans preſcribed 
antiſcorbutichl Juices,cordial Juleps,&c.The ſecond day after we met again, 
and,ſfeeing the Scrotum big, made Scarification by puncture of a Lancer. The 
bloud trickled down apace ; but after a while it ſtopt,& a Serum flowed forth, 
A warm Stupe was applied,and renewed often, and continued the molt part 
of that night ; during which the Serum was plentifully diſcharged, and he 
urined well. At our next meeting, which was within twoor three days, we 
found our Cure ſucceed well ; but the Scrotzum was big, and likely to be {6 
whilſt there remained any Water in the Abaomez or Parts about. Upon which 
conſideration we were inclined to makea Seton again : but,ſuſpetting a new 
effuſion of bloud, we contented our ſelves at that time in making an Apertion 
with that Spear-pointed Ca-zula deſcribed by Barberr. It bled at firſt opening 
about two ounces, then gleered a ſerous Humour, We dreſlcd it as before, 
and thereby the Serum was diſcharged for the ſpace of three or four days ; 
during which the Patient removed from his Lodging at Limehouſe into the 
Town,nearer his Phylicians. Then we again pierced the Scrorum with a round 
Needle and twiſted Silk, whereby the bleeding was reſtrained,and the Serofj- 
ty diſcharged : but the Scrotum from that time began toindurate,and thereby 
ſtreightned the Seton,and ſtopt the Water in its paſſage. Upon light whereof 
we fomented the Scrotum with Emollients andDi'ſcutients,viz.ex folris & ra. 
dic.althee,bryonie cucumeris ſylveſt ſummitat. ebuli, flor. ſambuci, ſem. fanuoreci,. 
&c.and of the Feces made a Cataplaſm,withan addition of farin.hord.lentinm, 
axung.porcin.&c.During theſe applications the Patient was purged with H- 
dragoga once in two days, whereby great quantities of wateriſhHumours were 
each time evacuated. The Juices were al{orepeated thoſe days he intermit- 
ted Purging. Thus the Patient was daily relieved,the hardneſs i Scroro re- 
ſolving as the Seton digeſted, and indeed the Scrorum was well-nigh reſtored 
to its natural bigneſs. We then deſigned Scarification of his Legs,to evacuate 
that Serum : but he not permitting it, we fomented them withDiſcutients,and 
embrocating afterwards cum oleo olivar.aceto & ſale,we rowled them from the 
Toes upwards;and having that way diſpoſed the Parts rex iredght Stockings, 
we laced them on,and fitted laced Trouzes to the Thighs. During which the 
Patient was ——_ purged to much advantage ; yet the ſwelled Thighs 
and Legs did not yield to our Bandage, but continued hard and painful. He 
was allo {treightned in breathing, and often delirous, and too much debilita- 
ted to bear {0 | avs PUrBINg as was requiſite to evacuate the daily increaſe 
of Water. Upon which conſideration we {carified his Legs and Feet, and by 
the application of Cupping-glaſles diſcharged a quantity of bloudy Serum : 
from which time the evacuation of Serum was continued by the application 
of warm Stupesand Emplaſters. About ten days after, having notice that 
his Legs and Feet were exceeding painful, I made him a viſit,and found him 
upon his Feet : his Stockings being pull'd off, I ſaw his Legs inflamed, and 
in one place livid, and the very Toes inflamed, alſo bliſtered, and in ſome 
parts livid. I ſcarified them, and fomented them with deco#t. ſummzr. abſinth. 
flor. rof. balauſt. in vino rubro ; then dreſſed the Scarification with «ngert. 
; baſilic, hot, and applied cerat. Galeni with moderate expullive Bandage from 
the Feet tothe Knees; then put him into Bed, placing his Legs upon Pil- 
lows, to prevent the deſcent of Humours. The next day the Patient was let 
bloud about ten ounces, from which time he began again to urine plentiful- 
ly, and thereby was freed of the Delirium and. difficulty of breathing, the 
Inflammations of his Legs and Feet went off, and thoſe Ulcerations healed :

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his Legs ; which being dilcharged, and diſpoſed to: cure, the Patiens was 
again purged, and is at this preſent ina hopeful way of Recovery, his 


Belly, Thighsand Legs being ſoft, and ie@manner reftorecto their-gatural 


ſtate, and his Phyſicians are ſending him into the freſh Air to perfect his 
health. | 


yet there afterwards- appeared a ſmall collection of Matter upon one of 
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A Gentleman of about twenty ſeven years of age came to Londoy diſeaſed , 01: 
with Swelling # Scroro., Dr. Walter Needham was his Phyſician. It was-vit. 


loft, and poſleſt the Tunicles of the right Telticle, making a Swelling only 
inthar Telticle. Ir did not ſhine, as the ſimple Hernia aquoſa is wont to do, 
We made Compreſſion upon the Production of that Telticle, and concluded 
che Tumour water, and lodged within the proper Coats ofthat Teſticle, the 
other lying unconcerned. We made an Aperrion 1n the declining Part, and, 
paſſing ina Cannrls, diſcharged about a quart of Water, all that was in the 
Scrotumn * then pulled ont the Canna, and applied a Pledgit of n77nent, baſili- 
con, and an Emplaſter to retaiair on, with a hot Stupe wrung our of Wine, 
and rrufſed it.up cloſe. By which method of drefling the PunCture cured, 
the Scrotzm contracted, andhe returned cured. |

A perſon aged fifty ezghit years, having been long troubled with a large , os. 
Tumour #» Scroto, defired my advice. The Production ofthe Peritoxenum on vat. of 
the right ſide was much dilated, I preſt upon it with my hand, and upon his Hdrocele: 


Coughing felr nothing of Wind. That Telticle was lodged within the Tu. 
mour, ſ{oas I could not feel ir. The Tumour was foft and without pain. . I 
concluded the Diſeaſe to be Water lodged within the Twunrca vaginalis, or 
ſome particular Cy/#is encompaſſing the Telticle; the other Teiticle and Pro. 
duction being unconcerned, and the Scrorwm thick, as is uſual in {uch caſes, 

I propoſed the letting out of the Water ; but he defired time to confider.of 
it, After twoor three days I was ſent for again, where I met Sir Charles 
Searburoh, Phyſician to his Royal Highneſs the Duke of Tori, and one of his 
MATESTIE's Phylicians, and Doctor Dexton. .We together conſidered 
the Tumour ; and they, being farished that it was Water, encouraged the 
Patienttoadmir of the Opening of it. I, having all things ready, made a 
PunQure in a declining Parr, and, paſſing in a Lanrula, diſcharged near two 
quarts of Water, dreſſing it up as above ſaid. I opened this Tumour after- 
wards twice in the ſpace of, four years. 

A Gentleman of about fixty years of age, labouring of an Hydrocele, was

* commenced ro me by Doctor Moriſon,his M AJE STI E's Botanick. The Eydrocle, 


Swelling was within the Tunicles of rhe right Teſticle, the Scroram thick. I 
Icront the Water by Puncture and Canna ; it was about a quart: then 
dreftit as above {aid, and the third day applied a reſtrictive Emplaſter over 
it, with Compre(s agg Bag-truls, and withia a fery days after diſmiſſed him 
cured of iis Diſcaſe. 

A year after or thereabouts the aforeſaid perſon came to me again,the Scro- 
tum being replete with Water. I opened it, diſcharged the Water,& drefled 
tas above {a1d, and thought him well, and gone out of Town. But after 
ſome days,accidentally hearing he was ſick and kept his bed,I haſtned to him, 
and found him afMicted with a Colick and Fever : the Scrotum was allo {wel- 
led and Inflamed. I ordered hima Clytter, let him bloud, and applied anano- 
dyne Cataplaſm. By theſe means the pain was mitigated,and the accidents of 
Fever, &c. cealed : but the Sc#otum remaineg relaxed and big, In conlidera- 
tion of which I applied Cataplaſms powerfully diſcutient;, ex 744, bryoniz, 
fol. ciente, flor. cham ſambaci, ſem. fanugrec.' &c, by which the Swelling 
leſſened. He being in haſt ro go out of Town, I ſupplied hum/wich Medica-

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ments to dreſs himſelf, by which the Tumour was diſcuſſed. He hath not 
been troubled with that watery Swelling fince. 
7. Obſer- A perſon having a Swelling in the left Teſticle deſired my Opinion of it, 
vat. of |, T be Tumour was ſoft,and of the bigneſs of a Gooſe-egge, without Intlamma. 
#Jares. tion or pain,the Scrotum it ſelfnot much concerned, I, ſuppoſing it an Hydre- 
cele, and within ſome of the proper Coats of that Teſticle, adviſed him to 
truſs it up cloſe, and in caſe it grew bigger, I would open it ; for at that time 
there was not halfa pint of Water in it. After a year or more, this perſon in 
riding bruiſed the ſame Part againſt the Pummel of his Saddle ; ir immedi. 
ately became painful and hard. He came to Loxdon,and ſent for me. It ſeemed 
ro me then tobe ina capacity of diſcuſſion by reaſon of the acceſs of heat : to 
which purpoſe I preſcribed this Fomentation : Be fol. hyoſcyami,cicute, an.M.jj.

emollient and reſolvent Medicaments the hardneſs and Swelling were remo- 
ved, and the Teſticle reduced to its natural ſtate. 
3. Obeer- One between forty and fifty years of age, of a full Body, came with his 
var. of an Chirurgeon to conſult me concerning ſome kind of Hernia which of late be. 
Eyrmect'e gan in Scroto, and was ſince by accident of Bruiſe much increaſed. Ar light 
of the Tumour it appeared to be overſpred with an Ecchymoſes,and I ſuppoled 
the Humour within it tobe an extravaſated Serum. 1 adviſed a dilcutient 
and exſiccant Fomentation and Emplaſter,alſoa Bag-truſs. Some little while 
after, ſeeing the Extravaſation diſcuſſed, and the Tumour inconſiderable, [ 
adviſed the contiguance of the Truſs. About a month after we viſited the 
Patient, and ſaw the Tumour very large and tenſe, and by holding a lighted 
Candle on one fide it appeared ſplendent. Weconcluded it an Hyadrocele, and 
ropoſed the w—_ ofit: but the Patient at that time declined it; and 
ome whileafter his Chirurgeon aſſured me that it weat oft of it ſelf, without 
any manner of Application, 
9. Obſer. Whilſt Iattended the KING at Sr. Joh»ſtone in Scotland,a Man of about 
vat. of an forty years of age delired my advice, he having been ſome years troubled 
_ with a Swelling # Scroro, which through length of time was grown ſo big, 
comarzof that he was not capable of following his affairs without much pain. It was 
, boch Te- ſoft, and ſeemed tomake a double Tumour, I concluded it an Hyarocele 
diſtinAly lodged within ſome Cyſtzs, or the mo Tunicles of the Telticles, 
for I could feel neither of them. The Scrornm it ſelf was not concerned,other- 
wiſe than by its giving way tothe Humours within, The Patient delired to 
be cured: to which purpoſe I began my work on the right Teſticle, it being 
the moſt ſwelled. I applied a Cauſtick according to the length of the Part on 
the outlide,ſo as after the diſcharge of theWater the OÞening might fall upon 
the ſide of the Teſticle,that,in caſe it ſhould be corrupted by the long lying of 
the Humour,I might the better apply Medicaments to it. T he next day I divi- 
ded the Eſcar,and gave vent to a quantity of Water,then to arotten Matter, 
with ſome rags of corrupt Fleſh ; and at laſt a bloudy Serum diſcharged; upon 
which this fide ſunk, but the other remained full as before. Idrefled it u 
with »ngzext. bafilicon hot, and applied over all Empl. e bolo with Comprels 
and Bag-truſs. The Patient was that night ſeized witha Colick, and reſted 
ill ; and in the morning, finding him diſtempered with a Fever, I preſcribed 
him a carminative Clyſter, and ſome hours after let him bloud. That even- 
ing, taking off the Dreflings, I found the Eſcardry, and the Parts aboutit 
ſwelled, and beginning to inflame. I fomented it with deco, a 
: cham. 
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cham. ſambaci, roſ. rub. &c. in vino rubro, and applied unguent. baſilicon as be- 
fore, and a Cataplaſm ex far. hord. fabar. &c. decotted in Oxymel over the 
diſeaſed Parr. In the next Dreſſings I added o/.terebinth. tothe aforeſaid Un- 
guent, and continued the uſe of the Fomentation and Cataplaſm. By theſe 
Applications the Ulcer tended to digeſtion, and the Eſcar ſeparated ; but the 
Swelling continued big. I then applied the Cataplaſm mentioned in the for- 
mer Obſervation, doubling the quantity of c:c«t4, and dreſſed the Ulcer with 
mundif. Paracelſ. cums precipitat. After a few days I obſervedin dreſſing of the 
Ulcer a rotten Slough to lie within, which I took hold of with my Forceps, 
and feeling it looſe pulled it out. It was the corrupt Cyfzs. Upon the com- 
ing away of which the Tumour ſunk. I dreſſed it up with Doffils ſpred with 
the Mundificative, and upon the Ulcer without applied #»guent. diapompho- 
lygos, as allo where the cicuta had bliſtered the Scrotwm. From this dreſſing 
the Ulcer digeſted well. My endeavour was then to dry up the humidity, and 
contra that part of the Scrotum : which I did by adding flor. balauſt. nuc, cu 
preſſ. ſumach,&c. tothe former Fomentation of red W ine, and by a Cataplaſm 
of far. hordei & fabar. boiled up in ſome of the ſaid Fomentation. Whilſt I 
was healing: the Ulcer within, a hard Swelling aroſe near the ProduQtion, 
and a Fung thruſt out from that Part ofthe Teſticle. Upon ſearch I found 
that occaſioned the hard Swelling ; whereupon I laid that part open by a 
Snip with a pair of Sciſſors, and covered the Faurgus with Pracipitate and 
Doſfils of Lint ; and by the uſe of that and the Vitriol-ſtone I conſuned it, 
and cured the Ulcer. | 

After the Patient had a little recovered his ſtrength,I began with the other 
by Incifion, making it about an inch in length, ſuppoſing it would fooner 
digeſt, and thereby eſcape thoſe accidents. It diſcharged the like Matter as 
the other did. He ſuffered alſo Colick and Fever, till the corrupt Cyſts di- 
geſted out, which was the ſpace of ten or twelve days. After which the 
Ulcer digeſted, and by the {ame merhod it healed, and the Scrorum contrat- 
ed, ſo as it was not ealie to judge that it had ever been diſeaſed. The Patient 
is yet alive, and hath never been diſturbed 1n thoſe Parts ſince. 


A Citizen aged about forty ſix years laboured of ſuch an Hyarocele in both 16.Obſer- 
Teſticles. I opened and treated them after the ſame method as in the former _ the 


Obſervation hath been ſaid. He was ſubjeCt to the ſame Accidents of Colick, 
Fever,,c. After Digeſtion the Cy/tis caſt forth, as in ſuch likes caſe is uſual, 
and by the bleſſing of God I cured him. Dottor ds Molin ſaw him dreft 
once or twice, and preſcribed him ſome cordial Julep, &c. as he thought 
fit. 

Theſe Hyarocele”s do not differ in the way of Cure, therefore I forbear a 
more particular diſcourſe or giving you more Inſtances of them ; but wiſh 
you to conſider the Age and Habit of body before you begin this way of 
Cure ; for they are generally ſubject to Colicks, Fevers, Singultus, &c. and, 
if the native heat be weak, they are apt togangrene.

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ſerous part of the Bloud extravaſated, From this Bruiling it is that Corrupti- 


* on often followeth, and the Humour is apt to ſtink. 


The other more internal Hydrocephalus, affeQting the Parts within, is an 
effuſion of Serum within the Scull, either between it and the Dura mater, or 
between that and the Pia mater, It is not leſs frequent to find this Serum ſo 
extravaſated to coagulate into a ſtiffe gelatinous ſubltance all about the Veſ. 
ſels under the baſis of the Brain, and thence toinvolve all the Roots and the 
Caudex of the Spinal marrow, quite over the Nates and Teſtes and Glandula 
pinealis, reaching into the Ventriclesof the Brain. Many inſtances of this 
kind I could give you in Ricket children : but theſe things are not to be dil- 
covered till the Patient be dead. 

The Signs are ſuitable tothe Part afeCted, and the quality ofthe Humour, 
If it lie immediately under the hairy Scalp, and poſlels it, all the whole Head 
muſt be ſwelled. It the Matter within be cedematous, it will pit under your 
finger : if it bea pure Seram, it will return to its ſeat when your finger is 
taken off. The Face is pale and ſwelled, ſo alſoare the Eye-lids, ſometimes 
bloudy and ſhining, In the increaſe of it, it ſometimes thruſts out a Tumour 
like a Wen, but the FluQtuation of it ſheweth it to be Water. If it be between 
the Craninm and Pericraninm,you may feel the Craninm bare, and a FluCtua- 
tion between it and the Pericranium. It it lie between the Cranium and Dura 
mater, the Sutures are looſe, {o that you may often bury your finger between 
them. Whea itlieth under the Durs mater, it maketh that (well, and fre- 
quently thruſts it ſelf through between ſome of the Sutures of the Scull ; as 
particularly it did in a young Child, of which anon. W hat 1s within the 
Ventricles of the Brain is not eaſily diſcovered whilſt the Patient isalive ; 
wy it may be gueſſed at by great Stupidity and Inſenlibility, if any ſuch 
thing be. | 

Door Walter Needham did tell me of one that in Bed/am was obſerved to 
ſit upright with his back to a wall without ſpeaking or opening his Eyes for 
many months, only ſome odd mimical geſtures he uſed. Upon his death 
he was opened by order of DoQtor T homas Allen, Phylician of the place. An 
cdematous Tumour was found to occupy all rhe upper part of the Cerebrum 
berween it and the P/a mater, which deſcending by the polteriour parts of it 
did poſſeſs the entrance into the two Ventricles, the G/ananla pinealss it (elf 
being turned intoa Bladder of water. 

But the Story cited out of of YVeſalins by Sennertus is yet more wonderful, 
of a young Girl, that kept her Senſes well enough, yet her Head {welled fo 
great as tohold nine pints of Water. The like Obſervations we find in Hit- 
danus, Kerkringius, and others, where the Brain hath been ſo little, and fo 
oddly placed, that the whole hath been judged to be Water. By which we 
may judge that Stupidity, though, when we find it, it may give us caule of 
{uſpicion that ſuch a Tumour is there lodged, yet it is not the neceſſary con- 
comitant of the Diſeaſe. 

Children labouring of this Diſeaſe are for the moſt part very unhealthful, 
and in their infancy ſubject to Convullions. If they ſcape that, they fall into 
Rachits, which for the molt part terminateth in the Kzrg's Evil. 

Thoſe that thruſt out from within the Scull. are deadly. Thoſe next the 
Cranium are not without great danger. If the Tumour be large, and poſlels 
all the Head, the Cure is not without difficulty : but if it poſſeſs only ſome 
particular external Part, ir is more eahie. 

The C»re of this Diſeaſe is much the ſame with that which hath been deli- 
vered in the generalDifcourſe of watery Tumaurs,w:z.by powerful diſcutient 
and drying Medicaments ; as ſummit at.thymi,abfinth.mejoran, fol. _—_— 
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for. ſambuci, chamem. rof. rub. balauſt. ſumach, bacc, myrtill. nuc. cnpreſſ. gland, 

verc. galle. Theſe may be boiled in Wine,or in a Lixiviam. And if itronger 
Medicaments be required, you may add to them /a{ph. vivum, alum. and the 
various Salts, with which you may foment the Parts, You may allo embro- 
cate with ſuch like ; R ol. /aurir. anethi, an. Zi). ol. de ſpica, de lateribus, an, *j. 
ſulph. vivi, ſalis com. aluminis uſt i,anZ6.ciner.ſiliquar.fabar.Zij.terebinth.ſlyracis 
calamite, an. 33. Or with the addition of Wax make it intoa Cerote. Or, 
R pulver. ſummitat. abſinth, orig ani, flor. roſ. rub. balanſt. an. 31. ſalis com. 5v). 
mellis com. q. /. fiat Cataplaſma. Empl.de baccis lauri,cephalicum, empl. diaſulphu- 
ris, de ſinapi, are proper. In order to the applying ot theſe the Hair ought to 
be ſhaved. Fontanels are alſo of uſe in the Neck and behind the Ears, &c. 

If the Humour doth not diſcuſs by the aforementioned Remedies, you may 
ſet the Water out by ſmall Apertions, that it may as it were inſenſibly dit- 
charge ; and the while continue the uſe of the milder Diſcutients and Exlic- 
cants, to reſtore the Scalp toits natural tone. Bur if, through length of time, 
the Humour hath united it ſelf into a Tumour of ſome —G, if you 
be ſatisfied that it doth notariſe from within the Scull, you may cut into it, 
and let out rhe Water ; or, it it hath a ſmall baſis, make a Ligature on it, and 
cut it off, -But if you ſuppoſe it ariſeth from within the Scull, forbear the 


extirpating it. 


A Child of about four years of age was brought to me, ſuppoſed to have r. Obſer- 
the Kzng's Evil, The Head was extraordinary big, the Face full and pale, '.* 
the Eye-brows and Eye-lids ſwelled, I laid my hand upon the Head, and, —_ : 
feeling, it ſoft, I adviſed them to purge the Child with reſiza ja/apii or diagri- 
dium and Calomel, in the form of a bolus, cum ſyr. de ſpina cervina, and to make 
Fon'canels in the Neck and behind the Ears, and afterward, if there were 
occaſion, to ſhave the Head, applying ſuch Medicaments as have been ſer 
down in the method of Cure. Sometime after the Parents told me the 
Child was cured only by the Fontanels behind the Ears. 

In a Child of half a year old, labouring under a watery Swelling of the 2. Obſr. 
r:-pper part of the Head between the hairy Scalp and Pericranium, I made j70 
nies behind the Ears andin the Neck, and fomented the Head with a De- ptatu. 
'cottion of the milder Diſcutients and Exliccants boiled in red Wine. But, it 
being cold weather, they rather deſired an Emplaſter. - In compliance with 
their deſires a cephalick Emplaſter was applied. After ſome time it made 
ſuch an irching and ſoarneſs, as put us upon the neceſlity of taking it off; 
which was not done without difficulty,the _ being much excoriated un- 
derneath. We fomented it again as aboveſaid,and applied Colewort-leaves on 
the: Parts affeted. It healed up in few days, and the Diſeaſe was not much 
lefſened : the Ifſues behind the Ears alſo healed as the Eſcarscaſt off, Having 
applied ſeveral Medicaments unſucceſsfully, I made two or three Punctures 
into the Scalp, and ler the Water out; thenapplied a Cataplaſm ex far. fa- 
har. flor. roſ. rub. balanſt. nuc. cupreſſ. bace. meyrtill, & ſummit. hyſſop. pulver. de- 
cofted in red Wine. By the uſe of this and the forelaid Fomentation the 
Child was cured. 

A Gentleman of about forty years of age, having a large Tumour on the 2. Obfer. 
Os lambdoides bigger than a Goole-egge, was commended to me by Sir Fra. Py. vat. of 
I ſhaved the Hair from about it, brought the baſes in by a Ligature, and cut > "i 
it off; then made a croſs Stitch, taking up the Artery with the ſame Stitch, ***" 
and brought the Lips as cloſe as conveniently I could ; then dreſied up the 
Wound with pulv. Galeni cum albumine ovi, and applied an Emplaſtr. e bolo 


over all, with Compreſs and Bandage. The Humour was a crude Serum, as 
in 
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in Hydrocele; only in the bottom of it there were dregs that ſeemed to be a 
melicereous Matter. The third day after, finding the Wound ten1ing to 
digeſtion, I dreſſed it with the common Digeſtive ex terebinthina : atter Di. 
len I cut the Stitches, and incarned and cicatrized it in few days by the 
uſual Medicaments ſet down in Wounds of the Head. Many as big I have 
taken offthe ſame way, and cured accordingly. 

4. Obſer- Some years ſince I was fetched to a little Infant not ten days old that way 

vat. of = born with twoof the above-mentioned Tumours. They were of the ſhape 

wam, of Cupping-glaſſes of the middle {ize, ſeated upon the Suture lambaoides and 
ſagittalis : they had their Original within the Scull. I teltthe Holes they 
thruſt out at; each Hole was round, I ſuppoſe of the compaſs ofan Half. 
crown, and, as I afterwards found, had their Cy/tis from the Dura mater. The 
Infant ſeemed to be dying when I came; it died thar night. The next day] 
opened it, and found 1t as I have ſaid. There was alſo great quantity of Wa. 
ter floating within the Menzxges, and inthe Ventriclesof the Brain, and a ge- 
latinous ſubſtance all about the Veſſels on the upper part, as alſo under the 
baſis of the Brain, &*«. as I have before related. 
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Cauſes A Wateriſh Tumours I find Authors frequently treating of the S:4 
"FA orTih; a Diſeaſe which ſeems to have its Original either from abun- 
dance of vicious Salt in the Bloud, or poſſibly from a local Fermeat in the 

Skin. 

A Scab catched by InfeQtion ſeems pretty manifeſtly to own its Origine to 
a local Ferment, there being noother fault in the Body than what lieth in the 
Skin it ſelf, and converteth the nutritious Juices thither conveyed into the 
Diſeaſe here mentioned. And its probable that moſt other Itches do begin in 
the ſame place, there being in the Skin a vicious Ferment which makes a 
ConcoCtion accordingly, and conſequently cauſeth all the other Degenera- 
tions that happen. Theſe Degenerations do increaſe to a farther inteQtion, 
if the Bloud abound with a ſalt Serwm ; in which caſe the Fermentation be- 
cometh exorbitant, the Diſeaſe groweth more vigorous, ſpreads farther in- 
ward, and infeCts the whole male. 

This way, I ſay, theItchis very often generated, preſſing from without 
inward : nay, I believe that moſt commonly it ſo happens. Bur Ido not de- 
ny that it may likewiſe riſe from within, as ſome of the greater ſorts of Scabs 
certainly do. 

Diffe- The Differences may be taken from the Caule, arid accordingly as it affeQs 
"ences. the whole Body, or nn particular Part, as the Hands, &c. 

The Diſeaſe needs not much deſcription ; it's known by its naſtineſs and 
trouble, and upon that account is more important than it would otherwiſe be 
thought. ; 

pro. _ The ScaborTtchisnot eſteemed dangerous to Life when it proceedeth 

tid fromanoutward InfeQion. But if it owe-its Original to an inward indiſpoſi- 
tion of the Bloud, it may prove dangerous ; either when it is accidentally 
ſtopped by external Applications and cauſes, upon which occaſion Fevers, 

Epilepſies, 
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Epilepſies, Conſumprtions, and many other like Accidents, have ariſen : nay, 

when the Scab hath not been hindred in its untoward progreſs, the Bloud 

hath notwithſtanding been wholly corrupted, and the Patient brought to the 

grave. Another miſchief it hath, viz. InfeQtion, eſpecially if the Scab be 

moiſt and full of ſubtil Humours. Upon all thefe accounts, both of the Tur- 
itude, Danger, and InfeCtion, it is convenient to propound a Cure. 
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W hether this Diſeaſe ariſe from an outward Infection,or inward indiſpo- cure, 


ſition of the Bloud, the Cure is much one; only this latter requireth more 
your conſideration, totake the indication from the Cauſe, and to make Eva- 
cuation accordingly before you apply your external Remedies. 

In the firſt place, a good Diet ought to be preſcribed, of Mutton, Veal, 
Pullet, Chicken, &c. and thoſe rather boiled than roaſted. All ſharp, {alt 
and ſpiced Meats are forbidden : ſoareall Fiſh, Milk, and Herbage, as being 
corrupters of the Bloud. Their Drink may be a ſmall Wine diluted with 
Water, or a well-boiled ſmall Ale, which may alſo be medicated with Dock- 
roots, Succory, and Graſs-roots, the tops of Agrimony, Pimpernel, Harts- 
tongue, Fumirory, Hop-buds, &c. Or, BR fol. on orig ani, Veronice 
wtriuſqne, an. M.6. rad. enule, camp. ſcorzonere, hirundinarie, an. Þ1)- macis, 
cinnamomi, 41,5. coq. in cerviſie tenuts thvj. ad dimid. | 

The Evacuation ought to begin by Bleeding ; and if Bloud abound, the 
VenzſeCtion may be repeated, after the Body hath been ſomewhat emptied 
by Purging. 

The Purgatives may be W hey and Manna, with crews. zartar. or a Deco- 
ion of ſome of the opening Roots, with ſexs, rhabarb. &c. Rk ſuermit. fumarie,

If the Body be ſtrong, and the Humours contumacious, you may purge 
with pulv. diaturbith, pulv, cornachin. pil. cochie, ae agarico ; or with this : 
Rk tartari vitriolati, diagridii, an.36. turbith albi gummoſi, hermodatt, an, ij, 
pulverizentur, & cum oleis caryophyll. & cinnam. an. 6. Miſc. Doſis a ij. ad 5. 
Merc. dulc. ethiops Mineralis, Rezoard. mineral. ceruſ]. antimonit, are alſo of 
uſe in the Cure of this Diſeaſe. If the ſeaſon of the year be proper, Barnet or 
Epſom Waters may bealſo good. Among(t the common people Brimſtone 
and Milk isa uſual Remedy. 

The outward Applications preſcribed in the Cure of this Diſeaſe are nu- 
merous, and may be proportioned to the quality of the perſon, v7z. as he is 
poor or rich, and the greatneſs of the Diſeale. 

If it affe& but ſome one part,as the Hands, the Cure may be performed by 
Fomentations, Unguents, or Cerots : but where the whole Body is infefted, 
there I propoſe Bathing as molt neceſſary. A Fomentation may be made of 
ſuch like ; BR rad, exule camp. lapath, an. ij. rad, bryonie 31. ſummit. fumarie, 
abrotoni, an.

Where the Diſeaſe hath overſpred the whole Body,there ( as T have ſaid) 
Bathing is neceſſary ; and it the ſeaſon of theyear be pioper,' the River of 
Thames or other Rivers may ſerve: but in thecolder ſeaſons Bathing in warm 
water is effeQual, the party fitting the while on a Bag of W heat-bran. Per- 
ſons of quality may have ſweer- Powders, as thoſe of //gn. caſiz, Rhodium, 
talamms aromaticns, &c. If the Diſeaſe require it, they niay have ſuch Ingre: 
dients boiled in the Bath as have been preſcribed in the Fomentarion above ; 
they may allo have a mixture cixerumm ſarment. fraxint, alum. rup. ſulphur.wvih. 
&c, tap. pulverizatorum an. p. eq. It may be quilted in bags, or made into þatls 
with W heat-bran and Soap, with which they may rub their diſcaled Bodies; 

In the time of the late Civil Wars our Souldiers in the Weſtern parts of 
the Kingdom were much annoied with this Diſeaſe, which being gotten 
amongſt rhem,they infecled one another. I commonly let them bloud which 
fell under my care, and adviſed them to drink for their Mornings draughts 
Brimſtone and Milk, and to ancint themſelves with Brimitone and Butter. 
But in wg&m weather frequent bathing in the Rivers wv as their Cure, 


Hange of Diet and manner of living is frequently the cauſe of the Itch. 

- So a Youth of about ſeventeen years of age, newly entertained into a 
Gentlemarn's {ei vice, raiſed from al{lender mean Diet toa more plentiful tare, 
brake out with Itch and Scabs all over his Body.” Several Ointments were 
arplied, and after all a Quick-(ilver-Girdle was put on him : hut the Diſcaſe 
enraged, and under the Girdle the Skin was heated and excoriated much. [ 
cauſed the Girdle tobe thrown oF, and adviſed the raw Parts to be dreſſed 
witha mixture of anguent. nutrit. and populeon; then cauled him ro. be [et 
bloud, and purged with a Decoction of rad7c. lapath. ſena, ſem. carthamni, &c. 
and direQted him to bath in warm water for ſome icw days : by which he 
was cured. Such like Youths ſo diſeaſed, inthe hotter ſealons, after Purg- 
ing and Bleeding, Ihave commended to bathing 1n the River of 7hames, and 
thereby cured them. 

A Girl of about twelve years of age was infected by her Play-fellows at 
School in the Country, and brake out 1n mattery Scabsan:{Itch all over her 
Body, infomuch as her Shift was frequently bloudy with icrarching her lelf, 
I let her bloud alſo, purged her often with lnfutions of Sena, Rhubarb, &c. þ 
endeavoured to contemperate the Humours by calomel. and ethiops mineralis, 
but without ſucceſs, it itching ſo intolerably, that, do what we could, ſhe 
would rub and ſcratch, ſo as it no ſooner healed in one place, bur it brake out 
inthe ſame or in another. So difficult a work it is to extinguiſh this Dil: 
eaſe where it hath been ofany long continuance. The weather growing 
warmer, ſhebathed in warm water, rubbed her Body with ſome of the 
above-mentioned Bags the firſt three or four Bathings, and in about three 
weeks ſpace was freed of her Itch, and perfectly cured thereby. The Scars 
and diſcolouring of her Skin on her Handsand Arms were removed by anoin- 
ting them with a'mixture of ſacch. Saturni with unguent. r9/at. 

A Gentleman of about thirty fix years of age was infected with theTtch 
a!l over his Body. T lethim bloud and purged him, as hath been ſet down in 
the method of Cure ; and, having ſo evacuated the Plcrhora, I preſcribed him 
the taking of ethiops mineralis, and ſent him {ome unguent, popul, &c. and cu- 
red him. By the ſame means I have cured {ome others lince. 

A Gentlewoman of about fifty years of age was very much diſturbed by an 


Itch. ' Aﬀter the taking divers Medicainents unjuccelsfully ſhe {ent to me, I 
| made 
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made her ſome Pills of ethiops mineralis,whichſhe took morning andevening, 
without any obſervance of keeping her houſe ; by which ſhe was cured 1n 
eight or ten days, and hath nor been troubled with it ſince, asſhe her ſelfrold 

me three years after, which-was laſt Summer... | | 

A perſon of abour forty years old, ofa melancholick and ſcorbutical Habit 5; Obr- 
of body, was ſorely afflicted with the Itch all over her Body. Her Phyſician * 
at the ſame time being indiſpoaſed could not viſit her, bur, according to the 
relation her Servants gave him of her Difea/e, preſcribed her Clyſters, and 

urged her with ſuch opening Apozemes as were proper in her caſe, adviſing 
bloud to be drawn from the Hezmorrhoidal Veins by Leeches, and after- 
wards preſcribed her a Bath, in which ſhe bathed often, bur without ſucceſs. 
Upon which conſideration I was debred by the Phyſician togive her-a vilit,td 
inform him of her condition. Idid ſo, and ſaw her Hands, Arms and Breaft 
overſpred with brawny Scales, under which were mattery Wheals. She 
was very hot, and her Tongue parch'd 7 her Pulſe ſeemed to be oppreſſed; 
I told her ſhe had a Fever. She replied, ir was for want of fleep occaſioned 
by the Foolerable Itch and ſoreneſs. I gave an account of her condition to the 
Phyſician; who thereupon preſcribed her to be let bloud about eight or nine 
ounces, and that night after a Clyſter and a cordial Julep; by which ſhe was 
rel:eved. About three or four days after ſhe complained of a pain on her left 
Side, and had a Fever, with great heatand thirſt, The Phyſician preſcribed 
more bloud to be taken away ; which was done to the quantity of nine oun- 
ces or thereabouts, by which ſhe was relieved of her pain and Fever,and dai- 
ly recovered ſtrength. And upon farther information of her Recovery, her 
Phyſician adviſed her to remove to Epſom, and there to drink the Waters. 
She did fo, and by his Preſcriptions was alſo cured there of her Itch. . 

A Girl of abofit four years of age was brought to me 1a a poor woman's , 0... 
arms in the very midſt of Winter,the ground being covered with Snow. She ac. 
was broken our all over the Body with an Itch and mattery Scabs. The wo- 
man delired my Opinion of it, whether I could cure it, I told her the Cure 
was difficult ; but when the weather ſhould be more ſeaſonable_ I would rea- 
dily undertake it. The following Spring I was fetched to this Child,faw the 
Body ſo diſeaſed as I before repreſented it, and was perſwaded th undertake 
the Cure. I, conſidering that they were but few things I could give ſuch a 
Child, and thoſe required to be well taſted, therefore began with a ſmall Ale 
medicated with /arſaparilla,lign.lentiſc.China,and ſome of heHerbs andRoots 
propoſed in che method of Cure for ſuch Drinks. In ſome of this Ale I mix- 
ed a purging Syrup,by which the Child was frequently purged : then I gave 
her Merc. dulc. in conf. roſ. damaſc. once in three days, and continued medica- 
ted Ale for her ordinary drink, with which they alſo ſometimes made a Pol- 
ſer-drink, By this method the Itch leſſened, and the Scabs dried : but by the 
proſecution of ir the Childs Chaps became ſomewhat ſoar., I cured the _ 
Child and finiſhed my courſe by bathing it in Milk and'Water, and ſome few 
Diaphoteticks. The Parents were well pleaſed with the Cure: hut after- 
wards conſulting a Phyſician ( lince deceaſed ) in ſome caſe concerning theit 
own healths, and diſcourſing of the Child's Cure, he perſwaded them I had 
eftected it with Mercury, and put them upon ſuch a prejudice to the Medi- 
cament, as they from Bo time declined the adviſing with me, ſuſpeQting I 
might again repeat the uſe of it. 
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Of Lepra, or Elephantiaſis. 


T Epra and E{ephantiaſis have ſo many acceptions in Writers,that it is fit tg 
L £Ainguiſh them in the firſt place. I ſhall therefore underſtand by Leprs 
the higheſt degree of the Itch, where the Scabs grow dry, and break out in 
the form of white Scales, ſticking hard to one another, not ealily to be pulled 
off ; bur if they are, rhey leave the place red, and ſoon return again. The Le- 
proſy of the Arabians was a quite other Diſeaſe, which by the Greeks is called 
Elephantiafis, and is nothing elſe but an univerſal Cancer of the whAle Body, 
black, and indeed a moſt miſerable Diſeaſe, but I think ſcarce known 1n 
England. The Arabians alfa have an Elephantiaſis diftering from that of the 
Greeks, which is a kind of Varix, of which Authors may be conſulted. 

The Diſeaſe I purpoſe to give you an Inſtance of is the Lepra Grecorum, 
ſuppoſed to be Cel/u his Impetigo, and by others Pſora, the white Scurf, pro- 
ceeding from a vicious Salt in the Bloud, that doch diminiſh the Serum of it, 
which whea the Skin ſhould ſeparate by a juſt Tranſpiration, in ſtead there- 
of it converts it intoa dry, falr, itching, white Scab, very troubleſom to the 
Patient, and difficult of Cure. 

The immediate Cafe of this Diſeaſe is, as I have ſaid, a vicious Salt in the 
Serum, Authors will have it to be generated of a mixture of Ara bil, to be 
of a niore groſs matter, and to ariſe from evil Diet, a dry Intemperies of the 
Skin, a Suppreſhon. of the Hzmorrhoids or Mepſes, alſo from a Quartan 
Fever ; and to proceed by the way of InfeQtion, as Scabs do; it being an ex- 
cel thereof, 

It is known by the Deſcription I have given of it, and from thencea 
Judgment may be given ofthe difficulty and contumaciouſnels of Cure, If 
jalt Humours abound very much 1n the body, it proves often incurable, 

The Cyre of this Difeale conſiſts in the proſecution of the ſame methed 
with that 'of the Scab; only this, as itexceeds that, requires to be treated 
more ſtritly, and with Medicaments more powerful. I ſhall nor trouble

purge once in four days with Mere.dwlc.and diagrid.and the intermitting days 
$0 take Bezoard, mineral. and to drink for her ordinary drink decoit,ſarſe,lien 
lentiſcin,with ſome of the alterative Plants preſcribed in the method of Cure. 
The Part affeted we fomented daily with the Forts propoſed in the method 
of Cure: and after the Scabs and Scurf were removed, it was anointed with 
ſome of that Unguent of YVieo's preſcribed in the Cure of Herpes miliaris, I be 
gan this Cure in Winter,preſeatly after Chriſtmaſſe,and cured her before the 


Spring; yet adviſed the continuance of the internals, purging her weekly,

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A Maid of about thirty years of age, having been a long time diſeaſed 2. Obſer- 


with an I»petigo, or Species of Elephantiaſis Grecorum, in her Arms, Thighs 
and Legs,came commended to my care.It began with a Serpizo,making many 
round ſpots,ſuch as are generally called Ring-worms, with extream itching, 
which by frequent ſcratching heated and mattered, andafterwards ſcabb'd, 
and in progreſs overſpred her Lims with a dry white Scurf, under which the 
ſerpiginous circles lay covered. She had paſſed through the milder Remedies 
frequently without ſuccels : upon which account I deſligned Mercurials ; and 
beginning with Venzſection, afterwards purged her with decoe?. epithymi, as 
it 15 preſcribed inthe method of Cure. After the ſecondDoſeI gave her twen- 
ty grains of La/omel. over night, and purged it off in the morning with the 
ſaid Apozeme: during which I cauſed her Lims to be bathed and rubbed 
often with the Decoction to that purpoſe preſcribed in the method of Cure, 
by which the Scurf was moiſtned and brought off ; then it was anointed with 
one of the forelaid Unguents. After I had thus evacuated the Plethora, and dif. 
poſed her body for Mercurials more operative, I gave her each morning and 
evening a few grains of Mercunr. diaphoret. in a bolus with conf, lyjnle and Mi- 
thridate, diſfoling her thereby to a breathing ſweat, and cauſed her Lims to 
be daily anointed with #nguent. enulat. cum Mercurio. Theſe Medicaments 
proving unſucceſsful, and her Chaps not growing ſoar, I cauſed her Lims to 
be anointed with Sir Alex. Fraf. his De OR in Lues venerea, and 
vomited her once in four or five days with Turbith mineral. By this courſe 
ſhe emaciated, and her Skin became clean of the Izperigo, &c. but ſhe did not 
falivate, nor indeed were her Chaps very ſoar. I concluded her courle of 
Phyfick with Bathing, and Sweating with Diaphoreticks, purging her be- 
tween whiles, for the ſpace ofa fortnight, and diſmiſſed her, with advice to 
drink a DecoCtion of rad. /apath. ſummit, fumari« aulc. amare, &c, About two 
months after ſhe ſhewed her ſelf to me curedand well complexioned, and is

A Maid of about fourteen years of age,ofa fallow Complexion and lean dry z. Ove. 
Body,having been diſeaſed from her infancy with a whitedry Scab from the vt 


crown of her Head to her Feet, herSkin of a Mooriſh tann'd colour,atter taking 
divers Remedies without ſucceſs, was at laſt put intro my hands forCure.I pur- 
ged her witha draught of the DecoZum epithymi,& the day after let her bloud 
about eight ounces or more.She bare it well,and the bloud was of good colour 
and conlilience. The day after I purged her with ſome of the ſameDecoction, 
with the addition of /yr. de pomrs purg. and in the while cauſed a medicated 
Ale to be made according to the preſcription hath been fet down 1n the prece- 
ding Chapter of the method of Cure,which was her ordinary Drink,& ſerved 
to make Poſlers thole days ſhe purged. Then I prepared a Bath wherein had 
been boiled fol.c? radic.althee,lapath. enule camp.bryonie, fol. [cabioſe, majorane, 
fumarie,ſaponarie,bace, laur. juniper. ſem. ſt aphiſagrie, ſem. ſinapis,alumen,ſulph. 
vitriol, Hung aric. and a Bag of W heat bran to ſit upon. I preſcribed her like- 
wiſe the Mixture afore mentioned made into a Ball, with common Soap, for 
her to rub her ſelf with while ſhe fate in the Bath. She had alſo a Pearl- Julep 
ready to take upon occaſion. After ſhe had thus bathed according to her 
ſtrength half or three quarters of an hour, ſhe was lapt in a warm Sheet, put 
intobed, agd took a morſel of a cordial bolus ex theriaca, conf. borrag, lujule, 
Bezoard, orgent, ocul.cancr.troch.de viper. made up cum ſyr.e cort.citr. & pot, 
alterant, Upon which ſhe {wet an hour or more, then dried, and anointed 


with ongof the fore-mentioned Unguents. A waſt-coat, &c, was put on, 
SN and 
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and ſhe aroſe and was drefied. Her Diet was of good nouriſhment and eaſe 
digeſtion, ſuch as hath been already propoſed. 1 continued this method of 
Bathing ſome while, and purged her every third day with ca/omel, 5y, at 
night, anda draught of decot?, epithymi next morning. Her Head was full of 
white dry Scabs ; for which reaſon her Hair was clipt clole oft, and her Head 

bathed with a Lixivinum wherein had been boiled ſome of the ſame material; 
which were preſcribed for the Bath, and then anointed with burnt Butter 
cum fuligine & ſale an. p. £qu. In the time of Bathing I cauſed her Head to be 
rubbed with common Soap, and bathed, to loolen the Scurf and dry Scales, 

Sometimeduring her Bathing I rubbed ſome of the largeſt Scales and ſuch as 
ſtuck firmeſt with a Cauſtick-ſtone, which did not only haſten their {all off, 
but ſcoured the Skin notably well. Where the bigger Scabs ſeparated, there 
remained for the moſt part an ugly diſcolouring of the place, and little Ex: 
creſcences of fleſh, by which thole Scabs had been held on fo cloſe as if they 
had been thereby nailed faſt. Theſe Excreſcences I rubbed off with the Cau- 
ſtick-ſtone, and where there was occaſion I dreſſed the Parts with wngnent, 
zutie or lithargyr. yet notwithilanding the Diſeaſe roſe in one part as it dried 
in others. Upon which conſideration I vomited her with a few grains of zur. 
bith mineral. and repeating it twice or thrice, intermitting a day or two be- 
tween, her Chaps ſwelled. Upon which I forbore the ule of the Bath,and ket 
her warm, then falivated her ſeventeen or eighteen days : in which time the. 
Scurf fell off quite, and her Skin became clean. I then purged her with Sir 
Alex. Fraſ. his Potus amarus, and put her into a decott. ſarſe, Chine, &c. with 
fome of the hepatick Plants ; Iſwet her for ſome days with Diaphoreticks, 
purging her once in three or four days; then bathed her in warm water, 
waſhing her Body with Balls of Wheat-bran and Soap for ſome few days, 
Thus we concluded the courſe, *ſhe being to all appearance perfectly well, 
and her Complexion freſh. She ſhould then have returned into the Country, 
but that I deſired ſhe might ſtay the Spring of the year tor a farther trial of 
her Cure, it being then February. She did (tay, and in 4pri/the Diſcale be- 
gan to appear in her right Arm, and riſe ſcatterin abouc her Body ; which 
encreaſing, I let her bloud again, purged her with W hey and Manna, and 

bathed her in warm water, wherein I puta Solution of Sublimate, deligning 
that way to flux her. But it not riſing to my mind, I anointed her Legs and 

Arms with Sir Alex. Fraſ. his ungaent. Neapolit. by which I falivated her near 

thirty days; in which timethe Scabs fell off again. As the Salivation decli- 

ned, I put her intoa deco#?, ſarſe as formerly, twet her and purged her, and, 

having finiſht the courſe with Bathing as I had done before, delivered her 

once more cured. Her Friends, o__ her thus recovered, put her to School, 

to give her that Breeding which her diſeaſed Body had hindered her ſo long 

from. Since that ſhe is married, and, as I have been lately informed, con- 

rinues well : yetis not ſo freed of that Diſeaſe, but that ſhe hath ſometimes 


little Remarques of it. 
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He Face is alſo ſubjeQt to theſe irkſom Diſeaſes, which have been anci- 

ently diſtinguiſhed by the names of Impetigo or Lichen, Mentagra, and 
Gutta Roſacea. The former of which raged in Italy, and was taken notice of 
by Pliny in his days as a malign Diſeaſe ; but it 1s not known in our times, 
unleſs it be in the Lues vezerea, where are ſometimes found all the Species of 
Impetigo and Puſtule that ever were mentioned by any of the Ancients. But 
in this place I ſhall only take notice of the Garta Roſacea, a Diſeaſe which, 
when heightened by acrimony, is not inferiour to the moſt malicious of other 
Diſeaſes, and as difficult of Cure. 

Gatta Roſacea ariſcth 1n little hard Tubercles like ſo many Hor4eola, affeQt- peripei- 
ing the Brows and Face all over with great itching, which being ſcratcht look on. 
red, and riſe in great Welks, rendring the Viſage fiery, and in progreſs of 
time make thoſe toting Copper-zoſes, as we generally expreſs them. 

The immediate Caſe is a groſs hot Bloud affteRing the Face with ſuch a ca. 
fluſhing heat as is commonly ſeen in Bluſhing, and by reaſon of its groſs con- 
ſilence can neither return back, nor ſuddenly diſcuſs, but remaineth in the 
Part, and after ſome time riſeth in red Pimples, which (o vitiate the tone of 
theFibres, that though the Patient do get afterwards a better Habit of body, 
yet doth he for the molt part ſuffer under the Diſeaſe. Ill Diet isa Cauſe, hot 
Spices, Onions, Garlick, and the like ; ſo arc ſtrong Wines : yet it's thought 
more commonly to befal thoſe that drink ſtrong Beer. A ſuppreſſion of the 
Menſcs or Hzmorrhoids is often a Cauſe of this Diſeaſe. 

The Si2ns of the Diſeaſe are, a fluſhing heat, with red Pimples and Tu- 
bercles, which in progreſs of time become blewiſh, aad of a more dark red 
colour. 

The Gutta Roſacea is difficult of Cure in its recency : and if it be of long Progna- 
continuance, the Tubercles grow big, and Excreſcences ariſe out of them, fick. 
and they accompany the Patients to their graves, 

The Cure is begun with regulation of Diet, removing of the ObſtruQtions Care, 
in the Viſcerz, and contemperating of the evil quality of the Bloud. The 
Diet ought to be of good nouriſhment and of eafie digeſtion, as hath been 
above ſaid, The Evacuation conſiſts 1n Bleeding, and Purging with ope- 
ning Apozemes : as, R fol. cichoy. acetoſe, an.

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made with juice of Limons or the like may reſtore the Face to its former good 
Complexion. Bur if rhe Diſeaſe be of longer (tanding, and the Tubercles 
many and hard, you mult then bath them with more powerful Emollients : 
as rad. ſig il. Solomon. cucumer. agreſt rad, lilior, ſem. lini, fenng. &c. and cerat. 
dialthee may beafterwards applied on them, and ſuch Medicamentsas may 
diſpoſe them to Suppuration : then they may be opened with a Lancet, and 
the Matter diſcharged. Youihallafterward deterge and cicatrize them with 
as {mall a Scar as may be, and {mooth the Skin with ſuch like ; BR camphoye

Gentleman of about forty years old was very much vexed with a fluſh. 
: ing heat all over his Face," with ſome red Pimples not conliderable, 
Many Medicaments he applied, but in progreſs of time they terminated in 
Tubercles, ſome whereof were round, others ofan oval figure ; ſome were 
hard, others ſoft. | They all itcht extreamly, and put him upon a pinching 
ofthem, upon which they grew the bigger. One of them he opened with 
a Pen-knife, and gave vent to a viicqus white Matter, but the Tubercle 
filld again. Upon which conſideration he adviſed with me, and deſired 
my help. I cauleda Fomentation to be made of ſome of the Emollients 
above mentioned, and to the Feces beaten and pulped I added «xg. galin, 
andtis, ol,ex ped, bovinis, and with a little rereb:#thinaand Wax madea Ce- 
rote, which after the uſe of the Fomentation was daily applied. In the 
while he was purged, as hath been above propoſed, and let bloud, and after- 
wards drunk Epſom Waters. By this method much of the Matter was eva- 
cuated, the heat contemperated, and the Tubercles in part breathed forth, 
Thoſe that ſuppurated I opened, and diſcharged the Matter : and thoſe that 
would neither ſuppurate nor diſcuſs, I cut into, and permitted them to bleed, 
By the continuance of Emollients they reſolved, and in the ſpace of (ix weeks 
he was in a manner freed of theſe Hillocks, and his Countenance became 
{mooth and clear. 
Some others I have cured by the ſame method, and of the female Sex, 
where it was more diſcernable. I ſhall forbear the inſtancing them, becauſe 
it wasa work of time, and performed after the ſame method. 
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Of Flatuous T umours. 


E have already treated of Tumours coming from Humours, which 
was our firſt general Head : we ſhall now ſay ſomewhat of thoſe 
that owe their Origine to W7na, called by the Latins Inflationes, by the 
Greeks Emphyſemata, 2 
They are by Authors uſually ranked next to Oedema,as partaking much of 
the nature of thoſe Tumours, having generally a watery Phlegm joyned 
with them. 
Emphyſema is a light puffy Tumour eaſily yielding to the preſſure of your Deſcripti- 
fingers, and ariſeth again in the inſtant you take them off. It is of anuncer- ® 
tain bigneſs, ſome times very large, other times ſmall, without any weight 
to the Part that contains 1t. 

As to the Differences, they arecither pure, or mixed. A pure Emphy/ema Diffe- 
is found rarely, unleſs it be in cafes of Wounds inthe Breaſt, where the air 5 
getting 1 between the Muſcles and Membranes doth puff them up like to the 
inſide of 2 Shoulder of Veal. Moſt uſually they are mixed with Humour, 
which is always Phlegmatick. They differ alſo as to their place, ſome being 
inwa:d, others outward. The inward belong tothe Phyſicians. Outwardly 
we {ind them upon the Eye-lids, on the great Joints, and in other membra- 
naceo!;s Parts, The Belly is very ſubject to them, both in the Scrotum and 
Navel, which are the uſual feats of the Hernia ventoſa ; and indeed in other 
parts of it whereſoever of the Guts, &c. the Peritoneum is relaxed. In which 
places we do firſt find a ſoft windy Tumour, and at length, if it benot pre- 
vented, an Extuberance of the Gur it ſelf. | 

The Canſe of the pure Emphyſema is evident, vis. the ingreſs ofair. But @, .. 
that of the mixed ones is not ſo cafie to be aſſigned. And poſſibly he that 
reads what the learnedeſt Authors have ſaid on this Subject will depart un- 
ſatished. 

In the inward Parts, as in the Ventricle and Guts, we find manifeſt acid1- 
ties, which meeting ſome fermentaceous Matter do huffand puff, and, being 
contained within the bounds of theſe Cavities do blow them up into a Tu- 
mour, which is ufually diſfolved by Evacuation upward and downward ; 
which notwithſtanding doth nor prevent the ſucceſſions of new Inflations, 
unleſs the fermenting principle be deſtroyed. 

In the outward Parts, as the Knees, &c. wedo imagine ſome proportio- 
nable degeneration of the local Fermenr, which doth make the like Ebulli- 
tion with the extravaſated Humour. The Vapour ſo generated being confi- 
ned within the Skin, foas nor to be ſuffered ro paſsout, remains there in a 
windy or fatuous Swelling, 

Thoſe Tumours are without alteration of colour in the Skin,or pain,unlels 5;,,, 
they lic deep amongſt the fenfible Parts near the Periofteum.One Sg is given 
us of them,viz.the ſudden increafe and diminution. T he Ancients difiinguiſh 
an Emphyſems from other Tumours by the Sound it giveth when ſtruck upon. 
But that Sign" I have nor met with, no not in the Tympanites, Indeeda 

| crackling 
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crackling is often felt, if the Tumour be in the Knee or other outward Part 
and in the Belly Wind is heard to rumble : but what concerneth inwarq 
Diſeaſes is not within compaſls of my diſcourſe. 

Flatuous Tumours affeCting the great Joints are of moſt difficult Cure 
and not to be opened without mature conſideration. All Tumours of this na. 
ture are more eaſily cured in Summer than Winter. But thoſe off from the 
Joints may be opened at any time, andare ofea(ie Cure. 

In the Cure of thoſe Tumours you may proceed by internals, as hath been 
ſhewed in Oedema, the Cauſes diftering bur little, both being from a Phles. 
matick conſtitution of the Bloud, Phlebotomy may be admitted, if Bloud; 
but generally the Pituitous Humours are here 1a fault, and they are to be 
prepared and purged as aforeſaid. 

The external Applications ought to be ſuch as may by their heating and 
attenuating quality diſcuſs the Flatulencies.” Suchare ſummitates Majorane, 
abrotani, hyſſopi, origani, rute, roriſmarin, bac. lawri, juniperi, ſem, anſi, feni. 
enli, carui, cymint, &c, Ot which Fomentations may be made in Lixivies or 
Wine.

way of Cure 1s by cutting intoit. Some Writers have adviſed the binding of 
the Part above and below, and opening the Tumour between. If you think 
there be reaſon for it, doſo ; but there 1s no fear of its flying away from the 

vent you ſhall giveit. The Cure of the Abſceſs is afterwards effeQted as in 

other crude Abiceſſes hath been ſhewed. 

In penetrating Wounds of the Thorax, and where the external Orifice is 
ſmall, there flatulent Tumours may be trequently ſeen greatly blowing up 
that and the adjacent Parts. The Curets pertormed by 1nlarging the exter- 
nal Orifice in the Skin. You may ſee an Obſervation of it amongſt thole of 
the Breaſt in the Treatiſe of Mounds. 

Of the many that have come to me ſuppoſed to-have the Kzne's Evil,there 
were not a few diſeaſed with crude Tumours of other kinds, Some of thoſe 
which ſeemed moſt like Flatulent Tumonrs I opened, but they proved all to be 
phlegmarick and wateriſh Tumours, Thoſe in the very Knees which are fo 
generally eſteemed flatulent,T opened by punCture with a Lancet, ſome to the 
very Bone : ia the moſt promineat parts there iſſued forth only a few drops of 
ſerous bloud, and that without any diminution of the Swelling. Tn ſome of 
thoſe in which I made thePynCcture leſs deep I paſſed in aProbe, where feelin 
aTumour under the Perioſteum,l penetrated it with my Lancer, & diſcha -. 
an Ichor in ſmall quantity:the Bone was there carious. Upon which conſidera- 
tion I am-apt to think that all theſe painful Swellings in the Knees(which are 
not {trumous/do ariſe from an over-moitture of the Membranes & Ligaments, 


| whichin progreſs of timedoth corrupt the Bone underneath,ſo that they apy- 


rally ſuperficial, proceeding, as I ſuppoſe, from an over-moiſtu

During the ſeparation of it there appeared no more 

Matter than mighr reaſonably be expected from ſuch an Eſcar. Atter ſepara- 

tion thereof the Ulcer incarned and cicatrized in few days. This we judged

A Citizen's wite aged about thirty fix years, of anill Habit of body, had, 2. Obter- 
amonglt other Diſeaſes, a ſoft white Swelling alittle above her Knee on the ja 2 3 
outlide of her right Thigh. Many Applications having been incttectually Tra 
applied, Doctor Walter Needham and my {elf were conſulted. We concluded 9* the our- 
it a Flatulent Tumour, and propoſed the opening of it ; to which purpoſe ſhe 7572 
was purged. Her Body being ſo prepared, I appiied a Caniſtick on the moſt nearthe 
prominent part, and the next day divided the Eicar, and paſſed my Knife —_— 
deep intoit : there came out nothing of Matter or Bloud.I mace a ſearch with 
a Probe, and paſſed it almoſt to the Bone, meeting no other oppoſition by the 
way than a fofr putty membranous Flcſh, ſuch as is uſually ſeen in a Shoulder 


The fourth day, the Phyſician being preſent, I took off the Dreffings ; on 
which there appeared little more Matter than what is uſual trom ſuch Eſcars. 
The Tumour coptinued,and was. ſomewhat inflamed : it required Digeſtion, 
To which purpoſe I ſprinkled in about ED and dreſſed it up 
with Lenients as before. The third day after I dreſſed it again,and ſaw the El- 
car ſeparating, and the Abicels digeſted. I dreſſed the Abſceſs again with 
Pracipitate, and the external parts with urgent, tutie. By this method the 
Abicels digeſted, and the Tumour funk, and was cured as hath been above 
ſkewed. Many of theſe Tumours we meet with which are certainly raiſed 
by a Fats, yer give no Sound, nor yet doth there appear any Wind to pult 
out upon gpening. 

In the time of the Wars a Souldier was brought to me much wounded. z. Obſer- 
During his Cure we took notice of a large white Swelling on the outſide of 
one of his Thighs, which we ſuppoſed Matter : and atter the Digeſtion of 
his Wounds I opened that Tumour. There iljued out only a little wateriſh 
Humour, part whereof was tinCtured with the bloud dropping from the in- 
ciled Lips. There was neither crackling of Wind nor hollow Sqund, yet the 
Tumour ſunk from that Dreſſing ; and by Dilcuricnts and Exficcants wich 
good Bandage it was loon cured. Some orher ſuctilike Tumours I have met 
with, and cured accordingly. 

A Gentlewomgn of about thirty years of age hada Swelling on her right , gyg... 
Knee ata che Reotula: it had been growing about a year or two. vat. 

I ſuppoſed it flatulent, and treated it as hath been let down 1a the method of 
Cure, by Fomentations, Embrocations and Emplaſlters : but it heating there- 
by and encreaſing, I applied an Empl. e bolo, and cauled a Knee-piece to be 
laced on : by the continued uſe of which the Swelling was reltrained, and the 
Knee recovered its former {trength. 
Another about forty years ofage,ofa full Body, had a round ſoft Swelling ,, oye. 


lying on each ſide of the Korul/a wirhour alteration of colour 10 the Skin. Ic vat. 
u had 
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had ſome time diſabled her from going up or down a pair of ſtairs, ang 
often hazarded her falling in other motions. In thiscaſeI applied an Em. 

lalter ad herniam, with an addition of cerat. hyſſopi over each Tumour, and a 
Compreſs of brown Paper ſoaked in aqus fabrorum,over which a laced Knee. 
piece was put on, and ſtreightned proportionably. By the renewing theſe 
Dreſſings once in a week or ten days the Swelling diſcuſſed, and her Knee 
recovered its former ſtrength : yet ſhe continued the wearing of the Ban. 
dage ſome years. ; 

A young perſon having been ſome years afflicted with a Swelling in one of 
her Knees, after various Applications it increaſing, I was ſent for, and ſaw it 
overſpreading the Joint and Parrs about, retaining the natural colour of the 
Skin. It yielded to the impreſſion of my fingers as a Bladder half blown up; 
by which I judged it flatulent. The Bone on the inlide of the Knee was al 
protuberant, which at their firſt diſcovery of the Tumour gave the Parents a 
{uſpicion it was luxated. I began with a Fcmentation made of a DecoQtion 
of ſome of thoſe Plants propoſed.in the method of Cure, and embrocated 
it with «guent. nervinum, and with Wax made upa Cerote of the ſame, 
which applied with good Bandage till I got a Knee-picce made. Bein 
made I laced it on, and from that time repeated the Dreſſings once in a - 
or ten days. By this method the pain and Swelling diminiſhed, and the 
walked on it with more ſtrength. Indeed the Cure of theſe chiefly depends 
on the well-lacing ofthem ; for accordingly as it was ſtreightned, {o the 
Swelling leſſened. The weather growing ſeaſonable, ſhe went to the Spa,and 
afterwards to the Bath : from whence returning no better, ſhe was again re- 
commended to my care. I then attemptet the diſcuffing it by Medicaments 
more powerful : they heated the Tumour, and bliſtered it here and there;but 
did not lefſen it. After I had aſſwaged the heat by Lenients, and healed the 
Excoriations, I applied over the Tumour Empl .diaſulphuris Rulaxdii,laced on 
the Knee-piece again, and renewed the Application once in ten days. In 
their cond lacing of this Bandage the Leg ſwelled : to prevent which, [ 
cauſed a laced Stocking to be pur on it. By the wearing thereof the Knee- 
piece was laced with more advantage,and ſhe recovered ſtrength of it daily,to 
walk, dance, and viſit her Friends abroad. During this, Doctor Micklerhwait 
being in the houſe viſited my Patient, preſcribed ſuch Internals as were 
proper for her, and propoſed the embrocating of rhe Tumour cam oleo ſ7lph, 
zterebinth. which was uſed daily for ſome time. Afterwards a Pultice was 
adviſed of the tops of green Wormwood, Rue, Sage and Feverfew, with 
Hogs greace : this was applied till it became offentive to her. After thele 
ſeveral Applications, it appearing to them more viſibly that her Cure con- 
ſiſted in the well lacing of her Knee-picce, there was taken more care therein 
by her Servants, and a warm Cerote applied under it. The Tumour leſſen- 
ned, and is ſince very much diminiſhed. I have lately taken off the Plailter 
and laced Stocking, and hope in few weeks ſhe may leave off the Knee-piece, 
the Swelling being now inconliderable. 

A young Gentlewoman came to Loxdox witha puffy Swelling on her left 
Foot near herToes ; part of the Swelling ſtretched over the Toe next the little 
one, on which the Tumour was near two hngers breadth. It was without 
Inflammation or conliderable pain. I ſuppoſed it to be Wind; and would 
have given vent to it; but, not being permitted, I endeavoured then by 
Diſcutients to ſcatter it : ir inflamed, and would not yield thereto. -I then 
applied Emplaſty. e bolo, and put on a laced Sock witha Bracer tacked to it for 
that Toe, and by Compreſle and careful Lacing ſuppreſſed the Swelling, and 


gave her ſo much caſe, that after ſome time it hindred her not from takin 
thole 
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thoſe Divertiſements others her School-fellows did. After ſhe had worn this 
Sock ſome months, ſhe left off the uſe of Emplaſters, but continued the Ban- 
dage ſome years. The Swelling on her Foot is ſince diſcuſſed, but the Toe 
continues ſtill big, yet inconliderably to what it was. 


Cuan AXAVIER 
Of Hernia, 


TAving thus far treated of Tumours by Humonr and Wind; it remaineth 

- ] now that I ſay ſomewhat ofa Tumour made by the ixterpoſition of a ſolid 
Body. Examples of this nature are frequently to be found in ſome ſorts of Her- 
nia,viz.the zirbalisand inteſtinalis, the falling out of the Kell or Guts, which, 
being both of them ſolid Bodies,are often intergoſed preternaturally between 
ſeveral Coats of the Peritonenm, Scrotum, or other adjacent places, and dode- 
nominate the Tumour an Herz of that Part where it is railed, 

If it burſt out at or near the Navel,extending there the Perironeum,together The 
with the ſeveral Tendons of the oblique & tranſverſe Muſcles of the Abaomen, Kinds. 
it is called Exomphalos. If either of theſe break down into the Cod, thatTu- jj**t%* 
mour is moſt ſtritly called a Hernia, And though only theſe which I have _ 
here mentioned be (trictly that Diſeaſe, yet other Tumours of thoſe Parts, 
for their likeneſs to theſe,obtain the ſame name: viz. the Hernia 2quoſa,vvhich 
is an Hydropical Tumour ; the Hernia carnoſa, which is a Sarcoma; or ſome- 
times Scirrhis,of that Part ; the Hernia wentoſa,which allo belongs to another 
Head, as alſo doth varicoſa : of the former notwithitanding of theſe two I 
do add ſomething in this place, by xeaſon of the affinity of the Cure, 

I ſhall firſt begin with the Hernia Scroti, inteftinalis and zirbalts : both rrernis 
which are maniteſtly the fallipg down of the Gut or Kell, either quite into the $0. 
S:rotum, which is a perfect Rupture ; or elle part of the way only, which is 
uſually termed a Re/axatzop. 

That this Diſeaſe may be throughly underſtood,it will be neceſſary to give 
you an exact account ot the Parts concerned. The principal is the Peritone- 
wi, or ſtrong Membrane that lines all the inſide of the Abdominal Muſcles, 
and then pailing to the Back, doth there ſome way or other involve and give 
Coats to all the /iſcera. It is a ſtrong Membrane,every-where double; in the 
duplications of which all the /iſcera of the Abdomenare hid,& through which 
all the Veſſels do paſs. Its thickneſs and thinnels is very ditierent 1n ſeveral 
Parts, according to the ſeveral neceſſities of Nature. The lower part of it is 
ſtrongeſt, to enablethe Belly the better to bear the weight of the Inteſtines ; 
and is uſually preſumed by inadvertent men to be perforated in the Navel,for 
paſſing of the Umbilical Veſſels, and in the Groin, for the tranſmiſſion of the 
Seminals. But he that will conſider the caſe will find it otherwiſe. For the 
Membrane, beingevery-where double, doth fo receive theſe Veſſels between 
its Coats, as tharthey paſling behind the firit Coat leave it every-where in- 
tire, bothat the Navel and 1n2»er. But in the latter place, the Seminals do 
take the outward Lamina of the Peritoneumalong with them, which, contain- 
ing them in it ſelf, doth at length make that Tunicle which involveth the 
Teſticle, by the name of Twnica vaginalis or Elytroides. 

This,I ſay, is the molt natural ſtructure of the Peritoneum, in which if the 
u 2 inward 
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inward Lamina be ſtrong, it keeps within the hollow of the Belly the Guts 
and Humours, if there, 10 that though the Cavity be full of water, yer 
it tranſmits nothing into the Scrorum; and the Tumours that happen tg 
the Scrotum of Hydropical perſons are uſually anaſarcous, coming outward. 
ly into the Membranes of the Scrozum, not paſſing from one Cavity to the 
other. 

But if this inward Laminaeither through its own weaknefs,or the force pur 
upon 1t 1n ſtraining,&c. do relax, the Entrals thrult forwards to the Scrorum 
and in the top of the Proceſs (uſually ſo called ) ſuffer an Angle to be EXCAava- 
ted wherein part of the Guts 1s contained, and the Membrane extended 
but not broken. In which caſe the membranous partition that intercedes be. 
tween the Guts and the Scrotum is vilible. But it the Membrane break, then 
the Entrals ruſh down without control into the Scrotum. 

In Womenalſo Rupturesare apt to happen in the Groin in the ſame pfice 
by reaion of the tranſition of the Ligamenta uteri teretia, which pals between 
the Lamine of the Peritonenmatter the ſame manner as the Seminal Veſlels dg 
inmen. Theſe Tumours uſually end in the Groin, and are known by the- 
name of Bubonocele, which is a common name to all the Herne in that place 
whether they be in men or women. 

The Cauſes of Hernia inteſtinalisand zirbalis are divers. In Children it Pro- 
ceeds from abundance of crudity or moiſture, vehement crying, and holding 
their breath too forcibly. In thoſe of more age, from violent Exercile, hard 
riding, jumping, vaulting, hallowing,carrying great burthens,a Blow or Fall, 
or any thing that may over-{tretch the Peritoneum. The very weight of the 
Bowels and Kell in fat people is often the occaſion of a Rupture. In ſuch bo. 
dies Vomiting may be a cauſe ; yea the very ſtraining upon the C!o'e-ftool 
( if they be coſtive) isenough to make a Relaxation in ſome part, and a 
Rupture frequently followeth. ; 

In Women hard labour in Childbed hath often been the Cauſe ofa R up- 
ture in the Groin, asalſo in the Navel. 

The Sign of a Hernia by Relaxation 15,a certain Eminence or {oft Tumour 
appearing under the Skin in either of the Groins, or other part of the Belly, 
without Inflammation or pain, which diſappeareth after the Patient hath layn 
ſome time on his back in bed, and appeareth again when he 1s up : and by lay- 
ing your hand then upon it, if he cough or ſneeze, you will feel the impulſe of 
the Bowels, which is not to be felt on the found part. According as this 
Swelling is greater or leſs, ſoit 1s more or leſs accompanied with an uneaſ- 
neſs or Colick. In Infants this Diſeaſe is ſcarce raken notice of by their 
Nurſes, till it hath made its way into or near the Scrotum, to which place 
theſe through neglect do fall. ; 

The Sign of a Hernia inteſtinalis made by Eruption is, the ſudden riſe of 
the Tumour, whether it be made by Blow, Fall, or the like; in which caſe 
the Inteſtines or Omentum, or both, {lide down into the Scrorwm, or lic ina 
great Tumour i _— If it were cauſed by a Blow or Fall, there is ſome- 

times bloud extravaſated,and the Swelling is painful, whether it be iz Inguint 
or Scr-to; and it ſoon deſcendeth from the Inguer to the Scrotum, whiere you 
may diſtinguiſh it from a Sarcoma by laying your hand upon the Production 
of the Perironeum jult at its Exit fromi the Abdomen, then putting the Patient 
upon coughing or ſneezing : upon either of theſe you will perceive the mo- 
tion of the Gut, if it be there. If this Hernia be negleCted in the: Female 
ſex, it will make a round Tumour near the Pugdenda, 

The Hernia omentalis is an unequal ſoft {lippery Tumour, of a continued 


bigneſs, whether the Patient be full or empty : whereas that of the Inteltine is 
round, 
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round, and hatha certain murmuring, it it be empty ; and if it be full of Ex- 
crements, they may be felt in it. The Tumour is allo greater or leſs according 
as the Patient is full or empty : a painful Colick attends it; and, if it be not 
timely reduced, a Fever and Vomiting followeth. 

The Hernia nmbilicalis is diſcerned by the Prominence in the Navel. W he- 
ther it be of the Omentum or Inteftines, may be judged by what I have al- 
ready ſaid of the other. 

The Pneumatocele or Hernia ventoſa, affecting the Belly in divers parts, is 
diſtinguiſht by its quick growth and roundneſs. Infants are frequently ſubject 
to it, ſometimes 1n one Groin and Teſticle,and other times in both. It lodgeth 
between theTelticle and Tynica vaginalis,making aTumour like the Bladders 
which are found in ſome Fiſh : it is long or round, according as it poſſetleth 
only the cavity of the Telticle, or that and the whole Production. 


No Hernia nteſtinalis is without danger : thole made by Relaxation are Progn« 


leaſt dangerous. Thoſe by Ruption in Children and Youth under twenty *& 
yearsof age, or while they are growing, are curable ifthey be timely redu- 
ced, though the Inteſtine be fallen down 1nto the Scrotum : but in people of 
full growth they are for the moſt part capable only of being kepr up by good 
Bandage. If the Inteſtine be not ſpeedily reduced, there followeth grievous 
pain, with Colick and Fever, becauſe the excretion of Excrements 15 prohi- 
bited ; from whence Inflammation, vomiting of Excrements, yea /ometimes 
Gangrene and Death, inſue. But ifthe Rupture in the Periton#:4m be very 
large, the Inteſtines frequently perform their othce as ſafely in the Scrotum 
as if they were in their natural place within the Abdomen. 

The Hernia nmbilicalis 15 ſubject tothe like Accidents as that of the S:ro- 
tum, if not timely reduced. 

In other caſes the Skin is ſometimes worn fo thin that ir breaks, and the 
Cure is moſt difficult, by reaſon of continual preſſure of the Bowels, 

The Hernia omentalis 15 not dangerous, yet by realon of its ſofrnels and {lip- 
perineſs it is difficultly reduced, and retained withinatter ir 15 reduced ; but 
in Children it is of calic Cure : and thoſe people who are of a ſanguine and 
humid Temper are of more hopes of Cure than thoſe of a dry Habit. Yet 
ifthe Tumour be ſmall and recent, and only iz Izgsize, the Cure is feaſible, 
be the Habit of body what it will. 

Hernia ariſing from Wind is of more calie Cure, elpecially in Children, 


whom it generally afficts, 


In order to the Cure,you are to conlider the Herniz, whether it be inteſtina- Cure, 


lisor ementalis,recent or of long continuance,made by Relaxation or Ruption. 
You are in the firſt place to endeavour the reduction of it ; to which purpoſe, 
you ought to adviſe the Patienttolie upon his Back,with hisHead declining, 
and his Hips raiſed high, with his Heels retracted towards his Hips. Then 
with warm cloaths you are to try how you can reduce it,preſſing moderately 
and gradually,taking care that you do not bruiſe it or the Telticle. If it yields 
not to ſuch endeavours,you are then to conlider whether the repletion of Ex- 
crements or Crudity were the Cauſe;in which caſes you may preicribe aCly- 
ter : Ryad,. & fol. althee, fol malveviol.bebe,parietarie,an.M.y.flor.cham.melilor. 
ſambuci,an. Ms. ſem. lini,fenugrec.an. 5v). ſem. aniſtifanicul.an, 5). coq. ad terti- 
a ; colat {ume vii). in quibns diſſolv.ſacchar.rubr. Ji). mellis roſat.colati,diacathol. 
an.Z\.hiere picre 3v).ol.cham lilior.anZ1) ſalis com.31) fiat Enerma,Or elle Clytters 
of fat Broth with a little Salt. Theſe may be repeated till you have emptied 
the Bowels, and the while the remaining Decoftion may be applied hot with 
Stupes : and ifthe Excrements be hardned in the prolapſed Inteltines, you: 


may make a Cataplaſm of the Feces, by beating them up with axuzg. 
porein, 
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portin, unguent. dialthee, ol. lilior. &c. and apply it hot tothe Scrotum. Thug 
the Excrements may be ſoftned and evacuated. If Flatulency be the caiiſe of 
its not reducing, fomentand embrocate with ſuch Diſcutients as have been 
propoſed in Flatulent T umours, ( if what is preſcribed be nor ſufficient ;) then 
reduce the Hernia : which being done,your next work will be to ſhut up the 
Foramen by which the Omentumand Inteſtines paſſed forth ; and that we ſhall 
propoſe with Medicaments that have a binding and agglutinative quality, 
Such is Emplaſtr.contra rupturam 1n the London Pharmacopeia,and Emplaſtr ge 
pelle arietin. Or, Rk maſtich. thuris,aloes,ſang.dracon. ſarcocolle,bol. Armen. 2p 

allay. an. 3ij. ichthyocolle & taurocolle in aceto diſſolut.an. 31). malaxentur, fit 
Emplaſtr.Spread ſome one of thele upon Leather,and apply it with ſome con- 
venient Truſs ; of which ſome are made of Dimity or courſe Holand, others 
of W hale-bone, Steel, &c. Thoſe made of Dimity have Boullters tuft with 
Cotton for one or both Groins, with two Straps to come betwixt the Legs, 
and faſtened behind or to the Bouliters by Claſps or Points. Thoſe that arede- 
ſigned for the Buborocele have a couple of Straps tacked to the end of the Boul. 
ſer, and, paſſing betwixt, are faſined with Points behind. Theſe Truſles are 
proper for Infants andtender bodies,where the Rupture is recent,and for the 
moſt part made by Relaxation. They are neceſſary in the Cure of Ruprures 
in people of years, and have always ſerved my purpole in the Cure of Chil. 
dren.There 1s great care required in the putting them on and wearing them, 
In Children it is the work of Nurles or Maid-iervants, who frequz1;t'y tie 
them too ſlack about the Loyns,and too ſtreight betwixt the Legs;by wich 
negligence they bring the Truſs over the Buttock,or elſe permit the Rupture 
to {lide down under the Boullter into the Scrotum : all which Errors, though 
they be forewarned,yet they do often commit,and thereby the Cure is delay- 
ed, and impured to the Ignorance or Neglect of the, Chirurgeon. To avoid 
which, weare ſometimes neceſſitated to put them on Straps over the Shoul- 
ders,ſfuch as Labourers commonly wear to keep up their Breeches. Nor in- 
deed are Children only ſufferers in this caſe,for people of full age,by reaſon of 
careleſneſs in putting on and wearing their Truſles, permit ſmall Herne by 
Relaxation in Bubonocele to increaſe and ſlide down 7 Scrotum. To prevent 
which in Men, I commonly order a Bag-truſs to be fa(tned ncar the Boulſter, 
by which the Scrotum is tucked up, and rendred the leſs capable of receiving 
the prolapſed Omentwr or Inteſtine. In Women,through 1gnorance and ſhy: 
neſs in conſulting, ſmall Herzie iz Inguine do allo increaſe to a great bulk: 
in which caſe a hollow Boulſter-truſs may be fitred proportionably to the 
Rupture, or a Bag-truſs, to retain it up. In Men, through the often deſcent 
of the Bowels, the Eruption is made {ome times to large, that the Inteſtines 
do their office in the Scrotum with as little diſturbance as if they were in the 
Belly : in which caſe a Bag-truls is to be proportioned, with a hole for the Pe- 
nis to paſsthrough ; which being put on whilſt the Patient is in bed, and ina . 
declining poſture, wiLmuch hinder the prolapſe of the Bowels, and eaſe the 
Patient much in his going abroad about his attairs ; and by the continuance 
of the Chirurgeon and his endeavours the Rupture may be reſtored to a good 
condition. Theſe ſorts of Truflſes are well made by Mr. Syms in Bell. alley near 
Temple-Bar. 

There are other ſorts of Truſſes made of Whale-bone. The ſtuffing of the 
Boulſter is placed upon Cork, which will fit firm upon Children and Youth, 
There are others made of thin Lamine of Tin and Steel, with and without 
Joyats, which do fit eaſily about the Loyns : they have alſo Bouliters,that,by 
virtue of Worms and Screws fixed in them, do fit cloſer or more diltant, and 


retain the Rupture up without preſſing upon the Spermatick Veſſels or 0s p« 
IS, 
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bis, They are uſeful in old Herzie. Theſe are made by Mr: Smirh, a Scotch- 
man, who lives near Fleet-bridge, He is the moſt ingenious man in that work, 
and maketh the beſt Truſſes Ne the retaining the Hernia ambilicalis within 
xs bounds. Bur in great fat Bellies we find it often neceſſary to put them on 
a Bracer to encompaſs the Belly, which may be laced behind or on one ſide, 
to bear part of its weight. 

Having thus far provided for the retaining the Hernia within its bounds, 
you ought to have the Hair ſhaved, ifthere be any, andapply Agglutinatives 
with good Bandage. If the Boulſter fit uneaſie, a Quilt may be made to lie 
under it,or a Comprels of brown Paper ſoak'd in aqua fabroru#s wherein lome 
Aſtringents have been boiled ; by which your Truſs will fit the eaſier, and 
retain the relaxed or torn Parts, and thereby they may be the ſooner agglu- 
tinated. 

Our next conſideration will be matter of Diet and manner of living. Their 
Diet ought to be ſparing, but of good nouriſhment, as Mutton, Veal, Lamb, 
Pullet, Chicken and the like ; avoiding all Herbage, Fruit, Fiſh, and W hite- 
meats, ſuch as may ingender Crudities. Their Bread ought to be of W heat, 
with carminative Seeds in it. The confeCted ſemina carut, corrandri, feniculi, 
and the like, are commended after Dinner and at other times to further Di- 

eſtion. Their Drink a red Wine witha little Water wherein gads of Steel 
__ been quenched ; or Ale wherein ſome of the ſpecifick Plants have been 
infuſed. ; 

Reſt is of great advantage inthe Cure oftheſe Hernie. Fabritine Hildanu 
and others who have writ of this Diſeaſe will tell you, that ſome have been 
cured of great Ruptures by keeping their bed upoa ſome accident of a Fra- 
ure, or fit ofthe Gout, when before their beſt endeavours in the Cure Ggni- 
fed nothing. In conſideration of which they torbid all manner of Exerciſe ; 
andadviſe them that, whilſt they keep their beds, they ſhould often feel with 
their hands about the Part affetted, _—_—— in caſe of any ſudden Sneez- 
ing or violent Coughing, and eſpecially in eaſing nature by Stool, that, if 
any Relapſe happen, it may be helped. Bur that you may the better avoid 
ſuch Accidents, you ought to keep their Bodies ſoluble by Clyſters, Suppoſi- 
tories, or lenient EleQuaries, W here the pituitous Humours abound, they 
require ſometime alſo ro be purged ; for which Irefer you to the Chapter of 
0edema, After it may be proper ro preſcribe ſome Agglutinatives ; and they 
are either ſimple, or compound. 

The ſimple are reckoned among the Vulnerary Plants; not all of them, 
but ſuch as have a moderate Aſtringency, and are without remarkable heat 
or acrimony, and have ſpecifical virtue. Such are conſolid.maj. & minor, quin- 
qrefolium, equiſetum, ſanicula, auricula urſi, piloſella, jacea ntraque, Jil Solo- 
munis, tormentilla,o[munda regalis, hippogloſſumlunaria min.perfoliata,herniaris, 
herbs trinitatis, cort. cypreſſ. granat. &c. The diſtilled water of o/munda regalis 
iscommend:d in the Cure, {oarealſo piloſella, hippogloſſum, Iunaria, and ſe- 
verally given in a Powder in a DecoCtion of Comtry-roots. Perfoliats and 
herniaria are delivered tous to be of ſogreat virtue as to cure this Diſeaſe in 
ſew days, conditionally the Rupture be kept in by a good Bandage. The 
may begivenas Tea ; or they may be juiced or powdred, and mixt wit 
red Wine. 

The morecompounded are theſe : Rt conf. rof. rub. vet. ſymphyti, an. 5j. 
florum ſalvie, acori, an. 3b. trochiſc. de carab. vel de ſpodio, wel e bolo, Ziiz. cum 
ſr. cotoneorum, fiat Eleftnarium : of which the Patient may take twice or 
thricea day,drinking thereupon ſix ounces of this medicated W ine, Be herbe 


alchimille,ophiog loſſi, nummnlar. frag ar aurical.muris,veronic, artemifie,ſcolopenar, 
perfoliat,

perfoliat. an. M. j. virge aur. M. 1j. rad. cichor, tormentill, biſtort. vincetoxici, id 
eſt, hirundinarie, an.Zj. perfoliat. 3Þ, cort. citr, 5b, ſem. amſi, farniculi, an. Zi, 
coriandri preparat. cinnamon, an. 5), flor. borraginis, buztoſſi, an. 51. prun, fyl.

If after the forementioned endeavours to reduce the Hernia, ( whether ir 
were by reaſon it had been too long relapſed,and the Excrements grown hard 
anddried in the Inteitine,or that they were ſtutied with Crudities,or inflamed 
by the conftriction in the Production, &. ) you do nor ſucceed, you ought tg 
conſider what the impediment 1s,and proceed accordingly to let bloud, purge 
or vomit, or put him into a Semicupinm, keeping on his Bag-truls the while; 
after which he may if occaſion require, be carried to and fro upon the back of 
a ſtrong man with his Head downward, by which the prolapſed Bowels are 
often reduced. Mr. Smith the Truſs-maker told me he had made ſuch an Eq. 
gine by which he ſer them on their Heads, and thereby had reduced many, 
which could not otherwiſe be relieved. 

But the aforeſaid ways, I bleſs God, have ſerved the moſt deplorable Pati- 
ent labouring of theſe Diſeaſes under my hands. Yet it it ſhould ſo happen, 
that all endeavours of this kind prove ineffectual, and the Patient's life be 
threatnedby frequent vomiting and inflation of the Ab4czer, and nothing 
paſs through him by Stool, I would ask whether in {uch a calc it be nox 
morereaſonable to ofter in Conſultation the laying open the Produdtion 
while there is ſtrength, than to ſuffer the Patient miſerably to periſh under 
the Diſeaſe. I refer it to the judicious Artiſt, there ſeeming nothing of dith- 
culty or danger inthe work ; yet would not have it attempred whullt there 
is hope of otherwiſe reducing it. 

To perform this Operation, the Patient ought to be laid Nat on his Back up. 
on a Table or Form,and bound thereon ; then an Inciltion mult be made upon 
the upper part of the Scrorum to the Production, which requireth allo to be 
divided, without touching the Inteſtines or Omeztim : then you arc to ra'$in 
a Carnula ( like our common Direttor,but as big as a large Goole-quill ) into 
the Cavity under the Proceis of the Peritoneum upwards, avoid 


:Ging the In- 
teſtines ; then make your Inciſion of ſuch a length as may ſerve to put your 
fingers into the Scrotum; and raiſe the Inteitines and Omenturm, which you 
are to reduce into their natural place within the Belly. They being thusre- 
duced, you mult ſtitclf up the Wound, as 15 ſaid in the Wounds of the Abde- 
men, taking up with your Needle ſo much of the Production 2s may ſhut up 
the Cavity, and prohibit the relapſe of the Inteftines. That done, cure the 
Wound, as is ſhewed inthe Treatiſe of thoſe Wounds ; it not being fo large 
or dangerous as many of tho'e we have cured in the Wars. 

In the farther Cure cfthele, various ways have been propoſed by Chirurge- 
ons; viz, the aftual and potential Cautery, alſo Puncture and Deligation of 
the Proceſs of the Peritonenm, allo Incilion, with or without extrattion of the 
Teſticle. Theſe ways are not practiſed among(t our people, they eſteeming 
ſuch Operations full of hazard and cruelty : yet they having been deliveredro 
us by good Authority,I ſhall ſhew you how they are performed, & begin with 
that of the aCtual Cautery. In the effecting of which work there are required 
various ſortsof Butrons, ſome bigger & leſs than other. W hilt theſe are 1n the 
fire,the Patient mult ſtand,& hold in his breath, by which doing the Tumout 
in Inguine will be more apparent. Then it is to be circumſcribed within a tri 
ce hgure : after which the Patient being placed on his Back, preſs with 

our hot Cautery on the middle of that Triangle,and repear it often, making 


the form of the Greek Letter I ſo deep till you reach to the Membrana adipeſa, 
raking 
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taking care you do not ſcorch the Perizoneum : then dreſs the burned parts 
with a little Salt and an Onion beat together, and afterwards digeſt and heal 
the Ulcer as you find propoſed 1n the Chapter of Burzs, he keeping his bed 
till he be cured. By this method the Author propoſerh a contraQtion of the 
Skin by reaſon of the Cicatrix. How this will do without the wearing of a 
Truſs, I much ſuſpect. 

Another propoſeth the reducing of the Her»ja,and the thruſting upofthe 
Telticle to the Os pubis ; then markerh the Comprels of the Prominence made 
by the Teſticle, and, ſhoving it and its Veſſels out of the Scrotum,he burneth 
in the middle of that Mark ( with a pointed Caure y a little curved ) to the 
very Bone, then dreſſerh it cum a/bumzine ovor, and cureth irasa burn : by 
which ifhe burnceth the Bone,it mult neceſſarily exfoliate,arid unite with the 
Skin and fleſhy Parts over it,and hinder the prolapſe iz Scrotum. But yet there 
mult remain a Bubonocele, which will require a Boulſter-Truſs to prevent its 
{wagging down, as is frequently incident to Women. 

The way by Cauſtick 1s propounded by others as more caſie. The mildeſt 
of them is Soap-lees boiled to a ftone, with theaddition of ſevum vitulin. and 
a fourth part of opium added to it at the laſt, The other are as followeth. 
Re witriolt uſt i Fiig. ſalis ammoniact 51. calcis vive, ciner,e vini fece,an,3ilj. theſe 
mult be bruiſed and mixed with a /ixivium e cintribus ficuum & tithymall.then 
{trained out and boiled to a ſtone. Or, BR /alis nitri, chalcitidis, an. 3x. diltil 
them, and caſt aw? y the firſt water, it being black and unkt for uſe. The 
ſecond Dilfillarion :s clear, and muſt be put into a Glaſs. bottle, in which dif- 
ſolve arſenici all; 511. tartari albi uſti, mere. ſublimati, an. 5). then put it intoa 
copper Vellel, and by a moderate heat conſume the humidity ; the remain- 
ing fxces 15 the Caultick, 

In order tothe applying ofany of theſe Cauſticks, the Part muſt be mark- 
ed, and the Patient afrerwards laid upon a Table,as hath been faid in the pre- 
ceding Operations ; then the Caultick is to be applied croſs-wile, an inch 
long and as much tranſverſe, near the Os pxbis ; which having operated to the 
Bone,it's ſuppoſed that Bone (hall exfoliate, and the Callus arifing from it will 
unite with the Ulcer in the fleſhy Pannicles and Skin,and ſtop = deſcent of 
the Viſcera : which notwithſtanding cannot prevent a Buborocele, Another 
way is by the application of a Cauſtick ix Inguine, then to raiſe ofthe Eſcar, 
and, taking up the Membrana adipoſa with a Hook, to divide it, and free the 
Seminal Vellels from the Proceſs of the Peritozenm. Then pals a Needle 
with crude S:1k under it, tieitcloſe, and leaving it hanging out digeſt the 
Ulcer, incarn andcicatrizc it; during which the Silk will have cut through, 
and fall off: and the Production uniting with the Wound abſolutely con- 
firms the Cure, The Cureby PunQture is the invention of ſome oftiae Mo- 
cerns, and is fer down by Ambroſe Parers, 

There ct remain two ways of Cure by Incilion : in order to which the Pa- 
tient muſt (tand upright, as hath already been ſaid, that the Rupture by 

falling down may plainly diſcover its bigneſs, and that the Part fo ſwell'd 
may be incompalled with a circle: after which thePatient muſt be laid flat on 
a Table, with his Heels raiſed up, as in the forementioned caſes : then one of 
the Aſſittents ſhall preſs with his hand upon the bottom of his Belly, whilſt 
the Chirurgeon with his left hand raiſeth up the markedSkin as muchas he 
czn,then divideth it with his Knife long-ways down the length of theProceſs 
or Tynica vaginalis, ſoas to open that Coat,and lay the Seminal Veſſels bare; 
which he is to avoid the hurting whilſt he takes up the divided Tunicle, and 
ſtircheth it with the Skin ſocloſe.that the Hernia may be retained within the 


Belly from ſtarting oui. Then by Agglutinatives, as bot, Armen. ſang. dracon, 
X thus, 
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thus, aloe, cum albumine ovi, dreſs it up, and place him in his bed. If after. 
wards there be occaſion to apply Digeltives, BR witell, ovor. num. ij. far trigic, 
thurispulv. q,ſ. Aftzc which you may deterge with wanadif. api, and incarn 
with {ome {uch like Sarcotick : Be rerebrnrh. ſiccat. Sil). thur, maſt ichſem. ft. 
nugrec. an, 36, cere 5). ol. hyperici 3x. Miſc. $. 4. Thencicatrize it as in other 
like Wounds. 

The Empirical way is by extraQtion of the Teſticle :in the doing of which 
the Patient muſt be laid on his Back,as afore mentioned, and boynd faſt upon 
the place : then the Inteſtines being reduced, the Afſiſtent hall retain them 
up with his hands,whil(t the Operator maketh an cblique Mark in the Groin, 
to which place he thruſteth up the Telſticle ; then makes an Inciſion fo de 
and large upon it, as totake it out with the ſpermatick Veſſels, which he 
holderh with the one hand, while with the other: he ſeparates it from the 
Membranes. ( In all which caſes he muſt be careful not to lacerate them, for 
thereby he ſhall cauſe Convulliohs, and haſten the death of the Patient. 
That done, he makerh a Ligarureabove the Telticle upon the Veſſels, and 
cuts it of; If there be fear of a flux of bloud, he cauterizeth the ends lo tied: 
then, re-placing them within the Belly, leaving the ends of the Ligature 
hanging out, he ſtitcheth up the Wound, dreſiing as above-laid : and during 
the time of Cicatrizing the Ligature falls oft. 

In order to theſe Operations the-Patient ought to be of a ſtrong Conſtty. 
tion and well habited, his Bowels emptied by Purging and Clytiters, and tg 
be very ſparing in his Diet, at leaſt rhree or tour days preceding the Work, 
But I never yet met one that would ſubmit to any of theſe ways, 

The Cure of the Bybonocele in Women requireth its being reduced and 
cured as thoſe in Men, by Emplaſters and good Bandage, Cc. as hath been 
already ſhewed in thoſe. 

In the Hernia umbilicalis the Cure allo conſiſts in the well reducing of it, 
and in the retaining it ſo by Agglutinatives and good Bandage., If through 
neglett of treating it timely, as aforeſaid, the Skin do wear thin and mor- 
trhe, you muſt dreſs it as ſuch : and after the ſeparation of the Eſcars, you 
mult then endeavour to take up the Peritozeum, ſtitch it cloſe together, 
and incarn it with the reſt of the Ulcer, as hath been ſhewed: and after it 
is cicatrized, endeavour by good Bandage to retain it more ealily within its 
bounds. 

There is ſcarce any Diſeaſe little Infants are more ſubje&t untothan Rup- 
tures. * They are not difficult of Cure, if their Nurſes would be careful to 
keep their Truſſes well on : but, through their negligence therein, the Cure 
is frequently rendred vexatious. Therefore I ſhall begin my Obſervations 
with them. 

z. Obſer- N Infant ofabout four months old was diſcovered to have a Swelling in 
wk A the left I»guer, another in the Navel, and another three fingers breadth 
higher, That :nthe Groin, which we generally call Bubonocele, was made 
by Relaxation of the Inteſtine, as appeared by the noiſe it made in the time of 
Reduction. The other two proceeded from Wind. I took the compals of 
his Hips with a Ribbon, and the next day brought a ſoft Boulſter-Truſsof 
Holland linen, with two Straps faſtned to the Boulſter : and, having applied 
an Empl. ad herniam ſpred upon Lambskin on the Tumour in the Gro, 1 
fitted the Boulſter to it, and reduced it, then tied it on ; then paſſing the Straps 
between his Legs,I faſtned them with Points on each fide behind ; by which 
the Rupture was retained within the Boulſter,nor preſſing upon theThigh or 
Cod. On the Rupture of the Navel, or Hernia umbilicali, I applied a mix- 


ture pulver, thuris, maſtich. aloes, &C. ſang. draconis, cum albumine ovi, and 
made 
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made a Compreſſion with an Emp/aſty.? bolo by a ſmall Button ſticking in the 
middle thereof, made of fome ſnips of the ſame Emplaſter,by which the Em- 


laſter under it was retained the cloſer. On the other above the Navel I ap- 
plied a Compreſs made by ſome pieces of Emplaſftr. ad herpiam, and retained 


| them cloſe by applying over them Emplaſtr. e bolo. By this method theſe 


Hernie were cured in few weeks, For that in the Groin they had half a do- 
zen Truſſes ſent them, for ſhift as occaſion offered ; and it was cured thereby 
in few months. 

A Child abour two months old Jaboured of ſome Indiſpoſition of body, 
and was obſerved to have a Swelling in the right Cod. In preſfing upon it 
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with my fingers, it ſeemed to me not to lie loole in the Scroture : it yielded to a *eftinalis. 


moderate preſſure ; and being ſomewhat reduced, the reſidue of it jerked ſud. 
denly up with a noiſe, which confirmed it a Hernia inteſt inalis by Relaxation. 
I cook the compaſs of his Loyns to the Groin,and the next day brought him 
an Emplaſtr.ad herniam with ſome Boulſter-Truſſes, I reduced the Rupture as 
ealily as I had done the day before, then applied the Emplaſter, fitted the 
Bouliler over it,and tied it moderately eight. Theſe Truſſes had the Straps 
ftirched on behind ; they were brought between hisThighs,and faſtned ro the 
upper part of the Boulſter croſs each other by Points. I ſhewed the Nurſe how 
they were to be put, and gave her caution leſt the Boulſter ſhould at any time 
gall che Thigh or Scr9tumm, or that by too ſtrict a Bandage the Hip ſhould be 
hurt, or by tooſlack a Bandage the Herpia ſhould ſlide down under the Bcu!- 
fer,or whilſt it was looſe tied thoſe Straps between the Legs ſhould be tied ſo 
ſtreight as to bring the Bandage over his Hanches and flip down. Having 
thus forewarned her, I made my vilits the ſeldomer, as not deſiring to appear 
tob officious; and indeed was fetched the next day toa Patient ſome miles 
off, where I ſtaid three weeks. Ar my return I made a viſit to this little one, 
and felt the Rupture ſlipt down into the Scrotwm by reaſon of the flackneſs of 
the Bracer ; and the Nurſe had pulled the Straps between the Thighs ſo over- 
ſreight as to bring the Bracer down,and would not believe it could be kept up 
without a Bandage from the Shoulders. But I reduced the Rupture, tred ic 
ſtreighter, ſlackened the Straps between the Thighs, and ſhewed her it could 
not fall over the Buttocks whilſt it was ſo ried. The next Error ſhe commir- 
ted was in bracing it too ſtreight about the Hips, whereby ſhe had gauled ir 
on the right Hip ; and then ſhe complained to her Lady,rhat it was not poſ- 
ſible to cure the Child without giving it ſome _— Drinks : ſuch and ſuch 
had been cured ſo in few days. To this I replied, That the Cure conſiſted in 
the keeping up the Rupture; that done,it would cure withont Drinks : That 
there was bur little to be given to ſuch an Infant. Yet I wiſhed them to con- 
ſult their Phyſician therein. I applied an Emplaſty. diachalciteos upon the Ex- 
coriation, with two or three folds of ſoft linen over it, and braced the Ban- 
dage ſlacker : by which Dreſſings the Excoriation cured, the Nurſe became 
more experienced, and the Child was happily recovered in few weeks ; but 
leftnot off the wearing the Truls till the Summer following. 


I was fetched to a Child halfa year old having a Swelling i» Scroto on the ,, oye. 
left ſide. It was a Hernia inteſtizalis by Relaxation. I reduced it eafily, and var. of 
the next day fitted it with a ſoft Boulſter-Truſs; and, having reduced it, pom 


applied Emplaſtr. ad herniam, put on the Bandage, and ſupplied them with 

more Truſfes for change, ( they being apt robepiſs them daily, ſo that, if 

they be not carefully attended, they are ſubject ro Excoriation.) Once in 

four or five days I called in to ſee how the Nurſe ordered her affair ; and by 

her diligence the Child was cured in few weeks, but contiaued the uſe of rhe 

Truſs till it was growrfſtronger, and had bred his Teeth.

A Youth 
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A Youth agedeleven years had been ſome months diſeaſed with a Rupture 
before his Friends diſcovered it : through which neglect it tel{ into the Scro. 
;um,and indiſpoſed him with Colicks. I was ſent for, and ſaw it an Hernia in- 
teſtinalis on the left ſide. I endeavoured to reduce it,but could not. I then took 


meaſure of his Loyns, and the next morning found him in bed, and placed' * 
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him on his Back, with his Hips high, &c. and with, warm cloaths reduced the 
Rupture: then put him on a Boulſter-Truſs made of ſtrong Hollana, with a 
couple of Straps faſtned to the lower part of the Bouliter ; and having fa- 
ſtened the Truſs about his Loyns with'Points,I brought the Straps between 
his Legs, and tied them behind. Thus I retained the Rupture. The next day 
E made him a viſit, and ſeeing the Rupture well retained, I loolened the Ban. 
dage, applied an Emplaſtr. ad herniam, and braced it on again, leaving Dire 
ons with his Servant to take care in the bracing the Truſs cloſe every morg- 
ing. This Patient was very active in running and playing daily ; yet by the 
uſe of theſe Emplaſters and careful Bandage, he was cured in few months, [ 
ſcarce making him (1x viſits the while, 

A Child of about ſix years of age Fas brought out of the Country, having 
ſomewhile ſuffered under a Hernia in Scroto. He had a Truſs, but it was nor 
well made. TI laid him upon his Back, with his Heels retracted to his Hips, 
It did not preſently yield to a Reduction ; whereupon I cauſed ſome warm 
cloaths to be applied, and then preſſed it moderately upward : it returned up 
with a murmuring noiſe. I then applied my Emplaſter and Bandage, and, 
l:aving adviſed them concerning the uſe of the Truſs, I left them to proſecute 
the Cure, ſupplying them with Emplaſters and Bandage. About halfa year 
after I ſaw him cured. | 

A Youth ofabout nine years of age was brought to me out ofthe Countsy 
with a Swelling in his right Groin : it was ſuppoſed to be a Bubonocele,and to 
that purpoſe Emplaſters and Truſſes had been pur on, and the Part thereby 
inflamed. I felt the Swelling, and, as I thought, the Teſticle which was 
wanting in the Scrotrum. Upon which conſideration I torbad the ule of the 
Truſs, and applied an Emplaſtr. oxelei : by which the heat was removed, the 
Child freed of his Bandage, and the Telticle left to fall down by degrees; 
which accordingly it did, and his Parents were well pleaſed. 

The Pneumatocele,or Hernia ventoſa,appeareth often ix Inguine 1n the Tuni- 
ca vaginalis, and maketha Tumour not unlike that of the Teſticle. Sucha one 
was brought to me in the Groin of a Child of about ſeven years of age. Ir 
was as big asa Pullet's egge, ſoft, bur withal ſo tenſe that it yielded little to 
preſſure. It had been treated by Bandage, but yielded not thereto, but be- 
came more painful. I preſcribed a Fomentation and Emplaſters,as hath been 
ſet down in Flatulent Tumonrs, and cauſed a ſoft Boulſter-Trufs to be pur on, 
rather to keep it warm and retain the Dreſſings on, than to make any 
ſtreight Compreſſion. I treated him by internals proper in ſuch Tumours, 
by which he was ſome time after cured, 

A Gentlewoman brought a Son to London with a Swelling in his left Te- 
ſticle. Several of our Profeſſion had ſeen it, but delivered no certain Judgment 
of it, nor preſcribed ought in order to the Cure. The Swelling was Wind 
gotten into the Tunica vaginalis, which encompaſſed the Teſticle round, ſoas 
I could not feel it. By reaſon of the Tumour, which was lo tenſe that it 
would not yield to the prefſure of my fingers, I propoſed Diſcutients anda 
Bag-Truſs; 'They were difſwaded from my Opinion by ſome who had ra- 
ther their Friend ſhould fail of his:Cure-than receive it from me. Which 
hart forneWhine appeared in this caſe : for two years after the Father of this 
Child tald me he continuct/as I had formerly feen him. 


A Child 
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A Child about two years old had one oftheſe Tumours lying in the whole 9- Obſee- 
length of the Production tothe Teſticle, like untothe uppermoſt of thoſe — 
Bladders, which we find 1a Carps : and the ſame Wind, having raiſed up the verreſe, 
Tunice vaginalis, made the Teſticle not unlike to the lower round Bladders 
that are united with the forementioned upper Bladders in the ſame Fiſh. The 
Cure was performed by Difcutients and a Bag-Tryls. 

I was fetcht to ſee a Child who was ( as I ſuppote) not two months old : 
ir wasa very {mall Infant, much emaciated. A Swelling had been newly diſ hs —_ 

covered ix Scroto, and-ſuppoſed a Rupture : it afteQed the right Inznen down Hernia 
into the Tynica vaginalis, The Tunicle of the other Telticle was likewiſe */- 
diſtended. And the next day, when. I brought a Bag-Truſs, found that 
Inguen alſo affefted with the ſame Diſeaſe. Whillt the Infant cried, the Tu- 
mour was much ; bur by ancalie preſſure with warm cloaths it lelſened. I 
deſigned a Fomentation : but the weakneſs of the Child, together with its fro- 
wardnels, deterred me. Whereupon I applied Emplaſtr. e cymino over the 
FScrotum and Inguma, and put on the Bag-Truſs. The next day I met the 
Phyſicians, took off the Truſs and Emplaſters,and ſhewed them that it was a 
Hernia ventoſa, not capable of ReduCtion nor of other Bandage. There was 
alſoa Heria umbilicalis, which was likewiſe from Wind, which I treated as 
hath been ſhewed in the firſt Obſervation. The Phyſicians reſolved the Mill 
ſhould be changed : upon doing of which the "Child began to thrive. Bur 
this Nurſe not keeping,the Child very dry, the Piſs fretted the. Thighs and 
þ >d : upon which account I put on a Dzacha/citeos Emplatter, and renewed 
t daily. It not only cured the Excoriations, but alſo ſupplied the place of the 
6&her Plaiſter. During the Cure, I obſerved that upon good Bandage the 
Tumour appeared very inconliderable, and ſome times would be quite di{- 
cuſſed : but then through neglect in bracing the Truls cloſe,it would appear 
very big. The laſt time I ſaw the Child it was growa fat, and the Flatulenc 
ſeemingly diſcuſſed : but a Rupture appeared in both Groins. Upon which 
account a double Boulfter-Truls was put on, whereby it is kept up, and ina 
hopeful way of Cure. uy 

A Man of about thirty+years of age, ofa full Body, having ſome time a !*-Obſer- 
Swelling in his left Groin, - conſulted me. Ideclared it a Hernia inguinalis, iu. 
and adviſed the uſe of a Boulſter-Truſs, which accordingly I brought the ce. 
next day, with an Emplaſtr1 ad herniam,, which, after I had ſhaved the Hair, 

I put on, andleft him Directions how to wear ic. He carefully obſerving 
the Dire&ion, it was in ſome months happily cured. 

A Man of a full Body, by a Fall in riding, bruiſed his lefr Izgzez and that 
fide of the Scrotwm againſt the Pummel of his Saddle,by reaſon whereofaRup- 120M 
ture was made in his Groin, and much bloud was extravaſated inthe Ingen Bubons- 
and Scrotum to the very Prapuce.It was too late toapply Repellents,therefore 
I preſcribed this following Fomentation : R ſummit, majorane,abſinth.flor.chame. 
ſambuci, an. 3vj. flor. roſ. rub. balauſt. an. MB. nc. cupreſ]. bace. myrtill. ſumach, 
an. il, coq. in vino anſtero, addendo in fine ſþ, vini3iv. fiat Fotus, A Cataplaſm 
was alſo made thus : Be farine fabar. tb6. furfuris tritici M. j. flor. cham, ſam- 
buci pulv, an. 3j. ſem, ani. fanic, pulv. 41. iz, Theſe were boiled. with ſome of 
the Fomentation, and towards the latter end ſome Spirit of Wine, mel. com- 
mun, ol, yutac. which was applied upon the diſeaſed Parts with a Bag-Truls. 

Welet the Patient blond, preſcribed him Clyſters, and keeping of his bed 

uring the Cure. This method of Drefling coatinued till the Swellings 
werediſcuſfed : then I ihaved the Hair,and applied to the Groin a mixture of 
Emplaſty. Paracelſ. & dixchalciteos, with a ſoft Boulſter-Truſs,to which a Bag 
was fitted fort the Scrormmtoretain-the Dreſſings on. Some few days after, 
420g obſerving 
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obſerving that the Scrotum was over-moiſtned as in an Anaſarca, which hig. 
dred the corrugation of it, I applied Emplaftr. diaſnlphur. by which the Hy. 
mour was dried up. After the tenderneſs of the Groin was removed, I appſj. 
ed Emplaſtr. ad herniam, with a Quilt under the Boultter, and braced ir 
ſtreighter ; then, having cauleda leſs Bag tobe ſtirched on to retain the 
Scrotum, ] gave him leave to fit up. His Rupture having been reduced from 
the firſt night I ſaw it, there was little doubt but his lying 1n bed had diſpy. 
ſed it to Cure. Indeed from that time I heard no more of it ; but he conti. 


nued the wearing his Truſs longer. 
ym I was ſent for to one of about thirty ſix years years old, of a full Body : he 
Buboxo- complained of a Swelling in his left Groin. It was a Bubozocele, and, by the 
_ manner of reducing it,ſeemed to be of the Omentum. I appliedan Emplaſtr. ad 
herniam with a Boulſter-Trulſs, and adviſed him how to govern it. I heard not 
from him again in fiveor fix years ; about which time being ſent for I found 
him in bed, bemoaning himſelf that his Rupture was fallen into the Scrorum, 
and he could not reduce it. 1 felt it lie unequally in the Scrorum. He had, it 
ſeemed, negle&ed the bracing af the Truſs while it lay i» Inguine, and foir 
happened that in progreſs of time it ſlipped down under the Truls ; .upoa 
which he conſulted ſome, who put him ona Steel-Truſs : butthar pinching 
and gauuling, he cauſed others to be made,of which he ſhewed me art leaſt half 
a dozen ; but they all hurt him, anddid not keep his Rupture trom falling 
down. But now it was ſo great, that he could not reduce it but with warm 
cloaths : which being done, I fitted to it a Boulſier-Trulſs with a Quilt and 
Bag. To thoſe Excoriations occaſioned by his Steel-Truſs I applied + mpl:ft, 
oxelei {pred upon courſe linen, which ſoon cured them ; and if his cccalions 
would have permitted him to have kept his bed, he might have beea reſto- 
red to a better condition : but this ſerved his turn as a palliative Cure.

half way into the Scrotam. It being yet within the Procels,I eaſily reduced it, 
and applied a freſh Emplaſter,and ſupplied him with more and new Truſles. 
His affairs would not permit him to ſtay within doors, yet by his well order- 
ing it he was curedin a few months, and for a trial he left oft wearing the 
Truſs three or four days : but, having been uſed to ir, he could not be with- 
out it ; ſo that he continued the uſe of it, but without the Bag or Quilt. 
Another of that age,but not of ſo good aHabir of body, being diſeaſed with 
—_— a Bubonocele,had for ſome time worn a Steel-T ruſs : but the Hernia {1d down 
Bubono- in Scrotum notwithſtanding,though often reduced,and the Truſs braced more 
——_ clole. Upon an extraordinary relapſe, when endeavours of his own failed, I 
was ſent for, and upon examination found the Inteſtine and Omentum both in 
Scroto, T could not reduce them by warm cloaths, therefore preſcribed him a 
Clyſter,&after it a Fomentation,Cataplaſm,& Bag-Truſs. The next mornin 
I fomented the Part again, and,placing him in a convenient poſture, edu 
the Rupture ; then ſhaved the Hair, and applied an Emplaſtr. ad herniam, 
withaCompreſs made of brown Paper which had been all night ſoaked in an 
aſtringent DecoCtion,and faſtened thereon a Boulſter-Truſs,with a Bag fitted 
tO it, tor to bear up the Scrotum, that, in caſe the Rupture ſhould {lip down- 
wards, yet it ſhould meet witha check. Having thus by Bandage truſſedit 
up, I adviſed him to keep his bed ſome days, at leaſt tilf the Excoriations 
which the Steel-Truſs had made in his Hips were cured. During which his 


Diet was ſlender,& his body kept ſoluble by lenient Bo/s:'s,and — 
rinks 
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Drinks were preſcribed him. * He was one that had no great imployment 
abroad, ſo was perſwaded to keep his bed the longer ; during which the la- 
cerated Parts did unite, and he was cured, 

One Simmer, whilſt Iattended the King at Hampron-Court, an Officer be- ,; oy... 
longing to the Larder, a man of above ſixty years of age, having been long va. ” 
afflicted with a Herma inteftinalis, which frequently {lipt into the Scrotum, #rnit in. 
had it then fallen down palt his skill of Reduction. I, finding him vomiting _ 
and in a Fever, endeavoured by warm cloaths to reduce it, but could not. I 
tcaerefo;e preſently cauſed a Clyſter to be given him of fat Broth with a little 
Salt in it, and applied a Fomentation made of the ſame Broth, and ar length, 

utting him in a declining poſture, I reduced the Rupture, and put on his 
Truſs with a Compreſs under the Boulſter ; by which I retained the Rup- 
ture up, I would have preſcribed him other helps, but he was ſatisfied that 
it was reduced. After two or three days he went abroad again, and, for 


ought I know, 1s yet alive, #- 

A perſon having been long afflicted with a Hernis in Fraxce,through ill fit- : 7 Obter- 
ting of Truſſes had it much increaſed, till at lengrh he threw them off, as not 35% 
only uſeleſs, but painful ro him. The Rupture was fo large, that the Inte- ; 
ſtines did their office in the Scrorum without Reduttion. But the weight of 
them was uneaſie, and often accompanied with Colicks, and would by de- 


grees have proceeded to worſe inconvenience. I helped it by the palliative 


way ofa Bag-Truſs, with a perforation for his Pez#zs. This ſuſtained the 


weight, and enabled him to follow his occaſions without farther trouble. 

In ſome people I have ſeen the Ruptures ſo great that they have not been 
able to go; yer not any of them would admit of the moſt probable of the 
forementioned Operations, but contented themſelves with ſuch accommo- 
dation asa Bag-Truſs would afford them. | 

A young Woman, after hard Labour, had a Rupture in herleft Groin. I :8.0MGr- 
ſuxplied her with a Boulſter-Truſs with one Strap and Emplalter, by which vat. 
ſhe was cured, or at leaſt palliated. Injothers, where they have not timely 
conſulted, whether through ignorance @& ſhame, they have increaſed to a 
greater bigneſs, and have made in progrelsof time ſuch a [wagging Tunwur 
as became extreamly troubleſome to truſs up. 

One of about*thirty years ofage, ofa groſs fat Body, laboured ofa Hernia 19.Obſer. 


umbilicalis about the breadth of the palm of a hand. He had worn the com- yar. of 
Hernia 


mon Navel-Truſſes ; but they, not ſitting ſteady upon the diſeaſed Part, _ 
pinched him ſometimes in one place, ſometimes in another,and did not retain 1; _—_ 
the Rupture. -I being adviſed with, and conlidering his Belly very great, and 
likely to {utter greater Ruptions, if the weight of it were not timely born up, 
perſwaded him to permit a Bracer to be made tolace in his whole Belly, un- 
der which a Boulſter might be placed on the Navel. I took meaſure of it,and 
fitted him with ſuch a one as reached from the Pabes to the Cartilezo enſifor- 
mis, and laced behind. Under this I applied an Emplaſt a4 herniam with a 
quilted Boulſter, which was worked upon Sole-leather : thts was tacked to 
the Bracer. In ſome others I have made a Bandage over that Bracer ; but

One had three Herne beſides that of the Navel, viz. one 1n each Groin, 2e.Obſer. 
whereof the one deſcended 1» Scratumn, and the other not ; the third lay on the — 
left ſide of his Belly, raiſing up a Tumour under the Skin like half an Apple. 
The Hernie in Ingninibus were kept up by a Steel-Truſs with a double Boul- 
ſter, ro which a Bag was tucked to retain the Scrotum. To that on the ide of 
the Belly was applied an Emplaſtr. ad herniam,with a Comprels in the middle 


of it, made of ſome folds of the ſame Emplaſter, anda quilted Boulſter over 
it.

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it. To the Navel there was an Emplaſtr. ad herniam applied, and ſuch a like 
Boulſter as was uſed in the like caſe in the former Obſervation of a Herni, 
ambilicalis : and, toretain theſe cloſe, a Bracer was fitted to the Belly with 
Straps, which went from the lower part of it berween the Legs, and faſtneg 
behind, where the Bracer was laced. This perſon being fat was alſo gauleg 
between the wrinkles of his Belly, which was for ſome time drefled daily 
with Epuloricks. 

A Perſon of quality, ofa full Body, having been ſometime ſubjeR to x 
Herzia umbilicalis, which through defect in Bandage increaſed much, fo that 
the Skin was excoriated by the unequal litting of the quilted Boullter, I way 
conſulted. The Rupture in the Peritonenm was great, and the Omentumand 
Inteftines had made their way out to the external. Skin of the Abdomen, { 
that between them and the Bouliter it was worn very thin. The Excoriation 
was dreſt with Epuloticks, as ungnext. tutie, &c. anda ſoft Compreſs applicd 
between the Quilt and Emplalſter. A Belly-piece was made to bear the 
weight, and rerain the Compreition. After this was cured, Mr. Smith waz 
adviſed with. He made a Bouliter with a Bracer to fit under the Belly-piece, 
which retained the Rupture, and the Patient went abroad daily. But one 
day, whilſt he was about his affairs, the Boulſter flipt off, and the Inteſtines 
ſtarted out between-the Muſcle and external Skin, ſo that he was brought ty 
his Lodgings very ill. Phylicians were conſulted, and I was ſent for, and 
reduced it with a warm cloath in their preſence, and an Emplaſter and Bra.

to be the effe& of the Eroſion : for if it be the effeft of theWound,as a 
_=_ of fleſh being cut out,&c. it is not immediately an Ulcer,nor doth it de- 
erve that name properly, till by ill handling there do fall upon it corroſive 
Humours, which cauſe a farther diminution of the ſubſtance : for till then the 
Digeſtion and Matter there produced do not alter the name,but continue the 
appellation of a Wound ; but having once loſt part of its natural fleſh by 
ſuch Eroſion, though preternatural doariſe in the room of it much more in 
quantity than what was loſt, as Fungss, &c. yet the name of Ulcer remains. 
To this Ulcer many Accidents may happen, and _— Tumours of all 
ſorts : but theſe are not parts of the Ulcer, being ſeparable trom it; for the 
may be taken away, and the Ulcer remain. The ſubject of an Ulcer is chiet- 
ly Fleſh, eſpecially in the larger ſence of the word, as it ſignifies Membranes, 
Tendons, Guts, Bladder, &c. When an Eroſion happens in a Bone, it is com- 
monly called Cartes. 


For the Differences of Ulcers, ſome are more proper, by ſome Writers cal- Dife- 
led eſſential ; others accidental. The more proper, or, as ſome call them, ef: ****. 


ſential, are taken from the form of the Ulcer and efficient Cauſe ;as from the 
figure, magnitude, equality and inequality, and Part attetted, From the Fi- 
Ham ; they are ſtraight, oblique, round, or crooked. From the Magnitude ; 
ome are great, others ſmall, ſuperficial, deep, long, ſhort, broad, and narrow. 
From the Equality and inequality : thoſe are equal in which the Fleſh is alike 
plain ; unequal, when it is corroded more 1n one place than another. From 
the Part affeted ; ſome Ulcers are in the Fleſh, others in the Membranes ; 
or in this or that Part, internal, or external. Differences from the Cauſes 
will be beſt underſtood by viewing the Cauſes themſelves. 

The accidental Differences are taken from thoſe things whichare not intrin- 
ſecal to the nature or conſtirution of an Ulcer ; as, to have Inflammation, Tu- 
mour or PutrefaCtion joyned with them,as Phlegmon, Eryſipelas,Cancer,Gangre- 


na,Callus Varix, or Caries : Allo from the Symproms ; ſome Ulcers are PReges

Therefore firſt we ſhall ſpeak of Ulcers in general : 2. of a Simple Ulcer : 

2. of Uttcers with Invemperces:. 4. of Uicers with Pain : 5. of Fluxion : 6, of 
Ulcers with Hyperſarcoſis or ſuperfluous fleſh : 7. of Ulcers with Carzes : 8. f

epulota : 11.0f Ulcers with YVarzix : and, laſtly, of Sinuous Ulcers. I ſhould 
alſo treat of Fiſtulous Ulcers from Gangrene and Sphacelms ; but they have 
been heretofore occaſionally put intothe Treatiſe of Wounds, to which I refer 
Ou. 

—__ F We ſhall begin with Ulcers in general, and treat firſt of tl:eir Caſes; of 

mavowir'og which ſome are internal, others external : both are ( if we ſpeak ot imme- 
diate Cauſes) corroding 'Humours, which eat away the Fleſh, Mem- 
brane, Cc. 

If this corroſive quality arrive from Internal Cauſes, it oweth its Original 
totheexceſs of an acrid Serum : which Serum if it mixeth with any other Hu. 
mour, whether Choler, Phlegm, Bloud, Melancholy, &c. gets a degomi- 
nation from that. 

Theſe Humours, 'when they abound ſo far in the Body as to exceed that 
Temperament ad juſtitiam which is always neceſſary to health, ( to which 
Temperament a latitude muſt be allowed, ) are apt. to ſeparate from the 
whole Maſs, and flow either quite out of the Body by natural Excretions, oc 
elfe upon ſome Members af it ; whether they be carried thither by their own 
ſource, or drawn by ſome attraQive caule. 

Being ſo caſt out from the Maſs of bloud, they are no longer ſubjeQ to the 
Balſam of that, but becomeacrimonious and corroſive : and by how much 
the longer the Humour hath been extravaſated, by ſo much the more acrid it 
becomes, and is the more corroding ; acquiring in irs degeneration a quality 
ſuitable to the Humour out of which it is engendred. 

The External Cauſes are Poifons, corrohive and cauſtical Medicaments. 
Nor do weexclude aCtual Fire, Hot water, ſcalding Oil: to which may be 
referred the Contagions of Scabby, Leprous and Pocky perſons, which are 
communicated to the Skin, andexulcerate it, and beget $ #1 like Diſeaſe. 

From theſe diverfities of Cauſes different ſorts of Excremeats flow : three 
ſorts whereof give name to Ulcers. 

1. The ones a thin ſerous Humour, called Saxies, by the Greeks Ichoy ; by 
others Virus, from whence they are called virw/ent. Celſus reckoneth two ſorts 
of Sanies; the one he calleth 1497, and the ather Melicera, They are taken 
notice of by Fabricius Hildanys. The Ichor is a thin whitiſh Gleer incident to 
ill-diſpoſed Ulcers, eſpecially amongſt the Nerves and Tendons. The Melice- 
riaisa thick glutinous Humour of a pale colour, and it may be yellowiſh, not 
unlike Honey, from whence it taketh its name. This alſoaffefts Ulcers of 
ill condition near and in the Joynts, where the Membranesand Tendonsare 

—_ eroded. But that which we generally inour common Chirurgery call Saxies 
| is, a thin excrementitious Humour begotten from abundance of ſerofity in 


Ulcers, and rendering them humid, - Of which Humours ſome are > oy 
reddifh- 


— = 
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+eddiſh-coloured, others cold and pale-coloured. Theſe are called Sanious 


Ulcers. | 
2. There is a ſecond ſort of Matter affecting Ulcers that is thick, generated 


ofahundance of groſs tough Humours,and rendering the Ulcer foul ; whence 
it is called a Sorard Ulcer. This kind of Sores ditterethas itis white or gray- 
ih, though unequally coagulated, or elſe as itis blackiſh and feerid. 

. The third fort of Matter is of a middle conſiſtence between thick and 
thin ; ſometimes ofa greeniſh or yellowiſh colour, and then it hatha rank 
ſmell ; but for the molt part it is ofa white colour, and is called Pxs or Mat- 
ter. And this is ſuppoſed to proceed from a benign Serum flowing to the Part 
affeted for its nutriment ; which, by reaſon of the weakneſs of the Part, is 
not aſſimilated, but converted into a whwiſh ſubſtance, and giverh the name 
of a Purulent Ulcer. 

Theſe Differences of Excrement in a Sore are beſt underſtood by confj- 
dering the Cauſes of their generation. For it the nutritious Serum be well 
conditioned, and the Part not affetted with Wound, Tumour, or other pre- 
ternatural weakneſs, it is by Nature converted into nouriſhment : but if 
there be a Solution of continuity, then ſhe, failing of her firſt intention, 
ateth according to hcr ability, and according to the quality of the Serum, If 
the Conſtitution be good, and the Serum well-conditioned, then we find a 
ludable Ps to ariſe, which is white, ſmooth, and calie to the Part, andeve- 
ry day approacheth nearer and nearer to the true nutritious Juice, till by de- 
grees the Ulcer fills up with Fleſh and heals. But if it degenerate towards a 
ſharp virulent Serum, then the Ulcer appeareth full of a thin Ichor or Santes, 
Nature's Balſam being weak, and her heat inſufficient for a due concoQtion 
ofthe Matter, If the Bloud grow phlegmatick, its Serum is {0 too, and grow- 
eth groſs and ſlimy, and wanting heat, doth corrupt into a thick glutinous 
Matter, which wecall Sordes; and ſometimes a (tiaking Matter, which 
makes a Putrid Ulcer. 


An Ulcer, if it be in the outward Parts, is diſcoverable by the ſight. Ifit $igns. 


be inward, viz. in the Ventricle, Guts, Urerus, Kzareys, &c. it mult be guel: 
ſedat by the Excrements that come from it, andother Symptoms. The great- 
neſs and littlenefs is likewiſe diſtinguiſhable by the eye, if it be in the Superfi- 
cies. But Ulcers that are deep require farther ſearch of Probes, &c. and, if 
inward, muſt be preſumed proportionable to the quantity of the Matter that 
flowerh from them. Equality and Inequality arealſo judged by the view ; ſo 
Sinuoſty and Caries by Probing. | 

'Sanious Ulcers are known by the undigeſted Serum that gleets from them : 
and if che Gleet be corrohive, we find the fleſh waſte apace. If that Eroſion 
be with jagged and callous/Lips, it is Phageaera, or at leaſt virulent, If the 
Matter iſſuing out be ſlimy and groſs, it is a ſordid ; if fatid and corrupt, 
itis a putrid Ulcer. If it be only ſuperficially corrolive and ſpreading, it is 
a Herpes exedens, 

The nearneſs ofa Nerve, Tendon or Ligameat, is beſt underſtood by the 
pain, which is commonly acute. If a Nerve ly near, and cauſe pain, it is apt 
rocontraft the Lim, or cauſe Convulfion, An Artery if near, 1s diſcovered 
by Pulfation. 


To make a right Prog noftick in the Cure of Ulcers, we ought firſt to ob- progne- 
ſerve well the greatneſs of the Diſcaſe,. and what ſtrength the Patient hath fick. 


to overcome it :' for if that be deficient, our endeavours to cure them will 
prove vain, | 
The greatneſs of the: Diſeaſe is known, either by the quality of the Part 
affefted, or by the depth or other conditions of the Ulcer. p 
$ 
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Cure. 


As to the quality of the Part : Thoſe in the Skin are not dangerous, nar 
dirficult of Cure,but as _ are accompanied with Intemperies. Ulcers in the 
EmunQories, by reaſon of the great Veſſels, may be dangerous,and through 
moiſture of the place are difficult of Cure. Thoſe near any principal Part ate 
not without danger, for that by their CR the neighbouring Viſcers 
may ſuffer. Ulcers in the Muſcles of the Spine of the back and 1n great 
Joynrs are of great danger and hard Cure: amongſt the Tendonsand Bones 
of the Hands and Feet they are painful, by reaſon of their exquilite ſenſe, and 
of difficult Cure. 

Thedepthand largeneſs of the Ulcer makes the Cure hazardous : for in 
great and wide Ulcers the native heat is much weakned ; and if they pene. 
trate under any great Artery, Nerveor Tendon, that you cannot fately lay 
them open, the Cure muſt needs be {low, and the great diſcharge of Matter 
may exhauſt the Spirits of the Patient. 

The Condition cfthe Ulcer is of great moment in Prognoſtick : where ve 
are toconſider both the quantity and the quality of the Humour flowing tg 
it. If it be in adepending Part, and the Body plethorick, the very multitude 
of Humours(though other wiſe not bad)is a ſufficient impediment of a Cure; 
ſo alſo if the quality be amiſs, though the quantity be not great. For wheq 
the Ulcer is accompanied with a dry Intemperies, it frequently eludes your 
Medicines. The caſe is as bad when Ulcers have continued ſo long as to bring 
an habitual Dyſcraſy upon the Part : as we ſee in the Nome and annual Ul 
cers, which are either not cured at all, or with danger tothe lite of the Pati- 
ent. A degree heyond theſe are the Phagedznical Ulcers, and worſt of all the 
Cancerous and Sphacelous: ofall which in their due places. 

In the Cure of Ulcers in general, we ſhall conſider the Ulcer firſt as. itis 
ſimple, with Solution of continuity and Erotion; then as it is compounded, 
and hath orher Symptoms or Indiſpolition joyned with it. 

The Simple Ulcer, asit conliſteth in a Solution of continuity, requireth 
Union ; andas it hath loſt of ſubſtance, Reſtauration : and this 1s effected by 
Exſiccation ; for {o long as the Ulcer continueth ſanious or ſordid, jt cannot 
heal : therefore in ſuch caſes Digeſtion or Deterſion are required. 

Theloſs of ſubſtance iseither of Skin or Fleſh. If only the Skin be wan- 
ting, the Fleſh is ſo to he dried with Medicameats, as the Juices coming thi- 
ther may be hardened into a callous ſubſtance reſembling Skin ; for that itis 
a ſpermatick Part, and cannot be regenerated. It the Fleſh be wanting, it 
muſt berenewed : which work is performed by the benefit of Nature out of 
a part of that bloud which was deſigned for the nouriſhment of that Mem- 

ber. But foraſmuchas in the generation of Fleth in an Ulcer there is a two- 
fold Excrement ſeparated, the one thin, the other thick ; cthethin, as I ſaid, 
requireth to be dried up, and the thick to be dererged. 

But in the Cure of Compound Ulcers many Indications are requilite,accor- 
ding to the variety of Cauſes and Symptoms which attend them. In the appli 
cation of Medicaments tothoſe Ulcers you ought to conlider their beginning, 
augment, ſtate, and declination. In the beginning the Santes is crude and wa 


'teriſh, and requireth the benefit of ConcoQtion, whereby it may be made 


thicker,and turned into good Matter ; in which caſe Suppuratives are of ule; 
which is not Allowable in putrid Ulcers, for in that caſe they increafe Purre- 
fation ; and in purulent ones alſo they render the Ulcer morelax,& ar length 
ſordid. If the indiſpoſition of the Ulcer be cauſed meerly by the pain, Suppu- 
ratives are convenient ; for by their digeſtive and lenient quality they mitt- 
gate the pain,and thereby remove the Cauſe: which Suppuratives are to be 


continued till the Matter be well concofted. And for this reaſon it 1s wm uſe 
them 
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them in the beginning, [elt the extravaſated Humours ſhould corrupt, and fiir 
up pain and Inflammation. In the AugMent, when the Matter is leſs in 
vantity and thicker, we ule Detergents tocleanle it. Tn the State, when 
the Ulcer is well cleanſed, 1t may be reaſonable to uſe Sarcoticks : and in the 
Declination, as the Ulcer fills with Fleſh, we do our endeavours by E pulo- 
ticks tOCICAtriZe it. 

But if the Ulcer labour under any Diſtemper or Symptom, whether it be 
internal or external, as Influx of ſharp corrolive Humours, whether they 
abound in the whole Habit of body,or affect only the Parrt it ſelf; they are all 
to be removed before you can hope for Cure. The conſideration of which 
indicaterh many Intentions : we fhall reduce them to four heads. The hirlt 
ſhall be of a regulation in Diet, and the other Non-naturals : the ſecond of 
Evacuation, Revulfion, and Derivation of the antecedent Matter : the third 
ſhall have a regard ro the Part in which the Ulcer is ſeated, to {trengthen it 
2painſt the Infiux : and the fourth and lalt treateth of a due application of 
Medicines to the Ulcer it ſelf. 

1. To fatisfie the Firſt Intention, their Diet ſhall be proportioned to the 
frength of the Patient,according as th: Humours are peccant in quantity or 
quality, and abound in the whole Body, or in ſome particular Part ; that 
their heat and acrimony may be contemperated. To which purpoſe there is 
regard to be had that the Air be good, and their Exercile, Pathons of the 
mind, &c, be moderated, according as hath been ſaid, inthe former Treatile, 
of Turmours in 2eneral. 

2. The ſecond Intention conliſteth of Evacuation, Revullion, and Deriva. 
tion of che Humours. If they abound in quantity, or oftead through their 
evil quality, it may be made either by Bleeding, it their {trength permit, and 
other things be conſentancous, which allo makes Revullion ; or by Purging 
or Vomiting. 

Derivation is always made in the remote Parts, and according to the re- 
Gitude of the Veſſels, either by opening a Vein by Lancet, or by the appli- 
cation of Leeches, Cupping-glafſes, Bliſtering-plaiſters, Friction, Binding, 
&c. for which I refer youto the Treatiſe of Tymonrs. | 

3. The Third Intention hath regard to the weakneſs and Intemperies of 
the Part affected : ro which purpole the Humours may be intercepted ia their 
courſe by the applicarion of aſtringent and repellent Medicaments on the 
found Parts above the Ulcer, in the nature of Detenſatives. It che Member 
be dependenr, the raiſing of it up, and placing it equal with or higher than 
the rett of the Body, may be of great advantage : the Influx may allo be re- 
ſtrained, and the Part ſtrengthened by expullive Bandage. We may alſoby 
Alteratives correct their acrimony, and, if the Humours be too ſerous, in- 
craffate them, or, if otherwiſe they offend, rectiftie them by their contraries. 
How farther to reſiſt the various Symptoms attending Ulcers {hall beſet 
down in the particular Cure of each ſeveral Species. 

4. The Fourth Intention is in curing the Ulcer it ſelf; which is, as I have 
already ſaid, by drying up the excrementitious ſerous Humour, and deterg- 
ing the more groſs. The Medicaments proper thereto, with the method in - 
applying them, ſhall be treated of in the particular Cure of each Ulcer, to 
which I haſten.

Kinds, 
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Of a Simple Ulcer. 


GPs ns Uleer isa Solution of Continuity with Eroſion, having no other 
£'\X Symptom or remarkable Aﬀection joyned with it. Of theſe, Authors 
make two kinds ; the one only with Skin off, and the other with the loſs of 
Skin and ſome part of the Fleſh. As they call the firlt p/anwm: or equal, ſo they 
call this latter cavum, The former is inconſiderable : the Cure of the latter] 
ſhall here deliver. 

In the doing of which two things offer themſelves : the one is the generati. 
on of Fleſh, to fill up that Cavity ; and the other is the making a Czcatrix, to 
unite the ſeparated Lips of the Ulcer. 

To the proſecution of the firſt Intention,in reſtoring the loſtFleſh,it is neceſ: 
fary that thePart afteCted be free from diſtemper:for the generation of Fleſhis 
the work of Nature, and her ſtrength conſiſts in the juſt temperament of the 
Part ; which being ſo, our endeavour ought to be, that the Succrs nutritia, 
whereoftheFleſh is generated,be good, $ that it low moderately into thePart 
ateted. To which purpole a good Diet muſt here alſo be oblerved, witha 
regulation of the Non-naturals ; that the Air be temperate, Exerciſe mode. 
rate, and in ſome caſes none atall. In Sleeping and watching a mediocrity 
ought to be obſerved ; natural Evacuations are to be continued,and theQuiet 
of the mind to be preſerved. Iftheſe things be duly oblerved, and the tone of 
the ulcerated Part preſerved by the moderate inflowing of good Juices, and 
the Matter in the Ulcer well digeſted,it is then capable of being healed : bit 
if the Ulcer be too dry,moiſt,or crude and undigeſted,it cannot incarn.There- 
fore it behoves that we conſider the temper of the Part ulcerated,and the Ex- 
crements flowing thereout,and thence take indication whether to ule Suppu- 
ratives or Detergents,and when Sarcoticks are conventent,or one more than 
another. Suppurarives ought to be of a lenient quality, temperately hot and 
moiſt, proportioned to the Habit of body, as its weak or ſtrong, and to the 
temper ofthe Part they are to be applied unto. The common Digeſtive is te- 
rebinthina in tender bodies, with far.tritici,a little crocus pulv. cum vitell.ovi, In 
drier bodies we add far. hordei, fabar. colophon, this, pulv. ſem. fenugreci : to 
which we ſometimes add mel. roſat. & ſyr. de rof. ſicc. Unguent. baſilicon is not 
inferiour toany. Theſe Medicaments ought to be of a moderate conliſtence: 
not too liquid, leſt they make the Fleſh too lax, or run off the Pledgits, and 
leave them uncaſie to the Sore, For the ſame reaſon your Medicaments are 
not to be of too hard a conliltence. The deeper Ulcers may admit of the more 
I;quid, that they may reach to the bottom. They are tobe uſed upon Lintin 
the form of Pledgits, Doffils, or Teats ; and over them may be applied Re- 
frigerants, ro contemperate the heat of the Part, and reliſt the Fluxion. 

Suppuratives areof no longer ule than till the Matter be well digeſted ; for 
through the too long uſe of rhem the Ulcer may be made ſordid : therefore 
when the Matter appears well digeſted, we mix Detergents with them, to 
cleanſe the Ulcer.Of the milder fort is this : R rerebinth.lot.in ag.acetoſ Fiv.ſwe, 
apii Iv). cog. ad conſumpt. ſucci,deinde adde vitell,unius ovi. Such 1s munaif.Park 
celſj. In theſe kind of Ulcers I have frequently digeſted,deterged and incarned 
by the uſe of Merc. precipit. mixt with «»guent. baſilicon more or leſs. The 
Ulcer deterged,( which you may know by the good condition of the Matter, 
together with the ruddy colour and firmneſs of Fleſh,)you may then preg 
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by Sarcoticks. In the uſe of which you are to remember, that in the genera- 
ting of Fleſh two ſorts of Excrements ariſe, the one thin, called Sanzes, the 
other thick,diſtinguiſhed by the name of Sordes. How they diſturb the Ulcer 
in its healing, I have elſewhere told you, and now adviſe you that you conſi- 
der the temper of the Part,and what Senle it hath,& fit Sarcoticks accord ing- 
ly, moderately ro dry and cleanſe; leſt through error therein by over-drying 
ou conſume the Fleſh you deſigned to raile,or by too moiſt Applications ren- 
der.ic corrupt. The ſeaſon of the year is herein- to be obſerved : for in the 
hotter ſeaſon Medicaments more cooling are required, and in cold weather 
more heating. Therefore at ſuch times we put thicker Compreſs, and take 
more turns with our Rowls, than in hot weather. The Habit of body is alſo 
to be regarded. For in lax and tender Bodies Sarcoticks require to be mode- 
rately @ying, ſuch as are ol1banum, thus, aloe, cort. thuris, far fanugraci, 
orobi, &c. The Compounds are, »nguent. matriſylv. or baſilicon magn. diapom- 
pholyg. unguent. tutie, calaminaris:: orthis; B myrrhe, aloes, an. thuris 5), 
maſtich. 38. gum, elemt 511). terebinth. Venet. Ziv. ol. hyperici q. [. fiat Unguentum, 
The more drying are, rad. ireos, ariſtoloch. rot. far. lupinor. ſarcocoll. aſa f#ti- 
ds made up with mel deſpumat. 

If theſe Medicanfents be well proportioned to the nature of the Ulcer, the 
Matter will appear of good colour and conliſtence, and in leſs quantity, and 
the Fleſh of a natural colour, firm, and drawing into a healing condition. 
But if the Medicaments were toodrying, the Fleſh in the Ulcer will be pale, 
the Matter thin, and the Parts about heated with the diſturbance. 

The Ulcer incarned, you are to endeavour to cicatrizeit by drying the 
Fleſh intd Callws : and foraſmuch as Calls is drier and harder than Fleſh, 
therefore your Medicaments ought to be more drying than thoſe you incarn- 
ed with, and to be endued with an aſtringent Quality. 

The making ofthis Callws is the work of Nature, yet 1s furthered by the ap-. 
plication of Medicaments, ( as have ſaid. ) If theremperament of the Part 
be weil diſpoſed, you may obſerve the Ulcer to skin from the edges while it 
is filling with Fleſh within, and without the help of Epuloticks: but where 
the Part hath been long affeted with Ulceration, it is uſually weak and out 
of temper, and is very difficult to cicatrize ; therefore ic requires Epuloticks 
accordingly more drying andaſtringent. | 

The milder cicatrizing Simples are, bolus Armen. ſang. dracon. creta, putt, 
oft reorum combuſt. roſ. rub. balauſt. ſumach, calx lota, == plumb, uſt um, tutia, 
A mixture of {ome of theſe may be ſprinkled upon the Ulcer, or a Decoction 
of them applicd upon Lint. The ſtronger are, /acchar.Saturni, vitriol Rom.es 
uſt. ſquame eris, ferri, croc, Martis aſtringens. Thele Powders may be mixed 
with Unguents. Or, Re unguent. calaminaris, Emplaſtr. griſei, an. 5). linim:nt, 
Arcei 36. ſacchar, Saturn. 5). cere q.ſ. fiat Emplaſtrum. Or ſome of the above- 
ſaid Powders may be decocted or diſſolved in proper Waters, and applied 
upon Lint, taking care that you do not by the uſe of them conſume the Fleſh, 
in ſtead of condenling it into Skin. 

The time of applying Epuloticks is, when the Fleſh is riſing up near 
the Lips of the Ulcer, ( before it grow too high) that it may be dried to 
cicatrize even with it ; for Nature 1s not wanting the while to incarn. There- 
fore if you defer the uſe of Epuloticks till the Fleſh be grown equal with 


the Skin, you will be forced to uſe Eſcaroticks, or make an unſeemly C:- 


catrix : toavoid which we generally apply Epuloticks to the edges while 
we areincarning the middle. For by the way you muſt*take notice, that 
none bur ill-conditioned Ulcers begin to cicatrize from the middle. If 


the Lips of the Ulcer lie not level with the Ulcer, it will not eaſily cica- 
Z irize ; 
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trize : therefore in ſuch caſe you muſt make a more ſtrict Compreſſion by 
Bandage. 


Mongft the various and ſundry ſorts of Ulcers that happen daily under 
my Cure, Ifind it difficult to make out one Simple Ulcer, as Authors 
havedeſcribed it to us, without other Symptom or Aﬀects joyned toit ; every 
Ulcer having ſomewhat of diſtemper till it be digeſted and brought into a 
healing condition. In which regard we ſhall call that a Simple Ulcer which 
hath feweſt Accidents attending it, and ſhall give youan Inſtance of one in 
a Gentleman, who having a ſmall incontiderable Puſh riſen upon one of hig 
Legs on the outſide, he not taking notice of its mattering, it adhered to hig 
Stocking, and became ulcerated in the Skin, witha ſmall Inflammation and 
Swelling. I dreſſed the Ulcer with »nguert. — upon a Pledgit gf Lint, 
applying Emplaſtr. oxelei with a ſoft Comprels of linen over it, andTowled 
it up from the Small of the leg to the Gartering, adviſing him to favour his 
Leg what he could, by laying it ſometimes upon a Stool. Thus in two or 
three days it was digeſted, and freed of the Inflammation and Swelling, 
From that time I dreſſed it with «ngnert, tutie Vigon. by which I cicatrized 
the Ulcer to the compaſs of a ſilver Half-peny.The Patient ſuppoling himſelf 
cured left off the uſe of the Bandage, and gave himſelt the liberty ro walk 
abroad : upon which the Lips of the Ulcer grew high, and became inca- 
pable of cicatrizing that way. I therefore made a Paſte of Ceruſe with «x 
went. roſat, which with Compreſsand Bandage prelled the Lips even with 
the Ulcer, andcicatrized it in three or four days, whilſt he was attending 
his affairs at home, | 
Such another was commended to my hands by Doftor Weatherly. The 
Ulcer was in the Leg, and had been very vexatious to the Parient : it was ac- 


companied with ſome little Fluxion, enough to relax the Parts, and keep the 
Ulcer from digeſting, and conſequently from healing. Idrefſed it as in the 
former Obſervation hath been ſaid ; only in ſtead of a Rowler I put on a lz- 
ced Stocking : by the wearing of which the Humours were reſtrained, and 
the Patient cured himſelfin few days by the Unguents foremeationed, 
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fets : Therefore the Cure mult neceſſarily vary accordingly. For which 
cauſe we ſhall now treat of Ulcers as they have Symptoms or Diſcaſes joyn- 
ed with them ; and begin with thoſe that labour under Intemperies, whether 
from corrupt Juices in the whole Body, or Imbecillity in ſome particular 
Part. Whatever it is, that Cauſe muſt be firſt removed, before you can hope 
to make good Digeſtion in order to the incarning or cicatrizing of the Ulcer. 

Intemperies is (imple, or compound. The Simple are four, hot, cold,moiſt, ,..,. 
and dry : the Compound are, hot and moiſt, hat and dry,cold and moiſt,cold 
anddry. We ſhall begin our Difcourſe with the Hot Intemperies. 

A hot Intemperies may ariſe from a Fermentation of the Serum in the Hot 1s- 
bloud, and that from ill Habit of body, iy Diet, or the like ; alſo from heat of "#7 
the Air, or keeping the Part aftetted too hot, by lapping too many Cloaths 
or Rowlers upon 1t, or by reaſon of too ſtrict Bandage, or by the applicati- 
on of too ſharp Medicaments. 

A cold Intemperies is cauſed by abundance of pituttous Humours, or by ex- «11 ,._ 
poling the Ulcer too much to the air in the time of dreſſing, or by the not remyeries. 
enough defending it in cold weather by good Compreſies andGandage, or 
through the application of Medicaments too cooling. q 

A dry Intemperies may be occaſioned by the exhauſting of the natural heat, Dry «- 
asin long chronick Diſeaſes, Heftical indiſpolittons,or by tooſlender Diet,or ***r. 
the like ; alſo through defe&t of Aliment in the Partit felt for want of uſe, as 
it frequently happens where Ulcers have long aftetted the Member. 

A moiſt Intemperies may proceed from abundance of Humours in the Moiſt Jn. 
and Imbecillity of the Part affeQted from hard Bandage or too (labby Apppli- 99m 
cations, or poſſibly want of Bandage, Wet and foggy weather is frequent- 
lya cauſe of it. 

If the Intemperies be hot, the Ulcer and Parts about it are red, and the Signs of 
Patient complains of heat in the Ulcer. Alſo the Marter is ſharp, whence a **: 
pricking and burning 15 frequently felr, and ſometimes an itching in the Part. 

The Cauſe preceding will ſhew the nature of the Intemperies. 
Theſe forts of Ulcers are relieved with cooling Medicaments, and exaſpe- 


rated by thoſe that hear. 

The cold Intempertes may be diſtinguiſhed by the livid or pale colour of the Signs of 
Ulcer and Parts about it ; the Fleſhin the Ulcer 1s whitiſh and looſe ; the Pa- cold. 
tient alſo complains of cold. It findsreliet by Medicaments that are heating. 

A moilt Intemperies may be judged by rhe too much humidity in the U1- Signs of 
cer : and if that Humour be not acrimonious, the Fleſh will be luxurious 
and flaccid. The great diſcharge of excrementitious Humours and the Ha- 
bit of body will evidently diſcover the Cauſe. 

A dry Intemperies is for the molt part judged by the Habit of the body, it Signs of 
being lean and dry ; the Member or Part dileaſedis alſo dry and ſqualid, the 97: 
Lips thin and lank, and with little moiiture. 

By the Signs of theſe Simple Intemperies the Compound may be judged of, Progne. 

As all Ulcers complicated with great Diſeaſes are of difficulc Cure, and ** 
therefore called Cacoethe:{o thceſeUlcers labouring under II 


they be well handled, are hard of Cure, and may be truly reckoned —_—

I? frequently happens that Ulcers are ſubject to various complicated AF-

perics, 
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cer with 
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the Cacoethe, malign and rebellious Ulcers. But thoſe accompanied with 
Siccity are the worſt ; for that we are neceſlitated ro neglect the Cure of the 
Ulcer, to ſuccour the Part affected. The Cure is alſo long in etteCting, by 
reaſon that the whole Habit of body requires by HumeCQtation to be altered, 
which is a work'of time : whereas the Ulcer diſtempered with heat, cold,or 
moiſture, may be cured while you are removing the Intemperies. *-; 


"TH E Cure of theſe Ulcers conſiſts in the removing of the Intemperies, 

|S Therefore in the firſt place youare to conſider . whether it be hot, cold, 
moiſt, or dry, and endeavour to reſtore the diſeaſed Part to its natural temper 
by its contraries; as if it be hot, treatir with Retrigerants, to the moiſt apply 
Deſiccants, and ſo the reſt : having care the while that you do not neglect the 
Cure of the Ulcer. But if ir be ſo that both may not be relieved at one and the 
ſame time, then you are to regard that which moſt requires your help. If the 
Ulcer be accompanied with a hot Intemperies, that mult be firſt removed by 
Refrigerants of an aſtringentand repellent quality, milder or {tronger accor. 
ding to the greatneſs or {malneſs of the Diltemper. Alſo a cooling and moi- 
ſtening Diet is to be obſerved, with gegulation of the Non-naturals. If there 
be Plethora, Purging and Bleeding are neceſſary, as well for Evacuation ag 
Revulſion. The Ulcer it ſelf requires detergent and exficcant Remedies : Bur 
in conſideration that the hot Iztemperies conſumes the humidity in the Ul 
cer, and renders it leſs moiſt, therefore theſe Ulcers are to be treated with the 


- milder Driers, yet with regard to the greatneſs of the I»temperies, and the 


quantity of Matter the Ulcer diſcharges. The Topicks are unguent. d/apum: 
phol. tutiz, album, unguent. e plumbo, * calce, baſilicon, with Pracipitate. 
The external Remedies to be applied over the Part affected, to abare the 


heat of the Intemperies, may be unguent. album camphorat. Emplaſtr,  atapaim, 


cum ſuccts, Emplaſtr. oxeleum, &c, unguent. refrig, Galeni, nutritum, & popule. 
on. The Unguents may be applied ſimply, or made into a Cerote with white 
Wax. Over them may be applied cloaths dipt in Oxycrate, or red Wine, or 
Juices of fo/. plantag. polygon. lattuc. burſ. paſtoris, with acetum, or red Wine, 
wherein have been infuled flor. rof. rnb. bacc. myrtill, balauſt. ſumach, &C. 


A Reverend Divine of a good age, having laboured ſome months undef an 
Ulcer on the inſide of his right = along the Shin-bone with much pain, ſent 
for me. The Part affeted was diltempered with great heat, and the Ulcer 
diſcharging a Sazies,endeavours had been uſed to digeſt it cum terebinth.& wi- 
tcl. ovi, and {uch like, unſucceſsfully, I fomented the Ulcer and Parts about 
with Claret-wine, and dreſſed it with two parts of «»guent. djapompholyg.and 
one part of «xenent. baſiticox maj. with Precipitate. Upon the Lips of it I ap- 
plied Pledgits ſpred with «nguent. diapomphol. and an Emplaiter of ſome of 
the ſame d/apomphol. overall, with Compreſs wrung out of the Wine, and 
rowled it uplightly,placing his Leg in bed as before. The next day I brought 
a DecoQtion of fol. plantag. ſummitat. rubi, equiſeti, flor. roſ. rubr. _—y to 
which I added ſome Wine ;and while it was heating I took of the Dreſlings, 
and found the heat ſomewhat allay'd,and the Ulcer well diſpoſed to Digetli 
on. I ſtuped the Ulcer, dreſſing the Parts about with #nguert. tutie mag Vig. 
and rowled it upas before. By this method the hot Intemperies removed, and 
the Ulcer digelted : after which by the help of anger. deſiccativar and the 
Alume-ſtone I cicatrized it firm, to the fſatisfattion of the Patient and his 
Relations, leaving him again to the cate of his Phyſicians Sir Alex. F.and 
Sir Fr. P. by whole order I made him a Fontagel, and ſome while after put 


him on a laced Stocking. 
In 
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vancein Diet and other Non-naturals, as hath been preſcribed in cold; 
Tumours, with Purgations to evacuate the Cacochymia, and alterative De- 
coftions to attenuate and dry the Humours. Outwardly are required Medi- 
caments heating ; and, foraſmuchas it is the nature ofcold to ſtreighten the 


' Pores and harden the fleſh in Ulcers, they ought alſo to be attenuating and 


rarefying. The Medicaments proper to dreſs the Ulcer ought to be drying 
and detergent. The degrees of theſe qualities mult be taken from the Sita 

r of the Ulcer and PartaffeQted, as it is much or little ; alſo from the Age 
of the Patient, and Seaſon of the year ; and from the greatneſs or ſmalneſs 
of the Ulcer. 

The Intemperies of the Part we corre by Decottions of abſinth. ſcabioſ; 
agrimon. ſalv. betonic. flor.cham, bace. lauri, juniperi,with the addition of Wine 
or ſpirit. vini, and all thoſe Medicaments propoſed in the Cure of Oedema- 
tous Tumours, applied hor with Stupes. Thoſe proper to deterge the Ulcer 
are, mundif. ex apto, mundif. Paracelſ. unguent. apoſtalor. The Emplaſtersare, 
diachyl. treat. de betonica, barbarum magn. diaſulphuris, flos unguentorum. Afﬀ- 
ter which you may proceed with Sarcoticks and Epuloticks, as ſhall be 


ſaid, 


A perſon of about twenty five years of age, ofa groſs fat Body, was vexed ovrervix, 


withan Ulcer in his-right Leg. The Ulcer was large,crude and undipeſted, 
and the Lips thick,the Parts about the Ulcer pale,and yielding to impreſſion. 


Ifomented the Ulcer and Parts about with Wine, fill d up the Ulcer with temperice. 


Przcipitate,and applied anguent. Nicotiane over it, with Emplaſtr, de ſanayce, 
Compreſs and Bandage,and dreſled it not again till the third day.In the while 
Ipurged him with an Apozeme made with a Decod?. polypodii,ſenne,rhabarb, 
avaric. ſem. carthams, to which was added ſyr.de ſpin, cerv. and put him into a 
Decottion of ſara, /ign. guaiaci,ſaſſafras,&c, then provided a laced Stocking 
and a Fomentation made of abſinth. hyperic. centaur. flor. cham, bacc. myrtill.gof. 
r4br, and balauft. boiled in Wine and Water, with an addition of ſpirit, wint : 
after that I rook off Dreſſings, fomented the Part attected,and dreſſed the U1- 
cer cam ungnent Nicotiane,with a mixture of palv. precipitat.and Emplaſtr. dis- 
chyl. ireat. and laced on the'Stocking with a good Compreſs under it. By 
which I brought the Ulcer to Digeſtion, flatred the Lips even, diſpoſedit to 
Incarn, and afrerwards cicatrized the Ulcer with Pledgits preſſed out of a 
ſtir. vini wherein was diſſolved a few grains of ſacchay.

N the Cure of an Ulcer with a moiſt Intemperies abby and greaſie Medica- Cure of a 
ments are to be forborn, and drying to be uſed : and,in conlideration that —_ 


the Part is weakned by the too much humidity, youare to mix Corrobora- 
tives ofan aſtringent faculty ; the Ulcer alſo requireth tobe dried. The Me- 
dicamenrs ought to be proportioned according as the Iztemperies ates the 
whole Body, or ſome particular Part, and as the Ulcer is great 'or ſmall. 


' Diet, Air, Contemperatives arealſo here to be conlidered. The ſimple dry- 


ing Medicaments in theſe Ulcers are, Litharg. auri & argenti, minium, ceruſ- 
fa, plumb. nft. and the like, of which Medicaments may be made up. Or you 
may make choice of ſome of theſe Compounds. B plumbi uſti, diapompholyg. 
lot, an. 5j. ol. myrtill. & cere q.f. or, unguent. diapompholyg. tutie mag. unguent, 
e calce lot. nnguent. putritum, album camphorat. deficcatiuum rubr, 'Or, Be cad- 
mie 516, ernginis, «ris combuſt i, an.

N the Cure ofan Ulcer witha coid Intemperies there is required an obſer- Cure of

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ſummitat, abſinth. fol. beton. flor. roſ. rubr. ſummitat. rubi, bac. myrtill. nuc, cu. 
preſ]. balauſt. ſamach, &c. boiled 1n Wine or Oxycrate. Allo aq. calcis and 
aluminoſa are uſeful in the drying up of the humidity in the Ulcer and Party 


about 1t. 


A Gentleman of a full Body, between fifty and ſixty years of age, abound. 
ing with Cacochymia, and ſubjeCt ro Swellings in his Legs by reaſon of the 
Gout, which he was frequently aMicted with,by ſome accidentrubb'd the skin 
off his left Leg. He endeavoured the curing it by healing Medicamenrs,but ir 
was thereby the more exaſperated,and ſpred larger, I,obſerving the roo moiſt 
Intemperies of the Part, and the Matter crulted about upon the ſound edges, 
bathed it with aq.ca/cs,drefſed the Ulcerations with «xguent.de lithargyy. and 
applied a Comprels wrung out of the ſaid 49. calcis over that with good Ban- 
dage. After I had thus dreſſed him, I Jet him bloud in the Arm about ten 
ounces, and the next day purged him with half an ounce of Elect, caryocoſtin, 
But notwithſtanding theſe endeavours, I found in the taking oft Drellingsa 
greatdiſcharge of a hot ſerous Humour, which increaſed theUlcerationsmuch, 
I therefore cauſed aFomentation tobe made of ſome of the aforementioned In: 
gredients,to fortifie the weak Part againſt the Influx,and to dry upthe Ulcer, 
and applied my Pledgits,ſpred with Epuloticks, ſomewhat more diſtant one 
from another, that the thin Humour might get out between them ; then ap- 
plied a "Compreſs ſpred with #»guent. zutritum over all, rowled it up equally, 
repeated the Purgation, & ordered him each other night 3vj. /yr.de meconin in 
4.pipaveris rhead, with a little aq.cinnamom.hordeat. Obſerving in taking off 
my Dreſſings, that the Matter would in ſpite of my endeavours be hzre and 
there ſhut in by the Pledgits which lay uponthe edges of the Ulcerations, I 
fprinkled them with pulv. lap. t#tie preparat. and forbore the uſe of Pledgits 
there, ſuppoſing that w_ togive vent to the Matter,and at the ſame time ro 
cicatrize them,and the while dreſſed the Ulcer with Pledgits preſſed out of a 
ſtiprick DecoQion in ſome places,and in other with unguert. e plumbo. ButT 
found on the next Dreſſings that the Powder crufted upon the edges, and by 
retention of the Humour cauled Eroſion underneath. I then made a Solution 
of plp. lap. tutie, corn. cerv. uſt, calx lot. &c. in a Decottion of fol. plantay. ſa 
litis, ſuramitat. rubi & equiſeti, dipping little bits of tine Lawn in it, andap- 
plied Deſiccatives upon that ; on the edges, unguent. deſiccativum ruby, mixt 
with »nzuent. te calce lot. inthe middle I ſprinkled ſome Powders, as boli Ar 
men. corn. cerv. uſt. Various endeavours were uſed; but by this laſt way the 
Ulcerarion was cured. Then a laced Stocking was put on, which reſtored the 
Part to its natural tone. Of this Intempertes =to will find an Obſervation in 
Herpes, and another in the Treatiſe of Wounds, particularly that in the out- 
ſide of a young Nobleman's Leg, which puzled two eminent Chirurgeons as 
vellas my ſelf. And whereever you meet it, you ſhall find difficulty. 


N che Cure of an Ulcer with dry Inztemperies, you are to apply your endea- 

vours more immediately to the removing the [ztemperies,and content your 
ſelf the while in digeſting the Ulcer, and keeping it clean. You are here to 
conſider the Cauſe of the Drought ; whether it were from defeCt of Nouriſh- 
ment in the whole Body, or in ſome particular Part, or in both. Ifthe firlt, 
then a good Diet muſt bediretted of ſuch meats as are ofcaſie and good nutri- 
ment.In this caſe Wine is allowed to be moderately drank. In the ſecond and 
third caſes, you are toendeavour that the aliment be attracted into the affeQed 
Part by purting it upon aQtion,if it may conſiſt with the Cure of the Ulcer.O- 
cherwiſe Friction, Pitch Emplaiters, tal COIs 
al 
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and the like, are to be uſed, to ſtir up heat in the Part affeed. The Fomen- 
rations are tO be applied moderately warm, and the Member tobe bathed till 
it looks red and begins to ſwell : then you are to deſiſt ; for if the Member be 
longer fomented or chafed, you may diſſipate what you attratted, The Me- 
dicaments afterwards to be applied ought to be humeCting, as a mixture of 
Water and Oil ; alſo ſuch like Cerote may be applied : B& ſuc. biſmalve & 
parietarie 47.31). ol. amygaal. dulc. 3vy.cera albe q. /. fiat Ceratum, 
The while the Iztemptries is removing, the Ulcer may be dreſſed with the 
milder Digeſtives, or with «zgxezt. baſilicon and Precipitate ; whichis alſo a 
Detergeat and Sarcotick : or this ; R thuris, maſtich. ſarcocolls, an, 5; 

Ven, 36; cer albe q./. fiat Unguentum, Ta thetreat- 
ing of theſe Ulcers, you are to be careful thar you Applications to the Ulcer 
be not too drying, leſt you thereby bring the Iztemperzes again upon the Part. 
The Ulcer incarned, you may proceed with Epuloticks, as hath been all 
along delivered. 


A Youth ofabout thirteen years of age was brought out of the Country, oywryc: 
and lodged near me. He laboured under ſeveral Ulcers in his right Leg, one of an Ut 


cer with 


eſpecially upon an Exofoſis on the Os tibie 0n the inſide near the Ancle. The 


Ulcer was large, and of an oval figure, the Lips pale, dry and thin, the tewpeiee. 


Matter little and ſanious, the Leg it ſelf emaciated and {qualid ; which I fup- 
ſed was by the weakneſs of the native heat from not uſing of the Lim. 
[cauſed his Leg to be bathed with warm water, and dreſſed the Ulcers with 
unguent. baſilicon and Pracipitate, applying a Cerote over all ofa mixture of 
unguert .dialthee,ol.ex pedibus bovinis,and Wax; then rowled a ſoft Compreſs 
on it, toretain the Dreſſings on and _P it warm, and ordered his Diet as 
above ſaid. The lefſer Ulcers digeſted and cured by the ordinary Epuloticks ; 
but the larger upon the Exoſtoſis would not digeſt for three days together 
with any Medicaments : which gave me cauſe to ſuſpect the Bone under it to 
be carious, and that I ſhould be neceſſitated to lay it bare : but I could norb 
ſearch of my Probe feel it. I continued to nouriſh the Part by bathing it with 
emollient DecoCtions and Embrocations, with ol. ex ped. bovinis, and gave 
the Patient liberty to uſe his Leg by ſetting his Foot on the ground ; by 
which it ſwelled, and became more humid. After ſome while, when I ſaw 
the temper ofthe Member alter, I ordered a laced Stocking to be put on, for. 
that I could not with a Rowler make ſuch a Compreſſion ſo near the Ancle 
as I would, without cauſing a ſwelling in his Foot. I dreſſed it with Pled- 
pits of Lint dipt in a Solution of TinEure of Vitriol i» 4q. r«bi, and made tho 
Compreſſion over it ; by which method rhe Ulcer cured with a firm Cica- 
trix upon that Exoſftoſis. He went well cured out of my hands, and I ſuppoſe 
is wellto this day. Theſe kind of Ulcers are frequently ſeen in HeQtical and 
emaciated Bodies and withered Lims. | | 
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Of Ulcers with Pain, 


Ainis alſo one of the Symptoms which interrupts the Cure of Ulcers, 
P and affes the Part ſometime after the Ulcer is cured, whence various 
Accidents are ſtirred up, as Fever, Watching, and a Profternation of ſpi- 
rits. Therefore it requireth our utmoſt endeavours ſpeedily to remove or 
mitigate it. 

The Ca#ſes of Pain are acrid ſharp Humours corroding the Ulcer,and hex. 
ting the Parts about ; proceeding either from a repletion of evil Juices aboug- 
ding in the Body, or through miſapplication of Medicaments in Chirurgery, 
as not timely digeſting the Ulcer, or from too long uſe of Abſterlives. 

The Complaint of the Patient will demonſtrate the Pain, and the Sym- 
ptoms will ſhew the Cauſe; whether it ariſe from want of Digeſtion or De. 
terlion, the Matter will teſtifie, 

The removing of the Pain requireth a right diſtinguiſhing of its original 
Cauſe. The Habit of body is allo to be conſidered, how it 1s in fault : and 
accordingly as there is Plethora or Cacochymia,you ought to make Evacuation 
by Purging, or Bleeding, or both, anduſe contemperating Juleps, Opiats, 
and the like. Alſo the Patient's eating and drinking ought to be regulated 
proportionately. 

Theſe things premiſed, you are to apply your ſpeedy endeavours to re- 
move the Pain by proper Anodynes. If the Ulcer be ſanious, it wants Dige- 
ſtion ; and that 1s furthered by ſuch Medicaments as have a temperate heat, 
as we have already ſhewed. The heat in the Parts about may be mitigated by 
Lenients, as is before ſaid in Tumours, and after in Wounds, or by ſuch like; 
as the Mucilages of /em. cydon. pſyllii, althea, extracted in decodt. maluar, and 
far. hoxdei, croc. & vitell, ovi, axung. gallin, porcin, made into the form of a 
Cataplaſm, or with Wax intoa Cerote, or ceratum Galeni, or that with 
populcon : if more cooling be required, unguent. wntritum, alb, camphorat. fm- 
plaſtr. e bolo, &c. 

If the Pain ariſe from hot acrid Humours fretting the Ulcer, it may be 
dreſſed with aungaent. diapompholygos, or unguent, & plumbo, unguent. tutie 
{imply, or mixed with baſics, with a little Precipitate, with Compreſs 
wrung our of Oaycrete, or red Vine, whereby the heat may be contemperz- 
ted, andthe Part ſtrengthened to reſiſt the Influx, by which the Cure of the 
Ulcer may happily be effected. 

If the Pain be cauſed by a ſordid Matter ſticking to the bottom of the Ul- 
cer, and hindering tranſpiration, you cannot remove the Pain without De- 
terlives ; of which Merc. precipitat. is the beſt and mildeſt. 

Pain is ſo familiar an attendant of Ulcers,as it is not eaſe to repreſent you 
any one without it : but in complicated Ulcers it may not poſſibly be ſo eaſic 
to diſtinguiſh its Cauſe, nor yet ſo directly to demonſtrate the way of relie- 
ving it, as ina Simple Ulcer, where there 1s no other Symptom joyned with 
it. Amongſt which I ſuppoſe it may appear moſt conſpicuous in Fontanels; 
I therefore have chole to give you a few Inſtances of ſuch, but ſhall begin 


with one ariſing froman Accident. 
A perſon 


Patient ſaw her ſelf lo {ſuddenly cured,ſhe became well inclined to have a laced 
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Perſon of about forty years of age, of a full and ſ{corbutical Body, by *- Obſer- 

ſome accident broke her Shin,and endeavcuredthe curing of it : but it 
daily growing more paintul,and not to be endured, I was ſent for, and, ob{er- 
ving tl.e Ulcer ſanious, propoſed Digeltion as the only way to remove the 
Pain. 1 dreſſed the Ulcer with two parts ofthe common Digeſtive ex zere- 
binth. and one part of »nguert. tutie mag. ſpred upon a Pledgit. The Ulcer 
was of lo exquiſite ſenſe, that it would ſcarce bear the Pledgit. I applied 
unguent, alb. camphorat. ſpred Emplaſter-wiſe,with a Compreſs of ſoft Linen 
over it, and rowled it up from the Foot to the. Gartering lightly, a little to 
reſtrain the Influx. This method I continued three days, by which theUlcer 
was pretty well digeſted,and leſs paintul ; but the Leg was ſubject to Fluxion: 
and I doubted how it would cure {o ſuddenly as was expected without the 
helpof a more ſteady Bandage, meaning a laced Stocking But ſhe replied, they 
had alway made her lick. I then propoſed Purging. To which ſhe objected 
the want of convenience. I continued the drefſing of the Ulcer as before, till 
it was digeſied well ; then I dreſſed it with Pledgitsdipt in 49. ca/cis over- 
thwart the ends of the Ulcer, witha Pledgit of «ngzert. tutie in the middle, 
tocicatrize it from the end,and applied ungnent deſiccativ.rub. over themas an 
Emplaiier,then rowled it up ; by which it cicatrizedin a few days.Afeer the 


Stocking put upon that Leg,and,tinding no inconvenience by it,beſpake ano- 
ther for the other, and returned well ſatisfied ro her houſe in the Country. 

Some months after this perſon being again 1n the Town was grievoully 2. Obler. 
pained with a Fontanel in her left Arm, which ſhe had kept for the ſpace of 9%. 
eight ycars ; but now, not being able to eaſe her ſelf by the uſual method, ſhe Sordes. _ 
threw out the two Peaſe, and endeavoured to cure it : but it became more | 
painful, and would not heal. I,being ſent for,obſerved the Ulcer to retain the 
form che Peaſe had given it, by reaſon of a grayiſh viſcid ſordid Matter that 
covered the bottom and ſides thereof. This hindered rhe Tranſpiration, and 
ſtirred up a great heat about and in the Ulcer : the Lips grew turgid with 
the anguith, and ſo painful that ſhe could not endure the wiping the thin 
Ichor from it with a ſoft Rugin with her own hands. | 7 

This Ulcer required Deterlion,& the beſt Anodyne had been to have filled 
It with Przcipitate,and to have applied Lenients over it. But her complaints 
put me upon thedrefling it with ſuch Medicaments as ſhe had leaſt apprehen- 
fon of, which were »72guert.baſilicon with Pracipitate upon a Dol, which I 
laid in the Ulcer lightly with Pledgits of »guent. d:apomphol. over the Lips, 
and ungrent, album overall; ſhe faſtninga Cloath over it, according as it 
would bear. She then complained grievoully of the pain ſhe felt by the Dol- 
fil in the Ulcer, and was, as ſhetold me next morning, in a Fever all that 
n'ghr. Icontinued the ſame Dreſſings, only applied Emplaſtr. e bolo over all 
that Part near the Ulcer, which remitted the heat and pain thereabout ; 
but the Ulcer was exceſſive painful for the ſpace of two hours after dreſſing : 
yet the Lips of the Ulcer had caſt off part of the Sordes, and the Ulcer ir 
ſelf looked better afrer three or four days Dreſſings. The Parts without 
were ſo well tempered, that ſhe could bear a Compreſs and Bandage : but 
the Pain in the Ulcer continued for ſome hours after dreſſing, and returning 
again in the evening, laſted a great part of the night. Upon which conlide- 
ration I defired her ro give me leave to dreſs it with Precipitate, afſuring;her 
eaſe from it, She permitting me, I dipped my Doſhl 1n the Precipitate, and 
ipriakled ſome of it where the Sordes was thickeſt. I then applied my Doſh 
over it, and a Pledgit with #:29uent. diapomphol, over that,with Emplaſter and 
Bandage, as before, and reſolved not to = it again till the chird day alter ; 

a uc 
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but was called the next morning, and informed by her ſelf, that ſhe had been 
mucheaſier ſince the dreſſing: and indeed at the next dreiſing I found x 
Slough comeaway with the Dreſſings, which was the Sorges, I dreſſed it 
with «nguert. baſiliconand Pracipitate mixed as at firſt, with the other Ap. 
plications and Bandage ; and the ſecond day after dreſſing it again, and find. 
ing it well digeſted, and free from Pain, I put an Orange- Pea 1a the Ulcer, 
and cofitinued it as a Fontanel with much eaſe. 

Thus in {corbutically-habited ill Bodies, abounding with Cacochymia, we 
frequently ſee theſe ſimple Ulcers afflicted with ſharp Humours, which cor. 
rode them, and render them painful ſordid Uicers ; which, if not timely re. 
lieved by Deterſives and Lenients, do terminate in putrefattive Ulcers. 

A Perſon of Honour of about thirty ſix years of age,labouring under ſharp 

A * Hutnours, was ordered a Fontanel in her Thigh, which a Chirurgeon made, 
Pain from and fitted with an Orange-Pea. Ir grew very painful ; but the Patient, ſup. 
8 —_ poſing ir ſhould be fo, endured it fo long till ſhe could not ſtand with ir,  [ 
was ſent for, and ſaw the Thigh much ſwelled and heated with the exceſſive 
Pain, and the Ulcer covered with a brown Sordes, and a quantity of a thin 
Gleet iſſuing from it. Ithrew out the Pea, fomented the atfected Part and 
Ulcer with Wine, filled the Ulcer with Merc.precipitat. and applied unguent, 
tatie with Pledgits over it, with Emplaſtr.e bolo over all,rowling it up, and ads 
viſing her ro keep her Chamber and Pallet. The third day after I dreſſed her 
again : the Slough came in part away. I dreſſed it upagain as before ; and 
the third day after found the Ulcer digeſted. The pain mitigated the firſt 
night, and the heat went off the next dreſſing. I healed this Fontanel in few 

days, and made herone in her Arm. | 

But jn ſuch indiſpoſed Bodies Pain doth not afett the Ulcers. only, but 
the Partsalſo where they have been, after they are cured. 

4-Obſer- A Maid ofabout thirty five years of age,of a {corbutick Habit of body, had 
_ an Iſſue made in her left Arm, which was continued running many years; 
but at length,whether through negligence, or from ſome other reaion,ſhe ſuf: 

fered it todry up. The Winter following ſhe grew very much out of order 

by reaſon ofa great complicationof 11|Symptoms,ofwhich the molt important 

was an intolerable pain in that Arm and place where her IJue had formerly 

been. Afﬀeer various courſes of Phylick and external applications, ſhe was 

in ſome meaſure relieved, and was pretty free all the following Summer : but 

in theWinter,v#z.1672. her pain returned with ſuch violence,as to afflict not 

only the place of the Iſſue with ſuch _=_ that ſhe ]ikened it to the cutting 

offof the Arm, bur it ſtretched it ſelf in a while after to the whole Arm, 
Shoulder, yea the very Side it ſelf ; ſo that many Attempts being made, the 
Chirurgeons in the Country opened two liſues on cach (ide ofthe ſeat of the 

old one. Many other things were done, till at laſt ſhe came into my hands, 

DoQor Walter Needham was her Phyſician, and upon examination found her 
aflited with a Rheamatiſmms,for which he inſtituted a convenient courlſe,and 

judged withal that the Pain of the Part was from the uſual way Nature had 

taken tothe old Iſſue, whither the ſharp Humours making their paſſage, and 

finding no vegt,did diſperſe themſelves through all the branches of che Axil- 

lary Artery on that ſide,vig.to the Scapulary and Thoracick branches ©. the 

Pain being every where found according to the places of their diſtribution, 

To the Cureof this,belides what was inwardly adminiſtred,it.was thought 

requilite to eat down deep by a Caulſtick into the place where the old Iitue 

had been, and thereby to divide the Fibres of the Membrane of the Biceps, 

which lay juſt under it, and ſeemed to be the place of the principal Pain, 

W hen this was done, wedivided the Eſcar, and cut it out, thea hiled the 
Opening 
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Opening with Precipitate, and applied a Pledgit of anguert. bafilicon with ol. 
/iliorum upon it, and dreſſed ir up. We dreſſed it every other day, till the re- 
maining Eſcar and Slough ſeparated ; then we incarned and cicatrized the 
tlicer even. From the time of the Opening this her Pain ceaſed, and ſhe was 
well of that, but laboured under a Rheumatiſmus in great meaſure, it ſwelling 
her Thighs, Leg,Hips, and lower Belly : but by frequent Phlebotomy, Purg- 
ing, and other Preſcriptions, ſhe was by my ſaid Friend happily cured.

Of Ulcers with Fluxion. 


UT it rarely happens that Pain afMiQs an Ulcer without AﬀMux of Hu- 
mours : we fall therefore ſay ſomewhat of that, it being a great cauſe of 
the dirficulty we meet with in the Cure of Ulcers. 

W hat the Can/es of Fluxion are, hath been delivered when I treated of Tu- ca, 
mours in general, viz. the Part mittent, and Part recipient : That vicious 
Humours peccant 1n quantity or quality are either thruſt forth by the Part 
mittent, through the ſtrength of nature ; or attracted by the Part recipient, 
by reaſon of heat ar pain ; or are moved to it by reaſon of its. weaknels, or 
low {ituation, which rendreth the deſcent of the Humours more ealie. 

An Ulcer with Aflux of Humours is diſcerned by the tumefaction of the Signs. 
Lips and Parts about it; and from the abundance of excrementitious Hu- 
mours flowing from the Ulcer. It is alſo accompanied with Inflammation 
proportionably tothe quality of the Humours, 

All Ulcers with Fluxion are of difficult Cure,theUlcers being thereby ren- Propna- 
dred lax and indiſpoſed with Pain, Tumour, &«. and by how much the grea- 
ter the Influx of Humour is, ſo much the more difficult is the Cure. 

In the Cre of this Ulcer, the Cauſe of the Fluxion is to be Enquired into ; Cure. 
whether it proccedeth from Humours peccant in quantity or quality, thruſt 
forth by the Part mittent upon the inferiour weak Parts, or that it was at- 
tracted to it by reaſon of heator pain. If Heat was the Caule, that mult be 
removed as hath been ſaid in the Chapter ofa Hor Intemperies. It Pain was 
the Cauſe, you mult endeavour to mitigate that by Lenients, as hath been 
ſhewed in the preceding Chapter. If Plenitude be the Canſfe, a {lender Diet 
ought to be preſcribed, and Venzlection if nothing hinders, and the Body 
kept ſoluble by Clyſters and the like. 

Ifthe Humours offend by rcaſon of their evil quality, Purgatives are pro- 
per, according to the quality ofthe Humour : and if they be too fluid, they 
muſt be incrafſated and contemperated by Alteratives, as Endive, Succory, 
Sorrel, Purſlape, Lettice, in Broths ; alſo Barly-cream, Emullions, Violets, 
Citron, Rashgtries, and the like : and the Humaur flowing tothe weak Part 
may be averted by Revullion, Interception, and Repullion. W hat they are, 
and where they ought to be applied, you may ſee more particularly in the 
Treatiſe of Tymours in general. 

The Medieaments proper to ſtrengthen the weak Part, and reſiſt the In- 
flux, ought ro be of a cold and aſtringent quality ; as fot. plantag. polygon. 

ſummit, rubi, equiſeti, cort. ulmi, flor. roſ. rub. bace. myrtill. balauſt. nuc. gland. 
Aa 2 quere, 
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quere; cyprefi. gallar. Some of theſe may be juiced, others powdered and mixt 
with Unguents, or boiled in Oxycrare, or red Wine, and applicd with Stupeg 
to the Part, In great Fluxion and in ſtrong Bodies aq. alumni and a9, cal. 
cis may be of uſe; tothe latter of which may be added a tew grains of $yh. 
limate. 

The Unguents may be «ngnent. nutritum, alb. camphorat. ung nent deſiceatiy, 
rub. cerat. Galeni, Emplaſtr.de minio, e bolo, &c. But toraſmuch as theſe Ulcers 
are frequently diſturbed by.ſharpHumours impacted inthe Pores, which can. 
not be repelled, and by their acrimony may ſtir up pain and Infſammartion; 
you ſhall therefore have regard to the Ulcer, rodigeſt and deterge it, while 
you outwardly refilt the Influx upon the Parts about it : and let your Deter- 
gents be ſuch as arc more drying than 1n ſimple Ulcers,but with little acrimo. 
ny : of which ſort you may find choice ſer down in the Chapter of the Moi 
Intemperies, to which I refer you. The Ulcer deterged, you may incarn 
with ſuch like : BR terebinth. Vemet. Fij. ſevs waccint 5). plumb. uſti vj, tutie 
prepay. corp. cerv. uſt, an, 51). Miſc. To which may be added thws, ſarcocoly, 
reſina pin. &c. For in the dreſſing of Ulcers the proportioning of Medica- 
ments ought to be left to the diſcretion of the Chirurgeon, avoiding grealie 
Applications it theſe Ulcers as muchas may be, The Ulcer incarne, you 
may proceed by Epuloricks, as hath been all atong ſhewed, 


OG Maid ſervant livingin a Noble Family had cut the inſide of her right 
Ulcer with _ Leg by a Fall upon a hot Grate-iron, and, having ſutjered about eight 


Hluxion, weeks under ill Chirurgery, was commended to my care. The Ulcer was 
with loſs of ſubſtance and ſanious, with ſome pituitous Syelling in the Lips 
and Parts about. I dreſſed it with «»gnerr. baſilicon mixed with Pracipitate, 
as it is uſually in my Salvatory, 5). of it to one ounce of the Unguenr. I appli- 
ed over it an Emplaſtr. diachalcit. ſprinkled with a little acetum, and a Come 
preſs wrung out of Oxfcrate, then rowled it up with the expultive Bandage; 
the Cure indeed conſliiting mainly in the well rowling, the want of that cau- 
ſing frequently:Crudity in the Ulcer. By the uſe of it both the Intlux was re- 
ſtrained, and the Member ſtrengthened, -and with the help of the Unguent 
aforeſaid it was digeſted: as the Lips Batted by virtue of Compreſſion, it 
incarned, and by «nguext. zutiz and Pledgits dipt 10 ag. calc cicatrized in 
few days, without Purging or Bleeding. 

:. Obſer. A Man about fifty years old, of a groſs Body, frequently afflicted with the 

vat. Gour, and labouring then under it in his left Leg, ( as I remember) was com- 
mended to an Empirick, who pretended extraordinary skill in the Cureof 
that Diſeaſe,but underſtood no more than what he had learned by Books. The 
Patient's Leg was much {welled with pituitous Humours, as molt fat Om 
are that have long laboured under the Gout,and no Medicaments or Bandape 
were uſed to fortifie the weak Member. He began the Cure by Purging, and 
then proceeded by bathing his Leg ina Tub with ſome DecoCtion of Herbs, 
&c. The Bath might poſſibly be good ; but the putting his Leg into it, asit 
ſeemed, ferved but to lead the Humours more powerfully down to it,anden- 
creaſed the Swelling. Whereupon he was again purged by itrong Cathar- 

ticks, it was ſuppoled Lockyer's Pills : he was allo frequently vomited as 
roughly ; but without ſucceſs, the Gour continuing, and the Leg growing 
more weakand ſwelled. Endeavours were uſed by Emplaſters ot various 

' ſorts, and Purgatives repeated, till the Patient's ſpirits and ſtrength were 
near exhauſted, the Empirick confidently promiſing a Cure thereby. But the 
Patient not able age toendure his Applications, I was ſent for, and found 


him extreamly weak, and complaining much of Pain. I rook an Ag” 
0 
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mour and Inflammation. I cauſed ſome water to be warmed, an dwhile ir 
was held over a Veſſel my Servant bathed it witha Sponge, tocleanſe it,and 
givea breathing to the Humour. Ithen dreſſed the Ulceration with anger. 
tutie, and applied ceratum refrigerans Galeni, cut into pieces, to give way for 
the diſcharge of the Humour,and rowled the Leg from the Foot to the Knee. 
After I had continued this method of drefſinga tew days, mitigated the pain, 
and digeſted the Ulceration, I left off the uſe of the Cerote, dreſſed the U1- 
cer with «ngauent. deſiccativ. rubr. applied unguent. nutritum over all, then 
rowled the Member more {trictly, and thereby c:catrized the Ulceration, and 
he was free from the Gout. I ordered him a laced Stocking, and by mode- 
rate and equal lacing it reſtored the Leg to a better ſhape than it had been in 
many years before, and left him well recruited in his ſtrength; forewarning 
him again to truſt ſuch Braggers. 


of his Leg, I ſuppoſe Emplaſtr. de ranis cum Mercurio, or ſoine Solution of 
Mercury with Gums ; it was ſpred thick upon Leather, and lay in great 
wrinkles about the whole Leg : under it was great Excoriation, with Tu- 
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' A Servant toa Nobleman in the Country, by a Fall upon a ſharp piece of ,, 06G. 
Timber, bruiled and cut his left Leg from the Shin-bone tranſverſe the out- var. 


fide of the Calf of his leg. Through neglect in the Country it inflamed and 
ſwelled very much, and the Ulcer became undigeſted. He was ſent upto 
Town, and lodged near me. I fomented the Part attected with Wine,dreſſed 
the Ulcer cum terebinth, vitell. ovi & far. hordei, applied Emplaſtr. t bolo,with 
a Compreſs wrung out of the ſaid Fomentation, and rowled it up; then let 
him bloud. The next day I fomented his Leg witha Decottion of ſome of 
the Simples above mentioned, dreſſed his Ulcer as before, and applied an 
Emplaſter of farins fabarum, pulv. ro. rubr. balauſt. bace, myrtill. ſumach, de- 
coted in Wine, adding ſome mel commune to it, Thus in few days the UI- 
cer digeſted, and the Tumour waſted. Then I deterged with the ſame Dige- 
ſive, adding pulv. rad. ariſtoloch, ireos, ſarcocoll. & mel roſ. touching the Ul- 
cer with the Vitriol-ſtone daily more or lels, and applied Emplaſtr. 2 bolo as 
at firſt ; then by a more ſtrict Bandage diſpoſed the Lips of the Ulcer to in- 
carn ; and by «nguent. e plumbo & deficcativ. rubr. 1 cicatrized it, and direQ- 
ed him a laced Stocking to be put on, and returned him to his Lord.

H E ariſing of luxurious Fleſhin Ulcers ſometimes createtha difficulty 
in their Cure. 

The _— is either from abundance of ſerous Humours flowing into 
them ; or the ignorance of the Chirurgeon, in nor diſtinguiſhing the ſuper. 
fluous Fleſh from the good, who thereupon continueth the uſe of mild De- 
tergents or drying Medicaments. 

The Signsare lo evident that they need no Remarks. 

The Indication of Cure is taken from the Cauſe. If Fluxion were the 
Cauſe, Purging and Bleeding may do good, and a regulation of Diet, with 
the uſe of ſuch Remedies as may reſiſt the Fluxion ; as you may ſee in the 
preceding Chapter. But if roo mild Detergents or Sarcoticks cauſed the 
Fleſh ro grow lax and ſpongy, then more powerful Driers are required, yea 
cathzretick or cauſtick Medicaments, as you ſee cauſe. 

The milder are ſorg. ft. cort. granat. nuc. gallar. lapis tutie, alumen uſtum; 
and amongſt them Merc.preciprtat. may well be reckoned,if uſed alone. Com- 
pounds are thele : Be 7uc. gallar. cort. granat. an. 31). balauſt. 5), aluminis uſt. 5, 
pulver. ſubtil. Miſc. It may be ſprinkled on rhe Ulcer thick, and dry Pled- 
gits with Compreſs bound over it ; or it may. be boiled in red Wine, and 
Pledgitsdipt in it and applied. Ag. calcisis alſo moderately drying without 
pain : if you add a few grains of Sublimate, it 1s more powerful. 4g. /apidis 
medicamentof. aq, viridis, © Fallopii, are more trong ; but by the addition of 
a9. plantag. or the like.they may be made milder. The Vitrioland Alume- 
ſtone ſerve well tothis purpoſe, ro keep down looſe Fleſh, and to cicatrize 
thoſe Ulcers which are moſt luxurious ; and if they be diſcreetly uſed, will 
perform the work with little pain, and cicatrize theſe kind of Ulcers moſt 


hrmly. 


Gentleman of about twenty yearsold, of a good Habit of body, put 
himſeltinto my hands for the Cure of an Ulcer on his right Side the 
breadth ofthe Palm of a hand. Ir was occaſioned by a Burn, and had been 
bigger. Thecauſe why this remaining part of the Ulcer did not cicatrize 
was molt evident, it being over-grown with looſe Fleſh. I applied Pled- 


 gits ofa mixture of »nguprr. baſilicon with two parts /Egyptiac. upon it, with 


Bandage : but obſerving it not to yield to that ſo ſoon as I deiigned, I level. 
led it with the Cauſtick-itone, and after ſeparation of the Eſcar digeſted the 
Ulcer with «ngnent. baſilicon and Mere. precipitat. and afterwards cicatrized 
it with ſome of the Waters above mentioned.

Of Ulcers with Caries in the Bones. 


\ Caries or Rottenneſs in the Bone is frequently found in Ulcers, and 
ſometimes giveth riſe to them : but however it is, it alway prolongeth 


and rendreth the Cure of them difficult. 


The Cauſes of Cariesin the Bones are either internal, as through retention Cauſes. 


or acrimony of the Matter, or ſome occult quality, as in Lues Vererea, where 
the Bone is carious, and the Skin is whole; or in ſtrumous Ulcers nearthe 
Bones, where the Eroſion begins in the Bone it felt: or they are corrupted 
externally by the Air. Bruiſes, Wounds in the Head, through ill Chirur- 
gery, may corrupt both Tables, &c. But this I never met with in any Pati- 
ent of my own, or where I had power togovern; The Bone may alſo be 


fouled by over-ſharp Medicaments, 


If the Bone be bare, its Corruption is ealily diſcerned, though ſometimes it Signs. 


be covered with a'grumous or viſcous Matter, which rubb'd off, the Bone ap- 
peareth white, brown, or black. If the white be pory, the Caries may be 
deeper and more dangerous than if it were black and hard. If the Bone lie 10 
hid as that you cannot feel it with your Probe, yet you may judge it carious 
from the quantity or quality ofthe Matter. If the Bone lie near,and the Fleſh 
hx and white, it is ſhrewdly ſuſpicious that the Bone is carious: but if the 
Matter ſtink or be oily, it is a more certain ſignof a Rottenneſs. Ulcers of 
long continuance near a Bone do: alſo foreſhew a Caries, according to Hippo- 
erates, $i Ulcera annua aut etiam dinturniora fiant, ofſa corrumpi neceſſe eſt. Allo 
the difficulty in cicatrizing them, and the frequent and ſudden Eruption 
of them after they are cured, giveth a ſuſpicion of a foul Bone. Burt if the 
Bone be much corrupted, the Matter is fatid, and the Probe will penetrate 


into it. 


Ulcers with Cartes or Rottenneſs in the Bones are of difficult Cure, and Progne. 
reckoned amongſt the Cacoethe & malignUlcers ; but are more or leſs dange- +: 


rous where the great Joynts or heads of the Bones are atfected, where the Chi- 
rurgeon cannot lafely apply ſuch Remedies as are proper for Exfoliation. 


In the Cxre of Ulcers with Caries a good Dict 1s to be obſerved, and the Care. 


_ Humours to be evacuated and averted by Bleeding, Purging, &c. 
t they cauſe Fluxion, And foraſmuch as in the Cure of theſe Ulcers the 
corrupt Bones muſt be firſt removed, and a Cas generated, before you can 
hope for Sanation;therefore you muſt in the firlt place make way to the Bone, 
that, if it be poſſible, you may have 1t in your {ight. To which purpoſe, if 
the 04tward Orifice be varus 4 muſtenlarge it proporttonably according as 
theCaries is greater or leſſer,and ſcrape the rotten Fleſh away,or conſume it by 
Eſcaroticks. But if by reaſon of the nervous and great Veſſels,as in the Hands, 
Fect,and in the great Joynts or Spine,you cannot ſafely do it ; you ſhall then 
by prepared Sponge, Gentian roots, or the like,dilate the Ulcer till che Carzes 
be bared. Bur if the Carzes lie juſt under ſome conliderable Nerve, Tendon or 
Artery,ſo that you cannot well come toapply your Medicaments to theBone; 
i" are then to conlider whether theCaries can be removed without laying the 
one more bare : and if that be not fecible,you are then ro conſider the pre- 
judice may happen tothe Patieat in the cutting offthoſe Veſſels, and, com- 
x paring

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paring the Worthineſs of them with the Inconveniences which may behap. 
pert the Patient from the Carzes, proceed accordingly. 

The Bone laid bare, you are tnen toconſider the Caries, whether great or 
ſmall, deep or ſuperficial, hard or ſoft ; and proceed by Medicaments or mz. 
nual Operation accordingly. The Bones of the Head do not admit of the hut 
Iron, nor need it. The Yertebre of the Back will neither admit of Cauterie; 
Rugin, or ſharp Medicaments, the Spine of them excepted : nor will the Seer. 
0n Or Rib admir of the Cautery. The Heel-bone requiresalſo great caution 
for that it is ſoft,and rarely extoliates by rough handling, In the relt you may 
proceed by Cautery, actual or potential, Rugin, or otherwiſe. _ 

If the Caries be fuperficial, and the Bone hrm, you may by Medicament; 
of a moderate drying quality conſume the moiſture in the Carzes, and thee. 
by dry the Bone, and diſpole it by virtue of its offifick faculty to thrutt out; 
Callus, and make ſeparation of its Caries. 

The milder fort are, rad, ireos, pencedanum, rad. ariſtoloch. myrrh, ale, 
cort, pin. and ſpir. vins. | | 

The (tronger are, enphorbium, unguent. A*gyptiac. ol.garyophyll, ſpir. vitrial, 
ſulphur. paſtill. Andronis, Muſe, polyid, Bur thele require to be uſed with cay- 
tion, and the ſound Partsto be well defended from their acrimony. 

The Powders above mentioned may be applied upon the Bone with Doſſils 
of Lint over them, to keepthe Lips of the Ulcer diſtended ; or may be mixed 
with /y7.de rof.(icc.aut mel roſat.velcommun.or uſed in a {pirit of Wine,or with 
rnguent, Aigyptiac.or thus 1n the form of Injections: R ſpmphyt.maj.gentian.ari. 
folech. ret. & long. rad. ireos, an. 5). flor. roſ. rub. ſumach, balauſt. an. 3\, cog. 
in vin, alb. ad bij. colature adae ſþir. vini 31z. mell. roſ. aut Agyptiac. q, 
W here you can ſafely dilate the Ulcer,you ought to do it, and keep the Bone 
bare and dry, by filling it up with Doflils, that the Lips of the Ulcer en- 
croach not upon your work, lelt the Matter dropping from thence corrupt 
the ſound Bone under them : for to exfoliate well, it ſhould begin to rik 


from the ſound edges. | 

The ſpongy Bones inthe Hands or Feet are to be kept bare by Dofſils, ac- 
cording to the length of the Caries : and it the whole Bone be corrupt, it will 
dry and ſeparate from the Joynts 1n time, and the Ulcer happily cure ; yet, 
to haſten it, you may dry it with an actual Cautery. Bur if the Bone be on- 
ly carious in one part, as in the middle or at the end, ro haſten the Cure you 
may nip it there in pieces with a pair of Pincers, pul away the brokea bits, 
and dreſs1t lightly with ſome of the above milder Driers ; whereby in few- 
day's the Caries will caſt forth, a Ca/zs thruſt out, and unite the twoends, as 
in fractured Bones, if the native heat ofthe Part be preſerved the while. 

But if the Carzes be in the great Bones, and lie deep, and be ſubject. to the 
inflowing of Matter; your ſpeedieſt way will be by manual Operation, vis, 
either by Rugines or actual Cautery. It you can come ealily ro the Bone 
tro ſcrape it, as in the Crainm, that way will be moſt proper. You areto 
icrape till you find it fir m,or that you diſcern a ruddinels in the Bone ; and not 
only till it look white, for that 1s the natural colour of the outer Shell of the 
Bone: yet in ſome it is frequently found pory and carious while it retains that 
colour ; and if you do not rugine that away, the Callus will be {low in thru- 
ſting 6ut ; and if you do rugine it, the deeper you enter into it, the browner 
and ſofter the Bone will be. Therefore you mult be cautious 1n this Work, 
leſt you penetrate to the Marrow of the Bone, when poſſibly you needed not 
have taken away more than the external Shell of it. 

The Bone rugined, dreſs it up with the milder Sarcoticks : or, if you had 
rather uſe an Unguent, BR zerebinth, clare Ziv. gum. elemi ij, reſin. pince, 
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mich. an. 3v). thurss, ſarcocolle, an. 511). Miſc. ſuper ignem. Apply this warm 
_ Lint, and in few days-you may ſee rw thruſt forthiia jimall grains, 
which is Callws, and in few days more thruſt off ſmall Speels from the Bone 
you m___ ] | * 
But if the Caries be ſo deep that you cannot rugine ir,then with a T erebelum 
make penetration into it to'the ſound part, or by an aCtual Cautery conſume 
the Rottenneſs. In order tothis work; if the Uleer be narrow, youare to paſs 
it through a Ca»nala fitted to go down through the Ulcer to the Bone : which 
Cennula or Pipe ought ro be covered with.an Emplaſter or Linen ſtarched on, 
and oiled, topals in more ealily. Then having a Baſon of Water ready to 
cool the Pipe, you ſhall place the Caznzls upon the carious Bone, having firſt 
cleanſed the Matter from it with armed Probes : then paſs the aCtual Cau- 
tery down through the Camnuls to the Bone fo often till you have dried it, 
ling out the Canaula after each heat. So you may perform the work 
without ſcorching the Lips of the Ulcer. | | 

According as the Bone is rotten,{o the Humour will ſpurt out from it upon 
the firſt application of the Caurery : but upon repeating it, that Bone will be 
ſodry that you ſhall not hear it hiſs ; beſides,you may feel the Bone firm. Then 
dreſsit with the white of Eggs.beaten with the Myucilage of Quince-ſeeds 
extrated in' aq. germ. querc. or the like,and dreſs the ſcorched Ulcer and Lips 
with #nguent. refriger. Galent, and a Cerote of the ſame over that and hs 
neighbouring Parts. Continue this way of dreſſing till the heat of the Ulcer 
be mitigated : then, if the Lips be velicated, dreſs them with anguent. alba, 
zatie, or the like, and the Bone with the milder Exfoliatives, and keep the 
Ulcer open till the burnt Bone caſt off ; then throw out the Doſſils, and you 
ſhall ſee the Ulcer incarn and cicatrize by the moſt familiar Epuloticks. 


N the year 1652. paſſing from Cheſbire into the County of Rutland, taking «. Obfee. 


Noth-Luffenham in my way to London, I was deſired there to viſita Free- rat. 
holder, who had laboured under a Fever, and had been long Bed rid by rea- 
ſon of a grievous pain in his right Thigh, which was ſuppoſed the af of 
that Fever. I ſaw him much emaciated, and his pained Thigh was ſome- 
what the bigger of the two, bur it retained its ſhape without any viſible 
Tumour, Inflammation or hardneſs ; nor was the FluQtuation ſo diſtinguiſh- 
able as that I could politively ſay there was Matter,itlying ſodeepand equally 
inthe outſide of it : but, ſuſpeting Matter, I opened it on the outſide accor- 
ding to the length of the Member,and feeling my Knife 1n the Cavity,I made 
the Apertion large, and diſcharged a putrid Matter like the Lees of Beer: 
After 1 had diſcharged a Porringer-full, I dreſſed the Opening cum unguent. 
beflic. pon a Tent, with an Emplaſter de wizio over it, and with Compreſs 
and Bandage rowled it up. The next day,finding the Patient relieved,and the 


Matter plentifully diſcharged, I fomented the Tumour with a Decottion of 


abſinth. flor.cham.roſ.r«br. and ſuch like, and making a ſearch with my Probe, 
found the Bone bare a greatlength. Ienlarged the Opening, to make more 
way for the Matter,and the better to apply my Medicines to the Bone ; then 
dreſſed it up as before, and againſt the next day madean Injection ſummitat, 
perici, centaurts, rad. conſolid. maj. biſtort. tormentill. gentian. treos: to which 
rained liquor I added /yr. de a, ſiecis, and caſt ſome of ir daily in warmto 


dererge the Ulcer. His body was kept ſoluble by Clyſters of Milk and Su- 
gar, and his Spirits relieved by a morſel of theriac, Lond. with conf, lujule. I 
alſo ordered him a Julep made with a few Strawberry-leaves and roots, a 
little Ivory, and a cruſt of Bread, infuſed a ſtick of Cinnamon in the ſtrained 


DecoCtion, put ina few drops of pir,ſa/phur. and ſweetned it with "> 
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Diet was Oatmeal-Caudle, Broth, Grewels, and Eggs ; and as his Appetite 
increaſed, we allowed him a more liberal Diet. Although the Openin 
was large, and the Thigh very bare of Fleſh ; yer, by realon of the diſtance 
the Bone lay from the Opening, and the hollownels of the Ulcer, it was nat 
ible tomake any Applicationsrothe Bone by Medicamentsro extoliate it, 
that ſhould not be offenſive to the Ulcer, if they were ſo powerfully drying 
as the Bone required. Therefore I cauſed an attual Cautery to be made at the 
next Smith's,and dried the Bone that way,& the while continued the above. 
faid method of dreſſing, keeping the Oritice moderately dilated with Dolls 
preſt out of the InjeCtion ; then by good Compreſs and Bandage {queezed out 
the Matter, inſomuch as it leſſened daily, the more remote Cavities aggluti- 
nated, andthe Ulcer was like to cure, if the Caries in the Bone did not ob. 
ſtru& it. That it might not, I got the Cautery made in the form ofa Wedge, 
but thicker, to retain heat ; and having fitted it with a Carnela, I placed it 
upon theBone according tothe length of theCarzes,paſſed theCautery through 
it to the Bone, and repeated it again and again,cooling the Caxruls each time 
in a diſh of water near me : then I covered the Bone,and dreſſed the Opening 
with Dofſils dipt in a Mucilage of Barley and Comtrey-roots, faltning a 
Thread to thole Doſhls which I conveyed firſt in towards the Bone, the bet. 
ter to bring them out again, and applied »»guent. reſrigerans Galeni outward 
upon the Ulcer, with an Emplalter of cerat. Galenr over all, This way of 
dreſſing I continued daily till the Excoriation was healed without : then [ 
repeated the uſe of the former Injection, adding flor. ro/. rubr, balauſt. ſumach, 
with a little a/umen, and by Compreſs and Bandage haſtned the unition ofic 
within, leaving the Exfoliation of the Bone to nature. While I ſtay'd in that 
Country, the Cavity filled up, and by the well-digeſted and little Matter the 
Ulcer ſeemed near cured ; and I was afterwards informed that the Patient 
followed his Husbandry ſome one or two months after. The Extoliation was 
here inſenſible, as it moſt frequently happens, the Scales mouldering away, 


and diſcharging with the Matter. 
A Gentleman of about forty years of age, having been long afflicted in the 


vat. ofan Country withUlcers on his right Leg and Foot,came ro Lozaon,and put him

ſelf into my hands. There was one large Ulcer upon the Fibu/a near theAncle 
here and there ſuperficially cicatrized. Upon ſearch with a Probe I found the

zeis. On the inſide of the Leg upon the T:bi4 near the Anclethere were alſo 
Ulcers with Carzes : the Foot was alſo ulcerated,and the Leg and Foot ſwelled, 
I began with the laying open of that Ulcer on the outſide upon the Fibuls by 
cle application of aCauſtick,and dividing theEſcar took out ſome ſmall pieces 
of Bones which lay looſe in the Ulcer. The Fibula it ſelf was covered with 
the Tendons of the Muſcle Peroneis,ſoas there was no poſſibility of applyi 
Medicaments to exfoliate the Bone, nor indeed of curing the Ulcer, hill 
thoſeTendons lay in the way. W herefore I cur them traniverſly ; upon which 
diviſion the upper part of them contracted, and then the Fibula appeared 
bareand black. TI applied dry Lint upon the Bone, and drefled the Ulcer 
with un2 nent. baſilicon hot,to haſten Digeſtion and ſeparation of the Sloughs, 
The other Ulcers and Excoriarions I dreſſed, ſome with Deterlives, and 
others with Epuloticks, according as they required ; and with Compreis and 
Bandage endeavoured to preſs out the pituirous Humours affefting thole 
Parts. Ns theEſcars began to ſeparare,I deterged by the uſe ofche Vitriol-ſtone 
and Przcipitate, and dreſſed the Bone with Doffils preſſed out of rin#urs 
vitrioli dule.of Felix Wurtz.The upper ends of the Tendons ſuffered Convul- 
fron with great tremor upon the application or taking off Dreſſiogs;but a\ was 
without 
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/wyithout pain : yet, ſuſpeCting the worſt, I cut as much off of the Tendons 


with a pair of Sciſſors ) as lay bare, then dipt them cam ole rerebinth. hor, 
and dreſſed them with Przcipitate. By this way of drefling rhe remaining 
ends of the Tendons __ and incarned with the fleihy Parts, and by the 
application of Epuloticks cicatrized : fo alſo the main Ulcer cicatrized round 
from the edges to the carious Bone, thruſting oft the rotten edges of them be- 
fore it. During this I healed the Ulcers and Excoriations on his Foot, and by 
the help of a laced Stocking preſt back the pituitous Humours, and reduced 
the Member to its true ſhape. Having thus happily ſucceeded, I began with 
the laying open the Ulcer upon the Os tibie by Cauſtick, and in dividing the 
Sloughe took out ſeveral fragments of Bones which lay intangled in the Fleſh, 
After ſeparation of the Eſcar, I deterged that Ulcer after the ſame manner 
as the former ; and indeed by rubbing the carious Bones with the Vitriol- 
ſtone I haſtned the Exfoliation of them. They came away in bits at ſeveral 
times, but that of the Fib«l/a was thruſt off by the Callss underneathin one 
piece. After the Extoliation ofthe Bones I purged the Patient with a cathar- 
tick Apozeme, and preſcribed him a DecoCtion of Sar/a, &c. and ſoon afier 
cicatrized the Ulcers ; but adviſed him to continue the wearing of the laced 
Stocking. 

A Young man by ſome accident bruiſed the Back ofhis hand : it inflamed 
and apoſtemated,and after ſome while terminating in a ſinuous Ulcer,and un- 


derneath corrupting the Bone, I was conſulted, and adviſed the way of dref: rotten 


ling it : but that method not being oblerved,other Bones of theHand became 
carious,and the Hand in great hazardof being loſt. Upon which he was com- 
mended to my care. Sir Alex. Fraf. being preſent, I took off the Dreſſings, 
made a ſearch with a Probe, and felt the Bones leading to the two middle fin- 
gers bare, rough, and,as I ſuſpected,rotten. The Oritice being ſmall, I applied 
a Cauſtick large enough to make way for the taking out thoſe Bones ; then 
divided the Eſcar, and dreſſed up his Hand with Digeſtives, Emplaiter and 
Bandage. Sir Alex. Fra/. preſcribed him a vulnerary Decoction, and left the 
proſecution of the Cure tome. As the Eſcar ſeparated, I ſaw the Bones lea- 
ding to the two middle fingers black, and foftned with PutrefaQtion. I laid 


hold on the one with my Forceps, and pinched it into pieces with much eaſe, 


bringing part ofit away. I fomented the Hand with adecodF. abſiath. 8c. in 
Wine,difſolved a little Agyprzac. in ſome of it, waſhed the Ulcer, and applied 
a Doſſil dipt hot in it upon the Bone, and «ngwert. baſiticon over the Eſcar. I 
then pinched out what was molt rotten, dreſſed the remaining ends of them 
with a mixture of unguent. Acgypriac, | vini and extratt, ſcordii aQtually 
hot with an armed Probe,applied Pledgits of the ſame upon the Bones, rubb'd 
the looſe Fleſh in the Ulcer witha Vitriol-{tone,and laid »nguent. diapomphol. 
upon Pledgits over the tender edges of the Ulcer. By this way of dreſling 
I deterg'd the Ulcer, and at ſeveral times pinching out thoſe rotten Bones 
that led to the two middle Fingers, diſpoſed the reſt to calt off Durin 

which I laid the Ulcer higher open to the Joynt of the middle Finger : which 
Knuckle I alſo found rotted topieces, and took out what would comeealily 
away ; then dreſſed the remaining Cares as the other in the Hand, and after 
ſome time made a ſeparation of the Cares there. Having the while digeſted 
and healed the Ulcer I firſt laid open,I alſo cicatrized this Parr, and diſmiſſed 
the Patient well cured, as I thought. But ſome while afrer he came to me 
again with a Tumour upon that Knuckle of the middle Finger,from ſome re- 
maining Splinter of a Bone. I laid it open,and took that out. While I was cu- 
ring this, I obſerved a ſmall Opening,with a Tumour near it as big as a ſmall 


Hazel-nut,upon that part'of the Bone which led to the Fore-finger. I opened 
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this by Cauſtick, and, diſcovering part of the Bone black, pinched it off, ang 
dreſſed the remaining end with A*gyprzac. ſcalding hot upon an armed Probe, 
I kept the Ulcer open with Doflils preſt ont with free. vizi nll I made ſe. 
paration of it, then cured this Ulcer alſo. And from that time, which ig 
more than five years, he hath continued well, and his Hand is firm ang 
ſtrong; Nature having ſupplied that loſs of Bones with C45, Burt he bear. 
eth the Marks of the Dileaſe, which will aſſert the truth of whart is here de. 
livered. You may fee more of this work in the Treatiſe of Strum. 

An Officer of the King's Regiment of Foot, of a Sanguine and healthful 
Conſtitution, marching atthe head of his Company in a hot Summer's day, 
heated his Bloud, and was ſeized witha pain in one of his Teeth of the lower 
right Jaw. He ſent fora Tooth-drawer, who pulling out the Tooth brake 
the Alveoli off from the Jaw according to the length of it. The pain-made 
great Fluxion, and required Evacuation and Revullion by Bleeding and the 
like.But this being omitted, and the Part affetted not treated as it ought, the 
pain increaſed, the neighbouring Parts ſwelled and apoltemated, and all his 
Teeth and part ofthe A/veol:calt off. Afrer ſome weeks continuance in the 
Country, finding his Diſeaſe increaſe upon him, he came to Town, and ſent 
for me. That ſide of his. Head, Face and Neck were extreamly ſwelled out- 
wardly, ſo was the Cheek andTonfil within, and the fractured Bones hidden 
within the Tumour. Upona preſſure with my hand on the outlide of his 
Cheek,ſfeeing the Matter flow into his Mouth out of a imall Opening near the 
farther part of that Jaw,I made a fearch with a Probe, and felt the Jaw bare. 
There was a neceſſity of laying thar Orifice open, for the more eafie diſcharg. 
ing of the Matter : which being done, I employed my endeavours to take off 
the Fluxion and Fever he laboured under, let him bloud from that Arm ten 
ounces, preſcribed Fomentations and Cataplaſmsto be applied outwardly to 
diſcuſs theTumour,and inwardly an Injection todeterge the Ulcer of rad.ire. 
o5,tormentill biſtort. ariſtoloch. with ſyr.e roſis ſiccis, and a little ppirit.vint ; alloa 
Gargle to waſh his mouth of flor.roſ.rubr.plantag ſummitat. rubi, &c. with dis 
moron and ſpirit vitrioli dulcificat. Doftor Warner being conſulted, he dirett- 
ed Anodyne draughts, Cordials, Juleps, Emulttons, and PUrging Apozems, 
T he Cacochymia thus evacuated, and the Humours contemperated, we hoped 
the outward and inward Swellings and diſcharge of Matter would have le: 
ſened : but they not yielding one jot to our endeavours, [T laid open the Cheek 
from the Orifice I had enlarged forward along(t the Bone, with intention to 
take it our ; but it was ſo ſhutin that I could by no means get it our, till with 
Watch makers Files I cut through that Bone ; then the ends thruit out into 
his mouth. Theſe I pulled out : they proved to be pou of the Alveoli.Then1 
felr the Jaw it ſelfariſe ; and, conſidering that 1f it were looſe it mult out, I 
Faſſed the end of my Probe under it, whereupon it roſe up,having been ſome 
while loofe, and was only held down by the foreſaid Alveols ; which being re- 
moved, the Jaw came away without the lealt pain or one drop of bloud, he 
only crying out of his Ear, as if it had made a hole through there. 

The Jaw being extracted, rhe {ide was ready to fall in : toprevent which 
I cauſed the Patient to hold it (tretched out with his fingers in his mouth,and 
a Looking-glaſs held before him, that he might the better ſee ro keep it more 
exaCtly even, whilſt I by agglutinative Powders cam albumine ovi made a 
Cruſt upon the outide ; which with Paſtboard wet zz aceto applied over it 
fate cloſe to it, and after it was dried kept that fide of the Cheek firm, and 

by Bandage it conrinued ſo, he helping it as hath been above ſaid. Irtallo 
was ſomewhat ſtiFned by the hard Swelling which was in the Cheek. 

To haſten the Caflns, T gave him daily ofteccoll. as I had read in Fabr. 
Hildanu 
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Hildanws his Works. Whilft his Chaps were thus bound up, I centinued to 
waſh his Mouth with the Decoction aboveſaid-injeQted often in a day with 
a Syringe ; by which means the Ulcer was cleanſed and cured, ane'diſpoſed 
to a Callws, which grew and hardned in leſs than twenty days ſo equal with 
the other, as without looking in his Mouth it could not be diſcerned.

Of Ulcers with Callous Lips, &c. 


T alſo frequently happens that Ulcers become callous, hard and livid, and 
] are thereby rendred difficult of Cure. 


Theſe Ulcers are generally annual, and through length of time contract Cauſe, 


this Callofity and hardneſs with a livid colour. The Cauſes of thele are the 
frequent defluxion of a hot Serum, which hath been condenſed by the Air, or 
by over-cooling or drying Medicaments. 

The Signs areevident from. what hath been ſaid of them. 


The Prognoſtick of them is, that the Ulcer cannot cure till the Calloſicy progne- 
be removed: and if the Ulcer be of a round figure, that ought alſo to be fiick. 


changed. 


In the C»re of this Ulcer you are to conſider the hardneſs of the Lips; for cure. 


from what cauſe ſoever it ariſeth, that muſt be removed,or deprelt to cicatrize 
with theUlcer;tor noUlcer skinneth well but from the edges. Therefore if the 
Lips be hard and callous in the Superficies, you ſhall endeavour by emollient 
and diſcutient Medicaments to ſoften them,and by good Compreſs and Ban- 
dage diſpoſe them to cure firſt,by a Fomentation of rad. fol.althee,lilior.mal- 
ve,ſem.lini & fanugreci,flor.cham.melilot. ſambuci. By this you may allo raretie 
the condenſed bloud, which maketh the lividity in the Parts about the Ulcer; 
and preventeth the generation of good Fleſh. Then you may embrocate the 
ndurated Lips with «ngnent.dialthee,o!. amygdal. dulc.ol. lilior. lumbricor. and 
apply cerat.aſyppcerat. Galeni, Emplaſtr.e mucilag.diachyl.ireat. or, if ſtronger be 
required, Empl. de ranis cum Mercnrio, or a plate of Lead rubb'd with Mercu- 
ry, or a Paſt of Ceruſe or calx /ot. made up with ax»xg. porcin. and over this 
a good Compreſs and Bandage ; of which ſort the laced Stocking is belt for 
the Leg, which being well made preſerveth the other Parts from Fluxion 
better than a Rowler doth. Bur if the edges of the Lips be inverted and cal- 
lous, or the Ulcer be in ſuch a place where you cannot make good Bandage, 
your beſt way then will be by Cauſtick or Knife to remove it, and then di- 
geſt and heal the Lips even with the Ulcer. 


' Eb. man of about eighteen years old,of an ill Habit of body, having dh 


laboured long under anUlcer on theinſide of theAncle of a round figure, y;. 
with the Lips thick and callous, and the Parts about livid, put himſelt into 
my hands for Cure. There was in this caſe no hopes by Emollents or Baadage 
to flat the Lips ſo as to diſpoſe them-to cicatrize; therefore I rubb'd them with 
a Cauſtick-ſtone round,drefſed the Ulcer with szgnent. baſiliconand Pracipi- 


tate, and applied Expleſtr. diachyl. ireat, over all, with Compreſs and ny 
_ 
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preceding. 
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Progno- 
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dage, deſigning todiſpoſe the Lips ro unite with the Ulcer. Butthe Eſcar 
ſeparating ſlowly, the Lips skinned underneath, and diſappointed me. Nox. 
withſtaiſiing, the inverted parts being removed with the Cas underneath 
I made a Paite with ca/x /ota and axng. porcin. and with good Compreſ; 
forced the Lips even with the Ulcer, then united it with a 1mooth and firm 
Crieatris. 

A Maid in Fanchurch-ſtreet labouring under ſuch an Ulcer with livid cal. 
lous Lips, but not inverted, I digeſted with #ngext.baſilicon and Pracipitate, 
and fomented with a Decoction as above mentioned, then applied Emplaſty. 
diachyl. ireat. over the Parts about, and put on a laced Stocking witha Com. 
preſs under it, thereby digeſting the Ulcer, and flatting the Lips ; incarning 
and cicatrizing it with uzguert. diapomphotyg. in leſs than three weeks, which 
had been more than three years the work of ſome Barber-chirurgeon. The 
ſpeedy Cure of this I imputed to the laced Stocking, it performing all the 
Intentions neceſſary to the curing of many ſuch like Ulcers.

Of Putrid Ulcers. 


Lcers labouring under Fluxion of ſharp acrid Humours are ( as I have 
elſewhere ſaid ) for the moſt part ſordid. The Sordes, as it increaſeth 
in the Ulcer rots the Fleſh, renders the Ulcer putrid, and the Matter fertid. 

The immediate Casſe of theſe Ulcers are groſs viſcid Humours heatedin 
them by the Intemperies ofthe Part, whence they contract a malign quality, 
and corrupt. They alſo happen through the unſeaſonable application of leni- 
ent or greaſie Medicaments, or by too-powerful Detergents, which reſolve 
the ſound Fleſh, and ſtir up a putrefaCtive heat in the Ulcer, whereby the Hu: 
mours become ſo ſharp that they corrode the Parts about : whence they are 
ſometime deſervedly called Ulcera ſerpentia & depaſcentia. 

The preceding Cauſes are excrementitious groſs Juices abounding in the 
body from ill Diet, Air, &c. Malign Fevers arealſo the Caule, by tranſmit- 
ting their malignity outward. © _ 

The Sig of a ſordid Ulcer is a viſcous tough Excrement ſticking in it with 
great heat and pain, - As the Soraes increaſeth, it changeth its colour, by rea- 
fon of the ſuffocation of the natural heat, and the Ulcer corrupts, and the 
Matter ſtinks. : 

If rom abundance of Sordes Tranſpiration be hindred, a corruption of the 
Part follows, and it terminates in a corroſive or putrid Ulcer : and if that 
PutrefaQion be not checked, a Gangrene and Sphace/ns follows. 

In the Core of theſe Ulcers a good Diet is to be obſerved, with a regulation 
of the Non-naturals : the viſcous Humours require to be purged,and Revulli- 
on is to be made by Bleeding and otherways. Vulnerary Decoctions are allo 
to be preſcribed, to waſte the excrementitious Humours. The Topicks or 
outward Medicaments are to be proportioned according to the quality of the 
Ulcer. In ſordid Ulcers made by too itrong Detergents unguent. baſilicon cum 
Merc, precipitat. unguent. diapompholyg. mag. be proper to dreſs the Ulcer 


with ; and ſome cooling Unguent or Cerote, as rejrigerans Galeni, may be 
applied over it, with a Compreſs wrung out of Oxyc7 ate.

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If the Ulcer, became ſordid by the ufe of Lenients, and be lined thick;with 
the Sordes, doubr not rofill the Uker with Precipitate, andapply fome mild 
Detergent on Pledgits of Lint over it, wnha Compreſs wrung out as is pre- 
cribedin humid Ulcers, and drefs it not til} the third day after : thereby the 
pain will tkelſen; and the Sordes come away in a Slough. After which f1 elt 
the Ulcer till it look more fleſhy and natural ; then proceed with milder 
Medicaments, and incarn. | 

Io the common ſordid Ulcers #wgert. b:filicon and Precipitate, Ziij. to an 
ounce, mundif. Paracelſ, with alumen uft. and unguent. apoſtolor. are proper 


Derergents. | 
If the Ulcer be putrid, waſh it witha good Lixiviwm wherein ebextb,ſcor- 


diam, &c. have been boiled, or with firit. vii and »nguent. Agyptiac. or 
ſprinkle the Ulcer with palv. fine pari Joan. Ard. or puly. troch. Audronis, &c, 
and outwardly defend the Parts from Fluxion. 

If the Ulcer be corroſive, and undermine the Lips, and render the Fleſh 
ſoft and unfit for healing, drefs it as ſhall be ſhewed in a Phagedera. 

But if the putrefaQtion increaſe, and the Ulcer tend to Mortification, treat 
it as is faid in Gangrena and Sphacelis,

my hands. The Ulcer was large and deep, with great putrefaQtion; the Leg 
was much ſwelled, inflamed, and had been excoriated in the Parts about by 
the crimony of the Matter ; and by the application of Vatritam or ſuch like 
the Matter was cruſted in, and alſo a Hyperſarcoſis was riſen underneath very 
hrge. I fomented the Parts affetted with Wine,and waſhed the Ulcer with 

irtt. vini and nnguent. Agyptiac. then with a Spatula thrult out the putrid 
Fleſh,and ſtrewed the Ulcer with Pracipitate, dreſſing it with Pledgits preſt 
out of the ſame Solution, 8& applying an Emplaſtr.diachalcit. over it with Com- 
preſsand Bandage. The next morning I took oft the Bandage and Emplaſter, 
fomented the Ulcer with a Lixiviam as above mentioned, applied mundif. Pa- 
racelſ.cume oleo terebinth.on theUlcer,and aCataplaſm ex far.fabar.with oxyme!, 
and rowled it up as before,cauling her to keep her bed. The day after I purged 
her with an Infuſion of Sera, &c. cum ſyr.de pins cervin.® ae ro. ſol. and pre- 
ſcribed her a Decot?.ſarſe,lign.guaiaci, with Antilcorbuticks, Having by the 
Dreſſings abovefaid removed the Purrefaction,I endeavoured to incarn with 
the farcotick Unguent, and applied cerar. oxe/ei over it with good Bandage : 
but it would neither deterge nor incarn nor yet digeſt for two days, till I 
put on a laced Stocking ; by the uſe whereof the Intlux was reſtrained, and 
the Lips preſſed down. Having diſpoſed the Ulcer toa healing condition, I 
incarned it with the foreſaid Unguent of mel defpumar. mixed with farcotick 
Powders. While I was doing that, I rubb'd part of the Lips which were cal- 
lous with a Cauſtick-ſtone, and alſo rubb'd the Hyperſarcoſis of by ſome of 
the ſame Cauſtick. After ſeparation of the Eſcars I cicatrized the Ulcer 
and neighbouring Ulcerations with Epuloticks, then made her a Fontanel 
inthe other Leg, and returned her into the Country cured. 


A Maid ofa groſs full Body, aged about twenty three years, wanting her * 
natural Evacuations, an Abſceſs thruſt ont on the inſide of the Calf of her left 


leg,and rerminated in a callous ſordid Ulcer. After ſome endeavours ineffe- 
Qual in the Country, ſhe was ſent up to London, and commended into my 
hands by Sir Fr.Prujean. The Ulcer was large and deep. I dreſſed it with »»- 
guent A-gyptiacum, baſilicon, and Exwplaſtr. diachalcit. with a Compreſs dipt ”

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red Wine, rowling it up from the Foot to the Knee. The Phyſician began 
with the diretionof a Purging draught, and the ſecond day after I let her 
bloud. She was alſopreſcribed the Decot?, traumat. Londinenſ. and once x 
week purged with pulv. corwactip. I furthered the Deterlion of the Ulcer by 
rubbing it with the Vitriol-ſtone, and afterwards digeſtedt, and endeavour. 
ed toincarn with Sarcoticks, as inthe former Obſervation ;but on a ſudden, 
without any cauſe, the Matter became ſanious and flowed in great quantity, 
I then dreſſed the Ulcer with palv. Andronis mixt with «gent. baſilicon, 4 
mented the Part with ſummitat. abſinth, centanrii, hyperici, flor. roſ. rubr, bace, 
myrtillor, balauſt, decoted in Wane, and by Intercipients upon the Knee and 
good Bandageendeavoured toreliſt the Influx. Upon my complaint tothe 
Patient and her Relations of the difficulty I met within the Cure, I percej- 
ved by them that the Ulcer had been frequently ſubject to ſuch diſcharge, 
The Phyſician was again conſulted, who concluded they were the Menſtra, 
that thus periodically affected the Ulcer. She was again letbloud and purged, 
and put into a chalybeate courſe, a Fontanel was alſo made in her other Leg; 
during which I proceeded again'by Deterſives, v4z. the Vitriol-ſtone, Mer., 
precipitat. alone, and with munaificat. Paracelſt, &c. and applied Defenſatiyes, 
with Compreſs and alaced Stocking, By which method the Ulcer ſeemed; 
while well diſpoſed to incarn : but the Mexſfrux being (till ob{trufted;the Ul. 
cer hecame again diſtempered, and readredall my endeavours fruitlets. 

I having ſpent ſome months in this work to little purpole,they grew weary 
of hewptvs | vere deſirous to make uſe of an Empirick, who had ſeen it in my 
abſence. and promiſed a ſpgedier Cure. I gave way to the entertaining him; 
he alſo dreſſed the Ulcer ate his way : bur his endeavours proving alſo un- 
ſucceſsful, they came tome again. I, finding the Leg'much inflamed and 
ſwelled, and more ſordid, dreſſed the Ulcer with Detergents as above ſaid, 


applying ceraturs Galeni over the diſeaſed Parts with Compreſs and Ban- 


dage as heretofore, and by Sir Fran. Prujear's leave gave her a few grains of 
Turbith mineral. the next day, and it gave her four or five Vomits anda Stool 

or two. The next day after I fomented the Ulcer as at firſt, continued the 

uſe ofthe former Dreſſings, put her on a laced Stocking, and repeated the uſe 

of the Twrbith three or four times, avoiding Salivation. We allo put her into 

a Decott. ſarſe, lign. guaiaci, &c. and by this method incarned the Ulcer, 

and by a malagms of calx lot. beaten up with 4xwngia cicatrized it. By the 

continuing of the laced Stocking ſhe remained well, and after ſome months 

thoſe Evacuations came naturally down of themſelves, which by no Art 
would be perſwaded, and ſhe remained well.

[)Eſides all the difficulties we find in curing of Ulcers upon the forementi- 
Bones Accidents, there yet remain divers others which are not eaſily de- 
ſcribed, nor eaſily reconciled tothe ancient Nomenclature of Ulcers : I mean 
thoſe called Anma, Phagedenica, Depaſcentia, Nome. Out of which words 
that I may pick ſome ſence, I ſhall refer them to two Heads. 

One, of the corroſive Ulcers, which from their corroding the neighbour- 
ing Parts have obtained ſeveral names in the Greek and Latin ; as Phagede- 
nice, Depaſcentia, and Nome : all which depend upon an acrimony of the 
Humour. | 

The other are rather the effeCt of ſome continuance ofan Ulcer, which after 
long Intemperies doth by degrees ſo weaken the tone of the Fibres,deſtroy the 
natural Balſam of the Part;and by frequent Fluxion 1nduce Calloſity,that the 
Diſeaſe groweth very hard'of Cure,and when cured is apt to break out again. 
Theſe, from their continuance, are called Azz ; from the evil diſpoſition of 
the Part, Cacoethe ; from the hardneſs of cicatrizing, Dy/epslota; from the re- 
putation Chiron the Centaur had in Chirurgery, Chironia; and Telephia,from 
the hard fate of Te/ephws, whole Wound could not be cured but by the Spear 
that wounded him. Theſe latter being __ names,not deſcribing the 
nature of any Ulcer, I ſhall content my ſelf only to have explained themin 
few words : but the former, namely Phagedena,or Ulcus depaſcens, Nonie and

agedena (triftly fo called is an Ulcer with ſwelled Lips, that eats the Deſeripiic- 


Fleſh and ay, mea Parts in the bottom andedges of theUlcer. It differs on. 
from Heypes, becauſe that always begins in the Skin, with little moiſture, 
thisalways affes the Fleſh, and abounds with Matter. 

Noma isa deep Ulcer that eats and ſpreads without Tumour, but hath a 


Rottenneſs and PutrefaCtion joyned with it. 


Both theſe are venemous malignant Ulcers, and both ſpread : but they pige. 
differ, in that'one hath Tumour, and no Putrefaction ; and the other Putre- rence. 


fation, and no Tumour. 


Theſe Ulcers do all take their Original from vicious Humours abounding ©, 


inthe Body. Whether they be {imple Choler,or a ſalt Phlegm mixt with it, 
or that the Humours are made ſharp and corroſive from a hot and dry 1x- 
temperies of the Part affeQed, I leave others to juJge : but in Bodies abound- 
ing with Cacochymia it is frequently leen, that an Herpes exedens ariſeth in the 
Noſe and Face from a ſmall Wart or fiery Puftule, which being heated by 


+ ſcratching or picking with their Nails will terminate corroſive,and from an 


Herpes exedens become Phagedenical, and by a farther exaſperating cance- 


rate; they differing but as the Humour becomes more or lels fierce. 
The Signs are evident from what hath been delivered of them. Some take Signs. 


their Original from Abſceſſes deep in the Fleſh, others begin more ſhallow, 
and in time ſpread and eat,not only the Skin to the Fleſh, but the Parts abour, 


and diſſolve the Fleſh in the bottom of the Ulcer very ſenlibly. 


Alltheſe Kinds of corroſive eating Ulcers are accounted malign : but ſorne Progne. 


are leſs malign than other. Thoſe which ariſe in venereal Diſeaſes are in them- ſick. 
& LP {elves 
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ſelves difficult of Cure ; but by reaſon of the Specificks that Diſeaſe hath fg 
its help, they become caſie. The others are extream difficult, and do fre. 
quently terminate Cancerous. 

In the Cure of theſe Ulcers a good Diet ought to be preſcribed, to prohibit 
the increaſe of ſharp Humours. The Body 1s allo go be Purged,the Humours 
contemperated, and the Matter to be diverted by Revyltion, Derivation 
and Interception, ifit be poſſible. The virulent Humour aftetting the Ulcer 
requires to be dried up,and the [ztemperies to be corrected. But toraſmuch ay 
theſe Ulcers differ one from another 1n their corroſive quality, the Medica. 
ments mult accordingly vary. If the Intemperies be hot, and the Ulcer Coro. 
ſive, your Applications are to be coldanddry, with ſome little aſtringency 
as nnguent. tutie, e plumbo, de calce, & de lithargyro. If theſe anſwer. not ex. 
peCtation, you mult proceed with more ſtrong Medicaments. But by the 
authoriry of the Ancients you mult {carike thele Ulcers, or ſome way prg. 
voke them to bleed, that the ſharp Humours may thereby be diſcharged. 
Then waſh them with ſome drying Medicaments, which may allo reſtrain 
the Influx of the Humours ; as 6 3 calcis, eruginoſa, or aluminoſa, or a Detoft, 
plantag. equiſeti, rubi, flor. roſ. rubr. balauſt. nuc. cupreſſ. gallar. in a Chalybeate 
water. After which the 1UIcer may be ſprinkled with any of theſe, pulv, ts. 
tie preparate, corn. cervi uſt i, puly, oſtreor. combuſt. COrF. granat. Ort ICy may 
be made into Lnguents, as thus ; R unguent. diapomphol. 51), bol. Armen, ſang, 
dracon. balauft. an. 36, 0l, roſ. q. ſ. Miſc. a Comprels being applied wet over 
all, wrung our of ſome altringent Decoction. The Ulcer thus dreſſed is nat 
to be opened again in three or four days: for in theſe [1cers the tempera: 
ment of the Part is weak, and the frequent expoling it to the Air rendreth 
it more weak, and the Medicaments leſs eflectual. 

But if this Ueer be with Rottenneſs and Putrefattion, you are to proceed 
with Detergents,as unzucnt. Aigyptiac, Merc. pracipitat. pulv. Andronis, Muſe, 
alſo Cauſtick and aQtual Cautery. To theſe Applications ObjeCtions have 
been made ; and, bur a little above, Medicameats are by my ſelf propoſed 
drying without Eroſion : but when thoſe take no place, we proceed to ſtrong: 
er ; and where there is PutrefaCtion, you will find uſe for the ſtrongeſt ſort of 
Medicaments, as the aftual Cautery, it not only ſerving to remove the corro- 
ſive Fleſh, but to check the malignity, and ſtrengthen the weak Part. Butin 

caſe that will not be admitted of, you mult proceed with the other, and the 
while defend the parts about with Refrigerants, and after ſeparation of the 
_ Fleſh, trear it by Sarcoticksand Epuioticks, as hath been elſewhere 
aid, 


Man aged ſixty odd years, of a lean dry Habit of body, had a long time 
been troubled with an Ulcer on the inſide of the Ancle on his right 
Leg : it had been often cured, but it broke out again ſoon after. I found 
the Ulcer ſanious,the Parts about it ſwelled and livid, & endeavoured to cure 


it by the common method ſet down in the general Cure of Ulcers ; bur.it 


would not digeſt two days together. I then propoſed a laced Stocking : but he 
replied there was no need, his Rowler kept off the Swelling. Obſerving him 
ro be ſo very wile, I omitted my accuſtomed attendance, _= which he im- 

1ecured it or no, 
I donot know ; but about half a year or more after, the Patient ſent for me 
again. The Ulcer was undigeſted, and the Fleih in it ſoft and rotten, ofa 
florid colour,and the Parts about it as it were bruiſed ; which proceeded from 
the frequent Fluxion and unequal {tri&t Bandage. I propoſed a laced Stocking 
which he willingly permitted. Mean time I deterged the Ulcer with Merc. 
precipitat. 
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precipitet applied Pledgits of unguent baſilicon.mag.over it, with an Emplaſter 
of cerar. Galzni, Compreſs and Bandage. The ſecond day after I fomented 
the Ulcer and Parts affected witha diſcutient and aſtringent DecoQtion, and 
digeſted it with anger. baſilicon and Merc. precipitat. Afﬀter I had thus di- 
geſted and deterged the Ulcer, and rarefied the impatted Humours in the ad- 
jacent Parts, I tomented it with aq. calcis, applied Pledgits dipt in the ſame 
over the ends of the Ulcer, and dreſſed the middle with »»gnent.de lithargyro, 
applying an Emplaſter of the ſame over all with Compreſs, and laced on a 
ſtreight Stocking; by which the Fluxion was moderately reſtrained,and the 
Ulcer diſpoſed to cicatrize : yet through the acrimony of the Humour, and 
theindiſpolition of the Lips & adjacent Parts,the work was not withour ſome 
difficulty, the Matter being apt to ſhut in and bring part of theCicarrix with 
it, But it was cured in leſs than two months ſpace ; whereas without that 
Stocking it would ſcarce have cured in ſix months. It was uſually painful 
after it had been cured by former methods, but was now free. 


A perſon of about fifty years of age,much ſubject to the Gout, having long 2. Obſer- 


laboured of a ſoar Leg, ſent for me. There was one large Ulcer with callous 


Lips on the infi.le of the Small of his leg, with an Ulceration down below the hard cure, 


Ancle. This Leg had been forme ly ſubject to pituitous Swellings, where- 
inthe endeavouring to reliſt the Influx had impacted the Matter, and made 
the Tumour ſcirrhous. The Ancle-joynt was ſtiff, and the Knee as bad, by 
realon of a contraction in the Ham. Upon theſe conſiderations the Soars 
were of difficult Cure. I dreſſed the larger Ulcer,which was ſordid, with Pre 
cipitate and nnguent. baſilicon, the leſſer with #nguent.c plumbo, with Compreſs 
and Bandage, and againſt the next Dreſſing provided a Fomentation of red 
Wine withStipticks, hoping that way to cicatrizethe leſſer Ulcers at leaſt:bur 
they would not cure fo, for the indurated Parts required to be made ſoft, 8& the 
Matter to be diſcuſſed firſt:but this was a hard task, while the Patient laboured 
under the Gout, or pain from the weakneſs and indiſpolition of the Parts. 
Therefore, having deſigned a Fomentation ex rad. & fol. althex, matve, parieta- 
rie, ſem. ini, &c. I bathed the Leg as it was held over the Liquour,continued 
my Applications to the Ulcers, and applied cerat. dialthee over the ſcirrtious 
Parts; continuing this merhod till I had relaxed the hardneſs. Then I puton 
alaced Stocking, by which I ſtrengthened the Part againſt the Influx, and 
uſed all my endeavours tocicatrize the Ulcers, by Pledgits prelt our of aſtrin- 
gent Liquours applied upon Lawns, alſo by epulotick Unguents, Powders, 
and Malagma : but as fait as I healed them in one place, they brake out in ano- 
neylo that with much difficulty I cicatrized them at laſt by the help of a laced 
ocking. 


A Maid of about'ſeventeen or eighteen years of age, with an Ulcer in her ,, ge. 
right Leg abour a hand's breadth on the inſide near the Ancle,deſpairing vat. of an 


of Cure, ſent for x Woman who had ſome credit in the curing ſuch Ulcers. 


She came, and- ſeeing a foul Ulcer with thick hard Lips, applied a Cauſtick cure. 


toitzl fuppeFs Merei fublimar... It put the Patient ro grievous pain for the ſpace 
of aday andiighe;cauling great Inflammation and Tumour. Upon which con- 
ſideration the Woman was ſent for again. She ſaw the effesof her Medicine, 
and would have applied ſomewhat ro eaſe rhe pain”; but the Patient's Friends 
ſeeing the diſturbance in the Ulcer,and doubting whither it might tend,reſol- 
ved now to put her into the hands of a Chirurgeon, and ſent for me. I 
came; and found the Leg ſwelled;and the Eſcar large covering the Ulcer,and 
taking in the callous Lips round. It was ſo thick and deep,thart I much feared 
it would leavethe-Bone'bare under it. My work was to haſten the ns 2" 
Cc 2 0 
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of the Eſchar,and mitigate the Accidents of pain,&e.To which purpoſe I fo- 
mented the Part affected with Milk, dreſſed the Eſchar with »»genr.baſilicoy 
cum 01. liliorum, and applied cerat. Galeni, with Compreſs and Bandage to re- 
tain it. Thus in few days the pain ceaſed,and the Eſchar ſeparated,leaving a 
Fleſh of a colour as it were bruiſed. I dreſſed the Ulcer with a Digeſtive ex 
terebinth. far. hord. &c. and fomented the Tumour and Ulcer with OecoF, 
abſinth. flor. roſ. rubr. balauſt. &c. then applied «»guert. tutie as an Empla- 
ſter with Bandage. After Digeſtion, I incarned with mel deſpumat. 8c. and 
continued the ule of the Fomentation, hoping thereby to give a breathing,and 
dry up the bruiſed Parts which made that lividity about the Ulcer, and were 
the cauſe of its difficult curing. As the Ulcer incarned, I endeavoured b 
Bandage to keep the Lips flar to cicatrize with the Ulcer,and to that purpoſe 
drefſed them and the Ulcer with wngzert. 2 calce, touching the lax Fleſh with 
the Vitriol-ſtone,todry it,and fit it to cicatrize,and with much pleaſure cicg- 
trized it tothe compaſs of a Silver peny,and thought the work very eaſy. But, 
- whenT leaſt ſuſpetted it,the Skin crack'd in the ſound edges, and the Fleſh in 
rhe Ulcer looked of a dark red colour. I.drefſed it with Epuloticks, hoping 
it would yet cicatrize: but the Cuticula afterwards crack'd in three' places 
more,and the Patient ſuſpeted the cauſe to be from a fault in-the Bone ; as in 
truth I ſhould my ſelf have doubted it,if I had not ſeen the ſeparation of that 
Eſcar ; tor the Fleſh appeared rotten under the broken Cuticula,and as the Ul. 
cer healed in one corner,it broke out again there,or in another place. But this 
was from the Intemperies of the Part, and required again to be digeſted before 
I could hope to cicatrize it. To which purpoleI dreſſed it with «ngnent.bafi 
lieonand Pracipitate, let her bloud, purged and vomited her, preſcribed her 
a derdt,ſarſe,put on a laced Stocking,and uſed my utmoſt endeavours to cica- 
trize.it, as in ſuch/Ulcers I have accuſtomed to do ; but all to no purpole, the 
Cicatrix would not hold two days. I then lefr off the uſe of the laced Stocking, 
and defired the Patient once more to give me leave to try whether 1t woul 


cure wirhout-1t;; and to that purpoſe perſwaded her to keep her Leg upon z 
$t0ol- level with her Body a few days, I hoping thereby to keep off Fluxion, 
and'fuppoſing;-1f Lcould once more breath out that groſs Bloud impatted in 
the Part, | ſhould beable tocicatrize'the Ulcer ; and if the Ulcer were ciens 
trized without: —_ would be the more laſting.

tation, digeſted the Ulcer,and with a Solution ob the Tin&tureof Vitriol ina 
Decott.,equiſeti,&c. applied Pledgits over bits of fine Lawn, and ſineared the 
edges of. che Ulcer with «geen catie,thativmight not adhere to them:;With 
ſych'like endeavours I cicatrizedir firm, then put on a laced'Stocking'again, 
with a Compreſs under it ſpred with #ngaert.tutie,modefately to dry the Cice- 
trix, and dreſſed it once in two or three days for fear of the worit. A dry 
Sadle:aroſe upon'itdo what I:could. I anointed ut with: Pomariun tofſughle 
it; then raiſed it lightly up, and took it off : and fo I didewo'or eerily, 
and-4t Jaſt left it firm and natural-as thereſt;and fo it-ovninuerth to this day: 
This Ulcer from its continuation:might/be. Arnams ;. from'its difficulty of 
cure; Chironium, or Telephium ;; from its rottenheſs of the Meſh 0m; rom 
its callous Lips, Cx{oſwr ; from its frequent cracking of the Sin after rica!

As -Iwas paſſing one day through Brainford roLondon,T was deſired to ſts# 
poor Servant lying/ugder anAbſcels in his leftLeg,theCriſ of umalign Fever. 
TlieAbſcelspoſſeiſed the outfide of his Leg;fromthe head of the, Fib-/4 to the 
Ancle,theOrifice being three fingers breadchbelow the ſaidF#u/9.TheMatter 
could not dilchargerit {elf till ic overfiowed ; theretore'E applied a Cauftick 
pon the lower part of theTumour togive vent toit,and leſrhim Drefſingstil! 
| | he 
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he ſhould be able to follow me. Some days after he came to Town : I vilited 
him, and found the lower Opening diſcharged the Matter well, as I had de- 
ſigned; but it was ſanious,and abounded in quantity more than was reaſonably 
to be expected from the Abſceſs. I endeavoured to deterge it with munaif. 
Paracelfi mixed withPrecipitate,and fomented thePart afletted with a Decot#. 
dfinth. ſalvie, betonice, flor. rof. rubr. bace. myrtill. balauſt. in red Wine ; then 
applied Emplaſtr. e bolo,with a Compreſs wrung out of the Fomentation,row- 
kd it up, and applied a Defenſative over the Knee to reſtrain the Fluxion : 
[alſo let him bloud, and purged him with an iff. ſexe, rhabarb.&c. cum. (yr. 
&e ſpin. cervina. But finding the Ulcer would not deterge, I laid it open the 
whole length, and —_ {ordid, filled it with paulv. Anaronis, applying the 
Mundificative upon Doffils between the Lips, with an Emplaſtr.e bolo over all, 
and rowled it up. The third day after I dreiſed it again with the Munditica- 
tive as before, onely adding ſome Mexc, precipitat. to it. This method 1 
continued ſome days, rubbing the looſe Fleſh with a Vitriok-itone, dipping 
ſome of the Pledgits in Pracipitate,and applying it under ſome of the Lips of 
the Ulcer which was undigeſted ; then cur off ſome part of the Lips where 
they were very hollow and troubleſome,and put on a laced Stocking. Thus I 
deterged and diſpoſed the Ulcer to incarn under the Lips and elſewhere; and 
that ir might do ſo,I put the Patient into a Traumatick DecoQtion,and vomi- 
ted and purged him as occaſion offered. But after ſome days, obſerving the 
Lips of the Ulcer did not unite with rhe neighbouring Fleſh, nor the Ulcer 
contra&t as I expected, I made a ſearch with my Probe, and found the Fleſh, 
which was ſeemingly good, to be ſoft, and the Lips hollow and thin, and in 
ſome part callous, I dreſt them with that. «ugzert. rug inis, Cadmie,&c. as 
itis ſer down inUlcers with moiſt Iztemperies,rubb'd the callous Lips with the 
Cauſtick-ſtone, and applied unguezt. baſilicon to haſten the ſeparation of the 
Eſcar ; ſuppoſing by theſe drying:Medicaments to diſpoſe the Ulcer to Incar- + 
nation, But as they incarned and cicatrized in one end or part, the Fle{h be; 
came ſoft and rottea 1n another, us: here and there the Lips were hollow, 
which I cut off, and thereby freed the Ulcer ,of them; and by the helpof the 
former Sarcoticks I incarned it again : but frequently in the cicatrizing ſome 
part of the Ulcer would be corroded from the acrimony of the Humour,iaſo- 
much that I was neceſſitated todreſs this Ulcer with various Medicaments..Jn 
ſme parts of it I applied Pledgits in drying Waters,as 4q.ca/cis, Japidis medica- 
mentoſi, and Epulotick Unguents, to cicatrize it.; while in ſome others I ap= 
lied Detergents,yea andDigeſtives in others;and was nat wanting the while 
Mercurial Remedies and good Diet to contemperatethe acrimony in the 
bloud : yer was it.a moſt hard and difficult work. My Kinſman Jaques Wiſe- 
ma was my Aſſiſtent in the dreſſing of him and ſaw this Ulcer with much 
Furs: but he continued the uſe of a laced Stocking for ſome while 
er. 


Such an ill-conditioned Ulcer afteCted the Fhigh of a Gentleman of about z. oper. 


fifty years of age,of a full Body ; it was the Criſis of a malign Fever. Doctor vt. 
Wederbournwas thePhyſician, Theallcer was of the compals ofaFive-ſhilling- 
piece, but lay onely in the Skin, extreamly corrolive, with Lips ſtanding {tif 
upround the Uicer;;and although I toak chem dowa with Caulſtick,yer they 
irole again in the ſame form.; and, being ina.place difficultly managed byBan- 
dage, would not cicatrize, but thruſt our inthe. middle little haxd E xcreicenr 
&z,of red Fleſh like pins heads, which increaſing grew bigger, firſt one; then 
another, While I was endeavouring to deterge theſe Excreſcences,they-be- 
came callous,united with one anorher,and.magde an unequal Cicatrix,nomwith- 
ſtanding, my endeavours by the Caultick-{tqne:ra rub down choſe uinr Tala 
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higher than their fellows. Art laft it joyned it ſelf to the Lips round, makin 
a firm and hard Cicatrix, which after ſome while caſt oft a dry Scurf, an] 
became ſoft as the natural Skin. 


6. Obſer- 1n the year after the great Plague I was ſent by Sir Fran. Prujean to a 


Gentleman of about fitry years of age, of a lean dry Habit of body, labouring 
under a corroſive Ulcer, running from the left ſide of the upper Lip near that 
Noltril, cloſe along by the Noſe, to the great Canthus or Corner of the Eye, 
penetrating the Skin here and there deeper than elſewhere : it ſpred alſo with- 
out the edges of theUlcer,making as it were a double furrow alongſt the ridge 
and (ide of the Noſe ſuperficially in the Skin. Theſe latter did not matter 
much, nor were they very painful.HisPhyfician had purged him with an i»faf. 
ſent, rhabarb. and the like, in which were diflolved Manna and ſr. de pomis 
purg. and put him intoa Decot?. ſarſe, Chine, corn. cervi, eboris, ſantal. with 
vulnerary Herbs, alſo purged him once in four or five days with ca/omel. and 
reſina jalap.cum Eletft lenitiv.And thole days he did not purge, he took cernſſ.cn- 
trmonii in confett, Alkermes, with "pulv.corallii & perlar, &c, I began my Dre 
ſings cum unguent.tutie Vig. with Merc. precipitat. upon Pledgits 1n ſome parts 
where there wanted Digeſtion, and in others with «»guert. tutie ſimple, and 
applied wngnent. Comitifſ. over all. The next day I rook off the Dreſſin 
tomenred the affetted Parts with a Deco#?, fol. plantag. roſ. ruby, balaiſt, ſu 
mach & aluminis in Wine, and continued to dreſs the deeper Ulcers with the 
unguent, tutiz and Mexc, precipitat, The other, which were more ſuperficial, 
I ſprinkled cum pulv. t corn. cerv, uſt. balanſt. & cfoc. Martis aftring. and ap- 
plied nngxent. Comitiſſe over all. By this method I dried up the upper Ulcer 
on the ſide of the Noſe, but the Cicatrices were unſeemly,as in moſt ſuch rebel. 
liovs Ulcers they are,we being glad todry them on any faſhion as we may.The 
other Ulcers allo fill'd up with Plelh,and. afterwards cicatrized in ſome parts, 
The deepeſt Ulcers were alſo well diſpoſed to it. The ſeaſon of the year be- 
ing hot, the Patient retired into the Country, taking the foreſaid Medicaments 
with him, they agreeing well with the Ulcer. His Wife, having often dreſſed 
him in Town, knew how to apply them, and dreſſed him in the Country, 
where he continued all the Summer. He not giving us the lea(t account of his 
Ailment, I concluded him cured.: but in the Fall of the leaf he returned, 
and then I found theUlcer muchiexaſpezated,and diſcharging a virulent Mat- 
ter, it having corroded deep the' whole era. ca from his upper Lip along the 
Check into the great Canther dividing the lower Lid of the Eye, and was 
paſſing between the G/andula Tacrymalis and the Eye: it had alſo ſpred 
beneath into that Noſtril, and had paffed its Matter thiough ; and in 
truth the caſe was moſt deplorable ; for whatever theſe Ulcers may bear of 
ſharp Medicaments in another Part, here they would not”: and -oſſibly this 
was exaſperated by ſuch in the Country —_ thoſe buſy-bodies. I eridea- 
voured to recover it by Lenients powerfully drying without acrimony, ſuch 
as T had formerly ufed in the like caſe, and waſh'd the Ulcer with a Solu- 
tion of a Salt drawn off from the flowers of Antimony ix 49. veronice. Do- 
Qour Prujean was again conſulted, and DoQtour Bare, atfo Mr. Hollier and 
other Chirurgeons. The Phyſicians repeated the former courſe, with fome 
additions, and ſweat him, and-after that preſcribed him a Diet of Milk, 
which he lived ftrictly upon boigh time. Many Topicks were propoſed by 
ns; but they were onely drying Medicaments without acrimony, which a 
greed.-well wich the Ulcer, and thoſe ſerved onely to palliate it. Whilſt I 
attefded it, the Ulcer-ſpred it ſelf under that Eye, fretting off the Muſcles fo 
rhat the Eye was drawn by the contrary Muſcles to the external Canthw, 
#nd diſtorted To as it was eaſe to ſee the Optick Nerve. I was not = to 
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ſerve him. He. lived under Palliation till within this twelvemonth. The 


Humour afterwards affected the other ſide : what progreſs it made there I 
cannot tell. 

A Gentleman of abour forty years of age, of a ſanguine Complexion and 
Plethorick, came to me with an Herpes exedens affecting the Eye-lids. It 
had been of ſome years growth : it began on the middle of the upper Eye- 
lid near the C:/ia or edge in a {mall Puſtule, ( as it is deſcribed in the Chapter 
of thoſe Tumours, ) and in continuance pred along the edge to the external 
Canthus, where it eat deeper into the Skin, and by eroſion cauſed an Ulcer of 
a round figure the breadth of a Silver-peny, eating into that corner of the 
Membrane conjunttva, and thence the length of the lower Eye-lid, conſumin 
it downwards, kaving the neighbouring Parts ſcirrhous. Its Eroſion in thele 
Parts was increaſed by the continual Fluxion from the inflamed Eye : for the 

r Lid where the Herpes firſt arole was not ſo much concerned, the origi- 
ul Herpes lying there not unlike a hordeolarms. Upon view of this Ulcer I de- 
fired a Conſultation, and to that purpole DoCtor Tho. Cox and Mr. Holier 
met me. Collyria of a refrigerant andexficcant quality were preſcribed, Ve- 
neſeQion in the Arm, Purging with decot?. epithymi, &c. and the ſecond day 
after the external Jugular was opened, and about ten ounces of bloud was ta- 
ken : Fontanels were alſo made inter Scapnlzs, &c. a Seton was alſo adviſed. 
The Patient thus fitted took a Journey upon extraordinary occaſions into the 
Country. About a month after he returned, and put himſelf again into my 
hands. I treared the Ulcer with Epuloticks of various forts and forms, ap- 
plied Frontals to intercept the deſcent of Humours, purged him with C2/o- 
mel. cum rhabarbaro, preſcribed Vulneraries in a deco##, ſarſe, lign. lentiſcin, 
&c. with Balſamicks to contemperate the acrimony of the Humours, This 
method not ſucceeding, we conſulted a Phyſician, who preſcribed cooling 
Juleps of diſtill'd Milks, &c. But he growing hereby indiſpoſed in his Sto- 
mach, and the Ulcer raging, he returned to his former Preſcriptions ; and 
by the taking Bezoard. mineral. thoſe days he intermitted Purging, and by 
the application of »mguent. calaminar. he was reſtored to better health, and 
the Ulcer more ſedate : upon which he ſupplied himſelf with ſome ofthe 
fame internal and external Remedies, and retired into the neighbouring 
Country. About ſix weeks after he ſhewed himſelf ro me. The Ulcer ia 
and near the external Canthus was almoſt cicatrized, and the other Parts well 
diſpoſed. He then recruited himſelf with more of the ſame Medicameats, 
fince when I have not ſeen him ; but hear it increaſed in the Country, and 
he hath almoſt loſt the ſight of that Eye. 
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Cuar, XAT. 
Of Ulcers with Varices. 


E have already treated of Varix as it affects the Thigh, Leg, &«. and 
have there ſhewed you chat it is a Dilatation of the Veins with groſs 
Bloud : we alſo have there delivered the Cauſe and Signs, and how it dif. 
fers, as dilating ſome one Vein, or all the branches of that Vein to the ver 
Capillaries ; and ſo the YVarix may lie deep between the Muſcles and Skin, 
or more ſuperficially. I have alſo there ſhewed the advantage and diſadyan- 
tage that may happen in repreſſing them. It remaineth now that I ſay ſome- 
what of them as they are ulcerated by the acrimony of the Humour, or by 
ſome accident of Bruiſe, Wound, &«c. whereby they become painful, in- 
flame, and ſwell the Member. 

The C#re of theſe Ulcers with Yarixare real, or palliative. The Real or 
perfe& Cure propoſed by the Ancients I have delivered to you in the Chap- 
ter of a SmpleVarix : it is by making an Inciſion in the Skin, and taking up 
the Vein, and tying it, &c. But this way hath not beenadmitred (to my 
knowledge ) amongſt us ; nor have I often ſeen that a Varicous Ulcer could 
be cured by cutting off the branch leading to the Ulcer, there being com- 
monly more Veins concerned in it, 

The Palliative Cure conſiſts in drefſing the Ulcer with Digeſtives & De. 
terſives, according as the-Ulcer-is ſanious or ſordid, and the while by good 
Bandage or a laced Stocking to _ the Humours impatted in the Part;by 
which Bandage the Lips of the Ulcer are diſpoſed to cicatrize with cthellcer. 
I call this method Palliative, for that it commonly laſts no longer than the 
laced Stocking is worn, In the Cure of theſe Ulcers, if there be P/erhora, it 
may be neceſſary thar'the Body be purged, and a Vein opened, 


4 Woman of a full Body, aged 54 years, was grievoully pained with an 


Ulceration on her right Leg. Several Medicaments had been ineffteQu- 
ally applied. I being conſulted ſaw the Ulceratiori large, and the Capillary 
Veins lie dilated ſuperficially in the Skin ; from whence judged the Ulcera- 
tion toariſe, The Leg was much ſwelled, and ſomewhat inflamed. I dreſt 
the Ulceration with »»gaerr. tutie Vigon. applied over it amixture of #r- 
guent, zutritumand populeon, rowled it up with Compreſs and Bandage, and 
beſpake a laced Stocking againſt the next day ; which being then laced on, 
and the former method of Dreſling repeated, the pain ceaſed from that day, 
and, the Humours being repreſſed by virtue of the Bandage, the Ulceration 
cicatrized in ten or twelve days. 

In the year 1654. I was ſent for to an Inhabitant of this City, who com- 
plained of his ſoar Legs,andthat his Chirurgeon who uſed daily to dreſs them 
was lately dead : he delired me I would ſupply his place, and accordingly 
he would allow me the ſame Salary. I unrowled his Legs, and ſaw the Ul. 
cerslying in the Skin in ſeveral places amongſt the YVarices without Inflam- 
mation or Swelling ; but towards night they ſwelled, and were painful. I ac- 
quainted him with the nature of his Diſeaſe, and propoſed the Cure by laced- 
Stockings. Idreſſed the Ulcers with «ngaenr.diapomphol.and rowled them up. 


Within a day or two his Stockings were brought him,and after I had dreſſed 
his 
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his Legs they were put on, with Compreſs under them upon the Ulcers. 
There were allo pieces of Veltum laid berween to defend them from the 
wrinkles ofthe Stockings. By the wearing of theſe the Humours were re- 
(rained, and the Ulcers diſpoled well to cure. I made him aFontanel in each 
Leg, and left him ſome E puloticks to finiſh It, which they ettected in few 
days. The Ifſues he continued to good purpole, for he is alive to this day.

cipitate, and applicd unguenr. turteas betore, withg.omprels and Bandage. 
The third day I opened it again, and drefledit as before. The fourth day after, 
tnding the Ulcer well detcrged,1I dreſſed it with #zgrent.baſilicon mixed with 
Pracipitate; and after I had d:geited it,put on a laced Stocking; then incarned 
with this, Be aloes Cf thuris an.). a(ſe fe&1id. 518, mellis deſpumatt 5v3, Miſc. & fiat 
Ungnatum. I afterward added a third part of xz2nent. e plumbo ro one part of 
this Sarcotick, and by thehelp of the Vitriol-fone,and Pledgits dipt in a ſtip- 
tick Wine, cicatrized the Ulcer. Mr. Pearce was his Lordihip's Apothecary. 


One having been troubled with a ſore Breaſt about a year aſter Child-bed, 4. Obfr- 
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t growing more {welled and ulcerated, f}e ſent for me. It was hard, with- 
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out Inflammation or diſcolouring in the Skin, & diſcharged a wel!-concotted the righs 
Matter out of the Nipple and ſome {mall Openings near it. I wondred what Brealt. 


ſhould be the reaſon it did not cure. Ar laſt, in handling the Breaſt, I felta 
Varixlying under the Skin : it felt Ike Network. I dreiled the Ulcer ſome- 
tmes with wngrept, baſilicor, and others with unguent.tutie, applied Emplaſtr. 
ebolo over the Brea{t, with Bandage to ſupport it, and adviſed the wearing of 
fine Tow ſprinkled with Cerule under that Axilz: by which method it was 
afterwards cured in a monthi's ſpace or thereabours,

It was evident that the Ulcer was varicous ; upon which account I under- 
took it 2ratrs, and commended her to one of my Servants to cure, with dire- 
ctionsto keep her Chamber, and that he ſhould the while toment and dreſs 
her Leg after the ſame method ſer down 1a the former Obſervations, and by 
Bandage diſpoſe it for a laced Stocking. Accordingly he fomented the Leg, 
dreſſed the Ulcers with Deterlives, and with Compre's and Bandage row- 
id it moderately ſtreight from the Foot to the Gartering. After he had thus 
rarefied the pituitous Humours which were :mpacted in the Part, and de- 
terg'd the Ulcer, he laced ona {tre:ght Stocking with a Comprels upon the 
Ulcer, by which the bloud was [treightned in its paſſage, and the Humours 
reprelt, alſothe Lips of the Ulcer were brought even and cicatrized in few 
weeks without Purging or Bleeding, and this prodigious [welled Leg was 
reduced to its natural ltate. Thus may the greatel(t Swelling accompanying 
varicous Ulcers be removed, and the Ulcers palliated, if not cured : for it is 
confeſſed thar they return again for the moſt part upon the diſcontinuing 
the laced Stocking.

Of Sinuous Ulcers. 


IthertoT have treated of Ulcers which take their names from the Hy. 
mours which affe&t them : I ſhall now diſcourſe of that Ulcer which 
derives its name from its hollowneſs, and 1s called a Simnorms Ulcer, 

Sennertrs places the _—_ of Siu next to that of a Phlegmor : and in. 
deed they frequently ariſe from ſuch, eſpecially where the Oritice hath nat 
been ſufficiently large todiſcharge the Matter : nay, inſome great Abſceſſes, 
where the Cavity hath been very large, there, though the Aperture be great, 
yet for want of 200d Cgmpreſlion, and diſpolition in the Humours, the Skin 
unites ſo unequally with the Fleſh underneath, that it maketh ſeveral Stnass, 
and doth as it were cur/culos agere, make Coney-burrows. Sometimes Ah. 
{celles doariſe from within, viz, from the Lungs, &c. and paſs their Matter | 
externally under the Arm-pits, or through the Back, Breaſt,or Sides ; or from 
other Viſcers in the lower Venter, and raiſe Abſceſſes amongſt the external 
Muſcles of the 4b4omen, &c. Of whichlT ſhall give you ſome Inſtances, ha 
ving already occaſionally treated of the other ſort in a Treatiſe of Guz ſbot, 

The Antecedent Cauſe may be ill Diet, &c. whereby the Humours ex 
ceed in quantity, or evil quality, and being too long retained in the Abſcek, 

et a corroſive diſpoſition, and render the Ulcer ſinuous. 

Theſe Ulcers differ from one another, as they are either ſtraight, or crook: 
ed ; deep, or lying only under the Skin ; or have oneor more S:ns's. The 
may be diſtinguiſhed from a Fiſt»/a, in that the latter 1s callous, which thel: 
are not, unleſs it be in the very Oritice, 

The Signs of Sinuous Ulcers may be taken from the preceding Cauls, 
whether it bea tranſlation of Matter from within outward, or from Phleg- 
mon, or other Abſceſs, Wound, &c. The Sinus may allo be judged by the 
ſearch of a Probe or Wax-candle. The quantity of Matter will alſo ſhew the 
largeneſs of it. 

Sinnous Ulcers of long continuance are of difficult Cure, by reaſon of the 
weakneſs of the native Heat in the Part, which rendreth it incapable of all 
milating its proper aliment,- and ſubject to the receiving ſuperfluous Hu- 
mours. Alſo if the $/z«s run under the Joynt, Nerves or Tendons, - where 
it may not be ſafely laid open, the Cure is more hard toobtain. | 

[f the Sinus proceed from a tranſlation of Matter from wichin the Body, 
you cannot hope to cure it till the diſeaſed /i/cera be healed, during which 
the Patient is in great danger of a Maraſmus; but if the ſinuous Ulcer dif 
charge little Matter, and that well digeſted, and be ina place where it may 
ſafely be kept open, the Cure is hopetul. 

In the Cure of thele Ulcers Authors have propoſed four Intentions, The 
firſt conſiſts ina regulation of Diet and the other Non-naturals, according 
a5 it hath been ſet down in the general Diſcourſe in this Treatiſe. 

Secondly, that the Humours be evacuated and contemperated. If there be 
Plethora, the Evacuation will be neceſſary by Purging and VenzſeCion. The 
contemperating of the Humours may be by Traumatick decoCtions and other 
Balſamicks, as all along hath been propoled. 


The third is effeted 1n prohibiting the Humours to flow into thellcer,and 
that 
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that by Revullion, Interception and Repulſion : which hath been ſuffici. 
ently ſpoken ofin the Diſcourſe of Tumours 1n general. 

' The fourth Intention concerns more immediately the Cure of the Ufcers, 
viz, by the removing of thoſe accidents of pain, inflammation, tumour, &c. 
without which there is no hope of Cure. In order tothis work, you mult con- 
ſider the Sinus, how the Matter may be belt diſcharged.If rhe Orifice be in the 
declining part, inlarge that : bur if the S7us run beneath downward, your 
beſt way will be to open that in the declining and lowelt part by Knite or 
Cauſtick ; ſo ſhall the Sinuous Ulcer above be diſpoſed to cure. But if the $:- 
us do run under conſiderable Veſſels, or be in ſuch a place where you cannot 
fafely lay it open, you ought then to inlarge the Orifice, and put the Member 
in ſucha poſition as may diſpoſe the Matter to flow forth, and by Compreſs 
and Bandage contribute your endeavours thereto. Having thus made way 
for the diſcharge of Matter, you are then to deterge the Ulcer with Medica- 
ments proportioned to the impurity of it. The moſt uſual are, anguent. Apo- 
ftolor. mund, pron” ao ex apio : to. which may beadded Meyc. precipitat. &c. 
If there be a neceſſity of Injettions, you may with a Syringe caſt in ſome of 
theſe following Liquors ; but do not ſtop the Orifice the while, for thereby 
you will dilate the Si»us. The milder may be, a decoe?. hordei,cum ſyr de roſ.ſice, 
mel. magiſt.noſt. Or, kk ſummitat.centaur min.agrimon.equiſeti,pimpinele,an.My. 
rad ariſtoloch.rot.rad.iridis,anXZij.myrrhe,ſarcocolle,an. 511).coq.in aq.font. thij. co- 

lat.aade ſpir.vini Ziv. mell.roſar.q.ſ. Other of this ſort you may ſee in the Chap- 

ter of Sinuous Ulcers in Guntha Wounds. Itthe Ulcer ariſe from ſome Ab- 
ſcels within the body, it will not be ſafe to uſe Injections, till you can fatisfie 
your {elf how they will come out again. Therefore in ſuch caſes you muſt 
conlider, as above faid, how you may give a vent to the Matter : for while 
that is retained, there is no hope of deterſion. But that being conveniently 
made, you may keep it open by Cannula, or with a Pea threaded, as a Fonta- 
nel, till Nature ſhall be diſpoſed by the Phyſician's help to heal the internal 

Viſcers, and then the external Ulcer will heal ofit ſelf under the Pea, if you 

leave it not timely our. 

During the Cure of all theſe Ulcers, you ought to uſe Fomentations diſcuti- 
ent and drying proportionably as the caſe requireth ; viz. of ſummitat.abſinth, 
majorane, hyperici, betonice, flor. cham. roſ. rubr. balanſt. bacc, myrtill. nuc, cu- 


preſſ. &c. in Wine and Water, with the addition of Brandy. 


Married Woman aged thirty four years, having layn a great while lame *- Obſer- 
with a pain in her right Leg, ſuppoſed a Rhenmatiſmus, after frequent no 
bleeding,purging,&c.it ſwelled on the outſide from theGartering to theHeel, Ulcerin 


and diſcharged its Matter near the Ancle. Some neighbouring Chirurgeon & '*Le- 


Apothecary were imployed,who dreſſed it and preſcribed her Phylick accor- 
dingly,and after ſome time permitted theUlcer to clole,endeavouring to per- 
ſwade her ſhe was cured. But it ſwelling ſoon after with Inflammation, I was 
ſent for, and ſaw the Ulcer near cloſed : but the quantity and ill quality ofthe 
Matter ſhewed it finuous ; and upon ſearch I diſcovered it fo to the very Gar- 
tering, alſo a Sinus running down towards the Heel. I dilated the Orifice 
with Gentian roots, applied a Cauſtick about an inch and a halt in length 
upon the Sinus above, and gave vent tothe Matter, dreſſing it up with Leni- 
ents, as unguent. baſilicon cum ol. roſ, and after the fomenting it, applied cerar. 
Galeni with Compreſs and Bandage,ſuppofing the Matter would be intercep- 
ted, and the Sinns's beneath thereby diſpoſed to cure. Bur after ſeparation 
of this Efcar, the Ulcer appeared hollow under the lips ; and the Matter 


flowing from the remaining Sins above, put me upon a neceſſity of laying 
d 2 that 
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that open by a Snip with a pair of Sciſſors: andafter all my endeavours, | 
was glad to lay open the lowermoſt $75, from the Ancle downwards, be. 
fore I could diſpole 1t ro cure. The ſeveral Cavities being laid open, 1 drefſed 
them with Digeſtives, Deterlives and Epuloticks, accordingly as they re. 
quired, then cheriſhed the native Heat in the Member by goo4 Fomentati- 
ons, asabove in the method of Cure is ſet down; and by Iutercipients and 
Bandage reſtrained the influx of Humours. 
Cantionin To add to this poor Woman's miſery, ſhe had a Fontanel formerly made 
making. upon the Tendon of the Biceps, which had cauſed a contrattion ot her Arm, 
anda hardTumour on the inlide of theKadims,with great pain and convullion 
in her Hand and Fingers. This very pain kept her, watching day and night, 
exceedingly exhauſted her ſpirits, and put ſuch a Fermeat in her bloud, asic 
ſecmed to me difficult to cure her Leg whilſt this diſturbance continued on 
her. Wherefore I began with the Embrocation of the Arm, and ſo down: 
wards,with this ; I anguent,nervin.3il. ol. lumbric.311,01.vnlpin.51.01.origani,le. 
verd.ana q.{ Miſc.and applied over theTumour on herWritt a mixture of Em. 
plaſt. diachyl.cum gummi & de mucilag.1 allo preſcribed her an Infulion of Sexa, 
&c. with Manna and ſr. &e pomis purg ant. and thatnight one grain of /aud. in 
con{.anthos,& ſyr.de garyophyll. and a cordial Julep of aq. ceraſor.nigrortilie,lil, 
coxvall, cinnamomi, confett, Alkerm. & ſyr.6 ſuce ctr. of which the drank tre. 
quently, She was allo purged once a week with Ca/omel. and at other times 
took Antimon.diaphoret.&c. Thus I relolved the Tumour in her Wriſt,and the 
contraCtion of her Arm, and reſtored the uſe of her Hand : during which the 
Ulcers in her Leg digeſted, incarned and cicatrized, according to the method 
preſcribed in the general Chapter of V/cers, Her Leg being extreamly ema, 
ciated and weak, I adviſed the bathing it with Fleſh-broth wherein had 
been decotted emollient Herbs ; by which it atterwards grew lo fu!l, that [ 
was neceſſitated to put her on a laced Stocking ; and thereby rhe ſwelling 
was re{trained, and ſhe recovered ſtrength to walk on it very well. 
>. Obſer. A Maid-fervant, aged twenty fix years, had a {mall Phlegmon on a part of 
rat, ofa Her right Breaſt tending to Suppuration. I, ſuppoling it ſimply luch, conh- 
ol dently-undertook the Cure; and having ſuppuratedit by the application of 
netrating 7/922 7£z2t, baſulicon, open'd it by Caultick, and diſcharged a purulent Matter ; 
the right which increaling daily with diminution of the Inflammation and Tumour,] 
Breaſt. made a ſearch witha Probe, and penetrated into the cavity of the Thorax. I 
then diſcourling with-her, informed my ſelf that ſhe had been long dileaſed 
with a Coughand frequent Shortnels of breath. I was much aſhamed of my 
confident undertaking it. The rarity of the cale deceived me,and as many as 
afterwards ſaw it, every one judging the Ulcer ſimple. But its penctrating 
( as I 414) ſhewed the Curedirficult,and the work of time. ThereforeT ht- 
cd it with a Cannnula, which I retained with a {nip of Plaiſter, and applied a 
thin piece of Sponge prelt out of Wine upon it, with Comprels and Bandage 
over it,dire&ting rhe drefſing it twice aday. After I had thus healed up therelt 
. of the Ulcer,I left out the Canznla,put ina Pea, and kept it as a Fontanel, till 
Nature ſhould diſpote the /iſcera within to a berter condition. But ſhe,grow- 
ing hectical, removed into the Country with internal Preſcriptions and di- 
rections to dreſs her ſelf; where I ſuppoſe ſhe is ſince recovered of her Fever. 
2. Obſer- Some while lince I was accidentally conſulted in the Country by a Chirur- 
—obg geon there about an apoſtemated Breaſt, the biggeſt I ever ſaw. The Patient 
netrating Was a Woman of about forty years old : ſhe had a Cough, and was opprelt 
the brealt- with Difficulty of breathing. The Chirurgeon opened her Brealt in the de 
clining part, and diſcharged a proportionable quantity of fertid Matter. She 
was ſomewhat relieved by it ; but it penetrated into the Thorax,and the large 
diſcharge of Matter ſoon walted her, A 
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A Child of about four years of age was brought to London, ſuppoſed to 4- Obſer-

have the K/zgs-Evil, It had three Ulcers lying near one another oa his left ,;,s n1. 
Side, between the two lowermolt of the true Ribs: they were accompanied cers on the 
with Inflammation and Excoriation. He was much emaciated, and afflicted = _—_ 
with a Cough and Shortneſs of breath. Upon ſearch witha ſmall Wax-candle bh 
iato the upper Orifice, I penetrated between the Ribs, and felt the edge of 

the uppermoſt foul. The other Ulcers were made by the inſinuation ot the 
Matter for want of timely inlarging the firſt Orifice. I drelt the Excoriation 

with unguent.album camph. & cerat.Galeni, and-applied ſome of the mild Cau- 

tick, by which I inlarged thoſe Orifices. After the ſeparation of the Eſcars, 

[ dreſſed the lowermoit with »»gezt. t#tie, and cured them. The upper- 

moſt I kept open as a Fontanel with a Pea, for diſcharge of the Matter from 
within, not concerning my ſelf inthe exfoliation ofthe Bone, but leaving that 

to Nature, which ſeldom fails where the Ulcer is kept well digeſted. Du- 

ring my proceeding thus with the Ulcers, the Child was preſcribed a Deco- 

Aion of Sarſa with PeCtorals, and his body kept open with /yr. de rhab. in 

a9. germ. querc. ſomewhat of Calomel, was allo preſcribed, cernſſa Antimonii, 

&c. and the Child recovered. But while the Artendants grew ſecure and 
careleſs in dreſſing the Ulcer, the Pea flipt out, and the Orihce cloling in the 
Matter, he was ſeized witha Cough, Difficulty of breathing, and Fever. 

Upon which account I open'd that Ulcer again, and relieved him. He went 
ſon after iato the Country, and by the forelaid method recovered. 

A Man of about forty years of age labouring under a Fever inthe Country, ,, oper. 
itterminated in ſome Abſceſs within the Breaſt, and paſſed its Matter art laſt vat. ofa 
into the right Axila,raiſinga large Abſceſs there, which, being left to Nature, 90% 
made its way through the Skin ; but not having Opening ſufficient nor time- the Breaſt. 
ly, the Matter invaded the izter/titia of the Mulcles, and pred it ſelf over all 
the Breaſt and Side, and did not diſcharge it ſelf outwardly otherwiſe than as 
itoverflowed : by which means the Abſceſs became very large, and the quan- 
tity of Matter had well-nigh exhauſted the Patient.It was my chance rocome 
into that Country, and being deſired to give him a viſit, and ſecing the cauſe 
of it, I preſently made a long Incilion in the lower part of his Brealt,and gave 
vent to the Matter ; and afterwards made another Opening from theUlcer in 
the Axilla downwards, where the Matter was ſtreightned by a hard Callzs. 
Inother parts, where the Matter was alſo contained, and could not be dil- 
charged by the former Openings, I applied Caulticks, and the next day di- 
vided the Eſcars, thereby giving way. to the remaining Cavities to empty 
themſelves. This being done, I left Medicaments and directions for the drel- 
ling them : vis. unguent, baſilicon tor Digeition ; mundificat. Paracelſi, Merc. 
precipitat. and Vitriol-ſtone for Deterlion ; #ng-ert. ſarcotic. to incarn; and 
unguent. tutie & deſiccativum ruby, tor the cicatrizing the Ulcer. For what- 
ever people pretend of Cure by Injections, the way 1s flow and hazardous, 
they often rendringtheſe Ulcers more ſinuous, and being of uſe only where 
the Ulcer may not be opened by reaſon of the conliderablenels of the place. 
Herein this caſe, after the Matter had free vent, the Ulcer cured moſt eaſily. 

A Daughter ofa ſubſtanrial Citizen laboured under an Abſcels in the Re- 5 Obſer. 
gion of her leſt Kidney, and was long treated by a bold Empirick, whopro-gjt 2 ? 
miſed Cure : but after all his endeavours, the Child languiſhing under the Ulcer pe- 
Ulcer, ſometimes by reaſon of the great diſcharge of Matter by Urine, and rang 
othertimes through the ſuppreſſion of it, great pains were ttirred up within Kiduey, 
the Body, and outwardly in the Abſceſs. I, being confulted, obſerved that 
the external Abſceſs took its original from the Ulcer within the Kidney,and 


required other manner of drefling, its Cure being the work ot time. I pro- 


pofed 
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poſer] the laying it open to the very Part where the Matter palled forth from 
the Kidney. To which purpoſe I applied a Cauſtick upon the $7»u below, 
divided the Eſcar, and dreſſed it up with Lenieats. Then after ſeparation 
and digeſtion ofthe Ulcer, ſearching the ſame with my Probe, I found the 
Sinus run up above the Orifice ; which being allo laid open, I diſcovered the 
paſſage into the Kidney, and felt the {ide of the laſt ſhort Rib bared by the 
Matter in its paſſing our. I dreſſed the Ulcer with »naif. ex apio, and heal. 
ed up the remaining S$:nuss above and below to the very Aperture. Whilel 
was doing this work, Dr.Barwick was conſulted to help us in the Cure by In- 
rernals, who preſcribed a Traumarick decoction of Sarſa, &c. with the more 
temperate Plants, and Balſamick pills tocontemperate the Humours. Dy. 
ring my diſpoſing of this Ulcer to retain a Cannula, the Matter diſcharged 
by Urine in great quantity, and the Patient was as ſorely afflicted, and had 
the ſame Symptom that others-have who are diſeaſed with Ulcers or Stones 
in the Kidney ; but after vent was given by a ſhort Canz»/a of Lead, ſhe re. 
covered. Having continued the uſe of the Cannul/aſome months, I removed 
it, and kept a Pea juſt inthe Opening, and by red Sparadrope and Compreſ 
retained iton.; then left her ta her Mother to dreſs, and only called ſome 
times when they gave me notice of their wants. After a year or thereabout 
that ſhe had kept this Fontanel open, the internal painsand diſcharge of Im. 
puriries ceaſed, and ſhe grew more fleſhy and ſtrong. She went allo daily to 
a neighbouring School, where ſhe was exerciſed in Dancing, &c. Afeer the 
{ſpace of two years or the: eabout, the Ulcer ſeeming not to matter more than 
might be expected from a {mall Fontanel, the Mother caſt our the Pea, and 
permitted it to heal up. But being ſoon alarm d by the old Accidents which 
returned upon the Child, ſhe ſent for me. I opened it again, and left themto 
keep it ſo. Dr. Barwick was alſo again conſulted, who repeated the former 
method with ſome little alteration. The Ulcer was afterward kept open near 
three years, during which ſhe repeated her courle of Phylick Spring and 
Fall, and was frequently brought ro me. At length I ſeeing her well grown 
and ofa fleſhy and healthy Complexion, and the Fontanel.in a manner dried 
up,I adviſed them to throw out the Pea,it being ot no uſe. They did ſo: from 
which time the Patient hath continued (trong and well, and is fince married, 

A young Gentleman of about ren or eleven years of age was afflite4 with 
a Sinuous Ulcer on his right ſide of the Spine. Ir had taken ifs original from 
a tranſlation of Matter ariſing from within his body whilſt he lay ſick of a Fe- 
ver in the Country. It came at length to maturation, and was let out bya 
neighbouring Chirurgeon : but it proving difficult of Cure,he was brought 
to Town. He was heQick, and diſealed with a Cough and Shortneſs of 
breath, the Abſceſs mattering much, but eſpecially when he bowed his body 
downward, or lay in his bed upon the contrary Side ; alſo 1n lying upon his 
Belly the Matter ran forth ſome ſpoonfuls, and upon holding his breath it 
blubbered forth, which ſhewed it came from within. Yet, for that ſomerimes 
upon preſſing with our hands upon the Muſcles of that ſide the Spine, there 
diſcharged Matter,we were apt to think it lay originally between the Muſcles 
of that place. Doftor Micklerhwait was conſulted, and entertained their Phy- 
ſician, and was often preſent at the dreſſing the Patient. The Apertion was 
{mall, and obſtructed by a Callus and luxurious fleſh within the Ulcer, where+ 
by neither the Probe nor Wax-candle could make any conſiderable way, We 
were ſatisfied that there were more Siz«s'sthan that tranſverle the Back, yet 
by theſearchof a Probe we could make no diſcovery : but abour t!1; ce days 
aftera redneſs in the Skin ſhewed us a S:zus lying near the Os 11:0, 0! about 


two inches long, - the Skin ſeeming thin. I opened it with a mild Cuſtick, 
and 


we ma _— 
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and having divided the Eſcar, I paſſed in a Probe from thence towards the 
Spine : but that not ſatisfying me,I applied a Cauſtick upon the old O: ifice, 
and another lower, whence I had preſſed out Matter. Then dividing them, I 
ld them with Precipitate; and by rubbing into thoſe Eſcars afterwards 
with the Caultick-ltone I penetrated into the S7uss. One of theſe diſcharg- 
ed the Matter which flowed that way ; and the other ſerved our purpoſe to 
diſcover the Sinus penetrating under the uppermoſt falſe Rib towards the 
Breaſt ; which I dilated, and by deterſion enlarged the paſſage, then fitted 
the Ulcer with a Cannula of Lead, with an Emplaſter, Compreſs and Ban- 
dage over it, by which the Matter diſcharged very well, and the Patient was 
relieved in his Cough, and recovered his appetite. The other Apertures, 
having emptied the external Sz»ns's, were deterged and cured. After the 
uſe of rhe Cannuls ſome days, perceiving looſe Fleſh to ariſe in the Ulcer, 
which hindred the diſcharge of Matter, and that theaCtiveneſs of our Pati- 
ent cauſed the Carnula frequently to ſtart out of the Sizus, and ſometimes lit 
uneaſie, I left it out altogether, and put in a large Pea, with a Thread in it 
to pull it out at pleaſure, By this, with application of the common Spara- 
drope for Iſſues, this Ulcer was as a Fontanel kept open, and the Matter 
plentifully diſcharged thereby ; his Habit of body was alſo by the Phyſici- 
an's preſcriptions of Vulnerary decoctions and Balſamicks, with lenient 
Purgatives, ſo well reſtored, that he returned into the Country with his Pa- 
rents. Some while after coming again to Loxdox with them, I gave him a 
viſit, and found him fat and well recovered. I did not ſee the Ulcer, but was 
aſſured from himſelfand his Servants, that it was kept open with much eaſe, 
and that it mattered but little. I adviſed then the keeping it ſo while any 
Matter flowed to the Part : which they did, and thereby cured him. 
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ſes. But becauſe there is one ſort of Yarices more important than 

the reſt, I mean the varicous Swellings of the vene hemorrhoidales, 
I thought it convenient to diſcourle of them particularly by themſelves. 
Theſe happen very often both in men and women, ſo as ſometimes to break 
and void bloud ; other-times only to [well and diſtend. But the conſequences 
of theſe are very great, both as to the duration and intenſeneſs of the pain, 
and alſo as ro the Tumours and Ulcers that ariſe from them. Theſe Tu 
mours are {ometimes phlegmonous, ſometimes ſcirrhous, ſometimes can- 
cerous ; many times they are ulcerous and fiſtulous. 

I ſhall therefore take occaſion from that Chapter of Yarzx, toadd in this 
place an intire Diſcourſe of the Hemorrhoids, together with all the Diſea- 
ſes thatare of the ſame kindred and family with them : in which if I ſwerve 
from that accuracy of method which Learned men may expett in the diſpo- 
ſition of the Parts of this Book, I hope the young Chirurgeon will at leaft 
think that fault ſufficiently recompenſed by having all the troubleſome Dif 
eaſes of that Part brought ar once into one.view. 

The per{picuity ofthis Diſcourſe will depend much upon a true notion of the 
conſtitution of the Az«5,or uttermoſt Exit of the Inteſtinum rectum. In which 
place it is bound about with a SphinQter-Muſcle, the contraction of which 
ſhuts it ſo, as to detain within the Guts whatever Excremeats fall down thi- 
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ther, till ſuch time as Nature, being ftimulated either by the fulneſs or prov. 
cation of matter, doth voluntarily relax it, and by the help of ſeveral pairs of 
Mufcles dilate it, to make way for the diſcharge. All thele things pur toge. 
ther make up that organical Part which we call the Az#s1n a compound ſence; 
though ina ſtrict ſignification it denote only the extremity of the [»teſtizum 
rettum,to which all theſe things belong,and for the morion of which they are 
all deſigned. Theſe Muſcles, and eſpecially the [zteſt inum rectum it ſelf,are fed 
by ſeveral Arteries. As, firſt, the Arteria meſenterica inferior, which, being 
almoſt wholly deſigned for the Inteſtinum rectum,doth ſpread branches allover 
it copiouſly,and very particularly to that end which we call the Azas : and,ſe. 
condly, the Arteria hypog aſt rica doth ſend branches to the Az«s,but chiefly tg 
the Muſcles belonging to it. Theſe Arteries bringing Bloud hither, have pro. 
portionable Veins deſtined for its return ; one of which is the hemorrhoidali 
externa, uſually ſo called, which is a branch of the Hypogaſtrick vein,and cor. 
reſponds with 1ts cognominal Axtery. The other indeed molt important Vel: 
{el is the hemorrhoidalis interna, which receiving the Bloud trom all the parts 
of the rectum, and eſpecially about the Anus, unites intoa flender Trunk, 
which paſſing along the Gut by degrees creeps into the Melentery, and uſu. 
ally in{erts it ſelf up between the Meſenterical branches of the Porta, ſome. 
times into the right, ſometimes into the lefr, and ſometimes into the Trunk 
of the Porta, More rarely it forſakes this courſe, and is inſerted into the Sple. 
nick branch, ſcmetimes withour, and ſometimes within the Spleen. This laſt 
caſe nappens but ſeldom : yet ſurely it happened to thoſe thar tir{t conjeftu- 
redthis Vein to be'the Evacuator of the melancholick Humours of the Spleen, 
How elſe ſhould they guels that a Veſlel fo viſibly inſerted cither into the 
Trunk of Porta, or at leaſt into the Meſenterick branches, ſhould derive 
Humours rather from the-Spleen than the Liver ? 

But ſince the dottrine of the Circulation hath quite taken away the founda- 
tions of this Hypotheſis, we are of late taught clear a new Lefſon,-;z. That 
the Bloud deſcends hither only by the Arteries, chiefly by the :eaterica in- 
ferior, by which being caſt into the middle and inward Coats of the Gur, it is 
carried back by the Vein aforeſaid. Now it any man ask me the reaſon of the 
frequent Tumours and Apertions of this Vein, I {hall give him this account, 
Firſt, that it is ſet in a depending Part ; which reaſon is common to it and the 
Legs, both of which are more {ubject to Varices than other parts of the Body, 
Secondly, that the Legs and all muſculous parts of the Body, when they re- 
ceive Bloud intothem, do contract themlelves more vigoroully for the expul- 
fion thereof, and promoting of its aſcent, than the Gur, which is a more lax 
part, and >5-ivongs" with leſs force at all times, ſave when Natureaims at an 
expulſion ; in which cale the tendency of Nature is downwards,quite contra- 
ry tothat of the motion of the Bloud, and rather hinders the return than fur- 
hers it, binding up the Bloud in its 9wn Veſſels. Thirdly, the Veins here- 


about are in themſelves {o very ſmall that they have no Valves, ſo that Bloud 

being detained in them, 1s not ſocalily carried up or hindred from reſtagna. 

tion, as where Valves are frequent. : Fourthly, the place is ſo often moiltned 

by the frequent aflux of Humours, that it is very forward to increaſe the na- 

tural Laxity of the Part, to dilate the Veliels, and to pon an afflux of 
| 


Humours ; by virtue of which ſometimes ſpongy Fleſh is thruſt out, and 
ſometimes Tumours of other natures generated. Fitthly, that theſe Veſſels 
being here not only depending, but alſo cutaneous, ſcattered ina very thin 
tender Skin, are apter upon the impulſe of Bloud to fly open, than where 
they are bound in by a thick ſtrong cover : and for this reaſon the Noſe allo 
{if it be ſeaſonableto ſpeak, of it in this place) 4s apter to bleed than other 
parts, The 
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The natural conſtruttion of the Anws being ſuch as I have deſcribed, the 
reternatural may eafily be inquired into. For if by any Fermentation or 
Ebullition of the Bloud any ſharpneſs fo afteCt it as to cauſe a ſtagnation in 
thisplace, preſently the Veins, being not ſufficient for the diſcharge, grow 
varicous : and ifthe Humour by its ſharpneſs or thinneſs, or both, ſtimu- 
laces Nature, by this means the rectum is always oJering to ſqueeze and con- 
tradt it ſelf, and binds up the Vein ſo that the Bloud cannot aſcend, but is by 
the violence of the motion thruſt back again, to the burſting open of the 
mouths ofthe Veſſe]. If the Coats be thick or apt to ſpongineſs, then the 
Parts ſwell, and either the Veſſels themſelves appear blue and in cluſters like 
Grapes, or elſe Fleſh groweth about them, and makes Ficus, Condylomata, 
d Criſta's. If the Humour be of a ſaline nature, it dries and parches the 
kin, and chaps it ; from whence comes Rhagades and Fiſſure, things fre- 
vent in the Noſe and Lips as well as here. 

This Humour is molt frequently lodged within the verge of the 4ns, and 
ſo appears to the eye : but it likewiſe very often is lodged on the Muſcles near 
it,, where the Yarzces are hidden, and ſeldom diſcover themſelves, bur only 
an outward Tumour appears, which in progreſs often times apoſtemares, 
and at laſt ends in a filtulous Ulcer ; which Ulcer, according to the duct 
of the Veſſels thar feed it, ſometimes penetrates the Gut, and ſometimes 
nor. 

I ſhall firſt treat of the Yarices themſelves, and the Tumours that are con- 
ſequent to them ; and then ſhall beg leave of my Reader. to tranſlate hither 
a Diſcourſe concerning the Ulcers of thele Parts : which I ſhould have pla- 
ced elſewhere. 

The Farices hemorrhoidales themſelves will admit of theſe following Dife- 
rences ; Which areeither eſſential, or accidental. 


I. Eſſential are thoſe that are taken from the Parts themſelves that are Diffe- 


tumefied : w7z, either.the Vein only ſwells, or ſome adjacent Bodies {well 
with it, or ſome new Body is generated that adheres to it. 

1. When the Vein only {wells, then either it {wells without bleeding, 
which we call Hemorrhoides cecas or blind Hzmorrhoids ; or, 2. upon ſwel- 
ling it opens and bleeds, which we call Hemorrhoides apert as. 

2. When other Parts {well with the Vein, other Tumours ariſe, as Phleg- 
mons, Scirrhi, Cancers, Oc. all which are ſeated in the Muſcles of the Anus, 
or of the adjacent Parts. 

3, When new Bodies are generated, they, according to their figure and 
ſubſtance, are called by ſeveral names, as Firus, Condylomata, Warts, &c. 
which are all of them Excretionsupon the Veins ſo {welled. 

II. Accidental Ditterencesare many : 4z. 1. From the place ; ſo they are 
internal, or external. 2. From the bigneſs; great, or (mall. 3. Number ; 
one, or more. 4. Figure ; round, as the Hemorrhoides cece, or long, as the Fi- 
exs, and Warts, or triangular, as theCr:i/fa. 5. Superhcies; equal, or une- 
qual, 6, The baſis ; broad, or narrow, &c. 7. The Times ; periodical, or un- 
certain. Many other may be reckoned, as mens fancy leads them. 


The Internal Canſes of Hemorrhoids mult be either a meer Plethora, or a C a- Cauſes, 


cochymia. A mere Plethora is a rare caſe, and if ever it happens, ſooner affets 
other Parts than this. But a Cacochymia doth produce them ſometimes when 
It is plethorick, and thenis commonly periodical and breaks ; or elſe when 
'tis without a P/erhora, the ſharpneſs of the Humour, or weaknels of the Part, 
or both, do concur to the produttion. So according to the variety of the de- 
generation of the Humour variety of Tumours do ariſe : concerning which 


we have ſeverally treated already in their particular Chapters. 
But 
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But they are not Internal Caules only to which theſe Tumours owe their 
Original, they have often External Cauſes ; as biting of Leeches, pain any 
way cauſed by Blow, Bruiſe, Friction, or PunCture. So a man living near P;. 
cadilly in eating of Plaice {walloweda Bone, which in paſling ftuck in the Iz 
teſtinum rettum, and (tirred up pain. He adviled with ſome, 'who applied 
Leeches, whereby the Fluxion was increaſed, and made an Ablceſs, which 
termirated in a {inuous Ulcer. The Patient pulled out the Bone, and I was 
called in tothe fight of the Ulcer by the Chirurgeon, who was of my name 
and relation. Solikewiſe there are many in(tances that demonſtrate the Piles 
to ariſe from Chirurgical Operations and Applications. Likewiſe ſharp Hy- 
mours palling near that place trom the Guts do by their acrimony provoke 
the Piles. This Humour may be trom internal Cauſes in the Bloud, and yer 
eftects externally, v/z. whilſt paſſing our at the Anus, ir makes the ſame a 
fections there that a ſharp Clyſter would : or it may be excited by Aldtti. 
cal, Scammoniate, or other acrimonious Medicines. | 

After all this Diſcourſe it will be needleſs ro ſay much of the Sigxs. Your 
eve wilktell you whether it be a Vein or ſome other Tumour that you ſee; 
alſo whether the Part bleedor not. In other Tumours the Figure will tell 
you which is the Ficus, Morns, Criſts, Condyloma : the lalt of which is likea 
round penlile Wart with a narrow neck ; if it be Hat, it is Ficas ; if it haves 
broac! baſes, it isCyr7ffa; and fo forward ; their names being given from their 
relemblances. Cazcer, Phlcgmon, Scirrhis, have their Signs taught 1a their 
proper Chapters. | 

If the Hemorrhoids flow ſeaſonably and moderately, they purge the Body 
of feculent grois Bloud, and thereby tree it of many dangerous Dilſcaſes, as 
Pleurifie, Inflammation of the Lungs and Kidneys, Quartane Fevers, &c, 
and re{iore health. 

If they low immoderately, the Patient groweth weak ani faint, is ſubje& 
to Cachexiz, Dropſies, &c. So allo by the inordinate ſupprefſion of them the 
Patient is rendred {ubject ro all the forementioned Diſcalcs. 

From all which it may be concluded, that there is not le's danger in un- 
ſeaſorable ſuppreſſion of the Hemorrhoids, than there 1s from their t00 great 
Evacuation ; and that they are not unadviſedly to be provoked, nor yet too 
ſuddenly to bechecked. 

If the Hemorrhoids called cect, or blind Piles, be extream painful, and not 
timely, fuccoured, there is danger le(t, through the great concourle of Hu: 
moyrs, Inflammation, Apoltemarion, cc, do follow. 

Thoſe Hemorrhoids which affett that part next the Neck of the bladder are 
more vexatious, by rea'on of rhe conſent they have with it ; w hence Inflam- 
mation and Strangury may happen. 

Thoſe Hemorrhoids called verrucales are the worſt fort; the wales arc the 
"milder, and the worales have a mediocrity between both. 

In the Care of the Hemorrhoids we ſhall begin with the cece, as well the 
externalas internal : in both whichthe Patient's Diet ought to be ſuch as hath 
virtue to keep the Body ſoluble ; becauſe in thele Diſcalcs they are generally 
coſtive, and by ſtraining to caſe nature do only excrete a Mncas ; and if by 
ſuch excretions they doavoid Excrements, 1itis with much pain. Therefore 
Pannado's, Barly-grewels, Oat-meal-caudle'sand Broths of Veal, Chicken, 
Fc. with Beets, Spinage, Borage, Bugloſs, Endive, Succory, &c. are proper. 
Their Drink may be a {mall Ale, Beer, or Wine diluted with Water, or Pti- 
fans, Strong Drinks and Saltor ſharp Meats are hurtful. The Body may al- 
ſo be kept ſoluble by Clyſters of fat Broths, emollient Decoctions, or of new 
Milt. They may becaſt up withSyringes which havea ſhort — 
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ſhion. Lenient Purgatives are alſo of ule, viz. Elect, diacathol. lenitiv. dia- 
rn. &C. 

If there be Plethora, or the Hemorrhoids be inflamed, Bleeding in the Arm 
is neceſſary, and in the Leg if you repeat it. If the Patient hath been accu- 
tomed to a Fluxof the Hemorrhoids, and they are ſuppreſt,then Leeches may 
be applied, that the Bloud may have 1ts diſcharge that way : but unleſs in the 
caſes aforelaid Leeches ought not to be uled, and then alſo cautiouſly, they Cation, 
rather drawing the Humours to the Part, than carrying them off, and ſoare 
frequently the caule of Piles and all the miſchiet that attends them. There- 
fore we take off the P/ethora, and make revullion by Bleeding inthe Arm, 
before we apply them. 

The external Medicaiments proper in the Cure of this Diſeaſe are of di- 
vers kinds, and ought to be proportioned according as they are internal or 
external, recent or of long cont1nuance, or according to the pain and cauſe 
whereof they ar1!e. 

We ſhall begin with the external ones, which, whether they be one or 
more; do alway thruſt forth with great pain, and are ſubject to Inflammati- 
on. In whichcaſe, it you propoſe to reſtrainthe Flux, and dry them up, 
R fol, plantag. polygon. fimm t, rubi, equiſeti, an, M.$. flor. verbaſci, M. ij. ſens.

In the Cure of the internal Piles the ſame emollient Decottions and Ano- 
dynes which have been propoled in rite external ones may be injected with a 
Syringe to good purpole. 

It the pain proceed trom a groſs viicid Matter diſtending them, ſuch Me- 
dicaments ought to be applied asare moderately heating, and reſolving : viz. 
radic, ch:lidonima, rad, gladioli, cepe, allium, ſquille, &c. Allo Balſam, ſalph. 
Rulinditi, 

In the Declination of chis Diſcaſe you may treat them with Medicameants 
that are powerfully drying : for the Parts diſtempered are lax, and, having 
been much diſtended with that Humour, cannat ealily recover their former 
tone. Therefore we uſe bolus Armen. calx lota, crocus Martis aſt ring, [quan 
ferri, erno0, &c. alone, or mixed with wel commune, axung. porcin. SC. aqua 
calcis, aluminoſa, fulphurat. lap. meaicamentoſ. &c. When they do not yield to b) 
ſuch applications but are pendent as ve, &c. they will be aptto ſwell upon 
every little diſturbance, therefore in ſuch caſes I frequently cut them off. 

The Apert< or bleeding Hemorrhoids ought not to be {topped while they Cure of 
diſcharge a groſs vitious Bloud, or while the Patient beareth the evacuation the #e- 
well, and laboureth of ſome Diſeaſe, whereof he may hope to be freed hey ET 
the bleeding of them. In theſe caſes the Hemorrhoids ought to be permitted bleeding 
toflow freely forth. If they donot, you are to endeavour to make them bleed *': 
with ſuch Medicarnents as have a quality thereto. The internalsare all thoſe 
which have Aloes, Scammony, Colocynthis, &c. Dottor Read in his Chirur- 
gical LeQtures commends pi/. Ruft; and a Phylician in the Country once 
told me, he had experimented them with good ſucceſs, and freed himſelf of 


a Hemoptoe and Phthiſis he was falling into. 
The 
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The Ancients have offered unto us divers Medicaments to the ſame pur. 
poſe : viz, the rubbing of the Podex with Fig-leaves ; alſo the Roots of wilg 
Cucumber, Sow-bread, &c. made in the form ofa Suppoſitory, and pur up, 
Or, - Re fellis bovini Zj. ales Zi, aceti acer. ij. Miſce, & injiciatur. Or, B puly, 
colocynth. Ziij. amygd. amar. 3). mellis deſpumati ij, Miſce, fiat Suppoſitorium, 
Or, Take two ſmall Onions, Garlick four heads, flower of Lupins two oun. 
ces, Wine-vinegar as much as will make them tnto a Pafte in the form of 
Suppoſitories. It would be of great ule 1n the preventing as well as curing of 
many Diſeaſes, if ſuch evacuations could be made when we would : butfy 
far as I could yet ever ſee, outward Medicaments have rather diſturb'd the 
Parts, than moved them to bleed to any purpole : yet I ſuppole they ma 
provoke them in ſuch Bodiesas have been heretofore ſubject to them, andf9 
may be of good ule. 

In others who are extraordinarily ſubje&t to the bleeding of the Zemur. 
rhoids, your care will be required in the moderating of them by regulation of 
Diet and manner of living : in which caſes I refer you to the Chieer of the 
Wonnds of Veins and Arteries. Tithe Flux of bloud be great, you may make 
Revulſion by Venzſection, Cupping, and binding the remote Parts, allo by 
the application ofaſtringent Medicaments ; or by ſuch internals as may in- 
craſfate and contemperate the Ferment in the Bloud. Such are /yrup.cydogier, 
portzlac, de ſucco citr. acttof. plantag. ae roſis ſicets, de rib, myrtillor, mixed with 
{ome of the diſtilled Waters or Decoctions, ex radic. conſolide : Soallo pulv, 
biſtorte, tormentille, fruit. meſpilor. malicor. acatie, cornu cerv. uſt i, bol. Armen, 
{1p. hematit. ſang. dracon. Troch, de terra Lemnia, de ſpodio, de carab. 8&c. may 
be mixed with Syrups : v4z. Be boli weri Hy. lap. hematit. 36. poſce ii). ſyr mr. 
tillor. $j. Miſc. Or, R croc, Martis aſtringent, Dj. conf. roſ. JJ. Miſc. Opats 
are alſo uſeful in great Fluxes of Bloud, viz. rheriaca Veneta, diaſcord, lauda- 
num, &c. 

The external Applications are cort. granat. balauſt. thus, maſt ich. nuc. cupreſſ, 
galle, hyporiſtis, &c. made into Suppolitories with gum. iragacanth. Iling-glals, 
or cum album. vor. Hares-furre with which Pledgits of Tow may be pred 
and applied externally. The Royal Stiptick caſt witha Syringe is allo pro- 
per in theſe caſes,

5." + Kndchefed fifty years ofa full Body,diſeaſed with the ſame kind of Piles, 
vat. with reat/pain. They lay varicous in a great cluſter, ſo as it was not ealie to 
find Revs, into the 4Azxs : but in preſſing ſome of them on one (ide, I fawa 
looſe red Fleſh thruſting from withzn outwards.It was the inner Spongy Coat 
of the Rettum inteſtinum relaxed by the Fluxion, and hence a ſerous Humour 
diſcharged with ſome Mvscas. I let him bloud in the Arm about twelve oun- 
ces at tharinſtant, and ſtuped the inflamed Piles with cloaths wrung out of 
Claret-wine. An hour or twoafter a Clyſter was exhibited of Milk with 
the Yolk of an Egge,ſome Sugar,and rwo ounces of o/.hyperic. which brought 
away bard Excrements, and mitigated the bearing down which he had com- 
plained ſo much of. The ſame night I vilited him again, and fomented with 
a DecoQtion of matv. werbaſ. ſem. lini, &c. as it is de{cribed, and applied 8 
Cataplaim 
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Cataplaſm of the feces beaten and pulped. I adviſed him to a flender Diet, 
and preſcribed him a Barly-cream cum ſem.melon.papaver.alb.a few Almonds, 
a little juice of Lemons, ag. rof. & cinnam, hordear. He reſted tolerably well 
that night, and was eaſterin the morning. I continued the ſame method of 
dreſſing till the pain was afſwaged, repeating Clyſters as occaſion offer'd ; 
and afterwards fomented them with a Decoction of ſummit. anethi, hyperict, 
ſalvie, roſ. rub. nuc. cupreſſ. in Wine, by which I diſcuſſed and dried up the 
humidity, and thereby cured him. 

A Man of about forty ſix years of age,abounding with ſharp Humours, fr 


vently diſeaſed with the Hemorrhoids, being one time ſorely afflicted with external 


them, conſulted me. I ſaw them lying in a great Cluſter round the verge of 
the Anus, which was allo relaxed and turned out. The Yarices were of difte- 
rent ſizes and colours : ſome were inflamed red, others pale, others livid, and 
ſome black. At firit ſight I ſuppoſed them Gangrened : but after a farther 
ſearch © ts the different colour of them proceeded from the great In- 
flux of HuWWSurs which dilated them,and cauſed the Compreſſion they made 
upon oneanother. We commonly ſee the ſame in making a Ligature on any of 
the Varices ; 1n which cale generally they inflame,or if tied very ſtraight, grow 
paleand become livid ; then, as the heat extinguiſheth they grow black : Yet 
ſometime, u;jon tying, the Bloud burſts forth, and they recover their native 
heat. Thus in our caſe, through want of timely relief, they inflamed and 
ſwelled, and (traightned themſelves ; till by corrupting they wither'd, and 
made room tor their fellows. Whether theſe would have gangren'd if not then 
ſuccoured, I ihall not conclude; but in bodies ill-habited they do ſo ſometimes. 
Theſe were exceeding painful, and, by reaſon of the Relaxation of the Anus, 
cauſed a vexatious Texeſmus, and diſcharged much Gleet and Macus. I fo- 
mented them at the in(tant with red Wine,and injected upa ſpoontful or more 
of ol. hyperict, to abate the acrimony cauling the Texeſmus ; then let the Pati- 
ent bloud. The next morning I fomented the diſeaſed Parts with the foreſaid 
diſcutient and drying Decoction, and applied that old Remedy of fryed Leeks 
with Butter, beaten to a Cataplaſm : by which the pain was mitigated,and 
the varicous Swellings relaxed. The Ulcerations wereafterwards dried up 
by the ſprinkling them with pulv, xuc. cupreſſ. & balauſt.'and the continued 
uſe of the foreſaid diſcutient Fomentation ; in which,towards the declination 
of the Diſeaſe, was diſſolved extra. ſumach, whereby the humidity was dri- 
ed up, and the Azvs reduced ; during which his Body was kept ſoluble by 
Clyſters, and Lenient Bolus's of caſſte extract, &c. 


A Woman of about forty years of age came to Loxdox upon ſome aftairs, 4. Obſer. 
and, having been formerly ſubject to the Hemorrhoids,was here again afflicted vac. of 
with them. She being a —— and ſhy in diſcovering her Malady, it , +" chang 


creaſed with much pain, which afterwards put her upon a neceſſity of com- 
plaining. I was conſulted, and ſaw them thruſt out in a great cluſter with 
Inflammation to putrefaCtion, the Azs turned out with great Tumour. She 
was alſo diſeaſed with a Temeſmus, which put her bowels upon a continual 
excretion of much Gleet and Mucus, I fomented them with Wine, cut off 
ſome of the varices, {carified others,and permitted them to bleed; then waſhed 
them with a Solution of «nguext. Agypriac. in ſome of theW ine, and injected 
ſome ol. lizi. Afterwards applied a Cataplaſm of fried Leeks over all. Cor- 
dials were preſcribed her, and an Anodyne draught that night, to diſpoſe her 
to reſt. A diſcutient and reſolvent Fomentation and Cataplaſm were alſo ap- 
plied by her Nurſe keeper, as occaſion offer'd. By theſe Applications the pain 
mitigated, and the Tumour relaxed. The Ulceration being great required

Alſo toprevent future Coſtiveneſs, I preſcribed her a Lenitive 
Elettuary of extratt. caſſie, pulp. tamarind, macie, pulv, jalap. ſalis tartari, tg 
take the quantity ofa dram more or leſs at night going to bed. I purpoſeg 
the making her a Fontanel, but ſhe being well went out of Town. 

A Gentleman aged abour forty years, ofa healthful Conſtitution, was of. 

ten vexed with Hemorrh. uval. on one {ide of the Podex, one whereof, bein 
over-{tretched, was uncapable of being ſo diſcuſſed, but thit it ſwelled ang 
inflamed upon every little diſorder or Coſtiveneſs. He at laſt, wearied with 
the diſturbance, conſulted me : it was then ſwelled, and ſomewhat inflamed, 
I, obſerving its baſis capable of tying, made a Ligature uponF and cut it 
off; then permitting it to bleed ſome while, I dreſſed it camytv. Galeni, 
wirtha Pledgit of #»gnert. baſuliton, and a Plaiſter of unguentum nutritun 
over it, and cured it by the touch ofa Vitriol-ſtone and nngnent. deficcat. rub, 
Since when he hath enjoyed good health, and been leſs troubled with the 
Piles. 
W har more concerneth the Cure of thele kind of Hemorrhozas, we lhall be 
obliged ro take notice ct in the following Obſervations of the Hemorrhoides 
aperte, they being for the molt part accompanied with them, and are alloar- 
tended with Teneſmus & Prociaentia Ani, 


A man aged about fifty years, of a groſs Body, ſubjeCt to a bleeding of the 
Hemorrhoids, preſuming upon that benefit of nature, heated his Bloud by 
diſorder ſo, that it owed violently forth by Stool,and in few days it brought 
him to be very faint and weak. I injected rwo or three ſpoontul of /zcc. wrti- 
car, and applied a Pledgit of Tow on the Podex dipt in a Solution of extrad, 
ſamach inred Wine ; then preſcribed him an Emulſion, ex ſem. hyoſcyam.& 
papaver, alb. By this method the Bleeding was ſtopr, but thereupon he grew 
feveriſh,and the Hemorrhoids {welled externally. To them TI applied ungucat, 
popnleon cum ſubere uſt. and took away a few ounces of Bloud from bis Arm ; 
by which and contemperating ]uleps, Cc. his heat remitted, and he reco- 
vered. 

A Woman of about forty years of age, having been long afflicted with the 
Hemorrhoids of both kinds, whereby ſhe was much emaciated and grown ca- 
cheQick, in extremity of a Fit of both kinds joyned together ſent tor me. 1 
cauſed this Leniment to be injected, and applied upon a Pledgit of Tow : 
Be arncilag. ſem. pſyllii extradt, in decott. malvar. iv, myrrhe, thurts, croci pul. 
Periz. an, 38. vitell. nnixs ovi, ol. rof. $6, opiigr. viz, This gave the Patient 
preſent eaſe ; but the next day ſhe was ſeized witha pain in her Head, and 
her Vvalz and right Tonſil grew inflamed. I ſuppoſed it was a tranſlation of 
that Matter which had been checked by the Anodyne ; yet could ſcarce be- 
lieve that a Body ſo emaciated, and ſo lately emptied by the bleeding of them, 
could be ſubject to ſuch an Accident. I let her bloud in the Arm tour ounces, 
and by the application of Diſcutieats externally to the Fauces, and a Gargs- 
riſm of a few diſtilled Waters with /a/ pruzelle & yr. diamoron, the Inflam- 
mation remitted, and ſhe recovered. 

A man aged about forty years, extreamly ſubject to the Hemorrhoids ma- 
ny years, came to Town, and being ſorely diſeaſed with them, he conſulted 


me. I ſaw him newly come offthe Cloſe-{tool, fitting upon the corner of a 
Trunk,

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Trunk,with a Pillow and Napkin under him, his breeches hanging abaur his 
Legs : his Viſage was pale and dejected, a cold ſweat dropping from his 
Brows. He had been twice upon the Cloſe-ſtool ſtraining with great uncaſi- 
neſs, avoiding only a Muc#s with a bloudy ſerum. He then went again to it, 
and after ſome while ſtraining,returned diſcontented to his bed, where / he 
fid ) he was wont after an hour or two to be ealier, TI viewed the diſeaſed 
Part, and ſaw the Podex relaxed ſomuch asT believe I might have put up my 
four fingers. It was varicous round the verge, and had bled ſome two or 


: threeounces. From the internal Piles he frequently bled very much, yet was 


not the leſs pained. I called for foft Napkins well warmed, and applied one 
after another hot, whereby I ſoon quieted and reduced the relaxed Anus. I 
commended to his uſe an Infuſion of Aſtringents in red Wine, to be applied 
hot with Scarlet-cloaths immediately upon his coming from the Cloſe-{tool, 
and to wear a Pledgit of Tow ſprinkled with pulv. zuc. capreſſ. balauſt. &c. 
by the uſe of which he was frequently much eaſed. Some years after he died

It isa Relaxation of the SphinQer to ſucha de- P*ipte 
oree, that the internal rugous Coat of the Inteſtine turneth out, and beareth © 
down, making a Swelling proportionably. | 

The Cauſes of this Diſeale are Coſtiveneſs, at which time, ftraining to eaſe Cauſes," 
nature it frequently falls down ; alſo Fluxes of the Bowels ia Diarrhea, Dy- 
ſenteria, and eſpecially Teneſmns, The Piles are for the moſt part a Caule, 
ſois hard Labour in Child-bed, and the Stone in the Bladder. In Infants it 
commonly falleth down through Crudity or over-moiſture of the Lewatores 
Ani, In thoſe of Age the Cauſe will be more certainly diſcovered by the 
complaint of the Patient. 

The Signs are evident to the ſight : the inſide is turned outward, and the Signs. 
Tumour 1s of a fleſhy colour and rugous, by reaſon of the folds and wriakles 
q the Coat ; andit is accompanied with an uneaſineſs, and deſire to go to 

tool, 

The Cure of this Diſeaſe is difficult, but much worſe inold people than | 
young ; and if it ſhcceeded a Dyſentery or Hemorrhoids,it is the moſt difficult. "or 
Inthe latter caſe it is ſcarce ever curable. If it happened through Coſtive- 
neſs, the Cure is hopeful ; ſoit is ifit was cauſed from the Stone 1n the Blad- 
der, or Child-bed Labour, if in that work the Muſcles or Membranes were 
not torn. | 

In order to the Cwre,the prolapſed Inteſtine dught to be put up with an eaſlie Cure. 
hand. The uſual method is, to apply a Stupe of Flannel or Scarlet-cloath, 


wrung out of fomeDecoQion of redWine hot ; and after the Part hath been a

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while fomented, you are tothruſt up the relaxed 4s with your fingers til. 
you have reduced it. Ifthe Tumour be great and hard, you ought then tg 
foment it with Emollients and Diſcutients, viz. fol.mal.viol. tapſ.barbar, flip | 
ſumbaci, cham. meliloti, ſem. lini, fenugreci, &c. The TumetaCtion remoye, 

reduce it as aboveſaid,binding on a Button of ſpft Tow preſt out ofan Aftrin. 
gent Decoction made thus ; B baccar. myrtilloy. flor, roſe. ruby. balauſt, an, ill 
nuc. cupreſſ. gland. querc. an. 5). ſumach. acatiz, hyporiſt. an. 51j6. corn. cervi uſti, 
tharis, an. 311. infundantur in vin. ruby, ib1). & coquantur ad tertie partis con. 
ſumptionem. Your next endeavours ſhould be how to prevent the deſcent of it 
in the time of eaſing nature ;- for upon theleaſt ſtraining it for the moſt Part. 
thruſts down again. Therefore it 1s that we delire the Patient ſhould be 
well diſpoſed in his Bowels, that, if it be poſſible, he may go ſeldom to Stool, 
and when he doth, that it may be with the leaſt ſtraining, He ihould alſo have 
a couple of Sticks whitled and fired for him to place cloſe on each (ide the 
Podex, ſo as in ſtraining the Excrements may paſs out, yet the Prolapſe of 
the Tnteſtine be hindred. For thelike purpoſe I have frequently commended 
a {mall Tin-hoop to be faſtned ina quilted Boulſter, which being fitred with 
Bandage may be retained at that time to paſs the Exerements through, and 
prevent the Relapſe. What you can invent to this purpoſe will much faci. 
litate thE*Qure. 

An Infant about a month old was diſeaſed with a Procidentia Ani, which 
being not reduceable by the Women, I fomented it with red Wine three or 
four times, then with my tingers upon the Stupe preſſed equally upon it, and 
reduced it. I continued the fomenting it a while longer, then applied a Pled. 
git of dry Tow upon the Anus, directing them how to relieve it in caſe of its 
Relapſe. Tafterwards ſent them-papersof Aſtringents to infuſe in red Wine, 
to apply as above ſaid. By which method it was [trengthened and curedin 
few days by the care of the Nurle. 

"Afickly Child about four years old had been ſome months diſeaſed witha 
Procidentia Ani, by reaſon ofa preceding Flux of the Bowels with Texeſmu, 
Ithad been negleRted by the Servant that attended it, and was to00 much ſivel. 
led to yield to a ReduQtion. I fomented it with the diſcutient and emollieat 
Decoction preſcribed in the method of Cure, then bound on warm Stupes 
wrung out ofthe ſame, and kept him in bed. The Swelling being thereby 
ſomewhat relaxed, I endeavoured again Reduction ; but it nor yielding there: 
to, I fomented it with Diſcutiears with ſomewhat of Aliringency, and 
ſprinkled the inner Tunicle with palv.nuc.cupreſſ.corn, cervi uſti, an.part.equal, 
he applied warm'Stupes thereon. After I had thus dried up the ſuperfluous 
Humidity, I attempted it again :| but as I preſſed upon it'on one lide, it rol 
on the other. I repeated the warm Stupes, and with my fingers upon the 
Stupe I preſſed cloſe upon it, and twidled' it in hrit one4ide, then the other, 
It being reduced, a Compreſs of Tow made in the formiof a great Button, 
diptin an aftringent DecoCtion, was placed thereon, and retained-by good 
Bandage. His Diet was boiled Rice and ſuch like, which might prevent a 
Looſenefs. At his next going to Stool I was fetched. After he had caſed na- 
ture, I fomented the relaxed Anzs, and having cleanſedand dried it, reduced 
it ealily, then dreſſed it as before, and continued my, attendance at ſuch 
times; whereby I facilitated the work and cured the Chilg; ; by the aſſiltance 
of the Servant thatattended it.

Ulceration, and various ſorts of Excreſcences, which rendred it uncapable of 
being reduced, I adviſed a dilcutienr and aſtringent Forms, as hath been pro- 
oſed in the method of Cure; and the next day cut off the. Excreſcences with 

a pair of Sciſſors, and applied warm Stupes, to continug the bleeding till I 

thought T had ſufiiciently given a breathing to the Part. Then ſprinkling

5ij, 
tiner. lignt fraxini Zi). aluminis uſti 51). rad. ſquill. coft, ſub cineribus Jiv. piſten- 
tur in raortario cum axung.porcin. & mel. communis an. q.f. fiat Emplaſtrum, 
By the continued application of theſe Medicaments, I diſcuſſed part of the 
Swelling, and dried up the Ulcerations, and by rubbing of many roots ofthe 
Excreſcences with the Vitriol-ſtone conſumed them. But the circumference 
ofthe Podex after all being too turgid to turn inward, I fomented it with 
Emollients, and applied Cataplalms of the ſame ; by which it was after a 
while rendred reduceable, and by Compreſhion retained : but by reaſon of 
the laxity and over-moilture of the Part, ſhe was ſubjeEt to the Flemorrhoids 
afterwards, and the Anws frequently relapled. She languiſhed long under 
that Diſeaſe, and died hydropical. | 


A perſon aged about lixty years, having laboured a Jong time under various 5: _— 
Chronick Diſeaſes, and ot late years a ſuppoled Frtula 2 Ano, which grew pyciden- 
daily more vexatious; I was conſulted. Upon view of the Part, I judged it tis 4. 


a Procidentia Ani. It being queſtioned, I called for warm Napkins, and ap- 
plying them hot one after another, I reduced it whilſt I preſſed one of the 
warm Cloathscloſe to it, and thereby eaſed the Patient, and confirmed the 
Judgment 1 had delivered of it. This Procidentia Ani, by reaſon of its lon 

continuance, and the continual diſcharge of ſerous Humours by it, ronidred 
the Part (o lax, that it relapſed upon the leaſt walking. W herefore I provided 
accordingly a Compreſs dipt in aftringent Liquors, with Bandage to retain 
it cloſe, and ſome days attended him in reducing it, and 1a ſhewing his Ser- 
vants how to reduceand dreſs it. The work of ReduCtion being grown more 
ealte to his Servants, the Patient contented himſelf with having it reduced ſo 
often as occaſion offered,and declined the trouble (as he called it) of Bandage. 
During the time of my attendance on this Patient,I obſerved the folded Sheet 
which lay all night under him to be wet through, as if ſo much water had 
ſreped intoit.Ulpon enquiry whence it priceeded,and feeling his Belly, I con- 


cluded the Patient bydropical, and that the diſcharge per Anum was ow 
thence 
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thence. I was not much credited ; but it appeared fo about three quarters 
of a year after, when he dying of an Apoplexy, his Servants taking him out 
of Bed, the Sheet under him was found wet as aforeſaid. In order to the Em. 
balming of him, I pierced his Belly, and diſcharged twenty rwo pints and, 
half of Water. Towards the latter part of his lite he was ſubject to Vomit. 
ing, with dejeCtion of Appetite : the- Prociaentia Ani was allo continual] 
attended with a Teneſmmw, which was no ſmall diſturbance to his Bowels, [1 
the opening of the lower Venter, I found the Y7/cera much obſtrutted ; ang 
in the left Kidney there was one {tone filled up the ſame.

He Axms 1s alſo {ubjeCt to various ſorts of Excreſcences beſides thoſe ari. 

ſing from the Hemorrhcids, and have names from the things they mot 
re{emble, being called Condylomata, Ficus, Criſte, Thymi, &c. Authors do not 
agree abour the Names of the three former : ſome making Criſta and Ficw 
all one, only differing as they are greater or leſſer; and take no notice of Con- 
dyloma at all. Others allo have given very ditterent Deſcriptions of them, 
ſach as ſeem to me in{urhcient to diſtinguiſh them. I ſhall therefore take the 
liberty to repreſent them to you as I have ſeen them grow. 

The Conayloma and Ficus I ſuppoſe to be both one, differing only in their 
manner of growth, rhey both ariſing from a peculiar kind of foft round Ty- 
bercle diſtending the internal rugous Tunicle of the A-us, withour pain or 
alteration of colour in the Skin; and as that increaſeth, it groweth fleſhy, 
If it continueth that figure, it is Coxdy/oma : but if it ſhoot out with a long 
neck, as frequently it happens, reſembling a Fig, it may delervedly be called 
Ficus, 

Criſte are a ſort of hard Excreſcences arifing ſomewhat diſtant from the 
verge ofthe Anus, in the form of a Cox's Comb, and are uſually a ſymptom 
of the Pox. EO 

Thymi are hard Excreſcences not unlike the tops of the Herb they borrow 
their name from. They partake of the nature of Warts, and ditſer only in 
their manner of growth. There are other ſort of Excreſcences ofa ſofter ſub- 
ſtance, called Papule, &c. Of the former ſome are benign, others are malign 
and of a Cancerous quality. 

Rhagadesare Chaps or Fiſſures about the verge of the Anus proceeding 
from he acrimony of the Humour fretting and cracking thoſe Parts. This 
hapneth in thoſe who have been infected with any of the abovementioned 
Excreſcences : it may alſo proceed from a Diarrhea, &c. They are deep or 
ſhallow, dry or moift, malign or _— according to thequality of the Hu: 
mour to which they owe their original. 

Theabovementioned Excreſcences are enough diſtinguiſhed by the ſight 
from one annother, They differ from the Piles, as affeCting only the Skin, 
and that without TumefaQion of the Podex : nor have they any likeneſs to 


a Varix. 
The 
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The material Cas/e of all theſe forts of Excreſcences is pituitous or grols 
viſcous Bloud thruſt forth by the ſtrength of the Expullive faculty out of the 
Pores of the Skin, and dried up into theſe forms in which we ſee them. The 
Condyloma and Ficus ariſe froma viſcous Humour flowing preternaturally in- 
to ſome part of the rugous Coat of the Azvs, railing it into a ſmall Tumour, 
2s I have already ſaid. The Cri/te and other Species of Excreſcences are re- 
pured to ariſe from the Lues Vexerea, and from that filthy fin of Sodczry, and 
have the Rhagades for their companions : which I believe is trequently fo 
ſeen in the hot Countries; but among(t us 1s a Symptom of the Pox. YcerTI 
have met withit ina little Infant ; and all the other Species in peopie whom 
| ſuppoſe never had the Les Vererea. 


The Thymi are the worlt fort of Excre!cences,they being more often maiign, prone.

and are then painful;alſo if their extirpation be unſucceſsfully attempted, they flick. 


grow CANCErous. The Condyloma, Ficus, Criſte, &c. are not difficult to extir- 
teor cure, if the Diſeaſe be rightly conſidered from which they ariſe. 


The Cureof theſe Excreſcences at their firſt budding forth may be attempted cure. 


by Medicaments that are aſtringent and drying ; as /ammit.rubi,equiſet: fol.& 
baccar. myrtillor. ſumach, COYE, granat. balanſt. [quame ers, ferrug o, calx lota,alu- 
men,&c.made into Fomentations,or poudered and mixt with Oyntments,and 
zpplied upon Tow, If theſe do not check their growth, you may cut them of 
with a Knife or Sciſſors, and conſume the remaining roors by eſcarotick or 
aftual Cautery, and then proceed in the Cure by Digeiſtionand Epuloticks 
accordingly. To prevent their growing again, Authors commend the Aſhes 
of Vine and Bean-ſtalks mixed with Vinegar, to apply upon the Parr. 

The Cure of Rhazaces confilts in removing the Callofity, and cicatrizing 
them ſmooth, as aboveſaid. If Humidity abound, it requireth Exficcants :

Ll the Species of Excreſcences are for the molt part ſymptoms,as I have ,, 
ſaid, of the Lncs Verterea, to which Treatiſe I ſhall refer you for a more va 


lever ſaw, yet was not venereal. He was a man of abour fifty ſix years of 
apeof a healthy Conſtitution ; he complained that he had been long obſtru&t- 
ed in caſing of nature by reaſon (as hethought)of the Piles, which of late was 
much more grievous to him,they in a manner ſtopping up the Azus. I view- 
edthe Part, and ſaw a numerous company of Excreſcences, great and ſmall, 
overſpreading the Anvs, infomuch thar it was very difficult to find their in- 
ſertion, There were five very large, of the form of green Figs, the leatt of 
them about an inch & a half long,inſerted within the Anus.There were other 
leſſlergrowing more externally, upon the verge of them ſome hung like fo 
many Leeches. There were alſo about the A7us many Thymi growing right 
up of different ſize ; under which were Rhagades, Chaps and Fiſſures, with 
{mall Excreſcences or Pap»/e thruſting here and there out of ther. Theſe be- 
Ing all waſhed and cleanled from the Excrements,retained the natural colour

he could,and was encouraged to ſend for me,upon a report he had heard from 


a Neighbour of his, whom I had freed from an Excreſcence in the ſame Part, 
I readily undertook the Extirpation of them, but deſired to have ſome wit. 
neſs of the work : to which purpole one was conſulted ; but he, diſcouragin 

us with a prediCtion of their malign quality, left us. Yet the Patient urging 
me to proceed in the operation, and I conlidering the neceſfity of it : I came 
the next day with my Servant, furniſhed with Knife, Sciſſors, Needles ang 
ſtrong Thread, aCtual and porential Cauteries, altringent Powders,&c.Then 
having placed the Patient in a clear l;ght, with his Knees drawn up towards 


his Body, he with.my Servant affilting with their hands, I again conlidereq 


the Part alletted ; and finding it diflicult to get to the roots ot thole inſerted 
within the 4Azxs, thought to begin with thole more remote. But ſuſpeCting 
how his courage might hold out, I began with thoſe neareſt the verge of the 
Anns, clipping them off clole from their roots one after another, as falt as] 
could,not minding their bleeding,till I had freed my way to thoſe within the 
Aans, Then with a Sponge diptan Oxycrate I waſhed off the Bloud, and with 
{mall actual Cauteries dried the roots of them, That done, I oiled my Fin- 
ger, and paſſed it into the Azus, to make way to the next : and whilſt I held 
my Finger beyond it cloſe ro the root, my Servant the mean time pulling 
the Fzcx5 to lum,1I paſſed the Sciſſors under it towards the end of my Finger; 
then ticd them, and patling on cut them oft, my Finger within directing me 
in the work. 1 tried the Speculum Ani : and by the help of my Finger within, 
and a Spece:tuin at the entrance upon the verge, I cleared the Anus of them, 
cauterized their roots,and put upa bit of a Rag dipt in ungaent. refrig.Galeni, 
ThenT fell ro work with the relt, ſnippingand cutting them off, and conſy- 
med their roots with actual Cauteries. Some of thole that had very ſmall 
roots I burnt with the Gutton-end of my Probe, others with the point of my 
Forceps. The Lips of ſome of the Rhagares which were callous, I burne with 
the Spatuls, ſome others I rubbed off with the Cauſtick-ftone. Thus 1n els 

than an hour and a half I conſumed them all, and left the 47s free, and the 

Parts about ſmoorh. I dreſſed them up with a Pledgirot Tow ſpred with 

:n2auent. refrig. Galeni, and in the ſpace of fourteen days or thereabouts cured 

him : for indeed moſt of them cicatrizedas the Eſcars caſt off. This Patient 

lived many years after, and publickly acknowledged the Cure to perſonsof 
great Quality. It cheſe had riſen from the Pox, they would have ſoon rerur- 

ned, and rendred my operation unſucceſsful ; which they did nor.

without pain, except in time of Child-bed ; She being again with Child ,and 
dreading the pain thereof, conſulted me. I undertook the extirpating cf it, 
and in the preſence of ſome eminent Phyſicians made a Ligature upon the 
baſis of it, and cut it off, It ſcarce bled ; yer having aſtringent Dreſſings rea- 
dy prepared, I applied them. We ſlit the preternatural Body open, and judg- 
ec 1t to bea {oft white Fat, like that ofa Rump of Mutton. At the next Drel- 
ſing I perceived the remaining part was Fat, and had for its root long (lipsof 
the ſame kind of Fat, running up from the Coccyxon each ſide to the back of 
the Os ſacrumabour two inches 1n length. I laid it open, anddigeſted ir out 
with Merc, precipitat. then cured it according tothe uſual methodin ſuch ca 
ſes, ſince which time ſhe hath been delivered of twq Childrea without any 
di&urbance from that Part.

they break within and ulcerate there, or the matter deſcend lower, and raiſe

difficult : nay thoſe Phymata which appear outwardly upon the verge of the 
4zus,though they are of caſter cure ; yet if they be ill handled, the defluxion 
scontinued, and the S7us within groweth callous, and requireth the ſame 
method that Fiffu/e iz Aro do, \it being directly ſuch as you may ſee 1n the 
following Chapter. , 

The way to prevent theſe miſchiefs, is by timely laying open the external cure.

rained in : and whether the Matter be choked in by that, or it ſlide out and 
the Orifice cloſe up, is alike inconvenient and prolongs the cure.

A Country-man aged abour thirty years, of a Sanguine full body, coming , 
to London,was taken with a pain in Ano,and deſired my advice. I viewed the ya. of 
Part and made a ſearch with my finger dipt ina little oil, but diſcovered no- external 
thing whereby I might ſuſſaft Ulcer or Piles. I injeted a ſpoonfulor two of 2"* 
ol, liliorum warm, and dire him the uſe of it ; but after three or four days 

the Pain increaſing, I made a ſearch, and felt a Swelling on that Part which 

lieth next ro the neck of the Bladder ; I took a crooked incilion-Knife, and

made. : 
Thoſe proceeding from the internal Pilesare made gradually,and paſs their 
Matter(which is generally a thin gleet between theTunicles of the [nreſtinus 
rettum,maling their way out near the verge of the Anus through a ſmall pin- 
hole. Theyare rather diſcovered by the diſcharge of a thin Humour ſtainiag 
the Shirt, than by any pain they have ; which diſcharge is often thought 
be rather a Sweating of the Part than otherwiſe : but in progreſs it is accom- 
panied with itching, and is ſubjeCt to excoriation ; from whence ir is that 
various ſorts of Papulz, &c. doariſe, atid ſometimes Rhagades. Ar lalt thele 
ſorts of Sinuous Ulcers ſpread outward or grow callous, and the Orifice 
groweth hard and ſo contrattgd that you cannot paſs in the ſmalleſt Probe. 
Thoſe Ulcers which T eed from Phyma, do paſs their Matter deep 
amongſt the Interſtitia of the Muſcles, as other Abſceſſes in fleſhy parts doac- 
cording as they can make their way. Theſe ſometime penetrate { na the 
Inteſtinum reFum, to the very neck of the Bladder ; yea into the Pelvs, or 
at beſt doinſinuate their Matter in amongſt the Muſculs. Glutei,&c, This hap 
peneth according as the Apoſtemationat firſt lay deep or ſhallow, or was 
reat or ſmall, orin a body Plethorique or ill-habited. They are very pait- 
ul, and diſchargea purulent Matter proportiongbly as they are hollow, and 
are they which do caniculos agere ; yet they ow callous, and are reckot- 
ed among(t the worſt forts of Fiſtule Ani. 
The Cauſes I have already declared with the manner of their growth, b 
which ſuppoſe they may be ſufficiently diſcovered. If you make a ſear

with a Probe into the ſinuous Ulcer a_ from the Piles,and the while pals 
your Finger into the Anus, you ſhall feel the Probe run all along berween the 

Tunicles of the Inteſtine,and it may be paſs out through the Pile which gave 
it its original : whereas, the other finuous Ulcers have in their beginning no 
external Orifice, but diſcharge their Matter by Stool ; butat length poſlibly 
they paſs their Matter externally through 6ne or more Oritices, more or 
leſs diſtant from the Podex, or according as the Abſceſs lay in the Inteſtine. 


Sinuous Ulcers ariſing from the Piles are healrhful, and ought not to be Progne- 
cured while they may be continued without pain or diſturbance to the Pati- *&- 


ent. 
- Sinuous Ulcers ariſing fro Phymata are dangerous and difficult of cure, 


if they have been of long continuance. The Ulcer in 40 is alſo of difficult 

cure, if it diſcharge great quantity of Matter by an opening ſo remote thar 
you cannot lay it open with ſafety ; but if the Sinus lye near the Anus, the 
cure will be more eaſfie. j 

Sinuous Ulcers in progreſs of time grow callous, and are then deſervedly 
called Fiftule.” W hat a F:tula is I have declared in its proper Chapter : How 
theſe Sinuous Ulcers become fiſtulous, T have ſhewed you in this foregoing 
Diſcourſe with the Cauſes, &c. You may alſo make a Prognoſtick of them 
from what hath been ſaid of ſinuous Ulcers, they differing only from them as 
they are callous ; for if Fiſfule do run ſuperficially upwards by the Refum 
ineſt;inum, whether it penetrate the Azusor not, the cure is without danger 
or dicficulty performed. Thoſe F;fule which run higher up than you can 
reach with your Finger are difficult to cure, becauſe you cannot lay them 
open the whole length, for the Humour will flow from the remaining Sixus 
upon the = opened, and hinders its cicatrizing. | 

Thoſe Fiftule which penetrate deep beyond the Myſculi Ani, if they be 
cured by laying open, the Patient will after wards retain his Excrements with 
much difficulty ; and if they reach quite beyond the Sphinter, the retention 
isimpoſſble. 

Ifthe Fiſtula be the effe&t of a Cacochymical Habit of body, eſpecially if the 
Lungs be weak, or any other of the Yiſcere, it will be reaſonable to keep it 
open as a Fontanel for diſcharge of that peccant Matter ; but if it cannot be 
kept open with eaſe to the Patient, it will be requiſite that a good Dietbe 
preſcribed, and the Humours carfied off ſome other way before you cure the 


Fifulz, and Iflues elſewhere opened. 


Fiſtule therefore in 4no are not alway curable, nor ſafe to be cured ; they Cues 


frequently ſerving nature for the diſcharge of ſuperfluous Humours, brought 
down by the Hzmorrhoidial veſſels : ſo thar unleſs they be painful and vexa» 
tious in keeping open, you ought not to- cure them, eſpecially if they be 
{mall and terminate in the circumference of the Anus. | 

In which caſe if you apprehend that the Orifices of them will ſwell and 
not keep open, or that by reaſon of the contraCtion of the Callus the Matter 
may be ſtreightned, and inlinuate it ſelf lower or deeper, and render the 
evacuation troubleſome ; you may then apply a ſmall Cauſtick upon the 
Orifice ro remove the Callvs, after which ſeparation of the Slough, the Ori- 
tice may be kept open with more eaſeas a Fontanel; and for the receiving 
the Matter, and preventing of excoriation, the Patient may wear a Pledgir 
of fine Tow which will ſit cloſe without Bandage ;- or it may be ſpread thin 
with any lenient Ungzert, as the exigency requires, and be kept clean with- 
out pain or conſiderable trouble, till time ſhall cure it, or indicate what to do 
more in it. 


But if you deſign the Cure, and the Sinus lye more diſtant from the Anus; Crane. 
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you fhall begin with laying it open firſt tothe 4z5,and curing that, Aperti. 
on before you divide that in Av. W hich being done you ſhall then copliger 
the Habit of body, and according as the Humours are peccant in quantity og 
quality, fo you may let Bloud or purge : bur itthere be no neceſhty of either, 

ou ſhall preſcribe: your Patienta gaod Dier taprevent Ejuxion, and elpeci. 
ally a Diarrhea, for a looſeneſs much diſturbs the Cure.; therefore in ſuck 
cafes you are to forbear the dividing the Sizw till that be. ſtopped. N 

The way of laying open the Fif«/a in 4no1s either by Incilion or Ligatuge; 
the latter was the way of the Ancients, and ought ro be proportioned ſo agir 
may dividethe Sinus with the leaſt pain : itis made of twifted brown Thregd, 
or ititching Silk, ſome put a Horſe-hair torhem, whereby they are. madeto 
dotheir work the quicker ; a twift of three Threads or of ſtitching Silk nj 
be ſufficient, for if yormake theLigature big,it will coo much bruile the Fleſk 
in cutting it. ' Inthe next place you are toconſider the Needle you pals the 
Ligature with, If the Fiſfula hath penetrated ye Inteftine, then a Leaden 
Probe with an Eye, or of any thingelſe that 1s phant, wull ſerve to carry the 
Ligature through ; it ought to be pliant, that it may perform its work with 
more eaſe : a piece ofa ſearching-Candle may ferve 1n lome,in others a Probe 
of ſmall Wire of Silver or Gold ; for a preſent ſupply I have made uſe of; 
ſmall Probe out of my Plaiſter-box, cutting oft part of it, and ſmoothing the 
end. Where the F:/a hath nor penetrated, I have tor need made uſe of the 
Ike Probe making the point ſharp to paſs through the Inteſtine ; but yoy 
onght to have Needles more pliant, - fit for that work. In ſome caſes where 
the Fiſtulalies high, and the S:i#s crooked, I make uſe of a fit Canunlz for the 
conveying of the Needle up, and to {trengthen it in its work, that it do not 
bend in the perforating the Inteltine. 

The way by Incilion is with a pair of Sciſſors to divide the S/2vs, a way 
approved by {ome who have obſerved the ſpeedy diviſion ic makes ; andin 
truth, ifthe $i2»s be ſhort it is the beſt. In doing thercof they ought to he 
careful the while, leſt che tolds of the rugous Coat fall between, for ſo you 
make two Wounds for one. But if the Fila penetrate the Inteſtine deep, 
thegrork will be more hazardous, not only in the cutting as I ſaid betore,hut 
greſs of the Cure ; tor the recent divided Lips will be apt to fall upon 

ther again, and then what can hinder their uniting ? which if they do 
e Fiſftula is renewed, a Doſh] or Tent put up the Sinus will not continue in 
it, but lye as a Suppolitory ſtimulating the Iateltine to excrete it : whereas 
the Ligarure contuſes the Lips in cutting rhem,lo that they require to bedi- 
geited before they can unite, in which time the Sz fills up and heals with 
m ; inſomuchasthe Fifulz may be judged to cure above, as the Ligature 
divides it below. I ſhall anon give you ſome inſtances of both ways, and 
leave it to your own Judgments to proceed as you like bett. The manner of 
operation by Ligature is this, 

You ſhall make a ſcarch with a Probe into the Fiff#/a, running up by the 
Inteftinum reftum, and the while anoint your Finger with a little Oil or But: 
ter and paſs it up; and according as you feel the Probe more or leſs diſtant, or 
penetrating, proceed in the Cure. It the Fit «2 be ſtreight and much callous, 
dilate it firſt with a Gentian-root or the like, and remove the Calls by ſuch 
catharetitks as have been propoſed in the Chapter of F:/uls in general, But 
if thatfide be only callous which 1s next the Inteſtine, you may divide that in 
laying open the Fiffuls; therefore pals your Ligature with a Necdle blunt or 
ſharp, according as the F;//#/a penetrated or not ; and as you paſs the Needle 

up with one hand,turn the point with your Finger which is in Azo,and bring 
© it out under-that Finger as you thruſt jt up with the other : and if you =o 
the 


_ 
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the Needle through a Canny/a;you muſt firſt paſs up the Cannula,and place the 
end of it agaiaft your Finger, which is in the Inte/tinum retum, then another 
holding the Cazxalz, paſs your: Needle through it into the Gur ; and as it is 
drought out by your Finger there ſlip off che C4xzz/a, and haſten the Needle 
forward on its way, till you have brought it out withthe Ligagure : then cur 
off the Needle,and make a knot upon a told of Linnen qr bit of Dlaiſter ro Pre- 
vent, the Ligatures cutting the quelide, tie it as ftreight as the Patieqt can 
bear, and let the ſecond knot be with a bow ; then place the ends of the Li * 

ture on one fide, leſt it be touted in going to Stool, and apply a .Stupe'of 
Tow dipt in wizo auſtero, 7 ol. rof. to calm the heat of the part. Some make 
the knot upon a bit of Stick and, twiſt it daily ;. but chat is more painful, and 
cuts from without taward, which is to be: avoided.. I uſe to drels thera daily 
after eaſement of Nature, andit there be cauſe, inject Decadt. hordei cums ſem. 
c54on. and apply tome Lenient as aboveſaid, op «2guert. roſat. popul. &c. and 
the fourth day loofen' rhe Ligature by drawing the bow-knot, and-tye it 
fireighter : ſo in twice or thrice tying the Ligature will cut jts way, out, or 
when it is almoſt through witha pair of Probe-{cifſors you may free the reli- 
due 3 or if the Sizus run deep under the verge of the Anus, that the Lips be 
lke to lye high, ſoas to make a gutter, it will be better to take them ; Mm 
by the application of a Caultick, tor it will much haſten the Cure, and make 
the Cicatrix {mooth. | 

If there be any ſhriveld Piles, Coxdylomata;&c. about the verge of the Anus, 
cut them off ar the ſame time or before you make the Ligature,to prevent the 
inflation they would be ſubject to from the pain cauſed by.the Ligature or In- 
cilion. The S$:#«s laid open, whether it were by Incitton or Ligature, the 
Ulcer requires to be digelted, incarned and cicatrized, as hath been ſhewed 
mother Ulcers, and ſhall be more particularly demonltrated ia the following 


Obſervations. 


Young married Wife being dileaſcdin Azo, with great Pain and dif. r. Obzr- 


charge 'of Matter, adviſed Midwives and others, who though they 
could not diſcover the cauſe of her Pain, yet preicribed Megicaments and kept 
her long in their hands, to the great increale of her Malady.At length I was 
conſulted, arid diſcovering nothing outward about the Azzs, I patied my Fin- 
ger upinto the Reftum inteſtinum; about an inch within on the left ſide TRelt a 
Perforation, I pulled back my Finger and ſaw it Mattery ; I'concluded that 
was the Oritice of the Ulcer,and ſuppoled its $;zus lay amongſt the Mulcles, 
and that it took its Original from a Phyma, which ſhe concealing, as in that 
modeſt Sex it trequently happens, the Matter had corroded and penetrated 
the Inteft inum rectum,and the adjacent flefhy parts : I preſſed with my Fingers 
on the outlide where I conjectured the Abſcels to ly,and though I felt the'S7- 
aus; I marked the placeglapurpoted the opening 1t when it ſhould be deſired. 
At that time my buſineſs was to ſatisfe the Relations concerning herDiſcale, 
which I declared to bean Ulcer in 4zo, and for further proof otfered to open 
it in that placeI had marked ; which they conlenting to, I came about ren 
days afrer,and applied a Cauſtick upon that very place inghe preſence of fome 
ofher K inſ{women, and the next day divided the Eſcar, and pafling the Knife 
down into it I met withthe S:zus, & drawing my Incilzon towards the Anus, 
under the coccix gave vent to the Matter ; then paſled a Ligature witha blunt- 
pointed Needle, through the $:zxs into the Gur, and with my Finger in Azo 
bowed the end ofthe Probe,and asI thruſt itin with one hand, brought it out 
with my Finger of the other ; then cur off the Needle, and tied the Ligature 


on a faſt knot, and dreſſed the Ulcer with «get. baſilicon dipt in a little o. 
* FO. 
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ro. warm to haſten the ſeparation of the Eſcar. They continued this way gf 
dreſſing it daily, till the Eſcar ſeparated, then I tied the Ligature ſtreighter 
and in few days cut it through, and digeſted the Ulcer with the common gi. 

eſtive ; and deterged, incarned with munadif. Paracelſ. with the addition of 
ere precipiftt. and afterwards cicatrized it by the help of the Vitriolad 
Allum-ſtone firm : ſince that ſhe enjoys her health well. 

A Gentleman ofa full Body, agedabout thirty ſix years, came to Loxdoy 
labouring under various Dilcaſes,as the Gout,Collick and Stone in the Kig. 
rey, anda ſinuous Ulcer iz Ano. Sir Fra. Prajean was his Phylician and ſent 
for me. The Sinus did ſtretch it ſelf down from the verge of the Anus near 
the coccix,towards the perinexm,about twoinches, diſcharging much Matter, 
I !aid open the Sizus with a pair of Probe-ſciſſors to the Anus, and dreſſedit 
up with the Digeſtive ex zerebinth.ſpread uponDoſlils dipt 10 putty. Galeni, with 
Emplaſtr.2 bolo over it,and Compreſs & Bandage to retain it 0n, I afterward 
deterged cum mundif.Paracelſ.& Merc.precipitat, with the help of the Vitrial. 
ſtone,and wirh Epuloticks, Unguents, ag.calcis,&c.cicatrized that Sinns tothe 
verge of the Anus : then conſulting the Phyſician inthe proſecuting of the 
Cure, we conſidered the Patients ill Habit of Body, and the advantage he 
might receive in keeping the Ulcer open as a Fontanel for the diſchargeof 
peccant Humours. This being reſolved upon, adviſed the Patient to apply up- 
©N it a Pledgit of tine ſoft Tow morning and evening, or lo often as occalion 
required ; 1t kept 02 without Bandage, and received the Matter uw hich dif 
charged, and ſerved as a Fontanel without any diſturbance to him in riding 
or ſicting. Thus it was continued ſome ycars with great eaſe and advantage 
ro his health ; but ſince that Phyſicians death, the Patient was perſwaded by 
others to have it cured. F was ſent for and made a ſearch, and foundit lad 
perforated the 4 about half an inch within the ReAwm : I paſſed a Liza 
ture witha piece of a Wax ſearching-Candle, and tied the Ligature (ireight 
upon a fold of Plaiſter to prevent the cutting outwardly ; then cut oft the 
overplus of the Ligature, app lieda Pledgit ſpread with «nguenr.a/b.camph over 
all. The Servants renewed the dreſſings ſo often as he went to Stool,and the 
fourth day I looſened the Bow:knot ; and finding the Ligature near paſſed 
through, divided it witha pair of Probe-ſciſſors, and dreſſed it up with the 
common Digeſtive : after it was _ I drefſed it with unguert. diapomp. 
upon a Pledgit of Tow, and cleanſed the Ulcer daily with aq./ap.med.Crolli, 
andin a few days cicatrized it ; he returned to his houſe into the Country, 
but being a diſeaſed perſon he lived not a year atter. 

A Perſon aged about thirty years, of a fickly Conſtitution, ſubjeto 
Cough and Rheums, being one day coſtive, and (training to eaſe nature, felt 
ſomewhat ſlipdown as it were between theTunicles of the [»te/tinum refum, 
to the verge of the Anus, which lay unealie ; he putup his Finger and felt a 
ſmall Tubercle of the bigneſs of a large Pea, which increaling ſetled ſome- 
what lower, and made a hard _ without the verge ofthe Anus onthe , 
right ſide, and in few _— raiſedit ſelf into a Tumour as big as a Pidgeons- 
Egg, and inflamed and ſuppurated. I was then conſulted, and opened it by 
Cauſtick, and diſcharged about rwoor three ſpoonfuls of a digeſted white 
Matter : after ſeparation of the Eſcar, I finding much Matter diſcharged out 
of .t,I madea ſearch,and found it run upcloſe along the Refum; I laid it open 
ro the Anus by a ſnip with a pair of Probe-ſcilſors,. and dreſt4y with a Dollil 
ſpread with a»guet. baſilicon, and a Pledgit of ſoft fine Tow ſpread with ww 
guent. album over it, and in few days-cured it to the verge ofthe Anus, Then 
conſidering the Patient labouring under a Cough with other obſtruftions, [ 


propoſed to him the continuing thisUlcer open as a Fontanel,rill he fhould re- 
cover 
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cover his health better, and that if he found any inconveniency by it, I would 
readily cure it. I adviſed only a Pledgit of Tow to be applied to it, with di- 
reftions to renew it as he ſhould ſee cauſe. I took leave of him, he follow- 
ed my directions, and finding no inconveniency in riding, walking, or the 
like, continued itas a Fontanel to his much advantage ; he recovering his 
health very well afterwards, and is yet alive. 


A Gentleman of about forty years old came out of the Country,labouring 4. ob. 


ofa Fiſtula in Ano, breaking out on the left ide: itaroſe from a Phyma, (I 
ſuppole; ) the Sinus was large and painful, the Matter having ſpread under 
it, If I had laid this open by Incifion, the Lips would have lien hollow, and 
haverendred theUlcer {low in curing; therefore I removed them by Cauſtick, 
laying the Ulcer open to the Azus,and after ſeparation of the Eſcar,digelied, 
incarned and cicatrized it: then made a ſearch with a Probe, putting my 
Finger in Ano the while,and feeling the Probe paſs into the Gut about an inch 
high, I prepared a Ligature, and with a Probe-needle paſſed it up into the 
Gut ; then turned the end of theNeedle downward under myFinger,8& made 
adeligation,as in the like caſe hath been ſhewed,8& appliedaStupe ſpread with 
unguent. nutritum over all. The next day dreſſing it _ I found the part a 
little heated, and a Pile that was before the making of the Ligature ( lank and 
withered) ſwelled and beginning to inflame ; wherefore doubting it might be 
troubleſom, I cut it off cloſe by the root,and rub'd it with a Caultick-ſione to 
ſtop the bleeding, and conſume the remainder of it. Then I dreſſed up the 
Eſcars with a Pledgit ſpread with «nguezr. baſilicon and the nutritum over all. 
The fifth day I ſtreightned the Ligature again,and dreſſed itup with a Stupe 
fpred with «nguert. nutritum as before ; and as occalion offered I ſyringed the 
part affected with a Deco##.hordei,with a little Syrup de rof, ficcis. About the 
tenth day of the Ligature, I obſerved it cut ſo near through as it was eaſie for 
me to divide the re(t by a ſnip of a pair of Scifſors ; yet in conſideration that 
the Ulcer was deep, and conſequently the Lips ſo cut, would lye high and be 
apt to receiveExcrements, which might make it painful and very troubleſom, 
I choſe rather to free my ſelf of them by rubbing through them with a Cau- 
ſtick-ſtone : which having done and flatted them as I deſigned, I pulled the 
Ligature to me, and the while paſſed my Probe-ſciflors under, and divided 
the Sinus ; and pulling away the Ligature uncut, dreſſed up the Ulcer with 
aPledgit dipt in baſilicon warm, and applieda Stupe wrung out of red Wine 
over it. After ſeparation of the Eſcar, I incarned and cicatrized wirh un- 
went. tutie, &Cc. as aforeſaid. 


A Gentleman of about forty years of age, having labouring long underChro- ,, oe. 
nick Dilcaſes, with great irregularity in Diet, c.during which, Nature to eaſe vat. ofan 


her ſelf, diſcharged ſome part of the Diſeaſe in an Ablcels in his left Inguen, VE 
and another in Ao. This latter diſcharged a great quantity of Matter daily, ' 
and wag exaſperated by a Diarrhea. The former ix Ing»ine,(he not permitting 
it to be opened by his Chirurgeon)had made its way through the Skin in ma- 
ny little openings,and lay ulcerated under it about three inches in length,& in 
nocondition to cure. DoCtor Terz was his Phylician,and by his preſcriptions 
had oppeſed the various Symptoms that threatned the life of the Patient; but 
the Patient being ungovernable, I was called in,” and ſeeing him much ema- : 
ciated Bene likely to be cured till he ſhould attain a betterHabic 

ofbody, purpefttopalliare theſe Ulcers a while : that i» Inguine by dreſſing 
it with Pledgits of »nguent. d:apomp. and cerat. dialthee over it, whereby the 
Matter might be moderately diſcharged,and theTumour mollified, &rendred 
leſs ſubje& to Fluxion,” The Sinuous cer in Ano was not capable of healing, 
while he laboured under ſuch a Dzarrhe#x ; but that it might be — 
pole 
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poſed thereto, I laid the $72 open by Ligature, and thereby freed the tender 
Lips from the Excoriations they were before ſubject ro; it was dreſſed with 
Lenients,and thereby the Matter was diicharged with more caſe, and the Ul. 
cer difpoſed to cure, when Nature ſhould be that way inclined : which,that it 
might the ſooner be {o, his Phyſician preſcribed this Tr1aumatick decoCtion, 
R: fol. millefolit M.ij. veronic. bug ul. ſanic. alchimil. flor. hyper. an.

ZVilz) digeratur in balneo, ſutnat cochlear 13 ſong. hauſt. potus ordinarii, At 
other times he tcok calomel. gr. XX. 17 conf. roſ. rub. 56, The Patient thus 
ſup2!ied wirhdifferent preſcriptions, according to the exigency ; the Spring 
coming on heretired to Chelſcy, where following the method preſcribed he 
recovered {trengrth, and the diicharge of Matter leſſened ; and conſequently 
his Ulcers became 1o well conditioned, as his Friends and Servants about 
him were capable of dre!ling him, and in few months he grew more health. 
fuland fat. That Abſcels 1n his Groin healed up by the Medicaments afore- 
mentioned, but that Fils i» Azo we thought fit to continue as a Fontanel 
for ltis health-ſake ; which he kept ealie by wearing a Pledgit of fine Tow on 
it, tillat length it healed up of it ſelf: he 1s now grown far. 

A Womaa aged about thirty four years, diſealed with a Fiſt ula in Anoha- 
ving tried unſucceſsfully the endeavours of ſuch Medicaments as thoſe of her 
own Sex could adviſe her ; at the laſt ſent for me. Ir rook its original from a 
Phyma in #no, which had palled its Matter in a S:/z«s down to the Perineum. 
I laid open the Ulcer tothe verge of the Arus,and cut ofFa withered Pile that 
was ſwelled (from the anguiſh of the Ulcer)to prevent its further inflaming; 
then applied a Pledgit dipt in albam. ovi, © cum puly. Galen, anda Stupe of 
Tow ſpread with anAſtringent over it with Bancage.The next day I dreſſed 
her with A Nigel! ive of baſilicon, ard a Plecgit of unguent. nutritum over it; 
and left her Dreiſings,and viſited her my ſelf once in three or four days. That 
Liicer being cured, tothe Frtul/aI made a ſearch with a Probe,and paſſed my 
Finger up in 4x0, and felt the Probe about three quarters of an inch within, 
but not penetrating : The $715 was ſmall, wherefore I put up a Gentian-tent, 
with a gene ſaſtned to it,and left them ſome of the ſame ſort to put up daily 
to dilate it. The third day after they ſent for me again,they had thruſt the tent 
too far, !o that in pulling it out the ſtring came away,leaving the tent behind: 
Tanointed my Finger with a little Butter,and thruſt it up the Inteſtine high- 
er than the $72, then drawing my Finger back over the Sinus, I thruſt the 
tent out ; then laid open this Fi/tu/a by Incilion with a pair of Probe-ſcifſors, 
paſſing cne ſhaft into the $7zs and the other with my Finger in Au, guid: 
10g it up the hight,& with one ſnip laid the Frfu/aopen,then applied a Doſ- 
ſil ſpread with a mixture of pulv.Galeni cum albumine ovi, & bound it up with 
a Stupe ſpread with unguext.nutritum, and lett her Dreſſings with directions - 
how toapply them. I preſumed by this way of Inciſion the Cure would be 

the ſoonereffeted,and with fewer vilits from me; bur the Sizus fill'd up with 
looſe Fleſh, and the DoſhlsI lefr them to cicatrize it with, commonly flipt 


out of the Sis, and lay uneaſie not unlike a Suppolitory, putting her upon a 
Temeſmys, 
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Tenzſmus, arid if the Injections were any _ abfterſive they did the ſame ; 
ſothat to haſten the Cure I was obliged to dreſs it my ſelf, and dry the looſe 
Fleſh by rubbing the S:zzus with the Vitriol-ſtone ; by which, and the 
Alum-ftone, 1 at laſt cicatrized it. 

A Gentleman aged about forty four years,having long laboured with a F:- 


v/ain Ano,and a Tumour i» Perineo,grownng at laſt extreamly diſeaſed with vat. of a 
it, was brought up to London, and ſent for me. The Tumour was ix Perines _ _ 
big, and ſeemed ro me callous, it reached from the Azvs to the Scrotum ; and © * 


by the Matter I ſaw diſcharged from the Anws;1 concluded the Tumour was 
made by its inſinuating it ſelf downward, and that through length of time it 
was grown callous. The com preſſion it made upon the Duttus urinarius,cau- 
ſed a diificulty in Urine, upon which account my ſpeedy help was required. 
[ began the Cure by laying this Sz2xs open by Inciſion, from the Scrotum to- 
wardsthe Anns : in cutting it I found the Sus ſmall, and the Matter in it 
little and thin, rather an Ichor ; but the Lips weie hard and thick, and did 
not much ſeparate one from another: wherefore having applied a Doflil ſpread 
with wngrent.baſilicon in the bottom of the Sizus to defend it, I applied a Cau- 
ſick-ſtone on each Lip,from the Scrotum upwards, and ſome hours after took 
of; and finding it had penetrated the Calls, as I deligned, I bathed it with 
Decodt, malue,&c. and dreſſed it up with Lenients, after the ſeparation of the 
Eſcars 1 found that part freed ofthe Callus. I digeſted it with baſiiicon and pre- 
apitat. and with »»guent.diapompholiz. healed that Part. Then applied a Cau- 
ſtick upon the remainder reaching to the verge of the Ax#s, and freed that al- 
Þ of its Callus, and diſpoled it tocicatrize ; which while I was doing, I made 
2 ſearch witha Probe, paſſhng itinto the Aus, where I quickly diſcovered 
that about halfan inch high the $-#s opened into the Inteſtine. It had run 
deep all the way, and here it lay deeper and more callous. Upon which con- 
fderation I paſſed up a Speculum ani, and during the dilatation, laid it open 
with a Cauſtick-ſtone in my hand by rubbing it, then waſht out the Salts, 
and cut through the upper part of the Fiſtz/a with a pair of Probe-ſcifſors ; 
that done, IT injeted ſome o7. /izt to haſten the fall of the Eſcars : which be- 
ing ſeparated, I digeſted it with «nguerr.baſtlicon and precipitat. and dried the 
Ulcer with the Vitriol-ſtone and Pledgits dipt 1n 49. a/umnts, and cicatrized 
it firm, and returned him cured in few weeks. 

I was fetcht to a Gentleman aged about fifty years, who had been long dif- 
eaſed with the Hemorrhoides, and ſeveral Apoſtemations the ſpace of twenty 


woyears ; the Matter had paſſed through the Inteſt izumreFum into the Muſ- An. 


caliglutei making various hitulous Ulcers, but onein Perizeo, which through 
ſength of time was encreaſed to a great bigneſs, and reached to the Scrotum, 
I began with that, by the application of a Cauſtick from the Scrorum upward, 
anddivided the Eſcar ; there iſſued out only a little foul Gleet, which had 
flowed into it from withinthe Inteftinum reftum.T drefled this Eſcar with Le- 
nients, as in the former Obſervation hath been ſhewed : and as it ſeparated 
with the Callus, the Sims appeared dry and hardned with thick Lips, lying 
not unlikea trough : therein appeared many Excreſcences, which put me upon 
the uſe of Eſcaroticks,viz. the Caultick-ſtone, Pracipitate, Alum,&c. Alſo by 
the uſe of the Vitriol-ſtone I rubbed then off,and diſpoſed the Ulcer to cica- 
trize : thenT applied a Cauſtick to the remaining Callus, which run up from 
thence to the 4xus, the pain whereof ſtirred up a Swelling in ſome withered 

Piles. To prevent their inflaming, and to put them out of my way, I ſnipt. 
them off cloſe by the roots,and after they had bled a-while, I rubb'd them with 
a Cauflick-ſtone, and dreſſed them up with a Stupe of fine Tow, ſpread with 


wguent. baſilicon : having digelted theſe, and diſpoled this part of the Sizes to 
| H h Cure, 
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Cure,& the lower part(which I firſt began with)being cured,I made a ſearch 
into the remaining Sinw's, which lay on each fide the A-ns ; thoſe I Opened 
by Incifion and Cauſtick, digeſted and cured them. Then 1 made a ſearch in. 
to the great Frtula, which had penetrated the Rectum about three quarters 
of an inch within, and paſſed a Ligature through it, and ried it {treight. The 
while it was dividing, I fomented the Azus with red Wine daily, and caſt yp 
Lenient inje&tions,to eaſe the pain and cleanſe it : and after I found the Liga. 
rure had made its way near outT looſened it,and with a Cauſltick-ſtone rubh'q 
the remaining Cal oft, for that by Incifion it would have been long digeſting, 
and the Sinws would have lain deep,and the Lips troubleſome after the Cure, 
The Cafus divided & the Ligature come away,theE ſcar ſeparated by Lenients 
and rhe Ulcer cicatrized : 1n very few days the bottom of the Sinus havin 
been hardned by the Callus, remained as a ſmall gutter in ſpight of my endez. 
vours to the contrary ; but it proved no great inconvenience tothe Paticnt,he 
being perfeAlywel. And from that timefollowing his[mploymentdaily abroad 
A Gentleman of about forty years of age, a {trong healthful Perſon, of x 
Plethorique body,after a hard riding in hunting, was ſeized with a pain inthe 
Inteftinum reftum ;, and a few days after with a Swelling and Inflammation 
about the Anus, which terminated in an Abſceſs, and was opened on the lef 
ſide near the Perineum. After two years the Abſceſs remaining uncured, the 
Patient came to Lonadoy, and put himſelf into the hands of Sir Ir, Prujeas, 
who recommended him to me : Sir Charles Scarborough, fince Phyſician to 
his Majeſty, and to his Royal Highneſs the Duke of York, as alſo Dodor 
Warner were ſome time conſulted. There were two Sinuous Ulcers, one on 
the left, and the other on the right ſide of the Perineum ; they had both com- 
munication with one another near the Azzs, and paſſed up between the Anu; 
and Bladder as we ſuppoſed, for we could not make a ſearch far up,till theſe 
were laid open : to which purpoſe I haſtened the dilatation of them by Gez- 
tian-roots,&c.and afterwards withCauſtick andScitiors laid them both open; 
then by Digeſtion diſpoſed them to cure. T hat effetted we met again,&I made 
a ſearch witha Probe up the main Sizns,& dilcovered it running between the 
neck of the Bladder and Inteſt inum retum above an inch high, but could nor 
feel the Probe with my Finger in Azo : it was hoped theS;zus reached no fur- 
ther,but pulling out the Probe & bending it,I paſſed it up again by the rubl 
met with before, & diſcovered the F:iſtulaat leait half an inch higher ; and by 
preſſing the end of the Probe towards the ide of the Inteſtine,I did with my 
Finger there feel as I thought the end of the Probe,bur at a great diſtance of, 
by which I well perceived it would be a difficult work to penetrate ir, and 
bring theNeedle out with my Finger,the S:#»s being ſo high as I could ſcarce 
reach the end of the Probe with my Fingers end. It lay off ſuch a diſtance from 
the Inteſtine,as I could not paſs a ſmall Needle without a Ca-zu/z,and a big: 
ger which was proper for the penetration of the Gut, would not ply enoughto 
be returned out with my Finger by the Anus ; and to lay a Sinus open of that 
length and thickneſs by a pair of Probe-ſciſſors,was very improbable; where- 
fore I reſolved to dilate it, and try how I could digeſt off the Callus, To. 
which purpoſe I dreſt it daily with a Tent made of a Geztian-roor,and after- 
wards endeavoured to conſume. the Callus by Tents made with Lint, and the 
white of an Egg cruſted with a mixture of Merc, precipitat. and alumen. uf 
over which I applied a Pledgit of »»gzert. baſilicon, and a Stupe of fine Tow 
ſpread with a mixture of »nguent. nutritum & popul. over that : from thit 
time I fomented the pained parr daily with an Emollient Decoction, and 
repeated the Lenient applications, but removed not the Tent till it ſeparated 
with its floughs. Having thus waſted the Calus, I left off the uſe of thoſe 
| Tents, 
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Tents and dreſſed it with others armed withDigeſtives,& ſhortned theſe dai- 
ly : during this work the Patient drank a vulnerary DecoCtion, and took ſuch 
Balſamicks as the Phyſicians judged neceflary. Atter I ſaw the $:z%s well di- 
geſted and but little Matter, I left oft the uſe of the Tent ( leſt by keeping it 
longer open it ſhould skin again within) and in few days cicatrized it, but 
ſome while after it brake out _ ; and upon ſearch I found the Sius open 
as at firſt, IT attempted the waſting the Callus again ; but ſeeing no good come 
of ir, 1 tried by an Injettion of ag. /ap. Medicament. but that only ſhrivell d up 
the Sinus and might have been of good uſe to palliate : but my work being to 
cure, I dilated the Fiſfu/s with rad. gentiane in order to the laying it open; 
and then calling in a Chirurgeon well experienced in this Art, who met the 
Phyſicians ard my lelf,he made ſearch and concluded the way by Ligature 
proper. The Patient being prepared for the work, la:d himſelf over a Chair : 
but when I came to paſs up the Canxwla, the Patient grew ſo unquiet as my 
brother Chirurgeon deſired me to forbear, he fuppoling by the Patients com- 
aint that it was cancerous ; and adviſed me to proceed in the cure by In- 
xeftions, which I having no faith in,delired the Patient that my brother Chi- 
rurgeon might bring his Injection,and dreſs the Fila for ſome time : which 
accordingly he did ſome days ; but ſeeing it unſucceſsful, he then adviſed the 
Patient to retire into the Country,and content himlelf with a palliativeCure. 
But the Patient being ſenſible enough that the Cure was feaſable, if he could 
once reſolve upon it ; wherefore he diſmiſſed the Chirurgeon,and ſometime 
after took new re{olutions & ſent for another, who was no leſs eminent in this 
Cure than the other ; he came and madea ſearch,8& approved of the dividing 
the Fiſffula by Ligature,and commended the way as both ſafe andealie : aday 
was prefixed, and the while I dilated again the S/77s with Gentian-roots, The 
day the operation was to be performed, the Patient dined abroad, and when 
we met and placed him in the light ro proceed in our work, the Gentian-rent 
was fallen out, and the Szus was cloſing ; but we being reſolved not to loſe 
that opportunity, I dipt the Ca»nula 1n Oil, and paſſed it up about an inch, 
but then meeting with the old rub, the Patient began to be troubleſome,and 
would have per{waded us to deliſt. The Chirurgeon ſuppoſing I was at the 
height, adviſed me to paſs the Needle ; but I knowing the Sinus reached fur- 
ther, and the inconvenience which might happen in the Cure by doing ſo, 
minded him not, but puſhing the Cannu/a upward asT had deſigned, till I felr 
theend of it with my Finger, which was the while in 4Azo: that done pur 
the Cannula into my brother Chirurgeons hand to hold there, while I paſſed 
theNcedle into it,and through the Inteſtine ro my Finger within, with which 
I bended the point of the Needle, and drew 1t out of the Anus with the Liga- 
ture hanging at it. Ithen cut off the Needle with part of the Ligature, and 
having applied a fold of Plaifter on the place, I tied the Ligarure ſtreight, 
and ſaſtned it with a bow-knot, and applied a Stupe of fine Tow, ſpread with 
a mixture of »ngnent. popul. and nutritum over it. The Patient being dreſt 
threw himſelf upon his Bed, my brother Chirurgeon told him the work was 
well done, and that he ought to account that day, as the day of his Birth, 
there being no hopes of Cure any other way ; ſo took his leave. The Patient 
reſted very ill that night,and was the next day feveriſh,and continued reſtleſs 
by reaſon of the pain,notwithſtanding all my endeavours by Lenients. The 
third day after I was ſent for in great haſte, he being dying as they ſaid ; I 
found him ſhrewdly alarm'd, he had newly voided three or four ſpoonfuls of 
Matter (as they called it) in his Urin ; upon which it was concluded by them 
that I had wounded his Bladder in paſſing the Needle,and that I had paſled it 
farther than my brother Chirurgeon _— I was ſomewhat ——— at 
H bh 2 their 
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their Language, and replied, there was a neceſſity of laying open the Fitus 
the whole length : looking in the Urinal I ſaw ſuch a quantity of thick Max. 


tery ſubſtance, but could not imagine how I ſhould hurt che Bladder in paſſing 


the Needle ; but there was no anſwering them.] carried the Urinal to Sir F;, 
Pruj. he cauſed ſome of it to be heated in a ſpoon over a Candle, where it 
bardned, by which we were aſſured it was not Matter ; he concluded it made 
in the Bladder, by the heat and diſturbance it had received fromthe Neigh- 
bouring parts. I returned to my Patient with the Phyſicians anſwer, which 
ſomewhat quieted them ; but thar expreſhon of my brother Chirurgeon had 
done me ſome prejudice, if the Patient had not recovered. Thus 1t uſually 
happens amongſt us in Operations,where they prove unſucceſsful, From that 
timethe Ligature made its way more ealily, I raking more time 1n the cur. 
ting through the Callus, by which compl| IANCE 1t was above ſixteen days Cut- 
ring its way out ; all which time Injections were caft up after his going to 
Stooll, and the Part affetted was treated with Fomentations and Lenients,and 
ar length the Ligature made its own way out : during which the $/zus above 
cured, ſoas I had nothing todo but to cicatrize the outmoſt part, which I; did 
with Lotions and Pledgits dipt in ag. calcts, &c.in a few days after ; andthe 
Patient returned joyfully to his ſports in the Country, and relapſed no more, 
: I was ſent for toa Gentleman of about thirty ſix years old, much emaciated 
- pal and of a very ill Habit of Bedy ; he was diſeaſed with a painful Tumouron 
putrid and the left :de of the Anns,reaching from the Os toccrx tothe Perinenm, of a dark 
fiſtulous . : s ; Sf 
Bice, Ted colour hardin the circumference, but along the verge of the Aus, it fel 
Jino, ſoft; it ſeemed to ariſe from under the A»ns, and to be an ill-conditioned Ty- 
mour : Iapplied a Cauſtick upon the ſoft part.according to the length ofit 
near the Anus, and ſome hours after divided the Eſcar, and gave vent toa 
ſcetid brown Matter. I dreſſed the Eſcar with »7guept. baſilicon cum oleo tere- 
binth.and applied a Cataplaſm over it of far. fabar, pulv. ſem. fenug, lini,flor, 
chamomel. ſambuci, roſ. rub. decotted in oxymel ; as the Elcar ſeparated the 
Ulcer ſhewed it ſelf putrid. I fomented it with a /zx/2/#m wherein good [tore 
of wormwood had been boiled, and dreſſed the Ulcer with »»unaif. Paracel 
cum precipitat. & alum. and the Eſcar with Lenients, &c.as betore. 

This Patient had laboured ſome weeks of a Diarrhea, which atter theEſcar 
was ſeparated flowed into theUlcer,and much diſturbed ourCure; thereforel 
cauſed an Inje&ion to be made of a Decoft. abſinth.hyperici,ſcord.centaur, &c.to 
which I added ſpir.vini, mell, roſ. and unguent.A:gyptiaci ; and that the Excre- 
ments or /ordes might not be retained, and render the Ulcer more ſinuous, 1 
cut it open the whole length above and below,and fill'd it up with Merc preci- 
pitat. with the mundificative upon Doſhls, and with Plaiſter and Bandage re- 
tained themon. Then preſcribed him a Decoct, ſarſap. &c. allo an Electuary 
ofronſroſ.rab diaſcord & rhei torrefact. &c. which he took once in four hours, 
and thereby ſtopped his looſenelſs. The Ulcer not deterging with the former 
applications, I dreſſed it with pulv. Jo. Aracn. and defended the Lips with 
nnguent, baſilicon, and an Emplaſtr.e bolo over all. Thus in twoor three dreſ: 
fings I conſumed the ſordes, then dreſſed it with mundif. Paracelſ, and preci- 
pitate; and applied Stupes of Tow over it preſt out of red W ine, wherein had 
been infuſed flor. roſ.rnb.balanft. &c. andatterwards preſcribed him the takin 
of calomel.Zj.every other night. Thus the Ulcer deterged,I incarned it with 

pulv.aloes hepat myrrhe,ſarcocol.rad.ariſtoloch.rot ireos florent.lap. calamin, made 

up into the form of an Unguent with »el.rof. While this was incarning,andin 
ſomeparts cicatrized, a Sms appeared running under the verge of the Ax 

- about halfan inch; I applied aTent armed with the munaif. Paracelſ.and after 

it was deterged, left outthe Tent and it cured. But then a ſmall Sinus AY 

vere 
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ſhould fall upon thoſe weak parts,(whilſt Iattended the cure of that Sinuous 
Ulcer under the Arvs) I dilared it,and ſnipt it open with a pair of Probe-ſcil- 
fors into that great $/»s,& from that timerthe Ulcer cured,and I thought my. 
work had been done : but within a few days after another Sims appeared near 
the verge of the A»#s,0n that fide where the former was;it much diſcouraged 
the Patient, but it iying ſo convenient for diſcharge of the peccant Matter, 1 
continued it to further conſideration, it proceeding from the meer weakneſs 
of the part. I adviſed the keeping it clean, and to wear a dry Pledgit of Tow 
over it : It was kept with much eaſe, and-the Patient enjoyed his health ve- 
ry well many years, and at length it cured of it ſelf. 

A Perſon of Honour having ſome months laboured(as was ſuppoſed)under 
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vered itſelf on the other ſide of the Azns; upon ſight thereof,leſt more miſchief

the Piles, being extreamly waſted with the pain & accidents which attended var. of an

ThoCox his Phyſician. The Patient diſcharged a purulent Matter per Anwum as reg; with 
he lay in his bed,& in each Stool a great quantity came away with his Excre- ſtrifure of 


ments; on the left ſide of the Anus lay an Abſcels perfely ſuppurared, to * 


which we preſently applied a Cauſtick,and gave vent to a digeſted Matter, I 
then made a ſearch with a Probe,and the while paſſing my Finger in 4zo,felr 
the Probe in the Inteſtinum recFum about an inch deep;l pulled it out & endea- 
youred by my Finger in Azo to find what S:zxs or cavities there were,& felt 
one above the Sph:nder in that part of the Gur lying next the Bladder : I ſup- 
poſed the Abſceſs was there,and that the Matter from thence had inflinuated 
tſelfamongſt the Muſcles,and made that Tumour outwardly, which we had 
opened by Cauſtick. What it was that gave original tothat Ulcer, was not 
aſlie for me to determine, whether it was a Phyma, or a tranſlation of Matter 
from ſome other part : However it was,the Cure was difficult and depended 


4 upon a re(tifying the Habit of body, it being by what I then felt out of our 


reach to Iz.y more open ; nor did I think it ſafe ro be over-halty in injecting 
Liquors there, I always ſuſpecting the ſeminal Veſſels concerned in thoſe Ab- 
elſes in which caſes Injections may dilate the Ulcer,and haſten irs penetra- 
tion into the Pelvrs ; therefore we drefled it up with Lenients to haſten ſe- 
paration of the Eſcar : after the Eſcar ſeparated, we made a ſearch with a 
dended Probe, and turning it upward,found a cavity amongſt the Muſcles on 
that ſide ; by which it ſeemed to us, that the laying that Sizus open into the 
former would be of no great advantage, we thereby could only divide rhe 
upper part of the Abſceſs, and ſo make rhe firſt Orifice wider: yet it ſeeming 
ſomewhat advanrageous to the diſcharge of Matter, we paſſed a Ligature 
through, and in few days divided that Szzus, and ſoon after cured it again ; 
for the diſcharge of Matter continued very great per Anim. The Patient 
continuing weak and more indiſpoſed,Sir Alex. Fraſer was conſulted, who ſee- 
ing ſuch a diſcharge of Matter per Azam, concluded that an opening ought 
there to be made in ſome external part ; we had ſeveral times endeavoured to 
find ſome place amongſt the external Muſcles of the Anas and Glutei : and 
now again we raiſed the Patient upon his Knees in Bed to ſearch, bur we 
could not by Fluftuation or otherwiſe diſcover ought, whereby we might 
beencouraged to apply a Caultick ; whilſt he was 1n this poſture, the Matter 
poured forth, as alſo when he lay down in his Bed it came involuntarily our. 
We having ina former ſearch with a bended Probe, diſcovered a cavity a- 
mongft theſeMuſcles beneath the former Abſcefs,it was reſolved that an open- 
ing ſhould be nyade there ; bur that cavity lay at ſucha diſtance within,that ig 
was not eaſie to reach it by Cauſtick : wherefore I having at my houſe an In- 


ſtrument proper to open Sinuous Ulcers ſo lodged, I ſent for an Inſtrument- 
maker, 


Ants, 
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maker, who upon ſight of that and the cavity we deſigned to pierce, fitted uy 
with one ſomewhat like a crooked Forceps ; one leg thereof we palled intothe 
Annus,which being crooked turned upinto the cavity, and being there, the g. 
ther ſhaft having a ſharp blade in the form ofa great Lancet fixed 1n it, would 
at our pleaſure cut in upon the other,which was the DireCtor : thus wecyr 
into the Buttock from without inward,and that we might not loſe the open. 
ing we had made, we preſently paſſed a Fiſt{a-needle through it with a Li. 
gature which we brought out per Azum ; and having tied the ends together, 
we faſtned it on one ſide witha ſnip of Plaiſter,& dreſſed up the wound with 
a proportionable Tent armed with a Digeſtive, From that time we dilated 
it daily towards the Buttock, totry whether the Matter would that way dif. 
charge. The Phyſicians preſcribed vulnerary Drinks, Ballamicks ; Cordizl 
Bolus's and Juleps werealſo preſcribed, Lenients to appeaſe the T ene/mus and 
ſomewhat of Injections we conſidered of to caſt up in ſome little quantityro 
heal theAbſceſs which lay above the Sphinter. After we had ſome-whilecon- 
tinued that opening laſt made, and obſerved it painful, and not to empty the 
Matter, nor divert it from flowing its wonted way, we cut it down to the 
Anus & cured it.From that time we applied our endeavours tocuretheUlcer 
w:ithin,whence (it was moſt certain) all the abundance of Matter iſſued, The 
method uſed was by detergent InjeQions, ſuch as have been propoſed inthe 
Chapter of Sinuous Ulcers;but without acrimony to avoida Tene/mus, andin 
{mall quantityat' a time leſt it ſhould be retained and render the Ulcer more 
Sinuous. After we had thus ſpent ſome time ſucteſsfully,and by the Phyſic- 
ans help removed the ſeverer accidents ; it was relolved (the weather grow- 
ing being warmer ) that the Patient ſhould remove to Kexſingtor, and take 
the benetit of the freſh air, and obſerve a Milk-Diet, and proſecute his Cure 
there. WhilR the Patient was weak and kept his Bed, and was vexed with 
Diarrhea's,&c. we could not obſerve any want he had of the retentive facul- 
ty ; but being in the Country ſomewhat recovered,and walking daily abroad, 
he complained that he could not retain his Excrements, they preiling almoſt 
continually forth. We went on our method in curing the Ulcer, and accor: 
dingly it contraQted daily narrower, and the diſcharge of Matter grew lels; 
but as the Ulcer cicatrized,he found his Excrements did not come away, but 
with great ſtraining,and thoſe that came away, were ſmall I|keEarth-worms; 
he alſo complaining of frequent pain in his Hips and Os /acrum, ſent for his 
Chirurgeon and my ſelf ; we went and prevailed with him, tolet us putup 
our Fingers dipt ina little Oil, upon ſearch we found a ſtop about an inchor 
more within the Re&#m, the Gut purſed up fo cloſe, that I could not getin 
my Fore-finger to the firlt joint, Thiswas by reaſon of the cicatrix ; we cau- 
ſed preſently a Decoction to be made of rad./ilior. albor.alth ee, ſem lini & hor- 
dei, to which was added ſome ol, ex ped. bovinis, and injeRed ſome of it : we 
direted the repeating of it often in a day, and to permit a Syringe full to be 
caſt in at his going to {leepat night; we afterwards dilated it with Tentsof 
Gentian-roots, and between while others of Deer-ſuer, ſome whereof were fit- 
red with ſtrings. A conſultation was alſo reſolved on for the Phyſiciansto 
meet usat, which time we came provided with a fec. Ani,&c. in order tothe 
dilating of the ſtriture,: but the Patient would not admuir it, he being eaſed 
by the uſe of the Emollient Decoction ; but replied,if ic again contracted, he 
would come to Town and be governed by us. *Some months after the Win- 
ter approaching, he returned to Town ; his Excrements were ſuppreſſed,and 
his Belly (welling,his Urin alſo high-coloured and near fuppreſſed : his Phyſ- 
cians preſcribed him aClyſter thatEvening,and a 25 a, Es of Decoft, 
caſſhe,tamarind, &c, he omitred the taking of the Clyitergbut took the Purge 
che 
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the next morning, which bearing down the Excrements,ſo over-diſtendedthe 
Colon, that the way between that and the Srridtura being choked up by them, 
the Patient fell into a cold Swear, and frequent fainting'; but by. laying him 
in his Bed, and Cordials, he was fomewhar relieved, and at laſt the Phylick 
worked through him, and he grew better'; and. from; that vrime he was more 
governable, and admitted of Cliſters before; Purging, both which he often re- 
peared, Wetogether proſecuted the Cure by internal Medicaments, ſuch as 

their vertue reſtored the-Patient toa better Habit of body : our work was 
the dividing the contratted Callus, which made the Szrifura, which wedid, 
by an Inftrument made for that purpoſe, with which without hurting the 
Inteſtine we cut through in ſeveral places, making the opening ſo large that 
the Excrements came away big ; and by the injecting of of. lumbricorum, cu- 
red the wounds in few days after, and left him at liberty, he not only expel- 
ting them well, but alfo retaining them : Yet within this twelvemonch 
twice, we have enlargedit, and by the Inſtrument we deligned, it may, at. 
any time be helped without hazard of wounding the. ſqund parts near it, ; 
but fince the laſt Incifion of it, February 1673. it hath continued open, and 
upon a late ſearch with my Finger I could feel nothing of it. |

nour zn the Country, was fent to Town ; he had been long diſcaſed wi 


the verge of the 4»us,but not penetrating it. He had been long diſeaſed of the 
Kings-Ewvil, there being many Scrophule on both ſides of his Neck. I rubb'd 
the /ordes and putrid fleſh with the Vitrio-ftone, and then filled-it with 
Merc. precipitat. with Pledgits of Lint cloſe over it, . Then applied ſome of 
my cauſtickUnguent upon a Pledgit round over the callous Lips,and with an 
Emplaſtr. e bolo, and Bandage bound it up.” The next day I took off the Cau. 
ſtick and found it had worked as I defigned : I drefled it with Lenients to 
baſten ſeparation ofthe Eſcar. This poor man had heretofore been ſubjeQ to 
the Hemorrhoids ; from which diſeaſe ſome withered Piles remained hangin 
upon the verge of the Azus,which upon the application of the forementione 
Eſcaroticks and Cauſticks, began to heatand {well : I preſently cut them off 
witha pair of Sciſſors, and after they had bled a-while, dreſſed them, with 
pulv, Galeni, and afterwards cicatrized them by the uſe of the Vitrio-{tone 
and common Epuloticks. During which I cleanſed the Ulcer of its /ordes,and 
endeavoured to lay a baſis with mwundif.Paracelſ.&c.for incarnating the Ulcer ; 
but while I was ſo doing, I obſerved a great quantity of corrupt Matter flow- 
ing again down upon the Ulcer : upon ſearch I found a Sizzs run towards 
the Os ſacrum a great length, and ſodeep as gave me {mall hopes of laying it 
open. The next Dreſſing I was provided with vulnerary Injections, ſuch as 
have been ſer down in Sinuous Ulcers, and dreſſed him up with Deterfives, 
and preſcribed him ſuch Phyſick as might have regard to his Scrophulous Ha- 
bit of body. While I was thus wy him, he began to be troubled with a 
cough, which he had been frequently tubje&t ro in the Country,upon which 
account PeCtorals were preſcribed, and he was thereby relieved. The cure of 
the Ulcer not ſucceeding, I applied a Cauſtick upon the upper part of the St 
us between the Os ſacrum and the coccix, and paſſed in my DireCtor at the 
ſame time, and cut through the Eſcar into it, deſigning by this opening to 
intercept the Humour flowing downward to the Ulcer, but the while he 
was taken again with a ſhortneſs of breath : I let him Bloud, and repeated 
the uſe of Lohocks and Cordials, with Spirit of Saffron, &c. but he rook his 
Bed and died the third day after. I having leave to open bim, deſired DOI 
alter 
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Walter Needham his aſſiſtance in finding out the Cauſe of his death; we 
found all the G/andsles within very Scrophulous, thole that Jay upon the 7. 
ack-Veſſels ulcerated, from whence flowed a great quantity of Matter down 
into the Pelvs, thence inlinuating it ſelf among the Mulcles, and lo to the 
placewhere I had applied my Cauftick, and trom thence tothe Ulcer near 
the Anas : his Lungs were allo ſtuft with Srrume, and the V1ſcera all very bad, 
This Obſervation being indeed ſtrumous, ſhould have been placed in that 
Treatiſe ; yet notwithſtanding I thought it fit to toſert it here, that the young 
Chirurgeons, when they meet with ſuch ſordid Ulcers, with extraordinary 
diſchargeof Matter, may learn to ſuſpect ſome extraordinary cauſe within, 


r3.Obſer- A Lady of about ſixty eight years of age, a lean withered Body ſubje& 


_ many'years to the Hemorrhoids, which in her declining years grew more 

onedUlcer painful, and at laſt aMiCted her night and day, and being without hopes of 

”m Ano. relief from the ſeveral applications preſcribed her, was perlwaded toadmit 
ofa' Chirurgeon : -She ſent for-me, I heard her roaring before I came into 
her Chamber. On the lower part of the verge of the Azus, next the Perine 
um; was a Swelling as big as a Pheſants egg, it ſeemed to be the inflation of 
the rugous coat, but was hardand of a livid colour ; but that which ſhe moſt 
complained of was within, which I could not come to ſee nor yet feel : by 
prefling this downward, Iſfaw a foul Matter, and as I thought a large Ul- 
cer ; I cauſeda Syringe to be fetched, and ſome me/ ro/. which.I mixed with 
{ome Chicken-broth and caſt it up, and brought away ſome Excrements, 
and foul mucns : ;T 'cauſed a Fomentation to be made of fol, verbaſct, ſolani, 
plantag. an. M. j.:fem. lini 5). ſem. cydon. 38. ſem. pſtllit 51). flor. nymph. & rol. 
rub. ax. P. j. boiledin Wine and Water, by which it was often {tuped ina 
day ; alſo a mucilage with ſome of the cold Seeds, with ſer. papaver. alb, hy. 
oſciam. pſillii, were thrown up to quiet the pain within. Emollicnt Clylters 
were alſo ſometimes injected with a Syringe, having a ſhort thick taper- 
Pipe ; lenient Cerots were outwardly applied, made of ſome of thoſe above: 
ſaid mucilages cu ſevo cervin. vitulin, vittll, ovor. croco © Op10, CUM ol. lum 
bric. & cera alb, By theſe Medicaments I ſomewhat relieved the Paticnt, and 
got ſo much credit with her, as I hoped to have liberty totake olt this Tu- 
mour by one way or other, Some while after I did apply a Cauſtick, and 
removed the upper part of it, as I deligned : there came nothing out of it, 
but it was ſoleveld, that I could with the help of a Spatala look into the 
Anns, where at ſome diſtance I ſaw little hard Excreſcences like Thymi (tand- 
ing ſtiff up; theſe were they which gave her ſo continual pain, eſpecially 
in theeaſing of nature. There was alſoa ſordid Ulcer between them and the 
external Tubercle, ( to which I had applied the Cauſtick : ) it was not cali 
for me to extirpatethe Thymi till I had quite removed this Tumour without; 
whereupon I preſently rubb'd it with a Caultick-ſtone, and laid it flat, and 
waſhr it with the Emollient DecoCtion ; then ſcaritied the Eſtar, and ti1ld 
it with Merc. precipitat. and dreſſed it up with Lenients ; afterwards I 
worked it down, and ſmoothed it with the Vitriol-ſtone, and cicatrized it 
with Epuloticks, the Alum. ſtone, &c. This removed I began with thole 
Thymi, which ifT might have had my own way, ſhould have been treated by 
the aQtual Cautery ; but I did not mention it, nor did I acquaint them with 
what I intended todo, bur placed her towards the light, and palſed a Scoup- 
like Inſtrument up into the Az#us, then having a Caulſtick-ſtone fixed in a 
convenient Inſtrument, I preſſed upon the head of the nearelt Thymus, and 
as the Salts melted, dried them up with an Armed-Probe, and continued 
the work till T had quite extirpated it ; then caſt up ſome of an Emollient 


Decotion with a little o/. Hyperic. by which the pain was aſſwaged ; after 
the 
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the Eſcars caſt off, +I -toucht them with þ. 2/704. and afterwards with the 
vitriol-ſtone andcicatrized it, then drefled the fardid Nicer with Deter- 
s ſtronger or weaker as.it would bear,;- by which Telcanſed it well, and 
ifpoſed it to Cure'by injeing ag. ce/cis, &6c.,, Dyriag 1ylich I attempred 
the extirpation of the other Thxari with,Cayſtick-(ignes, and thought I had 
eradicated them 5] but fome tune after they; ole again, and in truth did fo 
often, and proved vexartious tothe Patient; and troubleſame tome :. Yer at 
aſt after a years attendance they wore off, and the pain ceaſed, She lived 
many years afterwards as happily as any perſon of her age. 


A Freeholder about fifty four years old, much emaciated, having laboured g. Oh 
many years under the Hemorrhoids, and Apoitemations within the Anus ; vat. of a 


ztlalt being tormented exceſſively withpain, and not able to eaſe nature, he 
came to Londor ina Litter. He ſent for me ſuppoling tharhe had a F:/tula 
in Ano; I looked and ſaw the verge of the Azus callous, then ſearching with 
my Finger I felt a large cancerate Ulcer within the Reum, lying under the 
(0s coccix,, and polleſſing the parts round with hard Lips ; alſoa large Excre- 
ſence, growing upon the lower part of the ſaid Inteſtine about an inch and 
z half within, ſo that there was bur a ſmall paſſage for diſcharge of Excre- 
ments. | | 
This was an inveterate Carer, and not likely ro yield any thing to Pal- 
Jatives : I would gladly have beenrid of him, but he would be my Patient, 
proteſting that he could not live unleſs way were made for the more ealie 
dburthening of nature 3 to which purpoſe he implored my ſpeedy help. 
| perceiving his lamentable condition, and his reſolution to have ſome- 
what attempted, deſired him to conſult ſome eminent Phyſicians and Chi- 
rurgeons ; he aſlented to it, and made choice of Dottor 'Tho. Cox, and 
Mr. Hollyer Chirurgeon. We met at his Chamber the next day and made 
aſearch, and concluded it an inveterate Caxcer incapable of Cure : but 
the Patient declared, he came to Town with reſolution to be cured or dye, 
and would have it attempted. We at his importunity complied, and re- 
ſolved upon the uſe of the attual Cautery, as being the only way where- 
by we could hope to extirpare theſe Excreſcences and callous Lips ; he was 
well pleaſed with our propoſals, and defired we would meet again with 
what expedition might be. The ſecond dayafter we met, and came pro- 
vided with an actual Cautery of the faſhion of a bolt, with a Cannuls ha- 
ving a hole cur in it to receive that great Excreſcence near the Sphinder : a 
mucilaginous Decoction was alſo prepared ex ſummitat. malue, wiol. ſem. 
exdop. pſillii, &C. in aq. hordei, The Cautery being ready, and a baſon of 
Water with Sponges tocool it ; the Patient roſe our of his Bed, and placed 
himſelf rowards the light, _— upon the {ide of his Bed without any bo- 
dyto hold him. 1 anointed the Cannula with unguent. refrigerans Galeni, and 
paſſed it up, placing the opening in the Cannula upon the Excrefcence ; then 
paſſed in an attual Cautery glowing hot, and repeated the ule of it fo often, 
till the Phyſician and Mr. Holler judged the Excreſcence and callous Lips 
conſumed ; Mr. Hother putting his Finger in after the paſſing each Cautery, 
theCannulz being the while taken out often and cooled in Water. The 
work done, Inje-lions were calt in, and the burnt partsdrefſed with Leni- 
ents; the Patient returned briskly to his Bed, and from that time diſcharged 
his Excrements freely, but made little Urine, and thar high-coloured : by the 
uſe of Emullions, and the frequent caſting in Emollient Clyſters and InjeCti- 
ons, his Ulrin voided more ealily, and in more quantity, After the ſeparati- 
0n of the Eſcars, we dreſſed the Ulceration with «nguet. tutie, and injetted 


troch, alb. rhaz. diſſolved with a Mucilage of the greater Cold Seeds, ſem. 
I 1 plantag. 
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plantag. papaver. albi, pfillii, in aq. (permat. ranar. & germ, querci. . The 
parts diſpoſing to cicatrize, the Patient was ſeized with a Pleurilie, and no 
ſubmitting to be ler Bloud as was preſcribed, his pain iacyealed {o very much 
that he could ſcarce breath ; being-afrerwards let Bloud about eight ounces, 
he was relieved : but then a Diarrhea followed, and ir'being Mid-winter, 


and the Patient not allowing himſelf Fire, nor obſerving' good Diet, it ter. 
minated ina Dyſenterie, and he latiguiſbed and died. 
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HAT preat difficulty we meet with in the Cure of the 
K I N G's-Evil, the daily experience both of Phyſicians and 
Chirurgeons doth ſhew. I thought ir therefore worth my 
while to ſpend a whole Treatiſe upon the Subject, and very particularly to 
v0 through the deſcription of it, — thereby the young Chirurgeon 
whatever is requiſite to the Cure, at leaſt as far as it cometh within the 
tcotnpaſs of our Art. But when upon trial he ſhall find the contumaciouſ- 
neſs of the Diſeaſe, which frequently deludeth his beſt care and induſtry, 
he will find reaſon of acknowledging the goodnels of God ; who hath dealt 
ſo bountifully with this Nation, in giving the Kings of it, at leaſt from Ed- 
wardthe Confeſſor downwards, (it not fora longer time) an extraordinary 
power in the miraculous Cure thereof. T.his our Chronicles have all along 
teſtified, and the perſonal experienceof many thouſands now living can wit- 
neſs for his Majeſty that now reigneth, and his Royal Father and Grandfa- 
ther. His Majeſty that now is having exerciſed that faculty with wonderful 
ſucceſs, not only here, but beyond the Seas in Flanders, Holland and France 
it ſelf. The King of this laſt pretends to a Gift of the ſame kind, and hath 
often the good hap to be alone mentioned in Chirurgical Books, as the ſole 
poſſeſſor of it, when the French themſelvesare the Authors: yet even they 
when they are a little free, will not ſtick toown the Kings of Exglend as 
partakers with him in that faculty ; witneſs the Learned 7 agaultizs, who 
in his Inſtitutions takes notice of King Edward's faculty of doing the ſame 
Cure, and the continuance of it in his Succeſſors. It«ly, as well as France 
bath made the like acknowledgments in the Book of Polydore Virgil, who 


reciting the Gift given to Saint Edward the Confeffor, doth ſubjoyn _ 
words ; 
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words Quod quidem Immortale munus quaſi hereditario jure ad poſteriores Rege, 
manavit : nam Reges Anglie etiam nunc tattn, ac eniku ſew hymnis, non ſine ce. 
remoniis, prins recutatis, Fratofce ſanant, * Which Immortal gift hath been 
« derived as it were by an hereditary right tothe latter Kings ; tor the Kings 
« of Exeland even now allo do Cure the Srtrama by Touch, &c. 

Indeed if Hiltorians of our Nation be diligently compared with the French, 
we ſhall find that the French Kings had this Gift later than ours. . Duplers 4 
moſt diligent Writer of thatHiſtory,deriving ic ng further thanPh4ip the firl,, 
and Lews the-groſs ; ſaying, that before their-times no man had that power; 
whereas we on the contrary meet with the general acknowledgmears of all 
our W riters of the ſame miraculous Power in Saint Edward*s time, which 
were enough for thisControverlie : and not only ſo,but with ſtrong lurmiſes, 
that this Miracle was ancienter ; it being notorious in the days of Malmsburi- 
enſis, who lived not long after his Reign, that it was then diſputed, whether 
the Cure of the Evil werea peculiar reward ot the Kings Holineſs,or rather a 
Hereditary faculty attending the Exgliſh Crown. W hich Gift,that it was not 
takenaway upon our departure from the Church of Rome, we have not only 
our daily experience to teſtifie,but alſo the confeſſion of Dottor Harpsfield, a 
great Divine of the Romiſh perſwaſion ; who, after he hath in the Eccleſiaſti 
cal Hiſtory of Exgland deſcribed at large the Miracle wrought by the Con- 
feſlor, doth add, Qnam ſtrumoſos ſanandi admirabilem dotem in poſteros ſuos 4n. 
glorum Reges, ad noſtra uſque tempora transfudiſſe & perpetuiſſe, merits cyeditur, 
* W hich admirable faculty of Curing the Struma,he is juſtly believed to have 
* tranſmitted to his Poſterity, the Kings of Exgl/and, and to have continued 
it amongſt them to thoſe times in which he wrote. And when Biſhop T ooker 
would make uſe of this Argument to prove the Truth of our Church, Smi- 
thews doth not thereupon goabout to deny the Matter of fact; ( nay indeed 
both he and Copeacknowledge it ) but he rather chuſeth firſt ro retort upon 
him the Proteltant argument againſt Miracles which they will not allowt0 
be the neceſſary mark-ofa true Church, becauſe they may alſo be per formed 
by Infidels. But withal he himſelf, who is not willing to ler goſo Fecidul an 
Argument from his own Church, finds another Solution of the difficulcy, at- 
tributing it to the great Goodneſs of God,& the great Grace of Saint Eaward, 
Quid nec in indigna herede defecerit, that the Gift did not fail in an unworthy 
Succeſſor : Such as he calleth Queen Elizabeth,and adds,that She did perform 
that Cure, non virtute propria, ſed virtute ſigni crucis;not by her own virtue, but 
by virtue of the Sign-&f the Croſs, which ſhe made at the time of Healing ; as 

if the Sign of the Croſs, by whomſoever made, were ſufficient to work a Mi- 
racle. W hat would he now ſay were he living, and had ſeen itdone by three 
Generations of Kings without the Sign of the Croſs ? But it is not my buſi. 
neſs toenter into Divinity-controverſes: all that I pretend to, is firſt, the atce- 
ſtarion of the Miracles ; and ſecondly, a direCtion for ſuch as have not oppor: 


—— —ttMiity of receiving the benefit of that ſtupendiousPower. The former of thele, 


one would think,ſhould need no other proofthan the great concourſe of Stru- 
mous perſons to White-hall,and the ſucceſs that they find in it. I my ſelf have 
been a frequent Eye-witneſs of many hundreds of Cures performed by his 
MajeſtiesT ouch alone, without any afſiſtanceof Chirurgery;& thoſe,many of 
them, ſuch as had'tired out the endeavours ofable Chirurgeons before they 
came thirher. Ir were endleſs to recite what I my ſelf have ſeen, and what I 
have received acknowledgments of by Letter,not only from the ſeveral parts 
of this Nation, but alſo from Ireland, Scotland, Jerſey and Garnſey. Ir is need- 
jeſs alſo roremember what Miracles of this nature were. performed by the 
very Bloud of his late Majeſty of Bleſſed memory, after whoſe decollation by 

the 
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the inhbumane Barbarity of rhe Regicides, the reliques:of that were gathered 
on Chips, and in Hankerchiefs, by the pious Devotes, - who'oould nct bur 
think ſo great a ſuffering in ſo honourable and pious a Cauſe,would be atten- 
ded by an extraordinary afhſtance of God, and ſome more than ordinary Mi- 
racle : nor did their Faith deceive them in this point, there being ſo many 
hundred that found the benefit of ir. If his dead Bloud were accompanied with 
ſ much of vertue, what ſhall we ſay of his living Image, the Inheritor of his 
Cauſe and Kingdom ? whom thoughrit hath pleaſed God to deliver out of 
thoſe dangers that overwhelmed his Royal Father ; yet it was with ſo long 
an exercile of afflictions, that though ( God be thanked ) he be not now like 
to encreaſe the catalogue of Martyrs, yet he may well-be added tothe num- 
ber of Confeſſors. This we are ſure, the Miracle is not ceaſed. | 

But ſince matter of FaCt it ſelf is, in ſuch difficulr caſes as theſe, liable to ex- 
ception ; I ſhall take notice of the Evaſions, that obſtinate and incredulous 
Men have uſed to avoid fo great anotoriety of Experience, For ſince it can- 
not be denied that many go away cured, ſome will impute it only to the 
Journey they take, and the change of Air ;. others to the effects of Imaginas 
tion ; and others to the wearing of Gold. 

The firſt of theſe is eaſily confured by the hundreds of inſtances that are to 
be given of Inhabitants of rhis City, who certainly could meet with little 
change of Air, or indeed of exerciſe, in a Journey to Whrte-hall,. The ſecond 
isas readily taken oft by the Examples of Infants, who have been frequently 
healed, though they have not been old enough to imagine any thing of the 
Majeſty, or other ſecret rays of Divinity, that do atrend Kings, . or do any 
other act that way ro contribute ro the Cure. The third hath more of colour. 
in it, becauſe many that have been touched, have upon loſs of their Gold felt 
returns of their Malady, which upon ' recovery of that have vaniſhed, But 
in this caſe alſo we have many-Evidences of the contrary. 

For his Majeſtie's Royal Father in his great extremity of Poverty had not 
Gold to beſtow, but inſtead of it gave Silver, and fometimes nothing, yet 
inall thoſe caſes did cure ; and thole that were cured by his Bloud wore no: 
Cold, 

Now whereas upon the loſs of the Gold ſome have found damage; I would 
know, whether any of them were relieved by the wearing any other Gold 
than what the King gave them. This is certain, that many that loſt their 
Gold continued ſound ; and whereas others did not, 1t may rather be impu- 
ted ro ſecrer Providence, which would give the Perſons concerned that ob- 
ligation of being mindful of their Benefactor. 

But ſince the infidelity of many in this fantaſtical Age, and the want of op- 

rrunity of others, doth deprive them of thiseaſie and ſhort remedy ; and, 

ince it is not neceſſary thara Diſeaſe, which is cured by Miracle,ſhould be re- 
mediable by no rules of Art ; I think it will not be amils, if I do here givean 
account of what Nature andArt have ſupplied towards the reliefof Manking, 
in one of the molt obſtinate Diſeaſes that I know : an the doing of which, 
though I think I ſhall ſay as much as thoſe. have ſaid that have preceded me 
in this Employment, ( itmay be ſomething more ; ) yet I muſt needs profeſs 
that what T write, will do little more than ſhow the weaknels of ourability, 
when compared with his Majeſtie's, who cureth:more in-any one year, than 
all the Chirurgeons of Loxdox have done in an age.» However that his At- 
tempt may not ſeem to want precedent, give me leave to tell you, thatir is 
no more than the French Kings Chirurgeons: have done: before me, or than 
old Mr, C/ow's did in Queen Elizeberh'sdays,'and all other general Writersin 


Chirurgery have done more or leſs. Withal, as feeble as our Art 1s, this 
--- Treatiſe 
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Treatiſe will ſhew you that it 1s not altogether ineffectual ; and though the 
difficulty of Cure will ſufficiently appear, yet the poſſibility will allo be 
inade out in many remarkable inſiances.

Of the Definition of the Diſeaſe, and its Cauſes. 


HF Latines call this Diſeaſe Stramaand Scrophla, we the Kjngs-Evil 
T Ga/en defines it thus, Strums caro eft ſicca que egre ſolvitur : Pauls t 
Srrume ſunt Glandule indurate : 'Etius, Strume ſunt carxes ſubcandide facile 
augeſcentes, in membrana contente, CO in ſumma glandula indurate, que in col. 
to & ſub inguinibus oriuntur. Strume area hard Glandulous fleſh, foniewhir 
white, 'contained inaryfs, &c. But none of theſe Definitions do ſeem tg 
me ſufeiently to exprels the Diſeaſe which we in Exglerd call the Kings. 
Emil. For I appeal to the practitioners of this Nation, Phyſicians and Chi. 
rurgeons, deſiring them to ſay, whether there be not many Tumours and Ul 
cers commonly judged tobe the Evil, which are containedin no cyſts at all; 
neither d6 they concrete into a Glandule, I inſtance in the thick upper Ligs 
chopt, divers Tumours by congeſtion in the mulculous parts of the Body, 
others in the Bones, &c. ſo that either we muſt exclude all rheſe from the 
King's Touch, or alter our Definition : yet Ido conlels withal that the ſpeci. 
fick Difference, whereby this Tumour is diſtinguiſhed from divers others, is 
ſo hard to find out, thar it will be difficult ro put a new Definition inthe 
room thoſe which I now reje&t. I ſhall endeavour to fix upon a peculiar 
Acidity'in the ſerum ſangnins for my ſpecitick Difference ; and ſhall de{cribe 
the K;ngs-Evil to be,” « Tumour ariſing from a peculiar Acidity of the ſerum of 
the Blord, which whenfoever it lights upon Glandule, Muſcle or Membrane, it 
roagnlates and hardens ; when it mixethwith Marrow alway diſſolves it, and rut- 
teth the Bome. ; 

Ifthis acid Humour be ſimple, the Diſeaſe is a ſimple Struma ; if joyned 
with a malignity, or any other Humour, it makes a mixt Tumour, as Srrums 
maligne, Phlegmonodes, Schirrhodes, Oedematodes, ec. 

Now by a Coagulation I mean ſomething diſtin&t from Concretion, which 
is incident toall other Humours and Tumours, and to the ſerum it ſelf upon 
many other cauſes. The whole Bloud being fibrous may admit of many cog- 
crerions and thicknings; bur they difter from this Coagulation as much as the 
boiling of Milk up'to-a thickneſs, 'or their thickning it with Flower, &«. 
differs making «curd with Rennet. I ſhall the. rather aſſume this in- 
ftance of Milk becauſe of the near kindred between it and Bloud,% alſo for the 
near reſemblance that many Strumous Tumours have with the curd of that. 
Itis very common to ſee the leſſer Glandules of the neck, which of late have 
obtained the name of Conglobate, to grow large, and fill witha white curd 0 


- exadly like that of Milk hart it is hard to diſtinguiſh them. W hen they differ 


from this,it is from ſome other mixture ia the Bloud which makes ſomeother 

alteration ; which may be very various, whether 1n zhe nature of the co- 

agulatingFerment,or of themarter coagulated : the former way be A 
0 


wed. AE a 


of this or that ſorr, and ſometimes ſo ſharp as toapproach near to the acrimo- 
ny of aqua fortis ; 1n which caſes the Patient feels violent corrolions and hi- 
deous pains, the Tumour it ſelf being apt to degenerate intoa Caxcer, or may 
have other mixture withit to make it of a Vitriolique or Aluminous nature : 
all which Acidities though they agree 1n the common notion of Coagulating, 
et they make Coagulations very unlike each other. Thedifference aiſo may 
be in the Matter coagulated, the varieties of which being infinite are bard to 
be recited : only I mult rake notice, that from this latter Caule it is that I was 
forced to put as well the property of Difſolution as of Coagulation into the 
deſcription of the Diſcale ; for though theAcidity be the ſame which cometh 
into a Bone with that which goerh into the Fleſh-glandule, &c. yet the Mat- 
ter it works upon beivg different, viz. Marrow, ( whoſe peculiar nature we 
do not underſtand, only find it much different from other Juices of the bo- 
dy) it doth there diſſolve and rot it, and with it the fibres of the Bone it elf. 
Let no man wonder at the contrary efteCts of the ſame Cauſe, who obſer- 
veth the diferent operations of Fire it ſelf upon wax and clay ; where it is vi- 
ſible that the contrariety of Accidents happens from the Matter, and not the 
Efficient. The like initance may be made in Vinegar, which when it is 
mixed with Milk, ©. it coagulates it into a curd ; if put upon an Egg, it not 
only diſſolves the Shell, but allo attenuates the White contained in it intoa 
limpid water ; which White we notwithſtanding obſerve to be a body much 
apter to concrete and grow thick t'rian Milk it ſelf. Thelimilitude will hold 
ood of our Strumous Acidity, which when it lights upon the Seramof the 
Bloud coagulates it, and when 1t enters into Marrow, though that be in a 
nearer diſpoſition to Hardneſs thanthe Serum, yer the mixture of this Acidi- 
ty is ſo far from promoting that Hardneſs that it. rather diſſolves the con- 


iſtency it already hath, 


The immediate Cauſe of the Kzzgs-Ew1l is delivered already, viz. the Aci- cars, 


dity of the Serum : but the remote Caules, w7z. the cauſes of this Acidity 
(ro which the SrramEe owe their original ) are ſomewhat hard to beeaume- 
rated. The heads to which they be referred are thele, Air, Diet, Exerciſe, 
natural Complexion, hereditary Aﬀettions, &c. : 

Thoſe who are botn of Strumous Parents are uſually ſubjeC ro theſe Dil 
ales, and deriveit fromthem ; ſo they will from a Nurſe ſo diſeaſed whoſe 
Milk they ſuckr. 

Thoſe whole temper of Bloud is acid and the Serum apt to coagulate, are 
very obnoxious : ſoare Rickery children, and indeed in all childrea the heat 
being little for concoction, the Ser#x is apt to coagulate, 

Thoſe that live in an Air exceſively thin and ſharp, or very thick and 
ſoggy, are both liable to the ſame Diſeaſe, Diet of ſalt, ſowre and {limy 
meats are cauſes of this Diſeaſe, of which moreelſewhere. 

Want of Exerciſe isa great cauſe of the Bloud's growing acid and ſlimy : 
external Accidents are often the occaſional caule of the K7z25-Ewv1, but they 
always ſuppoſe a prediſpoſition of the Body toit; in which caſe we often ſee 
a blow, compreſſion, bruiſe, &c. to produce it. Soalſoby a wrenchof the hip, 
knee, anckle, or other joynt, wefind crude Tumours to ariſe which areſoon 
followed by vilible Symptoms of the Kyjzgs- Evil, viz. either glandulous 
Tumours in the Neck, &c. or Tumours of the Bones themſelves, which ari- 
ſing in the body of them make the Spina wverto/a; of which elſewhere. I 
ſhall give you one remarkable inſtance of a Cook's ſervant in the 0/4 Baily, 
who Woe one Summers night upon a fourm, his head ſlipping off the one 
fide of his Neck preſſed upon theend of it : whea he wakened his Neck was

within halfa year. A ſtreight ſtay, as ſome Women and Children wer 
them, hath too often the ſame effect : pain in the Breaſt makes them under 
the Arms, and in ill Habits of body ; a fore Leg hath often cauled as much

T he Hiſtory of the Diſeaſe with the Diagnoſticks and 
Prognoſticks. 


H E Kjznzs-Evils is already deſcribed in ſhort ; but that will not ſerye 
TI the uſes of a young Practitioner unleſs he may have the Hiltory cf it 
more fully delivered, which cannot be well done unleſs we givean account 
of the Parts themſelves which are concerned in it. Now the Parts uſually af- 
feed are either Glandules, Muſcles, Yi/ſcera, Membranes, Tendons or Bones, 
I do not remember ever tohave ſeen the Nerves or Brain atie&ed immedi. 
ately with anyHumour of this kind : or it they have,the Juices of thoſe Parts 
are rather diſſolved, and the Fibres corroded by this Acidity after the like- 
neſs of Marrow and Bones, then coagulated intoa Tumour ; which Corroſion 
when it happens, the Diſeaſe gets another name, and being indeed mortal 
needs not be inſiſted upon in this Treatiſe, it admitting of no other doctrine 
but that ofa Prognoſtick, 

Soa young Lady having overgrown Tonlils, which were judged Stru- 
mous, was cured by me by Extirpation, as you may ſee in the chap. of Tonſils: 
but ſhe ſome years after labouring under great pains of her Head, and being 
upon the way coming up to Loxdox for Cure, died ſuddenly ; her Head be- 
ing opened, her Brain was found corroded, and much walled with greatpu: 
trefaQtion, the inner Table of the Skull carious. 

The Veinsand Arteries do indeed dilate themſelves in all congeſtions of 
Matter, whether natural or preternatural ; but have not any particular Aﬀe- 
Ction in the Strwme diſtintt from what they have in other caſes. 

Glandules area very notorious ſeat of this Diſtemper, inſomuch that Au- 
thors generally have confined it to them as its ſubject. Here we have a great 
deal to ſay, viz. that this Part is the moſt commonly afteted when-ever the 
Patient is Strumous; and if the outward and more viſible Glands remain 
whole, yet generally ſpeaking the inward ones, thoſe eſpecially of the Me: 
ſentery, are obſtrutted and ſwelld. Oftheſe I have ſeen divers examples, 
eſpecially in Children, and have paſſed my Judgment that they have been 
Strumous, when the outer Signs could not ſo far jultifie my conjeRture as to 
make others of my mind : yet when the Patient hath been dead,the truth hath 
appeared upon difſettion. In one of this fort Dr. Walter Needham hath late- 
ly been my witneſs. Nay whenever the outward Glands do appear ſwell'd, 
you may ſafely conclude the Meſentericks to be {o roo, they being uſually the 

firſt Part that is attacqued by this Malady. Nor is the Meſentery alone, but 
all

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| all theconglobated Glandules partake with it ; which word _-—_ hath ap- Cenglo- 


ropriated to the reduttive Glands that ſerve the Lymphaduts. - Theſe are © 
frequently liable to this Diſtemper, their offices being a percolation of the 
Serum ; therefore whenſoever that is amils, theſe mult needs ſuffer. This is 
outwardly viſible in the Neck, on the ſides of the muſculus maſtojdeus quite Neck. 
down to the Clavicle, whence they pals into the Thorax down a-long the 
Spine, and about the Lungs ; which themſelves alſo do frequently abound 

with Strumous coagulations. Lawrentius adds the Bronchocele as a ſpecies of 

this Diſeaſe. 

Itis as ealie to be ſeen in the Groin, Axi{e, &c. in both which places they A 
do often appear ; but no-where more commonly and frequently than in the cite 
Neck, of which every day ſheweth examples. Nor are the conglomerate Conglo- 
Glandules free of the like malady, under which name $y/vius contains all the maids, 
excretory ones, which I do reckon to be the Salivals bigger and leſs, the dom. 
Tonſils, the G/andule Lachrymales, the Thymus, the Pancreas, the Mamme, 
the Teſticles, Proftates, &c. 

Theſe are ſometimes affeCted together with the Conglobates, ſometimes 
ſeparably. Many inſtances may be given thereof, in fome we have .found 
all the conglobate Glandules of the Neck {well'd, and many of them to . 
_ upon and between the parts of the Salivals ; yet they remained $aiyat, 

na. 

The like hath been ſeen concerning the Pancreas and Thymys, which have 

been borh ſurrounded with Szrume,yet themſelves remained untouched ; but 

very often the Conglomerates are affected by themſelves, of which we have 

a great example in the Rana, it being but the Tumour of the G/andula ſalt. Kznmis. 
valis inferior, which in a man lieth immediately under the lides of the 
Tongue. The Paroris allo, which 1s the external Salival, is very often preter- 
naturally affefted; and in the Pancreas the learned Dr. Walter Needham 

faith, he hath ſeen a' Strumous Tumour ſuppurated, which held a pint of 
matter when the other Glands of the Meſentery remained ſound, 

The Breat\ts are evidently obnoxious toit, as common prattice teſtifies. Breaſts, 

Ina late privateHealing I preſented a young Woman with one in the right 
Breaſt,and 3 near that lying between the 2 Breaſts,as large as Pheaſants eggs. 

The Teſticles and Proftates may be liable, but I cannot inſtance in them ; TeRticles 
andit may be that we do the leſs acknowledge their being affected wich this 224 Pro- 
Diſeaſe, becauſe we are apt in all theſe caſes to ſuſpeK another diſtemper, *** 

=_ over-grown Tonſilsare ſo frequently Strumous, that they meodace be Tonſils, 
Infiſted on. 

The Glandule Lachrymales are often infeted, and do according to the va- 
riety of their diſorders produce ſeveral ſorts of Tumours abour the eye ; the 
moſt uſual of which is a Lippitudo, an aftettion of the ends of the Lachrymal 
Veſſels, which being derived from them do terminate near the ci/ia: ſo alſo 
the Hordeoli, &c. nay it is not rare to ſee the whole ball of the Eye thruſt out 
by the Turaour of theſe Glandules. 

Ophthalmia it ſelf is often a conſequent of the Diſeaſe ; ſo is allo the Fiſfula 2phtbet- 
Lachrymalis which often oweth its original to this cauſe. gg os 

Belides all theſe Glandules which are naturally born with us,there are ma- mals. 
ny more which do ariſe upon the occaſion of this Diſeaſe in the ſeveral inter- Avent 
ſtices of the Muſcles, as I have ſeen in both the arms of one perſon now un- Glands, 
der my Cure near the »w»ſculus biceps, The like happens to others in the Legs <5 
and Feet, alſo the very Fingers and Toes. Skin, , 

In a Child of fix years of age I ſaw them ſcattering all over the Body, as Muſcles, 


In the balls of the Cheeks, and upon that part of the Os zygoma nearelit the yo 
k 2 external 
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external canthus of the Eye, higher than the parotis reacheth : bur whether 
that were part of the parot/sor not, the others were certainly adventitious 
which appeared upon the ſides, back, breaſt, belly, ſhoulders, arms, ang 
thighs, ſcattering up and down, ſome ſuperficial in the skin, others deep, 
Pſcera, The Yiſceraare often found with great Srrmme growing in them, or from 
them. Nor are we to wonder at it if Ma/pighias's doCtrine be true, who ſup. 
oſerh molt of the YViſcera to be made up of Glandules. In them we frequent. 
f find Strumous Swellings as in the Liver, Lungs, Spleea,and ſometimes ap- 
pendants to them. Dr. Walter Needham declared in one of his late LeRures 
of Anatomy at our Hall, that he ſaw a Strumous Swelling hang at the cone 
of the Heart that weighed two ounces. | 
The Tendons are ſometimes involved with a great gummineſs and col. 
leflion of Strumous matter, eſpecially the fingers, hands, feet and toes; yea 
upon the muſculus maſtoideus it lelf we find them very diſtinguiſhable from 
glandulous Tumours, and hard to be managed. Elbows, knees, anckles 
are very remarkable Seats of this ſpecies of the Diſeaſe. 
Bones ca: Bones are as frequently affected as any part of the Body, Glandules only 
rious from excepted : but there the manner of the Tumour differs; for though the 
wen. Bone (well, and the outward ſhell thereof appear hard, yet the inward Juices 
are all putrid and rotten. This ſortof Tumour 1s ſometimes called Spina ven- 
toſa, how properly let others judge ; bur it 1s certain that not only the Bones 
of the fingers, carpus, metacarpus, tarſus, metatarſus, and Toes, are liable to 
this Evil, but alſo the Skull it ſelfand the Jaw-bones, and all the other Bones 
ofthe body ; the venomous nature of which will be ſeen by thoſe who upon 
opening ſome of theſe Tumours have found the Bone when laid bare attite 
firſt appearance ſound, but when pierced into to be in the heart wholly 
rotten, 
Bones out= Bones are likewiſe affected on the outſide by any Strumous Tumour that 
_— toucheth them, whether Membrane or Tendon, &c. which we ofcen experi- 
encein opening of them when they l:e near ſuch parts ; for when we do, we 
moſt commonly find the Bone it ſelf bare, if not carious. There is a mixed 
caſe of Membranes and Bones which frequently is found Strumous, I mean 
the 0Ozena, which requires your utmolt diligence ; the Bones and Cartilages 
there ſoon rotting, leave a blemiſh to the ſcandal of the Patient. 
Diffe. Asto the Differences of the Strume, they are ſometimes more mild with: 
rences, Out Inflammation or pain, and moderately hard, but by acceſs of heat in- 
flame and ſuppurate; as well thoſe of a round figure, which is eſteemed the 
beſt and mildeſt ſort, as thoſe of any other. Some of the mildeſt and biggelt 
Strume I have ſeen perfectly ſuppurated without change of colour ia the 
Skin, but after ſome days they again became hard as before. When they 
ſuppurate with Inflammation then there is a mixture of Bloud with them, 
and they arecall'd Phlegmonoides ; others are indurated and after a while 
Schirrous, yet ſometime by a putrid heat do ferment, and grow painful and 
ſoft in the upper part ; which ſoftneſs hath by ſome been miſtaken for a Sup- 
puration, but at their Opening they only gleet, and at length too frequently 
ſhew their malign quality by terminating in one of the peczes of a Cancer, as 
I have ſhewed you in the Chapter of Cancers, 
"POM Other Differences may be taken notice of, viz. that ſome are primigenial 
Differen- as when the Diſeaſe is original,and ſecundary when they ſucceed ſome other 
ces, Diſeaſe,as particularly a Fever,whichoften terminates in a congeſtion of mat- 
ter. It alſo ſometimes happens after Catarrhs & other Diſtempers, Thereare 
likewiſe ſome by ſuddenFluxion,orhers by long Congeſtion.From the place of 
their ſituation Differences may be taken which every manseye can ſhew him.

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of, ſo they are often not ealily diſtinguiſhable trom, theſe Tumours. This 
makes Barbett, a late Author, to ſay, that Materia mel, ſebo, ant pultt ſimi. 
li, circa articulos, Ganglion, circa coll glanaalas, Scrophulam ſive Strumam, in 
brachiis, pedibas, aut capite Twbercula, & ſi ex Lue venerea Tophum conſtitut. 
By which it appears that he makes them not to be diſtinCt Species of them- 
hes, but rhe accidents of other Tumours. 

Signs of theſe Tumours will be more difficultly given, by reaſon of the 
various ſhapes in which they do appear. 


When it aftetts a conglobate Glandule the Tumour is uſually round, mo- Dizgno- 
derarely hard, and moveable without pain. Tholeof an oval figure which fic. 


arehard, and accompanied with pain without Inflammation, are of an ill 
quality ; and if they grow unequal they threaten a Cazcer, Whena Conglo- 
merate is the ſear of it, it uſually obſerves the ſhape of that Glandule, eſpeci- 
ally ifrhe whole Gland be diſeaſed : but it is not unfrequent to ſee thoſe Glan- 
dules ( which are indeed but compoſitions of lefſer Glandules cluſtered up to- 

ther like a bunch of grapes) particularly afteted ; ſo that ſome of thoſe 

eſſer G/andulz, or Kernels, ſhall ſwell into oval, round, or flat, or other fi- 

oures, leaving the remainder ſound enough ; as indeed having no-other com- 
munication with rhem, but only by that ſmall pedurcrlus which tieth them 
to, and diſchargeth them by, the common great duCtt of the Glandule. 

In a Muſcle the ſhape is uncertain, and alway diſtiatt from the Muſcle ; 
the Tumour harder or ſofter as it happeneth : but thoſe of a round figure are 
the beſt conditioned ones. 

The lip when infected is commonly thick and chopr. 

Bones when Strumous do ſwell, grow hard ws but it you open 
them, they are found inwardly rotten, as hath already been hinted. 

Theſe which we preſent to his Majeſty are chiefly ſuch as have this ſort of 
Tumour about the muſculus maſtoides, or Neck, with what-ever other circum- 
ſtances they are accompanied ; nor are we difficult in admitting the thick- 
chapped upper Lips and Eyes atlected with a Lippitudo: in other caſes we 


give our Judgment more warily. 


In the Prognoſtick you are to conſider, whether the Tumours be m_ Or Progne-

few, grown together 1n cluſters or more diſtinCY, great or ſ{inall,deep or 
low, moveable or immoveable, benign or malign, foft or hard : the place of 
them, wherher near great Veſſels, Joynts, Nerves, Tendons or Bones, and 
the Habir of body, is to be conlidered ; allothe Age of the Patient. 

If the Habit ofbody be tolerable, the Patient young, the S:rume recent and 
but moderately hard, the Reſolution or Suppuration of them is feizable : bur 
ifthey have been of long continuance, are hard and lie deepamong(t theVel- 
ſels, the work is difficult ; yet the Cure of both is very often furthered by 
accidental Ferments, which will reſolve them to a wonder, and as often ſup- 
purate them. In caſe of the King's Touch the Reſolution doth often happen 
where our endeavours have ſignified nothing; yea the very Gumata, inſo- 
much that I am cautious of predicting concerning them ( though they ap- 
pear never ſo bad) till 14 days be over. If the Strums be moveable, and free 
from remarkable Veſſels, the extirpation is not difficult ; but if the Habit of 
body be bad, the Srrume immoveable, rhey are not to be medled with ; if 
that they be moveable, yet lie deep among(t the great Veſſels, the extirpati- 
on is dangerous : beſides, in the beſt Habits of body new Strume are apt to

Of the «Method of Cure. 


N the Cure of the Kjngs-Evil you muſt conſider the Habit of body, 

ſtrengthand ageof the Patient, the affeCtion of the Yiſcers, and particu- 
larly whether the Srruma be {imple or complicated. 

Itall things appear _ according to the Diagnoſtick or Prognoſtick 
before delivered, you may hope well ; if otherwiſe, then you are to defend 
your ſelf with a prediQtion, and work warily. 

In order to the Cure three Intentions are required. The firſt conſiſts in 
the regiment of Diet and the other non-naturals; the ſecond,in Pharmacy or 
internal Preſcriptions ; thethird, in the application of Externals either to 
diſcuſs, ſuppurate or extirpate the Glands. 

In the firſt concerning a general regiment of Diet, &c. there ought tobe 
ſpecial regard had of the Conſtitution of the Patient whether he be hot or 
cold, dry or,moiſt, old or young, tough or tender and waſhy. If the Body 
be cold and moiſt, we generally ſuppoſe a crapu/a preceded, and crudity to 
abound ; in which caſe the ready road 1s by Faſting from meat and drink, 
which was the method of the Ancients, or at leaſt great moderation : their 
Diet ought to be moderately heating and drying, Mutton, Kid, Rabbet, Pul- 

let, Chicken, Partridge, Pheaſant, Cock, &c. and theſe roaſted ; avoiding all 
meats which yield a groſs nouriſhment, as water-foul, fiſh and herbage: 
their 


vived the fourth ; but at K7ehts-bridge he again recovered, and ſome weeks

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their Bread ought to be of wheat well baked, and their Drink medicated ale 
or beer ; wine is alſo allowed and water utterly forbidden. 

In hot and dry Bodies which are tending to a Heftick, we allow a more 
humeQting Diet, their meat boiled with Lettuce, Spinage, Pur{lane, Wood- 
forrel, &'c. To ſome of thefe we dare ſcarce permit the cating of any Fleſh, 
but rather a Milk-diet or Aﬀes milk ; but where Milk doth not agree we 
preſcribe them medicated Broths. 

Air is a great help in our Cure: 1n the cold ones it ought tobe moderately 
heating and attenuating,in the hot ones cooling ; in neither over-much pier- 
cing, as that of Hampſted is, in which fort of Air there isalways ſomething 
eſurineand acid ; but rather mild and gentle, as that of K7ze/noron, upon 
which ſuppoſition of gentleneſs, the fa1 ther removed from the {moke of the 
City the better. I ſhall mention ore Obfcrvation which TI leave to your 
Tolgment, whether it ought to be attributed to the ſmoke or Northern 
blaſts from Hrgh-Gate, It was in a Patient of Dr. Tho. Cox and mine, dil- 
eaſed and waited even to skinand bene : weremoved him to Knights bridge, 
where after in ſome weeks he had a little recruited his ſtrength,and was eaſed 
of his Cough, which had been very grievous to him ; we removed him (for 
more conveniency of curing an Ulcer with cares of the cranium which he 
had ſome time laboured under) toa Lodging near Kyzngs-Gatein Holborn, 
which ſtood backwards and Airy enough, the windows opening to the 
Fields. Upon lying there but rwo nights he relapſed to fach a degree, that 
ifI had not removed him the third day I verily believe he could not have ſur-

Exerciſe of body ought to be enjoyned, it being neceſſary to waſte ſuper- 
fluites ; Sleeping in the day is forbidden, unlels it be 1n cale of pain to

The ſecond Intention conſiſting in Pharmacy, mult bequalified according 
tothe Habit of body. If it be cold and flegmatick, adounding with grols 
viſcous Humours, your Preſcriptions ought to be heating and attenuating : 
in Plethorique bodies you muſt purge with the ſtronger Catharthicks, or re- 
peat the milder often, otherwiſe the Dileale will be apt to increale under 
your hand.

It the Patient be of a hot and dry 
Conſtitution the caſe is more difficult, becauſe the Medicaments eminent in 
the Cure of this Diſeaſe are generally ſuch as are keto injure the Body in 
one of thoſe qualities, being moſt of rhem ſuch as either heat, or at leaſt dry 
it ; many of them do both, viz. Sarſa and the Woods as allo the cineres Spon- 
gie, ſal Gemme, and all the Species. In thiscaſe the Waters will have their 
place ( though I cannot ſo particularly approve them as others do. ) Afles 
milk is of great efficacy in the moſt of theſe, of which I ſhall give you one 

inſtancein a caſe where-my worthy friend Sir-F, P. was concerned.

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A young Gentlewoman about 11 years of age, ſhrewdly diſeaſed with 
Strume in her Neck, with obſtruCtions in the Meſentery, ſhe being thereby 
exceedingly emaciated : Sir F, Py. being ſent for, and ſeeing her ſodiſeaſed 
with loſs of Appetite, adviſed her to be removed tothe freſh Air at K/»2/ing- 
ton ; ſhe was io, and there by Aﬀes milk recovered her ſtrength, and retur- 
ned to her friends, well recovered. Where Aſles milk doth not agree we 
preſcribe DiſtilPd milk,of which ſort this may ſerve foran example.

31). ſacchar.puriſſimi3iv, fiat 
pul. ae quo capiat ad 3). ter 131 die ſuperbibendo hauſtum aq. laftis v0 rh Or 
the foreſaid powders may be made into Pills with bal/. Peruvian. &c. Mey.

Diſeaſes, Emulſions, Pearl, Juleps, and Opiats are allo of uſe. Purging in 
this caſe, if the Body require it, ought to be with Lenitives,vzz. Elec?, diacaſhie 
um manna, diacatholic. diaprun. (yr. de pomis, purgantis diaſereos, ſyr de rhab. & 
k cichoreo cum rhabarbaro : and to Children the infuſion of Rhubarb is ſuffici- 
ent. Our moſt experienced Phyſicians have generally purged theſe with 
jul. rhab. with an addition of the E/et#. diaſcord, or, ſuce, chermes, with Mer. 
dalcis where they have been ſubje& to Dzarrhza, and in other caſes alone, oc 
mixed with the milder Purgatives : for in truth whatſoever Diſeaſe it is com- 
plicated with, without ſome preparation of Mercury our hopes are vain ; 
nay in ſome of the molt deplorable caſes where the Patient hath been ex- 
tremely emaciated by reaſon of the Acidity in the ſera», I have proceeded 
higher to falivate them, and thereby recovered them, as you may lee in ſome 
ofthe Obcrvations of Ulcers with carzes in the Bones. 

The third Intention is performed by the application of Externals, 1. to 
the Tumours which we endeavour to reſolve or ſuppurate or to extirpate, 
which larter may he performed either by manual Operation or by Eſcarotick 
or Cauſtical medicaments; 2. to the Ulcers, which are the effect either of 
Suppuration or Extirpation, In Tumours we ſhall begin with Emollients 
and Diſcutients, though I muſt confeſs it is no ealie work to reſolve theſe 
Glands, if we conlider two things : firſt, the ſtubbornneſs of the Matter, fe- 
condly, its being contained within a cy/is; yetin ſoft delicate Bodies the 
milder ſort of Glands, which are not too much indurated, do frequently re- 
ſolve. We ſhall therefore offer to you ſuch as I have ſometimes applied with 
tolerable good ſucceſs: as Rempl. diachyl. ireat. Zi). gum. galbanum, ammoni- 
ac_diſſolut. in aceto, an.

1). croct 5). fiat cataplaſma, In order to the ſuppurating 
of them it is common to pinch them hard : I have ſeen ſome people in the 
Country thruſt a Thorn into them, and thereby ſtir up Inflammation which 
{oon diſpoſeth them to luppurate. You mult endeavour a perftett Concodj. 
on ; for it you open them wlivie any part of the Gland is hard, it will increaſe 
and put you upon a neceſlity of eradicating it, or of leaving your Cure im. 
perfect. I could give you many inſtances of Patients that have come to me 
tor Cure after {ich Treatment. As to the way of opening them when ſup- 
purated, that by Inc:fion makes-the leaſt Scar ; bur if the Struma be large, the 
way by Caultick may give you more Opening, and with lefs pain aſſure the 
Cure: the Varter being dilcharged you may ceterge with m2»ndif. Paracelſ 
precipitat. and the Vitriol-lione, and afterwards 11carn and Cicatrize, asin 
crude Abſceſſes hath been ſhewed. 

But inthe old and hard Srrume we do {cldom obtain a compleat Suppy- 
ration ; ſometimes during the application of the moſt ſubtil Diſcutients we 
raiſe a heat in the Skin, which atiecting the c3//z and part ok the Gland next 
under it doth caule an imperfect Suppuration : by the continued uſe of the 
Diſcutients it at length frets its way through in ſmall Apertures, in which 
caſe ifyou continue the Applications, they grow bigger and become {o many 
painful Ulcers ſpreading one into another, the body of the Gland remaining 
hard without hopes of Suppuration. But it you dreſs them a day 2 or 3 with 
2 Pledgit of «#gucrt. bafilic, you may qualihe the Heat and moderate the Ul 
ceration ; and ſo by interchangeadly applying the Diſcutient or Lenient, you 
may happily waltethe whole Giand, it the Patient be treated the while by 
proper Internals. In ſome ofthe!e who have come to me out of the Country 
with Strumeulceratcd about the Chops, I have ſeen the Strume thruſt forth 
ina /#ygus; lo that with my Spatulz patiing under them I have thruſt them 
quite our, and healed the Ulcer in few days: in others where they are inc 
pable of being lo ſoon thrown our, I cut off the protuberant part, and conſu- 
med the remaining baſis with Eſcarorticks. 

Ifthe $:7:m4 be moveable, and free from remarkable Veſſels, the ſpeedieſt 
way of Cure is by cutting the Skin, and taking them out whole with their 
cyſtis : thoſe which have ſtalks and are pendent, or grow ſmall near the baſs, 
may be tied and cur off ; of this fort we ſee many. The alt I was conſulted 
in wasas big as the largeſt Catharize Pear and of that ſhape, grow1ng on the 

outſide of the thigh ofa Woman : I made a Ligature about the haſis of it, and 
in compliance with the Patient lefcit on, and deferred the cutting it offtill 
the next day ; but when I camelI found it rotted off by force of the Ligature 
and required no Dreſſing, I cut it in pieces and found it a white Glandulous 
body. Inan Infant newly born there appeared one upon the outſide of her 
little Finger, of the perfect ſhape and colour ofan unripe Cherry, partly red 
and partly pale, with a [talk proporrionably long : I cut it off with a Knife, 
it bled with a full tream, I ſtoprt it by the application of pul. Galen cum albu- 
mine ovi ; the third day after I took oft Dreſſings and ſaw it healed, About 
ten daysafter coming thither to make a Fontanel, I ſaw that Cherry lying 


in a Box in the window : I cut intothe ſoft part and diſcharged a blou- 
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dy ſerum:the other ſide which gave the pale colour toit was aGlandulous fleſh. 
In thoſe which are ſo thick 1n the 62ſis that you cannot make Deligation 
on them, you may paſs a proportionable big Needle under the roots cf them, 
and cut them off under the Needle. 
The common way of taking out all the ſpecies of Strume, Atheromata, &F 
Meliceris, by Incifion, is in cutting the Skin the length of the Tumour : in 
theſe latter you muſt make the Inciſion more warily, lelt you divide thecy/fs 
and the Matrer flow forth. After you have ſeparated them round to the haſis,it 
may be ſometimes neceſſary to make zLigature upon the Veſſels before you 
cut them off. Thoſe which are of great bulk and have their baſis proportiona- 
bly big, as Steatomata,generally called Wens, are ſometimes taken out by ma- 
king a croſs Incilion, other-while by an oval, one raking oft ſo much of the 
Skin as may be judged ſuperfluous ; then ſeparate it, proceed calmly in the 
Work, for in theſe the Skin commonly adheres ſo cloſe to the cy/tis, that it 
willnot part from it without the help of your Knife : having ſeparated ir 
turn it our, and make a Ligature underneath upon the Veſſels, and cut it off; 
then bring the Lips of the Wound together with 2 or z ſtitches, & dreſs it up 
as you ſee cauſe. Some Empiricks cut them oft without more ado, ſcarce ma- 
king a Ligature on them ; but this way being always attended with a flux of 
Bloud, others chuſe rather to paſs a Seron-needle with a ſtrong Ligature cloſe 
under the baſts, or as near it as may be, and rhat way makea Ligature ſtriCt- 
ly about it, Sometimes we make the like Ligature without Incilion, and are 
content to eat of the Tumour by ſtreightening it. Thus it falls of without 
effuſion of Bloud ; but hereby there is hazard in mortifying the ſound parts 
underneath, or of cauſing ſuch diſturbance as prolongeth the Cure : upon 
which conlideration I do propoſe 1n great Steatoma's and complicated Tu- 
mours, which are incloſed in cy/tis's,rather to cur into the cy/tzs, and with your 
hands to pull out that prerernatural Body,and leave the cy/is behind.So ſhall 
ou be ſecured from a flux of Bloud, and for thecyſis, you need not doubt 
La by Dige!tion it will ſeparate and caſt off ; the Wound will alſo heal ſmooth 
by Agglutinationafterward, if you cut off the fuperfluous Skin, and bring 
the remaining Lips together, as in ſuch Operations is uſual. An Inſtance of 
this I ſhall give you amongſt the following Obſervations. 
After the ſame manner I uſually treat all thoſeTubercles in the Eye-brows 
and Face, where the cy/tis ſeparates difficultly from the circumjacent parts, 
or wherea great Scar may be unlightly.

In preparation to this Work,the Body ought to be frequently purged,and if 
there be Plerhora V zneſetion may be neceſſary : alloduring rhe Extirpation 
they ought to be in an Antiſtrumarical courſe of Phylick withAlteratives,&c, 
as hath beenalready preſcribed;otherwiſe newGlands will ariſewhillt you are 
eradicating the old ones. Ulponwhich conſideration you are to furniſh your ſelf 
with ſuchEſcaroticks as may penetrate deep into the Gland,& do their work 
withleaſt pain:for theſeGlands have ſmal ſprigs of aNerve branching through 
them,which maketh them ſenſible of Pain and ſubjett to Fluxion; therefare 
it is that we endeavour to eradicate them with Corrolives leaſt painful. Bu 
ſuch is our misfortune that all Medicaments fit for this Work are extremely 
painful, the ſtronger Cauſticks are moſt proper to begin with upon condition 
that they be kept within their bounds : of theſe ſome are made up of Sope-lees 


boiled toa Stone, but this Medicine will ſpread in ſpight of all our Defen-

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fives ; ſo will all thoſe made wich Arſenick, Sublimate, Vitriol, &c. thar of 
talx viva boiled up with {ixivium ſaponis ſpreads the leaſt. The Medicameants 
proper afterward to eradicate them are either Eſcaroticks, as the Cauſltick- 
ſtone Mer. ſublimare, Arſenick, of. vitrioli, Auripigment, unſlacked Lime, 
&c. or Catheretick, viz. all the ſortsof Vitriol, viridis eris, ſquame eris, chal. 
titis miſii ſoris Cinnabay, Alumen, Mer. precipitzt. and ſo forth. The compoſi- 
tions of the Eſcaroticks are pul. fine pari ex equal. part, Merc. ſublimat. Anripig- 
menti, Calcisvive. A milder than this is that of Johan. Arden, Trochis de minig 
vigon.is a powerful Eſcarotick ; it is compounded of Mer, ſab/imat. Minium, 
and Leven. In his Book you may find Preſcriptions moreeſcarotick,of which 
this isone. Be mere. ſublimat. 36. arſenict pul. 516, ceruſ. ſucci amyli an, Ziiig, 
ſurti aſphodeli 5x. aceti opt. 3v. bulliant omnia ad conſumptionem ſuce1 & aceti, de. 
inde pulverizentur & incorporent. cum 31). panis crudii addend. aur ipigment, cal. 
tinati 5ivii, & cum modica aqua ro. fiant Trochiſci, You may make this 
ſtronger by leaving out the Ceruſs and Starch, and adding a few drops of ol, 
Arſenici ; but you will find the mildeſt of thele preparations with Sublimate 
too painful to be applied in tender Bodies. T he Cathereticks commonly uſed 
are 7 urbith minerale, merc. precipitat.alone or mixt with Alam. uſt. or applied 
with the uſe of the Vitriol-ſtone ; the mildeſt is the Precipitate, it is ofa 
flow operation, but may ſerve in tender Bodies. 

In the eradicating of Srrame, we are ſometimes nece{{itated upon an acci- 
dental eroſion of an Artery to apply the (trongelt Eſcaroticks ; but generally 
we qualifie them according to the Habitof Body, Age and Strength of thePe- 
tient, and condition of the Glands, as they are hard or ſoft, have more or leſs 
ſenſe, or are ſeated inor near an EmunCtory. In my ſong Practice in eradi- 
cating thele Glands, I have experimented all the ſeveral Eſcaroticks and Ca. 
therericks aforementioned, and know that thoſe Compolicions which have 
Sublimate in them are exceeding painful,ſcarce tobe endured in the ſtrongeſt 
Bodies, although you dotake them oft in 5 or 6 hours after ; yer the Salts ha- 
ving once penetrated the Glands, the Pain will continue vehement many 
hours after, and afteCt the neighbouring Parts with great Inflammation and 
Tumour,and fo frequently raiſeth new Glands : but when you apply theſe to 
the ſofter Scx, or render Bodjes, it atfects their Head with grievous pain, be- 
numbing that ſide and partsabour, depriving their very ſenſes. Fainting,and 
palpitation of the Heart, are frequent effeQts of ſuch Eſcarcticks, and not ſel. 
dom a Fever ; by which may be judged the ill conſequence of applying (trong 
Eſcaroticks of Sublimate indiſtinaly to all Complexions and Ages. 

The Method I uſually beginthis Work with is by the application of ſucha 
Cauſtick as will leaſt ſpread,making it proportionably long,reaching from the 
loweſt part ofthe Gland upward ; for'in the conſuming it, the Strume will 
fink downwards : you muſt defend the ſides with Plaiſters that it do not 
ſpread ; for the Lips being once divided they will give way, and accordingly 
2s your Eſcaroticks penetrate into the body of the Gland, the ſides of it will 
fall in and be eradicated out of the narrowelt Opening you can make; and the 
natrower it is the leſs Blemiſh will ariſe from the cicatrax,& the looner it will 
be cured. The Eſcar being made you may divide it the whole length,and with 
a Cauſtick-ſtone rub into it till it hath penetrated intothe body of the Gland, 
- which it will the ſooner do if interctangeably you preſs into the ſame place 
with a ſtick dipt in of. vi#riok. Having thus done,dreſs it up with «nguent. baſ- 
lic. cum okeotini hot, embrocating the parts about can ol. roſ. & aceto, and ap- 
ly an Emplafter e bop over all. This way of Dreſling is not withoue pain, but 
it ſeldom lafts above haif an hour. The third day after you may dreſs it again, 
and if you find the Eſcar in the middle dried hard, drels it with Lenieats : 
| but 
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but if it feel ſoft rub it again interchangeably with the Cauſtick-None and 
a, vitrioli, thruſting them every way into the body of the Glands, taking 
care that the Lips ot the Ulcer be not enlarged thereby : by this way of pro- 
ceeding a great part of the S7rume will be eradicated betore the firſt Eſcar in 
the Circumference caſt off fromthe Skin. Having thus near eradicated the 
Strame, you may conſume the Remainder with Merc. precipitat, and keepir 
open by Doſſ1ls of Lint ; permitting the Lips of the Ulcer to contract nar- 
rower the while, that it may heal with a c/catrex like an inciſed Wound. This 
Iconclude the eaſieſt and ſpeedieſt way to eradicate the largeit Struma : but 
in theſe complicated S*rme, and others which will. not admit of ſuch pro. 
ceeding I apply an Eſcarotick or the {trongeſt Catheretick powders as [ ſte 
cauſe ; of which proceeding you may ſee more particularly in the following 
Obſervations. The Srteatoma being luet yields not to Eſcaroticks, 

All this while I have treated only of che Kmgs-Ewvil as it is contained in a 
oſs, being the Strume of the Ancients ; but in my Hiſtory of the Diſeaſe I 
have enlarged the bounds of it further, ſo as ro take in ſeveral Tumours and 
Ulcers upon Muſcles, Tendons, Ligameats and Bones; allo Ophthalmia, 
Egrlops, Fiſtula Lachrymalis, Tonſule, &c. which cannot be reduced to this 
Method here propoſed : yet that concerning Muſcles, Tendons and Bones be- 
ing more univerſal, and happenipg in ſeveral parts of the Body, eſpecially the 
Joynts, I ſhall ſay ſomewhat of in this place ; the other I ſhall be forced to 
handle in diſtinct Chapters, and place them in the latrer end of the Treatiſe. 

Asto the Straz:e, and other preternatural Tumours included ina cy/7s, at- 
ſting the Muſcles, Tendons, Ligaments and other parts of the Body, they 
differ not in the way of Cure from what hath been already delivered, fave 
that they require more cautionin the Extirpation of them as they atfeCt the 
Joynts or ſenſible Parts. 

The Ulcers ariling from theſe are cured after the ſame manner that hath 
been ſhewed in that Treatiſe ; for whatever ſome Authors may have pre- 
tended of this or that peculiar Remedy, the Cure depends upon the general 
Method there propoled, to which if your fancy fo lead, you may add Spect- 
hcks.

That which ariſeth exrernallyaftetteth the Ligaments and Tendons firſt, 
and ſometimes relaxeth them. to ſuch a degree that the heads of the Joynts 
frequently ſeparate from one another, and the Member emaciates and grows 
uſeleſs. But tor the moſt part'the Humour'@ver-moiltging the Ligaments 
and Tendons produceth a weakneſs and ynealineſs in the, Joynt, railing a 
Tumour externally, and in progreſs the Membranes and Bones are "raid 
by reaſon of the acidiry of the Humour ; * yet itis much haſtened, if upon a 
Suppoſition of a diſlocation they conſulc the Bone ſetters. 

Inorder to the Cure you-ought 'in the beginning of the Fluxion to apply 
Emplaſters ofan aftringent anddrying facalty,emp/.de minso, bolo ceſaris oc. 
with moderate Bandage, and place the Member in ſuch 4. rags 45 may pre- 
Vent the deſcent of Humours.  IfBloud abbund V zneſection may be admit- 


ted, but this Humour requireth Purging.with ca/owel, &c.and Alteration b

ſpecifick Decoftions, antimon. diaphoret. bez. minerale, &c. In the declinin 
of the Fluxion you muſt ftrengthen the Joynts by Fomentations and Emplz. 
ſters of a diſcutient and aſtringent quality, ſummitat. hyperici, centaur, abſinth, 
majorant, betonic. flor. ſalvie, anthof. ro. rub. balauſt. nuc, cupreſſi, bace. myruill 
juniperi, &c. in Wine withthe addition of Brandy and Emplaſter de ſai. 
cis, &c. But if through want of ſuch a Treatment they grow excellively 
ſwelled, and the Humour incapable of being preſſed back or diſcuſſed, you 
may ſhrewdly ſuſpe&t the Bones corroded : for that Swelling is for the moſt 
part raiſed by an Hyper/arcoſis within, and ought nor to be opened without 
a prediQtion ofa cares; for however it may by a ſeeming Fluctuation be 
thought to have Matter, yet upon Opening it will only diſcharge a Gleer, 
and the Hyperſarcoſis will thrutt out in a fungus. If in ſome particular part 
there do vitibly appear Suppuration, and upon Aperture there do dilcharge 
an albugineous Matter, you may conclude the Bone under it is rotten, eſpect- 
ally if it be hand or foot : and the longer you delay the Opening, the more 
rotten the Bones will be. 

Therefore in ſuchcaſes make your predi& ion of the danger, and give vent 
to the Matterprofortionably large (according tothe rectirude of the Veſſels) 
to the Bone, and proceed in the Cureas in Ulcers with carzes, being careful 
to keep theMember in a right polition that the Joynt abore it do not contre, 
as it frequently hapyens in the Elbow, Knees and Hip. It ſometimes hap- 
pens that thoſe diſealed creatures fall intothe hands of pretenders to Chirur: 
gery, who by improper Applications raiſe great Tumours, and unadviſedly 
o:-en them ; and not knowing how todreſs them ſuffer theAperture to be filld 
up, and over-grown with luxurious Fleſh till the Bone rot underneath. Ic is 
alſo as uſual in ſome others of our Profeſſion, when conſulted in ſuch caſes, 
(although they know the Bones to [ye carious underneath that Hyperſareoſs) 
r9 adviſe the leaving them to nature, perſwading their Patients that it is the 
work of Time,and that the alliſtance by Chirurgery will but increaſe the Ma 
lady. Bur be aſſured one rotten Bone cannot calt off another, they may well 
rot in pieces ; but until the Hgorgs be'removed, and the Bones laid bare, 
you can expect nothing but Apoſtemations one after another, and your Pa 
tients at length will die HeQtick. Thereforewhen "ar ſhall be called to ſuch 
deplorable caſes conſume that Hyperſarcoſss by ſuch Applications as their 
ſtrength can bear, and make way to the Boneor Bones, and pull out ſuch as 
are looſe, and diſpoſe the other toextoliate; then by Compreſs and Bandage 
preſs out the Matter, and endeavour to reſtore the part to its natural ſmall 
neſs ; which that yoy may dp, the. Ulcer muſt be well deterged, and the na- 
tive Heat cheriſhed by-diſcutient and drying-Fomentations as aboveſaid. The 
Compreſſes under the Bandage ought alſo to be preſſed out of a Solution of 
al nitri, fc. in aceto. By this Method you may happily cure them, if Inter- 
nals be the while pref{cribed' with Geokcioa of Diet, &c, 

The other fort of Abſceſſes which takerheir:beginning from an Ulcer inthe 
Bone, [have already mentioned1nthe general 'Deſcription of the Dileaſeun- 


Sping vn- der thename of Spina ventoſs : it hath been taken notice of by = few Au- 


thors, and I my felf ſucceeded happily in the curing thoſe in the leſſer Bones, 
many years before Iknew what to call the Diſeaſe.  Andintruth I do not 
now greatly approve of the Name, but ſhall acquieſce in it, and repreſent it 
to youas I have frequently ſeen it in my Prattice in the K;zgs-Evil, it being 
a certain ſpecies of that Diſeaſe; and ofno other that Tever ſaw. 

It rtaketh its beginning from/a thin acid ſerats in the medullary Juice, which 
corroding the Fibres maketh a ſolution of.continuity there, and ar length 


corrupterh the interior part ofthe Bone, add at laſt (if not prevented ) Fu 
rodes 
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rodes the Shell, and paſleth its ſubtil Humour through ſome poroſity it had 
made. 

This Diſeaſe of the interior part by degrees uſually ſo afteQerh the exter- 
nal Shell of the Bone, as to raiſe it to a preternatural Tumour, which at 

the ſame time overſtretching the Perioſteurm cauſeth an uncalineſs ; and this 
Pain if it grow fo acuteas toproduce Inflammation, an Abſcels conſequent- 
ly followeth. 

If the Bone be ſpungy and ſoft, it is wonderful to ſce how quickly the Fi- 
bres of it will be mollited by the influence of the ſerum of the Bloud, and 
made apt for a ſudden Diſtenſion, as it the part were rather muſcular than 
Bone. So in childrens Fingers I have ſeen a'Bone {ſwelled ina night, and the 
like Tumour railed inthe ſpongy Bones of elder perſons in few days, and 
without much difficulty to yield again to exſiccant Remedies. 

Yet it ſometimes happeneth that the interior part of the Bone is totally cor- 
rupted without any external TumefaCtion or Pains,till the acid Humour ma- 
keth its way through the corzex, and eroding the Perzoſtenm,cauleth a Soluti- 
on of continuity there ; which by acceſs ot pain ſwelleth and inflameth the 
external Parts, and produceth Maturation in tew days. . Thoſe in the protu- 
berant Bones do allo frequently raiſe Abſceſſes after the ſame manner, and 
ſometimes whilſt the exteriour Parts ſuffer under another Ulcer different 
from this : But of that hereafter. ; 

Somewhat of their Differences I have ſhewed youin the preceding lines, om 
others may be taken from the Quality of tlie /eram. In ſome there isa ludden 7euces, 
Tumour raiſed in a night, in others 1t ſwelleth gradually and never corrup- 
teth externally. In others the Humour pierceth through the cortex, and rai- 
ſth ſuddenly an Abſcels. And theſe Differences may be ſai to ariſe ſome- 
what from the Place or Bone they affeEt ; for accordingly as the interiour 
part of it is ſofter or harder,or the external corzex is folid or porous, fo i fiF- 
fers Solution ſooner or later. Thoſe of the crantum tor the molt part paſs their 
way through the interiour /ains, and affett the dura mater, Cc. producing 
great Pains, Convullions, Spaſ/-, Epileplies, and they die beforggthe Dil- 
eaſe is diſcovered. In the great Bones of the Knees, Ancles, Elbows, ©. 
they paſs their Matter ſlowly, and are more generally difcaſed with Apoſte- 
mations, externally ariling from the protuberance of them. In the Os za/z or 
Heel-bone which is ſpungy within and full of external pores, they make their 
way through more ſuddenly, and ſo accordingly they do.in the Jaws, Fin- 
gersand Toes. 

The cauſe of the Spizz ventoſa T have already delivered you in ſhort tobe Signs. 
the Acid quality of the ſerum ſanguini in the Bone. The molt viſible Signs 
of it are a protuberance of the Bones without diſcolouring of the Skin, and 
often without Tumour or Pain. 

The Apoſtemations proceeding from the Spina vento/a do molt certaialy 
ſhew them, they riſing always between the Membranes and Tendons ; and 
ſomewhat of FluQtuation may be felt there before the external Skin be conſi- 
derably inflamed : alſo if upon Opening it you make ſearch witha Probe,you 
will ind it penetrate deepinto the Bone, yet is the cortex of it white ; where- 
as the other Abſcciles do always begin externally, and it the Bone be bare, 
yet is it only ſuperficially carious orſtained by the Matter, 

The Cure of the Spin»2 venroſ2 in the leſſer Bones, as the Craninm,. Jaws, Progno- 
Fingers and Toes is fealible ; but thoſe in the bigger Bones are for the moſt *'* 
rh deplorable. Infants and Children are generally the ſubjeCt ofthis Dil- 
cale, | 
In the Cure of theſe the ſame Method is required which hath been above Cure. 

propoled 
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propoſed in thoſe Abſceſſes and Ulcers with caries ; as alſo the ſame regulati. 
on in Diet and other non-naturals. 

The Topicks ought in the beginning to be ſuch as are aſtringent & drying, 
as hath been ſet down inAbſceſles,viz.empl.e bolo ceſaris,comitiſſe,deminio ſip, 
Cc. cum ſapont, de ſanditis, & deranis duplicat, mercurio, with gobd Bandage. 

If afterwards they paſs their Matter externally they muſt be laid open by 
Inciſion according to the length of the protuberance. Thoſe of the Cranium 
are not much protuberant for the reaſons aforeſaid, yet you ought to make in- 
ſpeCtion, and proceed accordingly by Rugine or Trepan as the Symptoms in- 
dicate. Thoſeof the Jaws are vilible, and require vent by extraction of the 
Teeth, after which the carzes muſt be conſumed by Medicaments of a dryiq 
quality, of which the actual Cautery is the molt ſpeedy and efjettua!. Thoſe 
of the Fingers and Toes are to be laid open by Inciſion in caſe of Apoltema. 
tion the length of the protuberance, and the Bone cut into, and the caries 
dried up. The Ulcers 1n the greater Bones ougnr alſo ro be opened, that the 
Matter may be diſcharged, and the Bone laid bare in order to Extfoliation, 
(ifir be potſible ; ) bur if the interiour part be much corrupted, your beſt 
way will be to keep that part of the Ulcer dilated which licth over the Avper- 
rure in the Bone by ſome Doſhl dipt in þ. vi» or the like, and heal the reſt of 
the Ulcer, and preſcribe ſuch Internals as may diſpoſe che Body to a berter 
Habit. For theſe only are the carious Bones which we may leave to time, it 
being in vain toattempt the Exfoliation of great Bones where the rottenneſs, 
as in a Pear, beginning at the core hath conſumed the ſubſtance of them, 
How all theſe are particularly treated by me, you may ſee in the following 
Obſervations of Ulcerswith carzes, 

We ſhall begin our Obſervations with the reſolving of Strume, which ge- 
nerally is a work of Time,and in thoſe which ſuffer under internal Obſtrutti. 
ons of the Viſcers it is not ſo advantageous to their healths : upon which con- 
ſideration I for the moſt part endeavour to waſte them by Maturation,and the 
while preſcribe Internals ſuitable to the Habit of body and complicarionof 
the Diſeaſe ; for if in reſolving them the Yiſcera grow more diſeaſed, it will 

be imputed tothar, and if new Strume ariſe the Patient will grow weary and 
be ealily perſwaded to conſult others, who ſometime get the credit of the 
Cure when the foundation was laid to their hands ; wherefore I do not rea- 
dily ingage in this Work till they have tried others, and can willingly ſub- 
mit to my endeavours. 


N Infant about a month old,the only ſurviving child of its Parents, be- 
A ing ſubject to Fermentations of ſharp Humours breaking our in the 
head, face and body, and frequently affecting the internal Viſcera, being re- 
commended to my care, I made a Fontanel in its Neck, and purged it with

was made in a DecoCtion of ſarſa, ra. eboris, &c. In caſe of Catarrh or 
Cough I preſcribed him my anodyne Syrup ; ſometime the acid Humours 
affetted his bowels with a Diarrhea, ( eſpecially in breeding his Teeth: ) ro 
remedy which we preſcribed 4zaſcord. cum pul. rhab. &c. Thus cach diſtur- 
bance was lewiated, and the Child thrived, In his 29. year he fell into the 
ſmall Pox, and was helped throughit by Dr. Tho, Cox; after that the Kzngs 
Evil appeared in large Glands on the left ſide of his Neck : I embrocated 
them cum ol. ex ped. bovinis,and removed his Fontanel into his Arm,alſo purg- 


ed him with Rhubarb infuſed in his Drink, and preſcribed mere. diaphoret. 
his breaking out in his Head was anointed with Bacon-lard, and covered

It was cafe for meto have cured all the Erup- 
tions in the Skin with Externals,but I thought it ſater to cure them by [weet- 
ging his Bloud.

A Youth aged about 1 3 years, ofa {trong Habit of body,was commended 
to me, having a S:ruma of an oval figure on the right ſide ofhis Neck ; un- 
der his Ear he had alſo an Ozexa, with a thick chopt upper Lip. T purged 
him with the Infuſion of Seza, &c. preſcribed inthe method of Cure, and af- 
terward with one of the {pecitick purging Powders,to which I added Calomel. 
& enjoyned him the drinking aecod,/arſe,lign.gaaiaci,&c,witha ſtrictdrying 
Diet, and made him a Fontanel in his Arm. I embrocated the Gland cm of. 
ex ped. bovinis & aceto, and applied emplaſtr. diachyl. ireatum malaxed with 
terat, eſypi. By this method the Struma relaxed, and ſeemed to be divided into

I, concluding it 
Atheromatous, propoſed the opening it : which heſubmitring unto, I paſ- 
ſed a Knife deep into it, and gave vent to at leaſt a Bloud-porrenger full of 
ſerous Humour, Upon conſideration of the quantity, I made a ſearch with 
a Probe, and felt a large Opening into the Cavity of the Maxilla ſuperior ; but 
ſuppoſed nature would diſpoſe it to heal,ifrhe Orifice were a while kept open. 
To which purpoſe I immediately inlarged the Orifice by Incifion the whole 
length of the Abſceſs, and gave him of the Decoction preſcribed in the for-

After I ſaw the Eſcar digeſt, and ſomewhat ſeparated 
in the botcom,I rubb'd into the Srrumaagain with the Cauſticks,penerrating 
deeper into each part of it, and dreſſed it up with Lenients, and ſodifmiſſed 
her. About an hour after, the Eſcaroticks penetrating ſome Artery in the 
Gland, it bled through the Dreſſings very much, and continuing {o todo, 
ſhe was brought back to my houſe in a Coach : at which time I was in the 
next Streer with Dr. Walter Needham, experimenting the Royal Stiptick- 
Water. We haltned to this Patient, and ſeeing her bleed, we took off the 
Dreſſings, and applying Doſhils dipr in the Stiptick, immediately ſtopt ir, I 
drefſed the Eſcar with Lenients, anda Reſtrictive over it. The fourth day 
after I took cf Dreſlings, and applied Lenients again. After the ſeparation 
of the Eſ@r, ſeeing the body of the Strama conſumed, the ſides only remain: 
ng, 1 6lPd it with Pracipitate, and-kept the Orifce dilated till they were 
rally waſted ; then permitted the Ulcer to incarn, and after wards brought 
the Lips of the Ulcer cloſe together, and cicatrized them with angaezr. deſic- 
utiv, rub. &c* 
A Gentleman aged 3o years, of a tolerable good Habit of body, had been 
diſeaſed with a hard Strama, of an oval hgure, ſeated under the lower 
Jaw on the right fide. After he had vainly endeavoured by various Applica- 
tions to reſolve it, he put himſelf into the hands of Sir Alex. Fraf, and my 
ſelf, We propoſed to eradicate it by Eſcaroticks : to which purpole his Body 
being prepared by Purging, we began our Chirurgery with the application 
ofa Czuſtick thelength of the Srruma, and the next day divided the Eſcar, 
fomenting the Tumour with a Decoction of abſinth. flor. cham. roſ. rub. ba- 
luft.;&c. then fill d up-the divided Eſcar with palv. ſine pari of Sir Alex. Fra- 
ſes preſcription, applying Pledgits of ungnent. baſilic. cum ol. roſ. over it. 
The ſecond day afte# I fomented and dreſſed it up again with Lenients, and 
continued that method till the Eſcar made by the Eſcarotick began to ſepa- 
fate: then I'thruſt it off, and fill'd it again withputv, fine peri. By this way 
ofdieffing, ſometimes with | Eſcaroticks, and othertimes with Digeſtives, 
we confumed the main body of rhe Stramsz, and afrerwards digeſted out the 
Oftis with Merc. precipitar. then permitted it to incarn by leſſening the num- 
ber of the Doſſils,. and at lalt cicatrized io-with a ſmall Seam by the help of

lengthof the Gland. The next day I divided the Eſcar, and hll'd the inci. 
ſed part with t#rbith mineral.and applying Pledgits of baſi/icon over the Eicar 
dretied it up with emp!. t bolo, Aﬀeer the leparation of the Sloughs, I dreſſeg 
it every other day with Merc. pr ecipitar. Vigo. repeated Purgatives, and pre. 
ſcribed him deco#t. ſarſe, & lign.guatiaci, with Antiſtrumatick Plants, for tg 
drink thrice a day, alſo ceruſſa antimonii, and ſome of the teſtaceous Powders 
to be taken as often. During the application of Pracipitate and che milder 
Eſcaroticks, I made but ſmall progrels : wherefore to halten the extirpatiog 
of it, I applied a zroch. de minio the whole length, with Doilils' pred with Le- 
nients over it. At the next day's dreſſing I found the 7roch.d+ minio had made 
a great penetration into theGland, but with exceſſive pain, inlammation and 
rumefattion of the Parrs. I fomented it with Milk, dreſled the Efcar with 
Lenients, and applied an anodyne Cataplaſm ex fol. metve, biſmalve, pani 
rriticet, &c. by whichthe Tumour relaxed, but thoſe Strum near the Ear 
appeared bigger ; which foreſhewed rhe danger of proceeding farther with 
E*caroticks of Sublimate.

I fomented them with Milk, dreſſed 
them up with Lenients, and ler her bloud in the Arm. The next day I purg- 
ed her with an fu. ſexe, rhab. &c. and afterwards with a cathartick Apo- 
zeme. Which method ought to have preceded, it ſhe would have admitted 
it, As the Sloughs caſt off, | ſtrewed in Pracipitate, and touched it ſametimes 
with a Vitriol-itone.

peating this method of dreſſing her every third day : during which Dotar 
Micklethwait was conſulted, and preſcribed Internals according]y as he ſaw 
her obſtruſted. He met with many difficulties in the removing thoſe various 
Diſtempers ariſing from the acid quality in her Bloud, it difſolving her 
I'leſh, and threatning a Maraſmus. By the continued ule of the Precip tate 
the (trumous Fleſh ſeemed to me conſumed, and the Ulcer well diſpoſed for 
incarning : when one day in dreſſing her I beheld a {mall white Bleb of fleſh 
in the middle of the Ulcer, and pretſing upon it with my Probe, penetrated 
deepintoir. I pull'd out the Probe again, and bending it paſſed it into the 
laid Sizns, and thereby diſcovered it hollow both above 'and below : by 
which it appeared I had incarned upona falſe foundation. I paſſed a Dire- 
tor into the ſaid Sins, and laid it large open the whole length.

I kept my hands up- 
on them till they were'dried faſton. Then we pur her ona Crevar, and laid 
her again in bet” TEdid notbleed; but ſhe complaining daily of pain more 
and more, we bee the fourth day. I attended then withour 
Servants, preparing our Dreſſings, to ſtop.the-bloud and heal the Excoriati 
ons. My Copartner'not comingy/I took off Dreſſings, with deſign only to 
dreſSthe Excoriatjons': but they came all off together, bringing with themz 
very thitk Eſcar: While I was lboking upon: the Fang, I law the bloudrilc 
out of it,in mapy places, as if ithadbeen pricked with a Lancer. Thoſe drops 
immediately _infarged their way, and bled forcibly in ſo many Streams, / At 
firſt ſigtirof it T applied a piece of! Merc. ſublimat. The bloud burſt forth be- 
tween my fingersa While ; buruppnthe applying a proportionable Paſtil over 


the Subtimate the'bleeding ſtopr.” Whilſt I continued my hands upon it, my 
Servant 
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Servant wiped away the bloud, and dreſſed the Excoriations with uzguert. 
alb. camph. &c. and applied the Reſtrictives over all as before ; which being 


dried on, a Crevat was put on, and ſhe placed again in her Bed. From 
this Dreſſing I grew confident of ſuccels,the former Elcar appearing ext aor- 
dinarily thick and large, as well it might, conlidering the Caullick, ( which 
was ſuch as I would not advile to ule 1n any caſe where theremay betheleait 
hopes to fave their lives withgut it. ) Where the Opening is ſmall, a Finger 
may ſtop the bleeding of ag/Artery : but in a Fungzs lo branched,in a place ſo 
incapable of Bandage, w Wafcould have reſiſted ſuch a guſhing forth cf bloud 
but Merc. ſublimat. whoſe force 1s far more penetrating in ſuch Fungi than a 
hot Iron ? eſpecially conſidering how the bloud would have dulled it by the 
way. The uſe of the Sublimate this ſecond time cauſed a Fainting and Palgy- 
tation of her heart : in which caſe Sir Fra.Praj. came again, aud afliſted us by 
his Preſcriptions; yer it terminated in a Pryal;ſ-mas. The fourth day after 
this we met all together, and took off her Dreſhngs; whereupon was lepara- 
ted a thick white Eſcar ; the remaining body appearing like a glandulous 
Fleſh, ſomewhat hard, and of the bigneſs of a ſmall Cheſnut. It bleeding no 
more, we drefled it with ſome of rhe milder Elſcaroticks, and the Excoriati- 
ons with refrigerant Epuloticks, with Emplaſters of diacha/cit, &c. we walt- 
&d that Fungus, andalſo healed the Excoriations in the {pace of 3 weeks. 
There was a fair opportunity of —_— the remaining Glands : but the 
Relations ſuſpeQting perhaps that new mitchiefs might happen from ſome 
branches of the ſame Artery, we cured this Ulcer, and left the extirpation 
of the other to farther conlideration, 

A Maid aged about 3o years, ofa tolerable ſtrong Conſtitution; came to 
me with a complicated Tumour lying on the lett fide of her Neck, from her 
Ear to the Aſpera arteria, and fo ſtretching over it upward to the other fide of 
the Neck. It was ſoft, and ſeem<cd to be tull of Matter, but without Inflam- 
mation. I madea PunCture into the body of it, and diſcharged a ſtinking 
Serum not unlike Horſe-pifs. That being let outz;the Tumour ſunk, and 
felt unequally hard, ITdrefled it up with a Pledgit: of «»2z«ext. baſilicox and 
empl. diachalcit. The next day, taking oft Dreſſings, and ſeeing the Swellin 
nk, I applied a Cauſftick rhe length of two inches, abour 3 tingers Ay 
ditant trom the Ear : the Eſcar I divided,and diſcharged a foul Matter, and 
afterwards dreſſed it up with Doffils dipt in — with Lenients over 
the Eſcar ; and from that time haftened the falling offob che Slough. After the 
ſeparation of it, I thruſt out a'different ſort of Matter,not unlike that ofan 4- 
thrrow:a and Meliceris mixt together. I palted in my Probe-ſ(ciſſors,and laid it 
onen downward to the Aſpera arteria, and pull'd our with my fingers ſeveral 
V:ſicule, ſome containing a foul Serzaz, others a gritty ſubltance. There alſo 
care away gobbets of Fleſh, with which che 52ſt of the Abſcels ſeemed tp be 
covered. | Having thus cleanſed it, I filPd it up with Dothls dipt in Preci- 
pitate, and kept the Lips dilated ; repeating this method oftirefſing every 
other day, and rubbing the ſtrumous Excreſcences with the. Vitr;ol-Rtone. 
The $:aus contratted narrower within;but the original of this Tumour bein 
Stramovs, it would nor heal 'whilit there remained any hollowneſs, but ard 
with that ſort of Fleſh, and raifed a Tumour. Upon (ohr whereof I Ipplied 
a Cauſftick upon the upper part towards.the Ear, and divided it, with a pair 
of Sciſſors, then fill'd the Sinus with Merc. precrpiter, dreflingthe Lips of the 
Utcer with Digeſtives. After the Eſcar ſeparated,I applied my endeavours to 
eradicate the ſtrumous Fleſh with theVitriol ſtone and Pracipitate,and cica- 
trized it from the Ear downwards ; pet. not withour ſome difficulty, the baſis 


proving falſe more than once in one part or other. Some of this ſtrumous Fleſh

with a ſmall Probe under the Furgss, and by Deligation of it, and apphicati. 
on of Pracipitate, I conſumed the Funges, and laid the deepelt of them open; 
and afterwards by the application of Epuloticks brought a Czcatrix upon 
them. Having thus well-near healed the Abſceſs tothe 4fera arterta, tha 
the other ſide open, and eradicated that part by the ſame method as the for. 
mer, and cicatrized it {mooth. 

One of about 14 years of age came out of the Country recommended tg 
Sir Alex. Fraſ. with a complicated Tumour of a great bulk on the letr (ide of 
her Neck and Cheek, ariling under her Ear. It had been growing magy 
years,and was without Inflammation. Her Body being prepared by a purging 
Apozeme, and Antiſtrumaticks preſcribed by her Phylician, he commended 
the extirpation of it to my care. Accordingly I met him at her Chamber.We 
deſigned the taking ir out by Inciſion ; and to that purpoſe, having all things 
ready, I made Inciſion into it. But the bloud trickling fait down, we for. 
bare the Operation that time, and dreſſed it up with Aftringents. The & 
cond day hs we met again, and in taking off the Dretlings faw it had act 
bled, nor was there any Pulſation to be felr in it whereby we might ſuſpect 
any conſ;derable flux of bloud. What did fow piccceded, as we ſuppoſed, 
from ſome ſmall Fungns. Upon which conlideration we reloived to eradicate 
this preternatural Tumour by Eſcaroticks ; and began with the application 
ofa ſtrong Cauſtick on the middle of it,according tothe length of theTumour, 
The next day we divided the Eſcar, and filling it full of his palv. ſine part, 1 
embrocated the Parts about, and dreſſed the Efcar with «aguent. baſilic. &c. 
By the appl cation of this Powder we penetrated into the body of the Tu. 
mour : andafter ſeparation ofthe Sloughs, ſeeing no danger of its bleedin 
we repeated the uſe of the palv. ſine pari: and having thereby diſcovered t 
Tumour to conſiſt of mgyiy ſeveral Species, viz. Strum, Atheroma, Meliceris, 
and Steatoma, we laid it ore open by Inciſion, and with a crooked Sparnls 
and our fingers pull'd our: ſome of them in pieces, others whole in a Clulter, 
then fill'd it again with the ſaid Powder, and dreſſed the divided Lips with 
Doffils ſpred with Digeſtives. By this method we eradicated this great bo- 
dy : but in our approaching near that part of her Cheek which had bagg'd ſo 
long time between herJaw's, we found ir penetrated, and the Liquor ihe took 
in her mouth diffuſing it ſelf into the Abſceſs, alſo the Matter made in the 
Abſceſs diſcharging it ſelf into the Mouth. W hether this Opening was made 
by the Teeth, or fretted by the acrimony of the Humour within, I ſhall not 
diſpute ; but it contributed much tothe forwarding of the Cure there : for 
by Injettions deterfive and drying we cleared that part of the U!cer, and ci- 
catrized it with the external part of the Cheek {ocloſe, that her Jaws weie 
at liberty tochew her meat, which they had not been in a'long time before. 
The laſt difficulty was, in eradicating that part which lay ina manner round 
under the root of the Ear, threatning the very Organ, Welaid it open, and 
by the milder Eſcaroticks at length eradicated the Srrume there without of- 
fence to the Organ, cicatrizing it ſmooth the whole length of the Ulcer, by 
bringing the Lips together within a narrow Cicatrix, to the ſatisfation of 
her Relations. Dune the application'of ſome of theſe Eſcaroticks, ſhe was 


| ſubjeQ to a Palpitatio cordis, and did ſomewhat falivate ; but was therein 


relieved by Sir Alex. Fraſer's Preſcriptions, and reſtored to perfe& health, 
which I have lately heard ſhe yet enjoyeth, 


A Youth 
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A Youth of about 10 yeatsof age was brought out of the Country tome 1. Obſer- 
with a ſtrumous Ulcer on one fide of the Sagittal Suture. It was hollow the v2 ofan 
compaſs ofa Half-crown ; and had diſcharged its Matter, and fill'd up again c_ 
with ſtrumous Fleſh. I applied a Cauſtick on it, and after ſeparation of the 
Eſcar confumed the Strume with Merc. precipitat. then c:catrized it with 

unguent, e calce and the Vuriol-ſtone. 

A Lady brought her only Son ro Town, who was about 7 years of age, 3. Obſer- 
ofa ſickly weakConſtitution,obſtrutted internally with theKzngs-Evilin his an of 
Meſentery and Lungs. He had externally many Strume under his Jaws, i 
from his lf Ear down to his right Jaw. Some of them were bigger than Chaps. 
others, and ulcerated : one whereof had made its own way out, was grown 
callous, and lay protuberant in the form of an over-grown Excreſcence. I de- 
fired the aſſiſtence ofa Phyſician : but the Mother would not, yer promiſed, 
if there were a neceſſity, {he would at any time conſult one, I began his 
Courſe of Phyſick with a Solution of /r. de rhab. in a TinCture of Sena, and 
preſcribed him a medicated Ale of ſarſa, lign. lentiſc. Chine, raf. eboris, rad. 
roſct, ſcrophul. &c. with millepedes. 1 dreſſed the ulcerated Glands with «#- 
event, baſilic, and Precipitate : and after Deterlion with «nguent. diapomphol. 
tothe other Glands, which were hard and intire, I applied emp/. Nacht treat, 

x it is ſet down in the method of Cure. During which application, I purg- 
ed him again, and with a few grains of dzagrid. and Merc. dulc. vomited him 
once : it worked churliſhly with him. That night I ſent him ſome of the 
anodyne Syrup to take in a draught of Mace ale ; which quieted the Ferment 
raiſed by the Phyſick. From that time I purged him with Infuſion of Rhu- 
barb in his medicated Ale once a week, giving him 7 or 8 grains of Ca/omel. 
the night before he drank his Rhubarb: the intermirting days he took one 
of the teſtaceous Powders preſcribed in the method of Cure. The callous 
$r1m4 1 rubb'd down with the Cauſtick-ſtone, and after ſeparation of the 
Eſcar I deterged with the Vitriol-ſtone, and ſometime Merc. precipitat. rubr, 
The ulcerated Srrume digeſted well, and as the Glands walted, the Ulcers 
cured. To the other Glands nor ulcerated I applied a Malazma of Corn. Cel. 
ſus, by which they _— relolved. Whilit I proceeded in this method, 
Dr. Micklethwait was conſulted by the Mother, he being her Phyſician. He 
faw the Patient in this thriving condition,and, I think,preſcribed him only a 
cordial Julep. The Winter approaching, I ſupplied che Patient with Dref(- 
fings and internal Remedies, ſhewing his Maid how to apply them, and di- 
rected her how to regulate the Patient. The Cure of x4 Diſeaſes is the 
work of time : for till the internal /:ſcera be freed of the Strame which gene- 
rally they are ſtuft with, the external Cure of them ſignitieth lirtle. The 

returned into the Country, and the Child enjoyed a goad meaſure of healt 

till about Chriſtmaſi, and then the Matter fermented again internally and ex- 
ternally, that Air diſagreeing with him : upon which account they returned 
back to London early 1n the Spring, and ſent for me again, and, I think, for 
Dr. Micklethwait. The Child was put into much the ſame Courle of Phylick 
as before. I alſo digeited the Ulcers,and proceeded as I had done the laſt year : 
the Child accordingly recovered, and enjoyed a good health. His Maid be- 
ing grown skilful in dreſſing him, I viſited him the ſeldomer, yet ſent my 
Servant oftner : for,as I have ſaid,his Cure did not conliſt in the healing theſe 
Strame ; yet they were in a good condition, and not atall painful, unleſs it 
were ſometime when I uſed the Vitriol-ſtone and Precipitare together, which 
was ſeldom. He being well recovered, returned intothe Country towards 


Autumn, and cameup the Spring following indiſpoſed with a Catarrh and 
Oo other 
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other Diſeaſes in his Bowels ; but ſoon recovered here, whereas the Northern 
Air was too ſharp for his tender Body. During the time I attended him, he 
was as much grown and improved in his health as ever I ſaw aty, andthe 
Strume that were remaining were few, and much diminiſhed : the Malagmy 
of Cel/#s put them upon a Suppuration whenſoever it was applied ; andT al. 
ways permitted the Matter to make its own way out by {mall Eruptions : dy. 
ring which I ordered them to be dreſſed with Lenients, viz. unguert. diapom. 

helyg. tutie, or ſuch like, tillthe Matter was diſcharged ; after which [ appli. 
ed the Malagma again, to put the remainder upon Suppuration. This way 
ſhewed his Maid, and by theſe interchangeable R——_— they did reſolve, 
The Mother did not this laſt time conſult Dr, Mick/erhwait nor my ſelfin 
Phyſick, but imployed ſome other ſecretly. Upon notice thereof l viſited 
them leſs, and rold the Mother, that where I did not preſcribe the Phyſick, 
or was conſulted with rhe Phyſician, I did not defire to be the Chirurgeon, 
the Cure depending molt upon the internal,Preſcriptions. Some weeks after, 
viſiting the Patient, 1 ſaw one of the Str»me thruſting out of the Skiaina 
Fungus. 1 would have-thruſt it more our, tied a Thread under it, and have 


ſnipr 1t off with a pair of Sciſſors : but he crying, Idreſfſed it up with Praci. * 


pitate. At my next viſit I met a Chirurgeon there, and preſented the calecf 
the Patient to him, with my way of proceeding. He ſaw me drels the Ul- 
cers ; they were but few and ſmall. He declared the way had been rational, 
and that ſuch Dilcaſes did require time to perfect them. 
3- Obſer- A young Gentleman, aged about ten years, was diſcaled with many Str 
we.o, me: ſome whereof lay under his Jaws and the ſide of his Neck, ftretching 
the Neck, down from the one Ear to the other ; ſome of them lay intire in their Cyſts; 
_ others were ulcerated, and paſſed their Matter into one another : they werg 
theArm, fordid in ſome parts, and overgrown with loole Fleſh in others. He had alſoan 
Atheroma on the outſide of one of his Arms about three inches ia length, 
reaching to the Elbow-joynr. Sir Alex. Fraſer was his Phylician,and put him 
into my hands. He purged him with an Infuſion of Sena, Rhubarb, &«. and 
preſcribed him a decoft. ſarſe5&c. with Antiſtrumaticks. I began with the 
application of a Cauſtick on the Atheroma, laying it open the whole length, 
and gave vent to an albuginous and cheeſy Matter ; then dreſſed it with Le- 
nients, to haſten ſeparation of the Eſcar. I alſo laid open the Sinuous Ulcers 
m his Neck, ſome by Cauſtick, others by Probe ſciſſors. Thoſe Ulcers 
which were ſordid I dreſſed with Mercnr.precipitat.rubb'd the luxurious Fleſh 
with the Vitriol-ſtone, and kept the inciſed Lips dilated wich Doffils ſpred 
. with Digeſtives. WhilſtI deterged thoſe ſeveral Ulcers, I endeavoured re- 
*3 ſolution of the leſſer Strume by the application of ſome of the Diſcutients 
»* propoſedin the method of Cure. During, theſe proceedings in Chirurgery, 
Purgations were repeated, with the addition of Ca/ome/l. and on the inter- 
mitting days ceruſſa antizonit, &c. were preſcribed ; and thereby the Ulcers 
were diſpoſed to a healing condition. The Arheroma on his Arm I endea- 
voured todigeſt with various Medicaments : but whilſt any part of it lay 
hollow, it would neither digeſt nor deterge : but after I removed its Cover- 
ture, it digeſted and incarned with munnaif. Paracelſi, and cicatrized as the 
other did by the common Epuloticks. 
4. Obſer. A perſon about 28 years old, having been long diſeaſed with the K,;ngs-Evil 
vat.of in manyGlands on both fides of herNeck,frequently apoſtemating with great 
ers on tumefaRtion and pain, came to London, and conſulred me. Thole on the lef 
ſide were then ſwelled from the Nuke down that fide ofthe Neck and Cheek 
ro the other ſide of the Fraches arteria, Whilſt ſhe was in the Country, that 
Gland nearthe Nuke apoltemated,& was opened by a Chirurgeon my but 
| rom 
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from that time it grew corroſive,& paſſed its Matter downward into the body 
of the Tumour among{t the reſt of the Glands, and could not empry it ſelf 
but as it overflowed. Upon which account I propoſed the making an Open- 
ing in the declining part of rhe Tumour : but ſhe, having been extreamly 
over-watched and tired with pain, rook deliberation, and after a day or two 
ſent ro me to meet at a Conſultation with one who pretends great matters in 
Chirurgery.. I accordingly went : but he had been there before me, and, ac- 
. cording to his cuſtom, boldly undertook the Cure, promiling to reſolve it in 
ten days by the application of an incombuſtible Sulphur. I did not believe ir 
poſſible rocure her without giving vent to the Matter below, bur left the Pa- 
tient at liberty to proceed with him, or any other. He began.the next day 
with the anointing it with ba//. ſu{phar. Rulandii, and every day daubed more 
ofhis ſaid Balſam upon the Swelling, till the ten days were paſſed. During 
which applications, the Matter being thereby choaked in,her pain increaſing 
more and more, and ſhe being no longer able toendurethole applications,ſhe 
ſent for Sir Alex. Fraſer, Sir George Wakeman, and my ſelf, We ſaw the Tu- 
mour exceedingly increaſed, and cruſted hard over with the Balſam, I fo- 
mented it with Milk, andembrocated it with freſh Butter : but it not yield- 
ing thereby, I applied a Cataplaſm ex fol. malvar. violar, ſem. lini, pane tri- 
tic. axung. porcina, &c. The next morning we met again, took off the Cata- 
plaſm, freed the Tumour of its cruſted Coverture, and ſaw the ſame hard, 
dry, and much inflamed. We added to the former Cataplaſm mucilag.rad. 
althee & lilior. and applied it,thereby ſuppurating it ; then openedit by Cau- 
ſick in the declining part near the / rachea arteria,diſcharged a large quantity 
of digeſted Matter,and dreſſed it with Lenients. Whilſt the Matter plentifully 
emptied it ſelf there,the Inflammation andTumour daily diminiſhed,and the 
Ulcer above, which had been daubed cloſe up with the »al/. ſu/phuris, appea- 
red well inclined to heal,and cicatrized ſoon aſter by the applying of «ng act. 
tie. The accidents of Pain, &c. thus removed, the Phyſicians were again 
conſulted 3 and hearing her i111] complain of a Vertigo and great pain in her 
Head, as likewiſe of an Inflammation of her Eyes, they preſcribed her a 
purging Apozeme of ſenx, polypod. hermodatt, turbith decocted with ſarſa, 
lign, guataci, ſantal. &c. She was alſo purged with Cephalick Pills. Ca/omel. 
Ky 17 preſcribed, and a decof. ſarſe, with the ſpecifick Plants, was her or- 
dinary Drink. By theſe and ſuch like Preſcriptions ſhe was freed of choſe 
rarious Diſtempers, and reſtored toa better Habit of body. The Tumour the 
while emptied it ſelf by the depending Orifice, and ſeveral of the Strume 
which had been encompaſſed with in that Tumour appear'd again movable, 
and were afterwards totally reſolved by the application of Cel/s's Malagma, 
and by the Apertion made by the Cauſtick cured perfetly. The S7rume on 
the other ſide of her Neck, which ſeemed ſuppurated when I firlt came ro 
her, did all ſave one harden again, (during her Courſe of Phylick.) That 
oneJay upon her Cheek near he Ear. I openedit, and thruſt outa Cheeſy 
Matter ; then dreſſed it as aboveſaid with Deterlives,& cured it. The Patient 
being thus happily recovered, I ſupplied her with a Rowl of Ce//us's Malagma, 
by which the remaining Strume were reſolved or ſuppurated : and fince that 
Thave ſeen both ſides ot her Neck freed of that Diſeaſe. Yer ſhe is (till ſubje£t 
tofome little Indiſpoſition of body, enough ro ſhew that there yer remain 
lome ſeeds of that Diſeaſe in her I';ſcera.

Clavicle ; wheiefore I opened it, and upon ſearch found the Matter did pals 
from thence into the Axillz, and to the outlide of the Arm. I diſcharged the 
Vater, and eradicated that Struma : after which the Fluxion diminiſHed in 
the other Ulcers. That of the Axilla dried up ſoon atter : the other alſocu- 
red more eaſily, accorcing to the method ſer down in Sinuous Ulcers, and 
ſhe recovercd her pertett health. 

A Woman came out of the Country with a diſeaſed Child of 2 yearsold 
She had brought many intothe world, but they had been all lamentably dil 
eaſed, and diced one after another, This was broken out all over the Head, 
and ulcerated in many places to the Pericraninm. It had allo a large white 
Tumour lying.deep under the left Jaw to the 1 rachea arteria. I fomented the 
Head with a DecoQtion of Cephalick Herbs, cnm ftor, roſ. rub, bacch, myrtil, 
balanſt. in Wine and Water, anddreſt the Ulcers accordingly as they requi- 
red, ſome with Digeſtives, others with Deterſives, and others with Epule 
ticks; and tothe Tumour I applied Diſcutients. During theſe Applications 
I purged the Child once 1n 4 or 5 days. gIVINg It 4 Or 5 grains of Calomel. over 
night, and in the morning [yr. de 7hab. 1n medicated Ale of ſarſa, ren. lew- 
tiſc. &c.and the intermitting days Bezoard. mineral. Belore | put her into 
this Courſe, the Humours were ſoacrimonious, that the leaſt ſcratch witha 
pin terminated in a corrolivellcer : * but after ſhe had proceeded in this me- 
thed a while, they all healed, So that there remained only the Tumour under 


the Jaw,which ſceming full of Matter,I thought reaſonable to open : but ſhe 
having 
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having privately conſulted ſome perſon, who, in conlideration of its fituati- 
& on, thinking it dangerous, diſſwaded her from it, upon notice thereof I 
d left them. But ſome weeks after, having tried other Endeavoursunſuccels- 
d fully, ſhe came to me again ; the Child being broken out for want of proſe- 
I- cuting the former method of Ca/omel. &c. and allodifeaſed with a Cough. 
d [began with the opening of the Tumour.deligning to doit by Caultick : but 
n in conſideration of the Prognoſtick which had been delivered of it, mace an 
e- Apertion with a Lancer, and paſſing in a Carla, diſcharged a |poontul or 
J» two of a purulent Matter : which confirming my Judgment of the Tumour, 
: I ſtopt it up with a Tent, applied a Caultick the waole length ot it, and the 
d next day divided the Eſcar, and gave vent tir{t to a purulent Matter, then to 
an albuginous Humour. I dreſſed the Qlcer with Doflils fpred with m#z4sf; 
fl on 6 and the external Eſcar with »zoner:. baſilic, cum ol. Iumbrizor, Aﬀter 
0 Deter{1on the Ulcer filPd up with an Hyperſarcoſts, as al! Strumous Ulcers are 
apt, and ſo render our labour vain. Theretore timely to prevent it, I drefſed 
it with Merc. precipitat. and kept the Orifice dilated with Doffils. While I 
1 was thus eradicating the Struma, I repeated the former method of Phyſiclc, 
; and healed rhe ſeveral Ulcerations about the Head, Face and Lips. Allthings 
, thus ſucceeding well, the Mother returned into the Country with her Child, 
unknown to me, ( ſuppoſing it cured :.) but ſhe not taking Specificks with 
, her to proſecute that method there, it languiſhed and died, as I was after- 
c wards informed. 
A Childofabout 3 years old had an Ulcer with Caries upon the right ſide 8. Obter- 
] of the Os frontis, clole by the Temporal Muſcle, It took 1ts original from an -_ 
' fAtheroma, as I \uppoſe, ( the Child having fome.$rrzme on his Neck. ) The yroar rhyme 
Bone lay carious the compaſs of half a G:azy.I took off the Lips of the Ulcer Crazio. 
; by Cauſtick,and dreſſed the Bone with Dotflils preſt out of ir. v42;, to keep 
, tdry till Nature ſhould be diſpoſed ro make Exloliation of its rottennels. 
For in this tender Child there was no talk of raſping, nor was there always 
' liberty toput in my Dofſils ſo cloſe as I ought ro have done. During this 
work the Child was afflicted with the Meatils, and in theweclination of them 
with a Cough, and ſuch a diſcharge of Matter trom his Lungs, that he grew 
thereby He&tick, and emaciated toskinand bone. The Lips of the Ulcer on 
bis Head lay lankand dry, and the Bone as 1t were dead without moiſture, 
He being thus weak, Dr. Bates was conſulted, and declined the attending it, 
as coming too late tohim. Dr. Tho. Cox was perſwaded to take care of him, 
who preſcribed PeCtorals of various forts, and adviſed the removal of him to 
Kynights-bridge, where he drank Aſſes milk. Having there ſomewhat recove- 
red, he was removed toa houſe near Kzzes-Gare,into back Lodgings looking 
into the Fields, for benefit ofthe Air, and more conventency of Dreſling the 
Ulcer on his Head. But upon the change of the Air he forelapſed in 2 days, 
that it was believed, if he had lain one night more there, he had ated there. 
Upon which conſideration he was again removed back ro Kyrights-bridge, and 
there he daily recruited his ſpirits. As his {trength recovered, the Lips of the 
Ulcer recovered their heat, and digeſted, the Carzes of the Bone calt oli, and 
the Ulcer contracted narrower. Heafterwards removed farther oft into the 
Country to his Parents : my Kinſman Jaques Wiſemanattended him, and 


finiſhed the Cure there. 
A Child about z years old was brought by its Mother out of St. Martiz's- 9. Opſer- 
Laze to me with a large ſoft Swelling upon the left fide of the Head without — : 
inflammation. I,!ſuſpeing the Bone carious, applied a proportionable Cau- with Cari 
ſtick on it, andgave vent toa Matter notunlike Batter, and by ſearch of a MONO 
Probe felt the Craninm bare. I drefſed it with Lenicnts, and after A Cs 
@ 
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of the Eſcar ſaw the Cranium bare the compaſs of a broad Shilling. I dreſſeg 
it up with /inimert, Arcei hot, and the Lips of the Ulcer with «zgmerr. baſilig, 
magiſt. The ſecond day I fomented it with a Decoction of ſummitar. hyper;c; 
ortzani, betonice, flor. roſ. rub. balauſt. in Vine and Water, and drelled the 
Bone with Doſlils of Lint preſt out of þ7r vin: : the Lips I drelt with «»2 ue, 
diapomph. touching thein ſometimes witha Vitriol or Alume-ſtone. By theſg 
Applications the Bone incarned, united with the Lips of the Ulcer, and ci- 
catrized from the edges round, During which ſome {mall Speels of Bones 
cait off, and the Ulcer cicatrized without much difficulty. 

A ſickly Child of about 7 years of age was brought to me by its Mcther 
out of Drary-Lane, having a large Atheroma between the Sagittal and Cor. 
nal Sutures. I, ſuppoſing the Bone carious, applicd a large Cauitick on it, 
and dividing the Eſcar diſcharged a crude Serum, and afterwards a curdled 
Matter. I felt the Bone carious round under the Eſcar, and dreſled it up with 
Lenients : after the Sloughs caſt off, I dreſſed che Cranium with Dolbils prel- 
ſed out of ir. ini, applying them cloſe to the ſound Edges ; the Exfoliation 
beginning always from the circumference. By which may be judged the ig. 
norance of that man, who | 69m Lint dipt io Red wine over the middle of 
the Bone, leaving the Lips hollow. By this way of drefling, a Cal roſe 
from the found Edges, and thruſting oft the Caries, united with the digelted 
Lips of the Ulcer, and at length caſt oft all the rotten Shell, and incarnedand 
cicatrized firm by the method obſerved in the former Obſervation. I have 
ſince ſeen this Girl diſeaſed with many Srrwme in her Neck, and purpole tg 
undertake her Cure whea the ſeaſon ſhall be more proper. 

A Woman of about 4o years of age, cf a Plethorick Body, having teen 
long diſeaſed with a pain in her Head on the right ſide, between the Sagittal 
and Coronal Sutures, it at length apoltemated, and ſhe was put into my 
hands. I made a ſearch with a Probe, and feeling the Bone caricus, openedit 
by a circular Inciſion,taking away ſo much of the Hairy-icalpas I judged ne. 
cefſary ; then fild it with Dofſils of Linr, and applied over then P.edgirs 
cum albumine ovi & pulv.Galent,empl. te bolo, &c. The third day, taking oftthe 
Dreſhngs, I ſaw the upper Lamina very white, dry ani thin: it was corro- 
ded, and ſeemed chambered like unto that Fratture the Greekscall Camariſy, 
or like ſome piece of old worm-eaten Timber, I dreſſed it with Doſſils preſt 
out of ſpir.vini, and the Lips of the Wound with a Digeſtive ex terebinthing 
cum vitell. ovi, &c. embrocating the Parts about cm oleo roſe. After Digeſtion 
of the Wound I deſigned the raſping away that thin Shell : but her pain cea- 
fog, it was deferred. Abour the renth day ſhe was taken with a Fever, The 
Phyſician viſiting her, I dreſſed her Head,and offercd to his conliderarion the 
ſetting ona Trepan. But he concluded the Fever ſcorburical, and no way 
related to the Ulcer i» Cranio. But the Fever increaſed, and ſhe died. The 
Phyſician being indiſpoſed with the Gout, another was fercht, who ſaw her 
opened. Art thetaking off the Craniwm, the interiour Laminaappeared ſound, 
and the Dura mater unconcerned ; nor was there any Bloud or Matter extra- 
valated between the Membranes or Ventricles of the Brain; bur in the 
Lungs a great Stagnation, When this Matter affects only the interiour Le 
min, the Patient generally dies before the Malady is diſcovered. 

A little Girl was brought by her Mother to me with a ſoft Tumour, of the 
bigneſs of a Nutmeg, upon her left Cheek, on the Os Ny20ma. She deſired 
me to undertake the Cure. But I, being at thar time much indiſpoled in my 
health, declined the medling with it, concluding the Bone carious, and 
that it was not ſoſlight a work as ſhe thought, The Mather went from: 


metoa Chirurgeon then in my Neighbourhood, who opened it, and took 
much 
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much pains in the extoliating the Bone : but it growing more carious, he at 
kength left the Parents at liberty ro make choice of fome other. Tney came 
tome again. I made ſearch with a Probe, and telt the Sizns's running un- 
der the Bone towards the Eye. I dilated the Ulcer, and, ſeeing the Bone 
black, applied a Doſhl prefled out of fir. viz on it, kept the Orifice open 
with a Doſſil ſpred with a Digeſtive, and embrocating the Parts about cxaz 
ol, roſ. & aceto, dreſſed it up with exp!.e bolo. By this way of dreſſing the pain 
was mitigated, and the Ulcer digeſted. I continued the uſe of the Dol 
with ſir. ini ro the Bone daily, anddreſſed the Ulcer with a Pledgir of 4ia- 
omphol. By this very method the rottennels of the Bone foon ſhell'd off ; 
after which, byleflening of the Doflils, I permitted the Ulcer to incarn, 
and by gradually leaving oftthe uſe of the Doflils, and drefling it with Pled- 

its of 4zapomphotyg. it cicatrized firm in the ſpace of three weeks, and con- 
tinueth fo to this day. 

Aperſon of about 26 years of age cameto Town with an Ulcer in her 
Cheek penetrating high under the Os Zygome : there wasallo an Ulcer near 
the external Canthns of that Eye. I fſuppoled them to have coherence with one 
another, and by ſearch of a Probe felt the Bones carious. Her Cheek had been 
much apoſtemated and blemiſhed by their Chirurgery in the Country, and 
like to be made worſe,if the Bones were that way to be exfoliated. W herefore 
[conſidered to do it otherwiſe. The Teeth in that Max: were all found 
and faſt ; yer I perſwaded heF to the pulling out of one under theſe Ulcers. 
She ſeemed to receive ſome advantage by it, the Ulcer mattering leſs tor the 
ſpace of 4 or 5 days : but both the Ulcers growing afterwards worſe, and our 
hopes of Cure that way failing, Ienlarged the lower Orifice, and rubb'd off 
the over-grown callous Lips witha Cauſtick-(tone, and proceeded in the de- 
rerging and digeſting the Ulcers. During which Dr. Wills was conſulted : 
but upon ſuppoſition ſhe might be with Child, ſhe took little Phylick. By 
dilating the inferiour Ulcer the uppermolt cloſed up,that Matter diſcharging 
{elf by the Ulcer beneath, hut not withour much diſturbance, it threatning 
a Sinw down her Cheek. To avoid which, I cauſed an Inſtrument to be mads 
whereby I cut berween her Cheek and Jaw 1nto the Ulcer to the carious 
Bone, and gave vent to the Matter. After I had thus laid open the S/zzs, and 
wiped away the bloud, I dreſſed it with a Tent dipt in /yr. de rof. ficeis, and 
the external Ulcer on the Check with a Pledgirt of wnguent. tutie, and by 
Comprefſion cicatrized that ſmooth and firm. The Ulcer within her Mouth 
growing offenſive to her by reaſon of the feerid ſmell of rhe Bone,pur me up- 
onthe ule of an InjeCtion of 49. rof. damaſe. ſyr. de ro. ficcts, and a few drops 
of intur. vitrioli Felix wortz : by which the Ulcer deterged, and grew dai- 
ly leſs offenſive. I continued the dreſſing it with a Tent whillt any thing of 
Matter diſcharged. Thar cealing, I omitted the ule of Teats, and healed 
up the Ulcer, and fo it is like to continue. 

A Child berween 3 and 4 years of age, having been ſubject to ſoar Eyes, 
and an Abſceſs in one ofits Ears, was brought to Loxdon, and commended

wmycare, The Matter at length made its way forth behind that Ear, and ulcer with 


flowed in great quantity. Upon ſearch I found the Bone carious. I began Train 


my work with Dilatation of the Ulcer by Gentian-roots ; and after I had x,, 


made way toir, I dreſſed it with Doflils preſſed out of fir. vini and unguert. 
t:tieupon Pledgits, or ſuch like, accordingly as I ſaw occalion. Having thus 
dfpoſed the Bone to Exfoliation, I purged the Child with izf#/. rhab. and at- 
terwards with Calomel. once in 4 or 5 days, and preſcribed Bezoard. mineral. 
aHfoa medicated Ale, to rake the intermitring days. 


After ſome t1me;ſ{eeing the Bone continue firm, I drelled it with a mixture 
| of 
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of mel. Fgyptiac. pul, myrrh. &c. and thereby haſtened the Exfoliation of the 
Bone. That being caſt off, I deſigned rocicatrize the Ulcer : but perceivin 
the Eyes grow ſoar, I put a Pea 1ntothat Ulcer,and continued it a Fontane|; 
not thinking it ſafe todry up the Ulcer behind theEar,though the Child had 
before one proper for Derivation. T he dreſſing this cer was never very pain. 
ful : but the Servant that attended the Child having accuſtomed her ſelf t9 
put it beſide its Frowardneſs by threatning to ſend for me, it ſo terrified the 
Child, that it always criedat the very ſight of me ; upon which account [ 
left her in the condition I have repreſented. She was (pa after diſeaſed with 
ſoar Eyes from the acidity in her Bloud, but hath {inte outworn it. 

From a Caries inthe Alveoli Apoltemations are frequently made externally 
under the Jaws; which being nor unlike ftrumous Tumours, are by unex- 
perienced people ſuppoſed to be ſuch, and ſent to us to be preſented to his 
Majeſty. Many Inſtances may be given you of this kind, if it were neceſſary; 
but they not being Strumous, Lſhall forbear,and preſent to you what.is, v4, 
the protuberant Jaws. They are made hollow by an acid Humour, which 
fretteth and corrodeth the 4/veoli and inner ſubſtance to the very external 
Shell ; in which caſes they thru(t out with great deformity.I have made men- 
tion of this Diſeaſe under the name of Spina vertoſa, and diſtinguiſhed it from 
the Caries ariſing from an external Eroſion by that name. W hen this affedts 
the Jaws, the Teeth grow looſe, and Excreſcgnces do ariſe, which in pro- 
greis of time thruſt our the Teeth. They ſoffetime diſcharge their Matter 
externally. But by pulling out thoſe Teeth theſe Apoltemations cure,and the 
Jaw having thereby vent for its Matter, the Caries will caft off inſen(iblyb 
the force of Nature, and art length, if the Habit of body grow better diſpok 
a Callus fills up the void ipace in the Bone, But where Nature is deficient, 
we conſume the Caries in them by deterſive and drying Medicaments, or by 
attual Cautery : after which, if the Patient be young, he groweth out the 
Detormity. 

15-Obſer- A Child aged 9 years, having been formerly diſeaſed with the Rachirss and 
rat. f afterwards with the Kyzzg's- Evil, the left Jaw grew preternaturally big, and 
extern! her Teeth in it rotten and looſe : an Apottemation allo had diſcharged it ſelf 
froma $pi- externally under that Jaw in 3 ſeveral places. I cauſed ſome of thoſe Teeth 
ne ventoſs. ,o be pulPd out, and dreſſed the Ulcer with a Tintture of Vitriol. I preſcti- 
bed Internals, according to the method of Cure; then rubbing oft thecal- 
lous Lips externally with a Cauſtick-{tone, and digeſting them, they cicatri- 
zed without laying open or trouble in dreſſing, the Matter ſpending it ſelf 
within, where it was not taken notice ſo much of, 
16.Obſer- - A Gentlewoman about 4o years of age, having been many years diſcaſed 
——_ with the Kjne's Eviland a Spina ventoſa in her left Jaw,put her ſelf intomy 
' wſzinthe hands. She had formerly Apoſtemarions under that Jaw externally ; but the 
Jaw. Matter having made its way out by looſening ſome of her Teeth, (whichaf: 
terwards dropt Gut,) thoſe Ulcers were in a manner healed up. The place 
wy where her Teeth had fallen out was fill'd with a putrid Fleſh, which was ve- 
"us ry offenſive to her by reaſon of the rottenneſs of the Alveoli. In this cale 
; there remained nothing to do, but to conſume and dry up the corrupt Fleſh 
and Bones ; which I did by actual Cautery to the very end of the Mandible, 
laying it hollow like a Trough. I was troubled in my thoughts to ſee it lo, 
ſuſpeCting it would prove an uathankful work, to leave ſuch a uſeleſs Cavi- 
ty : but it was done to fave that ay I dreſſed it up with Doſlils dipt ina 
mucilaginous Decottion, andatter Digeſtion with Doſſils dipt in fir. vin, 
rhe ſides of the Mandible were dried by the attual Cautery, and being thin, 
they caſt off, and the Gum lay flat, and ſerved her afterwards to chew ſofter - 
food, A Young 
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A Youth about 15 years ofage came to Town with a Spiza vertoſ2 inthe 
:nferiour left Jaw, the two fartheſt Teeth being thrult our with a Fangws ri- 
ling 10 and about the A/veolns, It had paſſe Its Matter externally on that {:de 
of his Neck and under that Jaw ; alſo an Apoilemation had been raiſed cn 
the upper part of that Jaw externally near the inſertion of it, between the Ear 
and the Cheek, in which place the Bone was carious round. It had been laid 
open by a Chirurgeon in the Country, whodeligned the cutting it off, I 
:ubb'd that Bone with ol. myrrhe diftillat. and kepr the Ulcer dilated with 
Doſſils preft out of pry. vini. The Fangrs in the Jaw I conſumed with the 
1Quval Cautery, pulled out pieces of thecorrupt Atveolus,and diſpoſed tlie reit 
tocalt oft ſoon atter ; then dried up the remaining Caries in the Jaw, and af- 
terwards dreſt it with Dofſils piefſed out of tindtura witrioli, Whillt this 
was doing, I rubbed orhe callous Lips of the external Ulcers by Cauftick, 
opened their Sinus's, and diſpoſed them to ſpeedy cure, After the cicatrizing 
oFthe Ulcer in the Jaw, itIlying hollow and ſubject to Excrements, I fill'd it 
with ſoft Wax. Having thus cured thoſe Ulcers, and exfoliated the greateſt 

ctof the Caries on the external part of the Jaw near the Ear,I leſſened the 
Doſhils, permitted that Ulcer to contract proportionably, and ſupplied his 
Siſter with Medicaments and Directions to finiſh the Cure, and diſmiſſed 
him. Tr being the work of time, required a longer keeping open than con- 
fed wirh their conveniency to attend 1t here. 

In the year 1672, [ was conſulted by Letter cut of the Country concer- 
ning-a young Gentleman, whoſe Caſe I have here inſerted as it was ſent

Inanſwer to rh's, I adviſed the extracting of the carious Teeth, to make 
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way fo: the diſcharge of Matrer, and propoled Remedies to conſume the rot-

About half a year after the Patient was brought to me by his Uncle Mr, 
Tho.Chol. He had then a Spine wventoſa or Exoſftofis very large upon the out- 
ſide of the ſaid Jaw, which threatened a r6ral corruption of it. They deman- 
ded my Judgment in thetaking it oft. I cepli'd, If the Bone be thin, it may 
becut oft by paſſing an Incilion-knite within his Mouth between the Cheek 
and his Jaw. If upon trial the Bone prove too hard or difficulr to extirpate, 
the Wound will ſooi; cure without Deformity. This was delivered by me 
with ſuch heſiration as might have well ſhewed the little inclination I had to 
operate in it. Three or four months after the Patient came to me with his 


Uncle Captain Miad/-toz,and earneſtly defired me to proceed in the cutting, 


out that Exoſtofis the way 1 had diſcourled of formerly to him. I adviſed 


them to conſult Phyſicians and Chirurgeons in the undertaking. They con- | 


ſented to it, and ſent ro Dr, Char/2ton, ( who had been one of his Phyſicians

met, and rogether informed our ſelves of the nature of the Tumour ang 1g 
ſituation, then retired to conſult. Thetirſt queſtion propoſed was, whether 
the Exoſtoſis might be cur ſafely off : which was unanimoully granted, The 
next conſideration was, ofthe way to take it out, Bur we dittering therein 
corcluded to defer the Operation till the Caries in the Jaw ſhould by its erup. 
tion make its own way through. Somewhat to this purpole we all ſubſegi. 
bed, and delivered tothe Patienr ; which he threw inrorhe tire, and depare. 
ed much unſatisfied with ſuch a dilatory Anſwer. 

The third day after we were conſulred again, and concluded that Inciſon 
ſhould be made between the Cheek and Jaw ro the Exo/toſzs, and that accox. 
dingly as the Bone ſhould be diſcovered by the Knife ro be hard or loft, ſo we 
ithould proceed in the ſawing it oft, or permitting the Wound to heal again, 
This we {ubſcribed, and ſent to rhe-Patient; andI afterwards diſcourſed 
with him and his Uncle, and prevailed with them, thar thoſe who had been 
conſulted might be preſent at the Operation. Accordingly rhey ſent to them. 
In the mean time his Body was prepared by a purging Apozeme 4 or 5 days, 
Venzſettion was deferred, in conſideration that bloud would be evacuated 
10 the Operation, : 

In order co the Operartion,the Patient having ſeated himtelt in a clear light, 

I paſſed my Knife between the outlide of his Jaw and his Cheek clole tothe 
baſis of the Exoſtoſis the length of it, and ar that inſtant attempred the cutting 
of it : but it was too hard. I declared ſo, and asked rhem whether I ſhould 
pull out the Knife. They all unanimoully, wich the Patient and his Uncle, 
declared that I ſhould proceed with the Saw ; of which there were two pro 
vided of equal ſize with the Knife. I pulled&6ur rhe Knite,and pafling in the$ 
Saw to the very baſis, made a track : then put the Handle of the Saw intoone 
of the Phyſician's hands, deſiring them they would ſeverally help in the fav 
ing of the Bone ; lo ſhould they be more ſarished in the work, and eaſe me, 
who was too much indifpoſed in my health for ſuch a buſineſs. They did{&- 
verally rake their turns, and had ar that time ſawed off the Bone, :f wehad 
not been interrupted by the wearine!s of the Patient, and the bleeding ofa 
{mall capillary Artery in the Cheek. I dreſſed up the Wound with Doſlilsof 
Lint, to keep it dilated, and thereby ſtopt the bleeding. We embrocaredrhe 
external parts with of. rof. cum aceto, and applied expl. ce bolo over it. The 
third night the Wound bled atreſſ;, whether it was cauſed by cating, or 
what other accident ; but my Kinlman Jaques Wiſeman ltopt it with a Cont 
preſs dipt inthe Royal Stiptick held cioſe with his hingers, and was relieved 
by others.But the Patient not permitting themto hold rhe Compreſs fo cloſe 
on as Mr. Holher and my ſelf adviſed, the Veſſel was the longer in agglutina- 
ting, and raiſed an Anturiſma of the bignels of a Lupin, which lying 1 our 
way, we burnt it down by a {mall Button-cautery. ' his difficulty over, we 
all met again, and proceeded 1afttit ſawing off the Bone, and did all ofus 
ſuppoſe we had tinithed thar wet, ( which Opinion was occalioned by the 
Caries within it, which admittedof our Probes, and made the whole Bore 
ſ{cem looſe, ) and purpoſed then toextract it. Bur he pleading his wearinels, 
we complied with him, drefſed up the Wound witha Tent dipr 7» vireliorvh, 
and fomenting the external Parts,drefſed them with Lenients ; by which the 
rarts were eaſed, and the Wound diſcharged a well-digelted white Matter. 
In this condition T left the Patient (with their leaves,) ro makea Journy into 
the Country 4 or 5 days ; during which I grew more indiſpoled, and retur- 
ned home grievoully diſeaſed, yer made a ſhift tp viſit the Patient,and urged. 


the extraction of the Bone, Whether it wes that he heard the Wound was t0 
be 
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be inlarged, and that he feared a Flux of bloud, but he put them off from day 
today, and during my confinement.to my Chamber I had news of an ap- 

roach of Convullions ; upon which I was carried to him, where we all met 
ata Conſultation, and Dr. Lowre with us. It being ſuſpeCted that this Acci- 
dent was occaſioned by ſome Shivers of the Bones pricking the Membranes, 
we reſolved to haſten the extraQtion of them : bur his Teeth being ſer, there 
remained no poſſibility of doing it that way. Therefore we reſolved to apply 
a Cauſtick on the lower part of the Jaw externally, and by cutting through 
it to draw out the Bone. My hands being weak, Dr. Lowre marked it,and to- 

ether they applied the Cauſtick, reſolvingto meet again that afternoon to 
divide the Eſcar, and take qt the Bone. But within few hours after the Pa- 
tient ſent for us to take off te Caultick. I went,and found an Eſcar made as 
was deſigned, but I had not ſtrength enough in my hands to make uſe of a 
Knife, Dr. Charletonaand Mr. Holyer were at a publick DiſſeQion in our 
Theatre, where Dr.MWalter Needham was Reader : only Dr. Lowre and Jaques 
Wiſeman were to be found, They being come, my Kinſman divided the E\: 
car, made ſeparation of the Bone, and drew it out. I afterwards put in my fin- 
ger, and feeling no Shiver,adviſed the dreſſing it up with «zgaerr. baſilic. hor. 
That evening they all mer,and approved of what had been done, and hoped 
the cauſe being taken away, the effetts would have ceaſed. Dr. Goddard's 
Drops were preſcribed, and Venzſettion had been propoſed ; but being dil- 
putable, it was deferred. The next morning Dr. Tho. Cox met us at a Conſul- 
tation, andadviſed the Patient to be let bloud, the Hair of his head to be ſha- 
red, bliſtering Plaiſters to be applied, and variety of internal Medicaments 
were preſcribed ; the Wound was opened and dreſſed : it was not withour 
pood hopes of Digeltion, but the Patient died convullive the third day after. 

The Patient's Cheek was laid open in the preſence of all the Phyſicians 
and Chirurgeons. The Bone was found ſawed off without the leaſt impai- 
ring of the Jaw ; but it was very much eaten into by the Caries, and was 
ſpongy. The cauſe of the Convullions ſeemed to be referrable to the Conſti- 
tution of his body, and the Acrimony of the bloud, which upon fluxion fer- 
mented, and produced that {ad effe&t. We ſee frequently the ſame in little 
Maladies. The only drying up ofa light Excoriation behind the Ears inIn- 
fants hath cauſed Convullions. In the Kzng's-Evil you may ſee many In- 
ſtances of the fermenting of this kind of Matter molt grievouſly upon the 
healing ſome one Ulcer. 

The Monument at Weſtminſter of the young Lady holding up her Finger 
prickt with a Needle, of which ſhe died, may ſerve to ſhew you that in ill 
Habits of body ſmall Wounds are mortal. As to this Operation, it was not 
dangerous, if you conſider the great Fractures in the Jaws which we frequent- 
ly cure ; and that of late years I cut into the inlide of a man's Cheek, ſawed 
in pieces the A/veolizs, and took out the whole Jaw, and cured him. That 
the Operation was neceſſary, appeared by the rottennels in the Jaw upon 
diſleftion, and may be determined by all thoſe who know what a Spina wver- 
roſa is, and conſider the progreſs this had made in ſoſhort a time. 

Having thus given you ſome Inſtances of the ſeveral Strume with compli- 
cated Tumours and Ulcersariſing from them, I ſhall now ſhew you how the 
Tendons and Joynts are diſeaſed with various forts of Tumours, ſome where- 
of are without Cares, others with it, and others take their original from 
Caries in the Bone, commonly called by the name of Spina ventoſa,

A Child aged 7 years was brought to me, which had a Gummy Swelling var. of

| Noftrils tobe ſuppled by the frequent injecting of decode. horde, ſem. althes, 
&c. and afterward deterged the Ulcers with a Soſution of mel magi/tral. ina 
DecoQtion rad. biftorte, tormentille, ireos, &c. The Lip was dreſſed daily with 
a Pomatum of unguent. roſat. and Merc. precipitat. Vigon. and the Gummi upon 
the Neck and Fingers were embrocated with anguent. mag iſt. a4 ſtrums, and 

an empl. ad tophos applied over all. During which Applications the Child 

was frequently purged with Ca/omel. and 4z2grid. and drank a decott. ſarſg, 

radic, bardane, ſcrophul. maj. flor. ſatvie, beton, agghos, &c. But the Cure not 
ſucceeding with theſe, I gave her a few grains 0Ftherzac. metall, by which ſhe 
ſalivated : during which the Gummy Tumours reſolved, and the ſeveral U. 
cerations dried up: yet.ro cbnfirm her Cure, ſhe rook Sudoriticks, and 

purged frequeatly. | 

2. Obſer- A Child of about eight years of age was brought to me with a pituitouy 
pa of 2 Swelling in his rightAncle and Foot. His Parents ſuppoſed it cauſed by ſome 
Swelling diſtenſion of that Joynt, and had applied anodyne relaxing Medicaments, 
ont%* But upon obſerving the Bones of the Ancle to be preternaturally big, I con- 
'  cludedthe originalof the Diſeaſe in them,and that the Swelling in the Parts 
about proceeded from the dilatation of the Membranes and Ligaments of that 

Joynt. Ideclared the Cure to bea work of time : we not having yet diſcove. 

red any Medicaments oF force to dry up that Humour in the Bone,and reltore 

ir to its former {malneſs. That which was oftered by me was, to diſculs and 

dry up the ſerous Humours affecting the fofrer Parts, by Bandage to com- 

preſs tkem, and refi(! rhe Influx, and the while to evacuate and contempe- 

rate the ſerous Humours. T his being accepted of, I began with the tomen- 

ting it with decot?, ſummitat. abſinth. majorane, Jacobee, flor hyperici,ſalvie,v. 
rub.balauft. bace, myrtil. &c. in Wineand Warer, with the addition of ir. v4 

2. I then applied an emp. e bolo with a laced Sock over it, adviſing that Leg 

to be laid level with the Body till the Fluxion ſhould be remitted, and the 

Joynt {trengthened. During whichthe Patient was purged weekly withCe 

lomel. in conſ. roſ. damaſc. adding ſometimes a tew grains reſin jalapz, or die 

zrid. and the intermitting days he drank deco#?. ſarſ2, &c. and rook thoſe 
mornings Bezoard. mineral. cam ſyr. e cor. citri, Thus at length the Humours 

were contemperarted, and the Joynt ſtrengthened ; and as the Patient grew 

more in years, theother Ancle increaſed proportionably to it, and leſſened 

the deformity. . 

I could give you many Inſtances of theſe Tumours ; but the Cure not dif. 
fering from what hath been ſaid of this, I thought it unneceſſary, What the 
conſequences of theſe Tumours are when ſuch method is neglected, you may 
ſee in ſome of the latter Obſervations,

frumous A round ſoft white Swelling on the head of che Shoulder.It was thought over- 
- "our ſtrained by the Nurſe. A Phyſician was conſulted, then a Bone-ſetter, who 
fon © declared it luxated, and pretended he had ſer it : but his frequent coming 
todrels it, and the remaining Tumour,ſhewed that he underſtood not what 
he did. I was fetched, and opened it by Incilion, giving vent firſt to an albu- 
ginous, then toa white concotted Matter ; upon which the Tumour ſunk. 
I fomented it with Red wine, and dreſſed it with a Digeſtive ex terebinth. cum 
vitell. ovi, with empl. diachalcit, Compreſs and Bandage, and afterwards de- 
terzed it with an addition of mel roſ. then left off the uſe of Tents, and in 
few days cored it with «ngnentum diapompholyz. This Infant was _ 
wards 
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wards diſeaſed 5 or 6 years with the Kz7zeg's-Evi/ attefting other Parts. 

Such another like Tumour did riſe in the top of the Shoulder of a little In- 4- Obſers, 
fanc, the only Daughter of its Parents, Ar the Nurle's firlt diſcovery of it, che ike; 
ſhe ran with it tothe Bone-ſetters. They all concluded it out of Joynr, and and of a 
every One pretended he had fer it. But the Swelling continuing, I was ferch- vn 
ed, and, opening it by Incifion, diſcharged ſuch a like Matter as in the for. inthe 
mer Obſervation, and cured it as ſoon, after the ſame manner as aboveſaid, Thigh. 
This Child was afterwards afflicted with a very large Tumour lying deep 
under the Muſcles on the inſide of one of its Thighs. After divers Applicati- 
ons to reſolve it, itat laſt came to Suppuration, and diſcharged an impure 
Matrer ; but wasdeterged and cured by the ordicary methed fer down in 
Putrid Ulcers, without any ſeeming defect in the Member. Bur ſome mcnths 
after, the Infant uling its Legs, this appeared much ſhorter than the other, 
yet without any manner of contraction or {hffneſs of the Member. I delign- 
edan Inſtrument for diſtending of it ; but the Child being extreamly tro- 
ward, I declinedit. After ſhe was grown of more-years, I was conlulted 
2gain : but it was then too late, 

One about 19 years of age, of a ſeeming healthful Conſtitution, was ſud- , gg... 
denly ſeized with a white Swelling in his right Elbow, rendring the Joynt var. of an 
immovable. Though he could not remember any particular aCticn of his that ne 
ſhould diſlocate it, yet he was perſwaded to conſult the Bone-ſetters. They L 
all concluded it out, and endeavoured to reduce it ; thereby haltening an A- 
poſtemation amongt the Ligaments and Tendons, which diſcharged its 
Matter through many Oritices on the inner and outer fide of the Joynrt, ma- 
king part ofthe Bone carious. Some of the declining Orifices I laid open,and 
deterged them ; during which he was purged, and preſcribed Antiſtruma- 
ticks. Injections were caſt in of that ſort propoſed in Sinuous Ulcers with 
Caries, alſo diſcutient and corroborative Fomentations were applied. By all 
which at length the Tumour reſolved, the Ulcers cured, and by frequent 
Embrocations he recovered a tolerable uſe of that Joynt. 

A Child of about z years old, healthful from its Cradle, was on a ſudden $- Obſer- 
taken lame in its right Hip. The Lamenels increaſing,he was brought tome. —_— = 
I compared the Hips, and found that ſwelled,and the Leg beginning to ema- the Hip. 
cate. I embrocated the Tumour cum ol. rof. & aceto, applying emplaſt. © bolo, 
and his Leg cum ol. lumbricor. I preſcribed him a medicated ſmall Ale with 
Serſa, &c. and purged him once a-week with Rhubarb infuſed in ſome of the 
ſaid Drink, giving him the night beforea few grains-of Merc. dulcis, and the 
ntermitting days Bezoars. mineral. By this method he was relieved ; yet 
afterwards upon the omitting it he relapſed, but at length recovered. Others 
ofthis kind I have had under my care : but partly by reaſon of the progreſs 
the Diſeaſe had made before, and partly through the Impatiency ct the Pa- 
rents, the Cure hath failed. 

A Youth of about 12 years of age was ſeized with a pain in his right Hip. ,. Ore. 
It increaſing with TumefaCtion and great Lameneſs, the Parents, ſulpeQing va. of 
ir might be out of joynt, ſent for Thurlezd the Bone-ſetter. He declared it ** 
luxated, and pretended to ſet it, and dreſſed it up his way. The Child con- 
tinuving lame, they ſent for him again. He aſſured them he had ſet it,and that 
In time the Child would recover ſtrength in it, and be well. But the Child 
Frowing daily more pained, Chirurgeons were conlulted, and at laſt my ſelf. 
faw the head of the Os femoris ſhot upward, anda large Tumour poſſeſſing 
theHip and Parts about,under-which there ſeemed ro be lodged Matter. There 
wasalſo a long whiteSwelling (ſtretching down the torepart of cheThigh, from 


the Grom towards the Knee, withia 4-fingers breadth of it. The-Tumour 
ſeemed 
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ſeemed to be full of Matter, and to derive it ſelf from the Hip, and that the 
Luxation had been made by Fluxion, and increaſed by the Extenſion, By; 
however it was, the Bone was not capable of ReduCtion, nor could I promiſe 
my ſelfany credit from my endeavours there ; yet I complied with his pz. 
rents, reſolving to ſerve themas well as Icould ; but deſired that the Bone: 
ſetter might be tirft fetched toſee his work : I not thinking it ſafe to medic 
inthe Cure, whilſt he inſiſted that the Bone was reduced. They lent ohien 
for him, but he did not come, till I accidentally met him at a Perſon of Hg. 
nour's Lodging, and by threatning brought him with me to the Chil ; 
where he acknowledged his fault, and declared the Bone incapable of rey. 
Ction. Yet this Fellow went direttly back to that Perſon of Honour, ang 
upon demand where he had been, declared that he had been with me, toſer 
my Patient's Hip, and that he had reduced it. 

This Fellows ſcurvy uling me almoſt diſcouraged me in the undertaking: 
but after making a preſentation of it, I attempted the Cure, and began with 
diſcutient Fomentations, Embrocations,and Emplaſters,according to the me. 
thod of Cure, till I had diſcuſſed part of the external Tumour,and ſatisfied my 
ſelf that there was Matter lying deep under the Muſcles of that Joynt. Then, 
to prevent farther corruption of thoſe Parts,I applied three ſeveral Cauſticks 
on themar one time : after which I divided the Eſcars,and penetratcd deeper 
intothem with a Cauſtick-ſtone, and by Inciſion gave vent to the Matter 
( which was partly albuginous ) in the ſeveral Parts ; then fomented them, 
and dreſſed them up with Lenients, to ha(ten ſeparation of the Eſcars. The 
nextday I applied a Cauſtick upon the declining part of the Abſcels on the 
fore-part of the Thigh, and diſcharged much purulent Matter. By the open- 
ing this at firſt, I _— have diſcharged the Matter above : but that being the 
Part immediately aftetted, it was nor probable to cure it thereby, and after- 
wards the Opening would have been more difficult. And indeed, thoughby 
one lingle Apertion on the Hip the Matter might have been let out ; yer ſuch 
a largeAbſceſs would not have cured ſo : and afterwards to have cut through 
ſomany Muſcles, mult needs have been hazardous. But their lying thus tri- 
angular ſerved togoed purpoſe not only in diſcharging the Matter, but for 
conveniency of deterging ; which after ſeparation of the Eſcars I did with 
munaif. Paracelſi and Merc. precipritat, and kept thoſe Orifices ſo OPcNn, that 
I could paſs my Probe out of one into the other till they were deterged, and 
the Matter little in quantity and good. During which, the Matter 1n the 
other Abſceſs diſcharging daily 1n great quantity, and being of ſo virulent a 
quality as toretain its Cavities, and render the Lips phagedaznous, I ſaipt 
the Alccls more open according to its length, and deterged it as the former, 
then purged him with reſin jalapii, Calomel, &c. and gave him the intermit 
ting days Bezoard. miner, His conſtant Drink was a medicated Ale with 
ſarſa, lign, lentiſe, &c. with millepedes. By this method the Humours weredi- 
geited, and the ſeveral Ulcers incarned and cicatrized by the common me- 
thod of Cure. During which his Leg was kept ſtreight; and timeliath 
ſince made the place callous which received the head of the Bone, ſo that he 
walks tolerably well on that Leg. 

A Youth of about g years of age was taken lame witha pain in his left Hip. 
Bone-ſetters were adviſed with,alſo Phyſicians and Chirurgeons wereconlul- 
ted,& many Applications made; he was likewiſe carried to the Bath - yer uot- 
withſtanding all their Endeavours,the pain increaſed with great Tumefadt- 
on. I was art laſt conſulted, and felt the head of the Os femoris luxated & raiſed 
upward, with a great Tumour about it, which I judged by its fluQtuation to 
be full of Matter. It was expetted I ſhould open it, and give vent - the 
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me : bur this Child being emaciated and Hectick, and the Matter lying 
deep, as in all theſe Strumous Abſceſles it doth, rhe Solution beginning in or 
near the Joynt, I declin'd the preſent Opening of it,and propoled the drying 
up of chat Matter by powerful Exliccants and Dilcutients, v42.49.ca/ces, and 
empl.diaſulph.with convenient Bandage. During which the Phylician preſcci- 
hed lenient Purgatives, with Ca/omel. decoff. ſarſe, Bezoard. min.&c. by which 
method the Patient was more eaſie, and ſeemed relieved for a while. Bur the 
Tumour increaſing upon the leaſt neglz&t in rowling, and appearing by its 
fluctuation to be full of Matcer, I complied with their delire, and opened ir 
by a large Cauſtick, giving vent roan a!buginous Matter, I made ſearch, and 
felt the Bone bare. I hatiened ſeparation of the Eſcar; and afterwards tee!- 
ing the Skin thinner in the declining part of rhe Tumour, and judging that 
convenienter for diſcharge of the Matter, I opened that part by Caultick, 
Having now made way for the Matter, I calt in an Injection of deco@t. rad. 
irid. ariſtoloch. &c. with a Solution of unguent. fuſcum, Aſter {eparation of 
the Eſcar, I inlarged the Orihce rowards the old one, and faw the Epiphyſis 
of the Os femors lying, out of its Acetabrlum, and black with its Rotrennels.

A Girl of about g years of age, born ofa diſeaſed Mother, having been ſome _ _,. 
months lame of a Swelling on the Hip, was brought to me. Ir ſeemed to me var of a 
that the head of the Os fexzors was luxated by a deliuxion of ſharp Matter, Abſcels on 
2nd that there was ſmall hope of Cure.

When I had conſidered the or:gi- 
nal of it, and that if there were Matter 1a it, 1t lay too deep to be reached 
with a Caulſtick,l propoſed the application of a pointed actual Cautery about 
the head of rhe Joynrt, hoping I might that way ar lealt give timely vent to 
the Humour, and prevent the corruption of the Ligaments and Bones. To 
which purpoſe I applied rhree {mall Caulticks triangular about the moſt tu- 
mehed part of the Joynt,and the next day pailed in an aCtual Cautery through 
ach Eicar, dreiſed chem up with Lenients, and fomented the diſeaſed Part 
Gily with an Infuſion of Dilcutients 1n ag. ca/cis and empl. opodel F, W. over 
all. As rhe Eſcars calt oft, a thin Sazres difcharged,and the Tumour ſeeming- 
ly diſcuſſed : but then on a ſudden it {welled ; which put me upon the ule of 
amaturative Cataplaſm, by which it ſuppurated, and diſcharged irs Matter 
through the former Apertions, Bur alterwards obſerving thele Openings 
world grow too little, I patledin a ſmall Probe with a Ligature into one of 
theſe, brought ir out at one of the other, and kept them open by that Seton, 
then proceeded again with Diſcutients and Internals.

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the name of Spina ventoſa. I havetaken notice of it in ſeveral places of this 
Treatiſe, and ſhall have occafion to ſpeak of it again in ſome of the tol.owiug 
Obſervations, 

I concluded this Diſeale to have been originally 1n the Bone ; and, upon 
farther enquiry, did diſcover that the Patient had been diſeaſed cf that Krice 
from his Childhood more or leſs. I direed an emp!. e bolo to be applied on 
the Knce, to calm the heat in the Parr, then let him bloud, and atterwargs 
purged him. T he next day after I cauſed his Knee to be fomenred with Dif. 
cutients and Exliccants infuled iz ag. ca/cis ſome days, and atrerwards appli. 
ed empl. diaſn{ph. with a Knee-piece, and diſpoſed him ro: walk with more 
eaſe. About a year after he came to me again complaining ol it, and will he 
ſubjeft ro pain in itat times whilit he lives. This was the caſe of a perſon 
Dr. Walter Needham and my lelf were lately confulted about : and ſuch are 
f,equently ſeenat our publick Healings, they being generally accompanied 
with other marks of the Kygngs-Evl.

-»= «war a Fail. I being ſent for ſaw the Bone on the inlide protuberanr, and covered 
* witha white Swelling. It was poſſible that ſuch an accident of a Fall might 
contribute to the haltning of that Swelling : but it was certain that the Pro. 
tuberance of the Bone was of a longer growth.She had a Species of an Ozyu, 

as alſo a Stryma ulcerated in herlett Arm. I did ſuſpect this Tumour would 

prove difficult of Cure,and therefore delired they would conſalt their Phyli 

cian. In the mean time I appliedan emp!/. e bolo. The third day after 1 met 

Dr. Micklethwait. The Tumour was then ſpreading over all that ſide of the 

Knee. It was reſolved by us to endeavour Diſcuſſion, by the application of 

emp!, diaſulphurts : which was accordingly done. The Phyſician preſcribedas 
followeth.

This latter ſhe took rwice aday, with a draught 

ofher Dict-drink atcer it : thoſe days ſhe intermitted, the Purgative. 4ors 
Gaysafter we mct again ; and ſeeing the Tumour increaſed, and teeling the 

Matter fluQuare in 1t, we concluded it necelſary to open it ; and io that Pur- 

r0'e applied a Cauſtick on the declining part. Wedivided the Elcar, and 
4i{\charged about 3 ſpoonfuls of a thin white Matter ; then d:ctTcd it up with 
Lenients, and «pl. ajachyl, The Matter dilcharged between Dreſlings very 

well, vet the Tumour did not leffen : bur upon preſſure with my hand above 
nearthe Thigh, the Matter guſhed our. Upon which conſideration weap- 

plied a Caulſtick there. It did not reach it : bur upon keeping that part open 

as a Fontanel with a Pea,the Matter made its way out there, but in the mean 

while it infinuated it ſelf below the firſt Apertion ; which put me uponthe 

laying that Orifice open lower. Having rtiusmade convenicit Cilchargedt 

the Matter, I applicd Intercipients above about the Thigh, and endeavou- 

red by Digeftives and Deterlives with Compreſs and Bandage to difpole the 

Ulcers to cure. But the Matter, originally rifting amongſt the Membranes 

and Tendons, lay deep, and attected the Joynt with great virulency, corro 

ding the very Lips of the Ulcer. Upon which conſideration I would gladly 

have laid ir open from one Orifice tothe other : but the weak condition of the 


Patient obliged me to cheriſh the native heat of the Part by Fomentationsex 
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ſummitat. abſinth. hyperici, flor. roriſmarin. beton.ſalvie, roſ. rub. balanſt. bace. 

rt.juniger.&C.in vino rub and toalleviate the pain in theUlcers,till tkeHabir 
of body. ſhould be better diſpoſed by thoſe internal - Preſcriptions, to which 
wereadded Emulſions, with 9. ca/cis, medicated Broths, Aſſes milk; Jellies; 
what not ? The Summer coming on, ſhe was bathed in Milk and Water 
lukewarm, and by cordial Juleps her ſpirits were kept up. By theſe various 
Preſcriptions the Fermentation in theHumours was calmed,and herHeQical 
heat remitted, alſo the Defluxion upon the Ulcer diminiſhed,& the Sizxs was 
ina condition tobe laid open.I deſigned to have done it by one {nip of a Probe- 
ſciſſors : but it being ſuſpetted ſhe might thereupon faint or fall into Con- 
yulſions, TI laid it open by Cauſtick ; and from that time digelted, incarned 
and cicatrized. I met with many rubs''in the work, it frequently f.etting 
out in one part as it healed in another :' and after a' year and a halts atten- 
dance, TI left a ſmall Ulceration on the upper part ofthe Knee, of the breadth 
of a ſilver Half-peny,and a finuous Ulcer 1n the hollow of the Thigh near the 
Knee, which was not capable of being laid open. Inthat I order'd a hollow 
ſhort Tent of Lead, whereby it was kept open, and the Matter was ſeemingly 
diſcharged, it fearce at all mattering. Her Leg was all this while kept out- 
fretched, whereby ſhe was able to ſtand or walk. Inthis condition ſhe re- 
moved to drink the Waters at Scarborough, and returned afterwards lo well, 
thar they were thought to have cured her : yetſhe hath been ſince frequent- 
h ſubject to Eruprions, but her Attendant is her Chirurgeon. 

A*Child of about eight years of age was brought to me 1n the year of the 12. or. 

Fear Plague during my being in the Country. He had one white Swelling vat. of a 
on the right ſide of the Rot»lz, another beneath it. There had been one'6n the 9m 
ft ſide, but'it had been formerly opened at'Loxoz, and lett ſinuous. I began Knee. 
with the laying it more open by Incifion ; and having deterged and diſpoſed 
itto cicatrize by the common method of curing Ulcers, I opened the other 
beneath the Rorala, and gave ventto an albuginous Matter, then la:d it. open 
the whole length, anddreſled it with Doſhts ſpred with »uzaf. Paracelſe. 
This being deterged, and diſpoſed to incarn, I then opened the third,and dif- 
charged the fame kind of Matter. I deterged it as the former, and by the ad- 
dition of pulv. myrrhe, ſarcocoll. &c, incarned- it, I cicatrized the ſecond with 
weuczt. e calce, and having diſpoſed this to-do fo, I left him ro his Chirarge- 
on, who cicatrized it. During the cure of the Ulcers, the Ham was daily 
embrocated with unguert. dialthee, ol. Iumbricor. &c. and was brought out 
ſtraight, and left flexible by me. Soon after he recovered ſtrength oflit, and 
walketh now well on that Leg. | 

Another about 7 years of age was brought out of the Country tome, and. ,_ 
lodged near me in Covert-Gardey. Hehad been 2 years exceedingly lame of rat. of 
is ff Knee by reaſon of the like Swellings about the:Roznla ; his Ham was + like. 
ao retrafted, and his Leg emaciated, I began with the ſtuping themwith 

. calcis wherein had been infuſed ſummitat. hyperici,hyſſopi, majoravs,, flor. 
(onbuci chamem. roſ. rub, bacc. myrt. juniper. &c, and applied emp!. diaſul- 
phyris, &c. But the Swellings not diminiſhing thereby,” Lopened. that be- 
neaththe Rotn/2 firſt, and the reſt afrerwards. That on the outiide of the Ro- 
tals was an Atheroma,and grew ſinuous ; and upon ſearch I felt the Cartilage 
bare. T laid it open the whole length, kept it ſo with Dofhls dipt in pry. vixt 
and". dc rof. ficcis,and attended the Extoliation. During which the Patient 
was purged with Calomel. and diagrid. once a week, andon the intermitting 
days drank a decotf. ſarſe, &c. Bezoard. mineral. &c. were allo preſcribed. 
Emoltent Embrocations were made to the Ham, and a laced Knee-piece put 
on'to make Compreſſion, and diſpole the Lips of the Ulcers tocicatrize: by 
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which twoof the Ulcers ſoon cured, and ſome while after the other incarneg 
and healed to the very Cartilage. I kept 1t dilated with a Doſſil,and thereby 
the Matter leſſened daily, and that Ulcer cured {( by leaving out the Dofſ| ) 
without any viſible Exfoliation. The Ham was much relaxed : but there 
being ſome contraCtion remaining, I fitted him with an Inſtrument which by 
virtue of .its Screws gradually extended the Joynt, and diſmiſſed him with 
ſatisfaction to his Parents. 
14. Obſer- A Child of about ſix years of age was brought to me with ſoar Eyes, and 
Tumour A White oval Swelling on the inſide of her right Knee, Tapplieda Cauſtick 
onthe onit,and the next day opened it.It lay deeper than the Caultick had reached; 
+ and and the Inciſion appearing too ſmall for the emptying of it,T laid it more open 
with a ſnip of my Probe-ſciflors,- and diſcharged a Cheelie Matter. I then 
dreſſed it up with Digeſtives, and the fourth day rook oft Dreſſings, and (aw 
part of the Cyſ#is come away with my Doſflilg, I dreſſed it with wunaif. Py. 
racelſi, and having thereby deterged it, I added Sarcoticks tothe Mundifica- 
tive, and commended the proſecution of the Cure to their neighbouring 
Chirurgeon, with direQtion to proceed with Internals to evacuate and con- 
temperate the acid Humours. Many Inſtances of this kind I could preſen 
you : but they not differing in the-manner of Cure, I ſhall forbear, and give 
| you one Inſtance of the fad conſequences of theſe Tumours. 
15. Obſer- A Young man, 19 years of age, had been lame from his Childhood with 
Tumours ſeveral of the aforeſaid Swellings about the Rotu/s of his left Knee, with a 
onche retraQtion of the Ham : he hadalſo Glands ſwelled iz Inguine,&c. Ar lengtha 
4 Defluxion ſeized upon the uppermoſt Tumour ofthe Knee,& increaſed itang 
the reſt with great pain. A frequent Vomiting and Diarrheaaccompaniedir, 
and ſometimes a Cough. I being conſulred eadeavoured to relift the ſeveral 
Accidents by PeCtorals,Opiats,Cordials,&c.and began the Chirurgery bythe 
application of a Cauſtick on the Tumour above the Knee, by which I gavez 
greatdiſcharge toa purulent Matter;then dreſſed it up with Lenients,hoping 
to intercept the Matter in its deſcent downwards : but before that Eſcarloye 
rated,the Matter made its way down to the external =—_ of the Knee; which 
put me upon the neceſſity of opening it there, and afterwards on the inſide of 
the Knee, and in two ſeveral places of the Joyant it ſelf. In ſome of which1 
felt the Cartilages and Bones corrupted ; to which I applied an attual Cau- 
tery,and afterwards kept them open by a Paſte made of pulv.r4d.ariſtoloch.rot, 
panacis,8c. Having thus given evacuation to the Matter by the ſeveral Aper- 
tions, I fomented the Parts with Stupes wrung out of a diſcutient and corro- 
borative DecoCtion,and applied Cataplaſins ex far. fabay. hordei,lentium, flor 
ro. rub. balauſt. &c. decotted in ſome of the forementioned Fotus, with the 
addition of oxymel [cillitic. &c. then by the application of »undif. Paracel, 
Prxcipitate and the Vitriol-ſtone, I deterged and diſpoſed the Ulcers toa 
better condition, that on the upper part of the Knee healing up. But the 
while I attended the Exfoliation of the Bones, the Carzes increaled, and the 
Patient languiſhing died at laſt tabid. 
16.Obſer. A Child of about 6 years of age was brought to me extreamly emaciated. 
veget 2 He hada ſtrumous Ulcer on the outſide of his Ancle, with a Caries on the 
New” end ofthe Fibula: he hadalſo three of the Spondyls of his Back diſtorted. I 
the Ancle, laid the Ulcer open by Cauſtick, and afterwards detergedit, and dreſſed the 
- Bone with Doſhls of Lint dipt in ſpir. viz; ; over which I applied Epulo- 
ticks, with Compreſs and Bandage. His diſtorted Spine, being ſomewhat 
inflamed, Iembrocated cum oleo myrtill. & aceto, and applied an empl. ? bolo, 
with a ſoft Comprels and Bracer. During which Dr. bo and the deceaſed 


Dr, Stenley were conſulted, and preſcribed him as followeth : B Merc. dulc.

One about 1 3 years of age, grievoully diſeaſed with the Kzne's-Evil, was 
commended to my care. He had aSrruma on the right ſide of hisNeck movable,

and of a round figure : he had alſo a Stywma ulcerated in eachArm ; the one on ſeveral 


the inſide near the Elbow-joynt,and the other on the outſide of the Brceps, His

right Hand was ulcerated near the Bone leading to the firſt Joynt ofthe with Ce 


Thumb,and paſſed its Matrer cloſe by the Bone to the inſide, corrupting the 
Bone. One of his Ancles was much ſwelled & ulcerated on the inſide 1n ſeveral 
places, whichUlcers upon ſearch with a Probe appeared to have communica- 
tion with one another,and ſerved for the diſcharge of an Abſceſs lying in the 
Joynt,with corruption of the Bone. He had alſo in the Groin of the ſame ide 
;Cluſter of Strame ; which I ſuppoſe'were occaſioned by the anguiſh in the 
Ancle. Sir Alex. Fraſer and Sir Fra. Prujean were his Phyſicians, and pre- 
ſcribed him medicated Broths, traumatick DecoCtions, with other Specihcks 
proper in his weak condition, I began my work with the laying open thoſe 
Ulcers in his Hand and Ancle by Cauſtick, and procceded by Deterlives to 
confume the Hyperſarcoſis, and make way to the Bones, accordingly as hath 
been ſhewed in the Treatiſe of Ulcers. After I had made way to them, I dreſ- 
ſdthem with Doſhls preſt out of /pir.vin:;;keeping thoſe Ulcers dilated. Du- 
ring which I endeavoured to digeſt the ulcerated Parts about, and cicatrize

them to the carious Bones, likewiſe to cheriſh the native Heat in the Mem- - 


bers,and defend them from Fluxion by good diſcutient and corroborative Fo- 
mentations and Bandage. By this means the Matter daily-leſſened,and the Pa- 
tent recruited his ſtrength. I attempted the E xfoltation of theſe Bones ſome 
days, by dreſſing them with a Solution of #nguent. Mfg ypriac. ſpir. vin, pulv. 
myrrh, euphorb.&c. upon Doſſils hor ; and it ſucceeded well to that Carzes on 
the Hand. But the Corruption was too great in the: Ancle-joynt to yield ro 
that Medicament ; wherefore having healed thar Ulcer tothe Carzes, Iappli- 
edan aQtual Caurery through a Cannula, At thefirſt application, all 

upon the Carzes,the Matter [purred our upon us. I pulFdout rhe Cautery _ 
Cannula,and driedtheUlcer with armed Probes,repeating the uſe of the Cau- 
terytill T had confirmed the Caries ; then dreſſed itup with Lenients, to ap- 
peaſe the hear. After two or three days IT drefſed the Bone withDoſhils preſſed 
out of /pir.94n7, and the Lips of the Ulcer with «nguent.alb.camphand atten- 
ded the Exfoliation, During which I laid open thoſe Ulcers in his Arms by 
Cauftick, eradicated the Stru#z4 with Meyc. precipitat. and cicatrized them.

touched it with of. v##riols : after which it ſoon exfoliated, and the Uleer cy. 
red. The Tumour i» Inguine wasembrocated with valextia aigitalis during 
the Cure, but did not relolve till afterwards. The Cure of this perſon was 
the work of a year, and was ſo doubtful for ſome time, that jt was difficyl 
rodetermine which ſhould bediſmember'd tixſt, Hang or Foot. But he hap. 
pily enjoys the uſe of both, witha perfect good health, to rbjs day. 
18.Obſer= A weak ſickly Child, about io years of age, was commended to my care 
—_ = -4 by Dr. Maopletoft. She had a Struma ſuppurated 08 the right Foot Among! 
berieke the Tendons and Bones Jeading to the two lefler Toes ; I ſuſpeQted them e9;- 
Foo. rupted. But there being a neceſſity of opening jt, I applied a Caultick prg. 
portionably,and gave VEAt tO all albugigous Matter,an felt thoſe Bones bare 
from. the T arſs to the firſt Joynt of the Toes. I fomented the Part afteRted 
with a diſcutient Decottion, andgreſſed the Eſcar with Lenients, to haſten 
ſeparation of the Slough : and as it began to ſeparate, I deterged with Mer. 
precipitat. and the V riol-ſtone, making way through the luxurious Fleſh 
to the Caries. Then with Doſſils dipt in mel rof. and fir. vin, and prelt ou, 
I dreſſed the Bones, aad kept the Ulcer ſo dilated, as to lee the Bones © far 
as they were Carious. But in the applying my Doſlils, they prefling upon 
the Tendons, rendered the Ulcer painfy], and lubzect rogreat Defluxionof; 
thin ſerous Matter, and threatened worſe miſchief. To remedy which, Icut 
off thoſe Tendons, dreſſed up the Ulcer with Tigeſtives, and applied Refri- 
gerants externally to reſtrain the Fluxion. At-the next dreſſing, findingthe 
Tendons contratted,and the Bones more eafie tp come at, and leeing the Ex: 
foliation.of them by Medicaments like ro be a tedious work, the Matter ha- 
ving made irs way under them, threateningApoſtemations in the Sole of the 
Foot, I reſolved to attempt them by attual Camery. To which purpoſe 
drefled them with Doſſils of Lint, to dilate them more for my view ; andthe 
next day I burnt them the whole length ; then with my Forceps pinched them 
to pieces, and pull d choſe broken bits out : after which I cleanſed the Ulcer, 
and applied my Doſſils preſſed out of a mucilaginous Decoftion between and 
over the ends of the remaining Bones,dreſſing up the Ulcer with Digeltives, 
and applying externally Comprelles dipt = aceto wherein had been infuſed 
ſal nitri, myrrh. &C. over which a laced Sock was put on. Thus I reſtrained 
the Influx, and preſſed forth the Matter from its ſeveral Cayities. Yer I was 
neceſſitated to make. afterwardsan Apertion through the Sole of the Foot and 
tolay open theUlcer beneath the Ancle,for the readier diſcharge ot Matter, 
continued the application of Doflils preſſed out of ſir. vini to the ends of the = 
Bones.till a CaUus thruſt forth,fill'd up the void {pace,and ſupplied the wantot 
the Bones: During this work, the Patient was a2Mided either with a Co 
Diarrhea,or Vomiting : in all which cales De. Hoprreſ afſhſted with various 
Preſcriptions,8 contemperated the acid quality of her Bloud : after which x 
good Nouriſhment the Child recoyered her ſtrepgth.She being chus ar leng; 
diſpoſed-to a fair way af Recovery,the Ulcer gezr cicatrized to che Bones, & 
there being nothing more to do but to keepit open with dry Doflils anda 
Pledgit of diapomphotyg. with the uſual Bandage,l by degrees left it to her M6 
ther to dreſs, and ſaw. the Child afterwards upon her Feet ; and at length ſhe 
recovered. And thus Time may be ſaid to contribute much to the Cure of this 
Diſeaſe: but without the Chirurgeon's careful attendance, they miſerably 
languiſh and die.

diſpoſed with a Cough,and died tabid. His Body being apened by his Phyſt the Thigh,

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cian,his Lungs were diſcovered full of trams. Theother, a Youth abour 12 
years of age, had the while a Soar burſt farth of his Thigh,and had been dreſt 
by a neighbouring Apothecary. His Brother being dead of the Azngs Evil, 
the Relations enquired intothe cauſe of this Youth's Lameneſs, and diſcove- 
ring ſeveral white Swellings about him, brought him go me, That Ulcer 
which the Apothecary dretied was ftrumous, He bad one Strama ix Perigeo, 
another large one upon his right Thigh,and two upon that Leg. On his left 
Leg there was one upon the'head of the -F5b4/4 near his Knee,another upon 
the Calfof that Leg, a very large onelying,on the outſide of that Ancle, one 
lying upon the middle Toe of the tame Foor, and two upon his right Arm. 
Theſe were all fuppurated, and there was great ſuſpicion that the Bone wag 
carious in thoſe of his Ancle and Toe. In order to the Cure,they required all 
tobe laid open. But how the Patient.could bear fo great an evacuation at 
once, I much doubted : and to open them one after another, would be a ſlow 
way of ER and fubjeCt to many inconveniences. I concluded it beſt 
to lay them all open at one time, while he was 19 heart, and had (trength to 
bear it. To which purpoſe I cauſed a quantity of {oft Caullick to be made, 
and the next day applied it proportionably large upon every one, {0 as to take 
off all their Covertures,and diſpoſe them tqa healing condition. For a fimple 
Opening in theſe Tumours1tgnifes nothing, but to render them {0 many fi- 
nuous Ulcers. The Eſcars being made, I divided them, and gave vent to the 
Matter in the ſeveral Tumours, then dreſſed them with Lenieatsto haſten 
Digeſtion.

I cut offthe thin 
Skin which covered the old Ulcer, drefling it after the fame manner, andaft- 
terwards cicatrized them all, except thoſe upon the Ancle and Toe, with the 
common Epuloticks, in leſs than two months. But thole being cariqus were 
a longer work, the Matter there-riſing from within the Bages : they were 
alſo full of looſe Fleſh, and that of the Ancle finuous and accompanied with 
Fluxion. The end of the Fiba/a being, likewiſe corrupted by the ſame Mat- 
ter, I deterged it with the Vitriol-ſtone and Przgiitate, dilated it. ro the 
Bone with Gentian-roots, and fomented the diſcaſed Part with a DecoQti- 
on of abſinth. cemtaur. hyperici, for. roſ. rub. balauſt. bace, myrtill. &c. 19 Wine 
and Water; then dreſſed the Ulcer with Digeſtives, and haſtened the 
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cicatrizing of it to the Sims penetrating to'che Bone. While that was cicatri- 
Zing, I kept the Bone bare with Doſlils preſſed out of pir.vini,and dieſſed the 
Bone of the Toe after the ſame manner,rtill the Ulcer about it was digeſted & 
ready to cicatrize to it. Then I conſumed and dried the Carzes in the Bones of 
the Ancle and Toe with actual Cauteries, penetrating'very deep into that of 
the Ancle;%& repeated this way again and again,till T had waſted rhe humidity 
in each Part oft : then dreſſed them-with Doſhlsof Line preſſed our of Red 
wine,and the Parts about withRefrigerants. After I had thus calmed the heat 
in the Ulcers, I kept the Bones dry & bare by the application of Doſſils ;x pix, 
wini, and attended their Exfoliation.. - But 1n the mean while a Spina venteſs 
aroſe in one of his Hands,and thenext Toe tothe diſeaſed one began to (well, 
Upon ſight whereof Dr. Cox was conſulted, and preſcribed Ca/ome/.and other 
Specificks. The Swelling increaſing in ehe'Toe, .I propoſed the cutting off 
the other, ſuppoſing that to be the cauſe of it. The Patient appearing unwil- 
ling, I brought in Mr. Hofer, who encouraged him ; and about a torcnight 
after I prevailed,and cut it off, and ſome while afrer that cut oft the otherToe, 
to ſave that Foot. I digeſted arid cicatrized theſe Ulcers to the Bones, but 
could not make them exfoliate,till I had buratthe ends of them with an attu. 
al Cautery ; and then they cat off but ſlowly. The Ulcer in the Anclel ci- 
catrized down to the Bone, that-ir lay dry ; yet did that Bone make no haſte 
away. During my attendance on thefe, a Swelling aroſe on the outlideof 
one of his Arms near.the Elbow. He concealed that from me till it was grown 
very large, and ready to burſt, There alſo aroſe in one night a Spina venteſs 
on the Fore-finger of the ſame Hand where the other aroſe : upon which 
applied anemp!. de ranis cum Mercurio dap, I laid open the Strama upon his 
Arm with a Cauſtick, and endeavoured Digeſtion 1n it by the method uled 
in the Cure of the other S/rume : but. it grew corrolive,8 relilted my Endea- 
vours. I conſulted Dr. Cox again ; and conſidering the acidity in hisBloud & 
the approach of Winter, we thoughrit neceſſary ro attempt ſomewhat extra- 
ordinary, to prevent farther miſchief; and together concluded that he ſhould 
be put intoa light Salivation. Accordingly I attempted it with Merc. dulc, 
But he having taken of that all along, it worked downwards ; and he being 
weak, I durſt not move it by Vomit. But by Suffumigation I raiſed it, and 
ſalivated him abour 17 days : during which the Ulcer in his Arm cured,& the 
Spina ventoſa on his Hand reſolved. But that other in the Bone of his Fore-fin- 
er increaſed, with chang Inflammation and Tumour.In the declination of his 
Faeckl we purged him,and ſweat him with a DecoCtion of /ar/a,&c. Aﬀer. 
Saris He drank his former preſcribed medicated Ale,&:. recovered daily his 
ſtrengrh,and grew fleſhy ; his Ulcers healed up, and the Bones caſt off in the 
Ancle: ſoas there remained only a piece of the compaſls ofa {ilver T wo pence, 
and that looſened aid thruſt off by virtue of a Cal, which, cicatrizing with 
rhe Lips ofthe Ulcer, made a firm Cicatrix. Yetthe Spina ventoſa temained, 
and raiſed a {mall Apoſtemation on the inſide of the Finger. I laid ic open by 
Inciſion to the Bone,and ſaw it ſmoothand white.I penetrated into it withan 
aQtuat Cautery, anddried it, then dreſſed it with Doſſils preſſed out of fr. 
27/11, and digeſted, incarned and cicatrized ir to the Bone. Having thereby 
difpoſed it to Exfoliation, and concluding him as it were cured,I left him Dt 
reftions todreſs it,and others to judge of my work, I taking the while a Jour- 
ney into rhe Country. 'At'my return I received a Letter from his Mother, 
dated at Briſtol, that the Bone was caſt off, and his Finger cured. Since 
which rime he hath enjoyed good health, and is grown a man. 
© A Managed 23 years,of a tolerable good Habit of body, was diſeaſed with 
a White Swelling on the inſide of his Foor beneath his Ancle down tothe 
Heel. 
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Heel. There ſeeming to be Matter in the upper part of the Tumour. 1 laid 
ir open by Cauſtick, and diſcharged an Atheromatous Matter in great quan- 
tity, chen dreſſed it up with Lenients. At the next dreſſing, tinding an in- 
creaſe of Matter, I madea ſearch with my Probe, and felt a S/n running 
tothe Heel. I laid it open thither, and dreſt up the wounded Lips with a 
Digeſtive ex rerebinthina cumwvitell. ovi. After digeſtion of the Ulcer,] felr the 
lower part of the Heel-bone bare.l proceeded in the healing ofthe upper part 
of the Abſcels, by laying the neather part open to the Bone, and dreſling the 
Bone with Dofſils of Lint to keepir dry and dilated to my view. I afterwards 
faw it bare the compaſs of a Groat : it appeared white and pory. I continued 
themethod of dreſſing ; and after I had diſpoſed the reſt of the Ulcer to a 
healing condition, 1conſulted Dr. Dezton, who had a kindneſs for the Pati- 
ent. He mer meat the poor man's Lodging, and ſaw the Ulcer dreſſed, and 
thoſe Inequalities with a Carres in the Bone. Weapplied an attual Cautery 
to it, and kept it dry with Dofhils, according to cuſtom, attending its Exfo- 
lation ; the Phyſician preſcribing Internals, and taking care of klis health, 
Thus all things ſucceeded well, as we thought : bur ſome while atter he was 
ſeiſed with a Phryenzitis, He had no Fever, yet died ſome days after, notwith- 
fanding all our Endeavours by Bleeding, Cupping, Bliſtering, &c. 


A Child of about ſeven years of age having been diſeaſed with a Swelling ,, oc. 
on the outſide of her Heel the ſpace of two months, it apoſtemarted, & diſchar- va. of a 
red its Matter, terminating ina painful Ulcer. Her Friends being informed fromous 
t was the K/z»2*'s-Evil, recommended her to me. I ſaw her HeQick, and «he 
upon a ſearch into the Ulcer felc the Bone carious, but had no order to dreſs Heel. 


her till about two months afcer ; and rhen I began with the laying open the 
Ulcer, and bringing the Bone into view. . Which after I had done by Dila- 
tation,I perceived-it ſo looſe that I could eatily have taken it out whole : but 
tlooking white,and ſeemingly ſound, I perforated it with a Terebra, and felt 
the external part of it hard : though after I had pierced that, I felt the interi- 
our parts ſoft and rotten. I applied a Bolt-cautery into that Perforation, to 
dry up that humidity : but the Matter ſpurred our of it, When I ſaw it irre- 
coverably loſt, F reſolved to take it out : to which purpoſe I invited Sir Charles 
Sarbureh, who upon light of it agreed to the pulling it out. I laid hold of ic 
with my Forceps, and ealily drew it forth, not a drop of bloud following it : 
then dreſſed up the Ulcer with Sarcoticks, and put on a laced Sock, to bring 
the Parts cloſe and ſhape the Heel. Sir Charles preſcribed Internals, and vilt- 
ted her often. I proceeded hopefully for a month or two : but there had been 
formerly a cluſter of S!rume in that Groin, which had been raiſed by the 
anguiſh of the Ulcer in the Heel, that apoftemated, and diſcharging its Mat- 
ter down the Thigh, terminated in a ſinuous Ulcer, which exhauſteFher 


ſtrength ſo that ſhe died rabid. 


A Child abour 7 years ofage was commended to me by Dr. Tho.Cox. She 22.Obſee. 
had ſome Str»mein both her Arms, and one large one lying on the outſide of 3 &f_ 
the Calf of her Leg, ſtretching downwards towards the Ancle. She had ano- the arms, 
ther poſſeſſing the ourſide of that Heel. That on her Leg was {uppurated ; Lee, and 
this of the Heel burit ſome weeks before ſhe came out of the Country,and dil- _—_ 


charged its Matter by a ſmall Opening. I began with the laying open theſe 
two by Cauſtick. Out of rhe uppermoſt I diſcharged a ſerous and curdled 
Matter. After ſeparation of the Eſcars, I deterged them with Meyc. precipitar. 
and theVitriol-ſtone,much ſuſpecting a Carzes in the Heel, During which her

To the Strume in her Arms I applied Cel/us's Malagma, and dilpoſed them tg 
Reſolution. The Ulcers in the Legand Heel being deterged as aforelaid,they 
healed in few weeks : but the latter brake out again the third day,and conf; 
med me that it was carious. I went one morning whilſt ſhe was alleep, and 
applied my mildeſt Caultick ont ; :and after digeſtion of-the Eſcar I made z 
ſearch, and penetratedat leaſt half an inch deep into the Bone. I had before 
given ſuſpicion to the Parents of the Cares, and it now appearing to haveri. 
ſen originally our of the middle of the Bone, .I thought it neceſſary that they 
ſhould conſult ſome Chirurgeon in order to the-Cure of it. Mr. Holhjer met the 
Phyſician and my ſelf,and after ſearch-declared the Caries as I had repreſcnre 
it. He approved of the dilating the: Ulcer, and dreſſing the Bone dry. Calc. 
mel. Bezoard. min. &c. were then reſolved onand preſcribed by the Phyſician, 
The next day I began with the dilating the S7»us with prepared Sponge. and 


having brought it ro view, I dreſſed it daily with Dothls prefled out of fr. 


vini, and the while healed the Ulcer down to the Bone ; by which the great 
diſcharge of Matter which-o frequently threatens a HeQtick 1n others was 
prevented, and our work ſucceeded well. But. this Child had a Grandmother 
11 the Country, that out of abundance of kindneſs to the Child did much 
ſru{lrate her Cure; not only byher frequent Letters, but allo by a Woman 
ſhe ſent up, who pretended to Chirurgery, and ſeeing the Ulcer withoutin. 
flammarion, ſwelling or conſiderable dilcharge'ot Matter, reported to her 
that it was an inconliderable Soar, and would ſoon cure, at the Cliirurgeon 
did not keep it open by thruſting-Lint into it.-' | Others; both in the City and 
Country informed the Grandmother, that thecaſting offofthe Rottenneſsin 
the Bone was the work of Time,and that theUlcer needed no.fuch Drefſlings 
as I applied. Upon which ſhe perſiſted in ſgliciting the Pargnts to bring the 
Child back to her in the Country. - Theſe things coming'to my knowledge 
Put me upon as greata deſire tobe freed of the Patient, and. made me cautious 
in the drefling the Bone: for it did certainly require the aCtual Cautery; 
but I dreſſed it only ſome days with'an armed Probe dipt ma a Solution df 
wngouent Agyptiac. and extract. ſcordii ſcalding,hot,and afterwards with Doſ- 
ſils dipt ina Compoſition of o/. myrrhe, diſtillart. &c. by which at length the 
Rottennels ſeemed to be caſt off. I likewiſe, complied with all their inclins 
tions, leaving out the Doſbls, and permitting the Ulcer to Time. At theft 
leaving out the Dofſils the Ulcer-contracted, and being callous, and dreſſed 
wit a Pledgit of #nguent.tutie,retained an Opening large enough to diſcharge 
its {mall quantity of Matter : which gave hopes of its being as it were cured. 
The lacedStocking withCompreſſes under it reſtrained the influx of Humour, 
and ſtrengthned her Foot ſo that ſhe walked 'tolerably well on it. But not 


| long aſter her Bloud fermented, and the Small- pox burſt forth abundantly, 
- threatning- her life, But ſhe happily recovered out of them : yet from that 


rime her Eyes beganto be afflicted with ſharp Defluxions, and the Humours 
fermented in'one of the Glands in her Arm,which was ſeemingly before dil: 
ſolved. This put me upon the opening it by Cauſtick,and proceeding in the 
Cure : which 1 did, and accordingly ſoon cured it. In order to the Cureot 
her Eyes, Fontanels were made, Leeches applied behind her Ears, bliſtering 
Plaiſters'to her Neck, Intercipientstoher Temples,& Applications were made 
fo her Eyes ; lenient Purgatives & Alteratives were allo repeated : by which 


ſhe was relieved, But they being weakened by the Detluxion, were frequent- 
ly 
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ly ſubje& to it. Thus ſhe returned with her Parents into the Country, ſup- 


lied with DireCtions from hence. After her being there ſome time, her 
Heel apoſtemated, and I was conſulted by Letter. But her Grandmother, 
liſtening to every Pratler, governed the Child accordingly, and I ſuppoſe ir 
continues ſtill diſeaſed. 

A Gentlewoman aged 15 years,of a ſeeming healthy Conſtitution, was ſei- 
ed with a pain in her right Foct. Various Remedies were applied ; a Bone- 
ſetter was alſo employed, bur the pain increaling with Tumour, a Chirur- 

con was entertained ; who, after ſeveral Applications, ſeeing ſomewhat 
fk a Suppuration, opened it : but from that time it growing more ſinuous, 
and the Swelling greatly increaſing,he conſulted others of his Profeſſhon,and 
afterward left her to be dreſſed by one and another. After ſhe had languiſhed 
near the ſpace ofa year and half,] was conſulted, & found her Foot lapt up in 
a Cataplaſm. Upon the taking which off, I ſaw it extream big, and all apoſte- 
mated, diſcharging its Matter round, at the outſide, inſide, Sole of the Foot, 
and Heel, fo that it was eaſie to paſs a Probe through any way. Theexter- 
nal Ulcer on the Foot was large, and overgrown with an Hyperſarcofis : the 
Bones within the fa:d Foot were moit of them carious.in one part or other ; 
ſome of them were rotted to pieces. If this Patient had been tolerably ſtrong of 
Body, Amputation had been of uſe : but ſhe was emaciated, and frequently 
afflicted with a Diarrhea, Cough, anda great weaknels and dejettion of Ap- 
petite. Llyon which conſiderations the Ulcers were ſuperficially dreſſed with 
Pledgits of ung nent. Apoſtolor. and the Patient perſwaded that the Exfoliation 
of the Bones was the work of Time. But it being viſible, that Nature cou'd 
do nothing in her cale without the helpof Chirurgery in drying up the luxu- 
rious Fleſh, and making way to pull out the rotten Bones,and dreſling of the 
others which were le(s carious wi:hMedicaments accordingly drying;lI decli- 
ned the medling with it, unleſs I were permitted fo to dreſs ir, Not that I 
had any great hopes that way : but.if that were not attempted, ſhe would 
certainly die. At that inſtant we dreſſed up the Ulcer on the upper part of the 
Foot, which was overſpred with luxurious Fleſh, with Merc. precipitat. the 
other with »nguent. dizpomphol. &c. and with Compreſſes and Bandage endea- 
voured the preſſing out of the Matter, and reſtoring the Foot to ſome ſhape. 
This method was repeated every other day, with Compreſles of Tow preſſed 
out of acetum wherein had been diſſolved ſal nitri, iryrrha, camphora, &c. But 
finding the Fungns (till increaſing, we applied the attual Cautery, and there- 
by at once conſumed it down tothe Bone, and dreſſed it up with Lenients, 
From that day's dreſſing the Matter leſſened daily, and grew well digeſted. 
After the ſeparation of theſe Sloughs, we attempted the remaining Hyper/ar- 
win ſome parts with the Caultick-ſtone,& in others with o/.visr/01s, We ap- 
plied Doſſils of Lint dipt in fir. vizi on the Bones,& ſprinkled the luxurious 
Fleſh in the circumference with Merc. precipitat. as we ſaw cauſe. If this Pa- 
tient had been any whit ſtronger, I ſhould have uſed the attual Cautery oft- 
ner, and thereby laid all the rotten Bones bare,and dried them with ic : but by 
realon of her weaknels and great indiſpoſition of Body, I proceeded for the 
moſt part with Precipitare, as aforeſaid, and dreſſed her twice aweek, or eve- 
rythird day ; during which the Foot recovered a better ſhape, the Ulcers alſo 
diſcharged leſs Matter, and ſhe was more at caſe. Her Phyſician preſcribed 
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Internals, to reſiſt the ſeveral Accidents, and corrected the acidity in her ,, ome. 


Bloud ; fo that ſhe ſeemed to recover : but of late, the weather being very = of 


mous 


cold, ſhe is ſubject to a Diarrhea, and I fear will die of it. — 
A lickly weak Child, ſcarce 7 years of age, having long laboured under a therighe 
pan and diſcharge of Matter from many ftrumous Ulcers,was at laſt recom- Foo, is 
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mended to me. - He had one large ſtrumous Ulcer poſſedſing the inſide of his 
right Foot, of the compals ofa Five-ſhilling piece 1a lilver,and another on the 
outſide of the ſame Foot, paſſing its Matter between the Bones leading to the 
third and fourth Toes inte the Sole of the Foor. He had alſo Ulcers in both 
his Arms near the Elbow-joynts : likewiſe a Struma ſuppurated upon the (c. 
cond Joynt of his right Thumb. The middle Finger of his left Hand hada 
Spina ventoſa ; allo the fourth Finger of the ſame Hand was ulcerated,and the 
Bones rotten from the ſecond Joynt to the Knuckle. In order to the Cure of 
this Child there was required a neceſſity of nouriſhing it, and of correCting 
the Habit of body : for he was extreamly emaciated, and the Ulcers were all 
corroſive and exceeding painful. Upon which conſideration I declined the 
medling with him till they ſhould conſult ſome eminent perſon of our Pro. 
feſſion, who might ſee his deplorable condition, and affiſt in the Cure, They 
ſent for Sir Fra. Prujean, who preſcribed medicated Broths, cordial Julcps, 
DecoCtions of Sar/a, and other Specificks proper in his weak condition, 
Mr. Battersby was his Apothecary. 
I began with the opening that Abſceſs on his Thumb by Inciſion, whence 
I diſcharged a curdled Matter ; and feeling that Bone carious, I dreſſed it up 
with a Doſfil ſpred with «nguepr. baſilic. and a Plaiſter of the ſame over it : the 
other Fingers I dreſſed with ſome of the ſame Unguent, mixt with Merc pre- 
cipitat. and with unguent, tutie overall, endeavouring Digeſtion there. My 
main buſineſs being, to diſpole thoſe Ulcers to a healing condition which 
were in the Foot, which diſcharged ſo large a quantity of Matter,and threat- 
ned the corruption of the Bones. I madea ſearch into that Ulcer on the in. 
ſide of the Foot, and finding it hollow round, I ſtopt up the Orifice witha 
Dofſil, and applied a Cauſtick the whole compaſs of it. Tothe Ulcer onthe 
other part of the Foot I alſoapplied a Cauſtick. The next day I divided theſe, 
and # va the ſtuping them with Red wine, I dreſſed them up with Lenients 
and good Bandage. In the drefſing of the Ulcer on the outlide of the F 
rceiving the Matter likely to raiſe an Abſcels in the Sole of the Foot, I pal- 
ed a Seton-needle between the Bones through thatAbſceſs,and preveated its 
farther inſinuation by keeping that Apertion open. As theſe Eſcars caſtof, 
I deterged with IG. or the Vitriol-ſtone, and by Epuloticks lel- 
ſened the Matter, and cicatrized that Ulcer on the inſide of the Foot in three 
months. The other Ulcer I cicatrized alſo to the very Sins paſling to the 
Sole of the Foot : butone of the Bones being there carious gave me a longer 
trouble. Idreſſed it dry with a ſmall Doffil; and by keeping the Apertion 
open under it i» plante pedis, I drained the Matter, ſecured the Exfoliation of 
it, and cured it ſome time after. While theſe Ulcers were digeſting and cica- 
trizing,I proceeded in digeſting and deterging the other Ulcers ia the Thumb 
and Fingers. Thatin the ThumblI dilated with Geatian-roots, and after- 
wards dreſt the Bone with a mixrure of «nguent. Agyptiac. ſpir. vini, myrih. 
and euphorbinm hot upon an armed Probe, and kept it dilated with Doflils 
and Refrigerants over it. But finding the Sinus to abound with Matter, and 
the Bone render'd incapable of Exfoliating,I paſſed a ſmall flat-poiated Fif+ 
/a-needle through the Szz«us,and made way for the Matter to diſcharge intothe 
inſide ; then inlarging that Aperture, I dreſſed the Bone through it, and per- 
mitted the Ulcer above tocicatrize the while. Having thus diſpoſed this Bone 
to exfoliate, I laid open the Spina verteſa by Incifion tothe Bone ; and after 
dilatation of the Lips, ſeeing the Bone white, I cur into the thin Shell, and 
made way for the application of anguexe. pp &c. by which I driedit 
within, and diſpoſed it ro Exfoltation : and at length a Callss fi1l'd up that 


Trough, hardned into Bone, united with the Fleſh, and cicatrized _ 
The 
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The fourth Finger I would gladly have cur off : but not being permitted, TI 
aid it open by Incilion, pinched out a piece of that Bone next the Knuckle, 
and exfoliared the reſt. But the Knuckleit ſelf, being rotten, was ſo long in 
exfoliating, that the Joynt contracted, and the Finger remains lo weak, that 
it may well be asked why I took lo much pains to keep it on. But I have told 
you, they would not permit it to be cut off. Thoſe Ulcers in his Arms were 
cured as generally all ſuch are, viz. by removing their Coverture, by the ap- 

lication of Cauſticks, and eradicating the ſtrumous ; of which I have ſaid 
ſufficient. Thus this young Gentleman was at length cured. He bears the 
marks of his Sufferings, bur yet without Lameneſs or Deformity, fave in 
that lirtle Finger. 

Alittle Boy diſeaſed with the Ky/ng's-Evil was brought to me with anUlcer Fe 
between the Joynts of one of his Thumbs, and the Bone carious. I laid open _ j 
theUlcer on the inſide according to the length of the Bone,and dilated it with ftrumous 
Genrian-roots. After Dilaration I dreſſed the Bone with Dohils dipe i» fir, 5 On ; 
vini, rubbd the loole Fleſh with the Vitriol-ſtone, and applied Epuloticks Thumb. 
over it with convenient Bandage. After a few days dreſſing, obſerving rhe 
Bone rotten, I took hold of it in the middle witha pair of Nippers, pinched 
it in pieces, and pulled the bits out ; then cleanled the Ulcer, and dreifed the 
remaining ends with Doſlils of Lint as before. By this merhod of dreſſing 
the Caries ſeparated, and the Callws united the ends of the Bone. Upon light 
whereofT letr out my Dofils, brought the Lips together,and with Epuloricks 
& Bandage cicatrized it firmly. A day or twoafter the Child came to me with 
his Thumb bent inward. I reduced it,and ſent for a Tin-man,who made mean 
Inſtrument, which being put on & faſtned about theW riſt,retained it ſtraight, 

So I diſmiſt him into che Country : but by their neglect it is ſomewhat bent. 

A young Gentleman about 14 years of age, of a weak ſickly Conſtirution 25-Obſer- 

from his Infancy, was brought to me ſoarly afflicted with ftrumousUlcers on _ 
the Back of his right hand. They had been of many years continuance,and had Ulcers «n 
rotted the Bones. I ſtopt the Ulcers with Lint, and applicd a proportionable —— 
Cauſtick over all. The next day I divided the Eſcar, and as it ſeparated, I rigte 
rubb'd the Hyperſarcofis with a Vitriol-itone,and ſprinkled it with Merc. pre. 14nd. 
epitat. Thus I-made way to the Bones, and pull'd out what was looſe and 
lay intangled in the ſpongy Fleſh : the others I kept bare with Doffils dipt 
in þir.vint, applying Pledgits pred with Epuloticks,and Bandage over them. 
After I had dreſſed them ſome days,and had a full{ight of them,I pinched the 
molt rotten of them in pieces, dried rhe others with actual Caurery,and con- 
tinued the dre(ſing the Bones dry as aforeſaid. Mr. Hiztoz was the Apothe- 
cary, and ſupplied him with cordial Juleps and ſomewhat Antiſtrumatical, 
he not being capable of much Purging ; nor did he necd it, tor by the me- 
thod aforeſaid the Bones extoliated, and the Ulcers cured inthe ſpace of eight 
weeks with a ſmooth and firm Cicatrix. He lince enjoyerh his health, and 
ſtrength in his Hand. 

Whilſt the aforeſaid Patient was under Cure,a poor Woman brought her 25.0bfer- 
Child to mc with a ſtrumous Ulcer on the left Hand {weld and inflamed. vat- of an 
Imade a ſearch, and felt the Bone leading to the middle Finger bare. It not — 
being the time of publick Healing, I made Incifion upon it, filPd the Ulcer Hand, 
with Doſlils of Lint dipt in Merc.precipitat.and dreſſed it up with Digeſtives 
and exp. e bolo. After Dilatation, finding the Bone looſe, and ſtarted upat 
that end next the Knuckle, I raiſed it, and ſeparated it from the Metacarpi- 

w#: then dreſſed the Ulcer with Doflils dipt iz pulv. Galeni, and from that 
time deterg'd and incarned ; during which it contracted narrow, and cica- 
trized by the application of the common Epuloticks. 
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28.Obſer- A Young Woman came out of the Country with ſtrumous Ulcers in the 
— ling Bones of one of her Thumbs and one of her | Toes,near the lalt Joynt of 
the them. I laid them open by Cauſtick, and dilated them with Gentian-roogs 
_— and Doſhils of Lint : afterwards I dried them with actual Caureries, and kept 
Tos them dilated with Dofſils of Lint prefſed out of fir. v4ni ſome weeks. Dy. 
ring whichtime I ler her bloud, purged her, and preſcribed Antiltrumaticks, 
accordingly as hath been propoſed in the method of Cure. One day in pul. 
ling the Dofſils out of the Ulcer in the Toe, a big piece of the Bone came 
away with them. Finding no more upon ſearch, I permitted that Ulcer tg 
heal up by leſſening the Dofſils. But growing afterwards weary with the 
expectation of the Bone s exfoliating in the Thumb, I pinched oft the rotten 
part of it, dreſſed the Bone with Dolils as before, and ſoon after ſaw a Calu 
riſe out of that broken Bone, which uniting with the reſt of the Ulcer in- 
carned it, and it cicatrized in few days after under the Dofſils,

vat. of ing diſeaſed with -ſirumous Tumours, was commended to me by Sir Alex.

foul in both places, and began with that on che Wrilt by the application ofa 
mild Cauitick. That night the Child was ſeized witha pain in its Side anda 
Fever. This was thought by the tender Mother ro proceed from tie applica- 
tion of the Cauſtick : but the Child ſoon recovering out of it, ſhe was ſatish- 
ed by her Phyſicians otherwiſe, and I was permitted to proſecute the Cure 
as I judged neceſſary. W hereupon I went on incividing the Eſcar, and gave 
vent to a curdled Matter, drefſing it up with Lenients,and provided aga:alt 
the next dreſſing a Forms diſcutient anddrying. Ar the next opening I fo- 
mented theTumour, ſprinkled Przcipitate intothe divided Eſcar,and dreiled 
it up. After ſeparation of the Eſcar, the Ulcer appeared full of a luxurious 
Fleſh, and the Matter abounded much. I made a ſearch with a Probe, and 
found a Simw between the Radius & Uina, and the Bones carious. I laid opea 
that Sinus by Caultick,and after ſeparation of the Eſcar deterged with Merc. 
precipitat. &c. and kept that part drefſed with Doflils preſſed out of prr.vini, 
There was in the Child ſuch an acrimony in his Bloud, that I could not keep 
the Ulcer digeſted 2 days, nor check the influx of Matter,it inſinuating ic ſelf 
into the Wriſt in ſpight of all my endeavours. The very tranſpiration behind 
his right Ear ulcerated, and grew difficulr of cure. Upon ſight whereofthe 
Phyſicians preſcribed as followeth ; Ft antimonii diaphoret.in crucibulo per duas 
horas innit. q. /. ſamat ad quantit.gr. vi). tribus horis medicin. in conf. anthos 38, 
ſuperbrbendo aque infra preſcript.cochl.viy.proſingulis vicibus,quarto quoque die ſu: 
mat Calomel. gr. xij. reſine jalapit gr. iv. conf. flor. cichorei q. ſ. & fiat Bolus : ab- 
[tineat illis ditbus ab uſu antimonit diaphoretici, R ſarſaparille iy, raſ. corn. cer- 
vi, eboris, an. Fiij. fol. agrimon. veronice utriuſque, an. Miij. ſantali albi, rubi, 
an. ij. liquiritie Anglice by, lattis vaccini cong. 1). in organ. commun, diftill, i 
quoris diſt illati ſingul. thi). adde tabell, ocul. cancror. ij. ſumat ad quant. Zvi. fin- 
gulis doſtbus, addendo 49. cinnarm. hordeat. cochl. ij. During the Patient's taking 
theſe Preſcriptions, the Matter relaxed the Ligaments and Tendons ; inlo- 
muchas, coming one day to dreſs his Hand, I found it crooked, as if it had 
been falling off Cm the Joynt. I raiſed it up, and cauling it {o ro be held, I 
took off the Dreſſings,and ſaw the Joynt far ſeparated in the upper part. I 
preſently ſent to Mr. Stockdale, and directed him in the making an Inſtry- 
ment to retain the lower ſide of that Hand and Arm,and hold it even, and in 


the mean time I boulſter'd it up. The Inſtrument being made, I placed wr 
Han 
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Hand in it, and by Screws fixed to it I keptthe Joynt clofeand firm,and did 
not take it off riff chat Ulcer was cured, but proceeded in the way of dreſſing 
as above ſaid, laying open ſome SizsYs on the Back of the hand,and making 
Comprefſion upon others. The carious Bones were drefſed with a mixture 
of un2uent. Agyptiac.extratt. ſeordit, = euphorbii, and fpir. vint, applied hot 
with armed Probes and Dofſils : the luxurious Fleſh was dried and conſu- 
med by Efcaroricks, and the Ulcer cicatrized from the circumference with 
n2uent. tatie, &c. Having thus in ſome meaſure checked rhe Fluxion, and 
diſpoſed the Hand to cure, I began with that Tumour upon the Toe by the 
application of a Cauſtick, and gave venrcoa curdted Matter. Upon ſearch, 
finding the Bone carious, and part of it lying under the Nail, I was neceflita- 
ted toapply a ſmall Cauftick thereon ; which having ſoftned the Nail, I cur 
it of, made way to the Bone,and dreſſed it with Doffils of Lint preffed out of 
pir.vini :afterwards I dreſſed it with agpixture of unguent. /Egypriac. &c. up- 
on an armed Probe hor, and diſpoſed it to exfoliate. This Child had an ex- 
tream ill Habit of body, the Ulcers frequently corroding one part as it heal- 
edin others, or fermenring in his Bloud,and affefting his Lungs or his Bowels 
with bilious Colicks, &c. ſo that the Phyſicians met alſo with much difficul- 
ty. But at length an Exfoliation of the Carrilage of the Joynt of the Toe caſt 
off, ſo alfo the Cares in the Bone,and that Ulcer cured : 2 {lips of the Nailalſo 
thruſt out from the remaining Ligamenr alongft che ſides, but there grew 
none On the middle. The Ulcers on his Hand and Wriſt alſocicatrized firm : 
but the Ulcer berween the Radzus and Vines did not calt off its Bones ; but 
being well digeſted,and the Bone dilpoſed to Extoliation, it was thought fit 
to ſupply them with Medicaments and Directions, and remove him into his 
own Country, to take the benefit of the Air. He did fo, and Dr. Barker of 
Newb. took care of him there. During his being there he recovered a better 
meaſure of health, and was afterwards removed into Northamptonſbire ; 
where I attended him, dreſſed that Ulcer between the Rad. and Ulz. and left 
my Servant Mr. To. who perfected the Cure. Since which time the Patient 
hath enjoyed his health very well, and the uſe of that Joynr. And indeed, if 
the Member be kept in its true poſition, and the Joynt above it, whether EE 
bew, Knee, &c. be ſome time ſtretched our, fuch young people tail not of the 
uſe of their Lims: but where the pofition of the Member 15 negleCted, the 
Cure ſucceeds ill, and a Lameneſs remains ever after. 

A young Gentleman aged 12 years,being much emaciated & diſeaſed with 39.Obſer. 
the King's Evil, was brought to Dr. Bate's houſe, where Dr. Wills and my frymous 
ſelfmer art the Conſultation. He had an Ulcer on the outſide of his left Foot. Ulcers on 
Upon ſearch wich a Probe the Bone leading towards the littleToe felt carious ere 
the whole length ; the Foot was much ſwelled, & ſeemed to have ſeveral Ab- ten Bones, 
ſceſſes lying amongſt the Bones of the Tarſ»5sand Meratarſns. The way lI pro- 
poled of Cure was,by the laying open the Ulcer,and exfoliating ofthatBone, 
and fo to proceed in the reft of the work as 1 ſaw cauſe. This being approved 
of by Dr. Bate, he preſcribed a lenitive Bows with a few grains of Ca/omel. to 
be taken once in 4 days, and Bezoard mrneral. with a DecoQtion of ſarſaparill. 
and /ig2. lentiſc. &c. ro be drank the intermitring days. The next day I be- 
gan my work with the application of a Cauttick, and inlarged that Ulcer ; 
then laying the Bone bare, I found it rotten the whole length, and a Sizus 
ſtretching tranſverſe over the Foot, from whence a quantity of Matter flow- 
ed, which being retained by the foreſaid Bone, threatned a corruption of the 
reſt,as alſo a paſſing of its Matter down to the Sole of his Foot. Upon which 
conſideration I thought it necefſary to remove the lower rotten Bone by pit 
Ching it in pieces: Por it not yielding therero, I ſawed it, and took it out, 

By 
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By the removal of this rotten Bone the Matter had a free diſcharge,& I had the 
conveniericy of applying my Medicaments to exfoliate them, and to cleanſe 
the Ulcer ; which 1did by mzunaif. Paracel/. unguent, fuſe. tinttura myrrh &c. 

and digeſted the Lips of the Ulcer with »zguer?. baſilicon,and cicatrized them 
with «zguert. tutie and the Vitriol ſtone. During which I applied Stupes of 
Tow prelt out of a Solution of Nitreand Myrrh in Wine-vinegar, and by 
Ccmpreſlion with a lace: Sock thruſt the Matter out of its ſeveral Caviries, 
Yer ina declining part of the inſide of the Foot I afterwards feeling a linall 
colleCtion of Matter which could not be diſcharged that way,I gave vent to it 
by Cauſtick, and digelted it. After I had thus made way for dilcharge of the 
Matter,lI reltrained theHumour from flowing into the Foor,and reſtored ittg 
its natural figure, having oo more left to do,but attend-the Extoliation uf the 
ſeveral Bones. Dr.Willis began to purge the Patient with the above-preſcrihed 
Bolus : but there happening — a Superpurgation, he declined the re. 
peating of that Purge,& omitted thTproſecuting of the aforeſaid Courle pre. 
icribed by Dr. B. upon which the Matter fermented,and cauſed a pain in the 
Knee of his other Leg. Dr.Bate being deceaſed, Dr.'[ho.Cox was conlulted,and 
adviſed the repeating of Calomel. &c. But it not being proſecuted,other pains 
arole, During which it hapened that an old Gentleman came in,, who had 
tormerly lived inthe Barbadves,and practiſed Chirurgery among!t his Slaves, 
He delired to ſee our Patient dreiſed,& leeing the Foot withour Tumour and 
the Marter little and well digelted,conhdently undertook the Cure,by the gi- 

ving him a Wound-drink, and applying an Ointment to the Ulcers. The Pa 

rents rejoycing to hear their Son might be lo eafily cured, defired me to pive 

way to it, and permit my Kinſman Jaqzes Wiſeman to dreis him with that 

Unguent, ( which was no other than rhe Juice of Clowns All-heal made up 

with Butter or Hogs-lard. ) I complied wich their delires, but withal adviled 

them to leave off the uſe of the Bandage, knowing well that it would livcll, 

and diſcourage the Undertaker. Bur they continued it ; andaſter lomeof 
their Servants had learned how to drels him, they dilinifſed my Kinſman, I 

would gladly have finiſhed the Cure, bur I rook my leave by the way of 4 

Letter, wherein I prediCted what followed : for what could be expeRed from 

oreazy Ointments,but corruption of the Bones ? This young Gentleman be- 

ing thus taken out of my hands, gave occaſion to ſome eiivious men of my 

Profeſſion to report it otherwile to my prejudice ; whereforel have here in- 

{erted the Letter I received from his Father inan{wer to mine.

A Child of about 5 yearsofage came out of the Country the Summer after 3:.Obſer. 
the Burning ofthe City of Loxdon, with an Ulcer in his Heel and another in jp. 
his Arm, with carious Bones. His Friends conſulted a Chirurgeon of their Ulcers 
acquaintance, who perſ{waded them to return with the Child intothe Coun- — 
ry, telling them Time would cure it. But that proving anill Chirurgeon, 
and not performing it, they brought the Child again about a year ” to 
London, and came to me with him. He was then languiſhing under a heQick 
Fever,the Ulcer in theHeel was very large,and the Bone totally rotten. There 
was alſo another upon the Os aſfraga/i as bad, and others upon thoſe Bones 
which lead to the Crond and third Toes. On the outſide of the other Leg there 
was a ſinuous Ulcer,and the lower part of the Fibu/z was carious, as likewiſe 
was the inſide of that Ancle. The right Hand was ulcerated from the Wriſt 
up the Arm between the Radius and Ulna,making Ulcers on both (ides of the 
Bones : they were alſo carious the length of between two and three inches: 
his Neck was alſo full of S?ru-e : and to theſe he had an Ozens, and a thick 
chapt Lip. I would gladly have declined the medling with him, as being my 
ſelf then much indiſpoled, and the more at the ſight of this miſerable crea- 
ture, whoſe condition I knew not how to help. For to propoſe Amputation 
of a Leg or Arm in this Patient, might have ſavoured of much cruelty, but 
zvailed nothing, while the other Parts were ſo diſeaſed. But his Friends 
would have no nay : they brought him to my houſe, and obliged me to dreſs 
him. I began my work with that Ulcer beneath the Ancle on the inſide of 
the Foot. The Opening being ſmall, and the Ulcer and Caries large under- 
neath it, there was a neceſlity of laying it open to come tothe Bone ; Inje- 
ions ſignifying nothing there but to make the Ulcer more ſinuous : yet the 
laying it open was hazardous, by reaſon of the Artery which paſſed over the 
arious Bone : but there was no avoiding it. Therefore placing the Child 
upon a Table near me, I applieda Cauſtick upon the Abſceſs. Then, while 
twas working, I dreſt the other Ulcers, which wasat leaſt an hour's work. 

That done, I cauſed an aftual Cautery to be put intothe hire, ready for my 
uſe in caſe of need, then took off the Dreflings from the Foot ; and finding the 
Cauſtick had work'd asI deſigned, I made Inciſion overthwart the Eſcar to 
the Bone, by which I divided the Artery. The bloud burſting out with great 
force, I filld up the Incifion with Dofſils dipt in pubv. fine part Jo. Ardern.with 
Emplaſter over it. Whilſt I was binding it up, I bethought my ſelf, if by 
any accident it ſhould chanceto burſt out again, the Child might bleed to 
death before I could have notice ; or they might alarm me in the gi | 
a ſuſpicion of his bleeding, when I ſhould not be ſo provided to reſiſt che Ac- 
cident as now I was : and withal conſidering, I might at the ſame time ſe- 
cure the bleeding, and dry the Caries in the Bone, I unbound it, threw our the 
Dofſils, and —— the attual Cautery in the place, ſtoprt the bleeding,and 
dried the Caries. Thar done, I dreſſed the Bone with Doflils dipt in a new- 
hid Egg, and applied on the Eſcars «nguent. refrigerans Galeni cum empl.Z bo« 


hb, with Compreſs and Bandage dipt in Oxycrate. After which they _—

him home. Dr. Quarterman was their Phyſician, and preſcribed him Ani. 
ſtrumaticks, &c. The Ulcer in the Ancle bled no more, nor was that Bune 
much troubleſome after. We laid open the inſide of the Arm by Cauſtic!; : 
and feeling the Bones carious, and the great Artery lying in our way, we 
cut off that, and by the attual Cautery dried it ; then made way to the other 
carious Bones, and laid them open. T hen cutting open the outſide of the Heel, 
and ſeeing that extreamly rotten, in ſome parts quite through, we opened 
the other ſide, took part of the Heel-bone out, and dried the remainder with 
the attual Cautery, then dreit the Ulcers with mundif. Paracelſi with and 
without Merc. precipitat. Some of the Bones lels carious we drelſed withex. 
tract, ſcordii, and others with unguert. A-gyptiac. and pulv. myrrhe, &c, ap- 
plying «ngnent, tutie over the tender Lips. To the Ozea we uſed InjeRtions 
of decott. hordei cum ſems. cydon, &c. and ol. amygd. dulc, to bring off the cruſts: 
then with DecoCtions ot rad. biſtort. tormentill,rad. ireos, flor.roſ.rub. and bac. 
myrtill, decoCted in a Chalybeat-water, we dried the Ulceration. To his Lip 
we uſed a Fotws of an emollient DecoCtion, allo a Pomatum with arcan. coral. 
 linum, Thus we proceeded with great induſtry : but as ſome Parts Cured, 
others brake out, and the Patient died in a Maraſmrw after all our Endeavours, 
Yetthat you may not be diſcouraged in giving your aſſiſtance towards the 
curing theſe ſort of Ulcers with Caries, I have here inſerted one Obſervation 
as it was communicated to me by Mr. Clarke, a Chirurgeon dwelling ar 
Bridgenorth in Shropſhire, who was ſometime my Servant.

Tou may pleaſe to remember that about 2 years and a half ſince I'writ to you con- 
cerning a Scrophulous perſon, who was extreamly diſeaſed, and had paſſed under ſe. 

He 
had a large hard Tumour in the right Inguen, which reached down in ſcirrhow 
Knots all that Thigh and Leg. He had many Ulcers on that Foot, one whereof piſ- 

There was an Vlcer 
on his Heel, and another upon the Tarlus ; in both which the Boxes were foul. He 
had alſo many Ulcers upon the Metatarſus. Touwere pleaſed to preſcribe him « 
purgative Pill, with Merc. dulcis to take twice aweek, alſo a decott. farſz, Gr. 
for his uſual drink, with antimon. diaphoret. to /weat thrice aweek, All which 
we obſerved, The Ulcers were laid = 4s you adviſed, and thoſe Bones I could ly 
bare were dreſſed with pulv. rad. ariſtoloch. rot. euphorb. &. by which they were 
exfoliated, I kept the Ulcer in the Ancls open with a Skain of ſilk the ſpace of ten 
weeks, and ſyringed it daily with a Tinitareof Myrrh, in aq. Mercurial. and aq, 
calcis, till the Bones caſt off, then healed it. The aforeſaid Water ſerved me to 
deterge and cure the other Ulcers, The ſcirrhous Tumours and Knots were embro- 
cated with unguent. ad ſtrumas, and at length reſolved thereby, He walks

and take their beginning from vicious Humours inflaming the T axica ad- 
nata, Which increaſing doth alſo ſometimes affe(t the other Tunicles, as the 
cornea, &c., with great pain, tenſion, pulſation, &c. whence Puſtule ariſe and 
ſuppurate, terminating tor the moſt part in Ulcers, which leave hard Cicatri- 
25, and by reaſon of the ſharp Defluxian falling upon theedges of the Eye- 
lids, do make a Blearedneſs : upon which account theſe Inflammations are 
generally called Lippitndo by the Latins. 

This differeth from the common Ophrhalmia, in that it is periodical, and Diffe- 
$accompanied either with (itrumous Swellings in the Neck, a thick chapr © 
wper Lip, 0zena, or ſome other Accident. , ' 

The Cauſes are the ſame with thole of the Kyzng's-Evil ; yet may it be Cauſes, 
more particularly imputed to abundance of humidity repletiog the Head, 
and deſcending to the weak Eyes. 

The Signs of Ophthalmiaare apparent by what I have already delivered of Signs. 
the Diſeaſe. Thoſe of the Cauſes are as followeth. If the Ophthal/mia be from 
Plenitude, the Face is high-coloured, the Eye-lids ſomewhat ſwelled and in- 
famed, the capillary Veins large and tull ; yet the Humours are not ſo apt 
to fret as in other caſes, nor is the pain extreamly vehement. Ifthe Diſeaſe 
te from Choler, the Viſage is not red, but the pain is ſharper, and with Ex- 
ciation of the Eye-lids.1t the Ophtha/mia proceed from Pituitous Humpurs, 
althe forementioned Symptoms of Inflammation, pain, &c. are more re- 
miſs, and the lacrymal Humours are not corroding, unleſs there be a mixture 
offaline Humour joyned with ir. W hether an Ophrhalmia may ariſe from Me- 
lacholy, I doubt ; bur if it do, there is ſinall fluxion or pain. That proceeding 
from the Ky;ng's Evilisof an acid quality, with ſharp fluxion and pain ; the 
Fye-lids arealſo more apt to be gummed together with a viſcous Humour 
than they are in thoſe from the other aforeſaid Cauſes. Whether the Hu- 
mours atteQting the Eyes flow from the external or internal Veſſels, may be 
dice:ned by their complaint. For if they flow from the Pericranium, &c. 
the pain, pulſation, with heat in their Forehead and Temples, will demon- 
ſtrate it : but if the contrary, the pain will be more intenſe, and deeper with- 
amongſt rhe Membranes ; there will beallo an itching in the Palate and 
Noſtrils, with frequent Sneezing, 

The Time of the Inffammartion ought allo tobe conlidered 1n order to the 
Cure, and is thus diſcerned : in the beginning the Eyes look red, and the Hu- 
mours diſtilling upon them are thin ; 1n the augment, heat and'pain increaſle ; 
inthe ſtate, the accidents of inflammation and pain are great, and the Hu- 
mours thicken, and do gum the Lids together. eſpecially in the night; in 
the declination, the fluxion, pain, &c. do viſibly diminiſh. 

Ophthalmia ſtrumoſa is of moſt difficult Cure,& in Children very vexatious, Prozm- 
by reaſon of the humidity they abound with ; alſo becauſe of their froward- *'* 


neſs, and incapacity of taking proper Remedies, or admitting external Ap- 
plications : 


Gone Eyes are frequently a Species (as I have ſaid ) of the Kjng's. Evil, 
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plications: andin conſideration of the laxity of their Eyes,they are ſubje& tg 
relapſe uponevery little diſorder. Thoſe ariſing by conſent from the interna] 
Parts, the Dura mater, &c. are incident to more grievous Symptoms than 
thoſe which proceed from the Pericraniwm and other external Parts. 

Ifin an Ophthalmia the pain, &c. perſevere any long time, there is danger 
that the Tunicles of the Eye may be corroded : and if the cornea happen tg 
have been long ulcerated, a Blindneſs followeth, or at leaſt a Dimneſs of fght 
by reaſon of the condenſation of a groſs Matter about the Pupil. 

In order to the Cure, their Diet ought to be of Meat ofcalie digeſtion, as 
hath been ſhewed in the method of Cure of the Ev1/, with great moderation 
avoiding all ſharp, ſalt, hot or —_ and ſuch as may beger Crudities, 
In the beginning of the Diſeaſe Wine is forbidden. Hydromel is alloweg : 
but in hot bilious Defluxions deoot?. hordes cum tantillo aq. cinnam. is only per- 
mitted, The Air oughtto be pureand temperate ; that which is indy, 
duſty or ſmoaky, being offenſive tothe Eyes; fois Sun-ſhine : therefore we 
adviſe them to wear {ſomewhat of Silk or Linen before their E yes,commonly 
a piece of green Sarſenct. Exerciſe of all kind is forbidden, and Quiet enjoy. 
ned. Sleep is in theſe Diſeaſes neceſſary, when they can get it, the Eyes en- 
joying Quiet the while, which mightily conduces to their Recovery, Their 
Bodies ought to be kept ſoluble.by Clyſters and lenient Purges; ſtrong Cz 
tharticks being not approvedof”in Diſcaſes of the Eyes. Yer according to 
Hippocrates,Ophthalmia laborant? alvi profluvium bonum eſt : and we ſometimes 
ſee after a Superpurgation tae Fluxton much diminiſhed : but that may rather 
be imputed to Nature, which ſo disburtheneth her ſelt.In preſcribing totheſe 
Diſeaſes the Conſtitution mult be conſ1dered,8& after Purging Anodynesare 
neceſſary, toquiet the Fermentations raiſed thereby ; to which purpoſe con- 
duce ſyrup. paralyſeos, de papavere erratico,de papavere compoſit. Meſue, of which 
this is the Preſcription. R capitum papaver, albi & nigri cum ſuis ſeminibu an, 
Zvj. & 51j. capill, Veneris xv. glycyrrhiz, 3v, jujubar. num, xXx. ſem. lactute\y, 
male, cydon. an, 3v). coq. in tbviiy. aq. font. aa medietatis conſumptionem ; po 
moditum B colature thiij. penidiorum, ſacchar. alh. an. th\. fiat Syrupus, All the 
teſtaceous Powders preſcribed in the general Cure of Strume are here of uſe, 
alſo Calomel. Merc. precipitat. alb, Merc. diaphoret, bezoard, mineral. antimon.6& 
ceruſſ. diaphoret. _—_ Salivation, by purging the Mercury off ſometimes 
with infuſ.rhab. ſyr. rhab. & de cichoreo cum rheo, diaſereos, &c. In the deci 
ning of the Ophthalmia, and indeed after general evacuation and diverſion of 
the Humours, you will tind bathing the Body in Water lukewarm of great 
advantage to contemperate hot and ſharp Humours,if the Seaſon of the year 
and their Age becapable oft. 

Derivation is neceſſary in this Diſeaſe ; and ifthere be Inflammation, or 
that Bloud abound, they may bleed by Lancet inthe Arm, Neck, &«, other- 
wiſe by Leeches behind the Ears. Shaving the Head, Bliſtering, Cupping, 
Fontanels and Setons are of frequent uſe : but Fontanels made in the Neck 
do often cauſe Srrume to ariſe thereabouts; therefore Sir Fra. Prujean, ſome 
years before his death, preſcribed them behind the Ears. 

In the application of external Remedies to the Eyes, we ought not tobe 
over-forward ; for the mildeſt Medicaments dropt into them prove generally 
offenſive in the beginning of Inflammation : beſides, we ſee in our aily pra- 
Qice,that theleſs diſturbances of them go oft by general Evacuation and Deri 
vation ; and that thoſe Eyes have fared worſt which have been moſt treated 
by Topicks. We may apply Intercipients upon the Temples, of Maſtick, 74 
kamahaca, empl. ad herniam, &c. Frontals may alſo be applied of bol. Armen. 


ſangu. dracon, balauſt, cum aceto & albumine ovi. If you judge the Humour to 


flow 
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flow from the Pericranium and external Parts, you may apply Altringents to 
the Jugulars and round aboat the NeckscBut1t the Inflammation be ludden, 
and the pain vehement, after EvacuaridqpbyJenienePurgatives,or a Clylter 
and VenzſeQion, you may have recourſeto Anodynes ; amonglt which 
Breaſt-milk and the White of a new-tatb Egg have precedency, applied ex- 
ternally, or dropt into the Eye. There are Objections made againſt the u'e 
of them both, -viz. that by chedropping of Milk into the Eye it may curdle, 
and by its acrimony offendthe Eye: foalſo the Whireof anegg may by its 
incraſſating quality increaſe the hear 1n them. To prevent thele inconveni- 
ences, you may mix them with Roſe-water, or uſe them with more caution, 
In the preparing Medicaments to drop into the Eyes, the Ingredients mixed 
with the Co/lyria ought to be well waſhed, that they may be without acri- 
mony, and ſo ſubtilly powdered, as thar they be not 1n the leaſt gritry. The 
Decoftions ought allo to be cleanly. made: and in the dreſſing of the Eyes 
there ought to be eſpecial care in cleanling them and their Lids of viſcous 
Matter ; to which purpoſe an Eye-cup is moſt necefſary. This being obſer- 
ved, you may apply mucilaginous Liquors, or Cataplaſms ; for they are good 
Anodynes. Be mucilag. ſem. pſyllii, cydonior. cum ag. roſ. & papaver. extratt. 
an. 3). camph, croct, an.gr. V j. alburn, vi, Miſc. Or, B medulle panis alb. in latte 
& ag. roſ. macerate, pulpe pomorum aulc. an.3). mucilag, ſem. pſyllii & fenugrec. 
4. papaver, extratt. an. 36. vitell. ovi, camph. gr. v\.croct 5). Miſc. If pain be 
rehement, you may add to either of them two grains of Opium, or a »ncilag, 


ſem. papaver, albi extraQted cum aq. plantag. roſ. &c. applied in the form of a 


Cataplaſm. 

But if the Ophthalmia be not accompanied with grievous pain, you ſhall 
then conſider whether the Diſeaſe be in its beginning, f{ate,or declination, & 
proportion your Medicaments accordingly. For let the Empiricks boaſt of 
this or that univerſal Col/yrinm, they cannot cure theſe Ophtha/mie with any 
one particular Medicament : for in the Beginning of Inflammation they re- 
quire Repellents, and in the increaſe ſomewhat of Relolvents ought to be 
mixed with them ; in the State they onght to be treated with Reſolvents ofa 
digeſtive quality, and in the Declination with Reſolvents and Deterlives of 
an exſiccant quality. Authors do nor all agree of the ſet time when we 
ſhould begin our Applications to the Eyes ; but all of them concur in the 
proceeding firſt with general Evacuation and Diverſion of the Humour, and 
aerwards, ſuppole about the third day, ro uſe Co/lyria. They ought to be 
moderately repelling; not too ſtiptick, leſt the Tunicles of the Eyes be 
thereby dried, and prohibit tranſpiration, and ſo increaſe the pain. 

We begin 'with Repellents : of which ſort the ſtrongeſt are the Whites of 
new-laid eggs beaten toa froth with a piece of Alum. You ought to apply it 
tothe Eye-lids, the Patient lying upon his Back the whuye. This 1s only pro- 
per in the beginning of hot Defluxions. Be zroch. alb. Rhaſ. 36. bol. Armen. Dj, 
9. roſ. rub, lat, muliebris, an, 3. mix them in a Stone-mortar, and ſtrain it 
out for uſe, Re pu/pe pomor. acidor. wel cydonior. cot, ina . roſ. &+ plantag.

51). coq. in aq. equi- 
ſeti & rof. an. q. ſ. fiat Fotus. The Third day, or accordingly as the Diſeaſe 
ndicates,we add Diſcutients to the Repellents, R flor. fxchados, ſambuci,an. 
MS. for.roſ.rnb.Pj.coquant in 4q.plantag. pro Fotu, R colature ſuperſcript Ziiyſar- 
weoll.Zj, lap.tutie preparat, 3. BUFTIAHSY in mortario marmoreo,@ coletur pro uſt. 

In the State of the Diſeaſe Authors generally apply Refolveats, 
viz. ſem, lini, fanugrec. althees, flor. melilot. chamem. Sc. decocted 
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in Water,and applied warm with Stupes. It aflwaged the pain by breathing 
out the groſs Matter. The Co/ria'may be a Solution of thus, ſarcocol. ſacchay. 
albi, lap. tutie, &c. in thepreceding ion: or, Re decott, ſem. faenupre, 
Zi1j. thurts, ſarcocolle, ant. 36. croci 8, Mifee probe, & oculo inſtilletur. Topre. 
vent the gumming ofthe Eye-lid$3@tita piece of Sponge fir.to cover the Eye, 
and at night, when rhe Patient 151mfbed, dipit in 49. verbene, euphraſie, rg. 
ar.any one of them, and oy it wet upon the Eys, the warmer the better, 
ſo it do not ſcald. This will keep the Eye cool, and ſuck up the moiſture, 
Inthe Declination, Re 2utie preparate 3). aloes lote 36. ſacchar. alb, ij, in- 
fund. in ag. fenicull, verbene, euphraſie, rute, an. 3), poſtea colentur, & ad uſum 
erventur : Or, Rwitriols albi, tutia __ an. 3j. camphore 5). infund. in 49. 
ro. pro Collyrio. In caſe the Tunicles of the Eye grow too dry, B folior, endi. 
vie, nymphee, lattuce, ſolani, flor. violar. W rub, an. M). radic.althee, 36. (om, 
fenngrect E1. cog. pro Fotu. After the ule whereof you may apply ung ue, 
rutie mag. ad oculos ;, or this, R butyri Maialis fine ſale, ungaent. roſat. lot, is 
aq. roſ. an. 5jb. — aur, &: argent. an. 5). aloes 5ij. camphore 36. Miſc. 
$. 4. in mortario plumbeo pro uſu. Thele are t9 be put into the Corners of the 
Eyes at night going tobed; and in the morning cleanſe them with this or 
ſuch like : BR aq. agrimon. roſar. lattis muliebris, an. part. equal. Miſc. In other 
caſes greazy Unguenrs ought not to be applied to the Eyes. 


Child about fix years of age, heretofore ſubject to the Kzzg's Evil, was 

the laft Summer diliempered with a heat ſcattering over her Head, 
Face, Neck and Shoulders,which meeting with ſome check returned inward, 
and affeQed her Eyes with Inflammation and great Fluxion. Upon notice 
thereof, I direQted a Clyiterof Milk, Sugar, and a little Salt, applied emp 
ad herniam upon her Temples, and preſcribed the drefling her Eyes with 
Breaſt-milk cum albumine ovi conquaſſat. and Cloths to be dipt in the ſame, 
to lie on all night, The next morning Leeches were applied behind the 
Ears, and 4 or 5 ounces of bloud was taken away ; that day allo a Clylter 
was again repeated, and the Applications to the Eyes continued. The next 
morning were given her 7 gr. of Calomel. with 1 5 gr. ſacchar.alb. which purg; 
ed her 4 times. That night ſhe took ofthe anodyne Syrup cochl. 1. i aq. pe 
paver, 31ij, 4q. cinnam. hordeat. cochl. ij.alloa Cataplaſm ex pomis acid, &c. was 
applied. She reſted well that night, and in the morning her Eyes were 
marvellouſly recovered. 

A Child ofabout ten years of age, having been long diſeaſed with fore Eyes, 
and paſſed through molt of the Empiricks hands in the Town and County, 
came to me,with great Fluxion, P»fule and Cicatrices from former Eruptions, 
She had alſo ſome ſmall Glands on both ſides of her Neck. I applied Plai- 
ſters upon her Temples to reſiſtthe Influx, and made Fontanels behind both 
her Ears by Cauſticks. I likewiſe fomented her Eyes with a DecoQtiones 
flor. ſambuci, chamem. ftechad. roſ. rub. & furfuris, and brought her an Eye- 
cup, and a Collyrium of ſarcocoll, lap. tutie & ſacchar. in aqua pomor. dulc. to 
waſh her Eyes. I purged her the next morning with i»f»/. ſexe, rhab. &c. 
cums ſyrnpo roſ. & agarico, and laid her to reſt at night with an Anodyne 
draught. The day after I drew ſome bloud by Leeches behind her Ears ; and 
the next day preſcribed her a medicated Ale of ſar/a, lien. lentiſc. with mile 


ped. &c. for her conſtant Drink ; with which ſhe rook antimon. Sen 


Once in 4 or 5 days I purged her with Merc. dulc. cum ſaccharo; and thole days 
ſhe did not purge, I bathed her in Milk and Water temperately warm. Idid 


not uſe many Collyria, A Solution of /ap. tutie cum ſacchar. in aq. plantag.& 
rof. finiſhed the Cure ; which indeed was done by contemperating the acid 
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Humours. There remained ſome Cricxtrices, which I left to wear off, it be- 
ing the work of Time; which accordingly effeted it. The Glands did re- 
folve during her Courſe of Phyſick, and ſhe continueth very well to this 


day. 

A Child aged about 10 years was diſeaſed with a ſharp Defluxion on both 
her Eyes, with an Oz, and thick chapt upper Lip. She hadalſoa Fonta- 
nel in her Neck, which was much inflamed, and many Wax-kernels about 
it: which I ſuppoſing to ariſe from the anguiſh of it, threw out the Pea, and 
drefſed it with Lenients, at the ſame time applying Caulticks behind her 
Ears. I alſo applied emp/. ad herniam to her Temples, and preſcribed a Fo- 
mentation and Collyrinm., as it is ſet down in the method of Cure in the State 
of the Fluxion. I adviſed the ſnufing up of ol. amygd.dulc. to free her No- 
{rils of the cruſty Matter which hihder'd her breathing, and afterwards pre- 
ſcribed her a decod?. hordei cum radicibus althee,which was caſt up her Noſtrils 
with a Syringe, deſiring her to forbear picking of her Noſe. Her Lip was 
ſomented with ſome of the ſaid Decottion, and anointed with this following 
Unguent : B ſev; vitulini & agnini an. 38. unguent. reſrig, Galeni 3j. ſucc. 
plantaz. ſolani, an. 5x. coquantar ad ſuccor. conſumptionem : Colature adde ce- 
roſe 51). plumbi uſti 3v). litharg. aur, & argent. an. 36, antimonii, tutie, 4y. 
It). oles vitell, ovor. 3X. cere alb. q. /, fiat Unguentum S. A, During theſe Ap- 
olications a Clyſter was preſcribed, and ſhe was purged with z»fuf. ſer, 
thab. &c. and afterwards Calomel. was appointed her once in 3 or 4 days, 
alſo a medicated Ale of /ar/a, lign.lentiſc milleped 8c. for her conſtant Drink, 
Bezoard. mineral. was likewiſe preſcribed thoſe days that Purging was in- 
termitted. By this method the Fluxion was removed from the ſeveral Parts, 
and the Ullcerations dried up : thoſe in her Eyes by Collyria of lap. tutiz, cala- 
min. &c. and the 0214 by decott. rad. tormentill, biſtort. ſumach, balauſt. &c, 
in aq. chalybeata. Towards the end of her Courſe of Phylick, obſerving her 
Skin rough and dry, Icauſed her to be bathed in Water temperately warm, 
with a bag of Bran to fir upon. A Cicatrix remained upon one of her Eyes, 


but it afterwards wore oft. 


A Child of about 5 years of age was brought out of the Country to me ,. 


with great Defluxions in both his Eyes, and his upper Lip (welled from the 
kme Humour. He had paſſed through various hands unſucceſsfully in the 
Country. I purged him with iff. rh46. in ſmall Beer, cum ſyr. diaſer. and 
once in 2 or 3 days gave hima few grains of Merc. diaphoret. and ſome nights 
ananodyne Syrup 7 49. papaver, I alſo preſcribed a Fotes and Collyrium, as is 
ft down in the method of Cure in the State of the Fluxion. By which me- 
thod the Fluxion ceaſed, and he recovered in 10 or 12 days. A few days after 
hefell ſick of the Small-pox, of which he likewiſe recovered. I then deſigned 
the Purging him : but his Friends not thinking it neceſſary,I deliſted from vi- 
fting him, till his Eyes inflamed again ; and then they ſent for me. I purged 
tim with Whey, Manna, and /a/pruxel. applied Repellents to his Forchead 
and Temples, and drew bloud by Leeches behind his Ears ; alſo repeated le- 
nient Purgatives with Ca/omel., once in 3 or 4 days, and made Fontanels be- 
hind his Ears ; his Hair was ſhaved off his Head, and a quilted Cap was put 
on. Anodynes were dropt into his Eyes, according to the method propoſed 
inpainful Defluxions ; by which they were eaſed. Bur ſoon after he fell into 
2 Diarrhea,by which he was perfectly freed of the Defluxion on his Eyes and 
Lip. But the Diarrhea terminated in a Dyſenteria, and weakened him much, 
I preſcribed him decod?. corn. cervi ſti, with a few rad. ſcorzonere,cinnamomt, 
which he drank with Milk. Clyſters of Mill cam vite{. ovi were frequently 


adminiſtred,and a few drops of a liquid Ladanwm at night in the _—_— De- 
coction. 
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cottion. AfterwardsI ſtrengthned his Bowels with elec?, diaſcord. conf, roſ. 
rub. pulv.Rhei, &c, by which he was allo moderately purged. He atterwargy 
recovered ſtrength by continuing his Milk-drink. During his Diarrhea j 
healed up the Fontanels behind his Ears, and after his recovery made him z 
Fontanel in one of his Arms, and diſmiſt him. He was afterwards in the 
Country ſubject to ſome little weakneſs in his Eyes at times, upon ſome acci. 
dent of cold ; upon which account his Friends conſulted me : but of late 
years he hath been very well. " "TPP 

A Child aged 3 years was brought to Loxdoz to me with ſharp Defluxions 
upon both his Eyes, and Str#me on both ſides of his Neck. I applied emp, 
ad herniam to his Temples, fomented his Eyes with Repellents and Diſeuti. 
ents, and made Fontanels behind both his Ears. The ſecond night after] 
gave him viij. gr. Merc. diaphoret, and in the morning purged him with Rhy. 
barb-drink, repeating this method once 1n 5 days : and on the intermitting 
days I-gave him a ſcruple of Dr. Walter Needham's pulv. antiſtrumat. By this 
courſe the Child recovered, and was returned into the Country. Since 
that he hath frequently relapſed, and new S/rume have arole : but by proſe. 
cuting the former method he hath.recovered as often, and the Strume atter- 
wards reſolved, we ſcarce applying any thing to them. 

A young Gentleman of about 16 years of age was, afrer the Small-pox, 
aPiced with ſore Eyes, with a P»ſu/ain one of them ; which nor yielding 
to the common method of Purging, &c. I was conſulted, and preſcribed 
Fotus and Collyrium, as 1n the [tate of the Fluxion ; and by giving him 3 Do- 
ſes of Merc, dulcis of 15 grains per doſin, 1n-10 days I cured him ot his Diſtem- 
per ſo perfeCtly, that it returned no more. 

A Child ofabout 8 yearvof age had been diſeaſed two months with ſharp 

Defluxions upon both her Eyes, with Pu/fu/e and Excoriation of the Lids; 
ſhe had alſo an Ozexa and thick upper Lip chapt, I purged her with /yr. dis. 
ſereos in a draught of Whey inthe morning, and ſome hours after ſent her 
ſome aſtringent Emplalters to apply to her Temples and Forehead, preſcri- 
bing the bathing her Eyes with breaſt-milk mixed with aqua plantag. That 
night ſhe rook an anodyne Syrup in a draught of Mace-ale, and lept with 
Sponges upon her Eyes dipt in the foreſaid Liquor. The next morning I let 
her bloud in the Arm 6 ounces, and {yring'd her Noſtrils with decot?. hordei 
& radic. althee, adviſing her to forbear picking her Noſe. Her Lip was agoin- 
red with »7mgnent. tutie ad oculos, withan addition of Merc. precipitat. finely 
poudered. The next morning I gaveher 12. gr. of Merc. 4iaphoret. and from 
that time purged her once in 5 days with Ca/omel. iz con. roſar. damaſe. and 
cauſed her to be bathed the intermitting days. After I had cleanſed her Noſe 
of its cruſty filth, I ſyringed it with this following Decottion : BR fol. plantag. 
ſummitat. rubi, ooniftes, an. M6, myrobolan. citr. 31). floy, roſ. rub, P). pom,grana. 
num. \. contund. & coq.in aq. plantag. & rof. rub. an. tj. Colature adde ["7r. dit 
moron, de rof. ſice. an. 35 mellis A:gyptiaci 33. Miſc, pro uſu. Her Eyes reco- 
ver'd after the firſt bathing ſo well, that ſhe was able to look upon the light, 
and in leſs than 14 days was perfettly recovered. Burt abouta year anda half 
after ſhe grew indiſpoſed, and was ſeized with Convultions. I purged her 
with infuf. ſene, rhab. &c.and afterwards preſcribed her three or four Doſes 
of Merc. dulcis, and thereby freed her of thoſe Convullions. 

A Child aged about 6 years, of a weak tender Conſtitution, having been 
long ſubje& ro Defluxions upon his Eyes, Catarrhs,c. was after ſeveral un- 
ſucceſsful Attempts recommended to my care. I began with the making 
him a Fontanel in his Neck by Cauſtick. ( It had been made ſixteen days be- 
fore he knew of it, and then it was deſcried by the clinging of his Hair to the 
Plaiſter, 
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plaiſter. From that time he grew froward with it, and in compliance with 
him it was healed up again 2 or 3 months after. ) Having fixt the Fontanel, I 
began to purge him with an Infuſion of Rhubarb in a ſmall Ale,and gave him 
6 grains of Merc. diaphoret. in a {poonful of White-bread and Milk, repeat- 
ingthis Powder and the Infuſion of Rhubarb once in 4 or 5 days. So often 
2s I deſigned larger Evacuation,I mixed a purging Syrup with the Rhubarb- 
drink : and the following night preſcribed him a ſ{poonful of the anodyne Sy- 
rup in Mace-ale, or what elſe he beſt reliſht. A Pearl-julep was made him of 
adiſtilld Milk, cum ag. cinnam. horadeat. & ſacchax. alb. allo a-medicated Ale 
was preſcribed him of hr Aus lign. lentiſc. ſantal. alb. paſſul. maj, enuclear. 
. ſalvie, beton. enphraſie, milleped. cort. citr. & nuc. moſchat. He was ex- 
tream nice in taking any thing of Phyſick, ſo was for the moft part cheated 
into it. He was alſo more ſhy in admitting of Topicks. Sometimes in extre- 
mity of pain in his Eyes Stupes were applied to them wrung out of a decotF. 
flor. ſambuci, cham. roſ. rub. &c. Collyria were more rarely applied : thoſe that 
were uſed were aq. pomor. daulc. and ſometimes other diftilPd Waters where- 
in had been infuſed 7roch. alb. Rhaſ. or ſarcocoll. lap. tutie, ſaccharum. The 
Water was filter'd clear, The Medicaments we laid the ſtreſs mainly on 
were, infuſ. rhab. and putv, Merc. diaphoret, By which and the anodyne Sy- 
rup he was certainly relieved 1n his greatelt extremity. He was frequently 
well three or four months together, and at length hath in a great meaſure 
worn off the many Diſturbances ; yet, being of a tender Conſtitution, may 
te incident to Defluxion upon his Eyes : but he hath been hitherto certainly 
relieved, as I ſaid, by the foreſaid Preſcriptions. 


A young Woman about 23 years of age had many Srume on both ſides of Odſer

round, others oval, of a different ſize : ſhe had much pain in her Head, and 9p#tbat-

was ſubje& roa Catarrh. I purged her with infuſ. ſene, rhab. cum. ſyr roſ.cam "© 
garico,Y&c. and preſcribed her a decot?, ſarſe with Antiſtrumaticks, alſo Be- 
20ard, mineral. and purged her afterwards oncein 5 days with Calomel. and 
diegrid. cum ſyr. de pomis magiſtral. 1 fomented the Glands with deco#F. rad. 
eladioli, cucumeris agreſt. bryonie, &c.and embrocated them with ol. ex ped. bo- 
vin.ſome time,and aſterwards applied a Malagma of Corn.Celſ. by which they 
diſſolved very much, and ſhe recovered good health. But about 6 months 
after ſhe came to me afflicted with a ſevere Defluxion in both her Eyes. I let 
her bloud in the Arm 10 ounces, and repeated the former Courſe of Phyſick ; 
then preſcribed a lenient Fotus, and a Collyriam ex mucilag. ſem. pſyllii, &c. 
and let her bloud in the other Arm 7 or 8 ounces, applying empl. e pice Bur- 
gund, to her Neck, and Intercipients to her Temples : by which ſhe recove- 
red of the Defluxion in her Eyes, and by the uſe of a Collyrium ex infuſ. croc. 
metall, her Sight grew ſtrong. 


A young Gentlewogan came to London labouring under great Inflam- 10.Ovfeer. 
mation with a P«ſt/a in her left Eye. She had allo a Strwma in her left vat. of 


Foot about the Inſtep, lying mT hard and big amongſt the Tendons. _ 
Dr.Pr»j. and Dr. Bate were her Phyſicians. She began her Courſe of Phyſick

mentation prelcribed in the merhod of Cure, and emp!. aa herniam upon the 
Temples and Forehead. The Sram upon the Foot I celigned to have taken 
out by Incilion : but 1 complied with their deſires, and applied a Cauſtick the 
whole length of it,and divided theEſcar ; then, with a Cauttick-(tone rubb?4 
into the body of the Struma, and dreſſed it up with Lenients and expl/aſtrum 
e bolo, with Bandage over it. After the Eſcar ſeparated, I rubb'd deeper intg 
the S:truma, till I came near the baſis of it : then, in conſideration that it la 
upon the Perioſteum, I dreſſed it with Merc, precipitat. upon Dothls of Lint, 
till I had digeſted it all out : after which T left oft che uſe of the Dofils, and 
{uflered the Ulcer to incarn. By the application ofa Pledgit ſpied with on. 
guent, baſilic. mag. it contratted cloſe in few days, and cicatrized well. Dy. 
ring the timel was curing her Foot, the Defluxions on her Eyeremitted, 
and the Ulcer cured by ag. /ap. calam. and ſhe returned to her Friends, But 
have of late heard that both her Eyes have been (ince trequently fore. 

A Child of about 4 years of age, having been long diſeaſed with the Kings. 
Evil trom the one Ear to the other, with ſore Eyes and a {welled upper Lip, 
was commended into my hands. The Srrume were many of them ulcerated, 
and the Parts about them fretted and inflamed by the Marter which was pent 
in by gummy hot Plailters which had been applied ro them. His Head was 
alſo ulcerated under an Emplaſter that had lain long upon it, and his Eyes 
almoſt blinded by the defluxion of a hot Rheum. By means of all whichthe 
Child was much emaciated. I dreſſed the ulcerated Srrame with Pledgits 
ſpred with «nguent. diapomphotyg. applying cerat, Galent over them, and clipt 
the Plaiſter off his head ; and after I had cleanſed ir of the crufled Mas with 
which it was cover, I bathed it with Wine wherein were boiled flor.rof.rab. 
ſummitat. abſinth. balauſt. nuc. cupreſſ. & bacc. myrtill. then bound a Compiels 
dipt in the ſame upon it : by which in a = ortwo 1t dried up. To his Eyes 
I applied a Fomentation, and an anodyne Collyrium ex latte mulier. & aq. rof. 
was dro”t intothem. Emplaſters ad herniam were applied to his Temples: [ 
embrocated his Lips with «nguert. refriger. Galeni. I alſo preſcribed hima 
diſtill'd Milk, with Antiſtrumaticks, and purged him with Rhubarb drink; 
alſoa few grains of Merc. 4ulcis once in three days. At other times he dranka 
diſtill'd Milk, Water with new Milk, and ſome nights an Emullion ex ſem. 4 

ig. By this method his Eyes recovered, the Ulcerations healed, and at 
length the Glands reſolved, by the uſe of the Malagma ad pn or ſuppura- 
ted, and waſted themſelves that way, and he recovered fleſh, But this Child 
was ofan ill Habit of body, and frequently relapſed or fell into other Diſea- 
ſes : the Cure of ſome of theſe indiſpoſed Bodies being the work of Time. 

A Child of about 11 years of age had been long diſeaſed with Inflammats 
ons of her Eyes, with other diſturbances from acid Humours. After various 
endeavours to cure her, ihe wasatlaſt with much deſpondency recommen- 
ded into my hands. I applied Emplaſters ad hern4am to her Temples,and pre- 


{cribed her a Fomentat10n to breath forth the impacted Humours,and a Solu- 
tion 
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tion of /ap. calaminaris in aq. fenicuti to waſh her Eyes. The next day I purg: 
ed her with i»f/. ſene rhab. &c. and ſent her halfa dozen papers of a few 
rains of Calomel. cum ſaccharo, with direCtions to take one every 3. 4. or 5; 

y. From her very firſt Doſe the Fluxion ceaſed, ſhe recover'd, and conti- 
auedſo ſome months, and is relieved thereby conſtantly. Bur lately ſhe was 
ſized witha pain in her right Ear, and many ſmall Strame aroſe on both 
fides of her Neck, which I removed by Purging, and by embrocating it with 
angent. ad ftrumas. 


Hele Inflammations of the Eyes are generally attended with Lippirudo, L1P PI- 

 andare called ſo by the Latizs : bur that which I here mean byit is, a " 
Blearedneſs of the edges of the Eye-lids ; of which there are two ſorts, Lip- 
pitudo humida, and ſicca. They are both the etfeQts of great Defluxions exco- 
rating the Lids, and relaxing the tone of them. The Humida is more re- Humide, 
markable upon Accidents of burning by Fire, Gunpowder, or the like : but 
that which I ſhall here ſpeak of is, a Lippitudo with an Hyperſarcoſis which 
arifeth upon the excoriated Lid, and turneth it outward, being always ac- 
companied with Fluxion upon the Eye. The Lippitnudo Sicca is an Excoria- Sices. 
ton of the Lid, but ariſerh from a falr Phlegm mixed witha bilious Humour, 
und lieth upon the Ci/ia among the Hair witha branny white Scale, nor 
much unlike an Elephartiaſis, and is attended with an itching. I ſhall give 
jou an Inſtance of each, 


A Man of about 56 years of age, of a full Body, had been ſubje& to a Lip- ;. ore. 
ado of both Eyes ſome months. I fomented them with deco#?. euphraſie, vat. of 
ſavie, beton, flor. roſ. rub. &c. and after I had cleanſed them of the mucus, 1 _ 

twuched them daily with r:nt#uy. vitrioli dulcificats lightly, and preſcribed him 

ſome of the ag. v1riazs ſet down in the Chapter of Agi/ops to drop into his 
Eyes at other times: by which method he was cured. 

A Man aged 28 years, of a tolerable good Habit of body, came to London 2. Obſer- 
vith a Lippirudo on the lower Lid of his left Eye, overgrown with an Ahper- 7 ot 
ſocofis ariling from within, overſpreading the Tunicle, and heaving it out- bunide 
wards, Dr. Walter Needham was his Phyſician, and prepared his body by with 45: 
Purging, &c. In order to my work, I placed him ina Chair ina clear light, "*# 
and turned the diſeaſed Lid more outward, the while bringing the upper Lid 
coſe over the Eye, and holding ir fo whilſt Trubb'd the Hyperſarcoſis with a 
Canſtick-itone, wiping the Salts away as they diſlolved wich armed Probes. 

After I had thus extirpated the overgrown Fleſh,]I clipt oftthe looſe Sloughs, 
and with a Sponge in a Baſon of water waſhed the lixivial Salts our of the 
Efar, dropping into his Eye mucilag. ex ſem, althee, pſyllit & cydonior. ex- 
tated i» 49. plantag. then laying him upon his Back, I covered over the ex- 
ternal parts with Whites of eggs beaten with a piece of Alume to a Froth, 
and thereby reſtrained the Fluxion. After the Elſcar ſeparated, I rubb'd the 
remaining Superexcreſcence with a Vitriol-ſtone, waſhing the Salts-out af- 
terwards with fair Water. During this work he was let bloud, and fre- 

cently waſhr his Eye with a Solution of rroch. alb, Rhaſis and 9. plantag. & 
fam Thus in the ſpace of 3 months it was extirpated and cured, the Eye. 
Idreturning naturally as hiBother. 

A Man of about 26 years ofage, having been afflicted from his infancy with 3. Obſc- 
fore Eyes, conſulted Sir Fra.” Prujean, who ſent for me. The Patient hada 1.9 
certain Blearednel(s of both the left Eye-lids from the external Canthws frees. 
dwnwards, but more eſpecially on the lower Lid ; which Blearedneſs was 
cyered with ſmall white branny Scales inveſting the Hair. His Phylician 
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urged him with an i»f#/.ene, rhab. &c. and preſcribed a Fontanel heh; 
mo Ear, allo ator 5 that Arm, which was accordingly done. by 
mented the diſeaſed Parts with a Decoction of ſummit .malvar.violar flor ſy. 
buci, meliloti, ſem. lint & fenugreci, andanointed rhem cum of. vitel, owoy, at 
leaſt twice aday. By this the dry Scales were ſuppled,and after pickt off from 
the Hair and edges of the Eye-lids. Then I touched the bleared edges with 
aq.viridis, andanointed them with «»get, tutie, as it is deſcribed in the 
Pharmacopeia Londinenſis ; by which and internal Preſcriptions he was cureg,

Cauſes, The Canſes of Ag ops are the ſargethat produce the like Tumours in other 
places. But in ſome cafes it is made by Fluxion, and appeareth firlt as a (mall 
Phlegmon, This Diſeaſe frequently occurreth in Les Venerea: bur theſe! 
here treat of are Strumaus. 

Signs. If it be S!r7uma Atheroma, &c. it is then made by Congeftion, and the Ty. 
bercle is round, without diſcolouring the Skin. If it be made by Fluxion, 
pain and redneſs do ”_ with Inflammation over all that Eye. Sometimes 
it beginneth only with a weeping of that corner, and isnot diſcovered till ir 
affefts the Eye with redneſs ; and then,by preſſure with your finger upon that 
Canthus, a mixt Matter may be diſcharged, - part whereof is not unlike the 
W hite ofan egg. Sometimes this Matter ecaterhrquite through the Bone,and 
diſchargeth it ſelf downwards through the Noſe with a fctid ſmell, 

Fiftule lacrymales are difficult of Cure from what Caule ſoever they arile. 

0.309% The Part being looſe and ſpongy, the Eye very ſenlible, and the laxity of the 
Part, maketh Humoursapt to ſoak into it, and to penetrate even to the 
Bone it ſelf. The ſenſibleneſs of the Eye renders it ſubject ropain and fluxion, 
as alfo unkt to be drefled with [harp Medicaments, ſuch as theſe Diſcalesre-

That Fif «la which is recent, with ſufficient opening is the eaſieſt of Cure. 
Thoſe ofa long continuance are for the moſt parraccompanied withUlcerati 
ons of that Gland, Carzes in the Bone, which makes them ſubjett toa weep- 
ing after they are cured. If the Ulcer be acc@mpanied with Eroſion, it 
' will be aptto terminate cancerous; in which cafe the Cure is deplorable. 

Cure, The indication of C»xe is taken from the condition of the Ag ilops, whether 
it bein its beginning with Infſlammation,or by Copgeftion,patling its Matter 
forth under the Ci/zvx into the Eye : in which caſe it is fiſtulated, Azchylups

In the applying them the Parts about muſt be well defended,and the Fluxi- 
onreſtrained by the application of Refrigerants; and after all it is a moſt 
painful tedious way.

which being applied through a Cannula will withone touch waſte the Callo- 
ty and Caries : after which dreſs it up with a Doſlil dipt ina mixture of ol, 
roſ. cum albumine ovi, and a Comprels in the ſame over all : then digeſt and 
dterge with the milder Preſcriptions, keeping the Oritice dilated with a 
Dofhl dipt in 112i ura myrrhe, &c. till the Bone exfoliate : then with «xguenr, 
wie, &c, with Compretiin cicatrize.

without drawing one drop of bloud. The Matter diſcharged, I dreſſed it with 
a Doſſil dipt iz vitello ovi, with a Plaiſterof cexar. Galeri, and Cloaths dipt in 
Red wine over all, with convenient Bandage to retain them on. The next 
day I took off Dreſſings, and ftomenred it with deco#?. fol. malw. viel. betonic, 
ſatvie, & flor. roſ. rub 1a Wine and Water, repeating the Dreſſings as before, 
and let her bloud in the Arm.

Roots. During which I endeavoured to reſtrain the influxof Humours, 
anddry vp thoſe atteCting the Part, according as hath been ſer down in the 
merhod of Cure, and by Antiftrumaticks diſpoſed the Humours toa healing 
condition. The Fluxion being thus removed, and the Matter little, I left 
off the uſe of the Gentian-root, and dreſſed the Ulcer with Doflils diprt and 
preſſed out of ag. med. Crolliz, and after ſome days leflened them daily. Af- 
terwards I left off the Dofſ1ls, and cicatrized the Ulcer with Pledgirs of ax- 
quent. tutie, &c. Many ſuch I have ſo cured : but ſome years after I have 
ſendivers of chem thus cured weeping again. | 

A Girl of about 12 years of age having a Fiſfula lacrymalis of ſome years, ,. ove. 

continuance, diſcharging a mixt. crude Matrer daily into the Eye, TI laid it vat. of 
open by Inciſion, dilated and digeſted it, and endeavoured by Internals to wg 
diſpoſe the Body to a better habir, and proſecuted the Cure by Exſiccants. 
But it not yielding thereto, 1 ſeparated the Per:oftexm from the Bone, made 
Exfoliation of it, and incarned upon that, ſuppoſing I had by Compreſſion 
dcatrized the Ulcer. Burt it brake out again upon the leaving oft the Ban- 
dge ; upon which I dilated it again, and by actual Cautery conſumed the 
oils and Bone : after which it cured more ealily. 

A Gentlewoman aged about 38 years had a Fitula lacrymals diſcharging 6. Obſer-. 
its Matter into the Eye in great quantity. 1 applied a ſmall Cauſtick upon Fiſtuls ls. 
that part of it where I felt the Cavity ; and having eaten into it, I paſſed an cymatis. 
aQual Caurery through it ro the Bone, whereby I cauterized it, then dreſſed 
the burnt Eſcar with Lenients to haften its Separation, and afterwards de- 
terged and cicatrized the Ulcer as hath been afore ſhewed, 

A Young fellow, aged 25 years, was commended ro me out of the City, 7. Obſer- 
having a Frſtlz lacrymalis dilcharginga great quantity of purulent Matter Fiſts _ 
ntothe Eye. He had ſuffered many years by it, and paſſed through many cymata, 
hands unſucceſsfully. I laid it open by Incifion, and dilated ir, endeavouring 
ſome while to digeſt it, and to that purpoſe preſcribed various Internals : but 
the Matter rather increaling, I paſſed a Cannnulz into the Cavity, and withan 
aual Caurery pierced through that fide of the Bone of the Noſe, thereby 
diverting the Matter, and aftcrwards cured the Ulcer with morecaſe; the 
Bone alſo exfoliated, and til''d up with Callzs. 

I could give you more Initances of the Cures of Fiſtu/e lacrymales : but the 
manner thereof diftereth nor from what hath before been ſaid ; and by the 
aQtual Cautery Inever failed in the Cure of the wortt of them. 

A Woman aged about 3o years having a Tuberclein the great Canths of 8. Obler. 
the right Eye of the bignels of a Piſtol bullet, I made Incilion of the Skin, —_

and ſeparating it from the preternatural body, I raiſed it up, Intaking it 
out, the Cyſ## broke, and ſhewed it ſelf by its Matter to be a Meliceris, I 
cleanſed rhe Wound, and cut it out, bringing away the Cys ; then cloſed 
vw the Lips of the Wound, and applied a Pledgic of «ngext. baſilic. with 
Bandage over it, and cured it by Agglutination. Theſe Tubercles do frequent- 
ly yield roDiſcutients : and ſome times,after they havereſifted all our Endea- 
Yours, they have of themſelves reſolved. Particularly I ſaw it inan Enfiga 
In the Low-countries, who was troubled with a Tubercle of the bigneſs of a 
Pigeon's egg, which had been of many years continuance.

Colaturs adde [y- 
rup, noſtri mag, as it is preſcribed 1n the Cure of Ozez4 in the Treatiſe of Lues 
Venerea, The edges of her Noltrils were anointed with anger. refriger. Ga- 
lent cum cernſſ., antimonii. By the frequent __— of the aforementioned 
incernal Prefcriprions and external Applications, {he was happily cured in 
the ſpace of a month, and ſo continues to this day. And by this method all 
theſe kind of Ozez.e may be cured, 


The Eye-lids are frequently diſeaſed with glandulous Tubercles ; which, 
how ditterent Matter ſoever they contain,are generally called Hordeol;,and do 
ke their original from the ſame Matter that thoſe Tumours do which are 
deſcribed in this Treatiſe of Strume, and are cured after the ſame manner, 
Sometimes they reſolve or ſuppurate : but for the moſt part they are taken 
our by Knife or Caultick. Theſe only that lie between the inner Tunicle 
ind Cartilageare capable of being extirpared by Inciſion : the other may be 
eradicated by Cauſtick ; the manner I ſhall ihew you in a few Inſtances. 


A Gentleman of about 26 years ofage had an Horaeolumon his right Eye- x. Once. 
ad ſtrum.ts on it, with hopes of reſolving it : but after ſome time it ſuppura, [** 
ted. I thereupon opened it with a Lancet, and ler our the Matter ; then di- 
geſted it with «agacrt. baſilic, But feeling afterward ſome part of the Gland 
mit, I ſprinkled into it ſome Merc. precipir. and applicd a Pledgir of bafilicor 
over it, with emplaſtr. diachyl. ſimpl. whereby I eradicated it, and ſoon after 
healed it ſmooth with «»gaept. tatie, Where the Suppuration hath been 
more perfe&t, they are calier cured. In others, where they were hard and 
movable, I have opened them by Inciſion tranſverſe, or according to the 
length of the Eye-lid, and thruſt them out whole, then healed them by Ag- 
glutination, Yet in ſome of thele the Cytzs hath burſt in taking out, anda 
thick curdled Matter hath thruſt forth : in which caſes I digeſted chem out 
with Przcipitate, and healed them as aforeſaid. But the opening theſe with 
a Cauſtick-itone pointed is moſt grateful, ro Women at leaſt : upon which 
conſideration I generally open them that ver my upon ſeparation of the Eſ- 
car thruſt rhem out, and cure them by Digeſtion with little trouble or pain.

14.Obſer- A Perſon of Honour, aged 29 years, was commended into my hands by 
_ Sir Edward Alfton Phylician. She was diſeaſed with a Tumour of a dark 
nponthe red colour poſſeſſing the upper Lid of her left Eye between the external Ty. 
Supereiliz. nicle and the Cartilage, fpreading to the very edge of the Ci/inm. Ir took irs 
original from ſome Hordeolum 111 handled, and ſeemed to be a Sarcoma, | 
propoſed the eradicating it by Eſcarotick : which being allowed of, I encom- 
paſſed the Tumour with Ink, then began with a Cauſtick-(tone in the upper 
part of it, wiping up the diſſolved Salt with armed Probes, procceding grg- 
dually in the work to the very edge of the Lid, with great care to preſerve 
the Hair growing on it. It was a very nice work. Atter I had ſufficiently 
penetrated into this Fleſhy body, I waſhed the Salts out of the Eſcar, and 
jcarifying it, dreſſed it with ungaemt. baſilic. cum olco lilior. and bound it up, 
The next day we met again ; when I took off Dreſſings, and found the 
Tumour Hat, the Efcar lying proportionably as was deligned, and the 
Eye undiſturbed.

Of the Tonſlls, 


HE Toyſils, or Almonds of the Ears, arealſo frequently ſwelled in 
the Kjng*s-Evil : which Tumour may be very well reckoned a Species 
of it. I 

Theſe Swellings are raiſed by Congeſtion gradually without pain, and 
therefore are {eldor'taken norice of till by their growth they bring inconve- 
niences with therh, ' as Catarrh, ' Cough, or Difficulty of ſwallowing : in 
which latrer caſe their Drink often runneth out at their Noſe. 

Theſe differ from the common Swellings of the Amygdale, as Tumours by Diffe- 
Congeſtion do from thoſe made by Fluxion : which. latter are of ſudden "< 
growth, and terminate as ſooh 3 whereas the other may have been many 
years growing, and do increaſe and decreaſe with the Moon, as generally 
all Tumours by Congeſtion in the Glands do. 

The Cauſes of the TumefaQtion of theſe Glands are the ſame with thoſe of caucs, 
virame, 

They are ſoft fleſhy Tumours, of a round or oval figure, retaining the na- Signs 
tural colour of the Skin; and are of an obtuſe ſenſe, ſothat you may pierce 
the body of them with a Knife or Probe without cauſing pain or drawing 
bloud : yetare they ſubje& to Inflammation, and the like Accidents that 
other Swellings of the Glands are. - | | 

If the TumefaCtion be ſmall, the diſturbance is little ; many people having , © 
had them from their Infancy without great inconvenience. If the Swellings gick. 
bebig, there may be danger of Suffocation : but in that caſe they may be ex- 
tirpated without running any great hazard. 

In order tothe Cure, Phylicians do'generally preſcribe Venzſe&ion, and Cure. 
by Clyſters & lenient Purgatives make Evacuation ; alſo by Bliſtering,Cup- 
ping, Fontanels, &«. they endeavour Derivation : which is neceſſary incaſe 
of Inflammation ; in which aftringent Lotions may be alſo proper. But in 
thole made by Congeſtion the ſpeedieſt way of Cure is by Extirpation : and 
that either by Abſciſſion, at once cutting them off ; or by aCtual or potential 
Cautery. Modern W riters have faid little of theſe Extirpations. Fabritins ab 
Aquapend. in his Book De operat. Chirurg. renders the Abſcifſion of them dif: 
hcult enough, and not without danger ; as you may ſee, where delivering 
Celſus and Paulus way of cutting them out, he determines at laſt thus, Ex 
quibus licet colligere, neque facilem neque omnino tutam hanc Chirurgiam eſſe, &c, 

The fir{t Chirurgeon in my memory that attempted the Extirparing them 
wasthe late deceated Mr. Ed. Mol. an excellent Operator. He attempted 
It upon a Perſon of Honour by aCtual Cautery through a Cannuls well con- 
trived for that purpoſe. I afterwards ſaw him burn ſeveral. He paſſed 
the Cautery through the body of them, and by repeating of it twice or thrice 
he burnt a hole through them, and accordingly crimpled them up ; as may 
be yet ſeen in that Noble Perfon, fomewhat of the Excreſcence ſtill re- 
maining, and not- without ſome. unealineſs at certain timgs: upon whick 
Uu account 
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account I had the honour to ſee it ſome years ſince. The way by potentia] 
"Cautery is, by working with a Cauſtick-ſtone and other Eſcaroticks fixt jn 
ſuch an Inſtrument as may ſerve to eat into them, without oftending the 
neighbouring ſound Parts. To which purpoſe Fmake my way into the þg. 
dy of the Gland, conſuming it within ; and at fiſt the Shell (or exteriour 
parts) falls in pieces, and 1s ſoeradicated. The way by Exciſion is, þ 
making a Ligature about the baſis of chem, andſnipping them cloſe off with 
a pair of crooked Probe-ſciflors; Inthis work yywought to conſider well how 
they are radicated. For ſometimes they are rooted like a Cri/t: deeper in the 
Throat: in which, ifin cutting them out you only cut that part you tied 
and cut the Ligature at the ſame time, it will flip down into the Throatang 
hazard their choaking. Therefore whillt ybuold' the Ligature with one 
hand, you muſt pals rhe-Sciſfors\down aa;cloſt by she#ofi of ir as youcyn, 
ſo as by one ſnip you may cut it clear off.

Burt be- 
ng now better informed, I paſſed my crooked Probe-ſcifſors down lower, ' 
cut it clean off by the roots, and brought it away with my Ligature. I cica- 
rized it with the Vitriol and Alume-[tones in few days. Yet ſome while 
iſter ſhe was cured, a part of her Drink came out at her Noſe : which hap- 
pened by reaſon of the Tonfils drawing that part of her Palate down lower 
than naturally it ſhould: and I ſuppoſe that was the cauſe of her ſpeaking lo, 
But ſome while after ſhe was freed of thoſe Inconveniences. 

A Gentleman aged 25 years, who had been long ſubject to Defluxions, | 0. 

gc. from overgrown Tonlils, and taken much Phylick unſucceſsfully, was var. of 
recommended to me. Theright Tonſil being very large, I propoſed the cut- therighe 
tingit off, The Patient's Friends conſulted their Phyſician and Chirurge- hs 
on: they did not readily aſſent to it. But notwithſtanding, the Patient and 
tis Friends perceiving there was no other way of Cure, they recommended 
himagain to my care. I made a Ligature upon it, with delign to have cut it 
oat that inſtant : but obſerving their great apprehenſtons of a Flux of bloud, 
&c, I deferred it till the next morning, and then I ſaw it ſhrunk and much 
kfſened. I rook hold of the Ligature with one hand, and paſſing my Probe- 
ſcfors cloſe by the root of it, ar one Snipcut it off, and þrought it away with 
the Ligature, it ſcarce bleeding one jor. I rubb'd the remaining; baſts with a 
Vitriol-ſtone, and cauſed him afterwards to gargle with deco? horde cum ſyr. 
& roſis ſiccis, and in 4 or 5 days cicatrized it. The other being ſmall, I de- 
ferred the medling with it till there ſhould appear more cauſe. But from 
that time he recovered a better health. 

A Gentleman's Daughter of about twelve years of age, frequently dilea- ;. Obſer- 
kd with Catarrhs, and after lome time with great Dithculty in [wallowing, mt of 
conſulted me. Looking in her Throat, and ſeeing her Tonfils, eſpecially Ton ox. 
the right, very big, I adviſed the cutting off the bigger. To which they paced, 
alſenting, I made a Ligature upon it, and at the ſame inſtant cut it off; and 
afterwards, by rubbing ic With the Vitriol-ſtone, cicatrized it in few days. 
She being relieved hereby, hath hitherto deferred the cutting off the

He adviſed her to have them cur off, and brought me to her, 1 
made a Ligature upon the one, and cut it off, waſhing her Mouth after with 
Oxycrate : then paſſed a Ligature upon the other,and cut it alſo oft; ſhe garg- 
led and waſht her Mouth. I afterwards rubb'd the baſs of them with a Yj;. 
triol-ſtone, and rook my leave for rhat time. The next day I came again 
with intention to dreſs the remaining Wounds : but ſhe was removed trom 
her Lodgings, or her Phyſician had undertaken the cicatrizing them; fyr 
from thar time I neither ſaw nor heard from her. 
5. Obſer- A Gentlewoman aged 56 years had been a long while ſubject to Deſiuxi. 
the leſs . ONS upon her Throat and Breaſt. After various Endeavours to divert this 
Tonlilex- Humour I was conſulted. Looking into her Mouth, I ſaw the left Tonſil 
Ho very large, and ſuppoſed that the cauſe of her Catarrh. I propoſed the Exci. 
ſion of it : which being approved of, I came the next day, and made a Liga- 
ture about its root, and with my Probe-{ciflors cut through it, as was accy- 
ſtomed. But it not coming away as it ſhould, and the bloud flowing down 
her Throat whilſt ſhe leaned her Head backwards, feeling her ſelf choaking, 
ſhe flung backwards, thruſt away the man behind her, and in ſtrugling ſlipr 
off the Chair. At which inſtant I loſt my hold of the Ligature, and he lay 
choaking. I ſaw the cauſe, and getting hold again of the Ligature, relieved 
her, then raiſed her up, and, having a little refreſhed her with Driak, placed 
her again ina clear light, and paſſhng my Sciſſors down lower, with one Snip 
cut it off, and brought it away with the Ligature. She gargled with Oxy- 
crate, and was in few days cured by touching it with the Vitriol and Alume- 
ſtones. Since that time ſhe hath not been troubled with Defiuxions, but en- 
joys a good health to this day. | 
6. Obſer- A young Gentlewoman of about 15 years of age was brought to me outof 
vat. of a neighbouring Village with both her Tonſils preternaturally ſwelled, She 
hea had been long {ubject to a Catarrh, and had been frequently in danger of 
pated, ſtrangling in the night with the Fluxion. I propoſed the Excilion of them, 
as the ſpeedieſt way and leaſt painful : but ſhe not permitting it, I went 
about the Extirpation of them with Cauſtick-ſtones and c/. vitrioli inter- 
changeably uſed. Ibegan with the right ſide, which was the leſſer Tonſil, 
and preſt my Cauſtick tothe middleofir: then _ it out, I preſt upon 
the Go place with a Stick dipt #» oleo vitriolt: and fo applied them inter- 
changeably, (as I ſaid. ) Between while ſhe gargled with Water, and took 
a breathing-time. ThenlI proceeded again in the work with Cauſticks, But 
it is not imaginable what a diſturbance I met with froma frothy Saliva filling 
her Mouth the while to the very choaking of her. 1 wondred at it, but was 
told by her Mother then ſtanding by her, that it was her Diſcaſe ; and upon 
that account they had been directed to me as their laſt Retuge. At rhat ſitting 
I penetrated into the body of the Gland, andeat it hollow, not unlike a 
worm-eaten Nut, Having wearied her and my ſelf, I waſhed out the Salts, 
and diſmiſſed her. The next day ſhe came again with it much diminiſhed ; 
the middle of it had been conſumed, and the Shell was contracted. I fellto 
work on the forepart near its baſs, and eafily penetrating through the exter- 
nal part, worked down the edges afore me, and in three or four fittings wa: 
ſted the Gland ſo, that there remained only a Prominency in the baſis ; which 
being raw, I conſumed it by rouching it with the Vitriol-ſtone daily : to 
which purpoſe I have them alſo fitted in Shafts, ſo as they cannot flip out, 
though they ſhould break in the uſe. Whilſt this latter was cicatrizing, I 
began with the bigger on the left ſide, afrer the ſame manner as hath been 
ſaid of the former. But the work growing tedious by reaſon of the continual 


flowing of that ſpumous Humour, I concluded the Extirpation of that by 
Ligature 
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Ligature and Sciſſors, and cicatrizing it with the Vitriol and Alume-ſtones, 
diſmiſſed her cured. Since which I have ſeen her often, and am ſatisfied that 
ſhe is freed of the former Diſturbances by the extirparion of thoſe preterna- 
tural bodies. 

A young Gentlewoman of about ſixteen years of age, nearly related to a 7: _ 
neighbouring Phyſician, came out of the Country dilcaled as in the former both Ton: 
Oblervation, with much the like Accidents of Catarrh, &c. attending. In fb. 
viewing theſe Tonſils, obſerving ſome little Poroſity in them, I made 
ſearch, and did calily paſs ina ſmall Probe, without drawing any bloud or 
cauſing pain. They were perfe&t Fungi, and required to beeradicated. [ 
would have done it by Ligature and Sciſſors: but it not being admitted, I 
proceeded by Cauſtick, as abovelaid ; and not meeting with that diſturbance 
from the Salrva as in the former work, I went on moreeaſily, and the ſooner 
extirpated them, Since when ſhe hath been freed of the forefaid Diſturban- 
ces, and enjoys a good health. 

There alſo happeneth an Elongation of the Uv#/a through the abundance 
of ſalivous Humour flowing upon it : in which caſe, if it touch upon the root 
of the Tongue or upon the Epig/ottis, it cauſeth a frequent hauking, and in 
progreſs maketh a vexatious Catarrh. 

Such was the caſe of a Servant-maid to a Noble Lady in the Country, 8: Obr- 
Various Medicaments had been preſcribed inefteftually : I being in that Fa- '** 
mily was delired to ſee her. Looking into her Mcuth, Ifaw the Uvula 
hang dangling upon the root of the Tongue. It was not ſwelled nor infla- 
med, I ſuppoſing it the cauſe of her Diftemper, took hold of the lower part 
of it with my Forceps, and at the fame time cut it ſhorter with a pair of 
Sciſſors. It did not bleed a Spoonful : and afterwards it cicatrized of it 
ſelf without application of any kind of Medicament, and ſhe was thereby 
freed of the Defluxion. Such another I cut off in a Servant of his Majeſty be- 
longing to Hampton-Conrt, and ſome others who were ſo afflicted, and there- 
by freed them of their Catarrh, when all other Remedies failed.

Of Ranula. 


Anula is a ſoft Swelling poſſeſſing thoſe Salivals under the Tongue, [+ 
. is made by Congeſtion, and in its progreſs filleth up the ſpace between 
the Jaws, and maketh a Tumour externally under the Chin. 

It is cauſed by a pituitous Matter ( ſay Authors ) e Cerebro in Linguam pro- 
lapſa. But late Fs hath made it manifeſt to ariſe from a congeſtion 
of Humour in the inferiour ſalival Gland, which is ſeated there, as I have al. 
ready intimated. | 

It is a ſoft Tumour without pain or alteration of colour in the Skin, It 
yieldeth to the impreſſion of your fingers, but riſeth upon the taking them 
off; and containeth a Matter not unlike the White ofan egg, or ſuch xs 
we meet within an Atheroma. It is allo diſcovered by a Croaking in their 
Speech. 

They are not dangerous as to life, but are difticult of Cure. 

The Care conliſteth in the proſecuting the ſame method which hath been 
propoſed in the Cure of $/rume. The Topicks ought to be dilcutient ; 
amongſt which all the ſorts of Salts and Aromaticks diſſolved in convenient 
Liquors are proper to hold in their Mouths: viz, Rr piperis, 21n2iberis, an. 
3j. ſal. commun. & gemms an, 1). origant, calaminth. rad. ireos, hermoda@t, an, 
36. maſtich. j. Miſc. & fiat Pulvis, Theſe may be boiled in Wine, or mixt 
with Oxymel ; or the Tumour may be rubb'd with the Powder. To the 
external Tumour you may apply ſuch Diſcutients as have been preſcribed 
for Strume, If by theſe Applications the Rapula do not dilculs, you mult 
open it by attual Cautery, and dreſs it as jhall be ſhewed in the tollowing 
Obſervations. 


Gentlewoman aged 35 years came to me recommended by Sir Fr. Pruj, 

She had a large Tumour lying between her Jaws under the Tongue, 
and reaching to her Fore-tecth,making a great Swelling externally under the 
Chin. It cauſed a Croaking in her Speech, and ſecmed trouble!ome to her. 
She had paſſed through a Courſe of Phylick, and uſed various Medicaments 
ro it unſucceſsfully. I propoſed the [ctting out the Matter by a&tual Caurery : 
but ſhe not permitting it, I opened it by making an Inciſion on cach {ide near 
the Tongue, and diſcharged about two Bloud-porringers full of an albugji- 
nous Matter : upon which the Tumour ſunk. Ithen made a ſearch with a 
Probe, and perceived the Matter had not only made a deep Cavity down- 
ward, but alſorendred all the inner part of the Tongue hollow. I dreſſed 
the Abſceſs with /5r«p. de rofrs ſiccis, and applied empl. ad herniam with a 
third part of emp/.Cefarss externally under the Chin ; detcrging it afterwards 
with a Solution of el A*gypriac, in decoft. ſalvie, beton. apii, &c. then tucarn- 


edand cicatrized it. Butſome while after it role again in a Tumour as for- 


merly. Upon light whereof I opened it by actual Cautery on both fides of 
the Raxula, by which the Matter was again diſcharged, and the Tumour 


waſted, During the time I was endeavouring the Cure, ſhe was purged, 
and 
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and put into an Antiſtrumatical courſe of Phylick, and was at laſt curedas 
gbovelaid. Whether ſhe relapſed afterwards I know not, having neither 
ken nor heard of her from that time to this. 


An old Gentlewoman came out of the Country to me with a long Swel- 2: —

ling on each ſide under her Tongue, ofa fleſhy colour, which felt under my 
fogers like the Gills ofa Fiſh. They were not painful, bur very uneaſie to 
her. I ſuppoſed them tohave Matter in them, and attempred to ſhrink and 
dry it up, as hath been propoſed in the method of Cure; but withour ſuc- 
cels. I then(lit the one open the whole length ; but there flowed out only 
a florid bloud, which I ſtopt by waſhing her Mouth cam aceto : then laid 
open the Tumour on the other fide. They cut like cartilaginous bodies. I 
ſtopt the bleeding of this like as I had done the other, and dreſſed them both 
with an armed Probe dipt zz tinitura vitrioli dulcificati, deligning todry them 
up that way. From thetime I opened them, ſhe complained of Hairs in 
her Mouth, and frequently endeavoured with her fingers to pull them our, 
and perſwaded me to do the like : but I could feel no ſuch thing. She came 
tome Caily to bedrefſed. The Abſceſles digeſted, bur the Tumours would 
not fink : wherefore I cut oft their Lips; yet they did not lie fo ſmooth as I 
deſigned. Upon which conl(ideration I would have burnt them by aQual 
Cautery : but the mention of that ſo terrified her, thatſhe came no more 
tome. I have inſerted this Caſe for the rarity of ir, and am confident the 
aftual Cautery was the proper and certain way of Cure. 

A Young fellow was commended to my hands who had a painful Tuber- 


out a Stone bigger than a ſmall Olive. I dreit the Abſceſs with /zr de rof. 
fects, and thereby cured it in few days.

WOUND is a Solution of continuity in any Part of the body ſud- A Wound 
denly made, by any thing that cuts or tears, with a diviſion of the © 
Skin. | 

This Definition differs much from what is uſually delivered by Authors ; 
and it is fit it ſhould, For they generally defining a Wound by a Solution i 
parte molli, do thereby exclude a Cut made into a Bone, as that into the Cra- 
mum by a Pole-axe, &c, which why it ſhould not be called a Wound I know 
not. I ſay, it is made by any thing that cuts or tears. Other Authors define 
ittobe made by an external Inſtrument, &c. How then do they call that 
fulturam cum vulnere, a Frafture with a Wound, where the Bone from 
within makes the Wound, and thruſts it ſelf quite through the Fleih ? Sex-: 
xrtus adds to his Definition, that it be done are ſecante 2 acuta: yet he rec- 
kons thoſe for Wounds that are made by Bullets,although it be Cannon-ſhot. 
Ido therefore think it fit tomake my Definition more comprehenſive, and to 
take in whatſoever makes a ſudden Solution of continuity, at leaſt immedi- 
ately and by it ſelf, on what Part ſoever it lighteth. So a Cut into a Bone isa 
Wound : Tearing the Fleſh, Nerye, Sinew, Tendon or Cartilage,by Buller, 
Stone, Splinter, &c. is a Wound. Only I add this reſtriction, that the Skin 
miſt be likewiſe divided : by which laſt words I exclude FraCtures that come 
not through the Skin, and Contuſions if the exteriour Parts be continuous, 
But by the word St:» I underſtand not only theexternal Catzs, but alſo the 
inward Membranes of the Guller, Ventricle, Guts, Bladder, Vrethra, and 
Womb ; all which are capable of Wounds from ſharp Inſtruments, either 


lwallowed, or thruſt into them. 


A Wound thus defined admits of many Differences, of which I know none Ditſe- 
that can be properly called eſſential. Great or {mall, deep or ſhallow, wide ork 
or narrow, ſtraight or crooked, round or angular, are but accidental Diffe- 
fences. DiſtinQions taken from the Weapons, whether ſharp or blunt,Sword,

Rapier, or Bullet, Cut, Prick, or Tearing, are likewiſe but accidental. Thoſe 
that look moſt like eſſential Differences are they which are taken from the 
SubjeQ in which the Wound ( which is it ſelf but an Accident) inhereth 
viz. from the Fleſh, Skin, Brain; Nerve, Tendon, Artery, Vein, Griſtle. 
Bone, &c. All which, being the ſeveral Subjets of Wounds, may well be 
allowed to ſpecifie them ; and ſo much the rather, becauſe from the nature of 
them we raiſe our greateſt Indications of altering the method of Cure 'To 
this Head may likewiſe be referred theydivſion of chemato SimpÞ 0: 
Compound. ; Y, þ y Y 
Wounds are in themſelves ſo viſible, that they need no general Marks to 
be known by. But the peculiar afteCtions of the particular Parts hurt, ang 
the methods of diſcovering what inward Part is wounded, by obſervation 
made of the Symptoms that happen, are fully handled in thoſe Chapters 
which treat of the Wounds of the ſeveral Parts. 
_ Ti Prognoſticksarethere alſodelivered, tharthe young Chirurgeon may 
<5. be informed how to make judgment of them, and avoid the ingaging him. 
{elf in promiſing a Cure of ſuch Wounds as are mortal. The greater Symp. 
toms of Gangrena, Paralyſis, and Spaſmus, I have tranflated to Gunfpyz. 
wounds, they being there more frequent and uſual. Hemorrhagie are ſpoken 
of in this preſent Treatiſe. | 
Inentions The Wound being a Solurion of continuity, doth require to be madeone 
of Cure. apain, Unity being the perfeCtion of whatſoever hath a being. Toefk& 
this is the work of Natureand Art; both mult mutually joyn their helping 
hands : andunleſs both the vital Faculties and nouriſhment of rhe Part & 
aſſiſt the Art of the Chirurgeon, it will be loſt labour : here muſt be a joynr 
meeting and agreement of all in one. 

In Simple Wounds the Chirurgeon is to afford his afliſtence five manner 
of ways ; the omitting of any of which will render him negligent or-igns- 
rant in his Trade. 

The firſt is, in careful and diligent taking away all ſuch extraneous bodies 
as by their interpoſition may hinder the true Agglutination of the disjoyned 
Parts, whether they be concrete Bloud, Hair, Sand, Duſt, pieces of Bones, 
Cartilages, or pieces ofthe Weapons, Rags, &c. 

The ſecond is, in bringing the Lips of the Wound even together, which 
were ſeparated. 

The third is, in retaining the Lips ſo brought together, that they mayby 
Confolidation be reſtored to their former figure. 

The fourth is, in conſerving the Temperament and natural Heat ofthe 


Part, in order to Unition. 

The fifth is, in preventing ill Accidents, and correQting ſuch as haveal- 
ready ſeized on the Parr. 
Whatis Thus much is required if rhe Wound bg only Simple : bur if it be a Com- 
required pound Wound, with loſs of Subſtance, or Contuſion, then he hath ſome 
pound and What more todo, As wherethere is loſs of Subſtance, there he muſt afſiſt 
wn Nature with his Sarcoticks, for regaining what is loſt : and where there is 

* Contuſion, there he muſt endeavour the rurning what is contuſed into Pw 

or Matter, which muſt be performed before there can poſſibly be any Re- 
union. 
Thefirt As long as there is any ſtrange body or different fubſtance to keep off the 
R__—_ Unition, you muſt not hope to make any Cure of a Wound. Therefore 
mos. ifany ſuch be tobe drawn forth, before you attempt it, conſider ſerioully, 
neous bo- firſt, whether it can be done or no; ſecondly, whether ſafely.

Bur do this with moderation, leſt you break ſome notable Veſ- 
els, and a Flux of bloud or ſome ill Accident befall you in your extraQting 
t, It will be neceffary in this work, that you conſider the poſition the Part 
was in when the Wound was inflifted. Geſzer hath a Story, in his 06ſer- 
vat, de Chirurgie dig nitate & preſtantia, of a Chirurgeon, who whea he could 
by no means get forth an Arrow, asked the wounded Patient in what po- 
ſture of his body he received the Wound. Underſtanding it was done on 
Horſeback, heplaced him in a riding poſture, and immediately drew our 
the Weapon. 

The Weapon thus drawn out, cleanſe it from Rags or ought elſe, and per- 
mitthe Wound to bleed, accordingly as you in your judgment ſhall think fit, 
ſtill having reſpect to the Conſtitution and Habit of body, that what is in the 
ſmall Veins cur aſunder may flow out, as well to hinder Inflammation, as 
the generation of much Matter. The Bleeding ſtaid, if chere be Hair grow- 
ing about the Wound, ſhave it off: then wipe away the clotted Bloud with 
a Toage dipt in Red wine, Oxycrate, or Water, Bur if it ſtick deep in the 
Wound, be not too buſie with your armed Probe, for thereby you may ſtir 
upa new Bleeding ; whereas this concreted Bloud keeps the Wound warm, 
and defends it from the outward Air; and by digeſtion Nature will thruſt 


it forth.

ceeding full of pain. After I had taken out theſe extraneous bodies, my en. 
deavour was todreſs them ſo, as I might incline their upheaved Lips tore. 
turn to their natural ſite. To which purpoſe I fomented them with Milk, 
and applied Pledgits ſpred with a Digeſtive ex terebinth. cum vitell. ovi, em. 
brecating them with ol. ro. then by empl. e boloy and Bandage with gentle 
Comprelſon, Idreſt him up; and afterwards here in Town cured him by 
Sarcoticks and Epuloticks, as 1in,Compound Wounds ; a longer work, which 
at firit ought to have been done by Agglutination. Parts ſeparated and dif. 
101 ned are to be brought together-gently and equally, that they may touch 
one another, and ſo be prepared for Unition. 
Unition rv This muſt be done (I ſay ) firſt gently; ſenſim & ſenſir, as Fall pins hath 
beeftecte', jt, by little and little ; not haſtily at one pluck. If the Parts be equally ſoft, 
y: bring them equally together: ifthe one ſoft, the other hard, and not tobe 
moved but with difficulty, bring the ſoft part to the ſtubborn. Ifthe Parts 
be grown ſtiff with cold, as when the party hath been left in the field all 
night, which after a Battel hath often happeced, ( and particularly toa mer- 
ry fellow, a common Souldier, that uſed to wear an iron Scull uncer a Cap, 
and from rhence was called by a Niek-name; his Wounds were large,and the 
Lips hardened with the cold, and it was well for him, - his Bleeding being 
thereby ſtayed ; ) in this caſe you are to ſupple them by fomenting them with 
Milk or warm Water, or elſe embrocate them with Oil, till you perceive 
the Lips made ſoft enough for your purpoſe, before you endeavour Re- 
union,

ingthe For the effeCting of this, our famous Maſters have left us two principal 
Parc uni means, Faſcie and Suture, Rowling and Stitching : ro which ſome, nay molt 
of them, added Fibulxs, or Claſps. But I will not put you upon that. If the 
Banda8*% Wound be fmall,and in a Fleſhy part,8& according to the length of the Fibres 
or Member, you may perform the Cure by Baxadage ; for here Nature will 
truly aCt her part,by application of bloud and nouriſhment to both lides indif- 
ferently, and finiſh the Coalitus without your farther aſhitence. And this is 
that which gives ſuchcredit ro the Sympathetick Powder. In the —_—_ 
cation cf this, it becomes every Chirurgeon to be much experienc 7 
| | relpe 
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reſpect of the unſpeakable commodities which the whole Art receiver! 
thereby. 

By Bandage not only are Parts dextroully accommodated for Union ; bu 
ſuch alſo as would unnaturally grow together are kept aſunder. In Burnings, 
Scaldings, &'c. the Fingers would many times grow together, the Chin 
would grow tothe Breaſt, the Arms to the Sides, were they. not this way 
hindred. By them are Fluxes averted, and the delapſe of Humours into the 
inferiour Parts forbidden ; and, being already lodged, they are prefſt out. By 
thele are good Juices advantageoutlly torced into Parts emaciated. As, ifthe 
right Arm pine away, rowl up the left from the Hand to the Arm-pit, that 
the Bloud being prelt out into the Vena cava, or rather hindred to flow in fo 
faſt by the Artery, may with more eagernels flow into the other fide, where 
it was wanting. By theſe we ſee great Fluxes of bloud, large Hzmorrhagie 
every day ſtayed. By them are 1ill-ſhaped Wounds brought into better fi- 

ures, and made more apt to becured. -By them is the force of your Appli- 
cations helpt and furthered, they keeping rhem cloſe to their proper places, 
where your care hath beltowed them. By them is the true natural form and 
beauty of the Part'commonly preſerved. 

Three eſpecial ſorts of Faſciationor Rowling, pertaining ro our preſent 
work, have the Worthies of our Profeflion commended to poltterity. The 
firſt they term Incarnatrix or Aeglutinatrix, the Incarngtive or Agglutina- 
ive: the {ccond, KRetentrix, or Retentive : thethird, Expulrrix, or Expul- 
ive. | 
The Izcarnativeis that which brings the Lips of the Wound together, and 


conſerverh them in their right figure. Ir mult be- more ſtri&t than the Re- ' 


tentive, and more looſe than the Expullive ; and is the moſt uſeful in ſim- 
ple, freſh, and yet bleeding Wounds. The manner of performing it is 
thus. 
Have in readineſs a Rowler of ſuch matter, length and breadthas I ſhall 
anon ſhew you 3 rowl it upar both ends hrmly to che middle ; then lay the 
middle part of the Rowler on that part which 1s-oppolite to the Wound, to 
prevent pain and inflammation. You are then, after you have made a turn 
upon the Wound with both ends ot the Rowler, to go up with the one, and 
down with the other, and rake ſo many - turns about the Parr as may be re- 
quiſire for the reſtraining the Flux of bloud, or, according to the Sealon of the 
year, to defend it from cold, and yer not keep the Wound roo hot, for-that 
may weaken the Part. You mult alſo be careful that your Bandage be nor 
too hard, {o as to intercept the Spirits. Your Rowler ruaning downwards 
will prgſs out-the Matter from the attected Part, - and by patling upward 
hinder rhe influx of Humours. 

The Faſcia Retentrix 1s uſed to keep your Dreſſings on cloſe about the 
Wound. They for the molt fart are only of tfe in Wounds of the Head.

As the Subje& is more noble you work on, ſo ſtrive to perf6rm 
our office more excellently ; intending not only your profit, but decency in 
the diſpatch ; that you may pleaſe the Eye, both in the time of, and when 
you have done your work : thus ſhall you gain credit to your ſelf, anden- 
dear your Patient to ſubmitthe more readily ro your Rules, which is not the 

leaſt part of the Cure.

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The third Stitch is of uſe in great Wounds, and thoſe of the Oeſophag ns, Conſer- 


&c, to hold them forcibly together. Itis performed with Pins or Needles, ' 
z5in Hair-lips. | 

There are four ſorts of Stitches,mentioned by the Ancients,for the Wounds 

ofthe Belly, whereof I ſhall rake notice only of one, which I have made uſe 
ofmy ſelf inthe ſtitching of thoſe Wounds ; the manner whereof is thus : 
You are tO take up the Peritoneum on one f1de,and leave it on the other ; and 
then take it up on the other ſide, and leave it on this. It is ſo made, that the 
Peritoneum, which is a dry body, may be united with the Muſculous fleſh : 
otherwiſe only the Fleſhy parts would unite, and the Peritonenm lie open, 
upon which a Hernia would certainly ſucceed, and the Patient be put tothe 
trouble of wearing a Trufs the reſt of his lite. The Thread you are to uſe 
for this purpoſe ought to be a ſtrong round white Thread proportionable to 
the Needle, and both accordingly as the Wound requireth. You muſt re- 
member to cleanſe the Wound of its clotted Bloud, if you can but how- 
ever go 0n with your work, that Bloud will find its paſſage our, 

In great Fluxes of bloud the Glover's Stitch is beit. Endeavour in your 
Sticching to bring the Artery and Vein to its wounded fellow ; ſo ſhall you 
the likelier ſecure your ſelf, and make the work more ſeemly. 

In the Incarnative, you are toconſider the, Wound. If you find it but 
the length ofa finger's breadth or a little more, 'tis not worth the ſtitching :; 
our Medicaments and Bandage will keep the Lips together, and quickly

If the Wound be of two Fingers breadth, make one Stitch in the middle ; The d- 
iſthree fingers breadth, maketwo Stitches; if four fingers breadth, three —_—_ 


Stitches ; and ſogo on, making a Stitch leſs than the Wound is in number 
of fingers. Sometimes in declining Parts we make our Stitches at alittle 
more diltance,

Theſe are molt proper in the Face; to avoid the other 
way of Stitching : yet they are of uſe in other Parts, to preſerve the Lips 
coſe They are commonly ſpred with a Mixture of ſang. dracon. thuri, aloes, 
fwin, tritic, gumm, tragacanth. an. part. equal. cum albumin. ovi. They ought 
tobe of ſuch a conliſtence, that they may adhere firmly ro the Skin. They 
muſt be applied at ſuch diſtance as they may beſt perform their work. Afer 
they are dried on, you muſt bring the Lips of the Wound cloſe together, and 
retain them ſo, taking care they be not wet by the Matter.

The next 
him Wine. morning he complained he had not ſlept .that night, that he was faint and 
ſick, and that his Wound was the leaſt of his ailment. That day he continu- 
e£d faint and ill, andthe next morning complained again of his want of reſt; 
and that afternoon he ſwouned, and complained he could not live without 
Wine. He had good Broths,Caudles, and ſuch like; and I believe he did drink 
ſome Wine, ( But he was alloyed by his Maſter a Bottle of a Quart every 


morning for his Draught, and was ſeldom ſober, ) His Wound was indigelt- ' 


ed and inflamed. I complied with his deſire; he drank again as he pleaſed; 
his Sickneſs went off, his Wound digeſted, and he was ſoon after cured. 
This I have ſeen often in ſome of the Duxkerkers at Sea, who drank extra- 
ordinarily,and were full of drink at the time gf their Sea-fights. I could ſcarce 
ever cure any of them without allowing them Wine ; and thereby their Spt- 
rits were kept up, and I had the liberty to bleed them as I thought fit. When 
theſe kind of people eat as plentifully as they drink, they then upon a ſudden 
change of Diet labour under a Craps/a, and are ſubjeCt ro Fainting, or have

Theſe ſimple Medicaments may be pro- 
portionably mixed according to the Habit of body and condition of the 
Wound. In ſmall and ſuperficial Wounds, Nature of her own accord is 
wont to effe the Cure ;#ſhe ſeldom requiring more from us, than that the 
Lips of the Wound be brought cloſe together, and defended from the Fluxi. 
on, &c, asaforeſaid, and with Bandage ſo retained. A Pledgit of /inimen, 
Arcei with empl. diapalme frequently ferves the turn. Butin greater Wounds 
that will not ſo ealily be cured, we ſtitch the Lips together,and ſprinkle them 
with ſuch like Powder : Bebol. armen. thuris, ſang. dracon. an. part. equal. 
and apply a Mixture of ſome of the ſame Powder with the W hite of an egg 
over them, with a Compreſs preſt out of Oxycrate, and a ſutable Bandage 
overall. This is generallythe way : but leſt by the adheſion of this .em- 
plaſtick Medicament the Lips of the Wound ſhould be torn or diſturbed in 
taking the Dreſſing of, I chuſe ratherto apply over the ſprinkled Powders 
a Pledgit with ſome of theſe following ſarcotick Unguents : Re fterebinth, 
Venet. Fit). gum elemi Fi). ſang. dracon, thuris, maſt ich. an. 33. Miſc. & fiat Un- 
guent. S. A.or this ; R rerebinth.Jij. reſin. pin. oliban. colophon. an. 36, maſtich, 
Zj. crocs 3). cere ij. oles hyperic. q.ſ. fiat Unguentum. Over which may be ap- 
plied any of theſe following Emplalters, viz. empl. diapalme, diachalcit, d: 
lithargyr. de bolo, &c, Tn all Wounds wherelI delign to cure by Agglutins 
tion, and would preſerve my Stitches, I forbear the uſe of Fomentations 
and flabby Medicaments : nor wall you have occaſion for ſuch Applications, 
if you proceed rationally, as hath been above ſaid ; for Nature will doher 
part towards the Agglutination of the Wound, if you defend it from the in- 
flux of Humours. I always accounting theſe Wounds near cured, when 
the Lips are retained cloſe ge and dreſſed as aboveſaid. 
Ofcom Thus far I haveproceededin the Agglutination of Simple Wounds: I 


pnd.. ſhall now conſider of Wounds with loſs of Subſtance made by Bill, Pole-axe, 


Sword, &«. ſome cutting twice or thrice in one or near one place, whereby 
the Wound is large, tranſverſe, yea and oblique.at the ſame rime, and the Lips 
contrafted various ways,& ſo the Cure is rendred much more difficult. Theſe 
kind of Wounds are not ſo often ſeen in times of Peace, but in the Wars 
they are frequent, eſpecially when the Horſe-men fall in among(t the Tntan- 
try, and cruelly hack them ; the poor Souldiers the while ſheltring their 
Heads with their Arms, ſometime with the one, rhen the other, until they 
be both moſt cruelly mangled : and yet the Head fareth little the berter the 
while for their Defnes, many of them not eſcaping with leſs than twoor 
three Wounds through the Scull tro the Membranes,and often into the Brain, 


Andifthe man fly, and the Enemy purſue, his Hinder parts meet with great 
Wounds, 
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Wounds, as over the Thighs, Back, Shoulders, and Neck. Mr. Sazderſo2, 
now one of the Chirurgeons of St. Bartholomen's- Hoſpital, was once with me 
affiſting in the dreſſing ſuch. At Sterling in Scotland Mr. John Chaſe, Apothe- 
cary to his Majeſty, helped me in the like work, One of the Souldiers had 
ſuch a gaſh thwart the Nape of his Neck,that it was a wonder to us helived, 
His Wound was full of Maggots ; and fo were thoſe of all rhe reſt that were 
inflicted on the Hinder parts, they having been ſome days undreſt, 

In order to the Cure of theſe Wounds, you are in the firſt place toclcanſe 
them, and then to endeavour the bringing of the Lips together by the Incar- 
native Suture, making ſo many Stitches as may retain them together. And 
if you doubt this way not ſufficient, you may then, as in a Hair-lip, paſs 
Needles or Pins through the Lips of the Wound, with little Plates of Lead 
to ſecure them from tearing. Bur it the Wound be {o deep as you ſuſpett its 
incarning in the bottom, you muſt leave a declining Oritice for the diſcharge 
of Varter. If the Wound hath lain long undreſſed, or were not ſtitched at 
the firſt dreſſing, and be now fo contracted and ſtubborn that the Lips of it 
will not be brought near one another; you muſt then foment them warm 
with ſome lenient DecoQtion ex fol. & rad. althee, malue, viol. ſem lini, &c, 
or with new Milk; then joyn them together, as hath been ſaid, and dreſs 
them as Wounds ſo [titcht.But if you left a declining Orifice, keep it open by 
a {mallTert dipt in ſome ſuch Medicament as ſtall be by & by preſcribed,and 
after Digeſtion withdraw theTenr,& heal itas ſuch lIikeWounds, The greater 
Wounds, which cannot be brought together by Suture, muſt be digeſted, and 
ſo diſ,oſed as that new Fleth may be generated to fill upthe Cavity : to which 
purpoſe R terebinth. Ziij. far. hord, 3v). thuris 3j. Miſc, cm vitel. ovi. To this 
after a day or two may be added mel. roſ. During which the Humours ought 
tobe diverted from the Wound by the univerſal Regiment ſer down of 
Bleeding, Purging, &c. and by the external application of Refrigerants with 
go0:4 Comprels and Bandage, to preſs the Lips of the Wound together, that 
it may be the ſooner cured. After the Wound is digeſted, you may deterge 
with mundif. Paracelſi, or with this of Quercetan's, which isallo a good Sar- 
cotick : Be fol. plantag. apii, an. My). rof. rub. Pij. vini rub. Zviiz. coq. ad medietat. 
in colat. diſſolve ſ[acchar. rub. 31), terebinth. 5). far, juniper. & orobt, an. Zvi. aloes, 
myrrhe, an. 3). aecog. rurſus, CF addendo cere q. /. reduc. ad formam Unguent. 
or with this Balſam of the Spaniſh Prieſt, commonly called of. Aparict; Be ol. 
olivar. 11. terebinth. Vener. 3 vii. frument. integr. 3j. ſem. hyperici ij. rad. card. 
benedift, rad. valerian. an. 3). pul. thuris, vernicts, ani. The Seeds and Roots 
are to be cut and beaten, and infuſed two days in White-wine : then the Oil 
and briuſed W heat mult be putto it, and fo boiled rogether to the conſum- 
ption of the Wine ; then ſtrain the Liquor hard out, and add the rerebinrh. 
thus, &c. giving it two or three walms more, and reſerve it for your uſe. In 
theſe larger Wounds, it will be necelary to apply warm Stupes wrung out 
of Red wine wherein have been infuſed flor. ro/. rubr. balauſt. nuc. cupreſſ. &c. 
But thoſe W ounds that are full of Maggots or Worms ought to be waſht with 
a Decoction atſinth. card, beneditt. rad. gextian, myrrh. aloes, &c. and deterged 
as aboveſaid with Mundificatives : after which you may proceed in the ſame 
method of Cureas is before mentioned. As to the time of dreſſing Wounds, 
the ſecond dreiſing ought not to be t1ll rhe third day, by which time we ſup- 
pole them ſomewhat digeſted: from that time every other day may be ſuffici- 
ent. Galen, (peaking of the dreſſing Ulcers, ſaith, he drefled them butevery 
third day, though the Matter flowed very much ; and but every fourthday in 
W inter. Indeed the too frequent dreſſing is hurtful : yer there may be occa- 


ſion of opening them ſooner than by him propoled, for the ſtrengthening of 
Bandage, 
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Bandage, or for the preſerving of the Stitches by putting on dry Stitches 
Alſo the retention of Matter cauſeth the Suture to relax, and the Lips of the 
Wound to-open again : therefore that ought to be left to the diſcretion of 
the Chirurgeon. 

After the Cavity in the Wound 1s incarned, you may cicatrize with ay- 
guent, aeficcat. ruby. aq. calcss, &c. or with the Vitriol or Alume-ſtone,ang dry 
Lint. . | 

If the Wound be made by a Fall or Blow with great Contulion,you myſt 
. endeavour that the bruiſed Fleſh be digeſted & turned into Matter ; to which 

purpote #geemt. baſilic. is proper, applied warm upon Lint, or diſſolved jn 
ol. lumbric. liai, or ſuch like,anointing the Parts about with ol. roſ. & myriill 
rum album. ovor, with which you may alſo make up a Reſtrictive,with an ad. 
dition' of bot. Armen. ſang. dracon. balauſt. flor. roſ. rub. and apply it overall, 
Bur if the Wound were of ſome days continuance before you were conſulted, 
you muſt then fomentiit-with Diſcutients,and embrocate the contuſed Parts 
with ol. cham. ſambut. rutac. &c. and continuethe application of Maturatives, 
proceeding as is ſet down in the Chapter of Ecchymeſis, After ſeparation of the 
contuſed Fleſh, the loſs of Subſtance muſt be reſtored by Sarcoticks, and the 
Wound cured as aboveſaid ; remembring that ia theſe Contuſions Venaſe. 
tion is moſt neceſſary. If the Wonhd be deep, and the Orifice narrow, yet 
capable of inlarging ; it mult be laid open proportionably, that the Matter 
may not be retained, and render the Wound more hollow. But if the Sinw 
be of any great length, and ſodepending that the Matter cannot diſcharge 
by the Wound ; you may then make a Perforation in the lower part fordiſ: 
chargeof it, by Knife or Cauſtick; or both, firlt Cauſtick, then Knife ; or 
by a Seton-needle with a twiſted Silk or Thread, as hath been ſhewed in $- 
nuous Ulcers; and proceed accordingly. : 

W hat'T have ſaid of Wounds cut and hackt in heat of Fight by a broad 
Sword, happeneth ſometimes in fighting or foyning with a Rapier, Forif 
the Thruſt beredoubled, an Artrition may be made in the lower part of the 
Wound: and if there be ſuch an Attrition there, or if ſome tendonous body 
be there wounded, it will be too painful to heal by the tirit Intention ; and 
if it run far, and deep amongſt the Muſleles, it may be a maiming of the per- 
ſon, or an indangering of his life, to cut ſuch a Wound open from top to bot- 
tom. Wherefore you ought to conlider well the manner of the Wound ; and 
if it penetrate ſo deep, and be not capable of being laid open by reaſon of the 
thicknefsof ir, make a-ſearch with a Probe to the bottom, and feel how far 
diſtant it is there from the Skin : and if it do nor lie far off, nor under any con- 
ſiderable Veſſel, the ſpeedieſt way of curing the Wound will be by paſlingin 
a DireQor, and cutting it open. Which done, keep it open, and permit the 
upper part to agglutinate. Bur if you think it not fit to open, yet mark 
the place, that incaſe there be a neceſſity of doing it afterwards, you may 
make the Apertion'more certainly, That done, dreſs the Wound with a pro 
portionable ſhort Tent armed with a Digeltive ex terebinth. cummwitell, ovi ; 
and embrocate the Parts about with o!. roſ. myrtill. & aceto ; over whichap- 
ply empl. e bolo, or ſuchlike ; and afterwards proceed as aforeſaid, For your 
farther information and more caution, I ſhall give you one Inſtance of the ill 
efte&s of cutting open ſuch Wounds the whole length. 

- Some years ſince'a young Gentleman was wounded in a Duel ; the Rapier 
entred into his right Side {lanting by his ſhort Ribs under the Muſcles,reach- 
ing within a finger's breadth of the Spine, witha redoubled Thruſt, He was 
carried to a French Chirurgeon's houle,8& dreſied by him. The third day after 
I was fetchr, and faw the Wound inflamed and undigeſted, likewiſe the Ori- 
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fce over-ſtretcht by the extraordinary bulk of the Tear. I adviſed the dreſſing 
irwith one lefſer,aod armed with aDigeſtive,alſo Embrocations,@+.as above- 
aid. Butit was1n vain. . This Pretender dreſſed the Wound with a Tent 
coportionable to the former,anointed with ſome Unguent wherein was ſang, 
jacon. binding a Stupe over it. By this way of drefling the pain and inflam- 
mation increaling, I was fetcht again two days after,and then madea ſearch; 
and feeling my Probe penetrating obliquely down deepamongſ the Muſcles, 
within a finger's breadth of the Spine, ( as aboveſaid, ) I concluded it beſt to 
make an Opening there. Accordingly I uſed a mild Cauftick, then dreſſed 
upthe Wound with a leſs Tent,fpreading it with a Digeſtive ex terebinth.&c. 
embrocating it cum 04. roſ. &c. and foonatter applied an anodyne Cataplaſm, 
and ſo left the Patient to reſt. But in the night, he turning in his bed, the 
Cataplaſm flid off, and our Monſieur diſcovered a diſcolouring in the Part, 
and ſuppoſing iran approach of a Gangrene, I was fetcht out of my bed. 
Upon fight of it, I found it only ſtained with the Saffron and Lupins which 
were in the Cataplaſm, and applied it again, leaving the Patient better fatis- 
fed. But the next morning I met another Chirurgeon of the forementioned 
Monfieur's acquaintance. We took off Drefſings, and ſaw the Wound dige- 
fting. I propoſed the dividing the Eſcar below, to give vent that way to the 
Matter ; but they were poſitive for the cutting open the Wound thwart all the 
i{cles, the length of between 5 or 6 inches. * To which purpoſe Sponges 
were preſt out of Melilot Emplaſter,and the Wound fill'd with them. The 
next day this latter Operator laid theW ound open with a pair of Sciſſors ſo far 
25 his Sponges had dilated it,and dreſſed it up his way. The morning follow- 
ing the Wound appeared dry,and the Parts about inflamed and ſwelled very 
much, and continued exceeding painful to the third day. Then they, being 
at a loſs, were contented to divide the Eſcar ; upon which there diſcharged a 
uantity of Matter made by Apoſtemartion 1n that part : yet notwithſtanding 
hey would not inlarge that Opening, but began where they-ended, and cut 
open the Wound to the Aperture made by the Cauſtick, and dreſſed it up as 
formerly.Thus they having increaſed the pain,the Fluxion alſo increaſed,and 
zpreat quantity of Matter diſcharged from the lower part, alſoa large Sinus 
ifovered it {ef tretching over the Spine to the other Side. In order to the 
curing ofthis, they deſigned Injettions;; which I endeavoured to difſwade 
them from : but they perſiſting'n the uſe of hem, I proteſted againſt their 
proceeding, and left them. They laught at me : but about the niath day af- 
ter the Patient died, and made good my prediftion. For, alas! what elſe 
could be expected from ſucha Diviſion of parts, and caſting in Injefions, 
but to render it more ſinuous from Side to:Side ? whereas pollibly by Dige- 
tion and good Compreſſion it might haply have healed. v 
The Fifth Intention is, in preventing of evil Accidents, and correCting Thegfh 
ſuch as are already fallen upon the Part. And theſe are Hemorrhagia, Pain, Intention, 
Fever, Intemperies, Convullions, Syncope, Delirium, and Pallie. ting il AG. 
We ſhall begin with Hemorrhazta, as being incident toall Wounds more or cidents, 
eſs, and ſometimes the cauſe of all other Accidents; wherefore I have treated Þ' # 
purpoſely of the Wounds of Veins and Arteries in a Chapter by it ſelf; ſoin- or Bleed. 
tend here only to ſpeak of it as it is made by ſome Authors the ſecond Inten- ins: 
tion, The way to ſtop the Bleeding as it is common inall Wounds, is, by 
bridging the Lips of the Wound clole together by Suture, and by applying 
ſuch Medicaments to them as have a drying and agglutinative faculty ; as 
Galen's Powder of Aloes Pj.thuri Pij. and Hares-furre mixt with the White 
ofan egg, applied upon a Pledgir, allo a Plaiſter of the ſame ReſtriQives, 
with Compreſs and Bandage. Bur if the Wound be ſuch that you cannot __ 
the 
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the Lips of it together, apply the aforeſaid Powder upon Dofhls on the 
bleeding Veſſels, and your Aſtringents next, with Compreſs and Bandage 
over all: then place the Member in ſuch a poſition as may be for the eaſe of 
the Patient. 

You ought to be ſpeedy in the mitigating Pain, for that nothing disfpirit- 
eth your Patient more, nor maketh more diſturbance in Wounds, the Hy. 
mours flowing abundantly to the pained Part, whenceinſuerth great Inflam- 
mation and Tumour, W herefore you mult haſtgn ro ſuccour it by Anodynes; 
amongſt which Phlebotomy is propoſed by Authors in the firſt place, for that 
it maketh evacuation and derivation of the ſerous Humour which cauſeth 
the grievance. Theexternal Applications proper toeaſe Pain are, fol. & rad, 
althee, malue, viol. hyoſcyami, thapſ. barbat. flor. roſ. cham. melilot. ſem. lini, f+. 
nnugrec.cydonior. pſyllis, papaver, alb. &c. which may ſerve for Fomentations 
and Cataplaſms, being boiled in the Broth of a Sheep's head and feet, or new 
Milk. In the beginning of the Pain a Cataplaſm may be applied of far. hord, 
fabar. flor. roſ. rubr. ſambucti, decotted in Red wine or Oxycrate, with an ad. 
dition of ol. roſ. &c. If the Parts be already inflamed, take fol. hyoſcyami boiled 
in Milk, with White-bread crums, a new-laid Egg, a little Saffron and ol.rf. 
and make them intoa Cataplaſm. For more variety, I refer you to the 
Chapter of a Phlegmon, in Tumours, If after this it tend to Suppuration, 
you may proceed as in a Phlegmon, Itit yield tonone of theſe, you may tru. 
ly conjeCture ſome Nerve is offended : then proceed as is ſaid in the Wouſs 
of the Nerves, But if pain be cauſed by Matter that wants a paſſage out, 
give it one by Knife or Cauſtick, 

If ſome hor diſtemper from Choler offends the Part, which may be per. 
ceived by what hath been ſaid ofan Eryſipe/as, then theſe Unguents,nutritom, 
alb, camph. refrigerans Galeni, populeon, are proper ; or this following : Rſucei 
plantag. ſolani, ſemperviv, an. 3), bol, Armen, 3. lithargyr. loti, aq. plantag, & 
tutie preparate, an.Zj. ol. roſ. omphac, & nymph. ap. Fi). aceti roſacei & cere tan- 
tilum; fiat Unguentam, If the Diſtemper be cdematous, rhen Fomeantati- 
ons wherein flor. cham. aneth. meliloti, - feng. and ſuch like have been 
boiled, may, with good Bandage, ſerve your purpoſe. 

Fever accompanies great Wounds ; eſpecially where there is Inflammati- 
on, it isalmoſt inſeparable; therefore you are the leſs to trouble yourſelf 
thereat. But if it continues after the Pain and Inflammation is removed,and 
hath Delirium or Syncope with it, there is great cauſe to doubt the welfare 
of your Patient : therefore haſten Revulſion by VenzſeCQion or Veſicatories, 
alſo uſe Clyſters and lenient Purgatives, to looſen the body ; and preſcribe 
Juleps, Emulſions, Epithems, which, by refrigerating and contemperating 
the heat, may relieve the Patient. The other Symptoms of Gangrene, 
Convullions and Pallies, are tranſlated tothe Diſcourſe of Gun-ſbot Wounds. 
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TH E next thing that offers it ſelf to our conſideration is, the Wounds of 
T particular Parts ; and firſt of the Veins and Arteries, which are ſubje& 
togreat effuſion of bloud, therefore require your ſpeedy help. You may 
Singuiſh whether the bloud be from an Artery or a Vein, by the flowing 
of it, and by' its colour. 

From the Artery the bloud ruſhes impetuoully and per /altum, by reaſon Signs of 
ofthe dilatation and conſtriction of the Heart, and is ofa florid colour. The th<Artery 


Yenal bloud flows with a more ſmooth and even ſtream ; it is of a groſſer - rg . 
confiſtence, and of a darkiſh colour. : Vein

Oftheſe latter Wounds there is no great danger ; Gelex's Powder with Progee- 
the W hite of an'egg, and the formerly propoſed way of dreſſing, will ftay flick of 
their bleeding, and cure the Wound in few days. But thoſe of the Arteries £*% and 


ae moſt difficultly ſtopt, for that the bloud is in a moſt vigorous and {trong Progno-

{c, cur album. ov. to the conliſtence of Honey, and apply over it a Com- 
reefs ſqueezed out of Oxycrate or Red wine; then rowl up the Member with 
theagglutinative Rowler, beginning on the oppoſite part, bringing both the 
heads over the Wound : and having taken'a turn or two there,rowl upwards 
and downwards,ſoas to preſs the bloud apward,and reſtrain the Influx from 
above. Your Bandage muſt be ſo made, that it be to the eaſe of the Patient : 
the Poſition ought alſo to be ſuch as may prevent Pain. He muſt keep cpol Ordering 
and quier, and obſerve a ſlender Diet. His Drink ought allo to be cooling + 
andaſtringent ; as Fountain-water with ſal. pruxcll. or acetum, or with gads © 
of Steel quencht in it,and ſweetned with Syrup of Coral, Pomegranartes, Li- 
mons, &c. or this following Draught of Quercetan's, BR croct Martis, eſſentie 
orallor, an. DJ. ſyr. de ro. ſice. & myrtill. an.3).4q.papaver, rhead.Fiv, Miſc. (oalſo 
2 decutÞ hoyd. cum ſem. p__ alk. & hyoſcyam. with an addition of Roſe-water, 
and Sugar of Roſes, to {weeten it ; alſoa grain or two of /adanum in caſe of 
extremity, if the Patient bears ir well. You may alſo let the Patient bloud, Bleeding 
by opening a Vein on the contrary part, it his {treagth will permit ir, taking where, 
little at a time only for Revulſion. You may uſealſo Cupping, Friction, 
and Binding the remote Parts, for Derivation, 

In Wounds of the Artery, dreſs not oftener than you needs muſt ; once 
nfive or ſix days may be ſufficient, whilſt there is danger of Bleeding. Bur 
If you find the bloud hath made its way through all the Dreſſings, and the 
Bleeding continues, take them off: and if you diſcover the Stitches —

Ifby Eſcaroticks, then you ought to cleante the Wound of the clotteg 
bloud, and dip your Dofſils in ſome ſuch like Powder ; Be thur. puly, Fj, 
aloes, glutints ſic, an. Fj. chalcanth. uſt. Zij. arſenici 3v). gypſi 311j. Apply theſe 
with Lint on the bleeding Artery, and over it Doflils of Lint dipt 7x album. 
ovi cum pulv, Galeni, and dreſs up the Wound as aforeſaid. , At your next 
dreſſing, leave the Eſcarotick ſticking on the Artery, ' and incara as faſkas 
you can. For want of the abovelaid Powders, take Vitziol powdered angti. 
ed in a fine Rag, and apply it to the-Artery with convenient Dreffings over 
it, as beforeſaid. : 

But if after theſe your Endeavours the Artery yet continue to bleed, you 
mult uſe the atual Cautery ; by whichthe Veſſel will ſhrink up at both ends, 
You may convey the Cautery down to the Artery through a Cannul: and 
that the Cautery may not burn through it, you may cover the outſide witha 
Plaiſter or Rag wet with the White of an egg, &©c. That done, dreſsthe 
cauterized part with Dofſils dipt in Mucilage of Quince-ſceds, or with the 
White of an egg, and embrocate the Parts about cum cl. a6 applying em- 
plaſtr. diachalcit. cum ſuccis plantag. &c. over all. After you have allayedthe 
heat of the Part, digelt, incarn, and cicatrize the Wound as followeth,

NT of about 35 yearsof age was wounded with a Rapier on the 
: right ſide of the Afpera arteries into the internal Jugular, throughhis 
Neck, it-paſſing out below the laſt Fertebra, The Wound was {tmall,yet bled 
with a full ſtream. A Servant ftopt it with his fagers, whilſt I — Drel- 
ſings ready of our common aſtringent Powders,with the White of an eggand 
a little acetum, ſpred upon a Pledgit of Lint, and an Emplaſter of thekims 
with Comprels and ſuch Bandage as it would bear. The Wound behind 
bled when that before was dreft. I applied the ſaid Medicaments to that, and 
cauſed them to be held cloſe till they were dried on. Then we put himto 
bed, and kept him cool and quiet. I uſed all my endeavours for the contem- 
perating his bloud, as is uſual in ſuch caſes, and dre(t him but once in four 
or five days, unleſs I were neceſſitated by the burſting forth of the bloud: 
yet he bled at times about 16 or 17 days, His Wound by the Vertebra of the 
Neck healed in few days; and the other near the 4fera arteria was cured 
by this way of Agglutination the 19 or 20 day. 

A Man wounded in the Artery under the right Eye was immediately dreſt 
by Mr. Fawcet Chirurgeon ; but the next day in theafternoon the bloud burſt 
out impetuouſly, The Wound had been made by the corner ofa Trencher,and 
was not ſo bigas a Silver-peny. I dreſt it with p«/v. Galexz, and applied a 
Plaiſter over it made up with my common reſtrictive Powders cum album, 
ovi, with good Compreſs and Bandage. The next day his Wound bled again, 
and upon ſtopping thereof with my tinger, the bloud was obſerved to beatall 
along the Artery, from the Aperture to the Temporal Muſcle, with a grea- 
ter force than is commonly ſeen in an Arneuri/ma. I pierced through both 
the Lips and Artery with a curved Needle, and by Deligation reſtrained the 
bleeding, then dreſſed ir up with Emplaſticks as before, concluding I ſhould 


have very little more trouble from that Wound. But 2 or 3 days pany

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, hurſt our again, and in my abſence ſome other Chirurgeon was called inand 
> dreſſed it. Afterwards, at another bleeding, Mr. Fawcer dreſt him, and ar 
C another time Mr. 4Arris. The Wound being thus enlarged with the crowding 
C inof Doſlils, and lying in a very inconvenient place for Bandage, it bled ot- 
N ten,and was dreſſed by ſuch Chirurgeons as they could meet with in their ne- 
| ceſſiry. By the frequent application of Eſcaroticks to ſtop the bleeding, his 
Eye was ſo much inflamed and corroded,that it was verily believed by us,that 
1 ifhe did recover of his Wound, yet that Eye would beloſt. But his continu- 
h {bleeding thus many days had ſoexhauſted his Spirits, that there was ſmall 
: hopes of his ſurviving it. At the laſt burſting out ofthis Veſſel, Mr. Ed. Mo- 
| lins deceaſed, Mr. Fawcet and my ſelf met together at his Chamber. We 
i ſound him lying as dead with his Hand out of the Bed upon his Breaſt. We 
$ endeavoured to feel his Pulſe, but it not beating, we concluded him dead, 
c and took the Dreſſings haſtily off the Wound. Ir did not bleed, though it 
l was open. We ſuppoſed the bloud exhauſted. The Artery lay in the Wound 
torn by the Efcaroticks. We took up the ends of it, and tied them, dreſſing 
Ll FE the Wound with /izimert. Areeiand a Plaiſter over it, not believing that the 
s man would ever recover. But from that time the Bleeding of the Wound cea- 
] kd, and it daily incarned by very common Remedies,and was ſoon healed, to 
ny admiration. He was in leis than a month perfectly cured both of his 
: Wound and Eye. This Patient had been ſubject to the like Bleeding for- 
nerly upon very {mall Wounds, 
A Butcher living at Weſtminſter was wounded in the Artery between the ;, or 
Thumb and Fore-tinger. After he had been dreſt 3 or 4 days by ſome of his va. fn 
xighbouring Chirurgeons, the Wound continuing to bleed, he came tome Af? / 
ateone night with Dofſils crowded init. I threw them out, and wha 
Needle and Thread ſtitcht up theArtery,and theWound with it;then ſprink- 
lng ſorne of my agglutinative Powders upon, the Suture, I dreſſed it up with a 
| xtriftive Plaiſter and Bandage,as in the former Wounds is faid:and in three 
«& four times drefſing he was cured. But afteryyards there appearing ſome 
| Pulſation extraordinary under the Cicarrix, which proceeded from the roo

| BF Thenext day I was conſulted, and being informed of the. Wound, and the 
+ JI ninner of dreſſing, I deferred the Opening it, and advifed him to keep his 
+ B Bd. Hedid fo, but complained then of athrobbing pan in his Wound, and 
was very apprehenſive of its bleeding, looking himſelf ofren upon the Ban- 
dage, and alarmed me by frequent meſſages. The third morning IT met his 
Chirurgeon there, and looking upon his Leg, found the Bandage all bloudy, 
Wetook off the Dreſſings, and faw the bloud frelh; in the Rowlers ; bur in 
taking off the Plaiſter, the Dofſils came out only foul'd with a bloudy 
Savies, as is uſual in like Wounds after the filling them with ſuch "—_ 
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The Wound and Parts about were inflamed and ſwelled ; yet I had much agg 
to diſſwade the young Chirurgeon from dreſſing it again with Eſcaroticks, 
though he ſaw the Accidents ariſing thereby. But at laſt I prevailed,and dreſ. 
ſed the Wound with a Dofhl ſpred'with the common Digeſtive ex terebinch, 
cum vitell. ovi ſprinkled with putv. Galeni, embrocating the Parts about with 
ol. roſ. cum aceto, and applying emplaſt, e bolo over all with good Bandage, By 
this way ofdreſſing he was eaſed, and the Wound at liberty to diſcharge the 
Sloughs and Sanjes which were made, and choaked in by the former drelſigg, 
If it did not thusdigeſt, yet I conchaded what at the next dreſſing it wouldhe 
in our power to lay open the Wound, and divide the Artery, without hux. 
ting the Nervous or Tendonous bodies near it. But the next day I foundthe 
Patient unſatisfied how his Wound could cure ſo dreft, without a Tent, and 
often murmuring that it would rankle ; yet he continued pretty ealie,and did 
not bleed during thoſe three days. The fourth day at the opening we found 
no Bloud but what was mixed with'Matzer, the Wound alſo looke well; yer 
I complied with the Patient, and put in a ſhort Tent ſpred with the Dipe. 
ſtive as before. The third day after we opened it,and ſaw upon the Dreſiag 
ſome freſh Bloud followed by a thick white Matter, as from a Phlegmay. 
It proceeded froman Apoſtemation made by the Eſcaroticks. The Wound 
thus digeſting, I left off the uſe of the Tent, and dreffed it with a Doſli, 
and by good Embrocations, Compreſs and Bandage endeavoured the pref: 
ſing out of the Matter : which accordingly lefſened each drefſing,but was not 
well digeſted, nor free from fome ſmall tin&ture of Bloud. But this proceeded 
from his ill Habit of body, he being highly Scorburical, and ſubject to Fain- 
tingy loſs of Appetite, and pituitous Swellings on his Feet. Upon which 
account Doftor W. was conſulted, and ſomewhat relieved him. Aﬀeer his 
Wound wascured, I cauſed a ftreight pair of Stockings to be laced on both 
Legs, to reſtrain the Swelling, and prevailed with him to riſe daily : andaſter 
he was able towalk, he retired into the Country, but hath not yet gotoff 
the Diſeaſe he heightned by keeping within doors with this little Wound. 
Doubtleſs this Cure had been ſpeedier, if immediately at the firſt dreſſing 
his Leg had been bound up with Agglutinatives, and the whole committed 
to Nature, , 

A poor fellow living inthe Country was accidentally in letting bloud prickt 
in an Artery. The Arm ſwelling and growing painful, he put himſelfinto 
another Barber-Chirurgeon's hands, whoby unfit Applications rarefiedthe 
Tumour,and made way to the Extravaſation of the bloud ; which increaſing 
theTumour,and _—_— it ſoft, was ſuppoſed by the Barber to be a Suppur- 
tion of Matter. He accordingly opened it by Knife or Lancet:at whichanim- 
petuous Flux of bloud burſt forth, to the quantity of 4 flaggons, ( as they told 
me. ) They made a ſhift to ſtopit : but the Bandage being made too hardand 
unequal,the Arm ſwelled,and inclined to gangrene. While this.poor man lay | 
thus afflied, we his Majeſftie's & Royal Highmeſſe's Chirurgeons,attending the 
Court, vilited him,and prepared for the taking upthis Artery,or,in Co | 
ing,to cut off his Arm.The Patient being taken out of his Bed,and placedint 
Chair towards the light, we took off the Dreflings, and I viewed the Arm: 
where finding no Gangrene, according to the report of the Chirurgeon, but 
rather an Ecchymeoſis, we made a Bandage above the Wound, to prohibit the 
Influx of bloud. One of the Chirurgeons making a gripe thereon, we made 


- anlnciſion into the Tumour on the inſide of his Arm,according tothe length 


of it, over the Artery ; and after we had pulled out the coagulated blouda 

laid the Veſſel bare, we paſſed a Needle with a Ligature ander the Artery,$ 

tied it, then cut offthe ends of it,and looſened the Bandage above : and ſeeing 
it 
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it bleed no more, wedreſſed it up- with Pledgits dipe in the common Dige- 
tive ex terebinth. cumwitell. c3, applying them with pulv.Galeni next the Ar- 
rery, and lightly filled up the Wound with Pledgits of the Digeſtive diptin 
ol rof. warm; then embrocated the Arm with ſome of the ſame Oil, and laid 
; diachalcit. Plaiſter over the Wound and Parts abour, alſo applied emp/. Pa- 
racelſt and diachalcit. over the Hand and Arm,which were &dematous. Then 
with Bandage we began at the Hand, and rowled upto the Wound, taking a 
turn or two over it, and ſorowled up to the Axia, He being returned again 
10 his Bed, we placed his. Hand uppn his Brealt,and felt his Pulſe beat ſtrong- 
ly in that Wrift. Act the next dreſſing we found the Tumour diſperſed, the 
Wound frefh, and tolerably digeſted, We then paſſed another Ligature up- 
onthe Artery above the firſt, and 1n pulling the firſt to divide the Artery be- 
rween the Ergatures, the Artery broke; which was as well. We dreſtit up 
25 before we had done, only leaving out the Powders. At the next Opening, 
finding the Wound in a very good condition, the Lips of it being digeſted 
ind contrafted, we dreſſed it up with mmnazf. Paracelſi, &c. Then ſeeing it in 
a hopeful way of Cure, I returned to London, leaving the Patient to my Fel- 
bws, who dreſt it ſucceſsfully the ſpace of ro days without any appearance of 
loud. In ſome of their abſence the Barber-Chirurgeon dreſſed the Patieanr. 
Whether it was in«viping off the Knot, or crowding in Dofſils, bur it burſt 
out again: yer the Artery being divided, it ſoon ftopt by the application of 
Colcothar, and from that time it bled no more. The ancient way of Deligati- 
on is, as I havealready ſaid, by tying it in ewo diſtin places, and cutting 
the Artery oft between : but the Patient's often fainting interrupted us in 
that work. And truly in this caſe, where a Barber was to be intruſted with 
the Cure, it had been better that the Artery had not been divided ; for then 
it would not have been in his power to have rubb'd off the Ligature, and be- 
fore the Wound could have been wy ro cicatrize, the Ligature would have 


fallen off of ic ſelf, without danger of bleeding.

The Sympromsare,great Pain and Inflammation,allo a contrattion & hard. 
neſs in the Nerve or Tendon. But if the Nerve be quite divided, the pain 
is little, only a kind of Srypor or Nummedneſs, According as the Nerve is 
more or leſs conliderable, fo allo the particular Part is lame more or leſs. 

The molt trequent Wounds of Nerves, and moſt to be taken care of in

by the-way you mult take notice, that, in letting bloud, tomerimes the Aper- 
tion happens to be made,when the Skin,by reaſon of the Bandage,or Poſition 
of the Arm,lies equal with theVein,yet afterwards is not ſo; or theApertion is 
made too,{mall in the Skin,ſo that part of the bloud is choakt 1n,and lies there 
extravalated,whence a ſmall Phlegmonariſeth : or it may happen in ſomethar 
are well let bloud, that yet rhrough the indiſpoſition or ill Habit of body, the 
Part prickt feſters, (as they uſualty ſay,) and groweth ſoar a day or two after, 
and,if negleted,may raiſe a Tumour, which lying upon the Nerve orTendon, 
may at that time contract the Arm. If a Boil ina Fleſhy part be painful, 
then much more theſe in the Joynts amongſt the Nerves and Tendons. Such 
Accidents have and will happen to all chat let bloud, whgther Phyſicians or 
Chirurgeons: which is the realon that ſome of our old experienced Chirur- 
geons did, after letting bloud, always apply a Pledgit of 4aſi/ico upon the 
Aperture, with emp/aſtr. diachalcith. over it, which by its digeſtive quality ſe- 
curedit from corrupting. But we by a contrary way, as by a little Com. 
preſs dipt in Water, endeavour to reſtrain the flowing of the hot Serwmto 
the Aperture; and we ſhould be laught at if we continued that old method 
of Drefling. At the time we let people bloud, they are commonly labouring 
under ſome great Fermentation, or-apprehend it ſo: no wonder thea if it 
ſometimes fall upon the Part, where it was invited by Bandage. I have been 
ſent for into the Country to a perſon, that, aftera letting bloud, was ſeized 
with an Eryſipelas or bilious Inflammation the whole length of the Arm. The 
Aperture in the Vein might poſſibly be the catſe ; but that place was not af- 
flited at all. Dr. Rin2a/ complained once of a Chirurgeon, who was ſo un- 
conſcionable, as he ſaid, ro ask five pounds for curing an Arm he had made 
ſoar by his letting bloud. But I hope no perſon is ſo ignorant or malicious, 
to impute ſuch Accidents to a Puncture of the Nerve or Tendon. 

For when they are really prickt, their Symptoms ( as you may read inall 
thoſe that have writ of them ) are ſudden, with vehement Pain, Faintings, 
Convulſions,. and attended with great Defluxions. They do not terminate 
preſently in Suppuration, but gleet, and will not yield to a fimple anodyne 
Cataplaſm of White-bread and MIlk. 

All Wounds of the Nerves and Tendons are dangerous, but more or lels 
according as they are of ule. Thole of the Nerves are attended with thele- 
vereſt Symptoms, and ſeize the Patient more ſuddenly. But whether it be 
Nerve or Tendon, the tranſverſe Wound is moſt dangerous, and difficylrof 
Cure. 

In offer to their Cure, there are other conſiderations required ; and in the 
firſt place, whether the Nerve or Tendon lie open 1n view,or under coverture 
of the Skin. Ifthey lie covered under the Skin or Membrana adipoſa, then 
you ought to open the Skin,that theMedicaments may penetrate to the woun- 
ded Nerveor Tendon. Your Medicaments proper in theſe Grievances ought 
to be ſuch as are of hot, dry and ſubtil parts, to conſume that Ichorous water 
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aſe of. rof. with a little Bay-falt diſſolved and dropt into the Part ſcalding hot ; 


upon which may be applied a Pledgit ſpred with &4ſ{zcoz dipt in the ſame 
0il, and the Part embrocated about cum of. lumbric. and emplaſt. & bolo over 
it as a Defenſative, Burt if the Inflammation and Tumour be great, apply 


this Cataplaſm : BR farine hord. & fabar. an. Ziv. ſem. lini & feungreci pulv, 
an, 3j. flor. roſ. rub, flor. cham. ſambuci, & ſummit. abſinth. an.

the Part requires Medicaments of more drying and {ubtil parts, dreſs with 
hulſam. ſulphuris terebinth, or elle, R of, ſabine & terebinth, an. Zij. Mzſc.or 
dleum coſtinum, rute, ſabine, aneth. ſcorpion. &c, Thele are all proper Me- 
licaments to dreſs them with ; but o/. ro. and Salt have alway ſerved my 

urpole. 
Gvour application of Medicaments you muſt conſider what degree of heat 
2nd ficcity is proper for the offended Nerve or Tendon. If in your uſe of theſe 
Medicaments.your Patient feels not the heat of them, or feels it vehemently, 
they are not then rightly fitted : for in the former cale they do not enough 
dry that Saxies ; 1n the latter they doinflame the Part. If the Patient feel the 
hear moderately, the Medicine is good : but if from the uſe of the Medicine 
the Part itch and ſmart, and the Aperture made by Puncture gape,then the 
Medicament is ſtronger than it ſhould be. If the hardneſs go off with the con- 
ration, and the Lips of the Wound relax, 'tisa good {ign. I ſhall give you 
one Obſervation for the farther confirmation. | 

A young Chirurgeon having accidentally prickt a Tendon in letting a 


Her pain increaſing, I was conſulted, ana ſaw the Chirurgeon ready to apply 
his hot Oils : but upon ſight of the Wound, the Lips being turgid and dry, 
aſothe Parts about inflamed, I ſhewed him his error, and prevailed with 
him co dreſs it with anger. baſilic. warm, and to embrocate cu: ol. rof. alſo 
apply e-p/. diapalm. malaxed with ſome of the fame Oil, and to forbear 
drefſing it 2 or 3 days : during which ſhe was cured. The over-uling hot 
Oils hath been in theſe caſes very miſchievous ro many. 

If they yield not to Cure by ſuch Medicaments as have been propoſed, then 
you ought to divide them, to prevent worſe Accidents,viz.Convullions, Spaſ- 
ma's, Gangrene, &c. After which they cureas other Wounds ; only require 
more care 1n the poſition, and keeping the Member ſteady, ifit be inſuch a 
Joynt where there are Nerves and Tendons that move contrariwiſe. 

The Ligaments require much one method with the Tendons; only your 
Medicaments are here to be more drying, as euphorbium, ſulphur, viv. calx

Thethird day after, dreſſing him again, and ſceing the Wound di- 
geſted, I took out the Stitches, and dreſt the Wound with my Digeltiveof 
terebinth, dipt in my formerly mentioned Balſam, applying a Cataplaſm 
warm over allthe Wound and Hand, as 'in the former Obſervation hath 
been ſet down ; then rowPd up the Member again. At the next dreſſing there 
appeared more Inflammation ; yet the Wound was not altogether well dige- 
ſted, nor d:d the ſtitcht Lips ſeem to incarn, but thruſt forth a ſoft white 
Fleſh: wherefore I cut the Stitches, and digeſted with Merc. precipitat. and 
laid Pledgits ſpred with munadif.ex apio, with a Cataplaſm as before over all. 
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Thus I deterged, andafterwards incarned with the common Sarcotick, and i 
with calx lota cicatrized it. Then I put on a Catagmatick Emplaſter, and \ 
by the uſe ofa laced Glove ſcattered the pituitous Swelling, and ſtrengthen- a 
ed it. Yet it continued long painful, and ſo extreamly weak, that he was ne- 
ce{frared to ſupport ita long time by wearing the Feru/a, Since the writing ( 
pl of this, I am informed he continues in the ſame Service ; his Wriſt is ſtiff, ; 
Finger bit but ſerves him to drive his Coach. n 


wy a A Gentleman aged 54 years, of an ill Habit ot body, paſſing in the Street I 


dy 
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ya Coach, one of the Horſes ſnapt off the end of his Finger with the Glove. 
[drelt the Stump with the common Digeſtive dipt in a little ol.roſ. warm,and 
with emplaſt. diachalcith.mialaxed with a little of the ſame Oil, and rowled up 
the Stump. This Patient kept not his houſe with this little hurt, but came to 
me to be dreſt once in two or three days, or dreſt himſelf; he nor thinking it 
worth the obſervation of Dier,” Bleeding, or the like. One day he came to 
mecomplaining thar his Finger would not heal. I looked upon it, and ſee- 
ing an undigeſted crude Ichor dropping from it, and the Parts about bliſtered, 
licarified them, and dabbled rhe Wound with o/. terebinth. warm, ſtrewin 
Merc. precipitat. over all, and dreſſing it up with Pledgitsdipt in baſilic. &c. 
then rowling it up with emp!. diachalcith. That night I went to his Lodging 
with a Fomencation and other Medicaments prepared for a Mortification, 
but found ir checkt ; ſo I continued the application of »zgxert. baſilic. and ol. 
rerbinth. and afterward let him bloud, and purged him with i»f#/. ſene, &C. 
Afterthe Wound was well digelted, I incarned andcicatrized the Stump by 
ch Medicaments as in the former Obſervation have been ſet down. Thus 
ſmetimes great miſchiefs attend little Wounds, through the contempt ſome 
of our Patients have of them. 
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Lady was wounded down the whole length of the Forehead to the Obler.” 

Noſe, alſo tranſverſe the left Eye-brow to the Temporal Muſcle ; vie. of 

her Eye and Face werealſo much droifed. It happened to her travelling in wounds in 

:Hackney-Coach, upon the jerting whereof ſhe was thrown out of the > 

hinder Seat againl(t a Bar of Iron in the forepart of the Coach. At the firſt tye-brow. 
ſght ofthe Wound in her Forchead, ſeeing the Bone bare and her ſelf ſo di- 
ſfurbed, I doubted whether I ſhould ſtitch it, or keepit open with Doffils : 
but ſeeing no Fiſſure or inequality in the Bone, and conſidering the Defor- 
nity in that place would be grear, I brought the Lips of the Wound cloſe 
together with one Stitch, and dreſſed it with Sarcoticks, reſolving, if any 
Symptom prognoſticared ill, to cur the Stitch, and lay it open again ; bur 
if there were none, then at the next drefling to bring the Lips of the 
Wound nearer by dry Stitches. On the Eyebrow I made four Stitches, 
ſuch diſtance as they might be able to retain the Lips together, taking 
na triangular piece of Skin that was divided by a Wound above ir, which 
rendred it not unlike a double Hair-lip. Then I dreſſed up the Wounds 
vith Arcews*s Liniment and emp! e bolo, with a Compreſs dipt in Oxycrate, 
and made my Bandage over all. Having thus dreit her Wounds, I cruſed 
lome ag. roſ. rub. cum alb. ovi to be beaten together, and dropt in her Eye ; 
then applied ſoft folds of Linen wet in the ſame Mixtureover that diſeaſed 
Eye, and an emp. # bo/o over her Cheek, forbearing the Bleeding her that 
tight, in conſideration that ſhe had bled the ſpace of five miles in hetrerupn- 
ingback to London, The ſecond day after I rook off the Dreſſings, and fin- 
Aa a ding 
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ding leſs ſuſpicion of Fratture or Fifſure in the Wound of her Forehead, 1 
brought the Lips of that Wound together withdry Stitches,and ſtrengtheneg 
thoſe Sutures of the Eye-brow by the ſame Medicament, leſt the continual 
motion ofthe Lid ſhould relax them : then I drelt it upas before,and made the 
Bandage begin behind, bringing both the heads of the Rowler forward, paſ 
ſing one by another, toprels the Lips ofthe Wound in the Forehead cloſet. 
gether,and dreit her Eye with 4q.pomor matur,wherein a few grains of Vitrig] 
were d.fſolved ; by which I removed the Suffuſion upon the Coryea. Then] 
applied upon her bruiſed Cheek Pulp of the Roots of Orpia beaten in a Mex. 
tar, with the White of an egg. T wodays after I dreſt her again,and linding 
that the dry Stitches kept thoſe Lips of the Wound cloſe together, I cut off 
the orher, and drelt her with larcotick Powders, which ſupplied the place of 
Epuloticks ; and that morning I let her bloud in the Arm about ten ounces 

and purged her the day after with znff. ſexe, rhab.&c. By this the Defluxiog 
was removed, and inthe ſpace ol ſeven days the Wounds were all perfectly 
cured, and {he returned back the eighth day. 

A Servant of a Nobleman was wounded on the right Cheek over the 0; 
zyzoma, down the Muſcles of the ſame Cheek. In cleanſing of the Wound 
T telt a piece of that Bone, which had been cur oft by a ſlanting blow : it hung 
only by ſome fleſt1y Fibres in the Wound. I took it out, and, in confiderat; 
on the Part would not well admit of Bandage, I made two Stitches, bring. 
ing the Lipsof the Wound even together, then ſprinkled the Suture with 
farcotick Powders,and dreſt it up as the former. The third day after, taking 
off Dreſſings, and finding his Wound agglutinated, I cutour the Stitches, 
and dre{t him with ſome of the ſame Agglutinatives as before. Two days 
after, dreſſing him again, I found his Wound perfettly cured. | 

W hil{t I ſerved amongit the Dunkerkers, where Snick and Snee was as it 
were a faſhion, 1had much of this ſort of work ; and for your diverſion ſhall 
ſet you down one In{tance 1n that kind. | 

W hilit our Squadron rode at Anchorin the Gyozn, there came in ſome 
Hollanders, under the notion of Hamburgers, with three Ships new trimm'{ 
up for the King of Spain's Service. A Boatſwain of one of theſe Ships hap- 
pened in company aſhoar with ſome of our men, where drinking together, 
the Hollander began to prate of Religion, upbraiding one ofour men for wes- 
ring a Croſs ; and after a while, growing more heated with drink,he became 
quarrelſome, and {wore Sacrament he would not wear a Croſs, no, the Devil 
take him, repeating it often. One of our men beat him down, and fell with 
him ; then kneeling upon his Breaſt, and holding his Head down, he drew out 
a Knife ſticking in-his Saſh,& cut him from the Ear towards the Mouth, then 
from the Os zygoma to the neather Jaw.Now,ſaid he, you ſhallwear a Crof, thit 
the Devil ds not carry you away, I was ſent for from the next houſe as a friend 
to that Religion, and ſtircht the Lips of the Wound cloſe together ; then 
ſprinkling them with a little pufv. Galernz, applied Pledgits with a ſarcotick 
Unguent, and with Aſtringentsand Bandage dreſſed him up. The next 
morning he was let bloud, and the third day after I rook off the Dreſſings, 
and finding the Wound as it were agglutinared in the Slits, I cut out ſomeof 

the Stitches, ſprinkled the Wound asat firſt,& dre(t him up with Sarcoticks, 
with Compreſs and Bandage. The ſecond day after I dreſt him again, and 
cut out theremaining Stitches; andin adreſſing or two more cured him. 
This being the work of Nature, who rarely Filerh in ating her part, if we 
perform ours, in retaining the Lips cloſe rogether, and defending them from 
Fluxion. The Patient was well pleaſed with his Cure, though there remain- 
ed ſome marks ofa Croſs. Theſe ſort of people wearing them with much 
pride in their Faces, as marks of their Courage. CHAP. 
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Of Wounds penetrating the Oelophagus and 


Aſpera arteria. 


Ounds penetrating the Oeſophagis and Aſpera arteria require tobe 

ſtitched cloſe, eſpecially thoſe of the Oe/ophazus, where the ſuſte- 
nance and Sa/rva (o continually preſſeth into it. Therefore if your Stitches 
ſacken before the. internal Wound be apypatinares, you ought ro make new 
Stixches, or paſs Needles or Pins through the Lips of the Wound, and with 
(trong Thread twiſted about them, as in a Hair-lip,keep them cloſe together, 
ll the, Wound be united. During which, dreſs it up with Agglurinatives, 
and preſcribe a thin Diet : ſo ſhall you cure the Wound in few days, when- 
$orher wite obſerve what followeth, | 


Child of about fix years of age, playing with a wooden Dagger, fell ore. 
upon it, and wounded himſelfinto the Oeſophagns or Gullet, 1o as his ofa wound 
Siva froathed out of the Wound, I being fetched, ſtitched up the Wound, gy. 


ad applied Aſtringents, with Comprels and 'retentive Bandage, then pur 
him into bed, and let him hloud in the Arm, adviſing a Lambative of al- 
bum. owor. rec cum ſacchar. alb. to be taken as Aceſſity ſhould require, with 
directions to abſtain. from all other Suſtenance till the next morning. At 
which time viſiting him again, I was told their Chirurgeon had taken off 
my Dreſſings, cut off the Stitches, and given a greater liberty in Diet. I 
wondered what peculiar Art he had incuring that Wound, But about a 
month after I was informed, he had been foiled in the Cure, and had left it 
to Nature ; and tharthe Child was fed with Pudding, and ſuch ſoft Food, 
part whereof came daily out at his Wound, 
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NE of our Mariners in Spain, fighting on ſhoar, was thruſt with 
Rapier into the ourlide of the Arm nigh the Bzceps. A Chirurgeon in the 
Town, feeing him bleed much, ſtitcht the Wound cloſe, and applied his 
Reſtrictives,rowling up the Part well. After three or four days, the Patig 
came aboard, and, being in pain, deſired me todreſs him. The Arm bei 
{welled and inflamed, I cur the Stitches open, and gave vent toa bloudy $; 
nies after which followeda digeſted Matter. Finding by ſearch with my Probe 
the Wound wanted little of paſſing through, I embrocated & drefſt it upwith 
a ſhort Tent armed with my common Digeſtive, and endeavoured by good 
Bandage to cure it. But it not yielding thereto, TI paſſed a Seton-needle 
through, diſcharging the Matter downward ; and after thar Apertion wasdi. 
geſted, I dilated it, and kept a Tent there a few days ; during which the up. 
per part of the Wound healed up : and the Wound below digeſting well,and 
the Marrer daily leſſening, alſo healed that up. This TI inſert,to ſhew you that 
ſuch Wounds ought not to be ſtitchr,but dreſt up with Aftringents,Compreſ 
and Bandage : for ſo theſe Wounds in a good Habit of body, with Compreſs 
and Bandage,do frequently agglutinate in a few days ; whereas dreſt hyTents 
they are of longer continuance, and rendered at laſt difficult of Cure, 

W hile I was 1n the Kzz2's Service in the time of theWar in the Weſt-coun- 
try, I was fetched roCaptain M. who in ngnting a Duel was run through 
the Thigh with a broad Sword : I was alſo ſent for at the ſame time to the 
other. I haſtily dreft this Otficer's Thigh with Pledgits ſpred with Sarcoticks, 
and ſome attringent Powders mixt with the W hites of eggs, applying them 
over both the Orifices, and bringing the Lips of them cloſe, with Compreſs 
and Bandage, and fo left him to be by his Servants put to bed, From thencel 
went todreſs the cther, who had many little Wounds,on his Fingers, Hands, 
and Head. At my recurn I viſited my former Patient, whom I found in his bed 
with little pain. The ſecond day after I attended him, and tinding all in good 
remper,wichour pain or ſwelling, I dreſt che Wounds as I had done before, 
there being good ſigns that they would heal up by Agglutination ; for there 
was little either of Matter, Pain, or Swelling. If it had appeared inflamed 
with Tumour or Pain, I oughtthen ro have dilated the Oritice moſt diſtem- 
pered ; and if they had both ſuffered, I might have kept chem both open with 
{mall ſhort Tents ſpred with the common Digeftives,and have let him bloud, 
and proceeded as in a Body ill habited : but there was no need ; there only 
required a quiet poſition of the Parr, which he ſubmitted to, and was hap- 
pily cured in 7 or 8 days. This was really performed by the Balſam of his 
bloud, I neither bleeding nor purging him in the time of his Cure. 

A fat Gentleman came from Rocheſter wounded in the Thigh with aTuck. 
It was much inflamed, by reaſon of the Tent in it, which was very long ; his 
young Chirurgeon ſuppoſing the Wound could not be cured unlels the Tent 


reached to the bottom of ir. I threw out the Tear, and ureſſed the m_ 
wit 
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with a Pledgit of »»2»ent, baſilic. embrocated it with of, rof. and applied emp/. 
2 bolo, then let him bloud. He being feveriſh, Talſo preſcribed a Clyſter, and 
ſent him an Anodyne draught to ditpoſe him to reſt that night. The next 
day I found him 12 good temper, and his Wound inclined to heal. I drefled 
iras the day before, and adviſed him to keep his bed threeor four days. About 
wo days after I viſired him again, and taking oft the Dreſſings, ſaw his 
Wound perfectly cured : ſo it continued, and he walked abroad the next 


day. 
A perſon was wounded in the infide of the Arm, the Sword paſſing over 4: Obſer- 


the Joynt {lanting to the outlide ofthe Arm. He was firſt dreſt by a Chirur- oi 
geon near the place where he was hurt, and had bled much. The next day the rm. 
he complaining of pain, I opened the Wound,and found it rented at both Ori- 
fices, the Arm ſwelled, and a little diſturbed ; as Wounds in that place are 
ſubje&t to be, when the bloud is ſhut in by Tents, and nor drelt rationally by 
Aſtringents and good Bandage. The Swelling was moſt between thetrwo 
Orifices,& appeared afterwards to be the bloud choaked in by the ſtreightneſs 
ofthe Bandage, and was not likely to yield otherwiſe than by Suppuration. 
I fomented the wounded Member with Diſcutients, and kept both the Ori- 
tices open with {mall Tents dipt in the common Digeſtive, embrocating the 
Parts about cum 21. roſ. & gutt. aliquot aceti, and applying over all empl, eb9/o. 
The third dreſſing there appeared bloud from that Oritice in the inſide of the 
Arm. I filled it with Precipitate upon a Dofſil, and dreſt the Wounds up 
2s before; then acquainted the Patient with my thoughts of Opening the 
Swelling between the two Orifices,there being no|ikelthood the Matter could 
diſcharge it ſelf by either of them, yet it was not ſafe to heal them up. 
Wherefore I opened that Tumour lying between them by a little Cauſtick, 
and diſcharged a grumous bloud with a corrupt Serum. From that timeT lefc 
off the uſe of Tents, and healed that Wound up in four or five days : and as 
the Eſcar ſeparated, the Ulcer digeſted, and I cured that latter Opening ſoon 
after. That the Bone was bare under the Tumour, may I ſuppoſe yet be 
felr, from the adheſion of che muſculous Fleſh to it, 

A perſon was wounded in the outſide of the right Leg below the Garteriag- «. Obler- 
lace,the Wound running upward. After 6 weeks dreſſing by the neighbour- var. ef a 
ing Chirurgeons, the Wound being much diſturbed by a Flux of Humours, word 
Iwas conſulted, and found it [ſinuous ( ſome two inches ) upward, and ac- © © 

companied with Inflammation and Tumour. The Small of the Leg and Foor 
were cedematous, and the whole Member ſo weakned by the Influx, that 
it was neither able to aſſimilate its Aliment, nor yet to reſiſt the Crudities 
that fell upon ir, and ſo was like ro be of difficult Cure. In order to which 1 
aid open part of the Sins by Inciſion,and deterged the Wound with wundif 
Paracel{.mixt with Merc.precipitat, embrocating the Parts abour with o/. rof. 
cum aceto,and applying cerat.Galeni over the inflamed Tumour.lI ftomented the 
e&dematous Tumour with a Decoction of abſ#z+h. ſcord, flor. ſambyci,cham. rof. 
ruby. bace, myrtyll, & balauſt.and applied over the Swelling a Mixture of emp. 
diachalcit. & ftick. Paracelſi, with good Bandage,not renewing thole Dreſſings 
more than once aweek, to givea breathing roit. By the aforeſaid method of 
drefling,that part of the Wound which I had laid open deterged, and the In- 
flammation and Tumour remitted. Iatterwards divided the remaining Sizus, 
anddeterged it as the former, and with #»guert. atapompholyg. &c. cicatrized 
It, by the helpofa laced Stocking, in the ſpace of about a month. Thijs per- 
ſon had been long kept in his Chamber by his Wound, and now ſuppoling 
himſelf well, he rid to his Country-houle, ( unknown tome : ) but that nighr 


his Leg ſwelled much, and the C:carrix, being ſcarce confirmed, brake out 
again z 
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again ; upon ſight whereof he returned back the next day, and ſent for me. 
His Leg being infamed, and the Crcatrix fretted quite off, I tomented the 
Member cum decott. maluar. violar. plantae, ſolani, & flor. roſ. rub. and endez. 
voured by the application of 6aſ#/icon, &c. to digelt ir : but it nor yielding 
thereto, I applied Refrigerants on thEexternal Parts,and a fine Lawa wet ina 
Solution of rroch. alb. Rhaſ. made in decot?, plantag. equiſeti,&c.over the Exco. 
riation,alſo nmguent.alb.camph.over the Lawn,upon Pledgits ſomewhat diſtant 
from one ancther, leſt the Matter ſhould be ſhut in by the adheſion of them 
and fret the Cuticula more off, Thus I dreſſed it twice aday, he keeping Ba 
Leg upon his bed, to prevent Defluxion. By this method the heat and acri- 
mony of the Humour being mitigated, I applied over the Lawn Epuloticks 
more drying, viz, pulv.corn.cerv. uſti, &c.and at lait with much difficulty Ci. 
catrized the Ulceration : whereas it this Wound had been treated methgdi- 
cally in its recency, it might poſſibly have been cured in few days by Aggly. 


tination. 
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Ounds of the Breaſt are penetrating, or not. It they do penetrate, 

then we are to conſiderthe depth ; whether it be only betweea the 
Mediaftinum, in the hollow Cavity of that, in the lower part of the Breaſt; 
or whether it penetrate into the Cavitiesof the T horax ; or what the Partsare 
that be hurt. How the Brealt is circumſcribed, with the Symptoms of each 
Part when hurc, you may find in the following Diſcourſe of Gaz ſbot, 

The Si2ns of Wounds penetrating are diſcovered by the proportion of ' 
the Searching-candle or Probe, which enters into the Cavity. You may allo 
perceive when it penetrates the Cavities of the-/ horax, by laying a Down- 
feather upon the Wound,or by holding a lighted Candle near it, the Patient 
holding his breath the whilit. In this cale the Wind ( or Air ) will move 
the Feather or Flame ; if itdo not blow away the one, and extinguiſh the 
other. The Airallo makesa noiſe in its paſſhng forth. Somerimes itis 
dilcovered-by the quantity of bloud diſcharged by the Wound or Mouth, or 
both, with Difticulty of breathing. 

Wounds in the hinder part of the Thorax are reckoned dangerous, by rez- 
ſon of the Nerves and Tendons ; and it they penetrate that way,there isanc- 
ther danger from the great Veſſels of bloud, which are nearer to the Weapon 
in this caſe than inthoſe Wounds whichare made forward : yet all Wounds 
in the Breaſt are dangerous, by reaſon of the continual motion of the Lungs, 
and of the bloud that falls down on the Diaphragma, and corrupts it, Ifihe 
Lungs be wounded deepamongſt the great Velſels, though they eſcape the 
firſt nine days, yet they commonly terminate in a Phrhifis, or Fiſt ulz. 

A Wound in the external part of the Breaſt is cured as a Simple Wound. 
If it penetrate, you are to endeavour firſt the reſtraining the bloud ; then that 


the extravaſated bloud he diſcharged : and that either by the Mouth, by 


ExpeCoration ; orby the Wound ; or by Urine. The way by Urine "_

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o< Aqnapend. ſays 1s by a branch of the Azygos, which, faith he, paſſerh 
near the D:aphragma, by the Spine, to the Emulgents. Thofe that own the 
Circulation will hardly allow of his Fpotheſis : however, if the matter of 
ft be true, that there is ſometimesa diſcharge by Urine, which I confeſs I 
have not yet obſerved in my own practice, it will be reaſonable to propoſe, 
25 he doth, in this caſe, Diurericks, as decode. capill.

Barlycream, Emulſions, &«. to contemperate the bloud. The Ancients gave 
wetum with warm Water to reſtrain the preſent Flux, and to diffolve the 
concreted bloud. | 

The ſecond way 15 by ExpeQtoration ; and thereto ferve deco, pettorale, 
Lohochs, /1r. capill. Ver jujub.g lycyrrhiz.oxymel,&c. whereof the Pharmacopeia 
Lord. is tull. This I have mentioned for their ſakes who cannot have a Phy- 
ſcian. But here I leave this work tothem, thoſe Cures conliſting much in 


' their well ordering and preſcribing internal Remedies ; contenting my ſelf 


inthe Dreſſing of the Wound as 1t appertains to Chirurgery. Inthe treat- 
ing of which there is a Queſtion, whether the Wound thould be kept* open, C_ 
or agglutinated. They that are for a ſpeedy Agglutination, do urge it, leſt is tobe 
the internal Air corrupt the Parts within, and he heat expire. # They that — 
propoſe the keeping them open, do defign thereby a readier diſcharge of © 
Matter. For, faith Aquapengert, if the Matter be to be diſcharged by Urine, 
it muſt paſs into the ſubſtance of the P/eura, then into the Vein Azygos, fo 
into the Emulgents, then to the Kidneys, and through the Ureters and Blad- 
der : if by Expectoration, then it muſt alſofirſt pats into the ſubſtance of the 
Lungs, then into the Aſpera 4rteria or Wealſand, and from thence be coughed 
up, and ſpit out by the Mouth, FA 

In my praQtice, in theſe Wounds of the Breaſt, I confider the Wound, The au. 
how it 15 capable of diſcharging the extravaſared Bloud and Matter. If it be ther's 
inflicted ſo, that the Bloud or Matter may be thereby diſcharged, then it is <9 
to be kept open, the welfare of the Patient depending mainly upon the well 
dreſſing and governingit: but it it do not lie well for Evacuation of 
that extravaſated Bloud, then it may do hurt, and fo ought to be healed 


up. . 

Perſon of about 23 years of age, ofa good Habit of body, being wound- , Obſer. 
A ed into the B:rcaſt,there followed immediately a great effuſion of Bloud, vat. of a 
almoſt to the exhauſting of his Spirits. Mr. R, Chirurgeon and my ſelf were penerra- 
preſently ſent for. We tound him lodged inan Inn near Fox-hal,and viewed woungof 


his Wound. It was four fingers above the Cartilago enſiformw, a little to the *b< Breaſt, 


left fide ; he had a ſmall Pulſe,and fainted often. Dr. Wedderborn and Dr. Wil. 


Denton came in while we were providing Dreſſings. The Wound was large 
and penetrating. We made a foft Tent, with a Thread faſtned toit ; which How to 
in theſe Wounds you mutt be ſure to do, leſt you looſe it in the Body. This _ ba 
Tent wedipt in a Mixture of Powder compoſed of bot. Armen. ſang. dracon, penerra- 
thus, maſtich, &c. cum albumine ovi, and applied over it a Pledgit {pred with 58  . 
the ſame,alſo e-pl.e bolo, with convenient Bandage. T he Phylictans preſcribed che Rreaſt, 
internally ſuch things as reſtrained the Bleeding,& were proper to reſolve the 
concreted bloud, and withal torelieve his fainting Spirits. That night he 
reſted ill. The next day when we met, ſeeing him labour under great Diffi- 
culty of breathing, with pain above the Diaphragm, his Pulle quick, little 
Urine, and that high-coloured; we agreed he ſhould be ler bloud preſently ; 
which was done accordingly inthe lett Arm. The bloud flowing with a quick 
ſtream, we took away about6 or 7 ounces, a meer Serum: but the Patient 
Was 
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was relieved by it. We then took off our Dreſlings,to look upon the Wound 
whereupon we found ſome Bloud and Saries diſcharged. We dreſt him with 
terebinth. lot. in ſucco lamii, adding ſome of the former Powders cum witell. -4;; 
upon a Tent as before, with a Plaiſter and Bandage over it. Thus we con- 
tinued rodreſs him until we ſaw the Bleeding ceaſe. After which there was 
nothing for us to.do, bur to turther the diſcharge of Matter from within, þ 

keeping the Wound open until it lefſened, and theill Symptoms went off: 
the calting,in of liquid Medicaments, which are nor eafily to be gotten our 
again, being very deitructive. Therefore we diligently attended in aſſiſting 
Nature, by keeping a way open for the evacuation of what was extravaſated 
and corrupted within the Cavity, committing the Cure to her ; who indeed 
acted her part {o wel], thatin tew days the Wound agglutinated within ; 
and we thereupon leaving ott the ule of che Tent, cured the external Wound 
in few weeks by the common Sarcoticks, leaving him in perfet health, 
which he yet enjoyeth. 

Another perſon was wounded into the Breaſt below the fourth Rib on the 
right ſide. He coughed up much bioud at times. Sir Fra.Pru. was his Phyſici. 
an, who preſcribed him Priſans, peftoral DecoCtions, &c. by which and fre- 
quent Phlebotomy.the Symptoms went off. After the Wound digeſted, the 
Patient rambled abroad, and was cured by ſuch Dreſlings as I left for himat 
his Chamber, I ſeeing him no more until he was wounded again. 

Another was wounded in the right Kreaſt, coughing up much bloud, with 
great pain and Difficuiry of breathing. I took away ten ounces of bloud 
preſently, and ordered him ( ir being then night ) ſome ſyrup. de meconio& 
J4j«b. ina Draught of ag. papaver. with a few drops ſir. ſulpharis. He ſlept 
well that night, aid againſt the morning he had decot?. peitoral.com, (the 
hotter Herbs lefr our,) ſweetened with pr. ae rof. fic. & jujab, of whichhe 
drank'in the morning, and at other times as he liſted. By his diſorder he fre- 
quently relapſed, and coughed up bloud at times: I let him bloud as often, 
and kept his Wound open and digeſted. But he relapſing again, I beganto 
be ſick of him, and dealt wi: : him to ſend for a Phylician. Sir Ed.Gyaves way 
conſulted, who ſaw his V, ond almoſt cured. We repeated VenzleCtion; 
and from that time he recove:ed, and continued well, 

A Footman was wounded into the left Side : he cought bloud,and diſchar- 

ed much by the Wound, A Servantof mine dreſſed him with a Teat, by 
which the Bleeding was ſtopt from flowing thereout : and by letting him 
bloud inthe Arm, the Coughing of bloud was checked. The other Sym- 
ptoms were afierward removed by Dr. Walter Needhan's Preſcriptions. 
Some few days after, a Tumour ariſing about the Wound, I gave him a viſit, 
and felt the {welled Parts crackle undec my fingers. Concluding it Wind 
got out from the Cavity within the Thorax, I made an Inciſion into the 
Swelling aboutan inch long, by which the Wind was diſcharged. Wedi- 

eſted the Wound cum terebinth, &c, and kept it open two or three Dreſ- 
Rn till the Penetration into the Breaſt was incarned; then leſſened the 
Doſhil, and healed it as in the former Obſervations hath been ſhewed. 

A Gentleman of about 23 years of age, of a full Body, was wounded in the 
Breaſt and right Arm. He was carried into the next houſe, and dreſſed bya 
French Chirurgeon. The next morning I found him much aflited witha 
Colick and Dy/uria. Thele Symptoms happening thus upon his Wounds, 
roceeded frem the Wound inflicted on the 
Breaſt;but were indeed the effects of his ill Habit of body & manner of living; 
for lie had been a Good fellow; and at that time over-warmed with Drink, 


and had layn upon a Pallet that night in a cold Chamber, which together 
Geencd 
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ſemed cauſe ſufficient for his complaint : however Bleeding was repeated. 
Fomentations were alſo applied to the Abdomen, Clyſters adminiſtred,and all 
things done which were propet in ſuch caſes ; Purging excepted,in conſidera- 
tion of his Wounds : the one whereof was faid to be on the Region of the 
Heart, and the other inthe Artery of the Arm.The third dayafter we prepa- 
red to dreſs his Wounds, and found the one, lying upon the Sterzon, penc- 
rating under the Skin to the Cartilago exſiformis, whereout we pull'd a Teat, 
near two inches long, and proportionably big. The other was a Pun&ture on 
the outſide of the Arm, with a Tent crowded into it. I drefſed this latter 
Wound with a Pledgit ſpred with a Digeſtive ex terebinth. & empl. e bolo, and 


| jntwo or three dreſſings cured it. To the other I applied ſome of the ſame 


Digeſtive upon a ſmall Tent ; and having embrocated the adjacent Parts 
with of, ro. T uſed emp!. e bolo with Compreſs and Bandage, and deligned 
that way to cure it. But the S7xus being depending, and the Wound diſturb- 
ed by the unreaſonable great Tent, hindered the Agglutination : wherefore 
afrer a drefing or two ſnipt it open with a pair of Probe-ſcifſors, and cured 
itby incarning, &c. The Wounds appearing ſo inconſiderable, the Patient 
was purged, and the Dyſuria remitted : but a few hours after he was ſeized 
with a pain in his left Hip, for which he was again ler bloud, Plaiſters were 
pplied, and Purging repeated. But afterall, a Diarrhea happened, which 
reed him of the Sciatick pain. Being thus relieved, he obſerved no longer 
the ſtri&t Rules preſcribed him, but took the liberty toeat and drink as he li(t- 
d, and attributed his Recovery to that.

Clavicle,and out below the Scapala, was firſt dreſt by a Chirurgeon near the var. fs 
woun 


= where he was wounded. I came ſome hours atrer,and found him in bed chrovgh 


int and weak, but without Pain or Difhculty of brearhing. The nextday I the Body. 


met Dr. Bac Phyſician, and Mr.Shocque Chirurgeon to his Highneſs Prince 
Rupert. The Patient had reſted very 1ll the preceding night, his Wound in 
his Back had bled very much, even quite through the Bed ; he had alſo foul- 
ed many Napkins in coughing up Bloud. We took the dreſſings off the 
Wound in his Breaſt, from whence there had been ſome bloud diſcharged, 
and more came out ſoon after. I dreſt up the Wound with a ſhort Tent 
dpt in a little rerebinth. cum farin. volatili, and a few of our agglutinative 
Powders mixed with the Yolk of an egg, and applied empl. diachalcith, over 
it, Theother Wound under the Scapnis was painful, but ſo ſmall, that ir 
was not reaſonable in our judgments to keep 1t open. We therefore laid a 
Pledgit of the ſame Mixture with a Plaiſter _ that, and from that time 
dreſt it no more ; bur dreſſed the Wound in His Breaſt daily, and repeated 
Venxſettion as occaſion offered. The third day he cought up bloud, and ſome 
little iſſued from his Wound that day and the next. Four or five days after I 
waited upon him to his Lodgings in London : by the way he cought ſome 
bloud, and ſo more or leſs day and night ; but by the care of his Phylicians it 
kſſened daily, and his Wound being betrer digeſted, I kept the Orifice open 
by a ſhort hollow Tent made of a Sparadrope, which was compoſed of reſin. 
pin, gum. ammoniac. bdellium, yalban.terebinth. & cera, with pulv. ireos, dipping 
Itin a little el. roſ. This way of dreſſing I continued unril the coughing of 
bloud diminiſhed, from 12 Napkins in a day and night to 10,8, 7, 4, 2, 1 ; 
yeato1 ina week. After I ſaw no bloud one way or other, nor any Symp- 
tom of ill, I deſired his Phyſicians and others might be conſulted together ' 
and ſeverally ; and having all their poſitive judgments for throwing out the 
Tent, and healing upthe Wound, I did ſo, and in a week more cured him. 
Fire or fix days after he ſent me his thanks by his Servant: after whi. h 
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1 made him a viſit, and there met Dr. Wiis, who inquiring of me whether 
his Wounds were cured, I defired the Patient that he would ſhew the Do. 
Aor whether they were or not. He preſently ſtript himſelfofhis Shirt, and 
ſhewed the Doftor, who both ſaw and felt the Cicarrices, and replied, They 


are well. . 


7. Obler- A Young man wounded in the Breaſt, labouring under very great Pain 


vat, of a 


wound in and Difficulty of breathing, with a Cough, ſent for me late one night and 


the Breaſl- ſhewed me ſome little bloud he had then cought up. He had been wounded 
the night before by a man ſtanding at a Door ſome ſteps higher than him- 
ſelf, as it were over him, thruſting his Rapier into his Breaſt, within two fig. 
gers breadth of the right Clavicle, downward into the Lungs. The Patient 


ran into that Houſe bleeding much, and was ſeized with ſuch Difficulty of 


breathing, that he was forced to ftretch his Arms at length over his Head, 
without which doing he could not breath. He had been let bloud twice, and 
preſcribed Ptiſans, &c. but for all this he was very littlerelieved. I preſently 
let him bloud about ten ounces,. and ordered the Apothecary to give hima 
draught of aq. papaver. cumſyr. de meconio& de rof. ſiccis, with a little aq.Saxo. 
nie frigid. and againſt the next morning appointed them to ſend for a Phyſi. 
cian tomeet me. They did ſo, WhenI came in the morning, I found the 
Patient marvellouſly relieved, and reſolved to remove ( he being thenin 
Scotland-yard) to his Lodging in Wild-ſftreer. In the preſence of his Phyſician 
Dr. $:. 1 took off the Dreſſings, found his Wound ſmall, and healed up with- 
in, but not cicatrized ; which if it had, yet the Wound within was ſo much 
below this without, that it was not capable of diſcharging the Matter, and {o 
not worth my attendance, their Cure indeed conſiſting in internal Preſcripti- 
ons. However he continued me with his Phyſician, and we bled him again, 


— away about Zviiz. of bloud, and proceeded in the method of Cure ulu- | 


alin ſuch caſes. That afternoon the Patient, unknown to me, purſued his 
intention of removing to his old Lodging in W1:ld ftzeet, where going up 
three pair of Stairs to his Chamber, he relapſt into the former Difliculty of 
breathing, with pain, and cought much bloud. The morning after we met 
there together again. The Patient ſeemed to us quite ſpent, labouring under 
=_ oppreſſion ; and by his pains about the Diaphragma and Back there was 
uſpicion of extravaſated Bloud. Webled him ſome 4 or 5 ounces more, and 
repeated Embrocations, Lohochs, pectoral Decottions, &c. and got off 
this difficulty in 5 or 6days : thenl left him. But after that by diſorder he 
relapſed'again, yet was freed again the ſame way by his Phyſician, and re- 

covered to be hang at laſt. 
The An- Ofall theſe wounded Patients, and many more I have helpt to cure, I ne- 
chorsOb- ver ſawany that I could fay paſſed their Diſcaſe by Urine, nor many of 
concern. them that vented their Urine well during the time of their lying under thele 
ingche Wounds; nor haveI ofren ſeen them who recover expeCtorate any ſuch 
— quantity of Matter, as might be thought to proceed from the great quanti- 
nies of the ty Of Bloudextravaſated. They cought freſh bloud moſt of rhem, liketo 


_ by what they diſcharged from their Wounds, but more florid.

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Cuare. VIII. 


Of Wounds of the Belly. 


E ſhall now ſay ſomewhat of the Wounds of the Bel: the Deſcrip- 

tion whereof you will find ſet down in the Diſcourſe of Gur-ſhor- 

gounds, with the Symptoms that attend the Wounds of each particular Part 
that ſhall happen to be hurt 1n it. 

Wounds of the Belly either penetrate, or not. The Wounds not penetra- Diffe- 
ting are ſuch as reach no farther inward than to the Peritoneum. Ifthe Pers. "ces 
toneums be allo cut through, it is reckoned a penetrating Wound': in which 
aſe, ifrhe Wound be large, the Omentzaum or Inteſtines {lip out. Theſe pe- 
netrating Woundsare allo frequently accompanied with Hurt of ſome of the 
contained Parts, viz. the Inteſtines, Stomach, Liver, Spleen, &<c. 

If the Penetration be large, it is diſcovered by the thruſting our of the Kell gg. 
or Gut, If the Wound be ſmall, you muſt ſearch it with your Probe. What 
nternal YViſcers are wounded, may be gueſſed by the external Part hurt, 
hut more certainly by their peculiar Symproms. 

Wounds not penetrating are without danger. Thoſe in the middle of the p,...., 
helly are worſt, by reaſon of the Nervous body that lieth there, and conſe- fiick. 
quently more painful to be ſtitched, and difficulter of Cure, by reaſon of 
the Inreſtines and Kell prefſing moſt upon that Parr. If any of the intergal 
Viſcera be hurt, the danger 1s great, all {uch caſes being accounted mor- 
al. 

Wounds not penetrating are cured as other Wounds of the Fleſh : Butthoſe cure, 
which do penetrate require other manner of handling. If the Inteltines or 
(menticn do thruſt our, you mult ſpeedily reduce them, le(t the former inflate, 
orthe latter over-cool and corrupt. But if che Gur be ſo puft our that you can- 
not return.jt in, you ought to foment it with warm Water, Red wine, or 
ome dilcutient DecoCtion ex ſummit. origan. puleg. fol. beton, ſalvie,flor.cham. 
ſem, anethi, fr nic. aulc. ani. &c. If by ſuch means you cannot reduce it, you 
muſt inlarge the Wound by Ic.cifion, and reſtore it to its place. 

If the Omentum be {lipt our and tainted by the Air, make a Ligature above 
the ſolid part, and cut it off; then ſtitch upthe Wound, leaving the ends of 
the Ligature hanging our of it to caſt off, But if it be freth and warm, re- 
duce it with your fingers. Authors have propoſed ſeveral ways of Stitching 
theſe Wounds, which I ſhall not trouble you with ; bur adviſe you to make 
your Stitches {0 deep, that the Peritoneum may be united with the Fleſh : for 
you fail therein, a Hernia muſt neceſſarily ſucceed. 

If the penetrating Wound be lo {mall that neither Omeat«m nor Inteſtine 
{lip our, ( as it frequently happens when they are inflicted by Tuck or Rapi- 
er,) you may then conſider what Symptoms there are of the internal /Y;ſcers 
hurt : and it there be neither Inflation of the Belly, Colick, Vomiting, or 
ought extraordinary by Urine or Stool, =y_ may conclude all welt ; and be- 
ing ſo, your beſt way will be to heal up the Wound by Agglutination: for by 
dreſſing it with Tents, you may cauſe diſturbance ; and by expoling it to 
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the external Air, Putrefa&ion, Colick, &c. may enſue. Therefore I thin!; 
it neceſſary that theſe Wounds be healed with all expedition,and thar the pz. 
tient do keep his Bed the while : for in fitting up, the weight of the Boiwels 
will ſtretch the Peritoveum, and make way through it. And though the 
external Wound in the Skin do not yield them paſſage, yet they will lo neſt 
themſelves between it and the Peritoneum, as to make a Hernia, To Pre- 
vent which, you ought to haſten the Cure, and not only to keep the Patient 
in Bed, but to make good Compreſſion upon the Wounds, that the Parts 
may unite while they are recent. 

If in ſuch a penetrating Wound the Small guts be wounded, the vehemerx 
Pain, continual Vomiting of Choler, and dejection of Chyle by the Wound, 
will diſcover it : but in that caſe, the keeping of it open to ſeek the Inteftine 
will be a hard task ; and when you have found it, what will it ſ1gnifie, but po 
increaſe the Accidents? T herefore it will be better to follow the method of the 
Ancients,toembrocateall the Region of the Belly with o/.maſt ich. lumbric.tg 
dreſs the Wound with Sarcoticks, and to keep it cloſe and warm with Com- 
preſs and Bandage. But if the great Inteſtines be wounded, and the Excre. 
ments diſcharge that way, it may be reaſonable to lay open the Wound, and 
ſtirch the Gut with the Glovers Stitch, ſprinkling it with ſome of the afore. 
ſaid Agglutinatives ; and reducing it back, ſtitch up the external Woundof 
the Belly, as hath been ſaid. In all theſe Wounds VenaſeCtion is necellary, 
and may be repeated as occaſion ſhall offer. Regulation in Diet ought tobe 
with great moderation, Clyiters may be adminiftred after the ſecond day of 
Chickenor Veal broth wherein Barly hath been boiled : ro which may he 
added Yolks of eggs, mel. comm, or Sugar ofred Roſes, &c. Alſo Internal; 
may be preſcribed, viz. Vulnerary decoctions of fol. plantag. equiſeti,pimpinell 
piloſell. rad, conſolid. to which may be added conf. rof. rub. conf. cydonior, By. 
{us*s may be allo proper of ſpecies diatragacanth. with Balſamicks. Wounds 
of ghe Liver, Spleen, and other V:;/cera, require to be treated much after the 
ſame manner by Internals. They ought more eſpecially to be kept open, - 
either for the dreſſing them, or for the diſcharge of Matter. Allo Cata- 
plaſms may be applied ex far.hord. fabar. flor. roſe. rub. cot. cum hydromel. For 
farther ſatisfaQtion therein, I refer you to Wounds made by Gun: ſhot. 


| A Man was brought to Lambeth wounded tranſverſe the Belly a little be- 
low the Navel on the left {ide ; the Omentum and Inteitines were thrult. 
out, and keptcloſe tothe Wound with a Hankerchief in his hand. The 
Omentum was much out ; but not being altered by the Air, I cauſed warm 
Cloaths preſently to be held upon them very cloſe, and the Patient to be pla- 
ced low with his Head, and his Hips raiſed up: then by the help of his Fried 
railing them yet higher, and ſhaking his Body, I reduced them. Afrer which, 
they having laid him down with his Hips raiſed, and his Body ſomewhat de- 
clining to the right Side, my Afliſtent preſſing with his hands ſomething 
above the Wound, ( by whichthe Lips of it were a little turned upward,and 
the Viſcera kept down, ) I prepared to ſtitch the Wound with a tirong Needle 
ſomewhat curved at the point, threaded proportionably, taking hold of the 
lower Lip; and paſſed my. Needle firſt through the Perironeum, and then to 
the oppolite ſide, through the Fleſh and Skin, leaving the Peritonewm ; and 
ſo along, taking it up on one fide, and leaving it on the other, till I had ſowed 
vp the Wound. Then I pull'd the Stitches as cloſe together as I could, and 
faſtened my Thread. The Wound thus ſtitcht, I ſprinkled the Stitches with 
pulv. aloes, colophonie, ſang. dracon. maſtich. &c. and applied Sarcoticks witha 


Plaiſter over all, made up of ſome of the aforeſaid Powders cum. a/barr, ovi, 
and 
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and with Comprels and a itrong Towel braced them all faſt. Afﬀeer a while 
Ilet him bloud, and ordered bim tolie quiet upon the ſound Side, and to keep 
his body ſoluble by Clyſters, alſo to be moderate in cating and drinking. I 
dreſt him after the ſame manner every other day; and when the Wound 
ſeemed to be cicatrized, and that my Stitches began to fret, I cut them out 
theeighth or ninth day ; but continued the uſe of Sarcoticks till it was firm- 
ly cicatrized 

Theſe Wounds are not ſubject togreat Inflammatiqn or Defluxion ; but by 
reaſon of the fatneſs and thickneſs of the Lips,and by preſſing of the Kell and 
Guts, the ſtitching of the Belly is a trouble{ome work : and yet ifthe Wounds 
he not ſo flitched that the Peritonewmn and Fleihy parts may unite rogether,a 
Hernia will follow, as I told you, far the Peritoneum bears agreat ſtreſs. 
Therefore you muſt be ſure to take good hold with your Stitches : and if you 
doubt their holding, make dry Stiches over them, with good Bandage. 

A Man was wounded with a Rapier 1ato the Belly throughthe righe Hypo- 
chondrium out by the Back. I conſidered the Wqund, and ſaw the Oritices 
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were ſmall, and little advantage tobe made by keeping them gpes : yet I pug the Belly, 


in two {mall Tents dipt ina little Digeſtive ex terebinth, cur vitel. avi, and 
dreſt them up with exp/. e boto and Bandage, adviling him to keep his bed 
2nd be quier. I alſo preſcribed 5vj./yr. de mecomio mixt 1n a draught of aq. g4- 


ever.totake that night. The next morning I found him hot, and his Pulſe "0 


1little diſturbed, but without any Symptoms of the Y;/cera wounded ; nei- js inward 
ther Tenſion of the Belly, Cohck, Vomuting, or ought extraordinary by Urine ice. 

or Stool : however I let him bloud about 10 quaces, directing him a Clyſter nn 4 
of Milk, &<. to be adminiſtred that afternoon, andat night his Anodyne was the A6do- 


ated. The next day I took off Dreſſings, and canlidering there was no *** 


Symptom of hurt within, only the Wound a little heated by the Tents, I 
threw them out, and dreſt both the Oritices with Pledgits ſpred with the 
tboveſaid Digeſtive, embrocating the Parts about with ol. rof. &c. applying a 
Pliſter and Bandage as before, and deſiring him to keep his bed five or lix 
days longer. Idrett him afterwards again ; and finding the Apertures well 
diſpoſed to cure, from that rime I dreftthim no more, but adviſed him tobe 
temperate in eating and drinking, andif there were occaſion, I would ſee 
him again. My Servant drelt him afterward, and before the ſeventh day was 
expired, he was cured, and walkt abroad, not complaining any more of that 
Wound. 

Thus it frequently happeneth, that a Sword paſſeth through the Body 
without wounding any conſiderable Part. Yetit the Wound had been kept 
tented, it might have been ſubject to Inflammation, by reaſon of the diſtur- 
bance there, from whence ill Accidents might have happened. And what 
could the Chirurgeon have advantaged the Cure by keeping ſuch little 
Wounds open, ſuppoling bloud had been extravalated, which is the common 
pretence? Yet if it benot-done, he is uſually condemned by the common 
vogue. Therefore it is that ſome of our Profetſion, poſſibly againſt their owg 
judgments, keep them rented often, tothe ruine of their Patient. 
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Of Wounds of the Head. 


Shall now diſcourſe of Wounds of the Head, not only as they are madehy 
K Cut, Stab, or Bruiſe, but alſo of thoſe made by Gun-ſhot ; and fo by aq- 
ticipating part of the Diſcourſe next enſuing, give you the full DoQtrine of 
them, by what Inſtrument ſoever made, without a neceſſity of future repeti. 
tions. And that you may underſtand the baſ's whereon thele Cures are 
wrought, I ſhall repreſent the Head to you as it is framed. 
Partsof The Head, according to Galen De uſu part. is the nobleſt Member of our 
the Head Body, the principal Faculties being there ſeated, for the uſe of which ir was 
_ ordained ; andis fo contrived, as to be the foundation of Animal Spirits, 
andalſo tocontain the principal Organs both of the internal and external 
Senſes. 
The Hairy In the firſt place the Hairy ſcalp preſents it ſelfto our eyes : and therein ig 
ſcalp. tobeconſidered its Thickneſs, Senſe, and Veſſels, with the Muſcles that lie 
under it, The Hairy ſcalp is thinneſt on the top of the Head ; nor is there any 
Muſcle between it and the Scull in that part,unleſs you will call che Membra- 
na carnoſa a Muſcle ; which ſome men of late do, and poſhbly not improper- 
ly ; and the rather, becauſe by it many men move the whole Scalp. If you 
doubt ofa Fracture there, you may boldly cut into the Hairy {calp: it is of 
an obtuſe ſenſe, and ealily healed up again. But be cautious how you make 
Forehead. your Incifion in the Forehead, wherea tranſverſe Wound may —_ the Eye- 
brows to fall over the Eyes. Therefore if you are forced to make Incilion, ' 
let it be according to the length of the Fibres. And be caretul that you make 
Temperal no [nciſion upon the Temporal Mulcles, for thereby Convulſion and other 
Muſcles. jI Accidents may happen. | 
Pericrani. Under the Hairy ſcalp lies the Pericranium, which we are to cut through 
_ in making way tothe Cranim. You ate to raiſe them both rogether, when 
ou lay bare the Craninm for the uſe of the Terebra. For ( lay Authors) 
if in perforating the Craniwm you tear this Membrane, Inflamination and 
Fever may follow ; the Pericranium ariling from the Dura mater through 
the Sutures, by which continuity that may alſo partake of the Inflamma- 
£10nN, 
Crezium The Cranium follows, which is a Bone compoſed of many joynrted together 
and Sn by Sutures, of which there are five concern us ; Coronalis, Lambaoides, Sa- 
are gittals, andtwo falſe ones. In perforating the Cr:ni«m, you are to ſhun 
theſe, ( if you may, ) for through them the Dura mater paſſes, as I told you, 
and is continued unto the Pericraniunm, The Sutures divide the Bones of 
the Craninm, by which one part of it may be preſerved intire, while the other 
is broken, which otherwiſe would be in hazard. Theſe Sutures are weak in 
reliſting Blows, and between them Matter may be unhappily retained, and 
cauſea Caries, and ſooner work through to the Dura mater than in other 
parts of the Scull. It is neceſſary to know them well, leſt,as Hippocrates gives 
good caution, you take them for Fiſſures. The way of finding them dy 
| paſſing 
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paſſing one String from Ear to Ear; and another from the Noſe to the 
Crown of the head. The former of theſe will ſhew you the Coronal Suture, 
the ſecond the Sagittal, which uſually begins at that point where theſe Lines 
interje&t, being the part where we make Fontanels, and reacheth to the 
Crown of the head,and joyneth with the Lambdoides. Sometimes it beginneth 
quite at the Noſe. The Lambaoides ariſeth at theend of the Sagittal, and 

oeth forked down the two ſides of the Occipur, Of the Suture nothe, the 
two chiefly to be regarded are the Squamoſe, which run under the Temp oral 
Muſcle of each fide, round about the outermoſt verge of the Ear. Youare 
alſo to take notice, that the Craniwm is thinneſt in the middle part of the 
Head, and thickeſt in the hinder part, and ofa middle thickneſs in the Fore. 
head. Hence it is that Wounds are moft dangerous in the Crown of the 
head, where the Scull, by reaſon of its tenuity, ealily communicates its hurr 
tothe Brain; and alſo for that the upper part of the Brain lies there high, 
one of the largeſt Sinw's being immediately under the Scull, and many capil- 
hry Veins running ſoclole with it, as to make themſelves Trenches in the in- 
ternal part of the Cranium., Wherefore upon a Blow or Contuſion in this 
place, the Veins may eafily be broken, and the bloud extravaſated between 
the Cranium and Dura mater, and ill Accidents follow. | 

The Dura mater, a {trong Membrane, 1s placed under the Cranium ; the Dura ma- 
wounding of which is attended frequently by Palfies, and in progreſs of the © 
Diſtemper by Convullſions, with other ill Symptoms ; and the greater, if the 
Wound be in the middle part of the Head according to its length, there be- 
ing many Veſlels there, which, if they chanceto be cur, will fill the vacanr 
ſpace between the Cranium and Dura mater with bloud. 

The P44 matey lies upon the body of the Brain, ſocloſe, thata Wound can- 71, mars 
not be made into the Pia mater, and the Brain eſcape : and from its many ; 
Veins a Flux ofbloud muſt follow. | 

The Brain lies under the Pia mater, in whoſe Ventricles is lodged the Brain. 
Plexus choroides, and under whoſe baſis lie large numerous branches of Arte- 
ries and Veins, which by great Blows of the Head may be broken. 

From the Deſcription of the Head we ſhall proceed to the Deſcription of Peſcripei-' 
ts Wounds, which are ftrifly ſo called, where any part of the Skin, Fleſh, 2a . 
Bones, Membranes or Brain 1s cut or torn. of wounds 

But where the Skin remaineth whole,Concuſhons & Contuſions do often .. =_ 
happen,and will deſerve to be treated of in this place with the Wounds : not Concaſſy 
ah becauſe they are the frequent Companions of Wounds ; but alſo becauſe, 915 Con. 
when alone, they produce grievous Accidents reſembling thoſe of Fractures, —_ 
my often exceeding them. 1 ſhall therefore gradually deſcribe Concuſſions, @ares. 
Contuſions and Fractures, under the following Heads. 

1. There may happen Concuſfſions of the Brain from a Blow, Fall,&. nay 
ſometimes from a Box on the ear, wherein the Symptoms may ariſe toa great 
height, without breaking either the Skin without, or Scull within. Which 
Concuſſions if they be of the lefſer fort, wherein no Veſſel is broken or bloud 
extravaſated, ſo that the perſon is only ſtunned, he ſoon recovers. Burt if of 
the greater ſort, with rupture of the Veſſels and extravaſation of bloud, they 
produce Stwpores, Vertigines, Deliria, and many the like Symptoms, and are 
vat. whit as dangerous, nay often more dangerous than Fractures them- 
elves. 

2. Contuſions, when great, do uſually produce a Fiſſure or Crack of the 
Scull,either in the ſame part where the Blow was inflicted,and then it is cal- 
led Fiſſara ; or in the contrary part, in which caſe it obtaineth the name of 
Contrafiſſura. Theſe Fiſſures are through both Tables of the Scull,or one ay 
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If one only, then either outward, or inward, the other Lamina remaining 
whole. They are long, ſhort ; wide, narrow ; ſtraight, crooked ; &, 

. Contuſions are conſiderable whether they be with a Wound, or nox. 
Thoſe without a Wound are for the moſt partaccompanied with great Con. 
cuſſions, and ſometimes Fiſſure and Fracture, or Depreſſion of one or both 
Tables : in which caſe the ſpongy medullary interval that intercedes between 
the 2 Tables is frequently broken into its minute Fibres, and ſqueezed toge. 
ther. Hereupon Extravaſation of bloud followeth, and other Accidents that 
will be taken notice of in the Prognoſticks and in the Obſervations. 

4. Next to theſe are Contuſions with Wounds, which are generally at. 
tended with FraQture properly ſo called, where a piece 1s wholly divided 
from the reſt of the Scull. This FraCture ſometimes conliſteth of many pie. 
ces, ſome whereofare depreſt upon the Membranes, yea into the Brain it (ef 
while others lie intangled in the Fleſh. | : 

5. Next to theſe are Wounds made by any ſharp Weapon, which, accor. 
ding to the force,cutteth into the Bone many ways, which Cuts are called ge. 
des, and are reckoned amongſt the FraCtures ; and ſo thoſe made by Pole-axe, 
Halberd, and ſuch obtuſe heavy Weapons, may juſtly be termed. But thoſe 
made by a Sword have ſeemed tome Wounds,and not Fractures; and when 
they do not penetratethe firſt Table, require no other Cure than that of 
Wounds ; as may be ſeen-jn ſome of the Obſervations. But when the Pene. 
tration is deep, I do treat itas a FraCture, and fo I place it here, 

6. Out of theſe proceed ſeveral Species of compound Fractures ; asthe 
Ecpieſma, Camaroſis, Eccope, &c, which every man's experience will [ugge(t 
to him. url 

Cel/zs, in his 8. Book and 4. Chapter, adviſes, when you are called to aPa- 
tient in ſuch caſes as above mentioned, to enquire whether he was ſtunned, 
or fell down with the Blow, or vomited preſently after. Youare allo toen- 
quire how he was hurt, whether by Blow, or Fall. For from the force ofthe 
Weapon,and manner of the Fall,you may ſhrewdly gyels at the caſe. You are 
alſo to conſider the Tumour, whether it be great,or ſmall.If there be a Wound, 
nothing is more ſure than your Finger to diſcover the Fracture. If you feel any 
Aſperity, if it be not a Suture, you may be ſure it is a Fiſſure or FraCQture, But 
ſuppoſing there be neither Wound nor Tumour, yetif the Patient ſuffer un- 
der a Palley in any part,or lie ſtupefied or raving, it.is moſt certain the Mem- 
branes of the Brain are oppreſt.And if the Hair liecut in the Wound, you may 
ſuppoſe the Craium hurt,it being no {mall force can divide Hair in thatplace. 
The holding a Thread between the Teeth, or biting a Cruſt, is mentioned 
by Authors as a way to find out a Fracture : but I think it of no great mo- 
ment, unleſs the FraQture be near or under the Temporal Muſcle. 

Wounds of the Head,according to Hippecrates,are not without danger,how 
ſlight ſo ever they may appear to common judgment, Inciſed Wounds of the 
Hairy ſcalp reaching tothe Craninm, cut by a Rapier,are the lealt dangerous 
or difficult of Cure. Thoſe made by a Halberd, Bill, and ſuch like heavy 
Weapons, are not without danger ; {ſo alſo thoſe made by PunQture witha 
Dagger. By how much the nearer they penetrate to the Brain, ſo much the 
more dangerous they are. All Contulions of the Head are to be ſuſpeed, for 
from thoſe the greateſt Symptoms do ariſe. If in laying open the Craniumthe 
Patient recover not his Senſes, you may ſuſpect an Extravaſation of bloud 
under the Dura mater ; in which caſe his Lite is 10 great hazard. Thoſe Fra- 
tures made by Gun-ſhot do for the moſt part beat pieces of the Scull in- 
to the Brain, and ſo may be determined mortal. But be the Hurt what it 
will, if it penetrate not farther than the Dura mater, it is curable, if r 
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te timely laid open, and dreſſed, as ſhall be ſhewed in their proper pla-

"Wc begin with the Cure of fimple Contuſions of theHairy ſcalp happening Cure. 
by Blow or Fall, attended with Pain, Inflammation, and Tumour, In or- 
der to the preventing or removing of which, you ought in the firſt place to 
ſave off the Hair,ifthere beany,and embrocate the Tumour and Parts about 
tm ol.roſ.myrtyll. & aceto, and apply this or ſuch like Cataplaſm on the affe- 
od Parts : Be far. hord. fabar. an, 3v). pulv. nuc. cupreſſ. balanſt. alaminis roch. 

1). aceti q. /. fiat Cataplaſma,After 
you have thus dreſſed the Patient, let him bloud in the Arm or Neck of the 
ame ſide, and ſome hours after let a Clylter be adminiſtred ; and lay him to 


reſt at night with a Draught ofan Emullion of the cold Seeds, &c. The next 


lay repeat the former method of dreſſing ; and after you have thereby re- 
frained theaftlux of Humours, you may foment the remaining Tumour 
with Red wine wherein have been boiled fol. betontc. flor. anthos, ftechad, 
thaw, roſ. rub. bace. myrtill. &c. and embrocate with ol. ro/. & cham, But ifit 
grow hard and. painful, and threaten Apoſtemation, foment it with deco. 
mnmitat. malue, rad. althee, ſem. lini & fenugreci, and makea Cataplaſm of 
the Feces, adding far. hord. &c. And if it ſuppurate, treat it as a Phlegmon. 
But if the Pain do mitigate, and the Tumour be continued with extravalated 
loud, as in an Ecchymoſis, you ought then to diſcuſs and dry up the Sero- 
ity by ſuch like : Be far. hord, fabar. an. Zi). flor. roſ. rub. bace, myrtill. an. %j. 
ſunmit, abſinth. fol. beton. flor, ſambuci, cham. an. 51i), ſem. cymin. 5). pulver. & 
09. in vin. rub, adaexd, mell. com. 31). ol, roſ. & cham. an. q. [. fiat Cataplaſma. 
Ifby theſe the Humour doth not dry up, nor the Tumour diſcuſs, open it, 
nd digeſt and cure it as in its proper Obſervation will be ſhewed. If there 
tea Concuſſion with the Tumour, you ought to begin with letting bloud, 
nd repeat it as you ſee occaſion, even to failing ofthe Spirits; and keep the 
Jody ſoluble by Clyſters ; alſo contemperate the Ferment in the bloud by fre- 
ntDraughts of Emulſions, &c. The external Applications are much the 
kme as have been above ſaid, by ſhaving off the Hair, and embrocating the 
Head and Neck cam ol. roſ. myrtill. albums. ovor. & aceto, and applying Cata- 
rlaſms as above ſaid decoCted in Red wine or Oxycrate. After ſomedays, 
whe the Symptoms are remitted, apply emp/. Vigonis ad contuſiones, or this. 
flowing, which is alſo his ; Be furfur. tritic. it, far. lentium ij. flor. roſ. 
1b. bace. myrtill. balanſt. an. 5j. calam. aromatic. 36. flor. cham, melilot. an. 6. 
me, cupreſſ, num. vj. pulver, omnia, & coquant. invin. auſter, q.. ad conſiſt. Ca- 
uplaſm. addendo ol. roſ. cham. an. Fitz. Or with Wax, &c. you may make itin 
the form ofa Cerote. Fomentations may likewiſe be made of the foreſaid 
Ingredients. But in caſe the Concuſſon do not ceaſe by the preſcribed Re- 
antes, then lay open the ſuſpetted Part, and proceed as hereafter ſhall be 
ed. | 
In great Contuſions without a Wound, ifthe Tumour be large, feel pap- 
ry, and increaſe notwithſtanding your application of Refrigerants ; you may 
luſpe& the quantity of Serum railing the Tumour to proceed from within, 
through ſome Fiſſure i» Cranis, In which caſe ( having conſidered the Sym- 
ptoms ) make Inciſion into the Tumour proportionably. And if you feel no 
part of the Cranium bare or depreſt, dreſs it up with Digeſtives, and make 
your Applications over it of ſuch Medicaments as have been preſcribed in the 
former Contuſions. And if thereupon the Tumour do flat, and the Wound 
digeſt, proceed in the Cure accordingly. Burt if there be Depreſſion, or 
other ill Symptoms of internal Parts hurt, lay the Hairy ſcalp more open, 
and make way for farther inſpeCtion. 
Cce In 
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In the Cureof Wounds of the Head,if they be.:made by a Rapier dividing 
the Scalpto the Craninm, nay though it cut the Scull,if there beno Symptom 
of an internal Hurt, the Lips of the Wound ought tobe brought cloſe tope- 
ther,and healed by Agglutination. The Stitching of thele Wounds is objefted 
againſt by ſome, left Matter ſhould be thereby pent in; and foul the Bone, Bux 
it you can ſarisfie your ſelf tharthe-Wound ought ſpecdily to be healed, the 
work is ſafe, if done judiciouſly. Abroad in Spain I have ſeen them as comman- 
ly ſtitched as other inciſed Wonnds: and.in the Wars we ſtitched them fu. 
ceſsfully ; and here in Town I have ftitchr up great Wounds of the Hairy 
ſcalp. However you ought not to crowdtheſeW ounds with LJoſlils,for there- 
by you may raiſe a Fever,8 prolong theCure. T herefore having clipt awaythe 
Hair,dreſs the Wound cumpulu.Galen. & empl.e bolo,or ſome Detenfative,with 
Compreſs and Bandage bringing the Lips clofe together;8& afterwards let the 
Patient/bloud, if he did not bleed ſufficiently at the Wound : and the day fol. 
lowing adminiſtera Clyſter,iftheBody require it. At the next drefſing,embro. 
cate the Parts about cur 6.rof. &c. and dreſs the Wound with /iniment, Are; 
upon Pledgits,and it will ſoon cure. But if the Lips of the Wound were not re- 
tained clofe together at the firſt dreſſings,it may be neceſſary to drels it with 
Digeſtives ex terebinth. &c. embrocating the Parts about, and apply Plaiſters 
accordingly. Thus'in a few daysall thele inciſed Wounds may be cured, 

One Smith, ſometime a Tanner in Cheſter, was afterwards a Captain ofa 
Company of Dragoons, which he pickt upin haſte, to diſturb us in our Re- 
treat from the Battel of Worceſter. He was wounded by ſome of our Soul. 
diers tranſverſe the right Temporal Muſcle,and was bleeding almolt rodeath, 
when I was brought to his Quarters. I ſtircht his Wound, taking the Ar- 
tery up with the Lips, and, for want of other Remedies, dreſt it with alittle 
W heat-flower and the White of anegg, applying over 1t a Comprels pre(t 
out of Vinegar with convenient Bandage. The third day after I tookoff 
Dreſſings, and found the Lips near agglutinated. I being then better provi- 
ded by an Apothecary from Warxzizgton, {ſprinkled the Lips of the Wound 
with pulv, thuris & ſang. dracon, and applied a Pledgit {pred with /iniment. 
Arceiand over it empl. diachalcit. The ſecond day after I cut the Stitches, and 
applied Epuloticks ; and afterward by a Dreffing or two more cured him, I 
am ſure he was well of his Wound before he had recruited his Spirits heloſt 
with his Bloud. 

In Wounds of the Head which you cannot cure by the firſt Intention, as 
where they are inflicted by a Weapon with an obtule edge, or where thereis 
loſs of Subſtance, as part of the Lips torn off, there you mult digeſt ; andto 
that purpoſe the common Digeſtive ex terebinth, cum vitell.0vi,c farin, hord, 
is proper. It may afterwards ſerve for a Deterſive,if you dd mel, comm.alt 
roſat.pulv treos,ſarcocoll, &c,With a farther addition of Myrrh and Aloes,it is 
good Sarcotick. Or you may incarn with /ziment. Arcei, which was by him 
deſigned for Wounds of the Head, Vigo commends this ; B o.roſac. 3 vj,ol,m- 

ftich. Ziz. pingued.vitulin.porcin.an. Ziv. fab.plantag.matrisſylve,beton pimpinele, 
piloſelle, flor. anthos, an. Mb. vini odorifert cochl. iiij. coquantur ad conſumpt, 
vini; colat. adde maſtich. gumm. elemi, reſine pin. an. *\. lithareyr. aurt C& at- 

enti an. $ij. minii 5x, terebinth. Venet. iv, cere q.ſ, It inthe incarning the 
Wound. the Fleſh grow luxurious, touch it with a Vitriol-{tone, and it will 
deterge, and diſpoſe it to cicatrize; which you may then compleat with 
Pledgits of Lint preft out of /pir. 9in4, aq, calcis, &c. 

In Wounds made by Contuſion where the Craziwm is a little naked, you 
ought not preſently to crowd in Dofſils : for if that contuſed Fleſh be well 
digeſted, the Bone will incarn underneath with the Wound _— "—_ 
| difficulty, 
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difficulty. In thoſe of the worſt Habit of body I have happily incarned, by 
keeping the Oritice a little open by a ſmall Doffil preſſed our of fir. vini,and 
defending the Parts about from Fluxion by Medicaments and Bandage, as 
hath been ſhewed in ſuch caſes. Take care that the Matrer be nor ſhut in by 

our Dreſſings ; for thereby the Wound may be made more hollow, and the 
Cure prolonged. To prevent which, I have been ſometimes neceſſitated to 
apply a Compreſs round, leaving a'hole in the middle of ir, for the diſcharge 
of Matter, whilſt the Parts about 1ncarned by Compreſſion, 

But if the Wound be with ſo great Contulion, that it caſts off a Slough, 
and leaves the Crazinm much naked;though it be not fouled eirher by theMar- 
ter or Air, yet it will then be neceſlary to raſp it : for the Bone is naturally 
\{inoorh and {lippery, as if it were poliſhed, and Fleſh difficultly groweth up- 
on it. Wherefore to haſten the Cure, you ought, by the authority of Galer 
and the moſt praCtical men, to raſp the Bone thin, till you fee the bloud ready 
tocome out of it : the Bone will thereby be the ſooner ſupplied with mater1- 
als for generation of Fleſh. Butit your Patient will not admir of Raſpatories, 
then you ought to keep your Doflils cloſe ro the Lips of the Wound, and 
make your Exfoliation from the edges, that the ſound part may thruſt off the 
rotten Bone. For neither Crabs-eyes, - nor any Medicine inwardly preſcri- 
bed, or Wine outwardly applied with Lint, or-other Medicaments to the 
middle of a Bone, will {ignthe any thing tothe Extfoliation of it: nay, the 
while you are ſo trifling, the Matter from the edges will ror the Bone under- 
neath, and in continuance pierce through the firit Table, and run down be- 
tween the two Tables, thereby doing much miſchief, and fo will put you up- 
6n the uſe of the Terebra. After the Bone is {craped, you may dreſs them with 
Pledgits dipt in /iniment. Arceihot. Tt it require Digeſtion otherwiſe, apply 
them preſt out of ſpzr. viz, either ſimply, or ſuch wherein hath been infu- 
ſed pulv. radic. ireos, ariſtoloch. peucedan. &C. 

If ina Wound of the Head 'made by a Sword the Scull be cut lanting off, 
or into the ſecond Table, 1f there be no Symproms of Concuthon, you ought 
not to lay open the Wound to ſet on a Terebra, but cleanle and diefs it up 
with a proportionable Doſlil prelt out of ſpzr. vini, and digeſt che Lips of the 
Wound as above ſaid, and attend the Exfoliation ; then heal it. Some Av- 
thors have adviſed the Raſping of cheſe Bones ; but in this caſe it is needleſs : 
for if the Bone be dreſſed as I have ſaid, the Fleſh will ſoon ariſe in that Cur 
of the Bone, and make Extoliation of what 1s neceſlary, and incarn it, with: 
out your farther trouble. 

If the Cranimm be hurt by a ſharp-cutting Weapon, it cannot he without Fiſure in 
olution of continuity 1a the Hairy ſcalp: but by a Fail or Blow the Scuil may Crayio. 


K ffſured or frattured,and the Hairy ſcalp whole,and this FraCture or Fiſſure 


may be under the Contulion,or in fome other Parts. If the Symptoms do de- 
monſtrate that there is a Fracture or Fiſſure, you are then without delay to 
open the Hairy ſcalp according as the Part will admit, angularly, or in the 
manner of a Crols,or of the Letter T, that the Fracture may bediſcovered by 
the raiſing ofit up with its Pericraniam. For if you (ſhall in doubrful Fiflures O_ 
or Fratures make a round Inciſion, and takeout the whole piece ; then, if cifon up- 
there chance to be no Fiſſure, you have made your ſelfa long work tolicete pur- 994 
& - ” mli.e, 
poſe : and if the Fiſſure run under the Hairy ſcalp farther than you made your 
Inciſion, you may then be neceſſitated to cut it open that length : by whichir 
will appear you have through miſtake laid it apen more than was neceſſary in 
one place, and too little in another, doing that which neither Hippocrates nor 
any judicious Chirurgeon would ever allow, Whereas if you had laid it 
open by a croſs Incilion, you might by only raiſing the Scalp have diſco- 
Ccc 2 vered 
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vered the Fiſſure or FraCture : and if yet part of the Fiſſure or Fracture 
had lain undiſcovered, you might have ſtretcht your Inciſion to it : ard 
incaſe after all there had been no Fracture nor Fiſſure, which often ha 
pens, eſpecially in Contrafiſſures, then you might have laid the Hairy ſcalp 
down again, and eaſily cured it; which by an exciſion of part of the Scalp 
you cannot do, ; EE 

Objedtion, As to what may be objefted, that the raiſed-up Lip might be troubleſome 
to the Chirurgeon in his work, and painful to the Patient ; there is no ſuch 
thing : forif the Incifion be made the way propoled by the Ancients, and 
that the FraCture or Fiſſure be all in your view, you may order the Lips of 
the Wound as you pleaſe. 

The Cranium laid bare, youare to fill up the place opened with Doſhls of 
dry Lint, or preſſed our of Red wine or Oxycrate, or a Sponge preſt out of 
either of the ſame Liquors; and apply a Plaiiter over all of dachalcith, mg. 
laxed with ol. ro/. cum aceto, and bind it up. 

Tria o At the next dreſſing you mult conſider the Fifſure. If it be ſo ſmall, that 

Fiſſures. you doubt whether it be one or not, then wet it with Ink, and wipe itoff 
again, and the Ink will diſcover where the Fiſſure is. Burt if it do not, then 
this Emplaſter may be applied : R cere move flave, thuris, ladani, an, ij, 
farin. fabar. terebinth. aceti, an. 3j. Miſce ad ignem. You ought to apply it on 
the ſuſpeted Part, and the next day, where you ſhall tind it moilt, thers 
youare to rugine It. : 

Fallopius tells us, that where the Craninm is contuſed, certain Spots willa 
pear red, not unlike thoſe white ones which are uſual 1a the Nails of the fin. 
gers; butafter the third day the bloud exhales, and rhat redneſs ceaſcth, If 
by the Emplaſter you diſcover the Fiſlure, or that the Bone contules, you are 
to raſp the contuſed Part the whole length : to which purpoſe you ought to 
be furniſhed with various ſorts of Raſpatories. W hillt you are working with 
them, the Lips of the Wound ought to be covered with ſome ſoft Linen, 
that you neither hurt them, nor yet the Air offend them, Sometimes very 
ſmall Fiſſures, how inconfiderable foever they may ſeem, are the caule of the 
Patient's death,there being often found extravaſated bloud upon the Dura ms 
ter, and the Veins broken, either by the Concufſion from the Blow, or by the 
rough edges of the inner Table. Therefore you are to conſider the Sym- 
ptoms, and accordingly lay open the Wound either by Raſpatories, or other- 

 Wiſecutting into it, ſo as the Sanies may be diſcharged, and the aſperity taken 
Frature'® away. But if there be a Fracture of the Cranium, you ought to ſatishe your 
"with de- ſelf whether it be in one or both Tables: if in both, then, whether the De- 
preſſion. preſſion of the Bone be great, and what Fiſſure there is: and accordingly 
make way to relieve the Duramattr underneath ; for it cannot be withour 

great diſturbance, viz. Inflammation, Fever, and Deliriam ; from whence 

Coma, Convulſions, Palfies, and Death enſue, if neglefted. Bur if there be 

a Fifſure ſo large as to diſcharge the Seroſity,you may take more deliberation 

in laying it open,or raſping the Bone. If it be otherwiſe, then theTrepan ough 

to beapplied, togive vent to the Serum, and to make way for the railing the 

depreſt Bone. But if the Bone be not much depreſt,and the Fiſfure conſiderably 

large,it is then at your choice whether you will inlarge that Fiſſure,or conti- 

nueit for evacuation of the Matter, and forbear the uſe of the Trepan, not 
doubting but a ſmall Depreſſion of the Bone will either riſe,or caſt oft, by the 

benefit of Nature, I know it will be hard to diſſwade fome Chirurgeons from 

applying a Trepan in thiscaſe ; for I my ſelt have been glad to comply with 

ſome of them, in ſetting on a Trepan where the. Fifſure was ſufficiently 

large, and when all the ill Symptoms were remitted, and where chere was no 
Depreſlure 
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Depreſſureof the Cranium. But what did it ſignifie ? Indeed, where the FiC 
ſure lieth untowardly for diſcharge of Matter, or where the Depreſſion of 
the Cranium is deep, therea Trepan ought tobe timely applied. 


In order to the Perforation of the Craninm, the Bone mult be cleared of its Perforai 


Pericranium, leſt in ſetting on the Terebra, or Modiols, vm are two ſe. 
reral names fora Trepan, ) you tear the Membrane. The Lips of the Wound 

ought alſo to be covered the while. The Terebraought to be ſet on that ſide 
which is molt depending. And in caſe ofa Depreſhon, make your Perfora- 
tion ſonear, that you may afterwards be able to raiſe up that by it. When 
you have ſer on your Trepan, preſs upon it with your left hand, andrurn it 
round with your right. You muſt uſe a little o/”ro/. or Milk tocauſe it to 
move the able, and as it fouls, bruſh it ; in doing of which it will cool. Be- 
fore you approach to the ſecond Table, ( which you may know by the bloud 
that appears,) it will be required that you takeout the Pin, - and proceed 
more warily, not liſtening to the pratling of the Standers by, but often lifting 
upyour hand, leſt by your comprefhon or haſte you unawares fall upon the 
Dura mater, and wound it. Some Chirurgeons do bring out the Bone in the 
bore ; bur it will be ſafer to raiſe it up with your Levator, when it is ſo Eur, 
that it is but lightly retained in ſome part. During this work, it is fit the 
Patient's Ears were ſtopped with Lint, leſt the noiſe diſturb him. The Room 
ought allo to be cloſe. The Perforation made i» Crenzo, and the Bone raken 
out, youare to ſmooth away the Aſperity which remains in the lower Table 
by the Lenticular inſtrument made for that purpoſe. | 


Ifafter this the Membrane be fouled by the Saw-dult of the Bone, you muſt 5-9 4<c 
wipe it off with a ſoft Sponge, or a little Lint upon your Probe. The Part lingafer 
teing cleanſed, youareto dreſs up the Membrane. About this firſt Applica: Peivrath 


tion Authors differ much. Avicexdreſt them with Lenients, viz. ol. roſ. Cel- 
ſw dreſt the Part with ſiccantia, viz. cum aceto acerrimo. You may find him 
poitively for it in thele words ; His fattis, ( the Perforation being made,) ea 
membrana acri aceto reſpergenda eſt, ut ſi intus concretss cruor remanet, diſcutia- 
tw,&c. He ſprinkled the Membrane with ſharp Vinegar, to prevent the 
Bleeding, and difſolverhe concreted Bloud lying upon the faid Membrane or 
Dura mater. But the moſt part ofthe Ancients, and many of the Moderns, 
have adviſed Lenients, as o/. roſ. that the bloud extravaſated, and lying upon 
the Dura mater, in pus convertatur, may be digeſted. But in this you are tobe 
uided by your Eye. If there be Sanies or PutrefaGtion, mel.yof.ſþir. vini, and 
; her Detergents may be uſed, accordingly as the PutrefaQtion is more or 
ks. If there be much bloud extravaſated, or rhat you fear bleeding, that of 
Cel/zs may be proper : but ifthe bloud be recent, and exceed nor in quantity, 
it poſſibly happened from fome Scratch of yourTrepan,or ſome litrle Aſperi- 
tyof the inner Table. It there be neither of theſe, but the Membrane freſh, 
and of its natural colour, then you are not to grieve that Membrane now ex. 
poſed to the Air with Detergents, nor by the acrimony of Vinegar : for if 
you ſhall by ſcratching of the Membrane make tt blondy, and then dreſs it 
with either acetum or mel. roſ. ſpir. vini, &c. you ſhall then proceed contrary 
tothe common Indications in Chirurgery, which teacheth ro digeſt recent 
Wounds before you deterge : and indeed what would you dererge ? 
Therefore I do adviſe the uſe of Lentents,not only by the authority of thoſe 
ancient and modern Chirurgeons, but by my own practice. Ga/ex propoſed 
ſang. columb. and the bloud of Turtles dropt warm from their wings. Falop. 
and Fabric. ab Aquapend. propoſed ol. rof. with reſin. abietis : and afterwards 
they increaſed the Reſin, and lefſened the Oil. But if there be Purrefattion 
through the long lying of concreted bloud,&e. then wel. rof.and fir, vini are 
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proper,yea me/ Agyptiac.and higher if occaſion ſhall offer. But in the common 
caſes, afcer recent Terebrations, Reſin by its emplaſtick quality mixed with 
ol. roſ. perfe&ts the concoction ſooner, and by its anodyne quality ſecures the 
Part from Inflammation. It ought to be 10.956: to the Habit of botly ; 
dry Bodies require more of the Reſin, and leſs Oil, And by this {imple Medi- 
cament I never failed of good Digeſtion ; and afterwards by the tempering of 
it as I have ſaid I have deterged and digeſted, always continuing the uſe of it 
until the Membrane was well digeſted, never finding the leaſt prejudice the 
bare Bone received from it. - But you muſt take care that you do not uſe Dj. 
geſtives unſeaſonably, for thereby you may relax Parts. Theretore after Dj- 
geſtion add more Reſin, and leſs Oil, Or you may mix m1. ro/. with the Re. 
lin in ſtead of the Oil, which will anſwer your intention, borh to deterge and 
incarn. Or you may uſe this to borh purpoles ; its Compoſition will com- 
mend ic ſelf : B terebinth. Venet.Zj. ol. rof. $1v. mel. roſ. Zi). croct Jj. grancy, 
kermes 76, ſem, hyperici 1. vint Hiſpanic. Ziij. cog. a4 conſumpt. vint ; colt, ade 
aloes :j. Miſc. Theſe Medicaments may be applied upon the Dura mater, and 
a Button of Lint over, to fill up the hollow in the Bone : the re(t of the Bone 
may be dreſſed with dry Lint or /iniment. Arcei, and the Lips of the Wound 
with a Digeſtiveas aforeſaid cum terebinth. over which apply emp!. diapalme 
malaxed with ol, ro. 

In the uſe of Medicaments you are to conſider the Part and Habit of body, 
and add or diminiſh your Simples accordingly as you delign to dererge or in- 
carn, &c, and ſo they will pertorm all interſtions. Some Authors have limi- 
ted usa time todreſs with this or that Medicament ; vz. to ule Digeltives to 
the fourth day, from that time to deterge tothe ſeventh, and to incarnto the 
fourteenth day. But herein you muſt make uſe of your own judgment, per- 
fiſting tocheriſh the native heat. If the Wound penetrates to the Dura mater, 
you mult conſider the force of the Weapon,& make halte to relieve the Parts 
under the Craninm. Yet a Cay or two before the Bartel of orc: fter,a Gentie- 
man attending the Earl of Derby in hisRetreat thither-received a largeWourd 
between the Sagittal and Coronal Sutures by a Sword, 1t cutting through 
the Craninm tothe Dura mater. The Membrane was covered with the ſmall 
Shivers of Bones. He had only a thin linen Cap overit, his haſte nor pecmit- 
ting him tobe dreſſed. And it may be it wasthe better for him : for if Dof: 
fils had been haſtily crowded upon the Bones, ſevere Symptoms woul:! have 
followed ; whereas the Shivers lying lightly upon the Membrane, he was free, 
and being ignorant of his danger, rid a great Journey. I after took themour, 
anddreſtthe Membrane with Digeſtives the jhort tine we were together. But 
when FraCtturesare made wit!1 Bullets or Slugs,there the Hairy ſcalp and pie- 
ces of the Crazium are driven in together upon the Dara mater, In which ca- 
ſes you muſt preſently lay open the Hairy ſcalp, and raiſe it up with the 
Bones, and relieve the oppreſt Membrane. If the Flux of bloud be great, 
cleanſe it with a Sponge dipt in Red wineor Vinegar, and dreſs it as hath 
been ſhewed. If the Opening in the fractured Craninm be not ſufficient, make 
one in the moſt declining part, and raiſe up the Bones, and free the Mem- 
brane of whatever may offend it. But do not take out more Bones than 
needs muſt : like ſome of thoſe Chirurgeons I have met carrying them about 
in their Pockets, boafting in that which was their ſhame. For if you look 
well upon ſuch, you may ſee many of them were corrupted by the Mater 
through the ignorarice of the Chirurgeon. For recent Frattures of the Cr4- 
nium do frequently unite like thoſe in other Parts, if che Matrer hath liberty 
to diſcharge from within, Therefore having raiſed up the Bones that are

In all Hurts of the Head, what ſort ſoever they be of, the Body is to beem. 
ptied ; and the rather, ifthere be Plerhora or Cacochymia: for in ſuch Hahits 
of body Humours are more apt to ſtir upill Symproms. Therefore you ought 
timely to let them bloudin the Neck,or Artn on the ſame ſide ; and repeat 
Bleeding according tothe exigency, and the rene of the Patient's body, 
Alſo Cupping ( with or without Scarification ) of the Neck and Shoulders, 


with Fontanels under the Ears, is neceſſary. Then lenient Purgatives, ſuch 


as my evacuate the ſerous bloud, which by reaſon of its tenuity and heat rea- 
dily flies tothe affeQted Part. Theſe Purgatives, muſt be ſuch as have been 
propoſed in the Fourth Intention of Wounds in general, to which I refer 
you.. Cordial Species and EleCtuaries may be proper, if they be proportioned 
to the Temperature of the body, hotter or colder, as there are Fever or other 
Accidents joyned with the Malady ; in which cakes Juleps and Emultions are 
neceſſary. Vulnerary drinks are ſometimes in uſe here, if they be firted ac- 
cording to the nature of the Part, ” The Ingredients for theſe are betoy. arte. 
miſe. caryophyll, prignula veris, lilium comvallium, ſalvia, hyperic. ſanicula, veronj. 
ca, plantag. flor, roſ. rub. nuc. moſchat,&C. as in the Chapter forementioned, Of 
theſe you may make Drinks with Wine and Water, or ſmall Ale : R/azjc, 
beton, veronic. artemiſ, an.F1, conf. rof, rub. caryophyll. an.

Theexternal Applications have been already.ſet down all along as I trea- 
ted of the ſeveral Accidents befalling the Head, whether made by Contuſion, 
or Wound afteQtiog the Hairy ſcalp, Craninm, or Meninges of the Brain. Yet 
for the more confirmation ofthe yeang Artiſt, Iſhall makea ſhort repetition 
of what I have delivered concerning the Application ofthem,that he may not 
ſtagger in following the Dottrine here ſer down. I ſhall alſo ſupply you with 
more variety of Medicaments, that,you may not. be to ſeek for choiceelle- 
where. 

In every Contuſion of the Head, whether a Wound be joyned therewithor 
not, it will be neceſſary that in the firſt place you defend it from the Influx of 
Humours; and your Medicaments theretoought to be refrigerant and exlic- 
cant, to contemperate the heat, and dry up the Humours already extravaſa- 
ted.

6. alum. ſt, 5), croci Marti 5). fiat Pulvis, ThusT have 
ſet you down variety of Medicaments, whereof you may fit your ſelves ac- 
cording to theexigency of the caſe. I ſhall now ſhew you ſome of my work, 
wherein I uſed but a few. 


t. Obſer- Was ſent for to a young fellow who. had been ſhrewdly cudgell'd about 
—_ = I the Pate. He was ſick in bed, and dozed with the pain. I looked upon 
& wich. his Head,and ſaw it ſwell'd in ſeveral places : ſome of the Swellings were big 
out wound and pappy, abounding with extravaſated Serum, I preſently looked forthe 
g—_ Jugular Veins, and ſeeing them full, I opened the faireſt, and took awayat 
; leaſt a dozen ounces of bloud : then cauſed the Hair of his Head to be ſhaved 
off, and embrocated all his Head, Neck and Jaws with a mixture of of. rof; 
myrtill. acet. cum album. ovor. and applied a Cataplaſm over all his Headof far, 
hord. fabar. flor. roſ. rub. balauſt. bace. myrtill, decotted in Oxymel. A Cly- 
ſter was that evening adminiſtred, and an Anodyne draught diſpoſed himto 
reſt that night. The next morning I was informed he had ſlept at times, but 
I found him hot, and his Pulſe quick, I opened the other Jugular Vein, and 
ſceing him bleed witha full ſtream, I permitted it to flow proportionably : 
then having a Fomentation ready of Claret-wine wherein had been infuled 
flor. roſ. rubr. balauſt. nuc. cupreſſ. &c. I took oft Dreſſings, and ſtuped them, 
and thought to have opened one of theſe Tumours ; bur ſeeing it diminiſh- 
ing, I forbare, and embrocated his Head again cum ol, rof. myrtill. & acetogand 
applied the Cataplaſm as before. By thele Applications I dried up the Hu- 
mour in a great meaſure before the ſeventh day ; then added ſome Cephalicks 
to the former Ingredients, and boiled them in Wine and Water, with which 
I cauſed his Head to be fomented, and afterwards applied Vigo's Cerat. a 
contuſ. During the firſt ſeven days I permitted him only Water-grewelor 
Panado,and kept his Body ſoluble by Clyſters ; but afterwards gave him more 
liberty,and purged him : by which method he recovered, without any manner 

of laying open. And thus all external Contulions may be happily cured. 
z. Obſer- A Perſon of Quality, aged between thirty and forty years, by accidentof 
vat. of n 2 Fall out of her Coach bruiſed her Head a little above the right Temporal 
open Muſcle. She was ſtunned with the Fall, but djd not vomit, She was dreſſed 
Ecchynoſis by ſome of her Servants with ſuch Medicaments as thoſe of her own Sexad- 
*pened.* yifed. About fourteen days after, being indiſpoſed, ſhe came to Town, and 
ſent for me. I ſaw a large Ecchymoſis remaining,and a Tumour of the bignels 
of a Pheaſant's egg : it was ſoft, and ſeemed to be full of a corrupt Ser. 


There appeared no hopes of diſcuſſing it, and yet it was not ſafe to permitit 
to 
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1- wo lie longer ſo near the Bone. W herefore I applied a mild Cauſtick upon it,8& 
r dividing the Eſcar gave vent tothe Seramand ſome Clots of grumous bloud ; 
y, then fomented it with Wine,and crefſedit up with a Doflil ſpred witha Di- 
t. ſtive ex terebinth.and nguent baſilic.over it upon the Eſcar,and embrocatin g 
the Parts about with o/. cham. applied empl. diapaim. with Com preſs and Ban- 
>. dage. At the next opening I ſaw the Ulcer well digeſted,and no part of the 
Bone bare ; nor was it painful in the time of dreſſing or afterward : yet from 
'$ the firſt day I dreſſed her,ſhe uſually fainted the whule, & put us upon a nece(- 
4 fry of laying her downin herBed {ome time before we had finiiht our A pplica- 
tions ; where after ſhe had lain an hour or two very fick,fhe recovered again,& 
/ walked about her Chamber very well. Her Friends and Relations, who viſi- 
t ted her often, and ſaw her thus diſtempered, fuſpected it to ariſe from the 
e Wound ; but I ſuppoſed it Vapours,and prevailed with her toconſult a Phyli- 
þ cian, The Phyſician being come,l rook off Dreſſings, & ſhewed him theUlcer 
b- well digeſted, and diſpoſed to heal, withont the leal(t ſign of ill : the Phyli- 
e cian alſo concluded ſo. But before I had dreſſed her up,ſhe jared, & was Car- 
- ried to her Bed ſick. Theſe Faintings increaſing, her Phyſician began ro ſul- 
c, pett it proceeded from the Contuſion ; but her recovering again fo wellaf- 

terward, confirmed him that they were Vapours, and that by Purging ſhe 

would be relieved. She complied, and was moderately purged once 1n 3 or 4 
t lays, whereby ſhe was ſomewhat freed of theſe Fits, and I had liberty to ci- 
n atrize the Ulcer. After which I made her a Fontanel in her Leg, and ſhe 
retired to her Houſe in the Country, where ſhe rook Phylick, and recovered 
perfectly well. If theſe fainting Fits had proceeded from the preceding Con- 
tuſion, they would not ſo have 1ntermitted and gone off as they did. 

A perſon of about 36 years of age was wounded upon the Road by a Blow 3- Obſer- 

with a Spintree-bar upon the Os frontis, near the Coronal Suture, about the ——_— 
kngth of two inches. I cleanſed the Wound with a Sponge, and clipt the wound. 
Hair away : then putting my Finger intorthe Wound, I felt the Pericraninm 
fund and ſmooth ; and ſeeing no Symptoms inthe Paticnt of Fratture or 
Concuſſion, I brought the Lips of the Wound cloſe together, dreſſed them 
with a Digeſtive ex zerebinth. upon Pleagits with an empl. e bolo, and Com- 
preſs over it, putting him ona linen Cap, and his Peruke over that. I for- 
bare to let him bloud that night, in conſideration that he had bled much upon 
the Road. The next morning, finding him in good temper, I did neither 
kt him bloud nor dreſs him ; but the day after I rook oft Dreſlings in the pre- 
ſence of Dr. Cox and Dr. Walter Needham, The Wound ſeeming near cloled, 
- Lapplied a Stupe or two wrung out of Red wine, and dreſſed him with /- 
O aiment. Arcei, The ſecondday after I viewed it again, and ſeeing the brui- 
j ſed Fle{h between the Lips ofthe Wound cicatrizing,l drefſed them with «#- 
a went. tutie, and continued to do ſo every other day. During his Cure, he 
100 his Chamber, and was healed in very few days ; whereas if his Wound 
had been fill'd with Doſfſils, a Fever would have followed, and other Acci- 
dents which would have confined him longer to his Chamber. 

A Coachman being wounded witha Rapier to the Bone between the Sagit- , oyje. 
f taland Coronal Sutures aboutan inch in length,thenext Barber dreſſed him, var. ofa 
l and called in a young Chirurgeon to help him. They ( as they ſaid ) felt a Noundt® 
d Shiver of the Bone cut off, and ſticking in the Pericraniam ; whereupon they Sagireal

was ſtained, and a neceſſity followed of exfoliating it : whereas ſuch an inci. 
ſed Wound might have been incarned by /iniment, Arcei, But this practice 
will not want thoſe that will detend it ; and who can help it ? 

A poor Woman near Lua ate coming out of her Chamber one night, and 
pulling the Door to her by the Key,it ſlipt out,and ſhe tumbling down Stairs, 
cutand raiſed up the Hairy ſcalp from the beginning of the Lambavides down. 
wards.I cauſed the Hair to be clipt and ſhaved away from about theWound, 
and cleanſed it from the bloud,then brought the Lips cloſe together by three 
or four Stitches, embrocated the Parts about cum album. ovi, aceto, C& ol. rof. 
and dreſſed her up with Agglutinatives, applying over all emp/. e bel and 
Bandage ; then gave her an Anodyne draught, and left her toreſt. The next 
morning I rook off my Bandage and emplaſt. and embrocated the Parts about 
with ol. roſ. cum aceto, applying a Cataplaſm ex fariz. hora, & fabar, decoted 
in Oxycrate, and adding /.r0/. I took away a little bloud by openinga Vein 
in her Arm, and preſcribed her a Clyſter of Milk and Sugar that afternoon, 
I continued the Cataplaſm mormng and night, but dreſt not the Sutures till 
the third day ; and by that time the' Tumour being diminiſhed, and the 
Wound inclined to Agglutination, I dreſt up the Wound again as before, 
At the next opening I cut out the Stitches, and dreſt the Wound with Sar. 
coticks and emp!. beton. over all, in ſtead of the Cataplaim ; and in a few days 
cured her of that Wound by Agglutination. 

A Young fellow, Servant toa Horſe-courſer, was thrown oft his Horſe 
againſt ſome of the Bars in Smrthſield, whereby the Ca/variaor Hairy ſcal 
was torn up from the Coronal Suture to the Temporal Muſcle, on the lett 
ſide ; the Scull was bared between twoand three inches in breadth. He was 
led to the next Barber, who cut the piece off, and hanged it up in his Shop, 
The day after the Patient was brought to me. I cauſed the Hair to be ſhaved 
off f. om about the Wound, and dreſtthe Bone and Lips with /:7»iment. Arcei 
warm, embrocated the Parts about cu of. roſ. & chamemel.and applied enpl, 
e bolo over the Wound, with Compreſs and Bandage rowling up his Head, 
He had been let bloud the day before,without conſideration of the great quan- 
tity which he had lolt from his Wound, I continued the former way of dre[- 
ſing the Wound and Bone, until they were well digeſted : during which the 
edges of the Bone incarning round, I raſped the middle of the Bone, and 
thereby diſpoſed a Cal/us to put forth. After Digeſtion, I deterged with mus- 
dif. Paracelſi ; andas the Calls thruſt off the Bone, I dreſt it with Pledgits 
dipt in /þir. vin prelt out dry, andafterwards by Epuloticks, as unguent. ts- 
tie, &c. cicatrized the Lips of the Wound even with the Callus which roſe 
from the Bone; and about that time, to diſpoſe it the better to cicatrize, he 
was purged. Thus it was cured as Wounds with loſs of Subſtance ; a trouble- 
ſomeand vexatious work to the Patient and Chirurgeon ; which might at 
firſt have been cured by Agglutination, with a leſs C:catrix, and thereby he 
might have enjoyed the natural tegument of his Hair, whereas now that part 
remained bald and unſeemly. 

A Servant of the Kzzg's, of about 28 years,gf age, being diſtrated, and 
ſuſpicious that every man he ſaw would do hinga miſchief, walking abroad 
one day, thought himſelf purſued, and ran into the next houſe up 2 pair of 
Stairs intoa Chamber,when hearing ſome body following him he threw him- 
{elf out of the Window jult as a Coach was paſſing by, and pitcher with his 
Head upon one of the W heels. He was =— up ſtunned and ſhrewd! 
wounded, carried into the next houſe, and dreſt by a Chirurgeon, whoallo 
let him bloud. The next day I was ſent by his Majeftie's command to take care 


of him, and ſaw the Dreſlings taken off, His Wound was between the Sogn 
ca 
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:2l and Coronal Sutures to the Bone, with great attrition of the H airy ſcalp. 
[conſidering the manner of his Fall, with the Frenzy and Stupour helay un- 
der, opened his Wound by a crofs Incifion, and cutting offthe corner'd Lips, 
dreſſed it up with dry Doſfls of Lint, with Aftringents and Bandage, I di- 
reted a Clyſter to be adminiſtred that afternoon, and let him bloud that 
night, repeating it again the day after. Dr. Walter Needham preſcribed him 
an Emullion of the cold Seeds, &'«. to drink often in a day. By all which he 
was notably relieved, and recovered his Senſes ſoon after. I opened his 
Wound the third day, and ſaw the Cra»ium {mooth and natural, the Lips al- 
o tending to Digeſtion. TI fomented it with a Stupe wrung out of Claret- 
wine, and dreſt it up with a Digeſtive ex terebinth. cum witello ovi, and em- 
brocating the Parts about cum oleo roſ. applied emplaſty. diachalcith. with 
Comprels and Bandage. After I had thus digeſted the Wound, I raſped the 
(raninrn to the quick, dreſſing it up with «nguent. Arcei, and the Lips of the 
Wound with #zg «err. diapompholyg. and by the help of the Vitriol-ſtone I de- 
rerged them : -andas the Calws grew upout of the Craninumtounite with the 
Lips, I dreſſed it with Pledgits preſſed out of pzy. vizz, cicatrized it, and re- 


ftored him cured. 


A Cook-maid, by the fall of a Jack-weight upon her Head, was beaten 8. Obſer- 
bwn, and ſtunned for ſome while by the Blow : ſhe vomited, and was car- * ofa 
ned into her Chamber. There were three Wounds inthe Hairy ſcalp tothe —» ily 


(aninm, With a great Tumour. The Bone ſeemed to meto be depreſt and wound. 


fſured. TI preſzntly made a circular Inciſion, and raiſed up that part of the 
Hairy ſcalp in order to Terebration, and filled up the Wound with Doflils of 
Lint preſt out of Red wine; then embrocated her Head with o/. ro/.cum aceto, 
nd put on an emp!. e bolo with Compreſs: then ſhaving the Hair from the 
Parts about, I applied Pledgits ſpred with my Digeſtive upon the Lips of the 

Wound, Compreſles dipt in Oxycrate,and rowled up her Head. Some hours 

ter I cauſed her to be let bloud abour eight ounces, and that night gave her

by I took off Dreſſings, and viewing well the bare Bone, I found neither De- 
meſſion nor Fiſſure. I was deceived by the ſhape of her Head, ſhe being 
double-crowned. rhe Te and the Sagittal Suture running under- 

neath. I fomented the Parts attected with vzz. ruby. wherein were decoted 

for.roſ.rub.cham. flor. beton. ſummit.abſinth. bace. myrtill. &c. then dreſt the Bone 
and Lips,the former with /iniment, Arcei warm,and the latter with my Dige- 
ſive ex terebinth. dipt in cl. hyperici warm : and having embrocated her Head 
well with o/. ro/. & cham. IT applied a Cataplaſm cx farin. hora, pulv.balauſt cr 
wſ. ruby, decotted in Oxycrate cumol, rof. with convement Bandage. This 
method I continued till the Wound was digeſted, and the Tumour waſted. 
Then I deterged the Lips of the Wound with »uzdif.Paracelſ.and ghe Vitri- 
ol-ftone, drefſingthe Bone with Sarcoticks, and applied over all one of /7g0's 
Cerots in ſtead of the Cataplaſm. By this method the Bone incarned ; after 
which ſhe retired with Medicaments to be dreſt by ſome of her Fellow-ſer- 
rants at her Maſter's houſe a few miles off. She ſometimes came to Town, 
and\was aſſiſted by me in the cicatrizing of the Wound, ſoas hath been 
ſhewed in the former Laceration of the Ca/varia, I did nor believe ſo great a 
Blow could have been without a Fracture and great Accidents ; otherwiſe 
Iſhould not ſo prefently have raiſed off the Hairy ſcalp.

A Tradeſman terurning from viſiting ſome of his Friends in the Country, po—_— 


near K»ights-bridze fell oft his Horſe ro the ground, bruiſing and wounding cuſſions on 
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1 found him in his Bed labouring under a great Concuſſion: He was not 
capable of giving any account of his Ailment. His Face and Noſe were much 
bruiſed ; there was alſoa Wound upon the Os cribriformis. I cauſed the Bloud 
and Gravel to be waſht out of his Wound, and with | Knife laid it open a 
little higher up towards the Forehead. Then viewing the Bone,and ſeeing it 
without Fiſſure, I brought the Lipscloſe together,and dreſt theWound with 
Agglutinatives, and emp!. & bolo over it and his Face ; and having cauſed 
the Hair to be ſhaved oft the fore-part of his Head, from the Coronal Suture 
down to his Ears, and embrocated the diſeaſed Parts with o/. rof. cum aceto, 
I applicd a Cataplaſm of farin, hora, pulv, flor. roſe. rubr. balauſt. bacc, myrtill, 
decocted in Oxymel, then let him bloud 10 or 12 ounces. A neighbourin 
Phyſician viſited him that night, and preſcribed him wha [ he thought nece(- 
ſary. The Patient lay dozing all that night, groaning wy gy. and was 
no better in the morning : he ſpake nor willingly to any of us, nor ſo as we 
could underſtand what he ſaid. That day I rook off Dreſſings, viewed and 
felt the Parts about. The left Eye was inflamed, the Lid ſwelled, and the 
Forehead bruiied.I was not able ro make out any thing whereby I might take 
new indications ; and therefore dreſt him upagain as before, orderingalittle 
Breaſt-milk to be dropt warm into his Eye, and renewing the Embrocation 
and Cataplaſm. That day he was let bloud again, and a Clyiter adminiſtred, 
with what elſe hisPhyſician thought neceſlary.The next day he being nothin 
better, the deceaſed Mr. Boun a Chirurgeon was conſulted. We took of Dre? 
fings, and viewed the Wound. The Bone was fair, without the leaſt im- 
preſſion. Mr. B. concluded that the Wound ſhould be cured without farther 
enquiry into it ; which accordingly was done in few days after without Ex- 
foliation. Bliſtering of his Neck and Shoulders, and Cupping with Scarikca- 
tion was made; alſo Fontanels behind his Ears; Fomentations and Plaiſters 
were likewiſe applied to his Head : but the relief was ſmall. Yet by theleand 
frequcnt Purging, after a month or {1x weeks, he was ſo well asto get abroad, 
but was indilpoled in his Head. His Eye wascured ; but after he had fol- 
lowed his affairs abroad ſome weeks, on a ſudden that Eye-lid fell down; and 
ſome months after he loſt the ſight of the Eye without any outward ſoarnels, 
fit being the effect of the Concuſſion. He was alive at the time of the Fire, 
and may be ſo till for ought I know. If ought was omitted for his Recove- 
ry, it was farther Blecding. 
10.Obſer- A*Gentleman of about 3o years of age,coming out of Hartford-ſbirethrough 
nat.oran®- Tottenham, 8 riding upon the Cauſey near an Inn,one emptying a Chamber- 
cuſſion, Pot out of the window as he was paſſing by, his Horſe ſtarted, and ruſhed vi- 
mira bro olently between the Sign-poſt and a Tres which ſupported part of the Sign. 
2s The poor Gentleman was beaten ofthis Horſe,& lay ſtunned on the ground. 
The people fetcht immediately a Barber-Chirurgeon from London, Sir T.B. 
upon notice of his Ftiend's miſhap,ſent me thither ; where I found the Geatle- 
man lying upon the ground,the people and Chirurgeon gazing upon him, I 
felt his Pulſe much oppreſt,the right Brow bruiſed, & inquired whether they 
had let him bloud. The Chirurgeon replied, he had opened a Vein in his 
Arm, but it would not bleed. I replied, We muſt make him bleed, though 
it be by ſlirting his Veins. Turning his Head on one fide, I ſaw the jugular 
Veinon the bruiſed fide turgid, and opened it. He bled freely. After I had 
takenabout twelve ounces, the bloud rap down from his Arm, which had been 
opened before and would not bleed, Webled him ill he came to life, and 
tlicn he raved and ſtrugled with us. Having ſtopt the Bleeding, we cauſed 
the people to carry himinto the Inn, and put him intoa Bed. Allthe while 
they carried him,and were making him unready, he roared and was very 7 
ruly 
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ruly, eſpecially whilſt they were pulling off his Stocking from his right Leg ; 
which inquiring more particularly into, we found broken ſhort in the middle

of the Thigh-bone, cloſe by a bony Wen, ( of the bigneſs of a Tennis-ball.) Ho_ 


11pon ſight whereof we prepared Dreſlings, and endeavoured to ſet the Fra- 
ture. He oppoſed us maialy in the ſetting of it, and dreſſing it up. Bur 
ſme of the people holding him down 1n his Bed, we ſet and drelt his Leg asis 
hewed in the LeCture of Simple Fractures. But his Hands being at liberty 
telooſened the Bandage which we had put on the fractured Bones in ſpight 
of our reliſtence. We contented our ſelves in what we had endeavoured, and 
orhae thee left his Leg to lie unſet,he not permitting ſo much asa Plaiſter 
wer it. WE then prepared Applications for his Head, ſhaved the Hair from 
that ſide of the Temporal Muſcle, embrocated the part which ſeemed to us 
iffefted cum ol. roſ. & aceto, and applied a Cataplaſm of Bean-meal ( which 
was ſpeedieſt ro be had ) boiled up with Oxymel, &«, he permitting it pati- 
ently. That bound on, I left my Afſiſtent to ſtay with him, and returned my 
ſelfro Loudoy. The next day Sir T. B. ſent for Sir Charles Scarburgh, and 
arried us with him to Torrezham,where we found the Patient raving,and by 
their report he had done foall night. We underſtood not one word he ſpake. 
His Pulſe was low and intermitting. Upon which conſideration VenzſeQion 
was deferred. What was neceſſary for him to take, the Phyſician then pre- 
fribed. His Bruiſe was upon the Temporal Mulcle, a Part not to be laid 
open upon a bare Surmiſe; wherefore we renewed our Embrocations and Ca- 
aplaſms,and left my Aſſiſtent to wait upon the Patient, Sir Charles Scarburgh 
making a Journey farther into the Country. The pext day I returned, and 
foding the Patient raving as I had left him,I ſuppoſing his Diſtemper procee- 
&&d from an Inflammation of the Membranes of the Brain,and that by Venz- 
{ion only he was to be relieved, I let him bloud on the ſame TJugularas 
tefore about 10 ounces, and ſo proceeded every day,or ſecond day at leaſt,the 
Patient bearing it well, and ſeeming to be relieved: His Pulſe roſe upon it, 
1nd he ſlumbered ſometimes, and took his Nouriſhment, which before he 
lid not. About the ſeventeenth day I coming to Torrenham met my Aſſiſtent 
ing to London,who told me that the Patient was grown more ſenſible of his 
FiGered Thigh. I perſwaded him back, rejoycing to hear that the Gentle- 
man was ſo well : but coming near his Chamber, I heard him hallowing. 
troubled me what to do. I knew his _—_— had much relieved him ; but 
the people, as alſo my Aſſiſtent, diflik-d my fo often letting him bloud, and 
was wont abuſively to ſay, Now you ſhall ſee our Maſter let him bloud again : 
they concluding that I would be the death of the Patient. However I re- 
folved to bleed him once more, and no more. This I declared, with the 
neceſſity of doing it, and accordingly opened the ſame Vein again, and held 
a white Srone-porrenger to receive the bloud, which flowed with a ſprighe- 
ly ftream, the Patient lying quietly the while upon his Back. I put the Por- 
renger into my Aſſiſtent's hand,and ſeeing the bloud flow with muchVigour, 
I catcht up haſtily a Paevep POLIO tO take a little in that. (In 
bleeding theſe Veins in the Neck, we uſually holding the Poxrenger cloſe to 
their Neck, it ſerves us as a Bandage tointercept the deſcent of the bloud.) 
I put this Porreoger into my Aſſiſtent's hands, with pretence to make Drel- 
ſing to lay upon the Vein ; but ſtood at a little diftance, looking my Patient 
in bis Face, with a reſolution to bleed him until I ſaw his Countenance 
change :' which I did, and then ſtept to the Patient to ſtop the Vein. The 
while the Porrenger was taking away, the bloud ran out of it on one ſide, it 
having been un Jar and the hole {o covered by Soder that I did not ſee it be- 


fore. During the while he was bleeding I thought him long, and wondered

to ſee ſo little bloud in that Porrenger from ſo full a ſtream : but ſeeing the Beg 
ſo bloudy, it was evident that when the melted hole preſt not againſt his 
Neck, the bloud ran into the Bed, which'deceived me. Bur the Patient y 
on taking alittle of his cordial Julep refreſht his Spirits. I fate a while h 
him, and left him pretty hearty. The next day I returned ſooner than I uſeq 
ro do, being doubtful how I ſhould find him: but, to my wonder, he was 
perfe&tly well in his Senſes, and diſcourſed ſoberly of what paſlages here. 
membred in the time of is De/irium, We preſently prepared to ſet his fra. 
tured Thigh-bone, it having lain ſeventeen days unſet, yet was without 
Inflammation, Tumour, or Pain, The Calus IT ſuppoſe was thruſt out at the 
ends of the Bones, and that had covered the aſperity of them, Nd the large 
Bleeding and Diſeaſe had made Revullion and Evacuation. Webroughtthe 
ends of the Bone together by an ealie Extenſion, and dreſt it up as is uſual in 
ſimple Fraftures. In lels than twenty days the Calls dried, and his Le 
was ſo ſtrongas to bear him again ; and ſome weeks after he ventabroad 
about his aftaics, : | 
11.Obſer- A Youth about ten years of age was ſtruck down by a blow of a Cudgel 
vat. ofa on his Head. I found him lying upon a Bed deprived of his Speech and the 
eranure uſe of his Legs. Taking the Plaiſter off his Forehead, there was no Wound 
long FC nor conliderable Swelling ; but ſearching with my Fingers I felt a Depreſſi- 
read onof the Bone : upon which having advertiſed the Parents of the danger of 
epreſſion ; 
ofthe the Child,& the way of my proceeding, I ſent for the Chirurgeon dwellingat 
Cranium. the next door, who had applied the firſt Plaiſter,deſfiring ro retain him for the 
more conſtant attendance, We made Dreſſings ready in order to Dilatation; 
then cauſing the Hair to be ſhaved oft, I made an Inciſion ſo large as to ſeton 
the Terebra, it occaſion ſhould be, for the raiſing up the depreit Bone. In 
dividing the Hairy ſcalp towards the.Coronal Suture, I eſpied a Fiſſure run- 
ning uptcom the fractured Bone beyond my firſt Inciſion;whereforeT laid the 
Fiſſure more open, out of which I ſaw a quantity of ſerous bloud flow imme 
diately forth. Tie Depreſſion was a piece of Bone as broad as a Three- pence 
ſunk under the Scull, I filled up the Opening with Doflils of dry Lint, and 
applied over all a Digeſtive ex terebinth, & vitell. ovi upon Pledgits, and emp. 
e bolo, with Bandage to keep them on. The next day in the preſenceof 
Dr. Barwickand ſome Country Phyſician with Mr. Arris Chirurgeon, I took 
off the Dreſſings, and ſet the Trepan above the fraCtured Bone, ſo to avoid 
the great Scar that muſt have been if I had ſet it below the Fracture, and 
conſidering withal the Porineſs of the Bone below; The Terebra ſer on, the _ 
Bone taken our, and the inner edges ſmoothed by the Lenticular inſtruments. 
I put ina Levator, and raiſed up the depreſt Bone even with the reſt : that 
done, I placed in a Sindon dipt in o/. rof. with a third part of Reſin ; then 
with a round Dofſil filled up the Bore : after v, hich I opened the Fiſſure with 
my Rugines, ſcraping away its edges, that no Saxjes or Matter might bede- 
tained, and dreſt up the Bone with /iniment. Arcei warm, ſo as togive way to 
the Lips tofall in ; Idefiring no more Opening than was neceſlary for dil: 
charge ofthe Matter from within. Over theſe Dreſſings I applied empl. dis- 
chalcith. malaxed cum ol. ro. & aceto, and with Compreſs and Bandage con- 
cluded the ſecond Dreſſing: From that time all our threatning Symptoms 
vaniſhed. Indeed the firſt Opening and letting bloud that ſame night reco- 
vered his Speech ; and after thisDretling the uſe of his Legs was alſoreſtored : 
| yet we kept him in the dark, and to a ſlender Diet, allowing no Fleſh. What 
concerned Internals Dr. Barwick took care of, The other Phyſicians and 
Mr..4rris coming no more, I continuedthe ſame method in my dreſſing until 
Digeſtion, which was made in 4 or 5 days, Thea I added mel. rof. in wn 
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of the Oil, and afterwards incarned, by increaſing the Refin and leſſening the 
mel: the Fleſh riſing in little grains preſently after the Digeſtion was compleated, 
and after afew days covered the Dura mater. | haſtened the Exfoliation of the 
Bones by the applicationof tin@ura myrrhe,and deterged the wounded Lips with 
wandif. Paracelſi. My work being afterwards to keep down the looſe Fleſh, I 
rubbed it frequently with the Vitriol or Alume-ſtone,and drefled the Lips with 
t: tutie, &c. whereby in leſs than fix weeks the Bonesexfoliated, and the 
Wound being ready to cicatrize, I leftit to the neighbouring Chirurgeon 5 
the cicatrizing of theſe being for the moſt part the work of my Servant.

He ſent for a Chirurgeon, who dreſt his Wound and cured it 3 during which by a Pun- 
the Patient went daily abroad without atiy: conſideration of it. About the &ur<in the 
ſeventeenth day, towards the Full-moon, as he was coming home one morn- a 
ing, be felt bis Legs faulter, and before he was got up ſtairs1nto his Chamber his 
Tongue failed him. His Friends and Servants put him into bed, and ſent for 
me, They declared to me how he had* been wounded ſuch a day; and the 
manner of his being ſeized with the Paralyſis, I fawa neceſlity of laying open 
the Hairy ſcalp, and offered togo away, that T might ſend for ſomeof my Ser- 
yants to help me. He apprehending that 1 was leaving him as able, 
catcht hold of me, and would have to me, but could not. He made 
Signs for Pen, Ink and Paper, and endeavoured to write, but could not form 
one letter. He then threw himſelf down in his Bed, breathing out Jef” I 
prayed his Patience, telling him I would return ſaddefily. But before Þ wenc 
[ let him blood ten ognces, and retiirngd again within an honr, and found 
that he had loſt theuſ of his Arms. I c6nfidered the Wound, and concludin 

ancceflity of ſetting on a Ttepan, I catifed his Head to be preſently ſhaved, 
and rhade 4 circular Incifion about the Wound. Then railing up the Hairy 
talp ſmooth off with my Spatzla, 1 both ſaw and felt the Bone, but could 
diſcover no fault in it.

upon the Head, and is approved by alt the Chirurgeons abroad, being much 
to be commended before the Trephine. After I had bored the Bone, and taken 
out, I looktinto the hole, and ſeeing the Dara ocater retaining its natural co- 
lour, without Matter or Blood, I dreſt it np with a Sindon dipt in ol. roſ. with 


#little Refin warm. This way of drefling was objected againft, as I Ms 5 
Eee ut 
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but I dreſt it up, and aſſured them that I would cure this Patient without x 

plying any other Remedy to the Dura mater than theſe two ſimple Medicaments : 
but withal, I was much unſatisfied in my ſelf, that ſifch grievous Symptoms, 
as loſs of Speech and Lims, with a Fever, ſhould afflict the Patient, and yet 
no depreſt Bone or Fiſſure, nor ought of Matter or Sanies appear upon the 
Dura mater. This, I ſay, troubled me much, I fearing ſome other place, 
or that the blood lay putrefied under the Dura mater. But I dreſt it up with 
a ſoft round Dofhil next the Sindon, and the Bone with /iniment. Arcei, conti. 
nued the Digeſtive to the Lips of the Wound, and applied an empl. de betoy, 
ag. over all, then laid him down in his Bed. Going preſently out of his cloſe 
Room (where I was crowded up with great Lights burning near me) into the 
freſh Air, I preſently burſt out with a violent Coughing of blood : yetthe 
next day I dreſt the Patient again, and found his Speech and Lims reſtored ; 
but he was hot, and his Pulſe quick. I opened his Wound, and finding all 
as well as I could expe, I dreſt up the Dura mater again as betore, with the 
ſame Oil and Reſin : and after I bad bound him up as is uſual in: thele caſes, 
I let him blood 10 Ounces, and adviſed the repeating of Clylters, &e. as occa- 
fion ſhould offer. The Phyſicians and Chirurgeons viſited him no more after 
the firſt Dreſſing; but I retained the young Chirurgeon that had firſt dreſt his 
little Wound, he dwelling near the Patient. After three or four days drefling, 
this Wound digeſted, and all the Sp_roms went off. Upon which conſideration 


I diminiſhed the quantity of the ol. ro/and increaſed the Refin; making good my 


word in curing him with thoſe fimple Medicaments 3 Ideterging and incarning 
as firmly and ſpeedily this way as by any Sarcotick Fever uſed. While the Bones 
were caſting off, I cicatrized the Lips as hath been ſet downin the preceding Obſer- 
vations. Coming one day to dreſs him while the Wound was cicatrizing, he being 
abroad, I ſubſtituted the young Chirurgeon in my place ; yet | aw him twice 


or thrice dreſſed afterwards. He was well cured, and remaineth ſo to thisday, 

[ was called to conſult with Dr. The. Cox about a Gentlewoman who was 
grievouſly diſcaſed with a great Pain between the Coronall and Sagittall $u- 
tures, occaſioned by a Blow ſhe had many months before received riding 
under a Pent-houſe. The Blow had ſtunned her, yet ſhe recovering her Sen- 
ſes was brought to London, and viewed by ſome Chirurgeons of the City, 
who cured her little Wound, and returned her back : but trom that time her 
Pain increaſed daily with a-Vertigo, and ſhe returned again to London. We 
judged it to ariſe trom that Blow, and concluded the extravaſated and putre- 
fied Blood had cauſed that Pain. We-rviewed the Hairy ſcalp, and took no- 
tice that it was thicker in the upper parts of it than was uſuall z but we could 
not diſtinguiſh with our fingers any inequality under it in one part or other. 
The Humour was pituitous and yielded to the preſſure of the Finger, as ſuch 
Swellings do. She endeavoured to point to us the place with her Fiager, 
but could not fix it within ſo narrow a compaſs as we might certainly relieve 
her by laying it open. At that Conſultation we reſolved to begin with Fomen- 
tations and Cataplaſms to diſcuſs the Humour, and to make Derivation by 
Bleeding, Cupping, Bliſtering, and Purging : all which was afterwards done 3 
but proving ineffetual, we propoſed the laying open that part of the Scalp 
which appeared to us moſt ſuſpicious, and to ſet on a Trepan : but ſhe would 
not admit of it. At length, feeling her (elf languiſhing, ſhe yielded to the 
making a Fontanell in the Part moſt affeted by a Cauftick. Which I did, 
and by Dr. Cox's conſent I made it to the Bone, and ſo large, that I might 
afterwards ſet on a Trepan ;z and then dreſſed it with Lenients. After ſepa» 
ration of the Eſchar,there appeared neither FraQture nor Fiſſure. We moiſtned 
the Bone with Ink, and rubbed it out again : but no mark of the Ink remat- 
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ning, I raſped it 3 and no Crack appearing, I ſprinkled the Bone with pro. 
myrrh. aloes, &c. and dreſt the Ulcer with baſilic. &c. Her Pain increaſing, with 
other Indiſpoſitions which threatned her life, ſhe yielded to the application of 
a Trepan 3 which accordingly I ſet on, and opening the Scull, found the Du- 
ra mater retaining itsnatural colour, but a ſmell aroſe from within as in corrupt 
Wounds of the Brain. I dreſt it up with Lenients as the former, ws. ol. roſ 
and a little Reſin, The next day I drefſed her again, and found the Wound 
digeſting ; yet was ſhe extrentely ſtupefied with the exceſs of pain in her 
Head. The third day I dreſt her again, and 1n the Opening found good Di- 
geſtion, and a beginning to incarn, a little red Fleſh ariſing upon the Dura ma- 
ter. The next day it was increaſed, and fo the next : but when I opened it a 
day or two after, I found the Lips of the Wound finking, and little Matter 3 
but that wich appeared was of good colour. The Dura mater ſeemed drier,the 
little ruddy Fleſh was not increaſed. The next day thelittle Fleſh upon the Dara 
mater beginning to look pale, I then left off the ol. roſ. and added mel. roſ.to the 
Refin,with a little pulv. myrrhe,and a few drops of ol. terebinth. and drelt the Lips 
of the Ulcer with «»guent. baſilic. wag. Vigon. cum ol. terebinth. warm, laying over 
the bared Crawinm Lint dipt 10 a Tintture of Myrrh, Aloes, &c. and applying 
empl. melilot. with a good Compreſs wrung out of a Lixivinn wherein was 
boiled ſome of the greater Cephalicks, as flor. anth. betor. majoran. origan. &c. 
But that night ſhe was ſeized with Convulſions, and the next day after the Lips 
of the Wound appeared without heat 3 all things looked ill ; and ſhe died 
within a day or two after. We would have opened her Head, but ſhe had 
forbid it : but in bowing her Head a putrid Matter of a brown colour flowed 
forth her Noſtrills, of the ſame ſmell that I complained of in Trepanning the 
Bone, only more foetid. I believe this Putrefaion proceeded from the cor- 
rapt blood extravaſated between the Pia and Dura mater 3 which at firſt by 
large Bleeding and proper Applications might have been relieved. Nay poſ- 
fibly, if we had timely opened the Dura mater, this Matter might have there 
diſcharged it ſelf. But if it had been attempted, and not ſucceeded, her Death 
would certainly have been imputed to that. 


A little Girl was brought to me witha ſoft Swelling upon the left ſide of her 14-Obſernr. 
Head, about two fingers off the Temporal Muſcle, of the bigneſs and ſhape of on 
half a great French Walnut. This Swelling happened from a Fall down a Durz mater 
pair of Stairs ſome weeks before : but, whether through ignorance or neg. P**cfcd- 


gence, the Fracture was not ſuſpeted by them, though there were viſible Sym- 
ptoms of a Concuſſion, as that of Vomiting, &c. The Child even languiſhing 
of it, I acquainted the Mother, that the only way to relieve her Child was by 
opening that Tumour wide, and afterward I ſuppoſed that there required as 
much to be done to the Scull underneath. She prayed my help and ſubmitted 
to the laying open the Swelling, or what elſe I ſhould think fit to be done. 
The way of opening this in a | Sides Body had been, to have cut round the 
Tumour, and raiſed off the 8kin : but the Child was ſo weak, that I feared it 
might the while die under my hands. Wherefore to avoid that danger, I 
applied a mild Cauſtick, and delivered the Child to her Mother, who bound 
on the Dreſſings, and carried her home. About two hours after I took off the 
Cauſtick, dong it had workt wel), I divided the Eſchar, and diſcharged 
about three or four Spoonful of a filthy Sazies. I took off this Cauſtick the 
ſooner, ſuſpeing leſt it might by longer lying penetrate through, and offend 
the Parts within. Upon dividing this Eſchar, the Bone appeared bare the 
whole length, and a long Fiſſure ran tranſverſe over from the Temporal 
Muſcle backward : the Scull was very thin, yielding to the leaſt preſſure of 
my Finger, as a piece of Vellum; fo that I might have inlarged 1t = —4 
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Knife, if I had thought it neceſſary. I bowed the Child's Head on one ſide 
and dropt in alittle xecl roſ. with a few drops of TinQure of Myrrh, Aloes, e5.;. 
and with Pledgits dipt in-the ſame hghtly covered up. the Bone. Then dreſt 
up the Eſchar with «zgaert. baſlic. malaxed cums oleo liliorum, and laid a cepha- 
lick Emplaſter over all, with convenient Bandage. I continued the ſame me. 
thod of dreſſing daily, and (aw. pieces of the Dura mater purge out, and han 
in the fiſſured edges of the Bone 3 and for ſome while a thin 7chor iſſued there. 
out. The Eſchar-beipg ſeparated,l dreſtthe Lips with mundif. Paracelſs, and the 
Bone with liniment. =T dropping into the Fiſlure the Balſam preſcribed by 
Vigo; by which. it incarned, and, as the Bone extoliated, united with the Lips 
of the Ulcer. There was a Tumour bebind the Ear before I began the Cuge ; 
but by embrocating it with ol. ro. daily, it went off after the Digeſtion of the 
Ulcer above. Thus this Infant was cured : but {he.being,the produtt of a di- 
ſeaſed Mother, grew lame about a year after of a Painan her right Hip, whe- 
ther it happened by accident of a Fall, or that it was Strumous 3 but when 1 
ſaw it, it was diſlocated. I ſuppole no,rational man will believe this Accident 
on her Head occaſioned that Detluxion on her Hip. 

A Gentlewoman fell down with her-Child of half a year old in her Arms, 
The Mother was hurt, and the Child 2 little ſcratched .on the left fide of its 
Head. It was viewed by ſome Pretender to $kill in ſuch things, and judged 
inconſiderable : but from that time the,Child grew indiſpoſed, and vomned 
often, eſpecially after the receiving her ſuſtenance 3 and as ſhe grey ableto 
ſpeak, complained of a pain in that part of her Head ; and by reaſonof heroken 
vomiting and conſtant pain in ber Head, ſhe langwſheddaily. After 10 years, a 
ſmall Tumour appeared 1n:that part of the Head where it had been hurt. They 
again conſulted, and afterwards brought the Child to me a very. Starveling. I 
viewed the Tumour, and felt in it a Pulfation, which at firſt I thought an 4 
riſma : but preſſing my Finger more 1nto it, I fele the Membrane of the Brain 
without any Scull the breadth of an old Engliſh Shilling. This at firſt a lictle 
amazed me : but upon conſideration of theFall, apd the Symptoms ſucceeding, 
It wasevident tome that by the Fall the Scull was fifſured,: and being of a tun 
cartilaginous ſubſtance at that time of her Infancy, had through continuance 
mouldred away 3 and the Dare eater thruſting outwards, had by Adhafjon 
to the Pericranium united in one body with 1t. This I ſuppoſed the caſe. 
The Preſage here py a ſudden Joy, if the Suge oy act attempted : and 
in the attempting it ſhe was 1n great er. To begin this Operation by a 
circular IO the compaſs of the Tncur 1n the Scull, qo wy 
cult : but then to ſeparate theſe two Membranes, the Dura water from the 
Pericranium, or this from that, was an hard taxk eyen in a dead Body; 
here in a weak Child much more, where the blood would be apt to blind me, 
and the impatience of the Child render it hazzardaus, the work of Separation 
requiring a great Steadinels in bath of us. Wherctare I reſolved to lay the 
Scalp open by Cauſtick. To which purpoſe, I forewarned them firlt of the dan- 
ger, either in leaving the Child to die by its Malady, or in attempting the 
Cure doubtfully. But they hoving comtulnd others before, were ſenfible of 
the danger the Child was 1n by its Diſc d readily commended her into my 
hands, and lodged her near me. I cauſed the Hair to be ſhaved off from the 
Tumour, and applicd upon it the moſt gentle Cauſtick I could dehgn. At ſuch 


- time as I thought it might have made its way through the Supertficies of the 


Calvaria, I took it off, and with a Caultick- rubbed into the muſculous 
Skin 3 then waſht out the Salts well, with Wine firſt, then Milk. After that 
I embrocated it with warm Ol, and cut into the Eſchar, embrocated the Part 
again, and dreſt it up cum unguent, baſlic. with ol. roſ. applying emplaſirum & bolp 

over 
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over all, with Compreſs and Bandage. That night ſhe was ſcized with a fit of 
Convullion, frequently vomited, and was very ill. Do@our Fiſher was fetcht, 
and preſcribed her a cordial Julep proper in her caſe, and relieved her. The 
next morning I took off Dretings, and raiſed up the Hairy ſcalp round from 
the Scull ſo far as the Cauſtick had ſpred, which gave a breathing to it, and 
diſcharged a little Ichor. From that time her Vomiting ceaſed, as alſo the Con- 
yulfive fits, and ſhe began to be more lively than in ten years before. We kept 
her in bed warm and cloſe, and preſcribed her a (lender Diet, allowing her 
only Spoon-meats. Her Phyſician took care in what concerned ker health 
by Internalls. I proceeded to haſten Digeltion, and by Fomentations and 
the like to cheriſh the native heat of the Part. Some places I digeſted, others 
[ deterged. ft was a nice.work, but ſucceeded happily. Whallt ſome Sloughs 
were ſeparating, other parts incarned and cicatrized. The Patient at length 
being in a fair way of Recovery, I invited Sir Ch. Scarburgh and DoGtour 
IWalter Needbam to fee her drefled. The Dyra mater was then incarned, and 
the edges of the Bone exfoliating 3 after which the Wound cicatrized, and con- 
tracted to a very narrow compaſs. The Child afterwards returned to her 
Friends perfectly in health, and is a witty Child ; but it's thought ſhe will be 
but a Dwart. 

A Perſon of Honour about ten years of age, by accident of a Fall from his 5. obfervar. 
Horſe, bruiſed his Head on the right lide a little above the Temporal Mu- of a large 
kle. He was ſomewhat ſtunned by the Fall, and vomited. Going to him *'"c0 
within an hour after, I felt a large Tumour jo that place, and, judging the Scull without a 
to be fractured, propoſed the laying it open. But the Phylician not being 94 
come, I opened the Jugular Veja on that ſide, took away ſome ounces of 
blood, and prepared Dreſlings. Door Lowre being come, I laid open the Cra- 
zigns by a circular Inciſfion, and diſcovering a Fiflure, filled up the place with 
Doflals of dry Lint, pulv. Galeni & empl. e bolo, with Compreſs and Bandage 
over all, The next morning we found our Patient relieved 3 a Clyſter was 
adminiſtred that day ; and the day after, the Phyſician and Mr. Holier being 
preſent, we took off Drethngs, and ſaw a large Filſure ſtretching from the Co- 
ronall Suture to the Temporal Muſcle. The Serofity being diſcharged there- 
by, and the Patient freed from the preceding Symptoms, I did not think it 
neceſſary to (et on a Trepan : but it being by others thought reaſonable, to 
preyent farther diſpute, I complied with them. But then the Patient's Rela- 
tions and Friends deſired to be informed what Inſtruments we would uſe, 
and asked to ſee them, I ſhewed them a Trepan and Trephine, and gave 
them liberty to try both upon a Scull. They did ſo, and unanimouſly pre- 
krr'd the Trepan, which accordingly I ſet on in the declining part, ſomewhat 
ditant from the Fiſſurez and after Perforation drefied the Dura water with 
d.roſ, and Reſin, the Cravixze with dry Lint, and the Lips with a Digeſtive 
ex terebiuth. &c. then embrocated the Parts about, and applied exvp!. & bolo 
vith Bandage. By the application of theſe the Dura water digelted, and 
ſon after incarned. But the Serofity diſcharging by the Fiſlure, the Eva- 
cuation by the Perforation of the Trepan was ſmall, and thought not ſuffici- 
gt. I being deſirous to juſtifie my way of drefling, yet ready to comply 
wh the comman practice, dreſſed it up with zvel ro. &* ſpir. vini. But the 
Matter at next dreſſing appeared leſs; and the day after we found the ruddy 
Fleſh upon the Dura mater pale and withering. 1 applied again the ol. rof. 
and Relin, and at the next dreſling ſaw the Fleſh ruddy and better digeſted 
nd after a djefling or two the Membrane fo incarned, that I was glad to 
keep it within compaſs by the application of a Doſlil of dry Lint : and from 


that time my buſineſs was.to ſuppreſs it with Merc. preipitat. and good Guts 
preſſion. 
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preſſion. During this the Craninm was dreſt with Pledgits preſt out of ſir. 
ini; and while the Bone was exfoliating, we deterged and cicatrized the 
Lips, diſpoſing them to incarn with the Fleſh riling from the exfoliated edges 
of the Bone. At length the Bone changed colour and ſhook. It appearing 
afterwards looſe, I raiſed it up with a Spatzla, and took it off 3 we ſuppoſin 
it an Exfoliation. But by the Pulſation in the Fleſh under, it appeared to be 
both Tables of the Cramium. If you will ask the occaſion of this, I muſt tel] 
you, that, according to our judgments, it was the effect of the Contulion, of 
which there indeed appeared no marks : yet without doubt, by the force of the 
Blow the heat was extinguiſhed in the Bone, and as a dead Bone it ſeparated, 
And this ſort of Contufions is taken notice of by the Ancients. It is without 
danger to the Patient, if there be a ſufficient Diſcharge otherwiſe for the Mat. 
ter, as here there was by the Fiſſure, This Pulſation leſſened as the Fleſh grew 
callous and hardened, which it did ſoon after into a Bone. About which 
time the fiſſured Bone caſt off its edges, and that Fiſſure incarned, and ſupplied 
the place of the Bonez the Wound alſo cicatrized by the common Epuloticks, 
This young perſon had formerly been ſubje& to pains in his Head and ff 
quent Vomiting from his Infancy, upon which account we did not haſt 
the cicatrizing it 3 but after Purging, &c. we cicatrized, ang he enjoyeth a 
better health ſince. 
17.Obſervat: A young Fellow, a Maſon by Trade, being at work with others making a 
of 2 Enure Stack of Chimneys three Stories high, the Foundation of the houſe ſunk un. 
ure and der him. He was taken up ſpeechleſs 3 but being preſently let blood by a 
depreſſion of Noble Lady's advice, he recovered his Senſes, and was removed to his Lod- 
mecraniw ging. The Part contuſed and ſwelled was the right Temporal Muſcle, and 
temporal that fide of his Head. He vomited often, and had ſhrewd Symptoms of a 
muſcle. Fra@ure. I cauſed the Hair to be ſhaved off, and made an Inciſion in theup- 
per part of the Tumour, from his Ear forward, above two inches in length, 
paſling as near the Temporal Muſcle as I durſt 3 and having at the ſame time 
divided the Pericraninm, I thruſt it off from the Bone ; then with a Sponge 
preſt out of Red wine wiped away the blood, and ſaw a Fiſſure running the 
whole length of the Wound. I alſo eſpied another Fiſſure ſtretching from this 
downwards towards the externall Canthx of that Eye; and thelower l prefled 
with my Finger, the more rough the Bone felt. 1 was unwilling to cut the Tem- 
poral Muſcle 3 but there ſeeming to me a neceſlity of it, I drew my Knife 
downward, and laid open the Wound in the form of a Roman T. But the 
lower Lips, being muſculous, would not ſo turn back to bare the fraftured 
Bone as I deſigned ; therefore I contented my ſelf with what I had done, and 
filled up the Wound with Doffils of Lint, embrocating the Parts about with 
ol. roſ. cum album. ovi, and applying empl. & bolo over it, with Compreſs and 
Bandage, then Jaid him to reſt with an Anodyne draught. The next mor- 
ning I found the Patient in a Fever. He had reſted il}, and had vomited of- 
ten, and complained of much pain in that lower Jaw. I took off the Bandage 
and Emplaſter, and dreſt the Lips of the Wound with a Digeſtive ex #ere- 
binth. &c. upon Pledgits dipt in ol. hyperici hot, embrocating the Parts about 
with ol. cham. & roſ. and applied a Cataplaſm ex far. hord. flor. roſ, rub. balasſt. 
8c. as you may find it deſcribed in the method of Cure. Then we let him blood 
in that Jugular, and adviſed a Clyſter : a Ptiſan and contemperating Juleps 
were alſo made him. Having afterwards conſidered of the neceſſity of ma- 
king more way to the depreſſed Bone, and the danger which might happen 
by cutting off more of this Muſcle, I reſolved to conſult Do&tour Walter Need- 
bam ; to which _ I ſent to him, and he accordingly met me the next 
e Pa 


day. Wefoundt tient reſtleſs, and accompanied with an increaſe of r the 
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. frementioned ill Symptoms. We took off Dreſlings, and diſcerned the up- 

Lips of the Wound digeſted, but the lower more dry and ſwelled, efpe- 
cially upon. the lower part of the Temporal Muſcle ; upon the preſſure 
whereof a white Matter diſcharged from within, between the Crarinm and 
muſculous Fleſh, where we judged the Depreſiton of the Bone to be. There 


- was 2 neceſlity of cutting off part of the Temporal Muſcle, and that in the 
e form of a Semicircle : wherefore we marked it with Ink from the upper part, 


I { paſſing within an inch or more of the external Canthys of the Eye, and 
f carrying it towards the Ear, to take off that Lip which was lying over the 
Depreſſure. This being ſo marked, we cut it off, There was an effuſion of 
| blood out of both ends of the Arteries : but having Doſhils ready dipt in 
the Royal Stiptick, we applied themz and having filled up the bared Cra- 
zium with our Dreſlings, we bound up the Wound. From this time his 
Jaw was ſo weak, that we were forced to muffle it up with Chin-cloaths. 
At our next drefling we fet on a Trepan : after which with a Levator we 
raiſed up the deprefled Bone, and dropt into that Wound a Solution of reſ;- 
na in mel. roſ. We then dreſt the trepann'd hole with ol. ro{ upona fott Doſh ; 
and the reſt of the (raninm we covered with Dollils preſt out of ſpir. 7, and 
applied Digeſtives over the Lips of the Wound. At the ſecond Dreſſing Do- 
Qour Walt. Needbam was preſent, and ſaw the Dura mater under the trepann'd 
Bone incarned ſo well, that from that time we only applied a little round Do(- 
fil to keep the Fleſh from thruſting out of it. But fromthe Fratture below much 
purulent Matter came away daily: we ſuppoſed it was the more 1ncreaſed, by 
reaſon of the hollowneſs which it had made between the Muſcles and frattured 
. Bone, which being depending, did yet retain its Cavity, notwithſtanding our 
| endeavours by Compreſs and Bandage. Therefore to prevent the enlarging 
of that Cavity, we applied a Cauſtick on the outſide, and the next day di- 
vided it 3 from which time the Matter diſcharged it (elf that way, and there- 
by the internal Cavity was diſpoſed to 'cure, The Fiſſure that ſtretched it 
ſelf from his Ear towards his Brow did lie ſo undiſcovered, that we neither 
law beginning nor ending of it 3 nor did we care: that part of it which we 
aw ſerved to diſcharge the Seruw ufhciently. I raſped the Craninm, and 
covered it up with Doflils dipt in ſpir. vinz, &c. keeping them cloſe to the 
Lips of the Wound 3 and by timely rubbing the aforeſaid Lips and every Sa- 
rexcreſcence with the Vitriol-ſtone, I kept the Craninm dry, and diſpoſed 
It to exfoliate. After the diſcharge of Matter cealed from within the Cra- 
win, I left the Exfoliation and Incarning of ix to my Servants, viliting 
the Patient but ſeldome my ſelf. His Wound was cicatrized in leſs than two 
months : as indeed they all uſually are, if they be treated as they ought. But 
if they fall into ſuch ignorant and obſtinate bands, who ſuffer the Crarinn 
to be overgrown with looſe Fleſh, a great diſcharge of Matter will follow, 
and the Craniuw muſt of neceſity corrupt,and conſequently the Cure mult be 
prolonged. 
During the Wars I was frequently imployed in the drefling ſome one per- 1s. ovſerra; 
ſon or other, wherein I have ſeen all or moſt of the ſeveral forts of Fraftures of a Souldier 
| mentioned in this Chapter. Particularly at the Battle of Worceſter, a Soul- \omnded in 
dier came to us where we were drefling, with his Sword in his hand, the 
| Bade broken off near the Hilt, with many Wounds on his Head. 1 ſeeing 
the Hairy ſcalp of one fide of his Head hanging down his Neck, went to 
: him, and calling my Friend W:/. Clarke to me with a Spunge to cleanſe the 
Wound, we ſaw ſix pieces of the Scull ſticking on it: ſome of them were of 
the firſt Table, others of both Tables. Beſides which there were various 


, Fiſſures, Sedes, and ſome Fractures, with Deprefiion, made by Sword, Muſl- 
: ket-ſtock, 
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ket-ſtock, &c. We freed the Scalp of thoſe Bones, and returned it upward 
far as we judged it neceſlary ; then cutting oft what was ſuperfluous, tacked it 
to the ſound parts by ſeveral Stitches diſtant from one another, leaving a ſpace 
to dreſs the Depreſſion and greater Frafures. Then we dreſſed up the Wonnds 
with Digeſtives ex terebinth. &c. and where the Dura mater lay bare, we ap- 
plied Pledgits dipt #2 ol. roſ. and to the other parts of the Cranium liniment, 
Arcei, The Alarm growing hot of the Enemies entring the City, I left Wi 
Clarke to bind it up, and made my way out of the Town. But this youn 
Chirurgeon, being taken bufied in dreſſing the wounded Souldiers, had liber. 
ty, after the heat of the Fight was over, to imploy his Charity in drefling ſome 
of them, and writ me fince this Souldier's particular Caſe : viz. The third 
day he found him pretty hearty, and his Wounds mattering ſo very much, 
that he was neceſſitated to cut looſe two of the Stitches, to give vent to it : 
then he dreſſed the penetrating Wounds with el roſ. and the Craninume with 
Lint preſſed out of ſpir. ii ; and proceeding accordingly in the Cure, ſaw 
the depreſſed and mangled Bones'caſt off, incarn, and cicatrize with the reſt, 
The Souldier being thus cured by him made a Volage to the 1:dies, and fince 
that ſerved a Souldier in the Tower of Londoy. 


eAn Additional Diſcourſe of Wounds of the 
B RAIN. 


Uncertainty HE greater Symptoms that are uſually ſaid to attend the Wounds of the 

_—_ Brain do (hew themſelves more uncertainly than a ſpeculative Chirur 

the Brain, - Would imagine 3 and in Cuts or Wounds made by ſharp Weapons, or Cadden 
ſtrong force, more uncertainly than in Contuſions, Concuſſions, and - 
fions of the Scull ; the higheſt of them, viz. Vomiting, Stupour, Loſs of 
ſpeech, with a Paralyſis of Legs and Arms, arifing more ſuddenly in theſe 
latter caſes than in the former. Theſe Symptoms have appeared in one of the 
forementioned Obſervations, where there was nothing of Fiſſure or extrava- 
ſated blood ſeen upon the Dura mater after the terebration or perforation of 
the Cranium. Nay, we ſee many die ſuddenly from a Box on the Ear, and 
from ſmall Blows or Wounds. In ſome whereof, upon opening the Cravium, 
there bath been much blood extravaſated ; in others none at all, or ought elle 
that may be thought to have killed the Patient. 

Obſervation A Young man by reaſon of a Blow with a Cudgel upon the Forehead pre- 
ſently took his Bed, and became delirous: a Sopor followed, and after ſome 
days he died. I was fetched to ſee his Head opened. In opening his Forehead, 
I ſaw a ſmall Hair like a Fiſſure running from the great Canthws of the Eye up- 
ward. Wetook off the Scull and Dara watur, and found but little blood ex- 
travalated, the Pia mater as little altered. 

Others I have been called to ſee opened, where there had'preceeded only a 
Contuſion of the Calvaria, without any Fiſſure, or more extravaſated blood 
than is uſually ſeen inevery opening or taking off the Cranium : yet the Patient 


lay, as I am informed, under all thoſe Symptoms of Delirium, C _— 
en 
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Then again I have dreſt many that have been cut through the Scull, the Shi- 
vers of Bones lying paſht with the Fleſh and Hair upon the Dara mater; yer 
the, Patient hath been without any Symptom of ſuch a Wound : which 1 ſup- 
poſe happened by reaſon of the Bones lyivg looſe upon the Membrane. 


At Sterling Mr. John Chace was preſent when a poor Servant- maid came to Obſervation, 


me to be dreſt' of a Wound ſhe had received on her Head by a musket-ſhot, in 
the taking of Calender-Houſe by the Enemy. There was a Fracture with a 
Depreflion of the Scull. I ſet on a Trepan for the elevation of the depreſt 
Bone, and for diſcharge of the Sanies: She had laboured under this Fracture 
1t leaſt a week before ſhe came to me, yet had none of ghoſe Symptoms afore- 
mentioned. But after Perforation, and raiſing up this depreſt Bone, and 
dreſſing her Wound, ſhe went her way, and came daily thither to be drelt, as 
if it had been only a ſimple Wound of the Hairy ſcalp. Mr. Penycuke, an 
eminent Chirurgeon of that Nation, did afliſt me in this work. I think the 
Brain it ſelf” was wounded. I left her in his hands, who I ſuppoſe finiſhed 


the Cure. 


At the beating up of ſome of our Out-gards near Truro, the Enemy purſuing Obſervation: 


them, a Trouper wounded between the right Brow and Ear, eſpying me 
amongſt the crowd, importuned me earneſtly to dreſs him, and would admit 
of no excuſe. We (topt at an Apothecarie's houſe on the right hand going out 
of the Town towards Perin, I called to the Apothecarie's Servant to bring 
ſomewhat to dreſs him. Meanwhile I haſtily lifted upthe bloody Hair, and ſaw 
2quantity of the Brain lie among it. I took it up with my fingers, and (hew- 
ed ic him: the ſight whereof ſo calmed his paſſion, that I had liberty to fly 
from the Enemy, who was entred the Town. Here the Prognoſtick was cer- 
tain, yet there appeared none of thoſe crue] Symptoms which accompany 
Concuflions or lefler Fiſlures. 


From Battells and Steges of Towns and Garriſons we meet with many ſuch Manner cf 


Wounds : in them we haſten our way to the extrattion of extraneous Bodies, 
by cutting off the ſhattered Hairy $kin firſt, then pulling out whatever was car- 
ned within the Craninm. If this be well performed, we then dreſs up the Brain 
and Membranes with a Sindon of Silk or ſoft Linen of a bigneſs proportionable 
to the Wound, dipping it in a warm Digeſtive, ſuch as 1s proper for the woun- 
ded Membranes. For however Chirurgeons have propoſed to dreſs the Brain 
with one kind of Medicament, and the Membranes with another ; that is not 
poſſible to be done : for if the Membranes or Meringes ſhould be waſht with 
the ſame Medicament, and be offended by the Acrimony thereof, Inflammation, 
Fever and Delirium will the ſpeedilier follow. Therefore in the Cure of theſe 
Wounds of the Brain, I conſider the Brain as an inſenfible Body, and that the 
dreſſing of them conſiſts in keeping it within its Membranes, and treating it as 
Wounds of the Membranes with Lenients, ec. If this can be done, as in ſmall 
Wounds of the Brain it doth ſometimes happen, (if the Fracture of the Scull 
hath not been very large,) then the Patient may recover. 

But if the Fracture in the Scull be large, and the Wound in the Brain pro- 
portionable,{o that the Brain cannot be retained within them, then it corrupts 
by reaſon of the external cold, and offends the Membranes by its putrid Acri- 
mony, and is frequently the cauſe of all the 1]l Accidents that attend them. 
The Patient ſometimes lives until that Lobe be conſumed, or hath wrought it 
ſelf forth 3 as for Inſtance, 


Ay days before the Battel at Worceſter, while we were drefling the «. Obſerni, | 


wounded Souldiers, one was brought to us ſhot with a Musket-bullet on * <0———_ggy 


the right ſide of his Head. My Servant VWitiamClark, now dwelling at Bridge

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»orth, in dreſſing his Wound felt the Shot ſticking deep in the Scull. [ þ-1 
ed to him, and ſaw the man ſpeechleſs. We laid the Craninme bare by a circ1.. 
lar Inciſion, and permitted it to bleed awhile ; then cleanſed it with a Sporg; 
preſt out of Vinegar, and fill'd it up with dry Lint. After an hour or two, 
the Bleeding being ſtopt, we opened the Wound again, endeavouring to get 
out the Bullet : but it not yielding thereto, we ſet on a Trepan cloſe by it in a 
depending part, and gave vent to a quantity of blood : then paſſing in a Le- 
vator we raiſed up the Bullet, and pull'd out the deprefſed Bones, with which 
there came away ſome blood and alittle of the Brain. This being wiped away, 
there appeared a large Wound in the Dura mater. We dreſt it with a Sindon 
dipt in ol. roſ. & reſtna, and fill'd up the Cavity with Dofhils of Lint. Having 
ſo likewiſe dreſſed up the trepann'd Bone, we applied our Digeſtives to the 
Lips of the Wound, with exp!. e bolo and Bandage over all. Before we had 
drefſed him up, he lifted up his Eyes, and asked how he came, amongſt nx, 
Several other things he demanded of us. We cauſed him afterwards to be re. 
moved, and continued our care of him. The Wound did digeſt, and ſome- 
what of the Brain came away each day ; yet his Speech continued : but what 
became of him after our Defeat, I do not know. 

At the Siege of Melcomb-Regis, a Foot-ſouldier of Lieutenant-colonel Bl. 
lard's by the grazing of a Cannon-ſhot, had a great part of his Forehead carri- 
ed off, and the Scull fraftured into many pieces, and ſome of it driven with the 
Hairy ſcalp into the Brain. The man fell down as dead, but after a while mo- 


- ved; and an hour or two after, his Fellow-ſouldiers ſeeing him endeavour to

rife, fetcht me to him. I pulled out the pieces of Bones and lacerated Fleſh 
from amongſt the Brain, in which they were intangled, atid dreſt him up with 
ſoft folded Linen dipt in a Cephalick Balſam, and with Emplaſter and Bandage 
bound him up, ſuppoſing I ſhould never dreſs him any more. Yet he lived 
17 days; andthe 15. day walkt from that great Corner-fort over againſt Port- 
land to the Bridge which ſeparates Weymouth from Melcomb-Regis, only led 
by the hand of ſome one of his Fellow-ſouldiers. The ſecond day after he fell 
into a Spaſmss, and died, howling like a Dog 3 as moſt of thoſe Þ who have 
been ſo wounded. About the ſame time a Maid-ſervant was ſhot into the 
right fide of her Head by a Musket-bullet deep into the Brain. She lived ſo 
long till that Lobe of the Brain wrought out or corrupted. 

At the Siege of Tannton one of Colonel Fobr Arundell's men, in ſtorming 
the Works,was ſhot in the Face by Caſe-ſhot. He fell down, and in the Retreat 
was carried off among the dead, and laid intoan empty houſe by the way un- 
til the next day : when in the morning early, the Colonel marching by that 
houſe heard a knocking within againſt'the Door. Some of the rs defi- 
ring to know what it was, lookt in, and ſaw this man ſtanding by the Door 
wekhour Eye, Face, Noſe, or Mouth. The Col. ſent to me (m _ be- 
ing neareſt) to dreſs the man. I went, but was ſomewhat troubled where to 
begin. The Door confiſted of two Hatches 3 the uppermoſt was open, and the 
man ſtood leaning upon the other f -- of the Door which was ſhut. His Face, 
with his Eyes, Noſe, Mouth, and forepart of the Jaws, with the Chin, was 
ſhot away, and the remaining parts of them driven in. One part of the Jaw 
hung down by his Throat, and the other part pafnt into it. I ſaw the Brain 
working out underneath the lacerated Scalp on both ſides between his Ears and 
Brows. I could not ſee any advantage he could have by my Dreſſing. To 


| have cut away the lacerated Parts here had been to expoſe the Brain tothe Air. 


But I helpt him to clear his Throat, where was remaining the Root of his 
Tongue. He ſeemed to approve of my Endeavours, and implored my help 
by the Signs he made with his Hands, I askt him if he would drink, making 3 


Sign 
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Sign by the holding up a Finger. He preſently did the like, and immediately 
after held up both his Hands, expreſſing bis Thirſt, A Souldier fetcht ſome 
Milk, and brought a little wooden Diſh to pour ſome of it down his Throat : 
but part of it running on both ſides, he reacht out his Hands to take the Diſh. 
They gave it him full of Milk. He held the Root of his Tongue down with 
the one Hand, and with the other poured it down his Throat, (carrying his 
Head backward,) and ſo got down more than a quart. After that I bound 
his Wounds up. The dead were removed from thence to their Graves, and 
freſh Straw was fetcht for him to lie upon, with an old Blanket to cover 
him. It was in the Summer. There we left that deplorable creature to lodge; 
and while we continued there, which was about 6 or 7 days, he was dreſt by 
ſome of the Chirurgeons with a Fomentation made of Vulnerary Plants, with 
a little Brandy-wine in it, and with Stupes of Tow dipt in our common Di- 
geſtive. So we bound him up. 

I could tell you of many more wounded into the Brain,but I think theſe may 
ſerve to prove what I would demonſtrate, viz. that the Brain is of it ſelf infer 
fiblez that thoſe Symptoms which accompany theſe Wounds proceed from :h< 
pain which the Meringes, Dura and Pia water ſuffer, which if oppreſſed by cx: 
travaſated blood, or a oy of the Scull, do quickly ſuffer the great! 
Symptoms, as Vomiting, Stpor, Paralyſis, &c. much more if they be pric'c<d 
by any Speel of a Bone, or other extraneous ſharp body. When the Brain it 
ſelf ouzeth out between them in the manner already mentioned, it is a mild 
ſoft ſubſtance and lenient to them, fo that the Accidents appear not till that 
begins to corrupt between them, and with it the Membranes themſelves pu- 
trefie 3 upon which there follow Convulfions, Howlings, and a diſpatch of 
the Patient. From which very obſervation may be ſeen the folly of drefling 
theſe Wounds with powerful Deficcatives, which, fo far as I could obſerve, 
did always hurt the Membranes, but never either digeſt or incarn the Brain. 
For, according to Hippocrates, non coaleſcet, but as it gets liberty works it ſelf 
forth not unlike unto Barm. At Sea thoſe wounded into the Brain die ſoon 
after, we having no conveniency of lodging them or dreſting them ſo warm 
a3 they require. In the Wars my imployment did not permit me to ſee the 
finiſhing of the Cures z and here, in my pradtice in and about the City, I 
never was called unto any ſo wounded where there were any hopes of Cure ; 
therefore muſt leave that to others to treat of, But by what I have ſeen of 
them heretofore, their Cure conſiſts, as I have already faid, in dreſſing them 
as Wounds of the Dura mater, and in keeping the Brain within its Membranes 5 
without which no Incarnation can be made on the Membranes. 
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CHnap. I. 
Of Gun-ſhot Wounds in general. 


Reat hath been the contention amongſt the Learned about Fire and 
Venome in Gun-ſhot Wounds, ſome maintaining the one to be 
in them, ſome the other 3 and others holding that there is nei- 
ther. That which I ſuppoſe might be the occalion of their ſuſpe&- 

ing a burning and a poiſonous quality, was the deadly Colour of theſe Wounds, 

which in thoſe early days, when the invention of Guns was novel , ſur- 
prized them, they looking not unlike poiſoned and burnt Wounds. Where 
the Bullet pierceth, it extinguiſheth the natural heat, and the Lips of the 

Wound are livid or blackiſh ; and if they be not dreſt rationally, they inflame, 

and are accompanied with Tumour, and Bliſters frequently riſe about them, 

alſa,the Matter is of a feetid ſmell. In this condition the Wound is commonly 

the firſt day, and ſo tothe ſeventh 3 and, if not ſuccoured, it gangrenes, and 

fo the Patient commonly dies. If in thoſe days the Learned were thus de- 

ceived by their aſpet, and dreſt them as venomous Wounds ; it can be no 

marvel that they ſhould write ſo of them ; I verily believiog, that in their 

way of treating them they were direQly as potfoned Wounds difficult to digeſt 
cure. 


great Tents : by which way of drefling | have ſeen theſe Wounds undigeſted 
the tenth day 3 one whereof wasin the Cheek with dry and flaggy Lips.

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will be to your ſight not unlike a Gun-ſhot Wound : continue your dreſling 
with a Pea, and with your TinQure of Myrcrh 3 and if itdo not gangrene. yet 
it will be inflamed, and flow in Digeſtion. And this is from the improper 
Application in the dreſſing it. For it you dreſſed this Eſchar in the Fontanel 
with Emollients and Digeſtives, as you ought to do, the Eſchar would (epa. 
rate with Digeſtion 1n the worſt Habit of body: and ſo it will in Gun-ſhot 
Wounds with little diſtemper or difficulty, if you have timely extracted the 
extraneous bodies. But the ignorance in ſome, and the diſcontinuance of 
others in this kind of Chirurgery, hath occaſioned theſe Errours. 

Thus at our entring into Worceſter, when the King came out of Scotland 
with an Army of that valiant People, a Townſman was ſhot. The Piſtol 
being fired by the Cheek, ſhot him through his lower Jaw and Tongue, and 
out at the contrary Cheek.. The Chirurgeon of the Town, upon fight ot it, 
concluded it gangrened from the black colour, and declined the drefling it the 
way he rationally ought : upon which the Part grew exceeding]y painful, (wel- 
led and inflamed 3 it alſo gleeted much. After two days I was conſulted, and 
by lenient Medicaments, and good- Bandage keeping up the frattured Jaw, [ 
aſſwaged the Pain, and digeſted the Wound, leaving it in the ſame Chirurge- 
on's hands, whocured it. In this perſon the Wound was burnt by the flame, the 
very Powder ſticking in ſome parts of his Cheek. This, with the PutrefaQion 
occaſioned by the hot weather, and the improper Applications contributed 
to our Brother Chirurgeon's apprehenſion. It is this ugly aſpeCt that puts the 
inconſiderate Chirurgeon out of his method, and fo renders Gun-ſhot more 
difficult of Cure than otherwiſe it would be. Forif ſuch Wounds were ratio- 
nally dreſt, they would digeſt and heal as eaſily as any complicated Wound, 
What I haveſaid of Gun-ſhot, happeneth at Sea frequently by Splinter, which 
though it may have loſt its force to make a Wound, yet it ſometimes bruiſeth 
the Skin to the Fleſh ſo forcibly as to extinguiſh the natural heat, and to make 
it black. If this be dreſt_as a Gangrene with ſpir. vini and unguent. /Egyptiac. 
or lapt up with a warm Stupe, the Eſchar will. grow dry and parcht, and the 
Humours which flow, plentifully to it will _ an Inflammation with Tu. 
mour, and an Apoſtemation is the beſt that can be expeted underneath the 
Eſchar, and conſequently it will terminate 1n a hollow Ulcer 3 but for the moſt 
part it corrupts and gangrenes. Whereas if this contuſed Eſchar were drelled 
with Lenients according to that Aphoriſm of Hippocrates, Omme quod contu- 
ſum, &c. and the Parts about embrocated with ol. roſ. cum album. ovor. & ace- 
to, and a Defenſative applied over all to prevent Defluxion, the Eſchar would 
ſeparate as eaſily asthoſe made in Fontanells by Cauſtick, and afterward incarn 
and cicatrize with much eaſe to the Patient. 

Many Inſtances I could give of this kind, but ſhall make choice of one 
that will give leaſt offence, and that in the outſide of the Leg. It was ſome- 
what broader than a Five-ſhilling piece in Silver. How it had been dreſſed on 
Ship-board I will not inſiſt; but on the Shoar I faw it black, and the Preten- 
der to Chirurgery had dreſſed it with ſpir. vini & unguent. Higyptiac. &c. till 
it was as hard as Shoe-leather, and the circumjacent Parts inflamed and ſyel- 
led. Idid not perceive he had ever cut into the Eſchar : if he had, it was ſu- 
perficially done. [I adviſed it to be preſently divided, and to be dreiled warm 
with »nguezt. baſilic. cum-ol. lilior. But he replied, he knew how to drels a 
Gangrene. It wasno eaſy task to perſwade him out of his method: but I pre- 
vailed, and thereby the Matter was diſcharged, and the Patient more eaſy, 
and ſooner cured.

Chap. IT. Of extratting of Bullets, &c. 


Cna vw. Il. 


Of the Cure of Gun-ſhot Wounds ; and firſt, 
of ExtraFion of Bullets, &c. 


Ounds made by Gun-ſhot are the moſt complicate ſort of Wounds 
that can be intlicted : For they are not only Solution of continuity, 
but have joined with them Contuſion, Attrition, and Dilaceration, in a high 
and vehement kind. To this we may add all ſorts of Fraftures and Accidents, 
3 Hemorrhagia, Inflammation, Eryſipelas, Gangrene, and Sphacelus ; beſides 
the extraneous bodies which are violently carried into the Wound, and mul- 
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tiply Indications. The number of the Indications in compound Aﬀections Compound 
nuſt anſwer to the variety of Diſturbances. Were it a Simple Wound, the 29m 


Cure of it would preſently be performed (as you have read 1n the preceding 
Treatiſe of Simple Wounds) per aftringentia & exſiccantia, by ſuch Medica- 
nents as are of an aſtringent and drying quality. The Cure of a VVound 
sthe Exſiccation of it. But here is always joyned with theſe that which in- 
dicateth the uſe of emollientia &- ſuppurantiaz according to that of Hippocrates, 
Dane qued contuſunt, neceſſe eſt ut putreſeat, & in pus vertatur, V Vhat is contu- 
kd muſt neceſlarily putreftie, and beturned into Matter. 


That which is fretted and torn muſtalſo be reduced to the whole, or cut off, Wharis 


before your ordinary intention of Incarning. Moreover, in theſe VVounds,

not only the Bullet 1t ſelf 1s ordinarily lodged, but many times other ſtrange che part, or 
bodies are carried along with itz for Extraftion of which, judicious care and ®* oft 


aduſtry are required in you. In theſe recent VVounds we very rarely have a 
flax of blood. Though the Veins and Arteries be wounded, they common- 
F lie quaſht in the contuſed Fleſh, until ſeparation of the Eſchar 3 and about 


that time, when you lea(t think on 1t, they may burſt out violently. I have Henmbe 


ken them thus often break forth. But if ſuch Veſſels do bleed upon the receit © 


o the VVound, and interrupt you in drawing out theextraneous bodies, you 
muſt endeavour to ſuppreſs the Bleeding, for thereupon depends the life of 
your Patient : But withal ſo proceed, that you may extra&t the Bullet firſt; 
and then be careful, that in the reſtraining the ——_— you bringnot ona 
Mortification by your crowding in Doſhils. Too many Inſtances may be given 
bereof : Therefore | rather adviſe you to uſe an actual Cautery,

by either Air or Accidents: Upon which conſideration lefs Pain muſt neceſz. 
rily follow upon the Extraction. " 

In the Armado Naval of D#xkerk, where the Chirurgeons-were oft im. 
ployed in this kind of work, we after every Fight went together viſiting one 
anothers wounded men. It was thought amongſt us a great ſhame, if any 
thing of this work of Extraction were then to be done : For after the fir{} 
and ſecond day the Wound proveth tumefied, alſo the neighbouring parts arc 
inflamed, and ſo changed in their temper, that they conceal from your ſight 
both the Bullet and his companions, ſo that the place they are coucht in can 
hardly be known; or, being diſcovered, you cannot without hazzard of your 
Patient, or great trouble of the Part, make Extrattion of them. In which 
caſe it may then be reaſonable todefer that work, and by Lenients to haſten 
Digeſtion. 

Yet if the VVound be near a Joynt, or the Shot lodged amongſt the Ten. 
dons, it's much to be feared the Pain will not ceaſe, and conſequently the 
VVound will not digeſt. In which caſe the omiſtion of drawing out the 
Bullet may bring a Mortification. It hath been the cauſe of the death of ma- 
ny a brave Souldier, and is the ground of all the miſchiets theſe YVound; 
are ſubject to, as Pain, Inflammation, Spaſm, Convulſion, Gangrene, Spha. 
celwsz what not? every Battel producing Inſtances of it, to the diſcredit of 
our Profeſſion. Therefore to prevent the increaſe of ſuch Accidents, neglett 
not to make Extraftion of it one way or other. 

But if the Bullet be lodged in a leſs noble Part, as in the Muſculous fleſh, 
you may with more ſafety content your ſelf until the ſeventh day, or till the 
fierceneſs of the Accidents be over, and the V Vound digeſted. But whithal 
It will require more care, forthe V Vound will be more painful, and flow in 
Digeſtion, than otherwiſe it would be. Yetby the confeſſion of thoſe that al 
low Fire and Poiſonin it, the Bullet may lie long there, and do little harm. 
Nay, Iſuppoſe there are not many but have heard of or ſeen Bullets, that, 
without grievance to the Patient, have continued lying long in the Fleſby 
parts of wounded men. Conceive this ſpoken of Leaden Bullets; for lronor 
Braſs cannot (by reaſon of their aptneſs to ruſt) remain without doing harm. 
However, let nothing of this encourage you 3 for the Bullet pierceth not any 
Part without carrying Rags along with it, which corrupt in the VVound, 
and make Apoſtemations, occafioning a prolonging the Cure ; as muſt needs 
be obſerved by all men in their practice. 

The Servant of a Nobleman was wounded and ſhot in the Thigh by High- 
way-men. The Bullet not having been extracted by his Country-Chirurgeon 
at the firſt Dreſſing, could not bedrawn out by me at the ſecond, but oc- 


cafioned great Pain and Inflammation, burning Heat and VVatchings And 


akhough he had many other confiderable V Vounds upon him to make a De- 
rivation, yet was his Gun-ſhot more vexatious than all the reſt, until I ex- 
traced the Bullet, and Rags carried in with it: Yet this was bur a Piſtol- 
bullet. But after I have drawn it out, my Digeſtion became good; and 
by equal Bandage, with gentle Compreflion of the Parts, I united and healed 
it in ten or twelve days, which I doubt would not have been cured mthree 
months. 


Nay, while any of the Rags remain in the V Vound, it will never cure: _ 
the 
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the extraneous bodies drawnout, there js little diticulty in the healing theſe 
Simple Wounds if dreſt rationally. 

An Inſtance whereof I ſhall give you in a poor Souldier, who was ſhot at obtervation. 
the Caſtle of Dunbar with a Musket-bullet a little above the left Clavicle, in 
among(t the Muſcles of that Scapla. The Bullet was drawn out by one of 
my Servants, and the VVound dreſt up with Digeſtives. But ſome days after, 
he being brought to Saizt-Johnſton's, I found it inflamed, and very much ſwel- 
led. VVe drefled it up according to the method ſet down in this Treatiſe: 
but it apoſtemated, and mattered very much. After ſeveral unſucceſsful Ap- 

lications, I made an Inciſion by the fide of the S:apxia into the Cavity, and 
pulled out the Rags that had beencarryed in by the Shot: And from that time 
all Accidents ceaſed, and the Wound cured ſoon after. Burt if ſuch be handled 
as ome have lately taught, they are as ſo many poiſoned Gun-ſhot Wounds. 

Now for the taking out of the Bullets, and other extraneous bodies, there Two me- 
are two methods. Firſt, one to extraft them by the way they went in : The thods of <x-- 
other, to open the way by which they would, if their force had not failed them, ——— mn 
have paſſed themſelves through. 

For td take them out the way they were forced in, you muſt place the Pa- gra. the 
tient as near as may be gueſſed inthe poſture he was in when ſhot { And if, way the Bul- 
by reaſon of his weakneſs or other infirmity, he cannot without prejudice be © ** 7: 
ſo ſituated, let him be laid in a Poſition which may as nearly anſwer it asmay 
be, leſt ſome part of a Muſcle, Tendon or Ligament obſcure what you de- 
fre to make manifeſt. Then make ſearch for them with your Finger or Probe. ycchoas of 
The figure of theſe Wounds is always round : The Bullet forces the Fleſh in ſearch. 
vithir, and the place by which it enters preſently contradts cloſer; but itsgoing 
out is more lax. You may gueſs by view of the Wound the largenefs of the 
hullet 3 and comparing the one with the other, make choice of a fit Inſtrument 
fr ExtraQtion, wherewith you ought always to be well furniſhed. Your 
main care in this work muſt be to find out the Bullet: But if you fail of it by 
arching into the Wound with your Probe, then try if you can feel it by 
handling the Parts about : It being wonderful to confider how theſe Shots 
do twirl about, at leaſt ſeem to do fo, when the Poſture is changed in which 
the Wound wasreceived. 

- As for example, a man hath been (hot in the Cheek, and I have cut out the 
Bullet behind in his Neck. Another was ſhot in the outfide of the Small of one 
of his Legs3 the whole Member extremely ſwelled and inflamed; no poflibili- 
ty of finding out the Bullet ether way : At laſt by chance I felt it in the 
nfide of the [high above the Knee. And ſo another being wounded in the out- 
fide of the Arm, I have cut out the Bullet below the Scapula. If the Bullet 
hath not lain in ſo long (asin ſome of theſe caſes) that the Parts are extremely 

ined with Inflammation and Tumour, the Pain where the Bullet lodges doth 

imes help to diſcover it. 

Acommon Souldier, ſhot in the Breaſt through the Sermon, lay roaring Obſervaion. 
very grievoully, complaining of a Pain in his Back. I was fetched to him, 
and turning him on his Side, I ſaw the Bullet lie like a ſmall Wen or Scrophuls 
thruſting out under the Skin not far from the Spine. I made Inciſion over it 
according to the length of the Part, and thruſt out the Bullet as eafily as I 
could defire. Then [dreſſed it with Digeſtives, the Souldier ceaſed his crying, 
and acknowledged before us his Pain was from the Bullet inthe Skin. For in- 
deed the Lungs and other internal Parts are ſeldom fo ſenſible of Pain, though 
wounded through. 

An Inſtance whereof 1 ſaw in one run through them with a Rapier. He Obſervation, 
complained of no other pain than that external one in his Back where the 
Gee 2 Sword 
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Sword paſſed out. Sometime after. his being cured, he died of another Diſc. 
eaſe. I opened him, and faw his Lungs ſound, and that the Pain of his Back 
proceeded from the edge of the Rib, which had been cut by the Swords paſ: 
fingout. The Lungs diſcover their hurt by other Symproms. The common 
Souldier died, as moſt do that areſhot through the Lungs. 

If in your ſearching for the Bullet you light on the Part, though there be no 
Extuberance or ought to be felt, yet his Pain there will be a good ſign of it, 
Ifno Accidents occaſioned that Pain, make your way. there by Incifion, aygi. 
ding the Veſlels, and take out the Shot, and whatelſe offers it ſelf. By this you 
do both quit the Part of its troubleſome Lodger, and withal make way com- 
modiouſly for diſcharge of Matter; which, in regard moſt of theſe Wounds 
are ſinuous, (the Bullet turning aſide when it is hindred in its journey for. 
$29.) for want of diſcharge; might in thoſe places occaſion Fiſtula's and 

ollow Ulcers, not without 1] quality. | 

Obſervation. So a man being ſhot with a Slug near the external Canthus ofthe right Eye 
through that Bone, it ſeemed to the Chirurgecon that dreſt it to have paſſed 
direQly forwards, and accordingly he crowd<d in a Tent, and daily increa- 
ſed the bulk, to ſtop the Bleeding it was ſubject to, But the Bleeding conti- 
nuing, I was fetcht, and ſaw him pull out a Tent above an inch arid a half 
long, - I caſt in ſome of the Royal Stiptick-water, and ſtopt the Flux of 
Blood. His Cheek was very much ſwelied, and had apoſtemated on that (ide 
of his Neck, and diſcharged its Matter two inches lower than the Tumour, [ 
cut afterwards intothat Tumour, and felt the Slug : Ir lay partly under the 
O jugale or Cheek-bone. It was a wonder to me how it came there z but 
drew it out : And from that time his Wound above and the Apoſtemations 
below cured. 

Caution, In the work of ExtraGion, take great care you lay not hold of ſome Nerve 
or Tendon, and fo pluck them along with the Bullet: For by ſo doing you 
will cauſe intolerable Pain and grievous Accidents. You muſt therefore nei- 
ther open nor dilate your Inſtrument, until you take hold of. the Bullet with- 


out any of the circumjacent Parts.

Firſt dreſ- A” ſoon as you have made a Separation of theſe extraneous bodies, if you 


_—_— judge the Wound to be ſo well conditioned, that there is neither Pu- 
on trefattion, nor any thing tending that way, (as inrecent Wounds there isnot,) 
be notdiſcouraged at whatſoever evil aſpe& it then hath, but conſider its li- 
vid colour (as I have ſaid) to be uſual in theſe Wounds, where the Con- 
tuſion is not only fimple in the Skin, but through Fleſh and all, as far as 
the Bultet or Splinter went, extinguiſhing the natural Heat: So no wonder 
if it bath the colour of a gangrened or poiſoned Wound. Therefore be not 


diſturb'd in your thoughts, but, having taken out the Bullet or peo 
in- 
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Splinters, dreſs it up as a contuſed Wound with Olenm Catellor, or ſuch as fol” 
Joweth, as hot as the Part will bear, not giving credit to any that ſhall per- 
{wade you to the contrary, no, though it be near a Bone 3 for the Gleet will 
foul it more than your greazy Medicaments 3 therefore dreſs it with ſome of 
theſe : Re of. lilior. alb, tbvj. boil in this two new-whelpt Puppies until the 
Fleſh fall from the Bones, then add lumbric. terreſt. in vino lotor. t6j. boil theſe a 
while, then ſtrain them by a gentle compreſſion: To the ſtrained Liquor add 
terebinth.

With this latter I cured a ſervant of A. D. ſhot into his Hand. This digeſted 
the Wound ; and after the Slough began to ſeparate, I felt part of a Bone 
bare, which I dreſt with extra&. ſcord. diſſolved in mel roſ. with which 1 de- 
terged 3 and feeling the Bone afterward incarned, I alſo incarned the Wound, 
i clencined it with «gent. tutie, &c.and in few days cured it without any 
difficulty. Liniment. Arcei with any of the above-mentioned Olls is very good, 
adding a few drops of ol. terebinth. which by its ſubtilty penetrates, and by its 
heat rouzeth the natural heat in thoſecold Parts, and putteth them upon Dige- 
ſion and Separation. 

Qnercetan commends this: Re ſaccorum tuſulag. oxalidis, an. ij. caricas 
ping. num. xx. thur.

Nor will it be always for your credit, if you conſider the quan- 
tity of Balſams we uſe in ſuch Wounds, and what prejudice ſome people may 
receive either by its Salivating them, or gtherwiſe affeCting their Spirits. Yet 
Przcipitate and axu-gia with a few drops of ol. terebinth. was a common Medi- 
cament among(t us : But I refer that to you, it being a g- Remedy to reſiſt 
Putrefaftion, and haſten ſeparation of the Eſchars. You ought to dreſs up 
theſe Wounds lightly with a proportionable ſoft Tent, and Pledgits dipt in 
ſome of theſe Digeltives very warm, but not to ſcald them. After that embro- 
cate the Partsabout with ſuch like : Re of. lymbric. roſ. myrtill. an. Fiij. aceti cochl, 
jj. mix them. In the dreſſing, your Applications over the VVound and Parts 
circumjacent ſhould be ſuch as have a virtue to hinder the Flux of Humours, 
and ſtrengthen the Parts: To which purpoſe, Re far. hord. & fabar. ar. 3vj. 
roſ. rub. bacc. myrtill. an. 3 jſs. ſem. cydon. 3vj. boil theſe in poſca tothe conliſtence 
of a Cataplaſm, adding at laſt two new-laid Eggs, with oxymel ij If you 
apprehend this too heavy, you may add ol. mwyrtifl, & ro. with Wax as much 
as 1s neceſſary, and make it into the form of a Cerote. Above the Wound 
hy one of the following Defenſatives, which you may have always ready by 
you. Re bot. Armen. iii). terre ſigill. Fitz. ſang. dracon. 3jſs. corn. cerv. ujt. or 
burnt Bones Ziijſ. or Juice of Sloes dried Ziij. ol. ro & myrtill. an. vj. aceti 
Fx1j. boil theſe to the conliſtence of a Cerote, addendo in fine deco. album. ovor.

A Clyſter ſhould precede Phlebotomy. It may be made of the common De. 
coCtions ; or of Mallows, Violets, Beets, Mercury, Bay and Juniper-berries 
with Oil of Linſeed, Honey of Roſes, hiera picra, Ele. lenitiv. &c. But if you 
have not theſe in readineſs, make your Clyſter with the Broth of Fleſh, of, ch4. 
memel. $Sugar,and the Yolk of an Egge, witha little Salt, if your Broth be not 
falt, or, in caſe of neceſlity, ſalt Waterz or Broth out of the Kettle, with a 
few Flowers of Camomil boiled in it, and ſtrained, adding a little Butter or 
Oil and red Sugar. Any ſuch like may ſerve for a good Clyſter. 

It will alſo be requiſite you be furniſhed with ſome Cordials, to reſiſt the py. 
trid Vapours, and refreſh the Spirits ; which you may do externally by ſome 
Epithemata of diſtilled Waters, as of Balm, Bugloſs, Roſes, acetum, with the 
Powder of the Rootsof tormentill. ſcordium, ſcorzonera, contrayerva, or other 
cordial Species, of which you have variety in the Pharmacopwia — 
which may be for your purpoſe. This following may ſerve for an example : 
Re ag. meliſſe, borrag. bugloſſ. an. Zij. aceti roſati 5). ſpeciei diarrhod. 5. crocij, 
Miſc. fiat Epithema. 

And with ſome of the foreſaid Waters you may wake Cordials allo, by adding 
Syrup of Citrons, Gilliflowers, and confe@. Alkermes. For inſtance, Re ag. buglofſ, 
cinnamon. an. ij. confeF. Alkermes J). lap. bezoard. octid. fs. fir. & ſuce. city, 
cochl, ij. Miſe. For the common Souldier a dra of Londoz-treacle or Mithridate 
diſſolved in Wine may ſerve. As to their manner of Diet, in great Wounds it 
is neceſſary to obſerve a ſpare one, as Barly-grewels, Panadoes, thin Broth, or 
a Potched Egge, this much availing to the preventing of Inflammation. But in 
this the Patient's cuſtome muſt be conſidered. Alſo the Air ought to be tem- 
perate 3 for cold is an enemy to V Vounds. Reſt is likewiſe required, as well 
to the Mind as the Body. Therefore having dreſt him, lay him to reſt with 
3Vj. yr. de meconio cums cochl. ij. aq. catdiace in ii. ag. papaver. 

VVeſhall now proceed to the ſecond day's work, and therein conſider the 
Habit of Body, and more particularly what concerns the VVound. In theſe 
Gun-ſhot VVounds it may beconvenient the Body be gently purged by Leni- 
ents, as is formerly ſaid. Purgatio enim per alounm pleriſque vulneribus prodeft, 
Purging availsmuch for the carrying off bilious and ſerous Humours, which 
from their heat and tenacity are moſt apt to ferment and flow into theſe 
VVounds, and cauſe Pain, Inflammation, and other ill Symptoms. In which 
caſes caſſia, manna, tamarind. jyr. de cichor. cum rhabarb. roſ. ſolut. are preſcribed, 
and may be takenin V Vhey or Priſans. 

But as for ſtronger Purgatives, Hippocrates ſaith well, CoFa ſunt purgands, 
on cruda : VVhich is more eſpecially true when you ſpeak of Scammoniate 
Medicines. 

Having thus propoſed a general way of Purging, we ſhall again conſider 
what is requiſite for Dreſſing the VVound, and prepare our Dreſſings, and ap- 


' ply ſuch Medicaments as may be neceſſary. In order to which you ought to

havea Fomentation ready, whereout may be wrung a hot Stupe. To which 


purpoſe, Re ſummitat. hyperici, centanr. ſcordii, abſinth. an. Mj, flor. rof. rub.

adde vini axfters 6). ſpir. vini Zvy. fiat Fotus. Thele will give a breathing to 
the Parts, and defend the Wound from the Air while you conſider it. If all be 
well, continue the uſe of Digeſtives. Bur if it be accompanied with very great 
Pain, you may foment with this : Re deco. rad. althee, malvar. fol. verbaſe. 
chamemel. melilot. ſem. lini, fenngrec. boiled in Sheeps-head-broth, or other. 
And of the feces of this Fomentation you may make a Cataplaſm, adding farir. 
bord. iſs. ſeme. lini, cydoxior. pulv. an. 5). unguent. baſil. &* unguent. dialthee an. 
HK. axung. porcine vet. q. /. croci. 3). in fine cotionis addend. ovor, integr. recent. 
aw. iiiz--Apply it over all, or the former Cataplaſm. It cheriſhes the heat 
of the Parr, turthers Suppuration, and is anodyne. You are to make the 
Bandage as before, and continue this way of dreffing to the ſeventh or ninth 
day, until you have ſeparated the Sloughs, digeſted the Wound, and have a 
laudable Pxs, (as you are wont to call it,) which is album equale, leve, & 
minime fetidum, a perfect white Matter, of good conlfiltence, and not faetid 
or ill ſented. If the Marter be defeQtive inany of the faid qualities, Pracipi- 
tate will be of good uſe mixt with the latter Unguent of Zz:rcetan's, or that 
mixt with »»g#ezt. Apoſtolor. Or this following Unguent may be applyed a- 
lone, or with Precipitate : Re ſucc. agrimon. centaur. min. plantag. apii, an. 
$5. wucilag. bord. 3iiig. boil theſe together, adding terebinth. Venet. Fiij. ell. 
comp. 31. far. hord. cribrat. 3). croci. pulv. Jj. fiat Mundificattuum. To this you 
may add Aloes, Myrrh, ſarccoll. rad. ariſtoloch. gentian. ireos, for the. in- 
arning theſe Wounds. If you defire rather Injection, the ſame Ingredients 
may ſerve. But in the uſe of InjeQtions be ſure you do not ſtop the Ori- 
hce to keep the Liquour in 3 for ſo you ſhall diſtend the Ulcer, and make it 
more Sinuous.

Of » Accidents befalling Gun-ſhot Wounds, 
and of Sinunous Ulcers. 


Ue from the firſt to the eleventh day many Accidents are wont to hap- 
pen to theſe Wounds, which not only impede the Cure, but often, 
without timely help, deſtroy the Patient, And theſe are, vehement Pain, In- 
flammation, Eryſipelas, from whence Gangrenes and Sphacels do frequently 
happen. Theſe latter take their beginning from Inflammation. Therefore [ 
have elſewhere particularly treated of Inflammation and Eryſpelas, that you, 
ſeeing what it is, may in its beginning prevent its increaſe. It commonly 
ceedeth in this caſe, either from avery ill Habit of body, or fromthe ill hand- 
ling of theſe Wounds in the beginning. 

The Remedy is, timely to prevent the Influx of Humours, and evacuate 


that which already affecteth the Wound, The firſt way is, by Bleeding and 
Purging 3

Purging 3 both which are direQted you in the firſt day's work. If you omitted 
that then, you muſt perform it now. The ſecond way 1s, by external applica- 
tions If Pain be the cauſe, you muſt ſuccour it by Anodynes, which may 
mitigate and repreſs the heat of the Part; of which you may have your 
choice in the Chapters of Phlegmon and Eryſtpelas 1n general ; and in the firſt 
Chapter of the Treatiſe of Wounds, where we have particularly treated of 
Pains, and propoſed their Relief, ec. viz. 1n their Beginning with Refti- 
gerants and Repellents, and in their State by moderate Calefattion and Dif. 
cutients, and afterwards by ConcoGtion of the Matter 3 to which Treatiſe [ 
refer you. 

The next and moſt cruel Symptom is Mortification of the Part, which Ve. 
ry often attends great Inflamwmations, and is fhrewdly to be ſuſpected when 
they yield not readily to Diſcutients or Suppuratives. In theſe Wounds it hap. 
pens moſt commonly through/a Suffocation of the natural heat of the Part, by 
reaſon of the great concourſe of Humours, or too refrigerating and repellent 
Applications in the time of great Inflammations, which have infeebled and 
hindred the tra»ſitus of Spirits into the Part. It may be perceived by the 
Gleet and change of colour, it beginning to look livid 3 alſo by a diminution 
of the Tumour, &*c. 

When you ſee ſuch a change begin, you muſt preſently prepare to withſtand 
a Mortification by Scarification, not only untillthe blood come about the Lips 
of the Wound, but deep into it through the Eſchar to the quick, and ſuffer it 
to bleed freely, and make the Part ſentibly feel, that by ſuch means you may 
disburthen it of part of what would have choaked it, and make way for the 
entrance of the operation of the Medicine. Then foment the part with a good 
Lixivium made of Aſhes, to which may be added Salt and Vinegar. Or you 
may boil ſcord. abſinth. centaur. and ſuch like, in the aforeſaid Lixivium, After 
you have well fomented the place, waſhthe Scarilications, and dreſs the Wound 
with /Egyptiac. cum theriac. Venet. dilſolved in aceto vin. adding calcin'd Vi- 
triol, &*c. then apply a Cataplaſm ex farir. hord. fabar. orobi, Iupinor. decoded 
in ſome of the ſame Lixivium, with an addition of Oxymel toit. But as to this 
Matter I refer you to the particular Chapter of Gargrerne and Sphaceli, for far- 
ther direRionstherein. The Gangrene (topt, haſten ſeparation of the Eſchars 
by Digeſtives, and then deterge with mundif. ex apio & Paraceiſ. &c, and fo 
proceed with Sarcoticks and. Epuloticks to finiſh the Cure. 

But in the ſeparating of contuſed Parts asI have often told you, great Fluxes 
of blood uſually burſt. out upon us. Thus in a Patient of mine, wounded by a 
Shot through the inſide of the Radins, upon ſeparation of the Eſchar a great 
Flux of blood happened. While I was ſtopping the firſt Orifice, which was 
neareſt the Artery, the blood burſt forth of the other. Hereupon I ſtopt both 
the Orifices with ſome aſtringent Powders, (! ſuppoſe that ot Galen's preſcrip- 
tion of Aloes and Hares-fur, I moſt frequently ufing thoſe as the beſt in ſuch 
caſes,) rowling up the V Vound with a good Compreſs dipt in a Stiptick Deco- 
ion, laying my common Defenſative over all, and did not open tt till three 
or four daysafter. How ſuch Fluxes of blood are farther to be treated, you 
may ſee in the Chapter of an Ameuriſma. 

Gun-ſhot Wounds after ſeparation of the Eſchar are apt to becomeSinuous 
Ulcers, eſpecially after great Fluxion, and where Bandage cannot be juled to 
preſervethe Tone of the Parts, as in the upper part of the Thigh and Hip, &c. 
Theſe Cavities cauſing much pain to the Patient, and difficulty and troubleto 
the Chirurgeon, we (hall conſider their Cure, taking our Indication from 
the Parts atfefted, with the largene(s of the VVound, Contuſion and Lacerati- 
on of Parts: For from ſuch VVounds there mult neceſlarily be loſs of —_

and the quantity or evil quality of the Mattes muſt needs render it Sinuous, 

| eſpecially where Bandage cannot be conveniently made to thruſt out the 
Matter. Rm? 

And if the Bullet or any extraneous body be yet remaining within, and the 
; Parts extremely tumefied, and troubled with pain and influx of Humours, 
| the included body will be the more (treightned in its paſſage out, and render 
the Cure ſo much the more difficult. And if a Cacochymia or Lues Ver. be joy- 
ned with it, you will ſcarce cure your Patient without exhibiting Antivene- 
real and Scorbutick Remedies. * | 

Therefore to prevent Sinuoſities, you are to enlarge the Orifice at firſt, and 
keep it ſo wide apen, that the Matter which is daily there ingendred may have 
free paſſage out : which if it may not by the way the Shot went in, then you 
muſt conſider how in another place the Sizas may diſcharge it ſelf. This being 
prudently effe&ted, and the Matter thereby diſcharged, you ſhall then more 
ealily perfe&t your Cure. | 

But before you make this Apertion, Jou muſt con(ider whether by altering 
the poſition of the Part, or by Compreflion with Bandage, or by hollow Tents, 
the Matter may not be brought out. And to make the Cure of theſe Cavities 
the more facil, you muſt endeavour to place the Member in ſuch a figure that 
the Orifice may be depending. Alſo you muſt endeavour by Stupes, Sponges, 
Compreſs and good Bandage, to preſs out the Matter, that the Cavities may 
unite. They ſhould be wrung out of Red wine wherein have been infuſed 
flor, roſ. rubr. myrtill. cort. granat. balauſt. nuc. cupreſſ. ſumach, acacia, and if 
the Matter do not well diſcharge between Dreſſiogs, you muſt dreſs it the 
oftener. Alſo Injections ny be made with a DecoGtion of ſome of theſe fol- 
lowing, myrrh. aloes, ſarcocol. rad. iridos, ariſtoloch. ſpir. vini, mel roſ. ag. calcis, 
alum. and ſuch like, to diſpoſe the Sinuoſities to heal. | 

Sometimes in a Wound inflicted on the upper part of a Member, the Matter 
not being likely to diſcharge it ſelf thereout, I bave by a Seton-needle perfora- 
ted it through ; and retaining the twiſted Silk in the Ulcer till the lower 
Orifice was digeſted, then drawing out the Silk, I kept it open by a Tent 
a few days, till the upper part —_—_— and afterward, as the Matter 
77a in the depending Orifice, I left off the uſe of the Tent, and hea-

Ethmoides by a Piſtol-bullet. After he had been cured ſome years of the ex- Comm 


ternal Wound in his Face, he became troubled with a fretting 1chor, which 
diſcharged by that Noſtril ; and eſpecially at his firſt riſing in the morning 
out of bed it would run half a Spoonful of a yellowiſhcolour,which had made 
a chopor gutter at the lower end of that Noſtril by its acrimony. After ſome 
years he fcIt, upon bending his Head backwards or forwards, the Bullet to 
rowl to and fro over the Roof of his mouth. He complained to me of his Grie- 
vance at the Hague in Hol/ard, a little EE Majeſtie's going into _ 
H I 


ſhot in 
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[ offeted to his conſideration the caſting in Inje&ions, or paſſing a Probe into 
that Noſtril downwards, to try if either way it might be waſht or thruſt down- 
wards in the Gullet, or be excreted into his Mouth. But theſe ways had here- 
tofore proved ineffe&ua). We therefore reſolved upon the cutting through 
the Palat-bone. To which purpoſe I placed him in a clear light, one holding 
his Head ſteady, while I cut into the Roof. But the Fleſh was ſo cloſe tied to 
the Bone, that it would not yield to my Spatzla as I expected : wheretore1 
applied a bit of a Cauſtick-ſtone, and held it to the = with a Pledgit of 
Lint a few minuits 3 by which I conſumed the ſoft fleſhy part over the Bone, 
and afterwards cut into the Bone ſuch a hole, that in the moving of his Head 
I could ſee the Bullet loged in the Hole : which — us to proceed in 
our work, the Bullet was afterwards taken out, and he eaſed of that diſcharge 
of Matter which threatned a filthy carious Ulcer. My attendance upon his 
Majeſty into Scotland hindering my proſecution of that Cure, I left him in 
the hands of a Chirurgeon there, ..and ſince have often ſeen him at Court, 
But the Ulcer did not clofe up with a Calz7 3 however the place is ſupplied 
by a (mall Plate without offence. 

If the Siz run tranſverſe the Veitis, Arteries, Nerves, Tendons,@&c. you may 
then, (if you think it not ſafe to paſs a Needle in a Cannula through it, or if 
you cannot do it by reaſon of the make of the Part, you may then, 1 fay,) 
make uſe of that Inſtrument deſcribed in the Treatiſe of F:ſt«/2 and Sinuous 
Ulcers #» Ano, by which you may cut as aſluredly upon the end of the Di- 
reqor which paſſeth within the Si7+9, as if you faw it before you. It is com- 
monly uſed where the end of the Sizz lieth moſt diſtant from the Skin, Afer 
which Apertion it muſt be kept open by a Tent, for the diſcharge of Matter, 
till it be well digeſted, and fit to cure. If the Orifice be ſmall, and the Sine 
lie but under the Skin, and in ſuch a place as may be fafely opened, it may be 
dilated with prepared Sponge, or Gentian-roots, and afterwards fnipt 
by a pair of Probe-ſciſfors, or cut by a Knife upon the DireQor within, or lai 
open by Cauſtick. And after you have'divided the Sis, you may digelt it 
with terebinth. cum vitel/. ovor, or deterge by ſome of the Mundihcatives fet 
down in the Cure of Ulcers in general : and if there be occaſion of more $ar- 
coticks, you may add mel comm. pulv. myrrhbe, thuris, rad. ireor, to make it 
more exſiccant. But commonly, the depending part once opened, the Wound 
cureth in few days by Bandage, ec. as maar. | 

But if after all your endeavours theſe Ulcers grow Fiſtulous, you ſhall find 
the Cure of them in another place.

Of Gun-ſhot IVounds with Fra@ure. 


Aving declared unto you the way of curing Gun-ſhot Wounds in the 
ſoft and fleſhy Parts, I purpoſe now to proceed to the curing them as 
they are complicated with Fracture of the Bones, whoſe firmneſs, drinefs, ſtabi- 
lity and ſolidity, cannot defend them from theſe Inconveniences; nay, in the 
caſe I am to ſpeak of, they are rather Diſcommodities. For when the Bullet 
ſtriketh like Lightning, were they ſofter, it were the better, that the Bullet 
might paſs, and not ſhatter them. There 1s not any of the five ſorts of Frac- 
tures mentioned by the Ancients which theſe Blows will not occafion. Some- 
times they will cleave the Bone aſſulatirr, according to thelength 3 and other- 
while they will break it athwartz other times they will divide it like the 
Scales of a Fiſh. Nay, if the Bones be drier than ordinary, (as in elderly 
men, and ſuch in whom nature or Diſeaſes have made them fo, ) they will 
prind the Bone hike Meal. Yet I have ſeen and dreſt a Souldier that hath been 
ſhot through the Joint of the Ancle without ever breaking the leaſt part of the 
Cartilage. 
— + aol to know when there is a Frature in the Bone are many. 


I. Hippocrates bids us compare the ſound Parts with the Parts affe&ted, and Fractures. 


obſerve the inequality. 
2, You ſhall perceive a Cavity, it you touch the Parts above and under 


the Fracture. 

3. If you handle the fraftured Member, you ſhall perceive a craſhing of 
Bones, by reaſon of the mutual attrition of the hard bodies. 

4. There will be extraordinary Pain, in regard of the divulſion of the 
Nerves, and diſtortion of the Tendonous bodies; alſo a pricking in the Fleſhy 
parts by the ſbarp ends or Shivers of ſome Bone. 

5. There will be an impotency of the broken Member, fo that the Patient 
cannot lean upon it. 

6. The antecedent cauſe (Gun-ſhot ) will teach much in this caſe, than 
which there never was ( nor ever will be I believe ) invented a more power- 
full one. 

7. The aſperity and inequality or roughneſs of the Bone manifeſt it to you ; 
but the ſearch will'give you no ſmall aſſurance, | | 

Concerning Prognoſticks, you ſhall underſtand, Progn 

1. Bones receive a quicker Agglutination in Sanguine than in Cholerick bo- ſticks. 
dies, by reaſon of the benignity of the Serum, which ſendeth out better mat- 
ter for a Cal/us. 

2. Bones are broke withleſs dangerin the middle thannear the Joint, where 
they are both more hard to be reſtored, and to be kept ſo reſtored 3 and be- 
cauſe of the multitude of Symptoms, (which in ſuch Wounds cannot but ſu- 
pervene,) are not without great difficulty to be cured. 

' 3. And laſtly, thoſe Fractures are moſt dangerous which are made ſo deep 
11 the Fleſby parts, that your hands cannot well come at them, to extract the 
Hhh 2 looſe

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looſkt-Bones, and place the other right, and retain them ſo by Bandage ; as 
thoſe of the Pubes, Os lion, ſacrum, &c. So alſo all thoſe Fraftures made by 
Splinter are exceeding dangerous, they generally ſhattering the Bone to pieces; 
10 which caſezhe Nerves, Tendons, &*c. are grievouſlly pricked and torn, and 
are ſubje& to Extraordinary Pajn, Inflammation, Convulfions, and Death, un- 
leſs immediate Remedy be had by removing thoſe Bones, or by Amputation of 
the Member. | 

Amongſt the Cruiſers in private Fregats from Dunkerk it was complained, 
that their Chirurgeons were too aGtive in amputating thoſe fractured Members, 
As in truth there are ſuch filly Brothers, who will brag of the many they have 
diſmembred, -and think that way to lie themſelves into credit. But they that 
truly underſtand Amputation and their Trade, well know how villanous a 
thing it is to glory in ſuch a work. =» 

[n the Rowan Hiſtory yap will find it yas not allowed at all : Lizy tells you 
their reward among} them. Bug later experience judgeth it commends- 
ble, if it be neceſlary, and in ſuch ſhattered Lims where there 1s no hope 
of preſerving the Patient's life otherwiſe. And then it muſt be done in 
its proper time, that is to ſay, ſuddenly upon the receipt of the Wound, be. 
fore dl bugs þ Spirits be oyer-heated either with Pain, Fever, &:. Of 
the neceſiity of doing it ſpeedily I ſhall here give you one remarkable [n- 

ance. 

A Scotiſh Souldier was brought to me out of the field at the Battel of War- 
ceſter (hot with a Musket-bullet into the Elbow-joint, which fratured not 
only the ends of the Radizs and Dina, but likewiſe that of the Adjutorium, 
Upon light whereof 1 called Wil. Clarke (now a Chirurgeon at Bridgenorth ) 
and other my Servants about me, to cut off the Arm, and the while | endea- 


voured to encourage the Squldier to endure it. In anſwer thereto he gnly 
cried, Giye me drink, and I will dig. They did give him drink, and he 
made good his promiſe, and died ſoon after ; yet had no other Wound than 
that. By which may be perceived the danger in delaying this work to the 
next day, when the forelaid Accidents have kept them watching all night, 
and totally debihtated their Spirits. Which happen not, if it be done in 


heat of Fight ; for then, while they. are (urprized and as it were amazed with 
the Accident, the Lim, is taken oft much eaſier : and if it be the Arm, ſome 


. of them will ſcarce bg kept in the Hold while the Ship is cloſe engaged in 


Fight. In the heat of Fight I cut off a man's Arm, and after he was laid 
down, the Fight growing hotter, he ran up, and helpt to, traverſe a Gun. 
And a Walon earneſtly begged of me to cut off his ſhattered Leg: which 
whilſt I was doing, he cried, Depeche vows connows vendrone a terre mows 
bioron, Allo other tons urged me to, diſmember their ſhattered Linz at ſuch a 
time, when the next day they have profeſt rather to die But —— 
aboard in that Service it was counted a great ſhame to the Chirurgeon, it that 
Operation were left to be done the next day, when $ 'mptoms were upon the 
Patient, and he ſpent with Watchings, &c. Therefore you are to conlider 
well the Member, and if you have ng probable hope of Sanation, cut it off 
quickly, whyle. the Souldier is heated and, in mettle. But if there be hopes of 
Cure, proceed rationally to a right and methodical Healing of ſuch, Wounds 3

Cleanſe the Wound, firſt from all ſtrange bodies, as Bullets, Armour, Ap-

A Gentleman-Voluntier skirmiſhing with the Enemy before the City af 


Worceſter, 
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Worceſter, was brought to us run through his Arm in the middle of the Biceps 
with a Sword, and ſhot with a Musket-bullet in the ſame Shoulder under the 
0s ſcapule, which took away the Corgcezdes,.and tore the Ligaments in other 
parts of the Jaint, We drefled the Wound inflicted by the Sword with Ag- 
glutinatives , healing it by the firſt Intention. We inlarged the Gun-ſhot 
Waund, pulled out the Bullet and pieces of the Coracozdes, &c. and dreſſed 
it up with Digeſtives and lenient Embrocations, &*c. and afterwards deterged 
with zwuzdif. Paracelſs, He being Wi. Clark's acquaintance, he took care of 
him, and haſtened the Exfoliation of the Bones with el roſ. &+ ſpir. vin. 
Afterwards, being near cured, he made his eſcape into his own Country. Ma- 
ny Inſtances of this kind may be given, if it were neceſlary. 

If the Fracture be near a Joint, the violence of the Blow will many times 
add a Diſlacation alfo to it. If that bappen, reſtore the Joint firſt to its place, 
before you meddle with the Fracture. Theſe Diſlocations are made by great 
Shot or Splinters af wood whoſe force ſhatters the Lims 1n picees, or carries 
them quite away. But this latter rarely happens, but uſually when the Mem- 
ber is ſhattered, it hangs by ſome little part of a Tendon, Muſculous fleſh, or 


$kin. In which caſe your work is, with a good Razour or Knife preſently to gy wc 
plain the Stump, and pull up the Fleſh, that you may ſaw off the end of the Stny.

One had his Arm ſhot off above the Elbow. We dreſt him up at firſt in obſervation. 


haſte, and at the next drefling his Shoulder proved out of Joint. We could not 
{ct it, by reaſon of the anguith of the Stump ; which was a greater Pain to him 
than his Wound, and troubled him many months after. But ſo it happened, and 
in ſhort Stumps it is remedileſs. One of our Captain-Reformadoes had been 
ſerved ſo formerly with his ſtumpt Arm. 

If you will endeavour the remedying it, you muſt do it by help of a Ban- 
dage made above the Stump. But if it be above the Elbow, how will you 
faſten it. Yet in ſome bodies the Bone will be reſtored eafily : therefore at- 


tempt it before you dreſs the Member. 
* Inanotherthat had his Leg ſhot off, in the place of Amputation below the 01rvarion, 


Koce, ſome two months after, when wondred the Bone did not exfotiate, I put 
in my Forceps to try whether any part of the Bone was loofe: and finding it 
very looſe, I rook hold of it gently, and feeling it willing to come away, I 
pulled it out. It was the Aroplyſs or head of the Oy tibie, which makes the 
Knee. I was furprized at it; but confidering what was looſe muſt away, I 
pulled it out, t@ the amazement of the lookers on. This was retaxt from its 
Ligaments by the force of the Blow. 

Fn theſe fraftured Wounds made by Gun-ſhot the Chirargeon ought to pro- 
poſe two things to himkel#; firſt the Fracture, and then the Wound. To 


proceed ordesly, you begin with the Frafture, vis. with the Extenfion and ;....,;... 


Coaptation, that thereby the FraCture may be reduced toits proper feat : which 
in alt theſe caſes muſt be performed wah much ſteadineſs and diſcretion ; not 
with ſuch force as in thoſe Fractures that are without a Wound, leſt the Muſcy- 
lous or Nervous parts, being torn, bruiſed or cruſhed, ſhoyld ſuffer extreme 
Pain, Cogyulfions, &c. Before you begin this Operation, if the Wound benort 
krge enough, make it ſo, that you may the better pull out the extraneous bo- 
dies, whether. Slug, Bullet, Rags, Splinters, or Shivers.of Bones 3 fo ſhall the 
Exteufionbe mage the eafier, and' be leſs ſubje to Inflammation, though you 
ſbould not ſet i at that inſtant 3 for a ſmall Extenfion will afterwards ferve. 
Whereas if the. Wound be not fo cleanſed, thoſe extraneous bodies, nay the 
(malleſk Shivers of the. Bone, will raiſe fuch diſturbance as will render it 


| capable of digeſtion. Therefore what Hippocrates ſaith of attending tothe

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3. 7. or 11.day,in caſe the Fratture be not reduced before Inflammat; 

1n theſe caſes never be ; for by that time the beſt that could be oatnd as 
be Apoſtemations and crude Tumours, too big to be diſcuſled. Therefor 

however the Reduction of the Fracture may have been omitted, yet it will by 
hove the Chirurgeon then conſulted to extraft the extraneous bodies immedi- 
ately, ſo ſhall it lie more quiet, and fitter for ReduQton at his more leiſure 
But to avoid theſe Inconveniences, make your Extenſion ſo ſoon as you ma , 
and re{tore the Bones to their former place with what gentle dexterity and "6 
nity you can poſſibly. It the Wound be narrow, dilate it, as I have ſaid by 
Inciſion at the firſt : for theſe Wounds require more Dilatation than any ks 
that not only the bruiſed and vitiated Blood and other Excrements may have 
a free paſlage, but alſo by this means the Shivers of Bones ( of which theſe 
Wounds uſe to be very full) may with leſs trouble be extracted by your ſelves 
or diſcharged by Nature. : 

If you make not this Dilatation jn the beginning, you may afterwards per- 
haps be forced to do it when,the Part is accompanied with great Defluxion and 
"_ or wrgen— _—_ are _— by retention of the Matter : and what 
condition it will then bein to admit of Incilion, ma 
one that hath common ſenſe. Py ON EY 

After it is laid open, conſider whether the Bone be bare or not 3 which you 
may fatisfie your ſelf in by your Eye, Finger, or Probe. If it be bare, you 
muſt apply next to it ſome dry or ex{iccant Medicine 3 Sicca ſeccis gaudent ; 
dry to dry. Of this fort are dry Lint, Powders of the Roots of 1ris, Myrrh, 
Aloes, Thus, &c. Forbear the application of greazie Medicaments to it, for 
they make the Bones foul, and hinder Cas. Yet the-Parts adjacent require 
Digeſtion 3 therefore apply over them your Suppuratives warm, ſuch as have 
been propoſed in Simple Gun-ſhot. Then dreſs up the fractured Member 
with exepl. e bolo, or this following : Re empl. diachalcith. with the addition of 
colophon. pulv. rad. conſolid, maj. boli Armen. cort. grantor. ſucc. plantag. cum ol, 
myrtill. & lumbricor. an. q. ſ. Miſe. & fiat Emplaſt. Then apply over the Wound 
a Stupe or double Cloaths wrung our of Red wine wherein have been infuſed 
flor. roſe rubr. balauſt. ſumach, bacc. myrtill. ſummit. abſinth. or ſuch like. This 
Compreſle will ſerve to keep the Lips of the Wound (ſmooth, and defend it 
from the injury it may receive by Bandage. 

The next thing which is required in theſe fractured Wounds is Deli- 
gation : for unleſs they be rightly fitted, none of theſe Fractures, of what ſort 
loever, can be well united. In (imple Fractures without a Wound, all kind 
of Bandage may be admitted 3 whereof you may ſee in my Le&ture of theſe 
Fractures various forts, with many Circumvolutions about the Member. And 
once opening in ſeven days will ſervetheir turn, But in theſe another method 
of binding is required 3 for here the Bandage is to be looſened daily, and the 
Wounds to be lookt into and dreſt, they being here to be long kept open for 
diſcharge of excrementitious and purulent Matter, with which they abound, 
alſo for the Exfoliation of carious Bones, which lying there would corrupt the 
ſound ones. 

Therefore in theſe kind of Wounds you muſt uſe ſuch a Bandage as may 
leaſt ſhake the fractured Members. For they being every day to be dreſt, the 
ſo often rowing them up would cauſe grievous Pains, and hinder union, There- 
fore it is that Authours have invented ſo many kinds of Bandage, to anſwer the 
Intentions of dreſling them, and yet keep the Member immovable. Your Ban- 
dage in this caſe is to be made of ſofter and broader Linen cloaths than what 
we uſe in Simple FraQures, that it may comprehend both the Frafture and the 
Wound,and keep the Lips down,yet not hurt them by its too hard Compreſſion. 

There- 
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Therefore we make choice of a piece of Cloath folded three or four times 
double, to give it the more ſtrength, and of ſuch a breadth as may incompaſs 
the Lips of the Wound and the fraured Parts, alſo of ſuch a length as to 
come once about the Frafture. This Cloath mult have three Slits from the 
ends to the middle, which middle muſt he undivided underneath, to bear 
wore equally the fratured Member, and the ends-muſt come over one ano- 
ther with a Compreſs between over the Wound, to preſs the Lips thereof 
equally down, which would otherwiſe become crude, and pout out with 
great Lips. The Compreſs allo ſerves to receive the Matter, and fill up the 
Inequality. Theſe are fo to be faſtened, that you may dreſs and undrels the 
Wound without diſturbing the Member. 

But becauſe it happeneth, that in theſe Gun-ſhot Wounds the Bones are 
ſhrewdly ſhattered, and the Wound Jacerated, and by reaſon of the largeneſs 
of the FraQure and Wound it is extremely painfel, the Member alſo is rendred 
ſo weak,ethat it cannot be kept ſteady by this Bandage 3; therefore we make uſe 


of Ferxle or Splints, whereof 1 have made mention in my Lecture of Frac- Splines. 


tres in genera}, with the Judgments of the Ancients, who have been very in- 
duſtrious in contriving ways to make equal Compreſiton, and leave a way for 
the dreſling of theſe compound Fraftures. 


They are not to be uſed till the Inflammation and Flux of Humours be off, when co be 
which 1s not until the ſeventh day 3 during which we uſe Spleria, which are <4 


linen Cloaths folded four times double, and cut in length and breadth hke the 
Ferule. Theſe are to be fpred with Geler's Cerote, or any Ointment, that 
b they may adhere to the Part only until you have put the Bandage over it. 
And this is that I propoſe in all Fraftures where there is Pain, and fear of In- 
lammation, and 1s eſpectally neceflary in theſe. 

They will handſomly ſtrengthen the Part, and make ſuch equal Compreſ- 
hon, that the Bones may be kept in their place, the ſerous Humours preſt out 
of the Cavermwle, and the fractured Member lie ſoft ; which is a great hel in 
theſe Wounds, the whole welfare of the Patient depending upon the eafic Ban- 
dege and Pofition of the Member. The Pain and Inflammation gone off, and 
the Wound digeſted, (if you think the Member not ſo ſubject to Inflammation, 
or that ic requirech a greater ſtrength ro fupport it, ) you may uſe Paſtboard 
ett into pieces proportiofiable to hy over thoſe Splertia : or, having faſtned 
the Splenia by the broad Bindage with three heads, cut a piece of Paſtboard 
| to receive the lower pare of the Member, and leave a place commodious 
br drefling the Wound: Over the other part of the fractured Member you 
whſt place another piece of Paſtboard ro anſwer unto the former. Theſe ought 
6 be wet, that-they may lie more pliant. About the Paſtboard make a Ban- 
dape with three Ligatures, which you muſt faſten in the moſt convenient place 
for the eafe of the Patient. But it the Spterrie be wet in Whites of eggs, and 
Fplied, they will ſtrengthen” the Member, and alſo keep it ſteady, without 
th61E. 


If you thitkk- choſe of Paſtboard not ſtrong enough, you may uſe Lamine, rice or 
Copper of Tin-plates lifted with ſoft Lining, to recerve the fraftured Member, Plats. 


with Loops m the outſide, to receive the three Ligatures an{werable to thoſe 
Which lie uridernearh next the Plaiſter, that they may be faſtened and looſe- 
aed at pleaſure, without diſturbing the Frature, in the daily drefling of the 
Wound. Arid'if it be inthe Thighs, the Plates are beſt ; theſe Parts requiring 
luch as are of great ſtrength and length, and of ſuch compaſsas may take in the 
lower half of the Member. Theſe Lawirne, or whatever elſe you uſe, muſt 
have a lirpe Hole cut in them for the Wound to be dreſt through. 


But 1 have always obſerved inconvenience in theſe Platesz that there is 
not

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not {0 good Compreſiion'made upon the Lips of the Wound through thole holes 
as to hinder them from thruſting out z whence there ariſcth a Laxity and Indipe. 
ſtion in the Wound; and beſides,the Matter that ſo diſchargeth heats the Parts 
and in hot weather corrupts and breeds Maggots. Therefore I make the Paſt. 
board or Laing over my firſt Bandage to incompaſs ſo much of the lower 
parts as may ſupport the Fracture, and come within an inch of the Wound: 
and over the Wound it ſelf I faſten a Spleninm of Cloath folded four times 
double, or a Ferula of Tin, Copper, or Paſtboard, lined according as I judge 
the Part can bear, and ſuch as may be taken off at each drefling. 

The firſt Bandge next to my Cerote makes an equal Compreſſion by its 
three heads meeting over one another : the lowe prefleth the Humours 
from below upward, and with the help of its next fellow keeps the Bones to- 
gether, and forceth the Matter out of the Wound : alſo, by the help this mid. 
dle Bracer hath of the uppermoſt, the Matter is preſt out of the upper part of 
the Fracture and Wound to the Orifice : it alſo reſtraineth the influg of Hy. 
mours from above, by virtue of the Defenſative lying under it. In the dreſfin 
theſe Wounds, you are only to undo the middle Binder tocome at the Wound; 
having a ſpecial care that this Bandage be neither too hard nor lack, but in- 
differently made, to the eaſe of the Patient. 

Having thus propoſed to you the way of Deligation, I ſhall now proceed 
to the laſt Operation performed in theſe Fratturesot a Wound, which is a com. 
modious Poſition or placing of the Member, which (as I have told you in the 
Le&ure of Simple Fractures) ought to have three Conditions. 

1. It muſt lie ſoft, leſt the Comprefiion offend the hurt Parts, and cauſe 
Pain and Inflammation. 

2. Equal: for if the Member be placed otherwiſe, it becomes diſtorted, 
and the Operation ſucceeds ill. 

3. Laſtly, it muſt lie higher than the Parts next the body, eſpecially the 
firſt three or four days. For if it incline downwards, the Humours by their 
own weight will eaſily flow to the Part afflicted. How this Poſition is perfor- 
med, I have ſet down in the LeQure of Simple Fractures, to which 1 refer

Some of the By-ſtanders 
thought he was ſhot with a bxace of Bullets : But [rather think the Bullet was 
torn by the Bone, and that this part was it which had made its way through. 
However, by this Extraction the main Bone was rightly placed, the Shivers 
with the extraneous bodies removed, the Matter happily diſcharged by this 

ing Orifice, and the Patient was cured by the common [Intentions of 
Healing theſe fratured Gun-ſhot Wounds. Whereas, if 1 had taken it for 
granted that the Bullet was paſſed through, and contented my felf in having 
endeavoured the reducing of the fractured Bones, and fo dreſt him up, it had 
certainly inflamed and gangrened. This confirms that Dodtrine in ſetting of 
Bones, that if any Bone will not be placed equally amongſt his fellows, you

In heat of Fight at Sea, amongſt the many wounded men that were put , gy... 
dowa into the Hold tome, one of them had his right Arm extreamly ſhatte- ofa Fratture 
red about two Fingers breadth, on the outſide above the Elbow, by a great Ta bY # 
Splinter. I ought to have cut off this mans Arm preſently : But a ſudden *®' 
cry that our Ship was on fire put me m fuch diſorder, that | rather thought of 
fving my ſelf than dreſſing my Patients. I haſtily clapt a Drefling upon the 

- Wound, and rouled it up, leaving his Arm in his other Hand to ſupport it, 
and endeavoured to get up out of the Hold asthe others did, verily believing 
I ſhould never drefs him norany of them more. But our men bravely quitted 
themſelves of the Fire-(hip by cutting the Sprivfail-Tackle off -with their 
ſhort Hatchets, (which they wore during Fight ſticking in their Saſhes.) So we 
we were freed ot the Fire, and by our hoiſting up the Top-fails got clear of our 
Enemy, and | returned. to my work. But | was at a loſs what to do' with 

It1 this 
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thisman, who lay not far off complaining of his Arm. 1 would have cut it os 
inſtantly with a Razour, (for the Bone being ſhattered, thereneeded no Saw:) 
but the man would'not ſuffer me to meddle with his Arm, be crying, it was 
already drefſt. 

The Fight being over, and wegotten into the next Port, I cauſed this Ma. 
riners Bed to be ſet up: (which was four pieces of Wood nailed together and 
corded, and a Bears Skin laid upon it, and faſtened between two Gung 
to the Carriages :) uponthis I ſaw him placed 3 and having ordered his Arm 
to be laid ſo that Imight the better come to drels it, I ſent tor drefſings, and 
laid them orderly upon a ſmall Pillow well (tuft and quilted in the middle. 
Upon this Pillow | firſt laid a ſoft double linen Cloth, next to that three 
Ligatures, then a Paſtboad wet in Vinegar, to make it more ſoft and pliant ; 
upon that I laid a double Cloth, of ſuch length and breadth as might ſerve 
to encompakſ; the fractured Member, which I cut from each end to the middle 


| into threeBinders : Over the middle of this I placed a Splenium of Cloth four 


double, four fingersin breadth, and of ſuch a length as togive ſtrength to the 
FraQure: Over this lay my Defenſative ſpread upon a thick Cloth, of ſuch a 
breadth and length asto take in the whole Arm. Dreflings thus laid upon the 
Pillow, I cut off the other from this fractured Arm, and placed the Pillow 
withtheſe Dreſſings cloſe by his Side 3 fo that I ſaw his Arm laid as I deſigned 
upon wy Reſtrictive, and his Hand upon his Breaſt. Then putting my Fingers in- 
to his Wound, I pulled out firſt a piece of a Splinter an inch thick or therta- 
bouts, more orleſs; then Rags and Bones, great and ſmall z I left not the leaſt 
Shiver. When I had ſo cleared the Wound of all the extraneous bodies and 
looſe Bones, I was amazed to feel what a void ſpace there was between the ends 
of the Bones. But I proceeded, and cut off the lacerated Lips, which were of 
nouſe, and dreſt up the ends of the Bones with a couple of Doſlils dipt in ſpir, 
vini and mel roſ. warm. Thereſt of the Wound I dreſt as warm with axuzg, 
porcin. and Merc. precipitat. wieh ſome little ol. terebimth, ſpread upon Dollils, 
which I placed lightly within the VVound, and upon Pledgits without, with 
an exvpl. diachalcith. malaxt with-ol. myrtill. over all the VVound. Then I em- 
brocated the fratared Arm cam ol. myrt. & olivar. immatur. and a little acetum, 
bringing my reſtrictive Emplaſter, which lay under the Arm, over the whole 
Arm, from the Arm-pit to the Elbow and cloſe round about, only leaving a 
ſpace to dreſs the V Vound. 

This gave a ſtrengthto the weak Member, and was deſigned to prevent the 
Ioflux from above. Juſt under this Emplaſter there lay a Spleninw. To an- 
ſwer that I applied three more, one on each fide, and another above : V Vhich 
four were of ſuch afize, that they, lying a little off from one another, encom- 
paſſed the Arm. They were ſpread lightly with a little Cerote made of «x- 
#ngia and V'Vax, to make them adhere where placed them. 

Then I brought the Bandage which lay under the Spleninm, with three 
heads at each end. The lowermoſt of theſe took in the lower part ot the 
Arm, from the Elbow upward, with part of the Fracture, and was faſtened 
on the exteriour partof the Arm. This preſt the S:-ies from the neather part 
of the Arm to the VVound, and hindred the lapſe of Matter that way. The 
midaemoſt was made to preſs the Matter out of the VVound, and keep the 
Lipsdown. The uppermoſt ſerved toreſtrain the Influx, as | ſaid, and preſſed that 


| Matter out which was already in the Part. This Bandage was made with great 


moderation, and fo faſtened, that it might be looſened without trouble to the 
Patient; Then I brought the wet Paſtboard cloſe tothe fides, and cut another 
piece to anſwer it, which I wetted is aceto, and by the three Ligatures under 


made them faſt, but without diſturbance tothe Patient. If it could not have 
been 
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been ſo put on, I ſhould have forborn the uſe of them, the Cure of theſe 
Wounds conſiſting in the eafie Drefling and quiet Poſition, without which 
you will not cure one of them. The Paſtboard as it dried, ſtiffened, and re- 
tained its ſhape, preſerving the Fracture in the poſition I left it, and that with 
a very (lack Bandage. Thus I finiſhed the firſt dreſſing, leaving my Patient 
in much eaſe. He (lept pretty well that night, and was the next day as well 
as | could expect. He was let blood the ſecond day, and kept to a ſpare Diet : 
But we allowed Wine as a Cordial to all our Patients. 

The third day I dreſt him again, took off the upper Paſtboard, and looſe- 
ned the heads of the main Bandage 3 alſo I took off that Splenium which was 
over the Wound, and raiſing up the Emplaſter from the Wound, took out 
many Doſlils, found it warm and well diſpoſed, and dreft it up quick with my 
Suppuratives hot, and an Emplaſter as before. I ſtirred not the Reſtrictive, 
but made now a Compreſs more particularly for the VYVound, purpoſing not 
to remove thetwooutermolt heads of the main Bandage, unleſs it were ſome- 
time to give a little breathing to the Member : But the middle I opened as of- 
ten as | thought fit, todreſs the VVound. The other two had ſhort Splenia to 
make the Bandage equal. But was not then ſatisfied how the ſpace between 
the fratured ends of the main Bone could be ſupplied with Callus. My Patient 
was eaſier than any of my other with fractured Wounds. VVhen itcameto my 
turn to be viſited by my Brother Chirurgeons of our Squadron, they did not 

, diſlike the VVound, nor my way of drefling, (for we being uſed to ſee one 
another's Patients, had all much one way of — But they laught at the 
excuſe [ made for not cutting off his Arm, and doubted I ſhould yet be forced 
to do it. But I kept my Patient flat on his Back, and that after a while was 
bis greateſt pain 3 For the VVound digeſted, and the Tumour was not then 
confiderable. Afﬀterthe VVound was well digeſted, and the bruiſed Fleſh ſe- 
parated, I renewed the Dreſlings, taking all the old ones off, and fomented 
the Member with warm V Vater, to give a breathing to it ; then applied a Ca- 
tagmatick Emplaſter, dreſt the VVound with wwwndificat. Paracelſ; or ſuchlike, 
and bound up the Member as at firſt, and ſo continued my way of Dreſſing 
as I ſaw cauſe, putting intothe VVound only a Doſlil or Tent made upon a 
Sewer ſoft and hollow, to give way tothe VVound to incarn ; [ ſcarce uſing 
any InjeRion, but by gentle Compreſlion afliſting Nature, who ſeldome fai- 
lth in ſupplying the loſt Subſtance in VVounds, it we diſturb her not by im- 
proper Applications. The next taking off and renewing theſe Dreſſings of 
this fratured Member was occaſioned ſome 16 or 17 days after, by a trouble- 
ſome itching of the Part, which was occaſioned, I ſuppoſe, ou from his 
liberty in Diet, partly by the heat ofthe VVeather, and want of Tranſpication. 
Upon this account I took off the Dreſſings, bathed the Member with Sea- 
water, and dreſt him up with emplaſt. de lithargyro. The VVound was about + > 
this time well incarned within, and the Lips beginning to cicatrize from their 
edges, I dreſſed them with Epuloticks, as w»guent. tutie, &c. All this while I 
keptmy Patientupon his Back, and renewed not the whole Drefling until I 
was again neceſſitated. Oneday coming from the Shoar, (where our V Voun- 
ded men had liberty to lodge if they deſired it, and were dreſt by us there, 
found this Patient with a heat all over his Body like an Eryſpelas : At which 
he was much affrighted. He had, it ſeems, drank VVine too liberally with 
his Mates, (as they would moſt of them do, if they were any thing well.) 
Unleſs it rather proceeded from a generation of Callus, in which caſe it uſually 
happens. I let him Blood, and drefling him as in an Eryſpelas, finding his x,,,.,, 
Arm pretty (trong, and his V Vound healed within, and in a fair way of cica- upon the ge- 
trizing, I raiſed him up, after he had = about eight weeks. All _ ——— 
11 2 while 
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while I believe he never ftirred his Arm from the time I firſt placed it, but only 
while I renewed the Dreſlings ; he being the moſt patient man in that reſpe& 
I ever attended - andin truth, without that ſubmiftion he could ſcarce have 
been cured. 

There wasin this Patient a ftrong Calls filling up the void place of the 
loſt Bone at leaft two inches, with little or no ſhortning of the Arm : but the 
Joint of the Elbow was fo ſtiff from the pofitionit lay ſo long 1n, that hecould 
not ſtretch that Joint whilſt I knew him, which was until that Ship was caſt 
away. 

My memory will be much cried up, for remembring ſo many particulars in 
a Patient ſomany years fince cured by me. But if you conſider how remar- 
kable a caſe it was, and in my Trade, there will be leſs wondring at the pol. 
libility of it. You may enquire what was done by me in the Cure of Captain 
Reade, where the lots of his Jaw was ſupplied by a ſtrong Callus, and that 
Cheek made uniform with the other. It will be long remembred by the then 
Standers-by, though not of our Profeſſion. 

In our Sea-fights oftentimes a Buttock, the Brawn of the Thigh, the Calfof 
the Leg, are torn off by Chain-ſhot and Splinters. All theſe are contuſed 
Wounds, and look black, and do too often deceive the unexperienced Chirur- 
geon, he taking them by their aſpe&t to be gangrened, and by dreſſing them ag 
Mortifications with /Egypriac. and ſpir. vini, doth certainly ſphacelate them; and 
thoſe perſons die miſerably aftliged. 

Whereas if they be conſidered rightly, though they look like Fleſh long 
hang'd in the Air, of a dry blackiſh colour, yet they have warmth, and 
by Lenients, as is preſcribed in Simple Gun-ſhot Wounds, they would digelt, 
ſeparate their Sloughs, and incarn. But they are flow in Digeſtion, and re- 
quire good Fomentations and Embrocations to cheriſh the native heat, which 
is much weakened by ſo great a loſs of Subſtance. Theſe require oleam tere. 
binth. to be mixt with your Digeſtive: But you muſt have a care you do nat 
inflame them and cauſe pain by adding too much of it: A Spoonful to fix 
ounces of your Suppuratives is enough in the drieſt Habits. Your judg- 
ment will beſt dire& you, and your Patient's complaint : It being unreaſotes- 
ble to hope that Wounds can digeſt, while they are accompanied with much 
Pain. 
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| HE Wounds of the Joints are ſubjeRt to more grievous Accidents than Great care

What the Pains are, may be judged by the Wounds in the lefler Joints. 
Captain F. in Muſe/borongh Fight was (hat in one of his Fingers, and the next 
: day ſo grievouſly rormented, that he walkt up and down like a Mad-man, and 
could take no reſt until his wounded Finger was digeſted: Yet his pain was 
not (ſo greatin bis wounded as in his well Fingers. 
The greater Woundsare attended with much more vehement Pain, Inflam- pognogick. 
mation, Delirium, Convulſions, Gangrene, and are commonly deadly, 
In theſe Gun-ſhot V Vaunds, the extraneous bodies and Shivers of Bones Cure. 
wut be preſently drawn forth : Therefore if the Orifice benot large enough, 
make it (0. But inenlarging the inner or lawer Parts in the hollow of the 
Ham, Arm, Arm-pit or Groin, have a care, for they are ſubject to great Blee- 
ding. The extraneous bodies being drawn forth, haſten Digeſtion, by drop- 
ping and applying warm upon Doſlils or Pledgits ſome of theſe following 
Digeſtives : For Tents are to be uſed with caution in theſe VVounds.

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Unguentum S. A. Ol. Aparici is excellent in theſe Wounds, either alone, or 
heightened by any of the former Preſcriptions : Sois the Balſam in the Chap- 
ter of Wounded Nerves. If the Bone bebare, you mult be careful that you 
do not foul it by your greazy Medicaments : And if Pain be violent, and yield 
not to Anodynes, cut off the affeted Tendon, and whatſoever corrupts, leſt 
ittaint the reſt. But in theſe great Wounds you are at firſt to conſider how 
curable they are, and endeavour to preſerve the Life of your Patient by a 
timely Extirpation, before his Spirits be too much exhauſted. Of which this 
following Story will give you warning, 


Page of Lieutenant-General D. L. was ſhot through the Knee, The 
A Bullet entred in by the lower and exteriour ſide of the Rotule, and paſ- 
ing through —_—_ out in the hollow of the Ham, tare the Ligaments and 
Nerves, and fractured the Joint asit paſſed, rending the Artery in goingout. 
This Wound was mortal the very minuitit was inflicted, and the party ought 
then to have been diſmembred : But ſuch Propoſals were not admitted of in 
the firſt dreſſing, whilſt there was, as they jacged, hope. Afterwards the ve- 
hement pain brought ſuddenly on ſevere Accidents, as Fever, Delirium, &c. 
and then it was too late to make Amputation. I made my firſt Drefling by the 
Application of a Digeſtive dipt is: ol. lwmbric. warm, and embrocated the Parts 
about with ol. roſ. cum aceto, applying my Reſtrictive over all. In the depending 
Orifice there was a throbbing of the Arterial blood, as in an Amenriſma, the 
blood being choakt in by the contuſed Fleſh : It therefore was not there to be 
tented, for fear of making a Flux of blood; nor yet could we hope to ſtop 
the Bleeding by Cautery, aftual or potential, that Part being full of Ligaments 
and Tendons, the burning whereof would have been difficult, and grievous 
painful, Wherefore I dreſt that Wound with the ſame Digeſtive mixt with 
pulv. Galeni upon Doffils with thick Pledgits, and ſome of the ſame Reſtridtive 
over that, with ſuch Bandage as that Part was capable of 3 hoping this way to 
hinder the Influx of Humour, and thinking by ſuch Dreſſings theWound would 
digeſt. But the pain increaſed vehemently, and yielded to no Application, nor 
was there any poſlibility of conveying any Inſtrument, whereby I might thruſt 
or pull out the Shivers of Bone, if any ſuch were in between the heads of the 
Joint. Mr. Penicuke, formerly General' Chirurgeon to the Scoriſh Army, and 
other Chirurgeons were with me at the Dreſſing of this Patient: But in ſpight 
of all our Endeavours, the PutrefaQtion increaſed, and was attended by De- 
lirium and Spaſm. Death followed, as commonly it doth in all ſuch Wounds 
of the great Joints. I could inſtance it in many, but the late caſe of _ L. 
may ſerve forall. He had many of our moſt experienced Chirurgeons, with the 
eminenteſt Phyſicians to help them ; yet they had no better ſucceſs. Therefore 
at Sea, while they are warm with heat of Fight, we diſmember them, and by 
atual Cautery ſtop the Flux of blood. 
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Have now briefly run through the Parts not principa), and purpoſe next 

to ſay ſomewhat of the principal Parts, as the Belly and Breaſt. And that 
you may the more certainly know the Part wounded, I ſhall give you a ſhort 
Deſcription of them, and then ſhew you how ſuch Wounds are to be handled 
in ofder to their Cure. 
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The Belly is called Abdomer, or the inferiour Venter. It begins*from the 4bdonen 


Baſtard-tibs, and extends it ſelf to the Groins; and is divided into three © 


Regions by our Anatomilſts, the upper, middle, and lowermoſt. The upper- 
moſt is called p——_ the middle Regio ambilicalis, the inferiour Hy- 
pgeftrinnz. The lides of the uppermoſt are termed Hypochondria, The right 
Hypochondrium polleſſeth all the Liver : Ia the left is the Spleen. Between 
theſe isplaced the Vertriculas, orStomach. In the middle part of the Abdo- 
#en is the Navel ; round about which lie the Guts, and behind thoſe on each 
fde the Kidneys. In the ſides of the inferiour part are the 14s, with the 
Peer or Pubes in the middle : Under _ which lies the Bladder. Thus much 
t6the internal Delineation. | 

The Abdomen confiſts moreover of Parts containing, and contained. Parts 
@ttaining, or Teguments of the Abdomen, are either thecommon, which 
jeach all over the Body, as the Cuticula, Cutis, Pingnedo, Membrana carnoſe : 
Otthe particulat and proper to this place, which are the Muſcles of the Belly, 
the Peritonentm, and 1n reſpet of the Guts the Omentum. The Parts con- 
tditied are ſome of them deſigned for the Nutrition of the whole Body, others 
for Expurgation, and others for Generation. The Stomach, Small inteſtines, 
Meſenterinm, Vena porta, cava, Arteria mtagira, and caliace magna, the Liver 
ind Spleen, ſerve for Nutrition. The Bladder, Gall, all the Inteſtines, but e- 
ſpectally the great ones, Kidneys and Lreters, for expurgation. And for Pro- 
teation, the Vaſe preparantia & deferentia, Proſtate; and Uterns in Women. 
Theſe parts contaiftiing and contained are ſubje&t to Gun-ſhot 5 whence va- 
rious Species atife of theſe Wounds. Sometimes the containing Parts; asthe Cx- 
tis, Pinguedo, Caro muſculoſa, only are wounded 3 fo as neither the Peritoneum 
tior the other internal Parts ſuffer any hute. 

And this hath happened to many in Service, whohave been brought to me 
2 mortally wounded, whereas upon fearcht have found the impreſſion only 
upon a greazy Leather Jerkin, or their Belles black and a little (cratche by the 
Bullet. Yet even theſe are ſubje& to Tumour, and fo do require lenient Em- 
brocations, with an em»pl. e bolo or the like. In othersthe Skin, and Fleſh un- 
det it, is ſometimes wounded, and nofarther. Theſe are by us called Wounds 
of the Belly, not penetrating, and are cured as Gun-fſhot Wounds in Fleſhy 
parts : Ir4 which cafes all thoſe Applications are approved of whick have been 
delivered in Simple Gun-fhot Wounds. 

But this F mult take notice of to you, as having often obſerved it, riot only 
Mm Gun-ſhot Wounds, but in Abſcetfes of the Belly, that from the Laxity of 
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the Parts, they are ſubje&t to great Defluxion : Eſpecially in ſcorbutical and 
ill Habits of body, the Matter is apt to infinuate it felf amongſt the circum- 
Jacent Muſcles, railing them up, and rendring them Sinuous Ulcers difficult of 
Cure 3 and that becauſe we cannot make ſuch Bandage on them, by reaſon of 
their Figure, Site and perpetual Motion, as elſewhere may be made. Theſe 
thus brietly conſidered, we paſs to the other Species : For the Bullet is for the 
moſt part carried with ſuch force, that it not only wounds the Fleſhy parts 

but alſo pierces the Peritoneum, hurting moſt an end the Internals ; it being 
indeed impoſſible that the Bullet piercing the Parts containing ſhould miſs the 
contained, which are ſoft and tender. 

[ have ſeen ſometimes in the Wars a Souldier {bot ſcarce to the Peritonguy, 
yet the Contuſion hath been fo great, that the Peritoneum hath come off y 
Digeſtion : In which caſe the' Bowels commonly ſuffer under ſevere Colicks, 
and there ariſeth Difficulty of breathing, e*c. 

[f the Bullet penetrates through the Peritoneum, thoughno farther, yet the 
Contuſion makes foul work, and requires ſpeedy relief. Burt it hath wounded 
the intermvl /iſcera, then you muſt conſider what the Parts are that are woun- 
ded, whether the Liver, Stomach, or which of the Inteſtines 3 which you may 
apprehend from the Site of the Part, and the Accidents accompanying ſuch 
Wounds, alſo by the proper Symptoms of each Part. 

According toCelſus, Lib. 5. Cap. 26. the Liver being hurt, there followeth 
an Efftuſion of groſs blood : If the Porta or Vena cava be hurt, the right 
Hypochondrium is opprelt : If the Artery be wounded, the blood is florid, and 
burſts impetuouſly forth, and the Patient expires with it. But if the Stomach 
be hurt, Singultus or Hiccough follows, with Vomitting and Navſea, and the 
Patients Suſtenance comes out of his Wound with the Chyle, and cold Sweat 
ſhew hislanguiſhing condition. IE. the leſſer [nteſtines be wounded, he willbe 
troubled with poraceous Vomiting, and what heeats or drinks will paſs out 
of his Wound 1n leſs than half an hour; and (o it will continue todo as long 
as he lives. If thegreat Inteſtinesbe wounded, the Excrements and filthy Smell 
will demonſtrate it. If the Wound be on the left Hypochondrium under the 
Short ribs, you may concludethe Spleen wounded ; the blood which floweth 
forth is black ; there is allo a ae way and Difficulty of breath. If the Kid- 
ney be hurt, the Wound is in the Region of the Loyns, near the Vertebra un- 
der the Diaphragma. The more certain (1gnthereof is from the Pains reaching 
to the Groins and Teſticles, with difficulty of Urine: And-that Urine which 
he voids is either mixt with Blood, or elſe pure Blood. If the Ureters be woun- 
ded, the Urine comes out at the Wound. If the Bladder be wounded, that 
part of the Belly is tenſe, he hath great pain in \his Groin and his Urine is 
diſcharged by the Wound; the Stomach ſuffers by conſent, and the Part woun- 
ded demonſtrates it. If the Womb be wounded, the Groins and Coxe are 
afflicted with the Pain, and the blood not only flows by the Wound, but per 
Vuluame; they are troubled in Mind, and have other ſhrewd Symptomsof Death. 

For what concerns the Preſage of theſe Gun-ſhot Wounds, if they be one- 
lyin the Region of the Belly, they are not without peril, eſpecially if the 
middle, where the Linea alba is: But it they penetrate, there is great haz- 
zard, for theſe Parts fo ſhattered ſeldome recover. What we have ſometime 
fince ſeen, of a man diſcharging his Excrements out of the Color on the left 
Side, and heard of other like Wounds of the Stomach, are rather Miraclesthan 
the work of the Chirurgeon. | But they were happy that were inſtrumental in 
thoſe Cures. If Celſus in his time determined thoſe VVounds mortal made 
by cutting VVeaponsz how much more muſt they be ſuch that are made in 


our age by Gun-ſhot ? Yet Nature, as one faith in his Vaulneribus, ſepe miraculs 
facere 
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ore ſolet, is often as merciful and miraculous in the Cure, as the Blow was 
cruel. 

In order to the Cure, you muſt begin with the ExtraQtion of the Bullet, Cure. 
leſt it fink 1nto the moſt inward Parts, and there atfli& the Vi{cers ; as alſo 
of the Rags carried in with it, leſt they beget PutrefaRtion. That done, you 
muſt reduce the Inteſtines and Ozvertum, leſt they inflate and corrupt. Aﬀer 
the Extraction of the extraneous bodies, you,muſt baſten Digeſtion, and mi- 
tigate the Inflammation. 

The Inteftines and Owentum are diſpoſed to-Reduttion by watm diſcutient 
Fomentations : But if there be not an Opening wide enough, you muſt en- 
large the Wound. If the Omentum be corrupted, make a Ligature below that 
corrupt part, and cut it off, leaving the end of the Ligature hanging out, 
till it ſhall be caſt off by Digeſtion. 

If there be Hemorrhagia, you muſt inject ſuch Medicaments as have a re- 
frigerant and aſtringent quality : And thoſe may be, «q. #rtic. plantag. ſpermat. 
renar. or Red wine, cx. ſyr. de rof. ſicc. with pulv. bol. Armen. terr. ſigill. ſang. 
dracon. aloes, thuris. Make a Mixture of ſome of the ſame Powdets with a 
new-laid Egg, of. maſtich. & Iumbricor. and apply it upon a Tent faſtened to 
a Thread, as is before deſcribed, then ſpread the reſt upon a Stupe, and lay it 
over all, But if therebe no Flux of blood, digeſt as faſt as you can. 

In order ro the Cure, Fallopizs hath recommended to our uſe this follow- On 
ng, by the uſe whereof he cured Wounds of the Stomach and Inteſtines. and Gus. 
& fol. piloſelle, plantag. rad. tormentill. conſolid. maj. flor. byperici : decoCt theſe 
in Red wine 3 (train it out, and add to the ſaid Liquour warne, thuris, ol. ma- 
flich. —w_ abiet. terebinth. Cyprie croci & verm. terreſt. an. q. ſ. fiat Saxcoti- 
cu 


In all theſe Wounds of the. Belly I have uſed ſuch like Medicaments as I 
have offered unto you, and applied to the Wound it ſelf Digeſtives, as in Simple 
Gun-ſhot, and endeavoured b- good Fomentations, Embrocations and Cata- 

to preſerve the natural warmth of the Part. 

In Wounds of the Kidneys, you muſt inje&t ſuch Medicaments as have an wounds of 
abſterfive and drying quality 3 as rad conſolid. irid. ariftoloch. rot. allo myrtill. the Kidneys, 
rand, equin. plantag. balauſt. Decott theſe in ag. chalybeat, adding afterwards 
ſome Red wine and fr. de rof. ficc. thereto. Then dreſs up the Wound witha 

igeſtive ex terebinth cum integr. ovo. with a little terra ſegill, thus and Maſtich, 
2nd embrocate with ol. hyperict ; applying expl. diachalcith. malaxt with of. ro. 
or a Cataplaſm. ex far. hord. fabar. & orobi decotted in Oxymel, and made up 
with a new-laid Egg and ol. ro. 

If the Liver or Spleen be wounded, there will be a great Flux of blood wounds of 
in which caſe I offer this to you : Re plantag. pentaphyll. polygon. mallefol. meyrtill, ——— 
roſ. rubr. decott theſe in chalybeat Water. You ay uſe it as an InjeQtion, > ©* 
with an addition of fr. de roſ. ffcc. or you may add to it pulv. thuris, ſang. 
dracon. bol. Armen, acacia, and (0 it may beapplyed as a Liniment upon Tents 
or Pledgits. 

Thus you are to dreſs all the Wounds in the particular Parts of the Belly. 

The Wounds of the Womb are accounted deadly, the very leaſt of them, 
and fo are all the aboveſaid made by Gun-ſhot; yet you are to proceed in the 
univerſal Regiment, and with Clyſters, Bleeding, and good Vulneraries, en- 


deavour to diſpoſe the Parts to Sanity.

Of Gun-ſhot Wounds in the Thorax. 


Mongſt the principal Parts which are ſubje& to Gun-ſhot, the middle 
Venter or Thorax 1s reckoned, with the Parts contained 1n it, vis, the 
Heart, Lungs, great Artery and Veſlcl, with the Mediaſtinum, 

Theſe wounds are diſtinguiſhed as thoſe of the inferiour Vexter. Sometimey 
the VVounds are only of the external Parts, without penetrating into the 
Breaſt; othertimes they penetrate through the Ribs and Plzwra: In which latter 
caſe the principal Viſcers are wounded, or not wounded, 

If the VVound donot penetrate into the Cavity of the Breaſt, but is only 
in the Muſculousfleſh, it muſt be cured as VVounds in the Fleſhy parts. If 
there be a Fracture with it, it muſt be treated as a VVound with Fracture, ta- 
king care to extra the broken Bones, leſt they prick the Plexra, and cauſe 
Inflammation. 

But if the Bullet hath penetrated deep into the Cavity, it may bediſcerned 
by the paſling forth of the air with noiſe : There will alſo follow a Flux of 
blood by the VVound, or Mouth, or by both; unleſs theblood fall down up- 
on the Diaphragma ; and then the Difficulty of breathing and ſuch like Sym- 
ptoms will demonſtrate its Penetration. And if the Lungs be wounded, there 
will be a Cough, with Difficulty of breathing, and frequent Sighing : if there 
be an effuſion of blood, it will, accordingly as it is much or little, flow forth 
of the VVound, or be cought up, ſometimes both : The Patient will incline 
to lie much upon the VVound. If the Heart be hurt, the blood floweth im- 
petuouſly, and is reeking hot, their Spirits ſink, and cold Sweats bedewing 
their Face foreſhew their approaching Death. 

The wounded Diaphragmais accompanied with Difficulty of breathing, al- 
ſo a Hoarſneſs, with great Pain about the falſe Ribs 3 the Diaphragmais drawn 
upward, and the Spine is affeGted. 

If the great Vein or Artery be hurt, a terrible Flux of blood follows. If it 
flow from the right Side, the Cava is burt 3 but if from the left Side, we 
ſuppoſe it the Artery. You will diſcover it by its Saltation and florid colour, 
If the Porta be wounded, the Patient dies at the inſtant 5 and fo he doth of 
all the reſt. If the Spinalis medulla be wounded, the Nerves are reſol- 
ved, and a Palfie follows, but more immediately in the Part under the 
VVound. 

Almoſt all theſe VVounds made by Gun-ſhot are mortal ; but it is not 
conſiſtent with Religion or Humanity, to leave ſuch people without help: 
For ſometimes we- haply proloog the life of ſome of them, and now and 
then cure one, h 

I ſhall therefore proceed to deliver you what concerns their Cure, both as to 
the internal Remedies given by the Mouth, and to thoſe which relate exter- 
nally to the V Vounds.

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In the firſt place, you muſt make Extraction of the Bullets and other extra- 
neous bodies, Shivers of Bones, &*c. to give way for the diſcharge of Blood 
and Matter contained inthe Cavity of the Thorax : then dreſs the Wound with 
2 Tent dipt in this or ſuch like 3 Rc bo/, Armer. corn. cerv. uſt. ol. roſ. &- ſambuc; 

win. volatil. cum 000 integr, Miſc. Spread a compreſs with ſome of the ſame, and 
zpply it over the Wound. If the blood ſtop not by this Drefling, letblood in 
the Arm, and repeat it as often as you ſce cauſe; applying fone of the Aſtrin- 
gents ſet down in the preceding Chapters. Or you may inje&t ſonie aſtrin- 
gent Decotions, which is otherwiſe than was adviſed in Wounds made by 
Punture : For in Gun-ſhot Wounds the Qrifice is wide enough for the InjeRi- 
on to return out again, inſomuch that not only the aſtriftive Intentions oaghe 
to be purſued, but alſo the deterfives here being loſs of Subſtance. Therefore in 
caſe of Bleeding you may injed a Decoction of fol. plantag. ulmi, urtice, vince 
pervince, rof. rubr. fol. myrtill. in aq. gereh. querc. adding alittle bol. Arwer. and fr. 
de ſymphyt. Or for preſent occaſion uſe Red wine, it being excellently good in 
ſuch bleeding V Vounids, either given inwardly by the Mouth, or caft it by a 
Syringe. Having thus ſtopt the blood, you are to digeſt the VVound with 
ſuch like : Re terebinth, lot. in deco@. hord. ij. pulv. thurts, myrrhe, an. Dij. ſea. 
fenugy. pulv. 5j. ol. byperici q. ſ. Atm ſhort Tents with ſome of itz then ap- 
ply over it a Pledgit with ſome of the ſame, or with fuch Suppuratives as iff 
Simple Gun-ſhot V Vounds are preſcribed, and embrocate the Breaſt and Parts 
tbout with a Mixture of of. awygdal. dulc. lawbric. and anywemt. dialcha4, apply- 
ing over all an e-pl. diachyl. ſimpl, malaxed infome of the fante. pus > ron 
you will find it neceflary to deterge and incarn. It is not material whether the 
Deterſion be made by Injetion or Unguent, thete may be nfe for 'both 3 ro 
which purpoſe I have ſet you down both ſorts, and ſhall begin with an In- 
xtion, as ſuppoſing the matter may thereby be diſpoſed to diſcharge by the 
VVound. The milder may be a DecoQtion of piloſela with el. roſ/1f ſtronger 
be needed, Rc extraF. ſeord. diſſolved in vine alboz or, Kc fol. piloſelle caud. 
nin. plamag. rormentill. conſolid. atiſtoloch. rot. rad. iridis, & ſarcocoll. boil 
theſe 7»: aq. fort. adding VVine thereto with el. £4 q- /- The Unguent may 
be this following Mundificative : Rc terebinth. ij. farin bord. cribrat. 5. 
thuris, ſarcocoll. rad. iridis, an 3iij. mellis rof. Fiz. Miſe. S. A. and dreſs the 
VVounds in the Fleſhby parts with the ſame. The VVound deterged, incarn 
and cicatrize as is- ſaid in other VVounds 3 but keep a Carnula in it until 
it ceaſe to run. Celſas propoſes, that in all theſe internal VVounds the ex- 
ternal Parts be velicated, to make more powerful Revulfion from within : 
And the Medicament he propoſes theret0 is Seal bene contritns | cum cera- 
lo mixtus, quia leviter cutim erodit, ebque impetiom materiz quo phlmo vexatur 
ewocat. This his propoſal may be proper in VVounds made by ſharp VVea- 
pons, as by Arrows, ec. But herein theſe VVounds there is vexation enough 
outwardly to make a Revulfion, if that ſignified any thing. In the dreſſing theſe 
you muſt be careful co cut off the Slooghs withour, leſt from then a ſtinking 
Glee diſtit upon the Viſcers within. In order to the Cure, Clyſters ire alſo 
required, to keep the Body open: And the more remperatePeforal DecoQt- 
00s are here proper, fil as that in the Londen Diſpenſatory. To them ty 
be added (yr. violar. de cichor. de liquiritia,- jujub. tapiM. vew. de fjityyhyto, 
and fuch Lohochs as may take off the harfhnes in the Apers arteria: Their 
Diet ought tobe (lender, and their Drink : Medicated Ale of Hydromel wherein 
PeRorals have' been decofted are proper inall theſe VVounds z (6 are alſo E- 
mulfions : And after the Fever and ſuch like Accidents arediminifhed, Aſſes and 
Goats milk may be neceflary 3 yea a Diet of Cows milk alone, or mixed with 
diſtilled Milks, and ſweetned A ns of Roſes. But this wilf - 
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work for the Phyſician, when they come aſhoar. Many Inſtances may be 
given of Gun-ſhot in the Breaſt: But few do recover that are ſhot into the 
Lungs. 

obſervation. At the Battel of Worceſter there was one brought to us ſhot with a Mugket- 
bullet through one fide of the Stermon, which paſſed out between two of the 
Ribs on the other (ide, without any viſible Symptom of danger. We dreſſed 
the Wounds with a Digeſtive dipt in ol. Iumbric.. warm, and kept the Jower 
Orifice between the Ribs open for diſcharge of the Matter, it being the depen. 
ding Orifice. He was let blood, and preſcribed PeCtorals, &c. as occaſion of. 
fered. His Wound digeſted, and was afterwards deterged with eel roſar. &c. 
After our Defeat he was dreſſed by Will. Clarke, now of Bridgenorth; ang, 
as I have been fince informed by him, was concealed by ſome Houſekeeper un- 
til he madehis eſcape. 

Obſervation. From the Defeat of the Scotiſh Army near Dunbar there came many of the 
wounded to Saint Jobrſtons, and amongſt them there were ſeveral wounded 
into the Breaſt. They who were ſo ſhot as to have the Ribs broken, were in 
extream Pain from the Shivers : VVhereas the reſt whoſe Bones were not hurt 
had ſcarce any Pain at all, but what proceeded from difficulty of breathing ; 
they all coughing up a ſtinking Sazies both before and after the ſeparation of 

*theSloughs. One of them cought a very great proportion daily of thin Mat. 
ter, of a brown colour and rank ſmell. None but this died under my hands; 
the reſt after ſome while retiring totheir homes, where (as I have often heard 
them ſay) their Leeches performed great Cures, by virtue of ſome Plants 
which they gave internally, and which with Fats they made Balſams of. Yet 
I believethis man died tabid. 


Cuyape. IX. 


Of Symptoms of Gun-ſhot, (omitted in the 
Fourth Chapter.) 


- 


HE Symptoms attending Gun-ſhot are Pain, Phlegwon Eryſipelas, Fe- 
ver, Delirium, Syncope, Gangrene, Convulfion, and Palfie. The Pain 
occaſions Inflammation, whether it be Phlegwon or Eryſipelas, of both which 
I have elſewhere purpoſely treated. But that of Gangrene I thought fit ſhould 
accompany Gun-ſhot, they of all Wounds being ſubje& to it. The Fe- 
ver is ſymptomatical, ſo is the Delirinm, and will go off with the Pain 5 but 
may, with the forementioned Inflammations, be relieved by Bleeding and 
lement Purgatives, ſuch as I have mentioned. And to fortifie the Spirits a- 
gainſt Fainting, which proceeds from putrid Vapours affe&ing the Heart, there 
are Cordials and Epithemata already preſcribed, So that there remains only 
Conyulſion and Pallie to be here treated of. j 
of- 
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nal, by which Contraction the Member is alſo drawn up 3 and it is faid to be 
cauſed by Repletion and Inanition. In this our caſe it ariſeth from putrid 
Vapours, or acrid Matter offending the Nerves, which is often. found in 
theſe Wounds, The Part atfeCted 1s the Brain, which being thus provoked 
cauſeth an involuntary Contraction and Rigidity in Parts diſmembted, as 
near the Knee or Shoulder, There the ContraCtion cannot be diſcerned but 
by a Trembling, which Trembling is uſually attended by a Convulſion of 
the Joints. It likewiſe follows upon great Inflammation, eſpecially in the 
Nervous parts. The Prognoſtick here 1s always fatal, a Convulfion upon a 
Wound being the forerunner of death. 


In the Wars | was called to ſee a poor Souldier, who had his Arm ſhot ojervions 


off near the Shoulder. The bruiſed and ſhattered Stump ſeemed to his Chi- 
rurgeon to be gangrened, and accordingly he dreſt him with AEgyptiac. as a 
Gangrene: From which (harpdrefſings the Wound gleeted, and, by reaſon 
of the Pain, inflamed. He had roared ſome days through the vehemency of 
that Pain. When 1 came to him, 1 ſaw a great Trembling of the Part, and a 


- frequent twitching upwards of the Tendons and Muſculous fleſh in the 


Stump 3. alſo the Fleſh in the whole Stump was of a whitiſh colour, as if it had 
been ſcalded. I dreſt him up with Anodynes, as Liniment. Arcei cum vitell. 
ovi, and fomented the Part with fol. maluar. violar. thapſ. barbat. decotted in 
Milk, embrocating it cx ol. lumbric. & ex ped. bovinis, and applied empl. dia- 
palme cum ſuccis over allz then anointed the Parts about, as the Neck and 
Spine, with »»guent. nervin. I alſo bliſtered the Legs and Thighs: But it was 
too late, he died howling. 


Paralyſis is generally defined, A privation of ſenſe or motion, or both, in puke, 


ſome Part or Parts, and affets the Brain and Spinalis medullz. But in Palſics 
which ariſe from Wounds the Parts immediately affe&ted are the Nerves of 
that placeonly. This doth not take away the life of the Patient, though it 
may ſometimes threaten a Mortification through defe& of natural heat in 
the Member. 


In a Sea-fight an Jriſþ Mariner having diſcharged his Gun, which was obſervation. 


hony-combed, and loading it ſuddenly again, whilſt he was ramming in a 
Cartridge, the Powder took fire, and ſhot the Rammer out of his hand, 
tearing the Palm of his hand, alſo ſome of his Thumb and Fingers. The 

Wound was not conſiderable, but the force of the Blow extinguiſhed both * 
ſenſe and motion of the Member. I dreſt him up with our common Suppu- 
rative, (of which at ſuch times we RE quantity ready,) and applied 
over all a common Reſtrictive, ſo rowled it up, there being then*no time 
for Bleeding him. But after the Fight I let him blood, and a day or two after 
purged him, then fomented and embrocated the Member with of. lumbric. 
cham. anethi, lilior. unguent. nervin. and .ſuch like, and did all that we Chi- 
rurgeons of the Squadron thought fitting but without ſucceſs. One night 
after he was cured of his Wound, lying aſleep in his Hammock, he was 
wakened by the wet he felt upon his Breaſt and Belly 3 and getting up to a 
Candle, he found the Drefling upon his Hand all bloody, as alſo the place 
whereon it lay. I being called took oft his greazy Dreſſings, and found 
the Palm of his hand and Fingers gnawed by Rats. They had eaten through 
the oiled Cloths, and had gnawed his Hand more, it he had not wakened by 
the trickling of his blood. I dreſt his Wounds with Digeſtives to haſten Sup- 
puration, ſuppoſing the diſcharge of Matter might contribute to his Recove- 
ry. Aﬀer Ihad cured them, I made him a Fontanel in that Arm, and ba- 
thed the Member frequently, alſo cupped and ſcarified itz and — 

appli 


Convulſion is, An involuntary Contraftion of the Nerves to their origi- Conyulfion. 
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applied Plaiſters of Pitch, to ſtir up a heat in aMember. He was a young 
man, and otherwiſe of a ſtrong Conſtitution, and was not over-folicitous to 
have it cured, as deſigning to make ſome profit by it. To which purpoſe 
he took an-opportunity of landing, and haſtened away to Madrid : VVhere 
having gotten ſome reward for his ſervice, he returned to the Navy, and had 
more uſe of his Arm. 

Paralyſis doth often happen in great Contuſions and Luxations 3 of which 
more ellewhere.

To the Reader. 


Aving thus finiſhed the Treatiſe of Wounds, I conſidered with my ſelf 

that my Deſign was to help the Sea-Chirurgeons, who ſeldome trouble 

their Cabbins with many Books. 1 therefore thought it convenient to 
make this as comprehenſive for their uſe as I could, by compriſing in it all thoſe 
things which may eaſily be foreſeen to be oy uſe to them in other caſes beſides 
Wounds, We know by our experience, that Burning by Gun-powder and other ma- 
terials do too frequently happen at Sea; and alſo, by ill Dreſſings of Wounds, Gan- 
grenes axd Filtulz ariſe, and that much the ſooner, if broken Bones, ny 
thoſe with Wounds, be not well brought together, and ſo held, All which matter 
we occaſionally handled in the foregoing Work : Tet not ſo much, but that, for their 
farther InſtruTion, I thought it requiſite to anticipate ſomething of other Diſ- 
courſes which I intend for the Preſs, by the following Appendix 3 which if well 
peruſed, may perfei# the Chirurgeon in what remains to be known concerning 


Wounds, and ſave bim the labour of reading many Authors,

De Ambuſtis , or , Of Burns with Gun- 
powder, &c. \ 


Oraſmuch as it often happens, that in cloſe Fights at Sea men are ſome- 
times burnt by Gun-powder by their Enemies, and by various Accidents 
amongſt themſelves ; I ſhall therefore deliver to you the moſt plain way of 
curing them. For, however people cry, It's nothing to cure a Burn : Yet 
by what Ihaveſecnof theſe Cures from Country or City, they are often very 
ill performed. VVhether they are burnt by Gun-powder or any other way, 
their Cure is much alike, they only differing ſecundum magis &- minus. On- 
ly if they be burnt with Gun-powder, they muſt pick out the Powder firſt ; 
elſe they will carry the ſame blew Mark, if it be in their Faces, which ſome 
people uſe to do in their Hands and Arms, which I have often been imployed 
to take out, when done ———_—— their youth 3 but could never remove 
them otherwiſe than by taking off the Skin. 

If the Burn be ſuperficial, it raiſeth the Cuticu/a up in Bliſters : If it go 
deeper into theSkin, it cauſes an Eſchar : IF it burn deeper into the Fleſh, the 
force | the fire makes a hard Cruſt with a ContraQtion. In all theſe the Pain 
isexceſlive. 

Once as [ was drefling a gangrened with warm Spirits of terebinth. &c. 
Mr. Arris and Mr. Hofer | 1 cmmrdng._ þ others being cloſe about me, and 
I upon my Knees, the Candle being toonear the hot Spirits, catcht the flame, 
whe 7 burnt my Thumb and Fingers before I could get free from thoſe behind 
me to throw it into the Chimney, which was ſome diſtance off I felt much 
more Pain for the while in the ſuperficial Scalding, than where it was burnt 
to an Eſchar, 

The Indications of Cure are of two kinds : viz. either by Refrigerants to 
bath or anoint the Part, until the Heat be off, and the Eſchar ſeparated, 
and then to digeſt and cicatrizez or by calefative Medicaments to rela 
the Skin, and reÞlve and diſſipate it, which by accident will afſwage the heat 
and Burning, The Refrigerants are, aq. ſolani, plantag. byoſcyam. lac ebuty- 
ratum; and all the cooling Juices and Unguents, as »ngent. albure, nutritum, 
populnenm, roſat. &c. Theſe muſt be uſed warm, until the Heat and Pain 
ceaſe, or the fire be taken out, (as the common _ is; ) elfe they will 
rather cauſe Pain. Hot Medicaments affwage the fiery Heat and Pain by Rare- 
fation. Which in the firſt place may be done by the holding aburning hot Iron 
or Fire to the Part : So whilſt the Fire calls forth that Fire «t no it be- 


' comes its Alexiterium. But the common remedy is, to apply Salt and an 


Onion beaten together. But this is not to be done after the Bliſters areriſen, nor 
by any means where the Part is raw; forſo you will exafperate the Pain, and 
tncreaſe the Inflammation. There are many other things do extinguiſh the 
Fire. Fimus equinus doth it, fried in ol. nucum, nuve immature, ſambucus, 


and ebulys in oleo cofF, calx vivaextind. & cum unguent. roſaceo mixta ad conſiſt, 
wn. 
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ynouenti, Theſe are to be renewed often, until the Pain and Heat be © 
which they in few days eftcCt. If theſe Applications do not prevent the :1- 
fing of Veſiculz, you mult cut them as they ariſe, leſt by their eroſion they 
make hollow Ulcers, and inflame with ſharp Pains, Fever, exc. But where 
they are burnt to a Cruſt or Eſchar, you muſt haſten its fall with Emollients, 
then digelt, incarn, and cicatrize. 


Here is required Bleeding and Evacuation by Lenients: but if there be Caco- Eegimen: in 


chymia, you muſt purge more powerfully. A ſpare Diet is requiſite, with all © 
other Regulation proportionably according as the Burn is greater or leſs. I (hall 
give you for your farther information two remarkable Inſtances of Burns: the 
firſt in the Wars, occaſioned by Accident thus. 


Souldier in the time of ſervice being in the Fort-Royal at Worceſter, r. obſerva:. 
haſtily fetched bis Bonnet full of Gun-powder 3 and whileſt he. was fil- 9 ming 
ling bis Bandeliers, another Souldier careleſly beſtrides it, to make a Shot at poger. 


one of the Enemies which he ſaw lying perdue. In firing his Mucket, a 
ſpark flew out of the Pan, and gave fire to the Powder underneath him, and 
grievouſly burned the Hands, Arms, Breaſt, Neck and Face of him that was 
filling his Bandeliers. And as to himſelf, he likewiſe was burned and ſcor- 
ched inall the upper part of his Thighs, Scrotum, the Muſcles of the Abdomer, 
and the Coats of the Teſticles to the Erythrozdes, fo that the Cremaſters were 
viſible. And indeed it was to be feared, that, when the Eſchar ſhould caſt 
off from his Belly, his Bowells would have tumbled out. We dreſled the 
ſeveral Parts of them both with el ſaponis, and embrocated the Parts about 
curs 01. roſ, & albumine ovor. beat together, and let them blood. I did not ſee 
the iſſue : but WJ. Clarke who was then one of my Servants, and afliſted me 
in the dreſſing them, ſtaid there, and attended their Cure, after the Defeat of 
our Army. And he lately told me, he cured the latter of theſe with unguert. 
tutie, &c. and the former made his Eſcape out of Town. 


A young Gentleman of about ten years of age,boarded at a School a few miles 2 obſerver. 


off, the Evening before the fifth of November having filled his right Pocker full 


of Squibs and Crackers, threw one of them into the Chimney among(t the Em- powder. 


bers, It took fire : but whether it {catered the Fire, and ſome ſpark of that flew 
into his Pocket, or whether it was the Cracker,but thoſe in his Pocket took fire 
alſo, and his Cloaths burnt. At the ſight whereof his little Chamber-fellow ran 
out for help. In his abſence a little Boy from ſome other Apartment took the 
alarm, came in, and ſeeing his School-fellow in a flame, catched up a Bafon 
of water, and threw it upon him; then ran away for help. Others came in 
and reſcued him out of his burnt Cloaths. A neighbouring Chirurgeon was 
ſent for, who dreſſed him. The next -day they brought the Patient to Town, 
I found him burnt into the Fleſh, from a hand's breadth below that Arm-pit 
down that Side, with part of his Belly, and from thence it ſpred down to 
the Os ileon and Glutews, and along the Thigh almoſt to the Knee. And by 
endeavouring to free his Pockets of the Crackers, he allo burnt his Hand 
from the Fingers ends along the infide of his Arm to his Elbow-joynt. The 
Parts which were burnt to an Eſchar I anointed with rel cam ſucco cepar. &- 
pulp. iridis mixt, and fomented the Parts about with a Decoction of hyoſcyare. 
maluar. ſolar. violar. ſent. cydon. pſyii, adding to it a third part of lac ebuty- 
ratum1, and embrocated the other Parts with unguent. firamon. He ſhould 
have been let blood, but would not. Clyſters were admitted, and Pearl-Ju- 
leps and Ptifans preſcribed, his Fever being very great by reaſon of the Pain. 
As the Bliſters aroſe, we ſnipt them. Thoſe which were raw I dreſt with fine 
Lawn dipt in the foreſaid Decoftion;z and with a Feather dipt in wnguert. de 
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ramon, mixt with ol. amygd. dulc. anointed the Lawns : by which means thoſs 
places which were ſuperficially burned healed. As the Parts deeper burne 
threw off their Eſchars, I digeſted them with the Yolk of an egg and a little 
terebinth. lot. in aq. ſolani, adding ſome farin. hord. finely ſearſed cum ol. amyg- 
dal. dulc. Upon others I applied »nguent. diapomphol. and anointed the fretted 
edges with unguent. de ſfiramon. To others | uſed wnguent. album camph. mixed 
cum albumtine ovi. Thus each Part required to be particularly confidered, and 
ſpecial care was taken that no Matter ſhould be any where pent in. In theſe 
large Burnings there are required variety of Intentions at one and the ſame 
times. Some require Anodynes, others Detergents and Digeſtion , others 
Deficcants. Some of the Parts require to be dreſt twice aday 3 others but 
once. Some of them I dreſt with this Unguent : Re of. ſawbuc. thj. cere Zijj, 
litharg. anr. ij. ceruſſe Fj. calcis lot. 3vz. thuris &- ſarcocolle an. 3iij. fiat Onguen- 
tur $. 4,- Upon ſome of theſe Lawns [ laid afterwards Pledgits dipt in a Soly- 
tion of troch. alb. Rhaſ, made in a DecoCtion equiſeti, roſ. rub. & ſummit. ryhi, 
to cicatrize them. Thus I happily cicatrized this young Gentleman's Ulcery 
even and ſmooth without the leaſt Inequality, nothing remaining but the red 
colour to make it diſcernable. | 

And I muſt tell you, in theſe great Ulcers it will require your care that no 
Hyperſarcoſis grow upon them, tor thereby the Cicatrices will be deformed. 
I have had ſome Perſons of good quality come to me fo deformed with theſe, 
that they have ſuſpeRed them to be Wenny 3 and where they have happened 
upon Womens Breaſts , they have ſuppoſed them Cancerous. In others, 
from ill Chirurgery, the looſe Fleſh hath grown fo high and callous, that one 
of them who came into my hands required to be burnt again in order to his 
Cure. In the Face there is a ſpecial care to be had, as alſo in the Neck and 
Breaſts of the Female Sex. A great care muſt be had likewiſe of the Eyes, that 
they be not daubed with greazy Medicaments, and that the Lids be not dreſt 
with too drying ones, leſt they contra and make a Blearedneſs. In the Cure 
of the Eyes you may uſe Pigeons blood, Breaſt-milk, aq. ſolani, plantag. roſ. 
poma, ſem. cydon. ſenugr. troch. alb. Rhaſ. tutia, lap. calam. thws, ſarcocol, waſht 
or not waſht. I have ſeen the Ears for want of care adhering to the Scalp, 
alſo the Fingers to one another, and in others cloſe contracted to the Palm 
with hard (as. In that caſe of the Ear, I divided the Cas by Inciſion, and 
applied ſoft bits of Linen dipt in aq. ſpermat. ranar. between the Scalp and lower 
part of it, which was rumpled up. Afterwards | rubbed the unequal Calls 
with the Cauſtick-ſtone 3 and as the Eſchars ſeparated, I cicatrized them with 
the Vitriol-ſtone,u»guent. deſiccat. rub. &c. and left the Part in its natural ſhape. 
Where the Fingers have been all grown to one another almoſt to the middle 
Joynts, I have ſeparated them by Sciſſors and Knife, and afterwards by the 
Cauſtick-ſtone rubbed the Cicatrices off, and healed them ſmooth. 

A Boy came out of the Country with all the Fingers of his right Hand cloſe 
contracted. I cut the Cicatrix of each Finger, and cauſed a Rowl of wood to 
be placed under his crooked Fingers, which being carried with Bars to the in- 
ward part of his Wriſt, and faſtned by Screws, thruſt the Rowl gradually for- 
ward, till it had born all the Fingers before it, and by a compleat Extenſion 
reſtored them to their former liberty. The Wriſts and other Joynts would 
be ſubject to the ſame inconveniences, if they were not prevented by the know- 
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Crap. II. 


Of Gangrene and Sphacelus. 


HE moſt cruel Symptoms that attend Gun-ſhot and great contuſed 
Wounds are Gangrena and Sphacelus. 


Gangrene is a tendency to Mortification : it invades the ſofter Parts, as Definition. 


the Skin, Fleſh, ec. and is the beginning of a Sphacelas. 
Sphacelus is a perfe& Mortification, with the extinQion of the native Heat 
and privation of Senſe, not only in the Skin, Fleſh, Nerve, Artery,®Þuet the 


very Bones. Vi 
They differ from one another, as the Mortification is more or lels. 


The (uſer of Gangrene are various, viz. whatſoever deſtroyeth the natural <& 


Heat : as Interception of the motion of the blood by over-ſtrict Bandage in 
Wounds and Ampufations, want of timely extraQing of extraneous bodies 
in Gun-ſhot, ec. from whence Paga and Fluxion do ariſe 3 fo exceſs of Cold 
in hard Winters, alſo in Old age, and the like. A Gangrene doth ariſe alſo 
ia Phlegmons,. through the unſeaſonable application of over-cold Medica- 
ments; or for want of timely Digeſtion ; or by exceſs of Heat, ſuch as be- 
cometh cauſtical, as we find in Carbuncles and all Eſchars. But that which 
moſt of all contributes to it is the Degeneration of Humours in unſound Bodies: 
in ſome of which not only all great Operations, but even the application of a 
Cauſtick, cutting a Corn, or pairing a Nail of a Toe to the quick, will endan- 
ger Mortification. Some | have ſeen (you may call them  Scorbutical perſons 
if you pleaſe) who upon the appearance only of a ſmall black on the 
Foot without Tumour, have ſuffered a very quick unavoidable ification. 
But I would not have you therefore conclude every Scotbutical Spot a Gan- 
cg for this latter lies dry in the Skin without either Inflammation or 
ain. 
In one of the aboveſaid caſes, where the Gangrene was ſtopped by the ſpeedy 
aſiſtence of Art, an Apoplexy followed in few days after : of which more 
anon. 


The Signs of a Gangrene are, change of the natural colour in the Skin to a Signs. 


pale livid, with diminution of Tumour 3 Bliſters alſo ariſe,and the Part turneth 

lack ſoon after. In Wounds, the Lipsfſiok and are flaccid 3 a Gleet followeth, 
andthe Fleſh within withers; alſo the Pulſe and Senſe in the Part do both 
languiſh. 


A perſon having been ſhot in the Arm, and the Wound undigeſted, I being Obſervation. 


conſulted adviſed thelaying open of the Wound, and extraction of the Buller, 
Rags, &c. but was over-ruled by others, and it was deferred to farther conſi- 
deration. Two days after I viſited the Patient, and asked the Chirurgeon 
whether he had laid open the Wound, He replied, there was no need, for 
he could turn his finger in it, and pull out the Bullet and Rags, if it was ne- 
ceſſary. As I was going out of the houſe, I met the Phyſician, who inquiring 
of me the Patient's health, I replied that the Chirurgeon had unwittingly 
given me the certain ſign of his Death. For in magris wlneribus & pravis, ſt 


 Tumores non appareant, ingens malum, That was a great Wound, and not 
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being digeſted, ſhould have been accompanied with Fluxion and Inflamma- 
tion 3 the Lips ſhould have been full, the Orifice contratted : but on the con- 
trary; the Heat was decayed, the Lips were lank without ſenſe, and at that 
time Sphacelated. A day or two after he died, too certainly juſtifying my 
Prognoſtick. 

Sphacelws is diſtinguiſhed from a Gangrene by the total Corruption and 
Stink, it being alſo inſenfible bath of Knite and Fire. If a Gangrene proceed 
from Pain, the Tumour and preceding Inflammation will ſhew it, and the ſud. 
den ſinking of that Tumour is the beginning of the Gangrene: If the Gangrene 
be from Cold, the Part is firſt benummed, then accompanied with a pricki 
Pain, alfo a Redneſs, which by degrees turned black, and a Horrour and Ri 
gour ſeizeth upon the Patient. If it be from Interception of the Spirits by rea- 
ſon of over-ſtri&t Bandage, there is neither Fluxion nor Pain, but a Flaccidity 
joyned with an Inſenfibility in the Part. If it be from Old age, the Patient x 
lean, nagure viſibly decayed, his and other extremities are firſt ſeized, and 
the Part is moſt commonly without Tumour. | 

All Gangrenes are dangerous as thfeatening the Life of the Patient they 
affet. Thoſe that begin 1n the external Parts by reafon of Inflammarion are 
of leaſt danger, if the Habit of body be tolerably good, and the Mortification 
timely treated. Thoſe that ariſe deep within the Wound from Gun-ſhot or 
fratured Bones are extremely hazzardous, HP if they be in or near 
the Joynts, though the Habit of body b&good. 

Gangrenes ariſing from Parts abounding with too much Humidity are in 

reat danger, for thereby the natural Heat is ſoon overcome : for which rea- 
on Gangrenes in very fat and Hydropical bodies, eſpecially in the latter, are 
rarely extinguiſhed. So alſo thoſe ariſing from an internal cauſe are ex- 
ceedingly more dangerous than thoſe that ariſe from an accidental. Yet in 
all theſe there are ſome hopes of Cure. But in Sphacelxs there is no remedy, 
fave only by a ſpeedy ſeparation of the ſphacelated Part : for if any of it re- 
main, it ſoon creepeth & by the Nerves, ec. and infeteth the whole Mem» 
ber, andy accompanied with Watching, Raving, frequent Faintings, Con- 
vulfions, Hiccough, and cold Sweats 3 which foreſhew the Patient's approa- 
ching Death in the Treatiſe of Tzmonr-. 

In the Czre of Gangrehes, I ſhall begin my diſcourſe of that which arifeth 
from Pain with Flux of humours and Inflammation. Theſe moſt frequently 
attend great Contufions, Gun-ſhot Wounds, &*c. and by ſuffocating thenative 
Heat produce Mortification. In which caſes a cooling and ſlender Diet ought 
to be obſerved : the Humours abounding in the body muſt be evacuated by 
Bleeding and Purging : Revulſion ought alſo to be made to avert the Hu- 
mours from flowing to the diſeaſed . For the rational performing of 
which I refer you to the Chapter of a Phlegmor in the Treatiſe of Tamonr:. 

Cordials and Epithems are alſo neceſſary, to refiſt the PutrefaQtion, and 
ſtrengthen the Vitals, from what cauſe ſoever the Gangrene ariſeth. For 
your choice of which I refer you to the Chapter of a Carbuncle, which is ano- 
ther ſort of Gangrene. _s thus provided in general, we ſhall in the next 
place conſider the Part affe&ed, whether it be only a Tumour, or a Wound 
with a Tumour, &c. In which latter, if the Tumour and Inflammation have 
been very great, and it change colour ſuddenly, and fink, the Pain continui 


| you may conclude a Gangrene beginning. And if there be a Wound or Ab 


and that Wound, &c. grow more paintul, if the Fleſh alſo loſe its ruddinehs, 
and look pale and withered, and the Matter change to be thin and glecty, you 
may ſuſpect it corrupting : in which caſe it vill be neceſſary that you lcarifie 
to the quick, and make it bleed freely. By your Patient's ſenſible feeling, - 
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by the freſh trickling down of the blood, you may judge of the Mortification. 
But if the Gangrene have crept deeper, or aroſe from the bottom of the 
Wound, then fcarifie accordingly unto the fleſhy Parts : and if there be any 
Abſceſs lying under the Muſcles or Lips of the Wound or Ulcer, let it our. 
If in making ſuch Scarification you chance to cut ſome Veſſel, whereby a 
Flux of blood happeneth, have a care you choak not the Heat of the Part 
by crowding in Doflilkz for ſo the Mortification may be encreafed. To 
avoid which, I do rather adviſe the aQtual Cautery, for thereby you will not 
only ſtop the Bleeding, but dry up the PutrefaQtion. After the uſe of it, 
dreſs up the Wound as hath been adviſed in the Chapter of Burning, If in 
ſcarifying you prick a Nerve or Tendon, you will encreaſe the Gangrene. 
So you may do if by the aftual Cautery you burn them but in part, or if you 
apply ſharp Medicaments on them when newly hurt by Scarification. For 
we frequently ſee great Fhixion ariſe from little Diſturbances of the Nerves 
and Tendons. Therefore conſider well, and if ſuch lie in your way, you had 
better cut them off or burn them through, than fcratchor prick them. For the 
confirmation hereof, you may ſee ſome Inſtances in the Cure of Ulcers amongſt 
the Nerves and Tendons in the Treatiſe de Stramis. Whilſt I was writing this, 
| cut off. ſome of them in one Patient : they lying over the carious Bones would 
not admit of the coverture of a Pledgit without grievous Pain 3 but thoſe 
once divided, the Ulcer grew eaſy. But if you meet with none of theſe 
Accidents, then, after Scarification, cleanſe it of the clotted blood, by waſhing 
it with Brine, a ſtrong Lixivium of Wood-aſhes, or Tinture of Myrrh, &&+c. 
and fill up the Scarification with Merc. precipitat. troch. polyide, muſe, or with 
Dofſills dipt in of. garyophyl. terebinth. &c. aftually hot. Unguent. /Hgyptiac. 
is alſo hereto uſeful, whether it be that made by the Pharmacopeia Londinenſic, 
or by other Authours, with the addition of ſal Armoriac. nitr. theriac. camph. 
&c. The uſul Fomentation is a Lixiviam wherein have been boiled _ 
abſunth. cent anr. min. carduns benediF. ſcordinm, vincetoxic. rad. ariſtoloch. rot. 
rad. gentian. ſþir. vini, &c. or that of aq. calcis, with a Solution of Merc. 
ſublimat. or aq. lap. medicament. Cataplaſms are alſo of uſe ex far. hord. fabar. 
lupinor. lentium, piſor. Mithridat. &c. boiled in a Lixivinw, with an addition 
of Oxymel, ec. While theſe are are applied to the gangrened Part, a good 
Defenſative ſhould be laid upon the Joynt or Parts above 3 of which you may 
find choice in this Book. | 

In the dreſſing of theſe Mortifications, you ought to conſider well in the 
application of your Medicaments, that you do not in the extinguiſhing one 
Gangrene raiſe another, by the too long uſe of ſharp Medicaments. Therefore, 
when you ſhall feel the Ulcer warm, and find it ceaſe gleeting, it may be rea- 
ſonable to forbear the uſe of them, andto dreſs it up with warm Digeſtives, as 
unguent. baſilic. cum ol. terebinth. hot : and after Digeſtion deterge with mundif. 
ex dyio magiſt. or ſuch like, according as the Sloughs require z then proceed 
by Sarcoticks and Epuloticks, as in ſuch Ulcers hath l\bewed.

I ſhall give you one Inſtance here of dage- 


a fratured Leg ſet in the Country by one pretending to Bone-ſetting. It had 

been bound up with Splints. About the third day after, I g that way 

was deſired to ſee him. The FraQure was of both the Focills of t _— 

He had been in great pain from the time of the ſetting : it was extremely ſwel- 

led from the Knee to the Toes. I faw it was occaſoned by the too —_ 
1 
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Binding, I therefore looſened the Bandage, and took off the Splints, the ends 
of them ſticking in the Skin, as alſo did the two Ligatures which encompalied 
the Fracture. Many Bliſters were raiſed, not only about the Fracture, but 
alſo about the Foot ; ſome whereof were blew, and others of a dark red colour, 1 
ſcarified them, permitted them to bleed, and fomented the Member with Stupes 
wrung out of hot Milk : by which gave a tranſpiration to the Humours, then 
dreſſed the Gangrene-ſpots with wnguert. baſilic. hot, and applying an anodyne 
Cerote over all the Leg, laid it upon a foft Pillow, with Spleria of Cloaths 
under it; which I faſtened about the fractured Member ; and bringing the ſides 
of the Pillow cloſe to the Leg, it was ſupported with much eaſe : then I let 
the Patient blood. By this way of dreſſing, the blood circulated, the Pain 
accordingly diminiſhed, and ſo did the Swelling, and the gangrened Parts i. 
geſted off, and healed: by the application of unguent. diapompholyg. &c. After 
thediminution of theſe Accidents, the Leg was dreſled up cloſer, and the frac- 
tured Bones united together,according to the method ſet down in the Treatiſe 
of Fraftures ; where alſo you will find a Gangrene arifing from Fluxion occa- 
fioned by the Shivers of Bones, with the manner of its Cure. 

Of Gaogrenes ariſing from Gun-ſhot I have ſhewed you ſufficiently in the 
preceding Treatiſe, and in the Obſervations of Phlegmon have treated of 
thoſe riſing from Inflammation, to which I reter you ; and {hall now give 
you ſome ariſing from other Cauſes, and firſt from Fluxion. 

A Gentleman of a full Body having accidentally broken his Shin by a Fall, 
the Wound inflamed, and grew very painful. It not yielding to their Ap- 
plications, I was fetched, and ſaw the Heat decaying, and Bliſters rifing about 
the Lips of the Wound, alſo a thin Ichor dropping from the contuſed Fleſh, 
I cut out the bruiſed Fleſh, ſcarified the Wound, and dabbed it with o!. tere- 
binth. then fill'd it up with Pracipitate, and applied a»guert. baſil. warm 
with ſome of the ſaid Oil, and a Cataplaſm over all of wheaten Bread crums 
decocted in Brandy, with the addition of Saffron, Yolks of eggs, and mel 
communis ; then let him blood, preſcribed a Clyſter that afternoon, and laid 
him to bed with an Anodyne draught. The next day I came better provi- 
ded : but in taking off the Dreſlings, I ſaw the Wound dry, and felt it warm, 
and took notice of a ſmall Eſchar made by the former Application over it. The 
Ljps of the Wound inclined to a Digeſtion. I fomented it, and drefſled it up 
with anguent. baſtlic. cum ol. terebinth. and repeated the uſe of the Cataplaſ : 
by which Dreſſings the Wound digeſted, and the Parts about recovered their 
natural Heat, and he was cured by Deterſives, Sarcoticks, &*c. as a hollow 
Ulcer. 

A Woman came out of the Country to me with an Ulcer in her Leg. It 
had been of a long continuance, and by reaſon of her Journey it inflamedand 
ſwelled. When 1 faw it, the Heat: was decaying, and the Tumour was 
ſinking 3 Bliſters were riſen near the Lips, and the Skin' under ſome of them 
was ofa purple, and under others of a blew colour. The Ulcer it {elf being 
putrefied, I ſcarified it and the Parts about ſo far as I thought neceſlary, per- 
mitting them to bleed freely, and thruſt out the rotten Fleſh : then I fomented 
them with Brine, ſprinkled the Scarifications with Merc. precip. and dreſt up 
the Ulcer with Doflils dipt in a Solution of a»guent. /Egyptiac. in ſpir. vini, tO 
which I added ſome of the ſaid Przcipitate, and applied a Cataplaim of wedud. 


 panis tritic.. pulv. ſummit. abſinth. flor. centaur. rute, ſcord. chan, decoted 1 


Brandy-wine. After I had thus dreſt her, I let her blood, and diſpoſed her 

to reſt with a Cordial draught. Her Body was the next day made ſoluble by 
Clyſters; and afterwards by lenient Purgatives. W 

At the next dreſſing I was provided with a Fomentation and Cataplaſm, 3s 

is 
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is propoſed in the method of Cure. I ſcarified again the Lips and Parts about, 
and deſigned as much to the Ulcer : but in taking oft the Dreſlings, 1 felt it 
warm, and a kind of E(char made by the foreſaid Dreſſing. I therefore dreſt 
it with »»guezt. baſil. &+ ol. terebinth. hot, and applied the Cataplaſm over all. 
By theſe Applications the Ulcer and Parts about were reſtored to their native 
Heat, and the Soar digelted, and afterwards healed with Sarcoticks, as is uſual 
ia ſuck like Ulcers. 

A Lady aged about 63 years, of a very fat groſs Body, was ſeized with an 
Apoplettick fit, which afterward terminated 1n fome kind of Lethargy, with 
lols of Memory. During which, ſhe lying in bed, and leaning for the moſt 
part on her Elbow, bruiled it, and at length the PutrefaGtion reaching to 
the Skin, it inflamed, and ſeemed to have Matter. Some Pretenders to Chi- 
rurgery, judging it a ſimple Apoſtemation, thought it not worthy the con- 
fulting a Chirurgeon, but opened it, and putin a Tent with baſslicon, and left 
it to an Apothecary to dreſs by their direftion, not forbidding the Patient to 
lie upon it. It being thus dreſt, the Putretation within increaſed, and (pred 
up towards that Axi/a, and ſhe died of that Mortification before it was diſco. 
vered by them, ſo that the Chirurgeon came in only time enough to embalm 
her. 

A Gentleman of about 60 years of age, having been long diſeaſed with an 
Ulcer in his right Leg about the Ancle, came up to 'Town, and fent for me, 
The Lips of the Ulcer were without Tumour or Heat : the Fleſh within the 
Ulcer was livid, and in ſome parts of a blackiſh colour, and diſcharged a 
pleety Matter. Indeed there were all the ſigns of a Sphaceles : yet the Patient 
talked of going abroad the next morning z and by his other diſcourſe ſeemed 
to be ſomewhat delirous. I fomented his Leg with a Stupe wrung hot out of 
Spaniſh Wine 3 and whilſt I provided other Dreffings, I prevailed with him 
to ſend for an eminent Phyſician dwelling near his Lodging, to whom I re- 
preſented the condition of the Ulcer, and undreſſed it in his preſence, ſcarify- 
ing the Lips and Parts within, then waſht it with ol. terebinth. hot, and ap- 
phed Merc. precipitat. &c. with a Cataplaſm & medull. paris iritic. pulv. ſummit. 
abſimth, with ſcord. &c. decofted in Brandy-wine. The next day a Conſulta- 
tion was held of two Phyſicians, Mr. Arri and Mr. Holyer Chirurgeons, with 
my ſelf. We took off the Dreſlings, and found the Ulcer ſphacelated, but not 
much (pred externally. The Patient had reſted ill, and was delirous, and his 
Pulſe weak. We ſcarified the Lips and Ulcer, and permitted them to bleed ; 
then fomented the Member, and dreſt the Mortification with Merc. precipitar. 
and applied a Cataplaſm as above preſcribed. We continued our Endeavours 
daily : but the Venome (ſpread up and down that fide of the Foot amongſt the 
Bones and Tendons. The Phyficians preſcribed Cordialls, ec. but his Delirium, 
&c. increaſed, and he died before it had encompaſſed any part of the Leg. 

Cold extinguiſheth the natural Heat of a Part, and frequently happens to 
poor people travelling in Froſt and Snow. Some Inſtances I have ſeen of this 
Gangrene. The Recovery of them is not very difficult, if timely treated ; 
otherwiſe they ſphacelate, as other Gangreens do. When any particular Part 
beginneth to decay in its natural Heat, the common Remedy 1s, to rub it with 
Snow, and afterwards to foment it with Decoctions of 'Turneps or of the hot- 
ter Plants, ſuch as are uſually found in every Kitchin-Gardenz then to em- 
brocate it cum ol. lini, rute, aneth. and ol. terebinth. mixt with them ; and 
after to lap it up in woollen Cloaths. But if any Part be diredtly gangrened, 
we ſcarifie and dreſs it as hath been ſaid in the method of Cure. If the whole 
Rody be over-cooled, the Cure conſiſts in the uſing Brandy, ag. vite, and other 
goad Spirits, theriac. and Mithridate diſſolved in Wine, and laying the Patient

'This Gentleman was ſeized 
the laſt Spring with a ſimple Inflammation about the Ancle without Tumour. 
Upon notice thereof I went the next day, and ſaw it turned black three inches 
in length, and about two in breadth. We fomented the Part with a Decot- 
on of warm Plants, to which we added Brandy ; then ſcarified the Eſchar,and 
dapped it with ol. terebinth. and after dre(t it with a Mixture of the ſameOi! cn 
unguent. baſilic. embrocating the Parts about with ol. /umbricor. &c. and applied 
a Plaiſter ex theriaca, Thus the. Eſchar ſeparated, and my Kinſman Jag. 36. 
214n Areiled and cured it. © Before this was cicatrized, the inſide of the other 
Leg upon the Ancle-joynt inflamed as largely, and turned black : but by the 
ſame way of dreſling a ſeparation was made of that Eſchar, and he was cured 
by my ſaid Kinſman according to the common method of Ulcers : but it was 
well-nigh the work of four months. Since that new Inflammations have begun 
to ariſe more than once, but hitherto have been timely remitted. 

From an indiſpoſition or malign quality of the Humours within our Bo- 
dies Mortifications frequently ariſe ; inſomuch that we can ſcarce make a Fon- 
tanel in ſome Bodies without running the hazzard of a Gangrene : nor indeed 
can they be kept from Defluxion after they are made, without the afliſtence 
of our Art. Inſtances hereof may be ſeen in ſeveral places of this Book, par- 
ticularly in the Treatiſe of QOlcers with Intemperies. 

7. Obſervat. A Woman of about ſixty years of age, extreme fat, and of a Scorbutick 

of + 8108 Habit of body, ſent for a Chirurgeon to make her a Fontanel in her Arm. He 

net 0 cut it, and put ina Pea. She diſcharged him, and drefled it her ſelf. About 
ten or twelve days after the Fontanel growing painful, ſhe ſent for the Chi- 
rurgeon, who ſeeing it gangrened, ſent for me. The impreflion of the Pea into 
the Fat before it was digeſted had corrupted that, and the Parts about were 
thereby inteed. We ſcarified the Lips, and cut into the Fat I believe above 
an inch deep. We dreſt it with ol. terebinth. aftually hot upon an armed Probe, 
filled up the Incifion with Przcipitate, and applied a Cataplaſm of Mihri- 
date. By this method of drefiing the Heat was reſtored, and it digelted in 
few days, and left it to the Chirurgeon, who cured it.

This happened whileſt the Patient drefſed it her ſelf with thoſe Dreflings I 
left her Servant, ſhe not taking much heed of it, till ſhe was (o lame that ſhe 
could not ſtir out of her Chamber; and then ſhe ſent for me, and to my a- 
mazement [ ſaw it gangrened, [I preſently cut out the looſe Eſchar, fomented 
it with Wine, and dabbed it cum of. terebinth. hot with an armed Probe, then 
lightly ſcarified it in the bottome and edges, and after dabbed it again with 
ol. terebinth. filled it up with Przcipitate, and fomented it till F had made a 
Cataplaſm cum medul/. panis iriticei , pulv. ſummitat. abſimth. & ſcord. de- 
cofted in Wine, with an addition of Brandy, Saffron and the Yolk of an 
egg, which I applied over it, having firſt embrocated the Parts about it 
ol. roſ.

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Precipicate caſt off by Digeſtion. From that time it incarned, and being con- 
trated nearer 1 dreſſed it witha Pea, It was very remarkable, that whilſt the 
Ulcer was diltempered ſhe was free from her other Complaints ; but after it 
was digelted (he relapſed into her former Diſtempers, and lay ſome days ill of 
2 bilious Colick. In ſeveral others | have feen the like in ſpight of all my en- 
deavours to prevent it. So alloin making Fontanels ſometimes by [ncifion in 
people where there was no likclihood of prefling on a Tendon, | have been 
glad to throw outthe Pea, and heal them up again. 

But as people are ſometimes ſubjeft to Gangrene by making of Fontanels; , ovfervar. 
ſo others we hear of that have been gangrened trom paringof a Corn or Nail of 2 gangre- 
on their Toes. Amongſt the Obſervations ot a Phlegmon you may ſee ſomewhat 2 3 
of it ariſing from a leſs caule. . 

I was once ſent for to a Perſon of Honour about fixty years of Age. He 
was of a full Body, and ſeemingly healthful 3 but in bis latter years had omit- 
ted Exerciſe, by reaſon of a Stone in his left Kidney. One morning in 
making himlelf ready he perceived a black Spot on the upper part of his Foot 

leading towards the Toe next the little one. It was no bigger than a Spangle, 
withour Tumour, Pain or Inflammation. It appearing bigger the next 
morning, be ſent for his Phyſician and Chirurgeon : They cur into it, and 
found it inſenſible. From that time it was rationally drefled 3 but it inlarged 
it &|f amongſt the Tendons, and eſpecially toward that Toe, and affe&ted 
the Bones. I being then conſulted, and joyned with that Chirurgeon, we 
cut off that Toe, and checked the Morrification. Afﬀter which' with much 
difticulty we extinguiſhed the Gangrene in the other Parts by the various 
Applications preſcribed in the method of Cure, and healed the finuous Ulcer. 
During which the Phyfician purged him frequently, and preſcrib.d an Anti- 
ſcorbutick Decoction of ſar/a, China, lign. guaiaci, with the Plants proper 
in ſuch caſes, to diſpoſe him to ſweat; which he did fome days. One eve- 
ning whilſt he was ſwearing, I being accidenrcally prefent, he told me he felt 
a numneſsin the Balls of his Toes of the other Foot. I locked upon them, 
and ſeeing them all black and dry, cut into them, and found them inſenſfible. 
. | ſuppoſed they might have been burnt by the Bricks : neither the Patient nor 
e 


the Apothecary that ſweat him haviog diſcovered any thing of it before, 
we concluded it from the malignity of the Humonr , tor they were dire&ly 
, ned 3 and by that method I cured them ſome weeks after. But three 
1 or four days after that he was ſeized with an Apoplexy about elevena clock 
on Sunday morning. He recovered out of that Fit, butdied that afternoon 
n m another. 
| Some other Inſtances I could give of this kind 3 but this may ſerve to ſhew 
e you to what little purpoſe Amputations are in theſe cafes. But if the Body 
d be youthful, and the Habu of body tolerable, it Gangrenes refit the Applica- 
tions above propoſed, and penetrate more inwardly, you may then attempt 
| them by the a&ual Cautery. For, according to that Aphoriſm of Hippocrates, Atul

in But after all our vigilancy and induſtry in contriving Remedies to refiſt 
12 the Gangreve, if it does yet delude us, and terminatein a Sphacelus. There 
Ti- then no more need of taking indication from antecedent cauſes, or changing: 
he M m m of 
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of Medicines according to the variety of the cauſes that introduced ix. 
For whether an Gangrene ariſe from a hot Intemperies or cold, moiſt or dry, 
Sphacelas is always the ſame, extintion of the native Heat, and deſtruction 
of the Member. The Mortification creepeth on, and not only infe&eth the 
Member, but the Spirits to the very Heart, with its corrupt Vapours mortify. 
ing the Veſſels all along the found Parts, and leaving the Member immo- 
vable, without ſenſe or heat, rotten, black and cadaverous. Wherefore 
there is nothing more to be thought of in this caſe but timely Amputation 
or cutting off the Member 3 the Cure of this diſeafe not conſiſting (as [ aid) 
in outward Applications, but manual Operation : And what ſucceſs may be 
therefrom expe&ted, is much to bedoubted. At ſatius erit, with Celſas, ay. 
ceps anoilinn experiri, quam nullum. It is a miſerable kind of help; yet it is 
the determination of all Authors, that in Sphacelus membrum corruptune 
abſcindendum eft. In this caſe it becomes the Chirurgeon to acquaint the 
Friends with this kind of Remedy, and withal to make his Prognoſtick ac. 
cordingly. But before we proceed in this Operation, we ſhall take notice 
of what ſome knowing Authours have writ hereof. For in thoſe places 
where Amputation cannot be made, as 1n the Buttock, Shoulder, Back, ev, 
Fab. Hildanus propofeth the uſe of potential Cauteries applied to the mor- 
tified Part, and often renewed, till the laſt Eſchar reacheth to the live Fleſh, 
Yet he condemneth Arſenick, as being venomous, and producing many dan- 
gerous Symptoms. It is true, that I my ſelf have often uſed that method of 
Cure in Sarcomatas with good ſucceſs : But in a Mortification there ap- 
pear to me many greater inconveniences that attend it. Firſt, from the 
Cauſtick it ſelf, as he propoſeth it, of Salts: 1t will melt in the worki 
and is more diſpoſed to ſpread in the Skin than penetrate deep into the Fle 
This every young Chirurgeon knows in his making of Fontanels, that 
he cannot apply a bit of Cauſticko little, though he-uſe all his Art in defending 
it, but that it will have ſpread much farther than he deſigned it. Then the ſepara- 
tion of ſuch Eſchars is tooſlow to effe& the defign : And in an ill Habit of bo- 
dy ſuch Medicaments are apt of themſelves to procure a Mortifjcation rather 
than Cure. Whereas on the contrary, an aftual Cautery anſwers all Inte 
tions : It not only conſumeth the Mortification, but drieth up the venomous 
Humour, thereby preventing its farther progreſs ; and alſo communicateth 
warmth to the languiſbing Parts, by virtue of which the Separation is much 
farthered, and by working upon the gangrened Sloughs performed more eafily, 
as you may fee in my Pradtice elſew But where Amputation it {elf is 
fecible, nay altogether neceſſary, as in the Lims, there ariſeth anew veſtion, 
whether it ought to be done in the found Part, or in the dead. F4b. ab. 
»d. adviſeth the dead Part within a fingers breadth of the live, (as al- 
ſo do many others.) Then with a Cautery they burn up all the remaining 
Mortification. Others do _ the Operation with a hot Knife, the figure 
of which you may ſee in Hildanus. Agnepend. ſpeaks fo confidently of his 
ſacceſs in the praQtice of this way, that utterly to deny the thing were to give 
him the Lie. I ſhall only make this Objefion, that the Sphacelus doth 
ſeldome affe& the Member fo equally round, as that an Operation inthe dead 
Part is fecible : Nay, which is worſe, when once the Mortification ſeizeth on 
the great Veſſels, it runneth up ſo faſt under the Skin, that before any con(t- 
derable part of the Member is outwardly gangrened on the one fide beyond 
the Knee or Elbow, the other fide will have reached to the [ngyen or Axilla. 
This I confeſs fruſtrates all manner of Amputating, whether in ſound or mor- 
tified Parts. Yet generally ſpeaking, the Gangrene doth not grow fo fat, 
but that if you webs Amputation two fingers breadth, more or leſs, —_ 
the 
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the live Fleſh, you may prevent it; and that far better than it is poſſible to 
be done by the other way of operating. For if you work there by aQuaiCau- 
tery, witha hot Knife, your Knife will ſtick faſt in the Fleſh till the moiſture 
be wholly dried up, and then you mult repeat many Knives and Cauteries, in e- 
very oneof which you will meet with*the ſame inconvenience : Yea, before 
you can cut through with your hot Knite, it is very probable that you will 
near the Bone meet with ſome Parts that are alive and ſenſible, eſpecially 
when you come to the Perioſteuzs; (for the Membranes donor uſually corrupt 
at the (ame rate of (wiftneſs with the Fleſh ; ) and then all your pains and 
trouble will be as great or greater than it you did it in the ſound Part. As 
to theother inconveniences, I ſhall refer you to Hildanns, who hath taken 

ins in confuting this Opinion. ( 

Both theſe ways of Amputation ſeem to me much more difficult and pain- 
ful than our common way 3 which makes me preſume they propoſed them to 

vent the effuſion of blood. 

But modern Chirurgeons have anſwered this Objetion by good Bandages 
and Deligarion of the Veſſels, and when we cut above the Knee, by clapping 
Cauteries to the Veſlels only 3 whichafficiently anſwers that Intention. Thus 


bave I ſeen in my firſt Sea-voiages Ah putations made above Knee, and after- 
wards practiſed them with great caſe ard ſafety. 


Now ſince not only in this Chapter of Gangrene, but frequently elſewhere The manner 
in this Book, we have mentioned Amputation, I think it neceſſary to take this *f p<rfor- 


occaſion of (hewing the manner of performing itz the rather, becauſe the 
Operation is much the ſame, whether it be done upon the account of Gan- 
grene, or for other reaſons. I ſhall therefore in general terms inſert the 
whole Dodrine' of Amputation, though briefly, not mattering whether 
the Examples inſtanced be Sphacel; or not, all Inſtances being alike in- 
liructive. | 


In heat of Fight, whether it be at Sea or Land, the Chirurgeon ought to con- Whatis robe 


fderat the firſt Dreſſing, what poſſibility there is of preſerving the wounded 


Member 3 and accordingly, if there be no hopes of ſaving it, to make his fight. 


Amputation at that inſtant. whilſt the Patient is free of. Fever, ec. There- 
fore that you may the better make your judgement of the Wounds, I ſhall give 
you ſome few Remarques of ſuch as require Amputation. 27z. If a Leg or Arm 
be ſhattered by Splinter or great Shot, the loſs of Subſtance will dire you. 
If the principal Muſcles be torn off, and the Bone fractured in pieces, or if 
the Wound be with Musket-ſhot in the Iatide of the Joynt of the Elbow, or 
io the Knee or Ancle, with a Fracture of the Bones of the ſaid Joynt; nay, ſup- 
poſing it hath notfraQured them, yet if the Bullet be ſo lodged that you can- 
not extra&t it, you ſhall then preſently make Extirpatian of the Part. 
If it be the Arm, cut it off in the place where it is ſo ſhattered, and ſaw off 
the end of the Bone ſmooth, your Aſhiſtent the while pulling up the muſcu- 
lous Skin and Fleſh. If the Ancle be thus maimed, you ſhall then cut off 
the Leg within three or four fingers breadth under-the Knee, in regard fo 
long a Stump would be troubleſome. But if the Leg be ſhattered off by the Calf, 
do not put your Patient to the painof new Amputation for the ſhortning it a 
hand's breath or a little more. Save what you can of a ſhattered Hand. 
And if the Toes with part of the Foot were ſhot off, cutoff the lacerated Parts 
ſmooth, but with careto (ave as much of the Foot with the Heel as you can it 
being much better than a wooden Leg. But if the Arm or Leg benot ſo ſhatte- 
red, though the Wound be large on oneſide and hang gaping down with great 
Fracture of Bones, yet be not diſcouraged, the largeneſs of the Wound will 
make for your better pulling out thoſe extraneous bodies, Shivers, Splinters, 

M m m 2 Rags, 
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tvs, Or ought elſe, and for the eaſier diſcharge of Matter. Dreſs it as a Wound 
by a Spilter. 
"If the great gent be ſo ſhot by Musket-bullet, that you think it not reaſo- 


nable to cut off the Member, be ſure you make Extraction of the Buller, and 
free it of all extraneous bodies, leaving not the leaſt Shiver to prickthe Nerves 
or Tendons : And make ſuch way preſently, that you may be able to dreſs the 
wounded Nerves, Tendons, &c. without making new Incifion, when the 
Part is inflamed and unfit for it. | : 

If after ſome days the VVound do not digeſt, but inflame and gangrene, and 
the Gangrene do not yield to your Applications as hath been propoſed in 
Gangrene; then, as in a Sphacelus, you are to proceed with the Extirpation 
of that rotten Member ' while the Patient is free from Delirium, and hath 
{trength to bear the Operation. Wa: ! 

Seat bim ſo as it may be for your conventency. At Sea they fit or lie, | 
never took much notice which ; nor do I remember I had ever any body,to 
bold them 3 but with the help of my Mates, and ſome one or two that belong. 
ed to the Hold, I went on withmy work. At Sterling I made an Ampurat. 
on above the Knee, and had as little help 3 beſides my Servants, there wa; 
only aSea-Chirurgeon affiſting me. WeMtopt the Flux of blood by attual 
Cautery, and the Wound digeſted and:cured without any ill Accident. Yet 
where we have convenience to proceed more formally, we always place the 
Patient to our moſt advantage, where he may be held firm, and in a clear 
light, and ſo that our Afſiſtents may come better about us. The Member 
15 tobe ſupported by ſome one, whillt another ſtandeth behind the Patient, 
and draweth up the Skin and Muſculous fleſh. Then make your Ligature 
two fingers breadth or thereabout in the ſound Part ; fo that if you am- 
putate in caſe of Mortification, you may be ſure to quit your ſelf of it. This 
Ligature is omitted by many of our Chirurgeons here in the City, they only 
making a tura with a Tape, pinning it on as a mark to circumcide by : And 
in ſtead of the Ligature I propoſe, theymake a Gripe, which Gripe is com- 
monly made by ſome / afſiftent who bath h to do it. I this is 
good, where a ſhattered Member is to be cut off, to ſmooth the Stump ; 
12 which caſe there is no great fear of Bleeding.c But m Amputations it ſeems 
to me to be very inconvenient : For I never poo any man ſogripe, but that 
ſtill the Artery bled with a greater force than was allowable ; yea, when 
Mr. Woodall griped, who was ſo applauded, and in truth made for the work. 
It being ſo, in what a huddle is the Stump then dreſt > But ſuppoſe the un- 
eaſie polture and the long gripingtires the Griper, or that his Hand be crampt 
the while, what condition is the Patient then in > Whereas by this ancient way 
of Ligature the Veſlels are ſecured from Bleeding, the Member benummed, 
and the Fleſh held ſteady, ready to receive the impreſlion of your crooked 
Knife, (or Razour, which [ have often amputated with.) This Ligature made, 
the Aſiſtent ſtrengthensit, whilſt he draws up the Muſculous fleſh. In the 
mean time the Operatous, with a ſharp crooked Knife, by a turn with his 
band cutsthe Fleſh ofi round to the Bone ; then with the back of it he ſcrapes 
the Perioſteurs from the Bone 1t there be two Bones, then with adividing Knife 
he ſeparates thefleſhy Membrane from them. The Bones freed of the Perioftewr, 
Guido propofes a linen Cloath, and Hildamns a kind of Purſe, to be brought 
over the upper divided Fleſh, to pull it upward, and make more way for the 
Saw. But I think that needleſs. The Fleſh divided, the Parts ſeparate 
enough of themſelves, beſides the Afſiſtent's pulling up the muſculous Fleſh 
and Skia is ſufficient. That done, you are at liberty, whether you will cau- 

terize the Velſlels by a Button-cautery, or by Ligature ſtop the Bleeding, =

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by Agglutination. The uſe of Chalcanthum I do not approve. To apply Eſcharo- 
ticks to the ends of the Nerves and Tendonsnewly mciſed, cauſes great pain, 


* weakens the Part, and makes way for Gangrene ; it not being likely you can 


ſo apply them to the Artery, but that you muſt burnthe Parts about, which are, 
as I ſaid, the Nerves, &c. The way Hildanus propoſes, by drawing the Veſſels 
out by a Forceps , is not awork to be done in heat of Fight, nor without 
aclear day-light. If you attempt it on Land, his Arm would be bowed, and 
his Leg ſtretcht out, that the Veſſels may be the longer after Extirpation, that 
ou may the better take hold of them. Ambroſ. Par. propoſes amore eafie and 
wa way of Deligation, by paſhng a Needle with a ſtrong twiſted Thread 
through the Skin near the great Veſlels z making your Stitch over the ſaid 
Veſlels by piercing through the raw Fleſh and Skin : Then make your Liga- 
ture upon a fold of a Rag, Thus you bind the Artery and Vein. Theſe ſeve- 
ral ways have been practiſed by eminent Chirurgeons for the ſtopping the 
blood of the Arteries in Amputation: But the late diſcovery of the RoyalStip- 
tick hath rendred them of leſs uſe. But in heat of Fight it will be neceſlary to 
have your aGtual Cautery always ready, for that will ſecure the bleeding 
Arteries in a moment, and fortifie the Part againſt future PutrefaCtion : they 
requiring after Cauterization no ſuch ſtrict Bandage as that thereby you need 
to fear interception of the Spirits. When we cauterize the Artery, we do 
then touch the end of the Bone, it haſtening the Exfoliation. The next thing 
is the looſening the Ligature, and bringing the Lips cloſe over the Stump. Then 
whether you ſhould with a croſs Stitch hold them ſo, or content your (elf by 
Bandage as well as you can, is by ſome controverted. They thatobject againſt 
the former ſay, it cauſes Pain and Inflammation. So doth Bandage alſo, it 
it be made too ſtreight. Therefore they ſhould object againſt that alſo. The 
moſt that I have ſeen without the croſs Stitch have: the next drefling been 
broad Stumps, ſome of them with Lips turned outward by the Bandage; in the 
Jeaſt of them the whole Stump hath been bare : Whereas in thoſe in which I 
have made the croſs Stitch, the Lips have been found cloſe to the Bone at the 
next dreſling, covering the Veſlels, and a third part or half ofthe Stump 
bath been well digeſted, and by the ſecond drefling hath been-near agglutina- 
ted ſo far as it lay under that Skin, and without Inflammation happily cured. 
Whereas the broad Stumpis a certain fign of a any Cure, and commonly the 
deathof the Patient. The expoſing theſe inciſed Parts too much to the Air 
cauſes Pain,and the want of native Heat makes themgleet : Or if they dodigeſt, 
the diſcharge of ſo great a quantity of Matter commonly exhauſts the Spirits 


of the Patient. If the muſculous Fleſh and Skin are well pulled up in time 


of Amputation, and brought over by a moderate Extenſion as far as they 
will eatily admit, you will find it not painful. You ought to pierce the 
Skin with a Needle and ſtrong brown Thred ceared a half an inch 
from the edges of the Lips. Having made them croſs from fide to ſideequal- 
ly, tie them with a moderate Aſtriction, then ihe a Pledgit on the caute-

Whilſt I was a Priſoner at Chefter after the Battel of Worceſter, I was car- 
ried by Col. Dackesfield's order to a man that out of much zeal to the Cay, 
purſuing our ſcattered Forces, was ſhot through the Joint of the Elbow ; the 
Bullet entring in at the external part of the Os hxweri, and paſling out be- 
tween the Ulna and Radius.

fe&t Phlegmon was formed. The Patient thus tired with Pain, ed to be 
cured, or have his Armcut off, To which purpoſe he had | the Go- 
vernour's leave for my ſtaying with him. But while that Phlegwon was 
the upper parts, there was nohope of a proſperous Amputation, norof 
whilethoſe Shivers of Bones lay pricking the Nervous parts within the Joi 
The Phlegwon was too forward for Repercuſſion, and yet not likely to 
rate In le than a week's time.

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a knowing Chirurgeon, (ſince Mayor of that City,) to come with Inſtru- 
ments and other neceſſaries whereby I might the better do the work. He 
accordingly came, and we prepornd Dreflings ready ; which were Stupes or 
Pledgits of fine ſhort Tow well workt, ſome like Splenis, others were round, 
and bigger or leſs. We wetted them all in Oxycrate, and dried them. We 
alſo made ſome Buttons of Tow, Compreſles uv. linen Cloths dipe in Oxycrate, 
three or four Rowlers with one or two heads; provided Needles threa- 
ded and ceared for making the croſs Stitch, and lefler Needles threaded for 
common uſe, with Filleting for Ligature, and Bladders ready cut and wee 
in Oxycratez alſo a Defenſative of the above-mentioned preſcription (pred 
upon a ſoft linen Cloth, to apply upon the Parts: above more diſtant, and 
a Mixture of the aſtringent Powders with Whites of Eggs, to ſpread u 
the Splenia and Buttons, which Buttons were alſo dipt in ſome of the "as 
Powders. Then for the round Pledgits which were defigned to be applied 
next to the Stump, Mr. M. propoſed that they might be ſpread with a Mix- 
ture of Umberand calx vive with Whites of Eggs, according to Door Read 
in his Obſervation of an Amputation he performed upon a Servant of the 
Lord Gerrard's at Gerrard's Bromley, whoſe fame yet be in that Country,

The Apparatus thus made, and the Patient ſome while before refreſht with 
a draught of a good Caudle, his Friends took him out of his Bed, and pla- 
ced him in a Chair towards the light. One of his Servants held bis Arm; 
another of his Friends held his other Hand. Then Mr. M. drew up-the 
Skin and Muſculous fleſh of the Arm towards his Shoulder, whilſt 1 made 5 
ſtrong ſome three or four fingers breadth above the affected Part.

At the Siege of Weywonth I was called at break of day to an —_— Obſcrvadkon: 
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of Licutenant-Col. Ballard's Regiment, who ſhooting off his Musket, it brake, 
and tore his Hand to pieces after a ſtravge manner. | deſigning ro cut off his 
Hand, ſent preſently to my quarters toone of my Servants to bring both Saw 
and Knife, ao Dreflings, of which at thoſe times we had always ready. They 
being brought, 1 took a red Ribbon from off my Caſe of Lancers, and bound 
it about his Arm ſome four Fingers breadth above the Carpss 3 and having cut 
the Fleſh round off, I bared the Bones, and ſeparated the Fleſh between them. 
Then [| ſawed off the Bones, artd-untied my Ligature, and bringing down the 
muſculous Fleſh and Skin over the end of them, without making any croſs 
Sticch, 1 dreſt up that Stump with Reſtriftives and good Bandage, and return- 
ed again to my Quarters. I had notbeen one hour gone, bur I was ſent for 
again to this Souldier, he being (as the Meſſenger faid) grievouſly pained. x 
wondred at it, and haſtned away : But before I came to his Hut, | heard him 
crying. I enquiring the cauſe, it wasſome while before he would anſwer me. 
But at laſt he told me, he was not able to endure that red Ribbon that I tied 
his Arm with.

' A Fiftula, according to the vulgar denomination, is a Sinuous Ulcer ſup- 

poſed to be of two or three months continuance. But to ſpeak ſtrifly, 
thole only are Fiſtule which are at leaſt of ſo many years growth, and are ac- 
companied with a Cazs. Every part of the body is ſubjeR& to theſe Ulcers ; 
but eſpecially the Arms, Legs, Thighs and Hips. The worſt ſort of theſe, at 
leaſt that ever I ſaw, was from Gun-ſhot Wounds with Fracture, where there 
hath been loſs of Bone, or where through long continuance the Caries hath 
chambered the Bone : in which caſes the LiWof the Wound and the Wound 
it ſelf become callous, by keeping them long open in order to the Exfoliation 
of the Bone, in which caſe the Lips grow hard, and become thick and inver- 
ted. Intheſe the Sinus's are more or tewer in number, accordingly as the Ab- - 
ſcels or Wound was more or leſs finuous. 

This Cal/us of the Fiſtula is baſtened by the tranſpiration and reſolution of cautc. 
the thin and ſubtil Humours, and the incraſlation of the more'\ pituitous ; by 
the congeſtion of which a long Pipe of Skin is made, which brancheth it ſelf 
mwards from the Orifice quite through all the Cavities of the Ulcer : from 
whence-it hath its name. ; 

The ences of theſe Fiſtule are made not only from the Parts affe&ed ; Differences. 
a ſome are in Fleſby parts, others in Tendonous, or in the Bones or Joynts, or 
n the Breaſt, Belly, ec. but alſo from the figure, magnitude, and number of 
the Sizws's 3 as ſometimes there is only one, then again two or three, crooked or 
winding till they enter the Bones themſelves. 

They are known by the view, and by the touching of the Parts, or by Signs. 
ſearching with a Probe, and from the diſcharge of a thin ſerous fatid Matter, 
aſſo from the arched Hollowneſs they have. If by your ſearching, the Parts 
are pained, or if blood follows your Probe, the Fiftula is not confirmed? but 
x# neither happen, then it is. 

All Fiftula's are hard to cure, and thoſeof long continuance with great diſ- Prognoſtick. 
charge of depraved Humours from the Viſcera are worſt. Thoſe amongſt the 
Bones and great Joynts are vey difficult to cure, by reaſon of the Senfibllity of 
the Parts, which for the moſt part admits _— Dilatation nor Inciſion. 
Thoſe which are in ſuch places where you may fately lay them open, or re- 
move the Ca/ns, are more eaſe of Cure. p 

The way of Care is performed either by manual Operation, or by Mes Cure. 
dicaments. But before you proceed in either, you are to conſider that theſe 
Fiſtula's are ſubject to Pain and Defluxion : wherefore you are in the firſt 
place to proceed by Evacuation of thoſe Humours which may diſturb you in 
your work; and that is done by Purging and Bleeding, good Traumatick 
Decoctions, with obſervation of Diet, &c. as is ſaid in the uniyerſal Regimence 
of Ulcers. 

To proceed in the Cure by manual Operation, you ate to conſider the 

Nnn Part 
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part affe&ted, whether the Caſs be only in the Lips, or in the baſes of the 
Fiſtula, or throughout the whole length of the Sinzs, And this is diſcovered, 
as | have ſaid before, by the Probe, &c. If there be neither Pain nor Matter, 
and the Fiſtala be tending only down direfly to the Bone, 1t will then be beſt 
to let it alone, accounting it as an imperfect Cicatrix, and that it will in time 
grow more cloſe : but if it be otherwiſe, you muſt then remove the Cal/vs in 
order to the Cure, 

If the Sinzs be in a place where it may conveniently be laid open with- 
out Dilatation, divide it with Knife or Sciſſors the whole length. If after 
laying it open the Sin#s be not throughout callous, remove that which 1s, 
and heal it according to the common method of Ulcers. But if the Ori- 
fice of the Fiſtula be fo ſtreight and narrow, that you cannot lay it open, you 
muſt then. dilate it with Tents of >ponges Gentian, Ariſtolochia, Eldern-pith, 
&-c. until the Sina be large enough for your purpoſe, And to further this 
work, it may be proper that you outwardly apply ſuch Medicaments as riay 
by their emollient and digeſtive quality. reſolve and diſſipate the Matter 
impacted in the Parts about it: and theſe are rad. althee, liior. enule cam- 
par. ſigill. Solomon. cucurter. agreſt. ſexs. lini , ſenuugrec, medul. oſſium , ax- 
ung. porcin, axung. human. anſeris , gallin. unguent, dialthee , gum. galban, 
Amnmoniac. &c. Of theſe you make Fomentations, Cataplatms, or Ce- 
ro0's. You have alſo to this purpoſe empl. de ranis cum &- "ry Mercurio, 
enp!. de mucilag. diachyl. cum gum. The Fiſiula thus diſpoſed for laying 
open, you muſt conſider whether you may not remove the Calzs by Cathe- 
reticks : to which, purpoſe Celſ#s propoſcth larhyrpapaver. Cadmia, atramentur 
ſutorium, arugo, ſarttharach. alum. We commonly uſe lap. cauſtic. Vigon. troch, de 
rinio, arſenicum, ol. chalchanth, Or thus : Rc cere, reſins, ar. 5). ſublimat, Yij. 
or more or lcfsz mix this upon the fire, and dip a Sponge in it, but not too 
hot, leſt you burn your Sponge : then preſs it out, and cut: it into ſuch a 
form as may ſerve your purpoſe. Gnido commends a fortis as molt excel- 
lent for deſtroying the Cal/s of all theſe Fiſiula's. But if you had rather 
have an Injx&ion, you way make this or ſuch like: Re wnguent. /Egyptice. 
3ſs. ſublimat. 3s. arſenic. Dj. lixiv. ſapon. 3j. ag. roſ. 3ij. ag. planrtag. iii. 
boil this ad tertie partis conjumpt. calt in a little of 1t with a Syringe three 
days together, ſbutting the Orifice up with Wax or ſome Plaiſter : fo ſhall 
you conſume all the Cali#s, But you mult confider well the ſituation of the 
Fiſtula, leſt by its too far penetrating it hurt the Bone or Parts underneath. 
Atcer the application of theſe ſtronger Medicaments, you muſt by Lenients 
mitigate the Pain, and defend the Part from Defluxions, which for the moſt 
part attend ſuch Eſcharoticks. Theſe are, Decoftions of fol. malue, biſmaluc, 
violar, verbaſc. byoſcyam, | ſem. cydonior. hord, or ol. vitell. ovor. butyrums, axung.

N Officer of the King's Army laboured long of a Fiſin/z, occaſioned by 
a Gun-ſhot Wound in the upper part ot the Os tibie near the Knee, 
where it had formerly been ſhattered, many fragments of Bones caſting out 
at times. He had been ſometime my Patient in Frarce ; but here I finiſhe 
what I there attempted, and had not time to do After general Evacuation, 
I applied a Cauſtick the whole length of the Sinus, whereby I took off that 
Callus, gave vent to the diſcharge of that foetid Ichor made in the Ulcer, and 
took out ſeveral pieces of the rotten Bone which were ſhut in therg. That 
done I ſcraped away the remaining Rottenneſs, and dreſt the Bone with Catag- 
watick powders, ec. by which means after ſome time a CaZxs thruſt forth, 
and united with the neighbouring Fleſh, which incarned with the Lips, and 
was afterwards cicatrized by the common Epuloticks. 

It often happeneth, that in the time of the Exfoliation of carious Bones, as 
in Gun-ſhot Wounds and old Ulcers, while we are attending Exfoliation, the 
Lips grow callous, ſo that the Cicatrix is deep, and the Lips lie at ſome di- 
ſtance. In which caſe heretofore I have taken much pains to ſmooth them : 
but have fince by experience found, that in time thoſe Lips fink of themſelves, 
and as the Calzs riſeth up to them the Cicatrix becometh firm and ſeemly, 
—_— giving the Patient that trouble of removing them by Cautery or 
Knife, 


or if it be deep in the great Bones or in the Joynts, where you may not ſafely 
proceed by aCtual or potential Cautery, and it will not yield to milder Medi- 
caments 3 you (hall do better to palliate it by ſome Waters and Unguents, 
which may diſpoſe the Part to quiet, purging the Patient ſometimes, and ob-

Sq 
Petus Oſfibus clauditur 3 the Heart, Lungs, and great Veſlells of the Thorax, 
are guarded by a Wall of Ribs. The Spina is a Bulwark to the Marrow in- 
cluded in it : and ſuch a defence is the Os pubis and the Or coxe and Thor to 
the Womb and Bladder. 
the three little Bones i meatu Auditorio, by firming the Tympanuz, are a great 
help to the Hearing: the Os hyordes affiſteth the ſwallowing, by managing * 
the Root of the tongue and the Epiglottis : the Rotula ſerves the motions of 
the Knee : and the Teeth prepare the Meat by Maſtication. Not a Bone but 
hath its particular end ſet out. There was a reaſon of the Temper, 'of the 
Magnitude, of the Number, of the Subſtance, of the Situation, of the Con- 
nex1on of them 3 the wiſe Creatour as much ſhunning fuperfluity as deficiency. 
Indeed, the whole Fabrick is ſo full of Excellency, that it would take up 
much time to expreſs it. But that is not my buſineſs. The Subjett [ 
have undertaken to treat of is their Misfortune: and that 1s twofold ; to

continuitatis ſolutio quecunque in offe. But this being too general, and 1a- 
king in all Cariofity and Ulcers of the Bones, which hardly by this 
Head of Chirurgery, the Moderns have more cloſely defined it to be, Of; 
diviſio ſeu ruptura 2 cauſa violenter irruente, But this likewiſe ſeems to me 
to be liable to many Exceptioos. I ſhall name only this, viz. That a Cut 
mzde into a Bone by a Sword or a ſharp Inſtrument ſeems to be rather 4 
Wound, than a Frature. And for this reaſon Guido de Canliaco makes it to be 
continuitatis ſolutio in ofſe non a re qualibet faFa, ſed ab ea que contundit, But | 
muſt ſtill beg pardon, if I be not. yet ſatisfied with this Deſcription, becauſe 
it leaves out all ſuch Fractures as are: made by any accidental bowing of a 
Bone, either in a Wrench, or any other caſe where, without any Blow or Con. 
tulion of Parts, the Bone ſnaps in ſunder, and then wounds the neighbouring 
Muſcles, even to the thruſting of it ſelf very often quite through the Skin. 
Theſe are (caſes of Battel excepted) the moſt frequent of all FraQtures; yet 
not without ſome violence to be reduced to any of theſe latter Definitions. 1 
ſhall therefore chuſe to define a Frafture in the following words 3 Ir is a $0. 
lution of continuity in a Bone, ſuddenly made, either by Contufion or Flexure, 
By Contuſion I mean, either a Blow by a blunt Inſtrument, or a Preſſure by 
a great Weight z either of which uſually bruiſeth the Fleſh about the Bone, 
as well as the Bone it ſelf. In Contrafiſſures indeed the Bruiſe is not imme- 
diately upon the Fracture, but in the place where the Blow 1s given. . In 
Flexure there is ſeldome any Bruiſe, but what is made by the 4 of the 
Bone it (elf after it is ſnapped in ſfunder, All other Fraftures are reducible to 
theſe. 

Amcngſt the Greeks it was commonly known by the name of Catagma, 
I purpoſe not to trouble you with the nice Diſtinions 1n Fractures, nor yet 
with their various Names. Galen in his Book de Method. wedendi complains 
thus in his time: Now deſint ex Medicis junioribus , qui ambitioſe omnes 
FrafFurarum differentias propriis nominibus interpretantur 5 There want not 
(faith hz) yourg Phyſicians who affe& to give proper names to all the (c- 
veral kinds of FraQures: At non Hippocrates bujus ſuit ſententie ; nor ſhall [ 
ſpend my time ſo, but, according to Galer, do take the Difference in Fraftures 
to ariſe, 1. 4 figura, 2 4a magniludine, 3. ab ofſium fraForum varictate. Firſt, 
from their Figure: and that is either right, que fit per longitudinem 3, or tranl- 
verſe, per latitudinem;, or oblique, which is as it were compounded out of the 
two former. Secondly, 2 magnitudine, according as the Fracture is greater, 
or leſs. The third Difference is, ab ofſibus ipſes, that is, from the Bones them- 
ſclves that are broken, whether it be the Arm, Leg, Ribs, ec. | 

Cauſes of Fraftures Internal there are none, unleſs they proceed 4b hums- 
ribus corporis erodentibus 3 and of that fort you may read many in Sghenchivs, 
Fabr. Hildanw, and others. I my (elf have feen ſome, and lately. But theſe, 
being from Eroſion, are rather to be called Ulcers with Caries, and therefore 
more fit to be diſcourſt of among Ulcers of that kind, to which 1-reſer

Cf Cauſes external there are many.; as the too violent Aſſaults or Stroaks 
of all external things, which may bruiſe, break, ſhatter, or bend. I this

The Signs of a Fracture without a Wound are for the moſt part oa » + 

ent. 
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dent. The firſt and moſt certain is, when in out handling the Part we feel 
the pieces of Bones ſevered afunder, and bear them crackle. Secondly, the 
[mpotency of the Member. Thirdly, vebement: Pain. Fourthly, a Diſtortion 
of the Part. It may alſo be diſcovered by comparing the one Member with the 
other; the fractured being' the ſhorter, _ But if: there be a Wound joined 
to the Fracture, then if the Bones thruſt themſelves not forth, yet you may 
eafily know the Member to be fraQured, . if you fearch with your finger or 
Probe. There is alſo a Curvedneſs, which may be xeduced to a Fracture. 1 
have ſeen it in Children often, as in D, C's little Daughter in: the O14 Baily, 


and Mr. N'sSon in Black-friers, and gthers. It is as it were when you break a 


een Stick ; it breaks, but ſeparates not: So is cured by a due: Extenſion, 
with little trouble to the Chirurgeon, or Pain tothe Patient after the Exten- 
fion is made. | 

If the Fracture be ſecundum longitudinem, it will appear firſt by the unna- 
tural thickneſs of the Member, then by the Pain and Inequality of the 
Part. 
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As tothe Prognoſtick or Preſage, a Frafture of the Bones cannot be without p;.c,n 
danger ; For of neceffity the Solution of continuity muſt be great. If a flicks 


Wound be made in a Fleſhy part, it is then proportionable to the Weapon 
that made it, & non ultra; But if the Bone be broken, propter rigiditatens &- 
continuitatems non poteſt frangi, niſi totum frangatur. The Fracture is more 
dangerous in a great Bone than in a ſmall 3 and the greater, if both the Bones 
be broken, as the two Focills in the Leg, orif it be the Arm, where the Radins 
and Ulna are : yet if it happen in the middle of the Bones, it is the leſs dange- 
rous. Thoſe in or near the Joynt are more painful, and difficultly cured: And 
F any Shivers preſs upon the Nervous garts, ill Accidents commonly follow 3 
but of all the Fractures that with a Wound is moſt dangerous. 

Astothe time of Cyre, the leſſer Bones are perfe&ed in fourteen, eighteen, 
or twehty five days, the bigger in forty or fifty, according to Guido. Yet 
let me adviſe you not tobe too haſty in taking the Patients out of their Beds; 
for in ſome Bodies the generation of Calls: is very (low, and a new Diſtortion 
may happen, and ill Accidents follow. I have been called into-Conſultation 

ſuch an Accident 3 the Patient did recover, but by-lying very long with- 
in doors contracted ſuch an ill Habit of body, as was not got off in a long

unleſs Pain and Inflammation be prevented. For a Fracture of the Bones 
not made without an internal wouneng of the Perioftenm and Parts next 
toir, whence grievous Pain ariſes, which ſtirs up Defluxion, and is attended 
often with great Inflammationz and from the weakneſs of the Member -ma- 
by Excrements are made and received, which it is neither capable to affi- 
milate, nor yet expel. And the miſchief is ſo much the greater, by how 
much the Bones lie deeper under the Muſcles, where they cannot be ſer, 
by reaſon of the great quantity of Fleſh interpoſing between them and the 
band of the Artiſt. The lotention purſued in this caſe is the Union of 
Bones, as I have already faid 3 which is not performed by the firft Intention,

The Method 1 thereto propoſe is, firſt, to joyn the fratured parts together; Incenrions 


fcondly, to. keep them ſo joyned : Thirdly, to preſerve the Tone of the 
Partz fourthly, to generate Callxs ; fifthly, to corre& Accidents.

That the Parts may berightly joyned together, thereis need of Extenſion, r. Iatencion, 


ind Coaptation. For in FraQures,. eſpecially tranſverſe ones, the Bones 
O09 are 
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are commonly diſtorted, the reQitude of the Member loſt, ſome Parts are pro. 
minenr, and others hollow, the fratured Bones [lying one upon another ; 
and ſo the Member is made. ſhort : & quia muſculi perpetud membra trahunt 
verſus ſuum principinm, therefore Renealien is neceſlary, that the Parts which 
are indireC&t may be brought right, and the Parts that ftick out may be re- 
duced totheir Cavities, And although fomerimes the Member ſeemeth not 
to be ſhort, as if it conſiſts 'of two Bones, and one broken, or that the fra. 
&ured bones do not lie one over another ; nevertheleſs you ought to make 
due Extenſion in-all Fratures, becauſe the Bones never lie exaCtly equal, and 
moſt frequently they ride one over angther. The want of which Exten. 
ſion is one reaſon why the fraftured Thigh-bones happen to be fo often 
ſhorter than they ſhould be, as Celſ#s hath it in theſe words 3 57 ſenmur per- 
fraFum fuerit, breve erit 3 his reaſon is, quia nungquam in antiquum ſtatum 
revertitur,, And I find in Gaten, that Hippocrates faies the fame of the Leg 
and Arm; and withal tells us, it is ſo, »iſf arte confirmationen extenſio debita 
adbibeatur, & commodl deligatione o|ſuum coaptatio ſervetur. By which you may 
obſerve, the fault is want of good Extenſion, and hor the Part1n its right 
ſeat : For unleſs that be done, you ſhall hazzard the ſtarting again of the 
Bones, and thereby their fractured ends may happen to be broken off by mutu- 
al Attrition in the at of joyning together : and if thoſe pieces do chance to 
fall in between the main Bones , they will then hinder their uniting : And 
if thoſe Shivers ſlide outwardly towards the Membranes, they will cauſe 
extreme Pain. This inconvenience is therefore to be ſhunned by the help 
of gen But again in Extenfion there muſt be —_ __ FH 
Vigo notes: Ad magnam quidem Extenfionem fſuturus Spaſmus uſpeFus 
eſt, Yea ſometimes the very Muſckes are £ be Galen: tells us; 
And Albucaſius cries out, Cave Extenſionem vehementem & Compreſſionem 
1: m, ficut faciunt multi ſtolidorum : oties enim faciunt Apoſtema | 
& contrationem in membro. By which it ſeems in his time there wete (ach pev- 
ple, who thereby drew ſad Accidents, as Convulfions and Inflammation, up- 
on their Patients. But if the Extenſion belefs than it ſhould, then, as I aid be-

dum pronum & ſupinum. In Extenfionit behoves us to obſerve debitam fige- 
rationew, that the Member be extended #: ea figures que wininmum facit 
dolorem, faith Galen : which is done, if the Fibres of the Muſcles be ſtretcht 
according to their re&itude. Children, and fuch as' are' of a ſoft Hz 
bit of body, do beſt ſuffer Extenfion : Elderly and dry Bodies the con- 
trary. 

In the next place is to beconfidered the moſt reaſonable time wherein to re- 
duce the Fraftures. And herein we all agree, the ſooner the better, and 
that to avoid Inflammation ; and according to Celſas, $3 in primis dichss 
non reſtauratar , inflammatio oritur, &c. It at the firſt or ſecond day the 
FraQure be not reduced it is in danger of Inflammation and Mortification : 


' For indeed after the ſecond day, it is _ the Frafture isaccompanied with 
xt 


great Defluxion, and fo yields not to Extenfion without hazzard of drawing 
fuch ill Accidents upon it elf. 

Therefore Fallopins in his Expoſition upon Hippocrates De Capitis vulne- 
ribus, and by his authority, tells us what we ſhall do in ſuch a caſe. S? or 
non 
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non fuerit in ſuo loco, ſaies he, ideo ad ſeptimam, qui eft primus terminut Inflans” 
mationis, vel uſque ad nonam, qui eſt ſecundus, debemns bene advertere : & 0 
portet impedire inflammatianem. It the Bone was not reſtored before the 
time of Inflammation, then we ought to attend till the jeventh diy, which 
1s the firſt period of Inflammation, or until the niath day, which isthe ſecond 
period : And all this time we ought to reſtrain the Defluxion, vel per lenitionens 
doloris, vel expreiſuonem & deligationem loci. Lenimus autem medicamentis oleo- 
fir, que habent vim refrigerandi, vel per deligationem plaribus faſciis 3, eithet 
by lenient Medicines, or by 4 Welenifie with ſoft cooling Oils + 
We make our Deligation or Bandage by many turns of the Rowlers. Theſe 
are to be done until the ſeventh or ninth day. Inflatnmation abating gives 


you opportunity for reducing the Fracture. The Inſtruments for Extenſion R—_ 
are threefold. Firſt, the Chirurgeon's Hand, for gentle Extenſion :. And let © 


bim place his Hand near the Fracturez otherwiſe he ſhall burt the ſound 
Part by too much Compreſſion, and not avail himſelf much in his Extenſion. 
Secondly for the middle Extenſion there are Faxes and Habens, a ſort of 
Bandage fit to pluck at in orderto Extenfion. Thirdly, there are Organs 
and Machinamenta, Engines uſed often by us, but invented by the Ancients: 
And they are for the moſt ſtrong Extenſion. But before you make your 
Extenſion, confider whether the Member be not fraftured in more placesthan 
one. An old Gentleman came out of the Country, and by a Fall going 
down Lzdgate-hill brake his right Arm a little above the Wriſt tranſverſe; 
and near the bending of the Arm was a ſecond Frafture oblique. - This dou- 
ble Fracture hath happened to others 1n the Leg. It requires your circum- 


ſpeCtion, leſt the one eſcape our ſight, and the Member be left deformed, and 
weakned in its aCtion. 


The Extenſion made, the Extenders are to be looſened 2ently, and the Q- Coapcation. 


peratour muſt with his hand endeavour as gently to preſs down the ends of 
theBones, and joyn them ſmooth and even together. . And if there be ariy 
little Shiver that will not be placed even with its fellows, cut upon it, and 


take it out. You ſhallknow the perfett Coaptation of Parts by theſe Signs, Signs of 
Firſt, if the fractured Member anſwer to the ſound ; ſecondly; if by your 7 


packing of it you feel no[nequalityz and thirdly, if Pain be abated.

cond Intention in curing of Fraftures is, that the Parts brought to- 2 Intemion. 


gether may ſo be preſerved : And that is performed by Bandage, which ought 
to be ſo made, as not only to keep the Parts ſo joined/together, but to de- 
ſend them from Inflammation. And to this purpoſe I commend to you that of 
Hippocrates from my own praQtice. It conſiſts of three Rowlers made of li- 
nen Cloath, not too courſe, leſt thereby it ſhould offend the fratured Mem- 


ber ; nor yet too ſoft and fine, leſt it break. 


With the firſt Rowler you are to begin u the Fracture, and take 1.Rowler, 


three Turns there. Then rowl upward to the ſound part, and ſo a little high- 
er, and there end this Rowler. It will keep the F wy. a little ſteady, un- 
til the other Bandage be made, and reſtrain the influx of Humours which 
might cauſe Inflammation. 


he ſecond Rowler ought to be as long again as the firſt, and muſt be 2.Rovler, 


rowled contrary to the firſt z as for inſtance, if the firſt was made to the 
right hand, thismuſt be turned to the left : So that if the Muſcles by the firſt 
Bandage ' were wreathed too much on one fide, they now may be reſtored 
"gain to theother. This ſecond Rowler muſt begin upon the 'FraQture, and 
after a Turn or two there, muſt be carried downwards, that ſo you may preſs . 
the influx of Humours from the fratured part. And ſo having made three 
or four Turns downwards upon the ſound part, you may rowl upwards

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again 'by the Fracture, and making a Circumvolution upon the Fracture it 
ſelf, paſs upwards, until you come to the end of the firſt Rowler. And there 
Hippocrates terminates this ſecond Bandage, becauſe there is fear of the de- 
ſcent of Humours 2 parte fuperiori : And theſe two Bandages do more de- 
fend the Part from Inflammation, than ſtrengthen the Fracture. But 
they being made, Hippocrates puts over them Compreſles of linen Cloth 
three or four times doubled, of ſuch length as to reach over the Fra. 
ure; but ſo narrow, as that five or fix might be placed round about the 
Fracture, the diſtance of a finger one from another. Theſe are to be (preg 
with alittle Cerote, only to make them ſtick. They are called Playy/g 
and Splenja from their figure, and do ſupply the defect of agglutinative 
Medicaments, and leſſen the Pain, by hindering the Comprefiton of the 
Bandage. 

The third Rowler of Hippocretes faſtens the ſaid Compreſles 3 and its firſt 
Turn is made upon the Fracture, the one head being carried upwards, and 
the other downwards. And youare totake notice, that the Bandages are tg 
be drawn more freight upon the fra&tured Parts thanelſewhere, that the ſaid 
Parts being more weak, may be kept from Detluxions. 

Celſus in. his;eighth Book, and tenth Chapter, propoſes another way of 
Bandage. Firſt, hedipta Cloth in Red wine and Oil, and applied it over and 
about the Fracture, and over that he brought fix Rowlers, his two firſt being 
thoſe of Hippocrates, and ſo he rowled them : then he uſed abroad double li. 
nen Cloth, ſpred with Cerote, to keep them cloſe down. And his reaſon js, 
becauſe the frattured Bone hath always a propenſity that way whither it 
tended when fraftured 3 therefore, faith he, you are always to put a Compreſs 
of linen Cloth, dipt in Wine and Oil, ez parti que contraria eſt parti in quats 
membrune inclinat. And over this he brings the four remaining Rowlers; ſo 
as _ following Rowler = _— contrary to the former, and the third

Theſe are the Bandages of Hippocrates and Celfjus, men of the greateſt Ay- 


thority in Chirhrgery, and are followed almoſt by all that have writ fince, 
and are of excellent uſe in Fraftures in and near the Joints, wherethere is fear 
of Inflammation, But then in your Binding you muſt obſerve ſuch a mean 


Signsof good as conſilts with the eaſe of the Member bound. A ſmall and lax Tumour ap-

But if no Accident happen, you ſhall not unbind the Fracture until the 
ſeventh day : And then, if all be well, the Bandage will begin to flacken 
of it ſelf; and if itbe not well, you may then ſee your errour, and timely 
help it. And that is one reaſon, why Fractures ſhould be opened about 
that time. Another may be, for that often in Fractures there ts an intolera- 
ble Itching, through the detention of Humours, which are made ſharp by 
Deligation, qu" >" re being thereby hindred,) and that is wontto term1- 


"nate in a moſt painful Excoriation and 1 Rednefs. In which caſe 


you are to bath the affefted Part with warm Water, that the Matter may 
be evaporated: And then the Member is to be bound up again. But here you 
are to put Ferule or Splintsin ſtead of the Splewie or Compreſſes. Whereas in 
Fractures with great Contuſion, or in and nearthe Joints, I have continued the 


uſe of Compreſles wet in Whites of Eggs during the whole Cure «we 
go0 
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good ſucceſs. And lately a Youth about ten years of age, labouring under Obſeryation 


2 carious Ulcer in his Foot, the laſt great Froſt brake his Thigh-bone accor- 
ding to the length of the Member. This Frafture was covered with emp!. 
? bolo and Splenia moiſtened i# album. ovor. with Bandage, &c. as is propoſed 
in this Treatiſez by which the fra&tured Bones were kept even and cloſe to- 
gether with much eaſe to the Child, and agglutinated firmly by the Callus in- 
tervening. Mr. Towel, ſometimes a Servantof mis feos Thigh bing for 
me, I being at that preſent otherwiſe —_— 

But all the Ancients after the ſeventh day did uſe Splintsz and fo have 1 
where they might ſafely be uſed : For they not only keep the Member ſteady, 
but ſtraight. And of theſe ſome are made of Tin, others of Scabbard, Paſt- 
board, and of Wood, ſowed up in linen Cloaths. Thoſe of Tin do very 
well, by reaſonof their lightneſs. Thofe of Scabbards are apt to bow, and fo 
thole of the thickeſt Paſtboard, eſpecially if they chance to be wet. And 
thoſe of Wood are heavy, and apt to inflame the Member. Yet through the 
Arcilt's care they may be all uſed with good ſucceſs, yea from the firlt day 
of the Fracture. As in the caſe of a Reverend Divine, who brake both rhe 
Focils of his left Leg within a few fingers breadth of the Ancle. This per- 
ſon laboured under an Aſthwa, which grievouſly ſhook the fraftured Mem- 
ber 3 wherefore 1 was neceflitated to put on Ferwie the very firſt drefling, 
which I contiaued the uſe of during the whole time of his Cure. He late] 
told me, that he never felt the leaſt pain in that Leg ſince I took off the la 
Plaiſter, which ismore than ten years ſince. But Hippocrates uſed them not until 
the ſeventh day. For before that day there was more need of hindring the 
Inflammation, than of ſtrengthening the Fracture ; poſt ſeptimam contra, but 
afterward the contrary is required. 


The third Intention in curing of Fractures is, in preſerving the Tone of the 3: Intentions 


Part, Nature ezios 0s unire nequit, wifi pars ſit ſana; Nature cannot knit the 
Bones while the Parts are under a Diſtemper : And that cannot preſently be 
removed. For wes Bones be very well ſet, yet there will remain 
ſome Cavernule, which will be aptto fill with Saries, which the Part through 
its weakne6 can neither well affimilate nor expel, and ſo is like to be 
burthened with excrementitious Humours, e Phlebotomy may be 
here of ſpecial uſe, and the keeping of the Belly ſoluble by Clyſters, or 
otherwiſe, and a {lender Diet muſt ibed. This is the work of the 
Phyſicians. But they not being always at hand, 1 thought fit to mention 
it, and (o to proceed to ourown work, in keeping up the Tone of the Part. 
And hereto we have need of fuch Medicines que' materiamt influxaw deſiccant, 
&- inflammationem repellunt, which dry up Serofities, and repel Inflammation. 
And theſe in aword are Aftrirgentia, of which we have choice. Hippocra- 
tes uſed Cerote, then Red wine: Celſus, as you have heard, uſed Oil of 
Myrtils and Roſes, Red wine, and Whites of together : Others again 
uſed Whites of alone 3 and others added Oil of Myrtil, balauſs. roſ.rubr. 
ſang dracov. bol. Armen. and with a little Wine made it up to the con- 
fitence of a Liniment, and appliedit upon Cloaths over the Fracture. By the 
uſe of this lattcr Medicament 41 cured a man whoſe Arm was ſore bruiſed, 
and fractured in many pieces, by the fall of a piece of Cannon, which brake 
looſe n-a Storm, while we were preparing to lay aboard our enemy. Over 
this Reſtrictive I applied Splezia of double ſoft Linen with Bandage, as in 
Compound Fractures, and happily Cured him. It the Inflammation be not 
preat, I then take eep!. diapalme, and ſome of the ftorementioned Powders, 
with a little Oil of Myrtil and Vinegar, made up to the conliſtence of au 
Emplaſter, which Iſpread upon Cloth pretty thick, and apply x 
Fracture.

The fourth Intention is, Callum generare, to make Calls 3 which is to 
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Frafture. It not only reſtrains the Defluxion, but ſtrengthens the Fratture, 
The Medicaments propoſed are all very good, and excellently preſerve the Tone 
of the Part, if they be proportioned according to the greatneſsof the Malady. 
There is yet farther requiſite to the performance of this Intention, a right 
Pofition of the Member : And that, according to Galen, debet efſe mollis ; the 
hurt Part ought to lie ſoft : For that hard lying preſſes upon the bruiſed 
Bones and Fleſh, and cauſes Pain and Inflammation. Debet efſe equalis, n+ 
diſtorqueat ; It muſt lie ſmooth or equal, becauſe an uneven placing diſtorts 
or draws awry the Part. Surſuns verſus, ne humores deſcendant 3, It ſhould lie 
it.. Oportet congruany 
wembri figurationem conſiderare : It behoves, ſaith Hildanss, to confider the 
convenient figure of the Member, that the Muſclesbe kept in their right Site, 
which is moſt free from Pain. Hec autem eſt figura media; which it it be nor 
obſerved, exigno poſt tempore membrum dolere ſolet. What thoſe Pains are, you 
may poſlibly gueſs, bur no tongue can expreſs. Therefore you ought to 
handle the Member very tenderly-3 and if the Fracture be made in Cabito, 
place it in a Caſe made of Paſtboard, with a ſoft Pillow under it, and brin 
It up to the Breaſt with a fine Towel, or the like. Burt if it be the Leg 
that is fractured, we then place it in a Bed, or in a Cradle, or upon a Pil. 
low quilted in the midit with Juoks to ſupport it 3 having a ſpecial care 
that the Hollow of the Ham and Heel be filled up, leſt the weight of the 
Foot hurt the Heel, from whence grievous Pain doth enſue, and fad Acci- .

Therefore in ſuch 
Fractures where the Patient is conſtrained to keep his Bed, I propoſe a (len- 
der Diet, and of ſuch things as areof eaſie Digettion. 

ty ſurely we cannot fail to compleat our Cure; the Bones having naturally 
. a Porineſs in them, in which is always contained a matter fit for their Nou- 
riſkment ; and ex illo ipſo nutrimento in fraFuris generatur Callns, of that 
Nouriſbment Callvs is made. So if we be careful to prevent Inflammation, 
and the like Miſchiefs, which diſturb Nature in her aQions, and apply 
ſuch Remedies as may dry the proper Nouriſhment into Callus, we ſhall not

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fail then of our deſire : And thoſe remedies, according to Galer; aught to be 
Emplaſtick and moderately hot. For, faith he, ea. Callos tune promovent; 
141 augent : Yue digerendi vim obtinent, ea magnos javs Callos diminuunt. There- 
fore it behoves us with care to fit our Medicines to the Age and Conſtitution 
of our Patients. For thoſe which are proper for Men of ripe age, if applied 
to Children and tender bodies, would fo dry the Caller, that they would quite 
diminiſh it, and fruſtrate our Cure. In Children - Albucaſivzs commends to 
us the application af Whites of Eggs alone, or with a little farina volatilis : 
jn thoſe of more years, pulv. zwyrrbe, aloes, acacie, cunt. tragacanth.. thus, lab- 
dannum, &c. Emplaſiruns ſti. Paracelſ. diapalm. oxycroceune, (everally or 
mixt, are proper. But this: latter Vigo is very angry with, and fays it is a 
Diabolical Emplaſter, too hot for the Summer, and \not very proper for Win- 
ter. Vigo's emplaſtr. ad ofſium fraFuras is excellent 3 and ſo is our Catag- 
matieurm in the London diſpenſatory. - As to internal Medicines, there are 
z but I ſhall only recommend to you ofteoco/la, and that by the autho- 
ruy of Fabr, Hildanus, who often experienced it. The Doſe was 3j. in aq.

motion. [n this caſeabate the Patient's Diet, make your Bandage more ſtrid, 
and foment with Diſcutients, alſo apply empl. de cieuta, de ranis cum Mer« 
eurio, &6« .

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But if the Callus be leſs than fit, the ſigns are, quid ad motur redditur deli. 
lis, the Bone is weak, and if the Part be toucht' you ſcarce feel the Cally;. 
And this was thought by the Ancients to proceed from lenderneſs of Diet, or 
that it was not enough incraſſating. Bur I think it rather proceeds from im- 
proper Applications, or too ſtreight Bandage. Yet if the Patient bein years, 
and of a {pare Body, youmay both increaſe and incrafſate bis Diet : But with- 
al (lacken your Bandage, and invite forth the Humours by warm Water, not 
100 hot, donec pars rubeſtat, & in tumorem attollatur, until the fratured Parts 
a little (well 5: tunc enim deſiſtendune. But if the member be extenuated, it is 
either from the too ſtreight Bandage, or over-much bathing with'warm Wa. 
ter: Thereforeyou mult now bath with freſh Broths, and other good Embro- 
cations. Alſo a Pitch-plaiſter applied, and preſently pulled off again, will by 
its adheſion to the Hair and Skin cauſe Pain, and likewiſe- an attraCtion of A- 
liment ro the Part, and ſo the member may be nouriſhed. 

Sometimes alſo after the FraQure is cured, the Member is found to be of 
a depraved Figure, by reaſon the Bones were not well ſet, or through ill Ban- 
dape, or ſome inordinate motion, aut propter inſcitiam Chirurgi. To reſolve 
this Callus, ſome Authours have adventured to preſcribe ſundry Medicaments; 
but they have hitherto proved unſucceſsful. Yet if it be true what a Chirur. 
geon lately affirmed of exepl. de minio, the work would be very facil. But Celſas 
and F abr. ab. Aquapend. after the preſcribing various Remedies conclude at laſt 
thus : If the Patient be young and luſty, and the Callus but fix months old, 
there is yet one refuge, that is, fraZ#uram de novo rumpere: And in order there- 
unto, you are to foment the Part with DecoGtionsex althea, rad. lilior. fol. mal. 
var. tape barbat. cicuta, &c. and then rurſus os frangitur manibns vel digitis, impel- 

lendo ſcx comprimendo. But if the Callus be fo bard that it yields not to your 
hands, then ſays Fab. ab. Aquapend. frango enum inſtrumento attrabente in f tom 
Jas partes. Bat this, Albucahns, a Chirurgeon as bold as any, and one that had 
{zen the effe&s of ſuch raſh undertakings, utterly condemns, ſaying, it is opera- 
zio valde vituperabilis, perducens ad mortem : therefore he- advileth the Patient 
notto give car to (uch vain people, but Tather content himſelf with ſuch hel 
as emollient DecoQions, Liniments, and Emplaſters may efte&. Which in —_ 
is ſafer, if you conſider, that after the (allnsis ſo confirmed that it will not yield 
to Extenſion, then if you ſhould break it anew, or any other way ſeparate it; 
yet it would no more yield to a right Coaptation, thana Hair-lip or my two 
Fingers will to Agglutination without ſeparating the Callofity 3 which ts not 
ble to be done in Bones. 

| could have here inſerted many Inſtances of my work in the Cure of the 
ſeveral Fractures of particular Parts : But it would fignifie little more than 
have already written, their Cure conſiſting 1n the 'very fame Extenfion and 
Coaption, and they being ſubjet to no other Accidents than what I have 
ſet down - all which I have writ as plainly and feelingly , as if T had been 
performing the work 1n your preſence. Yet as a rarity I ſhall give you one 


Inſtance. 


Ome years before the Fire, I was ſent for to a poor Widow inhabiting near 
\ J Bridewel, whole little Son, of about eight years of age, playing about the 
Wharf, was ſtruck by one of thoſe great Cart-horſes full in the Face, beati 


| the Ethmoides quite in from the Os cribriforwe, without any great Wound. 


The Boy lay. for dead a while, and dozed longer. It appeared a ſtravge ſight 
at firſt to me, his face being beaten in, and the lower Jaw ſticking out : Nor 
did | preſently know howto help him, or: by what art to make my Extenſion. 


But after a while, he a little recovering his Senſes, was perſwaded to open his 
Mouth,

Mouth. And there I ſaw the Os palati and Uvulz beaten ſo cloſe backwards, 
that it was not poſſible for me to get my finger behind, as I deſigned 3 and 
othe way of Extenſion there was none. Upon which 1 preſently formed an 
Ioſtrument bended up at one end, by which 1 got up behind the Uvule z then 
raiſing it a little upward, pulled it forward with the Bone into its former 
place very eaſily. But I no ſooner let go my Extender than the fraftured body 
returned back again. [I then contented my elf in drefling up the Face with a 
reſtrictive Cerote, to prevent the Influx of Humours, agd let him blood, and 
within a few hours after cauſed an Inſtrument to be made, whereby the gteat 
fratured body was more eafily brought into its natural place, and alſo kept 
there by the hand of the Child, his Mother and my Servants helping him ſome 
while: other way there was none. Thus by their and our care, the Tone of 
the Part was preſerved, and a Calus thruſt forth, which as it hardened, the 
Part grew ſtronger, and the Face was reſtored to a good ſhape, better than 
could have been hoped for from ſuch a Diſtortion in that place. The Patient 
is yet alive and well. 
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A Page attending a Noble Family, riding behind the Coach, fell down, 2. Obſervar: 


bruiſed his Face, and broke his right Collar-bone. He was taken up and car-

ried to the next Pretender to Chirurgery, who ſeeing his Face much ſwelled,and yide, &c, 


his Noſe bloody, concluded it fraftured, and fill'd up his Noſtrils with Tents, 
binding them up with Plaiſtersz and finding his lower Jaws (tanding unequally 
with the upper, concluded them luxated, and that part of the Srermo under the 
Collar-bone was broken down. Things being thus repreſented,l was ſent to view 
this Youth : and pulling off the Plaiſter,and the Tents out of his Noſe, I ſaw nei- 
ther Wound nor Frature. His Jaws did not anſwer equally to one another ; but 
by his frequent motion and yn ney es them, it was evident they were nei- 
ther luxated nor fra&ured. But by his Fall the Bones of his Face ſeemed tobe 
preſſed inward, and the uppermolt Jaws were cruſhed nearer one another than 
they ſhould : and this made the Inequality which our Chirurgeon thought a fault 
in the lower Jaws, and by his pulling them had like to have broken or diſlocated 
them. The next day he called in a Chirurgeon to juſtifie his proceedings. But 
there appearing nothing of Luxation or Fracture in the Jaws, we looked upon 
the Steron,and found it well 3 but that Collar-bone was broken oblique, which 
weſet and bound up, with reſolution not to open it till it ſhould be united. All 
things being in this hopeful condition, we adviſed him to keep his Bed, and left 
him to obſerve the Directions of his Phyſician, by whoſe preſcription a Clyſter 
was adminiſtred that evening, which he voided into a white earthen Chamber. 
t, which his Chirurgeon looking into call'd it blood, and alarm'd his Friends, 
t adiſcreet perſon looking afterward upon it, concluded it only the Clyſter 
tinured with red Sugar, Hiera picra, &c. I being ſoogafter fetched, confirmed 
the ſame, and appeaſed that clamour. About the tenth day our Chirurgeon,con- 
trary to former order, undreſſed the fraftured Clavicle : upon whoſe binding it 
too {lack the Bane ſtarted, and from that time it grew painful; ſo thathedref- 
ed it again four or five days after : but the Pain increafing the more,l was fetched, 
and upon opening ſaw one end of the Clavicle riding over the other,and prick- 
ing againſt the Skin. The (ales being cenfencs the Patient was removed 
from his Chirurgeon's houſe to his Mother's in the City, where being in great 
. Pain, his Chirurgeon dreſſed him again 3 and the (treighter he made the Ban- 
dage, the greater was the Pain. He not imagining the cauſe, imputed the fault 
to the unrulineſs of the Pageant, and declared that the Fracture was yet m the 
Bone, and that it was oo of Cure. Upon which I was ſent for,and _ 
the Pain to proceed fromtheend of the fratured Bone pricking in the Skin,an 
the more when it was bound, I cauſed half a Wallnut-ſhell to be plaiſtered over 
Ppp it: 
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it : and having thereby defended it from Preſſure, he made uſe of his Arm, ang 
complained no more of Pain. I then defigned to cut off that end of the Bone 
if it again pained him : but from that time it continued eaſy, and he recovered 
the uſe of that Arm very well. 


Thus have I done with that which concerns Simple Fractures. In a FraQure 
with a Wound, if neither the Bone be bare, nor yet prominent through the 
Skin,then you are by Extenſion to bring the fraQured ends of the Bone toge. 
ther, as was propoſed in the firſt and ſecond Intentions of Simple Fractures, 
And the Lips of the Wound are likewiſe to be brought together by Suture, if 
it be any whit large, and not too much contuſed. Which manner of dreſling 
iscontrary to what is taught in Gun-ſhot Wounds with Fratture ; the method 
being to be altered upon that occaſion for the reaſons there alledged. Then 
endeavour, as in our third Intention, to keep the fraftured and wounded 
Parts together by Dreſſings, which may as well mitigate the Pain, as keep off 
Apoſtemation , by repenling the Matter flowing to the Parts, and drying up 
that which already affeGteth the Frafture and Wound : qualia ſunt Aſtringen- 
tia, that is by Aſtringents 3 with which I have fufficiently furniſhed you in the 
Diſcourſe of fimple Fractures. Galen, by the. authority of Hippocrates, re- 
commends Cerote of Roſes. But if there be no Pain, you are to endeavour 
the ſtrengthening of the Fracture, and preventing Defluxions, *by Cloaths 
ſpred with that Compolition of aſtringent Powders, mixt with the Whites of 
eggs and Red wine, which is already propoſed. Then follows Deligation of 
the Part: andin this caſe Bandages are to be made of fofter and broader Linen 
than we uſe in Fra&ures without a Wound, that they may comprehend both 
__ Lips of the non keep them _ Lion % burt-them pr = 

preſſion. Minis aftrin a/cie quam ſt vulnw non adeſſet, \ays 
Celſvs. And therefore it 1s that —Lannsl +, and Celjaw make fo many Circum- 
volutions 3 cam avelins fit ſepe circumire quam aſtringere , ſaith Celſu: again. 
The third day they looſen the Bandage : then ferule vel non epponende, nt vnl 
uns comprimant, faith, _—_ 3 or if they be put on, ſuper oulnus apponi no 
debent. Rather in theſe Fra do we uſe Deligation, phuribus faſciis, with 
many Rowlexs, faith A/bucaſins, And fo all along he proceeds in his Diſcourſes 
of Frattures, as if he had been rather bred under Hippocrates or Celſus, m 
Greece or ltaly, than where he was. But in truth this way of Deligation is 
not only very troubleſome to the Chirurgeon, to put on and off, but fo very 
painful to the Patient, that it is almoſt impoſſible that he ſhould ever be with- 
out a Fever, if his Wound beevery day to be ſo rowled and unrowled. There- 
fore in theſe Compound Fraftures we chuſe rather to follow the method of 
ſome of the Moderns, who, in ſtead of theſe many long Rowlers, make choice 
of two or three ſhort Cloaths, folded three or four times double, to give them 
the more ſtrength. We alſo make them of ſuch breadth, as to encompaſs the 
Lips of the Wound and the fractured Parts; and of that length, as to come 
once about the FraQure, and fo ſtitch together on the moſt convenient fide. 
And under theſe may be placed Comprefles of fine Tow, or double Cloaths ; 
which will not only keep the Lips of the Wound down, but fill up the [n- 
equality, and further the expulſion of Matter. And ſo the Wound may be 
dreſt, and the fratured Member relieved at your pleaſure, without giving the 
Patient the pain to have the fractured Member removed, or your ſelf the 
trouble of rowling and unrowling ſo many lay, Rowlers as the Ancients 
propoſed, With this method I have cured ane Legs, ſo ſhattered by 
Splinters from Cannon-ſbot, and with ſuch loſs of Subſtance, that I even de- 
{paired of their Cure. But in ſome of theſe I have made uſe of yy 5 
: agnle 5 
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Plagule; and often, for the more ſtrengthening the ſhattered Member, have 
been glad to make uſe of fome Splints from the firſt day 3 but fo as their com- 
preſſion was gentle and equal, and fo placed that the Lips of the Wound 
might be kept even, and that the diſcharge of Matter was by them furthered. 
But if the Wound be tranſverſe, it then requires mord{tawion, leſt the Matter 
ſhould at any time be preſt back into the Wound, and fo not only dilate it, 
but foul the Bones. | 

Thus much for a Frature with a Wound where the Bones are not expoſed 
tothe Air. But if the Bone be bare, and thruſt it ſelf out of the Wonnd, you 
ſhall endeavour preſently to reduce it ; and after it is reſtored to its hatural 
place, let the Wound be ſtitcht and dreſt, as I propoſed to you even now in 
the Compound Fracture. 
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A Commander at Sea, valiantly fighting in the midſt of the Enemie's Fleet, 3. 0bſerva. 


had his Leg fractured by the fall of his Mizzen top-maſt, it breaking his Leg 
tranſverſe near the Ancle, the edge of the Bone thruſting out through the 
Skin, He not ſuffcring the Bone then preſently to be ſet while it was warn, 
afterwards, when it was ſwelled and ſtiff, it did not yield to Extenfion, but 
became painful and inflamed. After ſome few days he was brought to Lon- 
do, and I was ſent to him. He was of an ill Habit of body, ſubje& to the 
Gout and Dyſenterie 3 and the Fracture being accompanied with great De. 
fluxion was not in a condition to admit of Extenften. Therefore, accordin 
to Fallopivs and Hippocrates, before cited by me in this Treatiſe, I propoſe 
to his Chirurgeon to proceed by Lenients, to mitigate Pain, Inflammation, ec. 
and by Bandage to hinder Defluxion. Which we did ; and his Chirurgeon 
continued that method a few days, by which the Accidents were remitted, 
When we met again, finding the Patient in caſe, we took off the Dreflin 
and agreed to make Extenſion, and reduce the Fracture. The Patient was of a 
dry tough Body, and the Member yielded difficultly to the Stretch : upon 
which conſideration we fatisfied our ſelves with a moderate Extenſion , 
doubting that upon a more forcible one ill Accidents might follow, (as an 
Inflammation preſently did.) We dreſt it up as a compound Fratture : and 
after ſome days drefling a Cas thruſt forth, and united the Bones. That 
Callus being confirmed and dried,we haſten'd the Exfoliation of the foul Bone 
by a little /Egyptiacurn and pulv. myrrbe diflolved in fpir, vini, applied hotupon 
an armed Probe. Thus the Bone Was exfoliated, and the Ulcer cured by the 
ordinary Intentions in ſuch cafes. Yet the inward leaning of the Bone conti- 
hued a weakneſs in the Member a long time, as is uſual where the Fracture 
bath not been timely or well reduced. To remedy this, I cauſed a Bar of 
Steel to be fixed in his Shoe with joifits, and by a Bracer of Cloath to be la- 
e&d on, or tied with Ribbons on the outlide of his Leg; by which it was mar- 
vellouſly ſtrengthened. 

But if the end of the bared Bone do chance to thruſt it ſelf ſo out, as that 
without great force it cannot be reſtored to. its place 3 tymc & duobus malis 
minus eſt eligendum 5 then that end of the Bone which hath thruſt it felf fo 
far out is to be ſawed off: and if thisbe done timely, before a Gangrene hath 
ſeized upon the Part, it may be performed with good ſucceſs.

in a little Child, I was haſtily ferche to affiſt one Mr. Powe, a Barber- chirur- Leg fractur- 
eon, in the ſetting a Frature of both the Focils of the Leg in a Man about <d- 


xty years of age, of a tough dry Body. There met Mr. Tathaz, an in- 
duſtrious knowing Chirurgeon. The FraQture was oblique, almoft ſecunduzs 
Ppp 2 long. 
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longitudinew; and the Os 53bie of greater Focil hath ſhot it ſelf out by the in- 
fide of the Ancle a length. We endeavoured by a ſtrong Extenſion to 
reduce this fra Bone 4nto its place z but K« yielded very diſficultly to 
our endeavour : yet we reduced it, and afterwards cleanſed the Wound of 
what Shivers or of f Bones we met with, and brought the Lips of the 
Wound together by Suture, hoping thereby to keep the fraftured Bone the 
cloſer. Then we dreſt the Wound with our Digeſtive warm, and with an 
empl. diachalcit. malaxt with ol. roſ. and over the fraQtured Parts we ap- 
plied the Mixture following ſpred upon a double Cloath : Rc flor. rof, ruby. 
balayſt. baccar. myriill. bol. Armen. ſang. dracon. an. q, ſ. pulveriz. cum alby- 
min, 0vor. ol. roſ. & acet. Miſe. ad conſiſt. mellis. This we faſtned by Bandage, 
as hath been ſhewed in Compound Fractures: and for the more ſtrengthen 
the fratured Member, we placed Splenia over that Bandage, with Ferule 
upon them ; and having faſtened them by three Ligatures, we placed the 
Member 2s much to the eaſe of the Patient as we could contrive, upon a 
Pillow quilzed in the middle, with Junks to keep it ſteady. But thele 
great Fractures with Jarge Wounds, and near the Joint, are always ſubje&t 
to grievous Pain; and this much mare, for that the Tendons and Muſculoug 
fleſh were ſoarly torn, and ſtretcht by the great Extenſion : ſo it was not likely 
to be attended with leſs miſchief than afterward befel it. We let him blood 
that night, and gave him an Anodyne draught to diſpoſe him to re(t. But 
he ſlept little, his Pain continuing with much diſturbance : a Fever alſo fol- 
lowed, and within two or three days he became delirous, and in the abſence 
of his Attendents got out of his Bed 3 upon which the great Focil flew out 
as at firſt, and the poor man fell down on the floor as halt dead. We were 
both preſently fetcht, and taking off the Dreſſings, we ſaw the Bone diſtorted, 
the lower Stitches broken, and the Wound of an ill aſpe&, as it were tending 
to Mortification 3 alſo the Bone thruſt out fo far, that there was no hopes 
of its being any more reduced by a new Extenſion. Upon which conlidera- 
tion we refolved to ſaw off the end of it: and to that page having pre- 
pared all things ready, we cut out the remaining Stitches, and turned the Foot 
on one fide towards the Small of the leg, thruſting the Bone more out ; the 
one ſawing the end off, whilſt the other with a Sparula defended the Ten- 
donous fleſh underneath from being wounded by the Saw. 'That done, 
we cleanſed the Wound from the Saw-duſt, as alſo from the Shivers of little 
Bones which we had not diſcovered in our firſt dreffing, they lying pricki 
the Periofienm, between the fractured Bones and Membranes, by which hots 
ſad Accidents had been haſtened. The Wound thus cleanſed, we turned 
the Foot right into its natural place, there being no need of Extenſion: 
which being done, we (carified the = of the Wound, and waſht them 
cu ſtir. vini, with a little /Egyptiac. diſſolved in it, and applied to the ends 
of the Bones Pledgits dipt in the ſame, and preſt out. We alſo dreſt the reſt 
of the Wound cm unguent baſtlic. with a little of. terebinth. warm, and ap- 
plied a Mixture of an Emplaſtrum Paracelſ. and diachalcit. over the Wound 
and Parts about, and then a Compreſs and Bandage over that, as in Com- 
und Fractures. The great work was now, how to ſupport the Foot, and 
cep it even with the reſt of the Leg, there being {© great a diſtance between 
them without any Bone, But we having placed the Leg upon a quilted Pil- 
low, Jaid him again in his Bed, and fitted it in a Wainſcot-caſe, where it 
- was kept ſteady and equal, and lay conveniently for our daily dreſſing him. 
This done, we committed him to the care of his Friends to keep bim there 
quiet, and ordered him cordial Juleps, &c. After ſome hours we let him 
blood again. From that time his Pains leſſened, and his Fever and _ 
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ill Symptoms went off as the Wound digeſted. But after ſome days the Heel 
became very painful, and a Slough was diſcovered to us inflamed with an 
Ulceration ſticking to the very Bone. The Parient not permitting to have 
the Caſe, wherein his Foot and Leg was, ſtirred, it had not been raiſed up, as 
for perſpiration it ought+ to have been; whence this Ulcer becatne very 
troubleſome to us. For a preſent Relief, we laid him upon his Side, and 
dreſt the Ulcer with Lenients, to haſten ſeparation of that Eſchar. And be- 
cauſe the Patient grew ſoon weary of this Poſition, which alſo was inconve- 
nient for our drefling the great Wound, we therefore deſigned an Inſtru- 
ment of Tin to receive his Foot and Leg, his Heel to lie hollow in a place 
cut for that purpoſe, whereby we could daily dreſs it without diſturbing 
the Patient, only placing him down lower towards the Bed's feet, that 
the Heel might lie over ir. The fide of this Inſtrument, that came up by 
the Wound, was to be taken off at the time of dreſſing his Wound, and af- 
terward placed cloſe again 3 whereby he was dreſt without diſturbing the 
weak Member. It lay alſo ſoft, by reaſon of the Folds of Linen we placed 
under and between the Leg and la(trument : it was alſo kept ſtraight, in hopes 
it might be ſupplied with Cas. But the Wound became finuous, and the 
Matter fouling the Bones hindred the growth of Cas 3 and while we 
waited for Exfoliation, the Lips of the Ulcer became callous, which pro- 
longed the Cure. The Ulcer in the Heel we digeſted : and after we found the 
Bone would not incarn, we dreſt it with »»guent. FEgyptiac. with a Inttle Merc. 
ſubl. diflolved in it z by which drefſiing we haſtened the Exfoliation of the 
Bone, and cured the Ulcer. The Wound above was a larger work : but after 
the generation of Calus it cured as a Fiſtul2 with carious Bones. The Pa- 
tient lived many years after : but through the il! diſpoſition of the Ulcer, 
the Cal/us was hindred in its growth, whereby the Leg remained the ſhorter, 
almoſt as much as had been {awed off of the Bone. Yet this was better, [ 
ſuppoſe, than to leave the Bone diſtorted until Digeſtion, as in fuch like cafe 
I have ſeen done. But if the Bone be not ſo much diſtorted as that you 
may come to ſaw off the end of it, or if you cannot reduce it after the 
ordinary way 3 then you may with a Chizel-like inſtrument thruſt between 
the fractured ends of the Bone, and uſe it after the manner of a Lever, for 
the reduction of the Prominencies. But then it is ſuppoſed theſe fratured 
ends of them are within rhe Wound, and have not much over-ſhot one 
another, and the Fracture is tranſverſe or oblique: otherwiſe this way will 
do little good 3 nay may poſſibly rive up the piece of Bone, and make another 
kind of FraQture, and grievouſly pain the Patient to no purpoſe. And that 
you may eaſily do, if the ends break off upon your hard and unſteady Ex- 
tenſion. Therefore it becomes you to be. very wary in making this Exten- 
fion ; elſe, I ſay, you may put the Patient to fad Pain, and do him little 


But to conclude, after your Extenfion is made, and the Bone reduced, 
you are to feel if there be any Shivers of Bones looſe, and pull them out. 
And if you perform this Operation in a Frafture newly made, then you are 
to prevent Inflammation agd all other Accidents, by drefling up the Patient 
with ſuch Medicines as have been propoſed in Compound Frattures 3 and 
make your Bandage fo, that you may come to dreſs the Wound, as occafion 
ſhall offer, with as little moleſtation of the fratured Member as is poffible 3 
having a care you grieve not the tender Parts with Splints, until the Inflam- 
mation be over, and the Wound well digeſted. | 

Then afterwards 'tis to be endeavoured, that the Bones robb'd of their 


Perioſteum may again be incarned or exfoliated 3 which is the work of Na- 
ture, 
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ture, yet ought to be helpt by Medicines which have a manifeſt hot and drying 
quality, and a peculiar faculty thereto, of which there are enough ſet down in 
the Treatiſe of Gun-ſbot Wounds. 

The Bones exfoliated, the Cure of the.Ulcer will ſucceed of courſe, or.may 
be performed by Epuloticks, of which you may have choice in this Book, 


CHAP. I. 


Of Luxations in general, 


N ſeveral Obſervations in this Book I have had occaſion to take notice of 
the inconvenience many people have fallen into through the wickedneſs 
ot thoſe who pretend to the reducing luxated Joints by the peculiar name of 
Bone-ſetters ; who (that they may not want imployment ) do uſually repre- 
ſent every Bone diſlocated they are called to look upon 3 though poſlibly it 
be but a Gazglior, or other crude Tumour or preternatural Protuberance of 
ſome part of a Joint. In which caſes their raſh Extenſions do frequently cauſe 
fad Accidents But their more gainful way is, by extending, and dreſſing up 
Joints rather wrencht than ditlocated : in which it they elcape undetected, 
they muſt needs reap great credit, the Patient recovering ſo ſoon the eaſe 
and uſe of them. Whereas if. the Joints happen really to be luxated, ſcarce 
one of them knoweth how to reduce them. In conſideration of this daily 
abuſe, and the inadvertency of the young Chirurgeon, whole not timely dil- 
cerning the Luxation renders it more difficult to reduce, I have thought fit to 
ſay ſomewhat to this part of Chirurgery 3 and firſt in general. 

He that, will give an account of Lxxations, and the manner of their Cure, 
ought firſt fo deſcribe the Connexion of the Bones to each other : on the divers 
manners of which. depend the great variety of methods in reducing and han- 
dling of them. Thele Connexions we find to be of two ſorts 3 1. Symphyſs, 
2. Articulatio. 

I. Symphyſis in its original fignification denotes a (onnnaſcency or Growing 
together ; and perhaps is meant of thoſe Bones which in young Children are 
diſtin, but after ſome years unite and conſolidate into one Bone. So the Os 
ileon and Os pubis are two diſtin Bones in a Child, but unite into one in 
a Man : the Epiphyſis of the Os femoris is a diſtjn& Bone from it in a Child, - 
whereas in a Man they do intirely unite. But me and the uſage of Au- 
thours hath found out another ſenſe of the word, fitted to adult perſons 3 in 
whom it is uſed to mean ſuch a Connexion of two Bones together as ks 1m- 
movable : and of theſe there are two forts. 

1. An immediate Canjundtion, or Juxtapoſition, ( if I may fo call it, ) 
without the interpolition of any other Body. Of which we find three Spe- 
CiEs. 

Firſt, Sutyra, or the indented Conjundtion of Bones in the Scull. 
Secondly, 
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Secondly,. Harmonia, when without toothing or interfearing they do joyn 
immovably in a ſtraight lice : as the Bores in the upper Jaw. 

Thirdly, Gowphoſes, or the Connexion of a Tooth to its Socket. 

2. -Mediate, where the Connexion is made by interpoſition of anothet Bo- 
dy. Ot theſe we likewiſe find three ſorts: which notwithſtanding are not ſo 
peculiar to the Symphyſis as it is oppoſed to Articulatio, but that they may be 
found in that alſo. They are theſe that follow. 

Firſt, Syarcoſss, when two Bones are joyned together by the intervention 
of Fleſh. Aniaſtance of this in the Syphyſis is, the Conjuntion of the Teeth 
to the Mandible by the Fleſh of the Gums. In Articulations we fee it in 
--- rung or any other Joint, where one, Bone is conneQed to another by 
Maſcles. | 

Secondly, Synrenroſisr, when the Connexion is made by a Ligament. Of 
this in Sywphyſes we find inſtances in the Connexion of the Offe pubis to- 
gether , eſpecially in Women, by a ligamentous ſubſtance. In Articula- 
2100s it is either round, as that which unites the head of the Os Femoris to 
_ Coxa ; or broad, as the Tendon of the Pate/a, which unites it to the 

5 tibig. 

Thirdly, Synchondrofis, which is an Union by Griftles. A Symphyſis of this 
kind we have of the Sternoz to the Ribs. Articulations are mo(t of them 
ſo joyned, there being few Bones deſtin'd for motion which have not cartila- 
ginous heads for the facility thereof. Thele two latter ſorts of Union are com- 
pounded in ſome Articulations as in the Of2 coxe, where you have Ten- 
dons and Griſtles both to joyn them together. This is by Galen called New- 


rochandroſts. 
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I. Articulatio is a Connexion of Bones with aptneſs of Motion. Something 4rticulatio? 


hath been anticipated already concerning this Head, becauſe of its coincidence 
with Sywpbyſis, in the forementioned inſtances. But take it as it is in it (elf, 
and you will find it to have this difference. There is, 

1. A conſpicuous Motion, which where it happens, the ConjunGtion is cal- 
led Diarthroſis 3 as in the Elbow, Thigh, and Knee, 

2. An obſcure one, where the Conjundtion is called Symarthrofs ; as in the 
joyning the Carpns to the Metacarpae, the Tarſas to the Metatarſus. And both 
theſe are divided into the three following Species. | 

Firſt Ezarthroffs, where a good round Head enters into a Cavity : whether 
it be Cotylz, or profound Cavity, as that of the Os cox# receiving the head of 
the Os femoris ; or Glene, which is more ſhallow, as in the Scapnla where it 
receives the Humerns, Of more obſcure motion is that Connexion of the; 
tali with the Cymbiformis, which is an Exarthroſes. 

Secondly, Arthbrodia, where the Cavity is very ſuperficial : as between the 
head and the firſt Vertebra of the Neck,in Dzarthroſs: 3 and between the Carpws 
and Metacarpw, in Synartbrofis. 

Thirdly, Ging/ymzas , which is a 
other's Cavity : of which the Elbow is 
bra of the Back, in _ , 

Many other things might be faid on this ſubje&, were it pertinent to my 
preſept defign, which is only to regard the Union and due ity of

Joints, in order to the Dofrine of Luxations, in which the Articulations are. 


chiefly concerned. For when thoſe that are united by Spy as the Su- 
tures of the Head; and the Bones of the Maxila ſaperior, ate , there 
is always a Fracture concomitant, and the whole is treated as a Fracture. 


When the Teeth are diflocated, or to be diflocated, a Toott-drawer is con- 


Articulations 
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Articulations therefore, whether by Diarthroſis or Synarthroſic, are the Sub. 
j& on which my preſent Diſcourſe concerning Luxations is founded. 

Definition of WEN therefore two Bones, which being naturally united make up a Joint 

2 Luxation, are ſeparated from each other, we call it a Lxxation. . 

The Ancients called it a Slipping of the Head of a Bone out of its Cavity, 
Which is true of the great Joints, but not of all : for the. broad end of the 
Clavicle, where it reſteth upon the Scapula, hath neither Head nor Cavity, 
yet is capable of Luxation. 

Differences, + Luxations admit of ſeveral Differences. | 

1. From the Subjeft ; viz. whether it be a place of obſcure motion, or a 
manifeſt one. An inſtance of one is, when the Clavicle recedes from the Sc. 
prla 3 which the Arabians call a Disjunction. Of the other, where an Elboy, 
Shoulder, ec. is disjointed 3 which is moſt properly termed Luxation. There 
is alſo a peculiar Luxation proper to Children, »:z. when the Epiphyſes of a 
Bone ſeparateth from the Bone, they being not throughly conſolidated into 
one 3 which however is treated like a Fratture, and conſequently deſerveth 
no place in this Diſcourſe. 

2, From the Degree of it 3 viz. whether it (lip out wholly, or only in part, 
viz, to the margin of the Cavity that containeth ic. To this latter ſort may be 
referred thoſe Elongations which are the effe& of an Humour ſoaking upon a 
Ligament, (as that of the Coxa,)) thereby making it liable to be ſtretcht, and 
to be thruſt quite out upon every little force. 

3- From the Situation and Figure of the Part, as whether upward, down- 
ward, forward, backward, on the right fide, left fide, ec. of which more 
in the following Chapters. 

4. Differences may alſo be taken from Accidents attending them 3 as Inflam- 
mations, Wounds, Fractures, &*c. | 

Cauſes. + Cauſes of Luxations are internal, or external. The internal are the Hu- 
mours which affe& the Joints, and either by relaxing the Ligaments give 

* way to the Bone to depart from its natural ſeat; or by a contraQiion of the 
Tendons put it upwards out of the Cavity. Both theſe ſorts I have ſeenin 
Children, and it's likely it was in ſome of them hereditary 3 as Sexnerts#s bath 
well obſerved, 2 gibboſis gibboſor, 4 claudis clandos generari, The external 
Cauſes are, Blows, Falls, violent Extenſion : in which latter caſes Infants ſome- 
times ſuffer by the hands of Midwifes, or at more age by the negligence of 
Nurſes. 

Signs. The Signs of Luxation may be taken from the loſs or imperfe& motion of 
the Joint, and from the different reſemblance it hath with the contrary ſound 
Member 3 there appearing to the cies or touch a Cavity in the Part w it 
receded, and a Protuberance where it is lodged : the Member is alſo rendred 
longer or ſhorter, according as the Bone is diſtorted. 

Signs of Re» The Signs of Reduction are the contrary to what have been before delive- 

duttion. red. There is allo a craſbing noiſe;made by the Bone in its return to the 
Cavity. But this is not always Mertain lign 3 for it way proceed from an 
Eruption of ſome part of the margin of the Cup or Cavity. In which caſe 
the Luxation is for the moſt part rendered incapable of Reſtitution, But this 
Fracture maketh a different noiſe from the other, and may be eafily diltin- 
guiſhed by the diſcerning Artiſt, 

Prognoſtick,. © In Children and moiſt Bodies luxated Bones are ealieſt reduced, but are 
with great difficulty retained : in elderly and dry Bodies the contrary hap- 
peneth. 

Luxations of long continuance are difficultly reduced, and are for the moſt 

* part as hardly retained, the parts growing emaciated. Thoſe of the Yertebre 
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occalion'd by external Accidents are for the mo(t part mortal : whereas ſome 
of thoſe by Congeſtion are frequently cured. | | 

The Bone luxated maketh compreſſion on the neighbouring Parts whither Cure. 
it ſlippeth 3 aud accordingly as thoſe Parts are of m re or les fenſe, fo are the 
Pains and Accidents that attend it. You ought to haſten: the reſtoring it to its 
place as ſoon as may be. The work 1s purely Chirurgical, it having no depen- 
dency upon Nature, but the Extenſion and forcing back of the Bone into its 
proper ſeat is done by the Hands of the Artiſt. I here are four Intentions ne- 
ceflary to the Cure : 1. Extenſion, 2. Repolition, 3. Deligation, 4. Colloca- 
tion, or placing of the Member in a right Polition. 

Extenſion is firſt required, becauſe of the ſituation of the Bone, which be- ;, tatencion. 
ing outof its due Socket rendreth the motion of the Muſcles uſelefs, or rather 
hurtful, which the more they pull the Bone, the more they diſtort it, andcon- 
tract the Joynt, This therefore cannot be committed to Nature, butrequireth 
manual Operation. | 

The Extenſion being well made, you are at the ſame inſtant to reſtare it to 2- Incention: 

the place it fell from. And to do this, you mult conlider well the luxated 
Joint, and which way it ſlipped out ; for it requireth to be returned in the 
ſame manner. If it lie on the right Side, it muſt bepreſt back to the left : 
and fo if it be luxated forwards, 1t muſt be forced backwards. The Shoul- 
der requireth one way, the Elbow another, and the Knee or Ancle another. 
If the Luxation hath been of any continuance, or if the contraction of the 
Muſcles be great, it will be reaſonable that vou firſt relax them by emollient 
Embrocations, viz. ungaent. dialthee, axung. human. &c. leſt by your violent 
forcing in the Bone you afteMhe Nerves, and cauſea Paralyſis, &c. 

Being ſatisfied in the Repoſition of the Bone, you ſhall then take care to ,, 1menion. 
keep it ſo : and that is performed by Deligation. But before you make the 
Bandage, you ought to apply ſuch Medicaments as have vertue to reſiſt the 
Influx of Humours, and ſtrengthen the Part : and thole are Aſtringents, and 
ſuch as have been propoſed in the foregoing Chapter of Fractures; viz. bod. 
Armen. ſang. dracon. farin. volatil. balanſt. flor. roſ. rub. cum albumine ovi, 
aceto, aut vino rub. If there be great Pgin, you may embrocate cm of. ro. 
lumbricor. maſtichin. and apply empl. e bolo, diepalm. de minio, &c. Then place 
a Comprels wrung out of {ome of the aforeſaid Liquours on that Part whi- 
ther you ſuſpe& the Bone nay againtend, and roul it on cloſe accordingly as 
you (ee occaſion. 

The laſt Intention is Collocation, or placing of the Member; and that ,, tacention. 
ought, for the eaſe of the Patient, tolie ſoft, and ſomewhat raiſed up, neither 
much extended, nor too much bent, a-middle figure being belt to prevent 
\ Pain, Yet if it be the Shoulder that is luxated, the Elbow ought to be 
kept to the Side, and the Hand upon the Breaſt. If no Accident happen, you 
muſt nat dreſs it again till the ſeventh day 3 and then you may alter the Po- 
ſition, and move the Joint a little to and fro, and dreſs it up with fuch Me- 
dicaments as may give a breathing to the Humour, and corroborate the weak 
Joint. In caſe it itch, bath it with Salt-water 4 otherwiſe with a DecoQtion ex 
ſummitat. abſonth, flor. cham. roſ. rub. balauſt. bacc. myrtil. juniperi,nuc. cupreſſs, 8c. 
to which may be added /pir. vii. All greafie Applications relax the Tendons, 
and prolong the Cure. 

Luxations made by Congeltion do require Emollients to reſolve and breath 
forth\the crude Humour afteQing the Joint, Ligament and Tendons: to 
which purpoſe Kc rad. althee 3v). rad. cucumeris aſinini 21ij. ſummitat. majoran. 
Miz. cofFis in brodio ex pedibus vitul. & contuſis adde pulv. ſem. fenugreci 
link an. 5). ol. lilior. axung. human. an. part. 4q. fiat Cataplaſma. You may- * 
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alſo uſe  emplaſft. diachyl. cum gummi, de mucilaginibus, de ranis cum Mex. 
curio, 8c. That Matter being thus reſolved , you may then proceed in the 
Redugion of the relaxed Bone : and after you have reduced it, apply ſuch 
Medicaments to it as may dry up the ſuperfluous Humidity , and ſtrengthen 
the Joint : of which ſort I have given you an example in the fourth Inten- 
tion. There will alſo be required ſome extraordinary Bandage to retain the 
Bone in its place : but of that I ſhall have more fitly occaſion to diſcourſe in 
ſome of the following Obſervations, as alſo of Paralyſis, &c. which frequent- 
ly attend great Luxations. 


C nap, III. 


Of Luxation of the lower Jaws. 


HE. Proceſſes of the lower Jaws are twh on each ſide. 
1. One more acute, called by Anatomilſts Corona 5 which hath no 
Socket properly ſo called, but playeth in the Hollow of the Cheek according 
to the motion of the Temporal Muſcles, whoſe Tendon is inſerted in- 
tO it, | 

2. Another more obtuſe with a raundiſh Head , called Condylus. This 
hath for its Socket the firſt Sin#s of the Os tempornm, in which it moves; 
and is kept cloſe to it by the Muſcles which lay hold on either of the Corone 
before mentioned, as the Temporal, or-of the outward broad Angle, as the 
Maſeter , or the infide of the broad part of the Jaw, as the Pterygoides. 
Thets Muſcles by their perpetuall tendency to a contradtion (which is the 
nature of all Muſcles,) keep the Bone ſteady in its ſituation 3 but much 
more ſo when they are voluntarily contracted for Maſtication, Speech, e>c. 

It is remarkable , that though Nature hath made other Muſcles to © 
the Jaws; as well as theſe to ſhut them, yet they are in themſelves ſlender, 
and not inſerted into this part of the Jaw, but quite before at the Chin, 
ſo that in their motion they do not pull down this part of the Jaw, but the fore- 
part onely : whereas the attollent Muſcles being laid nearer to the Condy(; 
on each flo keep them ſo cloſe to their Sockets as to make them a Joint, or cen- 
ter of motion : from whence according to the cultom of Levers and Balan- 
ces, it falleth out, that thoſe little digaſtrick Muſcles, by being applied to 
the remoter part of. the Jaw, which maketh the circumference, become equi- 
pollent to all the bigger Muſcles before mentioned; nay, are ſometimes ſo valid, 
that upon over-ſtretching, as in Gaping and Yawning, they pull the Condylus 
out of its Socket. Sometimes the attollent Muſcles themſelves do oull it, 


| when we violently gnaw any large Bone, Griſtle, or other thing that is hard, 


and withall fo big as to be neceſſarily detained inthe fore-part of the Moutb. 
' This Luxation can be made but one way , 2#z. when it ſlippeth over the 
fore-ſide of the Sinws, and paſſeth into the Cavity of the Cheek under the

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Os jugale 3 it being ſo defended by Bones, that other ways are impoſlible with- 
but a Fracture. 
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When this Luxation happeneth, the lower Jaw is thruſt forward, the Teeth 85 *t 


are prominent beyond thoſe of the upper, the Patient can neither ſwallow nor 
ſpeak nor chew, nor indeed ſhut his Chaps. If you ſee him preſently before 
any Tumour ſupervene, you will find the Temporal Muſcle rigid. If one fide 
only be diſlocated, the Mouth is diſtorted, as if the Patient had a Spaſmms 3 
the fore-part of —_— is thruſt down on one fide, e*c.

timely reduced, ill Accidents do happen, vis. Paralyſis, Strangulation, &+. 
To which Ican only ſay, that I never met with any difficulty in the repla- 
cing them, nor yetſaw any ſuch Accidents as by Authours are mentioned : 
but certainly they arein danger of famiſhing, for they can neither eat nor drink 
while the Jaws are luxated.

In order to the Repoſition of the Jaws, the Patient ought to be ſeated ReduQiion. 


firm, and his Head held ſteady , leſt it ſtart back in the time of Redu- 
ion. Then place a couple of Wedges of Wood cloſe between his great 
Teeth, as far as you can thruſt them, and your Thumbs cloſe by them, and 
your Fingers externally under both the Jaws, extending them moderately z and 
at the ſame inſtant preſs the farther parts of his Jaws downwards, and raiſe 
up the fore part. If his Teeth be too ſharp for your Thumbs, put afold of 
Linen between. If only one of the Jaws be luxated, move it to the contra- 
ry (ide, and keeping it in that poſture, place your Hand as aforeſaid, with 
your Thumb upon his great Teeth, preſling that part downwards, and raiſe 
the fore-part upwards by a quick moderate Extenſion, and you ſhall feel itre- 
duced, and may conclude it ſo by the equal meeting of his "Teeth, and by 
the opening and ſhutting of bis Month, allo by his ready Speech. If after Re- 
duction you ſuſpe& his Jaws may prolopte, you may apply a Defenſative with 
Bandage ; or in caſe of Pain, embrocate the Temporal Muſcles and Parts a- 
bout with ol. /yntbricor. maſtichin. &c. But hitherto I never ſaw occaſion to ap- 


ply ary thing, 


Woman aged about fifty ſix years was fent to me from a worthy Lady 
in aneigh 0. rs > both her Jaws were luxated, the obtuſe Pro- 
es of them were ſlipt forward and ſhot under the Os jugale, and her Chin was 
thruſt forward and inclining down towards her Collar-bone. She had been 
ſo three days, during which ſhe could neither eat, drink nor ſpeak. I placed 
her in.a Chair, and Dr. Lenthall, who came with her, held her Head. Then 
I. phced my Hands on the outfide and underher Jaws, and my Thumbs upon 
her great Teeth, with a Compreſs of ſoft linen under cach ; and whilſtI preſ- 
ſed hard down the farther parts of the Jaws, I raiſed up her Chin, and reduced 
them in a moment : and to fatisfie her that they would not (lip down again 
upon an ordinary motion of them, I perſwaded her to eat and drink; then 
diſmiſſed her without application of Plaiſter or Bandage. 
A Gentleman of about forty years of age, of a (okly weak Conſtitution, 
had his right Jaw diſtorted, by which his Mouth being drawn awry, it was 
ſuppoſed a Spaſary, and various Applications had been made to that purpole. 
One morning, walking amongſt my Patients, Imet his Apothecary, whotelling 
me the caſe his Patient was 1n, I replied, his by was certainly lyxated : 
upon which 1 was the next day conſulted, and ſaw it ſo. I laid my Hand 
on the ontfide of that diſtorted Jaw, and placed my Thumb with a R 
wound about it upon his great Teeth as far as I could thruſt it, and laying 
my other Hand upon his ſound Jaw, I drew the diſtorted one ſtraight out zand 
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whilſt 1 preſſed down the hinder part, I made Extenfion, raifed up his Chin, 
and reduced it. He did not at that inſtantbelieve it, but he was ſoot! after con. 
firmed by the uſe he had of it. It continued well without any manner of Ap. 
plication to it. 


Caap. IV. 


Of Luxation of the Clavicle, or the Collar- 
bone. 


The Clavicle HE Clavicle is a crooked Bone made in the figure of an /. one end of 


deſcribed,

which being thicker, and almoſt three ſquare, is inſerted into a Cavi- 
ty purpoſely fitted for it in the firſt Boneof the Stermor, and bound in 
a ſtrong ligamentous Membrane. The other end, being broad and flat, is 
joyned to the Acromium, where it not only ſerveth to keep the Shoulder at 
due diſtance from the Sterzor, but alſo afliſteth thoſe ſeveral Proceſſes which 
are provided by Nature to preſerve the Shoulder-bone from ſlipping upwards 
from its Cavity. 

This Bone is capable of a double Luxation, one at the Sternor, and that on- 
ly outwardly, where it riſeth from the Breaſt, and lieth like a Lump. The 
broad end near the Acromium is allo ſubjet to a twofold Luxation, vis. 
ward, and forward; being defended from all other Diſtortions by its neigh- 
bouring Bones. 

This Luxation is for the moſt part occaſioned by a Fall and pitching up- 
on the Shoulder. It is diſcerned by the Prominence it maketh. | 

The Clavicleis not ſo fubje to Luxation as other Bones; but being luxa- 
ted, it is moſt difficultly retained after Reſtitution, by reaſon of the ſmoothnels 
of its heads, and the little hold they have upon the Acrowium and Sternon : And 
if it be not reſtored, the uſe of the Arm is impaired in ſome of its motions, 

The Redudion of the Clavicle, which end ſoever of it be luxated, muſt be 
made by drawing that Shoulder baekwards, and by the luxated end 
even with the Acrowium, or to the Cavity of the Bone of the Sternos, 
whence it departed. Neither of the placesa ffordeth it much room, therefore 
it will require your gteater care : For if you placeit not exaRtly, it will ſcarce 
hold right till you make your ANF. Therefore you muſt have 
ready Emplaſticks, Cotnprelſles, Bandage. Splints are alſo of uſe, whe- 
ther they be of Paſtboatd, the Scabbard of a Sword, or Tin. The Bandage 
ought to be a Rowler with two heads to come over the Shoulders, and'un- 
derthe Arm-pit, making ſo many Circumvolutions as may retain the Dreſlings 
cloſe. » This being well made, his Arm muſt be _ up with a Napkin or 
Towel, and his band placed upon his Breaſt. If all be well, you ought not 
to looſen the Bandage till ydu judge it united, which may be guelled at bythe 
eaſe and ufeof that Arn. 


I was 
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Was fetched to a young Fellow, who by a Fall from his Horſe was ſup- : 
ſed to have broken his left Shoulder. Upon view of it, I ſaw the 
end of the Clavicle ſeparated fromebe Acrominm, and lying prominent without 
any manner of Fracture 3 but the head of the Os humeri was bruiſed, and 
remained ſugilated long after. I cauſed one ſtanding behind him to pull 
back the Scapsla, and with my hands forced down the end of the Clavicle, 
and placed it tothe Acnomines ; then applied an Emplaſter of aſtringent Pow- 
ders mixt cum albums, over, &c; over the Clavicke and Shoalder, with a piece of 
Paſtboard wet i# aceto and Whites of Eggs 3 over which I applyed a one, 
and upon that a Compreſs wet with ſome of the former Liquour, and row- 
jed it of! with: Bandage as above ſaid;; then wet that part of. it over the Cla- 
vicke with Whites of Eggs, to is aad retain it firm. That doge, 
his Shit and Doublet were put en, and his Arm tied up, as. bath. been faid.

Paxacelſs & diapalme, row- 
ling is ap 25 betore, and from that time dreſſed it no. more, butfaw him after- 
wards welb abroad. 
Another having by accident of a Fall in wraſtling ſtarted the end of the 
Clavicle from the Sernor, I made Extenſion after the ſame manner as above 
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faid, by pulling bis Shoulder backwards, and prefling the while with my Clarick. 


Hands upon that end of the Collar-bone, till I had replaced it, then dreſled it 
as aforefaid. But the next day, findiogihe Patient ig Pain, and the 

niſed up, I concluded the Bone diſtorted. Whezeupan I cauſcd a Tin-plate 
to be made in the form of the Clavicle, and to reach from one Shoulder tg 
the other, cut at the ends, to receive the fore-parts of the Shoulders, and 
keep them out. Then Jtook off Dreſſings, and reſtored the Bone again to its 
phace, and repeating the former Applications, placed the Tin-plate over the 
Compreſs, and rowled it oncloſe. This Plate fate caly, and ſerved tokeepout 
his Shoulders, alſo retained the Bone jn its place, whereby he was happily cu- 
red without more dreſling.

Of Luxation of the Shoulder. 


Deſcription H E head of the Shoulder-bone being round is inferted into fo ſhallow a 
of che Shoul- Cavity in the Scapula, that were there no other Guards for it, it would 


fall out or be thruſt out almoſt upon every occaſion. But Nature, that found 
that ſhallowneſs neceſſary to the variety of motions which is intended for 
the Joint, found other ways of ſecuring it from running out. Viz. 1. upwards 
it is prohibited from an excurſion by the Acrominm, the Procels anchriformir, 
and the broad end of the Clavicle, which reaching over the latter to the 
edge of the former, addeth to the ſtrength of the place. Nor is this all, for 
Nature hath made a ſtrong Ligament which reacheth tranſverſe from the 
Proceſs anthriformis to the Acrominms and to confirm all, hath laid under- 
neath theſe not only a ſtrong circular Ligament, which involveth the whole 
head of the Shoulder, (being indeed a colle&ion of the Tendons or the Mu- 
ſcles, which lying under and-upon the Scapla particularly ſerve for the mo- 
tion of the Humerss, or elſe lying upon the Humerss, do take their —_ 
from the Scapyla,) but alſo a Tendon of one of the heads of the Biceps, which 
paſſing through a peculiar Notch or Trench of the Humerss inſerteth it ſelf 
into the head of the Scapu/a. Over all theſe lieth the Myſculus deltoides, 
binding all in fo ſtrongly, that if the Elbow chance to be ſo puſhed that it 
forceth the Os bumeri upon this Fortreſs, it ſooner breaketh into ſhivers than 
maketh a way through. 2: The principal Guard it hath from falling inwards 
and downwards 1s its pendulous poſture, together with the many Muſcles that 
keep it inthat poſture, and chietly the Tendon of the Biceps extermes, (asitis 
called in our Hall) and of the ſ#bſcapslaris, with the rotundus minor. Yet are 
not theſe ſo (ſtrong, but that between the Tendon of the ſabſcapularis and the 
Biceps externus it is apt to flie out into the Axilla., All other ways are fo bar- 
ricadoed with Bones or Tendons, that the Luxation is very difficult : yet I have 
ſeen it lie forward ſomewhat under the PeRtoral Muſcle 3 but whether it was 
forced thither in their attempting to reduce it out of the Axilla, I can- 
not certainly ſay, but do ſuppoſe it _ . 
The Cauſes of this Luxation are for the molt part externa), by ſome vio- 


Luxation of lent force, either in Wraſtling, Running, or by a Fall from a Horſe, or the 


like. In the time of War it may happen by the force of great Shot or Splin- 
ters. Someinſtances whereof you may ſee in the Treatiſe of Gux-ſbot. But it 
ſometimes happeneth from an internal Cauſe, viz. a Catarrh or Fluxion of 
Humours upon the Muſcles or Tendons, which gradually relaxeth them to ſuch 
a degree, that the head of the Os bumeri (lideth down into the Axille. 

[ts deſcent into the Axil/a appeareth by an unuſual Cavity in the head of the 
Scapula, where it naturally is full and round. You may alſo feel the head 


- of the Os humeri lying in the Axilla hard and round : the Patient's Elbow 


hangs from his Side, and cannot be brought ſo cloſe as the ſound without 
great Pain, nor can he bring his Hand to his Mouth, or ſtretch it upright 


againſt a Wall. If the head of the Shoulder be diſtorted forward, that =_ 
wil

will appear. prominent, with an unwonted Cavity behind, if yon compare 
it ſtrictly with the other Shoulder : the Elbow alſo hangeth backwards, and 
wall not endure to be brought forwards. 

If the Luxation be made by a Relaxation of the Tendons, the Patient's 
complaint will inform you, and the Emaciation of the Arm will make the 
forclaid Symptoms more apparent. 
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| A Luxation of the Os humeri from an external Cauſe is not very hard to Prognofiict 


reduce in Children or ſoft Bodies, if timely undertaken : but contrary in el- 
derly people and tough muſculous Bodies : and (uch are frequently Now in 
recovery of their former ſtrength and motion. Sometimes a Paralyſis ſei- 
zeth them, and they emaciate: but by timely Endeavours they do recover. 
If in the Reduftion or otherwiſe any part of the Capnle chance to be fra- 
ured, the retention of the Os bumer:t is not an ealie task. Luxations made 
by Fluxion may be ealily reduced., but are moſt difficultly retained in the 
Capſule. 

The Repoſition of the Luxated Shoulder is performed either by the Hand, 
Bandage, or force of Inſtruments. He that will reduce it by Hand muſt put it 
in a motion contrary to that it went out by. In its going out, it is firſt thruſt 
or pulled forwards, till it come beyond the edges of the Cxpra; then it 
fallerh down below the Cxpula, and is by the Muſcles pulled backward. He 
that will reduce the Bone this firſt way muſt reverſe theſe motions; viz. firſt 
bring it forward, then upward, then thruſt it in. By the obſerving this me- 
thod I have reduced the Shoulders of Infants and little Children fo ſoon, that 
the Standers by have heard them knap in before they knew they were out. 
But the way of reducing the Shoulder in thoſe of more growth muſt he, if 
done by one man alone, by placing the Patient in a low Seat, and clapping 
his Fingers under his Arm-pit, his Knee or Thighs tothe out-ſide of his Elbow, 
and his Head to the point of his Shoulder. By his Fingers ſtrongly bent to- 
gether, he pulleth the Bone both forward and upward. By his Thigh or Knee 

g his ElbBw to his Side, he doth likewiſe help to raiſe it and bring it 
forward. The preſſure of his Head keepeth down the Scap»le, that it may 
not riſe with the Bone. But becauſe this application of the Knee, Head, +. 
is not eaſily practicable but upon little and flender-men , we generally commit 
the preſſing of the Elbow toward the Ribs to another man. x4” 

After this manner the Elbow is brought quite back to the Spine : which 
being done his other Hand muſt be placed under the Axi/a, to raiſe the head 
of the humerus forward and upward, whilſt the Chirurgeon with his hands 
preſſeth down the Scapula to receive the Bone. 

When the head of the Os humeri lieth diſtorted forwards under part of the 
PeRorall Muſcle, the Patient's Elbow muſt be drawn backward, and held 
cloſe to the Spine , whilſt the Chirurgeon preſſeth with both his Hands for- 
cibly upon the head of the Bone. 

There is yet another way of reſtoring the luxated Shoulder by the Hand 
thus : You are to make choice of a proper luſty Fellow on whoſe ſhoulder 
you mult hang the Patient by the luxated Arm, bringing his Hand over*to 
the Fellow's Breaſt. If the weight of the Patient be nor ſufficient to make 
the Extenſion, ſome other body may hang upon him , or pull him by ' the 
Legs downward.

But becauſe theſe ways of ReduCtion by the Hand are not always fecible, Redufion 
eſpecially in ſtrong muſcular people, we therefore make uſe of Bandage arid by Bandage, 


ſeveral ſorts of Kngins. The molt common way of Bandage is by that of 
the Girt, which Girt bath a Boulſter in the middle, and the ends are tackt 
firmly together. In the uſe of it the Patient muſt be placed fo, that part 
| of 
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of the Girt with the Boulſter is to be placed under the Arm-pit, and the 
other part over the Chirurgeons Neck, that he may thereby with all his 
force raiſe up the head of the Humerus : which'that he way the better doe,

all his might; and if the Chirurgeon prefſeth with his Hands upon the head 
of the Scapula at the ſame time he raiſeth up the Humerns, he ſhall. reduce 
it more eaſily. 

There is another way of Reduction by Bandage, and .that is, by layi 
the Patient flat on his Back on the ground, the Chirurgeon fitting behind 
him, and making Extenſion by the foreſaid Girt or other Bandage placed 
under the Axilla, whilſt his Afaſtent lieth along art the Patient's Side, .and 
preſleth with his Heel upon the. foreſaid Bandage, and: at the ſame inſtant 
taketh the Patient by the Hand, and pulleth his Arm with all his force, 
Thus by their ſeveral Extenſions the head of the Shoulder-bone may be rai- 
{ed and reduced, 

Inſtruments proper for the reduQion of the luxated Shoulder are, Ladder, 
Coulltaff, Pulleys, Gloſſocominm, &e. : 

The way of Extenſion by a Ladder i, that the Patient climbe up three 
or four Steps of it, and puthis lame Arm over one of the Staves, placing 
it between his Side and the head of the Humerss 3 and that a ſtrong Fel. 
low take hold of that Arm, and pull it forcibly down backward, whilſt the 
Patient hangeth by it. | | 

The way by a Coulſtaffe is ſafer. The Staffe muſt have a Bunch in 
the middle ſomewhat Wedge-like, and covered with a foft Boulſter fit to 
place under the Patient's Arm-pit. In order to the Extenſion, the Patient 
mult be ſeated near ſome Poſt or Pillar, in which the Pully muſt be faſtened 
to extend his Arm 3 and the Bandage muſt be made a little above the Elbow : 
which being faſtned, and the Coulſtafte placed,and ſupported by a couple of 
Fellows, the Chirurgeon muſt ſtand on the contrary fide, wjth his Hands 
on each fide of the Scapulz, to preſs it downward, and keepSthe Patient firm 
1n his Seat, and govern the Operation, taking care that the Wedge be placed 
right whilſt the Extenſion is making, leſt they break the Bone or otherwiſe 
miſchief him. 

The Gloſſocomium, commonly called the Commander, is of uſe in the moſt 
ſtrong tough Bodies, and where the Luxation hath been of long continuance, 
and will not yield to the other ways of Extenſion. There ought to be great 
care in the uſe of it, for many ſhrewd Accidents have happend thereby. 

The Humerns luxated by Relaxation of the Ligaments and Tendons is re- 
ſtored to its place after ſome of the ways aboveſaid, but doth require your 
induſtry toretain it after it is reduced : more of which by and by. 


Lady going oneevening out of her Coach into her houſe, trode upon 

her Gown, and fell down. I being fetcht, found her fitting in the @me 
room grievouſly complaining of her right Shoulder. Looking upon it, and 
feeling the head of the Hzmeru: lying in ber Arm-pit, I endeavoured to re- 
duce it by Circumrotation: but it not yielding thereto, I cauſed one of her 
Servants to pull her Elbow back towards the Spine, then to thrult it for- 
ward. During which I ſtood on the contrary fide, with one of my Hands 
upon the head of the Scapwla, and the other under the Os bumeri ; and at 


- theſame inſtant my Afliſtent thruſt it forward. I forced it into its place : 


the people ſtanding by heard it knap in, and the Paticnt declared it by the 
caſe ſhe felt. Then I applied an empl. e bolo round the weak Joint, with a 


proportionable Compreſs wrupg out of Oxyerate, and rowled it on. _— | 
wht 
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which her Servants led her to her Chamber to bed. The next morning I 
viſited her. She had reſted well, and was fo eafie, that her Phyfician, Sir 
William Gideon, would icarce believe that the Bone had been luxated. The 
Lady prepared to remove to her Country-houſe, and undertook the Cure her 
ſelf by ſome Plaiſters of her own. But during the application of them her 
Arm grew weaker, and emaciated very much, and was painful about the in- 
ſertion of the Muſcle Deltozdes, and fo to her Hand, with a nummedneſs in 
ſome of her Fingers. Whereupon ſhe returned back, and conſulted Phyſicians. 
One whereof, ſuppoſing the Bone ſtill diſlocated, adviſed the conſulting a 
Bone-ſetter. I being prefent, he acknowledged the Bone- well ſet. What 
he would have ſaid had I been abſent, may eafily be gueſſed by his former 
dealing with others of my Profeſſion. From that time Antiparalyticks were 
eſeribed, a Fontanel was made in that Arm near the Muſcle Deltozdes, alſo 
Embrocations and Plaiſters were externally applied 3 whereby ſhe recovered 
the uſe of her Arm. 

A Nobleman who was a Commander of Horſe in that Army whichcame out 2. Obſervar. 

of Scotland into England, was by ſome accident thrown off his Horſe, and mos 
would not be raiſed off the ground till I came. He complained of his right F 
Shoulder. 1 looking upon it, felt the head of the Hamerss lie diſtorted in his 
Arm-pit. I endeavoured to reduce it by my Hands, as above in the former 
Obſervation : but it not yielding thereto, I cauied Mr. James Davies, who was 
Chirurgeon to thoſe Guards, to pull off his Boot from his right Leg, and to 
lie along upon the ground by his Lordſhip, to make Extenſion that way. 
Whilſt he was making ready, I clapt a Compreſs under the Patient's Arm-pit, 
with a Towel over it, and placed my felt at his Lordſhip's Shoulder, and made 
Extcnfion by the Towel, whilſt my Afliſtent took the Patient by the Hand, 
and thruſt his Heel into his Armpit with all his might. We having thus re- 
duced the Bone into its place, I applied an emplaſirum e bolo over the Shoul- 
der, and a Compreſs of Tow preſt out of acetum under the Arm-pit, and 
rowled them on. That done, his Servants made him ready, and helpt bim 
upon his Horſe. I made him a viſit that night at his Quarters, deſigning to let 
him blood in the contrary Arm: but his Shoulder being eaſy, and not hurt in 
any other part, I took my leave of him, telling him his Shoulder ought not 
ts be dreſſed till after fix or ſeven days. Burt this perſon forgetting what 
I had 1aid, thought himſelt negle&ted, and complained to his ſuperiour 
Officers of me. Whereas in truth, 1t the Bone be well ſet and bound up, it 
is not materia] whether it be any more dreſſed or no. Thus in an Army 
we are frequently rewarded, if we do not attend them as their menial Ser- 
vants. 

One morning Mr. Faucett, Chirargeon to his Royal Highneſs, ſent to my 3: Obſerar. 
houſe, when I lived in the O/d-Baily, to come to him into Black-friers, to help ahora 
him to reduce a luxated Shoulder of a man lodged there. The head of the 
Humerus was fallen down into his Armpit. The way of ReduGtion pro- 
poſed by Mr. Faucett was by a Girt: We placed the man on the ground, and 
that part with the Boulſter under the man's Arm-pit, and put the Girt about 
Mr. Faxcett's Neck, who ſtood over him with his Hands npon the Scapwla; 
and whilſt I drew the Patient's Elbow backward cloſe to his Spine, and thruſt 
the head of the Humerns upward, Mr. F axcett raiſed up the head of the Bone 
with all his force, and it knapt in. The Bone being thus reduced, Mr. Faucets 
llipt the Girt off his Neck, and dreſſed up the man's Shoulder with Aftringents 
and Bandape as hath been ſaid. «\P

A young Woman having been long diſeaſed with a Pain in her right Shoul- 7. obſervar. 
der, with an Emaciation of that Arm, came to me recommended by Doftour 2 £v*a19n 


(bamberlain Sen. Her Shoulder ſeemed to me luxated 3* but her Chirurgeon 
not being of that opinion, 1 declined the meddling with her : yet being aft- 
terwards ſoficited by ſome of her Friends, 1 ſent her to a Chirurgeon's houle, 
who was one of the Maſters of Anatomy, whither I followed, and met ſeve- 
ral Maſters of that Faculty there at a private Diſſetion. They together 
viewed and felt her Shoulder, and unanimouſly concluding it luxated, pre- 
pared for the ReduQtion of it 3 and having reduced it by Pulley and Coulſtatf, 
dreſſed it up accordingly. But the Ligaments and Tendons were fo relaxed, 
that afterward upon (lackning the Bandage it relapſed.

A Child of about four years of age having had his left Shoulder luxated 8. Obſervar. 


from his infancy, the Arm emaciated and grown uſeleſs, I being at laſt con- 


my Fingers : but the Tendons being extreamly relaxed, the Bone (lipt down 
again as ſoon as I removed my Fingers. Wherefore I ſent for Mr, Smith a 
Truſs-maker, and appointed him to fit the Child with a pair of Bodies ſtif- 
fened on the lame (ide, wherein was fixt a Bar of Steel with a head like a Soul- 
dier's Reſt, which by a Screw was raiſed proportionably to ſupport the head 
of the Humerus. This being made, I placed a Fontanel in that Arm, and 
rowled up the other Arm from the Hand to the Shoulder, and braced it to his 
Breaſt, defigning thereby to force Nouriſhment into the lame Arm, and nece(- 
ſitate him to uſe it. But the Child growing froward, they ſet it again at liberty. 
Upon notice thereof I deferred farther proceeding in the Cure, till the Child 
ſhould be more governable ; adviſing the Parents to repeat the uſe of the for- 
mer Preſcriptions of their Phyſicians as they ſhould ſee occaſion, 
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Of Luxation of the Elbow-joint. 


HE Joint .of the Elbow is made by the concurrence of three ſeveral Deſcription 
Bones : 1. the Os bumeri, 2. the Ulna, 3. the Radius. The Os humeri en- E 


deth broad towards the Cubit with a double head, the inward fitted for the 
reception of the Vina, the outward for the Radins. .The inward head is ex- 
attly ſhaped, and covered with a Griſtle, which-rendreth it ſmooth, and fic 
for the motions of the Ulra, which with a ſutable Cavity plaieth about it, in- 
ſerting upon every extenſion of the Arm its utmoſt Proceſs (called the Olecra- 
ox or Ancon ) in the large Cavity that is ſituate on the. back-(ide of. the Hu- 
werus, In every Flexure its leſſer Protuberance plaieth into a lefſer Cavity 
in the exteriour part of the ſaid Hymerns. The Radins meanwhile, being 
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round and flat, with a very ſmall Excavation doth play upon the outer head. 
Theſe Heads have yet a farther uſe; vis. by their reſpective Proceſles to 
make a ſtation for ſeveral Muſcles: the outer Protuberance giving original 
to all the Extenſors of the Hand and Fingers 3 the innermoſt to all the Flex- 
ors of the ſame. - The Joint it ſelf, beſides the Ginglymoide connexion of 
the Ulna to the Humerws, is ticd faſt by a ſtrong Ligament, and well bound 
in with Muſcles. Viz. on the infide it is lined with the ſtrong” and thick, 
but very ſoft, end of the Brachiess internws, whole Ligament, though hard 
and thick enough, yet hath a ſoft Pillow of Fleſh interpoſed between it and 
the Joint, that ſo the preſſure may not hinder the motion thereof, but rather 
give way to it. Yet is the preſſure ſtrong enough to, keep the place firm, 
which the acceſſion of the Tendon of the Biceps doth much more corroborate; 

The outer part is wel} 
guarded by that great ſtrong Muſcle which uſually is reckoned for two, »iz, 
the Biceps, and Brachiews externus, which uniting together have a fleſhy ſoft 
inſide, but with a ſtrong broad Ligament fixt on the outfide to the Olecrazor, 
There is alſo a little Muſcle called Anconess, which reaching from the end of 
the Humerzs obliquely tranſverſe doth inſert it ſelf into the Una, corrobora- 
ting the Joint. 

- The Radiws allo is bound cloſe to the fide of the Ulra and to the Humwerss 
by two remarkable Ligaments 3 viz. the circular one that involveth the Joint, 
and the broad one that uniteth it and the ins together : it is alſo bound 
down by the neighbouring Muſcles, eſpecially the two Sypinators and the Pro- 
nator teres. _ 

He that conſidereth the figure of the Ole, and the ſtrength whereby it 
is tied to the Hamerws, will think the Luxation of it almoſt impoſlible : Yet 
even this alſo is ſometimes made by the force that may be put upon it, and

Cure. It the Cubit be luxated forwards, the Arm muſt be extended, but not ina 
ſtraight line, leſt you break the tip of the Vlza, but obliquely. To which end, 
two perſons being employed, ene to hold the Huwerws, the other to pull the 
Arm below, a third perſon muſt guide the Elbow ſo as to keep it bent, and 
to dire the Bone. Which is done by preſſing a Boulſter upon the bend of 
the Joint, or by a Girt or other Bandage pulled behind, or by one in the na- 
ture of a Stirrup, in which the Chirurgeon may put his foot, and make Exten- 
fion that way. 

If the Luxation be backwards, the Extenfion being made obliquely as be- 
fore, the Repoſition is cafily guided by the Chirurgeon's Hand. Yet fince 

| the extending Muſcles of the Cubit are very ſtrong, it will be neceſſary that 
the Muſcles ſerving the Cubit be firſt well embrocated with lenient Oint- 
ments: But if notwithſtanding you cannot reduce it by Hand, the Ladder or 
other Engines muſt be uſed.

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HE former of theſe Luxations happened to a Servant-maid in White- 1. obfervar. 

Her Feet {lipping, ſbe endeavoured to of a lwared 
fave her ſelf; but falling. backward, ſhe pucht upon her right Hand, and dif- 
torted the head of the Bone inward a great way. The poor creature was car- 
ried into the next houſe, being an Ale-houſe, and Mr. Clarks a neighbouring 
Chirurgeon and my ſelf were fetched. Dreſſings being made ready, and the 
Wench ſeated, one of the company ſtood on the contrary fide of her, with 
both bis Hends upon that Arm below the Shoulder, and held her firm. 
Mr. Clarks made Extenfon below the Cubit, and my felf with a boulſtered 
Girt upon the prominent Bone in the Bout of the Arm pulled it backward. 
After we had thus come tothe very brink of the Joint, Mr. Clarke bowing the 
Arm ſuddehly forward, I drew it back into the place 3 then embrocated it cum 
ol. roſ. myrtill. & aceto, and applied emp/.e bolo with Bandage, and left her Hand 
upon her Breaſt. -But ſhe was lame long after.

the Extenſors are immovable : and if they be luxated ſideways, the Hand leans 
either to the Thumb or little Finger, 

ReduRion, The way of ReduQtion is, to lay the Hand and that part of the Arm flat up- 
on a Table, and make Extenſion above and below : during which the Chi. 
rurgeon preſſeth down the prominent Bones with his Hands into their ſeveral 
Cavities. The Bones reduced, remove the Hand, and place it upon a Ferula, 
and dreſs it up with Reſtriftives, Compreſs and Bandgage. 

Lexacd The Fingers may be luxated backward, forward, or on either fide. The 

Fingers fingle Luxation of the ſeveral Bones may be demonſtrated by their Protube- 
rance, and by the complaint of the Patient. 'They may be eaſily reduced by 
Extenſion, they having no Proceſs to hinder : and being reduced, the common 
Reſtrictive and Bandage will retain them fo. 


Crar VII. 
Of Luxation of the Hip. 


Defcription H E Joint of the Hip is a Connexion of the head of the Os ferroris tothe 

of the Hip. Acetabulum of the Os iſchion, which is done by two ſtrong Ligaments : 
one outward and membranous, encompaſſing the whole head of the Femur, 
from the edges of the Acetabulure to the farther end of the neck, where it 
toucheth the great Trochanter : the other inward, of a round figure, like 
a Cord tying the utmoſt apex of the Caput femoris to the inner fide of the 
Acetabulum near the center. This Articulation is confirmed and ſtrengthe- 
ned by great ſtrong Muſcles 3 iz. on the outſide by the three Glutes, on 
the inſide by the Triceps together with the Levidzs, and the four little 
Rotators. All which being duly conſidered, it muſt needs fÞllow, that 
the force muſt be great that doth drive this out of its place. Yet when 
the weight of the Body and the undue poſition of the Thigh do concur, 
they frequently make that Luxation : fo likewiſe doth ſometime external 
force. 

It is remarkable, that this place admitteth not of a Semi-luxation as others 
do ;z the head being ſo round, and the Cavity fo glib, and deep, that what- 
ever the force be, it the head be not thruſt quite out, it will ſlip in again as 
ſoon as the force ceaſeth. It doth flip out four ſeveral ways, outwardly, 
inwardly, forward, and backward. Yet theſe two latter I never ſaw ; but by 
Congeſtion the Ligaments and Tendons may be fo relaxed, that it may fall out 
either way. 

Signs of  , If the Luxation be inward, the head of the Femwur may be felt round and 

Hip luxated. hard a little beneath the Groin. But if the Patient be in bed, you may judge 
.of it by turning up the cloaths at the bed's feet ; the Leg will appear longer 
than the other, and the Knee and Foot lie turned outward. If the Luxation 
be outward, that Leg will be much ſhorter than the ſound one, and the Toes 
turned inward. :

UN 
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In a relaxation of the Hip, the Leg hangs for the moſt part dire&tly down 
and looſe, is weak, turneth either way, and is much emaciated. 

Luxations of the Hip are difhcultly reduced, and being ſo, are extreme Progno- 
apt to prolapſe, by reaſon of the over-great Extenſion or Ruption of the in- ** 
ternal Ligament, which ſhould hold the Bone in its Acetabulune. And if it be 
not reduced, it will be ſubject to great Pain and Fluxion from the over-ſtretch- 
ing of the Muſcles, and preſſure upon them with its great head : yet after ſome 
months thoſe Muſcles become callous, and having- yielded to the Extenſion, 
the Patient makes a ſhift to go upon it, though lamely. But the Member 
ſuffereth an Atrophia, and is ſhorter than the other. 

When the Luxation happeneth by Congeſtion, it js ſubje& to Apoſtemationg, 
and the head of the Bone corrupts by lying (labb'd in the Humour, and the * 
Patient languiſhes and dies emaciated. | 

{f the Thigh-bone be luxated mward, and the Patient young and of a Reduftionof 
tender Cotiſtitution, it may be reduced by the Hand of the Chitagcs: vis. = _ 
he muſt lay one Hand upon the Thigh, and the other upon the Pariem's Leg ; 
and having fomewhat extended it towards the found Leg, he muſt ſuddenly 
force the Knee up towards the Belly, and prefsback the head of the Femur 
into its Acetebulem, and it will knap in. For there is no need of fo great 
Extenfion in this kind of Luxation 3 for the moſt conſiderable Muſcles being 
upon the ſtretch, rhe _— the Knee as afore ſaid reduceth it. Yet in 

h Bodies it may require ger Extenſion : and in that caſe the Patient 
be laid upon a Table flat on his Back; and a Pin of a good thickneſs 
ought to be fixt in the middle of the Table, to ftand up berween his Legs cloſe 
to that Ivgren, that the Extenſton may be made thereby. During which the 
Extenſion muſt be made by two ten, the one pulling him by that Arm-pit, 
the other by the Leg : which latter Extenſion maſt be made obliquely towards 
the ſound Leg. 

If the =» IM be backward, he muſt be then laid upon his Belly, and the 
Pin placed as aforeſaid in his Twiſt : it ought to be as thick as a Rowling-pin, 
and covered with Cottoo, that its hardneſs may not be offenſive. The Exten- 
fion may alſo be made upward by a Towel or Girt between his Thighs : and 
the while that Leg muſt be ſtretcht by Pulleys or ſuch like ſtrength, and the 
Bandage faſtened above the Knee. 

The Bone once reduced, dreſs it up with Reſtrictives and good Compreſs 
and Bande, then bind it to the other Leg, and keep him in bed: for theſe 
Bones are apt to ſtart, eſpecially it the Ligamentur teres be broken. If after 
ReduQtion and ſuch Regulation the Bone do ſtart again, I ſhould forbear any 
farther forcing it, to avoid the'danger of Apoſtemation, &c. For, as I have 
faid, they may recover ſtrength to go on it, though it be never reduced, 

A Luxation made by Relaxation or Reſolution requireth good drying and 
corroborating Fomentations, Emplaſters, Epiſpaſticks, Fontanels, ec. The 
Habit of body ought alſo to be treated by Internalls as in the King's Evil; 
and if it apoſtemate, to be drefied as fuch Abſceſles.

Of -Luxation of the Knee. 


Cs HE Joynt of the Knee is made by the connexion of the lower head of 
hey oy the Femur and the upper head of the 73b:a'and the Parelks, The firſt 
of theſe by a double Protuberance is inſerted into the double Cavity of the 
latter, and ſuffers con(triftion on the anteriour part from the great and large 
Muſcles, which running to and beyond the Pate!la, join that to the Os tibie, 
and bind it down upon the Articulation, fo as of the whole to make a Joint. 
On the hinder fide it 1s guarded with the two Hamſtrings fo called, viz, 
the Tendon of the Biceps outwardly, and oi the ſartorias, gracilis, ſemimembre- 
noſus & ſeminervoſus inwardly : between which, chrough a little Cavity made 
for that purpoſe, all the great Veilels-have their paſſage to the Legs. Now 
the Joint being thus ſtrengrhned doth (carce admit of any Lvxation forward, 
unleſs the cauſe be exceeding violent, Backward and on each fide it is lubjec 
to both Luxation and Semiluxation. 
Signs of a TE Signs of the ſeveral Luxations of the Knee are apparent to the eye, by 
luxarted the Protuberance in the one part, and Cavity on the contrary. 
—-— + They are not difficult to reduce, nor ſubject to fuch Accidents as thoſe of 
the Elbow. 

Thoſe Luxations which happen on either ſide of the Knee may be reduced 
by a moderate Extenſion with your Hands. The Luxation backward is 
reſtored by extending it a Jittle : then bend the Leg ſuddenly backward, 
bringing his-Heel. to his Buttock, and you ſhall bear it knap in to its place. 
It being ſo, ſtretch it out again, and embrocate the Joints and Parts affefted, and 
apply Aſtringents with a Compreſs in the Ham, with good Bandage. [I ſhall 

ſhew vou the manner of reducing the perfet Luxation more particularly as 
followeth. 


Obſervation Gentleman of about 3o years of age, riding upon the Road ſome few 
- 4 —_— miles out of Town, was by the ruſbing of a Cart tumbled with Ifhs 


horſe into a Ditch, and ving Jt back to Londox extremely lame and brui- 
ſed. I being fetcht to him found him in bed. The head of the Os tibie 
was ſhot under the Thigh-bone, and lay ſtretcht out ſtraight, exceedingly 
ſwelled, and much blood extravaſated amongſt the Muſcles of the Calf of his 
leg. I cauſed the Patient to belaid on the contrary (ide: then one of thecom- 
pany held him down, and kept that Thigh ſteady, whilſt I took him by the 
Foot and Calf of his Leg: and after I had a little drawn it to me, I forced it 
backward towards his Buttock, by which very motion it knapt into its place. 
That done, I extended it again, placing the while my Hand in the Hollow 
of his Knee. The motion of that Joint to and fro, and the filling up that 
Cavity under the Kotula, were certain ſigns of its Reduftion. I embroca- 
ted the Leg cum albumine ov. ol. roſ. myrtill. &- aceto, and applied empl. e bolo 
over all, with a Compreſs in his Ham, then rowled it up, and laid his Leg 
upon a Pillow to the eaſe of the Patient. That done, [ let him blood in his 
Arm,

Arm, preſcribed him an Emulſion of the cold Seeds, &. and kept his Body 
ſoluble by Clyſters, and adviſed him a lender Diet. The third day I re- 
peated Embrocations with the foreſaid Oils cum aceto; and thereby repelled 
the Humour fo, that there only remained ſome remarques of the extravala- 
tedblood. I then embrocated thoſe Parts cuas of. chaw. lumbric. ſpir. vini, and 
applied expl. ſti. Paracelſ. & diapalme on the weak Joint. From the firſt 
application __— daily eafier, and by theſe latter the Joint waxed ſtrong, 
and he roſe walkt with a Crutch in his Chamber : and ſome time atter- 
wards I ſaw him walking abroad with a Stick in his hand.

This Joint is involved in Membranes a igaments, and bound 
in by iter Tendons : pray rr by the Tendon of the Geaftrocre- 
ezine, and yet clole underneath in the Hollow of the Caliancuw by the Flexores 
pollicis &+ tertii imternodii digitorum lateralir; inward by the tibialir poſticet 3 
outward by the precoxei ; forward by the tibialis anticus. Theſe joyned to 
the ſtrong Ligaments that every-whete bind ww the Part, and afliſte] by the 
figure of the Bones, do make a Joint that would not eaſily be diſlocated, did 
not ſo great a weight lie thereupon. But from great weight and force it ſuffer- 
eth four ways. 


If the luxated Bone be diſtorted inward, the Sole of the foot lieth tarned Signs of a 
outward 3 ſo likewiſe if the Luxation be in the exteriour part. If the Luxa- luxared 
tion be forward, the broad tendon of the Heel lieth hard and ſtretcht our, *"*©

' The Redudtion is not difficult; yet theſe Luxations are ſubje& to great Pain, 


and are accompanied with Tumour and Ecchymoſes, and the Patients are long ITE 


lame of them.

The way of Reduttion in tender Conſtitutions may be by Extenſion with 


your hands, the one taking hold of the Leg, the other of the Foo. During — 


which Extenſion, the Chirurgeon mult preſs the Bone the contrary way 
to which it was fallen. In caſe the __ by your Hands ſuffice not, 
5 you 
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you may make uſe of-Pulleys or other Engine. The Bone being reduced, ap 
ply Reſtritives with Bandage as above ſaid. 

Sometimes the Ancle-bone is apt to turn out on either fide, by reafon of 
Relaxation of the Tendons : in which caſe, though you do reduce it, yet 
upon the leaſt walking on it the Bone ſlips out again. Some years ago ſuch 
a one was brought to me} I reduced iteaſily, and it as foon {lipt out again: 
whereupon I cauſed a Shoe to be made by which the Ancle was kept ſteady, 
and at length by application of Aſtringents, ec. it recovered ſtrength. 

The Bones of the Metatarſus and Toevare frequently fraftured, but rare- 
ly luxated, by reaſon of their ſtrong Ligation by ſo many Tendons. But if it 
ſo happen, their Cure is the ſame with that of the Fingers and Hand.

\ Uxations of the Spine, whichare moſt uſually from inward Cauſes, as in 
Rickety Children, alſo in the K3rg's Exil, and other Tumours hap- 
pening upon thoſe Bones, require internal Remedies, ſo are referrable to a 
Phyfician. The Chimurgical part confiſteth in the application of Plaiſters, as 
hath been ſhewed in the Treatiſe of the King's Evil, alſo in good Bandage, 
which chiefly belongsto the Bodies-malzes,. | 
When it happeneth from force, a ſpeedy Repoſitivn is required, about 
which Galer, Hippocrates, Oribeſous, Celſus, &c. ipeak much, who all may be 
conſulted. Thecaſe isfo rare, that I'think it not needful to add any Diſcourſe 
herez mich lefsthat of Fil4anss, about reducing the Spine when luxated in- 
wardly, He that pleaſeth may look into the Author. '

ately or Mediattly from ans impure Coition. 


I ſay Immediately or Mediately, becauſe it is very manifeſt, that ways of t6- 
not only the Perſons ſo copulating are infected, but alſo the Chil- fettion. 


dren derived from ſuch Parents, and Nurſes that ſuckle thoſe 
Children, and any other Child that ſucks upon thofe Nurſes 3 and fo forwards. 
It is frequent to mention other ſecundary ways of the propagation of it ; as 
lying 1n the ſame Bed with an infe&ted perſon, lying in the fame Sheets after 
them, or wearing their Cloaths. Nay it is by ſome, that men have 
been infeted by the ſame Cloaths themſelves wore when they were di(- 
eaſed. Drinking with one fo diſcafed, or fitting on the Cloſe-ſtool after 
them, are likewiſe numbred amongſt the cauſes of infe&ion. 

Theſe are all ſuch convenient excuſes for the more ſhieand coy Patients who 
will not otherwiſe be brought. to confeſs their diſtermpers, that it is pity to 
diſcountenancethend. Nor willI deny the differences of Conſtitutions to be 
ſo great, and ſome of them ſo liable to: this Diſeaſe by ſome other previous in- 
diſpoſition of body, that they may be infefted with the tenth part of what 
another would eſcape ſound from. And this eſpecially I do acknowledge in 
Women, the ſoftneſs and tenderneſs of whoſe Sex being frequently attended 
with thin and ſharp ſerzm it the blood, renders them liable to very quick im- 
preflions: yet in Men, and indeed in the generality of Patients, we find the 
Difeaſe not ſo active as to-.conveigh isſclt from one ſubje to another with- 
out actual coition,or ſomething very equivalent to it. And astowearing of the 
ſame Cloaths, it ts notorious that many hundreds cured by usChirurgeons here 
in the Towt, do commit that error (if it be one) without the leaſt inconve- 
nience. Nay in ſound and frm conſtixutions impure coition it ſelf is not al- 
way ſufficient 10 infe&t. Of which I bave ſeen the frequent Experiment during 
the three years I ſerved in the King of Spain's Navy,.. where our Mariners as 
foonas their pockets were full of money would be getting afhore to the Negroes, 
and other common women, that uſually attended their Landing, and ſerved 
their pleaſures in the neighbouring Broom which grew very plentifully on fome 
of thoſe ſhoxes. I have known, and dare ſay, more than twenty men lay 
with 
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with one and the ſame woman the ſame day, and only ſome of them infeGted, 
the reſt going free, though they all equally deſerved it. 

But Nurſes may either infe& Children or be infeted by them. Children that 
have had no Ulcersin their Mouths or Lips, nor any other viſible ſymptom of 
the Lues, have notwithſtanding betrayed their own infection by tranſmitting 
itto the Niple of the Nurſe. In which caſe it is frequent to fee ſerpiginous 
Ulcers ariſe one after another, growing at length into ſo many round crulty 
Ulcers: alſo Nodes thruſting out of the back of the Hands, Shins, e*c. 

Infe&tions of Children are more obſcure, for though- many of them after 
they be born have ſuch Scabs and Ulcers as do ſufficiently manifeſt the Diſeaſe, 
yet it isnot always ſd : for generally they do often come into the world very: 
clear, and with the appearance of very ſound bodies, which notwithſtanding 
have been certainly infe&ted and have dyed of it, orat leaſt have been very in. 
firm z and though they were brought to their ends by ſome other apparent 
Diſeaſe, yet the Pox hath been judged the foundation of all, 

I ſhall give you a three-handed inſtance that may confirm ſeveral parts of 
this Diſcourſe. 

A luſty young fellow brought me to ſee his Wife, which I did in the com- 
pany of Dr. Mapletoft ; we found upon her face a great clulter of round cru. 
ſty Venereal Ulcers, yet not only her Husband was ſeemingly ſound, but her 
Child alſo, who being half a year old appeared luſty and ſtrong, played mer- 
rily inthe Nurſes Arms, but that day died ſuddenly : nor could I impute that 

accident to any other cauſe, but the forementioned infettion. | 

YetI would not have any man raſh in judging all Ulcers to be Venereal that 
do reſemble them, for I have ſeen Nurſes with _ Niples, and ſerpiginous 
Ulcers on the Breaſts, and Maids likewiſe in the ſame condition; who have 
been cured without any reſpe&to the Lues. 

I have ſeenalſo many Infants broken out about the Lips, Face, Head and Body, 
with many ſuſpicious pftxle and Ulcers, that were born of chaſt Parents. In 
our publick healings we preſent many ſuch 3 if there be any diſeaſed glan- 
dules found about the muſculus maſtoideys, I ſuppoſing them rather to be

Having thus far treated of the original of the Lues, it will be now ſeaſon- 


able to deſcribe the Diſeaſe. it ſelf. For the doing of which it will not be ne- 
ceſary to run through all the nice diverſity of opinions which Sexmertus and 
other Authors have reckoned up ſuch an attempt would better become a 
Chairin the Univerſity than a PraQical Treatiſe : Idoonly in ſhort fay, that 
it is a Diſcaſe produced not by exceſs of any of the four qualities, but by the 
aQtual communication of a downright venom, which uſually affects that part 
of the body which it firſt toucheth, and afterwards the blood itſelf, by the ver. 
tue of which all the ſolid parts are by degrees tainted. 

The Species or rather Degrees of this Diſeaſe have by Palmarins been reckon- 
ed four according to thedegrees of Infeion. In the firſt he ſuppoſeth only 
the Hairtofall off without any other hurtof the body 3 a cafe, I doubt, very 
rare. In theſecond the Skin groweth rough and ſpotted with many little pro- 
tuberances. In the third down-right Scabs a in the Head, Face, &c. 
In the fourth the ſolid parts are infeRed, as the Bones, &c. But theſe degrees 
are either ill ordered, or at leaſt not juſted to the appearance of the Diteaſes 
that occur in this age. Therefore I ſhall endeavour to rank the Degrees or 
Symptoms of it according to the events which we uſually obſerve in our pra- 
Ctice. 

Therefore when a Man hath had todo with an Impure Woman, either he 


hath ſome heat or inflammation on the Peris with excoriation, which - 
ct 
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eth ſoon after coition, and is cauſed by the affrigion of a viculent humour, 
or elſe he finds a heat in his Urine, and in a day, two or three, a Gearorrbea, 
or ilſuing of virulent matter out of the ſeminal Vetlels thro!:gh the Ure!bra, 
This inflammation is very apt to produce excoriation and ulceration, upon 
which chancrous Ulcers ariſe 3 and ſometime when the In{e(ion hath been ve- 
hement, or the Inflammation neglected, it tends to a-Gzngicen, and Cryſtal- 
line Bladders ariſe, and the part mortifieth, 

Sometimes a Gonorrbea ſucceeds not; only the infeftion taking rather aiong 


the Cutis tothe Groin, doth make impreſtion on the nz12hbouring Glandules, + 


and produce a Bubo, which according to the degree ot its malignancy either 
proves eaſilyjcurable, or elſe improves 1 its venom, and terminates in a Phage- 
dznous Ulcer with jagged lips. At this time of the Diſcaſe I have ſeen many 
round, hard, venereal Ulcers upon the Scrotum and 'Perinexr. Sometimes 
where none of the other ſymptoms have preceeded, a ſmall chancrous Ulcer 
ariſeth between the Prepuce and the glans, above or below, on one ide, or in 
the entrance of the Uretbra 3 one while eating through it, otherwhile deſtroy- 
ing the fremm, &c. Theſe Ulcers are ſometimes only cotrofive, and ſome- 
times callous, or a callofity without an Ulcer. . 

The attendance of a Chancre is commonly a breaking out all over the body 
like a flea-buting, which terminates in various ſortsof Tetters orUlcerous Scabs; 
or it may be that Puſtules ariſe in one'or more places of the body, as Head, 
Face, Arms, Thighs or Legs, or Ulcers in the Tonſil, Palates, &c. and at the 
ſame time I have ſeen a Gummineſs upon the wuſculus maſtoidens, drawing the 
neck on one fide. | | 

The wandring pains begip — to affect either the Shoulders, 
Arms, Legs, or Head ; ſometimes this1aſt is affected alone to great excels. 
Andabourt this time Verruce, Condylomata, Marifca or Ficus in the 
Podex x. alfo Ozen2 and Ulcers of the ſpangieſt part of the Os t#hmoides and 

iſtles of the Noſe 3 alſo about this time Tumours by cangeſtion ariſe in the 

ſt, Arms, Legs, and become Ulcers of difficult cure: . 


The pins growing morefixed, Guwwate or Nodes uſually ariſe: and con- 
tinually affict ther, bue towards night grow more intolerable, and at length 
the Bones corrupt. | * 


Coincident with (everal of theſe latter degrees. are the noiſe in the Ears, 
Deafneſs, a Rolypes, Ophthalmeia, Fiſtula2Lachrymalis, fierce Catarrhs, Colicks, 
Diarrbea, and T abes. Nv p ie ro 

Theſe dreadful Symptonis requently' e imaginations of ſome 
people, who having taken the wayto get the _ are {ſoon perſwaded that they 
have it. Theſe men will ſtrangely imagine all the pains and other ſymptoms 
they have read of, or have heard other men talk of. Many of theſe hypochon- 
driack have come to Sir Fray. Pr. in which caſes he hath been pleaſed to ſend 
for me toconſider of their complaints with him. They commonly went away 
from us unſatisfied, nor could they quiet their minds till they found ſome un- 
dertaker that would comply with them 3 which done, they were never the ber- 
ter, the imagination in which the Diſeaſe was ſeated remaining ſtill uncured 5 
whereupon preſuming they were not in hands skilfu] enough, they have gone 
/ toothers, and fo forwards, till they had ruined both their Bodies and Purſes. 

There have been three of theſe people with me latelyz one a Tradeſman, 
who told me that ſince his Wifes death he had fallen into ill company, and 
being heated with drink, ſtrayed and got a Clap, for which he had been under 
ſeveral hands 3 that it hadcoſt him 40 pounds amongſt them, but he was ill 
worſe and worſe. I asked himif he had ever a Gororrbea ? Yea, ſaid he, with 
great pain in my Back, which Kill continues : alſo ſuch a pain in my _ 
that 
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I fear it will fall. Upon more particular enquiry I found no ſuch thing ; only 
upon ſtraining to make Urine or upon the Cloſe-ſtoo], he had an involuntary 
efufion of Seed, which was an old infirmity. he had quite forgot. I endea- 
voured to fatisfie him that he eſcaped better 'thap. he deſerved. Whether he 
continued inthe ſame opinion he ſeemed to have received from me of his con- 
dition I ſometime doubted, but lately have ſeen him .and been aflured, that 
ſince he ſpake with me he had taken no Phy ſick, nor felt any cauſe for it, he 
continuing very well. 

Prognoſtick. Authors upon the firſt entrance of the Pox into Chriſtendow generally 
looked upon it as not only incurable, but alſo ſo highly infectious that they ran 
away from it as much as the Jews did from the Leprofie 3 but latter Ages and 
long experience have made it leſs formidable : yet even to this day it muſt 
needs be acknowledged difficult to cure, in conſideration of its malign and 
contagious quality, and the ungovernable diſpoſition of the Patients. 

If the habit 'of body beſtrong, the cure of all thefe Species of Lues Vene- 
rea, whether they be Chancre, Puſtule, Serpigo, Herpes miliaris exedens, Pha- 
gedena, Ozena, Ulcersin the Palate or Tonſils, they are all much eafier cured 
than theſame are in any other chronick Diſeaſe : but to eradicate the vir 
that it doth got return with more malignity, is ſomewhat more difficult. 

If the Patient hath been formerly clapt, it will be the more difficult to cure 
him the ſecond time, and worſe the third. | 

It hehath paſſed through long courſes of Mercurial remedies ineffecually, 
his cure will be difficultz and- if he hath been Salivated by Un&ion and rec- 
lapſed, the Cure will be hard, by reaſon the Mercury is become familiar to him, 
and his body is for the moſt part emdbiated and ſqualid. 

Gunimata and Nodes are more diffieult of cure than the Species above-men- 
tioned, and'thoſe whoſe Bones are corrupted are yet more difficult of cure: 
but if the habit of body be and the Viſcera ſound, all the ſpecies of this 

Diſeaſe are curable if the Patient his Chamber, and: ſubmit to the rules

tendit, and the Cure is impoſſible,

Of the Remedies generally uſed in the Cure. 


HE Medicines alter according to the degrees of the Malady; and other 
circumſtances, in which the following Diſcourſes will inform 'you. My 
prelent buſineſs is to give a general view of them all, with their'Natures and 
Uſes. Now the known Remedies, all or ſome of which we uſed in this Cure, 


are Bleeding, Purging, Vomiting, Salivating, Sweating, Cordials and Opiats 5 tO Its Cure. 


which we may add Dietetical direCtions, eſpecially Alterative Drinks, and 
Topicks. ; | 

Concerning Phlebotomy, though it do not ture. the Diſeaſe, yet in the very 
beginning of it we uſually let Blood, to caſm the fermenting Humours, and 
diſpoſe them for Evacuation, and preſcribe a Clyſter before or after. 


If the Diſeaſe be of long continuance, and they have been let Blood ſome By Bleeding, 


months before, yet if we deſign Salivation, -we do again /et them Blood, if 
the Body be not too much emaciated. 'For'ifi ſome of thoſe a Feavor harh 
happened in the time of raiſing the Salivation :*and-in Bodies of ſtronger ha- 
bits | have often ſeen them to break out in heat all over in the beginning of the 
Flux, ſo that then I have been neceffitated to let them Blood when it was not 
ſo proper. When this Diſeaſe appeareth-in the Groin with a Bubo, 'we do not 
let Blood z yet-ſome have adviſed it in the Foot, as a way to lead the Humours 
thither, —_— OOTY 


Purging is more univerſally neceſſary, few Caſes being to be put in this Dif- purgiog, 


eaſe where it is not required. For whoſoever is InfeQed, either'is already Ca- 
cochymical, or will quickly be ſo, if by a ſuddain evacuation of the corrupted 
matter you do not prevent'it. It is alſo uſeful in keeping the Blood low, which 
the bighee it is, the more apt it is to be inflamed. Of Purges ſomeare only Le- 
vitive, fit for weak and extenuated Perſons, alſo to diſpoſe the Body for more 
ſtrong Purges The Lernitives are Manna with Cremor Tartariin Whey or Poſlet- 
'drink, alſo the decoftions of Tamarinds, Caſſia, with the infuſions of Seng, 
Rbubarb, 8c: Syr. de pomis purg. de cichoreo cum Rhabarb. Ele. lenitioum, Di- 
aprun. Diacatholicon, &c. Rc Sarſaparille 311j. ſcobit Guaiact 5). fol. beton. M. 
flor. Paralyſeos P. i. Trage com. 3ij. fol. ſenng fs; coquant. lent. igne 5 Colat. adde

In caſe of pain we add a grain or 
more of Laudanum. Mercury thus mixt with purgatives is it from which we 
muſt expe& our main ſucceſs. For though the other may purge (ſtrongly, they 
of themſelves have not vertueto check the malignity even in the leſſer ſpecies 
of this Diſcale. 

This I the rather add, becauſe of the wickedneſs of many Pretenders, who 
will in this Cure declaim againſt the uſe of Mercury, in which if they ſpeak 
honeſtly, and follow their Judgments (and do not give it at the ſame time 
when they ſpeak againſt it, as many do) they will prolong their Cure to no 
purpoſe, and meet with diſgrace at laſt ; it being very ſure, that no ſpecies of 
it will be cured withoutit. I know Fernelius,and ſome of his Dilciples writ vehe- 
mently againſt it, but the whole current of the Able Practitioners have written 
on the other (ide. And by what I find by my experience, I dare ſay, that Fer- 
nelizs never cured a confirmed, Pox without it, unleſs the Patient had been in 
ſome other bands before who had fluxed him 3 in which Caſe ſome ſudorifick 
courſe preſcribed by him might get the Credit of a Cure, whole foundation was 
laid in . I write this the more confidently,becauſe of the many attempts 
I have my ſelf made, and ſeen endeavoured by ſome worthy late Pradticers in 
our Faculties without Mercury, but by omitting of it, our Cures were rendered 
tedious and unſuccefful, the Ulcers the while ſpreading and ing out freſh 
in ſome parts while we were endeavouring to Cure them in others, the Diſeaſe 
becomipg more fierce in ſome of them whilſt their Bodies were purged with 
Catharticks without Mercury. Nay, where one of thoſe Inveighers agai 
Mercury gave it in a Courſe of ſeven weeks,he could not by all hisendeavoun 
of Mercurial Emplaſters, Llnguents or Waters outwardly applyed, nor with bis 
Sweating Diet-drinks, ec. cure one ſmall Herpes in the Face, yet was better 
paid for his Phyſick than I was for the Cure. 

Vomiting isof uſe in great diſorders of the Stomach, when the foulnek of that 
requires jt, or when the Ulcers of ſome particular part require a ſudden revul- 
fion. So likewiſe when after the uſe of much Mercury outward or inward to 
falivate, it doth not ariſe kindlygwe by this means cauſe a motion upward, and

They are generally I party can Vi. reparatians 
of MJ achey Turbith mineral. &c. or, Antimonial,as Crocus Metebor. in fironger 
Bodies 3 but in weaker Conſtitutions we give ſuch as we may. 

The next thing which offers it ſelf to our conſideration, is, Sabvation, with- 
out which few great Cures are done in this Diſeaſe. Nay, when a great Eva 
evation by Salivation is not intended, we are forced to diſpoſe the humours 
that way by Mercury, that being ſo diſpoſed they may be rendred more obe- 
dient to purging and ſweating Remedies. For the truth of this, I need not 
produce any Authority, common experience will make it evident to you 3 but 
of this hereafter. | | 

The methods of Salivating are divers, but all by Mercury z beſides which fa- 
culty of railing a Salivation, it heals, attenuates, reſolyes, provokes Urine, and 

moves noxious Humours upwards and downwards, by which not only the 
| more 
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more ſubtilbut the moregroſs and feculent excrementitious humors are expelled, 
and that according to its ſeveral Preparations, either inwardly given, or out- 
wardly applyed. 

Inwardly are preſcribed various Preparations of Mercury, viz. Merc. ſublinea- 
tus, dulcis, Merc. precipitat. albus, rubr. citr. niger, viridis, &c. There are alſo 
different Preparations of ſome of theſe, as the Turbith Minerale, the Amalga- 
mations of Mercury with Gold, Theriaca Metal/or. &c. They Purge, Vomit, 
and Salivate, or are Sudorifick, and are ſtronger or weaker in their Operations, 
according as they are freed of their corroſive quality. The ſtrongeſt of them 
are capable of being rendred ſweet, and of being diſpirited both of their Vomi- 
tive and Salivating qualities. p 

When we deſign Salivation by Mercurivs dulcis, we give it from 46'to 2g 
grains, and ſometimes to thirty, either in a ſpoonful of white bread and milk, 
or in conf. roſ. rab. conf, boraginis, confet#. Alchermes, or (ome ſuch like Cordial 
Electuary, When we ſuſpe& it may work by ſtool, we preſctibe it in EF. Di- 
aſcordii, or Theriace at night going to bed, and then it alſo ſerves to alleviate 
their pains, and diſpoſe them to reſt, If after the taking it 4 or 5 dayes their 
chops do not ſwell, it may be reaſonable to move it upward by a few grains of 
Turbith Minerale. Accordingly as their chops ſwell they will falivate. If their 
mouths be much ulcerated and ſwelled, the Salivation may laſt 18 or 20 dayes, 
during which they are to be kept warm, eſpecially about their head, neck and 
chops, and to drink Chicken-broth, or Poflet- Ale. | | 

In the Declination of the Flux, we preſcribe them a Deco@. Sarſe, and before 
it ceaſeth, we purge them with ſome Cathattick Apozeme, and proceed in the 
reſt, as (hall be ſhewed in its proper place. 

But the Salivating with Merc. dulcis alone will ſcarce cure the middle Species 
of this Diſeaſe. For though the Ulcers do cicatrize, and wandering pains re- 
mit thereby, yet they Will return, or new puſtules will ariſe, as that Salivation 
declineth, or preſently after. And indeed I have fourid better effefts by the 
frequent purging with it mixed with ſome good Cathartick, than by the only 
Salivating with it alone. | 

Merc, Precipitat#s albus may be given proportionably, as hath been ſaid of 
Merc. dulcis. : 

Arcanum Corallinum, as it is generally ſold in the ShBps,.may be given from 
three Grains to 5. One doſe of it preſcribed by me to a Woman Dileaſed with 
Serpigo, 8c. vomited her often, and Salivated her twerity days, contrary tomy 
intention, but cleared her skin of its foulneſs. 

Red Precipitate isalfo Vomitive, but being well waſhed may be taken as ſafely 
as the White Precipitate. But fince I practiſed herein the City, I have not uſed 
it, Precipitatus viridis is alſo Vomitive, and the moſt churliſh preparation of 
Mercury ; the doſe is much about the ſame as that of Arcar. (orabin. Hartman 
preſcribed it to eight Grains. : 

Turbith Minerale, as it is ſold in the Shop, is a rough Medicine, but being 
ſomewhat dulcorated, firſt procureth Vomiting, then Salivation, and is proper 
to make a ſudden revulſion in ſuch cafes where there is a neceſſity of giving a 
ſpeedy reliet to an afflicted part, and contributeth to the cure of this Diſeaſe 
in ſuch caſes where Merc. dulcis hath not force. That which I commend to 
your Uſe is made out of Vigo's Precipitate, and may be given from twelve to 
eighteen Grains, but [ rarely preſcribe it to any that have not firſt taken Merc. 
dulcis. It takes off nofturnal pains, and reſolves Gumwmata and Nodes which 
have not been of long continuance, and haſteneth the Cure of the mgſt malign 
Ulcers that accompany this Diſeaſe. | | 

Mercury Amalgamed with Gold doth Vomit and raiſe Salivation, but is ge- 
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nerally corre&ted and made a Sudorifick : So the Tarbith Minerale is made Dia- 
horetick, 

: Bezoardicum Minerale, and Ethiops Mineralis are alſo Diaphoretical, and of 

their Uſe you may ſee more hereafter. 

Mercurizs ſublimatus corroſiuws diſſolved in Aqua ſontis given inwardly doth 
alſo raiſe Saliyation and Vomiting, if the Doſe be proportioned. It is much 
commended by ſome PraQtitioners, but I never made tryal of it. 

This following Thave frequently preſcribed, and ſo may you if you pleaſe: 
Re Merc. ſublimat. 3ij. Cinnamon, galange, curcume an, 31). croci 5). aq. fumarie 
thij, infundantur in Balneo per boras 24. deinde colentur pro uſu. The Doſe is 
3 or 4 ſpoonful in a morning, and is to be repeated many days, they drinking 
Poſlet-dripk, as in other Vomitives. * 

There is alſo a way of Salivating by diſſolving of Merc. ſublirat. in a Bath; 
the uſe and manner of making it you may ſee in the Chapter of Elephantiafee. 

Crude Mercury is alſo frequently preſcribed internally to raiſe Salivation, and 
's given from one Scruple to two or higher, cums terebinth. Veneta. The Pill 
Barbaroſe,, which is a mixture of crude Mercury with Troch.. Alhand. pul. Jalap. 
diagrid.. &c. and is commonly called the Blew Pi/, purgeth powertully, and 
frequently raiſeth a Salivation. I made ſome tryal of it, but it. never anſwered 
my expectation 3 yet may Cure the leſſer Species at the long run, it the Patient 
keep his Chamber, and obſerve a ſtri& method in Diet, Sweating, ec.

When the Lues Yenerea is grown inveterate, and atte&teth the moſt ſolid 
parts with Gnmemata, ec. and the habit of body debilitated and vitiated by the 
frequent exhibition of Mercury, it then requireth a more powerful Remedy, 
272. Salivation by LUn&@on. There are various forts of them publiſhed by Au- 
thors, who have treated of the Cure that wy z the principal Ingredient in it is 
Quickſilver, it is that which doth the Work, the additional Materials may be 
at your own choice, every one compounding them as they think fit. - You have 
an Example of one in the Pharmacopeia — under the name of Us- 
guent. Neapolitanum, that bath four ounces of crude Mercury to two pounds of

bleſome to obſerve, and may prove dangerous to the Patient at laſt. 

The Unction which I have uſed for the moſt part this laſt twenty years hath 
been made by a preſcription of Sir Alex. Fraſier, whoſe Praftice with it | had 
frequently ſeen with good ſucceſs. In it there is 6 ounces of crude Mercury to 
16 ounces of the Materials, If you ſhall make up an Union at that rate, you 
will find your curiolity in the choice of the Oyntments to mix with the Mercu- 
.7y not tobe ſo very neceſlary, for I bave ſometimes raiſed a Salivation very well 


by 
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by mixing 6 ounces of crude Mercury extinguiſhed in Terebinth, with 16 ounces 
of Axuvg, porcine, and for Common People a prepared Axung. with an addition 
of Ol. Terebinth, hath ſerved : For the better fort of People Re Axwng. porcine 
Zvj. Onguent. Nervin, Fiv. Unguent. Laurizi, & Dialtbee an. iſs. Ol. Vulpini 
3j. Stzracis liquide 311). pul. rad. Ireos Floremt. Gum. Guaiaci an. 3 fs. OL Cary- 
opbyl. 9. ſ. Argent. vivi extin@. cam Terebinth, Fvj. Ms. The preparation to this 
way of Salivating is by bleeding and purging, if their bodies will bear itz other- 
wiſe bathe them, and keep their bodies ſoluble the while by Clyſters, Lenitive 
Bolus's of Caſſia, Manne, cum fyr. violar. '* 
In order to your farther proſecution of this courſe your Patient ought to 
lodge near your houſe in a clole warm Chamber ; If the ſeaſon be cold the win- 
dows muſt be covered with blankets, and the bed near the fire, and incompaſſed 
with a Screen if the Chamber be large. You ought alſoto have a ſtrong healthy 
Nurſe, ſuch as hath been accuſtomed to the imployment, that ſhe may in the ab- 
ſence of the Chirurgeon know how to waſh the Patients mouth, and dire& and 
incourage him in ſuch Rules as may be neceſlary in thetime of Salivating. 
The molt proper place for UnRion is a Stove, if it may be had, and the Pa- 
tient can bear it; if he be weak his Bed mult be uſed, otherwiſe for want of a 
Stove he muſt fit incompaſled with a ſcreen (as I ſaid) by the fire fide but not 
too near it. If in the anointing he uſe his own hands, he may ſave his Chi- 


- rurgeon much trouble, and do- the work better than it can be done for him : 


But if other help be required, then we armour hands with bladders or gloves, 
and fall to it. The old, and (till moſt common method adviſeth to begin at the 
Feet, and thence to ariſe to the Legs, — and ſo upwards on the Spine 
to the Neck, taking in Hands, Arms, Iders. The Belly ought to be a- 
voided. And indeed much of the'other trouble in weak bodies may be ſpared, 
for in ſuch the anointing of the Legs and Arms, (or Thighs, if modeſty prevent 
you not) will obtain the ſame 3 and it is ſufficient if the Metcury mix once with 
the blood to ſuch a degree as to cauſe a Salivation. Whatſoever the manner of 
the UnGion be, the parts firſt anointed ought tobe covered beforeyou proceed 
to the next, as the Legs with ſtockings, Thighs with trouzes, &*c. till at laſt his 
neck be well wra with a napkin tacked up to his Cap round about to his 
ears, and faſtned before to keep his chaps warm. After this a warm Bed will 
be convenient, and a draught of Pollet-drink in order to a breathing ſweat. 
Having ſo repoſed himſelf an hour or two, he may rile and provide for his din- 
ner, which muſt conſiſt of meat of cafie digeſtion, roaſt or boiled. To his din- 
ner he may drink Beer or Ale with a toaſt, the reſt of the day he muſt be con- 
fined to Poſſet-drink. Un&ion may be repeated twice a day if you ſee cauſe. 
But if the chaps ſwell apace you mult moderate your hand, and it may be quite 
hold it off, leſt you bring on the Salivation too faſt, and endanger the Patient : 
when he comes to this ſtate you muſt keep him to the uſe of -Poſlet-drink and 
Broath, which ought to be ready in quantity. Alſo burnt Wine, ag. Theriaca- 
lis, &&c. muſt be ready to prevent fainting. His month muſt be fyringed with 
a deco@F. hordei cum liquiritia, rad. althee, 8&c. New Milk held in his mouth, or 
Chicken-broath will eaſe the pain, and digeſt the (loughs that ariſe. . Arolled 
clout ought to be placed between his teeth to keep his Chaps from clofing. He 
muſt be raiſed high in his Bed, if his weakneſs conſtrain him to it, andhept for- 
ward that his Rheum may run out and not down his throat ; but if he can riſe, 
he will ſpit better and more plentifully. Salivations by UnCtions commonly 
laſt: 24 or 25 days, fomerimes to the 30 day. 
-. Ia the height of it our work is tokeep up their ſtrengthz and if through Co- 
ſtivenek they ſpit leſs, give them a Clyſter that they may ſpit better, and attend 
the waſhing their mouths 3 but as the ſJoughs begia to ſeparate, which will be 
towards 
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towards the declenſion of the Salivation, preſcribe them a decodion of Sarſa, 
ec. to drink at leaſt thrice aday 3 and before the (lough's quite caſt off, purge 
them with ſome cathartick Apozeme made infome of the foreſaid decot?. Sar(e ; 
and as they are able to cat meat, put them into a drying diet and ſweat them, 
&c. as ſhall be ſhewed in its proper place. 

It happeneth ſometimes in anointing, that their Mouths are much ulcerated, 
and their Breaths ſmell Ctrong, yet their Cheeks do not ſwell,nor they ſpit con- 
fiderably ; in which caſe forbear the anointing, and conlider the caule of ir, 
and if the Body be ſtrong and Plethorick, vomit them with Tarbith, or inf». 
croc. metallor. but if they be weak or coſtive, adminiſter a Clyſter, and if afer- 
wards it ariſe not, diſpoſe them to ſweat with draughts of warm Poſfet-Ale, or 
bathe them, for that way it will be ſometimes'railed when by the other it will 
not. But if they have faintneſs- or palpitation of - the 'Heart , ſhortneſs of 
Breath, Fevour, &c. your beſt way will be to purge it off by ſome infuſ. of 
Sena, &c. or deco. Seng Gereonis, with the addition of fyr..Roſ. ſolut.” yr. de 
Spina cervina, Ec. and keep up their ſpirits the while with Cordials and good 
Broaths, If their Lungsbe oppreſt, let them blood, and preſcribe Lohochsz but 
if there be alſo a ſuppreſſion of Urine, or that they make but little Urine and 
high coloured, purge them with Barzet or Epſom water turned into Poſlct, and 
quicken it with ſome. purging Syrup. ' It by theſe ways of 'purging the acci- 
dents remit, and the Salivation riſeth, it is-well ;/ but if it do not, yet there 
being a colliquation made, you may by well purging, ſtrict diet, ſweating, &. 
obtain your end. While you are removing the above-ſaid accidents, you muſt 
have a ſpecial regard to the Ulcers within their mouths, for it js from the fixin 
of the Mercury that thoſe maligin Ulcers are made, which the leſs ſenſible they 
are of them, the more corrupt they are. 

Sometimes in raiſing the Salivation by UnGton it paſſeth downwards by 
Stool, in which caſe we preſcribe Theriaca, Diaſcord. Laudanum opiat. ec. 
which being given at night will not only ſtrengthen their Bowels, but diſpoſe 
them to reſt, and incourage them togo on in the anointing. A vomit of Tur- 
bith Minerale after the union, hath been fomewhile uſed, doth frequently 
raiſe the Salivation 3 and after it is once well raiſed, you may heighten or 
continue it by the application of ſome of the; Emplaſters following. But if 
after all your endeavours to raiſe the Salivation it doth diſcharge it ſelf in a 
Diarrhea with great evacuation, you are then to defend the Inteſtines from 
the acrimony of the humours by Clyſters of Chicken broath, Milk with ol, 
Olivar. vitel. Ovor. leſt a dyſentery do follow. . Suppoſitories of Deer Suert, 
or ol, Hyperici, &c. caſt up with a Syringe, are r to appeale the teneſavav. 
Inwardly we preſcribe large draughts of Chicken broath, deco. corn. cervi 
ſti, Milk and Water boyled with a ſtick of Cinnamon, 

After the Flux is ſtopt, you muſt confider the ſtrength of the Patient, and 
the quantity of the union which was applied, and the greatneſs of the eva- 
cuation. If it was to the extreme weakning of the Patient, do not inſiſt long 
upon the thoughts of ſalivating again, but proceed with Sudorificks, ec. as 
above-ſaid 3 not doubting of ſucceſs in the cure. For ſuch Diarrhea's do for 
the moſt part contribute as much to the cure as if they had falivated. 

Thege is yet another way of Salivating, and that is by the application of 
Mercunal Emplaſters about the Arms, Legs, &c. They were firſt deſigned I 
ſuppoſe for the more tender and delicate fort of people who would not admit 
of the unction. There are various preſcriptions of them, whereof I ſhall 
offer you one, viz. Re Empl. Diachyl. ireat. tbj. Empl. de minio Zviij. Gum. 
Carane, Tacamahacee an. Ziv. Benzoini, Styracis, Calamite, Succini, an. 3ij. 
Styracis liquid. & Balſam. Pernviane an. q. ſ; Miſceantur ſuper ignem, deinde 


amove, 
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amove, © addantur merc, crudi 3viij. cum terebinth. extindi, & fiant magda- 
leones. Theſe being ſpread upon Cloath thick and applyed, you mult then 
put them into a warm bed, and with a draught of warm Pollet-drink ſweat 
them dayly, and treat them. as hath been ſaid in the falivating by Union: If 
it ariſe not by the firſt Plaſters you muſt apply freſh once in four or five. days, 
and if there be occaſion you may haſten the falivation by a few grains of Tur- 
bith Mineral. I have ſometimes falivated perſons by theſe Emplaſters, but for 
the moſt part I uſe them to raiſe a Salivation, or continue it in tuch where | be- 
gan it with Internals, and to that purpoſe it is of excellent uſe. 


The humours being evacuated by Salivation and Purging, Sweatizg will, be Sweating, 


neceflary 3 Therefore we (hall now ſay ſomewhat of their manner of Sweating. 
They may ſweat in Bed, or out of it. The Bed is proper for the weaker ſort, 
and there they may ſweat by Bottles of warm Water or Bricks heated and pla- 
ced about them, or they may ſweat under a Frame. If they {weat with Baxtles 
or Bricks, they muſt have many cloaths, as Blankets, &c. to cover them cloſe, 
and the Bottles or Bricks may be wrapt in Napkias and applyed, accordingly 
as you deſign more particularly to {weat any one part. Generally they are 
placed on each fide near the axi/e, the I{chia and at the ſoles of the feet. If 
you ſweat with Bricks, let them be heated rather by boiling water than fire; 
leſt in the bed they burn the Patient. 

The way by a Frame is thisz You are to fold a well aired Sheet four double; 
and lay it under the Patient, then his Shirt being ſtript off, the Frame muſt be 
placed over him, and a Sheet aver that Frame, and as many Blankets over 
that Sheet, and both Sheet and Blankets muſt be brought over the end of the 
Frame, and be tucked down cloſe to the neck; then a pan of well burnt Char- 
coal or Spirit of Wine muſt be put into the lower end of the Frame : this doge 
{but the door and take care that the heat be kept in, eſpecially about the Patients 
neck leſt it ſtifle hiw. His head ought alſo to be covered warm that it may 
ſweat. If he took not bis Sudorifick before he was placed under the Frame 
he may take it now 3 the Diet-driok muſt be warmed, and may be commodi- 
ouſly given with a Glaſs-pipe. There is required a couple of Servants to at- 
tend the Patient during his being in the Frame : The one of them muſt attend 
bim with a warm Napkin to wipe the ſweat off his Face, and tg give him 
cloaths to rub his body, which cloaths ought to be thruſt in and taken out at 
the one fide of the Frame. This Servant ought to bave regard to his Maſter, 
that upon the leaſt co int he may give warning to his fellow to renew the 
fire or take it out according as there ſhall be occaſion. The fire being removed 
and the ſheet next the Frame ſomewhat cool, the one of his Servants ſhall hold 
the cloaths cloſe to the Patients neck and ſhoulders, whilſt the ather draws the 
Frame away. Then ſhall they both tuck the Blankets and covering claſe to 
him, and give him another draught of his Diet-drink, and continge hig in 
his ſweat half an hour or more if be can admit itz then gradually coal bim 
and pull away the wet folded ſheet from under him 3 then rub him with dry 
cloaths and put on his ſbirt 3 and if he be diſpoſed to (lumber an hour, he may 3 
otherwiſe he may riſe and dine at his pleaſure. They commonly ſweat 3 quar- 
ters of an hour in the Frame, and an hour in Bed after the Frame s pulled away. 

Theſe are the ways of ſweating in Bed. 

The ways of ſweating out of Bed are by Stove, Tub, Chair or Cradle. 
The Stove is the moſt eaſie in regard they may fit, ſtand or walk up and dawn 
but when they go out of them to bed, the danger is in taking cold, whence 
new pains do ſometimes ariſe. Therefore thoſe Stoyes that are near tg a good 
+ bed are beſt; the other which you muſt goup or down ſtairs to, are not allow- 


able. Tub and Chair were the old way of ſweating, but i the Patient 
{wounds 
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ſwounds in either of them, it will be troubleſom to get him out 3 poſſibly he 
breaks his ſhins, if he did not hang ſome while by the neck before they got him 
out, To avoid which they muſt take them out upon the leaſt complaint of 
fainting, and have ſome Cordial to relieve their Spirits. 

In the Cradles they are ſubje& to accidents by the disjointing of the Frame 
or breaking of the Girts, &c. but in every of theſe 1 have ſweat my Patients 
with much ſafety, and ſo may you. 

Bathing is of great uſe inthe cure of this Diſeaſe, whether it be new or o'd. 
[a the recent it ſerves to contemperate the great heat and acrimony of the hu. 
mours, eſpecially in the Gonorrhea. 

In ſqualid and drie bodies where the Lyes hath-been long confirmed, Bath- 
ing is necelſary to humect and rarifie the humours, and diſpoſe them to falivate, 
They are alſo proper after the Patient hath paſſed through the (trit courle of 
Salivating, Purging, Sweating, &c. The body being thereby dried and cma- 
ciated, is hereby cooled, moiſtned and reſtored to its natural temper. 

In order to the Bathing we generally let Blood and purge, it there beple. 
thora ; but in poor emaciated dry bodies a Clyſter may ſerve, or their bodies 
may be kept ſoluble by a lenient Bolus of Caſſza, Manna, Sr. Violar. &c. and 
before the Patient enter into the Bath he may drink a draught of Caudle or 
Broath, and in the Bath he may take a ſpoonful or two of Harts- horn Jelly, ec. 

The Veſſel we bathe in is a Tub, wherein he may (it up to the neck. For 
want of ſuch, a Barrel may ſerve, the one end being beat out and a Stool placed 
in it to (it upon. The Bath Liquor is according to the occaſion and quality of 
the Patient, ſometimes it 1s all Milk, othertimes Milk and Water, or only Wa- 
ter, with a Bag of wheaten Bran, which ſervesthe Patient as a Cuſhion, and 
makes the water milky. They are ſometimes perfumed with Lig. Caſſze, Rhod. 
fant. citrini, Calam. aromat. Func. odorat. flor. Roſ. damaſee. &c. The Baths of 
Milk are apt to ſour, therefore ought to be renewed daily, the other will laſt 
longer ſweet. Inthe time of Bathing there ought to be plenty of hot and cold 
water to continue the Bath of a moderate temper, neither too hot nor cold, 
Some Hoops ſhould be faltned over the head of the Tub, whereon a Blanket 
or Sheet as a Canopy may be caſt, in caſe the Air be cold. A Servant or two 
ought alſo to be attending in caſe of fainting, leſt he fink into the water, 
Therefare upon his complaint raiſe him up, and caſting a ſheet about him put 
him intoa warm bed, where he may refreſh himſelf, and at his leiſure ariſe and 
cloath himſelf, and dine or ſup as his Appetite requireth. They may bath twice 
a day, but never upon a full Stomach. 

During the Cure of this Diſeaſe it will be requiſite that the Patient keep his 
Chamber, and that it be made temperately warm 3 The taking of Phyfick and 
rambling abroad in the cold being extremely prejudicial to their Cure, and is 
frequently attended with a diarrhea, or noiſe in their Ears with deafneſs. 
There ts alſo a ſpecial care to be taken concerning their Diet, that on thoſe 
days they purge, their Dinner be of good nouriſhment, boiled or roaſted. 
We alſo allow them good Broath and Beer or Ale to raiſe their ſtrength, fo 
as they may beable to bear the evacuation which is required. Burt in the time 
of their (weating we confine them to a very (lender and drying Diet, only fuf- 
ficient to ſupport their Spirits. A chop of a neck of Mutton, or two Ribs dry 
roaſted was the old ſtint. I permit them to make choice of ſome one ſort of 
meat; and keep them to that, which amongſt the better ſort is a Partridge, and 
that without ſauce. Their ſuppers may be Bisket, Raiſons of the Sun and a 
few blanched Almonds, and their drink deco. Sarſe, ec. But in weak and 
extenuated bodies, China-Broths, or a mixture of Milk with their Diet-driok 


may be neceſſary. 
Exerciſe 


Chap. II. Of the Specificks, &c. 


Exerciſe is of uſe in the beginning of this Diſeaſe, and may ſerve to rowze 
the Native heat to thruſt forth the malignity and waſte ſuperfluities But af- 
ter the diſeaſe is more confirmed, violent Exerciſe is hurtful, exhauſting the 
Spirits too much, and renders them leſs able to reſiſt the Malignity. ©. 

Sleep'is allowed in the day to refreſh thetn, they being for the molt part di- 
(turbed in the night by their pains, which are therefore called NoFirnal. 

In the time of Salivation | wn muſt ſleep when it affefs them. ' To ſleep 
alſo after Bathing and Sweating is neceſlary to refreſh them. 

Venery ought to be avoided during their courſe of Phyfick, it being one main 
cauſe of the unſuccesfulneſs of it : Yea, the very thoughts of it is deſtruQtive 
to their healths 3 nay , though he believed himſelf Cured I would not have 
him over-confident that way, till he hath pafſed a Spring or Autumn. For if 
he be married, and bed with his Wife, and afterwards relapſe, he may poſli- 
bly fancy that ſhe infected him 3 which may not be unlikely, if he bedded 
with her before he entred into Cure. However it was, the conſequence of it 
may be very ill, and may cauſe a loathing in him of her Bed, when it's poſh- 
ble he was not well Cured, and would have relapſed with a Gonorrbezs or 
Chancre, though he had not touched any Woman. 

The p«ſſzons of the Mizd ought tobe calmed, and the Patient to be well ſa- 
tisfied in the Integrity and skill of his Phyfician or Chirurgeon, that he may 
the more chearfully ſubmit to the Rules preſcribed in order to his Cure. 
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Of the Specificks in this Diſeaſe. 


N the former Diſcourſe I have had occafion to ſpeak of the Deocad?. Sar- 
ſe, &c. as ſudorificks. Indeed thoſe kind of Decodtions are the. great 
inges on which the Cure depends, as being ſu to contain in them be- 
fides the Sudorifick Vertue other Specifick qualities. Which appropriati 
of ſame Simples to the Diſeaſe more. than others makes it neceſlary, before I 
proceed any further, to diſcourſe of the nature of theſe Specificks, which 1 re- 
duce to three heads, viz. either Vegetable, Antimonial or Mercurial, 

The Fegetables are uſually reckoned theſe 3; guaiac. ligne. & cort. lign. ſaſſafras. 
rad. chine, ſarſaparilla, ſaponaria, Of theſe all but fa are known Sudo- 
rificks, and may be eaſily ſapgoſed to perform all that is pretended to by them, 
by that only faculty, nnlefs we pleaſe to add dulcification, Whether Saponaria 
be a Sadbrifick I know not 5 nor indeed whether ever it cured the Pox other- 
wiſe than in conjun@ion with the former Specificks, and ſo any other Herb 
wiltdo it. Lavreols 1s in the Weſt of Exg/and much commended. I ſuppoſe 
what it 8oth is only by ſtrong purging, and. when it is mixed in Diet-drinks, 
itſerves to keep the Body open. What other Vertues it hath I know not. 

. Antimony and Mercury are Medicametits of fo large a compaſs, that they 
takeinall the intentionsof Phyſick. Hence we have Vomits, Purges, Sudorificks, 
Safivations. Vomiting and Purging are certainly of great uſe in this Diſeaſe ; 
ſo is allo Sweating, which is very effedtually by ſeveral preparations 
of both theſe, viz. Ceruſſs Antimon. diaphoret. &c. Bezoard. Minerale, FEthiops 
Mineral. &c. They have the vogue of exceeding other Medicines both by their 
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ſtrength and pewer.of dulcification. And therctore it is:that in purging ally 
we make ſo much uſeof Mercurial preparations. /- But that Mineral hath alſ@ 
another faculty more eminent than all theſe, fo peculiar to it (elf, that we find 
not yet any other medicine, Mineral, Vegetable or Animal that can imitate it, 
and that is Salivation 3 by vertue of which it melts down the ſerum-of the 
blood, and with it all the acid venom contracted in it by this diſeaſe, bringing 
it away by the mouth. 

Theſe are the ſo highly commended Specificks, of which the former are 
the conſtant Ingredients of the decodtion to be taken during the whole Courſe, 
but are accommodated to the Palate and other neceflities of the Patient by the 
additionof other Simples. Mercury 1s alſo. boxed either crude, or prepared: 
So is Cinnabar and crude. Antimony : which pradice I have declined, and 
therefore I ſhall not ſay more of it. I ſhall only proceed to inform you how 
to mix other Simples with theſe already mentioned as occaſion ſhall re- 

uire. 

, Firſt therefore for aromatization we add ſem. anif, fenic. dul. coriand. cals- 
mus aromaticus, lig. Aloes, caſſia z for other gratefulnels Liquoriſh , Raiſins , 
Toory, Harts-born, In complication of Diteaſes, if the Head be affe&ed, we 
add Betony, Sage, Roſemary. If the Breaſt, adiavth. twſjeligo, ſcabioſa, mar- 
rubium, Hyſſop, Figs, Dates, Sebeftens , Jujubes, It the Heart, rad. angelice, 
borag. Violets, Balm, ſcorzonera, ſcordium, Glave-gilly-flowers, Saffron. It the 
Stomach, Wormwood, Agrimony, centaur. card. benediF. It the Liver, Rhu- 
barb, Turmerick, Liverwort, Succory, Dock:root. If there be Dropſie joyned 
with it, then Briony of both forts, Spurge, Laurel, Eſula. + For the Spleen, 
Dodder, Fern, Capers, Tamarickh, Spleenwort, Germander, Calamint, Hell:- 
bor, Exc. In the diſeaſes of the Kidneys the fre opening roots, allo rad. althee, 
gram. ruſci, alkekengi, eryngii, the cold ſeeds, ec. It Colick infeft the Pa- 
tient, bacc. laur. juniperi, Galangal, Zedoary, exc. Then there are the greater 
and leſſer Scorbuticks, allo rad. bardane & petaſitidis, which are believed to 
have vertue to mitigate. pain in the membranes of the banes, and reſolve 
nodes; alſo rad. carjopbylate, conſolide, biſtorte, tormentil/z, and many 0- 
thers which are thought proper to be added to,Decodtions, and to medicate 
Ale or Hydromel. 'All which feveral forms of, Medicines may be varied ac- 
cording to ſeveral intentions. In weak Stomachs we add Wine to the de- 
coftions.  'In emaciated bodies Milk. Of the Sarſe decottions [I ſhall for the 
caſe of the young Chirurgeons, ſet down ſome particular preſcriptions, ſuch 
as have (cen preſcribed by worthy Phyſicians, and have pratiſfed with my 
ſelf ſucceſsfully. |

puce is frequently ſeen in young Lads, who wantonly handle it. Sometimes it 
happeneth in Conjugal Rites, and not being returned foon over again, it 
ſtraitens the glans, and accordingly haſtens the accidents of inflammation. 
The Cure is effeted by timely ſomenting with emollients; but if that way fail, 
you muſt divide the prepuce 2saboveſaid. In ſome of thoſe who have the pre-

In ſcarifying the Eſchar I found it had penetrated 
greened, through : upon which conſideration I made ſeparation of the Prepuce with 

a pair of $cifors cutting it off round, then dreſſed it cum pul. Galen & alby- 
wine 0vi, the next day I gave him a Lenitive Bolus, which purged him mode- 
ra In the making extirpation of the Prepuce I had permitted him to 
bleed freely, and by the Lenient purge his body was cooled, ſo that at the 
#next opening I found the Sore digeſting. I dreſſed it with digeſt. ex terebinth, 
_ and the excoriation about the Ghans with wygnert alb. camph. The day after 
I purged him again with the ſame Lenitive and calowel. By the reiterating of 
thoſe purgations he was freed of the malignity.

out of the vulnerary decoction. I let him blood ſoon after, and gave him 
that night j. calomel, and purged it off the next day with an infuf. of Sera, ec. 
For the more ſpeedy relief of the frenum I gave the next morning If. of Tur- 
bith Mineral ; it vomited him thrice : after which [ gave him a draught of the 
infuſ, of Sexa, and purged it downwards. By this I checked the eroſion in 
the Ulcers, but the fremum was o far fretted, and withal fo painful, that I di- 
vided it, and with the Vitriol ſtone rubbed the broken ends thereof, and con- 
tinued dreſling it as aboveſaid,and by frequent repetition of Antivenereal pur- 
gatives, I cicatrized thoſe Ulcers about the frenum. The Ulcer within the wre- 
thra healed alſo much about the ſame time.

I repeated've- 
nezſe&ion, and dreſſed him with the deco@. plantag. ſummitat. rub. e$c. as it 
is ſet down in the method of cure, and purged him with pil. ex duobus &* calo- 
mel. increaſing and diminiſhing the one and the other to avoid the making his 
chops ſore : then by a courſe of Diet-drink, ſweating and purging finiſhed 
the cure.

1 fomented the 
ſwelling with deco. malve, tap. barbat. ſene. lini, fenugreci, &c. and injected 
the vulnerary decoction with guert. /Egyptiac. and put in a ſhort tent of 
rad. gentiane dipt in oleo /ilior. into the contracted Prepace, with direQions 
that he ſhould put in a freſh one ſo often as he ſhould urine, or ſyringe himſelf. 
To'which purpoſe he had many prepared bigger and lefler. That dayI let 
him blood, and directed a Clyſter, and purged him the next morning with 
pil. cochias min. &* merc. dul. and repeated the ſaid Phyfick according to his 
ſtrength, proportioning the merc. dul. ſo as to avoid falivating. By this me. 
thod and by his courſe of Diet with Sxdorificks, the Ulcers healed, and the

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paſled jn a pair of /probe ſciſſors as high over the glaxs as the narrow entrance 
would admit; then; pulling back the exterior tunicle I cut the inner ſtraitened 
coat, till I bad fo inlarged it that it turned back. That done, I applyed my 
Reſtritives upon the wound and rouled them —_— the glans only cover. 
ed with the circumvolutions of. the rowler. The third day after I drefled it 
again, and ſaw the wound digeſting and healed in ſome parts, I dreſſed it with 
the digeſt. ex terebinth. cums vitelſo ovi, and applyed a folded linnen dipt in 
albumine ovi over it, and rowled it as before. I afterwards cured the wound 
with z»guent. tutie, and then permitted the prepuce to return to its place. In 
this caſe I have ſometime made two or three ſtitches at equal diſtance, by which 
the lips have been ſooner united. In thoſe where the prepuce is not retained 
back, the wound cureth and leaves the prepuce deformed and troubleſome in 
coition, upon which account I circumciſed one lately that came out of other 
hands. You ought to be careful in the dreſſing ulcerations between the glans 
and prepuce 3 for it ſometimes happeneth, that they grow together, yea,in ſuch 
caſes the very entrance into the Urethra will contrat extream narrow, and 
ſometimes cloſe up. e 

A poor Gentleman ſuppoſing his difficulty in urining proceeded from the 
Stone, filently endured it till the urine was in a manner ſuppreſſed : then I was 
fetcht, and ſaw the prepuce ſtretched over the glans, and the entrance into it 
carnous, and ſcarce wide enough to admit of a probe. I made a dilatation by a 
ſmall pair of Plyers, then paſſed ina probe, but could neither get into the UV, - 
thra, nor paſs conſiderably between the glaxs and prepuce. The work requi- 
red diſpatch, therefore having drawn out the interior tunicle, and thruſt back- 
ward the external one, I cauſed my Servant to make a Ligature upon the pre- 
puce cloſe by the end of the glans,and with a knife cut off the hard carnous end 
of-the prepuce. I thought to have turned it back, but found the interior coat 
of the prepuce firmly grown to the glans round, as if it had been one body,and 
the entrance into the Urethra almoſt quite cloſed up by a bard cicatrix. I 
brought the inciſed lips of the coats of the prepuce together, and retained 
them ſo round by a few ſtitches3 then having wiped away the blood with a 
ſpunge, I made an apertion through the cicatrix, inlarging the eatrance of 
the Urethra, and gave way for his urine 3 then put in a piece of a ſearchi 
Candle to keep the pallage y_ I dreſſed up the prepuce with pul. Galeni up- 
on pledgets of lint dipt 7 albumine ovi, and brought a fold of linnen over it, 
leaving a paſlage for urine. That afternoon I took out the wax-candle, and 
put in a leaden PIPE, which was eaſily retained for diſcharge of urine, and the 
while cicatrized the apertion there. The wound in the _ being digeſted 
and cicatrizing, I cut out the ſtitches. This Perſon piſſed out ſeventeen 

iples in few days after. Infants are ſometimes born without this apertion, in 
which caſe if it be not ſpeedily made, the urine makes its way through ſome 
part of the du&gs, or the Infant dieth miſerably. 

A young Blade was commended out of the Country toa Phyfician here, who 
committed him to my Care. 'The was ſwelled and inflamed, between 
it and the glans there were many C , as I ſuppoſed by the bardneſs 1 fel, 
and by the diſcharge of fetid matter, and from thence I judged the inflamma- 
tion and ſwelling 1n the prepuce to ariſe. The Glandules in both his Groins 
were ſwelled. Tohbave waited for ſuppuration in theſe had certainly cauſed the 
putrefattion of the other diſcaſed part, it being then in great danger through 
the ſo long concealing of it. Wherefore I began with | mn and ſyring- 
ing of it with the deco@. plantag. ſuremitat. rubi, &c. with an addition -of- 33.

After this man- 
ner he was treated from the 16 of Aug#ſt to the 15 of September following, he 
drinking a deco#. ſarſe upon a $udorifick Bolus thoſe mornings he did not purge; 
and from the third day of his purging he made that decoftion his conſtane 
drink, unleſs it was thoſe mornings while he was purging, and ther he drank a 
thin broath. By this method the Glandules in his Groins reſolved, and the 
Chancres cured : the callofity alſo on the g/avs and end of the prepuce reſolved, 
and became naturally lax as before. Then we kept him ſtriftly to his Diet- 
drink, and ſweat him in a wicker-chair with Aztimon.' diapboret. gum. gudiaci, 
and a warm draught of his DecoGtion, and purged him every fourth day with 
an infuſ. ſene, ec. and ſo proceeded to the fourth of OFober.

{weat he dined upon a roaſted Partridge, and at night was allowed Bisket and 
Raiſins of the Sun z and when he purged hedined upon boiled meat and drank 
{mall Ale. During the whole courſe he kept his Chamber, and by fo doing 
was perfectly cured without making his Chaps fore in the leaſt. 

A young Woman was put into my hands, having a great inflammation and 
ſwelling i pudendo, with a large round Chancre between the du@ws urinarias, 
and the interiors of the vagina uteri, with great excoriation of the parts with- 
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out. I let her blood, and the next day purged her with an i»f#/. ſere in a de- Chancre in 
cod. caſſie and tamarind. with jyr. de ſþ.cervina, &c. and (ent her the while a pint P4*- 


of the deco@. plantag. ſammitat. ec. to ſtupe and ſyringe the diſcaſed part, which 
we continued the ule of till ſhe was cured. The day after her purging, I gave 
her 12 grains of ##rbith min. which vomited her often, and purged her thrice. 
That afternoon a Clyſter of Milk and Sugar was adminiſtred, and the next day 
ſhe took another Clyſter. The Flux continuing on the parts,[ gave her gr. viij. 
turb. min. with conf, roſ, rub. in the form of a Pill, it vomited her more mode- 
rately. A Clyſter was again adminiſter'd that evening. The next morning [ 
found her more eafie. I then purged her with the former infu/. ſene the two 
following days, by which I prevented the ſwelling of her Chaps. During this 
the excoriation dryed, and the Chancre was diſpoſed to Cure. From that time

A Man aged about 38 years, of a plethorick body, came to me with the 
ce contracted cloſe over the glans, it was carnous and bard, eſpecially on 
the right fide, under which part I fuppoſed there lay a Chancre. I concluded 
it venereal, but he not acknowledging it, I preſcribed him pil, coch. min. 5. 
calomel. Jj. to take at twice intermitting a day between, but let him blood in 
the arm firſt. The foreſaid Pills working agreeably with him, he was ſfupplyed 
with more of them, and drank a decode. ſarſe between while, and took his de- 
fired liberty of walking abroad.

Thus I dryed the Ulcers, and they 
ſhell'd ſoon off: The callofity slſo reſolved eaſily, and the prepuce relaxed and 
turned back: yet ſome Calus remained a | r time upon he inner tunicle, 
of the prepucez but by Diet-drink, Sudorificks, and repeating the Vomit or 
Purgative Pill once in four days, he was in ſix weeks "_ cured. 

Now leſt you may think I am too (triCt in giving ſo many Internals in the 
Cure of ſo ſmall an Ulcer as a Chancre, or rather a Chancrous (als. I ſhall 
give you one inſtance, and the only one thatI ever failed in the Cure of. It was 
1n the year 1654. an Apothecary, fince deceaſed, engaged a Phyſician and my 
ſelf in the Cure. The Chancre was of the bigneſs of a cherry-ſtone ſeated on 
the neck of the glans; the Phyſician preſcribed Pl. Radii &- mer. dul. to be gi- 
ven every other day, anda decod. ſarſe,@fc. as it is ufually made with its addi: 
onal ingredients. Thoſe Mornings he did not purge, he was to take 5j. Artinon, 
diaphoret. in cochl. 1. fyr. limon. He having thus preſcribed a method of Cure, 
the Apothecary proſecuted the courſe,7and indeed there was little forme todo 
but the Patient deſiring my dayly attendance, I dreſſed him witha pledget dipt in 
lac ſublimat. a medicament not 1inferiour to any in ſuch a caſe. The firſt 14 days 
we paſſed on very ſecure, not doubting ſucceſs, but from that time obſerving the 
Callus not to reſolve as I expeRted, | began to enqunre into the Patients man- 
ner of Diet, and into the Phyfick he took. As to his Diet, he lodged in the 
Apothecary's houſe, who kept a good Table, his drink was deco@. ſarſe, but fo 
ſmall, as it was little better than water. But to that I was anſwered, it was 
the ſecond decoftion. Ithen enquired for the firſt, which be ſhewed me in a 
four ounce glaſs in the window, and told me, the Patient drank three of thoſe 
in a day tribss boris medic.

But upon the Phyſicians and my diſcourling with the Patient of his Diſcaſe he 
grew paſſionate, and denied it to be Venereal ; and a day or two after remoy- 
ed out of his Jodgings two or three miles into the Country,and to avoid the Dil- 
covery of his Diſeale, he diſmiſt me, and entertained another Chirurgeon, who 
complyed,and promiſed in few days to cure him without the help of internal Re- 
medies : But after all his endeavours another Chirurgeon was conſulted, by 
whoſe advice the Patient was put intoa courſe of Antivenereals at laſt, and cu- 
red of that, but grew otherwiſe Diſcaſed, and lived not many years. 
A young Man was brought to my houſe, of a Plethorick , Difeaſed , 
with a hard compacted (we hl his left Groin 4 it was a Bubo, and like to ſap- Obſerrarion 


purate, I applyed an empl, diachyl. cums gumen. About a week or ten days after he © © 5%: 
came to me again, it was then luppurated z I opened it, and having diſcharged

ſome of the foreſaid Plaſter, and diſmiſſed him and his Apothecary with dire&i- 


ons how to proceed. After two months | was fetched to this Patient,and ſaw that 
Bubo terminated in a Phagedenous Ulcer about three inches in length and pro- 
portionably broad with indented callous lips. The Ulcer it ſelf was ſordid, and 
had —_ round under thoſe lips 3 he had alſo on the ſcrotum four large 
round Ulcers and others like them in perineo. It was my wonder to ſee this Di- 
ſeaſe ſo rage, conſidering the courſe I had preſcribed was the ſame I had cured fo 
many by :. and he had taken ſo much werc.dul. that it was grown familiar to him, 
and ſeemed to encreaſe the virulency in the Ulcers. I began the work with cut- 
ting off the jagged Lips, and filled the Ulcer with pledgets ſpread with a- 
guent. baſilic. dipt in precipitate, and dreſſed the other Ulcers after the fame 
manner with empl. diachalcith. to retain them on. I did not let him blood be- 
cauſe I had permitted thoſe callous lips to bleed freely, but I direted a Clyſter to 
be adminiſtred that afternoon. I purged him the next day and two or three 
after with a decofF. amar. of Sir Alex. Þ raſters, and then gave him gr. xvj. Tur- 
bith mineral, in a Pill made up with conſ; rof, rub. which vomited him well and 
purged him twice, That afternoon a Glyſter was given him of fat broath cum 
vitel/o ovi. Aﬀter the firſt application of werc. precipitar. I dreſſed the Ulcer ix 
inguine with unguent. baſilic. and merc. precipitat. mixed. The other I dreſſed 
with pledgets preſſed out of lac ſublimat. By the repeating of the Turbith wiv, 
once in four or five days, I diſpoſed the Ulcers to heal, and by Clyſters and pur- 
ging draughts between while I prevented falivating, 

After the Ulcers in the ſcrotum and perineum were cicatrized, I put him into 
a ſtri& diet and kept him to the drinking of deco@. ſarſe, &c. with good ſudo- 
rificks, and by purging bimonce in four days he was happily cured and continues 
ſo to this day. 

Two young Lads, intimate companions, came out of the country alike 
clapt by one and the ſame wench 3 they having both failed of their Cure there, 
were commended to my care. They had both ſwellings in their left Groins 
and callofities about the glars remaining from ——— Chancres. The 
were alſo afflited with verrnce and wariſce in podice and pains in their Shoul- 
ders. Theſe ſwellings in. their Groins were without pain or inflammation, ſo 
not like to come to ſuppuration. Therefore without more ado [ let them both 
blood and purged them two or three days with Sir Alex. Fraſfer's Potus amarws, 
then gave them each a doſe of Turbith mineral. which vomited them well, 
and took off their pains. The next day I ſnipt off the avariſce and verrace, 
rubbing their remaining roots with the cauſtick Stone 3 and having cleanſed 
them, I dreſſed them up with Lenients, and after ſeparation of the Eſchars 
cicatrized them with the Vitriol Stone and w»guent. epulotic. During the Cure , 
of theſe I repeated the Turbith wir. once in four or five days, ang between 
while carried down the matter by Clyſters and Lenient purgatives, by which 
method I reſolved the calloſitics and the g/avds. Then I put them into a deco@. 
ſarſe with ſudorificks, and with extra. Rxdii and calomel. every fourth day 
finiſhed their Cure. 

A Phyſician and my felf were fetched to a man whom we found in bed. 
He was not ſick, but broken out all over his body with heat. The Phyſician 
adviſed him to diſpoſe himſelf to a breathing Sweat upon a draught of warm 
Poſſet-drink, wherein was boiled rf. C. C. &c. A Cordial Julep was alſo pre- 
ſcribed as is uſual in ebullition of the ſerum ſanguinis, Three or four days af- 
ter I viſited bim again, and found that heat raiſed into many puſtules, which 
had alſo overſpread his head, and terminated there in as many ulcerous ſcabs 
amongſt his hair. Theſe were viſible ſymptoms of the Lyes, and appeared 
ſo to meat the ſecond viſit I made him; but he did notacknowledge it till _ 

ew 
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few days after, and then he ſhewed me ſome corroſive Ulcers on the penis near 
the franum, and ſome werruce in perines, yet denied that it was an infeQion 
of a late date. He was contented we ſhould proceed in the Cure, to which 
purpoſe he was let blood and the next day purged with an infuſed Potion. 
Aiter which we purged bim with calomel. &c. proportionably as bis ſtrength 
would bear, avoiding the making his chaps ſore. By this method the LUicers 
dricd and the Scabs ſhell'd off, the Ulcers on the penis were dreſſed and cured 
as hath been ſhewed in the preceding Chapters. We then preſcribed him decod, 
ſarſe, &c. with antimon. diaphoret. bezoard. min, &c. and ſome few days he 
ſweat 3 but he ſuppoſing himſelf cured, brake off from our method : whence 
it cameto paſs that the malignity afterwards ſhewed it ſelf in different forms. 
Sornctimes in an opbthalmia threatning his eye-(ight, in which caſe he conſulted 
oculiſts and others, but after all was cured by us with the forementioned pur- 
gations. After that he wasafflited with a fierce Catarrh, in the cure of which 
he ran long courſes of peCtorals, but was only relieved by us with Antivene- 
reals. But not proſecuting that method of cure, he was ſome months after 
grieved with a Colick which laſted a long time, and a(bermia humoralis attend- 
ed that : upon which conſiderations he at laſt ſubmitted to a more ſtrict me- 
thod, and was freed of his Colicks and other ſymptoms by purging with Ca- 
tharticks, mixt with calowel. The courſe was finiſhed with decod. ſare, dry- 
ing diet and ſweating. ey 

A Woman aged 27 years being quick with Child was broken out in her head 
and face and Everal parts of her body with /erpigo and various puſtule and 
ſcabs. I let her blood, and the next day purged 
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rhab. &c. to which was added wanna and yyr. rof. ſolut. and from that time venercal. 


I preſcribed her precipitatus albus from 15 gr.to 25 every other- night, or 
proportionably, to avoid falivating of her. But I not baving 
viſiting her as 1 ought, it ſwelled her chaps and ſhe fluxed 18 or 20 days, and 
was thereby freed of her puſtnle, ec. In the declination of the Flux I purged 
her with a decofF. ſene, polypodii, hermodad. ſem. carthami, ec. made in a quan- 
tity of Diet-drink, which ſhe drank thrice a day, and took the while a medi- 
cated broath for her nouriſhment. After her chaps were cured I put her into 2 
deco@. ſarſe and a drying diet, and ſweat her moderately with antimor. diaphoret. 
gum. guaiaci and bezoard. occident. cum conf. meliſſe, and jr. limon.in forme boli, 
purging her between while with the forementioned apozeme, and cured her. 
She afterwards went out her full time, and was delivered of a ſound Child : 1 
made it a fontinel in the neck, It dyed of Convulfionsin the Country at three 
quarters of a year old. 

A Woman big with Child having many ulcerous ſcabs on her head and other 
parts of her body with great eroſion, I let her blood and preſcribed her a de- 
coi#. ſarſe with ſorae of the milder | nyo ſene, polypod. hermoda&. rhab. ec. 
and afterwards preſcribed her a few doſes, wiz. Jj. calomel. every other night, 
cillT had checked the malignity ; then preſcribed her this: Re Bezoard. miner. 
Jo. gum. guaiaci gr. xv. antimon. diaphoret. gr. viij. conf. borag. q. ſ, f. bolus. 
After which ſhe drank a draught of deco@. ſarſe, and ſweat moderately. By 
this way of proceeding her diſeaſe was palliated, and ſhe went our her full 
time, and was brought to bed ; but the Child dyed convulſive within three 
. weeks, Aﬀer which the Mother was removed to more convenient lodgings, 
and cured as hath been ſaid in the former obſervation. 

A Nurſe by giving ſuck to a diſcaſed Child was infetted with great ulcera- 
tion and chops with verrxce on the Nipples and parts about the Breaſts, _ 
Which account the Child was taken from her, it being ſuſpeRted ſhe had i 
ed the Child. She had alſo a node upon her right hand and fome breakings 
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out upon her limbs. I enquiring into the cauſe ſaw this poor womans Child 
which was born within the year very well complexioned and ſound. I cauſed 
her to be let blood, 'and purged her with pil. cochie & merc. dul. three or four 
times, intermitting a day or two between 3 then vomited her with Tyrb;th i. 
zeral. and repeated it once in four or five days. To the Ulcers and ulcerati- 
ons I only applyed a little »»guert. diapompholyg. ſpread thin upon linen to pre- 
vent their fretting and ſticking to her ſhitt,for they cured by the Internal Reme- 
dies. - But the Nodes not reſolving, I raiſed a Salivation by the Twrb. mix. and 
afterwards confirmed the Cure by purging, dry dier, deco@. ſarſe, lig. guaiaci, 
&«c. with Sudorificks. 

I was (ent for to a Child that was broken out all over the Body with ſome 
branny and mattery ſcabs,the diſturbance whereof had extreamly emaciated the 
Infant. The Mother was alſo diſeaſed in the ſame manner, and big with Child ; 
[ preſcribed her a purging Apozeme, and gave her precipitat#s albus every 
other night the firſt week, and afterwards. preſcribed her a medicated Ale with 
ſarſa, china, lig. guaiaci, &c. for her conſtant- drink, and gave her many 
days Athiopsr "mineral. j. at a time, and kept her body ſoluble between while 
with a lenitive Bolus. f 

[ purged the Infant with fr. de -Rhab. and afterwards with calome!. from gr. 
iv. to gn''vj. either in the pap of a roaſted Apple, or a ſpoonful of Milk propor- 
tionably as I ſaw he could bear it, it purged him twice or thrice, and ſome- 
time vomited him. His grewel and pap were made with. a decoGtion of ſara, 
china, ec. by theſe Remedies I dryed the mattery Scabs, and the Infant was 
in a great degree freed of his Itch. I alſo cauſed him to be bathed in a tub of 
warm water ſeven or eight days. In the declining of his Itch a Phyma aroſe 
near the podex, which being ſuppurated I opened by a Cauſtick, and order- 
ed the dreſling of it daily with w»gzert. bafilic. ſpread upon linen. This diſ- 
charged matter plentifully for the ſpace of a month, and then it leffened and 
cured. During this method of Cure, the Infant grew and recovered ſtrength; 
but upon the omiſſion of the Mercurials new eruptions appeared, which were 
removed by /Ethiops mineral. and moderate purging, but it died fince. His 
Mother by continuing the preſcribed method was Cured, and was in due time 
brought to bed of a healthful Child, and both the Mother and Child continue 
well to this day. 

A Woman who ſuſpected her ſelf Venereal was brought to bed of a ſeeming 
healthful Child ; it thrived very well for ſome months, and the skin was clear, 
yet it had a fontanel made in the Neck for caution. This Infant being about 
four months old brake out in the Head, afterwards in the Face, and moſt parts 
of the Body with ſuch eruptions as ſhewed it to be Venereal, yet the Mother 
ſeemed untainted. I proceeded with this Infant by purging it with the infuſion 
of Rhabarb. and between while with precipitat. a/bus, which ſometime vomit- 
ed him, and gave him a ſtool or two. It relieved him much, and diſpoſed the 
ſcabstodry. I preſcribed him medicated grewels, and a deco@. ſarſe, raſ. C.C. 
eboris, ec. tor his drink ; alſo Bezoard. miner. to take ſometime, by which he 
recovered of his Diſtemper, but died afterwards of the ſmall Pox. 

By the ſame method I cured a Girle of two years old, that was broken out 
of her Body with P«ſtule and mattery Scabs, and had a mariſca juxta podicer, 
which I have alway obſerved to be a certain Symptom of the Les. 

One newly come out of a courſe of Phyfick, ſhewed me a ſmall dry Scab on 
one (ide of his Neck, and enquired of me whether I thought he was Cured. [ 
returned a favourable anſwer, not being willing to engage in the Cure of a 
Diſeaſe which he ſuppoſed himſelf ſo well of, but gave him a little Powatum to 
dreſs that Scab. Some while after other Symptomes ariſing, he put himſelf in- 

to 
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to otherhands, who: treated him for the ſpace of eight. weeks, and diſmiſſed 
him cured 3 and upon that aſſurance he married : but within few days. a new 
puitula thruſt out and ulcerated. He writ to me to ſend him ſomewhat to pal- 
liateit till he ſhould be at more hberty to put himſelt into a courle of Phyhick., 
I ſeat Mim a Box ofpil. Rxdii with calomel. and an unguent to dreſs the U'cer; 
but he not raking the Pills, the Ulcer terminated in a herpes exedens, and at laſt 
he ſent for me. He had a callolity on one fide of the Glens as big as a ſmall 
Kidney Bean, he had-alſo ſomeſmall round corroſive Ulcers atout the frenumr, 
and was troubled with a noiſe in his ears and deafneſs. I undertook his cure 
and began with a Clyſter, then let him blood, and purged him the day after 
with an infuſ. ſene, &c. the next morning I gave him 25 ' grains of precipitar. 
alb. in a Bolus with conf. borraginis, and that afternoon a Clyſter : to the Ulcers 
and calloſity i» g/azde I only applyed pledgets dipt in a ſolution of wel. /Egyp- 
tiacume in ſome of the deco. plantag. equiſeti, Ec. The herpes exedens lay ronnd 
and hard in theskin and was cruſted over with a thick ſcab, which I looſened 
by bathing it with a deco@. malue, &c. The Scab being taken off, the Ulcer ap- 
peared ſordid and corroded round, and the Lips were high and callous: 
When theſe happen in the Thighs or other parts which are not ſo viſible, Ido 
not concern my (clf in the dreſſing them otherwiſe than to defend them from 
adhering to their Linen, till they be dried by internals : but in this place I 
was obliged to remove the callous lips and the ſeveral excreſcences in the Ulcer 
to render the cicatrix ſmooth. To which purpoſe I rub'd them with the cau- 
ſtick (tone, and waſted and dried the hyperſarcoſss by the application of red pre- 
cipitate, and afterwards by the uſe of the Vitriol ſtone and Epuloticks I cica- 
trized the Ulcer ſo even, as at this preſent thereare no marks of it. During the 
work I purged him often with precipitat. alb. e&& pil. coch. min. and ſometimes 
vomited him with twrbith mineral. by which I alſo reſolved the callofity and 
cured thoſe little Ulcersnear the frenum. After I had thus freed him of thoſe 
maladies which affe&ed the skin, I put him into a deco@. joſe, ec. with the 
obſervance of a (tri diet, and ſweat him often with a Mercurins diaphoret. 
and purged him once in 4 or 5 days, by which he was alſo freed of that in- 
nitns aurinm, and reſtored to a perted health. 

A Man aged about 4o years, of a groſs body and diſorderly life, frequently 
conſulting men of our profeſſion, but never obſervingany ſtrict method of 
cure, came one day to adviſe with me about his Diſeaſe, which was a: dry ſcurf 
with an itch on ſeveral parts of his body, as alſo ſome wandring pains on the 
ſcapnle, ec. Amongſt other diſcourſe he told me an eminent man in the cure 
of the Laes venerea had offered to cure him by (weetning of his blood. The 
method he propoſed thereto was by purging, bleeding and ſweating, with- 
out giving one grain of Mercury. I did not believe. his blood would be the 
better, yetif he thought ſo he might proceed in that courſe,: and when he 
{bould- be let blood 1 defired he would ſend for me. He did fo, and I let 
him blood according to the directions ten ounces. It was of good colour and 
confiſtence, About (1x weeks after when he had finiſhed his courſe of Phylick, 
he ſent to me again. I let him blood about the ſame quantity as before. His 
blood was like ſome of that our Phyſicians call pleuritical, it had neither colour 
norconſiſtence; yet I thought not the worſe of it (fo he was cured) for upon 
a return to his wonted diet the blood would recover its former colour : but he 
relapſed ſome weeks after, and I let him blood again, and it was as at firſt of 
good colour and confiltence. He was well pleafed to ſeehis blood look better, 
but was ſo much diſlatisfied with his late treatment that he would not be per- 
(waded again into a ſtrict courſe of Phyfick, yet I undertook the cure, and 
purged him frequently withpil e duobus and calomel. and ſometimes gave him the 
Yyy latter 
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latter alone : he alſo drank a decotion of ſar/s, &c. but with theſe he went 
_—_ and thereby prolonged his cure, yet at laſt that malignity was (o 
t, 

A Man of about 3o years of age having ſeveral Herpes and ſerpiginous Ul- 
cers on histhighs and about his body with noturnal pains io his head arffl other 
parts, alſo a large Ulcer on the middle of his tongue, I let him blood, and 
the next day purged him with the bitter drink. The morning after I gavehim 
a doſe of Turbith minerale, and the third day after repeated it again, defign- 
ing toſalivate him; upon which account I r the Tirbith five times, 
He had taken much Mercury and only ſlavered with it, but the while be was 
freed of all the ſymptoms ſave that of his to , and that ſeemed inclinable tg 
heal. Therefore I purged off the Mercury with the bitter decoction for ſeye. 
ral days, till I had run him very low. Then I put him into a tri courſe of 
diet with decod. joſe, &-c. ſweating and purging bim the ſpace of ſixteen days, 
during which the in his tongue cured. I deſigned bathing and a more 
nouriſhing dier, but his affairs abroad haſtened him away. He was longer in re- 
cruiting bis fleſh than was uſual ; but by a milk diet he recovered it, and hath 
from that time continued well. 

A Country Lad wastaken notice of by ſome of his fellow-ſervants in the 
houſe where he lived, to have a ſorenoſe; he told them it wasſcratched inplay- 
ing with a Kitten 3 but in progreſs of rime the inflammation and ſwelling in- 
crealing very much, he was brought to me one afternoon while I was diverting 
my felt thus. I hearing them ſay it was occaſioned by aſcratch, Idid not much 
mind it 3 but ſo ſoon as 1 heard him ſpeak I took notice of his hoarleneſe, and 
took him to the window, where looking into his mouth I ſaw the tonſils 
ulcerated and the wwwle black with the mortification, and part of it ſeparating. 
His noſe was alſo ſtuffed with cruſty Ulcers. Iqueſtioned him privately how 
long it was fince he had a Gonorrhcea or Chancre, and who cured them. He 
confidently denied be ever had any, however the Lues was viſible, and required 
a ſpeedy remedy. He was preſently let-blood, and I gave him two papers of 
mer. dnl. fi. in a yn"! $99 1 rnngreper> <rgkes_2e nighe in a ſpoonful 
of bread and milk, and the other inthe morning, and two hours after todrink 
Poſiet-drink with an ounce and half of Mawodifiolved in it. I directed the 
drefling of the z»»/a and thoſe Ulcers of the tonſils with aq. divina Fernehii 
daily till my internal preſcriptions diſpoſed them to a healing condition. To 
which __ [repeated the er. dl. with ſome of the wes between 
while, and in the ſpace of ten days cured thoſe Ulcers in hs throat. His noſe 
was ſyringed with deco. bordei, by which the cruſty matter which ſtopt 
his noſtsils was removed. Then we fyringed with ſome of the Errhis ſet 
down in the method of cure. After the Ulcers in his throat were digeſted, 
I haſtened the exfoliations of the bones in his noſe by the giving him 2 or 23 
doſes of Tirbith, which made a light falivation. Towards the declination of it 
I purged him with the bitter decoQtion, and by diet drink, ſtrict diet, ſweat- 
10g, &c. finiſhed his cure. 

Coming one day to put him out of his courſe of Phyſick, I ſaw the edges of . 
one of hisnoſtrils fore, which 1 ſuppoſed a new eruption : it farpriſed me 
to ſee it ſo ſoon break out again. I was angry with the Nurſe, ſuſpedting 
there had been ſome negle@& in the proſecution of his courſe of Phyſick 3 bur 
the Nurſe replyed, he had made his noſe ſore by picking of it. For a farther 
tryal I adviſed the Patient to forbear ſodoing, and to keephis chamber a while 
longer; he did fo, and 2 or 4 days after I viſited him again, and ſaw that 
noſtril well, and was ſatisfied that he had picked it. I adviſed him tobe more 
careful of his health, and diſmi(t him. Fe 
| ne 
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| One of about 20 years of Age came to me with his Head over-ſpread with 
cruſty ulcers; alſo ſome ſerpiginous ulcers about his Body, and a Node upon the 
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back of his hand, with a gummineſs on the tendons reaching to his fingers, in- and a Node 
ſomuch ashe could not bend one of-thetn. [n endeavouring his Cure, hereto» 0» the back 
fore he bad run long courſes of Phyſick, and was much emaciated thereby. 1 * **< bad. 


began with the fomenting and embrocating his hand with diſcutients, and ap- 
plyed the mercurial Empl. ſet down inthe method of Cure, and purged him 
with diagridium, bezoard. minerale, calomel. in conf. roſ. Damaſe. and the night 
affer gave him an Opiat Boles with gr. j. Laxdar. Thus I proceeded accor- 
ding as bis ſtrength would admit, and CE bim deco. arſe, and medica- 
ted Broaths, by which I dryed and ſhell'd the ulcerous Scabs, and-eaſed his 
Pains. After I found his (trength recovered, I gave him 10 gr.of Txrbith, and 
obſerving that he bare it well, I repeated it a ſecond and third time, and there- 
by falivated him about 17 or 18 days: all which time I nouzrſhed. him with the 
aforeſaid Broaths and Poflet. During the Salivation the-Gummineſs reſolved, 
and the Node diminiſhed much, As the Salivation declined, | again preſcribed 
him the deco#. arſe, and purged him with the bitter Apozeme;. then by a 
{tri Diet, ſweating and purging, the Node reſolved, and his hand was re- 
ſtored ro its former ſtate, and I diſmiſſed him perfectly Cured. ; 
One of about 40 years of Age, having a Herpes exedens on his right brow, 
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a wariſce in podice, and ſome verruce about the glans; allo ſome wandering ; a Herpes 
pains on his ſhoulders; I let himblood, and purged him with the, Cathartick exedens, v# 
EleRuary, and Mer. dl. three or four days, and drefled the Herpes, as hath '*< ** 


been ſhewed in ſome of the preceding Cales. And after his purging I cut off 
the mariſca cloſe with a pair of Sciſſors, and rubbd-the remaining Root with a 

Cauſtick ftone, then dreſſed it up with Lenients, by which it was digeſted, and 

afterwards cicatrized it by the helpof the Vitriol Stone, and the common Epu- 

loticks. Whilſt this was digeſting I vomited him with #rbith mineral. repeating 

It once 1n 3 days, and encreafed the Doſe from 12 to 18. gr. till thad dryed the 
Herpes, and the cruſt ſhell'd off. During this, I cut and burnt off the YVerruce, as 
hath been ſaid in the like Cafes. Theſe being alſo cured, I purged him with the 
bitter decod, four or five days, then with deco@. ſarſe, and that Sudorifick of 
Bezoard. miner. gum. guaiaci,8&c. | ſweat. him, and kept him to a fſtri&t Diet, 
purging him once in three or four days. His pains remitted after his taking 
the fel Doſe of Tarbith, andby this latter courſe his Cure was confirmed. 

A Nurſe was brought to me, who by giving Suck to a Diſeaſed Infant, had 
the Nipple and Parts about of her right Breaſt very much excoriated, and four 
round, hard, cruſty Ulcers ſomewhat more diſtant. She had a Node with pains 
on her right Leg, alſo a Serpigo on her right hand and fingers. She had not 
| been troubled with a Gonorrbea, nor was the Pudlendum ever Diſcafed, which 
confirmed to me that ſhe had gotten the infettion by ſuckling the Child. I be-

Cornich, 
Diz. pracipitet. lbs Jj. and the next two mornings gave him Dj. of A:biop. 
rineral. in a Bolas with conf. cort. citri, and a draught of a decod. ſarſe, &c. af. 
ter it todiſpoſe him to a breathing ſweat. The third day I gave bim 15 gy. 
of Tyrb. mineral. which vomited him often, and purged him twice, and in the 
afternoon griped him, and put him upon a Temeſams 3 to remedy which a Cly. 
ſter of Milk cam witells ovi, & ol. chamemel. was adminiſtred, and Chicktn- 
broth and warm Poſlct-drink was his drink that day and the next. The day 
following, I gave I precipitati albi, & Twrbith min. gr. vj. 11 a Bolus which 
vomited him thrice, That afternoon a Clyſter was repeated, and the day af. 
ter he was purged with an infuſed Potion of ſera, rb46. $&c. and repeated the 
Aithiops mineralitand deco@. ſarſe, as before, three mornings her. Theq 
I gave him 15 gr. of Tarbzth, as at firſt, which vomited him oftet, and from 
that time the Ulcers dryed, and in the worſt of them the ſcabs were ready to 
ſhell off.

m Amanof afull Body, having been long afflicted with Ulcerous Scabs, Ser- 
Obſervation pigo, and other foulnefles of the skin ariling ſometime in one part of his Body, 
of a Hrpe3 and ſometimein another {his Chirurgeon bei d) was recommended to my 
"Ort Care. The Ulcer that then troubled him was on his chin, the compaſs of a 
broad ſhilling, and covered with a thick ſcab. Itfeemed tometo be Venereal, 
but I was otherwiſe, and durſt not diſpute it. I thought my (elf very un- 
bappy in being put upon the Cure of ſuchan Ulcer, without the help of Antive- 
nereak, I fomented it with deco. bord. fummitet. althee, malue, & ſem. lini, 
and applyed a Pledget of w»guert. roſat. 'over it with bandage to retain it on. 
The next moming the Scab came offi, and there appeared a fordid Ulcer with 
ragged callous lips round it, alſo many excreſcences riſing up in the middle, 
which made che Ulcer not unlike a Honey-comb, as | haveelſcwheredeſcribed 
it. I ſprinkled the Ulcer with Red Precipitate, and applyed over it (mall dol- 
fils of dry lint, and ſome Pi ſpread with ungvent. tutie Vig. over them, 
and repeated this way of dr every other day, till I ſaw the fleſh in thoſe 
litrle cells ruddy. Then [drefled them with little pellets of lint, and covered 
the excreſcences with precipitate, and bound up the Ulcer gs before, nor

'One of about forty years of Age, having been 7-0 with a Herpes 
miliaris which had ſpread it ſelf on the ſoal of one of his feet, came to me for 
Cure. © He had taken Mer. dulcis, Antimon, Diaphoret. 8c. Medicines" propet 
enough to Cure the milder Species of the Lxes YVenerea; but the Patient: bein 
irregular, and not acknowledging it Venereal, failed of his Cure. At the 
ſight of the Ulcers I concluded them Venereal, and reſolved to proceed with 
him by ſach a method, or leave him to ſeek his Cure elſewhere; and. began 
by purging him with Pi. Rudii, & mer. dul. and afterwards preſcribed'him a 
tew Pills of ZEthiops mineralis cum terebinth. One of which he took every 
morning, drinking a'draught of a medicated Ale after it. After he had taken 
tix of theſe Pills; Ibegan withthe Cure of the Ulcers, dreſſing them with 'the 
fotus and liniment fer down'in' the Cure of Herpes 3 but that not anſwering 
my expeQation, I waſh'd the Ulcers and parts about them with warm Milk, 
then having cleanſed and dryed them, I'rubbed the lips of them all with a Cau- 
ſtick Stone; till, I had' eradicated and ſmoothed! them'fit for to cicatrize; 'and 
then waſht' out the lixivial ſale ro prevent its farther penetration. From that 
time I dreſſed them up with Merc. precipitar. and put gn a laced ſock. The 
third or fourth dreſſing the ſlonghs crumbled off, and the Ulcers appeared well 
cicatrized. But: within few days they all. brake out again. - At the fight of 
which'I concluded the Ulcers Venereal, and prevailed with him to take Mer- 
cury, and began with a 9j. Calomel, and the next day gave him a Doſe of T he- 
riac. wetallor, and repeated it twoor three days, I deligning that way to-Cure 
theſe Ulcers. But the Theriaca not moving him by ſtool or vomit, hewrangled 
with me, ſuppoſing I could not cure him but by fuch Medicaments as worked 
one of thoſe ways, whereas we know by experience, that Mercury frequent- 
ly cureth thoſe Ulcers by altering the quality of the Humours; but Icomplyed 
with his deſire, and gave him a Doſe of Trbith gr. x13. in. a Pill that vomited 
him five or ſix times, and purged him twice or thrice. The next morning he 
complained of the ſoreneſs of his mouth. I adviſed him to drink warm Poflet- 
drink, and to take a Clyſter, but he did neither. I being ingaged in the Cure, 
thought it beſt to haſten a Salivation before he ſhould be aware of it, and gave 
him two Doſes more of the Turbith, encreafing each Doſe two grains. Theſe 
made his Chaps ſorer, and;would have fluxed him, but he bemg ungovernable 
it cauſed a Tereſmns, and ran down in a Diarrhea with alarge evacuation, and 
terminated in a dyſentery.

Indeed 
the Herpes was dryed, and he had an eminent Phyſician his friend who relieyed 
him by his Preſcriptions, and reſtored him to health ſoon after, and could as 
ealily have then prevented the relapſe 3 but the Patient being well, concluded 
he ould continue ſo, and brake off abruptly from him without any obſervati- 
on of Diet-drink, Sweating, &c. and became (o good natured as to make mea 
Viſlitin acknowledgement of his Cure. But about a month after he ſent for me, 
complaining of an itching he felt in the ſoal of his foot, he ſuppoſed from 
his too much walking the day before 3 I looked upon it and ſaw a heat rifing 
in the «kin. I believed it a return of the Diſeaſe, but having reſolved not far- 
ther to engage my ſelf in the Cure, I left him with a favourable conſtruftion of 
it. The next news I heard of him, was, that one pretending to Chirurgery 
had undertaken the Cure of it by bathing it with a Decoction of Broom, and 
boaſted fo confidently of the Cure, as if he had already performed it, calling 
them a few Kibes.

It vomited and purged him moderately. The next day I ſaw the Ulcers drying, 
and from that time dreſſed them only ſo as to defend them from ſticking to 
his linen, the third day [ repeated the Twrbith, and the fourth day after gave 
him another Doſe, and between while Cliſters were adminiſtred and ſome- 
times we purged bim with Manna 1n a draught or two of Poſſet-drink, Thus 
the Ulcers were cured and the ſcabs ſhelled, off. I then purged him with the 
bitter decoction four or five days, and confined him to a drying diet, and de- 
coF. ſar(#, ſweating bim for ſome time with Diaphoreticks 3 but he finding him- 
ſelf well brake off from this Courſe before he had been fourteen daysin it,which 
occaſioned ſome little eruptions 3 but by the taking of a few grains of Theriac. 


metallor. with our purging Extra, and ſometimes Bezoard. minerale, with a 


deco@. ſarſe, they were dryed up, and in progreſs of time the malignity was 
waſted without keeping of his houſe. 
One of about forty five years of Age, of a lean dry body, had an Ulcer on

the out-fide of the Biceps on the left Arm, which upon ſearch with a probe [ Obſervation 


diſcovered to be carious. He had alſo three diſtin& Ulcers on the os Tibie 


of Ulcers in 
the Arm and 


of the right Leg a little abovethe ancle, whictf were alſocarious. That on the Leg with 
Arm took its original from a Node, asthe other on the Leg did from a Gumma, © 


They had been tome years ulcerated, and I ſuppoſe the malignity diſcharged it 
ſelf there, for other Symptomes of the Les he had none at that time. I began 
with the Cure of theſe Ulcers by the application of Cauſticks to remove the ex- 
ternal Cal/xs, and make way to the bones. That in the Arm lay deep, and re- 


quired deterſion and dilatation, which was the work of ſome weeks; but the 
Lzz others 
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others on the os tibie lay ſuperficial z and as the Eſchars ſeparated in ſome of 
them, bits of bones came away with them. Where any remained intangled in 
looſe fleſh, I ſprinkled that fleſh with precipitate daily, and with that and the 
Vitriol Stone made way for the taking out the remaining bones, and with 
much eaſe cicatrized thoſe Ulcers, the exfoliation of theſe Aon the main bone 
baving indeed been made to my hand by the ſtrength of Nature, and requi- 
red no more from me than the making them way to come forth. But that 
caries in the bone of the Arm lay (Iab'd in matter, and was not fo eafily come 
to; and when it was, it did not yield to the ordinary application. Therefore 
after I had ſometime kept it unſucceſsfully dilated, I paſſed a ca-»la in and by an 
actual cautery, dried the caries, and from that time dreſſed it dry with dofſils 
preſſed out of fþ. vini, and waited its exfoliation. And to haſten the work | 
began to purge him with an infuſ. ſene, ec. and afterwards with calomel. which 
I repeated often in a lenitive- bo/#s, and put him to the drinking a decoction of 
ſarſa, &c. and with ſudorificks ſweat him : but after ſome days obſerving the 
bone did not exfoliate, I gave him two or three doſes of Tyxrbith, and made a 
revulſion thereby. From that time the Ulcer dryed, and an exfoliation was 
made of ſome (ſmall rotten bits of bones, and the ca/#5 which thruſt them oft 
united with the muſculous fleſh, and the Ulcer incarned as I diminiſhed my 
doſfils, and cicatrized ſoon after. The Ulcers being cured thus, I concluded 
the courſe of Phyſick by purging, diet and ſweating, 

One about 3o years of age of a groſs body having been much pained on his 
right leg with a great node upon the ſhin, put himſelf into the hands of an 
Empirick for cure 3 who after a long courſe of purging, ſweating, &«. fail- 
ing in his cure, employed me to lay it open. I obeyed, and having encom- 
paſſed the tumour within a line, I applyed the white cauſtick. The next day 
I found the tumour ſunk, but the cauſtick had penetrated to the bone accord. 
ing to the length and breadth that was deſigned. I cut the Eſchar round, and 


raifed it with the Perioſienm, and ſaw the bone ſound, and naturally white 
and ſmooth. I dreſſed it with p_ dipt in liniment. Arcei warm, and the 


remaining Eſchar with «»gnert. bafilic. to haſten its ſeparation. After ſome few 
days the Eſchar ſeparated, but the Ulcer grew painful and enflamed, and 
would not digeſt': upon which conſideration I enquired into the internal pre- 
ſcriptions, and finding them not of ſufficient force, I prevailed to give a few 
grains of Tyrbith minerale, and thereby made a revulfion. From that time 
| digeſted the Ulcer with that common digeſtive ex Terebinth, e5c. and cured 
it as an Ulcer with caries 3 during which the malignity was eradicated by An- 
tivenereals. 1 | 
{ am not againſt the applying! of medicaments to further the reſolving of 
nodes, but the laying them open till they have made their way by apoſtema- 
tion ſeemeth to me unreaſonable, it being not only painful but alſo a prolonger 
of the cure. For ſuppoſing you do remove the node and cure the Ulcer, yet 
unleſs you do eradicate the malignity, other nodes will ariſe. Whereas if 
Antivenereals be rightly adminiſtred, you may reſolve the nodes by them at 
the ſame time. I once ſaw a very large node upon the os frontis reſolved meerly 
by a\courſe of diet-drink, purgipg and ſweating. Sir Fra. Pryjear was the Phy- 
fician, and Mr. Pearce the Apothecary attended the Patient for his Maſter 
Laxtos as | ſuppoſe. The courſe was long and more ſtrit than our Patients wil! 
=_ endure ; but by Mercurials we do more certainly reſolve them, and in a 
Els time. F 
One of about 4o years of age, of a ſtrong conſtitution, afflicted with nodes 
in his Arms and Legs, an oz and an Ulcer in his palate, in both which the 
bones were carious, had been eight weeks in Phyſick under the _ of ” 
| mpirick, 
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Empirick, and being at a loſs conſulted me. They ſhewed me ſome Inſtru- 
ments they bad deviſed to hook out the bones; they alſo ſhewed me ſome little 
bits of bones which they had broken off from the whole. I admired the ig- 
norance of the Empirick to glory in ſuch work, but am fince itisfied that a 
confidence in prating is a ſufficient bafis to build a prattice upon amongſt ſome 
kind of people. As to his Inſtruments they were well enough contrived to 
pull out bones, but it would have been more for his credit to have deſigned \ 
ſome way to have kept them in; For in ſome of thoſe places the leaſt diminu- 
tion of a bone cauſetha deformity z and in others, as thoſe of the Palate, there 
will want a ſupply of ca/u9, and fo conſequently it would not only fpoil his 
drinking but his voice. Upon which conſideration thoſe Inſtruments were laid - 
alide, and errhina were preſcribed, as in the method of Cure hath been ſhewed, 
of which he ſnuft up or injeed ſome into his noſtrils often in a day. In order 
to his cure I reſolved to falivate him by unction ;' to which purpoſe I let him 
blood and purged him with a lenitive bolus, and afterward bathed him 3 or 4. 
times; then cauſed him to be anointed, and thereby raiſed the Salivation 
all which time I had regard to the waſhing his chaps and keeping up his ſtrength. 
About the 24. day the Salivation declining, I purged him with the bitter de- 
odtion, and then put him intoa deco@. ſarſe, &c. and (weat him, proportioning 
his diet drying according as his mouth healed. During the time of his faliva- 
ting the Ulcers in his Noſe cured, and ſo did that in his Palate, but the bones 
they had pulled away left the marks 3 yet that in the Palate was ſupplyed by a 
ſmall Plate which was retained by a Spunge. Some of his Nodes diſcuſſed du- 
ring his Salivation, and the other in the time of ſweating. He being thus cured 
we ended our courſe of Phylick with bathing. 

One of about 28 years old being grievouſly afflicted with a Catarrh, having . 48. 
uſed many remedies unſucteſsfully, a Setor was adviſed to be made in his neck. rms 
I being ſent for to make it, found the Patient in bed ſo emaciated as it was im- ang palace 
poſhible he ſhould continue it there without great pain. 1 defiring ſome way ezten avay- 
to be uſeful to him, enquired into the quality of his Diſeaſe, and looking into 
his throat ſaw the tonſils extremely ulcerated, the Uoula and that part of the 
Palate eaten away. I concluded it Venereal, and before ſtirred trom him, diſ- 
covered it was the effects of a Chancre ill cured. 

l took leave of him, and acquainted thoſe that ſent me of the nature of his 
Catarrh. They having ſatisfied themſelves of the truth, put him into my hands, 
There was no great watter' of credit to be gotten in endeavouring a cure, 
where the Patient ſhould be left to ſnuffle all the days of bislife ; but 1 obeyed 
them, and preſcribed bim that night 5j- wer. precipitat. albus in a ſpoonful of 
white bread and milk. I direQed the waſhing his throat with one of the Gargles 
ſet down in the method of Cure, and drefſed them daily with lac ſublimeat. pre- 
ſcribing him a deco@. ſarſe to be drank with a third part of milk, at the leaſt 
thrice aday. I repeated the precipitat#s albus morning or evening, allo a Clyſter 
ſometime to keep his body ſoluble. By this method I cured theſe Ulcers in 
the ſpace of three weeks. Soon after as he recovered his ſtrength, I left off the 
uſe of the milk and proſecuted the courſe by a (tri diet, deco. ſarſe, dia- 
phoreticks, ec. then fitted hisPalate with a Plate of filver which he could put 
up and take out at pleaſure. It formed his voice and ſerved to lead the drink py 
its right way. Some months after I ſaw him fat and well, and he aſſured me 
that the ulcerated parts were ſo contrafted together that he had no farther uſe

A Woman of about 28 years of age having been ſome while vexed with the 9 Ulcers in 
the Tonfils, 


leſſer ſpecies of this Diſeaſe, put her {elf under ſome hands for cure 3 but during pajae, cc. 
that method ſhe complained of a ſoreneſs in her throat, which increaling, ſhe with a Node 
Z2 7.2 conſulted 2M! ig 
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conſulted others, and afterwards others, but unſucceſsfully. (I ſuppoſe from her 
own irregularity.) Some months being paſſed, her friendsrecommended het to 
me. Both her Tonfils were much ulcerated 3 there was alſo an Ulcer upon the 
back part of her Palate and Voula. She had alſo a Node upon her right leg, 
and wandring pains; alſo a fluor albwz. . I preſcribed her a Lotion as in the for- 
mer obſervation, and dreſſed the Ulcers with /ac ſublimrat. I let her blood and 
dire&ed her a Clyſter that night, and the next morning j. calomel. I repeated 
this latter daily, ſhe drinking a draught of deco@. ſarſe after it, diſpoſing her 
ſelf to a breathing ſweat, and once in four days was purged with an irfuf. ſene, 
&-c. Thus 1 dryed thoſe Ulcers, but by the frequent repeating the calome/. 
her chaps grew ſore, and ſhe ſalivated, which I was not troubled at, her Node 
requiring it. Upon which conſideration I gave her 12 grains of Tarbith mine. 
rale and raiſed it higher; and ſome days after when l ſaw the Salivation de- 
ctine and the Node unreſolved, I applyed a Mercurial Emplaſter the whole 
length of that leg, and thereby contirmed the Salivation longer till that refol- 
ved the Node. That done, I purged her with the bitter decoGtion, and put her 
intoa (tri& courſe of diet-drink, and ſweat her. After her mouth was cured, 
looking into her throat I ſaw the right tonſil cicatrized, but there remained 
unequal lips, which were troubleſom to her. I alſo felt with my Probe a 
ſinus ranning downward ; it was made by a coalition of the flapping lips. 
I (uſpeRting theſe might cauſe ſome fluxion, or at leaſt ſuch an uneafineſs 
as might beget in her a fuſpition of relapſe, I laid open that firs and cut 
off thoſe lips with the other cicatrices, and by rubbing the bafis of the Ul- 
cer _ a Vitriol. Stone cicatrized it afterwards ſmooth, and diſmiſſed her 
cured. 
0. © A Woman of about 28 years of age much emaciated was brought to me 
Obſervation broken out all over her head, face, and ſeveral parts of her body and limbs. 
of relapſe It began with a virulent Gonorrhea, the cauſe whereof not being diſcovered, it 
&:, * continued long upon her, and after ſome months was accompanied with a 
pain in her head; for remedy whereof ſhe conſulted her Phyfician, but ſhe be- 
10g her ſelf ignorant of the cauſe could not inform him, and confequently ſuf- 
fered very long under it : but after theſe eruptions the Gonorrhea ſtopped, 
and the pain in her head ceaſed. What theſe breakings ont were ſhe had en 
lately informed, and deſired my help. I let her blood and purged her with 
deco. ſene Gereonis, and by a few doſes of precipitat. alb. and a purging diet- 
drink I dried up theſe puſizle and Ulcers, and deſigned then a deco@. ſar/e with 
ſudorificks z but ſhe believing her ſelf cured retired to her own houſe. With- 
in half a year after ſhe came to me again, afflicted with pains in her head, and 
Nodes on her (bins, and Ulcers in her tonfils. I let her blood and adviſed a 
Clyſter, and dreſſed the Ulcers in the tonſils as hath been faid in the like caſe, 
and preſcribed her calomrel 7j. in 2ij. diſcord. and purged her the next morning 
with a ſolution 'of Manna in Poſlet:drink. After I had by calozrel. fome- 
what digeſted thoſe Ulcers I raiſed a Salivation by Un&@ion, which ſhe bore 
very well, and was thereby freed of her Nodes. In the declination of the 
Flux I purged her with the bitter decoQion five or fix days, then put her into 
a deco@. ſarſe, and afterwards by drying diet and ſweating, e*c. the pain i her 
head went off, and the Ulcers of the tonſils were (long before 1 diſmifſed her) 
well and perfectly cured. 

Obſervarion A Woman agedabout 3o years came out of the country upon a ſuppoſition 

of Ulcersin of the Kings Evil. She had a hard ſwelling encompaſſing the muſcle _—_ 

the jauce on the right ſide of her neck of a great thicknels. She —_—_— alſo of a 


Fu roar ſoreneſs in her throat, and of a ſtinking tough flegm which ſhe frequently 


ſc. 14 hauked out, eſpecially in the mornings. I looked into her throat and ſaw an in- 
ſtaides. 


flammation 
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flammation upon the further part of the Palate and Uoula, bit no Ulcer in the 
tonſils. The inflammation of the Palate gave me cauſe to ſuſpeR forme latent 
Ulcer, and that her Diſeaſe was Venereal ; but ſhe denying it, I preſcribed her 
a deco@.. bord, with ſyr. de roſ. &+ diamoron, alſo an empl. de mucilag. with de 
ranis cun mercurio to apply to the Gumma. Dr. Lenthall who brought het to 
me, preſcnbed her an opening apozeme and to be let blood in the Country. 
Thus we diſmiſſed her, but within few days after ſhe returned to us again, the 
Ulcer baving ſeiſed upon the Uouls and ſpread it ſelf to theedges of the Palate. 
Upon fight thereof we diſputed not of her diſeaſe, but conſidered of her cure. 
She had of late years been ſubjx& to great diſcharges of the wenſtrua, and was 
thereby rendered of a lax and weak conſtitution, and her body having been 
ſo lately purged and bled, there required no other preparation than of a warm 
room, which was provided with all expedition. For thoſe Ulcers that ariſe 
on the interiour part of the Palate, foon corrode their way through, if the 
alarm be not taken from the inflammation that preceeds, a little miſchief there 
being for the moſt part irrecoverable. To prevent which we gave her that 
night Dj. of calomel. and repeated it ſo often as we might conveniently do, 
and preſcribed her a deco@. ſarſe to drink with milk. We alfo prefcribed her 
ſome of the Lotions ſet down in the Method of Cure, ſome whereot-we caſt 
up with a Syringe into her noſtrils; and with other ſhe gargled her throat often 
in a day. But the cure of the Ulcer was compleated by frequent takitig of were. 
dulcis. The Gamma alſo leflened, but ſhe having recovered ſome meaſure of 
ſtrength, and her chaps being already fore By the calowel. which ſhe had taken, 
we gave her 2 doſes of Tzrbith,beginoing with 7 grains, and fo higher, by which 
we raiſed the Salivation, and thereby reſolved the Gamma. In the declining of 
the Flux we purged her with an Apozeme wherein was decotted ſera, polypod. 
rhab. agaric. turbith, jalap, ec. with the addition of fyr. de ſpina cervina. Then 
with drying diet-drink,ſudorificks, ec. we finiſhed the courſe, and cured her. 

A young man was commended to my 'care having an Ozena in his noſe af- «52. 
feting the /eptum and ale ; it ſeemed to be moſt on the right ſide, with inflam- CO 
mation and great ſwelling. In undertaking the cure of theſe Ulcers you © 
ought to be cautious in delivering your prognoſtick 3 for the bones and carti- 
lages are ſoft and covered with a thin membrane, which _ corroded 
cortupts quickly, and the leaſt defeft in them leaveth a blemiſh in that part of 
the noſe. The external inflammation is a ſhrewd fign that the Ulcer is deep, 
and conſequently that the bones and cattilages are carious : therefore let not 
the refitude of the part deceive you, for that may be ſupported by the ſwelling 
and cruſty matter within, and upon the removal of them the noſe or ſides of 
it frequently (ink ; and if any deformity therein happen while they are under 
your cure contrary to your prediction, they will certainly impute it to your 
neglect or ignorance. In this Patient I ſtiſpeQted the right ala from the exter- 
nal inflammation, but promiſed my utmolt endeavours, and began my work 
with inje&ing a deco@, ex rad. althee, ſem. hord. cydonior. and embrocated the 
external parts with #»nguent. popul. 'allo applied a Cerote of the ſame 3 then 
let him blood, and direfted a Clyſter that evening. After his firſt ſeep he 
took 25 grains of calomel. in conf. roſ. and was purged the morning fol- 
lowing with an infuſion ſere, &c. afterwards 1 purged him with caſome!. 
and pil. Rudii, till I had removed the fluxion off his Noſe. After the cruſty 
matter ſeparated from within, I ſyringed and cleanſed thoſe Ulcers with one of 
the decoftions ſet down in the method of cure. Having thus diſpoſed his Noſe 
to cure, I gave him a few doſes of turbith, and raiſed a falivation, but the ulcers 
cicatrized before he falivated, yet I fluxed him 17 or 18 days. In the decli- 
nation of it I purged, and ſweat him with deco@. ſar/e , and there = 

peare 
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peared a ſtall behding inward of the right ale, .I ſuppoſed from the Caries had 
been in that cartilage 3 it was thruſt out to his own fatisfaCtion by a ſmall hoop 
made by. a bit of a ſearching candle painted of a fleſh colour, but after ſome 
few days he left that off, it not being worth the while. . 

One of a full Body, and ſtrong Conſtitution, who had been long diſeaſed 
with the ſeveral Species of the Lues Venerea, and been cured by me ſome months 
before of a Herpes exedens, came now to us with a _— Node upon his ſhin of 
theright leg. He was purged by his Phyſician, and preſcribed a deco@. ſarſe,ehc. 
alſo Antimor. diaphoret. Embrocations and Emplaſters were applyed the whileto 
reſolve. the Node; but after ſix weeks courſe of Phyſick the Node remained 
almoſt as painful as before. Upon which conſideration it was concluded to lay 
it bare. I did lay it bare with the white Cauſtick, and divided the Eſchar to 
the bone, and at the next dreſſing raiſed the Eſchar off, then raſped the Node 
off, and drefled it dry,as hath been ſet down in Ulcers with Caries. The lips of 
the Ulcer digeſted with »»guent. Baſilic. applyed warm, and afterwards incarned 
the bone, and cured the Ulcer in the ſpace of two months, not without great pain 
to the Patient and trouble to me 5 whereas I might have reſolved it, and era- 
dicated the malignity, and freed him of the Lyes almoſt in balf the time. Within 
one half year he came to us again, ,not complaining of bis Leg, but with Ulcers 
in both hisTonſils. Theſe were certainly Venereal, and I concluded they would 
be ſo acknowledged, and that I ſhould have an eafie work of thefe. But the Pa- 
tient would not be confined within doors, nor adrmit of other Phyſick than a 
decoQion of ſarſa, and a few pouders of antimon. diaphoret. Three.quarts of 
the foreſaid diet-drink were allowed him daily. I have ſometime ſeen him dripk 
it up ina Morning as faſt as if it had been Tzzbridge waters. I once enquiring the 
reaſon why he drank them in ſuch haſte, he replyed, he was to dine with ſome 
good Fellows, and that he did it to make way for better liquor. 


Thus he governed himfelt till the Ulceration increaſed, fo that it was =_ 


pain'to ſwallow any drink. He complained exceedingly to me that I could not 
at leaſt palliate thoſe Ulcers, whereas in truth I uſed my utmoſt endeavours by 
all the Medicaments I could deviſe ; but they ſpread, and were accompanied 
with ſuch defluxion, as at laſt when he ſtrove to drink, part of it would guſh 
out of his noſtrils. Upon which conſideration the Phyſician was fetched, and 
a ſubmiſſion was promiſed to his Rules. The Cure was begun by a Clyſter, 
bleeding and purging, with an infuſed Potion, and the day after 25 gr. of Ca- 
lomel. was given him in aſpoonful of white bread and milk, and repeated daily 
or every other day, Clyſters or Purgatives being preſcribed between while to 
carry the matter downwards. By this method his Ulcers were diſpoſed to 
Cure, and he finding his throat eafier had thoughts of dining abroad- with his 
Friends.Upon notice whereof got leave of the Phyſician to give him 14 gr. of 
Turbith mineral. which accordingly worked very well. I repeated it the next day 
to 16 gr. it likewiſe vomited him, and made him ſpit, and his Chaps ſwelled : 
Thenext day he perceiving that he fluxed,defired the Phyfician would preſcribe 
bim Phyfickto purge it off, which was promiſed him 3 but a day or two after 
the flux not riſing ſufficiently, I brought him a Bol of a mixture of turb. mir. 
with conſ. borrag. which increaſed the Salivation. He ſent for me, and offered 
me fifty pound totake it off ; but Iafſured him there was no danger of his Life, 
and encouraged him to ſubmit to it chearfully. He did fo, and falivated 18 or 
20 days as plentifully as I ever ſaw any. The falivation declining, he was pur- 
ged with an'infuſed Potion, and Diet-drink was brought him, he promiſing us 
that he would keep his Chamber, and obſerve a ſtrict method in Diet, Sweat- 
ing, &c. But heno ſooner found his Chaps cured, but he returned to his wont- 
ed liberty : and being told that he would moſt certainly relapſe if he did not 

prolecute

proſecute the Courſe preſcribed by his Phyſician, he replyed laughing, It's thy 
Courſe and not the Phyſicians, that he was very well, and if I would dine with 
him I ſhould bea witneſs of it. I took leave of him, and ſaw him no more in 
half a year 3 and about that time he became more extreamly diſeaſed : for it is 
moſt certain, that Mercurial Remedies ſerve only to diſpoſe theſe humours to 
be evacuated by decoQions of ſarſa, &c. with Sweating. How he was at laſt 
pertectly Cured, you may fee in ſome of the following Obſervations. 

A Woman of about forty years of Age, of a {trong Conſtitution, having been «4. 
long diſeaſed with an Oz, was at length commended by Dodor Bate tothe C—_ 
Cure of Dodtor Jaſper Needham and my Self. The matter had corrupted part NOR? 
of the Septum, and other bones within her Noſe, and made its way externally 
between the ridge-bone and cartilages of the Noſtrils, and fouled the ſaid bone 
to the very brows. The griſtles being thus ſeparated from the foreſaid bone, 
and having loſt that part of the Septums,which ſhordffd have been their ſupporter, 
it ſunk downwards, leaving ſuch a breach,that the InjeQions which we caſt into 
her noſtrils with a ſyringe ſpurted out there. After we had thus diſcovered the 
evil quality of the Ulcer, we conſidered how to proceed in the Cure ; andin re- 
gard of the difficulty of the Cure, and the length of time which might be re- 
quired 1a the exfoliation of theſe bones, we reſolved without further diſpute 
to falivate her by Union. To which purpoſe we let her blood, and purged 
her with an i»fuſ. ſene, &&c. during which, Errhina were prepared of a lenient 
quality, ſuch as have been propoſed in the method of Cure,to looſen the cruſty 
matter; and we enlarged the external Ulcer along the ridge- bone, as far as it 
was carious, in order to the exfoliation of it. We digeſted thoſe lips, and dreſt 
the bone dry according to the method ſet down in the Treatiſe of Ulcers with 
Caries. After we had by Errbina and Lotions cleanfed the internal Ulcers of 
their filth, we then proceeded by deteplive InjeQtions, as preſcribed in the me- 
thod of Cure, and put upa Canxla in each Noſtril madeof a gooſequill covered 
with a bit of empl. diachyl. ſimp. ſpread on a ſoft.rag. Theſe ſerved to bear 
up the cartilages of the Noſtrils level with the end of the bone (which before 
ſtood as it were, looking over them) that they might be in a capacity (if it was 
poſſible) to unite with it : While we were thus diſpoſing the Ulcers to Cure, 
we proceeded in the anointing her Legs and Arms, and thereby raiſed a Saliva- 
tion, which continued upon her more than three weeks. During that time 
the Ulcers cured within her Noſe, and the cartilages ſtood firm, and even to 
unite internally with the bone without the uſe of the Carnla, but thes bone 
there not being exfoliated, we continued the falivation longer by preſcribing 
Mercarizs dulcis, &c. and all that while we took care of her mouth, that no 
inconvenience ſhould happen to her Jaws, ec. and kept up her Spirits with 
Broaths, Poſſet-ale and Cordials. After we ſaw the bones exfoliating we purged 
her with an Apozeme, and preſcribed decotF. ſarſe with Sudorificks to ſweat her. 

During which the bone exfoliated, and the Ulcers cured with a Cicatrix not 
unſeemly. We then concluded our Courſe of Phylick, leaving her more health- 
ſul and ſtrong than ſhe had been in many years. 

A Man of about 36 years of Age had a _—_— on the roof of his mouth «,. 
with a Caries on the os palati, alſo many Nodes, viz. a great one upon the left Obſervacion 
temporal muſcle reaching to that brow 3 alſo two on his right Arm, one G,,,. aa 
whereof was on the os humeri, and the other on the Ulza 3 one very large upon Ulcers in 0:

to the to be a Gumma, He had been long afflicted with the Diſeaſe, and was 
lately come out of a Salivation raifed-by wer. dxl. in which he had ſpit very 
much. I touched the Ulcer with aqua divine warm, and adviſed the drefling 


in 
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it twice a day after the ſame manner 3 to the inflamed Gumma I applyed an 
empl. e bolo to prevent its apoſtemating. The reſt of the Nodes 1 defigned to 
ſcatter by a ſalivation with unction. To which purpoſe I let him blood, and 
dire&ted a Clyſter, and the next morning purged bim with 3j. Calomel. in 
a lenitive Blas 3 and to diſpoſe him to reft, I gave him ſom@nights 5j. Calo. 
mel. in 3). diaſcord. whereby the Ulcer in his palate was the better digeſted. 
Having thus prepared his Body for the UnGion, I cauſed his limbs to be anoint- 
edgdaily till his Chaps ſwelled much ; then I defifted, and adviſed Poſlet-drink, 
Broath, ec. to be alway ready for him to drink, and keep up bis Spirits. There 
was atfo care taken to ſyringe and waſh his mouth. During his Salivation, the 
Ulcer in his palate caſt off a ſcale of a bone half an inch at leaſt in legigth, and 
preſently after cicatrized firmly 3 his pain ceaſed, and the Gunma ; ed, and 
all the Nddes diminiſhed much, fave that on his ſhin ; yet he did not ſpit a 
quarter ſo much in this Coufſe as (he ſaid) he had done in the former raiſed by 
werc. dulcis. 1 continued him in the Salivation about twenty days, then pur- 
ged bim with the bitter decoction five or fix days, and from that time kept 
him ſtritly to his Diet-drinks, and with Sudorificks ſweat him, and propor- 
tioned his Diet more drying accordingly as his Chaps healed till I thought him 
cured, and then I gave him more liberty to nouriſh his body, and to drink the 
decoQion of ſarſe with milk twice a day, and bathed him 4 or 5 days; and 
kept his body ſoluble with a lenient EleQuary. Thus I diſmiſſed him, yet there 
remained ſomewhat of that Node on the ſhin, but it being without pain I ſup» 
par it would reſolve, as indeed it did within a fortnight after, and he conti- 
nued'well, , 
© One of about thirty years of Age, of a full Body, having been long afflited 
with Nodes and exceflive pains on divers parts, eſpecially on his bead, put him- 
ſelf into my hands for.Cure. I defigned a Salivation by UnGtion, to which pur- 
poſe I prepared his .Body by a Clyſter, veneſetian and a/purgi Apogliens 
then cauſed him to be placed near the fire, and.to anoint'bimſelf from the foals 
of his feet to his groins, and ſo the arms and ſhoulders, and'having put on his 
ſtockings, drawers and waſtecote he was laid ina warm bed, and with a draught 
of warm Poſlet-ale diſpoſed to a breathing,ſweat. - Thus I proceeded daily in 
the anointing him till Ihad waſted, two pound of Undtion, but he had formerly 
taken ſo much Mercury, that it ſeemed to be familiar to him, upon which ac- 
count I proceeded in the anointing of him, but it ran downwards one night in 
.a Digrrhea. | was fetched to him early 1n the morning, and was informed he had 
.had near fixty (tools. During the time I was with him they were mucous and 
bloody, with much pain, be having a teneſmws with it, which put him upon a 
continual excretion. I cauſed a Clyſter of milk with yolks of eggs to be caſt up, 
and preſcribed deco@. C, C. calcinati to; be made, and drank with milk, to ſome 
of which I added a few drops of. liquid Laudanum. I alſo injeted in ano 
three or four ſpoonfulls of ol. hyperic? with a ſyringe, and adviſed it to be of- 
ten repeated to defend the interior coats of the inteſtine from excoriation. I 
preſcribed him a Pearl Julep and ele. diaſcord. as it is ſet down in the method 
,of Cure, to be taken once in three or four hours; thus in four or five days the 
Diarrhea ſtopped. Then I preſcribed, him a Sarſa-drink, with an addition 
of milk yll he had ſomewhat recovered his ſtrengyh, purgin him in the inter- 
val. with ele@. diacatholic. ec. By this Diarrhes he Was bod of his pains, and 
of ſome-of the Nodes, Thoſe which remained were much leſſened, and by a 
ſtrit Diet, deco@, farſe and ſudorificks were 'quite reſolved, and he enjoys a 
good health to this day. [] 
It may here be objefted by ſome, that if-this Perſon had been more purged 
or well bathed before theanointing, the Salivation would have riſen _ _ 
thereby 
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thereby the Diarrhes might have been prevented. I do confeſs that the bath- 
ing doth much faciliate the railing of the Salivation, but we cannat have al- 
ways that conveniency. Befides, where we. do bathe, theſe accidents have 
happened, and will befall any one of us in ſpite of all our endeavours. Yet I 
muſt tell you, when a Diarrbez thus happeneth in the raiſing a Salivation, it 
renders your Cure certain if you proſecute the method as I here did. For whe- 
ther the Mercury work upwards by vomit or falivation, or downwards by 
ſtoal, it is not material, ſo the peccant humours be evacuated and diſpoſed to 
be carried off by Sudorificks, ec. But jf the Patient grow froward upon ſuch 
an accident, and will not ſubmit to a regulation in Diet, Purging, Sweating, 
&c. the humours do again terment and render the Cure more Siouſe, | 

One of about forty five years of Age, having been long afflited with' the 
Lyes in its moſt inveterate Symptoms, Nodes, Gummats, | and an Ozene, and 
had paſſedthrough many courſes of Phyſick, came to me extzeamly extenuated. 
He had one Node upon the Lamwbdordes very great, and another upon his 
right eye-brow 3 others upon his arms and legs. I began with the letting 
him blood, and ſent him a Clyſterthat evening. I ſyringed his Noſe with de- 
cot. hordei, rad, althee, ſem. cydon, 8c. and after I had cleanſed it of its cruſty 
matter (with which ſome bones came forth) I daily injected ſome of the Eo- 
tions preſcribed in the method of Cure. I bathed him five or (ix times, and 
the while kept his body ſoluble by Clyſters, or by a lenitive EleQuary, and al- 
lowed him boiled Mutton, Veal or Chicken for his Dinner, and a couple ofnew 
laid Eggs for his Supper, a ſmall Ale for his drink. I alſo preſcribed him a 
grain of Laudanum, or ſome anodyne draught to appeaſe his nofturnal pains. 
After I had done bathing him, I cauſed his Legs, Arms, Shoulders, Spine, and 
Hips to be anointed daily, and ſweat him in a warm bed with a draught of Pol- 
ſet-drink. After he began to ſpit I anointed him more ſparingly, only his 
Legs and Arms, and when 1 ſaw his Chaps ſwelled ſufficiently, I for- 
bare the anointing , and kept him to his Poſſet-drink and Broatb, waſh- 
ing his mouth with deco@. bordei, rad. althee, liquiritie, &«c. He falivated 
very well near a month, but before he had ſpit fourteen days the pains 
diminiſhed, and the Nodes leſſened, and that filthy matter ceaſed to dif- 
charge out of his Noſe - Alſo a Gummz which ſeemed ready to burſt dryed 
np. In the declination of the flux I put him into a ſtrong deco@. farſe, 
&c. with Milk, and nouriſhed him with good medicated Broaths. As his 
ſtrength increaſed, I purged him with the bitter decoQtion ſome days, and af- 
ter his Chaps healed [ kept him ſtrialy to the Sar/a-drinks without the Milk, 
and ſweat him with antimon. diaphoret. gun. guaiaci, bezoard. orient. and order- 
ed his Diet as drying as he was capable of, purging bim as cuſtomary once in 
four or five days. Thus in the ſpace of eight weeks the Ozena was perfetly 
cured, and all the Nodes reſolved : but notwithſtanding he complained of 
pain in all bis Limbs, and wasſo weak that he was ſcarce able to go, and- be- 
moaned his condition, ſuppoſing he ſhould never be cured. I was of an Opi- 
nion that he was cured, and that thoſe pains proceeded meerly from the ema- 
ciation of the muſcles; - but I referred it to a conſultation, where it wasdecla- 
red poſitively, that he was not Cured, and that he ought to: falivate again. 
Theſe propoſals diſmay'd the Patient, and diſturbed me not alittle, for in truth 
he was too weak to ſalivate, I perſiſted in my former Opinion, and prevailed 
with the Patient to retire two or three miles into the air, and there to drink a 
decottion of Sarſa, &e. with Milk, and to give himſelf liberty to feed upon 
meats of good nouriſhment, and adviſed him to bathe in milk and water ſome- 
time. He did ſo, and I ſupplyed him with papers of ingredients to make the 
decodtion, alſo with a lenitive, Ele&tuary of Caſſia, tamarinds, manna, &c. to 
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keep his body ſoluble. In a few weeks he grew fleſhy, his pains waſted, and 
from that time he enjoyed a good health many years. | 
$8. 'One about twenty eight years of Age was afflifted with an Oz2n2 of an old 
Obſervation. date, Tt had perforated the ſeptam, and caſt forth ſome rotten bones, one 
whereof he ſhewed me.

Having' thus 
ſomewhat recruited hrs ſpirits, I cauſed him to be anointed, legs, arms, hips, 
and ſhoulders, tif Fhad raiſed a Salivation, Then I kept him to Poſſer-drink 
and Broath. I alſo allowed him a pintof Ale daily, ſometimes burnt Wine or 
other Cordials by which he was enabled toſalivate near a month. During that 
time the Ozera cured, and ſome of the Nodes reſolved. As the Salivation 
declined I purged him with the bitter decoftion, and then put him into a de- 
co. ſarſe, and fweat him with diaphoreticks, and purged him once in four or 
five days, heobferving the while a (tri diet. After all I bathed him again a 
week or ten days, permitted hima nouriſhing diet, and kept his body ſo- 
luble cum eleF. nof?. laxative ex caſſia, pulp. tamarind. manna, &c. Some of his 
Nodes remained till I bathed him ; but if they had not then reſolved, yet I 
ſhould not have doubted of his being well cured. For it doth ſometimes hap- 
pen that great Nodes dry and harden into ſuch an exoſtiſis as will not yield to 
any remedy, And indeed they being without pain we need not to be fo follici- 
tous in their removal, for beyond Sea I have ſeen ſome well cured, the Nodes 
continuing upon their legs knotted like a Crab-tree-ſtick.

If preparation thereto T let him blood, purged and bathed him. then 
cauſed his Legs and Armsto be anointed till his Chaps ſwelled, and the ſahivati- 
on aroſe moderately; then pur him tothe drinking Pofſet-ale and Broath, and 
rook care of his+mouth. All things thus Vikely to furceed well, I having a 
Command to make a Journey of four or five days into the Country, recom- 
mended him into caretul hands, purpoſing at my return to raiſe the ſalivation 
higher, if there were occaſion. About the fixth day after, at my return, I 
found my Patient much indiſpoſed with a ſhortneſs of breath, and frequent 
fainting. The ſwelling in his Face was funk, yet was his mouth much ulkce- 
rated, and his jaws fo contracted, that he conld ſcarce open them to take mm 
ſpoonful of broath. His ſpitting checked, his body cofive, and the urine he 
made was little and high coloured. I caufed aClyſter prefently to be admini- 
ſtred, and ſent for a quart of ag. atifph. of which I gave him ſome, and ad- 
viſed the taking it once in two or three hours. - I ſyringed his mouth with de- 
cot. bordei, liquiritie, & mel. magiſt. and put a folded rag between his jaws, 
which I had before adviſed his Nurſe 3 but ſhe was one of his chufing, andig- 
norant in this work. ah 
| alſo adviſed him to hold ſome of thegargle. often in his mouth as bot as he 
could endure it, and made up a mixture oFſome mel magiftra/is with ſp. vitriols 
todreſs ſome other of the Ulcers which required deterfion. I alſo preſcribed 
him a Lambitive of ol. amygd. dul. &c. to help expeQoration. The next day [ 
purged him with a deco@. tamarind. caſſre fiſtul. ſene, &c. to which was added 
fir. de rof. ſolut. manna, ſyr. de ſp. cervina, and repeated it the ſecond and third 
days. It wrought moderately, and ſomewhat relieved him. In the waſhing 
his mouth with a ſyringe forcibly, I put him upon excreting a great quantity 
of a filthy matter, amongſt which there ſeemed ſomewhat like that we call pu- 
rulent. I not imagining whence it ſhould come, indeed never having ſeen the 
like, conſulted Door Dertor who adviſed me topurge him with Barnet-wa- 
tera quart or more at a time, with a ſpoonful or more of yr. de ſpirg cervins 
inthe firſt'draught, and ſo to accordingly as it paſſed. I did fo, and 
obſerving it to paſs both by urine and ſtool 3 | repeated the uſe of it five or ſix 
days, and the while kept up his ſtrength-with good Broaths, ec. After I had 
thus emptied his bowels, that diſcharge of matter ceaſed, and he recavered. 
Then I bathed him, and preſcribed him medicated broaths, &+2. alſo deco. 
ſarſe, and kept his body ſoluble by lenient u_—_ once in three days. 
By the frequent ſyringing and gargling his mouth, and drefling the Ulcers 
I healed that, but by reaſon of the contraftion of his Jaws, theulceration and Ca- 
ries increaſingupon the old diſeaſed parts ofthe Jaws,ſome of histeeth dropt out, 
and at laſt | was forced to cat the contracted Callus, and that way enlarged his 
Jaws. Whilſt theſe various accidents afteted theV3ſcerainternally, his Nodes and 
Pains diſcuſſed, his skin alſo was freed of its foulneſs, and he feemed perfely 
cured ; yet to ſecure him from relapſing, I prevailed with hint to continue his 
Diet-drink, and to ſweat with antimor. diephoret. ec, and to purge between 
while. To which purpoſe I ſupplied him with Materials, and he retired a 
few miles out of Town, and-proſecuted the Courſe, and came from thence 
to Town well fleſht, and enjoys a good health tothis _ 
A Man aged forty eight years, having been long difcaſed inthe Country, and 
taken much Phyfick unſucceſsfully, was afterwards adviſed to the Bath, whi- 
ther he went ; but thoſe waters not being ſuitable for his Diſeaſe, he returned

to London much emaciated, and very (ick and weak, and conſulted two Phyfi- complication

cians and my ſelf. He had Nodes upon his Arms, Hands, and Fingers, and in-- 


deed had no uſe of them. His other Limbs were affected with pain. Hehad 
ant 
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an Oz2e24 of an old date, whence ſeveral rotten bones had caſt off. His Jaws 
were alſo carious. There was ſmall hopes of his recovery, yet we were obli. 
ged to attempt it ſome way, and in order thereto Lodgings were provided for 
him near me, and we began his courſe of Phyfick with an infuſ. ſene, rhab, 5c. 
but his ſtomach was ſo weak that he bad of long time nauſeated all farts of 
ſuſtenance, and vomited.this potion. Upon notice whereof we preſcribed hin 
ſal vitrioli, and emptied his ſtomach of much viſcous flegm. A Clyſter was 
adminiſtred that evening, and we laid himto reſt that night with an anodyne 
draught. The next mornin he was let blood in the Arm, and purged the 
day after with a ſolutionof wanna, crem. tartar. in a draught, of Poſlet-drink, 
and the next day we bathed him-in water luke-warm : he fainted in it, and 
was ſeized witha ſhortneſs of breath after he was in bed, which- laſted abour 
an. hour 3 yet we proceeded inthe bathing him daily the ſpace of a week, and 
relieved him in thoſe fits with Cordial-waters, and kept his body ſoluble by 
Clyſters. Having thus prepared him for other remedies, we preſcribed him 
calozel,: but which way ſoever he took it, he vomited ſoon after.” We then 
ſent a pat of #nguent. Neapolit. by a ſervant who rub'd part of it on his Arms, 
Thighs and and diſpoſed him afterwards to a breathing ſweat with a 
draught of Polet-drink : Thus he was anointed ſeveral mornings, till his 
chaps (welled and his mouth ulcerated. Then. we took care in waſhing his 
monthi-with lenient decoctions, and nouriſhed him with medicated Broaths 
and Poſlet-ale, permitting him ſometime to take a little burnt Wine, aqua the« 
riacalis zag. to ſupport his ſpirits. By which method he falivated 26 days, 
and was freed of his pains; the nodes alſo refolved, and he recovered the uſe 
of his hands, and the rotten bones caſt off from the eithmozdes, &c. The Sali- 
vation declining, the bitter apozeme was preſcribed him. .DecoCtions of Sarſz 
with an addition of a little aqua mirabilis was alſo allowed : But our Patient 
had been obſtinate and ungovernable /in the ' whole courſe, and was now at 
laſt ſo averſe to every thing was preſcribed him, that in truth he neither purg- 
ed, drank his diet-drink or ſweat as he ought; and through that omiſhon the (e- 
rous humours abounded, and began firſt to ſwell his Legs, then his Thighs, and 
ſomewhat his Belly. His Arms and .Hands afterwards ſwelled, - and at laſt 
his Eye-lids and Face, and an Itch brake out over all his body, which by his 
rubbiog and ſcratching excoriated the kin in fevcral parts, and was very vexa- 
tious 'to him. Art the firſt appearance of thefe anaſarcous ſwellings, various 
internals were preſcribed, but he ogly took Cordial-waters in which we in- 
fuſed ſometimes purgatives, whereof this following was one : Rc Spec. diamoſch. 
amari 3jfs. Aloes 3j. ſp. vini th). eliciatur tinGura ſe 4. capiat * cochlear. ij. pro 
vice, repetend. ad placitum. Some ſuch like tinQture was alſo added to aq. lum- 
bricor. &c. We having no other way of purging him, the ſerofity increaſed, 
and overcoming the-natural heat hedyed. 

One ofa ſtrong conſtitution having been dleaſed ſeven years with the vari- 
ous ſpecies of this Lues, and had paſſed through many hands beyond Sea 
and here, and hath: been taken notice of by me in one of the former Ob- 
ſcryations for his irregularity in that courſe of Phyfick, came to me again 
within-a year after lamentably afflifted with Ulcers in his Tooſils, Palate and 
Noſe, e*c. ( I being then impriſoned by the Fanaticks in Lewbeth houſe ) he 
conſulted others, but came afterwards to me, defiring my opinion of his 
Diſeaſe, and what hopes [ had of reſtoring thoſe ulcerated parts to their for- 
mer uſe and ſhape. The Ulcers in the Tonfils and Noſe were large, and ac- 
companied with inflammations and tumour, and thereby occaſioned a great 
difficulty in ſwallowing his drink, the molt part of it running out at his No- 


ltrits, Oa the ridge of his Noſe there was a herpes exedens witha caries in that 
bone, 
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bone, and upon the left fide of his Noſtril another, which had penetrated 
through that cartilage, and-an ozena within which had corrupteg part of the 
ethmoides and the lower part of the ſepram, infomuch as there only ferhained 
the exteriour skin to divide the Nolſtrils, and that being ulcerated could not de- 
fend it ſelf long from being eaten in pieces. He had alſo ſome Nodes upon his 
Legs, but the Ulcers in his Noſe were they which threatned the danger, yer 
there were hopes of .curing them if a courſe were ſpeedily taken. He returned 
ſomewhat ſatisfied, and the next day ſent for two eminent Phyficiatis, and pro- 
cured leave for me of my Keeper to meet them. [I repreſented the condition 
of the Ulcers to the Phyficians, and propoſed to them the raiſing a Salivation 
by un&ion as the ſpeedieſt way to prevent the farther erofion. They had no 
great opinion of Salivating, bift did comply with me, and promiſed the Pati- 
ent to vilit him often during the courſe. 

The Patient had been let blood, and purged by their preſcriptions; upon 
which conſideration I preſcribed him Jj. Calomel. in a ſpoonful ot white bread 
and milk to take that night, and adviſed them to bath him the next day ; alſo to 
repeat the Calomel. for ſome nights, hoping thereby to check the corroſive qua- 
licy in the Ulcers ; and I alſo adviſed to repeat his bathing in order to the fali- 
vation I intended þy the unGtion. Care was allo taken to keep his body ſoluble 
by Clyſters, or lenient Bolus's. I directed one of my Servants to dreſs the 
Ulcers, ſome with lenients, and others with deterfives, 

Whileſt the Ulcers were thus diſpoſing to Cure, my liberty was procured, 
and I again attended the Patient 3 and having prepared all things ready, began 
to raiſe the ſalivation by anointing his Legs, Arms, Shoulders, Spine and Hips, 
and repeated it dayly, and afterwards put him into a warm bed, and diſpoſed 
him to a breathing ſweat, with a draught of butter'd Ale to gratific his palate. 
The reſt of theday he drank Poflet-drink, &c. During the anointing, ſome of 
the Lotions «vere (yringed twice or thrice a day into his noſtrils, Gargles were 
alſo uſed to waſh his throat, and the Ulcers of the Tonkils and vwwla touched 
with /ac ſublimati, Thoſe Ulcers without were deterged and ſmoothed fit to 
heal, as Nature ſhould be diſpoſed thereto. And that little bit of skin which 
ſerved to divide the noſtrils likewiſe healed. 

I continued anointing this Patient till I had waſted near three pounds and a 
half of the union, yet his Chaps would not ſwell, nor did he ſpit a quart in 
24 hours. But during this anointing he was freed of his pains, and the Ulcers 
cured as well as I could defire. But how far this would ſerve to eradicate ſuch 
an inveterate Lyes, I much doubted. The Phyſicians ſeemed allo to diſtruſt 
my undertaking, conſidering I did not falivate him as I had propoſed, The 
Patient alſo became weary ot the frequent anointing. Upon which confidera- 
tions [ was ſomewhat troubled, and endeavoured by Clyſters to move it down- 
wards, wiſbing it would end in a Diarrhea; but it not moving that way, nor 
any other way diſturbing him, I concluded his not falivating to proceed from 
the quantity of Mercury he had formerly taken, and that poſſibly it was become 
habitual to him. Suppoſing it might be ſo, 1 cauſed ſome Mercurial Emplaſters 
tobe applyed to his Feet, Legs and Arms, and ſweat him again in his Bed mo- 
derately. And after theſe, ſeeing the Salivation not yet ariſe, I gave him Tir- 
bith min. gr. xvj. in a Pill with conf. boraginis. It vomited him twice or thrice 
inconliderably. But from that time he began to be fevouriſh and faint, and the 
matter much indiſpoſed, by which I judged it neceſſary to purge off. To which 
purpoſe a Clyſter was adminiſtred, and the Plaſters taken off, and freſh linen put 
on. He took the bitter decoction five or fix days, making large evacuation that 
way. During which his mouth was frequently waſhed, and diſpoſed to Cure 3 
and I put him into a decoF. ſarſe, and (tric diet, ſweating him with antinvor,

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diaphoret. ec. as before hath been, preſcribed in ſuch like caſes. I continued 
him a month in this Courſe, and being then ſatisfied that he was well Cured 
and ſecured from further relapſe, the Phyſicians were ſent for, and ſaw the le. 
* veral Ulcers cicatrized 3 that on the ridge of his Noſe where the bone had been 
bare, was healed ſmooth without any viſible exfoliation. If the Cartilage on 
the fide of the Noltril did exfoliate, it wascaſt off intothe Noftril, for the cica- 
trix lay cloſe and tranſverſe as a {mall ſeam. Within his Noſe there was a preat 
vacuity, but nothing of Caries or bare bone, nor did he blow any thing of filth 
as formevly he had done. And that his Palate and Tonkls were as well, appeared 
both by his voice, eating and drinking. His Legs were alſo as free from Nodes 
as pains. The Phyſicians judged him Cured, yet would not yield the Cure 
to the Salivation : bur in other caſes of that#kind, where I afterwards pro- 
poſed Salivation, they would reply upon me, that I did not Salivate ſuch a 
one, meaning this Patient: To which I alway anſwered, The Cure conſiſts 
not ſo much in the y_ great quantity, as in putting the matter upon 
ſuch a ferment as might fix it to be carried off by the Sudorificks, Pur- 
ing, &c | 
" This Perſon retired afterwards tnto the Country, and returned to London at 
the end of two years, and acknowledged to me his Cure by ſetling Thirty 
Pounds a year upon me during his Life, and paid me Sixty Pounds for the two 
years palked. 

I am not ignorant that there are a people who pretend to Cure all the fore- 
mentioned Species of Lyes Vexerea without running ſuch long Courſes, or 
keeping their Chamber : But it is their undertakings which make us ſo much 
work ; yet truly, I do believe, that all thoſe who are of a fleſhy and ſtrong 
Conſtitution, may be Cured without Salivating by UnGion, if they would pa- 
tiently ſubmit to ſo ſtrict a Courſe of Diet, ec. as that way requireth. 
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Onorrhera in general may fignifie any flux of Seed from the Gonrbes, 
body 3 but cuſtom hath appropriated it to that which is invo- "** 
luntary. 

The Antients have confined that appellation to a loſs of Seed 

which happens without erection or teztigo ; or if you will have 

it in Celſ#s his words, ſine venere vel noFurnis imaginibus. But Mo- 
derns have given a larger account of Gonorrhzs, and do find many differen- 
ces of it. | . 

As Firſt, That which comes from a fault of the veſlels 3 as firſt, from natu- Its differen- 
ral coldneſs or great refrigeration, in which caſe they loſe their retentive fa- © | 
culty ; or ſecondly, which is more frequent, from friftion and maſturbation 
among young boys (when they firſt come to paberty 3) thirdly, from violent 
ſtraining 3 fourthly, from the laxity of the ſeminal veſſels in general z fftbly, 
from eroſion of the caruncle in the urethra which covereth the exit of the ve- 
ficule ſeminales,and vaſa deferentia,and is indeed the ſphincter of them 3 ſixthly, 
in epileptick caſes we find profiuvia ſemints, which ſeem to be cauſed by the 
ſtrength of the Convulfion. , 

Secondly, That which cometh from fault in the matter of the Seed, viz. «2. 
.-when it is too crude, thin and cold, and ſo weeps away inſenfibly 3 2. when 
it is ſharp and comes away either with titillation or pain 3 ſometime to the ero- 
lion of the Urethra and the excoriation of it 3 3. when it is infefted with a 
virulency in the Lues Venerea. 

[t is this latter ſpecies that is the molt uſual imployment of our profeſſion, 
the diſeaſes of thoſe parts being moſt frequently gotten by tlie too predominant 
vice of the age. I ſhall therefore confine my diſcourfe to that ſubje&, not on- 
ly becauſe it is one of the firſt ſymptoms of the Les Venerea, but alſo for that 
through the Patients flighting and neglefing its cure, many ill accidents do 
happen in proceſs of time, which renders it much more'difficult to cure than 
any other ſpecies of the Pox. 

A virulent Gonorrhcea is an involuntary emiſſion of ſeed, occaſioned by venom Definicion. 
contraFed from an unclean woman. 

Seed thus emitted is doubly peccant, both in quantity and quality. The /after 
is alway proportionable to the gegree of the inteCtion and to the encreaſe of 
putrefacion. 

The quantity is likewiſe always far greater than the veſſels in their natural 
eſtate are able to breed or to diſcharge, which hath cauſed a great deal of con- 
tention among Phyſicians about the ſeat of this diſeaſe, or the original of it. 

And indeed it is very odd to confider that a man upon conion ſhall ſometimes 
have nothing outwardly appear upon him,cither by way of chancre, bxbo,or any 
other evil, but ſhall find his urine hot, with a flux of ſharp and acrimonious 
feed from within, the continuance of TT ſpend his [trength, erode

the urethra, make caruncles and other miſchiefs. On the contrary, if ſtopped, 
ſhall cauſe inflammarionsin the teſticles, or elſe a bybo or chancre ; and if theſe

making nodes, intolerable pains, rotting the bones, &*c. 

Where this venom ſhould enter, what parts it ſhould originally jgfe&, and 
how inſinuate it ſelf, and afterwards cauſe ſuch great ſeparations of Ipermatick 
matter, ec. is worth our while to enquire. 

The way of its entrance in a woman is intelligible enough, but in a man it 
can be no other than either the paſſage of the wrethra, or the pores of the kin 
of thegenis, pubes and inguina. 

The former ſeemeth not very likely, becauſe it is not ſuitable to many other 
circumſtances of the diſeaſe, which doth ſeldom or never originally infe& the 
urethra it (elf, or the proſtate, ec. and never aſcends into the bladder ; whereas 
on the other fide we find viſible affeCtions of the g/ans, preputium, inguina, eh. 
ro be the firſt effects of the infetion. 

We have therefore reaſon to believe that the venom lurking in the wagin: 
uteri of an infected woman, doth upon the friction and warmth that happens 
in coition faſten upon thoſe parts which it toucheth, viz. It it ly bigh within 
the vagina, or the penis enter not far in coition, the g/ans and prepuce ſuffer 
to the produQtion of a Chancre. If the coition were cloſer, and the venom 
have polleſſed the [abia pudendi, then the whole skin of the pers is infected, 
and the pabes it felfz where infinuating into thoſe pores, it doth not pro- 
duce fo viſible effeQs as it doth in the prepuce and glans, becauſe the skin is 
thicker. But then it is tranſmitted not only into the maſs of blood in general, 
but alſo into the ſpungy glandules of the i»guins in particular. If theſe or 
either of theſe be ſufficiently ſwelled, and nature ſtrong, the venom may diſ- 
charge here 3 but if this happen not, then it creeps into the blood, and there 
produceth fermentations ſuitable to itsnature. The matter of the venom being 
originally corrupted ſeed, doth therefore raiſe ſeminal fermentations, but withal 
one that is peccant after the nature of the venom that excited it 3 by which 
means it happens that ſpermatick matter of a vitious ſort abounds in the blood, 
exhauſts it of its beſt ſpirits, and derives the flower of ir to the ſeminal veſlels 
This matter is too much and too ſharp to be long contained there, where it 
immediately provokes and ſtimulates nature to an excretion; and according to 
the degree of its acrimony and corruption the ſeed will be more or lefs, thicker 
or thinner, white, yellow, green, &*c. 

I know Bartholinus bath made a Gonorrhea to be nothing elſe, but an Ulcer of 
the proſiate. Which Opinion is ſufficiently confuted by Doftor Wharton, who 
gives him the inſoluble objeQion of the Tumour of the Teſticles, which hap- 
peneth alway upon the untimely ſtopping of it. By the pounding up of the wa- 
ter, it is eaſie to find which way the current came. 

In Women, the manner of the Infection is much more intelligible. Where 
the InfeRion of a corrupt naqvrs Seed enters into an Uferws, that is _

A Gonorrhea is more or leſs difficult of Cure, according to the malignity Prognoſtick. 


from which it received its Original. Thoſe that become ſuddenly virulent, 
and accompanied with ſftrarguria, are molt difficult to Cure. If they do ſtop 
without any manifeſt cauſe, either a Chancre ariſeth, or a hernia humoralis. 
If the Cure be ſJubber'd over, or long delayed, caruncles ariſe in the Uretbre, 
and in progreſs of time a carnolity, &*c. 


In the Cure of this Diſeaſe, we ought to have a ſpecial regard to the acci- Gt 


dents above-mentioned, viz. inflammation, excoriation, ſtranguria, ec. There- 
fore in the firſt place, we endeavour to contemperate the heat, then purge off 
the vicious humours : afterwards by moderate detergents and deficcants cleanſe 
and dry the diſeaſed parts, and reſtore them to their natural temper. 

In orderto the contemperating of the heat, and acrimony of the humours, 
a cooling and moiſtening diet ought to be preſcribed, viz. Broaths of Mutton, 
Veal, Chicken, ec. wherein may be boiled Endive, Lettice, Purſlane, Sorrel, 
ec. Barley-cream, Grewels, Panados are alſo proper during the pains. Their 
drink ought to be Ptiſans, Emullions, Julep, or medicated Ale : a ſmall Ale, or 
white Wine dilyted with water may allo be permitted. 

All exerciſe of the Body is prejudicial to their healths, and conſequently their 
rambling abroad prolongs their Cure. 

A quiet mind, with a patient ſubmiſſion to their Phyſician and Chirurgeon is 
alſo required : and that they forbear Venery, as they value their ownand their 
Miſtris s healths. 

The Evacuation may begin with a Clyſter of the comman.decoQion cum ele-

If the heat of Urine, and other accidents increaſe, it may be neceſlary to give

If by theſe the accidents do not remit, bathe them in a ſemicupinme, m__ 
emollient decoQion, or milk and water, and to prevent eroſion io the / 
thra, injet decoFums bordei, wherein bath been boiled ſerv. althee, cydowfar. of 
ſome of the leſſer cold ſeeds; and if you will, you may anoint thoſe external 
pou with «»guent. refrigerat. Galeni, But do not inſiſt too long inthe wie of 
enitives, leſt a Chancre ariſe but purge off thoſe vicious humoars with pv. 
carnichini, pil. cochie, Rudii, pulver, diagridii, troch. Albengdal. &c. with or with- 
out 
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out calowel. and if there be required ſtrong revulftion, vomit them wth infuſ. 
croc. metallor. mer. vite, or with a few grains of turhith minerale, 

The virulency thus removed, the 0. of Turpentine comes in requeſt to de- 
terge and heal, which would not be fo reaſonably admitted ſooner, leſt through 
its heat and tenuity of parts it lead down the impure matter, and burthen the 
diſeaſed parts.

if by ſome of the forefaid Medicaments, the Gonorrhea be not perfetly cu- 
red, you may preſcribe aſtringents. "The time of giving them is in the very 
declination of it,when there only appeareth a little thin wateriſh humour which 
glueth the entrance of the urethra. If you give them ſooner, you way ſtifle in 
the matter, and raiſe a hernia humbralis.

The next morning I preſcribed him an emulſion made with Chicken 
broath, as well to nouriſh him as'contemperate the acrimony. [I alſo repeated 
emollient Clyſters, ſuch as have been ſet down in the Method of Cure.

Galeni, preſcribed her an emollient 
Clyſter, emulſions, &. and took my leave without diſcovering to her the na- 
ture of her Diſeaſe. A day or two after, I took an opportunity to acquaint 
her Husband with what I had obferved of his Wives condition, and queſtion- 
ed his health. After a little demur, he told me, he had ſome months paſſed a 
Gonorrhea, and ſuppoſed he had been Cured, but of late, ſince the complaint 
of his Wife, he had obſerved ſome little weeping, and ſhewed me ſomewhat 
like the reliques of a Gonorrh&2, It was inconfiderable, yet ſeemed enough to 
infect her.

One about eighteen years of Age was afflifted with a (welling in his right 
Teſticle with inflammation and hardneſs. I ſuppoſed it Venereal and riſen from 
a ſuppreſſion of a Govorrhea, but he denied it. I let him bload, and ſent for 
a Bag-truſs, and the while preſcribed a'Cataplaſm ex farin. hord. &-fabar. an 3yvj. 
pul. ſummitat. abſinth. flor. ſambuci &+ chamemeli decocted in oxymel: It was 
applyed, and retained cloſe on by a Bag-trufs. By the application of this Ca» 
taplaſm a few days the Tumour was removed, and reſtored to its natural ſtate, 
but before this Tumour: was quiterefolved, I took occalion to look upon 
the Penis, and ſaw it running 3 yet the-patient perſiſted in the denying it : bur 
before I preſcribed him ought in order to the Cure, it was more demonſtrable, 
and he acknowledged it, I purged him with extraF. Rudii & calomel. four or 
five days, and afterwards with that Ele&uary ex terebinth. cum jalapio, by 
which I purged off the venemous matter, and with Clyſters of zerebinth. and 
aſtringent Pills Icured him. 

A young Fellow was brought to me, having a great inflammation and ſwel- 
ling in his right Teſticle 3 he acknowledged that it aroſe upon the Cure of a 
Gozorrhea. 1 let him blood, and ſent for a Bag-truſfs, and the while preſcribed 
an Anodyne Cataplaſm ex foliis byoſcy1m1i decotted cum pul. flor. roſ. rub. croco, 
axung. porcin. medull. panis tritic. cum vitell ovor. which was applyed and kept 
on with a Truſs. The next day a Clyiter was adminiſtred, and the dreſfirg 
repeated. The day after he was purged with Jj. of calomel. 1n a lenitive Bolus. 
We continued the application of the Cataplaſmtill the inflammation and pain 
relaxed. Then made up a Cataplaſm ex farin. fabar. hord. exc. as in the for- 
mer Obſervation; and from that time I purged him with p#l.cochie min.e* calomel. 
and ſupplyed him with a Box of the ſame Pills, and a Pot of that Cataplaſm to 
dreſs himſelf : and he finding himſelf well mended, removed to his former 
lodging, and rambled about hiifairs. Fifteen or fixteen days after, when [ 
thought he had been Cured, he came tome with a Callous Chancre on one fide 
between the glans and frenuzm, the Tumour in ſcrotobeing reſolved. I contined 
him again to his Lodging, and purged him dayly with the forefaid Pills, in- 
creaſing and decreaſing the Mercury or Cathartick, till I totally reſolved the 
Chancre. Then with deco@. guaiact and Sudorificks I concluded the Cure. 

A man being diſeaſed with a Gonorrhea, put himſelf into ſome hands for 
Cure, but whether through irregularity in the Patient, or that they weretoo 
haſty inthe uſe of aſtringents, however ſo it happened, that upon the ſtopping 
of the Gonorrhea a Tumour aroſe between the Teſticles, but it eſpecially afteCt- 
ed the left Teſticle, and the prrineum with great inflammation and hardneſs. I 
let him blood, and adviſed a Clyſter, and preſcribed/him a Cataplaſm ex ſu 
mitat. hyoſcyami, cicute, althe. flig/ cham. ſambuci, ſem. lini, &c.

Of the ill Conſequences of a\Gonorrbea Cured, 


Gonorrhacs is ſubjectto in its recency 3 I ſballnow declare to you the ſad con- 
uyencesthat attend it in its ſeeming declenſion, when it is left imperfeQly 
Cured, and is, as ſome of thoſe Blades call it, a weeping, only a weeping not 


worthy the keeping Chamber. 

Fron hich neglet of Cure, thok ſeminals from whence the CZonorrhes 
iſſued. are rendered more lax, and in progreſs of time the matter fermenteth 
upon the old Leven, and becometh much more. acrid and maligno, diſcharging 
a matter, as at firſt in the nature of a Gonorrhea, heating and corroding the 
QUrethra, from whence Caruncles do frequently ariſe, and are attended with 
many ill conſequences, of which I ſhall give you arelation, and begin it w:.h 
that of a Caruncle. I E 

Caruncles = Capuindles are a fort of looſe fleſb, ariſing in the Urethra frequently in the 
time of a Gonorrbea, by reaſon of the eroſion: made by that hep ent acid mat- 
ter; but if that Gonorrbee be well treated, the exofion is Cured, and thoſe Jit- 
tle grains of fleſh dryed up. However their growth is then ſo ſmall, as t 
are rarely taken notice of till the declining of the Gonorrhes, and then a {mall 
weeping with a few rags appearing in the Urine gives the firſt ſuſpicion of

If this matterbe not timely dryed up, the Caruncles increaſe, and a dilficulty 
of Urine gradually ſacceedeth, and it cometh forth forked, ar in a ſmall ſtream

If at this time their Cure be ed . ine;or i# coitu theSeed 
remaining amongſt theſe Caruncles, heateththe part, and increaſeth their growth, 
and not only renders #hew Callous, but at length the whole dy&@ss, and then it 
is called a carnofity 3 which ſtraitning the ſtoppeththe virulent matter 
in its motion, whereby it is forced back to the Seminals, in which caſe the Te- 
ſticles for the moſt part do ſuffer : but if it be —_—— ſeminales, or pro- 
ſtates which are oppreſt, they inflame, and by tothe neighbouring 
parts paſs their matter that way, ſometimes through the tunicles of the /rteftioum 
reFuw, and then the matter 1s diſcharged by ſtool; or it may be, the matter 
paſſeth through or near the podex, and then it is ſuppoſed a fiſiula in ano, and 
this way the Urine is ſometime diſc with it. Theſe are the Ulcers 
which render fiſtu/e ani ſcandalous. If the matter paſſeth i» perines, for the 
moſt part it perforates the Qrethra, ſometime like a Flute, and the Urine com- 
eth thereout, othertimes it corrupteth within, and diſchargeth the putrefa- 
(tion into the pelvis. 

Whilſt the Orethra is ſtraitned with a carnoſity, the Urine is frequently ſup-

The Vagina wteri is alſo ſometimes excoriated, and excreſcences frequently 
= there of great bigneſs, one whereof I took off very large of the ſhape

In others I have ſeen the vagine wteri much ulcerated; and diſcharging 
great quantity of fetid matter with pain and inflammation. The ale of the p- 
dendum of one were gangrened, but I removed that, aud cicatrized ſeveral of 
the Wicers z3 but one Ulcer within the Vagine corroded into the bladder, and a 
mortification followed, and pur an end to her miſery. 

Another upon a ſuppreſſion of that corrupt femirial matter was ſeiſed with 
a dyſarie : the cauſe not being diſcovered, the kidneys were blamed.

Having tbus offered to you Internals, we ſhall now proceed to ſhew you the 
way of extirpating theſe Caruncles. The methods thereto propoſed by Au- 
thors are various : [I ſhall reduce them to two, viz. the one by medicaments, 
the other by meer force with wax-candles, probes of Lead, Silver, or Steel 
to tear and break them in pieces. 

Whilſt the Carundcle is recent, you may by the compreſſion ofa well pro- 
portioned candle cruſh it to pieces, and by theuſe of moderate detergent and 
exſiccant injections dry and heal the part : but if there beanifluing of matter, 
as in virulent Gonorrhea's, you muſt firſt removethat matter by purging, e*c. 
before you can hope to extirpate the Caruncles. Nay, if the matter ſhould flow 
much upon the uſe. of the Candles, you mult forbear further proceeding with 
them, and make evacuation and revulſion of that peccant matter, as hath been 
aforeſaid, and then proceed again in the work. 

In order to the ſearch, you may place the Patient fitting upon the ſide of his 
bed, chair or ſtool, with his thighs opened, and his heelsdrawn back, ſoas he do 
not preſs upon the perineum. He mult alſo at the ſame timelean forward with 
his body. Then make choice of a proportionable candle, and having ſmooth- 
ed the end, and a little bended it, anoint it with oyl (of Lilies if you pleaſe) 
paſs it gently in, and move itealily forward, that by the warmthit gets in the 
dudns it may ply accordingly with it. If you meet with a ſtop, preſs mode- 
rately; if it will not go by, draw it back, and take the exact diſtance the Ca. 
runcle lieth off, and mark it with your nail 3 then anoint it with Ol, and paſs 


it again into the wrethra, and when you come at that ſtop, raiſe the penis with 


the other hand ; if it will not paſs overthat Caruncle, try another candle made 
taper at the end : But if you be ſatisfied thar it paſſeth beyond the Caruncle, it 
is a good ſign, pull it out again 3 and if the parts be heated, you may inject 
deco@. hordei,&c. and prepare yourcandles for the conſuming the Caruncle. The 
Medicaments I —_— thereto ares followeth : Re cort. meals granat. acid. in 
umbra ſbccat, & pulveriz..

3vj. ad -ignem liquefa#i, You muſt ſcrape oft the wax 
from the end of the candle, and dip the wiek in either ofthe plaſters whilſt they 
are ſcalding hot; then after they are cold ſhapethem and ſmooth the ends for 
your uſe. This following Medicament hath great credit amongſt Authors : 
Re ernginis, auripigmenti, aluminis roche, chalcitidis an. Ziv.  Tntuſe them in 
ſtrong Vinegar, then grind them upon a Marble very fine, dry it in theSun, 
andtemper it again with Wine-vinegar to the eighth time, drying it each time 
till it hath loſt much ofits corroſive quality. Re argenti ſpupy. 313. ole roſ. Ziv. coq. 
ad empl. conſiftentiam, then add of the aboveſaid powger Z1j. it being well 
mixed, and of a good conſiſtence, you may dip the bared endsof your candles 
init forthe aboveſaid uſe. Your great care in this work mult be, that the em- 

plaſter 
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plaſter be of ſuch conſiſtence as that it adhere as firm to the wiek as the Wir, 
for otherwiſe it will cauſe vexatious work. I commonly ſend a proportion 
of the foreſaid Powder to my Wax-Chandler who mixeth it with a proportion. 
able quantity of Wax, and makes me ſo many dozen of Wax-Candles; which 
Candles being ſo medicated do very often ſerve-me in wearing off recent Ca. 
runcies, and alſo in cicatrizing the part. 

If the Caruncles be of an older date, and be ſobig and tough that you can- 
not paſs with any of the V Vax-Candles, forbear farther attempting it, anden. 
deavour. by. emollient Injections, Embrocations, ec. to ſupple and dilate the 
duFus. Re Rad. althee, lilior. an ij. ſem. lini, fenugreci contuſ. an. 5). coq, 
in ag. fontis ad thij. Re Colature tb). ol. amygd. dul. noviter extra@. 71j. m/, 
Inje& ſome of it warm twice or thrice a day with a Syringe, having a thick 
blunt Pipe. You may alſo foment the Perineum with the reſidue of the ſaid 
decoction 3 or he may ſit upon a Cloſe-ſtool over ſome of the ſame decoQtion, 
or ex radic. & fol. althee, matric. viol. ſem. lint, fenugreci, flor. cham. ſambuci, 
meliloti, ſummitat. pulegii, origani, &c. VVhen he cometh off, embrocate the 
Perineum with ol. ex pedibus bovinis, and apply over all ſome ſuch like Cerote. 
Re anguent. Agripp. dialth. e&ſipi, butyri recentis an. ij. ol. lilior. amygd. du. an, 
Zj. ſem lini, althe. pulver. an. 3v). gum. ammoniaci ij. cere q. /. To which may 
be added Argenti crudi extinGi in terebinthina itj. or that Emplaſter ad ſal;va- 
tionem, Afﬀterthree or four days make tryal again witha proportionable Can. 
dle, and if you can paſs the Caruncle take the exatt mark and pals in a medi- 
cated one upon the Caruncle, and leave it remaining there, cut off the end 
within an inch, and flat that end; then turn that broadend over the top of he 
Glany, and faſten it cloſe with alinen rag : you ought to leave him more of the 
ſame Candles fitted for his uſe, that in caſe he urine he may take it out and 
put in another. Whilſt he puts in the Candle he muſt ſtand ſomewhat (tradling, 
and bow his Body forward, but as to his poſture he will make choice of that tv 
his own conveniency. The beſt timeto begin this work may be at night, the 
Candle being then likely toſtay in its place without diſturbance. In the morn- 
ing when you draw out the Candle inje& ſome lenient decoction, and paſs in 
a white VVax-Candle of a proportionable bigneſs to the other you drew our, 
to make good the way you have got, and yet co lenifie the heatin the du us ; 
but if it be not diſturbed, goon as youdid to waſh the Caruncle. 

But if after the uſe of Emollients you cannot pals the Caruncle, you may 
well conclude it callous. In which caſe you may paſs a Carla into the Ure- 
thra to that Caruncle, and whilſt you hold that there ſteady, you may convey 
a grain of cauſtick into the Carla, and preſs the cauſtick to it; and whilſt 
you hold it there, you will perceive its operation by the preſſing forward of the 
Canula, The Caruncle thus conſumed, caſt in aLenient injeQion daily; and 
if youtake notice of his urine, you may ſee the ſeparation of the ſloughs as 
rags init. After which you may by the common medicated Candles wear a- 
way the remainder, and with InjeCtions cicatrize it. But if after the extir- 
pation of one Caruncle you meet with another behind it, and cannot paſs it, 
nor a Canuls ſo far as where the Caruncle lyeth, you may then attempt it by 
the Leaden Probe. Anoint it firſt, paſs it to the Caruncle, then by preſhpg 
upon it break it off, You muſt expett a bleeding, and it is not done without 
pain, the Urethra being of exquilite ſenſe : that pain ſometime accompanied 
with rigour and fevour. In order to the ſtopping of the flux of blood you may 
injet the Royal Stiptjck-water with ag. plantag. roſ. rub. &c. proportionably 
as you ſcecauſe : or ig caſe the pain be great, beat the white of an Egg with 
aq. ſpermatis ranar. and inject it. Externally you may apply ſuch like defen- 
ſative. Rcbols Armen. ſang. dracon. cort. granat. axrant. myrtil. bal uſt. pul. an. 
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zj. acct. roſ. 71j. album. ovor. ſuccor. plantag. equiſet. q . mſ. ButT never ſaw any in» 
{mmation or tumour ariſe from the ule of theſe Probes. Fevour I have ſome- 
time {cen upon the uſe of them where there was no blood ſhed 3 in which caſe 
blecd them in the Arm preſently and preſcribe Clyſters, and forbear the uſe of 
your Probes ſome days. | 

Aſter you havetorn off the Caruncle, and that the fear of inflammation is 
over, you may make a ſearch, and it the Caruncle be extirpated proceed in the 
drying it to a Cicatrix,which may be by a ſolution of troch. albi Khaſ. in any of » 
the forementioned diſtill'd waters, or as [ ſaid with the Royal Stiptick. A pro- 
portionable thick leaden probe of a fit length and flat head rub'd with quick- 
filver is alſo effeftual. Small Probes are apt to be made brittle by the Mercury 
and break within the Orethra. But it you ſuſpect ſome part of the Caruncle 
remaining, uſe the medicated Candle, and it will not only waſte it, but dry it 
to a firm Cicatrix. | 

If there be carnofity with Caruncles, your way is to dilate and ſupple it by 
Emollients as above ſaid. If a ſuppreſiion of urine happen, a large Clyſter ſud- 
denly inje&ed up hath frequently forced the Urine out of the Bladder : but if 
that fail, a Catheter muſt help you, or an incifion i» Perineo through the car- 
nofity. If a flux of virulent matter be accompanying the Strangurie, the laſt 
remedy is Salivation. 

If by reaſon of the long continuance of the Diſeaſe the Urethra be ſo ſtrait- abſces: 
ned with the carnofity and' Caruncles, that the purulent matter cannot paſs 
forth, which often hapneth when the Urine doth, you may well ſuſpett an ab- 
ſceſs will ariſe in ſome part 3 which it it happen within, there is danger of 
putrefaction. If the matter raiſeth a tumour externally, and it do ſuppurate, 
yet it comnionly leaves incurable Ulcers. Therefore you ought upon the leaſt 
ſuppreſſion of this matter to make revulſion by Antivenereals; yea rather than 
to fail, raiſe a Salivation, ang proſecute the Cure as his habit of body and great- 
neſs of the Diſeaſe requireth. And the while make way with Emollients to 
dilate the Urethra, or give vent by inciſion in Perineo, timely todiſcharge the 
matter. 

The female Sex are not ſubje& to ſuch external apoſtemations. The Caruncles 
do not cauſe ſuppreſſion, nor is the Urethra fo ſubjet to them. Sometimes 
they happen by a ſcalding of the Urine, but they are of eaſter cure. Yet the 
Pudendum is ſubje& to excreſcences of all ſorts and figures The Vagina Ureri 
15 alſo ſubje&t to Ulcers, Excoriation, Excreſcences and ſcirrhous Tumours, with 
great flux of humours, the Stranguria and Inflammation, ec. therefore require 
your great care timely to reſiſt them by Antivenereals. Mer. dalcis, and thoſe 
milder preparations being apt to lead the humours downwards, are not ſo ef- 
fetual here as the rougher ſort which vomit. How they are farther to be 
treated by internals, and each diſturbance removed or alleviated by external 
Medicaments, you may ſee among the Obſervations following, 

One of about 3o years of age, troubled with a weeping and dribling in r, 
making urine, came to me. I ſuſpefing Caruncles made a ſearch, and found Obſervation 
two little rubs in my way, and behind the Teſticles in Perineo met a full ſtop, ny 
which the Candle would not paſs 3 upon which I drew it out. He had been 
purged ſufficiently by other hands. I began the Cure with emollicnt InjeRtions 
as above preſcribed and fomented and embrocated the Perinenm, and after a 
day or two I carried half a dozen of medicated Candles and made another 
ſearch and took a meaſure of the place where the great Caruncle lay which 
made the full ſtop, and left him that Candle with others, ſhewing him how 
to paſs them in, and encouraged him to make uſe of them in my abſence, and 


to try what progreſs he could make 3 alſo adviſing him to uſe the [njeCtion be- 
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fore and after the uſe of the Candle, and to continue the Embrocation and 
Plaſter as he ſaw cauſe. During which his body was kept ſoluble by Cly- 
{ters and healing DecoCtions; alſo balſamick Pills were preſcribed. After three 
or four days [ returned, and found the Patient had paſſed over the ſtop, but he 
had alittle heated the Orethra by over-doing.. I then left off the uſe of the Oyl 
in the Injeftion. He would have injected Milk, but I ſtrialy forbad thar, in 
confideration of the miſchief I have known it do in curdling in the Bladder. 
After the heat was calmed, he uſed the Candles with more moderation, keep- 
ing the paſſage open he had made. One night when he was going to bed 1 
made hima viſit and brought with me ſome medicated Candles, and having firſt 
flatted the upper end of one of them [ paſſed it into the Orethra, and turned 
that end over the Glans, and with a ſoft Linen cloath over it bound it cloſe on. 
He tlept with it until towards morning, then pulled it out, and urined. ln the 
morning I made a ſearch and found the paſſage open. I injeCted ſome of the 
emollient lotion and paſled in one of the common ſearching Candles, and bound 
1t on asthe former, and adviſed him to keep his Bed, or at leaſt his Chamber thar 
day, and in cafe of urine to pull it out and injeC a colyrium of aq. plant. and 
yr. de rof. ficcis, and to put in another Candle the ſame night. armed as before. 
By this method the main Caruncle waſted, and the lefier which lay in the wa 
ro that wasconſumed by the paſſing and lying on of the ſame Candles. I feeling 
no more rubs left off the uſe of the Candles, and ſent him an injection of ag. 
plantag. rubi, equiſeti, wherein was diſſolved a few grains of lap. medicament. 
Crol/ii, by which the reliques of the Excreſcences were dried up, as alſo the 
weeping, and the Patient remained cured. Thus by ſhewing the Patients how 
to uſe the Candles, they themſelves have ſometimes proſecuted their Cures at 
a great diſtance from me with good ſucceſs. 

One having had many Gonorrhea's and been frequently under Cure of Ca- 
runcles came to me. Upon ſight of the Penis I ſaw he had an ifluing of much 
matter as in-a virulent Gonorrhea, I made a ſearch for my own ſatisfaction, 
and met with ſeveral excreſcences, and a full ſtop before I reached to the Peri- 
neum. The QOrethra was tender and did not admit the Candle without pain. 
I began with the leeting bim blood, and purged him the nexe morning with 
Whey, Manna and Cremor tartari. Aﬀer which I bathed him four or five 
times in warm water, keeping his body ſoluble the while with Clyſters, or a 
bole of caſſza; ol. amygd. dul. yr. viol. and the like. After he had done bathing 1 
gave him 25 grains of mer. dul. at night, and a Clyſter the next day, and 
repeated the mer. dul. every other day, and ſyringed him with a lotion of ag. 
plantag. with a ſolution of troch. alb. Rhaſ. But afterward obſerving the mer. 
dul. not to anſwer my expeQation, it having as I perceived been no novelty 
to him, I gave him gr. 8. of t#rbith zrin. which vomited him three or four 
times and gave him half a dozen Jarge ſtools, by which I believed the Met- 
cury he had taken before worked downward. I ordered him a Clyſter of milk 
cum vitel. ovor. that night to quiet his Bowels, and another the next day, and 
the day after gave him 12 gr. of turbith miner. which vomited him four or five 
times, and purged him twice or thrice. By the repeating of this Medicament 
twice or thrice, intermitting three or four days between, I leſſened that flux 
of matter very much, but it making his chaps ſore I purged it off with the bit- 
ter Decottion, and put him into a decod. ſarſe, lig. lentiſc. rad. conſolid. biftort. 
&«. and gave him of that EleQuary with terebinth. ſal. prunel/e, &c. alſo Clyſters 
of terebinth, ſometimes at night going to bed. InjeQions of lap. medicamen- 
toſ. Crollii were afterward uſed, by which the rutining ceaſed. I then made a 
ſcarch with a Candle, and having marked the main ſtop I proceeded in the uſe 
of French Candles which were made Taper faſhion, and paſſed one over = =_ 
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Caruncle bound it on, and left it lying upon it, and direQed the Patient to k - 
take it out upon occafiorof urining, and afterward to paſs it again. By the _ 
uſe of that there was room made for the application of my own Candles, 
' which I armed with that compoſition of weerc. precipitat. Ec. and thereby did 

wear off that Caruncle. Afterwards LI met with others, which I alſo extir- 

pated the ſame way and- with the ſolution of lap. wedicamentoſs Crol/ii and 

the uſe of Leaden Probes, I ſmoothed and cicatrized them. 

[ was ſent for one night to a man that laboured of a fuppreſiffn of Urine, 3 
with great pain about the os pubis. I intended to have paſſed a Catheter, but erm 
ſaw the head of the Glars hard as a Cartilage,and the entrance into the Urethra 
ſo narrow as I could ſcarce get in a ſmall Probe. I was at a loſs how to relieve 
him. I preſently cauſed a large pint of milk to be warmed for a Clyſter, and 
ſyringed it up quick, and of a ſudden the urine forced its way out ina great quan- 
tity. The Patient ſuppoſed himſelf to have the Stone, but I aſſured him the 
contrary, his diſeaſe being Caruncles with carnoſity, no better than the Pox 
in thoſe parts, and more difficult to cure than any of the forementioned ſpecies 
of it, I let him blood that night, and purged him the next day with a decoQion 
of Caſſia, tamarind. ec. with an addition of Manna, fyr. roſ; Damaſe. and after- 
wards bathed him three or four days, and then anointed with the mercurial 
Undion his Legs, Arms and Perineum, ec. by which I raiſed a falivation. It 
laſted about thirty days, during which he madeurine with more eaſe ; yet upon 
ſearch I found the Caruncles, but the carnoſity in the Glans, &+c. reſolved. Du- 
ring bis ſalivating I caſt emollient Injeftions into the Urethra daily, and after- 
wards while he was in his courſe of ſweating and purging I began to work with 
the Candles, and made way with little difficulty till I came into the Perineurm, 
and there I ſpent ſome days in endeavouring to pals a ſmall taper-candle without 
ſucceſs. Wherefore attempted it by the force of a Leaden Probe,and brake the 
Caruncle off. It bled 3 or 4 ounces, but I ſtopped it by inxQiing ag. ſper. rarar. 
with a few grains of lap. medicament. Crollii, then embrocated the Perineum and 
parts about with ol. roſ, cums aceto, and applyed an empl. 2 bolo over them. The 
next morning I found he had not urined much better. 1 injected again, and 
paſſed in a Candle, and perceived that Caruncle eradicated, but I met with ano- 
ther behirid which | could not paſs, 1 again uſed Injections and paſled in a taper- 
candle, by which I gradually proceeded, and afterwards by armed ones F freed 
that paſſage, and his urine came away in a full ſtream. I proſecuted the cure 
with medicated Candles and drying Inje&ions, and continued the uſe of ſudo- 
rifick decotions and aſtringent Pills till he was cured. Yet ſome while after he 
came to me again complaining that there was a Caruncle near the end of the | 
Bladder which hindered his paſſing the Candle into the Bladder, ſuch hath been , 
the complaint of others,-but that Caruncle was natural. 

One came to me having had many Gonorrhes's, andin his later yearsmuch dif- 
ficulty in Urine. I made a ſearch, and found he had Caruncles, and one with- 
in half an inch of the entrance into the Urethra. We agreed upon the Method 
of Cure; and | was to begin my work the next day, but heard not from him 
till about a year after. It ſeemed he had been that while in other hands, who 
had propoſed an eafier method of Cure but failed. Yet the urinary paſſage 
was thereby more enlarged, ſo that the Patient could better admit of the 
Candles, and was alſo the more obſervant to my Rules; but then again there 
was a flux of matter which required to be removed. To which purpoſe I be- 
gan with a doſe of turbith miner. and by the repeating of it made revulfion 
and falivated him. During the Salivation I fomented and embrocated the Pe- 
rineum, and inje&ed emollient Decoftions, and by Candles proſecuted the ex- 
tirpation, pilled the leſſer Caruncle, and —_ prefling upon the bigger 
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with a proportionable big Candle I brake it, and permitted it to bleed, and 
then paſſed a medicated Candle over that broken Carancle, and by the preſſure 
of it wore that Caruncle off ſmooth. There was another Caruncle that lay 
behind this in Perineo, which I alſo made way over by a taper-candle, and at. 
terwards by the preſſure of my medicated Candles I waſted them. Durjn 
which he paſſed through a courſe of ,purging, ſweating, &c. and finiſhed the 
Cure by the,uſe of Aſtringents as well inwardly as outwardly. 
$. A Man who had been long - diſeaſed with a weeping Gonorrbea was com. 
Obſeryatio mended to me for Cure. By making his urine and ſearch 1 tound that he hag 
Caruncles. 1 proceeded by Injeftions and Embrocations to make way for my 
Candles, and cleared my paſſage into the Qrethra to the Perineum, and en- 
deavoured by taper-candles'to make my way over the reſt, But the Patient 
not keeping his Chamber made my work irkſome to me. Whereupon one 
morning I took a Candle proportionable to the du, and having ſmoothed 
one end I dipt it in Oyl, and palled it readily to the Caruncle, and whilſt ir 
was (tiff 1 preſſed hard upon the Caruncle to break it, and did ſo; but at that 
very inſtant the Patient was ſeiſed with a rigour, and in pulling it out the blood 
followed, I Inje&ted a ſolution of pul. bol. Armen. in aq. ſperm. ranar. and (to 
the bleeding ; but after that rigour the Patient burned and lay diſtempered all 
night, and in the morning [| found him in a Fever, yet he had no conliderable 
pain 1n the urinary paſlage. I applyed Refrigerants externally to the Perineum, 
and let him blood, and conſulted a Phyfician. He was brought very weak by 
this Fevour, but recovered, (as I thank God I never had one dyed upon this 
account. ) From that time he would make no more ule of Candles, but put me 
upon the uſe of Inje&ions, of which I tryed many ſorts 3 the belt was a (olu- 
tion of /ap. medicament. Crolii, by which he made water better, and to this day 
enjoys a good health. 
6 One about 50 years of age who had laboured long with Caruncles, finding 
obſervation. his Urine to come daily much more difficultly away, ſent for me. I made a 
ſearch and found arub before I had entred an inch into the du&#5. I began by 
purging him with an opening apozeme of caſſza, tamarind. rad. gran. ec.and let 
him blood, then having relaxed the Orethre by Emollients | proceeded with 
the Candles, and by degrees made way till I came to a Caruncle near the Te- 
ſticles. , I endeavoured to pals that with taper-candles, and after ſome-while 
made. way and applyed armed ones for ſome days, and wore that Caruncle 
down, and paſled in towards the Perineum, where the paſſage was extremely 
ſtrait, and a Caruncle ſtopt our going forwards. In preſſing upon it, the Pati- 
ent was immediately ſciſed with a rigour. I pulled out the Candle whole, and 
without blood. The next day I found my Patient in bed without pain or Fe- 
vour 3 yet [ let him blood, and gave him a Clyſter. The day after | purged 
him with the aforeſaid Apozeme. The next day I|made a; ſearch, and pafiing 
a Wax-Candle into that. ſtrait paſſage he began again to! fall into a rigour. 
Whereupon I delifted, and contented my felf in the making good the ;way | 
had gotten by putting in a proportionable thick Leaden Probe (which had. 
been rub'd with Quick-filver) ſome days, which Probe had a flat head as broad 
as a three-pence to retain it from ſlipping in. L repeated the uſe of Emolienss 
and mercurial Emplaſters to the Perineum, and withal made revulſion; by a 
vomit of turbith mineral. and by repeating it I raiſed a Salvation, whichllalted 
longer than I intended, but it {exved my purpoſe To well as L afterwards made 
way over that Caruncle in Perineo without danger, avd by armed. Gandles 
waſted it. Then with detergent, Injections and medicated Candles; ſmbdthed 
and healed the du&ws, andleft. him a free and eafie paſſage for bis Urine, and 
_ concluded that courſe of Phyfick with purging, fudorificks,! &&c. 1941-7! . 
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[ was fetched to a young Woman who had been long diſeaſed with a Go- 
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:orrhe&a, and cured thereof, but from the internal excoriation thereby the p#- 
dendium was over-(pread with many excrefcences of a ſpongy ſoit tieſh of ditfe- 
rent ſize and ſhape. Theſe on the more external parts were callous. [I pre- 
ſcribed the injection of ſunmitat. rubi, &c. and let her blood, purged her 
with, whey and 2amna, and afterwards with the bitter decoction, ſometime 
giving her. a Jj. calomel. over night in a Boles with conf. borraginis. Having 
thus as I thought prepared her body, I began to proceed in the extirpating 
of the excreſcences, but obſerving the fluxion great, I deferred the work, and 
made revullion by a dole of twrbith. mineral. which the third day after I re- 
peated again, and between while preſcribed Clyſters and lenient purgatives, 
and added unguent. /gyptiacum to the injections. By this method I diverted 
the fluxion, and began my work with the cutting off thoſe excreſcences in 
the molt external parts, and eradicated them by cauſtick ſtone, and ol. vitri- 
oli, and fo proceeded with one after another as they lay in my way till I was 
prevented with the bleeding of them. Then walked the parts with oxycrate, 
and (topped the blood with doflils dipt in a ſolution of lap. medicament. ſome 
bours after 3 the bleeding being ftopr, I rabbed the remaining roots of them 
which [ had cut off with a vitriol (tone, then with a pair of ſciſlors or knife, 
according as they were ſcated cut off the reſt, and ſtopped the bleeding as be- 
fore, and from that time conſumed the remaining roots by the help of the vi- 
trio] ſtone, oyl of vitriol or cauſtick ſtone, and appeaſed the pained parts with 
decoB. bordei, ſem. cydonior. &c. and afterwards cicatrized the ulcerations, as 
hath been elſewhere ſhewed in the like caſes. But it was a difficult work, and 
not effeted without turbith mineral. which was repeated often, and afterwards 
deco. ſarſe, ſweating and purging, &c. finiſhed the Courſe. 

A Woman of about forty years of, Age, of a full body, having been ſome years 
diſeaſed in the watrix, as was ſuppoſed with a Cancer, conſulted me ; I made a 
ſearch, and felt a hard Tumouron the right fide of the Vagina Uteri of the big- 
neſs of a Pullets egg fixed between the Tunicles, neither ulcerated nor painful 
to the touch, yet there ſeemed to dilcharge much ſerous matter from thence. 
There was alſo a deſcent of the Oterws. Upon a further enquiry into the 
cauſe of this Tumour, I perceived ſhe had been frequently ſubject to diſeaſes 
in thoſe parts, and, that they were Venereal, Upon which account I ſuppoſed 
this Tumour to be (0, and having well informed my felt that the courtes of 
Phyſick ſhe had taken before were upon another account, I preſuming a better 
ſucceſs by Antivenereals attempted the Cure, and began with Veneſetion, ta- 
king about Zviij. of blood from her Arm. That day a Clyſter was admini- 
ſtred, and the next day I purged her with ele@. diacaſſre cum Jj. calomel. and 
afterwards repeated calomelanos three or four wmes every other night Jj 
with conſ. rd..rub. and preſcribed her an emulſion ex ſexe. 4. frigid. maj: cunr 
ſem. papaver. alb. ec. 1n a decod. ſarſe, aromatizing it with aq. cinamoni hor- 
deat. and ſweetned it with Sugar. I alſo preſcribed this injection : Re fol. 
plamag. virg. auree, alchimille an. Mj. ſummit. centaur. utriuſque an, Pj. rad. 
iridis ij. coquantur in aq. fabror. ad \bitj. colature adde jyr. de roſss (iccis, and 
de piloſella an. ij. injiciatur mane & veſperi. Afterwards oblerving'that the 
calowel. did work downwards, and rendered the pudendum more ilabby, I 
gays ber a doſe of turbith. min. 2. which vomited her four or five times, and 
purged her as often. I repeated it the fourth day, and perceiving the revulſion 
it made, I increaſed. the *doſe, -and 'gave it the third day after, and again 
till jt ſalivated her, and thereby took oft the fluxion and pains. In the de- 
clining of her Salivation, her to the drinking of a decod?. jarſe, and pur- 
ged and (weat her with Be . nin. gum. guataci, &c. and by a ſtridt diet = 
clude 
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cluded the courſe, and reſolved that Tumour as ſhe then thought. Whether 
it totally diſcuſſed I know not, but ſhe hath continued fince very well. 
A Man aged about fifty years,by the ſuppreſſion of Urine and virulent mat. 


ter was gangrened on the _ Teſticle, and that part of the perinenn lying 
next to it, the Urine paſſing thereforth. I ſcarified the gangrened parts, 
waſhed out the blood with falt water, fill'd the inciſions with mere. preci- 
pitat. and drefled it up with nngyent. FEgyptiac. hot, with a Cataplaſm over 
all of wedul. panis triticee , pul. ſummitat. abſinth. ſcordii , &c. decofted in 
Brandy-wine. I then Jet the Patient blood, preſcribed him a Clyſter, and a 
Cordial Julep. The next day I ſaw the Eſchar ſeparating in perineo, and way 
ſatisfied that the Urine came all that way. I fomented with the Fotus pre- 
ſcribed in the Chapter of Gargreer, and drefled it with unguent. baſilicon, and 
a few drops of ol. terebinth. mixed with it, and continued the uſe of the Ca- 
taplaſm. By theſe applications the ſſough ſeparating I detergend with »undif. 
Paracelſ. and purged the Patient with ele@. lernitiv. and calomel. and preſcribed 
him a deco@. ſarſe. After deterfſion I incarned with the ſame mundificative, 
adding to it pul. thuris, ſarcocolle, myrthe, aloes and yr. de roſ. ſiccis, and with 
the Vitriol Stone dryed the looſe fleſh, and cicatrized it with ag. calcis, Og: 
In the time of incarning bis urine paſſed ſomewhat by the natural way, an 

at the laſt it paſſed better. The Cure was finiſhed by purging, ſweating, 
ec. as I am accuſtomed to do in ſuch cafes. He is fince married to a young 
Woman. 

In the year 1652. at my return to London from the Battel at Worceſter, I 
fomewhile afliſted that moſt excellent Chirurgeon the deceaſed Mr. Ed. Mo- 
lins in drefling his Patients 3 amongſt which I ſaw his Praftice in the moſt dif- 
ficult caſes of this Diſeaſe, whereof I ſhall give you one of his Operations. 

An Old Fornicator, having been long diſeaſed with a Carnofity, which had 
refiſted all endeavours, and in a manner totally ſappreſt his Urine, ſent for 
him 3 he went, and cauſed the Patient to be taken out of Bed, and placed 
upon a Table, with his Legs drawn up; as ih cutting for the Stone ; he cut in- 
to the Urethra near the neck of the Bladder, it was hard as a griſtle. His knife 
did not readily divide it, but ſo ſoon as he had, the Urine guſhed out, which 
being diſcharged, he put bis fnger into the QOrethra, and afterwards inlarg- 
ed the inciſion upward more to the Scrotum, then drefled it up with his green 
Balſam warm, by which in few days it digeſted, and the Patient was relie- 
ved : the lips grew alſo daily ſofter, and the wound healed apace, but all this 
while the Urine had no other paſlage, the common du&ws being ſo cloſed up. 
by reaſon of the Carnoſity, that we could not make any way into it with our 
ſmalleſt probes or candles. Upon which conſideration it was thought neceſ- 
ſary to keep this opening m perineo for the diſcharge of Urine, my in order 
thereto it was drefled up with a Doſhil, an Emplaſter and Compreſs, which the 
Patient took off at times to eaſe Nature, But this not ſatisfying him, he fre- 
quently complained of his unhappy condition 3 infomuch that Mr. Ed. Mo- 
lins being wearied with the Patient's ſolicitation, took me one morning along 
with him, where again he placed the Patient as before, and attempted to make 
a way from the Apex into the Urethra, but it was in vain. Whereupon he 
cauſed one of his Servants to hold the one leg, and my ſelf the other whye he 
took up the Teſticles, and put the one into my hand, and the other he placed 
in the hand of his Servant ; then with his knife divided the Scrotyrm ta the 
middle ( we holding each Teſticle the while in our hands) and cutting into 
the Urethra (lit it the whole length to the incifion 3» perines; then with a 
needle and thread ſtitcht the skin over the © as alſo the Scrotum, lea- 
ving the Teſticles covered, as before, and dre em with hangs by 
whic 
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which they were cured in few days: But the Urine nevertheleſs continued to 
flow by the opening 7: perines. 

A lean withered old Man, near ſeventy years of Age, having in his younger «ur. 
years had many Gonorrhea's, complained in his later years of difficulty in ma- Odlervation. 
king his urine, and that he voided much matter. He fent for me, and would 
needs have his diſeaſe to be the Stone, and 'that matter to proceed from an 
ulcer in his bladder. I endeavoured to inform him better, but obſerving him 
ſo wiſe, 1 was well enough contented he ſhould report it ſo, and concerned 
my ſelf no further with him, than by the preſcribing him an emulfion. About 
a year after, his urine being in a manner ſuppreſt he ſent for me again ; I made 
a ſearch, and found the entrance into the Urethra eaten away below the fre- 
74m with part of the prepuce, and the paſſage there into the du&@ xz difficult to 
fiad ; and after I got in, it was ſo ſtrait and ſtuft with Caruncles, that I could 
make no way either by probe or wax-candle. I ordered him preſently a Cly- 
ſter, ſuppoſing thereby to force the Urine out ; but it would not. 1 then pro- 
poſed the cutting into the duos below, but he would not. The retention of 
the matter in the ſeminals ſoon after raiſed a "Tumour beneath the Scrotum, 
which being exceeding painful, he was contented I ſhould make an opening 
to ler his Urine out. | placed him in a clear light, with his legs drawn up, 
as in the former Obſervation hath been ſaid, and made inciſion into the Ure- 
thra near the neck of the bladder : which having done, and fatisfied my felt 
by my finger, and diſcharge of his Urine, that I had made opening enough, 
I drefſed him up with the Spaniſh Balſom, there. being no blood loſt in the 
work, ſave what came from the skin, the Orethra it felt being cartilagineous. 
From that time I only drefled the wound with a dofhil dipt in the fame Bal- 
ſom, and applyed a pledget over it, with an emplaſt. diachalcit. and bandage 
to retain it on. To the ſwelling above I applyed a Cataplaſm ex rad. &5 fol. 
byoſcyami, cicute, &c. by which the Tumour reſolved, the matter indeed dif- 
charging with the Urine by the opening. There was not much care taken in 
define this Ulcer, for in ſeven or eight days it contracted, and being callous 
could not unite, if the Urine would have permitted it, but it had go other 
paſſage. The Patient was hereby greatly relieved, and had no other trouble 
but to Urine this way, which I thought he would have been well pleaſed 
with, and rejoyced in the having ſuch an eafie diſcharge : Yet after ſome 
months he made me many viſits, maundring as if I had done him a diſcourtelie 
in leaving ſuch an opening. Whereupon to quiet him, I gave him fome ſearch- 
ing candles, and wiſhed him to go home, and try if he could find any paflage 
from the Apex into the Qretbra to the Bladder 3 it he could, I would readily 
heal that Ulcer # perineo, otherwiſe I wiſht him to conſider how he would 
Urine : upon which he became more ſatisfied. He lived ſome years after, and 
died of Old Age. 

One having been long troubled with a difficulty in Urine, was at laſt ſeiſed 12. 
with a Tumour i» perineo hard and painful. I was fetcht, and ſeeing ix ®<rvation. 
would tend to ſuppuration, I dreſſed it with a Cataplaſm ex rad. a/thee. hlior. 
&«c. and having ſuppurated it,l opened it by inciſion, and diſcharged a quantity 
of matter. In the drefling of it daily I obſerved much gleet, which I diſcovered 
after a while to be Urine mixed with the matter, and upon ſearch found Ca- 
runcles in his Urethra. I perceiving the cauſe of the abſceſs proceeded in the 
Cure with candles, e*c. as hath been ſet down1in the method of Cure; and ha- 
ving cleared that paſſage, and made a free way for the Urine, I made ſeatch into 
the abſceſs, and laid it open by incifion according to thelength of the perineum, 
and from that time haſtened the incarning and agglutination of the Ulcer as 
well by internals as externals, and in few weeks cicatrized it ſmooth and firm. 

One 
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One having contracted a Gonorrhea beyond Sea, and not being well Cured 
thereof, in progreſs of time Caruncles aroſe, and a difficulty of Urine follow. 
ed. After he had ſpent ſome time in endeavouring his Cure abroad, he return- 
ed toward England; but in his journeying through thoſe hot Countries, an 
abſceſs aroſe amongſt the ſeminals, and diſcharged its matter under the pyb;s, 
and afterwards between the Teſticles, and in three or four places of the peri- 
»eum, and on both ſides of. it, by reaſon of which the Patient lay long by the 
way, and was at laſt with much difficulty brought to London. Sir Fr. Pr. ang 
my ſelf were ſent for. We ſaw the Patient miſerably emaciated, and (o dif. 
eaſed as I have ſaid. Decoctions of ſarſa, with Pectorals, Emulſions, Cordial 
Juleps, Balſamicks, alſo lenient Purgatives with calozzel. were preſcribed, and 
much pains was taken in the Chirurgery, but he not being capable of the great 
Remedies, our work proved unſucceſsful, and he removed into ſome ot the 
neighbouring Villages to drink Aſſes milk, and to try how he could nouriſh 
himſelf in the freſh Air, where I think he died. 

Another who had ſpent his younger days looſely, languiſhed in his old age 
with a carnofity, whereby the Urine was (traitned 1n its paſſage forth, and the 
ſeminal veſſels within the pelvis corrupting inflamed the neighbouring tunicles 
of the reFum inteſtinum, and paſled its matter into that gut and diſcharged it 


| by ſtool; yet not ſo entirely, but that it afterward made a way lower out be- 
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tween the ans and perineum, by which ways he had alſo pollutions. His caſe 
was deplorable, but the way to cure him if poſſible had been to have made re. 
vulfion and evacuation of that matter by Salivation, and afterwards by laying 
open thoſe ſinus's as in fiſtula ani: but this was a poor man and not governable. 
He lived ſome yearsby the charitable affiſtance of Mr. Ed. Molins and my (elf, 
and at laſt was found dead in the ſtreet. 

The ſame year I came from the Wars to London, I was ſent for to one who 
laboured of an abſceſs i» ano. He diſcharged a purulent matter in great quan- 
tity. I conſulted the late deceaſed Mr. Ed. M. who upon ſearch with his finger 
in ano concluded it to ariſe from ſome abſceſs in the proſtates, and to be the 
efte&s of a Gonorrhbea ill cured. Which being confeſt, we dreſt the Ulcer, 
and preſcribed ſome little remedies. A day or two after we met again, made 


' a ſearch with a Candle into the Orethra, and diſcovered Caruncles, which was 


alſo apparent by his piſſing. The Patient was much pained by the ſearching, 
and deſired that work might be forborn till his Ulcer i ao was better diſpo- 
ſed. Upon which my friend declined his viſits, The diſcharge of that viru- 
lent matter fretted the parts without, and enlarged the opening into the reFunm 
inteſtinum, {o as upon paſſing my finger i# ano 1 felt it, and by a curved Probe, 
found the ſinus tend to the perineum. Upon which part I applyed a caultick, 
and afterwards made inciſion into the lower part of the ſin#4, whereby the 
matter was partly diſcharged. But he'had little advantage thereby, his diſeaſe 
being Venereal required a ſevere courſe of Phyfick : but he not ſubmitting to 
it,the matter afterward apoſtemated that buttock,and diſcharged it ſelf through 
many gr He lived ſeventeen years thus and followed his employment 
abroad. 

One having been many years afflicted with the reliques of a Gonorrhea, it at 
length brake its way downward and raiſed an abſceſs under the pubis, and 
through want of ſufficient vent corroded the Urethra, ſo that his Urine came 
thereout. He had alſoa continual weeping of a virulent matter by the peri, 
and-paſſed his urine in a ſmall ſtream and frequently forked. I began the 
Cure with a purging deco. of caſſza and tamarind. &c. then let him blood, 
and afterward purged him with pl. cornichini and mer. dul. and repeated it 
once in three days : all which time he continued his own way of _— the 

Icer 
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Ulcer with Precipitate. But after I had a. while purged him with Mercurials 
I ſcraped off the cruſted precipitate, and drefled it up with Pledgets dipt in 
tinFura vitrioli, and applyed a compreſs over them with good bandage, and 
renewed the dreſiings once in three or four days, during which I gave him ten 
grains of turbith mineral, by which I made revullion of that peccant matter. 
The ſecond day I repeated the t#rbith, and gave him another doſe of the ſame 
the third day after, and purpoled to have raiſed a Salivation 3 but finding the 
Patient not able to bear any thing of that kind | forborethe further proceedin 
thereby, and by Clyſters and lenient purgers carried the matter Js 
The Ulcer being cicatrized and the ca{us reſolved, I threw off the bandage, 
and concluded him well thereof. Whilſt I purged him to carry off the Saliva- 
tion he ſpit the more, and his mouth grew fore, which put me upon indulging 
him the longer, but as his mouth healed I purged him again, and kept him ta 
the drinking a decaction- of ſarſaparille, &c. and began to make way with 
Candles to extirpate the Caruncles 3 but the fiſtulous Ulcer being cured, he 
would not believe the extirpating the Caruncles neceſſary. Wherefore I ſub- 
mitted to his pleaſure, and finiſhed that courſe of Phyſick.
